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OUR  NEW  POLICY  -  -  - 

WITH  THIS  ISSUE,  we  are  starting  a  slight  change 
in  policy,  which,  if  the  response  indicates  favorable 
reaction,  we  shall  continue. 

In  the  interest  of  a  more  attractive  and  serviceable 
Church  paper,  we  are,  this  week,  inaugurating  a  different 
style  of  front  page.  This  same  patt<;m  of  the  head  and 
base  will  continue  from  week  to  week. 

Further,  because  of  a  constantly  rising  acceptance  of 
the  Evangelist,  together  with  a  continued  increase  in  the 
amount  of  material  to  be  published,  plus  our  desire  to 
keep  a  well-balanced  paper,  we  see  as  our  only  alterna- 
tive to  occasionally  print  issues  which  contain  more  than 
16  pages. 

In  order  to  be  systematic  and  orderly  about  this,  we 
have  adopted  the  plan  of  enlarging  to  20  pages  the  first 
issue  of  each  month  in  which  a  Denominational  offering 
is  being  lifted.  This  will  allow  us  to  give  the  special  em- 
phasis to  the  particular  interest  of  the  month  and  yet 
still  retain  the  regular  features  of  the  paper.

Here,  all  material  for 
publication  in  the  Evangelist,  each 
week,  is  carefully  gone  over  by  the 
Editor.  Nothing  appears  in  the 
pages  of  the  Evangelist,  except  it 
has  first  been  read  and  edited  by  the 
Editor.  Here  plans  are  made  for  the 
scheduling  of  articles  and  materials; 
here  the  "format"  of  each  week's 
paper   is   carefully   worked   out. 

Uppermost  in  our  mind  is  the 
controlling  principle  of  whether  or 
not  that  which  is  printed  is  theolog- 
ically true,  wholesomely  helpful, 
free  from  peeves,  of  interest  to  the 
Brethren,  and  fostering  the  specific 
and  general  program  of  the  Church. 
As  such,  the  Editor  must  completely 
divoi'ce  himself  from  any  personal 
feelings,  weighing  each  article  and 
item  on  its  own  merits,  in  line  with 
the  general  policies  mentioned  above. 

When  articles  and  items  are  "cleared"  through  the  Edi- 
tor, they  then  go  to  the  typesetter,  where  they  are  set  in 
lines  on  individual  metal  slugs,  corresponding  to  each 
line  of  reading  matter  as  you  see  in  this,  and  other  ai- 
ticles.  These  metal  slugs  are  formed  at  the  same  time 
as  the  letters  are  cast  on  them  by  the  operator.  The 
printed  matter  of  your  publication  is  set  by  Mr.  Charles

Following  this,  the  lines  are  arranged  in  pages  as  you 
ad  them  now,  along  with  pictures,  article  heads,  page 
mbers,  borders,  etc.  When  this  is  accomplished,  addi- 
)nal  proofs  are  taken  which  are  also  read  by  the  Editor, 
any  further  corrections  are  noted  and  made. 

(We  would  like  to  say  at  this  time,  that  every  effort 
made  to  remove  all  typographical  errors,  but  for  some 
ysterious  reason  there  always  seem  to  be  some  mis- 
kes  which  no  one  seems  to  find  until  the  papers  are  all 
■inted.  This  is  one  of  the  headaches  of  being  an  Editor 
■we  think  we  have  them  all,  and  then,  when  it  is  too 
te,  we  see  one  we  missed.)

In  Life

(A  message  delivered  at  the  1954  Ohio  District  Con- 
ference, held  at  Bryan,  Ohio.) 

lR.ev.   ^eorge   W.   Solomon 

Theme  &  text — Philippians  3:1.0 

T  WAS  QUITE  PLEASED  to  have  been  assigned  this 
vital  topic  which  I  feel  is  the  basic  one  of  the 
four  under  our  Conference  theme  for  1954 — "That  I  may 
Know  Him."  In  considering  the  faur  messages  under  this 
theme  I  believe  this  can  be  said  from  observation:  Fel- 
lowship is  vital — Service  is  demanded — but  if  we  are  to 
know  Him  in  death,  we  MUST  know  Him  in  life.  Of 
course,  the  ideal  Christian  life  will  never  be  limited  in 
either  fellowship  or  service.  However  let  us  get  right  to 
our  text  where  we  find,  upon  a  study  of  the  context  of 
Phil.  3:10,  a  presupposition,  that  being,  that  there  was 
a  real  desire,  a  willingness,  in  fact,  a  deep  longing  on  the 
part  of  Paul  to  know  the  Lord  in  everything.  Paul  relates 
how  he  was  "an  Hebrew  of  the  Hebrews;  as  touching  the 
law,  a  Pharisee."  But  he  gave  up  everything  for  Christ 
— the  esteem  of  his  fellow  Hebrews,  his  position  as  a 
spiritual  leader  of  Judaism,  all  possible  future  wealth 
wMch  certainly  would  have  been  his  in  such  a  lucrative 
religion  as  Judaism,  his  home  and  family.  Paul  had  found 
the  "Pearl  of  Great  Price"  and  he  was  willing  to  pay  that 
price  that  he  might  "know  Him,  and  the  power  of  his 
resurrection,  and  the  fellowship  of  his  sufferings,  being 
made  conformable  to  his  death."  Paul  wanted  to  be  found 
NOW  in  the  Lord. 

Therefore,  w^hen  we  say  "That  I  may  know  Him  in  life" 
we  are  automatically  revealing  to  all  men  that  we  have 
the  desire  to  know  Him.  We  want  to  experience  that 
power  of  the  resurrection,  and  the  fellowship  of  his  suf- 
ferings, that  we  might  enjoy  the  abundant  life  and  that 
we  might  finally  experience  Him  in  death.  Then  to  me  it 
seems  our  object  would  be  to  answer  the  question,  "How 
may  I  know  Him  in  life"  or,  more  accurately,  "How  can 
I  know  Him  in  life?"  Assuming  then  that  I  am  speaking 
to  Christian  people  who  have  made  an  acknowledgment  of 
Christ,  who  have  been  buried  with  Him  in  baptism  and 
raised  to  the  newness  of  the  Christian  life,  I  find  in  God's 
Word  the  answers  to  our  question. 

I  have  already  stated  the  first  necessity — a  desire  to 
know  Him  in  life.  When  I  say  this,  I  am  cognizant  of 
the  fact  that  all  too  many  professing  Christians  don't 
really  and  truly  want  to  know  Him  in  life.  They  fulfill 
the    signal    commands    of  formal    acceptance    and    church 


membership,  not  for  the  purpose  of  knowing  Him  in 
but  rather  their  only  true  desire  is  that  they  might  k 
Him  in  death  and  this  desire  is  motivated  by  fear  ra 
than  love.  Jesus  spoke   about  the  rich  young  ruler 
expressed  a  desire  to  know  the  way  of  life  eternal, 
he  did  not  want  to  know  Christ  in  life,  he  only  wai 
to  escape  hell.  He  said  that  he  had  kept  all  the  comms 
ments  fi^om  his  youth  up  and  Jesus  commended  him 
this.  But,  "One  thing  thou  lackest:  go  thy  way,  sell  wll- 
soever  thou   hast,   and  give   to   the  poor,  and  thou  s^t 
have  treasure  in  heaven:  and  come,  take  up  the  cross, 
follow  me.   And   he   was   sad   at  that  saying,    and    ■«  t 
away  grieved;  for  he  had  great  possessions."  He  did 
desire  to  know  Him  in  life.  He  wanted  to  live  with 
riches,  the  very  thing  that  was  standing  between  him 
God,   and   yet   he   desired   to   know   the   Master  in  de: 
This  he  could  not  do!  And  this  we  caiuiot  do!  We  n 
rather  to  hear  the  Master's  ".Blessed  are  they  which 
HUNGER  and  THIRST  after  righteousness:  for  they  si 
be  filled." 

When  we  have  established  a  true  desire  to  know  Himli 
life,  we  do  right  to  mark  well  the  second  step:  a  cl|': 
or  a  definite  goal.  Not  a  hobby,  or  one  of  two  or  th  h 
other   goals    in    life,    but    make    it    our   single,    importii; 
goal.   We  must   learn  to  put  first  things   first.   "Seek 
first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  His  righteousness;  and 
these  other  things  shall  be  added  unto  you."  Paul,  af 
he  had  given  up  worldly  ambitions  and  wealth  as  a  gc 
as  related  in  the  first  part  of  this  chapter,  for  the  pi 
pose  of  knowing  the  Lord,  says  in  all  humility,  "Bre 
ren    I    count   not   myself   to    have   apprehended:  but  t 
one  thing  I  do,  forgetting  those  things  which  are  behii 
and  reaching  forth  unto   those   things  which   are   befo 
I  press  toward  the  mark  of  the  prize  of  the  high  calli 
of  God  in  Christ  Jesus."  The  desire  and  the  willingnc 
were  there,  but  Paul  knew  that  to  know  Him  in  life 
must  continually  be  working  at  it  and  to  do  this  he  Si 
as   it  were   before  him,  a  definite,  clear,  singular  goal 
the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the    high    calling    of    God 
Christ   Jes.us.   And   then   he   adds:   "Let   us   therefore, 
many  as  be  perfect,  be  thus  minded." 

We  now  have  the  desire  to  run  and  the  goal  is  clear 
marked.  But,  "That  I  may  know  Him  in  life"  signifi 
far  more  than  many  Christians  are  willing  to  admit, 
believe  the  term  "life"  in  this  topic  or  theme  must  1 
defined  as  beginning  with  my  physical  birth  and  endii 
with  my  physical  death;  for  the  measure  yet  to  con 
deals  with  the  subject  "death."  This  also  must  inclu( 
every  day  of  that  life.  Not  just  Sunday,  or  Sunday  ai 
Wednesday  evening,  or  not  just  when  I  find  myself 
church — but  my  daily  life  as  well.  In  the  office,  in  tl 
shop,  in   the  factory,   on   the  farm,  in  the  home,  in  tl 
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nobile,  out  with  friends.  If  we  limit  our  desire  or 
ity  to  knowing  Him  one  day  in  seven,  then  we  are 
1  the  same  class  as  Paul.

th  this  in  mind,  the  third  step  we  must  establish  is 
thfjicceptance  of  the  fact  that  it  is  this  everyday  contact 
thi  we  really  are  seeking,  for  such  is  the  only  kind  that 
wi  ever  be  of  any  true  value.  When  I  say  this  I  am  re- 
ini  led  of  one  of  the  deacons  in  the  church  which  I  at- 
tei  ad  most  of  my  life.  He  liked  to  tell,  when  the  occa- 
sic  arose  in  his  teaching,  how  he  experienced  God  in 
ev  y  day  life.  He  had  many  stories  to  tell  but  I  remem- 
be  one  distinctly,  for  we  were  both  painters  by  trade 
at  tiat  time  and  this  had  to  do  with  that  type  of  work. 
T(  /ou  who  have  never  experienced  the  necessity  of  mix- 
in  colors  to  match  other  work,  or  to  satisfy  a  hard-to- 
pl  se,  self-styled,  female  decorator,  this  may  not  seem 
as  mportant  as  it  did  to  us.  But  he  would  tell  how  he 
W'ked  for  hours  trying  to  get  proper  colors  and  some- 
tins  he  just  couldn't  do  it.  Then  he  would  smile  and 
s£  "So  I  took  it  to  the  Lord."  He  would  ask  the  Lord 
tcielp  him  mix  his  paint.  How  many  of  us  are  that 
fg  iliar  with  our  Lord?  That's  knowing  Him  in  life! 
S  h  a  policy  should  be  carried  into  every  Christian  life. 
I  pcently  read  somewhere  a  statement  like  this:  "Any- 
tl|ig  big  enough  to  trouble  and  disturb  you,  is  big  enough 
tiouch  the  heart  of  God." 

Ve  CAN  know  Him  in  this  fashion  but  it  is  a  task  that 

st  be  worked  at;  it  must  be  a  constant  striving.  What 

really  need  is  a  God-consciousness.  This  is  not  particu- 

ly  difficult  to  acquire,  if  truly  desired.  It  is  the  simple, 

0 -given  formula  of  daily  prayer  and  Bible  reading.  You 

ry  say,  "That's  old  stuff,"  or  "I've  heard  that  before." 

It  old  or  new — it's  true.  Jesus  said,  "Watch  and  pray, 

tjtt  ye  enter   not    into   temptation;    the    spirit  indeed  is 

iling,  but  the  flesh  is  weak."  It  is  that  constant,  daily 

itact  that  brings  a  knowledge  of  Him.  Let  me  illustrate 

taking  an    example    from    daily    life.    When    I    was    a 

:|ung  fellow,  that  is,  a  lad  in  knee-britches,  I  had  a  very 

d'se   friend.    It    was    one    of   those    friendships    with    ex- 

imely  close  ties  that  most  of  us  experience,  particularly 

early  life.   When  I  wasn't  at  Jim's  home,  he  was  at 

ne.  We  played  together,  we  ate  together,  we  picnicked 

jgether,  we  went  to  town  together,  we  worked  together 

ji  the  same  farm,  we  helped  one  another  with  chores,  we 

jmped  out  together,  yes,  we  often  got  into  mischief  to- 

jjther  too.  We  knew  one  another  almost  as  well  as  we 

iiew  ourselves.    But   then   the   day  came  when  we  went 

I  to  the  aimy,  but  not  together.  He  was  in  Alaska,  I  was 

j  China,  Burma  and  India.  We  both  returned  home  when 

|ie  war  was  over  and  saw  each  other  a  couple  of  times. 

|ut  then  I  came  to  Ashland.  We  haven't  talked  to  each 

ther  but  once  in  the  past  four  years.  Now  when  I  go  to 

;e  this   old   friend    of   mine,  he   is   a   stranger.   It's   the 

ime  way  in  our  relationship    with    that    Friend    of    all 

iends;  we  cannot  commune  with  Him  only  occasionally 

nd  really  get  to  know  Him.  When  my  friend  and  I  had 

daily  contact  we  knew  each  other  like  a  book.  We  can't 

now   Him    without  being   bound   to  Him.    That   constant 

DHtact,  that  daily  communion  with  God,  yes,  that  daily 

rayer,  my  friends,  is  a  necessity  "That  I  may  know  Him 

1  life." 

In  recent  months  we  have  been  reading  about  the  Mc- 
iarthy-Army  hearings;  the  war  in  Indo-China;  the  Gen- 
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eva  Conference.  Why  do  we  read  the  daily  papers  ?  .Be- 
cause we  want  to  keep  up  with  the  times.  If  we  did  not 
read  them  we  would  soon  get  out  of  touch  with  the  world 
and  life  around  us.  We  keep  up  our  reading  that  we  may 
know  life  as  it  is  today.  Then  when  we  feel  ourselves 
slipping  and  getting  out  of  touch  with  God  in  life,  would 
not  the  .answer  logically  be  the  same?  A  need  for  read- 
ing God's  Word  to  know  Him  in  life.  Read  the  wonderful 
stories  that  tell  us  of  His  great  love — read  the  blessed 
px'omises  contained  therein — read  about  the  good  news  of 
salvation  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  W.  S.  Benshoff, 
our  Editor  of  Publications  for  our  Church  paper,  said  in 
h's  report  this  morning:  "A  reading  church  is  an  informer! 
church."  In  the  second  book  of  Kings  we  read  about  King 
Josiah,  a  good  king  who  ordered  the  repairing  of  the  long 
neglected  temple.  But  the  real  reform  did  not  begin  until, 
in  the  process  o^  repairing  they  found  the  book  of  the 
Law  and  it  was  read.  When  King  Josiah  heard  the  words 
of  the  Lord  read  to  him,  he  rent  his  clothes  and  a  great 
reform  began.  If  I  want  to  know  Him  in  life  I  must  be 
well  informed  concerning  His  nature.  His  character,  His 
plan  for  me  and  for  my  fellowman.  I  must  not  get  out  of 
touch  with  God  by  failing  to  keep  up  with  the  Good 
News. 

"That  I  may  know  Him  in  life"  would  then  point  to 
some  definite  needs  that  we  must  care  for  (1)  A  true 
desire  is  inevitable.  Then,  any  goal  is  more  easily  leached 
if  clearly  defined  and  singular  in  number.  So  (2)  a  clear- 
ly defined  goal.  We  must  then  establish  (3)  that  every- 
day contact.  To  carry  through  this  program  we  need  (4) 
a  God-consciousness  which  is  obtained  by  daily  prayei' 
and  Bible  reading;  a  constant  daily  contact  with  God. 

I  wauld  like  to  make  this  one  remark  in  closing.  There 
is  really  no  question  involved  in  the  statement  "That  I 
MAY  know  Him  in  life"  because  the  privilege  is  always 
ours.  We  certainly  MAY  know  Him  in  life.  We  ever  have 
the  opportunity.  God's  Word  tells  us  how  we  CAN  know 
Him.  The  question  now  is,  "Do  we  know  the  Lord  in 
life?"  —Ashland.  Ohio.

GENERAL  SECRETARY  WRITES  FROM  WAKA 


...  I  am  finding  the  work  here  of  very  high  quality 
and  with  a  fine  spiritual  emphasis.  I  am  finding  the  peo- 
ple who  work  here  in  Nigeria  taking  both  a  Biblical  and 
realist'c  approach;  I  am  greatly  pleased  for  many  rea- 
sons. 

Here  at  Waka  Training  Center  they  are  training  pri- 
mary grade  teachers  who  will  go  out  into  the  villages  to 
teach  in  the  government  grade  schools  and  mission-super- 
vised schools.  They  are  also  good  Christians  who  teach 
Bible  in  the  schools;  they  let  their  witness  go  forth  in 
these  communities  in  many  ways — some  even  start  church 
services  where  such  do  not  already  exist.  Where  they  do 
already  exist,  these  teachers  get  into  the  work  of  the 
church,  taking  responsible  positions,  preaching,  etc.  It 
really  is  gratifying  to  see  this  development  growing  into 
the  indigenous  church. 

Tonight  six  teachers  will  graduate  from  the  Waka 
Training  School  and  will  go  out  to  teach  in  other  com- 
munities, taking  their  families,  and  Christian  witness  and 
Christian  ways  with  them.  They  are  young  fellows,  18-22 
years  old,  I  suppose,  and  they  are  keen-minded  and  spir- 
itually-minded  as   well.

inches  long  just  ran  under  my  feet  as  I  sat  here  at 
desk.  Oh  yes,  there  are  hundreds  of  them  both  ins-de 
out.  I  think  I'll  put  one  in  my  luggage  and  bring  it  h 
for  Jim.  (Note:  I  hope  he  doesn't  decide  to  "brighten 
the  office  with  one. — I.  L.) 

We  .are  really  on  the  go  much  of  the  time — looli' 
over  some  part  of  the  mission  program  or  sitting  in  c 
ferences  discussing  different  phases  of  it.  We  have  b 
meeting  with  the  African  Church  committees  at  sev,( 
places  and  really  find  them  interesting.  Many  of  them  | 
anxious  to  get  prepared  so  that  when  they  get  their 
dependence  in  1956  they  will  be  able  to  carry  their 
sponsibilities — particularly  as  related  to  the  Christ 
Church.

It  v 
stewed  duck,  rice  stewed  with  duck  broth,  boiled  eg 
and  warm  milk.  It  was  very  tasty.  On  Thanksgiving  D 
we   had  chicken   for  dinner  and  duck  for  supper.

Lesson  for  January  9,   1955 

THE  LIVING  GOD 

Lesson:    Ps.    103:8-13;    Isaiah   40:25-29;    Matt.   9:6b;    John 
4:23,  24;   10:30 

GOD  IS  INFINITE— without  limits  of  any  kind.  The 
very  fact  that  He  cannot  be  measured,  nor  compre- 
hended, is  proof  that  He  is  GOD.  for  if  finite  man  could 
understand  all  that  there  is  to  know  about  God,  then  he 
would  be  as  great  as  God. 

The  Scriptures  take  for  granted  that  God  does  exist, 
and  that  He  always  has  existed.  "In  the  beginning  .  .  . 
GOD"  (Gen.  1:1).  The  Bible  would  have  us  believe  this 
fact,  "for  he  that  cometh  to  God  must  believe  that  He 
IS  .  .  .  (Heb.  11:6).  For  if  we  do  not  believe  that 
God  IS — -that  is,  that  He  exists — then  we  cannot  please 
Him. 

Our  Scripture  lesson  not  only  takes  for  granted  that 
God  exists,  but  endeavors  to  tell  us  what  the  Living  God 
is  like.  A  few  of  the  Characteristics  of  God  are  listed  in 
Psalm  103.  God  is  Merciful:  "The  mercy  of  the  Lord  is 
from  everlasting  to  everlasting"  (verse  17  \  He  is  also 
"gracious"  (full  of  Grace),  and  slow  to  anger  (Longsuf- 
fering)  (verse  8).  Verses  12  and  13  of  this  same  Psalm 
reveal  that  He  is  Forgiving  and  full  of  Compassion:  "As 
far  as  the  east  is  from  the  west,  so  far  hath  He  re- 
moved our  transgressions  from  us.  Like  as  a  fathei' 
pitieth  his  children,  so  the  Lord  pitieth  them  that  fear 
Him." 

Concerning  these  last  two  verses  W.  S.  Hottel,  writing 
in  the  Bible  Expositor  and  Illuminator,  makes  this  com- 
ment: "The  mercy  of  Jehovah  toward  His  trustful  peo- 
ple, is  boundless  in  extent  and  measureless  for  depth  and 
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height;   it  can  no   more  be  measured  than   the   height  of 
the  Heaven  above." 

The  Prophet  Isaiah  in  chapter  40  tells  us  something 
about  the  Person  of  God.  "To  whom  then  will  ye  liken 
me,  or  shall  I  be  equal?  saith  the  Holy  One"  (verse  25). 
God  has  no  equal,  neither  can  He  be  compared  with  any 
other   being.    He    is,    therefore,   the    Incomparable   One! 

The  Living  God  is  also  the  Creator  of  the  universe. 
Speaking  of  the  stars  of  the  heavens,  God,  through  the 
lips  of  Isaiah,  says:  "Lift  up  your  eyes  on  high,  and  be- 
hold who  hath  created  these  things,  that  bringeth  out 
their  host  by  number"  (verse  26).  Can  the  stars  be 
counted  ?   How  many  are  there  ? 

God  had  asked  Abraham  this  very  question:  "Look  now 
tow.ard  heaven  and  tell  (count)  the  stars,  if  thou  be  able 
to  number  them"  (Gen.  15:5).  The  answer  was  obvious — 
the  stars  cannot  be  counted  by  finite  man.  And  yet  wc 
read  that  "He  (God)  calleth  them  all  by  name  by  the 
greatness  of  His  might"   (Isaiah  40:26). 

He  is  the  Eternal  One,  and  the  Almighty  One,  and  the 
Omniscient  One.  "Hast  thou  not  known?  Hast  thou  not 
heard,  that  the  everlasting  God,  the  Lord,  the  Creator  of 
the  ends  of  the  earth,  fainteth  not,  neither  is  weary? 
there  is  no  searching  of  His  understanding"  (Isaiah 
40:28). 

The  Eternal  One!  What  a  stupendous  thought!  Is  it 
possible  that  there  is  One  who  has  .always  been,  and  will 
always  be?  Listen  to  the  word  of  Moses  in  Psalm  90:2: 
"Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever  Thou 
hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the  world,  even  from  EVER- 
LASTING TO  EVERLASTING,  Thou  art  God."  This  is 
why  the  song  writer  could  say,  "O  Thou,  who  changest 
not,  abide  with  me." 

In  summary  we  quote  the  words  of  the  Westminster 
Catechism  in  its  shorter  form:  "God  is  a  Spirit,  infinite, 
eternal,  and  unchanging  in  His  being,  wisdom,  power, 
holiness,  justice,  goodness,  and  truth." 

After  all  has  been  said,  we  find  that  we  cannot  ex- 
plain, define,  nor  understand  GOD.  Nevertheless,  some 
day — some  blessed  day — the  Saints  of  God  will  stand  be- 
fore God,  and  "He  will  dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall 
be  His  people,  and  God  Himself  shall  be  wnth  them,  and 
be  their  God.  And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from 
their  eyes;  and  there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sor- 
row, nor  crying,  neither  shall  there  be  any  more  pain: 
for  the   former  things  are  passed   away"    (Rev.   21:3b-4).

WHY    THE   BRETHREN   CHURCH    WAS    FOUNDED 

Scripture  Reading:  Acts  2:1-21 

1,  The  Failure  of  the  Reformation.  Though  tlie  reforma- 
tion was  a  step  in  the  right  direction  it  did  not  accom- 
plish  all    that   the   x'eformers   had   hoped   that    it    would.

Soon  the  Lutheran  Church  was  bogged  down  in  cold 
ualism  and  ceremonialism.  An  over  emphasis  on  the 
trine  of  Justification  by  grace  led  many  people  to 
conclusion  that  the  deeds  of  men  did  not  matter  muc 
long  as  they  believed  the  right  creed.  Tliis  .attitude 
to  gross  sins  within  the  church  that  were  many  t 
worse  than  those  that  had  existed  in  the  Catholic  Chi 
As  one  historian  has  observed  "The  doctrine  of  justi 
tion  by  faith  alone  was  directed  more  to  the  pacifictl 
of  the   conscience  than  to  the   sanctification  of  life." 

2.  The  Dissenters.  Those  who  became  dissatisfied 
conditions  in  the  established  churches  withdrew  and  i 
called  dissenters.  In  England  the  dissenters  were  Ci 
Quakers.  On  the  continent  they  were  named  Pietists 
cause  they  believed  in  living  a  life  of  piety  every 
of  the  week. 

Among  these  Pietists  were  two  men  who  became 
tremely  important  to  the  formation  of  the  .Bretl 
Church.  The  first  of  these  was  Earnest  Christoph  H 
man  and  the  other  was  Alexander  Mack.  Hockman  p 
ably  remained  a  Pietist  all  of  his  life,  but  Mack  did 
Hockman  could  not  see  the  need  of  a  church  orgar^ 
tion  while  Mack  thought  that  Matt.  18:15-17  made 
necessary. 

3.  The  Ordinances  of  the  Church.  Alexander  Mack  c 
to  the  conclusion,  after  much  .Bible  study  and  discussi 
with  theologians  all  over  Europe,  that  Triune  Imm.erfn 
was  the  proper  form  of  Baptism.  Since  no  church  p 
ticed  this  form  of  baptism  at  the  time,  it  was  necess 
for  them  to  organize  a  new  church. 

The  founders  of  the  church  also  believed  that  Johr 
taught  that  we  should  follow  the  command  of  our  I 
when  He  said,  "Ye  see  what  I  have  done  to  you.  If  I  fc 
your   Lord  and   Master  have   washed  your  feet;   ye 
ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet.  For  I  have  given 
an  example  that  ye  should  do  as  I  have  done  to  you. 

4.  Persecution  of  the  Brethren  Church.  These  pei 
were  the  most  ardent  products  of  the  reformation.  T 
did  not  stop  on  middle  ground  with  Luther,  Calvin,  i 
Zwingli.  They  believed  in  "No  exercise  of  force  in 
ligion." 

This  uncompromising  spirit  led  to  no  small  amount 
persecution.    At   times    whole    congregations    were    dri 
out  of  their  homes  and  went  almost  bodily  to  a  new 
cation.   In   1715   the  church  at  Marienborn  fled  to  Ci 
felt.    In    1720   the    congregation    of    Schwarzenau   esca 
to   West  Friesland.   But  generally  the  persecution  in 
new  location  was  as  severe  or  worse  than  in  the  previ 
location.    Notwithstanding   fines    and   imprisonments,  c 
out  of  their  homes,  and  driven  from  province  to  provir 
this  church  increased  in  numbers  constantly.  They  fo 
temporary    refuge    in    Prussia,    Holland,   and    Switzerhj! 
but  there  was  no  promise  of  an  abiding  place  anywhi: 
Regretfully,  they  turned  their  eyes  away  from  the  "F^i 
erland"    and    looked    wistfully,    hopefully    to    the    landJ; 
promise  in  the  new  world. 

5.  The  Brethren  Church  in   the   New    World.    In    1 

about  twenty  families  set  sail  for  the  new  world.  Ii 
few  years  the  whole  denomination  had  migrated  to 
continent  of  hope.  Diid  they  not  count  the  cost  or  meas 
the  sacrifice?  They  could  not  realize  all,  but  they  trus 
Him  whom  they  followed,  and  for  His  sake  they  w 
willing  to   endure  all  things.   The  uncivilized  Indian  "' 
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e  preferred  to  the  enemies  at  home,  inhospitable 
3S  to  the  land  of  persecution;  they  would  find  new 
ds  for  those  they  left  behind,  and  at  a  great  sacri- 
they  would  have  other  homes  for  those  of  their  child- 
.  The  enjoyment  of  religious  liberty,  in  the  "province 
eace"  would  pay  for  all  they  would  leave  behind,  all

he  day  of  their  salvation.  To  borrow  an  idea  from

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to  walk  with  death  as  a  constant  companion  and  learned 
to  meet  him  without  fear  and  without  malice.  These  peo- 
ple had  learned  again  to  count  the  cost  of  following 
Christ  and  they  were  willing  to  pay  the  price. 

What  a  challenge  we  have  here  in  the  first  few  years 
of  our  church's  history  for  the  twentieth  century  Breth- 
ren. Have  we  counted  the  cost?  Are  we  willing  to  pay 
the  price?  Will  we  continue  to  build  new  churches  here 
at  home  and  across  the  seas?  What  would  Christ  have 
us  do?

It  was  my  privilege  to  fellowship  with  the  good  peo- 
}  of  the   County   Line   Brethren   Church    in    a    revival 


The  people  are  to  be  commended  in  the  recent  erection 
of  a  new  parsonage  next  to  the  Church.  It  is  a  lovely 
home  and  cost  approximately  fourteen  thousand  dollars 
and  is  modern  in  every  way.  I  mention  this  to  indicate 
that  the  people  are  progressive;  they  have  real  vision 
and  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  this  rural  church 
will  become  one  of  the  strongest  in  our  brotherhood  in  a 
few  years.  We  pray  God's  richest  blessings  upon  them. 

Many  of  the  membei-s  work  in  South  Bend  and  other 
localities  and  do  part  time  farming  on  the  side.  The 
Church  has  a  splendid  group  of  young  married  people 
who  are  building  their  homes  and  raising  fine  families 
and  sense  the  need  of  making  Christ  the  Head  of  their 
homes.  This  assures  the  Church  of  a  real  future  built 
upon  spiritual  lines.  These  young  people  have  a  real 
sense  of  direction  and  a  vision  for  greater  things  to 
come. 

They  are  encouraged  by  a  group  of  older  faithful 
folks  who  have  been  the  pillars  of  the  Church  through 
many  years  of  struggle.  It  is  a  splendid  thing  to  see  all 
these  fine  people  working  together  for  Christ  and  His 
kingdom. 

The  Church  has  been  moved  across  the  County  road  to 
give  more  room  for  expansion  and  to  make  room  for  the 
parsonage.

1  ht  and  the  discussion  of  that  particular  ques- 
i  1.  Perhaps,  though,  with  this  gentle  reminder, 
!<  le  may  recall. 

I^en  years  has  seen  the  young  people  of  1945 
)ijome  the  young  married  people  of  our  churches 
;<(ay.  Life  passes  swiftly — all  too  swiftly  for  us, 
KJietimes.  What  were  the  plans  of  that  day? 
^'at  did  you  say,  that  night,  that  you  would 
i    to  be  doing  in  ten  years?  Have  you  stayed 


by  your  plans?  Or  has  life  given  you  a  different 
twist  ? 

The  second  part  of  that  three  line  paragraph 
asked  the  question,  "Do  you  think  your  plan  fits 
into  God's  possible  plan  for  you?  The  appeal  tliat 
night  was  for  young  people  to  set  themselves 
apart,  seeking  God's  plan,  purpose  and  will  for 
their  lives.  Many  have  done  that,  and  today  finds 
young  men  training  for  the  ministry,  and  in  the 
active  ministry,  married  to  likewise  devoted 
wives.  Today  finds  Brethren  younger  people  on 
the  mission  field  or  in  training  for  the  mission 
field.  Yes,  many  have  found  God's  purpose  in  their 
lives.  In  this  group  also  are  good  Christian  men 
and  women,  in  business,  in  the  professions,  build- 
ing Christian  homes  for  their  children;  likewise 
active  in  their  local  churches  as  leaders,  officers, 
teachers. 

There  is  a  challenge  here  to  look  ahead.  With- 
out a  doubt,  when  this  question  was  presented  ten 
years  ago,  most  young  people  thought  that  ten 
years  was  akin  to  eternity.  Perhaps,  as  we  antici- 
pate ten  years  hence,  it  appears  to  be  a  long  time. 
But  let's  not  be  fooled;  time  goes  fast.  This  is 
all  the  more  reason  that  we  be  found  in  the  center 
of  God's  will  for  our  lives.

TF  THE  GROVES  "were  God's  first  Temples,"  as  the 
poet  long  ago  said,  certainly  our  forefathers  were 
aware  of  this  when  they  located  many  of  their  first 
church  buildings.  The  primeval  forest  oftimes  shaded 
their  doors,  and  the  wild  birds  sang  their  glad  refrains 
to  the  accompaniment  of  the  Gospel  songs  from  the  in- 
teriors of  the  rude  structures.  The  God  of  Nature  is  also 
the  Creator  and  God  of  Man  as  well.  We  would  not  go 
so  far  as  to  say  that  there  was  not  a  kinship  between 
the  two.  When  the  story  shall  be  told  in  ,all  its  complete- 
ness by  the  faithful  gathered  in  the  City  not  made  with 
hands,  perhaps  then  only  shall  the  facts  be  known  of  the 
many  churches  which  were  located  in  natural  settings 
made  by  the  hands  of  God. 

The  churches  of  our  early  Dunker  forefathers  were 
not  ornate  buildings  with  spires  pointing  to  the  skies 
but  buildings  noted  for  their  simplicity.  In  fact,  at  first 
they  were  glad  enough  to  be  protected  from  the  inclem- 
encies of  the  weather  and  to  afford  for  themselves  ordi- 
nary creature  comforts.  The  first  buildings  were  made 
from  that  which  was  handy  and  most  convenient.  They 
cleared  the  ground  and  used  for  their  house  of  worship 
many  of  the  trees  which  had  been  removed  to  make  room 
for  their  simple  edifice.  Their  broadaxes  shaped  the  logs, 
their  regular  family  friend,  the  customary  axe  notched 
the  logs  on  the  ends.  Muscular  men  placed  the  logs  in 
place.  Weaker  hands  must  have  aided  in  the  chinking  of 
the  space  between  the  logs.  The  old  "shaving  horse," 
nearby  the  structure  in  the  process  of  being  erected,  fur- 
nished the  seat  of  manufacture  of  the  "shakes"  or 
"shingles."  A  straight  grained  tree  had  been  cut  down, 
sections  of  proper  length  sawn  off,  after  which  being 
split  into  sections  that  could  be  more  readily  handled, 
the  workman  with  his  handy  Frow  proceeded  to  split 
thin  slabs  from  off  the  log.  The  ever  ready  draw-knife 
smoothed  them  for  placement  upon  the  roof  of  the  struc- 
ture. 

The  writer  suggests,  if  you  live  within  reach,  and  have 
become  tired  of  the  artificialities  of  life,  just  to  take  a 
little  trip  to  one  of  the  pioneer  structures.  While  the 
building  in  mind  is  not  far  from  the  beaten  track  and 
hardly  out  of  sound  of  rushing  wheels,  nevertheless  it  is 
located  in  an  isolated  and  pristine  setting.  The  Mock 
Church,  or  Mack  Church  which  is  the  Englicised  name, 
is  located  in  Bedford  County,  Pennsylvania,  not  far  from 
the  village  of  Pleasantville.  It  is  easily  found  by  going 
South  from  Pleasantville  on  State  Highway  number  96, 
then  approximately  one  mile  South,  turning  right  upon  a 
gravel  road.  From  the  hard  road  it  is  approximately  one 
half  mile  to  the  church  building. 


Pleasantville  is  on  State  highway  number  56  let 
from  two  miles  North  of  Bedford  to  Windber  and  J(i 
town.  It  lies  on  the  Eastern  side  of  Pleasantville  M 
tain,  as  the  native  calls  the  beautiful  mountain  v 
rises  like  a  high  barrier  to  the  West.  This  is  in 
Dunnings  Creek  Congregation  and  not  far  from  the 
singer  Church  which  is  located  just  South  of  the  vi 
of  Bakers  Summit. 

It  has  been  the  experience  of  the  Author  that  mar 
those  who   live  not  too  far  away  and  travel  the  ro,ac 
the   community   are   not   too   well  versed   with  the  chli 
or   its    location.    On    our   visit   to    this    location   last    ill 
we  Mere  glad  to  see   that   there  had  been  improven|ti 
made  sjnce  our  visit  of  some  ten  years  ago.  The  cljk 
ing  which  had  fallen  from   the  w,alls  had  been  repl;[d 
Odds  and  ends  had  been  removed  from  the  interior  \\ 
had  made  it  appear  as  a  storage  house.  The  walls  ol 
interior   had   been   cleaned,   and   the   wooden   benches  fU 
the    hand   made   pulpit   were   in   shape   to    be   used  f 
service.   It  appeared  that  from  time  to   time  groups  \i\ 
worshipped  here.  Likely  upon  special  occasions.  We  ' 
able  to  secure  a  photograph  of  the  interior  which  she 
it  in  its  simplicity.  One  hundred  people  would  crowd 
building  almost  to  capacity,  if  not  to  over  flowing. 

The   Church   building   stands   on   the   North   side   of 
country  road,  upon  a  sloping  hillside  surrounded  by  t 
covered    hills.    It    stands    in    a    clearing    and    reminds 
visitor    of    the    days    when    hardy     pioneers     cleared  ! 
space    on    the    hillside    where    loving    hands    erected   i 
one  hundred  and  ten  years  ago  this  substantial  placi 
worship.    Below    the    road    sings    the    small    brook   on 
way    to    join    larger   brooks     eventually    to     complete 
journey  to  the  Juniata  River.  When  the  sturdy  Bretl 
cleared   space  for  their  church  they  also  cleared  grc 
for   the   last   resting  place   of  their  loved   ones.   So  al 
the    church,    walled    in    by    woods    on   thi-ee    sides   is 
cemetery.   Though  it   is   none  too  well  kept  up,  it  is   J 
in   use   and   contains   the   bodies   of  many  of  the  fait: 
who    lived    and    lifted    their    voices    in    praise    to    God 
their   humble    Meeting   House. 


In  this  quiet  spot  serenaded  by  singing  birds  rest 
bodies  of  a  number  of  the  descendants  of  Alexar 
Mack,  the  Organizer  of  the  Brethren  in  Schwarzei 
Germany  in  1708.  Among  whom  is  that  of  George  M 
Holsinger,  the  great  grandson  of  Alexander  Mack, 
and  the  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Mack  Holsinger. 
father  was  William,  the  son  of  Alexander  Mack,  Jr. 

Our    Brethren   forefathers   had   not   tarried   long  in  s 
Eastern    section    of    Pennsylvania   near   Germantown,

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hed  out  toward  the  ever  inviting  West.  As  soon  as 
ras  safe,  John  Holsinger  of  Waynesboro,  Penns-ylvania, 

his  wife  Elizabeth,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Wil- 
1  Mack,  located  near  the  present  village  of  .Bakers 
■imit.  They  had  followed  the  valleys,  and  passed 
jugh  the  mountains  sowing  the  Gospel  seed  wherever 
^  had  stopped.  Morrison's  Cove  section  of  Pennsyl- 
ia  was  an  attraction  for  the  Brethren.  Here  many 
them   settled   and  today   their  descendants,   both   phys- 

and  spiritual  are  carrying  on  the  faith  of  their  fore- 
lers. 

ieorge  Mack  Holsinger,  who  was  a  Deacon  and  George 
11,  a  laynxan,  lived  in  Morrison's  Cove  in  1841.  April 
that  year  they  moved  from  that  section  to  the  Dun- 
p  Creek  section  where  the.y  located.  Here  they  dis- 
ered  one  John  Garber,  a  Minister  who  was  somewhat 
id  and  naturally  none  too  forceful.  He  .  was  sur- 
nded  by  half  a  dozen  members  who  had  located  in  the 
le  community.  From  whence  these  came,  we  have  no 
)rmation.  As  Brethren  seemed  to  attract,  others  moved 
shortly  and  soon  there  was  a  nucleus  for  a  church, 
haps  their  language,  the  German,  m,ade  them  some- 
it  clannish.  Inspired  by  the  presence  of  Deacon  Hol- 
der, the  group  manifested  new  life  and  interest.  About 

year  1843,  George  Mack  Holsinger  and  Moses  Rogers 
e  called   to   the   Ministry.   There   is   a  possibility  that 

Robert  Callahan,  Sr.,  was  made  a  Deacon.

B  thren  on  the  Western  frontier.  So  in  order  to  aid  those 
a>  understanding  the  German,  English  speaking  Minis- 
.i  ,  invited  from  the  Conemaugh  Congregation  came 
rx  the  mountain,  and  from  Johnstown  also  to  speak 
t(|the  people.  Men  were  hardy  in  those  days  and  it  is 
3!  1  that  such  men  as  Levi  Roberts,  then  nearly  seventy 
I'  IS  old  and  a  much  .younger  man,  Peter  Lutz  gladly 
ivked  the  twenty  miles  over  the  Allegheny  Mountain 
tciold  three  services  over  the  week  end.  One  unable  to 
(vk  because  of  his  crippled  condition  would  ride  horse 
Dijt  over  the  mountain  to  render  a  like  service.  He  was 
Jfjti  Mineely.  Surely  those  folk,  located  so  far  from  the 
nn  n  roads  of  travel,  must  have  looked  forward  to  those 
iching  appointments  when  they  could  lay  aside  the 
/  cares  of  the  day  and  refresh  themselves  spiritually 
n  the  fountains  of  truth.  While  old  Fort  Bedford  was 
far  away,  it  is  unlikely  that  many  trips  .a  year  were 
itijle  to  this  post  on  the  frontier.  It  may  be  stated  in 
.1     connection,    that    Professor    George    Blackburn    Hol- 
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singer.  Music  Director  one  time  in  Bridgewater  College, 
Bridgewater,  Virginia,  and  hymn  writer  was  born  near 
Pleasantville  and  was  an  attendant  and  member  of  the 
Mock  Church.  He  was  the  grandson  of  George  Mack 
Holsinger. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  reader  to  know  that  in 
the  Morrison  Cove  section  of  Pennsylvania,  there  are  two 
families  or  lines,  both  named  Mock.  One  is  a  descendant 
of  Alexander  Mack,  who  in  some  earlier  time  did  not 
Americanize  the  name  of  Mack.  The  other  Mock  line  is 
no  relation  to  the  Dunker  line.  When  the  Author  was 
gathering  m,aterial  here  some  years  back  for  the  book, 
"ALEXANDER  MACK,  THE  TUNKER  AND  DESCEND- 
ANTS"; there  was  considerable  difficulty  in  the  gen- 
ealogical work.  Thus  the  church  could  have  just  as  well 
been  named  there  at  Pleasantville,  the  Mack  Church,  as 
well  as  the  Mock,  for  practically  the  word  is  interchange- 
able in  this  case. 

Surely  this  spot  must  have  been  dear  to  the  hearts  of 
the  early  worshippers.  As  they  continued  to  inter  their 
dead  just  above  the  log  building,  the  location  became 
even  more  precious  to  them.  While  God's  acre  is  well 
filled,  space  remains  and  is  being  used  from  time  to 
time. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  some  to  have  the  names  of  a 
few  of  the  stalwarts  of  other  days  who  ax-e  resting  there 
on  the  quiet  hillside.  Some  of  the  names  we  copied  from 
markers  are  as  follows:  "Lemon  J.  Mock,  died  July  11, 
1916;  aged  49  years,  11  months,  and  14  days."  "George 
M.  (Mack,  Author)  Holsinger,  died  April  4,  1862;  aged 
57  years,  10  months,  and  27  days."  "Sarah,  wife  of 
George  M.  Holsinger,  died  March  15,  1896;  aged  86 
years,  6  months,  17  days."  "Levi  Holsinger,  died  June 
30,  1855;  aged  22  years,  6  months  and  6  days."  (He  was 
killed  ,at  a  barn  raising  and  left  a  young  widow.  Author.) 
"Barbara,  wife  of  Thomas  S.  Holsinger,  died  October  28, 
1863;  aged  33  years,  6  months,  and  25  days."  "Thomas, 
son  of  T.  S.  and  Elizabeth  Holsinger,  died  April  12,  1872; 
aged  17  days."  "George  E.,  son  of  Thomas  and  Barbara 
Holsinger,  died  May  23,  1855;  aged  72  years,  11  months 
and   4   days."   There   are   other   monuments   there   but   the 
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above  go    back   to    the   early  worshippers   in   the   humble 
church. 

The  writer  was  able  to  secure  from  the  late  Henry 
Holsinger  Brumbaugh,  some  twelve  years  ago  an  old 
and  faded  tintype  of  George  Mack  Holsinger,  the  first 
Minister  of  the  Mock  Church  and  the  founder  of  the 
Dunnings  Creek  Congregation.  On  the  same  trip  we 
came  to  Windbei",  Pennsylvania,  to  the  home  of  Mr.  A. 
D.  Rowzer,  a  grandson  of  George  Mack  Holsinger.  When 
asked  if  he  had  ever  seen  his  grandfather,  he  replied, 
"No.  He  died  before  I  was  born."  Asked  if  he  had  ever 
seen  a  picture  of  him,  he  replied,  "As  far  as  I  know,  he 
had  never  had  a  photograph  taken." 

We  said  to   him,  "We  have  a  tintype." 

It  was  brought  out  and  the  picture  of  the  aged  grand- 
son gazing  into  the  likeness  of  the  face  of  the  long  de- 
parted grandfather  for  the  first  time  will  be  long  remem- 
bered. It  had  been  the  intention  of  the  Author  to  accom- 
pany this  article  with  the  picture  of  George  Mack  Hol- 
singer, but  the  cut  could  not  be  located.  However  there 
is  a  picture  from  the  cut  which  could  not  be  located 
upon  page  118  in  the  book  "ALEXANDER  MACK,  THE 
TUNKER  AND  DESCENDANTS."  It  shows  a  number 
of  things.  One  that  life  was  not  a  bed  of  roses  for  those 
early  Brethren,  and  second  here  was  a  man  advanced 
beyond  many  of  his  people  for  he  actually  had  ,a  photo- 
graph made  when  this  was  frowned  upon  by  the  early 
Brethren. 

Being  so  closely  connected  with  the  Parent  Church,  the 
Mock  Church,  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  give  a  sketch 
of  the  Holsinger  Church.  This  as  has  been  stated  is  just 
a  short  distance  South  of  the  Village  of  Bakers  Sum- 
mit. This  is  well  given  in  the  HISTORY  OF  THE 
CHURCH  OF  THE  BRETHREN  IN  THE  MIDDLE  DIS- 
TRICT OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

"Because  of  isolation,  the  little  group,  through  the 
years  had  been  holding  its  council  meetings  and  love 
feasts  in  barns.  The  year  1870  marked  a  great  turn  in 
the  life  of  the  church.  (Mock,  Author).  For  in  that  year 
they  built  a  'Lovefeast  house,'  meaning  one  with  a  kitchen 
and  necessary  conveniences  for  holding  the  agape.  It 
is  known  as  the  Holsinger  house,  located  on  the  Fyock 
road  leading  across  the  Allegheny  to  Rummel.  This  house 
is  40  X  50  feet,  cost  the  congregation  about  $500.00,  and 
was  dedicated  in  November,  1870.  Henry  Clapper  preached 
the   Dedicatory   sermon. 

"Following  the  enthusiasm  which  the  new  house  gave, 
the  congregation,  now  numbering  fifty,  decided  to  organ- 
ize and  did  so  on  January  15,  1871.  First  it  ©rdained 
John  S.  Holsinger  and  then  chose  hiim  as  an  elder.  He 
was  thereby  the  first  resident  elder  in  the  territory.  It 
also  elected  Thomas  Holsinger,  Treasurer.  Gideon  Rogers, 
was  a  minister  in  the  second  degree  and  John  B.  Miller 
in  the  first." 

A  modern  beautiful  brick  church  now  stands  on  the 
site,  or  niore  correctly  speaking  a  couple  hundi'ed  feet 
from  where  the  first  church  building  stood.  We  were  told 
that  the  first  person  to  be  buried  in  the  beautiful  ceme- 
tery across  the  road  from  the  present  Holsinger  church 
was  John  S.  Holsinger.  This  land  was  a  part  of  the 
original    John    Holsinger   farm,   where    he     and     his     wife 
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Elizabeth  Mack  Holsinger  spent  the  last  years  of  t 
lives.  It  was  in  the  John  Holsinger  home  that  Will' 
Mack,  son  of  Alexander  Mack,  Jr.,  and  the  fathei 
Elizabeth,  spent  his  last  days  after  coming  there  f 
Waynesboro,  Penns,ylvania. 

William   died   there   on   Februai-y   13,   1813  at  the 
of  63  years,  4  months  and  11  days.  He  was  buried  in 
little   family  plot  across  the   ravine  and   on  the  Eas 
slope    of    Dunnings    Mountain.    Unfortunately    the   gi 
yard    is    badly    neglected    and    the    only    marker   reaci 
today  is  that  of  "Samuel,  son  of  G.  M.  and  S.  Holsinj 
Died  September  12,  1838,  aged  2  years,  5  months  an 
days."  The  size  of  the  plot  is  approximately  fourteeri 
fifty  feet.    Unless   some  of  the   descendants  come  to 
rescue  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  until  the  last  resi 
place  of  William  M,ack,  the  grandson  of  Alexander  M| 
the  organizer  of  the  Brethren  Church,  will  be  unidentli 
Like  many  a  family  graveyard  the  plow  will  have  1 
driven  over  its   surface  obliterating  completely  any  i 
cations  of  the  cemetery. 

George  Mack  Holsinger,  died  some  ninety  two  years 
at  the  age  of  57.  Today  this  would  be  considered  p 
tically  a  young  man.  His  picture  previously  mentic 
must  have  been  taken  some  time  before  his  passing  -w 
he  was  somewhat  younger.  Life  was  hard  in  those  c 
and  many  of  them  literally  wore  themselves  out  in 
difficult  struggle  to  make  and  keep  homes  in  the 
derness.  They  are  a  challenge  to  us,  in  that  they  did 
best  with  what  they  had.  They  did  a  lot  with  ,a  li 
It  may  be  unkind  to  state,  but  it  is  the  truth,  we  d 
little  with  a  lot. 

The  old  log  church  which  has  stood  by  the  side  of 
road  for  some  one  hundred  and  ten  years,  should  be  : 
served  as  a  shrine.  It  is  a  reminder  of  the  sacrificei^f 
our  pioneer  forefathers.  Their  lives,  ambitions,  and  ' 
secration  should  be  a  challenge  to  a  generation  incl; 
to  grow  soft,  not  only  physically  but  perhaps  splritu 
as  well.

iding  to  the  African  pattern.  They  have  their  small 
ns  and  carry  on  their  daily  work  within  the  colony 
I  make  their  living  through  whatever  occupation  they 
follow. 


I  believe  there  are  about  100  people  receiving  treat- 
ment through  the  colony  hospital,  twice  a  week.  A  new 
surgery  building  is  being  built  now.  It  will  be  a  decided 
improvement  over  the  old  one.  In  our  visit  through  the 
wards   we   saw   some   pathetic   cases — confined   patients. 

The  nursery  was  quite  interesting,  and  some  of  the 
babies  looked  very  healthy.  Some  will  have  a  time  mak- 
ing the  grade.  The  mothers  who  have  leprosy  come  to  the 
nursery  regularly  to  feed  their  babies.  They  are  clothed 
with  clean  gowns,  and  they  do  not  come  into  contact  with 
the  babies  any  moie  than  is  actually  necessary  in  nursing 
them. 

This  morning  we  attended  the  colony  church.  There 
were  526  present,  and  you  should  have  heard  them  sing! 
They  .are  quite  an  enthusiastic  group.  Later  we  went  to 
the  Garkida  Church  for  the  morning  service  and  there 
were  about  1,000  present — some  were  delegates  from  the 
other  churches,  Lassa,  Gulak,  Marama,  etc. 

Veda  arrived  here  on  December  1  and  seemed  glad  to 
be  back.  She  will  be  stationed  at  Waka,  training  center 
for   primary   school   teachers. 

Everything  is  going  nicely  and  it  is  a  most  interesting 
and  enlightening  visit  .  .  .

LATE,  BUT  IMPORTANT.  Above  is  a  picture  of  the 
present  appearance  of  the  County  Line  Brethren 
Church  unit.  It  is  one  of  which  we  are  all  proud.  The 
County  Line  church  is  located  by  a  very  busy  higihway, 
U.  S.  31,  14  miles  south  of  South  Bend,  Indiana,  and  calls 
attention  to  people  that  pass  by.  They  realize  that  here 
is  a  church  which  is  growing  spiritually  and  materially. 

In  the  year  of  1948,  this  church  dug  a  basement  and 
laid  a  new  foundation  for  the  moving  of  the  church  build- 
ing from  Marshall  County  to  St.  Joseph  County.  This  new 
location  gave  the  church  more  parking  space,  a  beautiful 
lawn,  Sunday  School  class  rooms,  baptistry,  kitchen,  and 
space  for  a  furnace.  The  Brethren,  having  a  vision  for 
progress,  purchased  enough  ground  just  north  of  the  new 
church  location  on  which  to  build  a  new  parsonage.  (In 
the  fall  of  1947,  they  had  purchased  a  parsonage  in 
La  Paz,  one  mile  south  of  the  church. 

In  April,  1954,  they  had  an  excellent  chance  to  sell  the 
parsonage  in  La  Paz,  and  it  was  voted  by  a  100%  vote,  to 
sell,  and  then  to  build  a  parsonage  by  the  Church.  It  was 
certainly  an  act  of  faith,  because  at  the  time,  the  employ- 
ment situation  around  the  South  Bend  area,  was  serious. 

On  April  29th,  the  first  machine  failed  to  dig  the  base- 
ment because  the  ground  was  too  wet.  Another  came  in 
and  failed,  but,  on  May  1st,  the  third  n^achine  succeeded. 
A  carpenter  was  hired  to  put  up  the  house.  The  women 
and  men  of  the  church  cooperated  with  him  by  painting, 
wiring,  insulating,  landscaping,  and  by  doing  all  the 
other  jobs  that  it  takes  to  complete  ,a  house. 

While  the  house  was  being  built,  the  pastor  and  fam- 
ily moved  into  a  house  trailer,  which  belonged  to  one  of 
the  members.  It  was  located  by  the  church.  The  pastor 
used  the  church  basement  for  storage,  and  for  washer 
and  dryer.  His  study  was  in  the  men's  class  room  in  the 
church.  Other  furniture  was  stored  in  a  neighbor's  garage 
and  upstairs.  In  the  midst  of  all  this,  we  had  a  success- 


ful Bible  School.  In  less  than  three  months'  tiiiK,  on  , 
26th,  the  pastor  and  family  moved  into  the  new  par; 
age.  There  remained  still  a  lot  to  do  but  it  was  wom 
ful  to  be  in  a  new  parsonage.  Our  building  commit 
trustees  and  all,  did  a  grand  job. 

Then  the  "Big  Day"  came  for  us  all.  On  Septeir 
26th,  the  parsonage  was  dedicated  to  the  Lord.  The  ] 
tor  brought  the  dedication  message  at  10:30,  and  im. 
diately  everyone  went  into  the  parsonage  for  the  ded 
tion. 

This  was  also  homecoming  day  at  County  Line.  At  n. 
a  basket  dinner  was  served.  We  were  ihappy  to  ha\ 
goodly  number  of  homecomers.  At  2:00  P.  M.,  the  ho 
coming  service  was  held,  with  Rev.  R.  K.  Higgins  br 
ing  a  challenging  message.  Open  house  w,as  held  at 
new  parsonage  from  3:00  to  6:00  P.  M. 

The  total  cost  of  the  house  was  $13,700.  The  indeb 
ness  at  the  present  time  is  $3,700.  We  wish  to  thank 
who   have   helped    with   prayers,   donations,   and   time.

His  "Old  Fashioned  Revival  Hour"  has  experienced  a 
enomenal  growth.  From  a  modest  beginning  over  a 
igle  California  station,  this  popular  hour  is  now  car- 
ed by  more  than  600  stations  around  the  world  each 
sek  to  an  audience  estimated  at  ten  million  persons, 
is  the  oldest  network  religious  program  on  the  .air 
day. 

This  'round-the-world  religious  hour,  directed  by  Dr. 
uller  has  brought  peace  and  comfort  to  a  cross-section 
f  humanity  through  the  years  of  its  unique  and  sensa- 
onal  ministry.  The  stories  of  how  the  lives  of  men  and 
omen  have  been  changed  number  into  the  thousands  as 
result  of  their  listening  to  the  "Old  Fashioned  Revival 
lour."  Would-be  suicides  have  been  averted  as  a  result 
f  the  Bible  message  as  presented  over  the  air  by  this 
"lild-mannered  veteran  radio  preacher,  known  and  loved 
n  every  country  of  the  world. 

One  of  the  first  to  enter  the  radio  religious  field,  Dr. 
i'uller  in  speaking  of  the  success  of  the  broadcast  says. 
It  only  proves  the  faithfulness  of  God,  and  only  He 
;nows  the  impact  made  by  this  program.  Only  God  could 
ave  done  it." 

Realizing,  while  the  pastor  of  a  small  church  in  South- 
rn  California,  that  there  were  millions  who  never  go 
0  church  and  perhaps  would  never  be  reached  in  any 
ther  way.  Dr.  Fuller  saw  the  tremendous  possibilities 
hrough  the  medium  of  radio.

ing  the  choice  letters  which  come  from  the  thousands 
who  write  seeking  counsel.  She  has  been  introduced  many 
times  as  "the  sweetest  voice  in  America." 

In  1949  the  "Hour"'  began  broadcasting  over  the  ABC 
Network,  in  addition  to  the  hundreds  of  other  stations 
already  carrying  the  program  by  transcription.  So  great 
is  the  present  coverage  that  there  is  scarcely  an  area  in 
America — and  in  many  foreign  countries — where  this 
Sunday  program  cannot  be  heard. 

The  broadcast  originates  each  Sunday  afternoon  from 
the  5,000  seat  Long  Beach  Municipal  Auditorium,  where 
there  is  represented  visitors  from  most  every  state  in  the 
union. 

The  finest  musical  artists  are  assembled  for  the  early 
portion  of  the  program.  Included  is  the  well-known  Quar- 
tet, with  Rudy  Atwood  at  the  piano;  the  choir  under  the 
direction  of  Leland  Green,  with  George  Broadbent  at  the 
organ. 

Dr.  Fuller  occasionally  speaks  in  person  at  great  re- 
ligious gatherings,  and  it  is  estimated  that  he  has  trav- 
eled close  to  400,000  miles.  On  one  occasion  he  addressed 
a  crowd  of  75,000  persons  at  Soldiers  Field  in  Chicago. 

Special  30th  Anniversary  plans  are  being  made  which 
include  nation-wide  recognition  by  key  civic  and  relig- 
ious leaders  to  Dr.  Fuller  and  his  colleagues  in  appre- 
ciation of  the  many  years  of  successful  broadcasting. 
An  anniversary  rally  will  be  held  following  the  bioad- 
cast  at  the  Long  Beach  Auditorium  on  Sunday,  Janu- 
ary 9.

The  adult  classes  all 
meet  in  the  auditorium  and  are  separated  by  heavy  cur] 
tains.  One  class  meets  in  the  main  auditorium,  two  in  th; 
balcony  below,  and  one  above.  The  adults  were  willini 
to  make  this  change  foi'  the  benefit  of  their  children 
And  the  children's  department  is  where  the  growth  i; 
being  made.  This  will  give  us  prospects  for  the  future. 

About  $2000.00  has  been  spent  in  making  the  three  nur 
sery  rooms  the  most  lovely  rooms  in  the  Church.  Thej 
have  every  thing  modern  and  beautiful.  The  nursery  de- 
partment is  carried  on  during  the  Church  houi'.  They  ard 
divided  into  two  groups.  Mary  .Byler  has  charge  of  the 
Junior  church.  Our  Church  attendance  remains  about  the 
same  as  the  Sunday  School  attendance,  which  is  as  i1 
should  be. 

Our  young  people  too  have  been  very  faithful.  Some 
Sunday  evenings,  we  have  almost  as  many  youth  as  we 
have  adults.  They  have  been  occupying  the  choir,  and 
render  a  special  number  each  Sunday  evening.  We  do  ap- 
preciate  their  faithfulness. 

About  half  of  the  north  part  of  the  Church  property 
and  the  property  we  have  east  of  the  church,  has  been 
graded  and  filled  with  heavy  stone,  and  then  a  fine  coat 
on  top,  and  is  being  used  for  parking  purposes.  This  will 
be  a  profitable  addition  for  the  people  attending  the  ser- 
vices.

Great  FAITH— Great  GOD 

Mark  11:22-24 

"T  WAS  AFTER  THE  DAY  when  the  Master  had  cursed 
■  the  unfruitful  fig-tree,  that  as  they  passed  the  same 
'ay  Peter,  noticing  that  the  fig-tree  had  withered  away, 
ailed  attention  to  the  fact;  and  the  Master  answered 
eter's  comment  with  the  words  that  are  classical  in 
criptural  language  "Have  faith  in  God."  There  are  nu- 
lerous  passages  in  Scripture  which  counsel  the  exercise 
f  faith — in  fact  we  are  plainly  told  that  without  faith 
;  is  impossible  to  please  God.  This  plainly  teaches  that 
aith  is  fundamental  to  a  Christian  experienre. 

The  genesis  of  this  study  lies  in  a  story  of  a  Christian 
'Oman  whose  trust  in  God  was  so  simple  and  abiding  that 
he  came  to  have  the  name  of  "The  Woman  with  a  Great 
"aith."  Upon  being  so  designated  by  a  friend  she  changed 


the  designation  to  "The  Woman  with  Faith  in  a  Great 

God."  This  designation  set  me  thinking  as  to  the  degree 
of  my  own  faith.  At  another  occasion  Jesus  declared  that 
if  men  had  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed  they  should 
be  able  to  move  mountains — accomplish  seemingly  impos- 
sible feats. 

The  last  quotation  from  the  Master's  words  does  sug- 
gest the  possibility  of  degrees  of  faith.  The  use  of  the 
mustard  seed  suggests  small  faith,  but  does  not  on  the 
other  hand  limit  the  size  or  degree  of  faith  possible  to  a 
human  soul.  If  a  faith  comparable  to  a  mustard  seed  can 
I'emove  mountains,  what  chances  have  small  obstacles 
in  the  presence  of  the  unlimited  power  of  God,  if  man 
appeals  to  God  for  their  removal  ? 

It  seems  to  your  writer  that  the  underlying  lesson  of 
the  passage  we  have  been  studying  is  that  we  need  fear 
neither  to  ask  too  greatly  for  blessings  from  our  heavenly 
Father,  nor  yet  that  He  is  unwilling  to  bestow  blessings 
even  greater  than  we  ask  for.  "The  Lord  God  omnipotent 
reigneth"  declares  the  Revelator,  and  it  is  no  small  bless- 
ing when  this  glorious  truth  takes  possession  of  the  heart 
of  the  child  of  God.  If  we  will  seek  to  honor  God  with 
an  unwavering  confidence  we  shall  find  that  of  all  His 
blessings,  those  that  result  from  the  things  which  unbe- 
lief most  dreads  are  the  choicest  and  most  permanent.

THE  NECESSITY  OF  THE  NEW  BIRTH 

Scripture  Reading:  John  3:1-11 

INTRODUCTION:  It  is  a  favourite  idea  of  the  author 
-*■  of  the  Fourth  Gospel  and  the  First  Epistle  of  John 
that  one  does  not  come  into  full  possession  of  himself 
or  share  in  a  complete  way  in  the  Kingdom  of  God  until 
he  has  been  twice  born.  In  the  famous  conversation  with 
Nicodemus,  we  find  this  idea  set  forth.  "Except  a  man 
be  born  again  (or  from  above),  he  cannot  see  the  king- 
dom of  God."  In  the  first  Epistle  by  the  same  author  we 
find  the  phrase  "born  of  God,"  that  is,  born  from  above 
the  natural  order.  Here  read  I  John  4:7;  5:1,  4;  John 
1:13.  St.  John  tells  us  repeatedly  that  man  cannot  save 
himself.  If  he  is  to  be  saved  at  .all,  it  must  come  from 
above. 

1.  THE  NECESSITY  OF  THE  NEW  BIRTH.  This  is 
a  truth  which  a  good  many  people  are  slow  to  believe. 
They  cannot  understand  its  urgency.  Nicodemus  could 
see  that  a  Gentile  might  need  a  new  birth  in  the  process 
of  becoming  a  Jew,  but  how  could  it  apply  to  the  Jews 
who  were  already  God's  chosen  people?  Just  so  there  ,are 
many  people  who  observe  the  letter  of  Christian  con- 
duct and  are  model  citizens,  how  is  it  that  thev  need  the 
new  birth  ? 

St.  Paul  reminds  us  in  the  book  of  Romans  (3:23) 
that  "AH  have  sinned,  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of 
God."  Jesus  told  Nicodemus  that  "that  which  is  born  of 
the  flesh  is  flesh  and  that  which  is  born  of  the  spirit  is 
spirit."  All  of  us  have  been  born  according  to  the  flesh, 
but  if  we  are  going  to  live  for  eternity,  we  must  also 
be  born  of  the  spirit.  Read  John  3:5.  It  is  the  will  of  God 
that  men  should  be  born  again — John  1:13.  This  gift  can 
come  only  through  our  faith  in  God  although  it  is  by 
his  grace — Eph.  2:8.  This  is  the  gift  of  God — Romans 
6:23,   Eph.   2:8. 

2.  CONVERSION  AND  THE  SECOND  BIRTH.  By 
Conversion  we  mean  that  definite  experience  in  our  lives 
when  we  truly  turned  from  the  paths  of  sin  to  way  of 
Christ.  If  the  consciousness  of  our  need  goes  deep  enough, 
we  will  turn  to  Christ — that  is  called  conversion  and 
when  we  are  converted  we  are  born  again.  Conversion  and 
the  second  birth  are  two  aspects  of  one  and  the  same 
experience  which  is  called  regeneration. 

On  the  other  hand  there  are  many  people  who  have 
grown  up  in  Christian  homes  who  never  have  known  what 
it  means  to  have  turned  at  a  certain  time  from  their 
sin,  but  have  grown  up  in  the  Lord  from  the  earliest 
days  of  their  memories.  These  too,  have  been  born  again 
just  as  certainly  as  those  who  can  point  to  a  certain 
time  and  place. 

3.  THE  MARKS  OF  THE  SECOND  BIRTH.  There 
are  many  people  who  say  that  they  can  see  no  difference 
between   those  who  claim   to   have  been  born  again   from 
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those  who  claim   nothing  more  than  to  endeavor  to 
a   good   lifet 

One  of  the  marks  of  a  "Born  again"  man  is    that  I  > 
produces   good  fruit   in  the  kingdom   of  God.  Jesus  % 
"A  tree  is  known  b.y  its  fruits."  It  is  not  the  covers 
a    book   which    indicate    its    quality,    nor   is    it   altoge'iff 
a    man's    clumsy    attempts    at    living    the    Christian 
that   are    the   best   indication    of   the   quality   of  his 
Many  converted  men  have  been  somewhat  unpolished,  jp 
possibly   have    alienated   many    of   the    more    refined,  It 
there  often  is  ,a  quality  in  their  lives  altogether  lacl^jr 
in  some  more  refined  lives,  good  as  they  may  be.  Am 
is  only  a  very  close  and  intimate  acquaintance  which 
veals  that  quality,  just  as  it  needs  a  more  close  acquq 
tance  than   a  mere   casual  glance   to   discern  the  qua 
of   a  book. 

So   we   see   that   since   our  good  works  and  evil  woj; 
will   be   seen   by   our  fellow  men  in  this  world,  that 
must  be  certain  that  our  deeds  are  good.  See  how  Jeti 
said   that   people   would   know   that   we   belong   to   Hir 
John  13:35  and  I  John  2:3;  4:13.

CONTRARY  to  the  poet  Pope's  lines,  "The  greatest 
study  of  mankind  is  man,"  St.  Paul  contends  that, 
to  him,  the  greatest  study  of  mankind  is  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ!  The  great  Statesman,  Daniel  Webster,  when  asked 
what  was  the  greatest  subject  that  he  had  ever  contem- 
plated, without  hesitation,  replied,  "My  individual  respon- 
sibility to  Almighty  God." 

While  we  would  not  discount  the  potential  values  of 
modern  psycho-analysis,  its  pursuit  is  surely  not  the  su- 
preme quest.  What,  why  and  how  men  (and  women  ^ 
think  and  react  may  be  interesting,  even  helpful.  But, 
the  search  for  what  the  Lord  wills  is  of  a  far  higher 
type,  and  much  more  rewarding. 

A  noted  surgeon  in  the  South,  wrote  to  Dr.  Norman 
Vincent  Peale:  "I  have  cured  more  people  by  treating 
their  souls  than  I  have  with  a  knife.  Seventy-five  to 
eighty  percent  of  my  patients  do  not  need  medicine — they 
need  God.  I  am  not  a  psychiatrist,  nor  a  psychologist  nor 
a  preacher.  Surgery  is  my  field." 

THE  SCOPE  OF  PAUL'S  QUEST 

Let  us  note  the  comprehensiveness  of  St.  Paul's  quest. 
(1)  "That  I  may  know — the  power  ('dynamite")  of  His 
resurrection."  This  power,  to  Paul's  mind,  was  demon- 
strated, not  only  in  the  supernatural  power  which  raised 
Christ  from  the  tomb.  It  was  manifest  also  in  the  effect 
of  Christ's  resurrection  upon  His  followers.  From  cower- 
ing, slinking  fugitives,  they  were  transformed  into  pow- 
erful witnesses  to  the  Risen  Christ.  We  read,  Acts  4:13: 
"Now  when  they  (the  rulers,  elders  and  scribes)  saw  the 
boldness  of  Peter  and  John  .  .  .  they  marvelled  and  took 
knowledge  of  them  that  they  had  been  with  Jesus!" 

(2)  "That  I  may  know — the  fellowship  of  His  suffer- 
ings." The  majority  of  mankind  is  eager  to  share  in 
thrills,  popularity,  success,  comfort,  security.  St.  Paul 
characterized  all  these  as  "things"  and  "counted  them 
as  refuse  (that  which  is  thrown  to  dogs)  that  he 
'might  win  Christ.'  " 

(3)  "Tliat  I  may  know  Him — being  made  conformable 
unto  His  death."  In  this,  the  great  Apostle  is  willing,  not 
only  to  die  an  ignominious  death  as  did  his  Example,  but 
seeks    "conformity   to   the    spirit    and   temper,    the   meek- 


ness and  submissiveness  of  Christ;  to  His  unselfish 
and  devotion,  and  His  anguish  over  human  sin"  (Vincel 

NOT  A  COWARDLY  QUEST 

In  the  willingness  to  be  "conformed  unto  His  deaji 
St.  Paul  was  not  merely  longing  for  companionship  c 
ing  the  last  long  mile  of  life's  way!  He  was  not  afi 
to  die  in  his  own  right.  Near  the  end  of  his  life, 
wrote,  "I  am  novv'  ready  to  be  offered,  and  the  time 
my  departure  is  at  hand."   (II  Tim.  4:6-8) 

In  sharing  a  martyr's  death,   St.   Paul  was  comfor 
not    only  by    what    he   would    be    escaping   from,   butj7 
what  he  would  be  gaining!   Death  for  him  would  be  jt 
defeat,  but  victory.   It  would  not   be   the   routine  endjf 
a  vain    life,   but    transition    to    a   victor's    reward! 

Stressing   Paul's  courageous  facing  of  death  is  not 
minimize   the    avowed   loneliness   of    the    Valley    of 
Shadow,   nor  to  deny  the   transcending  worth  of  the 
surance    of   Christ's   promise   to    go   with    His    follow 
"always — all  the  ways."  Many  a  pilgrim,  as  he  nears 
brink,  has  taken  comfort  in  the  following  promise: 

"When  I  come  to  the  River  at  ending  of  day 
When   the  last  winds  of  sorrow  have  blown; 

There'll  be  Someone  waiting  to  show  me  the  way— 
I   won't  have   to  cross  Jordan  alone! 

"I  won't  have  to  cross  Jordan  alone; 

Jesus  died,  all  my  sins  to  atone; 
When  the  darkness  I  see.  He'll  be  waiting  for  me-i 

I  won't  have  to  cross  Jordan  alone."

NOT  A  PRESUMPTUOUS  QUEST

ishment  and  pain.  He  did  not  seek  martyrdom  for 
publicity  and  honor  it  might  bring  him.  Read  in  II  C 
12:22-'3.3  the  list  of  perils  and  narrow  escapes  throi: 

He  recounts  nineteen  cri 
through  which  he  had  passed  besides  eight  special  p 
ils  from  which  he  had  escaped.

Christian  history  is  replete  with  the  stories  of  men  and 
nen  courageously  living  and  heroically  facing  death, 
ewise,  in  the  Old  Testament,  men  and  women  of  God 
10,  through  faith,  subdued  kingdoms,  wrought  right- 
sness,  obtained  promises,  stopped  the  mouths  of  lions, 
nched    the    violence    of    fire,    escaped    the    edge    of   the 
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sword,  out  of  weakness  were  made  strong,  waxed  valiant 
in  fight,  turned  to  flight  armies  of  aliens  .  .  .  (Heb. 
11:33,  34). 

The  Church  needs  more  men  in  her  vanguard  like 
Caleb,  of  old.  At  the  age  of  eighty-five,  instead  of  think- 
ing of  retiring  (!),  he  requested  of  Captain  Joshua: 
"Give  me  this  mountain,  filled  with  giants,  and  God  will 
help  me  subdue  them"  (Joshua  14). 

CONCLUSION 

We  have  endeavored  to  point  out  the  scope  of  Paul's 
quest,  when  he  sought  "to  know  Christ — in  being  con- 
formed to  His  death."  We  have  shown  that  his  quest  was 
neither  cowardly  nor  presumptuous.  We  have  shown  what 
"the  mind  of  Christ"  in  facing  peril  and  death  can  im- 
ply- 

St.  Paul  exemplified  in  his  life  the  earnestness  of  his 
quest.  With  Silas,  he  had  had  his  back  lacerated  with 
lashes.  They  were  thrust  into  the  dark,  damp,  stench- 
laden  dungeon  of  the  jail  at  Philippi.  But — "at  midnight 
they  prayed  and  sang  praises  unto  God!"  (Acts  16:25).  It 
resulted  in  God's  sending  an  earthquake  and  conversions! 
May  we  who  call  ourselves  "followers"  not  do  despite  to 
"that  noble  band,  the  chosen  few,  on  whom  the  spirit 
came!"

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LETTER  FROM  VEDA  LISKEY 

(Written  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  John  Locke) 

Takaradi,  Gold  Coast 
November   17,   1954 

Dear  Brother  and  Mrs.  Locke: 

Our  sailing  days  will  come  to  a  close  on  Friday;  so 
I  must  try  to  catch  up  with  my  correspondence  before 
setting  foot  on  soil.  For  then  there  will  be  so  many  things 
to  do.  Thanksgiving,  moving,  unpacking,  settling  in, 
Christmas,  and  Conference  all  before  the  New  Year  .  .  . 
I  suppose  the  deputation  party  has  reached  Jos  some 
days  ago. 

Now  to  back  up  a  bit — our  trip  up  the  St.  Lawrence 
was  most  beautiful;  the  banks  here  and  there  lined  with 
white  birches  with  golden  leaves,  a  gorgeous  and  peaceful 
sight.  The  St.  Lawrence  was  very  smooth,  but  the  North 
Atlantic  was  rather  rough  and  cold.  In  spite  of  the  cold 
we  sat  out  on  the  deck  quite  a  bit,  bundled  up  like 
"stuffed  toads,"  but  it  was  that  or  keep  flat  on  our  beds 
if  we  were  to  whip  the  sea-sickness.  On  board  we  saw  an 
excellent  English  movie,  "The  Holly  and  the  Ivy,"  a 
Christmas  film.  It  was  lovely. 

From  Liverpool  we  went  by  English  channel  boat  and 
train  to  Kassel.

jects.  We  visited  several  German  exchange  students — 
in  a  German  restaurant  where  I  ate  some  German  stuf 
meat — only  to  learn  afterward  it  was  bloodwurst- 
Providence  only,  I  retained  it! 

One  day  Wanda  took  us  on  quite  a  long  trip  on  p.art! 
the  super-highway  that  Hitler  built.  We  visited  a  stud 
who  had  been  in  school  in  the  States.  And  most  inl 
esting  and  blessed  was  the  day  we  visited  Schwarzei 
and  Huttental,  the  home  of  Alexander  Mack,  and  phc 
graphed  these  places,  as  well  as  the  Eder  River,  wh 
these  first  eight  Brethren  were  baptized.

Maybe  everything  looked  es 
ciall.y  delicious  since  we  had  such  a  drought  last  sumre 
The  farmers  were  still  making  some  hay  and  were  h 
vesting  sugar  and  cow  beets.  The  women  were  work 
alongside   the   men. 

During  school  days  they  told  us  the  children  do  vi 
little  in  the  home  or  fields,  SINCE  THEY  MUST  I 
VOTE  ALL  THEIR  TIME  TO  THEIR  STUDIES, 
wonder  they  surpass  us  scholastically.  They  do  rea 
apply  themselves  much  more  than  our  children  do.  (M

YOUR  CANDLE  IS   NEEDED

very  best  to  spread  its  light  abroad,  there  were 
some  areas  of  the  church  which  were  not  very 
well  lighted,  or  which  were  literally  yet  'in  com- 
plete darkness. 

Do  you  know  why?  Because  there  were  no 
worshippers  in  those  areas  to  let  the  light  of  their 
candles  dispel  the  gloom.  Why  they  weren't 
there,  and  why  the  church  was  not  entirely  filled 
with  worshippers  is  beyond  the  scope  of  this  Ed- 
itorial. Wherever  a  candlelight  service  was  held 
this  Christmas,  the  same  condition  would  exist. 
If  you  had  a  candlelight  service  in  your  church, 
you  no  doubt  noted  this  same  condition.  It  was 
not  a  situation  shared  only  by  this  church. 

The  point  we  want  to  make  is  that  the  lighted 
and  darkened  areas  of  a  church  in  a  candlelight 
service  is  an  illustration  of  spiritual  conditions  in 
the  world  today. 

Are  you  letting  your  light  shine?  Do  your 
neighbors,  friends,  relatives,  fellow  workers  see 
the  light  of  Jesus  Christ  shining  in  your  life? 
The  Lord  said,  "Let  your  light  so  shine  before 
men,  that  they  may  see  your  good  works,  and 
glorify  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven." 

Yes,  your  "candle"  will  help!  Yes,  it  does  mat- 
ter whether  or  not  we  are  Christian  in  our  daily 
lives,  our  business  dealings,  our  school,  in  our  so- 
cial activties.  It  does  matter  in  the  great  sanctu- 
ary of  life  whether  or  not  we  are  there,  letting 
our  light  shine.  This  world,  if  it  were  not  for 
the  spiritual  light  of  Christ  as  shed  abroad 
through  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  through 
the  instruments  of  the  candles  of  our  lives,  w^ould 
be  a  world  as  dark  as  the  darkest  Hell.  If  we 
are  not  letting  our  light  of  testimony  shine,  the 
world  around  us  is  just  that  dark. 

Be  thankful.  Christian  Brethren,  that  the  Lord 
is  giving  us  the  opportunity  to  let  our  light  shine, 
lighting  the  way  to  a  spiritual  eternity  for  men, 
who  now  are  lost  and  confused  in  the  darkness  of 
their  lives.  Let  the  light  of  your  life  shine  forth 
as  a  testimony  of  the  saving  power  of  Christ, 
the  Light  of  the  world,  so  that  others,  seeing  our 
lives,  might  also  see  Christ,  their  Saviour  from 
sin.  Yes,  your  candle  will  help.  "Let  it  shine,  let 
it  shine,  let  it  shine."

The  campers  set  up  their  own  program  at  the  begin- 
ig  of  the  week.  Each  day's  activities  followed  approxi- 
itely  the  same  outline:  Morning  Watch  at  7:45  gave  the 
mpers  an  opportunity  to  begin  the  day  with  God.  Every 
Drning  a  different  camper  led  the  group  in  devotional 
oughts.  Chime  music  in  the  background  provided  an 
cellent   setting  for  meditation  by  the  Lake. 

Breakfast  fortified  the  group  for  a  lively  discussion 
riod  from  9:00-10:30.  Reverend  Ronk  and  Reverend 
ora  sparked  each  morning's  symposium.  The  chapel  pe- 
)d  at  10:30  consisted  of  devotions  and  hymn-singing 
th  occasional  special  music.  The  group  usually  spent 
arning  free-time  in  playing  volley  ball  or  swimming. 

The  siesta  at  1:00  rested  the  campei's  from  the  moin- 
g's  activities  and  prepared  them  for  the  discussion  pe- 
)d  at  2:00.  This  time  was  spent  in  summing  up  the 
arning's  thoughts.  Again  at  3:00  the  group  enjoyed 
renuous  activity,  including  volley  ball,  miniature  golf, 
nmming,  and  boating.  Less  vigorous  pursuits  were 
•Grabble"  and  picture  puzzles. 

After  the  evening  meal  the  young  people  held  vespers 
■  the  lake.  The  evening  activity  periods  were  varied, 
casting  wieners  at  the  Goshen  City  Park,  playing  cha- 
des,  eating  popcorn,  playing  Twenty  Questions,  and 
inking  cider  made  up  the  recreation.  The  climax  of  the 
?ek's  activities  came  Friday  night  when  the  male  mem- 


bers of  the  camp  unfortunately  challenged  Shipshewana 
City  ball  players  to  a  softball  game.  Shipshewana  City 
won  13-4,  with  extra  innings  requested  by  the  campers. 
Even  with  "Doc"  Shank's  expert  pitching,  the  campers 
lost.    (No  offense,  Stogie). 

Devotions  were  led  by  various  people  before  retiring. 
Highlights  of  the  devotions  were  pictures  of  the  Holy 
Land  by  Reverend  Flora  and  of  Costa  Rica  by  Reverend 
Solomon. 

The  homemakers  feel  they  profited  greatly  from  each 
day's  two  discussion  periods  during  which  they  explored 
Brethren  doctrine  and  history.  Following  are  the  main 
topics  discussed: 

NON    OATH-TAKING 

The  word  "oath"  or  "swear"  occurs  in  the  King  James 
Version  of  the  Holy  Bible  175  times,  and  one  of  the  most 
outstanding  commandments  regarding  oath-taking  is  to 
be  found  in  one  of  the  Ten  Commandments:  "Thou  shall 
not    take    the   name    of   the    Lord    thy  God    in   vain." 

Swearing  or  oath-taking  means  using  the  name  of  God 
in  making  promises.  There  are  many  reasons  why  one 
should  not  take  oaths.  One  of  the  main  reasons  is  that 
no  one  is  always  able  to  keep  to  his  promises  100% ; 
there  is  always  a  margin  where  one  doesn't  measure  up. 
Oath-taking  also  puts  one  in  the  position  of  using  God 
as  collateral;  this  cannot  be  done.  Therefore,  Brethren 
people  affirm,  which  means  simply  saying,  "yes"  or  "no," 
without   employing  the  name   of  God. 

Alexander  Mack,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Biethren 
Church,  stated,  "The  faithful  should  abide  by  'yea'  and 
'nay.' "  Dr.  Yoder  in  his  book,  God's  Means  of  Grace, 
made  these  statements  regarding  oath-taking:  "Oaths 
of  secret  societies  are  insults  to  Christian  honor;  an 
oath  is  an  appeal  to  superstition  (causes  fear)  and  an 
oath  is  a  direct  violation  of  the  explicit  and  emphatic 
commands   of   Christ." 

It  was  pointed  out  that  nowhere  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment arc  dire  consequences  threatened  to  one  who  takes 
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oaths.  However,  swearing  or  oath-taking  oinds  one  to 
some  authority  other  than  himself;  swearing  puts  God 
on  the  spot.  So,  if  a  man  is  a  Christian,  he  should  auto- 
matically be  truthful;  therefore  there  is  no  reason  why  he 
should  not  always  abide  by  "yea"  and  "nay."  Brethren 
should  affirm;  this  method  of  testimony  is  respected  and 
accepted  in  the  legal  courts  of  our  land. 

DIVORCE 

Three  attitudes  regarding  divorce  and  remarriage  seem 
to  be  prevalent  today.  One  feeling  is  that  divorce  should 
be  permitted  on  immoral  grounds  only  and  that  there 
should  be  no  remarriage  for  either  party.  The  second  at- 
titude is  that  divorce  should  be  permitted  on  immoral 
grounds  only  and  that  the  innocent  party  may  remarry. 
This  position  brings  up  the  question  of  who  is  the  inno- 
cent party.  The  third  thought  on  divorce  in  America  is 
that  divorced  people  can  remarry  if  they  can  secure  a 
state  license. 

The  conclusion  of  the  group  was  the  following:  when 
divorce  occurs,  neither  party  should  remarry  anyone  else; 
divorce  should  be  a  waiting  period  to  bring  about  a  rec- 
onciliation of  original  partners,  because  in  taking  mar- 
riage vows,  couples  have  pledged  to  each  other  their 
faithfulness. 

HISTORY 

Consideration  of  the  history  of  our  church  brings  es- 
pecially to  mind  those  times  when  the  church  split,  first 
from  the  Church  of  the  .Brethren  and  again  when  the 
Grace  group  split  from  us.  Since  many  of  us  were  too 
young  to  appreciate  the  difference  in  belief  at  the  times, 
we  were  eager  to  learn  just  how  the  branches  of  the 
Brethren  are  dissimilar. 

We  found  that  the  two  main  differences  in  the  first 
split  were  those  of  church  government  and  education. 
Now,  however,  ideas  on  education  are  more  nearly  the 
same.  Only  the  way  of  government  remains  diffei'ent. 
Whereas  our  branch  leaves  men  free  to  debate  on  the 
conference  floor,  the  Church  of  the  .Brethren  hands  down 
decisions  thi'ough  a  committee  of  elders  at  their  annual 
meetings.  Also  revealing  to  us  was  the  fact  that  the  ques- 
tion of  dress  at  the  time  of  the  split  was  only  local,  not 
fundamental. 

In  examination  of  the  "break"  in  1939  we  learned  the 
meaning  of  the  teaching  of  Eternal  Security. 


Some  of  us  came  to  realize  for  the  first  time  the  I 
portance  of  seating  delegates  at  General  Conference, 
learned  that  one  can  challenge  the  seating  of  delega 
from  a  church  which  has  not  been  true  to  Brethren  tea 
ings,  i.  e.,  baptism  by  some  means  other  than  triune  : 
mersion. 

Since  most  churches  have  formulated  their  doctriif 
the  campers  asked,  "What  is  our  belief?"  We  do  not  hi] 
our  teaching  in  a  nutshell  because  no  one  man  can  dr' 
up  a  statement  of  faith.  Our  creed  is  the  New  Testame 
We  can  find  Brethren  ideas  outlined  very  clearly  in  H 
singer's  40  questions  and  answers  in  his  book.  History 
the  Tunkers  of  the  Brethren  Church. 

BAPTISM    BY    TRIUNE    IMMERSION 


As  We  delved  into  the  why  and  wherefore  of  our  moj' 
of  baptism,  we  read  from  Matthew  28:18-20,  Roma- 
6:1-11  and  from  Holsinger's  book.  In  1708  eight  peoj 
(5  men  and  3  women;,  were  baptized  in  the  River  Eidi 
It  is  not  known  who  baptized  Alexander  Mack,  the  fir 
convert,  (one  of  the  founders)  although  he  baptized  t 
others. 

The  verb  to  baptize  is  taken  directly  from  the  Greei 
not  translated  into  the  King  James  Version,  only  spellij! 
in  letters  of  our  alphabet.  The  literal  meaning  in  til! 
Greek  is  to  immerse  or  dip  signifying  being  completej: 
covered  with  water.  There  are  other  words  found  in  tl 
original  text  for  sprinkle  and  pour,  but  these  words  a 
never  used   in  connection  with   the   act   of   baptism.        \ 

We  Brethren  are  immersed  forward — in  the  likeness  (I 
Christ's  death  on  the  Cross.  (Romans  6:5)  "He  bowed  H; 
head  (forward)  and  gave  up  the  Ghost" — three  times,  il 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holi 
Ghost.  Christ  died  voluntarily  and  we  are  baptized  volar: 
tarily. 

The  week  at  Shipshewana  was  not  only  pleasurable  bu 
also  informative  and  spiritually  stimulating.  Plans  wi' 
be  made  during  the  coming  winter  for  the  Third  Annua 
Homemakers'  Camp.

Paul  beheld  their  tragic  destructiveness  at  Corinth  (2 
Cor.  11:13-15).  He  forewarned  the  Ephesian  elders  of 
their  deceptiveness  and  that  they  would  even  arise  from 
among  their  "own  selves"  (Acts  20:28-30).  They  may 
resort  to  a  sneaking  approach  (Gal.  2:4).  Whoever  they 
ARE,  they  are  "ACCURSED"  (Gal.  1:8,  9).  And,  we  are 
to  "turn  away"  from  them  (2  Tim.  3:5-8)!  They  are  "an- 
tichrists" (1  John  2:18,  19),  clever  to  deceive  (2  John 
7),  and  they  can  only  be  detected  by  ,a  correct  knowledge 
of  the  Word  of  God  (1  John  4:1).  These  false  teachers 
are  a  terrible  menace  to  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  (2 
Peter  2:1),  and  therefore,  the  Church  is  to  "earnestly 
contend  for  the  faith"  (Jude  3,  4).  Sad  to  say,  there  are 
many  hearers  who  want  to  hear  a  "humbug"  gospel  (2 
Tim.  4:3).  First  they  seek  to  unsettle  people  in  their  be- 
lief (Gal.  1:7).  They  will  then  mock  and  scoff  at  the  true 
gospel  and  extol  the  teaching  of  demons   (1  Tim.  4:1). 

Strange  to  say,  the  result  of  false  teaching  is  that

THE  HOLY  SPIRIT  OF  GOD  is  the  third  Person  | 
the  Trinity.  Our  Sunday  School  lessons  have  previc 
ly  dealt  with  God  the  Father,  and  God  the  Son;  in  t 
lesson  we  learn  about  God  the  Spirit.  It  is  important  tl 
proper  emphasis  be  given  to  the  Person  and  Work  of  t 
Holy  Spirit. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  Christian  Life  magazine.  Dr.  W; 
ter  L.  Wilson  stressed  a  much  needed  truth:  "There  is  j 
Person  of  the  God-head  Who  must  be  greatly  hu ! 
quenched  and  grieved  by  the  way  He  is  ignored  amoji 
God's  people  ...  He  is  omitted  from  nearly  all  praye 
and  has  almost  no  place  in  the  testimonies  of  the  sej 
vants  of  God.  This  unknown  God  is  the  Holy  Spirit."      [ 

.Before  leaving  His  disciples  to  ascend  unto  the  Fathc 
Jesus  told  them:  "I  will  not  leave  you  comfortless"  (Jon 
14:18).  He  then  informed  them  He  would  send  One  1 
them  who  would  be  able  to  do  for  them,  and  to  be  to  ther 
all  that  He  Himself  was.  This  One  was  the  Holy  Spirii 
Christ  called  Him  "the  Comforter" — One  who  is  called 
to  our  side  in  the  hour  of  need.  In  chapters  14,  15,  and  1' 
of  St.  John,  we  find  the  Holy  Spirit  called  "the  Con 
forter"  at  least  five  different  times. 

How  thankful  Christians  should  be  for  the  Comforte:' 
the  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  who  comes  to  perform  His  blesse 
work  within  each  surrendered  heart!  The  hymn  writer,  B'

Topic  for  January  23,  1955 

PERSONAL   TRANSFORMATION 

Scripture  Reading:  Romans  12:1-9 

INTRODUCTION:  In  the  first  eleven  chapters  of  the 
lok  of  Romans,  St.  Paul  builds  the  great  structure  of 
ctrine.  His  main  point  is  that  all  have  sinned  and  come 
ort  of  the  glory  of  God.  There  is  nothing  that  man 
n  do  to  undue  his  sin  and  win  back  the  favor  of  God. 
is  necessary  for  God  to  act,  therefore  He  sent  His 
n,  born   under  the  Law   and  born  of  a  woman,  to  give 
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His  life  for  mankind.  Salation,  then  is  by  grace  through 
faith — it  is  the  gift  of  God  lest  any  man  should  boast. 
When  we  arrive  at  chapter  twelve  of  Romans,  we  find 
St.  Paul  drawing  a  conclusion  to  all  that  has  gone  be- 
fore. "I  beseech  you  therefore,  Brethren,"  is  the  way  that 
he  points  to  this  conclusion.  We  are  to  present  our  bodies 
a  living  sacrifice  to  God.  How  is  this  to  be  brought  about? 
Paul  says  that  this  is  made  possible  by  refusing  to  con- 
form to  the  world  and  by  renewing  our  minds.  This  is 
the   transformation  that  we   are  to   discuss  tonight. 

1.  THE  WAY  OF  NON-CONFORMITY— The  first 
Christians  were  taught  that  the  spirit  of  Christianity 
was  at  enmity  with  the  spirit  of  the  world  in  which  they 
lived.  Read  here  from  I  John  2:15-16.  Paul  had  this  same 
problem  with  the  Church  at  Corinth.  The  new  con- 
verts had  always  lived  in  a  pagan  world  and  many  of 
their  practices  were  at  odds  with  the  basic  principles  of 
Christianity.  As  one  has  observed,  "The  Church  was  in 
the  world  as  it  had  to  be,  but  the  world  was  in  the  Church 
as   it   ought   not   to   have   been." 

Christians  were  called  upon  to  fight  continually  against 
the  influence  of  the  world  in  which  they  lived.  The  Chris- 
tian is  different  from  the  man  of  the  world. 

2.  THE  WAY  OF  TRANSFORMATION— The    way    to 

keep  from  being  conformed  to  this  world,  is  not  simply 
the  negative  of  blank  refusal,  but  the  positive  of  trans- 
formation which  is  continual  and  glorious.  The  Christian 
way  of  life  is  not  just  so  many  don'ts.  Christian  faith 
is  a  positive  thing  that  is  filled  with  good  works  and 
fellowship  with  God. 

There  is  a  story  to  the  effect  of  a  woman  who  became 
very  depressed,  and  found  it  hard  to  follow  the  work  of 
her  home.  Her  doctor  asked  her  if  he  might  look  over  her 
house.  The  street  on  which  she  lived  was  dark  and  nar- 
row, and  from  the  windows  of  the  house  there  was  little 
to  see  until  he  reached  an  attic.  From  the  window  there 
he  could  see  over  the  red  roofs  of  the  houses  opposite 
to  a  line  of  hills  on  the  horizon.  "You'll  be  lots  better," 
he  told  her,  "if  you  come  here  for  half-an-hour  every 
day,  and  just  look  out  of  this  window  towards  those 
hills."  And  to  her  surprise  she  was  soon  much  better. 
It  is  true  that  we  live  in  a  world  that  sometimes  gets 
us  down.  The  best  thing  we  can  do  is  to  take  time  for 
the  renewal  of  our  minds. 

.3.  THE  WAY  TO  A  RENEWED  MIND— Prayer  is  one 

of  the  best  ways  to  renew  our  minds.  When  Jesus  was 
tired  and  weary  from  the  strain  of  His  work,  He  would 
depart  into  a  desert  place  and  there  spend  time  in  prayer. 
By  pi'ayer,  I  do  not  mean  that  we  are  merely  to  get  down 
on  our  knees  and  speak  words  to  God.  That  is  part  of  it 
of  course,  but  true  prayer  also  includes  our  listening 
while  God  speaks  to  us.  Call  this  meditation  or  whatever 
you  will — it  is  very  important.  The  Psalmist  said,  "Be 
still  and  know  that  I  am  God."  Meditate  on  the  Scrip- 
tures, on  the  beauty  and  wonder  of  God's  world,  think 
of  ways  God  has  helped  you  in  the  past,  allow  Him  to 
fill  your  mind  and  then  you  will  know  what  St.  Paul 
means  when  he  says,  "Renew  your  mind." 

4.     WORSHIP    IS    A    MEANS    OF    RENEWING    OUR 
MINDS — How  many  times  we  go  to  church  feeling  dis- 
couraged and  defeated.  When  the  service  is  over,  we  feel 
fresh  and  clean,  and  able  to  face  the  future.  That's  how 
(Continued  on  Page  15)

This  kind  of  philosophy  does  not  inspire 
rge  denominational  and  missionary  programs, 
le  church  of  their  fathers  is  their  hiding  place. 

Brethren,  God  forbid  that  any  of  us  should  be 
und  guilty  of  such  passiveness  in  our  faith. 

Rather,  should  not  our  faith  be  for  us  a  great 
use  for  rejoicing?  We  should  say  with  the 
;almist,  "He  brought  me  up  also  out  of  an  hor- 
)le  pit,  out  of  the  miry  clay,  and  set  my  feet 
on  a  rock,  and  established  my  goings."  Herein 
the  great  story  of  salvation  through  our  faith, 
lief  and  acceptance  of  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Son 
the  living  God,  and  as  the  Savior  of  the  world, 
irein  is  a  realization  of  what  we  were  before, 


and  what  we  are  now,  A  realization  of  this  does 
not  breed  a  philosophy  which  contents  us  with 
sitting  back  and  taking  it  for  granted. 

Not  alone  do  we  walk  the  road  of  life,  for  "He 
walks  beside  me  in  the  way,  What  a  wonderful 
Saviour."  Ours  is  not  a  blind,  stumbling,  uncer- 
tain plodding.  Rather,  a  confident  stepping  into 
the  unknown  future,  with  a  Lamp  for  our  feet, 
and  a  Light  for  our  pathway.  Realization  of  this 
causes  us  to  shout  with  joy,  day  by  day. 

Full  assurance  comes  to  us  relative  to  the  fu- 
ture, also.  We  are  told  that  as  we  follow  in  His 
way,  that  the  promises  of  eternal  life  are  ours. 
As  such  we  realize  that  all  of  this  life  is  tem- 
porary ;  that  the  main  and  everlasting  part  of  our 
existence  comes  after  death.

This  is 
the  second  way  we  can  live. 

How  will  this  affect  our  relationship  with 
others?

From  the  very  beginning  of  time  God  has  relied  upon 
human  hands  for  the  accomplishing  of  His  heavenly  pro- 
grams. Into  the  very  center  of  God's  plan  and  purpose  is 
a  dependance  upon  man  for  the  provisions  of  hands  and 
feet  and  heart. 

God  used  Noah  to  build  the  ark,  God  used  Joshua  to 
conquer  the  Promised  land;  God  used  Gideon  to  put  the 
Midianites  to  flight;  God  used  David  to  slay  Goliath. 
God  used   Solomon  to  erect  the  temple. 

God  used  more  than  forty  men  for  the  writing  of  the 
Bible.  All  through  the  ages  He  has  used  men  and  their 
talents  and  their  money  in  proclaiming  the  blessed  Gos- 
pel of  Jesus   Christ.   God   uses   men. 

This  is  God's  way  and  because  it  is  His  way,  there  is 
behind  it  a  purpose.  That  purpose  is  revealed  in  the  first 
six  words  of  John  3:16,  "For  God  so  loved   the   world." 

Therein  we  see  the  reason  why  God  uses  men  for  His 
tasks.  It  is  because  He  loves  men  and  gives  them  an 
opportunity  to  share  in  His  work.

witness  is  to  fail  to  bear  fruit. 

I  believe  that  each  of  us  should  witness  in  the  folio 
ing  m,anner  if  we  are  to  be  effective  Christians: 

1.  Witness  through  what  we  say:  A  witness  mi 
have  first  hand  knowledge.  Hearsay  evidence  may  be 
value,  but  it  is  never  of  supreme  value.  Those  who  ■wj 
ness  effectively  for  Chi-ist  must  needs  have  first  ha 
knowledge.  As  a  result  of  the  witnessing  of  an  outcj 
woman,  we  read,  "M,any  believed  on  Him  for  the  sayi^ 
of  the  woman."  The  most  careless  will  listen  to  one  wi 
has  first  hand  knowledge. 

The  early  church  was  blessed  by  some  great  preac 
ers,  such  as  Paul  and  Apollo.  But  the  fact  that  Chr 
tianity  spread  over  that  hai'd  Roman  world  like  fire  w 
due,  not  so  much  to  great  preachers,  as  to  personal  te 
timony  of  ordinary  men.  Today  the  most  effective  w; 
to   win   men   to    Christ   is   through  personal   testimony. 

2.  We  are  to  witness  not  only  by  what  we  say,  b 
also  by  what  we  do.  We  are  to  let  our  light  so  shi; 
that  men  may  see  our  good  works  and  be  led  to  glori 
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Lord.  Jesus  rebuked  the  Pharisee  of  his  day  not  be- 
e  they  failed  to  preach  but  because  they  failed  to 
tice  what  they  preached.

knowing  and  realizing  that  we  have  a  world  wide  mission, 
world-wide    Saviour,    and    a    world-wide    message. 

I  think  ,you  will  agree  that  the  task  before  us  is  in- 
deed a  great  program.  How  are  we  to  see  this  program 
through  ?  How  has  the  Brethren  Church  made  its  great 
accomplishments?  How  has  the  W.  M.  S.  been  able  to 
make  the  wonderful  contribution  that  it  has  made  to 
the  Brethren  College  and  Church  ?  How  is  it  that  we 
have  seen  many  local  and  national  achievements  for  the 
Loi'd?  How  can  any  great  endeavor  succeed?  Only 
through  cooperation.   Cooperation  with  God  and  man. 

Our  Lord  says,  "Ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  is  come  upon  you."  Why  are  our  churches  so 
often  lacking  in  power?  I  think  the  answer  is  right  here. 
It  is  our  lack  of  wholehearted  committal  to  our  Lord  and 
to  His  program.  When  General  Lee  surrendered  to  Gen- 
eral Grant,  he  came  out  in  a  spotless  uniform  and  with 
his  best  sword  glittering.  He  had  saved  his  best  uniform 
for  the  occasion.  General  Grant  accepted  his  surrender 
wearing  fatigue  pants.  Ours  is  the  biggest  task  at  which 
we  can  work  and  we  must  surrender  to  Jesus  completely.

er  of  Christ  mas  rest   upon  me."  II  Cor.  12:9. 

THE  CONTEXT  immediately  preceding  this  verse  is 
hat  which  serves  as  a  window  opening  into  the  soul 
the  Apostle.  Here  we  hear  of  ".ai  thorn  in  the  flesh," 
le  suffei'ing  to  which  Paul  was  subject,  or  some  cruel 
ippointment.  We  are  not  told  specifically  the  nature 
the  affliction  which  the  apostle  bore,  whether  it  was 
umatism,  epilepsy,  eye  trouble  or  curvature  of  the 
le,  or  some   other  terrible   affliction. 

Inough  to  know  that  it  was  of  a  nature  which  made 
il  desirous  of  being  relieved  of  its  harassment;  and 
much  so  that  he  asked  God  three  times  to  relieve 
I  from  it,  but  the  thorn  remained  and  God's  answer 
18  to  Paul  "My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee — my 
jngth  is  made  perfect  in  weakness." 


And  m.y  answer  to  the  suggested  questions  would  be 
"NO"  because  I  do  not  conceive  of  the  Heavenly  Father 
as  using  supernatui-al  means  to  convey  truth  to  His  chil- 
dren when  simple  methods  will  do.  "My  grace  is  suffi- 
cient for  thee" — "Grace" — (the  free  and  unmerited  favor 
of  God,  manifested  in  such  manner  as  the  exigencies  of 
the  occasion  require),  and  in  Paul's  case  coming  to  him 
through  his  daily  experiences.  Day  by  day  the  thorn  re- 
mained, and  day  by  day  God  blessed  him  with  strength 
and  patience  to  endure. 

"My  strength  is  made  perfect  in  weakness."  The 
strength  of  an  earthly  father  is  perfected  in  the  weakness 
of  the  "toddler"  who  clings  to  his  hand  and  finds  power 
to  negotiate  the  path  the  two  are  walking.  And  as  Paul 
was  strengthened  each  day  to  endure,  so  the  child,  walk- 
ing day  by  day  through  trust  in  the  Father's  love  (which 
is  the  motive  controlling  the  father's  power),  so  because 
of  the  Father's  love,  power  is  vouchsafed  unto  the  trust- 
ing child,  who  can  believe  that  the  father's  actions  are 
prompted  by  the  parental  love,  and  love  is  made  perfect 
in   the   presence   of  the  child's   weakness. 
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MISSIONARY 
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TESTIMONY  OF  HECTOR  LABANCA                              | 
Worker  in  Victoria — Entre  Rios 

(Translated  from  Spanish  by  June  B,  de  Palaci) 

I  was  born  in  Rosario  of  the  Province  of  Santa  Fe,  the 
second  city  of  the  Argentina  Republic.  This  city  is 
claimed  to  be  one  of  peace  and  tranquility,  but  my  home 
was  far  from  tranquil,  because  the  Author  of  Peace  was 
unknown  in  my  household.  My  parents  not  only  were  un- 
converted, but  we  lived  in  a  part  of  the  city  where  every 
kind  of  sin  was  rampant.  I  kept  the  worst  kind  of  com- 
pany, and  we  tried  every  kind  of  sin.  Such  a  life  as  I 
lived  was  so  disagreeable  to  my  parents  that  they  threw 
me  out  of  my  home. 

Conversion 

But  God  had  a  purpose  in  it  all;  I  have  been  washed 
clean  in  His  blood,  and  I  now  am  His  son.  Miguel  Siga, 
the  one  used  of  God  to  lead  me  o.ut  of  sin,  took  me  to 
his  home  where  I  spent  several  of  the  happiest  months 
I  had  ever  known.  Here  it  was  that  I  learned  the  real 
difference  of  homes  where  Christ  was  dwelling. 

As  I  think  of  these  months,  I  remember  the  words  of 
Christ  in  John  16:33  where  He  said,  "These  things  have 
I  spoken  unto  you  that  in  me  ye  might  have  peace.  In 
this  world  ye  shall  have  tribulation,  but  be  of  good 
cheer;  I  have  overcome  the  world."  Especially  did  I  re- 
member them  as  I  returned  to  my  home  and  my  old  com- 
panions. 

Life  Work 

Soon  after  I  had  fulfilled  my  military  service,  I  went 
to  a  church  party  one  Sunday  evening,  and  during  the 
course  of  that  evening  there  was  such  a  tremendous 
change  in  my  life  that  joy  and  happiness  reigned  in  my 
heart,  and  I  felt  a  great  desire  to  serve  my  Lord.  So 
great  was  that  desire  that  I  began  searching  the  Scrip- 
tures to  learn  more  about  Christ.  I  felt  also  the  respon- 
sibility to  bring  others  to  Him  who  knew  Him  not. 

Though  I  dedicated  a  part  of  each  day  to  His  service, 
yet  those  words,  "leaving  all,  they  followed  Him"  were 
ever  before  me.  At  this  time  I  went  with  some  Brethren 
friends  to  the  camp,  "Diquesito"  in  Cordoba,  where  there 
were  classes  and  meetings  of  consecration.  I  gave  my 
testimony  and  dedicated  my  entire  life  to  the  service  of 
God. 

Even  though  I  had  made  this  promise  before  many 
Christian  friends,  I  did  not  put  it  into  practice.  Material 
things  and  business  tied  me  down,  and  another  year 
passed  before  I  kept  the  pi'omise  I  had  made. 

But  now  came  the  question:  How  shall  I  serve?  Shall 
I  sell  Bibles?  Shall  I  go  to  the  Institute  for  preparation? 
My  enthusiasm  led  me  to  think  of  many  things.  I  sent  an 
application  to  the  Institute  and  was  accepted.

THE  SECOND  COMING 

Scripture  Reading:  Matthew  21:33-46 

TNTRODUCTION:— Many  strange  and  peculiar  things 
have  been  written  about  the  Second  Coming  of  Christ. 
Men  have  always  wanted  to  know  when  it  would  take 
place,  so  they  have  consulted  everything  from  the  stars 
to  the  pyramids  of  Egypt.  All  sorts  of  fantastic  charts 
have  been  made  to  show  how  it  will  take  place.  Of  course 
it  will  be  impossible  to  give  a  complete  picture  of  this 
doctrine  in  a  service  like  this,  but  let  us  examine  some 
of  the  facts. 

1.  The  fact  of  the  Second  Coming  of  Christ.  This  fact 
is  mentioned  over  three  hundred  times  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment and  is  prophesied  many  times  in  the  Old  Testament. 
Jesus  Himself  taught  that  He  would  come  .again.  Two  of 
the  most  important  Scriptures  on  this  point  are  to  be 
found  in  John  14:1-3  and  Luke  17:24-32.  Christ  knew 
what  was  His  work  here  on  earth  at  His  first  coming  and 
He  knew  that  He  would  be  rejected  of  men  and  crucified. 
Often  He  referred  to  Himself  as  the  Stone  which  the 
builders  had  rejected. 

The  angels  of  God  who  attended  Christ's  ascension  into 
Heaven  also  witnessed  to  the  disciples  concerning  the 
Second  Coming  of  Christ  when  they  said,  "Ye  men  of  Gal- 
ilee, why  stand  ye  gazing  up  into  heaven?  this  same 
Jesus,  v/hich  is  taken  up  from  you  into  heaven,  shall  so 
come  in  like  manner  as  ye  have  seen  him  go  into  heaven." 

2.  The  Second  Coming  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the 
coming  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Peter  preached  the  gospel  of 
the  Second  Coming  of  Christ  long  after  the  day  of  Pente- 
cost as  did  the  other  apostles.  Here  read  Acts  3:19-26.  St. 
Paul  may  or  may  not  have  seen  Christ  in  the  flesh,  but 
it  was  many  years  after  the  coming  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
into  the  world  that  he  wrote,  "The  Lord  himself  shall  de- 
scend from  heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the 
archangel,  and  with  the  trump  of  God:  and  the  dead  in 
Christ  shall  rise."  I  Thess.  4:16.  How  could  Paul  say  that 
Christ  would  come  if  what  was  meant  by  the  Second  Com- 
ing was  the  advent  of  the  Holy  Spirit?         . 

3.  The  Second  Coming  of  Christ  will  be  a  personal  re- 
turn. The  angels  told  the  disciples,  "This  same  Jesus  .  .  . 
shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  you  have  seen  him  go." 
John  tells  us  that  Jesus  said,  "If  I  go  to  prepare  for  you 
a  place,  I  will  come  again,  and  receive  you  unto  myself." 
The  writer  of  the  Hebrews  says,  "So  Christ  was  once 
offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many;  and  unto  them  that  look 
for  him  shall  he  appear  the  second  time  without  sin  unto 
salvation." 

4.  The  Second  Coming  of  Christ  will  be  a  sudden  ap- 
pearance. We  are  all  familiar  with  the  words  of  our  Lord 
when  He  said  that  the  Coming  of  the  Son  of  Man  would 
be   like   a  thief  in  the  night.   If  we  knew  what  night  a 
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prowler  was  coming  to  our  house,  we  would  be  read! 
him.  Since  we  do  not  know  when  he  is  coming,  we 
be  prepared  for  him  at  all  times.   This  was  much 
true  in  the  day  of  Jesus  than  it  is  now  for  we  ha| 
much   better   system  of  public   protection.   If  the  ani 
man  had  to  be  on  his  guard  at  all  times  against  the 
because   he   did  not  know  when  he  was  coming,  eve 
we  must  be  prepared  for  the  coming  of  Christ.  Here 
I  Corinthians  15:51-54. 

5.  What  are  the  signs  of  Christ's  Coming?    The  s 

that  Jesus  and  the  Apostles  gave  to  the  first  gener; ! 
Christians  are  still  the  signs  that  we  must  use.  E 
generation  has  looked  at  these  signs  and  concluded 
certainly  Christ  would  come  before  very  many  years 
passed.  Some  of  these  signs  were  that  there  woul( 
great  wickedness  on  the  earth,  that  men  would  becj 
lovei's  of  pleasure  more  than  lovers  of  God,  and  thatj 
gospel  should  be  preached  in  all  the  world.  It  would  f 
that  these  conditions  have  been  fulfilled  and  yet  our  ] 
tarries. 

We  cannot  say  when  the  Lord  will  come  because 
are  not  supposed  to  know.  His  word  to  the  disciples, 
is  not  for  you  to  know  the  times  or  the  seasons,  w 
the  Father  hath  put  in  his  own  power"  should  be  c 
fully  considered.  Even  Jesus  confessed  that  He  did 
know  when  the  Second  Coming  would  take  place  and 
angels  do  not  know. 


6.   The   practical    value   of   the   doctrine   of   the   Set! 
Coming.  In  writing  his  first  epistle,  John  glories  in 
love  of  God  because  God  has  made  it  possible  for  us 
be  called  His  sons  and  that  when  Christ  appears  we  s 
be  like  Him.  "And  every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in 
purifieth  himself,   even  as  he  is  pure."  If  we  believe 
our  hearts  that  Christ  is  coming  to   receive  us,  we 
want  to  live  the  kind  of  lives  that  will  be  pleasing  to  E  i 
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and  neighbors — most  of  them  not  Christians,  and  it  ^ 
indeed  a  spiritual  feast  and  a  time  of  Christian  te 
mony,  for  which  we  praise  God.

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Window  Gleaning 


1  ECENTLY  WE  READ  of  a  church  of  which 
*'■  it  was  said,  "One  will  travel  far  to  find  a 
nire  beautiful  sanctuary."  This  church  had  gone 
t'ough  a  period  of  renovation  resulting  in  a 
'  -uly  lovely  sanctuary." 

One  of  the  things  which  took  place  during  the 
lovation  was  the  cleaning  of  the  church's  art 
iss  windows.  It  is  said  that  "When  they  re- 
)ved  thick  layers  of  dirt  from  the  ancient  win- 
ws  they  discovered  great  beauty  ..." 

Few  modern  housewives  would  think  of  going 
r  any  length  of  time  without  washing  the  win- 
[jws  of  her  home.  There  is  possibly  no  record  of 
lie  accidents  or  near  accidents  which  have  re- 
ilted  fi'om  the  wives  and  mothers  of  our  land 
ijaching  and  straining  to  get  that  farthest  cor- 
jr  of  that  upstairs  window.  Most  wives  seem  to 
live  haunting  memories  of  husbands  who  seemed 
I  have  some  extra  business  or  engagement  about 
lindow  washing  time. 

[At  any  rate,  we  are  endeavoring  to  point  up 
.6  fact  that  window  washing  in  our  homes  is  no 
significant  task  and  routine.  It  is  big  business 
ir  the  house  wife.  Clean  windows  point  to  care- 
il  house  keeping  and  a  pride  in  the  appearance 
'  the  home.  It  helps  us  to  look  out  upon  the 
arid  and  permits  our  lights  to  shine  brightly 
irough  the  dark  nights. 

Window  washing  in  our  churches  is  a  too  often 
3glected  feat.  Often  the  windows  are  high,  hard 
I  reach,  and  if  of  stained  or  translucent  glass, 
'6  not  even  used  for  looking  through.  As  a  re- 
lit, too  often,  very  little  attention  is  paid  to  the 
ow,  day  by  day,  (and  year  by  year),  accumula- 
on  of  film  and  dirt  which  collects  on  them.  Yet 
e  must  remember  that  the  windows  of  our 
lurch  are  subject  to  the  same  conditions  which 
jcloud  the  windows  of  our  homes.  Without  it 
'en  being  apparent  to  us,  the  light  which  comes 


from  the  sun  in  the  day,  and  the  light  which 
shines  out  from  the  artificial  lights  at  night, 
slowly  but  surely  becomes  dimmer  and  dimmer. 

Some  years  ago,  we  were  pastor  of  a  church 
where  the  stained  glass  windows  were  in  need  of 
washing.  The  work  was  done  by  some  of  the  men 
of  the  church  at  night.  We  well  remember  the 
thrill  and  the  joy  of  walking  into  the  church  the 
day  afterwards,  and  noting  the  difference  in  the 
appearance  of  the  sanctuary.  The  beauty  of  the 
windows  was  a  thrill  to  see.  Walking  down  the 
street  at  night  when  the  lights  of  the  church  were 
on,  was  also  a  thrill,  as  the  designs  of  the  win- 
dows were  made  more  evident  to  the  passing  eye. 

Probably  now  you  are  going  to  think  that  the 
next  thing  we  are  going  to  suggest  is  that  our 
churches  engage  in  a  full  scale  window  washing 
project.  If  the  windows  are  dirty,  it  wouldn't 
hurt.  It  would  brighten  up  your  church,  and  it 
would  also  brighten  up  your  services.  But  to  sug- 
gest such  an  operation  is  not  our  point.  We  have 
something  far  more  important  in  mind. 

Christ  says,  "Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world." 
By  this.  He  meant  that  we  are  the  "lesser 
lights,"  the  "lower  lights,"  as  we  pointed  out  last 
week.  We  are  the  lights  seen  by  the  world;  rep- 
resentatives of  Christ,  the  Light  of  the  world. 
But  what  if  the  windows  of  our  soul  are  clouded 
over  with  this  film  of  worldliness,  sin,  prejudice, 
pride,  hate,  jealousy,  evil  deeds  and  thoughts. 
What  if  our  soul's  windows  are  so  beclouded  that 
the  Light  of  God's  truth  cannot  shine  through  to 
illuminate  our  heart's  sanctuary.  What  if  this  be- 
clouding is  so  great  that  the  light  of  Christ  in 
our  soul  cannot  shine  out  as  an  inspiration  and 
testimony  unto  others? 

Perhaps  we  have  left  the  accumulation  of  the 
years'  grime  to  collect  on  the  inside  and  the  out- 
side of  the  windows  of   our   soul,    dimming  our

In  The  World 
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(Text:  II  Timothy  3:16-17) 


T  READ  SOME  TIME  AGO  of  a  man  who  had  deplored 
■^  the  fact  that  he  would  not  live  long  enough  to  read 
all  the  books  written.  Frankly,  I  cannot  see  why  anybody 
would  want  to  read  all  the  published  books,  for  so  many 
of  them  are  not  worth  reading.  Yet  there  are  many  who 
pride  themselves  on  keeping  up  with  the  latest  best-sellers 
in  fiction  and  non-fiction,  although  there  are  few  books 
written  today  which  compare  with  the  great  books  of  the 
past. 

From  time  to  time  we  notice  in  the  book  section  of 
our  metropolitan  newspapers  a  listing  of  the  current  best- 
sellers in  the  order  of  their  popularity,  but  we  never  see 
the  No.  1  best-seller  listed.  And  yet  the  No.  1  best-seller 
does  not  head  the  list  merely  for  a  few  weeks,  months, 
or  perhaps  a  year;  but  for  year  after  year.  Yes,  more 
Bibles  are  sold  year  after  year  than  any  other  book  pub- 
lished, ''r:-.^^ 

Why  is  this  true?  Is  it  just  because  the  Bible  is  a  book 
which  ought  to  be  on  hand  in  case  the  minister  calls? 
Or  can  it  be  that  some  people  associate  a  magical  protec- 
tive power  with  the  Bible?  I'm  afraid  that  in  many  cases 
an  affirmative  answer  would  have  to  be  given  to  the  two 
questions  above;  but  I  would  not  have  you  disregard  the 
fact  that  there  are  many  true  believers  who,  realizing 
that  the  .Bible  is  the  most  important  book  in  the  world,

Perhaps  it  would  be  appropriate  at  this  point  to  men 
a  few  of  the  reasons  why  the  Bible  is  the  most  import 
book  in  the  world. 

First,  the  Bible  is  the  most  important  book  in  je 
world  because  it  is   the  only  book  inspired  by  God.  i

the  world  because  it  is  the  only  source  of  absolute  tn[.. 

The  third  reason  why  the  Bible  is  the  most  importlt 
book  in  the  world  is  the  fact  that  it  alone  tells  us  l| 
to  secure  salvation  and  eternal  life. 

In  the  fourth  place,  the  Bible  is  the  most  importjt 
book  because  it  is  the  only  book  which  opens  the  dtt 
to  a  life  inspired  and  directed  b.y  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Finally,   the    Bible   is   the  most   important  book  in 
world  because  it  is  the  only  book  which  can  speak  authi 
itatively  about  the  life  beyond  the  grave. 

Now,  whenever  God  strives  with  men,  the  devil,  Gc 
arch-enemy,  does  his  best  to  defeat  God's  purposes,  h 
so  he  has,  with  all  the  cunning  and  subtlety  at  his  cc 
mand,  down  through  the  ages  tried  to  defeat  God's  p 
and  purpose  for  His  children.

'hristian  and  still  believe  such  drivel  is  beyond  my 
iprehension.  To  hold  such  a  belief  is  in  effect  to  say 

t  t  there  are  at  least  two  ways  to  be  saved  and  inherit 
Hasting  life — one,  the  true  way,  by  accepting  Christ 
your  Saviour  and  as  the  propitiation  for  your  sins; 
other,  by  your  own  goood  works. 

)thers   prefer   to   overlook   the   plain   teachings   of  the 
le  or  to   talk  themselves  out   of  a  literal   interpreta- 
1,  because   they  do   not   like   certain   of  its  teachings. 
J|r  such  reasons,  we  frequently  encounter  those  who  do 
rj  believe  in  heaven  or  hell,   one   or  both.    There    are 
nny,  of  course,  who  do  believe  in  heaven,  while  disre- 
grding  the  literal  view  of  hell.  These  folks  often  explain 
h|l  away  by  saying  that  hell   exists  here  on  earth  and 
isists  of  the  troubles  and  trials,  the  sacrifices  and  mis- 
tunes  we  endure  in  this  life.  Most  people  are  not  so 
jly  to  do  away  with  heaven,  since  heaven  sounds  like 
aice  place   to  be   destined  for,  and  it  is  only  natural 
want  to  go  where  there  will  no  longer  be  sorrow  or 
fin,  sickness  or  poverty,  war  or  strife. 
ies,  there  are  many  people,  including    far    too    many 
ristians,  who  would  replace  the  Bible  with  reasoning, 
a1  least  in  those  places  where  the  plain  teaching  of  the 
I|)le  is  contrary  to  what  they  prefer  to  believe, 
puch  lines  of  thought  as  I  have  suggested  tend  to  lead  to 
B!  notion  that  the  Bible  is,  after  all,  only  a  book,  and 
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that,  although  it  may  be  better  than  most,  it  does  not 
have  all  the  answers.  It  must,  instead,  be  supplemented 
by  the  learned  treatises  of  men  who  are  authorities  in 
science,  philosophy,  and  the  other  fields  of  knowledge.  To 
succumb  to  such  false  notions  is  foolish,  for  history  offers 
no  good  basis  for  believing  that  either  science  or  philos- 
ophy can  answer  the  most  important  questions  of  all,  such 
questions  as:  How  did  we  get  here?  Why  were  we  put 
here?  What  is  the  key  to  real  happiness?  Is  there  a  life 
beyond  the  grave  ?  Neither  science  nor  philosophy  can 
give  a  satisfactory  answer  to  such  questions  as  these. 
But  the  Bible  can  and  does  give  both  a  satisafctory  and  a 
satisfying  answer  to  all  of  these  questions,  and,  in  addi- 
tion, answers  the  equally  important  question:  How  can 
I  be  saved  and  receive  eternal  life  ? 

It  should  be  evident  to  us  all  that  for  a  Christian  to 
feed  on  the  chaff  this  world  has  to  offer  instead  of  on  the 
wheat  of  God's  Word  is  to  be  in  danger  of  spiritual  mal- 
nutrition, if  not  spiritual  starvation.  But  it  is  not  only 
the  teaching  and  doctrine  of  the  world  which  is  chaff  to 
be  spurned  by  the  believer.  The  Christian  ought  also  be 
careful  to  shun  the  temptation  to  accept  false  concepts  of 
religion  which  the  world  would  substitute  for  the  only 
true  religion — that  "faith  which  was  once  delivered  unto 
the  saints." 

Men  have,  in  their  own  conceit,  set  up  a  religion  of 
good  works  in  place  of  a  personal  faith  in  Christ.  Certain 
lodges  have  been  notoriously  guilty  of  this  sin;  and  for 
this  reason,  if  I  had  my  way,  no  one  in  the  Brethren 
Church  would  be  allowed  to  join  such  an  organization. 
In  fact,  the  early  Brethren  Church  did  not  permit  its 
members  to  join  secret  organizations,  and  I  think  it  is 
too  bad  that  our  church  did  not  continue  this  sound  and 
worthwhile  iMJle. 

Another  way  that  men  have  "dreamed  up"  to  appease 
God  rather  than  accept  His  Son  is  formal  religious  pro- 
fession. Far  too  many  people  today  think    that    all    one

VERE  YOU  EVER  ALONE  in  a  great  city,  and  no 
one  there  whom  you  knew?  You  walked  the  streets 
^stranger — no  one  spoke  to  you,  and  you  feared  to  speak 
']  those  you  passed  for  fear  it  might  prove  to  be  some 
:|;kpocket  or  confidence  man,  ready  to  take  advantage 
'I  your  strangeness  and  credulity.  The  thing  that  sets 
■jchild,  weeping  when  alone  in  the  presence  of  strangers, 
j  loneliness.  Loneliness  is  one  of  the  chief  terrors  be- 
ting the  human  spirit,  and  possibly  the  greatest  threat 
human  security.  It  is  more  real,  more  constant,  more 


ever-present   than   physical   danger.   The   bravest   individ- 
ual knows  the  chilling  nature  of  its  presence. 

To  offset  loneliness  human  beings  have  erected  their 
fortification  of  organized  society,  at  whose  center  stands 
the  home.  But  in  spite  of  all  these  efforts,  every  indi- 
vidual spirit  dwells  alone — and  desperately  so.  He  may 
be  surrounded  by  the  love  of  family  and  friends, — still 
the  personal  decisions,  the  private  battles,  secret  long- 
ings, solitary  griefs — these  he  must  face  and  deal  with 
unaided,  as  far  as  human  help  is  concerned. 

.But  the  Psalmist  declares  that  aid  is  available  to  one 
who  maintains  unshaken  faith — "For  he  shall  give  his 
angels  charge  over  thee  to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways." 
"In  all  thy  ways";  "They  shall  bear  thee  up  in  their 
hands,  lest  thou  dash  thy  feet  against  a  stone."  This  is 
the  keynote  of  the  Psalm — the  assurance  that  no  terror 
of  loneliness  need  overwhelm  the  soul  that  maintains  a 
stout  faith  in  the  goodness  of  the  Almighty,  and  that  in 
the  strength  of  that  faith  he  may  walk  in  the  company 
of  angels,  for  they  are  the  body-guard  of  the  faithfiil.

has  to  do  to  be  on  the  "Glory  Road"  is  to  make  a  public 
profession;  so  they  do  this  and  then  sit  back  and  "take 
it  easy."  These  people  fail  to  realize  that  God  is  not  in- 
terested in  words  so  much  as  in  the  spirit  of  the  person 
who  makes  the  profession.  It  does  absolutely  no  good  to 
get  up  in  front  of  a  crowd  and  say  you  believe  in  Christ 
and  accept  Him  as  your  Saviour  unless  you  really  mean 
it  and  intend  to  let  the  Holy  Spirit  direct  your  life  from 
that  day  forward. 

There  are  also  those  who  think  that  being  meticulous 
about  attendance  at  the  various  church  services  will  make 
them  acceptable  before  God.  This  is  a  false  idea.  Further- 
more, all  too  often  people  who  are  very  regular  in  at- 
tendance and  act  like  angels  on  Sunday  are  guilty  of 
week-day  conduct  which  is  decidedly  unworthy  of  any  per- 
son of  good  repute,  Christian  or  non-Christian.  We  must 
remember  that  the  Pharisees  were  very  particular  about 
every  little  detail  of  the  Law,  yet  Jesus  called  them 
vipers  and  said  they  were  "whited  sepulchers  lilled  with 
dead  men's  bones."  God  wants  not  merely  formal  obedi- 
ence to  His  commands,  but  real  heart  obedience.  The 
Christian  religion  ought  to  be  more  than  just  a  religion 
to  us,  God's  children.  It  ought  to  be  a  way  of  life — a  life 
lived  under  the  inspiration  and  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

The  ideas  which  I  have  expressed  are  not  new  ideas. 
They  are  as  old  as  God's  Word.  Moreover,  since  we  Breth- 
ren believe  that  the  whole  Bible  is  inspired  and  have  the 
whole  Bible  as  our  only  creed,  we  ought  to  take  the  whole 
Bible  seriously.  The  most  important  book  in  the  world 
deserves  more  of  our  attention  than  any  other  writing; 
therefore,  we  ought  to  read  it  every  day,  not  merely  su- 
perficially, but  carefully  and  thoughtfully,  with  the  idea 
of  incorporating  its  teachings  into  our  own  lives. 

Recognizing  the  wonderful  blessing  it  is  to  be  able  to 
interpret  the  Word  of  God  ourselves  as  we  are  led  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  rather  than  be  forced  to  accept  the  inter- 
pretation of  a  minister,  a  priest  or  a  church,  I  should  like 
to  close  with  a  story  as  told  by  the  late  Dr.  Ironside. 

"Patrick  was  an  Irish  Catholic,  who  for  years  had 
longed  for  the  assurance  of  peace  with  God.  A  visiting 
tourist,  who  fell  into  conversation  with  him,  left  him  a 
copy  of  the  New  Testament,  the  Douay  version,  approved 
by  the  officials  of  his  church.  Through  reading  this,  Pat 
was  brought  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  from  that  time  on,  read  and  studied  his  Testa- 
ment with  eagerness,  ever  seeking  a  deeper  knowledge  of 
the  things  of  God. 

"The  parish  priest,  who  had  missed  him  from  the  reg- 
ular services,  called  on  him  and  found  him  deep  in  the 
study  of  the  Word. 

"'Pat,'  he  asked,  'what  is  that  book  you  are  reading?' 
"  'Sure,   your   riverence,'   was   the  reply,   'It's   the   New 
Testament.' 

"In  horrified  accents  the  priest  exclaimed,  'The  New 
Testament.  Why,  Pat,  that's  not  a  book  for  the  likes  of 
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you.  You'll  be  getting  all  kinds  of  wild  notions  from  r 
ing  it  and  it  will  be  running  off  into  heresy.' 

"  'But,  your  riverence,'  remonstrated  Pat,  'I  have 
been  reading  here — it's  the  blessed  apostle  Peter  hiir 
wrote  it — 'As  newborn  babes,  desire  the  sincere  mill 
the  Word,  that  you  may  grow  thereby,'  and  sure  it 
newborn  babe  in  Christ  I  am  and  it's  the  milk  of 
Word  I'm  after.  So  I  can't  see  the  harm  of  reading 
Testament.'

AMONG  THE  CHURCHES 

!  For  the  past  several  years  the  writer  has  been  engaged 
n  an  effort  to  care  for  what  seems  to  be  a  growing  list 
)f  pastorless  churches.  In  this  effort  we  have  not  been 
idle,  for  more  calls  have  come  than  we  have  been  able  to 
answer.  This  report  covers  several  of  these,  first  of  which 

iS, 

Teegarden,  Indiana 

Returning  from  a  western  pastoral  and  evangelistic  trip 
several  years  past,  without  missing  a  single  service  we 
took  pastoral  care  of  this  church.  Here  we  had  a  pleasant 
and  profitable  sojourn,  although  it  was  nearly  sixty  miles 
iway,  not  one  appointment  was  missed  during  the  entire 
time  of  sei'vice.  This,  we  admit  is  not  an  ideal  arrange- 
ment, but  perhaps  the  best,  when  a  church  does  not  own 
1  parsonage  and  when  preachers  are  few  and  far  between. 
Even  under  certain  handicaps  we  feel  that  certain  definite 
;ains  have  been  made  in  the  work  here. 

First,  the  church    plant    has    experienced    a    complete 
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"once-over,"  including  painting  on  the  outside,  wth  new 
sign  in  front,  complete  redecorating  on  inside,  newly  ce- 
mented and  re-decorated  basement,  newly  redecorated  and 
modernized  kitchen,  together  with  the  church  lawn  graded 
and  seeded.  The  parsonage  fund  has  grown  to  around  fif- 
teen hundred  dollars.  Thus  they  have  a  beautiful  and  well- 
equipped  plant.  The  writer  claims  no  credit  for  all  this 
We  just  happened  to  be  present  when  it  was  being  done. 

For  a  small  village,  with  two  churches,  the  attendance 
could  be  rated  as  good  at  all  times.  The  field  is  well 
gleaned.  The  children  and  young  people  for  the  most  part 
have  been  well  gathered  in.  One  fine  family,  a  husband, 
and  wife,  ,and  son,  were  added  to  the  membership,  making 
three  generations  of  that  particular  family  that  the  writer 
has  received  into  the  Brethren  Church. 

With  the  talent  and  leadership  that  this  church  has 
among  them,  I  know  of  no  reason  why  they  should  not  go 
ahead  and  accomplish  its  purpose  in  the  community.  As  for 
myself,  I  shall  ever  cherish  the  friendships  while  labor- 
ing among  them.  They  were  deeply  appreciative  of  all  of 
our  efforts  from  time  to  time,  and  we  are  grateful  for 
the  many  expressions  of  such  appreciation  that  came  to 
us  through  the  years.  May  heaven's  choicest  blessings  be 
upon  them  in  their  labors  through  all  the  years  ahead. 

North  Liberty,  Indiana 

On  Lord's  Day,  October  third,  it  was  a  happy  experience 
to  be  present  and  to  officiate  at  the  Love  Feast  at  the 
Noi'th  Liberty  church.  A  goodly  number  of  Brethren  were 
present  and  it  was  indeed  a  Feast-of-Love.

THE  MOST  DANGEROUS  HERESY  is  the  popular 
idea  that  the  real  basis  of  favor  with  God  is  mere 
human  goodness  (John  10:9).  ,But  only  our  consciousness 
of  sin  and  our  need  before  God  recommend  us  to  His  favor 
(Luke  5:32).  The  rich  young  ruler  was  not  to  call  Jesus 
"good"  unless  he  was  addressing  Him  as  God  (Matt. 
19:17).  It  is  fatal  for  men  to  think  of  themselves  as 
good  before  the  holy  and  perfect  God  (Psalm  14:3;  Rom. 
3:10).  So,  very  few  think  it  worth  their  while  to  enter 
Christ  as  the  Door  of  Salvation   (1  John  5:19). 

Sin  has  broken  man's  fellowship  with  God  (Gen.  3:24). 
Tlie  only  way  back  to  restored  fellowship  with  God  is 
through  Christ  Who  is  the  Way,  the  Truth,  and  the  Life 
(John  14:6).  Through  Him  as  the  door  we  are  led  first 
to  the  altar  of  His  sacrifice.  Calvary  (John  10:11).  This 
was  prefigured  in  lost  Eden  by  the  slaying  of  animals 
for  the  guilty  pair  that  they  might  receive  the  cover- 
ing of  blood  for  their  sin,  and  the  skins  as  the  covering 
for  their  persons  (Gen.  3:14,  15,  21).  At  the  cross  our 
sin  is  covered  by  the  shed  blood  of  our  Saviour,  and  our 
person  is  covered  by  His  righteousness,  the  quality  of 
life  in  His  innocent  blood  (Rom.  3:24,  25,  22).  Paul  as 
,  a  religious  man  gave  up  all  he  held  dear  that  he  might 
obtain  for  himself  the  righteousness  of  Christ  by  faith 
(Phil.  3:7-9),  Out  of  Christ  we  are  in  the  world;  in 
Christ  we  are  within  the  linen  covering  of  His  righteous- 
ness (2  Cor.

THE  GRACE  OF  GOD 

Lesson:    I   John   4:10;   Eph.   2:4-9;   Titus  2:11-14 

THERE  ARE  SOME  WORDS  that  have  rich  meanin 
but  defy  explanation.  Such  a  word  is  "grace."  Pre 
found  theological  treatises  have  been  written  to  define  i 
The  most  common  definition  of  grace  is  "unmerite 
favor."  And  yet  it  took  a  little  girl  to  give  it  clear  mean 
ing:  "Grace  is  getting  everything  for  nothing."  Perhapi 
this  explanation  is  as  good  as  any  of  The  Meaning  Oj 
Grace.  ' 

What  is  The  Source  of  Grace?  Our  lesson  topic  wil! 
answer  this:  "The  Grace  of  God."  This  is  not  just  thi 
conjecture  of  men.  We  turn  to  the  Holy  Scriptures  an( 
read  the  words  of  the  Apostle  Paul  when  he  wrote  t( 
Titus:  "For  the  grace  of  God  that  bringeth  salvation  hatl 
appeared  to  all  men"  (ch.  2:11).  In  I  Peter  5:10  we  fine 
God  described  as  the  "God  of  all  grace."  Paul  often  re- 
fers to  the  fact  that  gi'ace  comes  from  God.  In  Romans  ht 
writes:  "Grace  to  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father,'' 
We  find  the  same  thought  expressed  in  the  first  chapter 
of  I  Corinthians. 

There  is  a  reason  why  Paul  loved  to  speak  about  the* 
Grace  of  God.  Because  he  experienced  The  Work  of  Gracd 
in  his  heart  that  wonderful  day  on  the  road  to  Damascus. 
Before  that  time  he  was  a  brilliant,  religious  man,  devoid 
of  real  Divine  love,  and  in  the  employment  of  vicious' 
men  who  were  attempting  to  eliminate  the  followers  of 
Christ.  He  was  self-righteous,  and  apart  from  God.  Buti 
that  experience  on  the  Damascus  Road  changed  all  that. 
For  the  Grace  of  God  effected  a  change  in  his  heart  and 
life! 

The  Grace  of  God  always  brings  salvation  to  mankind. 
Man  cannot  be  saved  apart  from  this,  for  it  is  only  "by 
grace    are    ye    saved    through   faith."    Paul   described   the 
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regenerate  man  in  Ephesians  2.  He  is  "dead  in  tres- 
sses  and  sins";  he  is  a  child  of  "disobedience";  he  is 
:hild  of  "wrath";  he  is  one  "having  no  hope,  and  with- 
t  God  in  the  world."  What  an  .awful  picture  of  despair! 
id  .yet  notice  the  Divine  intervention:  "But  God  .  .  . 
ide    us    alive    together    with    Christ"     (Eph.    2:4,   6 — 

S.  v.). 

That  is  the  Grace  of  God  at  work  among  men.  It  is 
»d  stooping  down  to  help  man  when  he  deserves  no 
Ip;  when  he  is  sinful,  and  I'ebellious,  and  depraved,  and 
tagonistic  toward  God. 

What  is  The  Result  of  Grace?  Redeemed  men  and 
)raen!  Christian  people  who  have  been  transformed  to 
ive  soberly,  righteously,  and  godly,  in  this  present 
Drld"   (Titus  2:12). 

This,  then,  is  The  Purpose  of  Grace:  that  those  who 
ive  been  touched  by  the  Grace  of  God  should  live  lives 
at  are  totally  different  from  that  of  ungodly  men  and 
omen!  This  is  a  responsibility  no  Christian  can  escape! 
is  a  responsibility  that  no  BRETHREN  can  escape! 
rethren  people  were  formerly  known  for  the  separated 
fe.  For  what  are  we  now  known  ?  It  is  a  serious  ques- 
m! 

The  Word  of  God  is  very  definite  in  stating  God's  pur- 
ose  for  saving  us:  "Who  gave  Himself  for  us,  that  (in 
rder  that)  He  might  redeem  us  from  all  iniquity,  and 
urify  unto  Himself  a  peculiar  people  (a  people  for  His 
wn  possession),    zealous    of   good   works"    (Titus   2:14). 

Thus,  those  who  have  been  redeemed  by  the  Grace  of 
rod  should  demonstrate  that  grace,  by  living  holy  lives 
efore  God.  Only  in  this  way  do  we  show  our  love  and 
ratitude  unto  Him.

in  the  community,  save  in  the  matter  of  evangelism. 
Well,  Brethren  perhaps  we  have  come  to  the  time  when 
the  great  work  of  the  minister  and  the  evangelist  in  par- 
ticular is  to  get  "the  bride  ready,  to  see  that  she  is  robed 
in  garments  of  white,  ready  for  the  coming  of  the  Bride- 
groom."

Topic  for  February  6,  1955 

ANOINTING  THE  SICK 

Scripture  Reading:  James  5:11-18 

TNTRODUCTION:  Today  there  is  a  widespread  interest 
among  church  people  on  the  subject  of  anointing  the 
sick  with  oil  for  healing.  When  someone  who  is  ill  desires 
to  be  anointed  with  oil,  the  minister  of  the  church  is 
called.  The  minister  then  calls  upon  another  elder  or 
deacon  in  the  church  to  assist  him  in  the  service.  At  the 
service  the  passage  from  James  is  read  and  may  be  given 
a  brief  interpretation  after  which  the  sick  person  may  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  speak  for  the  purpose  of  confess- 
ing sin  or  of  expressing  their  faith  in  Christ.  Then  the 
minister  may  lead  in  prayer. 

For  the  actual  anointing  service  the  minister  gives  the 
oil  to  his  assistant  who  in  turn  places  a  small  am.ount 
of  it  on  the  minister's  right  hand.  The  minister  then 
gently  rubs  the  oil  on  the  sick  person's  forehead  and  may 
say,  "I  anoint  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit  for  the  healing  of  your 
body,  for  the  forgiveness  of  your  sins,  and  for  the  com- 
forting of  your  spirit." 

1.  Anointing  with  oil  is  not  extreme  unction.    To    the 

Roman  Catholic  Church  the  anointing  with  oil  is  extreme 
unction — that  this  is  meant  to  prepare  the  sick  person  for 
death.  In  this  case,  all  unforgiven  sin  is  said  to  be  for- 
given by  the  rite  of  extreme  unction.  In  the  Brethren 
Church  the  anointing  service  may  be  a  preparation  for 
death. 

The  service  of  anointing  is  primarily  for  the  healing 
of  the  body  and  mind  and  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  "the 
prayer  of  faith  shall  save  the  sick,  and  the  Lord  shall 
raise  him  up;  and  if  he  have  committed  sins,  they  shall 
be  forgiven  him."  To  "save  the  sick"  does  not  necessar- 
ily mean  that  the  sick  person  will  become  well.  It  does 
mean  that  whether  the  sick  person  gets  well  or  not  he 
will  be  saved.  V/e  ought  to  observe  that  there  is  great 
healing  power  in  knowing  that  our  sins  are  forgiven  and 
we  are  in  favor  with  God. 

2.  Anointing  is  a  Symbol — Dr.  George  S.  Baer  wrote: 
"The  anointing  with  oil  was  not  the  means  of  healing  in 
itself,  but  was  a  symbol  of  the  anointing  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  which  did  the  healing."  Jesus  Himself  professed  to 
heal  "by  the  Spirit  of  God"  (Matt.  12:28^  and  the  dis- 
ciples after  him  prayed,  "Grant  unto  thy  servants  to 
speak  thy  word  with  all  boldness,  while  thou  stretchest 
forth  thy  hand  to  heal"  (Acts  4:30*.  It  is  true  that  oil 
was  used  as  a  medicine  in  that  age,  but  that  this  rite  of 
anointing  was  a  symbol  rather  than  a  medicine  is  shown 
by  the  plain  statement,  "The  prayer  of  the  faithful  shall 
save  the  sick."  The  anointing  is  an  aid  to  the  understand- 
ing and  to  faith,  just  as  the  other  Gospel  symbols  are 
aids. 


.3.  The  anointing  service  does  not  rule  out  the  us(i 
medicine.  Many  faith  healers  and  members  of  the  Cli| 
tian  Scientists  may  not  want  to  use  the  services  of  pl| 
icians.  Dr.  C.  F.  Yoder  writes:  "There  are  many  pa 
which  command  the  use  of  remedies  such  as  human  beij 
can  apply  for  themselves.  Isaiah  used  a  poultice  of  figij 
the   healing   of   Hezekiah    (Isaiah  38:21).

HOW  WILLING  ARE  WE  to  let  our  witness, 
our  testimony,  our  beliefs  in  the  Christian 
th,  be  known?

'Certainly  our  Lord  was  not  that  way  when  He 
ms  here  on  earth.  Everybody,  literally,  knew  of 
]lim — some  to  love  Him  and    to    follow    Him — 
hers  to  hate  and  despise  Him.  But  our  Lord 
!ver  apologized  for  His  convictions — never  com- 
omised  with  evil  plans  of  men,  nor  did  He  falter 
witnessing.   He  was  here  to  do  the  Father's 
ill— AND  SO  ARE  WE  TODAY.   We  must   ex- 
ess  our  faith  without  apology !  This  can  be  done 
I  many  ways,  which  we  here  classify  in  three 
j3neral  areas. 

1 1.  Express  our  faith  in  word.  Don't  be  afraid 
j>  be  known  as  a  Christian.  It  should  be  just  as 
iisy  for  us  to  talk  about  our  faith  in  the  Lord 
Inong  our  associates,  as  it  is  to  talk  about  the 
jeather.  Not  belligerantly,  as  some  who  errone- 
jasly  feel  that  they  must  "argue"  their  religion, 
lus  becoming  self-styled  martyrs  to  their  be- 
efs. If  we  are  understanding,  tactful,  and  kind, 
e  will  do  much  in  bearing  a  "telling  out"  wit- 
ess  to  Christ's  saving  power  in  our  lives. 

2.  Express  our  faith  in  actions.  Here  is  where, 
3  the  world,  we  bear  our  greatest,  most  effec- 
ive  witness.  As  the  old  saying  goes,  "What  you 
o  speaks  so  loud  I  cannot  hear  what  you  are  say- 
ig,"  so  it  is  true  in  Christian  living. 

Temptations  do  face  us,  and  the  stronger  our 
fforts  and  will  to  do  right,  and  to  live  Christian, 


the  stronger  the  tempter  seems  to  try  us.  But 
God's  grace  and  power  is  greater,  and  a  deep  fel- 
lowship with  Him  will  give  us  all  the  help  and 
strength  we  need. 

What  we  do,  where  we  go,  will  "Tell  out"  for 
our  faith  in  a  way  that  will  lead  men  to  the  cross

I  am  in  the  Home  every  week  for  services  and 
call  on  the  sick  there  some  weeks  many  times. 

The  Home  is  an  indispensable  institution. 
There  are  a  number  of  the  residents  there  who 
have  grown  old  and  could  not  care  for  themselves 
and  had  no  one  to  care  for  them.  The  Home  gives 
them  the  comforts  as  nearly  as  is  possible  as  a 
home  of  their  own.  Of  course  we  all  realize  that 
it  could  not  be  as  a  private  home.  It  would  be 
beyond  the  church's  financial  ability  to  make  it 
thus.  But  each  one  does  have  their  own  private 
room  and  a  large  living  room  where  they  can 
gather  and  visit  or  watch  the  TV,  or  do  what 
they  care  to  do. 

Those  living  in  the  apartments  in  the  cottages 
are  very  comfortably  situated  with  a  large  living 
room,  kitchenette,  a  nice  bedroom  and  bath. 
They  have  the  same  privileges  of  those  in  the 
main  building.  They  can  either  cook  their  own 
meals  or  go  to  the  main  dining  room  and  they 
can  enjoy  the  large  living  room  if  they  wish.

many  thousands  of  dollars  to  meet  the  requii 
ments  of  the  state  regulations  for  the  safety  ai 
comfort  of  the  residents.

'PHE  CHRISTMAS  SEASON  has  once  more  passed,  and 
we  have  again  been  reminded  of  the  birth  of  our  Savior, 
sus  Christ.  Not  too  far  hence,  we  will  be  reminded  how 
died  upon  the  cross — giving  of  His  blood — that  all 
.10  choose,  might  partake  of  that  great  promise.  His  sac- 
ice  was  supreme.  We,  as  Christians,  must  continually 
ar  in  mind  the  greatness  of  our  heritage.  We  will  never 
required  to  make  such  a  sacrifice.  However,  as  Chris- 
ans,  we  must  continually  make  sacrifices  if  we  are  to 
illow  His  commands.  We,  as  Brethren  people,  strive  our 
;raost  in  our  humble  way  to  follow  His  bidding. 
In  the  25th  chapter  of  Matthew  we  discover  what  we 
;-e  expected  to  do  for  His  people.  We  are  trying  to  fulfill 
lis  requirement  by  our  continued  support  of  the  Breth- 
n's  Home. 

Since  we  are  all  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our  people, 
is  only  natural  that  we  should  be  interested  in  things 
fiat  have  been  accomplished  at  the  Home.  To  keep  the 
:lrethren  well  informed,  this  opportunity  is  taken  to  re- 
jort  the  progress  that  has  been  made  during  the  past 
'ear. 

As  late  as  1951,  only  seven  people  resided  at  the  Home. 
'liis  condition  changed  very  rapidly  during  the  next  few 
iionths,  when  the  greatest  growth  in  the  history  of  the 
ilome  was  experienced.  The  number  of  residents  had  in- 
ireased  from  seven  in  1951  to  approximately  twenty-five 
;iy  December  1954.  It  was  this  growth  that  made  it  nec- 
essary to  provide  additional  facilities.  The  building  of  the 
;ottages  was  started.  The  cottages  were  completed  early 
n  the  spring  of  1954,  and  alleviated  the  crowded  condi- 
ions.  Until  the  cottages  were  completed,  the  Superinten- 
ient's  apartment  had  been  sub-divided  to  make  additional 
•oom  available.  The  superintendent's  quarters  have  been 
'estored  and  redecorated.  However,  with  the  exception  of 
)ne  cottage  and  one-half  a  double  room,  all  available 
3pace  may  be  taken  by  the  time  this  article  goes  to  print. 
To  comply  with  health  and  safety  regulations  imposed 
jy  the  State,  the  basement  ceiling  had  to  be  relathed  and 
plastered.  A  new  fire  wall  to  enclose  the  stairs  from  the 
kitchen  to  the  furnace  room  had  to  be  built.  Due  to  over- 
oaded  conditions  on  the  main  electric  service,  new  service 


equipment  had  to  be  installed  and  the  entire  basement 
and  part  of  the  first  and  second  floors  had  to  be  rewired. 

As  the  number  of  people  residing  at  the  home  increased, 
the  demand  for  hot  water  and  laundry  facilities  became 
greater.  To  provide  adequate  hot  water,  a  new  water 
heater  was  installed.  New  laimdry  equipment  was  pur- 
chased to  provide  the  capacity  necessary.  Due  to  the  gen- 
erosity of  various  church  groups,  new  electric  ranges 
were  obtained  to  replace  the  old  gas  range,  and  a  new 
water  cooler  was  installed.  Thanks  to  those  who  made 
these  things  possible. 

One  of  the  major  projects  completed  was  the  tuck  point- 
ing of  the  main  building.  The  mortar  between  the  bricks  had 
deteriorated  to  such  an  extent  that  the  elements  pene- 
trated to  the  interior  walls  and  made  it  necessary  to  re- 
decorate the  building.  Not  only  was  damage  occurring  to 
the  inner  walls,  but  many  biicks  loosened  and  could  be 
removed  easily.  The  tuck  pointing  has  not  only  restated 
the  building  to  an  A-1  condition;  it  has  given  the  appear- 
ance of  a  new  building. 

Not  all  the  expense  has  been  on  buildings,  as  the  east 
line  fence  and  part  of  the  west  line  fence  has  been  re- 
placed, and  new  walks  to  each  cottage  have  been  con- 
structed. 

The  Home  today  can  be  considered  as  being  in  good 
condition.  A  few  minor  repairs  must  still  be  made.  Labor 
and  materials  have  increased  in  cost  considerably.  Funds 
are  low  due  to  necessary  expenditures  the  past  year.  An 
expansion  program  must  be  looked  forward  to  if  the 
people  wishing  to  come  to  the  Home  are  to  be  taken  care 
of.  Hospital  facilities  must  be  provided  in  the  near  future. 
Not  only  must  the  Home  be  considered,  but  the  superan- 
nuated minister's  fund  must  be  replenished,  if  aid  is  to 
be  given  the  ever  increasing  list  of  deserving  retired  min- 
isters and  their  widows.  The  needs  are  greater  than  ever 
before.  If  the  Home  is  to  be  maintained,  and  adequate 
facilities  provided,  and  if  we  are  to  care  for  our  aged 
ministers  and  their  widows,  our  contributions  must  be  in- 
creased. This  is  the  month  we  ai-e  privileged  to  give  to 
this  worthy  cause.

History  of  THE  BRETHREN'S  HOME 

Flora,  Indiana

T  HAVE  BEEN  ASKED  to  write  a  brief  history  of  the 
Brethren's  Home  at  Flora,  Indiana,  and  something  of 
the  .Brethren's  Home  Board  activities.  This  is  rather  dif- 
ficult as  our  present  Secretary  has  minutes  that  go  back 
only  to  March  23,  1912,  and  your  Treasurer  has  financial 
records  that  go  back  only  to  the  years  .1921  to  1923,  and 
then  from  1926  to  the  present.  However,  these  financial 
reports  do  reveal  a  few  interesting  facts.  We  will  give 
these  with  the  hope  that  those  who  have  further  informa- 
tion will  share  them  with  the  writer  so  they  can  be  re- 
tained for  future  use. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Ohio  State  Conference  in 
June  1901,  held  at  Bi'yan,  Ohio,  the  following  Trustees 
were  elected  to  represent  the  "Brethren's  Home  Board 
of  the  Brethren  Church,"  to  "establish  and  m.aintain  an 
Old  Folks  Home  and  Orphanage  for  children." 

A.  J.  Worst,  J.  Allen  Miller,  A.  D.  Gnagey,  Sam  Keiser, 
S.  M.  Loose  were  elected  to  the  Board  for  a  term  of  one 
year.  On  December  2,  1901,  William  Beachler,  Seci'etary 
of  the  Conference,  recorded  the  same  in  Montgomery 
County.  On  December  4,  1901,  J.  C.  Mackey,  Moderator, 
recorded  the  same  in  Preble  County.  On  December  10, 
1901,  the  Incorporate  papers  were  filed  with  the  Secretary 
of  State.  Thus  came  into  existance  the  Brethren's  Home 
Board. 

It  appears  that  the  work  of  this  .Board  was  under  the 
supervision  of  the  District  of  Ohio  until  the  year  1924 
when  it  became  a  National  Project.  Up  until  this  time  the 
Trustees  were  therefore  from  the  State  of  Ohio. 

The  financial  statements  I  have  of  the  years  1921  to 
1923  reveal  that  Orion  Bowman  was  Secretary  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  at  that  time.  The  report  does  not  give  any 
previous  balance,  and  closes  suddenly  without  any  bal- 
ance. What  became  of  the  previous  records  and  the  rec- 
ords from  1923  to  1926,  I  am  unable  to  state.  I  have  re- 
tained all  records  turned  over  to  me  when  assuming  the 
Office  of  Treasurer.  Considerable  money  must  have  been 
given  the  Board  prior  to  these  years.  Some  was  invested 
for  the  Board  by  George  Kem,  and  some  in  various  loans. 
The  first  large  item  of  income  was  a  gift  of  $1000.00 
from  the  Elsie  Showealter  estate.  Most  of  the  expendi- 
tures during  these  years  went  for  printing,  stenographic 
work  and  expense  for  Board  members  to  and  from  Flora, 
Indiana.  These  evidently  were  Board  members  making 
plans  for  the   new  building. 

In  1921,  the  sum  of  .$300.00  was  paid  to  W.  V.  Pearson, 
and  in  .1922,  the  sum  of  $11,500.00,  designated  for  farm 
and  buildings.  Beginning  with  March  14,  1922,  regular 
amounts  were  sent  to  Henry  Rinehart,  Assistant  Treas- 
urer, totaling  $5,825.00.

I  recall  a  statement  by  some  board  member  some  ye;( 
ago  that  the  first  sum  of  money  given  toward  the  ed 
tion  of  a  Home  was  by  Lydia  Fox,  whose  picture  har 
on  the  wall  in  the  large  dining  room  at  the  Home,  I 
exact  amount  I  do  not  know.  It  was  at  least  several  the 
sand  dollars. 

After  this,  Henry  Rinehart  took  up  the  project.  Hi 
much  ready  cash  he  gave  I  do  not  know.  I  do  know  tl. 
he  gave  the  sum  of  $32,500.00  in  the  form  of  an  Annui 
at  interest  from  4%  to  TVs  per  cent.  This,  however,  ms 
a  heavy  burden  upon  the  Treasurer  for  some  years.  T- 
highest  interest  paid  was  in  1929  amounting  to  $1929.1 
Last  year  your  present  treasurer  paid  only  $37.50  in  a 
nuity  interest.  However,  the  same  year  we  received 
interest  from  money  invested  the  sum  of  $1259.12.  Hoi 
ever  due  to  an  annuity  gift  of  $8,000.00  this  amount  w 
be  considerably  higher  this  present  year. 

It  should  be  said  to  Henry  Rinehart's  credit  that  wbi 
he  discovered  this  heavy  obligation  he  agreed  to  recei'i 
only  a  certain  part  of  this  amount  the  rest  of  his  li: 
time. 

Construction  on  the  Home  at  Flora  began  in  1922.  Tl; 
home  was  opened  May  1,  1923,  and  dedicated  May  2 
1923.  I  do  not  know  who  had  charge  or  who  gave  the  del 
ication  sermon. 

The  cost  was  as  follows:

Cost  of  Furniture  and  Equipment   2,675.(3 


TOTAL     $50,796.41 

The  previous  estimate  for  construction  of  the  buildin 
was  $30,000.00.  Indebtedness  at  time  of  dedication  wa 
$8,000.00. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Monroe  Landis,  of  Flora,  Indiana,  wei 
the  first  Superintendent  and  Matron  of  the  new  Homt 
The  first  deceased  life  member  was  Rev.  Jonathan  Swi 
hart,  who  died  May  15,  1923.  I  have  no  record  to  shoA 
how  many  were  admitted  at  this  time.  The  budget  th 
first  year  was  $5,000.00.  The  final  indebtedness  was  pai 
in  1928.

When  I  became  Treasurer  in  1933  there  was  no  balance 
the  fund.  In  fact,  we  had  to  borrow  $3,500.00  to  meet 
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the  bills  due.  Since  that  time,  in  spite  of  these  many  im- 
provements, we  have  added  to  our  resources  until  last 
year  we  reported  $39,000.00,  in  addition  to  a  few  items,  the 
value  of  which  is  not  definitely  known. 

Part  of  this  is  in  the  form  of  endowment,  some  in  the 
form  of  annuities,  and  some  in  the  form  of  entrance  fees. 
We  feel  it  is  not  wise  to  spend  the  above  money  as  long 
as  the  donor  is  still  living.  Hence  there  is  a  certain  sum 
we  must  invest  each  year.  However,  we  are  trying  to 
build  up  a  reserve  which  can  be  used  to  enlarge  our  pres- 
ent building. 

I  must  however  state,  that  we  have  had  to  dip  into  this 
reserve,  up  to  $10,000.00,  this  past  year  because  of  neces- 
sary improvements  forced  upon  us  by  the  State.  For  ex- 
ample, we  had  to  rewire  the  entire  building,  at  a  cost  close 
to  $4,000.00.  Plumbing,  painting,  pointing  walls,  etc.,  has 
also  taken  a  large  sum. 

That  means  just  one  thing.  We  have  to  have  a  large 
offering  from  the  Churches  this  year,  or  we  will  go  right 
back  where  we  were  some  20  years  ago.  This,  I  am  sure, 
you  do  not  want  us  to  do.  The  income  at  the  Home  for 
the  Superintendent's  Fund  is  also  smaller  because  we  are 
trying  to  fill  the  Home  with  life  members  rather  than 
with  boarders.  We  have  also  hired  considerable  more 
help  at  the  Home,  which  was  so  badly  needed.  Of  course, 
all  this  costs  money. 

I  will  try,  from  time  to  time  to  add  to  this  history. 
If  you  have  facts  centering  around  the  home  or  early 
board  members,  I  would  be  happy  for  the  information.

y/HO  SHALL  BE  ADMITTED  to  the  Brethren's 
;vV  Home  is  the  hardest  decision  the  members  of  the 
ioard  must  make.  If  sufficient  space  were  available  and 
\e  necessary  facilities  provided  to  care  for  all  making 
jplication,  there  would  be  no  question  as  to  who  would 
!  admitted,  as  all  wishing  to  enter  would  be  permitted 
'  do  so. 

Unfortunately,  conditions  at  the  Brethren's  Home  are 
ot  such  as  to  make  it  possible  to  accept  all  wishing  to 
iter.  Such  being  the  case  makes  the  task  of  the  board 
ny  difficult  at  times.  As  a  general  rule,  all  applicants 
leet  the  age  and  Church  membership  requirements.  This 
taves  only  the  physical  and  mental  aspect  on  which  to 
ase  a  decision.  If  at  all  possible,  the  board  likes  to  inter- 
liew  an  applicant.  By  this  interview,  certain  things  can 
|e  ascertained,  such  as  the  ability  of  the  applicant  to 
idapt  themselves  to  new  environments.  Then  there  is  the 
jhysical  and  mental  condition  stated  on  the  medical  re- 
ort.  From  this  an  eflFort  is  made  to  determine  if  the  ap- 
licant's  condition  is  such  that  they  can  be  properly  cared 


for  under  existing  conditions,  if  admitted.  It  must  also 
be  remembered  that  if  an  applicant  meets  all  require- 
ments, they  can  be  admitted  only  if  they  are  willing  to 
take  the  space  available  at  the  time  they  wish  to  enter*. 

The  .Board  regrets  very  much  that  they  must  a  times 
disappoint  an  applicant.  When  such  is  the  case,  the  Board 
feels  that  the  care  the  applicant  has  a  right  to  expect  could 
not  be  provided  with  existing  facilities;  therefore,  it  is 
much  better  to  disappoint  an  applicant  by  rejecting  the 
application  than  admitting  the  applicant  and  have  them 
find  they  are  not  provided  with  the  care  they  have  a  right 
to  expect. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Board  that  facilities  such  as  addi- 
tional rooms,  hospital  facilities,  and  an  isolation  ward 
can  be  provided.  When  such  facilities  come  into  existance, 
then  the  people  wishing  to  enter  the  Home  can  be  taken 
care  of,  and  no  one  should  be  hurt  by  disappointment.

Why  Church  Homes 

Need  to  be  Supported

WHO   WOULD  NOT  LOVE  TO  LIVE    in    a    Church 
supported    home?    Only    those    who    do    not    know 
what  a  church  supported  home  is  like. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  and  privilege  over  the 
past  several  years  to  visit  our  own  Brethren's  Home  at 
Flora,  Indiana,  many  times,  as  well  as  other  church  sup- 
ported homes. 

I  have  always  found  that  such  homes  have  the  atmos- 
phere of  hospitality,  love,  respect  and  service  to  the  resi- 
dents as  the  first  consideration   of  aged  folk. 

This  is  not  always  true  in  other  homes  and  institutions 
which  are  not  directly  related  and  supported  by  churches. 

The  Brethren  Church  has  been  very  fortunate  in  years 
gone  by  to  have  had  some  lay  folk  see  in  the  future  the 
necessity  of  a  Brethren's  Home;  and  they  not  only  saw 
in  a  vision  or  mind  eye,  but  made  some  very  substantial 
gifts  to  build  such  a  home. 

In  the  very  early  days  of  the  twentieth  century 
Lydia  Fox  and  John  Early,  members  of  the  Miamisburg 
Brethren  Church  gave  the  first  gifts  toward  establishing 
a  fund  to  build  a  Brethren's  Home  somewhere  for  the 
Brethren. 

These  gifts  were  held  by  the  late  Dr.  J.  Allen  Miller 
until  March  23,  1912,  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  was 
organized  at  New  Lebanon,  Ohio.  The  amount  of  $8,401.40 
hav  been  received  to  this  date  for  such  a  home. 

The  board  was  organized  as  follows:  President,  J.  Allen 
Miller;  Elmer  Wombold,  Secretary;  Dr.  E.  J.  Worst, 
Treasurer;  with  Ira  Fudge  and  Jesse  A.  G,ai"ver  as  trus- 
tees to  complete  a  board  of  five  members.  As  more  monies 
were  added  to  the  home  fund,  more  trustees  were  elected 
to  the  board.  The  following  Brethren  were  added  early  in 
1921:  Henry  Rinehart,  Walter  V.  Pearson,  E.  M.  Cobb  and 
Melvin  Kerr.  This  completed  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  nine 
members  to  administer  the  business  of  the  Brethren's 
Home. 

On  September  10th,  1921  the  Landis  farm  of  42  acres 
was  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $12,000.00  and  plans  were 
immediately  put  into  action  to  build  the  Brethren's  Home. 

The  Brethren's  Home  was  formally  opened  May  1,  1923 
with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Monroe  Landis  as  Superintendent  and 


Matron.  The  home  was  dedicated  May  29,  1923,  this  j , 
vice  was  held  in  the  Flora  .Brethren  Church  with  I 
Charles  A.  Bame  as  the  speaker.  I

Requirements  for  Entering 

tlie  Bretliren's  Home 


'EVERAL  INQUIRIES  have  been  received  the 
past  few  weeks  concerning  the  requirements 
lat  an  applicant  must  meet  to  be  eligible  to  enter 
le  Brethren's  Home. 

The  requirements  are  as  follows: 

a.  Applicant  must  be  at  least  65  years  of  age. 

b.  Applicant  must  have  been  a  member  of  the 
rethren  Church  in  good  standing  for  at  least  one 
;ar  prior  to  date  of  application. 


c.  Applicant  must  submit  an  application  in  trip- 
licate. Application  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
medical  report  from  family  physician  stating  the 
true  physical  and  mental  condition  of  applicant. 
Also  a  letter  of  recommendation  from  local  min- 
ister must  be  submitted  with  application.

The  SUPERANNUATED 

or  RETIRED  MINISTER'S  FUND 

REV.  FRED  C.  VANATOR,  President-Emerifus, 
Benevolent  Board 


J  HAVE  BEEN  REQUESTED  by  Secretary  E. 
M.  Riddle  to  write  briefly  concerning  the 
above  subject.  Since  I  have  written  so  many  times 
in  the  past  years  relative  to  this  most  important 
phase  of  the  work  of  the  Benevolent  Board, 
there  is  the  risk  of  monotonous  repetition.  There- 
fore I  have  determined  to  confine  myself  to  some 
vital,  if  brief,  statements  of  facts  related  to  the 
Superannuated,  or  as  I  have  always  preferred  to 
call  it.  Our  "Retired  Ministers'  Fund." 

1.  This  fund  is  vital  to  the  well  being  and  se- 
curity of  the  retired  minister,  who  has  given  his 
years  of  ministry  (often  at  a  very  low  salary) 
to  the  service  of  the  Lord  and  His  church. 

2.  This  fund  also  functions  in  another  way  in 
the  giving  of  a  "token"  payment  to  the  widows 
of  departed  ministers,  but  not  in  a  sufficient 
amount  to  compensate  for  their  years  of  sacrifice 
and,  far  too  often,  unappreciated  service  to  the 
Church. 

3.  The  support  of  this  fund  by  the  congrega- 
tions of  the  Brethren  Church  at  large  is  just  as 
important  as  the  contributions  made  to  the  other 
phase  of  the  work  of  the  Benevolent  Board, 
namely,  The  Brethren's  Home  at  Flora,  Indiana. 
And  I  am  in  no  way  saying  that  this  "Home" 
phase  is  not  vital  and  most  important. 

4.  Regardless  of  the  fact  that  a  Pension  Plan 
has  been  adopted  by  our  General  Conference, 
there  still  are  those  who,  having  served  the 
Brethren  Church  for  many,  many  years,  that  are 
entirely  ineligible  to  such  a  plan  and  are  still  the 
responsibility  (and  rightly  so)  of  the  congrega- 
tions of  the  Brotherhood.  Remember  that  this 
was  included  in  the  action  which  brought  the 
above  Pension  Plan  into  existence. 

.5.  Let  me  remind  you  that  those  who  are  old 
enough  to  retire  are  the  men  who  served  during 
the  less  prosperous  years  of  the  church,  through 
depression  years,  and  lean  years  in  church  con- 
tributions and  who,  because  of  meager  salaries. 


were  not  able  to  lay  aside  very  much  for  the  p  i 
verbial  "rainy  days"  ahead.  | 

6.  While  there  is  no  "legal"  obligation  C(| 
nected  with  the  Retired  Ministers'  Fund,  as  th(| 
is  in  the  case  of  the  Brethren's  Home,  yet  th(j 
is  a  "moral"  and  "ethical"  obligation  that  1; 
church  at  large  cannot  escape  and  be  proud  \ 
its  position.  A  careful  canvass  of  the  varicj 
congregations  as  to  their  past  pastoral  relatio;' 
will  reveal  that  those  who  served  them  in  th 
earlier  years  many  times  served  under  trying  a 
very  often  unappreciated  conditions,  and  that  t 
foundations  upon  which  the  present  congrei 
tional  structure  rests  is  due  largely  to  their  i 
tiring  and  self-sacrificing  efforts. 

7.  To  round  out  the  thought,  let  me  call  yo 
attention  to  the  fact  that  at  the  present  tii 
there  are  nearly  forty  ministers  who  are  eith 
potential  eligible  full  time  superannuates, 
those  who  are  not  eligible  to  full  retirement  2 
from  the  Pension  fund,  but  who,  according  to  t 
action  of  General  Conference,  must  be  paid  t 
difference  between  the  sum  they  will  recei 
monthly  in  pension  and  the  amount  provided  ! 
the  Benevolent  Board.  For  example,  suppose  t 
minister  retires  on  his  pension  and  received  fro 
that  "Paid"  pension  the  sum  of  $37.00  per  mont 
(I  know  of  such  an  one  who  will  only  get  th 
when  he  retires,  if  and  when.)  Then  the  Benev 
lent  Board  is  "Conference  Bound"  to  make  up  t) 
difference  between  the  $37.00  and  the  Board's  r 
tirement  of  the  present  $45.00,  or  $8.00  P' 
month — $96.00  per  year.  Thus  it  becomes  oi 
duty  and  privilege  to  have  a  part  in  this  mo 
important  phase  of  the  work  of  the  Benevolei 
Board.  You  can  see  that  there  is  no  escape  fro 
this  offering  for  years  to  come.

ione  to  the  building  since  its  construction  there- 
ore  it  was  necessary  to  change  the  electrical 
v^iring  to  carry  the  load  it  must  carry  now, 
i'hich  it  did  not  have  when  the  building  was  con- 
tracted. Then  there  were  no  deep  freezers,  ele- 
vators, TV,  refrigerators  and  many  other  elec- 
rical  appliances  which  they  have  today.  This 
hange  over  cost  many  thousands  of  dollars 
i'ith  the  pointing  of  the  brick  walls,  putting  in

fire  doors,  fire  proofing  of  the  basement  and 
many  other  improvements  which  the  state  de- 
manded. Also  much  of  the  plaster  had  fallen  off 
the  walls  and  had  to  be  replastered  and  the  in- 
terior refinished. 

The  Board  has  done  an  excellent  job  and  the 
Home  is  very  nice  and  comfortable  and  compares 
with  other  Homes  of  this  type  in  the  state.

fthoundmg  In   7f?e   Work 

Of  T^e  Lord 

ll^ev.  jK.  K.   Higgins 


James  1:22-27 


THIS  WRITING  OF  JAMES  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  earliest  of  New  Testament  Books,  and  was  writ- 
ten especially  to  combat  certain  errors  which  had  crept  in 
to  the  early  Church.  Namely,  that  of  thinking  that  an 
intellectual  perception  of  truth  was  enough  and  no  prac- 
tical application  of  this  truth  to  Life  and  conduct  was 
needed.  Meaning  that  P'aith  could  be  properly  defined  but 
never  vitally  applied  to  Life.  James  taught  that  not  until 
it  came  to  an  expression  in  "Work"  was  it  a  living  Faith 
— otherwise,  it  was  dead  and  lifeless.  The  word  "Abound" 
means  to  "Be  Copiously  supplied"  or  to  have  plenty.  To 
Abound  in  the  Work  of  the  Lord  is  to  be  busy  at  it. 

First  of  all  then — Just  what  are  we  speaking  of  when 
we  say,  "The  Work  of  the  Lord?"  We  cannot  define  the 
term  apart  from  Christ,  for  in  Him  is  the  Word  made 
Flesh,  and  by  Him  were  all  things  made.  Luke  records 
that  intriguing  story  of  the  Bay  Jesus  remaining  behind 
in  the  Temple,  as  his  parents  and  family  tiirned  home- 
ward from  the  great  Feast  at  Jerusalem.  There  to  ask  and 
to  answer  questions  of  the  religious  leaders  of  His  Day. 
And  when  asked  the  reason  for  this  unseemly  conduct 
by  His  mother.  He  answered,  "Wist  Ye  not  that  I  must 
be  about  my  Father's  Business?"  They  understood  not 
that  which  He  spoke  unto  them.  Is  the  Lord's  business 
still  such  a  mystery  to  Men?  It  should  not  be.  For  He 
spent  much  of  His  life  seeking  to  interpret  that  business 
to  all  Men. 

Amidst  the  early  controversy  of  His  Life — ^immediately 
following  the  feeding  of  the  five  thousand,  and  the  walk- 
ing on  the  Sea;  Jesus  sought  rest  in  Capernaum.  JBut 
the  eager  multitudes  followed  Him  even  there.  He  chided 
them,  saying,  "Ye  seek  me,  not  because  Ye  saw  the  mir- 
acles, but  because  Ye  did  eat  of  the  loaves,  and  were 
filled.  Labour  not  for  the  meat  that  perisheth,  but  for 
that  meat  which  endureth  unto  everlasting  life."  Then 
they  asked,  "What  shall  we  do,  that  we  might  work  the 
Works  of  God?"  Jesus  answered,  "This  is  the  Work  of 
God,  that  Ye  believe  on  Him  whom  He  hath  sent."  Then 
after  the  questions  had  subsided,  Jesus  closed  the  argu- 
ment by  saying,  "I  am  the  Bread  of  Life,  he  that  cometh

to  me  shall  never  hunger,  and  he  that  believeth  on  il 
shall  never  thirst."  How  then  can  any  man  claim  igno 
ance  of  knowing  just  what  the  "Work  of  the  Lord  is  I 
James  wrote,  "Be  Ye  doers  of  the  Word,  and  not  hean  | 
only,  deceiving  your  own  selves.  For  if  any  be  a  heai 
of  the  Word,  and  not  a  Doer,  he  is  like  unto  a  man  I 
holding  his  natural   face   in   a  glass.  For  he  beholde; 
himself  and  goeth  his  way,  and  straightway  forgette^ 
what  manner  of  man  he  was.  But  whoso  looketh  into  i\ 
perfect  Law  of  Liberty,  and  continueth  therein,  he  beu| 
not  a  forgetful  hearer,  but  a  doer  of  the  Work, — this  ms 
shall  be  Blessed  in  his  Deed." 

Jesus  sought  to  enlarge  upon  this  point,  according  J 
Matthew  21:28-32,  in  what  we  call  the  Parable  of  the  Tv 
Sons.  "But  what  think  Ye?  A  certain  man  had  two  Son;| 
and  he  came  to  the  first,  and  said,  Son,  go  work  today  i  i 
my  vineyard.  He  answered  and  said  I  will  not;  but  aftei 
ward  he  repented  and  went.  And  he  came  to  the  secon 
and  said  likewise.  And  he  answered  and  said,  I  go,  Sij 
and  went  not.  Which  of  the  Two  did  the  will  of  Hilj 
Father?"  I 

Now  to  Jesus  the  most  important  thing  in  all  th 
World  was  doing  His  Father's  Will.  Listen  to  Him  in  Joh 
9:4,  "I  must  work  the  works  of  Him  that  sent  me,  whiL 
it  is  Day:  the  night  cometh  when  no  man  can  Work.i 
So  We  feel  that  this  little  Parable  came  directly  froK 
His  heart,  and  He  wanted  to  apply  it  in  a  most  practica 
way  He  was  speaking  to  Men  who  had  heard  the  invita' 
tion  to  Work  in  His  Vineyard.  All  of  them  had  answers 
affirmatively — so  few  had  gone.  Failure  to  do  the  wil 
of  His  Father  brought  a  bitter  denimciation  from  Jesus 

All  of  us  fall  into  the  category  of  this  Parable — eithe) 
we  have  gone  into  the  Vineyard  to  Work,  or  we  haven't 
The  command  has  been  given  to  everyone  of  us.  It  calli 
for  humble  obedience,  for  it  comes  from  a  loving  Heaven 
ly  Father.  Men  only  dreamed  of  God  as  such  before  Jesuj 
came.  The  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  oJ 
Man  is  consummated  in  a  living  Risen  Saviour.  For  ii| 
was  this  Christ  who  went  into  the  Vineyard  ahead  olj 
us — gathered  little  Children  into  His  arms  and  Blessed  1 
them,  took  harlots  by  the  hand  and  restored  them  to  pur- 
ity before  God  and  man.  It  was  this  Christ  who  opened 
blind  eyes,  healed  the  Lepers — finally  giving  His  Life 
that  we  might  have  it  more  abundantly..  The  command  to 
go  into  the  Vineyard  and  Work  doesn't  come  from  a 
cruel  unreasonable  tyrant;  but  from  a  loving  Heavenly 
Father — ^who   never  makes    a   request   without  granting 
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1  of  us  the  enabling  Power  to  fulfill  it.  The  only  con- 
jn  being  our  willingness  to  obey.  In  the  Garden  of 
tisemane,  Jesus  prayed — "Not  my  Will,  but  thine." 
lunding  in  the  Work  of  the  Lord  today,  still  carries 
same  requirement — "Humbly  yielding  our  Wills  to 


want  you  to  notice  here  that  this  Call  to  work  in 
Vineyard  came  individually — to  each  of  the  Sons  sep- 
altely.  In  our  time  we  have  seen  the  Call  of  God,  mini- 
Died — and  Men    have    chosen    their    own    professions, 
r  her  than  waiting  on  God  to  Call  them  into  the  Vine- 
y  d.  If  you  have  named  Christ  as  your  Lord  and  Saviour, 
t|n  God  is  calling  you  this  very  Day,  into  some  specific 
t  k  for  Him.  The  Work  of  the  Lord  is  not  all  alike — ^but 
the  tasks  assigned  are  performed  within  the  Will  and 
rpose  of  God,  it  is  all  Sacred.  Doing  the  Work  of  the 
rd  doesn't  always  mean  feverish    activity.    So    many 
les  we  are  so  busy  doing — we  forget  to  be.  God  doesn't 
asure  a  man's  work  in  the  volumes  of  noise  and  dust 
!ated.  The  most  important  work  of  our  Lord  was  per- 
med quietly  and  without  fanfare.  He  burst  forth  from 
1J3  Tomb  of  Death  into  Everlasting  Life,  without  dis- 
irbing  the  Men  set  to  guard  against  His  escape. 


His  Life  gives  small  sanction  to  those  whose  concep- 
Im  of  religion  is  sensational  fanfare.  He  went  about 
I'ahng,  preaching,  teaching — with  never  any  trumpets 
jralding  His  activities.  It  was  even  His  custom  to  attend 
liurch,  and  He  seemed  to  think  that  the  most  important 
ork  He  did,  was  performed  on  His  Knees  in  Communion 
th  God.  For  it  was  in  the  Garden,  upon  His  knees  that 
sweat  great  drops  of  blood  for  our  Redemption. 

He  constantly  sought  to  impress  upon  Men  that  today 
s  the  most  important  of  all  Days.  For  He  said,  "I  must 
lork  while  the  Day  is — for  the  night  cometh  when  no 
|an  can  Work."  The  two  Sons  were  requested  to  go 
fork — Today.

ur  accomplishments  are  of  poor  material  when  used  as 
Fovmdation  before  God.  It  is  today  that  the  problems 
ad  difficulties  that  plague  men,  must  be  solved.  We  need 
»  do  more  than  just  Dream  of  feeding  hungry  Souls, 
id  clothing  naked  .Bodies — Tomorrow.  Empty  hands  are 
jing  extended  today — the  empty  souls  of  Men  are  being 
st — today.  Abounding  in  the  Work  of  the  Lord  is  meeting 
le  World,  with  its  tremendous  needs.  Today.  Which  of 
lese  two  ways  will  you  meet  them  ? 

The  courteous  and  well  mannered  Son  said,  "I'll  Go," 
It  he  never  went.  So  he  becomes  an  everlasting  reminder 
L  those  shallow,  fickle  individuals  in  every  one  of  our 
lurches  who  brazenly  stand  before  God  and  their  fellow- 
len,  accepting  the  most  sacred  and  responsible  offices  men 
ive  to  give,  and  then  never  raising  a  finger  to  fulfill 
lose  duties.  He  becomes  a  sjnnbol  of  those  who  walk  out 
•om  the  Baptismal  waters  and  never  again  think  serious- 
'  of  their  responsibility  to  that  one  who  purchased  their 
alvation,  on  Calvary's  Tree.  Good  intentions  must  be  fol- 
wed  by  conduct  befitting  a  man's  profession.  The  ready 
romise  to  obey  has  nothing  to  do  with  our  responsibility 
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to  Work  in  the  Vineyard.  That  responsibility  exists,  re- 
gardless of  our  response  to  it.  Our  acceptance  of  that  re- 
sponsibility only  increases  our  obligation. 

Ready  response  to  the  Father's  invitation  is  certainly 
commendable,  but  failure  to  carry  through  is  abominable 
before  God  and  man.  It  is  true  that  we  admire  those  who 
give  a  ready  response  to  Work  for  the  Lord,  but  the  most 
miserable  of  individuals  is  that  one  who  refuses — after 
considering  the  difficulties  of  the  task.  Perhaps  the  Vine- 
yard was  filled  with  noxious  Weeds — perhaps  the  Vines 
had  not  been  fastened  properly  to  the  supporting  posts. 
You  see,  all  kinds  of  problems  could  have  confronted  this 
Son.  So  often  we  find  our  Churches  filled  with  critical 
fault-finding,  gossiping  individuals;  who  quickly  remove 
the  Joy  from  the  Lord's  Work.  Truly  Paul  knew  whereof 
he  spoke  when  he  likened  the  Lord's  Work  to  a  Fight, 
"Fight  the  Good  fight  of  Faith  .  .  .  unto  which  thou  art 
called,  and  thou  shalt  have  a  good  profession  before  many 
Witnesses."  "And  let  every  Man  prove  his  own  Work 
and  then  shall  he  have  rejoicing  in  himself  alone  and  not 
in  another."  To  Abound  in  the  Work  of  the  Lord  is  not  to 
turn  away  from  the  hard  pathways  and  difficult  tasks. 

However,  we  cannot  excuse  the  other  Son  who  very 
bluntly  refused.  Even  though.  My  Friends,  I  find  it  easier 
to  accept  a  blunt  refusal  than  to  watch  so  many  shallow 
acceptances  that  are  never  fulfilled.  One  produces  the 
same  amount  of  fruit  as  the  other — both  stand  condemned 
before  God.  The  Chief  Priests  and  the  Elders  recognized 
that  fact,  and  chose  that  one  who  repented  of  his  actions

LETTER  FROM  JANE  BYLER 


December  14,  1954 


Dear  Mrs.  Lindower: 


On  a  rainy  summer  night  like  this,  with  a  few  hours 
before  sleep  overtakes  me,  I'll  set  about  writing  you  a 
bit  of  news  from  here.  We  are  all  very  well,  and  now 
that  school  is  over  we're  all  relaxing  a  bit  more — all  ex- 
cept Rob,  that  is.  He  has  been  gone  since  last  Thui'sday 
to  a  special  meeting  in  Rosario  and  then  into  Entre  Rios 
Province  to  visit  our  mission  there. 

The  Wedding 

The  exciting  event  here,  of  course,  was  the  wedding — 
December  1,  at  20  horas,  or  8  P.  M.  All  the  family  at 
home  seemed  confused  about  the  time.  Here  we  just  count 
from  12  noon  to  24  o'clock  (midnight).  Then  the  invita- 
tions also  carried  the  date  they  were  sent;  so  no  wonder 
people  ai-e  still  asking  if  June  is  Miss  or  Mrs. 

They  are  very  much  married;  for  here  the  religious 
ceremony  is  not  recognized  as  legal  by  the  state  (any 
religion).  They  were  married  in  the  civil  ceremony  in  the 
morning  and  in  the  Salvation  Army  Chapel  in  the  eve- 
ning. Afterward  we  had  the  reception  in  the  Bible  Insti- 
tute. (That  was  the  closest  we  could  come  to  Nunez  for 
lack  of  space  here. ) 

The  service  was  simple  and  very  nice — in  Spanish, 
while  some  of  the  music  was  sung  in  English.  At  the 
reception,  the  quartet  sang  several  songs.  We  all  had  a 
chance  to  try  out  that  wonderful  mixer — for  cakes,  icings, 
meat  grinding,  fruit  juicing  (for  25  gallons  of  punch.)  I 
just  don't  know  how  we'd  have  managed  to  do  it  all  by 
hand.  The  Institute's  big  kitchen  was  a  dream  come  true. 
The  Kennedys'  loaned  us  silver  and  punch  bowl.  Last  but 
not  least,  the  station  wagon  was  an  absolute  wonder.  Of 
course,  we  say  that  every  single  day!  Now  we  realize 
where  hours  of  time  were  spent — waiting  or  walking  or 
riding  public  transports.  Believe  it  or  not,  even  Rob's 
inevitable  "after-trip''  headaches  have  gone.  He  is  feel- 
ing much  better  and  looks  better  too.  He  had  lost  more 
than  fifteen  pounds  and  is  slowly  gaining  some  of  it 
back. 

Services 

Last  Tuesday  night  was  a  happy  occasion  for  our 
Nunez  people  as  we  celebrated  baptisms  again.  We  had 
our  sei-vice  in  the  Disciples'  Church  in  a  neighboring 
suburb,  and  for  our  folks  it  is  always  inspiring  to  wor- 
ship in  a  real  chui'ch.  Many  of  them  have  never  been  in- 
side an  evangelical  church  before.  Rob  baptized  three 
women  and  two  young  ladies — the  first  women  converts 
here. 

The  same  evening  a  little  boy  and  girl  were  dedicated 
to  the  Lord  by  the  newly  baptized  young  mothers.  There 


was  a  congregation  of  some  forty  present — among  tli|i,| 
a  number  of  unsaved  relatives  and  friends  of  our  gr(l| 
We  continue  to  pray  for  the  Spirit  to  work  as  He  haii 
those  who  have  already  been  won.  {m

•ng  and  certainly    nothing  "man-made,"    for    we've 
no  special  meetings,  programs,  parties,  etc.  It  is  moil 
Bible  study,  prayer,  and  personal  testimony  on  the  iW 
of  the  members.   It  is  the  Lord  who  gives  the  incre;  , 
and  we  praise  Him  for  the  joy  He  has  given  us  in  serv 
Here.  We  are  trying  to  find  a  hall  to  rent  to  have  a  Chr  I 
mas  service — just  one  night  even — but  so  far  unsucct 
fully.  One  new  girl  brought  seven  new  children  with  . 
to    Sunday    school    last    Sunday   on    the    suburban    tn] 
Poor  little  kids — they  all  want  a  Christmas  program  I 
they  can  invite  their  parents.  Here  we  are  cramming 
living  room  with  every  chair  full  every  Sunday  and  ' 
children    are   upstairs   in    the   youngsters'   room   to  mi 
more   space   and  give   the   adults    better    opportunity 
hear.  Now  that  summer  has  come  and  we  open  the  w ! 
dows  to  let  in  more  air,  people  listen  from  the  sidewtjj 
too — often  throughout  the  whole  service.

That  which  is  sent  as  first-cla' 
mail  is  delivered  direct  to  the  door;  whereas  parcel  pcj 
or  packages  always  pass  through  customs.  Thin' 
that  can  be  sent  in  manila  envelopes  and  sealed  caul 
least  concern  on  this  end.  That  means  books  of  flanm[ 
graph  or  suedegraph  lessons  and  idea  books  of  manu 
work  for  children.  June  has  helped  quite  a  bit.  We  e 
pect  to  put  the  "teacher-training  lending  library"  ph 
into  effect  as  one  of  the  first  projects  of  the  new  orga;; 
\z,ation;  so  we'll  be  happy  to  have  enough  materials 
start  with  a  "bang"  in  six  or  eight  months.

Lesson  for  February  13,  1955 

THE  NEW  LIFE  IN  CHRIST 

Lesson:  John  3:5-7;  Acts  16:25-34;  II  Cor.  5:17 

LIFE  IS  ONE  of  the  most  valuable  possessions  in  the 
entire  world.  Physical  life  is  so  wonderful  that  mod- 
em science  with  ,all  its  skills  is  unable  to  fathom  it.  No 
less  wonderful,  and  unfathomable,  is  Eternal  Life  which 
comes  from  God. 

If  a  man  desires  to  continue  to  live  after  death  he  must 
heed  the  admonition  of  Jesus  when  He  said  to  Nicodemus: 
"Ye  must  be  born  again"  (John  3:7).  To  be  born  the  sec- 
ond time  means  to  be  born  from  above  or  born  anew. 
It  means  to  be  "born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit";  only 
in  this  way  can  a  man  be  assured  he  will  "enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God"  (John  3:5). 

The  new  birth  cannot  be  explained,  understood,  or 
seen.  It  is  supernatural;  it  is  entirely  the  sovereign  work 
of  an  Almighty  God  by  His  Spirit.  Nevertheless,  the 
results  of  eternal  life  can  be  seen.  Thus  it  is  compared 
with  wind.  No  one  has  ever  seen  the  wind.  We  see  the 
trees  blowing,  and  the  leaves  scattering,  and  we  say  the 
wind  is  blowing.  We  know  the  wind  is  blowing  because 
we  see  the  results  of  the  wind. 

Let  no  man  deceive  you — eternal  life  can  be  proved! 
John  says  there  are  two  proofs  that  a  man  is  a  Cliristian 
and  a  possessor  of  eternal  life.  First,  a  Christian  will  do 
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what  is  right.  Listen  to  the  words  of  John  in  this  connec- 
tion: "Little  children  ...  he  that  doeth  righteousness  is 
a  Christian,  even  as  He  is  righteous"  (I  John  3:7).  Sec- 
ondly, if  a  man  is  a  Christian  he  will  love  his  brother 
"We  know  that  we  have  passed  from  death  unto  life,  be- 
cause we  love  the  brethren"  (I  John  3:14).  John,  there- 
fore, would  say  that  a  Christian  ought  to  be  easy  to  rec- 
ognize by  the  way  in  which  he  lives! 

The  Apostle  Paul  is  also  sure  that  a  Christian  should 
be  easily  distinguished  from  the  ungodly  man.  "There- 
fore if  any  man  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  creature;  old 
things  are  passed  away;  behold  all  things  are  become 
new"  (II  Cor.  5:17).  I  wonder  what  Paul  would  think  of 
some  of  our  modern-day  "Christians"  who  still  retain 
their  old  sinful  habits  (dare  I  mention  those  forbidden 
words  "tobacco"  and  "alcohol?"),  and  who  still  frequent 
their  worldly  haunts  ?  Would  Paul  consider  such  people 
"new  creatures  in  Christ?"  What  does  God  think  about 
such  things? 

The  new  birth  to  Paul  meant  just  that — a  NEW  life— 
not  the  old  life  slightly  remodeled  to  fit  the  times  and  the 
trends!  The  world  has  a  perfect  right  to  expect  Chris- 
tians to  produce  proof  that  they  are  different.  For  a  great 
number  of  Christians  this  would  be  impossible.  Of  them 
it  could  not  be  said  that  they  "have  crucified  the  flesh 
with  the  affections  and  lusts"  (Gal.  5:24).  Of  them  it 
could  be  said: 

"And   they   of  the    Church,   and   they   of  the    World, 

Journeyed  closely,  hand  and  heart, 

But  none  but  the  Master,  who  knoweth  all, 

Could  discern  the  two  apart."* 

Christ  has  come,  however,  to  produce  within  us  NEW 
LIFE — His  Life — that  more  abundant  life!  This  is  the  life 
that  satisfies,  for  Jesus  said:  "I  am  the  bread  of  life  he 
that  Cometh  to  Me  shall  never  hunger;  and  he  that  be- 
lieveth  on  Me  shall  never  thirst"  (John  6:35). 

May  we  turn  to  the  Lord  at  this  time  and  cry  out  unto 
Him  as  did  the  people  of  old:  "Lord,  evermore  give  us 
this  bread"    (John  6:34).

CHRISTIAN   LOVE 

Scripture  Reading:  I  Corinthians  13 

UNFORTUNATELY  the  word  love,  as  commonly  used 
amongst  us,  is  an  ambiguous  term.  It  may  mean 
any  of  half  a  dozen  sentiments,  each  of  them  different 
from  all  the  othei's.  The  apostle  did  not  mean  merely 
love  of  parents  for  their  children,  nor  love  of  one's  coun- 
try, nor  romantic  love — the  love  of  a  boy  for  a  girl,  of 
a  man  for  his  wife;  although  all  of  these  may  have  a 
rightful  place   in   the  life  of  any  good   Christian.   What 


then  did  he  mean  ?  Can  we  set  out  the  distinctive  ni  k 
of  this  love,  so  that  we  may  be  able  the  better  to  ai  j 
ciate  it,  and  cultivate  it  in  our  own  lives? 

It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  Christian  Ch 
that  we  should  have  a  clear  understanding  of  whs  Is 
meant  by  Christian  love.  St.  Paul  believed  that  not  Ig 
else  in  a  man's  life  really  mattered  unless  it  was  jojld 
to  and  controlled  by  love.  What  then  is  Christian  h'i? 

1.  LOVE  IS  CONCERNED  WITH  OTHERS.  In  \  je 
5  Paul  writes,  "Love  .  .  .  seeketh  not  her  own."  01  ji- 
tian  love  is  ready  to  recognize  in  every  person  a  digly 
and  a  worth  far  beyond  anything  that  we  can  ever  de  It 
by  an  examination  of  his  merely  outward  conduct,  le 
obligation  to  play  the  good  Samaritan  when  one  can,  )s 
been  throughout  the  ages  the  most  obvious  character  |c 
of  the  true  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  |t 
was  said  of  Charles  Kingsley,  one  of  the  most  versffe- 
of  our  early  English  social  reformers,  that  the  most  |- 
standing  characteristic  of  his  life  was  that  "he  recog  je 
in  every  man,  however  humble,  or  erring,  or  even  vici  ji, 
a  brother  in  Christ  capable  of  being  raised  into  comnl- 
ion  with  all  that  was  righteous  and  true."  So  far  as  ;1 
is  concerned,  there  are  no  hopeless  cases.  i 

2.  Another  characteristic  of  Christian  Love  is  that  i  Is 
patient.  "Love  suffereth  long,"  taught  Paul.  When  we  h  \i 
sinned  and  broken  the  heart  of  God,  He  is  still  pati  [:, 
and  loves  us  with  an  undying  love.  Peter  reminds  us  1  it 
it  is  the  longsuffering  of  the  Lord  that  is  our  salvatj. 
Peter  had  plenty  of  experience  in  this  matter  and  [1 
found  that  God  was  not  willing  to  give  up  on  him  e  ii 
though  he  had  sinned  seventy  times  seven  times.  We  nit 
come  to  see  that  that  is  our  condition  before  God.     \ 

"For  like  a  child,  sent  with  a  fluttering  light,       I 
To  feel  his  way  along  a  gusty  night,  \ 

Man  walks  the  world;  again,  and  yet  again; 
The  lamp  shall  be  by  fits  of  passion  slain; 
But  shall  not  He  who  sent  Him  from  the  door 

Relight  the  lamp  once  more,  and  yet  once  more?"

If  God  is  so  willing  to  forgive  us  and  restore  us  to 
rightful  places,  should  we  not  do  likewise  with  our  fel'l 
men? 

3.  A  third  mark  of  Christian  Love  is  that  it  is  goveri 
by  a  sense  of  that  which  is  right.  "Love  thinketh  no  e 
rejoices  not  in  iniquity."  This  quality  may  be  aptly  ill 
trated  by  thinking  of  a  wise  mother's  love  for  her  ch 
She  naturally  wishes  her  child  to  be  happy,  but  that  d 
not  exhaust  her  desires  for  him.  She  rejoices  in  evi 
indication  of  growing  intelligence.  She  yearns  to  see 
him  signs  of  thoughtfulness  for  others.  She  strives 
win  from  him  affection  and  obedience,  and  awaken  in 
mind  an  appreciation  for  all  that  is  "honest  and  lev 
and  of  good  report,"  because  she  knows  that  these  thii 
are  essential  elements  in  the  character  of  the  man 
hopes  her  son  will  one  day  be.  There  may  be  many  thir 
he  will  want  to  do  that  she  will  not  permit  him  to  do  1 
cause  she  loves  him. 

4.  Christian  Love  is  ready  to  make  any  sacrifice.  Chr'j 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice  so  that    men    might    be 
deemed  from   sin.  He  laid  down  His  life  that  we  mig 
live.    The    Christian     Church    was    not    misled    when 
adopted,  as  the  main  emblem  of  its  faith,  a  cross. 

We  are  not,  indeed,  called  to  a  life  of  sacrifice  for 
own   sake.    Nevertheless    the   demands   of  Christian  Ic 
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casionally   require   us   to    make   hard   choices,   to   resist

science,  and  to  choose  the  Right  as  the  only  way  to

:  purposes  of  God.  A  Christian  man's  deepest  convic- 
a  is  that  God  rules,  that  He  controls  all  outward  events, 
i  that  His  gracious  purposes  towards  us  will  not  suffer 
al  defeat. 

it  is  because  of  that  faith  that  he  is  prepared  to  stand 
his  own  principles  and  ideals.  These  ideals  are  for  him, 
so  far  as  they  are  based  on  the  truth,  veritable  frag- 
nts  of  the  infinite  purposes  of  Him,  who  is  working 
t  high  designs  behind  the  appearance  of  things. 
Often  in  moments  of  anxiety  this  note  of  faith  will 
d  expression  in  the  life  of  a  courageous  man,  even 
len  his  everyday  life  and  conversation  betray  little  evi- 
nce of  it. 


Abounding  In  The  Work  of  The  Lord

id  went  to  Work.  Jesus  did  not  seek  to  cover  up  nor  ex- 
ise  his  actions,  for  open  rebellion  against  God  is  a  far 
ly  from  humble  obedience.  And  in  this  Age  of  Rebellion 
-when  it  seems  that  all  men  resent  Authority  and  Dis- 
jpline — certainly  we  need  to  examine  this  man's  con- 
|ict 

iHis  refusal  to  go  to  work  was  Bad — ^his  Repentance 
id  finally  the  going  was  a  Wonderful  thing.  We  have 
)  record  of  how  long  he  waited  before  the  change  of 
sart  came,  but  we  do  know  that  his  delay  made  him  no 
cher  in  the  things  of  the  Vineyard.  Perhaps,  many  others 
ere  influenced  by  his  delay  and  they  too  chose  not  to 
^rk. 

Due  to  the  delay  of  this  One  Son,  perhaps  some  noxious 
/eeds  bore  their  Fruit  and  spread  their  Seed,  because 
ley  hadn't  been  cultivated  out  in  time.  To  delay  in  en- 
uring the  Work  of  the  Lord  is  always  dangerous.  It  is 

waste  of  precious  time,  and  so  often  results  in  never 
oing  at  all.  Remember  the  story  of  Paul  before  Felix — 
ow  he  trembled  and  told  him  that  he  would  hear  more 
1  a  convenient  hour.  He  called  Paul  into  his  presence 
ften  thereafter,  but  never  did  he  say  "Yes"  to  the  Lord. 
'he  first  delay  made  the  second  easier — and  so  on  pro- 
Tessively  until  Felix  went  away — leaving  Paul,  and  his 
pportunity,  bound  in  chains.  To  Abound  in  the  Work  of 
he  Lord,  man  must  be  ready  immediately  to  accept  every 
Jail  into  Service. 

The  Repentance  of  this  Son  was,  however,  worthy  of 
ommendation.  For  his  Repentance  led  him  into  the  Vine- 
yard to  Work.  What  brought  on  this  change  of  Heart? 
)h  Friend,  who  today  can  refuse  to  work  in  the  Loi'd's 
/"ineyard,  to  the  extent  of  your  abilities — ^to  the  limit  of 
four  talents?  Just  the  mere  thought  of  what  Christ  did 
or  you,  should  be  sufficient  to  bring  forth  a  ready  re- 
ponse.  This  Son  probably  remembered  his  Father's  good- 
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ness  in  providing  a  home — food  for  his  Body — and  all  the 
other  necessities  of  life.  We  have  no  record  that  his  mem- 
ory drove  him  to  his  Father  begging  forgiveness — only 
that  after  repentance  he  went  to  Work.  What  value  the 
Repentant  words,  if  not  fulfilled  in  conduct?  What  value 
your  acceptance  of  Him  as  your  Lord,  if  you  have  never 
followed  that  acceptance  with  Work?  Christ's  Work  of 
Redemption  was  wrought  for  you — What  hast  thou 
wrought  for  Him?  To  Abound  in  the  Work  of  the  Lord — 
Man  must  be  conscious  of  His  Work  for  us. 

To  Abovmd  in  the  Work  of  the  Lord  we  must  have 
Christ  in  us,  for  John  wrote,  "He  that  hath  the  Son,  hath 
Life,  and  he  that  hath  not  the  Son  of  God  hath  not  Life." 
It  is  true  that  one  of  the  first  requirements  of  success 
in  any  line  of  endeavour  is  that  we  love  our  Work.  And 
if  we  love  our  Work,  it  will  become  the  ultimate  thing  in 
our  Life.  Jesus  was  possessed  wholly  and  completely  by 
the  Work  God  gave  Him  to  accomplish  here  on  earth.  And 
near  the  end  of  His  journey  He  was  heard  in  Prayer, 
"I  have  glorified  Thee  on  the  Earth,  I  have  finished  the 
Work  which  thou  hast  given  Me  to  Do."  The  correct  bal- 
ancing of  His  schedule,  between  Work  and  recreation 
was  never  any  problem  to  Him.  The  Work  unto  which  God 
had  called  Him  was  the  only  source  of  satisfaction  He 
needed.  He  said  one  Day,  "Abide  in  Me  and  I  in  You. 
As  the  branch  cannot  bear  Fruit  of  itself,  except  it  abide 
in  the  Vine,  no  more  can  Ye,  except  Ye  ab  de  in  Me." 
"I  am  the  Vine,  Ye  are  the  Branches.  He  that  abideth  in 
me!  and  I  in  Him,  the  same  bringeth  forth  much  fruit: 
for  without  me  Ye  can  do  nothing." 

Then  lastly,  to  Abound  in  the  Work  of  the  Lord, 
we  must  be  willing  to  allow  Christ's  purpose  to  Work 
through  us.  In  the  Ninth  Chapter  of  John's  Gospel  we 
have  the  remarkable  healing  of  the  Blind  Man.  Jesus  said 
in  answer  to  the  Disciples'  question  concerning  the  man's 
condition,  "That  it  was  only  so  that  the  Works  of  God 
should  be  made  manifest  in  Him."  You  see,  the  Blind 
man  didn't  understand  the  Eternal  purposes  of  God  work- 
ing within  him  and  in  his  Life.  So  often  you  and  I  fail 
to  imderstand  the  purpose  of  a  particular  circumstance 
or  position  into  which  we  find  ourselves.  But  if  it  work 
to  the  Glory  of  God,  should  we  not  say  along  with  this 
miin,  "I  know  not  anything  about  al!  of  these  circum- 
stances, but  one  thing  I  know — Whereas  I  was  blind, 
Now  I  see." 

Jesus  said,  "I  and  my  Father  are  One.  If  I  do  not  the 
works  of  my  Father,  believe  me  not.  But  if  I  do,  though 
Ye  believe  not  me,  believe  the  Works;  that  Ye  may  know, 
and  believe  that  the  Father  is  in  me,  and  I  in  Him."  By 
His  own  admission,  The  one  purpose  in  the  Life  of  our 
Lord  was  "To  seek  and  to  Save  the  Lost."  John  heard 
Him  say  in  Rev.  22:12 — "And  Behold  I  come  quickly;  and 
my  Reward  is  with  me,  to  give  every  man  according  as 
his  Work  shall  be."  And  in  Paul's  letter  to  the  Romans, 
2:10,  "Glory,  and  Honor,  and  Peace  to  every  Man  that 
worketh  Good."  Mav  I  close  with  Mark's  closing  verse  in 
his  Gospel,  "And  they  went  forth,  and  preached  every- 
where, and  the  Lord  working  with  them,  confirming  the 
Word  with  signs  following."  May  He  find  each  of  us  so 
engaged  when  He  comes  again  .  .  .  Abounding  in  the 
Work  of  the  Lord.

WELL,  HERE  WE  ARE  AGAIN  to  report  the  prog- 
ress of  our  church  here  in   Sarasota,  Florida,  and 
it  is  all  good. 

We  have  held  our  services  now  for  ten  weeks  and  we 
feel  that  we  have  made  a  fine  advance  in  that  short  time. 
Our  meetings  are  well  attended,  both  the  combined  Sun- 
day School  and  Sunday  morning  worship  sei-vice,  and  the 
Thursday  evening  mid-week  Prayer  and  Bible  Study.  Our 
Sunday  attendance  is  very  near  the  thirty  average  and 
the  mid-week  service  has  an  average  attendance  of  fifteen.

Harrisonburg,  Virginia,  and  Hale,  Michigan.  Our  resident 
members  number  eleven,  with  fine  prospects  for  several 
more  families  making  Sarasota  their  permanent  home. 
So  we  are  sure  that  the  pi'ospect  for  ,a  definite  and  per- 
manent church  organization  in  this  place  becomes  brighter 
and  brighter  each  day. 

Since  the  real  tourist  season  has  just  begun,  we  are 
looking  forward  toward  more  and  more  visitors  as  the 
days  come  and  go. 

We  have  had  two  fellowship  suppers,  one  on  Thurs- 
day evening,  November  18th,  with  eleven  present,  and 
the  other  on  Thursday  evening,  December  16th,  with  six- 
teen pai'ticipating.

Let  us  remind  our  read- 
ers again  that  there  is  No  Expense  for  ministerial  ser- 
vices nor  for  the  meeting  place,  so  the  "dollars"  con- 
tributed are  beginning  to  form  a  fine  "nest-egg  toward 
future  expansion. 

After  we  have  purchased  a  number  of  metal  folding 
chairs   and   a  much  needed  piano,  we   still    have    nearly 


$250.00  in  our  treasury.  In  our  next  report  we  will  j|j;

have  made  our  work  prosper  financially.  Our  treasu 
Mrs.  Ernest  Faust,  is  sending  acknowledgment  to  e 
of  these  contributors.  As  this  is  written  the  writer  c 
not  have  sufficient  information  from  our  treasurer 
make  such  a  report  now. 

We  are  looking  forward  toward  the  observance  of 
Holy  Communion  on  Sunday  evening,  February  6th, 
6:00  o'clock.  This  will  be  in  the  nature  of  a  Vesper  C 
dlelight  Communion,  and  we  are  looking  forward  tow 
it  with  great  joy,  since  for  the  past  two  .years  we  h, 
been  deprived  of  such  a  service  by  not  having  any  chu 
in  Sarasota.

THE  PAPER  WAS  OLD.  It  had  to  be,  for  the  one  who 
owned  it  had  passed  away  in  1881.  How  long  ago  it 
had  been  since  he  had  placed  it  among  his  papers  for 
safekeeping,  was  not  indicated  anywhere  in  its  contents. 
Dr.  John  Locke  had  located  the  yellowed  sheet  in  the  attic 
of  the  house  he  occupies,  just  East  of  Maurertown,  Vir- 
ginia. This  was  the  house  which  had  been  built  in  1835 
by  his  long  departed  great  grandfather.  Elder  George 
Shaver.  He  it  was  who  had  preserved  the  obituary  of  the 
man  whose  funeral  he  had  conducted. 

There  was  no  date  upon  the  clipping;  just  the  state- 
ment, "DIED,  At  his  residence  in  Middletown,  Va.,  on 
the  17th  instant,  Mr.  Jacob  Danner,  in  the  87th  year  of 
his  age."  Also,  "his  funeral  sermon  was  preached  by  his 
friend  Shaver,  He  had  for  a  number  of  years  been  a 
member  of  the  Tunkers'  Society."  His  friend  Shaver  was 
also  a  member  of  that  Communion.  Samuel  Lampton 
Clemens,  (Mark  Twain)  whose  forbears,  the  Lamptons, 
when  they  came  from  England  in  1750,  and  settled  in 
what  is  now  Page  County,  Virginia,  was  well  acquainted 
with  the  German  Baptists.  He  called  them  "Dunker  Bap- 
tists." 

Elder  Shaver  had  not  taken  the  time  to  write  a  date 
upon  the  sheet  which  he  had  desired  to  preserve,  indicat- 
ing the  year  in  which  the  death  of  this  man  took  place. 
The  skills  of  this  man,  and  the  modesty  of  their  posses- 
sion without  any  manifestation  of  pride,  aroused  the  his- 
torical interest  of  the  writer.  He  was  active  in  1812. 
This  was  the  only  year  date  given.  How  old  was  he  ?  What 
year  was  he  born?  When  did  he  die?  All  these  things 
are  of  vital  interest  in  a  Historical  article. 

Feeling  that  a  man  who  had  lived  so  long,  who  had 
aided  so  many,  and  who  was  able  to  turn  his  hands  to 
more  skills  than  Thomas  Jefferson  who  was  said  to  have 
been  skilled  in  sixteen  trades;  would  not  be  left  to  sleep 
in  an  unmarked  grave;  January  of  this  year,  1955,  a 
journey  was  made  to  the  village  of  Middletown,  Virginia. 
It  sprawls  along  the  Valley  Pike.  United  States  Highway 
11  runs  through  the  village  from  north  to  south  or  the 
reverse.  Middletown  is  located  between  Stephens  City 
on  the   North   and   Strasburg  on  the  South. 

Inquiry  was  made  of  some   of  the  older  citizens.   One 


man    thought    that    he    had    heard    the    name   of   Daii'r, 
though  no  one  by  that  name  now  lived  in  the  town,' 
being  asked  if  there  was  a  village  cemetery,  none  b 
discemable  within  the  immediate  environs,  he  said  ""i 
He  pointed  out  one  about  a  quarter  mile  to  the  West  i 
a  ridge.  He  also  stated  that  there  was  an  older  one  wi 
the  confines  of  the  village.  The  one  to  the  west  is  in  |;e 
as   it   has   been   for   well   over    one    hundred    years, 
wending  our  way  to  the  marble  city  of  the  dead,  a  se: 
was  begun. 

It  was  only  the  matter  of  a  few  minutes  to  locate  |e 
oldest  section  of  the  Cemetery.  Here  we  located  a  ft 
containing  four  graves,  with  four  main  markers.  Upon  m 
marker,  much  weathered,  aged  and  highly  eroded  by  e 
storms  of  winter,  and  the  sun  and  rains  of  many  s'l- 
mers,  we  found  the  object  of  our  search.  Here  waa 
monument  erected  to  the  memory  of  Jacob  Danner.  'a 
month  of  his  birth  could  not  be  deciphered,  but  the  .yjr 
was  1763.  His  death  was  June  17,  1850.  A  marker  by  I3 
side  bore  the  name  "Rachel,"  who  was  likely  a  wife.  B 
the  other  side  was  a  similar  monument.  The  inscriplli 
was  badly  eroded.  This  was  assumed  to  be  perhaps  ^ 
grave  of  another  wife.  Then  one  more  marker  comple 
the  plot. 

Where  Jacob  Danner  was  born,  we  have  no  informati 
If  not  bom  here  he  evidently  came  when  very  you 
for  he  was  here  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  When 
came  to  the  outskirts  of  civilization,  we  are  ignors 
However,  when  he  was  born,  Christopher  Saur,  Seni 
had  been  dead  but  five  years.  He  was  noted  for  his  v 
ious  abilities  among  the  Colonists.  Christopher  Saur,  . 
lived  twenty  years  and  one,  after  the  birth  of  Jacob  Dj 
ner.  We  mention  Elder  Christopher  Saur  in  this  conn 
tion  because  he  has  been  frequently  mentioned  as  a  m 
of  many  skills.  Jacob  Danner,  as  far  as  the  writer 
aware,  has  had  no  mention  outside  of  his  obituary.

He,  like  our  Brethren  forbears,  as 
as  they  settled  in  a  community,  proceeded  to  give 
leir  best,  and  though  their  stay  may  have  been  long 
hort,  few  can  state  truthfully  that  they  did  not  leave 
?tter  than  when  they  found  it. 

1  describing  the  departure  of  the  aged  Brother,  the 
;or  of  the  paper  in  which  his  obituary  appears  states, 
e  writer,  in  common  with  almost  every  one  else, 
jts  the  propriety,  on  ordinary  occasions,  of  filling  the 
spapers  with  lengthened  obituary  notices;  yet  all  are 
ly  to  admit  that  there  are  persons  who  are  entitled  to 
e  than  a  passing  notice."

let  us  look  at  the  abilities  of  this  man  of  many  skills, 
was  of  German  birth,  as  were  many  of  the  early  set- 
s  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley.  He  was  educated  in  both 
man,  which   was   his   mother  tongue,   and  English   as 


well.  In  this  he  was  an  able  writer.  Arithmetic  was  one 
of  the  branches  in  which  he  was  good.  Astronomy  was  a 
self  possessed  and  acquired  knowledge.  This  set  him 
above  the  superstitious  prejudices  of  the  German  popula- 
tion. This  was  indeed  an  advance  for  his  day.  Even  today, 
in  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch  Country,  there  remain  many 
superstitions.  "He  well  knew  that  the  divisions  of  the 
Heavens  were  artificial  and  arbitrary  and  the  creatures 
named  therein  imaginary,  consequently  exerting  no  influ- 
ence (at  least)  on  solid  bodies."  The  Editor  stated  that 
he  belonged  to  a  generation  which  has  nearly  all  passed 
away. 

His  philosophical  acquirements  were  far  in  advance 
of  the  knowledge  of  his  contemporaries.  He  experimented 
with  "Galvanism,"  and  Electricity  when  there  was  prac- 
tically no  knowledge  of  these  subjects  in  the  Valley  where 
he  lived.  "His  theory  of  the  mutations  of  the  vax'iations 
of  the  Compass  does  not  appear  to  be  much  improved  by 
modern  science." 

In  his  younger  days  he  wrote  much  poeti-y,  though  he 
showed  this  to  only  a  few  particular  friends.  He  was  also 
an  artist  with  the  water  colors.  This  would  presuppose 
ability  to  draw  and  sketch.  His  paintings  were  noted  for 
"their  strength  of  expression,"  which  was  "hard  to  beat." 

Let  us  listen  to  the  one  who  evidently  knew  him  well, 
when  he  states:  "By  trade  he  was  a  silversmith.  Clock 
and  Mathematical  Instrument  Maker,  etc.;  his  clocks  have 
told  the  lapse  of  time  with  too  much  precision,  (to  thou- 
sands who  have  looked  in  their  honest  faces,  in  the  last 
three  score  years)  to  need  posthumous  praise.  As  a  re- 
pairer of  watches,  he  was  justly  celebrated  for  half  a 
century;  and  there  are  few  parts  of  a  watch  that  he  did 
not  make  at  one  time  or  another.  A  Dividing  and  Cutting 
Engine  made  by  himself,  by  hand,  in  early  times  would

THE  GAIN  OF  ENDURANCE 

He  that  endureth  to  the  end  shall  be    saved."    Matt. 
22. 

"■HOSE  WHO  HAVE  BEEN  COMPELLED  to  practice 
endurance  are  in  best  position  to  offer  advice  on  the 
5ons  to  be  learned  from  the  experience.  Of  those  who 
'^e  passed  through  bitter  experience  and  wrenching 
lis,  none  are  better  known  in  our  day  than  Helen  Kel- 
.  And  this  is  Helen  Keller's  philosophy  of  life:  "We 
mot  choose  what  life  will  bring  us  of  joy  and  pain,  but 
at  our  souls  bring  us  to  meet  the  challenge — this  is 
our  power  to  determine."  Challenging  words  these,  of 
5  who  though  blind,  deaf  and  speechless  (I  don't  like 
1  word  "dumb"  in  this  connection),  has  faced  life  with 
irage  and  faith. 


We  are  not  bidden  to  do  great  feats,  nor  .yet  challenged 
to  attain  to  greatness,  but  we  are  promised  salvation 
as  a  reward  of  endurance,  patient  endurance  to  the  end; 
"He  that  endureth  to  the  END  shall  be  saved." 

The  challenges  that  come  to  the  soul  call  for  the  pos- 
session of  spiritual  reserves,  and  these  must  be  supplied 
and  stored  by  the  soul  through  Bible  study  and  prayer,  so 
that  when  courage  calls  to  the  soul,  the  resources  there 
stored  rise  to  minister  to  our  needs.  With  spiritual  i-e- 
serve  we  may  be  bent  but  not  broken. 

The  poet  has  put  the  thought  of  our  meditation  in  these 
suggestive    lines:

Takes  place  at  Krypton,  Kentucky 


Ever  since  Margaret  Lowery  began  working  at  Kryp- 
ton, Kentucky,  the  Missionary  .Board  has  been  vaguely 
aware  that  there  was  much  that  needed  attention  about 
the  property,  but  not  until  a  committee  from  the  Board 
visited  there  this  past  year  did  they  realize  the  extent 
of  the  need.  (Margaret  is  not  given  to  asking  for  things 
— particularly  for  herself.) 

Upon  recognizing  some  of  the  needs,  the  Board  ap- 
pointed a  committee — with  Reverend  J.  D.  Hamel  in 
charge — to  go  to  Krypton  and  help  remedy  the  situation. 
During  the  week  of  January  10,  Reverend  Hamel,  accom- 
panied by  Mr.  Clem  Garwood,  Kenneth  Spurlock  and  Har- 
old Kiely,  from  South  Bend,  worked  at  Krypton,  perform- 
ing many  greatly  needed  services. 

They  installed  a  new  heating  stove,  with  blower  fan, 
that  was  badly  needed;  they  put  up  storm  doors,  repaired 
the  steps  and  made  decided  improvement  in  the  electrical 
wiring  of  the  house.  These  and  many  other  tasks  occu- 
pied the  workers  from  early  Tuesday  morning  until  late 
Saturday — with  very  little  time  out  for  sleeping.

His  greatest  mechanical  genius 
duced  a  large  variety  of  necessary  tools  and  instru- 
cts, that  were  hard  to  be  obtained  in  this  part  of  the 
ntry.  And  during  the  late  War  with  Great  Britain, 
3n  necessary  articles  could  no  longer  be  got,  or  at 
imous  prices,  he  produced  a  number  of  these  needed 
icles,  which  no  one  else  in  these  parts  thought  of  at- 
ipting.  The  articles  of  wire,  of  some  sizes,  could  not 
got  at  any  price.  He  made  the  requisite  apparatus 
Wire-Drawing  Machine)  and  manufactured  wire  for 
■veying  chains,  and  of  finer  sizes  up  to  about  No.  20, 
tch  crystals  also  became  scarce.  He  made  tools  for 
purpose  and  succeeded  in  making  crystals  of  all  sizes, 
i  furnished  himself  with  a  sufficient  supply  until  a 
sck  came  in  to  market." 

lacob  Banner's  father-in-law,  Peter  Senseny  furnished 
land  for  the  village  of  Middletown.  This  called  for  a 
rveyor,  and  the  plotting  of  the  lots  with  streets,  alleys 
i  various  boundaries.  Jacob  for  many  years  had  done 
isiderable  surveying  and  so  laid  out  the  village  of  Mid- 
itown.  When  Deeds  had  to  be  written,  Jacob  Danner 
s  a  neighborhood  Attorney,  and  wrote  them.  Convey- 
ces,  agreements,  contracts  all  were  in  his  line.  These 
executed  in  a  plain  and  neat  hand.  Being  a  peace 
;ing  Dunker  or  Tunker,  the  blessing  of  the  peace 
kker  was  also  a  part  of  his  lot.  For,  "in  many  cases 
I  difficulty  and  misunderstandings  his  kind  interference 
.s  often  called  for,  and  even  in  family  disruptions  his 
aceful  influence  has  oftener  than  once  soothed  the 
)ubled  waters." 

|0n  the  Frontiers,  Doctors  were  scarce,  and  many  a 
jerb  Woman,"  or  "Granny  Woman,"  was  called  in  times 
I  need.  Jacob  Danner's  mechanical  ability  rendered  him 
ept  in  the  setting  of  bones,  in  which  he  had  much  suc- 

|ss. 

He  was  also,  "famous  as  a  tooth-drawer;  and,  in  those 
.ys  when  it  was  in  fashion,  a  very  popular  bleeder,  in 
aich,  no  doubt,  he  did  as  much  harm  as  any  regular 
lysician  who  perpetrated  as  many  acts  of  phlebotomy." 

Most  of  his  services,  which  were  not  in  his  regular 
isiness,  were  made  without  charge.  This  usually  adds  to 
e  popularity  of  the  individual  rendering  the  service, 
'hen  he  made  charges,  they  were  without  exception  mod- 
•ate  and  low. 

Those  who  knew  him  stated  that,  "few  men  have  served 
leir  day  and  generation  better,  or  obtained  a  more  wide 
)read  reputation  for  usefulness,  honesty  and  upright- 
5SS.  Seldom  have  the  words  of  the  poet  been  more  ap- 
icable  than  when  applied  to  the  deceased,  when  he  says: 
'ew  such  are  born  in  the  same  age  and  clime.'  " 

When  he  became  a  member  of  "The  Tunker  Society," 
e  have  no  record.  It  was  only  some  18  miles  between 
s  home  and  the  home  of  his  friend,  George  Shaver,  in 
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Maurertown,  to  the  South.  Shaver  traveled  far  and  often 
for  one  of  his  day.  Certainly  he  must  have  spent  nights 
with  Danner  when  Shaver  was  on  his  way  to  the  Manor 
or  other  churches  in  Maryland.  John  Kline  who  traveled 
thousands  of  miles  on  faithful  Old  Nell,  must  have  stabled 
his  horse  in  the  Danner  stable,  and  sat  before  his  hos- 
pitable fire.  It  is  not  out  of  place  to  assume,  that  Dan- 
ner also  visited  from  time  to  time  Elder  Shaver's  home 
in  Maurertown.  Friendship  worked  both  ways  in  those 
days  and  their  common  need  brought  them  together. 

The  author  still  marvels  at  the  ability  of  our  Brethren 
forefathers,  who,  devoid  of  labor  saving  machinery,  were 
able  to  do  as  much  toward  making  a  living  and  at  the 
same  time  serve  their  Lord  as  much  as  they  did  in  a  sac- 
rificial Ministry  as  far  as  support  was  concerned.  The 
Lord  must  have  blessed  them  with  health,  ability  and 
keen  judgment.  How  the  early  Brethren  Elders  were  able 
to  care  for  their  farms,  for  many  of  them  were  tillers 
of  the  soil,  and  cover  as  much  of  the  territory  by  the  slow 
methods  of  travel,  is  marvelous. 

Likely  the  Church  which  Jacob  Danner  attended  as  a 
member  of  the  "Tunker  Society,"  was  the  old  Salem 
Church,  which  was  located  off  the  beaten  track  between 
Middletown  and  Stephen's  City.  Whether  he  was  officially 
connected  with  the  church  at  Salem  in  any  capacity,  we 
have  no  information.  The  Brethren  traveled  the  length 
of  the  Valley  starting  churches  in  their  homes.  This  brought 
about  a  rich  fellowship  of  visitation.  They  were  a  close 
knit  Fraternity  of  Believers,  as  it  were.  Visits  from  itin- 
erating Elders  were  looked  for  and  no  matter  how  small 
the  house,  or  how  large  the  family,  they  managed  to 
make  room  for  the  visitor.  He  brought  them  not  only 
word  of  the  .Brethren  but  news  from  even  more  distant 
places.  Surely  they  were  rich  experiences  which  brightened 
their  long  life  of  daily  toil. 

It  was  some  eleven  years  following  the  death  of  Jacob 
Danner  that  the  erstwhile  peaceful  community  was  dis- 
rupted by  the  marching  and  coimter  marching  of  the 
Armies  of  the  Blue  and  the  Gray.  Fourteen  years  follow- 
ing his  death,  the  traveling  Virginia  Elder,  John  Kline 
was  to  fall  a  victim  and  martyr  of  the  assassin's  bullets 
near  Broadway,  Virginia. 

It  was  good  fortune  to  be  able  to  find  the  grave  of 
Jacob  Danner,  without  its  identification  being  destroyed, 
in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  battles  were  fought 
there  during  the  War  between  the  States,  as  it  was  called 
in  the  South.  The  battle  of  Cedar  Creek  was  fought  near- 
by, in  1864.  It  was  at  Middletown  that  "Stonewall"  Jack- 
son attacked  Banks  as  he  retreated  from  Strasburg  on 
May  24,  1862.  It  v/as  10:30  A.  M.,  October  19,  1864  that 
General  Phil  Sheridan  reined  in  his  dark,  lathered  horse 
on  a  knoll  just  North  of  Middletown,  having  ridden  from 
Winchester.  He  was  thereby  able  to  check  the  Union  re- 
treat from  Cedar  Creek.  T.  B.  Reed  has  immortalized  this 
ride  "from   Winchester  twenty  miles  away." 

In  choosing  the  site  for  a  village,  they  were  not  un- 
mindful of  natural  beauty.  It  is  660  feet  above  sea-level. 
To  the  south  east  may  be  seen  the  towering  end  of  Mas- 
sanutten  Mountain. 

This  was  used  as  a  signal  point  by  both  Armies  from 
1861  to   1865.   Upon   this  northernmost  point  is  a  lonely 
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grave  of  an  unknown  Civil  War  soldier.  Farther  east, 
and  north  of  Massanutten  Mountain  may  be  seen  the 
hazy  Blue  Ridge  in  the  distance.  Turning  and  looking  to- 
ward the  west,  another  and  loftier,  even  longer  range  of 
mountains.  The  Shenandoah,  may  be  seen.  These  mark  the 
western  boundary  of  the  Valley. 

We  do  not  know  the  size  of  Middletown  when  the  one 
who  surveyed  it  was  carried  to  the  gentle  hill  top  and  laid 
to  rest.  It  could  not  have  been  large,  as  its  population  is 
given  today  as  386.  For  perhaps  a  mile  it  lines  either 
side  of  the  Valley  Pike.  There  is  little  local  industry 
there  and  it  is  a  typical  Virginia  village.  However  do  not  let 
the  good  road  tempt  you  into  driving  thi'ough  with  a  heavy 
foot.  The  present  Mayor  is  David  Munson,  one  very  much 
interested  in  local  History. 

Just  some  eight  years  before  Jacob  Banner  was  born, 
the  settlers  built  a  stone  fort  a  mile  west  of  the  ridge 
upon  which  Middletown  was  later  to  be  located.  This  was 
built  about  1755.  They  must  have  expected  the  Indian 
raids  or  attacks  to  come  from  the  north  as  they  loop- 
holed  the  northern  end  for  defense.  However  the  Valley 
had  its  last  Indian  outrage  when  in  1766  five  Indians  at- 
tacked two  settler  families  who  were  fleeing  to  Wood- 
stock. While  the  women  and  children  escaped,  two  men 
were  killed. 

The  Author  has  been  traveling  up  and  down  the  Shen- 
andoah Valley  for  over  forty  years,  and  feels  that  Mid- 
dletown is  located  in  as  beautiful  a  section  of  the  Valley 
as  has  been  seen.  The  Shenandoah  River  flows  north.  It 
was  at  first  somewhat  confusing  to  go  up  south  or  down 
north.  The  nearby  river,  the  mountains  in  their  various 
moods,  surely  must  have  played  a  big  part  in  the  mind 


of  Jacob  Banner,  when  he  made  this  his  earthly  he 
The  various  cloud  effects,  the  pastel  mountains,  and 
oftimes  haze  resting  upon  them  speak  to  the  finer    li 
sibilities  of  man.   Surely  they  speak  of  a  higher  pc; 
which  our  Bunker  forefathers  worshipped  and  respeii] 
enough  to  make  every  sacrifice  possible  for  Him.

While  none  of  Jacob  Banner's  poetry  is  known  to  ei 

today,  he  must  have  based  some  of  it  upon  the  beaut 
scenery  which  met  his  eyes  daily.  Resting  from  his 
rious  activities,  he  could  feast  his  eyes  upon  natu. 
magnificent  beauties.  The  Mountains,  the  Shenand' 
River  and  the  undulating  valleys  must  have  brought 
him  times  without  number  a  sense  of  peace  and  a  de 
to  meet  face  to  face  the  great  Creator,  who  gave  tl 
being.  Let  us  assume  that  one  who  lived  in  our  ti 
Poet  Garnett  Eskew,  who  graduated  from  Charles' 
West  Virginia,  High  School  in  1912,  speaks  for  Ja* 
Banner  in  one  of  his  poems.  He  styles  this  "The  Dau 
ter  of  the  Stars."  We  give  the  first  and  the  last  verst

REPORT  FROM  NEW  LEBANON,  OHIO 

For  two  reasons,  the  writer  is  bringing  this  report  on 
he  work  at  New  Lebanon.  In  the  first  place,  the  regular 
orrespondent  has  been  seriously  ill  for  a  number  of 
lonths,  and  consequently,  unable  to  write  about  the  work 
ere.  Secondly,  since  the  writer  is  coming  to  the  close  of 
he  third  of  three  very  pleasant  years  in  New  Lebanon, 
:e  feels  that  this  report  might  not  only  be  a  review  of 
ecent  work,  but  a  sort  of  means  of  saying  "thank-you" 
0  the  people  with  whom  he  has  been  working. 

The  congregation  at  New  Lebanon  has  been  very  much 
n  the  alert  for  means  of  improving  the  situation  here, 
'his  applies  both  to  the  Spiritual  Welfare  of  the  Church 
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and  to  the  Physical  Welfare.  We  have  enjoyed  a  wonder- 
ful three  years  of  harmony  and  cooperation.  Almost  with- 
out exception,  suggestions  from  individuals  interested  in 
growth  and  development  have  been  met  in  the  spirit  in 
which  they  were  given,  and  results  have  made  themselves 
evident.  We  are  worshiping  in  a  building  that  draws 
many  favorable  comments  from  visitors  who  worship  with 
us,  and  it  is  being  kept  in  a  good  state  of  repair.  The  big- 
gest drawback  to  our  building  is  lack  of  space.  In  our 
Sunday  School  we  have  been  "bulging  at  the  seams"  for 
some  time  and  it  has  become  imperative  that  some  atten- 
tion be  given  to  an  expansion  program,  if  our  work  is  to 
go  efficiently  forward.  Church  attendance  has  remained 
almost  on  a  par  with  our  Sunday  School  attendance,  and 
in  the  period  of  time  since  our  pastorate  began  here,  we 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  adult  choir  increase 
in  size,  we  have  watched  the  formation  and  development 
of  a  Student  Choir,  now  entering  its  third  year,  and  we 
are  just  now  planning  a  third  group,  which  will  likely  be 
known  as  the  Youth  Choir  since  it  will  be  made  up  of 
High  School  Young  People. 

Our  various  organizations  of  the  church  have  been  tak- 
ing their  places  of  responsibility  and  have  been  serving 
in  many  ways.  The  Laymen  for  two  summers  have  put 
out  a  plot  of  ground — once  in  pop-corn,  and  once  in  field 
com.  Both  of  these  projects  were  successful — not  only 
financially  speaking,  but  in  giving  our  men  something 
that  they  could  work  on,  together.  The  ladies  of  the 
W.  M.  S.  groups  have  faithfully  held  up  their  end  of  the 
work  too,  and  our  Sisterhood  and  Brotherhood  groups 
have  been  functioning. 

In  the  month  of  March,  we  had  a  two-weeks  evange- 
listic effort  with  L.  O.  McCartneysmith  and  his  wife. 
Many  contacts  were  made  during  these  two  weeks,  and 
16  were  received  into  the  church  by  baptism.  In  October, 
Rev.  S.  E.  iByler  of  Murray,  Kentucky,  a  brother  of  the 
pastor,  was  here  for  a  10  day  meeting,  and  21  were  re- 
ceived into  the  church  at  the  close  of  that  effort.  During 
the  calendar  year  of  1954,  61  members  were  received  by 
baptism  and  9  by  letter.  We  lost  5  by  death  and  2  by 
other  means,  leaving  us  a  net  gain  of  63  for  the  year. 
This  put  us  beyond  our  goal  of  "54  in  '54"  so  we  have  set 
a  higher  one  for  1955.  This  year  we  have  adopted  "75  in 
'55"  and  are  very  hopeful  that  it  shall  be  attained. 

We  look  forward  to  the  coming  of  Brother  J.  D.  Hamel 
of  South  Bend  for  our  next  meeting.  He  is  to  begin  with 
us  on  Monday  evening,  March  14th,  and  the  meeting  is 
to  continue  until  the  27th.  Our  National  Youth  Director, 
Rev.  Clarence  Stogsdill  is  to  be  our  Spring  Rally  Day 
Speaker,  on  the  morning  of  March  13th,  and  we  plan 
to  have  him  with  us  in  the  evening  when  three  deacons 
and  deaconesses  will  be  ordained. 

In  the  last  Quarterly  Business  Meeting,  the  church 
voiced  its  approval  in  a  building  program.  The  Financial 
Board,  some  time  ago,  was  asked  to  contact  an  architect 
and  have  preliminary  drawings  made  and  presented  to  the 
church  for  consideration.  These  plans,  calling  for  some 
enlargement  in  the  front  of  the  church,  and  a  new  edu- 
cational unit  58  feet  by  64  feet  in  the  rear  (2  story)  were 
approved  by  the  church,  and  the  Finance  Board  has  re- 
ceived instructions  to  plan  to  conduct  a  drive  for  funds 
so  that  our  expansion  program  can  be  put  in  motion  at 
the  earliest  possible  opportunity.  Negotiations  are  also 
under  way  for  the  purchase  of  a  plot  of  ground  at  the 
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rear  of  the  church  for  improving  our  parking  facilities. 
Mr.  Ray  Yount  of  the  Dayton  Congregation  is  the  man 
who  was  engaged  for  our  enlargement  planning. 

The  writer  would  like  to  add  an  additional  word  in 
closing,  of  a  bit  more  personal  nature,  on  behalf  of  his 
wife  and  family,  as  well  as  himself.  We  have  thoroughly 
enjoyed  our  first  three  years  of  work  here.  The  spirit 
of  cooperation  and  the  fine  spirit  of  harmony  and  good 
will  have  made  the  work  pleasant.  The  church  has  been 
quite  considerate,  giving  us  an  increase  in  salary  each 
year,  and  improving  our  living  conditions  by  adding  addi- 
tional heating,  painting  and  redecorating.  We  are  just 
about  to  have  the  bathroom  modernized — along  with  a  bit 
of  remodeling  which  will  make  the  upstairs  more  con- 
venient.    We   could   not   ask  for  greater  consideration. 

We  ai'e  looking  forward,  too,  to  having  the  State  Con- 
ference at  New  Lebanon  in  June.  Your  visit  with  the 
church  at  that  time  will  be  a  welcome  one,  and  we  shall 
enjoy  the  opportunity  of  planning  bigger  and  better  work 
for  our  district  with  you.

At  General  Conference  this  year,  Rev.  Black,  pastor 
the  Muncie  Church,  asked  me  to  hold  Evangelistic  Servit 
in  his  church  this  fall.

THE  STEWARDSHIP  OF  LIFE 

Scripture  Reading:  Luke  16:1-9;  I  Corinthians  4:1-5 

[-•HE  WORD  STEWARDSHIP  has  taken  upon  itself  an 
L  unpopular  meaning,  as  we  might  discover  in  any 
oup  discussing  the  subject.  Let  us  imagine  the  foUow- 
g  discussion  in  a  young  married  people  class.  The 
acher  asks  the  question,  "What  is  this  we  call  stew- 
dship?" 

Bill  is  quick  to  answer,  "You  tithe;  that's  all  there  is 
it.  I  give  a  tenth  of  my  income,  and  that's  .all  any- 
le  can  expect   of  me." 

Jack  says,  "It's  just  a  glorified  way  of  getting  the  cash. 
/e  ought  to  divide  the  running  expenses  of  the  church 
ad  ask  each  person  to  give  his  share." 

Dick  is  not  so  certain  about  this  money  definition  of 
tewardship  for  he  says,  "I  think  that  it  includes  tithing, 
ut  I  have  a  feeling  that  it  has  something  to  do  with  the 
Christian's  attitude  toward  all  of  his  life  and  that  in- 
ludes  his  money,  time,  and  talents." 

Dick  is  absolutely  right  for  as  a  matter  of  fact  the 
mphasis  on  the  stewardship  of  possessions  is  only  a  part 
f  the  call  of  the  church  to  the  stewardship  of  all  of 
ife.  And  the  challenge  of  the  church  to  the  dedication 
f  possessions  cannot  be  understood  unless  it  is  seen 
.gainst  the  larger  background  of  our  whole  attitude  to- 
ward life. 

L  THE  MEANING  OF  STEWARDSHIP— In  the  orig- 
nal  meaning  of  the  word,  a  steward  was  "an  officer  or 
imployee  in  a  large  family,  or  on  a  large  estate,  to  man- 
ige  the  domestic  concerns,  supervise  servants,  collect 
■ents  or  income,  keep  accounts,  etc."  Notice  how  well 
his  idea  fits  into  the  reference  in  Luke  16:1-9.  The  stew- 
ird  handled  the  revenues  of  a  large  estate,  but  he  was 
lupposed  to  handle  them  in  the  interest  of  the  owner, 
^nd  the  steward  was  expected  to  be  ready  at  any  time  to 
five  an  account  of  his  stewardship.  From  the  very  begin- 
ling,  God  tried  to  show  His  people  that  they  are  not  the 
»wners  of  the  world,  but  are  His  stewards.  All  that  we 
lave — time,  talents,  and  possessions  have  been  loaned  to 
IS  for  a  life-time — God  expects  us  to  use  them  for  His 
greatest  glory  and  advantage. 

II.  STEWARDSHIP  OF  TIME— One  way  in  which  the 
christian  will  discharge  his  responsibility  as  a  steward 
s  through  the  rendering  of  an  account  to  God  of  the 
vay  in  which  he  uses  his  time.  All  of  us  have  the  same 
imount  of  time.  We  vary  greatly  in  the  amount  of  money 
vhich  we  have  at  our  disposal,  but  each  of  us  has  twenty- 
'our  hours  a  day,  seven  days  in  the  week,  and  fifty-two 
veeks  in  the  year. 

Many  times  the  question  comes  up,  "Is  it  wrong  to  do 
his?"  The  answer  may  be  that  this  thing  is  not  v/rong 
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in  itself,  but  is  it  the  best  way  that  a  steward  of  God 
can  tise  his  time? 

The  way  that  we  use  our  time  is  a  real  indication  of 
our  sincerity  as  a  Christian.  One  lady  said,  "I'm  quite 
sure  that  stewardship  means  more  than  money.  I  can 
give  a  certain  amount  of  money  without  much  sacrifice, 
but  it  is  in  the  giving  of  time  that  I  have  to  make  the 
sacrifice.  There  is  something  more  akin  to  sacrifice  when 
I  give  time  for  various  church  responsibilities,  including 
two  practice  periods  each  week  and  singing  in  the  choir 
on  Sundays.  I  wonder  if  this  kind  of  giving  should  not 
be  included  in  stewardship?" 

III.  STEWARDSHIP  OF  TALENTS— Any  true  under- 
standing of  stewardship  must  also  involve  the  steward- 
ship of  abilities.  If  a  man  has  yielded  his  life  to  Jesus 
Christ,  it  follows  that  the  abilities  that  he  has  should 
be  laid  on  the  altar  of  the  service  of  God.  Men  may  vary 
greatly  in  their  talents  and  some  may  have  one  talent 
while  others  may  have  ten  talents.  Jesus  expects  us  to 
serve  in  proportion  to  that  which  He  has  given  us.  He 
says,  "For  unto  whomsoever  much  is  given,  of  him  shall 
be  much  required:  and  to  whom  men  have  committed 
much,  of  him  they  will  ask  the  more."  Luke  12:48. 

IV.  FAITHFULNESS  IS  REQUIRED  OF  A  STEW- 
ARD.— "It  is  required  in  stewards  that  a  man  be  found 
faithful."  I  Corinthians  4:2.  The  time  will  soon  come  to 
each  of  us  when  we  shall  hear  the  stern,  startling  sum- 
mons— "Give  an  account  of  thy  stewardship,  for  thou 
mayest  be  no  longer  steward."  We  were  sent  into  the 
world  to  live  through  a  few  years  in  it,  and  to  hand  on 
unimpaired  the  whole  of  our  inheritance  as  Christians — 
the  form  of  sound  words  in  which  our  beliefs  are  summed 
up,  and  the  accumulated  treasures  of  centuries  of  Church 
life  which  have  modified  in  countless  ways  the  thoughts, 
words  and  usages  of  society. 

What  about  our  influence  among  our  friends,  neigh- 
bours, and  fellow-workmen?  The  best  kind  of  influence  is 
that  which  is  exerted  unconsciously  upon  those  who  see 
us  every  day,  and  therefore  personal  holiness  and  a  high 
sense  of  duty  is  the  most  important  part  of  our  witness 
from  God  to  our  fellowmen. 

A  good  man's  life  is  the  best  sermon  in  the  world.  The 
quiet  eloquence  of  deeds  and  character  is  far  more  con- 
vincing and  uplifting  than  any  mere  passing  words  of 
human  breath.  You  remember  the  story  of  St.  Francis 
how  that  he  told  one  of  his  students  that  they  were  going 
down  to  the  village  to  preach  for  Christ.  After  they  had 
spent  much  time  walking  through  the  streets  and  con- 
versing with  several  friends,  they  returned  home.  When 
the  students  asked  St.  Francis  when  they  were  going  to 
start  preaching,  he  replied,  "We  have  been  preaching  all 
afternoon."  Wliat  a  strength  for  good  among  the  millions 
of  our  world  is  the  life  of  a  simple,  sincere,  dedicated 
Christian.

CHRISTIAN  CONVERSATION  means  the  right  words 
(Prov.  25:11)  spoken  at  the  right  time  (Eccl.  3:7; 
Isaiah  50:4).  We  who  are  Christian  are  to  speak  with  well 
ordered  words  in  conversation  (Psalm  50:23),  and  with  ut- 
most sincerity  (2  Cor.  1:12).  We  are  not  to  speak  as  sin- 
ners (1  John  4:5)  with  our  former  conversation  (Eph.  2:3). 
We  are  not  to  speak  in  vain  words  (1  Peter  1:18),  in  idle 
words  (Matt.  12:36),  in  filthy  words  (2  Peter  2:7),  nor 
covetously  (Heb.  13:5)  nor  evil  of  another  (James  4:11). 

We  Christians  are  to  converse  with  pure  words  (1  Tim. 
4:12;  1  Peter  3:2;  Eph.  5:4).  We  are  to  make  the  Gospel 
truth  the  meat  of  our  conversation  (Phil.  1:27;  3:20;  1 
Peter  1:15;  3:1). 

We  are  to  speak  to  God  (Deut.  5:24;  Exodus  33:9).  We 
are  to  converse  with  sinners  concei'ning  their  need  of  salva- 
tion (Ezek.  33:8).  We  are  to  speak  of  the  Word  (Deut. 
6:7),  God's  righteousness  (Psalm  71:24),  and  of  God's 
power  (Psalm  145:11).

THE  CHURCH  AND  ITS  SACRAMENTS  | 

(ORDINANCES) 

Lesson:  Acts  2:38-41;  I  Cor.  11:23-29  i 

WHATEVER  IS  TAUGHT  in  the  Holy  Scripture! 
must  be  important.  Especially  is  this  true  if  sane 
tioned  by  our  Lord.  In  our  lesson  for  today  we  study  tw( 
ordinances  of  the  church  which  were  approved  by  Jesu; 
and  His  followers:  Baptism  and  Communion.  i 

Try  as  you  may  you  cannot  escape  the  fact  that  Bap- 1 
tism  is  clearly  taught  in  the  Word.  Jesus  Himself  sanc-i 
tioned  this  act  when  He  went  down  into  the  Jordan  Rivei 
to  be  baptized  by  John  the  Baptist.  Jesus  did  so,  sayingi 
"Suffer  it  to  be  so  now:  for  thus  it  becometh  us  to  ful-i 
fill  all  righteousness"  (Matt.  3:15).  This  matter  was  so 
important  to  Jesus  that  He  included  it  among  His  final 
teachings  to  the  disciples  before  He  ascended  into  heaven. 
"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost"  (Matt.  28:19). 

Because  of  this,  it  is  not  strange  to  find  the  disciples 
teaching  and  practicing  this  doctrine  in  the  church.  Peter 
referred  to  baptism  in  his  great  Pentecostal  sermon  with  I 
these  words:  "Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you^ 
in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins" 
(Acts  2:38).  But  not  only  did  Peter  practice  baptism,  buti 
Philip    (Acts   8,   9),   and  Paul    (Acts   16,   19). 

Baptism  is  an  outward  act  of  an  inward  work  wrought  | 
by  God.  It  is  an  act  of  obedience  in  accordance  with  the 
teaching   and   practice   of    Jesus    and    His    followers.    It 
must,  however,  be  preceded  by  repentance  and  faith. 

Sometimes  I  fear  Brethren  people  are  guilty  of  per- 
forming outward  acts  (such  as  baptism,  feet-washing,  the 
love  feast,  communion,  the  kiss  of  peace)  while  forgetting

the  all-important  spiritual  lessons  these  acts  were  meant 
to  teach! 

The  lesson  also  refers  to  the  ordinance  of  Communion. 
Notice  that  it  was  instituted  by  our  Lord.  It  is  to  be  ob- 
served for  at  least  two  important  reasons  as  found  in  this 
verse:  "For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this 
cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's  death  till  He  come"  (I  Cor. 
11:26).  First,  we  are  to  look  back  to  the  Cross  of  Calvary 
and  be  reminded  of  our  Lord  who  was  slain  there  for 
us.  Secondly,  we  are  to  look  forward  to  the  time  when 
He  shall  come  again! 

The  Child  of  God  who  fails  to  follow  the  Lord  in  full 
obedience  by  observing  the  ordinances  laid  down  by  Him, 
is  depriving  himself  of  rich  spiritual  blessing  and  con- 
tinued spiritual  growth. 

Perhaps  we  could  express  this  thought  in  these  words: 
"Blessed  is  he  who  not  only  HEARS,  but  DOES!"

WE  WOULD  URGE  THE  BRETHREN  To 
leep  in  mind,  as  much  is  heard  and  seen  about 
Brotherhood"  this  month,  that  our  thinking,  ac- 
ions,  and  participation  must  be  tempered  with 
he  fact  that  TRUE  BROTHERHOOD  must  have 
'hrist,  our  Lord,  in  the  center  of  it.  Let  us  not 
IB  led  astray  by  anything  less ! 

CHRISTIAN  BROTHERHOOD  CAN  BE  A  RE- 
ALITY! It  is  yet  too  much  in  the  abstract.  We 
Christians  need  to  practice  it  more  and  more.  Yet 
lo  we  not  see,  too  often,  where  friendships  of 
wears'  standing,  are  sacrificed  in  the  church  to  the 
fed  of  personal  aggression  and  gain?  The  Chris- 
ian  church,  symbolizing  Brotherhood,  has  been 
raught  through  the  centuries  and  the  present, 
vith  actions  which  belies  its  charter. 

If  Brotherhood  in  Christ,  in  the  Church  seems 
lot  to  be  able  to  come  anyways  near  100% 
achievement,  how  scarcely  will  a  Brotherhood  of 
nen  apart  from  Christ  succeed? 

IS  IT  NOT  TIME  to  reemphasize  the  basic 
cachings  of  Christian  Brotherhood  IN  THE 
CHURCH,  to  then  launch  out  and  empower 
Brotherhood  among  men — by  reaching  their  souls 
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with  the  transforming  power    of    the    love    of 
Christ? 

Yes  .  .  .  Brotherhood  IS  the  answer !  A  Brother- 
hood of  Christians,  with  Christ  in  their  hearts, 
empowered  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  "teach  all  na- 
tions .  .  ."

WE  ARE  FACING  A  WORLD  TODAY  that  is  filled 
with  tremendous  changes  in  science,  economics,  pol- 
itics, society,  morality,  and  religion,  in  which  the  concep- 
tions of  our  forefathers  have  been  ruthlessly  cast  aside, 
and  untried  and  unproven  substitutions  presented:  there- 
fore it  is  apparent  that  thinking  men  and  women  should 
take  time  to  evaluate  these  changes  and  substitutions, 
and  search  diligently  for  something  upon  which  they 
may  build  with  confidence. 

Out  of  these  changes  a  multitude  of  difficult  problems

,',  we  must  believe  in  all  that  He  advocated,  and  be 
dient  to  all  that  He  has  commanded;  because  He  has 
1:  "He  that  saith,  'I  know  Him,'  and  keepeth  not  His 
imandments,  is  a  liai",  and  the  truth  is  not  in  him" 
John  2:4).  Jesus  also  speaks  relative  to  being  The 
)r  through  which  men  must  enter  into  God's  heavenly 
d:  He  that  entereth  not  by  the  Door  of  the  sheepfold, 

climbeth  up  some  other  way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and 
obber"  (John  10:1). 

.  God's  Word  speaks  of  but  One  Faith.  In  Ephesians 
-5-6  we  read:  "There  is  One  Body  (or  Bride)  and  One 
rit,  even  as  ye  are  called  in  One  Hope  of  your  Call- 
;  One  Lord,  One  Faith,  and  One  Baptism  (Dipping); 
i  God  and  Father  above  all."  The  Apostle  Jude  tells  us 
t  "It  was  needful  for  me  to  write  unto  you,  and  ex- 
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hort  you  that  ye  should  earnestly  contend  for  the  Faith 
once  for  all  delivered  unto  the  Saints  (Jude  3).  From  this 
One  Faith,  Once  for  all  delivered  unto  the  Saints"  there 
has  some  more  than  400  different  religious  faiths  been 
set  up  as  being  genuine.  There's  something  wrong  some- 
where ! ! ! 

3.  But  some  will  say:  "I  believe  that  if  I  am  sincere  in 
belief,  my  faith  will  satisfy  my  Lord,  and  in  some  man- 
ner, I'll  get  by."  ,But — will  it  be  satisfactory  to  the  Lord  ? 
His  reply  is  this:  "Not  everyone  that  saith  unto  me.  Lord, 
Lord,  shall  enter  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  but  he  that 
doeth  the  will  of  my  father  which  is  in  heaven." 

For  centuries  men  believed  that  the  earth  was  flat; 
but  they  were  wrong.  It  was  round  in  spite  of  what  men 
believed.  It  is  true  that  Mohammedans,  Buddhists,  Zion- 
ists and  others  believe  that  they  are  right;  but  we  know 
that  they  are  wrong,  and  that  they  cannot  be  saved  and 
believe  what  they  do. 

4.  BUT— SOME  WILL  SAY:  "THERE  IS  SO  MUCH 
GOOD  IN  ALL  RELIGIONS!"  Yes;  but  the  most  dan- 
gerous false  religions  are  made  attractive  by  stressing 
certain  "good"  points.  Relative  to  this  Jesus  said:  "Be- 
ware of  false  prophets,  which  come  to  you  in  sheep's 
clothing,  but  inwardly  they  are  ravening  wolves.  Ye  shall 
know  them  by  their  fruits"  (Matthew  7:15-20).  A  relig- 
ion with  a  few  good  points  reminds  one  of  the  deadliness 
of  a  bag  of  sugar  adulterated  with  a  few  grains  of 
strychnine.  In  the  words  of  Jesus:  "A  little  leaven  leaven- 
eth  the  whole  lump"  (I  Corinthians  5:6;  Galatians  5:9). 
"Purge  out  therefore  the  old  leaven,  that  ye  may  be  a 
new  lump,  as  ye  are  unleavened"  (I  Corinthians  5:7). 

5.  BUT— WE  ARE  WORSHIPPING  THE  SAME 
GOD!!!  This  is  the  excuse  set  forth  by  some;  particu- 
larly those  supporting  the  doctrine  that  "All  men  are  the 
sons  of  God."  "We  are  all  worshipping  that  same  God, 
and  should  therefore  amalgamate,  and  work  together  in 
order  to  bring  in  the  Kingdom."  Jesus  Christ  has  never 
requested  that  the  Church  "bring  in  the  Kingdom."  He 
did  request  that  Christians  pray:  "Thy  Kingdom  Come!!!" 
No  organization  is  able  to  either  "bring  in  the  Kingdom"; 
neither  can  it  delay  its  establishment.  God  will  establish 
His  Kingdom  irrespective  of  what  men  do. 

But — are  we  all  worshipping  the  same  God?"  The  Mo- 
hammedan   worships    Allah,    the    One     God,     but     reject.^ 
Jesus   Christ   as   God's   Only   Begotten    Son,   substituting 
Mohammed  as  God's  prophet.  Buddhism  rejects  both  the

JANET  AT  GULAK 

(Spent  at  Christmas  time  with  the  Bischofs) 


I'm  typing  this  from  the  sleeping  vei'andah  of  Bea  and 
Bob's  house  here  in  Gulak.  It  is  late  evening  and  a  lovely 
breeze  is  blowing.  In  every  direction  I  can  see  mountains 
— the  closest  one  about  half  a  mile  away.  A  herd  of  hump- 
hacked  cattle  is  grazing  in  the  dry  grass  and  cornfields 
nearby.  There  is  no  noise  anywhere  except  the  far-off 
talking  or  calling  of  Africans  in  their  compounds  and  the 
boys  working  in  the  kitchen  downstairs. 

Now  a  couple  naked,  pagan  women  (one  with  a  baby 
on  her  back)  are  walking  on  the  path  in  front  of  the 
house  on  their  way  home  from  work  in  the  fields.  .Bea  is 
having  her  afternoon  dispensary  duties,  and  Bob  is  work- 
ing in  his  office  on  some  Conference  reports.  There  is  no 
radio  (the  batteries  are  not  working  now),  telephone  or 
TV  to  interrupt  or  distract.  This  is  really  a  lovely,  lovely 
place.  I  would  have  become  lonely,  had  I  been  shut  in  as 
Bea  and  Bob  were  for  three  or  four  months  during  the 
rains;  but  they  didn't  seem  to  mind  too  much.  This  past 
month  they  have  had  enough  company  to  make  up  for  the 
months   when  no   one  was  here. 

Christmas  party  (at  Jos) 

The  evening  of  November  5  we  had  our  big  Christmas 
party.  Clayton  and  I  had  gone  to  the  forest  preserve  for 
a  20-foot  tree.  We  had  a  worship  service  outside,  below 
the  hillside,  with  a  Christmas  scene.  This  was  lighted  for 
the  first  time.  The  people  in  the  scene  were  about  ten 
feet  high;  the  camels  higher.  The  angel  was  on  top  of 
high  stone.  Each  evening  the  scene  was  lighted  and  some- 
times carols  played.  Afterward  we  had  games  in  the  rec- 
reational hall;  then  Santa  Claus  (Mr.  Brubaker  dressed 
in  the  red  suit  Clayton  brought)  arrived  much  to  the  sur- 
prise of  the  children.  He  handed  out  gifts  the  children 
brought.  We  celebrated  at  this  time  before  the  children 
went  home  for  the  holidays.  One  afternoon  I  took  twenty 
of  my  children  shopping — what  fun!

On  November  6,  the  deputation  and  a  number  of  our 
staff  had  a  fine  day  at  Gindiri  Training  Center.  It  is 
S.  U.  M.  school  with  more  than  800  students,  training 
secondary  pupils,  teachers,  pastors,  farmers,  teachers' 
wives,  etc.  They  had  a  fine  service  in  their  big  chapel, 
open  house  in  all  departments,  and  then  a  closing  pro- 
gram on  the  football  field  with  a  lovely  four-part  choir, 
physical  education  demonstration,  band,  etc.  We  had  lunch 
and  tea  at  the  home  of  one  of  the  missionaries.

THE  SUBJECT  OF  MENTAL  HEALTH  is  one 
which,  I  beheve,  has  never  been  discussed  in 
the  pages  of  the  Eviangelist.  The  reasons  for  this 
may  be  many — shame,  fear,  ignorance  of  the  sub- 
ject, oversight — but  the  reasons  are  not  impor- 
tant. What  is  important  is  that  the  problem 
exists  and  we  cannot  escape  it. 

According  to  facts  compiled  by  the  National 
Association  for  Mental  Health,  "at  the  present 
rate,  one  out  of  every  12  children  born  each  year 
will  need  to  go  to  a  mental  hospital  some  time 
during  his  life  because  of  severe  mental  illness. 
At  least  nine  million  Americans — one  in  every  16 
— are  suffering  from  a  mental  or  emotional  dis- 
order." There  are  many  others  who  are  not  ill 
enough  to  be  hospitalized,  but  who  are  living 
"lives  of  quiet  desperation"  because  of  emotional 
turmoil  which  they  cannot  dispel  without  help. 

Now  I  can  hear  many  of  you  saying,  "But,  if 
a  person  is  firmly  grounded  in  their  faith,  they 
will  not  have  emotional  and  mental  illnesses." 
Ideally  speaking  this  would  be  true,  but,  unfor- 
tunately we  are  only  "babes  in  Christ,"  striving 
to  live  as  close  to  His  pattern  as  possible,  but  we 
have  not  yet  achieved  perfection  and  many  do 
suffer  emotional  and  mental  illnesses  just  as 
many  suffer  physical  illnesses.  We  must  not  over- 
look the  fact,  too,  that  many  emotional  and  men- 
tal disturbances  arise  from  physical  causes  such 
as  endrocrinal  disturbances,  hardening  of  the  ar- 
teries, etc.  We  do  not  have  control  over  these  sit- 
uations, that  is,  we  do  not  have  conscious  control 
over  them. 

The  psychiatrists  have  long  been  regarded  by 
the  faithful  as  being  atheistic,  materialistic,  and 
even  "in  league  with  the    devil."    Unfortunately 


these  accusations  have,  in  the    past,    had 
foundation. 

However,  there  has  been    apparent   for    sc 
time  a  trend  toward  a  more  general  acceptancd 
the  importance  of  the   spiritual  side  of  life 
conjunction  with  the  psychiatric  emphasis  on 
study  of  the  "id,  ego  and  sub-conscious." 

All  of  the  psychiatrists  with  whom  I  have  cc 
in  contact  during  my  association  with  the  Coll 
bus  State  Hospital,  both  as  a  patient  and  as 
Volunteer  Recreational  Worker  the  past  1 
years,  seem  to  be  of  this  school  of  thought.  TI 
welcome  the  services  of  the  full-time  Protest' 
and  Catholic  Chaplains  and  it  is  apparent  tha; 
true  "grounding  in  the  faith"  holds  the  patiei 
in  good  stead  in  hastening  their  recovery. 

Dr.  Viktor  Frankl,  professor  of  Neurology  & 
Psychiatry  at  the  University  of  Vienna,  st^ 
this  new  position  very  well,  "To  deny  the  spiriti 
side  of  one's  nature  does  it  a  great  violence.  Oi 
a  man  convinced  of  his  dignity  as  a  free  being  < 
dowed  with  a  spiritual  soul  can  find  happinesi 

My  contention  is  that  when  help  for  mental  a 
emotional  difficulties  is  available,  we  would 
most  foolish  not  to  accept  it,  just  as  we  would 
foolish  not  to  accept  medical  or  surgical  aid  wh 
suffering  from  physical  illness. 

To  show  how  a  dynamic  faith  can  aid  o 
hemmed  in  by  mental  illness,  let  me  illustrate  wi 
the  case  of  "Dora,"  a  patient  who  had  been 
the  hospital  for  ten  years.  Ninety-five  percent: 
the  time  she  was  as  normal  as  you  or  I,  but  t: 
other  five  percent  of  the  time  found  her  bes 
with  uncontrollable  outbursts  of  language  a: 
conduct  completely  foreign  to  her    usual    swe 
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ure.  Of  course,  she  could  not  hold  a  job  or 
a  normal  life  outside  the  hospital.  But  her 
;h  was  a  deep  and  abiding  one  and  she  never 
;  hope — never  ceased  to  pray  that  somehow  she 
M  become  well.  She  did  not  rail  that  "God 
:s  not  hear  my  prayers,"  she  waited  on  God 
I  He  did  give  an  affirmative  answer  to  those 
,yers. 

Through  the  use  of  newly  discovered  medica- 
a  and  treatment,  her  condition  has  improved 
)Ugh  so  that  she  is  holding  down  a  full-time 
>  with  only  a  few  days  off  now  and  then  for 
atment.  You  may  well  imagine  that  her  steady, 
istant  faith  is  now  a  glowing  thing. 

From  a  personal  viewpoint,  I  can  say  emphat- 
ijJly  that  my  recovery  from  a  relatively  minor 
£  lotional  disturbance  would  not  have  been  either 
i\  quick  nor  as  easy  had  it  not  been  for  my  firm 

Iounding  in  the  faith — in  the  fundamentals  of 
iristian  Doctrine.  Even  when  the  night  was 
ickest,  I  could  "look  up  and  see  the  stars." 
Turning  to  another  patient,  we  find  "Bob,"  a 
i|an  of  about  forty,  who  states  flatly  that  "I 
in't  know  what  I  believe — if  anything."  When 
Jked  if  he  believes  in  God,  he  shrugs  his  shoul- 
trs  and  says,  "I  pray,  but  I  don't  know  why." 
p  far,  the  doctors  have  not  been  able  to  touch 
ids  man  and  my  feeling  is  that  he  must  see  the 
ernal  verity  of  "something  greater  than  self" — 
•  a  loving  God  and  an  atoning  Christ  before  the 
:ars  and  anxieties  which  beset  him  can  begin  to 
ssipate  themselves. 

Are  Christian  people  interested  in  this  prob- 
m  ?  The  presence  of  the  Protestant  and  Catholic 
haplains  in  many  of  the  hospitals;  the  offering 
I  courses  of  training  in  Personal  Counseling  in 
m junction  with  the  hospitals  and  in  cooperation 
ith  various  seminaries;  the  interest  of  church 
roups  in  doing  volunteer  work  in  the  hospitals 
ad  the  interest  of  individual  Christians  in  the 
light  of  their  less-fortunate  brethren  attest  to 
le  fact  that  they  are  interested. 

What  can  WE  do? 

Firs  of  all,  we  are  doing  a  great  deal  to  prevent 
lental  illness  merely  by  establishing  and  main- 
lining the  church  in  the  community.  It  is  a  bul- 
ark  of  spiritual  strength,  not  only  to  its  mem- 
ers  but  also  to  those  who  never  even  step  inside 
16  door.  We  do  much  to  prevent  mental  illness 
y  establishing  Christian  homes  where  children 
re  loved  and  are  taught  the  true  values  of  life 
tid  are  shown  how  their  lives  can  be  enriched  by 
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turning  their  thoughts,  not  in  upon  themselves, 
but  outward  toward  others.  The  giving  person, 
the  sharing  person,  is  the  happy  person. 

Second,  we  can  pray  for  the  mentally  ill.  We 
can  pray  that  the  burden  of  their  illness  may  be 
lifted  from  them — that  God  may  make  clear  to 
them  his  love  for  them — that  they  may  learn  to 
accept  the  love  and  aid  of  those  who  would  help 
them. 

Third,  we  can  maintain  an  active  interest  in 
the  educational  program  of  the  Mental  Health 
group  nearest  our  home.  We  cannot  understand  a 
problem  unless  we  know  something  about  it.  We 
cannot  fight  an  enemy  unless  we  face  it. 

Fourth,  and  perhaps  many  will  feel  I  am  being 
presumptuous,  I  feel  that  our  ministers  would  do 
well  to  learn  more  about  personality  problems 
and  how  to  deal  with  them.  The  Theological  Stu- 
dent spends  four  years  in  general  culture  college 
training,  three  years  in  Theological  Studies  and 
then  goes  out  to  take  a  pastorate  in  which  he 
must  deal  with  all  the  intricate  problems  of  peo- 
ple's lives.  He  may  be  well  prepared  as  a  Spiritual 
Leader,  but  he  has  had  no  pracitcal  experience  in 
how  to  cope  with  such  problems.  He  is  a  young 
man  who,  at  best,  has  had  only  a  few  years  of 
adult  "living."  To  say  that  "God  will  give  him 
wisdom"  may  seem  enough,  but  let  us  remember 
that  God  also  expects  us  to  equip  ourselves  as  well 
as  possible  for  each  task.  He  does  not  expect  us 
to  pray,  "0  God,  help  me,"  and  then  sit  back  with 
folded  hands  as  we  wait  for  the  help  to  be  forth 
coming.  We  must  work  as  well  as  pray. 

The  problem  of  Mental  Health  is  our  problem. 
Just  as  no  one  can  say,  "Heart  disease  will  never 
touch  me;  I  will  never  contract  T.  B.;  I  will  never 
be  killed  in  an  auto  crash,"  no  one  can  say,  "Men- 
tal illness  can  never  strike  me."  Better  to  say, 
"There,  but  for  the  Grace  of  God,  go  I." 

Editor's  Note:  We  are  very  grateful  to  Miss  VVhitted 
for  her  very  timely  and  helpful  article  on  a  subject  which 
has  been  too  much  neglected  in  the  consideration  and  the 
thinking  of  Christians  today. 

We  feel  that  Miss  Whitted,  from  her  experiences,  as 
mentioned  in  the  article,  had  very  capably  presented  the 
solution  to  a  problem  which  is  becoming  more  and  more 
serious  in  our  land  today. 

Recognizing  the  very  thin  line  of  demarkation  which 
divides  Mental  Illness  from  Mental  Health  in  many  cases, 
we  urge  your  careful  reading,  re-reading  and  study  of 
this  article.

THE  NEW  CHURCH 


ABOVE  is  a  picture  of  the  new  Gatewood,  W.  Va., 
First  Brethren  Church.  It  is  a  church  of  which  all 
the  Brethren  here  are  very  proud.  It  is  located  about 
eight  miles  from  Oak  Hill,  W,  Va.  Gatewood  is  more  or 
less  a  country  settlement  and  is  right  in  the  middle  of  the 
Great  West  Virginia  Coal  Mines.  About  all  of  the  mem- 
bers are  coal  miners  or  come  from  a  coal  miner's  home. 

Pictured  at  the  left  is  a  part  of  the  old  church,  taken 
during  the  time  when  the  new  church  was  being  built 
around  it.  The  old  church  was  over  forty  years  old,  so 
the  membei's  all  went  together  and  in  their  spare  time, 
and  nights,  they  worked  with  the  help  of  two  block  layers. 
Now,  the  church  looks  like  the  picture  at  the  right.  The 
arrow  in  left  picture  points  to  the  comer  stone.  The 
church  as  it  now  stands  is  not  a  finished  product,  as  the 
interior  and  basement  are  not  completely  finished.  We 
hope  that  the  funds,  etc.,  will  come  in  soon  to  make  it  one 
of  the  best.  The  true  loyal  members  are  to  be  highly 
congratulated,  as  at  the  present,  they  have  a  debt  of  only 
$200.00,  which  will  be  paid  off  in  March  1955.  Then  comes 
a  new  floor,  furnace,  complete  basement,  and  in  the  near 
future,  a  new  parsonage  on  the  land  which  the  church  now 
owns. 

Now  as  to  the  activities  of  1954.  In  May,  the  Men's 
Gospel  Team  of  Ashland  College  came  out  and  gave  us 
two  wonderful  services.  In  August,  The  Home  Coming 
with  the  Rev.  Milton  Robinson,  Pastor  of  the  Oak  Hill, 
First  Brethren  Church,  as  the  guest  speaker  in  the  after- 
noon.

THE  APOSTLE  PETER  wrote  to  Christians  who  were 
subjected  to  severe  trials  and  troubles  (1  Peter 
1:6,7).  Even  the  government  persecuted  them  for  their 
faith,  and  haled  them  into  the  law  courts  to  answer 
charges  made  against  them  (1  Peter  3:15).  Then  there 
were  malicious  slanderers  making  disparaging  remarks 
against  them  (1  Peter  2:12),  Their  masters  were  often 
cruel  and  oppressive.

Lesson:  Rom.  10:8-15;  I  Cor.  2:1-5  | 

THE  GOSPEL  IS  THE  GOOD  NEWS  concerning  Jes, 
Christ.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Church  of  Jesi 
Christ  to  carry  this  Gospel  to  those  who  have  not  heai' 
This  lesson,  therefore,  which  is  entitled  "The  Church  Pi 
claims    the   Gospel,"   is   in   reality   a   Missionary   lesson. 

Would  to  God  that  all  Christians  felt  the  "Woe  of  t' 
Gospel"  upon  them  as  did  the  Apostle  Paul!  Paul  felt  ; 
constrained  to  be  a  missionary  that  he  cried  out  of  tl 
depth  of  his  soul,  "Woe  is  unto  me,  if  I  preach  not  tl 
gospel!"  (I  Cor.  9:16).  Is  it  any  wonder  that  Paul  hi 
the  reputation  of  one  who  turned  "the  world  upsic 
down?"  Men  and  women  of  God  who  have  caught 
glimpse  of  a  lost  and  dying  world  have  always  been  ped] 
pie  of  vision  and  people  of  action! 

In  the  tenth  chapter  of  Romans  Paul  states  the  require 
ment  of  salvation:  "For  whosoever  shall  call  upon  th 
name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved."  He  also  makes  it  clea 
to  Jew  and  Gentile  that  God  treats  all  men  alike.  Foi 
whether  with  i-eference  to  the  matter  of  sin  (Rom.  3:22 
23),  or  with  reference  to  salvation  (Rom.  10:12),  botl 
Jew  and  Gentile  are  equal  before  God. 

But  if  it  is  necessary  to  "call  upon  the  name  of  th 
Lord"  in  order  to  be  saved,  how  are  the  heathen  to  b 
saved?  How  can  they  call  on  One  about  whom  they  hav 
never  heard? 

With  this  problem  in  mind  Paul  raises  four  questions 
each  one  beginning  with  the  word  "how."  They  might  b 
called  "Paul's  Four  Unanswerable  Questions." 

First,  he  asks:  "How  then  shall  they  (the  unsaved-

Topic  For  February  27,  1955 

CHRISTIAN'S    STEWARDSHIP    OF    POSSESSIONS 

Scripture  Readin.g:  II  Corinthians  8:1-15 

AST  WEEK  we  studied  together  on  the  topic  of  The 
J  Christian  as  Steward  of  his  whole  life.  That  included 
;  time,  talents,  and  a  suggestion  that  possessions  were 
>o  included.  This  evening,  let  us  look  a  little  more  to  the 
t)ject  of  Stewardship  as  sharing  our  wealth. 

[.  WE  ARE  MANAGERS  FOR  GOD— We  are  account- 
le  to  God  for  the  whole  of  our  income.  Just  merely 
zing  the  tithe  does  not  free  us  to  do  with  the  other 
le  tenths  as  we  please.  One  tenth  is  to  be  given  directly 

the  work  of  the  Lord,  but  the  other  nine  tenths  should 
io  be  used  wisely  in  providing  for  our  physical,  mental, 
d  spiritual  needs.  If  we  are  sincere  partners  with  God 

earning,  then  in  spending  we  will  be  careful  to  use 
e  nine-tenths   in   accordance  with   his   direction. 
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II.  MAN  NEEDS  TO  SHARE— The  sharing  of  our  pos- 
sessions has  been  a  part  of  God's  plan  for  our  spiritual 
enrichment  from  the  beginning.  The  thinking  of  our  day 
has  built  up  in  our  minds  too  great  a  desire  for  economic 
advantage.  The  striving  for  material  gain  and  the  pri- 
mary concern  with  material  rewards  are  major  dangers 
to  spiritual  vitality.  Sharing  is  good  insurance  against 
selfishness.  Giving  deepens  our  love  for  God  and  our  con- 
cern for  others.  For  man's  own  spiritual  health  and  vi- 
tality, he  needs  to  share. 

The  giving  of  money  can  be  worship.  God  expects  wor- 
ship to  be  more  than  words,  more  than  faith  without 
works.  My  giving  is  worship  when  I  break  off  a  small 
fragment  of  my  life  and  place  it  on  the  altar.  That  is 
the  reason  that  some  ministers  say,  before  receiving  the 
offering,  "Let  us  worship  the  Lord  with  our  tithes  and 
offerings." 

III.  CHRISTIAN  TITHING— The  oldest  system  of  re- 
ligious giving  on  record  is  tithing.  The  first  mention  of  it 
is  in  Gen.  14:18-20,  where  Abraham  gave  to  "the  priest 
of  the  most  high  God."  Moses  wrote  as  a  statute  what  had 
been  a  common  practice  for  generations:  "And  all  the 
tithe  of  the  land  ...  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  ...  or  of  the 
flock  .  .  .  the  tenth  shall  be  holy  unto  the  Lord."  Lev. 
27:30-32. 

In  the  closing  book  of  the  Old  Testament  we  find  a 
promise  built  on  tithing.  "Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the 
storehouse  and  God  will  pour  out  such  a  blessing  that 
there  shall  not  be  I'oom  enough  to  receive  it."  Mai.  3:7-12. 

The  New  Testament  has  little  to  say  about  the  tithe  ex- 
cept that  Christ  gave  the  tithe.  It  is  evident  that  tithing 
was  taken  for  granted  in  the  early  church.  Surely  the 
church  needs  one  tenth  of  the  income  of  its  members 
as    badly   as    did   the  Jews   under  the    old   law. 

IV.  HOW  SHOULD  WE  GIVE?— Here  are  four  essen- 
tial points   to   be   considered  in   the   local   church   giving: 

(1)  Every  person  should  give — for  his  own  good.  It  is 

not  right  that  some  should  give  all  that  the  church  needs 
to  keep  it  going.  You  will  feel  much  better  and  you  will 
take  a  more  active  role  in  the  church's  work  if  you  have 
a  share  in  its  expenses. 

(2)  Every  person  should  give  regularly.  St.  Paul  says, 
"Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week."  It  is  surprising  how 
much  you  give  if  you  give  regularly  and  how  little  you 
really  miss  it.  That  is  the  modern  way  of  obtaining  things 
that  we  want — pay  a  little  each  week  or  month.  It  is  also 
a  good  way  to  increase  your  investment  in  eternity. 

(3)  Every  person  should  give  proportionately.  Again 
St.  Paul  says  that  we  are  to  give  as  God  has  prospered 
us.  If  God  has  given  us  little,  he  won't  expect  us  to  give 
as  much  as  the  person  who  has  been  very  successful.  The 
widow  gave,  in  proportion,  more  than  the  rich  men  who 
gave  large  sums  of  money. 

(4)  Every  person  should  give  adequately.  The  work  of 
the  kingdom  is  more  important  than  anything  else  in  the 
world  and  therefore  everyone  should  see  to  it  that  it  re- 
ceives enough  to  keep  it  active. 

V.  WHERE  SHALL  THE  TITHE  GO?— Some  people 
carelessly  give  out  of  their  tithe  to  any  pet  cause  that 
may  come  along.

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ROANN,  INDIANA 

For  some  weeks  I  have  contemplated  a  brief  note  to  the 
readers  of  the  Evangelist  in  regard  to  the  change  in  our 
work.  After  serving  the  church  in  our  first  pastorate  at 
Carleton,  Nebraska,  for  three  years,  the  Lord  led  us  to 
His  vineyard  here  in  Roann.  We  had  many  treasured  ex- 
periences while  in  Carleton,  and  the  Mid- West  District, 
and  we  take  the  memory  of  them  with  us  as  well  as  that 
of  many  Christian  friends. 

During  the  three  years  in  Carleton  we  saw  several 
young  couples  take  a  more  active  part  in  their  church, 
for  which  we  give  thanks  to  God.  We  were  able  to  reap 
a  harvest  from  the  planting  of  Brother  H.  M.  Oberholtzer, 
who  had  preceded  us,  as  eighteen  souls  found  the  Lord 
Jesus  as  their  Saviour.  Our  prayer  is  that  the  planting 
which  we  attempted  to  do,  may  bring  a  further  harvest, 
and  we  pray  God's  blessing  upon  their  new  Shepherd  and 
Shepherdess,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Claude  Stogsdill,  and  all  the 
Brethren  at  Carleton. 

We  first  visited  the  Brethren  here  at  Roann  about  the 
middle  of  September.  We  met  with  the  pastoral  committee 
on  a  Friday  night,  and  worshipped  with  them  the  follow- 
ing Sunday.  On  Monday  morning  I  rented  a  truck  in  Fort 
Wayne  and  started  westward  to  get  our  household  fur- 
niture, etc.,  at  Carleton.  On  Monday  night  the  church  had 
a  business  meeting,  and  we  receved  the  call  by  phone. 
One  week  later  I  pulled  into  Roann,  and  with  the  help 
of  a  number  of  the  men  the  truck  was  soon  unloaded.  I 
took  the  truck  to  Fort  Wayne  and  returned  to  Ashland 
and  to  my  family  who  had  been  in  Ashland  while  I  went 
to  Nebraska.

We  were  given  a  very  cordial  wel- 
come, and  we  have  found  the  folks  here  to  be  very  ear- 
nest and  appreciative.  We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  a  quite 
extensive  building  program,  which  has  been  under  prog- 
ress for  a  couple  years.  We  shall  attempt  to  complete 
this  project  as  soon  as  possible  as  the  additional  facili- 
ties   will    add    greatly   to    the   effectiveness   of  the   work. 

We  were  kept  busy  becoming  situated  in  the  parsonage 
the  first  month  or  so,  but  now  have  time  to  give  our  best 
to  the  work.  Though  late,  we  had  a  successful  Rally  Day 
in  the  Sunday  School.

the  work  of  God.  At  least  a  title  of  one's  income  should 
go  to  the  church  treasury.  Only  in  rare  cases,  where  the 
church  has  lost  its  interest  in  missions  and  its  spirit  of 
outreach,  should  exceptions  be  made.  The  principle  of 
tithing  through  the  local  churh  is  good  whenever  a  just 
portion  of  its  income  goes  for  the  work  of  God.  If  one 
wishes  to  give  to  religious  programs  that  come  over  the 
air,  it  should  not  come  out  of  the  tithe.  The  tithe  belongs 
to  your  local  church. 

VL  PROPORTIONATE  GIVING— Here  we  mean  giving 
beyond  the  tithe.  No  man  with  a  large  income  truly  gives 
"as  the  Lord  prospers"  if  he  contributes  only  a  tithe. 
With  men  of  means,  the  tithe,  good  as  it  is,  does  not  ful- 
fill the  true  idea  of  Christian  stewardship.  There  are 
many  people  who  object  to  tithing  because  it  is  unfair  to 
the  person  with  a  low  income.  Let  us  remember  that  the 
tithe  is  the  minimum  that  we  are  to  give  and  not  the 
maximum.  Every  Christian  should  give  the  tithe  and 
Christians  of  wealth  should  give  much  more.  Our  govern- 
ment recognizes  this  principle  and  allows  you  to  deduct 
up  to  20%  of  your  income  for  contributions  to  churches 
and   other  charitable  organizations.

Sin  is  there — ^our  disobedience,  our  transgres- 
Dn  of  God's  divine  law.  Sin  is  there — our  lust, 
tr  passion,  our  pride,  our  hates,  our  jealousy, 
ir  selfishness.  It's  all  there — it's  our  sin. 
Earth,  or  man,  offers  no  effective  cure.  Man- 
ade  efforts  to  "cure"  sin  and  its  ills,  have  re- 
ilted  only  in  disillusions,  glossing  over,  and  a 
inding  to  man's  true  condition. 
Thus  we  turn  to  the  theology  of  this  first  verse 
Rock  of  Ages — and  we  discover  the  wounded 
de  of  Christ  from  which  flowed  the  water  and 
le  blood.  This  is  the  remedy  for  sin.  It  comes 
om  the  "Rock  of  Ages,"  even  Christ,  the  Lord, 
ere  is  the  whole  story  of  Calvary  and  of  Eas- 
r. 

Of  sin,  Christ's  death,  the  shedding  of  His 
ood,  is  the  "double  cure."  As  the  hymn  tells  us, 
irough  Him  we  are  saved  from  wrath. 


One  who  has  been  "reared"  in  the  church,  has 
always  prayed,  read  the  Bible,  attended  and  sup- 
ported the  Church's  services,  may  find  it  hard  to 
say  much  of  meaning  about  the  wrath  of  God. 
Yet,  where  sin  has  entered  in  (and  where  hasn't 
it?),  conscience  and  guilt  bring  us  face  to  face 
with  the  knowledge  of  the  wrath  of  God ! 

Being  saved  from  the  wrath  of  God  is  the  first 
part  of  the  double  cure.  (Through  Christ  we  are 
saved  from  the  wrath  to  come.  I  Thess.  1:10.) 
But  being  thus  cleared  from  His  wrath  does  noth- 
ing to  assure  us  that  we  will  not  again  come  un- 
der His  wrath.  More  yet  needs  to  be  done — we 
must  be  made  pure,  and  that  is  the  second  por- 
tion of  the  "double  cure."  (Through  Christ  we  are 
made  pure.  Titus  2:13,  14.)  (Through  Him  we  are 
made  nigh  unto  God.  Ephesians  2:13.) 

Here,  then,  is  the  "double  cure."  Cleared  from 
the  penalty  of  eternal  death  under  the  justified 
wrath  of  God,  and  made  pure  and  eternally 
righteous  in  Christ.  It  is  conversion,  regenera- 
tion, the  new  birth,  the  new  creature  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

Whom  do  we  have  to  thank  for  all  this  won- 
derful "double  cure?"  Even  Jesus  Christ,  our 
Lord,  the  Son  of  God,  who  died  on  the  Cross,  who 
shed  His  precious  blood  and  who  rose  from  the 
grave,  ascended  into  heaven,  having  given  to  all 
who  believe  in  Him  and  accept  Him,  the  prom- 
ise of  His  coming  again  to  receive  them  unto 
Himself. 

Should  not  this  evoke  from  us  a  deeper  devo- 
tion to  Him,  a  deeper  trust  in  Him  as  the  true 
Rock  of  Ages?  He,  who  changes  not,  is  our  con- 
fidence and  assurance  for  time  and  for  eternit>'. 
May  this  pre-Easter  season  find  us  growing  into 
a  deeper  spiritual  knowledge  of  our  Lord,  and 
walking  a  stronger,  more  upright  testimony  to 
our  fellowmen.  W.  S.  B. 
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"These  are  written,  that  ye  might  believe  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God;  and  that  believing  ye  anight 
Ixave  life  through  his  name."

THE  PROTESTANT  CHURCH  today  has  become  con- 
fused and  uncertain  in  the  proclamation  of  its  mes- 
sage. Consequently,  its  life  does  not  clearly  reflect  the 
truth  of  the  Gospel.  If  the  Gospel  is  to  be  effective  then 
there  must  be  a  vital  flame  glowing  from  our  convictions. 
Hence,  if  our  churches  are  to  do  more  in  the  realm  of 
evangelism  and  religious  education,  our  beliefs  must  be 
spirited  with  the  power  of  conviction.  As  a  denomina- 
tion, as  an  individual  Christian,  we  must  "believe  our  be- 
liefs" in  order  to  give  life  to  our  Gospel  message. 

We  are  faced  today  with  competitive  forces  which  would 
pervert  those  Gospel  beliefs  held  ti-ue  by  the  early  Chris- 
tian church.  The  tendency  to  preach  "another  Gospel" 
has  been  the  weakness  and  sin  of  the  Protestant  church. 
The  church  has  been  invaded  by  intruders  who  would  sub- 
stitute men-made  philosophies  for  our  precious  Gospel. 
Many  imposters  are  seeking  a  hearing  among  Christian 
men  and  women.  "Wolves  in  sheep's  clothing"  are  tempt- 
ing Christian  men  and  women  with  "another  Gospel." 
"Golden  calves"  have  crept  into  the  church  while  the 
church  has  "doodled"  and  daydreamed.  This  has  happened 
mainly  because  the  life  of  the  Church  has  been  lifeless 
and  complacent.  It  has  not  been  dynamic!  The  church  can 
never  feel  well  pleased  with  its  work  and  life! 

When  our  beliefs  become  convictions,  our  convictions 
will  have  power;  when  we  have  power,  the  intruder  Satan, 
will  be  greatly  challenged!  When  the  Church  rededicates 
itself  to  its  Lord,  to  receive  from  Him  that  baptism  of 
Holy  Ghost  of  fire,  then  will   the   Church  be  empowered 


to    sound    the    call   of   the   Gospel   effectively!    When 
Church  believes  and  teaches  the  Gospel  as  the  Discip 
did,  it  will  have  less  competition  with  the  outside  for 
of  the  world. 

Our  generation,  like  all  other  generations,  has  bi 
plagued  with  "isms."  Some  of  these  isms  are  relativt 
new  and  others  are  old.  These  isms  are  the  intruders! 
the  Church. 

One  of  the  most  common  intruders  of  the  church! 
humanism.  Humanism  is  an  age-long  lie.  It  has  plagT! 
every  generation  and  humanists  have  appeared  in  ev«i 
period  of  the  world's  history.  Humanism  has  in  it  the  hci 
to  bring  salvation  upon  earth.  And  though  it  may  not 
in  the  Church  it  neverless  competes  with  the  effort 
the  Church,  with  the  promise  of  the  salvation  of  mankiil 
In  this  respect  it  has  affected  the  efforts  of  the  Chur| 

Humanism  is  a  term  used  to  describe  the  view  of  I 
that  sees  in  man  the  source  of  all  meaning  and  valu 
instead  of  God.  Although  humanism  began  long  bef( 
the  Renaissance  it  has  gained  momentum  from  that  tin 
"Man  is  the  measure  of  all  things"  was  the  creed  of  m| 
for  many  years.  Humanism  views  science  as  the  key  to 
better  world.  Man  is  "on  his  own"  in  a  world  that  is  i 
different  to  him.  Humanism  depends  on  nothing  outsi 
the  universe  by  which  man  can  attain  the  good  life.  T 
humanist  is  entirely  "this-worldly"  in  his  outlook.  He 
anti-trinitarian  but  Unitarian.  .Because  of  this  fact,  t 
Unitarian  Church  has  not  progressed  rapidly;  it  has  nev 
given  God  a  chance  to  prove  Himself! 

The  Fall  of  Man  in  the  first  three  chapters  of  Genes 
was  a  form  of  humanism.  Man  made  himself  the  center 
the  universe.  He  exalted  himself  into  a  place  which  w 
rightfully  God's  place.  The  Serpent  said,  "Your  eyes  sh? 
be  opened  and  ye  shall  be  as  gods."  (Gen.  3:5).  While  hi 
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rjnism  has   a  dreary   record  of  consistent  failure  many 
?  1  cling  to  it  as  a  valid  religion. 

lany  other  isms  could  be  mentioned  as  possible  in- 
ders  of  the  Church;  for  example,  Communism,  Secular- 
i,  and  Antinomianism.  These  however,  when  analyzed, 
aid  all  find  their  root  in  humanism.  Like  humanism, 
y  would  find  in  man  the  source  of  all  meaning  and  val- 
in  life.

,rhis  Gospel  is  the  same  Gospel  that  Jesus  came  preach- 
j:  and  teaching.  It  is  the  Eternal  Gospel,  with  the  em- 
isis  on  the  words  "Eternal"  and  "Gospel."  It  has  never 
mged.  Methods  of  presentation  may  have  changed  but 
content  of  the  Gospel  has  never  changed!  It  is  good 
vs  about  God.  The  Christian  Gospel  is  good  news  of 
d  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  Gospel  has  revealed  to 
n  the  mystery  of  life.  And  because  Jesus  is  the  Son  of 
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God,  He  is  Deity.  NO  HUMANIST  WANTS  TO  ACCEPT 
THIS! 

Because  the  Word  was  made  Flesh  through  the  Incarna- 
tion of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Gospel  shows  to  man  that  God 
has  intervened  and  done  for  man  that  which  man  could 
not  do  for  himself.  The  Gospel  shows  the  nature  of  God 
and  His  action.  The  humanist  would  believe  that  at  the 
heart  of  the  universe  there  is  an  "Accidental  cooperation 
of  atoms."  But  our  Gospel  teaches  us  that  at  the  heart 
of  the  universe  there  is  a  Living  Being,  whose  Wisdom, 
Judgment,  Creative  Power,  directs  and  sustains  all  of  life 
in  the  universe.  Amen.  We  believe  also,  there  is  a  pm-- 
poseful  ai-rangement  of  the  universe  and  that  man  does 
not  struggle  alone. 

We  believe  that  the  Gospel  is  the  good  news  that  God 
is,  and  that  He  loves  us.  We  believe  also  that  God  loves 
man  even  though  man  departed  from  the  course  planned 
in  the  Creation.  In  Scriptural  language  this  love  is  ex- 
pressed in  the  term  Salvation.  Because  man  is  not  able 
to  redirect  his  pathway  alone,  Salvation  was  a  necessity. 

In  II  Corinthians  5:19  we  learn  another  Gospel  truth. 
"...  that  God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling  the  world  unto 
himself,  not  imputing  their  trespasses  unto  them;  and 
hath  committed  unto  us  the  word  of  reconciliation."  We 
believe  that  God  is  eternally  reconciling  the  world  unto 
Himself.  Through  this  reconciliation  man  can  be  restored 
to  his  rightful  place  in  the  order  of  God's  Creation.  This 
order,  we  believe,  was  ordained  by  God  but  broken  by  the 
sin  of  man.  And  only  through  the  power  of  the  Atone- 
ment can  the  gap  between  man  and  God  be  closed.  "There 
is  no  other  name  under  Heaven  whereby  man  may  be 
saved"  says  Acts  4:12.  This  power  has  been  given  to 
man  through  the  descent  of  the  Holy  Spirit  who  tries 
men's  souls  and  convicts  them  of  this  gross  sin.  Thus,  if 
man  is  to  reach  Heaven,  he  must  accept  this  Salvation  and 
be  reconciled  to  God  through  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Holy  Spirit,  which  is  the  power  in  man,  is  given 
to  bring  men  to  the  things  of  Christ.  Read  this  truth  in

PROGRESS  OF  THE  LOST  CREEK  BUILDrNG  FUND 


On  December  1,  1954,  letters  were  mailed  to  all  Ten 
Dollar  Club  members,  asking  if  they  would  make  con- 
tributions to  the  Lost  Creek  Building  fund.  This  was  not 
a  regular  Ten  Dollar  Club  call,  since  the  promise  had 
been  made  that  such  calls  would  be  issued  for  building 
new  churches  only. 

Out  of  the  817  Club  members,  approximately  380  have 
responded  with  ten-dollar  contributions.  ($3,838.72  came 
in  during  December  and  January.)  We  are  grateful  for 
this  response,  but  we  hope  no  one  will  expect  this  amount 
— with  a  few  other  gifts  that  have  been  made  to  the 
work — to  complete  the  building.  ,: 

A  number  of  churches  gave  to  the  project  when  a  solici- 
tion  was  made  recently — approximately  one  half  of  our 
Brethren  churches — but  the  offerings  averaged  only  $61.00 
per  church.  The  Pennsylvania  District  W.  M.  S.  gave 
$728.00  for  the  work  this  past  fall  (a  commendable  gift); 
several  other  churches  and  groups  have  helped  substan- 
tially, but  the  total  of  all  gifts  does  not  yet  look  like 
a  completed  building.

One  evening  Bea's  dispenser  walked  with  her  and  me 
down  to  the  village  to  take  mail  to  the  District  Head 
(African  Chief  of  this  area).  The  moon  was  full  and 
beautiful.  The  chief  invited  us  into  his  compound  and 
gave  us  chairs  which  he  placed  on  a  grass  mat  in  front 
of  his  house.  The  following  night  he  entertained  a  depu- 
tation. Outside  his  house  he  had  a  table  with  a  beautiful 
tapestry  on  it,  a  nice  rug  on  the  ground  and  tapestries 
on  the  wall  of  his  house;  there  were  chairs  and  benches 
for  all  of  us.  The  dispenser  went  along  and  translated 
from  Hausa  into  Margi;  then  Jim  translated  into  English 
for  us.  The  D.  H.  can  speak  some  English,  but  not  enough 
for  a  good  conversation.  We  visited  for  abovit  an  hour 
while  a  noisy  dance  was  going  on  outside.  Before  we  left 
we  asked  to  meet  his  wives  (he's  Mohammedan  and  has 
three).  One  had  to  stay  in  his  house,  but  he  brought  out 
two  of  them  and  two  of  his  cute  little  six-year-old  girls 
— all  beautifully  dressed.  Then  we  went  out  to  watch 
the  dance.  The  men  danced  in  line  and  in  a  circle  and 
often  sang  as  they  danced.  The  interesting  part  was  the 
accompaniment — three  drummers  and  a  horn  player — 
which  almost  deafened  one.  An  old  blind  man  kept  yell- 


ing loudly  nice  things  about  "Mallum  Bowman"  (. 
lived  here  for  about  3  years  and  they  knew  him).  Qi 
a  day!

[onfronts  man  at  every  stage  of  life.  But  for  those  who 
ie  in  Christ,  death  becomes  a  gateway  to  a  positive  life. 

Involved  in  this  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  fact  of 
he  Judgment.  Since  the  Gospel  is  the  Ti-uth,  it  will  tri- 
mph.

Jhrist  will  judge  because  He  is  the  Author  of  Truth.  This

The  Gospel  involves  also  the  fact  that  there  will  be  a 
Second  Coming  of  Christ.  The  New  Testament  is  shot 
through  and  through  with  this  thought.  When  this  great 
even  shall  occur  we  do  not  know.  ,But  we  do,  as  Chris- 
tians, look  forward  to  this  great  event  with  much  anxiety. 
It  may  be  today;  it  may  be  tomorrow.  Let  the  Word  speak 
for  itself  concerning  these  things:  "But  the  day  of  the 
Lord  will  come  as  a  thief  in  the  night;  in  the  which  the 
heavens  shall  pass  away  with  a  great  noise,  and  the  ele- 
ments shall  melt  with  fervent  heat,  the  earth  also  and 
the  works  therein  shall  be  burned  up.  Seeing  then  that 
all  these  things  shall  be  dissolved,  what  manner  of  per-

The  Gospel  has  brought  men  new  possibilities  of  faith 
and  love.  In  it  there  is  a  message  of  hope.  The  Gospel 
declares  the  past,  present  and  future  life.  The  Second 
Coming  of  Christ  brings  a  new  challenge  to  the  daily 
Christian  life. 

But  there  is  another  phase  of  the  Gospel  in  which  we 
believe.  That  is  the  belief  that  we  are  to  deliver  this 
message  to  all  human  society.  The  Gospel,  surely,  is  a 
noble  message.  We  are  to  deliver  it  to  men  wherever  they 
may  be.  The  Gospel  is  a  personal  call  from  the  Son  of 
God.  It  is  a  personal  invitation  to  join  the  family  of 
God.  The  Son  of  God  has  instructed  each  of  His  follow- 
ers to  tell  others  about  Him.  The  present  age,  with  its 
wars  and  conflicts,  brings  men  face  to  face  with  the  terrible 
horrors  of  life.  They  are  yearning  for  comfort  and  hope. 
They  are  seeeing  that  their  own  power  cannot  relieve 
them  from  these  conflicts,  nor  can  they  see  any  hope  in 
man-made  policies.  Internal  conflict  is  uppermost  in  the 
lives  of  men  today.  What  is  their  hope?  What  can  re- 
move this  conflict  within  men's  souls? 

Professor  C.  J.  Jung,  a  noted  psychiatrist,  answered  in 
part  this  problem  when  he  said:  "Among  all  my  patients 
in  the  second  half  of  life — that  is  to  say,  over  thirty-five 
there  has  not  been  one  whose  problem  in  the  last  resort 
was  not  one  of  finding  a  religious  outlook  on  life." 

Our  Gospel  possesses  a  peculiar  power  that  can  dissolve 
this  conflict  in  man.  Each  of  us  has  the  duty  to  see  that 
this  Gospel  is  told  to  every  person  in  this  universe. 

It  is  written,  "Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  but  by 
every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of  God." 
Let  us  feed  heavily  on  this  Bread,  the  Gospel.

Lesson  for  March  6,  1955 
THE   FELLOWSHIP   OF   CHRISTIAN   LOVE 
Lesson:  Acts  2:42-47;  Col.  3:12-16;  I  John  4:7-8 

PERHAPS   THE    GREATEST   WORD   in    the    Englishi| 
language  is  "LOVE!"  It  has  come  to  have  a  number 
of  different  meanings  to  different  people.  It  has  a  sep-i 
arate    and    distinct    meaning    to    each    of    the    following: 
young    people;    newly    mari-ied    couples;    elderly    couples; 
mother  and  son;  father  and  daughter;  brother  and  sister, i 
And  yet  there  is  nothing  in  the  world  to  compare  with 
THE  DIVINE  LOVE  OF  GOD!  It  is  higher,  nobler,  deep- 
er, and  richer  than  human  flesh  could  ever  express.  But" 
most  remarkable  is  this:  God  has  made  it  possible  for  man  I 
to  possess  this  love!  "The  love  of  God  is  shed  abroad  ini 
our  hearts   by  the   Holy   Ghost  which  is  given   unto  us" 
(Rom.  5:5). 

Love,  if  it  is  genuine,  must  manifest  itself.  Divine  love 
possesses  certain  manifestations  which  are  undeniable.  It  ' 
will  manifest  itself  in  Christian  fellowship.  Because  of 
the  burning  love  of  God  in  their  hearts,  the  early  dis- 
ciples "continued  stedfastly  in  the  apostles'  doctrine  and 
fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers 
(Acts  2:42).  Love  will  bind  men  and  women  together  in 
Christian  fellowship  and  unity.  It  breaks  down  the  bar- 
riers of  hate  and  prejudice. 

Then,  too,  love  manifests  itself  in  sharing.  "And  all 
that  believed  were  together,  and  had  all  things  common;  ; 
and  sold  their  possessions  and  goods,  and  parted  them  to 
all  men,  as  every  man  had  need"  (Acts  2:44-45).  No  finer 
example  and  demonstration  of  love  could  be  seen  than 
this  desire  to  share  with   one  another.  The  brother  who 
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ad  possessions  was  willing  to  see  his  needy  brother 
ared  for.  Experience  proved  that  Christian  communism 
ould  not  work  on  a  permanent  basis,  nevertheless,  the 
lotive   which   prompted   such   a  system   is   noteworthy. 

Another  way  in  which  love  will  manifest  itself  is  in 
argiveness.  It  requires  divine  love  to  forgive  one  who 
as  sinned  against  you  or  hurt  you.  "Forbearing  one  an- 
ther, and  forgiving  one  another,  if  any  man  have  a 
uarrel  against  any:  even  as  Christ  forgave  you,  so  also 
0  ye"  (Col.  3:13).  Is  it  not  true  that  the  greatest  ex- 
mple  of  love  and  forgiveness  was  the  action  of  Jesus 
Jhrist  when  He  could  say  concerning  those  who  had  mis- 
reated  Him  and  nailed  Him  to  the  cross:  "Father,  for- 
ive  them;  for  they  know  not  what  they  do"  (Luke 
3:34)? 

The  ability  to  love  one  another  is  proof  of  the  fact 
hat  we  have  a  knowledge  of  God,  for  "everyone  that 
Dveth  is  born  of  God,  and  knoweth  God"  (I  John  4:7). 
'hus,  he  who  has  an  experimental  knowledge  of  God 
n\\  find  it  easy  to  love  his  brother.  John  says  "he  that 
oveth  not  his  brother  whom  he  hath  seen,  how  can  he 
ove  God   whom  he  hath  not   seen?"    (I  John   4:20). 

God  desires,  then,  that  a  Christian  should  have  fellow- 
hip  with  both  his  God  and  his  fellowmen.  God  loves  us. 
Ve  say  we  love  God.  As  proof  of  our  love  to  God  we 
hould  love  those  whom  God  has  created  and  bought  with 
lis  blood.

OUR   MISSIONARIES   OF   EDUCATION 
Guest  Writex:  Janet  King 

WHAT  STRANGE  IDEAS  we  pick  up  concerning  mis- 
sions and  missionaries  as  we  grow  up.  As  a  child, 
)ne  of  my  greatest  joys  was  to  have  a  missionary  visit 
n  our  home.  We  used  to  sit  on  Uncle  Charlie  Yoder's 
ap  and  hear  exciting  stories  of  Argentina.  Gribbles  and 
Florence  Bickel  and  others  would  tell  us  tales  of  Africa. 
iFhese  places  seemed  so  far  away  and  so  very  strange 
md  even  frightening.  How  I  admired  those  men  and 
women.  And  when  they  would  say,  "Maybe  some  day 
you'll  be  a  missionary,  too,  I  would  think,  "It  would  be 
wonderful,  but  how  could  I  do  it?  Could  I  learn  the  lan- 
guage? Could  I  stand  the  heat?  Could  I  really  love  those 
3'ck  and  dirty  people  ?  What  if  I  got  some  awful  sick- 
ness like  malaria?"  But  now  that  I  am  in  Africa  I  find 
that  these  things  are  not  the  real  problem  at  all. 

With  modern  drugs,  malaria  and  other  tropical  dis- 
eases are  being  controlled.  The  language  is  learned  by 
ordinary  people  with  study,  the  climate  (at  least  in  Jos) 
is  far  more  desii'able  than  in  Ohio,  and  the  people  are 
easy  to  love.  The  real  problems  are  the  same  as  they  are 
at   home — getting   along   with    your  fellow-workers,   com- 


bating loneliness,  and  facing  discouragements  in  your 
work.  Of  course  the  greatest  needs  are  spiritual  ones.  If 
we  missionaries  do  not  take  time  for  Bible  Study  and 
prayer  we  find  that  things  go  wrong  and  our  lives  are 
unfruitful.  "But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace, 
longsuffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  tem- 
perance." (Gal.  5:22).  If  we  allow  the  Holy  Spirit  to  have 
control  of  us,  then  we  will  bear  these  fruits. 

Ever  since  I  can  remember  I've  wanted  to  be  a  teacher 
and  how  could  a  teacher  be  a  missionary  ?  No  one  told 
me.  Pi'obably  I  didn't  ask  anyone.  As  an  elementary 
teacher  I  found  that  I  could  be  of  real  service  and  that 
Christian  teachers  were  badly  needed  in  public  schools 
and  the  local  churches. 

From  time  to  time  I  would  hear  the  missionary  chal- 
lenge and  read  about  missions  and  even  visited  our  Ar- 
gentine mission  field.  I  realized  how  important  missions 
were,  but  I  did  not  see  how  I  could  fit  into  the  mission 
program. 

But  then  about  three  years  ago,  God  began  to  work 
with  me.  I  became  dissatisfied  with  my  work.  At  the 
same  time  an  evangelist  who  had  just  returned  from 
Africa  was  holding  services  in  our  church  at  Elkhart.  .Bea 
and  Bob  Bischof  were  filled  with  enthusiastic  plans  for 
their  service  in  Nigeria  and  Veda  Liskey  stopped  to  visit 
us  for  a  few  days.  When  she  told  me  about  Hillcrest  and 
the  need  for  a  teacher,  I  felt  that  God  wanted  me  there. 
And  so  after  prayer,  letter-writing,  conferences,  exam- 
inations, and  all  the  rest,  I  was  accepted  by  the  board. 

Some  people  may  say  that  "just"  teaching  school  in 
Nigeria  is  not  mission  work,  but  we  at  Hillcrest  feel  that 
our  part  in  the  total  Nigerian  mission  program  is  vital. 
By  teaching  these  children  we  release  their  mothers  to  do 
needed  work  on  the  stations.  Many  of  these  children  will 
return  to  Nigeria,  the  only  real  home  they  know,  to  work 
for  Christ.  Right  now,  one  of  the  first  Hillcrest  pupils 
is  doing  mission  work  in  Garkida  and  others  are  prepar- 
ing to  return. 

Because  there  are  no  government  restrictions  we  are 
free  to  teach  what  we  believe  to  be  the  true  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Each  day  in  my  classroom  we  have  chor- 
uses, Bible  stories,  prayer,  and  Scripture  memorization. 
We  teachers  also  assist  in  the  home  on  some  evenings 
and  week-ends  and  there  we  have  morning  devotions  and 
evening  prayers.  On  Sunday  we  teach  in  the  Sunday 
School  and  help  in  the  worship.  On  Sunday  evening  we 
take  the  children  to  the  services  at  the  Sudan  Interior 
Mission  Chapel.  How  thrilled  I  was  last  term  when  eleven 
of  my  pupils  accepted  Christ  as  their  pei'sonal  Savior  at 
the  special  revival  service  there.  The  next  morning  we 
had  difficulty  getting  on  with  our  regular  classes  because 
we  all  wanted  to  talk  about  what  had  happened.  I  noticed 
a  change  in  the  whole  class  after  that.  Most  of  them 
were  the  children  of  missionaries  and  very  easily  made 
their  decisions,  but  two  of  them  had  parents  in  govern- 
ment work  and  two  came  from  Catholic  homes.  We  have 
had  two  Mohammedan  boys  and  one  Hindu  girl  confess 
faith  in  Christ. 

WORK  IN  THE  "BUSH" 

This  is  the  work  of  an  educational  missionary  at  Hill- 
crest. But  what  of  the  work  in  the  "bush"  among  the  Af-

icans?  Really  it  is  difficult  to  say  that  one  missionary 
3  in  educational  work,  another  in  medical,  or  evangelistic, 
r  building,  or  mechanical,  because  all  missionaries  are 
eachers  and  should  be  evangelists.  And  men  and  even 
Iromen  who  never  used  ,a  hammer  at  home  may  need  to 
jupervise  some  kind  of  building,  if  nothing  more  than 
Itutting  a  new  grass  roof  on  a  church  or  school.  At  a  one- 
lamily  station  the  couple  will  need  to  supervise  the  Af- 
ican  dispensers  and  be  in  charge  of  the  dispensary,  even 
f  they  are  not  trained  medical  workers. 

But  those  who  are  trained  teachers  are  badly  needed 
nd  usually  spent  much  of  their  time  in  the  schools.  In 
lUsh  work,  the  missionary  usually  is  headmaster  or  mis- 
ress  of  the  school  and  will  supervise  the  African  teachers 
•s  well  as  teach  the  English  classes.  At  Gulak,  Bob  Bis- 
hof  is  in  charge  of  two  other  primary  schools  and  a 
lumber  of  C.  R.  I.'s  where  no  English  is  used,  but  read- 
ng,  writing,  and  arithmetic  and  Bible  is  taught. 
j  At  Waka  Teacher  Training  Center,  where  almost  all  of 
:he  teaching  is  done  in  English,  older  boys  are  preparing 
!o  do  elementary  teaching  in  the  village  schools.  They  re- 
jeive  Christian  training  and  Bible  study  and  many  times 
kill  be  evangelists  in  their  villages  as  well  as  teachers. 
I  The  government  of  Nigeria  provides  schools,  but  they 
jannot  build  or  staff  enough  and  so  are  grateful  to  the 
nissions  for  their  help.  It  is  hard  to  reach  adult  pagans 
or  Christ,  but  the  children  in  the  schools  are  good  and 
\n  which  to  sow  the  Seed.  It  is  from  the  schools  that 
kUr  present  Christian  leaders  have  come  and  will  con- 
inue  to  come. 

It  seems  to  me  that  Christian  Education  is  one  of  the 
»est  ways  to  evangelize  these  people  of  Nigeria.  There  is 
freat  opportunity  for  our  .Brethren  people  to  enter  into 


the  pagan  Higi  area,  build  a  station,  and  from  there 
reach  out  with  schools,  churches,  and  dispensaries.  In  all 
our  mission  work  we  have  only  one  purpose — TO  WIN 
MEN  TO  CHRIST!  Does  this  thrill  and  challenge  you 
as  it  does  me  ? 

If  you  are  seesking  God's  will  in  your  life,  James  1 :5 
is  a  good  verse  to  remember:  "If  any  of  you  lack  wis- 
dom, let  him  ask  of  God  .  .  .  and  it  shall  be  given  him." 
Also  read  John  15.  Last  fall  when  I  was  especially  in 
need  of  spiritual  help  I  read  a  book  called  "Sacrifice"  by 
Howard  Guinness  which  I  would  recommend  to  you.  In 
it  was  a  verse  which  I'd  like  to  leave  with  you — 

He  knows.  He  loves,  He  cares, 
Nothing  this  truth  can  dim. 
He  gives  the  very  best  to  those, 
Who  leave  the  choice  to  Him.

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(Defunct  Spiritual  ]3anks 


RECENTLY  WE  READ  OF  A  MAN  who  tried 
^  to  cash  a  check  which  was  drawn  on  a 
mk  which  had  been  out  of  business  for  10  years. 
e  did  not  get  very  far,  for  the  sharp-eyed  store 
erk  recognized  the  check  as  being  from  the  de- 
mct  bank. 

We  have  been  wondering  if  perhaps  Christians 
)metimes  try  to  draw  checks  on  spiritual  banks 
lat  have  been  defunct  for  many  years. 

j  First,  there's  the  "Use  To"  Bank.  There  comes 
b  mind  an  experience  we  had  some  years  ago  in 
Indeavoring  to  interest  a  rather  aged  man  of  the 
own  in  coming  to  church  and  to  Christ.  He  just 
ever  came  to  church  and  was  not  a  member.  But 
jvery  time  we  would  talk  to  him,  he  would  say, 
jl  used  to  go  to  church  up  there — I  use  to  teach 
I  S.  S.  Class  in  that  church — I  use  to  'this' — I 
ise  to  'that' !"  This  man  was  trying  to  cash  spir- 
tual  checks  on  a  defunct  "Use  To"  Bank. 

There  is  also  the  "My  Folk's"  Bank,  which  is 
lIso  defunct.  Most  Pastors  have  studied  their 
hurch  rolls  and  have  discovered  that  many  fam- 
ly  names  once  prominent  on  the  roll,  do  not  now 
lave  any  adherents,  or  at  the  most,  but  a  very 
ew.  A  case  comes  to  mind  of  a  Pastor  who  told 
is  that  his  church  a  generation  ago  carried  47 
nembers  of  a  certain  family  relationship,  but  that 
oday  the  roll  bears  none  of  that  name. 

Yet  our  experience  in  checking  descendants  of 
amilies  once  prominent  on  church  rolls,  but  who 
low  are  not  active  in  the  church,  points  out  that 
hey  are  always  eager  to  lay  claim  to  the  fact 
hat  their  parents  "belonged  there."  Here  is  an- 
other of  these  defunct  spiritual  banks.  This  is  the 
My  Folk's"  Bank. 

Some  others  we  could  mention  are :  "My  Wife's, 
ly  Husband's,  My  Childrens'  Bank,"  and  many, 
lany  others.  Call  it  what  you  will,  anything  we 


lay  claim  to  for  spiritual  status  or  recognition 
which  involves  the  spiritual  record  of  others, 
rather  than  our  own  commitment  is  for  us  a  spir- 
itually defunct  bank. 

THE  ONLY  SURE  ACCOUNT  upon  which  to 
draw  is  our  own  personal  account  in  the  Bank 
of  Heaven.  After  all,  our  citizenship,  as  Chris- 
tians, is  there.  We  are  but  sojourners,  "stran- 
gers" here  as  ambassadors  for  the  King  of  Kings. 
The  checks  we  write  in  "faith  believing,"  are  hon- 
ored at  the  throne  of  Grace.  Herein  is  the  ONLY 
security  for  the  Christian.  There  God  sits  en- 
throned with  all  of  eternity's  resources.  There 
Christ  intercedes  as  our  High  Priest.  From  there 
comes  the  answers  to  our  "checks"  through  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  When  we  have  given 
our  heart  to  Christ,  have  surrendered  our  soul, 
our  life,  our  will  and  our  destiny  to  Him,  we 
have  made  a  deposit  in  Heaven  that  can  be  drawn 
upon  through  all  of  life  and  through  eternity. 

Then,  in  time  of  need,  we  can  "write  a  check" 
and  it  will  be  honored.  And,  who  does  not  have 
times  of  need  today  ?  Amid  earth's  joys  and  bless- 
ings there  is  also  the  stress  and  the  strain.  Some- 
times this  "stress  and  strain"  becomes  so  great 
that  even  the  devout  Christian  wonders  just  how 
much  the  human  mind  and  body  can  take.  Where 
do  we  go  at  such  times  ?  The  spiritual  song  writer 
says,  "Where  could  I  go  but  to  the  Lord?"  An- 
other has  penned  the  words.  "When  all  around 
my  soul  gives  way.  He  then  is  all  my  hope  and 
stay." 

Are  you  in  the  habit  of  writing  spiritual  checks 
on  defunct  Banks?  If  you  are,  then  it's  time  to 
attach  yourself  to  the  spiritually  solvent  Bank 
of  Heaven.  Today  we  need  spiritual  power  and  re- 
serve. It  is  there  in  unlimited  quantities,  for  all. 
through  Christ.  W.  S.  B. 
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THERE  ARE  ALWAYS  Special  Occasions 
when  the  words  of  Scripture  come  to  men 
with  special  meaning  and  help;  but  it  is  to  be 
feared  that  too  many  times  we  wait  until  such 
times  to  find  our  spiritual  strengthening  and  nur- 
ture. 

It  has  occurred  to  your  writer  that  after  all  it 
is  in  meeting  the  experiences  of  each  day — the 
common,  everyday  associations,  trials,  tempta- 
tions, heart-aches  (and  headaches),  that  the  Bible 
offers  us  the  finer  encouragement,  uplift  and  as- 
surance. I  am  going,  therefore,  to  call  attention  to 
a  few  of  these  portions  that  have  proved  to  be  a 
blessing  in  the  lives  of  the  saints. 

Sorrow  has  come  into  the  home,  and  the  man 
of  God  comes  to  bring  comfort  to  broken,  bleed- 
ing hearts.  Hear  him  as  he  reads:  "Let  not  your 
hearts  be  troubled :  ye  believe  in  God,  believe  also 
in  me.  In  my  Father's  house  are  many  mansions : 
if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I  go  to 
prepare  a  place  for  you.  And  if  I  go  and  prepare 
a  place  for  you,  I  will  come  again,  and  receive 
you  unto  myself;  that  where  I  am,  there  ye  may 
be  also."  Or  maybe  the  minister  chooses  that 
verse  from  Revelation  which  reads:  "And  I  heard 
a  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  me.  Write, 
Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord  from 
henceforth:  Yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may 
rest  from  their  labours;  and  their  works  do  fol- 
low them." 

Or  maybe  the  soul  has  tasted  the  very  dregs  of 
the  cup  of  sin,  and  cries  out  for  pardon  and 
peace,  and  in  repentance.  Hear  David  voice  the 
cry  of  such  a  stricken  soul:  "Have  mercy  upon 


me,  0  God,  according  to  thy  lovingkindness : 
cording  unto  the  multitude  of  thy  tender  mercit 
blot  out  my  transgressions  .  .  .  For  I  acknow. 
edge  my  transgressions:  and  my  sin  is  ever  b 
fore  me  .  .  .  Purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I  sha 
be  clean:  wash  me,  and  I  shall  be    whiter   thai 
snow  .  .  .  Hide  thy  face  from  my  sins,  and  hi 
out  all  mine  iniquities.  Create  in  me  a  clean  hear 
0  God;  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within  me.  Ca 
me  not  away  from  thy  presence;  and  take  ncj 
thy  holy  spirit  from  me.  Restore  unto  me  the  jo;; 
of  thy  salvation;  and  uphold  me  with  thy  fref 
spirit."  ' 

And  while  they  should  not  do  so,  it  is  still  trU't 
that  even  Christians  sometimes  get  the  blues,  anf 
down-hearted  and  discouraged.  For  such  comij 
such  verses  as  these:  "As  the  hart  panteth  afte:' 
the  water  brooks,  so  panteth  my  soul  after  theei 
0  God.  My  soul  thirsteth  for  God,  for  the  living 
God:  when  shall  I  come  and  appear  before  God' 
My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and  night 
while  they  continually  say  unto  me,  Where  is  th} 
God  ?  ...  As  with  a  sword  in  my  bones,  mine  en- 
emies reproach  me :  while  they  say  daily  unto  me,; 
Where  is  thy  God?  Why  art  thou  cast  down,  0 
my  soul,  and  why  art  thou  disquieted  within  me? 
hope  thou  in  God:  for  I  shall  yet  praise  him,  who 
is  the  health  of  my  countenance,  and  my  God." 

Perchance,  again,  you  have  been  a  bit  inclined 
to  forget  the  source  of  the  manifold  blessings 
which  have  come  to  your  life.  Listen  to  the 
Psalmist  as  he  voices  his  gratitude:  "Bless  the 
Lord,  0  my  soul:  and  all  that  is  within  me,  bless 
his  holy  name.  Bless  the  Lord,  0  my  soul,  and 
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■get  not  all  his  benefits:  Who  forgiveth  all 
ne  iniquities;  who  healeth  all  thy  diseases; 
10  redeemeth  thy  life  from  destruction;  who 
wneth  thee  with  lovingkindness  and  tender 
rcies;  Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with  good 
ngs;  so  that  they  youth  is  renewed  like  the 
?le's  .  .  .  The  Lord  is  merciful  and  gracious, 
w  to  anger,  and  plenteous  in  mercy  .  .  .  For 
the  heaven  is  high  above  the  earth,  so  great  is 
;  mercy  toward  them  that  fear  him.  As  far  as 
3  east  is  from  the  west,  so  far  hath  he  removed 
f  transgressions  from  us.  Like  as  a  father  pit- 
h  his  children,  so  the  Lord  pitieth  them  that 
ir  him." 


How  many  times  have  the  cares  and  responsi- 
Wties  of  life  pressed  down  upon  us,  until  we 
rve  grown  exhausted  and  we  have  sighed  for 
tjst  and  peace  amid  life's  turmoil.  Then  speaks 
tje  Master  in  tones  of  dulcet  appeal:  "Come  unto 
tk  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and 
l.vill  give  you  rest.  Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and 
lirn  of  me;  for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart: 
:d  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For  my 
''ke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light." 

But  maybe  questions  sometimes  come  into  your 
tind  as  to  what  the  Bible  sets  forth  as  to  the 
al  duty  of  man.  Well,  the  prophet  Micah  gives 
,  a  simple  statement  in  these  words:  "Where- 
:th  shall  I  come  before  him  with  burnt  offer- 
Igs,  with  calves  of  a  year  old?  Will  the  Lord  be 
eased  with  thousands  of  rams,  or  with  ten  thou- 
,nds  of  rivers  of  oil?  shall  I  give  my  firstborn 
r  my  transgression,  the  fruit  of  my  body  for 
e  sin  of  my  soul  ?  He  hath  showed  thee,  0  man, 
hat  is  good;  and  what  doth  the  Lord  require  of 
jiee,  but  to  do  justly,  and  to  love  mercy,  and  to 
|alk  humbly  with  thy  God."  Or  maybe  you  would 
refer  to  hear  what  the  Christian  teaching  is  on 
lis  question.  Here  are  two  answers  from  the 
ew  Testament:  "Pure  religion  and  undefiled  be- 
)re  God  and  the  Father  is  this,  To  visit  the  fath- 
'less  and  widows  in  their  affliction,  and  to  keep 
imself  unspotted  from  the  world."  And  the 
[her  answer  reads  like  this:  "Therefore  all 
lings  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do 
)  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them :  for  this  is  the  law 
nd  the  prophets." 

And  if  perchance  you  should  become  discour- 
sed, sit  down  quietly,  and  with  closed  eyes  re- 
eat  to  yourself  the  words  of  that  beautiful 
salm,  which  goes  like  this:  "The  Lord  is  my 
^epherd ;  I  shall  not  want.  He  maketh  me  to  lie 
own  in  green  pastures:  he  leadeth  me  beside  the 


still  waters.  He  restoreth  my  soul:  he  leadeth  me 
m  the  paths  of  righteousness  for  his  name's  sake. 
Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil:  for  thou  art 
with  me ;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff  they  comfort  me. 
Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me  in  the  presence 
of  mine  enemies:  thou  anointest  my  head  with 
oil;  my  cup  runneth  over.  Surely  goodness  and 
mercy  shall  follow  me  all  the  days  of  my  life: 
and  I  will  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  for- 
ever." 

When,  in  the  tumult  and  turmoil  of  our  every- 
day life,  we  find  ourselves  wavering  and  uncer- 
tain whether  after  all  it  is  worth  while,  and  we 
sense  the  need  of  some  strong  assurance,  then 
turn  to  Paul's  declaration  of  confidence:  "Who 
shall  lay  anything  to  the  charge  of  God's  elect? 
It  is  God  that  justifieth.  Who  is  he  that  condemn- 
eth?  It  is  Christ  that  died,  yea  rather,  that  is 
risen  again,  who  is  even  at  the  right  hand  of  God, 
who  also  maketh  intercession  for  us.  Who  shall 
separate  us  from  the  love  of  Christ?  shall  tribu- 
lation, or  distress,  or  persecution,  or  famine,  or 
nakedness,  or  peril,  or  sword?  As  it  is  written. 
For  thy  sake  we  are  killed  all  the  day  long;  we 
are  accounted  as  sheep  for  the  slaughter.  Nay,  in 
all  these  things  we  are  mo^re  than  conquerors 
through  him  that  loved  us.  For  I  am  persuaded, 
that  neither  death,  nor  life,  nor  angels,  nor  prin- 
cipalities, nor  powers,  nor  things  present,  nor 
things  to  come.  Nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor  any 
other  creature,  shall  be  able  to  separate  us  from 
the  love  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our 
Lord." 

Mayhap  you  are  facing  a  crisis  moment  in  your 
career,  and  you  are  not  sure  which  way  to  turn. 
Listen  to  these  words  of  confidence  and  strength- 
ening: "God  is  our  refuge  and  strength,  a  very 
present  help  in  trouble.  Therefore  will  not  we  fear, 
though  the  earth  be  removed,  and  though  the 
mountains  be  carried  into  the  midst  of  the  sea; 
Though  the  waters  thereof  roar  and  be  troubled, 
though  the  mountains  shake  with  the  swelling 
thereof.  There  is  a  river,  the  streams  whereof 
shall  make  glad  the  city  of  God,  the  holy  place  of 
the  tabernacle  of  the  most  High.  God  is  in  the

LETTER  FROIM 
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January  16,  1955 

Dear  Members  of  the  Missionary  Board  and  of  the  Breth- 
ren Church: 

Veda,  Janet,  Bea  and  I  wish  to  thank  you  all  for  giving 
Brother  Berkshire  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  mission 
field.  We  know  that  such  a  trip  costs  money  and  that 
you  are  all  reluctant  to  use  money  for  a  trip,  as  you  feel 
that  it  could  be  used  for  work  on  the  field;  however,  I 
do  personally  feel  that  such  a  trip  is  worth  far  more 
than  the  money  used.  .Brother  Berkshire  was  able  to  see 
first  hand  the  African  mission  at  work. 

He  attended  the  meetings  of  various  committees  and 
the  annual  meeting  of  all  the  missionaries  where  he  could 
hear  discussed  the  problems  which  face  the  mission  &s 
well  as  the  forward  steps  which  have  been  made.  He 
toured'  the  stations  and  thus  could  see  how  the  mission- 
ary carries  on  the  program  of  evangelism.  Through  all 
of  this,  he  no  doubt  has  obtained  a  clearer  picture  of 
mission  work  in  Africa.  Also  we  were  able  to  visit  the 
proposed  site  for  the  Higi  Station,  to  talk  over  plans  for 
its  building  and  to  visit  the  people  and  local  chief. 
Brother  Berkshire  now  has  a  clearer  picture  of  the  type 
buildings   desired   and   their  costs. 

It  was  a  great  joy  for  us  to  be  able  to  sit  down  with 
Clayton  and  talk  over  the  future  plans  of  our  church  in 
this  field.  We  spent  many  enjoyable  hours  together,  but 
they  seemed  to  be  too  few,  I  told  him  that  he  should  have 
come  for  at  least  six  months  and  lived  with  us;  then  he 
could  see  how  the  local  and  out-village  work  is  carried 
on.  It  was  a  great  joy  to  have  him  observe  the  baptism 
of  thirteen  Higi  men,  women  and  youths  at  Brishishiwa, 
also  to  see  eleven  others  take  their  first  steps  to  walk 
in  the  Christian  way.  I  know  it  thrilled  him  to  partake 
in  a  communion  with  our  African  Brethren. 


I  could  go  on  and  on  talking  about  the  places  he  S] 
and  such,  but  I  know  that  he  will  want  to  tell  you 
about  that  himself. 

It  was  good  for  us  also  to  hear  the  report  from  h 
about  how  our  church  and  college  are  moving  forwa 
It  is  a  great  inspiration  for  us  here  to  learn  such  gc 
reports;  it  gives  us  a  greater  incentive  out  here.  Also 
were  overjoyed  to  know  the  number  of  young  people  w 
are  preparing  for  the  ministry  and  for  missionary  si 
vice  in  our  church. 

Christmas  has  passed  and  a  new  year  has  begun.  Ja 
uary  10  the  schools  opened  for  a  new  year.  The  atte 
dance  at  our  Gulak  School  is  still  not  what  we  wish 
would  be;  however,  we  are  praying  to  God  and  knd 
that  in  the  future  many  more  children  will  begin  to  coni 
At  the  moment  there  are  45  students  enrolled.  The  enroi 
ment  at  the  Higi  village  school  of  Brishishiwa  has  pick 
up.  I  went  over  twice  last  week  to  help  the  teachers  g 
the  new  term  started.  This  year  they  have  a  beginniii 
class  of  about  26.

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THE  MULVANE  BRETHREN  CHURCH  was  organized 
February  22,  1884,  by  Brother  Dan  Harader,  with  11 
charter  members.  There  were  meetings  held  at  school 
houses  by  Rev.  Harader,  Rev.  Gibson,  and  Rev.  Bowman. 
In  1893,  Rev.  Beer  from  Nickerson,  Kansas,  held  a  re- 
vival at  the  Star  School  House.  There  was  another  revival 
in  1895. 

In  1898,  Rev.  L.  G.  Wood,  of  Fort  Scott,  Kansas,  was 
called  as  pastor  and  sei"ved  the  church  for  9  years.  Dur- 
ing his  pastorate,  the  Brethren  Church  was  built  4  miles 
east  and  1  mile  south  of  Mulvane.  Rev.  Wood  resigned 
in  1907,  and  Rev.  Flora  of  Iowa,  sei-ved  the  church  1 
year.  Albert  Whitted  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  August 
11,  1907.  Rev.  Collier  served  the  church  1  year,  and  Rev. 
Denny  was  called  in  1909  and  served  4  years.  Beginning 
in  1913,  Rev.  Larimer  from  Rome,  Kansas  preached  part 
time  for  2  years.  In  1915,  Wiley  Whitted  was  ordained 
to  the  ministry  and  sei'ved  the  Mulvane  church  a  few 
years. 

During  the  Flu  Epidemic,  the  church  was  closed.  In 
1922,  Rev.  Howell,  held  a  revival  meeting  and  was  called 
as  pastor.  Five  acres  of  land  were  purchased  1%  miles 
east  of  Mulvane  and  a  parsonage  built,  which  was  de- 
stroyed by  a  tornado.  In  1927,  Rev.  Landis  was  called 
and  served  two  years.  Rev.  Anderson  preached  for  1  year 
and  in  1932,  Rev.  Iwakenbush  of  Conway  Springs,  a  min- 
ister in  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  held  two  revival 
meetings  and  preached  part  time  for  2  years.  In  1934, 
Rev.  Cone  from  Illinois  was  called  and  served  2  years. 
During  1936,  1937,  and  1938,  Rev.  Keck  served  the  church. 
From  1938  to  1940,  Rev.  Thorpe  and  Rev.  Lambky,  of 
the  Baptist  church,  and  Rev.  Germany  of  the  Church  of 
God,  all  of  Wichita,  preached  for  the  church.  In  1941, 
Sister  Aboud  held  a  revival  and  served  as  pastor  for 
some  time,  followed  by  Rev.  Milton,  from  near  Douglas. 
Revival  meetings  were  held  by  Rev.  Deeter,  Rev.  Teeter, 
Rev.   Studebaker,   Rev.  Johnson,  and  Rev.   Cover. 

Due  to  the  movement  of  many  of  the  people  to  Mul- 
vane, the  church  in  the  country  was  closed.  In  1945,  it 
was  decided  to  move  to  Mulvane.  In  1946,  Rev.  Cecil 
Johnson,  of  Falls  City,  Nebraska,  and  Rev.  Wilbur 
Thomas  of  Carlton,  Nebi'aska,  came  for  a  few  days  and 
preached  two  sermons.  In  June,  Rev.  Thomas  came  and 
preached    for   the   church    in    the    City   Hall,   held   a    love 


feast,  conducted  a  business  meeting,  and  held  prayer  a 
Bible  study.  At  this  time.  Rev.  Thomas  was  called  ' 
pastor,  and  he  moved  to  Mulvane  in  October,  1946.  TJ 
church  building  at  its  present  site  was  started  duriii 
1946,  and  the  first  revival  in  it  was  held  by  Rev.  C.  \ 
Grisso,  in  the  basement,  prior  to  the  completion  of  t 
building.  The  building  was  completed  and  the  dedicatii 
service  held  in  April,  1947.  The  church  purchased  ti! 
McMunn  property  on  East  Main  Street,  as  a  parsonagi 
in  1951.  i| 

Rev.  J.  F.  Burton  conducted  a  revival  meeting  in  tl 
spring  of  1951,  and  was  called  as  pastor  upon  the  resign, 
tion  of  Rev.  Thomas.  Rev.  Burton  assumed  the  paste: 
ate  on  September  1,  1951,  and  is  serving  the  church  ;[ 
the  present  time.  The  church  at  present,  has  an  actiAi 
membei'ship  of  99. 


FINAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE  I 
September  5,  1954 

AT  THE  REGULAR  BUSINESS  MEETING  on  Octc 
her  1,  1952,  the  church  voted  to  take  an  offerin 
for  the  Building  Fund  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  montl 
At  this  meeting  it  was  also  voted  that  the  Moderator  aj 
point  a  five-member  Building  Committee. 

On  January  14,  1953,  the  church  received  its  first  n 
port  from  the  Building  Committee,  and  decided  at  tha 
time  not  to  build  a  new  church  at  another  location  dul 
to  the  prohibitive  cost. 

At  a  special  business  meeting  on  January  28,  1953,  th 
church  voted  to  widen  the  present  building.  At  a  specis. 
meeting  on  March  24,  1953,  it  was  decided  to  lengthe; 
the  church  by  14',  and  also  approved  the  purchase  o 
new  pews  and  other  details  of  the  new  building.  Ml 
Hei'bert  F.  Munhollon  was  selected  to  do  the  constructio; 
work  at  this  time. 

The  total  amount  of  cash  in  the  Building  Fund  oj 
March  30,  1953  was  $768.28,  17  months  ago.  At  the  reg 
ular  business  meeting  of  the  church  on  April  28,  1952 
it  was  decided  not  to  make  a  solicitation  from  the  publi 
for  the  Building  Fund,  and  the  matter  of  financing  th 
expansion  was  left  to  the  individual  with  no  assessment 
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•  quotas  and  all  contributions  being  on  a  voluntary  basis, 
he  trustees  of  the  church  were  authorized  to  borrow  the 
jcessary  funds  to  complete  the  project  up  to  $9,000.00. 
lans  were  announced  at  this  meeting  to  begin  the  work 
1  the  building  about  the  middle  of  June,  1953. 

At  the  quarterly  business  meeting  on  July  14,  1953,  the 
lurch  purchased  new  pews  and  pulpit  furniture  from  the 
urney  Wood  Products  Co.,  of  Harrison,  Kansas. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  building  before 
nd  after  the  present  expansion  program:  The  building 
leasured  40'  by  62',  with  the  approximate  seating  cap.a- 
ity  of  120  in  the  main  auditorium.  The  building  as  now 
ompleted  measures  86'  by  48'  and  will  seat  200  in  the 
uditorium  with  seating  available  for  ,an  additional  60 
ersons  in  the  two  class  rooms  at  the  rear  which  may  be 
onverted  for  use  as  a  part  of  the  auditorium.  In  addi- 
ion,  9  new  S.  S.  classrooms  were  added,  new  vestibule, 
ew  furnace  room,  a  small  kitchen,  a  second  rest  room, 
Lew  forced  air  furnace,  new  pews  and  pulpit  furniture, 
ind  has  been  completely  redecorated  throughout  inside. 
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The  total  expenditures  for  the  project  has  been  $16,- 
927.00.  $9,000  of  this  amount  has  been  bori'owed  and  the 
church  membership  and  friends  have  contributed  the  bal- 
ance of  $7,927.00.  We  feel  that  this  is  an  excellent  record 
as  the  active  membership  is  only  about  100  with  approx- 
imately 30  families.  With  continued  support  we  will 
be  able  to  clear  our  indebtedness  sooner  than  most  of  us 
think.  The  note  will  come  due  Dec.  1,  this  year. 

We  sincerely  appreciate  the  contributions  of  all  the 
members  and  friends  of  the  church  which  made  the  ex- 
pansion possible.  We  appreciate  the  time  donated  by  all 
who  helped  in  finishing  the  building  and  also  during  the 
construction  work.  We  estimate  this  has  saved  the  church 
$1500.00  or  more.  We  appreciate  the  fine  work  by  our 
Contractor,  Mr.  MunhoUon.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Mul- 
vane  State  Bank  and  Mr.  Carson  for  handling  our  loan 
which  enabled  us  to  finish  the  work.  Also  grateful  for 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Maurice  Howard  for  the  loan  of  $2,000.00 
without  interest.  We  thank  everyone  for  their  interest  and 
prayers  and  we  know  that  this  has  been  important  in  the 
success  of  our  efforts  here.

On  Wednesday,  February  2nd,  we  had  the  rare  privi- 
lege of  hearing  Dr.  Andrew  Gih,  converted  Chinese  author 
and  Bible  scholar.  His  inspiring,  heart  touching  address, 
which  stressed  the  need  for  the  Gospel  in  his  homeland, 
was  a  challenge  to  Christian  America.  He  indicated  that 
the  persecutions  were  not  silencing  the  real  people  of 
faith  from  their  true  witnessing,  and  that  many  of  them 
faced  death  rather  than  to  deny  their  Lord.

Fort  Scott  had  a  good  deal  of  publicity  in  1954.  During 
uly,  for  two  days,  the  temperature  was  120°,  the  high- 
st  in  the  United  States.  Then,  just  after  Christmas,  26" 
f  snow  fell,  a  record  for  Kansas.  However,  in  spite  of 
/eather  conditions,  the  Brethren  Church  has  had  a  good 
ear. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year,  services  were  held  in  the 
mall  Sunday  School  room,  but  by  Palm  Sunday,  we  were 
ible  to  move  into  the  sanctuary,  which  had  been  newly 
lecorated  at  a  cost  of  $1284,  besides  labor,  most  of  which 
las  been  donated.

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL 

Now  IS  THE  TIME  to  start  planning  for  Vacation 
Bible  School  in  your  church.  In  just  three  short 
months  school  will  be  out  and  the  summer  vacation  will 
be  here.  Vacation  Bible  School  is  one  of  the  most  power- 
ful phases  of  the  church's  work,  and  it  should  be  planned 
well  in  advance. 

Let  us  examine  briefly  some  of  the  reasons  for  con- 
ducting a  V.  B.  S.  These  ideas  are  adapted  from  the  book 
"How  to  Conduct  a  Vacation  Bible  School"  by  Tessa 
Colina,  published  by  the  Standard  Publishing  Company 
and  available  from  your  Publishing  House. 

In  the  first  place,  children  do  not  get  enough  Bible  in- 
struction in  the  Sunday  School.  If  a  child  attends  every 
Sunday  for  a  year,  he  receives  about  26  hours  of  class 
teaching.  (Contrast  this  with  the  300  hours  per  year 
which  a  Roman  Catholic  child  receives.)  Therefore,  we 
must  find  some  additional  means  for  teaching  our  children 
the  Bible;  Vacation  Bible  School  is  one  answer  to  this 
problem. 

Second,  it  is  difficult  for  pupils  to  retain  teaching  that 
is  given  only  once  a  week.  (To  prove  this  to  yourself,  go 
over  the  last  Sunday  School  lesson  in  your  mind  and 
pick  out   what  you  learned.)    Vacation   Bible   School  pro- 


vides day-by-day  lesson  material  that  is  prepared  by  spe- 
cialists to  fit  the  age  of  the  pupils.  Many  children  learn 
moi'e  about  the  Bible  in  two  weeks  of  V.  B.  S.  than  in  a 
whole  year  of  Sunday  School. 

Third,  Vacation  .Bible  School  promotes  evangelism.  A 
good  V.  B.  S.  is  one  that  puts  emphasis  on  a  saving- 
knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ.  Children  will  be  more  willing 
to  make  a  public  confession  in  a  group  more  nearly  their 
own  age.  Since  many  young  people  drop  out  of  the  church 
between  the  ages  of  12  and  16,  it  is  most  important  that 
children  be  brought  to  Christ  before  they  finish  grade 
school. 

Fourth,  Vacation  Bible  School  many  times  reaches  chil- 
dren that  the  Sunday  School  has  been  unable  to  reach. 
The  informal  atmosphere  and  diversity  of  activities  has 
a  great  appeal  for  children.  This  is  an  opportunity  to  con- 
tact not  only  chidren  but  whole  families  that  have  never 
before  been  contacted. 

Fifth,  Vacation  Bible  School  builds  enthusiasm.  As  each 
day  passes,  the  children  become  more  and  more  interested 
— and  so  do  the  teachers.  V.  B.  S.  can  be  a  great  tonic 
for  the  Sunday  School  in  the  slack  summer  months.  By 
using  the  contacts  made  with  the  children  as  a  spring- 
board, V.  B.  S.  will  build  not  only  enthusiasm  but  also 
attendance. 

Many  of  our  Brethren  churches  have  excellent  Vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools,  and  we  hope  that  many  more  will  take 
advantage  of  this  marvelous  opportunity  to  reach  the 
children  of  the  community  for  Christ.  If  you  would  like 
help  in  planning  your  V.  B.  S.,  write  to  the  National  Sun- 
day School  Association  and  ask  for  a  free  copy  of  the 
pamphlet  "15  Steps  to  a  Successful  V.  B.  S."  The  address 
is  Ashland  College,  Ashland,  Ohio.

THE  STRIKING  PICTURE  of  Christ  identifying  the 
betrayer,  Judas,  at  the  Last  Supper  is  a  remarkable 
study  of  the  expression  of  the  mind  through  the  hands. 
Quintilian  has  said,  "Other  parts  of  the  body  assist  the 
speaker,  but  the  hands  speak  themselves.  By  them  we 
ask,  promise,  dismiss,  threaten,  entreat,  deprecate.  By 
them  we  express  fear,  joy,  grief,  our  doubts,  assent,  or 
penitence;  we  show  moderation  or  profusion,  and  mark 
number  and  time.  The  head  may  plan  but  the  hand  is 
the  symbol   of  executive   power. 

When  we  think  of  the  hands  of  Jesus  we  may  see  the 
carpenter's  hands  (Mark  6:3).  His  were  the  homy  hands 
of  toil,  the  skilled,  the  honest  hands.  His  were  serving 
hands,  administering  the  touch  of  spiritual  cleansing 
(John  13:5).  His  supplying  hands  spoke  of  His  benevo- 
lence (Matt.  14:19).  His  sight-giving  hands  brought  light 
to  blind  eyes  (Matt.  20:34).  His  healing  hands  restored 
the  sick  to  health  and  vigor  (Mark  6:5).  His  purifying 
hands  touched  and  cleansed  the  leper  (Mark  1:41).  His 
receiving  hand  welcomed  the  children  and  "whosoever" 
(Mark  10:16.)  His  uplifting  hands  I'estored  the  victim 
that  Satan  had  cast  down  (Mark  9:27).  His  rescuing 
hand  saved  Peter  after  he  had  walked  on  the  water  and 
then  failed  to  walk  farther  because  he  saw  the  boisterous 
waves  (Matt.

Lesson  for  March  13,  1955 

PRAYER  IN  THE  CHRISTIAN'S  LIFE 

Lesson:   Matt.   6:5-8;   7:7-11;   James  5:13-16 

"Prayer  is  the  soul's  sincere  desire, 

Unuttered  or  expressed; 
The  motion  of  a  hidden  fire 

That  ti-embles  in  the  breast. 

Prayer    is    the    Christian's    vital    breath.

WITH  THESE  WORDS  the  song  writer  expresses  his 
thoughts  on  the  subject  of  prayer.  It  is  good  that 
the  lesson  topic  mentions  the  fact  that  prayer  concerns 
the  Christian.  In  reality  the  sinner  has  no  share  in  the 
strength  derived  from  prayer;  for  prayer  is  communion 
with  God,  and  the  sinner  is  out  of  fellowship  with  God. 
But  for  the  Child  of  God  prayer  continues  to  be  a  vital 
source  of  POWER  and  STRENGTH. 

This  lesson  is  not  intended  to  tell  us  all  there  is  to 
know  about  this  subject.  Rather,  it  would  emphasize  some 
much  needed  truths  for  our  day. 


lARCH  5,  1955 

Jesus  Christ  spoke  much  about  prayer.  This  is  not 
trange  in  light  of  the  fact  that  the  New  Testament 
peaks  often  .about  the  prayer  life  of  our  Lord.  Jesus 
ot  only  spoke  about  prayer,  but  more  important,  He 
racticed  what  He  preached! 

In  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  Jesus  taught  His  disci- 
iles  that  prayer  was  a  private,  personal  matter  between 
he  individual  and  God.  Therefore,  Jesus  said,  "When 
hou  prayest,  thou  shalt  not  be  as  the  hypocrites  are: 
or  they  love  to  pray  standing  in  the  synagogues  and  in 
he  corners  of  the  streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of 
aen"  (Matt.  6:5).  Of  course  the  Master  did  not  mean 
)y  this  that  there  is  no  place  for  public  prayers.  But  He 
s  saying  that  when  praying,  publicly  or  privately,  your 
)bject  should  be  to  commune  with  God  and  not  to  pa- 
ade  your  virtue  or  goodness  before  men. 

Also  important  to  remember  Jesus  would  say,  is  this: 
'When  ye  pray,  use  not  vain  repetitions,  as  the  heathen 
lo:  for  they  think  that  they  shall  be  heard  for  their 
nuch  speaking"  (Matt.  6:7).  In  other  words  God  is 
nore  interested  in  QUALITY  than  in  QUANTITY. 

God  already  knows  the  need  before  we  pray.  He  is 
iware  of  the  petition  even  before  we  ask.  We  do  not 
pray  to  remind  Him,  nor  to  persuade  Him.  We  pray  that 
His  most  perfect  Will  may  be  accomplished,  and  in  doing 
jso,  that  our  wills  may  be  brought  into  conformity  with 
iflis. 

Prayer  is  petition;  it  is  praise;  it  is  worship;  it  is 
?ommunion.  Therefore  we  can  say  prayer  is  vital  for 
Qiaintaining  the  Christian  life.  If  the  fire  of  your  spirit- 
ual life  is  slowly  dying  out,  rake  through  the  embers, 
and  you  will  probably  discover  you  have  neglected 
PRAYER! 

"The  effectual  fervent  prayer  of  a  righteous  man  avail-

MISSIONARIES   IN  PASTORAL   WORK 

Guest  Writer— ROBERT  BISCHOF 

THE  WORK  OF  A  PASTOR  on  a  Mission  field  is 
practically  the  same  as  that  of  a  pastor  in  America. 
There  are  some  small  differences  which  are  brought  about 
because  of  the  environment  and  customs  of  the  people 
with  whom   you   are  working. 

I  have  always  felt  that  the  work  of  the  Pastor  is  more 
or  less  divided  under  three  headings:  1.  Preaching;  2. 
Visiting;  and  3.  Advising.  These  three  principles  are  also 
carried  out  on  the  Mission  Field.  Let  us  look  at  them 
separately. 

I — Preachinig:  This  should  be  a  joyful  part  of  the  pas- 
tor's work.  That  is  to  stand  forth  and  speak  out  for  our 
Loving  Lord  and  Saviour  and  how  He  lived  and  died  that 
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we   all   might   have   the   more    abundant   and    eternal   life 
with  the  Heavenly  Father. 

It  is  a  great  joy  to  be  able  to  pi'each  here  in  a  land 
where  people  do  not  have  a  clear  picture  of  the  love  and 
mercy  of  God.  But  it  is  not  easy.  By  that  I  do  not  mean 
that  a  person  is  persecuted  for  preaching,  but  simply  that 
the  language  is  a  barrier.  It  takes  practically  all  of  three 
years,  or  the  first  term  of  language  study  ,and  the  use 
of  language  before  one  anyway  feels  capable  of  preach- 
ing. I  preach  now  about  once  every  six  weeks  at  the 
Sunday  morning  worship,  about  twice  a  month  at  prayer- 
meeting.  However,  I  am  afraid  that  my  preaching  as  yet 
isn't  very  effective.  I  must  learn  to  think  as  the  people 
think.  I  must  be  able  to  use  the  common  ordinary  every- 
day illustrations  with  which  the  people  are  familiar  before 
I  can  get  my  point  across.  In  fact,  I  would  say  that  the 
setting  here  is  as  in  the  days  when  Jesus  was  on  the 
earth.  Methods  of  planting,  harvesting,  etc.  are  the  same. 
Thus  I  must  study  Jesus'  parables  and  teachings  and 
make  them   live   for  the  people. 

As  I  mentioned  before,  I  preach  only  about  once  every 
six  weeks,  however  there  is  preaching  service  every  Sun- 
day. Here  we  follow  the  early  Church  practice  of  the 
Deacons  or  Church  Committee  also  having  their  turn  to 
preach  the  word  of  God.  Thus  here  at  Gulak,  I  take  my 
turn  and  then  there  are  five  other  men  who  take  their 
turns  in  preaching.  Of  course  not  all  of  them  are  good 
preachers.  But  they  all  have  a  witness  to  give  to  the  peo- 
ple and  what  I  might  not  consider  as  a  good  message  will 
be  of  more  help  to  the  people  than  my  message,  as  the 
African  knows  his  people  and  their  spiritual  needs  far 
better  than  I  do. 

II — Visitation:  Many  times  in  America  a  Pastor  has 
forgotten  this  part  of  his  calling.  It  is  a  vital  part  of 
the  ministry  in  Africa.  Visits  are  made  to  the  compounds 
near  the  mission  at  regular  intervals.  Most  times  I  go 
with  a  member  of  the  Church  Committee,  because  my 
Margi  is  not  always  what  the  true  Margi  hears  or  under- 
stands. I  do  not  only  visit  the  compounds  near  the  mis- 
sion, but  part  of  my  pastoral  visiting  is  to  villages  in  a 
radius  of  15  miles  or  more.  Of  course  I  can  not  visit 
these  outvillages  very  often,  but  at  least  an  attempt  is 
made  to  visit  them  at  least  twice  a  year.  At  such  times 
the  village  heads  are  greeted,  the  word  of  God  is 
preached,  the  people  are  urged  to  put  God  first  in  their 
lives. 

This  outvillage  visitation  is  more  or  less  as  a  super- 
visor to  regular  African-evangelists  or  CRI  teachers.  I 
not  only  greet  the  people  but  check  to  see  that  the  evan- 
gelist is  doing  a  good  job  and  that  his  witness  is  good 
before  the  people.  If  he  is  a  good  witness  of  the  Chris- 
tian Way  of  Life  the  work  of  bringing  the  people  to  God 
will  go  forward.  But  if  his  witness  is  not  good,  people 
will  not  be  drawn  to  the  Saviour.  Of  course  this  is  true 
of  the  Christian  at  home,  but  too  many  times  we  as 
Christians  forget  to  be  a  good  witness  for  Christ. 

Ill- — Advising.  Here  is  another  duty  of  the  Pastor  at 
home  as  well  as  on  the  Mission  Field.  Many  times  a  pas- 
tor is  called  upon  by  members  of  his  congregation  or 
else  by  those  seeking  to  become  Christian,  who  are  seek- 
ing answers  to  some  problems  which  seem  difficult.  There

luncheons  were  given.  These  were  not  to  make  money,  bvit 
to  develop  Christian  fellowship.

During 
the  year,  22  persons  have  been  baptized,  and  16  were 
taken   into   membership   of  the  church. 

I  would  like  to  give  the  names  of  all  the  people  who, 
working  together,  have  made  this  year's  work  possible, 
but  I  fear  space  would  not  permit.  In  all  my  life,  I  never 
worked  with  such  a  loyal,  self-sacrificing  and  co-operating 
group  of  people. 

We  have  high  aims  for  this  new  year,  and  we  believe 
that  our  goals  will  be  reached,  if  all  of  us,  working  to- 
gether walk  humbly  and  pi'ayerfully  with  our  God, 
and  trust  in  the  power  of  His  Spirit  to  bring  these  things 
to  pass.

The  people  will  bring  the  case  be- 
Dre  the  deacons  and  it  will  be  talked  over  and  prayed 
bout,  they  will  shake  hands  and  depart  as  friends.  Too 
lany  times  at  home,  if  there  is  a  dispute  between  neigh- 
ors  they  begin  to  hate  each  other,  and  avoid  each  other, 
nd  do  all  sorts  of  despiteful  things  against  each  other, 
ever  once  thinking  to  settle  it  in  a  Christian  way  and  to 
e  forgiving  of  one  another.  Such  meetings  with  the  dea- 
ons,  and  hearing  some  of  the  problems  faced  by  the 
[ifrican  Christian,  has  given  me  a  keener  insight  into 
ji'hat  problems  they  face  when  they  become  Christians. 
Ve  listen  to  many  cases  of  men  who  are  being  tempted 
0  take  a  second  wife;  or  about  a  girl  who  is  a  Christian 
lut  her  pagan  father  wants  to  marry  her  off  to  a  pagan 
aan;   some   also  where  a  Christian  boy  has  been   forced 

0  leave   the   compound   because   of  his   beliefs. 

Each  problem  which  comes  to  the  Deacon  body  and 
lastor  must  be  dealt  with  prayerfully  under  the  guidance 
'f  the  Holy  Spirit.  Each  meeting  of  this  body,  which  I 
lave  attended,  has  been  of  great  help  to  me  as  well  as 
he  people  who  are  seeking  advice.  I  have  come  more  and 
nore  to  appreciate  the  work  of  the  African  Deacon  and 
lis  ability  to  help  in  establishing  the  Church  of  Christ 
n  Africa. 

There  are  also  many  other  opportunities  of  helping 
!)eople.  Many  times  as  I  am  working  in  the  study  some- 
one will  come  to  greet  me,  or  else  will  come  to  talk  over 
')roblems  with  me.  Each  time  I  visit  an  outvillage  I  try 
0  have  some  time  alone  with  the  evangelist  so  that  we 
night  talk  over  his  work  and  discuss  any  problems  which 
le  might  be  facing.

"Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me,  both  in  Jerusalem  and 
in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  parts 
of  the  earth." 

SITTING  IN  OUR  LIVING  ROOM,  looking  out  into 
the  distance,  these  words  came  to  my  mind  and  as 
I  meditated  upon  them,  it  came  to  me  anew  that  when 
Jesus  gave  this  command.  He  was  saying  that  we  are  to 
start  witnessing  right  where  we  are.  Our  interest  should 
begin  next  door,  or  down  the  street,  perhaps,  and  thus 
spread  around  the  world.  So  often  we  send  our  money 
and  our  missionaries  and  our  prayers  to  the  peoples  across 
the  ocean  in  some  foreign  land,  but  what  happens  to  those 
close  by  is  apt  to  not  greatly  concern  us.  But  the  way  we 
witness  to  our  neighbor  often  shows  an  inconsistency  that 
determines  the  effectiveness  of  witnessing  in  other  parts 
of  the  world. 

As  I  sat  pondering  these  things,  another  verse  of  scrip- 
ture came  to  me,  an  old  familiar  one,  but  suddenly  it  had 
a  new  meaning — "What  is  that  in  thine  hand?"  and  the 
thought  gripped  me,  that  truly  we  need  to  witness  wher- 
ever we  are  that  its  influence  may  be  felt  to  the  utter- 
most pai'ts  of  the  earth.  If  we  are  stirred  at  all  by  the 
needs  of  others,  both  near  and  far,  we  cannot  ignore 
the  little  seemingly  insignificant  duties,  sharing  with 
others,  yes,  our  possessions — our  prayers — and  here  I 
was  especially  impressed  with  the  thought  that  life  does 
not  demand  the  doing  of  the  tremendous,  the  spectacular, 
but  that  our  existence  can  be  justified  in  doing  little 
things  in  which  the  presence  of  a  smile,  a  kind  word,  a 
touch  of  the  hand,  or  a  look  of  understanding,  of  love,  or 
appreciation  can  be  our  witness  to  the  lives  of  those 
around  us.  This  may  not  be  the  highest  kind  of  witness- 
ing, but  I  believe  we  can  find  a  new  source  of  service  and 
joy  when  we  answer  the  question^ — "What  is  that  in  thine 
hand,"  in  this  manner.

ii'INCE  WE  ARE  NOW  in  that  season  of  the  year, 
ijl  which  for  the  larger  portion  of  Brethren,  represents  a 
cial  emphasis  on  Revival  and  Evangelism,  it  is  perhaps 
jiting  that  we  devote  a  few  moments  to  check  the  prog- 
ijss  we  are  making  in  our  churches  this  Conference  year. 

In  getting  a  true  picture  of  our  Denomination's  prog- 
ss,  we  are,  to  a  degree,  handicapped  by  the  fact  that 
r  statistical,  conference,  and  local  church  years  do  not 
incide  with  one  another,  or  even  with  the  calendar  year. 
This  is  one  of  those  necessary  evils,  we  suppose,  about 
jdich  little  or  nothing  can  be  done.)  However,  a  general 
jnclusion  of  whether  or  not  the  church  is  growing,  can 
I',  gained  from  a  study  of  available  facts  and  figures. 

I  The  "facts  and  figures"  indicate  that  we  are  growing! 
lie  question  that  confronts  us  is  "How  much  are  we 
j-owing?"  Another  question  which  we  can  logically  raise 
"How  much  should  we  be  growing?"  Coupled  with 
lese  questions  are  such  questions  as  "What  kind  of 
rowth  are  we,  or  should  we  be  experiencing?" 

Growth  in  a  church  is  usually  classified  under  three 
eneral  headings:  Spiritual,  numerical  and  financial.  In 
ur  opinion,  a  spiritual  growth  will  definitely  bring  about 

strong  upsurge  of  the  other  two.  It  is  also  our  opinion 
liat  eimphasis  on  either  or  both  of  the  other  two,  to  the 
eglect  of  the  first,  will  re.sult  in  little  or  no  permanent 
ain  for  the  church. 

The  1954  statistical  report  as  found  in  the  current 
irethren  Annual,  indicates  a  net  gain  of  369  members. 
A.  figure,  which  by  virtue  of  our  system  of  reporting 
)cal  church  membership  gains  and  losses,  statistically, 
'as  determined  last  Spring.)  The  previous  year's  report 
flowed  a  net  loss  of  127  members.  Statistically,  we  are 
holding  our  own,"  with  a  slight  emphasis  on  gain.  These 
jw  figures  indicate  how  much  we  are  growing. 

Financially,  church  growth  can  also  be  measured.  The 
tatistician's  report  referred  to  above,  indicates  the  Breth- 
3n  gave  more  than  $736,298.00  to  all  causes,  as  against 
638,959.23  the  year  before,  or  a  net  increase  of  over 
97,000.00. 

Numerically  and  financially,  we  have  given  you  the 
facts  and  the  figures."  But,  church  growth  or  recession 
1  not  something  you  can  pin-point  and  say  "this  is  it." 
or,  although  these  "facts  and  figures"  serve  a  very  im- 
ortant  role  in  determining  our  progress  or  lack  of  prog- 


ress, our  real  progess  is  fluid,  and  can  scacely  be  meas- 
ured in  black  and  white. 

This  is  evident  when  you  realize  that  real  church 
growth  is,  first  of  all,  spiritual.  Other  phases  of  growth 
necessarily  follow.  We  would  say,  then,  in  checking  our 
net  gain,  and  our  progress  in  this  Pre-Easter  season,  that 
we  check  carefully  on  all  three  phases,  but  that  we  very 
definitely  analyze  how  much  we  are  growing  spiritually. 

Some  of  our  churches  are  perhaps  more  favored  in  lo- 
cation for  numerical  growth  than  others.  These  churches, 
then,  do  have  a  greater  responsibility,  to  grow  according 
to  their  opportunities.  Many  of  these  churches  have  been 
reporting  very  nice  gains  in  membership  this  past  year. 
We  believe  these  churches  are  likewise  growing  spiritually 
and  financially. 

But,  even  though  some  may  be  more  favored  than 
others,  none  of  our  churches,  in  our  opinion,  are  so  de- 
void of  leadership  and  opportunities  that  there  can  be  no 
hope  of  gain,  however  slight. 

A  "rule  of  thumb"  by  which  churches  can  gauge  their 
gain,  numerically,  comes  from  our  experience  and  obser- 
vation, that  a  church  must  make  a  10%  gross  membership 
gain  each  year  to  hold  their  own!  This  10%  gross  gain 
takes  care  of  losse.;  by  death,  letter,  the  "miff-tree,"  and 
"lost  strayed  or  stolen."  To  do  less  is  to  lose  ground,  to 
do  more  is  to  help  that  net  gain. 

Financial  progress  can  be  measured,  in  part  at  least, 
by  progress  toward  keeping  a  good  credit  rating  in  the 
community  through  keeping  all  bills  paid,  a  minimum 
giving  to  denominational  work  of  at  least  as  much  as  used 
locally  (should  be  much  more.)  Such  giving  precludes 
giving  the  pastor  a  living  wage,  comfortable  living  quar- 
ters, so  that  with  good  management  and  common  sense, 
on  his  part,  he  can  "lift  his  face"  in  the  community  in 
which  you  have  him  living. 

Spiritual  progress  can  best  be  measured  by  "outsiders." 
That  is,  by  visitors,  and  by  people  of  the  community  who 
are  not  attached  to  your  church.  What  a  visitor  "senses" 
when  he  enters  your  church — harmony,  lack  of  it — Chris- 
tian peace,  lack  of  it — the  spark  of  spiritual  fire  burning 
in  the  hearts  of  the  members,  or  the  lack  of  it — these 
can  be  measured!  The  appearance  of  the  building,  well 
kept,  or  run  down — the  friendliness  and  sincerity  of  the

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ONE  HUNDRED  YEARS  AGO  this  month,  or  to  be 
specific,  on  March  24th,  1855,  an  aged  man  departed 
this  life.  Old  and  full  of  years,  worn  by  labor  and  travel; 
he  was  carried  out  by  loved  ones  to  the  little  family 
cemetery  on  the  farm  near  .Brownsville,  Ohio,  where  he 
had  lived  for  several  decades.  Three  hundred  miles  from 
the  scene  of  his  birth,  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  from 
where  he  had  lived  for  some  thirty-five  years,  and  wliere 
his  family  had  been  born,  he  found  his  last  earthly  rest- 
ing place.  The  first  born  of  his  family,  all  had  preceded 
him  in  death  except  Polly  his  youngest  sister.  She,  the 
last  remaining  member  of  the  family  and  aged  56  years, 
lived  near  Enterprise,  Pennsylvania.  It  was  doubtful  be- 
cause of  the  difficulties  of  travel  that  she  was  likely  able 
to  attend  the  funeral  of  her  brother. 

Not  quite,  but  almost  within  sound  of  heavy  travel 
over  the  busy  highway,  then  known  as  The  National 
Pike,  or  the  Cumberland  Road,  but  today  by  the  more 
undescriptive  name  of  United  States  Highway  40,  he  had 
spent  the  last  years  of  his  life,  and  his  body  was  re- 
turned to  the  earth. 

Jacob  Mack,  to  whom  the  above  refers,  w,as  the  first- 
born to  William  and  Agnes  Gantz  Mack.  He  was  born  in 
what  is  now  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  or  near 
Waynesboro,  August  29,  1773.  He  was  the  oldest  of  a 
family  of  four  children.  His  sisters,  were:  Elizabeth, 
born  in  1776;  Lydia,  born  in  1788  and  Polly  bom  in 
1799.  All  were  bom  in  the  same  locality  as  their  brother 
Jacob. 

Jacob's  father,  William,  was  the  son  of  Alexander 
Mack,  Jr.,  and  was  bom  at  Germantown,  Pennsylvania. 
His  (Jacob's)  Uncle  John  Mack  had  come  to  the  Antie- 
tam  section  of  Pennsylvania  to  combat  inroads  made 
by  the  Seventh  Day  Baptists.  Later,  William  followed  to 
this  section  of  the  state.  Here  he  married  and  here  his 
family  was  born.  His  wife  was  a  native  of  Adams  Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania. 

There  is  a  farm  just  south  of  the  main  road  leading 
east  out   of  Waynesboro,   Pennsylvania,  and  a   short  dis- 


tance  south  of  the  present  Wayne  Heights  Brethr 
Chui'ch,  known  as  the  Old  Mack  farm.  Just  how  many 
the  early  settlers  of  the  Mack  family  lived  there,  is  n 
known  at  the  present  time.  It  may  be  said  in  this  co 
nection  that  the  present  owner  J.  B.  Mikesell,  is  mu(j 
interested  in  the  history  of  the  farm  and  is  diligent! 
searching  the  old  records.  He  should  also  be  credited  f( 
cleaning  out  the  old  stone  walled  cemetery  where  Jol 
Mack,  the  brother  of  Alexander  Jr.,  is  buried. 

Schools  on  the  Frontier  being  what  they  were  ax 
mainly  non  existent,  young  Jacob  was  sent  back  to  Gei 
mantown  to  the  home  of  his  grandfather,  Alexander,  Ji^ 
and  there  was  entered  in  the  Germantown  Academ; 
There  he  was  afforded  an  education  far  better  than  couli; 
have  been  secured  on  the  borderline  of  Pennsylvania  ani 
Maryland. 


His  education  completed,  or  stopped,  Jacob  returned  t 
his  parental  home  at  Waynesboro.  It  may  be  stated  thai 
for  over  two  hundred  years,  the  descendants  of  Alexara 
der  Mack  have  been  part  and  parcel  of  Waynesboro.  Itl 
industries,  its  church  life,  and  all  things  worth  while  hav( 
felt  the  uplifting  hand  of  a  long  passed  ancestor  through 
his  descendants.  The  living  descendants  in  the  city  and 
county  are  numerous,  and  richly  add  to  the  prominenc( 
of  city  and  community.  Among  them  is  a  very  able  col 
lector  of  Mack  family  history,  and  of  much  help  to  th( 
Author,  Henry  W.  Good. 

The  date  of  Jacob  and  Nancy  Moser's  wedding  is  no1 
at  hand.  Suffice  it  to  state  that  she  was  of  German  par- 
entage and  spoke  and  understood  his  language,  whicl 
was  also  German.  Unlike  Jacob,  she  was  born  in  Ger- 
many. She  came  to  America  when  twelve  years  of  age 
traveling  upon  an  emigrant  vessel.  Her  trip  not  unlike 
many  of  them,  required  some  six  months  and  was  one 
of  deep  distress.  Though  she  lived  to  a  great  age,  she 
never  forgot  the  terrible  hardships  of  the  voyage.  Fre- 
quently she  spoke  of  her  trip  to  her  children  and  her 
grandchildren.  Her  family,  the  Mosers,  were  said  to  have 
been   very   wealthy  and   a  fortune   was   left  in   the   "Old 
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antry."  The  author  remembers  in  his  childhood  of 
ise  who  offered  to  go  over  and  secure  for  the  family 
:  fortune,  but  it  was  never  done. 

fust  when  Jacob  Mack  came  to  the  wild  lands  of 
ithwestern  Pennsylvania  is  not  known.  However  there 
re  relatives  of  Agnes  Gantz  Mack  there.

Life  was  not  dull  for  the  young  couple  living  on  Brown's 
m,  as  they  operated  the  Mill  and  brought  up  their  fam- 
Yet  they  still  had  time  to  take  part  in  the  active 
e  of  the  community. 

While  the  young  man  was  living  in  the  settlement,  he 
w  many  changes.  One  of  the  greatest  of  his  time,  and 
e  that  was  much  discussed  was  the  opening  of  the 
w  Government  Road  through  to  the  west.  Albert  Gal- 
tin,  a  neighbor  of  Mack's,  living  at  New  Geneva,  was 
uch  interested  in  the  road.  The  slave  issue  was  very 
en  in  those  days.  Many  settlers  had  gone  to  Ohio  and 
her  sections  of  the  west.  In  order  to  allay  them  from 
cession  it  was  thought  wise  to  offer  them  a  highway  to 
e  east.  Committees  were  formed  in  various  towns  and 
-alities  to  have  the  road  come  through  their  sections. 
Ibert  Gallatin,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  was  severely 
iticised  for  his  part  in  working  for  the  road.  He  was 
cused  of  attempting  to  bring  it  through  his  holdings 
;ar  New  Geneva.  Never  the  less  he  cleared  himself  from 
ly  guilt  in  the  matter.  It  was  a  great  day  when  the 
■st  stage  coach  to  carry  mail  over  the  new  road  brought

ar.yland,  on  August  1,  1818.  The  National  Pike  made 
story  and  would  require  many  articles  even  to  mention 
3  interesting  contributions.

Brown's  Run  seemed  to  be  a  favorite  with  the  early 
settlers  as  a  mill  stream.  In  the  early  pioneer  days  there 
were  three  mills  on  this  stream,  Gilmore's  Works 
and  Andrew  Rabb's.  The  land  where  Jacob  Mack  lived  and 
operated  the  mill  was  upon  the  Bakerston  survey.  The 
distance  to  the  Monongahela  River  v/as  not  much  over  a 
mile.  The  river  was  their  highway  to  many  of  the  far 
off  places,  and  naturally  to  be  either  on  or  near  a  river 
would  be  considered  a  choice  site.  The  village  of  Mason- 
town  was  less  than  a  mile  over  the  hill  from  the  Mill. 

It  may  be  stated  that  the  Macks  were  Millers  from 
the  time  of  Alexander  in  Germany,  down  to  the  present 
day.  A  Mill  stands  in  Brownsville,  Ohio,  still  in  the  Mack 
family.  The  mill  Jacob  Mack  owned  and  operated  until 
his  removal  to  Ohio  about  1832,  was  operated  until  1888. 
Joseph  Galley,  then  owner  of  the  mill  was  chopping  ice 
from  the  wheel  on  January  4,  1888  when  he  slipped  into 
the  wheel  as  it  started  to  turn.  He  was  so  horribly 
mangled  that  he  died.  In  1889,  the  year  of  the  Johnstown 
Flood,  high  water  so  severely  damaged  the  mill  that  it 
was  abandoned.  There  may  be  still  seen  traces  of  the 
Dam  and  the  Race  of  other  days.  When  Jacob  moved 
from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio,  his  son.  Elder  Jacob  Mack, 
took  over  and  operated  the  mill. 

Jacob  and  Nancy  Moser  Mack  were  the  parents  of 
seven  children.  Their  names  were  listed  in  the  old  family 
Bible  now  owned  by  Mrs.  David  Mack,  a  member  of  the 
Glenford,  Ohio,  Brethren  Church.  They  were:  "Agnes, 
born  January  10,  1797."  She  married  Jacob  Leckrone. 
"John,  Born  November  8,  1800."  He  was  the  great  grand- 
father of  the  author.  "Jacob,  boi-n  November  3,  1803."  He 
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was  the  Elder  Jacob  Mack.  "Alexander,  bom  April  8, 
1807."  "Mary  or  Polly  was  born  November  20,  1812,"  and 
Anna,  the  youngest  of  the  family^  was  born  June  1,  1815. 
She  came  to  Ohio  with  her  parents  and  is  well  remem- 
bered in  her  old  age  by  the  author. 

Wherever  the  Macks  went,  they  always  took  their  re- 
ligion. They  held  faithfully  and  strongly  to  it,  sometimes 
almost  to  the  point  of  stubbornness  and  contentiousness. 
Jacob  Mack  steeped  in  the  religion  of  the  Church,  organ- 
ized by  his  great  grandfather,  Alexander  Mack,  brought 
it  to  Brown's  Run.  His  old  home  was  sometimes  called 
"Mack's  Church." 

The  old  house  still  stands  where  Jacob  Mack  lived  so 
long  ago.  It  has  been  remodeled  several  times,  neverthe- 
less its  sturdy  frame  of  walnut  logs  promises  many 
years  yet  of  service. 

From  their  inception,  the  churches  at  Masontown;  the 
one  known  as  Fairview  Church  of  the  Brethren,  and  the 
Masontown  Brethren  have  had  descendants  of  Jacob 
Mack  upon  their  membership  rolls.  The  Masontown  Breth- 
ren still  has. 

One  of  the  afflictions  of  the  time  was  known  as  "Fever 
and  Ague,"  or  in  those  damp  low  locations,  "The  Shakes." 
Not  aware  of  the  cause  of  their  trouble  they  were  con- 
tinually seeking  new  locations  free  from  the  bothersome 
disorders.  Little  did  they  recognize  the  lowly  mosquito, 
which  was  ever  present  around  the  water  courses,  as  the 
source  of  their  difficulties. 

The  National  Road  was  bringing  travelers  from  the  far 
west — Ohio.  They  told  of  the  land  there,  with  its  fertile 
soil,  cheap  prices  and  reasonable  opportunities.  The  ele- 
vation was  such  as  to  guarantee  a  better  state  of  health. 
John,  possessing  the  adventurous  spirit  which  brought  his 
father  as  a  young  man  from  beautiful  Franklin  County, 
to  the  wilds  of  southwestern  Penns-ylvania,  longed  to 
see  what  could  be  found  beyond  the  Ohio  river.  With 
two  other  men  he  started  the  long  trek  to  Ohio.  Most 
of  the  distance  of  150  miles  was  walked,  perhaps  as- 
sisted from  time  to  time  by  lifts  from  kindly  teamsters. 
They  crossed  the  Ohio  at  Wheeling,  and  the  Muskingum 
River  at  the  forks  where  the  Licking  joins  it  at  Zanes- 
ville.  Still  following  the  newly  constructed  road  they 
passed  through  the  villages  of  Mount  Sterling,  Gratiot, 
finally  reaching  Brownsville,  some  fourteen  miles  west  of 
Zanesville. 

Returning  to  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  John 
Mack  painted  such  glowing  pictures  of  the  new  country, 
that  Jacob  and  John,  along  with  John's  brother  Alexan- 
der, and  young  sister  Anna  came  to  Ohio. 

Some  three  miles  southwest  of  Brownsville,  they  lo- 
cated upon  two  farms.  They  were  side  by  side.  Close  by 
a  spring  of  cold  water,  Jacob  built  his  house.  The  author 
has  dipped  the  cup  into  this  crystal  water  and  enjoyed  it 
to  the  utmost.  Here  Jacob  was  to  spend  the  rest  of  his 
days.  The  time  of  his  moving  to  this  section  was  in  1832 
or  1833. 

Hard  by  the  farm  of  Jacob  Mack,  lay  a  farm  belong- 
ing to  Philip  Cooperrider.  Philip's  small  son,  Aaron,  one 
day  in  the  fall  of  the  year  decided  that  he  would  visit 
"Old  man  Mack's"  watermelon  patch.  Little  did  he  realize 
that  the  kindly  old  man  would  gladly  have  given  him  all 
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that  he  could  eat  or  even  carry.  The  lad  thought  that 
would  be  a  lot  of  fun  to  get    one    of  "the    old    mar 
melons.  While  the  lad  was  in  the  patch,  Jacob  Mack  c 
covered  him.  The  little  lad  ran  as  fast  as  his  short  l 
would   go,    with   fear   lending   him    speed,   but   of   cou 
Jacob  was  able  to  run  faster.  However,  he  slowed  his  p, 
enough  that  he  was  just  behind  the  lad.  His  arms  Wi 
outstretched   as   though  to   seize  him   by  the   collar.  1 
lad  ran  as  fast  as  he  could,  but  was  permitted  to  esc^' 
Into  the  house  he  ran  with  his  breathless  speed.  Pulli 
the  curtain  aside  which  hid  the  space  under  the  bed,  jCi 
slid  under,  dropping  the  curtain  in  a  hurry.  No  doubt  1 1 ' 
big  man  had  difficulty  in  suppressing  a  smile.  He  huni ! 
up  the  father  of  the  lad  and  told  him  the  circumstanc 
"Do  not  whip  the  boy;  he  has  had  his  lesson,"  said  Jac 
to  neighbor  Philip.  The  "little  boy's"  son,  Martin  Coopi 
rider  told   his   story  to   the  author   some   years   ago.  :

Jacob  Mack  was  so  steeped  in  the  religion  of  his 
Fathers,  that  he  instilled  it  into  his  family.  It  has  been 
handed  down  to  the  present  generation.  His  entire  family 
were  members  of  the  Church.  One  son  was  an  outstand- 
ing Elder,  Jacob  Mack.  Those  who  remained  in  Pennsyl- 
vania continued  strong  in  the  faith  when  the  most  of 
the  family  had  emigrated  to  Ohio.  Anna,  the  youngest 
daughter  and  youngest  of  the  family,  married  outside  of 
the  Church  when  she  married  John  Cooperrider  a  neigh- 
bor in  Ohio.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church, 
she  was  a  member  of  the  Dunkard  Church,  as  it  was 
called.  To  state  that  life  was  always  harmonious  between 
the  couple,  who  each  held  so  strongly  to  their  own 
churches,   would   be    stating   an   untruth. 

She  often  told  the  mother  of  the  Author,  Lucinda  Mack 
Ankrum,  of  her  girlhood  days  in  Fayette  County,  Penn- 
sylvania. She  often  spoke  of  the  skating  parties  on  the 
old  mill  pond.  The  youngest,  and  never  large,  she  would 
hold  to  the  coat  tails  of  her  brothers  and  flash  over  the 
ice  on  her  skates.  Tlie  time  that  they  misjudged  the 
thickness  of  the  ice  and  to  their  horror  felt  it  slowly 
settling  while  they  were  in  the  middle  of  the  pond  was 
never  forgotten.  They  however  made  it  safely  to  the 
bank. 

Vivacious  and  a  hard  worker,  she  seemed  to  possess 
more  vitality  than  her  husband.  The  divided  interests  in 
their  Church  life  did  not  always  promote  peace  and  har- 
mony. She  died  in  1901  aged  84  years,  6  months  and  5 
days.  The  author,  just  a  youngster,  remembers  "Aunt 
Anna  Cooperrider,"  well.  She  was  always  called  "Aunt 
Anna,"  by  the  family.  Her  white  hood  atop  her  white 
hair,  and  her  husband  with  his  heavy  white  chin  beard 
were  ever  the  fascination   of  the   small  boy. 

When  she  was  unable  to  go  to  church  because  of  the 
infirmities  of  age,  the  writer  remembers  some  of  the  ser- 
vices held  at  her  home  on  the  farm.  One  especially  comes 
to  mind.  The  buggies,  and  surreys;  the  horses  were 
hitched  to  the  convenient  trees  and  posts  when  the  barn 
had  been  filled.  These  services  were  always  accompanied 
by  Basket  dinners.  The  one  in  mind  was  in  charge  of  Rev. 
J.  M.  Bowman,  Pastor  of  the  Berachah  and  Bethel  .Breth- 
ren Churches.  The  Berachah  Church  was  just  four  miles 
east  of  Glenford  and  only  two  or  more  miles  from  the 
Cooperrider  home.  The  song  leader  for  the  occasion  was 
J.  D.  Findley,  of  Glenford,  Ohio.  This  was  a  gala  day, 
and  especially  for  the  small  fry  who  did  not  fully  realize 
the  serious  impoi*t  of  the  meeting,  but  were  more  in- 
terested in  the  meeting  of  various  cousins,  and  the  con- 
tents of  the  baskets.  Among  those  in  this  group  was  the 


writer.  After  the  passing  of  many  years,  there  is  vivi([|| 
remembered  some  of  the  names  of  various  families  gal| 
ered  there  that  Summer  day  upon  the  sloping  la^  i 
There  were  Macks  from  various  families,  the  Ankruij} 
the  Eversoles,  the  Lamptons,  Deffenbaughs,  the  Ga.lj 
Leckrones,  Cooperriders,  the  Findleys,  the  Bowsers,  ll 
Ramseys  and  others.  Most  of  them  were  more  or  less  :  I 
lated.  The  old  hymns  were  enjoyed,  and  the  old  cou]l{ 
found  it  a  gala  day  as  they  worshipped  and  fellowshippj! 
together  there  in  almost  sylvan  solitude.  As  the  sun  1  j 
gan  to  sink  behind  the  western  hills,  there  was  a  gat 
ering  of  horses  and  children,  placing  them  in  or  on  th( 
original  vehicles,  with  parting  "Good  Byes,"  they  rejo  I 
ingly,  though  somewhat  weary,  wended  their  ways  J 
their  various  homes.  The  old  couple  left  alone,  as  far  ■ 
human  companionships  were  concerned,  were  loaded  do^ ! 
with  new  and  happy  memories  of  the  day  that  had  forev ; 
gone. 

The  end  came  as  it  comes  to  all  mortals,  and  on  Mar 
24,  1855,  the  great-grandson  of  Alexander  Mack,  t.\ 
Founder  of  the  Tunker  church  closed  his  eyes  upon  til 
things  of  earth.  Kind  hands  came  to  assist;  mourne 
dropped  their  emblems  of  sorrow;  and  the  little  cem 
tery  just  beyond  the  orchard  and  approximately  one  hu 
di-ed  yards  east  of  the  house  where  the  kind  old  man  h; 
passed  away  had  a  new  grave  made  ready  to  receive  h 
body.  So  at  the  age  of  81  years,  6  months  and  24  day 
his  busy  life  came  to  an  end.  Far  from  the  scenes  of  h 
birth,  and  forty  two  years  after  the  passing  of  his  fat 
er,  William,  at  Baker's  Summit  in  1813,  the  worn  oi 
body  was  laid  away  to  await  the  trumpet  call  to  life  eve  i 
lasting.  \ 

His  wife  Nancy,  would  never  tell  her  children  or  gram! 
children  her  birth  date,  but  spoke  of  it  as  "so  manj 
years."  She  passed  away  in  1856,  on  the  5th  day  of  Sej: 
tember,  and  the  marker  over  her  grave  states  that  "si 
was  about  85  years  of  age."  , 

The  little  cemetery  today,  although  not  well  kept  ujj 
contains  the  bodies  of  numerous  relatives  of  the  one  whj 
was  not  first  to  be  laid  therein. 

The  wheel  of  the  old  Mill  where  the  Miller  in  his  prini| 
lived  and  worked  has  long  ceased  its  turning,  its  whininj 
and  groaning.  Generations  of  those  "who  knew  not  Jcj 
seph,"  in  this  case  Jacob,  have  come  and  gone.  j 

Yet  though  a  century  plus  has  passed  since  removiii;! 
from  the  rolling  hills  of  southwestern  Pennsylvania,  th 
heritage  of  righteousness  and  faith  may  still  be  foun- 
where  human  feet  of  those  of  other  days  no  longer  treac 
Even  so  in  far  off  Ohio  the  same  may  be  said  almost  t 
the  duplication  of  the  Mill,  for  his  grandson  Georg 
Mack,  ran  the  Brownsville  Mill  for  many  years,  finall; 
handing  it  down  to  his  sons  John  and  Marling.  In  th 
Glenford,  Ohio,  Church,  the  Newark,  Ohio,  Church,  th 
Fairhaven,  Ohio,  Church,  and  even  into  other  churchee 
there  are  to  be  found  the  Spiritual  and  physical  descend 
ants  still  carrying  on  in  the  Faith  brought  to  Ohio  ii 
the  beginning  of  the  last  Century,  by  the  Fayette  County 
Pennsylvania  Miller.

It  requires 
consistent  working  to  preach  the  Word  in  season  .and  out 
of  season  (  Tim.  4:2;  2:25,  26;  Mark  16:15,  16;  Col. 
1:23).

work  to  win  men  from  sin  to 
3:8).  We  should  work  because 
(2  Cor.  4:3,  4;  Phil.  4:18).  We 
should  work  to  prepare  them  for  life  now,  for  death,  and 
for  the  judgment  (2  Peter  3:9-12;  Heb.  9:27;  Amos  4:12; 
2  Cor.  5:10,  11;  Rev.  22:11-15).  Also  we  are  to  work  to 
edify  one  another  as  believers  (Jude  20;  Col.  2:7).  We 
are  to  lend  ourselves  as  channels  to  the  Lord  through 
whom  He  may  speak  to  mankind  (Isaiah  50:4). 

Christians  are  doing  their  work  NOW  because  it  is  the 
accepted  time  and  we  have  no  assurance  of  the  morrow 
(John  4:35).  Truly,  the  night  is  coming  when  we  cannot 
work  (John  9:4).  NOW  is  the  time  because  salvation  is 
near  (Isaiah  55:6;  Rom.  13:11).  NOW  is  the  time  for 
Christian  help,  work  or  any  other  type  of  Christian  ac- 
tivity (Matt.  25:35-46). 

But  if  the  work  we  do  is  not  done  in  a  Christ-like  Spirit 
(John  15:7),  all  our  efforts  will  be  in  vain.  Christian 
work,  to  be  Christian,  must  be  done  humbly  and  prayer- 
fully (1  Peter  5:6;  Col.  4:2).  And  ,yet  it  is  done  with  a 
spiritual  and  holy  boldness   (Acts  4:13,  29,  31). 

The  Bible  speaks  with  fondness  of  the  Christian  work- 
er's reward.  He  has  a  right  to  the  tree  of  life  (Rev.  22: 
13,  14),  and  an  eternal  home  with  God  (Rev.  19:6-9; 
John  14:2).  He  will  enjoy  a  crown  of  righteousness  (2 
Tim.  4:8),  and  a  crown  of  life  and  glory  (1  Peter  5:4). 
There  is  no  comfort  in  the  Bible  anywhere  for  inactive 
church   members    (Matt.  25:24-30). 

Christian  worker,  are  you  tired  and  lonely?  Is  the  way 
dark,  the  going  hard,  and  you  feel  that  you  are  without 
help?  Remember  that  in  all  these  things  you  can  be 
"MORE  THAN  CONQUEROR!"

Lesson  for  March  20,  1955 

THE  LIFE  OF  THE  NEW  MAN 

Lesson:  Col.  3:5-10;  I  Tiim.  4:12;  I  John  2:1-6 

ONCE  A  MAN  BECOMES  a  Christian  it  is  then  nec- 
essary that  he  live  as  a  Christian.  This  is  where 
many  converts  fail.  They  make  a  profession  of  faith; 
they  confess  to  having  been  born  again;  but  their  lives 
do  not  denote  that  a  transformation  has  taken  place.  If  a 
man  becomes  a  Child  of  God,  born  again  by  the  Spirit 
of  God,  he  is  a  NEW  PERSON!  From  henceforth  his 
whole  life  will  be  different. 

The  Apostle  Paul  often  had  to  speak  to  the  believers 
of  his  day  reminding  them  of  the  past,  in  order  that 
they  might  be  mindful  of  the  present.  He  referred  to  the 
old  sinful  life  which  they  had  once  lived,  that  they  might 
know  how  they  should  now  live.  And  so  Paul  mentions 
some  of  the  sins  of  the  old  life:  "Fornication,  unclean- 
ness,  inordinate  affection  ...  In  the  which  ,ye  also 
walked  some  time,  when  ye  lived  in  them"  (Col.  3:5,  7). 
Paul  continues:  "But  now  ye  also  put  off  all  these  ..." 
The  truly  converted  man  will  have  no  part  with  the  sins 
of  by-gone  days  Pie  is  now  a  NEW  MAN,  with  new  de- 
sires, and  new  purposes.  He  has  made  an  about-face,  and 
is  now  headed  in  the  opposite  direction,  for  he  has  put 
off  the  old  man,  and  "put  on  the  new  man,  which  is  re- 
newed in  knowledge  after  the  image  of  Him  that  created 
him"  (Col.  3:10). 

This  does  not  mean,  however,  that  the  new  man  cannot 
sin.  But  it  does  mean  that  the  constant  desire  and  aim 
of  the  Christian  should  be  to  live  without  sinning.  John 
the  Beloved  wrote  to  inspire  his  readers  not  to  continue 
in  the  sin  habit,  "My  little  children,  these  things  write 
I  unto  you,  that  ye  may  not  sin"  (I  John  2:1 — A.S.V.). 
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Since  the  Christian  is  a  new  man,  with  a  new  life,  he 
ill  want  to  do  everything  in  his  God-given  power  to 
Dey  God  by  not  sinning.  He  is  a  man  who  is  in  love 
ith  his  Saviour,  and  who  wants  above  everything  else 
)  keep  in  fellowship  with  Him.  He  has  learned  that  only 
s  he  walks  in  faith  and  obedience  can  he  maintain  con- 
cant  fellowship  with  his  Lord.  For  "he  that  saith  he 
bideth  in  Him  ought  himself  also  to  walk,  even  as  He 
talked"   (I  John  2:6). 

As  the  Child  of  God  endeavors  to  walk  in  a  Christ-like 
lanner,  he  soon  discovers  he  is  still  human.  He  is  still 
fflicted  with  the  old  fleshly  nature.  Therefore  there  are 
imes  when  he  sins.  What  should  he  do  ?  How  can  he  be 
estored  to  fellowship  with  God  ?  "If  any  man  sin,  we 
ave  an  advocate  with  the  Father,  Jesus  Christ  the  right- 
ous"  (I  John  2:1).  How  wonderful  to  know  that  the 
Christian  has  One  to  plead  his  cause  before  the  Father! 

Jesus  Christ  not  only  imparts  new  life  to  those  who 
ome  by  faith,  but  He  also  gives  power  to  maintain  that 
Spiritual  life.  Have  you  i-eceived  NEW  LIFE  from  God?

OUR   MISSIONARIES   IN   MEDICINE

"MEDICAL  MISSIONS  is  the  Great  Adventure  into  a 
world  of  desperate  need."  The  distinct  command  to  the 
twelve,  to  the  seventy  and  to  all  medical  missionaries  to- 
day has  been,  "to  heal  the  sick,"  to  "cleanse  the  leper." 
It  is  also  one  of  the  credentials  of  Christianity. 

Ours  is  a  missionary  religion,  and  one  of  mercy.  No 
other  world  religion  builds  hospitals  and  seeks  to  minis- 
ter to  the  sick  like  the  Christian  religion.  It  sends  its 
messengers  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  on  errands  of  mercy, 
healing  and  help — to  regions  of  deepest  misery,  and  where 
the  people  suffer  and  die  from  sheer  neglect. 

Those  who  stand  in  greatest  need  of  medical  care  are 
found  in  all  the  non-Christian  lands  but  especially  in  trop- 
ical and  sub-tropical  areas.  Nigeria  is  among  these  areas 
and  is  subject  to  the  ravages  of  such  diseases  as  cholera, 
smallpox,  leprosy,  malaria,  dysentery,  sleeping  sickness 
and  other  diseases  caused  by  parasites.  In  all  such  areas 
there  is  a  deplorable  lack  of  doctors  and  nurses,  poor  san- 
itation and  an  absence  of  means  for  the  prevention  of  dis- 
ease. 

The  alleviations  which  in  Christian  countries  mitigate 
the  suffering  of  the  dying  are  unknown  to  the  non-Chris- 
tian African  and  they  regard  death  as  the  triumph  of  the 
supposed  demon.  Among  such  peoples  there  is  a  great 
lack  of  sympathetic  concern  for  the  suffering.  This  is  due 
mainly  to  superstition  and  the  lack  of  understanding  as 
to  the  cause  of  disease.  They  are  childish  in  their  flunk- 
ing and  fail  to  recognize  the  sequence  of  cause  and  effect. 
Their  fear  of  evil  spirits  rooted  in  animism,  results  in 
mental  paralysis  and  fatalism.  "Their  perversion  of  the 
truth  comes  from  ignorance  and  from  the  very  inversion 
of  the  order  of  nature  with  the  consequences  that  all  that 
is  mai-velous  is  magnified  and  all  that  is  real  is  minifi.ed." 
Among  the  Bura  people  with  which  we  work,  for  example, 
is  the  belief  that  twins  are  unnatural  and,  before  the  mis- 
sionary came,  were  left  to  die  or  were  buried  alive  with 
their  mother  if  she  died  at  the  time  of  their  birth. 

Central  Africa  is  a  typical  field  in  its  needs  for  med- 
ical missions.  Sharing  in  general  all  the  previous  needs 
mentioned  there  are  three  great  havoc-working  factors 
present  in  this  area  and  in  Nigeria — the  witchdoctor,  sleep- 
ing sickness  and  intoxicating  liquors.  The  witchdoctor  is 
the  cause  of  almost  infinite  suffering,  physical  and  men- 
tal. However,  there  is  no  man  in  ,all  Africa  who  can  break 
the  spell  and  overthrow  his  power  more  swiftly  or  more 
surely  than  the  medical  missionary  who  is  scientific,  sym- 
pathetic, and  spiritual. 

Sleeping  sickness  claims  its  tens  of  thousands  where 
witchcraft  claims  its  thousands. 

The  importation  of  alcoholic  spirits  into  Africa,  if  it 
has  not  resulted  in  a  greater  mortality  than  witchcraft  or 
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the  bite  of  the  tsetse  fly,  is  more  demoralizing  than  th 
first  and  more  deadly  than  the  second.  Colonial  governoi|j|'S 
realize  the  destruction  upon  native  character  and  healt 
and  would  gladly  be  rid  of  its  traffic,  but  financial  cor 
siderations  stand  in  the  way.  In  Southern  Nigeria  th 
importation  of  spirits  has  furnished  fifty  per  cent  of  it 
revenues. 

The  world  fields  and  their  needs  lie  before  us.  It  is      *" 
vast  expanse.  It  is  a  call  with  the  cry  of  humanity  behini    !^ 
it,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  voice  of  God  above  it,  on  tb 
other.  It  has  been  said,  "A  call  is  a  need  made  knowii 
and  the  power  to  meet  that  need."  Has  not  our  blessinji  Y 
of  health  and   of  the  gospel    made    us    debtors    to    ou: 
"neighbors?" 


AIM  AND  SCOPE 


The  one  great  aim  of  medical  missions  is    to    present 
Christ  to  suffering  and  sinful  men.  They  are  an  expres 
sion  of  the  whole  message  of  Christ  to  the  individual,  th( 
healing  of  the  body,  the  enlightening  of  the  mind,  the  re-   ' 
deeming  of  the  soul.   Some  of  the  best  examples  of  thel  '' 
results  of  this  three-fold  task  is  found  among  our  leprosy  ' 
patients.    This    is   mainly   because   the   patients   remain  a   ' 
longer  period  of  time  than  other  hospital  patients.  Thus   f 
the  opportunity  for  education  and  of  accepting  the  way  " 
of   Christ   is   much   greater.   Many   of  these  people   aftei 
their   leprosy   is   arrested,   return   to   their  home   villages 
and   begin  to   teach  and  preach  all  they  learned  and  beH 
lieved   to  those  who  have  not   heard.   Some   of  our  most 
outstanding   Christians   are   converted   leprosy   patients. 

In  scope,  medical  missions  is  inclusive  of  every  legiti 
mate  and  available  means  of  curing  diseases  and  relievingi 
the  suffering  of  the  individual;  of  ministering  to  the  sick 
in  the  home  and  hospital;  of  teaching  and  promoting  san-i! 
itation  in  the  community,  and  through  all  of  these  chan-t 
nels,  of  making  Christ  known  whenever  and  wherever  op-^ 
portunity  may  offer. 

The  one  supreme  purpose  of  every  missionary  is  to  pre-( 
sent  Jesus  Christ,  the  Savior  of  the  world. 

THE  CHALLENGE 

The  field  of  medical  missions  is  a  challenge  to  noblel 
and  unsparing  endeavor.  Medical  missionaries  devoted  tot 
the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  have,  in  a  speciali 
manner  the  divine  approval.  The  ministry  of  mercy  was  I 
an  integral  part  of  the  life  of  Christ  and  His  disciples. I 
Following  His  example,  it  at  once  puts  itself  in  sympa-i 
thetic  touch  with  the  body  and  carries  restoration  power | 
to  the  soul. 

Here  is  the  challenge  to  you,  the  Youth  of  the  Breth-i 
ren  Church — to  you  who  will  throw  yourselves  with  pur 
pose   and   enthusiasm   into  a  great  and   rewarding  enter 
prise.  It  must  appeal,  and  does  appeal,  to  youth  especially! 
because  of  its  heroic  service.  Now  is  the  time  that  God  | 
and  humanity  needs  that  service  most. 

Medical  missionaries  are  needed  for  every  part  of  Af- 
rica and  especially  for  the  remote  interior.  Aside  from 
remoteness  and  isolation  to  a  certain  extent  these  areas 
are  not  objectionable.  In  fact  they  are  more  healthful 
than  the  coastal  areas  and  the  people  are  more  open  to 
approach. 

The  call  is  urgent  for  a  large  force  of  medical  workers, 
public  health  specialists,  as  well  as  teachers,  evangelists, 
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d  agricultural  workers.  In  our  own  area  of  6,000  square 
lies  there  is  a  population  of  between  300  and  400  thou- 
nd  and  there  are  only  about  60  missionaries,  3  of  whom 
e  doctors  and  12  are  nurses.  What  are  so  few  among 

many?    What  are  twelve  medical  missionaries  among 

many? 

What  has  been  the  driving  motive  in  all  the  men  and 
omen  who  are  devoting  the  strength  of  their  lives  into 
e  .abundant  service  of  medical  missions?  What  is  their 
recting  force?  Is  it  not  the  divine  love  in  the  mission- 
■y's  life  ?  David  Livingstone,  pioneer  and  medical  mis- 
onary  in  Africa,  in  referring  to  his  conversion  wrote, 
n  the  glow  of  love,  which  Christianity  inspires,  I  soon 
,'solved  to  devote  my  life  to  the  alleviation  of  human 
isery."  To  what  cause  do  you  resolve  to  devote  your 
fe?  To  what  cause  is  God  calling  you?  A  call  to  fill 
jur  life  with  Christian  service  is  always  God's  call.  It 
ay  be  the  inner  voice  of  duty;  but  it  is  His  call.  It  may 
J  an  open  door;  that  is  the  voice  of  Providence.  It  may 
li  urgent  need  of  a  mission  medical  worker,  or  teacher 
r  preacher;  that  is  the  voice  of  the  Church.  It  may  be 
le  call  of  humanity  for  help;  that  becomes  an  impe- 
ous  demand  and  must  be  obeyed.  The  call  is  of  God — 
le  answer  is  by  you  I  "Here  am  I,  send  me"  said  David 
ivingstone.  Do  you  follow  in  his  train?

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fire  Tou   Hungry? 


VITHOUT  DOUBT,  most  Brethren  are  well 
fed  in  a  physical  sense.  There  may  be  times 
hen  the  table  is  somewhat  bare,  or  there  may 
physical  reasons  why  a  good,  full  meal  cannot 
;  enjoyed.  The  food  may  be  very  simple,  and 
rhaps  often,  it  has  to  stretch  for  many  days 
id  many  mouths,  but  there  is  food. 

I  There  are  many  things  which  we  can  eat  which 
itisfy,  or  at  least  to  "take  the  edge  off  our  appe- 
tes."  The  good  housewife  and  faithful  mother 
ideavors  to  supply  her  family  with  those  foods 
hich  are  rich  in  vitamins  and  body  building  ma- 
jrials  which  can  be  easily  digested  and  assimi- 
ited  by  the  human  body. 

We  are  told  though,  that  it  is  possible  to  starve 
)  death  on  a  full  stomach.  By  that,  we  mean  that 

is  possible  to  eat  sufficient  quantity  of  food, 
'hich  if  it  is  poor  in  body  building  elements,  will 
ause  the  body  to  be  undernourished.  It  is  an  as- 
Dunding  fact  that  some  types  of  ground  are  so 
evoid  of  the  proper  body  building  elements  that  a 
erson  eating  the  vegetables  grown  in  that  ground 
'^ould  soon  become  undernourished. 

Vitamin  companies  have  not  been  slow  to  point 
tils  out  to  Americans,  adding  their  assertions  of 
lie  absolute  need  of  vitamin  subsidies  in  the  hu- 
lan  body  by  means  of  pills,  capsules  and  tonics. 

The  point  in  all  this  is  that  we  Americans  are 
ery  much  concerned  that  we  get  sufficient  nour- 
jhments  for  ourselves  and  our  children,  that  we 
light  not  be  run  down  and  physically  below  par. 
L  large  share  of  our  income  and  time  is  put  into 
he  procuring  and  preparation  of  food.  We  are 
nticed  by  new  and  appealing  "prepared"  foods 
nd  new  recipes. 

We  are  faced  also  with  another  type  of  hun- 
er  which  is  not  always  recognized  for  what  it 


is.  This  is  spiritual  hunger.  Our  Lord,  in  speak- 
ing of  this  spiritual  hunger  says,  "Blessed  are 
they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst  after  righteous- 
ness, for  they  shall  be  filled."  He  notes  that  spir- 
itual hunger  is  a  blessed  condition.  For  He  knows 
that  when  we  are  truly  thus  hungry,  we  shall 
not  be  satisfied  until  we  have  eaten  of  the  Bread 
of  Life  and  drunk  of  the  Water  of  Life. 

We  would  have  you  to  note  especially  that  a 
condition  of  spiritual  hunger  is  a  blessed  thing, 
according  to  our  Lord.  He  knows  that  when  such 
a  condition  exists,  we  shall  not  be  satisfied  with 
the  chaff  of  the  religious  world.  Modernism,  so- 
cialized gospel,  watered  down  messages  which 
leave  the  soul  in  a  state  of  despair,  will  not  satisfy 
us.  Such  a  hunger  will  not  be  filled  with  less  than 
a  true  gospel  message,  a  real  spiritual  infilling! 

A  study  of  church  history  will  reveal  that  many 
"breaks"  in  church  organizations  came  about  be- 
cause there  were  people,  spiritually  hungry,  who 
could  not  be  satisfied  with  the  "starvation"  diet 
being  offered  by  the  churches  of  the  time.  The 
Protestant  faith  stemmed  from  this  very  thing, 
when  the  system  of  sacrifices,  penance  and  obla- 
tions of  the  oi"ganized  church  of  that  day  did  not 
satisfy  the  spiritual  hunger  of  those  who  felt  the 
need  of  salvation  by  faith  and  grace. 

The  Word  of  God  shall  always  be  preached,  in 
this  dispensation,  from  the  pulpits,  on  the  street 
corner,  in  the  caves  of  religious  or  governmental 
persecution,  simply  because  spiritual  hunger  is 
a  blessed  thing,  and  because  nothing  will  truly 
satisfy  the  hungry  soul  except  the  true  word  of 
the  Lord. 

Let  the   Modernists   exhale  their  anesthesical 
breathings  over  the  multitudes  in  their  churches. 
Let  them  sound  forth  as  sounding  brass  or  tink- 
ling cymbals.  As  long  as  the    Lord    tarries,  the

IQ.    Ghnst^   ^lle  Vlplifted  Saviour 

Keu  §lenn   Shank  Text:  John   IQ'lS 


JOHN  PRESENTS  for  his  readers  in  his  Gospel 
many  beautiful  and  wonderful  word  pictures 
of  Christ.  Perhaps,  none  is  as  remarkable  and 
profound  as  the  one  found  in  the  nineteenth  chap- 
ter. Here  John  pictures  Him  as  the  "Uplifted 
Saviour" — an  innocent  person  placed  upon  a  cruel 
cross  by  wicked  and  perverse  people.  This  is  in- 
deed a  "portrait  of  all  portraits."  Yet  as  we  view 
the  Saviour  hanging  on  the  cross  in  the  light  of 
the  other  events  of  this  chaptei',  we  see  what  ap- 
pears to  be  several  different  pictures  of  Christ. 
These,  however,  are  only  different  views  of  the 
complete  picture,  or  shall  we  say  portraits  within 
a  portrait.  Let  us,  therefore,  look  more  closely  at 
several  of  these  portraits  and  thus  come  to  know 
anew  something  of  the  grandeur  and  glory  of 
Christ,  our  Saviour. 

A  CROWN  OF  THORNS 

Hard  heartedness  and  insult  took  their  course 
as  a  crown  of  thorns  was  placed  upon  the  head 
of  Jesus.  He  did  not  refuse  to  wear  it;  in  fact, 
He  came  to  wear  it,  for  it  was  part  of  the  plan 
and  program  of  His  coming.  Ofttimes  the  people 
would  have  crowned  Him  with  an  earthly  crown, 
particularly  after  the  feeding  of  the  multitude, 
but  He  refused  to  wear  such  a  crown.  They  tried 
to  give  Him  an  honour  He  could  not  accept.  There 
was  a  crown  and  a  coronation  day  awaiting  Him 
and  He  was  following  a  path  that  few  would  be 
willing  to  take.  He  was  seeking  an  honour  that 
few  would  desire  to  have.  Jesus  chose  between 
the  crown  that  glitters  and  the  crown  that 
wounds  and  shames.  He  refused  the  one  that  He 
might  wear  the  other.

In  The  Speaker's  Bible,  Hastings  says,  "Of  a 
the  crowns  that  men  have  worn,  this  is  the  or 
that  will  be  longest  remembered,  most  widel 
known,  and  most  reverently  honoured.  It  repn  i  \ 
sents  the  highest  kingship  that  the  world  ca 
know — even  the  kingship  of  suffering  and  sell 
sacrifice.  That  scene  in  the  common  hall  was  vasi 
ly  more  than  a  bit  of  horse  play  on  the  part  o 
a  few  Roman  soldiers.  It  was  the  coronation  o 
the  King  of  Sorrows." 

"BEHOLD  THE  MAN"  : 

Irregardless  of  what  Pilate  may  have  intende( 
by  this  utterance,  it  invites  our  keenest  attention' 
Here  we  get  a  glimpse  of  the  humanity  of  Christ 
BEHOLD  THE  MAN— the  man  whom  God  sen; 
into  the  world  as  His  representative,  His  only  be; 
gotten  Son.  Elsewhere  John  tells  us  that  He  camd 
unto  His  own,  but  His  own  received  Him  not.  Pic' 
tured  before  us  is  the  sinless  One — the  perfed 
Man  who  bore  our  sins  on  the  Cross  and  died  tc 
redeem  us.  We  also  see  the  Man  who  was  for- 
saken by  His  own  disciples  in  the  hour  of  distress,! 
betrayed  by  one  and  denied  by  another.  BE- 
HOLD THE  MAN— the  God-man. 


As  we  look  we  must  behold  the  Man  in  all  His 
manifestations;  during  His  earthly  ministry,  dur- 
ing the  events  of  Holy  Week,  while  on  the  Cross, 
after  His  resurrection,  during  His  appearance  to 
Paul  while  on  his  way  to  Damascus,  and  to  John 
in  Patmos.  Thus  we  see  pictured  before  us  the 
Man  we  ought  to  be.  We  can  never  attain  a  knowl- 
edge of  human  nature  without  the  knowledge  of 
Jesus;  and  the  more  we  learn  and  know  of  Him,

le  more  we  shall  know  of  ourselves.  During  this 
pason  of  the  year  let  us  all  look  more  closely  at 
|iis  picture  of  Christ,  the  God-man. 

ON  THE  CROSS 

Christ's  hour  has  come,  the  time  of  His  cruci- 
xion  is  at  hand.  Jesus,  bearing  His  cross,  comes 
J  Golgotha  the  site  of  His  crucifixion;  "Where 
ley  crucified  Him,  and  two  other  with  Him,  on 
ither  side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst"  (John 
9:18).  Jesus  occupied  the  central  cross.  It  is  this 
entral  cross  along  with  the  One  hanging  on  it 
hat  attracts  our  eye.  The  Son  of  God  is  on  that 
ross  making  the  supreme  sacrifice  for  the  re- 
emption  of  the  world.  As  the  innocent  Christ 
uffers  unjustly  He  does  it  with  patience  and 
leekness,  and  with  no  complaint.  In  fact  He 
ven  utters  words  of  forgiveness  for  His  foes. 
jVe  see  in  this  picture  the  loftiest  and  noblest  ex- 
!,mple  of  love,  devotion,  sacrifice,  forgiveness  and 
obedience  that  can  be  found  anywhere.  We  may 
Dok  elsewhere  for  a  better  picture  of  Christ,  but 
iiU  our  looking  will  be  in  vain;  for  there  is  none 
liner  and  more  beautiful  than  this  picture  of 
[Christ  on  the  cross.  This  is  truly  THE  UPLIFT- 
'^D  SAVIOUR— OUR  LORD  AND  REDEEMER. 

"And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will 
Iraw  all  men  unto  me"  (John  12:32).  Jesus  was 
ifted  upon  the  cross  and  since  that  time  the  cross 
las  attracted  the  attention  and  the  allegiance  of 
ountless  thousands.  Through  the  years  many  have 


bowed  in  humility  and  contrition  at  the  foot  of 
the  cross  and  have  cried  out  in  their  despair  for 
Christ  to  save  them.  Mark  records  in  his  Gospel 
that  when  the  centurion  beheld  Christ  on  the 
cross,  he  uttered,  "Truly  this  man  was  the  Son 
of  God."  When  Paul  came  to  grips  with  the  real 
significance  of  the  cross  he  wrote,  "But  God  for- 
bid that  I  should  glory,  save  in  the  cross  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  the  world  is  cruci- 
fied unto  me,  and  I  unto  the  world"  (Galatians 
6:14).  When  Cowper  saw  Christ  looking  at  him 
from  the  Cross,  he  wrote,  "There  is  a  fountain 
filled  with  blood,  Drawn  from  Immanuel's  veins." 
When  Wesley  saw  Christ  gazing  into  his  heart 
he  sang,  "Jesus  lover  of  my  soul,  let  me  to  Thy 
bosom  fly."  When  Toplady  was  face  to  face  with 
the  reality  of  the  atonement  he  cried,  "Rock  of 
ages,  cleft  for  me,  let  me  hide  myself  in  Thee." 
Another  poet  has  written: 

"From  the  cross  uplifted  high, 
Where  the  Saviour  deigns  to  die, 
What  melodious  sounds  I  hear. 
Bursting  on  my  ravished  ear! 
Love's  redeeming  work  is  done: 
Come  and  welcome,  sinner,  come." 

JESUS  AND  HIS  MOTHER 

Perhaps  not  many  of  the  Lord's  friends,  fol- 
lowers or  kindred  were  present  during  the  agon- 
izing hours  of  the  crucifixion.  We  know,  however, 
that  His  nearest  relative,  His  mother,  and  His 
closest  friend,  the  beloved  disciple,  John,  were 
both  present  and  witnessed  this  solemn  drama. 

This  is  indeed  a  beautiful  and  stirring  scene — 
Jesus  fixing  His  eyes,  in  His  dying  moments, 
upon  His  mother  and  John.  In  the  midst  of  His 
physical  pain  and  mental  anguish  these  two  be- 
came very  visible  to  Jesus.  While  he  is  perfecting 
the  sacred  and  final  plan  of  salvation  He  pauses 
long  enough  to  perform  an  earthly  task.  Jesus 
says  to  His  mother,  "Woman,  behold  Thy  son;" 
and  to  John,  "Behold  Thy  mother."  In  these  few 
brief  moments  the  heart  of  Jesus  goes  out  to  His 
mother  as  He  makes  provisions  for  her  the  rest 
of  her  earthly  pilgrimage. 

Does  not  this  scene  add  dignity  and  depth  to 
the  picture  of  our  Uplifted  Saviour?  Here  is  again 
revealed  the  self-forgetfulness  of  Christ  who  even 
in  the  midst  of  suffering  and  pain  was  able  to  for- 
get about  Himself  and  think  of  others.  We  see, 
too,  the  high  regard  that  Christ  had  for  human 
love.  "Having  loved  His  own  ...  He  loved  them 
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even  to  the  end."  The  forethought  and  wisdom  of 
Christ  is  also  revealed  in  this  scene. 

IT  IS  FINISHED 

Although  this  saying  comprises  three  words  in 
English,  it  is  only  one  word  in  the  original  Greek. 
Perhaps,  it  is  the  greatest  single  word  that  has 
ever  been  heard  by  the  ear  of  man.  No  doubt 
Jesus  looked  forward  to  the  time  when  He  could 
utter  this  word.  We  recall  that  on  one  occasion 
He  said  to  His  disciples,  "My  meat  is  to  do  the 
will  of  Him  that  sent  me,  and  to  finish  His  work" 
(John  4:34).  Thus  Jesus  proclaims  on  the  Cross, 
"It  is  finished."  He  has  completed  everything  that 
the  Father  had  given  Him  to  do.  All  that  was 
necessary  in  perfecting  the  plan  of  human  I'e- 
demption  is  now  finished.  Once  again  the  words 
of  John  the  Baptist  I'ing  in  our  ears,  "Behold  the 
Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the 
world." 

To  the  Christian  this  particular  view  of  Christ 
becomes  more  radiant  and  significant  with  the 
passing  of  time.  Here  we  see  Christ  at  His  best 
— performing  His  greatest  work.  With  this  last 
word  of  Christ  on  the  Cross  we  note  an  expres- 
sion of  triumph  and  victory.  We  begin  already 
to  catch  a  glimpse  of  the  victorious  Christ. 

REFLECTIONS 

We  must  tarry  long  and  look  closely  at  these 
various  views  of  Christ.  We  must  look  with  sin- 
cere interest  and  concern,  with  admiration  and 
reverence,  with  gratitude  and  love,  with  faith  and 
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trust,  with  consecration  and  obedience  and  wilj 
the  hope  of  seeing  Him  again  in  all  His  glor; 
The  longer  we  gaze  at  Jesus  the  brighter  H: 
glory  appears  and  the  sweeter  His  countenanci 
To  behold  Him  is  to  remember  what  He  has  dor* 
and  suffered  for  us.  He  who  finds  it  hard  to  servi 
God  is  invited  to  behold  His  Saviour  as  He  stoo 
crowned  with  thorns  before  His  murderers  an 
as  He  hung  on  the  Cross,  dying  to  redeem  meij

Father  was  in  fairly  good  health  until  about  two  years 
fo.  He  always  spent  hours  at  a  time  writing,  and  was 
rong  enough  to  walk  and  do  some  exercise.  But  this  last 
liriod,  in  spite  of  being  under  good  medical  care,  he  was 
■adually  failing,  for  hardening  of  the  arteries  is  some- 
jdng  that  can't  be  cured.  What  we  noticed  most  was  his 
|.tigue  ,and  loss  of  memory.  However,  he  was  always 
leerful  and  optimistic,  and  at  all  times  wished  to  go  on 
ith  his  work. 

j  Knowing  the  condition  of  his  heart,  we  never  left  him 
jone.  January  promised  to  be  a  very  hot  month;  so  Rob- 
It  invited  him  up  to  La  Cumbre.  That  is  where  he  works 
pw,  and  being  at  a  height  of  three  thousand  feet  in  the 
ills,  the  temperature  is  agreeable  in  summer.  That  left 
race  and  me  free  to  attend  Summer  Camp.  There  we 
ere  glad  to  lend  a  hand  and  at  the  same  time  enjoy  the 
nritual  food  prepared  for  the  campers.  We  were  glad 
)  hear  that  Father  was  getting  along  all  right  in  La 
umbre  and  planned  to  go  and  see  him  as  soon  as  we 
)uld. 

On  February  5,  Robert  phoned  that  we  had  better  go 
)on,  because  Father  wasn't  so  well.  We  went  early  in 
le  morning  of  the  6th,  and  spent  all  day  there.  La 
umbre  is  about  a  two  and  a  half  hour  bus  ride  from 
ere. 

Father  did  seem  to  be  weaker  and  said  his  vision  wasn't 

0  good,  but  the  day  was  cloudy  and  rainy,  which  could 
ccount  for  it.  However,  his  remarks  about  his  health 
I'ere  not  so  optimistic  this  time,  and  as  we  recall,  he 
robably  sensed  the  proximity  of  his  departure.  We  had 
inch  together,  but  in  the  afternoon  he  preferred  staying 
a  bed.  We  were  with  him  until  time  to  return  to  Cordoba. 

1  The  next  morning  Robert  phoned  that  he  had  died.  Rob- 
ert said  that  he  had  gone  to  Father's  room  as  usual  in 
he  morning  and  found  him  dressed  and  sitting  at  his 
esk — but  his  heart  had  stopped  beating.  He  died  as  a 
lan  on  duty.  He  might  have  stayed  in  bed  and  saved  the 
flFort  of  dressing,  but  he  never  stopped  thinking  about 
is  work.  They  brought  him  here  for  burial. 


Brother  Byler  drove  up  from  Euenos  Aires  with  Brother 
Istueta,  and  Norman,  who  happened  to  be  down  there. 
Brother  Byler  had  charge  of  the  service  at  Grace's  house 
and  Brother  Iztueta  spoke  at  the  cemetery.  There  were 
many  friends  and  neighbors  gathered  who  witnessed  the 
serene  and  confident  attitude  of  Christians  in  the  presence 
of  death.  There  were  many  lovely  flowers,  cards  and  tele- 
grams, all   of  which  show  how  widely  he  was  esteemed. 

Old  people  do  have  their  place  in  a  family,  and  one 
misses  them  when  they  are  gone.  We  can  be  satisfied, 
however,  that  Father  did  his  share  of  work  until  a  ripe 
old  age,  and  the  Lord  called  him  to  a  well-earned  and 
peaceful  rest. 

The  family  left  to  carry  on  his  work  and  memory  here 
are  (besides  his  three  children)  one  grandson,  Norman 
Romanenghi,  and  eight  granddaughters.  To  be  exact,  two 
of  his  granddaughters  are  not  here.  Elsie  Romanenghi 
Powell  and  two  little  daughters  are  in  London  at  present, 
and  Miriam  Farre  Powell  is  in  Emmaus  Bible  School  near 
Chicago.  Needless  to  say  they  were  all  very  fond  of 
"Grandpa,"  and  will  always  remember  him  with  love  and 
pride.

JUDGING 

Though  it  is  not  a  God-given  right  to  do  so,  we  often 
assume  the  very  unsafe  premise  of  judging  others'  re- 
Ihgious  and  humanitarian  sincerity,  solely  from  what  we 
outwardly  observe;  which  is  wrong,  usually. 

In  our  limited  comprehension  of  inner  values  we  might 
'underrate  our  enemies  and  overrate  our  friends.  What 
is  more,  our  judging  would  be  restricted  to  that  on  the 
surface,  where,  in  the  true  sense,  the  minutest  evidence 
of  sincerity  exists.  We  are  divinely  informed  that  "Man 
looks  on  the  outside  and  that  God  looks  on  the  heart." 
We  are  not  visioned  naturally  to  detect  that  which  is 
spiritually  discerned.  Something  entirely  apart  from  the 
natural  inclines  folks  to  Taelieve  God  sees  more  right- 
eousness in  those  we  consider  the  worst  folks  than  we 
believe  exists  in  the  best  folks.  We  should  be  consoled  in 
the  fact  that  those  regarded  as  the  worst  folks  envy  what 
they  interpret  as  righteousness  in  others.  In  this  is  a 
hopeful  sign.  For  that  reason  and  because  of  human  lim- 
itations we  should  withhold  judging,  and  regard  folks  as 
having  unseen  values. 

We  dare  not  judge  on  "face  value"  as  we  sometimes 
hear  it  expressed.  For  example: — should  one  declare  faith 
in  God  as  a  Christian,  or  as  a  Jew,  or  as  a  Catholic,  or 
as  an  adherent  to  any  religious  creed,  it  is  one's  privi- 
lege if  not  one's  duty  to  so  regard  that  declaration.  We 
may  form  opinions,  but  we  have  no  right  as  Christians 
to  judge  the  sincerity  of  one's  religious  faith;  though 
measured  by  biblical  standards,  it  might  not  be  funda- 
mentally Christian. 

To  my  own  Master  I  stand  or  fall; 
And  so  it  is  with  Humans,  all . .  . 

There  is  nothing  more  hateful  and  hurtful  to  either  the 
judge  or  the  judged  than  the  hate  and  hurt  that  grows 
out  of  a  prejudiced  and  unfounded  conclusion  that  has  no 
firmer  base  than  imagination. 

Were  we  to  cultivate  the  art  of  liking  folks  for  the 
good  we  cannot  see,  but  which  God  sees,  instead  of  dis- 
liking them  because  of  external  blemishes,  which  doubt- 
less are  self-cast  shadows,  we  and  they  would  be  made 
better,  or  surely  be  made  no  worse. 

If  we  kept  busy  with  our  own  affairs  we  would  have 
little  time  to  meddle  in  that  which  concerns  others  only; 
excepting  of  course  the  invitation  to  helpfully  cooperate. 
Meddling  to  acquire  that  which  we  imagine  exists  is  not 
only  impolite,  but  is  the  most  patent  evidence  of  ignor- 
ance. 

Wisdom  would  dictate,  since  that  considered  common 
knowledge  is  beneath  the  level  of  the  progressive  intel- 
lectual, that  one  enter  boldly  into  the  sanctum  of  knowl- 
edge with  the  intention  of  acquiring  that  which  will 
make  one  original  in  Christian  thinking  instead  of  a  par- 
rot in  action. 

It  is  much  better,  if  others  affairs  arouse  our  curios- 
ity,  that  we   bluntly   inquire   and   be   refused   an   answer 
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than  to  be  embarrassed  by  being  detected  as  spies  to 
acquire  and  peddle  that  which  is  of  no  particular  value 
to  us  or  to  others  of  our  stamp.  So  it  seems  to  me.  I  am 
positive   I   can   prove   my  position  by  The   BOOK.

"BE  COURTEOUS" 

It  becomes  a  Christian  to  be  courteous  and 
kind  in  manner  to  all.  The  disposition  to  be  blunt 
and  rough  and  to  hurt  the  feelings  of  others  is 
not  in  keeping  with  Christlike  character. 

There  is  a  refinement  about  true  religion.  It 
sweetens  the  disposition,  softens  the  tones,  and 
makes  the  individual  who  is  naturally  coarse  and 
severe,  tender  and  considerate.  In  some  cases,  it 
may  take  time  to  accomplish  this,  but  that  is  the 
direct  tendency  of  the  operation  of  divine  grace 
in  the  soul. 

We  like  the  expression  "Christian  gentleman," 
for  there  is  more  implied  in  this  than  in  the  term 
"gentleman"  alone. 

There  are  those  who  seem  to  think  that  the 
religion  of  Jesus  Christ  demands  that  they  be 
blunt  and  rough,  and  that  they  must  scarcely  be 
on  speaking  terms  witli  sinners.  This  is  a  great 
error.  We  must  treat  every  one  kindly  and  cour- 
teously, and  be  glad  of  an  opportunity  to  show 
our  interest  in  their  highest  welfare.  We  can  and 
must  be  as  firm  as  a  rock  for  the  truth,  but  at 
the  same  time  be  as  tender  as  a  child.  The  Sav- 
iour's injunction  to  us  is:  "Be  ye  therefore  wise 
as  serpents,  and  harmless  as  doves."  What  a 
blending  of  two  essential  characteristics  is  here 
portrayed ! 

We  are  more  likely  to  win  the  unsaved  by  the 
exhibition  of  a  meek  and  quiet  spirit  than  by 
showing  a  disposition  to  be  harsh  and  rough  and 
uncouth. 

in  traveling,  we  are  always  pleased  to  meet 
the  courteous  conductor  or  trainman,  and  in  all 
business  relations,  those  who  are  kind  and  consid- 
erate of  others  are  the  ones  with  whom  we  wish 
to  deal.  It  is  just  as  true  in  church  life  as  in  the 
business  world.  It  recommends  the  religion  we 
profess,  and  honors  the  Christ  whom  we  love  and 
serve. 

We  should  get  rid  of  everything  about  our  dis- 
position or  spirit  that  is  contrary  to  our  concept 
of  the  character  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The 
Word  of  God  says:  "Let  this  mind  be  in  you, 
which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus."  "Be  courteous."

Lesson  for  March  27,  1955 

THE  CHRISTIAN  AND  THE  SOCIAL  ORDER 

Lesson:  Matt,  5:13-16;  Rom.  13:8-10;  I  Peter  4:12-16 

BETTER  TOPIC  for  this  particular    lesson   is    Th< 
Christian's    Attitude   Toward   the    World.   This   is  t 

very  important  topic  to  consider.  Some  Christians  have 
tried  to  find  the  answer  to  this  question  by  excluding  them- 
selves from  the  world.  Jesus  never  intended  that  His  fol- 
lowers should  live  apart  from  the  rest  of  humanity.  He 
never  intended  that  they  should  be  removed  from  the, 
world.  Rather  we  hear  Him  pray  unto  the  Father:  "I  pray 
not  that  Thou  shouldest  take  them  out  of  the  world" 
(John  17:15).  What  was  His  desire?  Listen  to  Him  con- 
tinue:  "But   that   Thou   shouldest  keep  them  from   evil." 

Thus  God  desires  that  His  people  should  be  in  the 
world,  but  not  of  the  world.  His  plan  is  for  His  Chosen 
Ones  to  go  in  and  out  among  the  world,  keeping  from 
the  evil  thereof,  and  yet  carrying  the  blessed  Gospel  of  j 
salvation  with  them.  Again  we  read  what  Jesus  said:  "As 
Thou  hast  sent  me  into  the  world,  even  so  have  I  sent 
them  into  the  world"   (John  17:18).  ^ 

In  our  contact  with  the  world,  we  are  to  be  "The  salt , 
of  the  earth"  (Matt.  5:13).  "It  is  the  property  and  mis- 
sion of  salt  to  preserve  fi'om  corruption.  It  preserves 
from  corruption  that  with  which  it  is  mingled.  It  imparts 
a  portion  of  its  taste  to  everything  with  which  it  is 
mixed."* 

One  little   boy  gave  a  good  explanation  of  this  verse. 
He    said,    "Salt    makes   you    thirsty.    The    Christian   is   to 
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iiake  other  people  thirsty  for  Jesus."  This  may  not  be  a 
rue  interpretation  of  the  verse,  but  it  certainly  is  the 
rue  purpose  for  the  Christian's  existence! 

The  .aspect  of  the  Christian  as  salt  presei-ving  from 
■vil  is  merely  the  negative  side  of  his  testimony.  He  is 
ilso  to  be  "The  light  of  the  world"  (Matt.  5:14).  This  is 
)ositive.  Here  is  something  actively  to  do — SHINE!  If 
he  Light  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  come  into  our 
learts,  dispelling  the  darkness  and  gloom,  the  least  we 
:an  do  is  to  allow  its  rays  to  shine  through  us  and  touch 
>thers. 

In  reality  shining  for  Christ  requires  little  energy  or 
elf-effort.  For  we  are  not  expending  our  own  energy — 
ve  are  merely  acting  as  a  reflector  for  Jesus  Christ  the 
liight  of  the  world.  Christ  just  asks  that  we  remove  the 
)ushel  (any  hindrance  in  the  life  which  keeps  our  light 
Tom  shining  through),  and  allow  His  light  to  be  seen. 
When  we  do  so,  the  result  is  always  that  men  will  glori- 
y  God. 

Why  is  it  that  the  world  remains  so  dark  with  unbe- 
ief,  superstition,  .and  evil  works?  Why  should  there  be 
io  much  darkness  round  about  us?  Over  2000  years  ago 
;he  LIGHT  OF  THE  WORLD  came  to  dispell  this  dark- 
less—and  yet  it  remains.  Why?  BECAUSE  CHRIS- 
TIANS WHO  HAVE  RECEIVED  THE  LIGHT  OF 
DHRIST  WILL  NOT  ALLOW  HIM  TO  SHINE  IN 
THEIR  LIVES  THAT  OTHERS  MAY  SEE!  Men  and 
(vomen  of  this  20th  century  walk  about  us  in  darkness, 
ind  seemingly,  WE  CARE  NOT! 

It  can  be  expected  that  the  light-shining  Christian 
should  be  hated  by  those  of  the  world.  Suffering  reproach 
for  the  name  of  Christ  is  actually  a  mark  of  true  dis- 
:ipleship.  "Yea,  and  all  that  will  live  godly  in  Christ 
lesus  shall  suffer  persecution"  (II  Tim.  3:12).  We  need 
'not  fear  the  onslaughts  of  the  world.  As  we  continue  to 
shine  for  him,  we  will  be  persecuted  for  His  name's  sake. 
For  this  we  need  never  feel  ashamed;  for  "If  .any  man 
suffer  as  a  Christian,  let  him  not  be  ashamed;  but  let 
him  glorify  God  on  this  behalf"  (I  Peter  4:16).

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"TIPPING  AND  TITHING" 

DURING  THE  HOLIDAYS,  we  entertained  some 
friends  at  a  nearby  Restaurant.  When  my  husband 
was  making  out  the  check  he  said  he  would  include  the 
tip  for  the  waitresses  and  asked  what  it  should  be.  The 
cashier  replied  that  ten  percent  was  customary.  Yes,  most 
of  us  are  familiar  with  the  custom  of  tipping  and  I  do 
not  wish  to  enter  into  the  merits  or  demerits  of  tipping. 
But  as  I  thought  of  the  coins  that  become  tips  through- 
out the  nation,  I  began  to  think  of  tips,  and  tithes. 

Unless  the  waitress  receives  at  least  a  tenth  in  tips, 
she  is  unhappy.  Then  this  question  came  to  me,  do  people 
that  go  to  Church  treat  their  God  as  well  as  they  honor 
the  waitress  ?  They  give  their  water  a  tenth,  but  unto 
God  they  give  whatever  they  think  will   get  them   by. 

Sometimes  the  waitress  is  tipped  just  to  get  better 
service.  Are  we  guilty  of  just  tithing  when  we  want  to 
gain  favor  with  God?  God  forbid. 

A  tip  causes  the  waitress  to  smile.  Surely  God  smiles 
when  His  children  are  faithful  in  paying  their  tithe. 

Does  man  fear  the  waiter  more  than  he  fears  God? 
Does  he  love  God  less  than  he  does  the  waitress?  This 
may  sound  foolish  to  you,  but  I  think  there  is  much  food 
for  thought  in  these  two  subjects  of  "tipping"  and  "tith- 
ing." 

"Honor  the  Lord  with  thy  substance  and  with  the  first 
fruits  of  thine  increase,  so  shall  thy  barns  be  filled  with 
plenty  and  thy  presses  shall  burst  out  with  new  wine."

lyHE  SCENE  AT  CALVARY  repre- 
■■■    sents  more  than  the  crucifixion  of 
three  men,  two  justly,  and  one,  the  in- 
nocent for  the  guilty. 

Calvary  portrays  more  than  the  rab- 
ble of  the  mob,  the  gambling  of  the 
soldiers,  the  quiet  devotions  of  those 
who  stood  before  the  central  cross. 

Calvary  represents  humanity's  ac- 
ceptance or  rejection  «f  God's  sin  sac- 
rifice, even  Christ,  the  only  begotten 
Son  of  the  living  God. 

There  on  that  hill  were  three 
crosses!  Two  who  hung  on  their 
crosses  were  very  observant  of  the  ac- 
tivities taking  place  around  the  cen-     

tral  cross.  Few,  if  any  who  had  been 
sentenced  to  die  on  that  hill  of  crucifixion  had 
ever  done  so  with  the  tumult  of  so  large  and  so 
angry  a  crowd  as  did  this  Man.  None  had  ef- 
fected the  darkness  accompanying  three  of  the 
hours  of  this  crucifixion  as  had  Christ. 

Something  special  was  going  on.  Here  was  one 
who  was  the  "Lamb  slain  from  the  foundation 
of  the  world,"  foreordained  to  die  at  this  mo- 
ment for  the  sin  of  mankind.  Here  was  One  who 
"knew  no  sin,  yet  became  sin  for  us."  We  recog- 
nize in  Christ  our  atonement  for  sin.  Here  was 
the  final  answer  and  the  final  blood  sacrifice  for 
sin,  for  it  is  said,  "Without  the  shedding  of  blood 
there  is  no  remission  of  sin."  We  know,  that  in 
believing  in  Him  as  the  Son  of  the  living  God, 
and  accepting  Him  as  our  Saviour,  that  His  death 
becomes  our  substitutionary  death  and  we  need 
not  die  the  second  death.  (Rev.  20:14,  15). 

The  central  cross,  then,  represents  forgiveness 
of  sin,  eternal  life,  eternal  hope — God's  way.  And, 
of  course,  in  spite  of  man's  ceaseless  efforts  to 
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provide  for  himself  a  way  to  righteousness  and 
eternal  life,  apart  from  Christ,  we  know  that  all 
such  efforts  are  in  vain,  for  there  is  no  other 
way  but  God's  way,  through  Christ. 

The  son  of  God,  lifted  high  on  that  central 
cross  gives  opportunity  for  all  who  see  and  hear, 
to  accept  or  reject. 

One  of  the  thieves,  hanging  on  one  of  the 
other  crosses,  railed  at  Jesus  and  uttered  blas- 
phemy. The  other  thief,  just  as  guilty  as  the 
first,  recognized  in  Christ  the  way  to  eternal  life. 
Here  was  one  who  was  not  slow  to  see  his  own 
sinful,  helpless  way,  and  also  to  see  that  unless 
he  came  to  Christ  in  penitence,  there  would  be 
no  hope  for  him. 

Note,  too,  that  when  he  speaks  to  Christ  he 
does  not  raise  any  doubt,  or  question,  or  does  he 
blaspheme.  The  penitent  thief  says,  "Jesus,  Lord,

jEFORE  ,BEA  AND  I  came  to  Africa,  we  heard  a 
great  deal  about  the  various  stations  on  the  field; 
among  the  stations  mentioned  were  the  ones  which  are 
called  one-family  stations.  These  are  the  stations  where 
only  one  mission  family  lives.  There  are  three  such  sta- 
tions in  our  mission:  One  is  wandali,  over  in  the  west 
not  too  far  from  Waka  Training  Center;  another,  Ahafa, 
is  on  the  main  road  between  Garkida,  Marama  and 
Wake;  a  third  is  Gulak,  here  in  the  east. 

Both  Wandali  and  Gulak  stations  are  cut  off  from  the 
rest  of  the  mission  during  the  rainy  season;  that  is, 
motor  travel  cannot  reach  them,  and  thus  there  are  only 
three  methods  of  getting  out  or  in  to  them — bicycle, 
horse  and  on  foot.  If  a  bicycle  is  taken,  one  ends  up  by 
walking  a  good  part  of  the  distance  and  pushing  his 
bicycle. 

Life  on  a  one-family  station  is  quite  similar  to  life 
on  a  larger  station.  One  thing  which  any  couple,  who 
are  thinking  of  coming  to  the  mission  field,  should  re- 
member is  that  both  man  and  wife  are  expected  to  work. 
Each  one  has  his  own  duties  to  perform.  If  the  wife 
does  not  care  to  work,  it  places  a  greater  work  load  on 
the  man,  or  else  it  decreases  the  effectiveness  of  the 
work. 


Let  me,  first  of  all,  just  take  you  through  Bea's  sche' 
ule  for  an  ordinary  day  on  a  one-family  station.  The  bi' 
rings  at  6  A.  M.  Bea  hurriedly  gets  up,  collects  her  tr; 
of    various    medicines    and    trots    off   to     the     dispensai 
There  she   will   be   seeing  patients  as   a  doctor  would 
home.  A  woman  has  just  brought  in  a  baby;  its  body 
hot;    it   has   malaria.   "John,"   says   Bea   to   her   dispense 
"Give  this  baby  some   atabrine."   Over  there   sits   a  mj 
that  was  in  a  fight.  There  is  a  stab  wound  in  his  bac 
a  cut  on  his  head,  and  his  hand  is  badly  cut.  His  woun( 
must  be  washed  out,  bandaged,  and  he  is  given  a  shot  ' 
tetanus  vaccine.   Over  there  a  little  farther  is   a  mothtl 
who  has  just  brought  in  her  little  baby. 

During  these  cold,  windy  nights  this  woman  had  a  sma 
fire  in  her  compound  to  keep  warm,  and  while  they  wei 
sleeping  the  baby  rolled  into  the  fire,  burning  itsel' 
badly.  It  will  probably  not  live,  but  while  there  is  lif 
there  is  still  hope.  The  baby  is  given  a  shot  of  tetanui 
vaccine.  The  burns  are  cleaned;  boric  powder  is  spread  o) 
and  the  burns  bandaged.  Such  goes  the  work  at  the  dis 
pensary  from  6  A.  M.  to  10  A.  M.  (and  often  a  littl* 
later)  and  from  3  P.  M.  to  6  P.  M. 


Between  dispensary  hours,  Bea  teaches  one  class  o: 
English.  Thus  she  will  prepare  her  lesson  notes,  grad* 
papers,  and  such.  She  is  also  attending 
class  in  the  Hausa  language  at  the  school;  s( 
she  will  spend  some  time  studying  for  it.  Hei 
evenings  are  spent  in  reading,  writing  letters 
sewing,  preparing  things  for  the  next  day,  oi 
studying  language.  Quite  a  full  day  for  aj 
wife.  It  is  just  as  though  we  were  at  home  and] 
she  were  working.  Bea  has  other  duties  ,as 
well.  Saturday  she  has  meetings  of  the  women, 
or  as  you  call  it,  The  Women's  Missionary  So- 
ciety. Sunday  she  will  teach  the  Sunday  school 
class  of  women  or  else  sit  in  on  it. 

Now  for  a  little  of  my  schedule.  It  is  quite 
a  lot  more  flexible  than  Bea's.  This  is  because 
part  of  my  work  is  to  visit  the  outvillages.  I 
get  up  and  ring  the  bell  at  6  A.  M.,  wait 
around  till  the  laborers  come  and  then  tell 
them  the  things  which  must  be  taken  care  of 
for  the   day.   This   morning    the    young    boys

THE  SITE  for  the  new  Higi  station  in  Nigeria  lies  in 
the  Mbororo  (pronounced  mmm-bor-oro)  Village  area. 
Application  for  a  certificate  of  occupancy  has  been  ap- 
)lied  for.  It  should  be  understood  that  in  Nigeria  the 
nission  cannot  buy  the  land,  but  is  granted  permission 
0  occupy  a  limited  acreage  for  the  specific  purpose  of 
istablishing  a  mission  station  Avith  necessary  residences, 
ichool  buildings,  dispensary,  etc.  It  should  be  understood 
ilso  that  the  church  building  will  not  be  located  on  the 
)lot  leased  to  the  mission.  It  will  be  an  African  church 
)uilt  and  paid  for  by  the  Africans  and  pretty  largely 
perated  by  the  Africans.  Counsel  will  be 
fiven  by  the  missionary  residing  at  the 
tation  and  designated  to  perform  this  func- 


Mbororo  is  in  the  Mundira  Clan  area. 
^h.e  site  chosen  is  in  the  hamlet  called 
Vakededli.  The  villages  of  Carta  and  Hum- 
hi  are  within  two  or  three  miles  and 
he  population,  though  it  is  not  concen- 
rated  in  closely-knit  villages,  as  we  think 
if  them  in  America,  is  quite  heavy  in  this 
irea.  The  site  is  at  the  end  of  a  beautiful, 
'ertile  and  well-watered  valley  three  or 
our  miles  long  in  which  are  also  located 
;he  large  villages  of  Futo  Do  and  Futu 
-les. 

A  Visit  To  the  Higi  Site 

It  was  in  December  that  we  visited  this 
site   with    Bob    and    Bea    Bischof,   Janet   King 
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and  other  members  of  the  deputation  and  mission.  Al- 
though this  was  the  dry  season  and  the  vegetation  was 
predominantly  brown  in  color,  the  valley  and  the  hills 
were  quite  picturesque.  Adding  a  bit  of  local  color  to  our 
visit  were  three  Thompson  gazelles  that  raced  by  as  we 
arrived,  the  pack  of  monkeys  that  mocked  us  as  they 
ran  over  the  hillside  and  the  Higi-chief  of  Mbororo  and 
fifty  or  so  Higi  people  who  came  to  greet  us  in  a  truly 
friendly  way. 

Plans   for   Development 

Mbororo  is  to  be  a  full  central  mission  station  primar- 
ily because  it  is  the  first  station  planned  to  work  entirely 
in  the  Higi  area.  This  would  mean  that  eventually  there 
would  be 

1.  A  central  church  and  outlying  work  thi'ough  C.  R.  I's, 
rural   development   centers    and   other   projects; 

2.  Full   primary   schools,   both  junior  and   senior. 

3.  A  well-equipped  dispensary. 

This  would  require  a  minimum  staff  of  two  families 
and  one  or  two  single  women  workers,  likely  a  nurse  and 
a  teacher. 

The  building  program  will  actually  get  under  way  when 
the  Bischofs  return  from  their  furlough  in  the  fall  of 
1956.  In  the  meantime  sufficient  funds  for  the  building 
program  are  being  raised  here  at  home  and  will  be  on 
hand  when  construction  begins. 

A  tentative  program  for  building  is  as  follows: 

First  year — one  residence  and  a  dispensary  building; 
some  small  outside  buildings  for  laundry  purposes  and 
storage  space  for  supplies  will  be  needed  in  addition  to 
the  residence  and  dispensary; 

Second    year — One    residence    and    school    building; 

Later — other  school  buildings  and  residences,  guest 
house    and   other   small   buildings,    as    a   garage,   etc. 

The  field  is  ripe  unto  harvest;  let  us  enter  wholeheart- 
edly into  it.  W.  C.  B. 


NEW  HIGI  STATION 


Deputation    Visits    Higi    Station    Site 
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PROSPECTS  IN  ARGENTINA 
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JANE  BYLER 


JN  ARGENTINA,  the  first  foreign  mission  field  entered 
by  our  Brethren  Church,  the  light  of  Christian  truth 
doubtless  shines  more  brightly  today  because  of  our  en- 
deavors. Ever  since  Dr.  Yoder,  in  1909,  wth  his  wife 
and  children,  went  to  Argentina  and  began  preaching 
the  Gospel  (in  Rio  Cuarto),  The  Brethren  Church  has 
had  representatives  in  this  country.  From  a  small  be- 
ginning, among  suspicious,  unfriendly  people,  the  work 
has  grown,  until  today  it  has  spread  into  several  large 
cities— with  a  gratifying  number  of  believers  in  these 
areas— and  our  representatives  are  received  by  friendly 
nationals. 

The  work  has  enjoyed  a  good  measure  of  success,  but 
it  has  likewise  experienced  reverses— the  division  in  our 
denomination  deprived  us  us  of  many  of  the  established 
churches,  missionaries  and  qualified  leaders  among  the 
nationals;  nevertheless  the  work  of  Christian  evangelism 
continues  to  grow  and  show  evidence   of  God's   blessing. 

At  present,  although  the  .Bylers  are  our  only  North 
American  missionaries  working  on  this  field,  there  are 
many  able  workers  among  the  Argentines  helping  to 
preach  and  teach. 

Throughout  the  years  since  its  beginning,  our  mission- 
ary program  has  felt  the  restraint  of  a  not- too-friendly 
government.  Much  activity  in  which  our  missionaries  de- 
sired to  engage  was  curtailed  because  of  government  pro- 
hibitions. Now,  however,  the  picture  is  vastly  improved; 
some  restrictions  have  been  lifted  and  our  workers  are 
enjoying   more    freedom    in    their    Christian    enterprise. 

Since  the  Argentina  government  is  very  meticulous 
about  organizational  detail,  it  recently  became  mandatory 
that  the  entire  Brethren  Mission  in  Argentina  be  re- 
organized. This  procedure  is  in  process  now  and  should 
soon  be  completed,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  all  legal 
requirements. 

The  Brighter  Side 

On  the  brighter  side— radio  evangelism  carried  on  by 
our  workers  in  the  Argentine  has  been  having  spectacu- 
lar success;  letters  from  listeners  indicate  that  the  Gos- 
pel IS  reaching  thousands;  scores  are  testifying  of  their 
interest  in  the  message;  many  are  requesting  New  Testa- 
ments for  their  own  reading.  Best  of  all,  the  program 
which  formerly  had  to  go  out  by  recording  through  Col- 
oma,   Uruguay,  is  now  permitted  to   he  broadcast  "live"

through    a    station    in    Buenos    Aires    (indicating   govenl 
ment   approval   since   May   1954).   A  revival  campaign    i 
the  recent  past  also  has  resulted  in  a  tremendously  hear'  i 
emng  upsurge  of  interest  in  and  hunger  for  evangelic; 
preaching  and  teaching. 

Headquarters-Residence  Needed 

Since  the  Bylers  have  only  their  home  in  Buenos  Aire 
in  which  to  invite  people  to  hear  preaching— there  is  n ' 
church  building  or  public  meeting  place  for  them  to  us.! 
—they  must  .actually  refrain  from  expanding  the  wor^ 
as  they  would  like  to  do.  Their  quarters  are  absolute! 
madequate.  They  do  not  even  have  a  room  large  enougi 
m  which  to  hold  a  communion  service  for  all  the  mem 
hers.  This  situation  certainly  should  be  remedie. 
promptly! 

One  of  our  immediate  goals  should  be  the  procure 
ment  of  adequate  quarters  in  which  our  missionaries  ma^ 
freely  mvite  both  saved  and  unsaved  to  come  and  hea" 
Gods  Word  preached  and  taught.  They  should  be  en 
abled  to  work  without  restraint  or  handicaps  of  limiteo 
space. 

Some  funds  have  been  received  for  this  purpose,  bui 
not  enough-much  more  is  needed.  Will  you  have  a  pari 
in  supplying  this  need?  Let's  provide  commodious  quar- 
ters  for  the  Brethren  work  in  Buenos  Aires! 

If  these  missionaries  give  themselves  to  the  work  let 
us  furnish  the  establishment  where  they  may  serve  effec 
tively!

Early  Life  and  Education 

ON  MAY  20,  1933,  I  was  born  in  Rosario,  where  I  re- 
ceived my  primary  and  secondary  education.  I  also 
;tudied  English  and  French.  During  the  last  year  I  went 
,0  school  at  night,  studying  to  be  a  male  nurse  and  tak- 
ng  some  bookkeeping.  At  the  age  of  16  I  had  finished  my 
lecondary  courses,  and  though  I  could  have  found  good 
vork,  I  felt  that  God  was  directing  me  into  His  service. 

As  it  was  already  May  and  the  Institute  had  begun 
n  March,  and  because  of  the  fact  that  I  was  not  old 
enough  to  enter  nor  was  my  father  willing  to  have  me 
fo,  I  realized  that  I  would  have  difficulty.  But  I  sold 
ny  bicycle  to  pay  the  initial  fees,  knowing  that  the  Lord 
vould  open  a  way  if  that  were  His  will.  They  accepted 
ne,  and  by  studying  during  free  time  and  taking  my 
■xams  alone,  I  was  able  to  pass  with  the  first  year  class. 
\.fter  finishing  the  second  year,  I  did  my  year's  practical 
vork  in  a  resort  town — Mar  del  Plata,  and  later  two 
aonths  in  Victoria  and  finally  with  Mr.  Byler. 

Christian  Service 

On  December  3,  1953,  I  married  Maria  Fiorenza  whose 
estimony  has  also  been  submitted.  We  are  now  working 
ogether  in  the  three  villages,  Mugueta,  Bigand  and  Bom- 
lal — towns  that  are  separated  by  10  and  11  miles  re- 
pectively.  When  we  came  here  we  found  three  dead 
hurches;  we  now  have  meetings  with  35  persons,  more 
>v  less.  There  is  much  to  be  done;  the  work  is  abundant. 
Ve  have  to  go  after  those  who  used  to  attend;  the  new 
re  obstinate,  because  they  have  been  dominated  by  the 
loman  Church  for  so  many  years.  The  children  are  forced 
0  attend  their  services,  and  it  makes  our  efforts  of  small 
alue,  but  we  trust  in  our  Lord's  promise. 

Many   Opportunities 

Twenty  miles  from  hei'e  we  made  contact  with  some 
amilies  that  want  meetings  in  their  homes,  but  travelling

is  very  difficult,  due  to  poor  bus  service  and  unpaved 
roads. 

Two  young  Christian  men  here  want  to  serve  the  Lord 
and  are  now  taking  Bible  lessons  by  correspondence. 
There  are  some  older  .Brethren  who,  though  they  are  too 
old  to  study,  are  wanting  to  go  with  me  to  sell  Bibles 
and  to  preach  the  Gospel  at  the  farm  homes.  We  have  a 
sulky,  but  ,are  now  awaiting  a  horse. 

There  are  many  things  we  might  tell  you  about,  but 
at  some  other  opportunity  we  will  do  so.  We  want  to  ex- 
tend our  thanks  to  you  people  of  the  States  for  what 
you  are  doing  for  us  in  Argentina.  How  we  would  like 
to  meet  you  to  tell  you  personally,  but  that  is  not  pos- 
sible. One  day  when  the  Lord  calls  His  church,  we  shall 
all  be  there  in  His  presence  and  then  we  can  shake  your 
hands  and  thank   you.

MARIA  F.  de  MIRANDA

I  was  born  into  a  Catholic  home  on  July  25,  1934,  and 
mtil  I  was  eight  years  old,  I  was  a  fanatically  conscien- 
ious  member  of  the  Roman  Church.  I  went  to  a  private 
chool  where  I  learned  to  sew  and  embroider.  Later  I 
legan  to  attend  a  Protestant  church,  but  I  had  heard 
o  much  against  them.  However,  when  I  was  12  years 
•Id  I  gave  my  heart  to  the  Lord.  I  remember  how  I  cried 
i^hen  I    asked  pardon  for  my  sins. 


Call  to  Service

What  a  Student  Pastor  Can  Do 

To  Promote  Missions 

PHIL  LERSCH,  Pastor,  Fairhaven  Brethren  Church 


THE  TITLE  of  this  article 
is  not  "what  anyone  can 
do  .  .  ."  or  "What  a  pastor 
can  do  .  .  .,"  but  rather 
"What  a  STUDENT  PAS- 
TOR can  do  to  promote  mis- 
sions." This  specialized  sub- 
ject has  given  me  an  incen- 
tive to  examine  the  possibil- 
ities to  promote  missions 
that  are  mine — possibilities 
which  a  pastor  may  not  have 
who  is  not  now  a  student. 
Here  are  some  of  the  ad- 
vantages which  we  never  re- 
alize are  ours  until  the  task  of  enumerating  them  is 
placed  before  us: 

First,  I  am  now  attending  school  and  sitting  in  classes 
with  students  who  will  some  day  be  on  the  mission  field. 
I  am  working  beside  missionaries  in  training,  and  this 
contact  keeps  my  mission  interest  alive.  This  companion- 
ship is  a  constant  reminder  to  me  that  our  missionary 
efforts  are  alive  and  active  and  that  they  are  moving- 
out   to   a   greater   service   in   futui'e   years. 

I  can  promote  interest  in  missions  by  referring  to  my 
studying  with  Chuck  Kaft  and  Ken  Solomon  every  day 
in  seminary  classes.  I  meet  Doc  Shank  occasionally  on 
campus,    and    Mrs.    Lersch    has    contact    with    Mrs.    Mar- 


guerite Kraft  and  Mrs.  Jean  Shank  in  the  Seminary 
Wives'  organization.  Ken  and  Jeannette  Solomon  live  ir] 
the  apartment  adjoining  ours  above  the  Brethren  Publish-I 
ing  Company.  I  mention  these  friends  as  examples  so  that 
it  may  be  clearly  defined  as  to  what  I  mean  by  "contacts.' 

Not  all  of  our  conversation  with  these  people  is  about 
missions,  but  very  often  the  subject  of  discussion  leads 
In  that  topic.  I  am  constantly  aware  of  the  fact  that 
liere  are  people  whom  I  know  personally  who  are  in  trains 
ing  to  carry  on  the  work  of  missions  which  I  am  asked 
to    support. 

Second,  beyond  these  immediate  friendships,  my  big- 
gest advantage  will  come  when  these  same  students  get 
out  on  the  field.  I  am  already  experiencing  this  advan 
tage.  When  I  enrolled  in  Ashland  College  as  a  freshman, 
Bob  Bischof  was  just  finishing  his  seminary  training; 
Bob  was  still  manager  of  the  football  team  of  which  I 
was  a  member.  Besides  seeing  him  in  church  I  became 
very  well  acquainted  with  him  through  his  work  in  foot- 
ball. Bea  was  always  a  good  worker  in  the  Park  Street 
Church,  my  home  church,  when  her  father  was  pastor 
there.  Now,  as  I  think  of  those  two  working  in  Nigeria,  I 
am  reminded  of  how  efficient  Bob  always  was  as  foot- 
ball manager.  I  remember  that  he  was  always  willing  to 
help  with  sore  feet  or  bruised  elbows,  to  aid  in  handling 
equipment,  and  to  provide  tape  and  other  articles  when 
they  were  needed.  I  know  his  and  Bea's  zeal  to  do  their 
jobs   on    the   mission    field   are    even   greater.    When   Doc, 
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;huck  and  Ken  get  on  the  field,  I  expect  the  same  mem- 
ries  of  our  friendship  in  college  to  be  present  to  keep 
ly  interest  for  their  work  on  a  high  level. 

What  has  all  this  to  do  with  promoting  missions  ?  I 
ave  to  be  convinced  or  sold  on  promoting  missions  in 
ly  own  life  before  I  can  hope  to  get  my  congregation  to 
ecome  enthusiastic  about  missions.  It  is  much  easier  to 
|o  this  when  I  know  personally  of  the  missionaries  and 
lission  work.  For  these  reasons  and  others  I  have  been 
[eenly  interested  in  supporting  mission  work.  Therefore 
1  can  use  a  young  man's  approach  to  missionary  enter- 
rise;  I  can  make  it  meaningful  and  challenging,  even 
hough  I  am  not  "full  of  years"  and  experience. 

In  later  years  I'll  remember  that  I  once  sat  in  class 
I'ith  Ken  Solomon,  Chuck  Kraft,  Doc  Shank  and  others; 
'11  realize  that  unless  I  do  all  I  can  to  support  them 
^ith  funds  and  with  prayer,  all  the  time,  study  and  money 
iut  into  their  education  will  not  be  as  beneficial  as  they 


could  otherwise  have  been.  I  will  be  conscious  of  hold- 
ing back  the  work  of  my  former  classmates  and  of  God 
if  my  support  and  my  church's  support  of  their  work  is 
not  as  generous  as  it  should  be. 

Since  I  have  studied  in  some  of  the  same  courses  with 
these  future  missionaries,  I  am  familiar  with  some  of  the 
actual  training  that  is  necessary  for  missionary  work. 
I  will  be  able  to  present  an  accurate  picture  of  mission- 
ary training  to  a  young  person  who  comes  to  me  to 
talk  .about  this  type  of  service.  By  presenting  a  true  pic- 
ture, I  can  promote  missions  in  a  reasonable  and  un- 
derstanding manner. 

As  a  student  pastor,  I  make  my  appeal  in  this  manner 
because  of  my  unique  relationship  with  future  mission- 
aries. I  urge  each  one  of  you  to  learn  to  know  our  mis- 
sionaries personally  by  reading  of  their  work  and  talk- 
ing with  them  whenever  it  is  possible.  They  can  do  little 
without  your  support. 


How  Ashland  Seminary  Promotes  Missions 

Professor  Charles  R.  Munson 


rHE  PART  WHICH  the  Ashland  Theological  Seminary 
plays  in  the  missionary  program  of  the  church  can 
e  summed  up  in  three  words:  TRAINING,  INSPIRING, 
CALLING.  Under  these  three  heads  you  will  find  that  the 
eminary  is  contributing  much  to  missions. 
The  Seminary  is  constantly  seeking  new  ideas  and  ap- 
roaches  that  will  direct  young  people  into  the  field  of 
lissions.  Let  us  look  at  the  work  of  the  Seminary  in 
lis  vitally  important  work. 

I.  TRAINING — Here  you  will  find  your  Seminary 
lert  and  active  in  the  service  of  the  missionary  pro- 
ram.  Every  student,  either  preparing  to  enter  the  Sem- 
lary  or  already  in  the  Seminary,  receives  a  thorough 
lible  education.  Practical  aspects  of  Christian  service 
re  dealt  with,  but  primarily  the  Bible  must  be  handled 
right. 

Courses  are  offered  which  enable  students  to  get  first- 
and  information  on  mission  needs  and  programs.  Many 
pecializations  are  not  offered,  but  a  good  mission  under- 
irding  is  being  presented  in  the  course  offerings.  The 
brary  also  presents  many  opportunities  for  mission  re- 
ruits  to  gain  valuable  information  and  aids  in  the  course 
fferings. 

Small  pastorates  being  filled  by  seminary  students  af- 
ord  opportunities  to  learn  teachniques  for  dealing  with 
lission  stations.  Although  the  similarity  isn't  too  great, 
ften  dealing  with  small-church  problems  can  give  a  fu- 
ure  mission  worker  the  stability  so  necessary  in  his 
rork. 

Professor  Edwin  Boardman,  having  served  on  the  mis- 
ion  field  for  a  time,  is  able  to  lend  assistance  to  those 
spiring  to  missionary  service.  Dean  Delbert  Flora,  he- 
ause  of  his  travels  in  various  parts  of  the  world,  is  able 
0  keep  abreast  of  mission  needs,  and  thus  is  able  to 
dvise  students. 


Finally,  the  Seminary  attempts  to  bring  in  outside 
speakers  who  will  encourage  and  direct  our  youth  in  the 
field  of  missions. 

II.  INSPIRING — You  will  find  mission-minded  profes- 
sors at  the  Ashland  Theological  Seminary;  they  are  men 
who  have  personal  connections  with  missionaries  on  the 
field.  As  instructors  of  youth,  they  strive  to  inspire  them 
with  the  high  calling  of  mission  service.  Classes  which 
aren't  particularly  mission  classes  are  nevertheless  used 
at  times  to  promote  mission  work. 

A  related  field  is  that  of  stewardship.  You  will  find 
your  Seminary  integrating  the  program  of  stewardship 
with  the  various  classes.  This  process  relates  those  who 
will   stay  at  home  with  the  mission  program. 

Gospel  Team  work  also  aids  the  missionary  recruit  in 
his  training.  Through  this  college  activity  backed  by  the 
Seminary  students  visit  local  and  distant  churches,  and 
gain  actual  experience  in  conducting  services  of  worship. 
At  least  once  a  year  a  team  visits  our  mission  at  Lost 
Creek,  Kentucky. 

III.  CALLING — It  might  appear  as  though  this  should 
come  first  in  the  listing,  and  in  one  instance  it  does.  The 
College  and  Seminary  send  out  representatives  to  sum- 
mer camps  and  conferences  to  lay  the  "call"  of  Christ  be- 
fore the  young  people.  Here  the  Seminary  very  definitely 
aids  the  mission  program. 

Calling  has  been  placed  last,  however,  because  often 
young  people  come  to  school  with  one  idea  for  service, 
but  have  their  minds  changed  as  they  receive  their  train- 
ing. The  Seminary  is  able,  through  its  Bible  teaching  in 
the  college,  to  lead  young  people  into  fields  of  service 
which  they  only  vaguely  dreamed  possible. 

This  is  the  part  the  Seminary  plays  in  the  mission 
program.  It  TRAINS,  INSPIRES,  and  CALLS.  Ask  the 
man  who  has  been  here.

What  The  Local  Pastor  Can  Do 

To  Promote  Missions  in  the  Church 

ROBERT  KEPLINGER,  Pastor,  Trinity  Brethren  Church 


THE  MINISTER  can  begin  by  preaching  the  Mission- 
ary Gospel:  The  first  message  at  the  birth  of  Christ 
was  a  missionary  '  message — Luke  2:10-11 — "And  the 
angel  said  unto  them,  Fear  not;  for,  behold,  I  bring  you 
good  tidings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all  people. 
For  unto  you  is  born  this  day  in  the  city  of  David,  a 
Saviour,  which  is  Christ  the  Lord." 

The  first  disciple,  Andrew,  was  the  first  missionary, 
John  1:40-42 — "One  of  the  two  which  heard  John  speak, 
and  followed  him,  was  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother. 
He  first  findeth  his  own  brother  Simon,  and  saith  unto 
him,  we  have  found  Messias,  which  is  being  interpreted, 
the    Christ.   And    he   brought  him    to   Jesus." 

The  first  prayer  Christ  taught  men  was  a  missionary 
prayer — Matt.  6:10 — "Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be 
done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven." 

The  first  message  of  the  risen  Lord  was  a  missionary 
message — John  20:17 — "Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Touch  me 
not;  for  I  am  not  yet  ascended  to  my  Father:  but  go  to 
my  brethren,  and  say  unto  them,  I  ascend  unto  my  Fath- 
er, and  your  Father;   and  to  my  God,  and  your  God." 

The  first  command  to  His  disciples  was  a  missionary 
command — John  20:21 — "Then  said  Jesus  to  them  again. 
Peace  be  unto  you:  as  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so 
send  I  you." 

The  first  apostolic  sermon  was  a  missionary  sermon — 
Acts  2:17 — "And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  last  days, 
saith  God,  I  will  pour  out  of  my  Spirit  upon  all  flesh; 
and  your  sons  and  your  daughters  shall  prophesy,  and 
your  young  men  shall  see  visions,  and  your  old  men  shall 
dream  dreams." 

Christ's  great  reason  for  Christian  love  was  a  mission- 
ary reason — John  13:35 — "By  this  shall  all  men  know 
that  ye  are  my  disciples,  if  ye  have  love  one  to  another." 

Next  the  minister  must  encourage  the  congregation  to 
feel  their  responsibility  for  an  interest  in  Missions.  The 
idea  of  Missions  is  not  only  for  those  serving  on  the  field, 
but  for  each  and  every  person  who  has  named  the  Lord 
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as  his  personal  Saviour.  We  must  each  be  aware  of  t) 
fundamental  conceptions  of  Christianity — the  ideal  Rigl( 
eousness  as  given  to  us  by  the  life  of  Jesus  Christ.  Sfl 
ondly,  we  must  realize  the  impelling  motives  of  missii 
work— the  actual  Sin  of  the  people.  This  becomes  knov| 
to  us  as  we  are  aware  of  the  Perfect  Light  of  Jes 
Christ  in  comparison  with  the  Darkness  of  the  Wor 
And  lastly  we  must  understand  the  commanding  evang 
— the  possible  Salvation  which  is  the  result  of  missL 
work. 

As  ministers  we  must  give  our  people  a  missionail 
devotion.  There  must  first  be  a  vision,  which  then  creati 
a  passion,  and  the  passion  compels  the  mission.  This  a 
be  done  in  many  ways:  By  using  illustration  from  oi 
own  mission  fields  and  missionaries  in  our  sermons;  I 
having  missionary  films  for  the  people  on  special  occ; 
sions;  and  by  having  missionaries  speak  to  our  churchc 
whenever  possible.  "A  mission-minded  church  is  a  grov 
ing  church,"  is  an  old  statement  which  we  dare  not  foj 
get. 

The  contribution  of  money  to  Missions  cannot  and  mui 
not  be  overlooked.  Each  church  member  should  realize  h: 
help  is  needed  in  spreading  the  Kingdom  of  God.  W 
should  also  realize  that  the  greatest  contribution  is  nd 
money,  but  a  life.  Encouraging  young  people  to  giv 
their  lives  in  full-time  Mission  work  is  one  of  the  mos 
rewarding  charges  a  pastor  and  his  church  can  have  i 
promoting  the  work  of  Missions.

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What  a  Pastor  Can  Do  to  Promote 

Missions  in  the  Church

"THE  CHIEF  OBSTACLE  to  the  spread  of  Chiistian- 
y  is  not  Hinduism,  not  Buddhism,  nor  even  paganism, 
at  the  rotten  behavior  of  people  who  call  themselves 
hristians,"  says  one  missionary  leader.  If  this  terrible 
idictment  is  true,  the  responsibility  on  the  local  pastors 

great. 

What  can  he  do  to  promote  missions? 

I.  He  needs  toi  keep  missions  in  its  proper  place  in  the 
otal  church  program. 

i  In  Acts  2:41-47  we  see  clearly  the  fourfold  program  of 
he  early  church.  To  use  four  words,  it  boils  down  to 
vangelism,  education,  fellowship,  and  worship.  Evangel- 
sm  properly  comes  first.  If  there  were  no  evangelistic 
ffort,  of  any  sort,  the  church  would  die  in  one  or  two 
fenerations. 

Why  talk  about  evangelism  when  the  subject  is  mis- 
ions  ?  To  the  writer,  missions  is  simply  an  extension  of 
vangelism.  It  is  recalled  that  Jesus  said,  "Go  ye  there- 
ore,  and  teach  all  nations  ..."  (Matt.  28:19a).  Or 
3ok  at  the  apostolic  commission  in  Acts  1:8,  ",But  ye 
hall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come 
ipon  you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in 
erusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 
he  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  There  you  have  the 
irogram  outlined — begin  at  home  to  witness  and  continue 
0  reach  out  until  you  encompass  the  earth.  Jesus  never 
aid,  "Try  to  do  it,"  or  "See  how  much  it  will  cost,"  but 
le  said  do  it!  And  let  it  be  remembered  that  this  charge 
ras  given  to  120  disciples  to  fulfill!  Let  us  not  pine 
bout    war,    crime,    vice,    corruption,    hatred,    fear,    com- 


munism, atomic  and  hydrogen  weapons,  etc.,  unless  we 
honestly  get  busy  with  the  program  which  Christ  gave 
us — a  program  which  would  negate  all  of  these  evils  be- 
fore mentioned!  Yes,  we  know  many  say,  "It  can't  be 
done!"  but  they  don't  have  Christ  on  their  side  of  the 
argument! 

II.  He  needs  to  challenge  youth  to  answer  the  great 
need. 

When  young  people  are  properly  challenged,  they  will 
rise  up  and  answer  the  challenge.  Uncle  Sam  is  getting 
a  large  percent  of  his  armed  forces  by  enlistment.  He 
does  it  by  wise  propaganda,  i.  e.,  radio  announcements 
and  programs,  attractive  posters,  the  promise  of  a  career, 
etc.  Young  people  are  adventurous;  they  are  full  of  vi- 
tality; they  will  .accept  a  challenge.  Uncle  Sam  does  not 
accomplish  his  purpose  (whether  good  or  bad,  we  are  not 
discussing  that)  by  saying,  "We  will  probably  lose  the 
war,  but  we'll  do  what  we  can  in  the  meantime,"  or,  "We 
have  been  trying  to  work  this  program  ever  since  our 
beginning  without  success,"  or,  "Let  us  call  our  forces 
home  to  defend  our  own  country."  Nor  can  the  church! 
Many  people  of  the  church  maintain  a  defeatist  attitude! 
Young  people  are  not  thrilled  or  challenged  by  this  type 
of  thinking.  We  need  to  tell  them  that  the  world  needs 
Christ!  That  they  must  meet  this  challenge  in  this  gen- 
eration! 

"A  few  years  ago  I  stood  chatting  with  a  small  group 
of  students  in  International  House,  New  York.  Each  stu- 
dent was  from  a  different  country.  As  we  talked,  a  young

[  TILLCREST  SCHOOL  for  missionaries'  children,  lo- 
[  1  cated  in  Jos,  Nigeria,  is  on  the  way  to  becoming  a 
ooperative  school  with  other  missionary  bodies  sharing 
taff  members,  financial  responsibilities  and  general  in- 
erest  in  its  future  program.  According  to  the  proposed 
onstitution,  the  school  will  be  under  a  board  of  directors 
k'hich   will    be    responsible   for  the   future   expansion   and 


development  of  the  school  to  meet  the  needs.  The  board 
of  directors  will  consist  of  representatives  selected  by  the 
cooperating  bodies. 

During  the  past  years  several  missionaries  working 
under  .British,  American  and  other  European  boards  have 
sent  their  children  to  Hillcrest.  Upon  the  suggestion  of 
a  cooperative  school  these  individuals  appealed  to  their 
boai'ds  and  were  given  permission  to  investigate  further 
the  possibility  of  entering  into  a  cooperative  effort. 

The  groups  that  are  interested  in  the  new  arrangement 
are  the  following:  Christian  Reformed,  E.  U.  B.,  Assem- 
blies of  God,  Sudan  United  Mission  (British,  American — 
South  African  branches),  United  Missionary  and  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren,  which  will  hold  the  largest  rep- 
resentation on   the   board  of  directors. 

Miss  Janet  King  has  done  a  fine  piece  of  work  as  a 
teacher  in  this  school  for  more  than  two  years.  She  has 
made  a  real  contribution  to  the  missionary  program  in 
Nigeria.  About  the  middle  of  June,  Janet  will  be  return- 
ing to  the  States.

"Pilate  saith  unto  them.  What  shall  I  do  then 
with  Jesus  which  is  called  Christ?  They  all  say 
unto  him,  Let  him  be  crucified. 

"And  the  governor  said,  "Why,  what  evil  hath 
he  done?  But  they  cried  out  the  more,  saying. 
Let  him  be  crucified. 

"When  Pilate  saw  that  he  could  prevail  noth- 
ing, but  that  rather  a  tumult  wtas  made,  he  took 
water,  and  washed  his  hands  before  the  multi- 
tude, saying,  I  am  innocent  of  the  blood  of  this 
just  person:  see  ye  to  it. 

"Then  answered  all  the  people,  and  said.  His 
blood  be  on  us,  and  on  our  children." 


PILATE  WAS  A  MAN  without  principle— the 
most  unrighteous  and  hateful  of  all  rulers. 
Not  a  single  conviction,  moral  or  religious.  He 
was  a  coward,  devoted  to  his  own  selfish  inter- 
ests. The  Jews  knew  his  weakness  and  the  power 
it  gave  them.  "If  thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art 
not  Caesar's  friend."  He  coveted  this  friendship 
above  all  else. 

Pilate  looks  with  awe  and  surprise  at  the  poor, 
weary  and  worn  prisoner.  "Art  thou  a  king?" 

"Yes,  I  am  a  king — my  kingdom  is  not  of  this 
world,"  replied  Jesus. 

The  calm,  self-possessed  dignity  of  Jesus  could 
find  no  trace  of  fanaticism  in  word  or  conduct. 


He  was  really  convinced  He  had  done  nothing 
worthy  of  death.  The  maddening  cries  of  the  peo- 
ple arose,  clamoring  for  the  life  of  Jesus. 

Even  the  unprincipled  ruler  was  unwilling  to 
hand  this  poor,  harmless,  but  lofty-minded  Man 
over  to  this  ruthless  mob. 

The  crowd  cries  the  fearful  words,  "To  the 
Cross!  Crucify  Him!  Crucify  Him!"  In  despera-i 
tion,  Pilate  reasoned,  "I  must  yield  to  their  cries J 
while  I  can  save  myself."  Just  the  type  of  somei 
politicians  and  men  in  public  service — eager  to 
save  themselves — eager  to  promote  their  selfish 
interests. 

Jesus  is  on  trial  today — never  since  Jesus  ap- 
peared before  Pilate  have  men  tried  Him  as  to- 
day. He  is  being  stripped  of  His  kingship  and 
Deity.  The  cry  of  a  thoughtless  mob,  "Crucify 
Him!"  finds  an  echo  today. 

Pilate  represents  Rome  in  an  age  of  lost  faith 
in  religion  and  morality.  He  was  weak — indiffer- 
ent to  truth  and  justice.  So  he  turns  to  the  old 
symbol  of  innocency — a  custom  familiar  at  that 
time.  He  called  for  water  and  washed  his  hands, 
saying,  "That  as  my  hands  are  clean,  so  am  I 
clean  of  all  guilt  of  the  blood  of  this  man." 

The  crowd  was  furious.  "Yes,  wilhngly  will  we 
and  our  children  take  the  blame.  His  blood  is  on 
us."  And  they  crucified  our  Lord.  From  this  act 
of  Pilate  has  come  the  phrase  we  so  often  hear, 
"I  wash  my  hands  of  the  whole  affair.  I  absolve 
myself  of  all  blame." 
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'  There  are  situations  and  times  when  it  is  not 
)ssible  to  shift  responsibiHty.  We  cannot  free 
irselves  just  by  washing  our  hands  clean.  How 
>out  our  conscience? 

Pilate  knew  it  was  within  his  power  to  give  up 
lis  innocent  Man  had  he  not  been  a  coward.  He 
as  not  forced  to  sin — it  was  his  own  choosing. 
/e  do  not  sin  against  our  will,  so  when  we  do 
n,  the  responsibility  and  consequence  are  all  our 
wn  choosing.  However,  we  are  not  only  respon- 
ible  for  our  sin — but  the  sins  and  wickedness 
^e  could  prevent  but  do  not. 

Pilate's  better  feelings  were  overpowered  by  a 
elfish  regard  for  his  own  security.  This  want  of 
rinciple  in  the  lives  of  men  are  sources  of  crime 
nd  are  no  less  awful  than  those  which  spring 
rom  wickedness. 

Pilate  proclaims  the  innocence  of  Christ,  but 
^ives  Him  into  the  hands  of  an  angry  mob.  Tradi- 
ion  pictures  Pilate,  through  the  years,  as  a  wan- 
ering  exile  over  many  lands,  sinking  in  disgrace 
ind  want. 

Truth  lives — justice  will  be  meted  out  to  all, 
md  sin  will  be  punished.  Today,  men  are  allow- 
ng  their  Christ  to  be  crucified,  and  His  name 
)lasphemed.  Like  Pilate,  they  are  saying,  "As 
IS  I  wash  my  hands  clean,  I  absolve  myself  of 
ill  responsibility." 

What  about  the  life  you  could  have  saved  but 
lid  not?  What  about  the  wickedness  you  could 
lave  prevented,  but  did  nothing  about  it?  You 
nay  have  done  like  Pilate,  washed  your  hands. 
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but  what  about  your  conscience?  We  must  not 
forget,  Pilate  lost  his  security,  became  an  exile 
and  a  wanderer,  sinking  deeper  and  deeper  in  sin. 

Men  today  are  allowing  their  Christ  to  be  cru- 
cified in  their  lives.  What  will  you  do  with  this 
Man  you  call  Christ?

TF  YOU  DO  NOT  PRAY,  some  laborer  will  not  go  forth 
into  the  harvest  field  (Matt.  9:38).  If  you  do  not  pray, 
some  darkened  soul  in  Africa  or  South  America  may  not 
receive  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  (John  17:20).  If  you 
do  not  pray,  father  or  sister,  or  loved  friend  may  not  be 
convicted  of  sin  (Luke  22:32).  If  you  do  not  pray  some 
door  that  God  would  have  opened  may  remain  closed  for- 
ever (Acts  10:4,  5,  9;  16:6-10).  If  you  do  not  pray  some 
barrier  may  stand  till  Jesus  comes,  that  God  might  have 
hurled  down  if  you  had  prayed  (Acts  16:25,  26).

Lesson  for  April  3,  1955 

THE  CROSS  AND  CHRISTIAN  DISCIPLESHIP 

Lesson:  John  12:20-26;  II  Cor.  5:14-19 

THE  CROSS  HAS  ALWAYS  been  the  symbol  of  Chris 
tianity.  It  cannot  be  separated  from  it.  For  most! 
Christians,  however,  the  cross  has  lost  its  meaning.  Once 
a  sign  of  ignominy,  suffering,  and  death,  now  it  is  worn 
about  the  neck  as  an  ornament — as  a  fancy  trimming.] 
There  certainly  is  nothing  wrong  with  this  practice.  BUT 
THE  CROSS  SHOULD  NEVER  LOSE  ITS  MEANING! 
AND  SIGNIFICANCE  FOR  THE  CHILD  OF  GOD— IT 
SHOULD  ALWAYS  REMIND  HIM  OF  SUFFERING 
AND  DEATH;  SUFFERING  FOR  THE  CAUSE  OF 
CHRIST,  AND   DEATH   TO  THE   SELF  LIFE. 

The  Wisdom  of  God  appears  to  be  foolishness  to  man. 
God  has  said  the  way  to  LIVE  is  to  DIE!  How  absurd! 
And  yet  is  it?  A  grain  of  wheat  is  used  to  illustrate 
this  truth.  "Except  a  corn  of  wheat  fall  into  the  ground 
and  die,  it  abideth  alone:  but  if  it  die,  it  bringeth  forth 
much  fruit"    (John   12:24). 

What  farmer  does  not  apply  this  principle  to  produce 
more   wheat?    If  you   want   to   produce   wheat,  you   must  i 
invest   wheat.    That   wheat    which    you    invest    must    be 
planted  and  must  die,.  The  death  of  a  few  grains  will  pro- 
duce an  abundance! 

Now  Jesus  makes  the  application.  "He  that  loveth 
his  life  shall  lose  it;  and  he  that  hateth  his  life  in  this 
world  shall  keep  it  unto  life  eternal"  (John  12:25).  Our 
Lord  would  say  this  to  us:  the  way  to  LIVE  unto  God, 
is  to  DIE  unto  self;  to  KEEP  your  life,  you  must  GIVE 
it;  for  SELF-PRESERVATION  means  SELF-DESTRUC- 
TION! 

No  wonder  there  is  such  little  evidence  of  abujidant 
Spiritual  life  in  our  day!  It  is  because  there  is  such  little 
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imonstration  of  death  to  the  old  self  life.  No  wonder 
w  Christians  possess  Godly  joy  in  their  lives — they  try 
KEEP  their  lives  unto  themselves. 
Christian  discipleship  entails  obedience  and  service, 
f  any  man  serve  me,  let  him  follow  me"  (John  12:26). 
ost  of  us  desire  to  follow  Christ  because  we  believe  by 
1  doing  He  will  lead  us  to  heaven.  But  how  many  of 
i  are  willing  to  follow  Him  ALL  THE  WAY?  We  for- 
it  that  THE  PATH  TO  GLORY  LEADS  FIRST  TO 
HE  CROSS.  He  who  would  follow  Christ  must  follow 
im  all  the  way.  That's  why  the  cross  with  all  that  it 
volves  is  indispensible  to  the  Christian  faith. 
Rev.    Harold   M.   Freligh   has   written:   "Like  the   door 


into  the  banquet  hall,  so  the  cross  is  the  entrance  into 
Christian  discipleship."  Once  the  Christian  faces  the  cross, 
receives  new  life  from  the  One  who  died  there  for  him, 
and  assumes  his  proper  relationship  to  the  cross,  he  is 
then  placed  under  moral  obligation.  For  he  who  has  been 
reconciled  to  God,  must  then  become  a  reconciler,  because 
God  hath  given  to  us  "the  ministry  of  reconciliation" 
(II  Cor.  5:18). 

Since  we  have  been  brought  back  into  rich  fellowship 
with  God  through  faith  in  the  atoning  work  of  Christ,  it 
should  be  our  passion  and  desire  to  help  reconcile  others 
unto  God.  By  so  doing  we  are  sharing  in  the  Divine  min- 
istry of  reconciliation  and  discipleship.

LIFE  ON  A  ONE-FAMILY  STATION 

(Continued  from  Page  4) 

were  put  to  carrying  bricks  as  we  are  building  a  house 
for  one  of  the  teachers.  Some  men  are  mixing  mud;  others 
are  putting  up  a  temporary  mat  shelter  for  patients  at 
the  dispensary.  All  the  huts  aie  full  and  some  people 
need  a  place  to  sleep. 

Somewhere  between  7:30-8:00  .Bea  and  I  will  eat  break- 
fast. After  breakfast  there  are  several  things  which  I 
may  do.  This  past  Tuesday,  together  with  our  blind 
evangelist  and  several  other  Christians,  I  went  north 
east  of  Gulak  to  the  village  of  Midlu.  There  we  held  a 
sei'vice  and  talked  to  the  people  about  God  and  His  love 
shown  to  us  through  His  Son  Jesus  Christ. 

Our  main  purpose  in  going  there  was  to  talk  to  them 
about  putting  a  CRT  in  their  village.  The  chief  and  elders 
were  quite  enthusiastic  about  it,  and  I  believe  before  the 
rains  come  arrangements  will  be  completed  to  place  an 
evangelist  in  their  village.  Or  I  might,  as  I  try  to  do  at 
least  once  a  week  during  the  dry  season,  go  over  to 
Brishishiwa  to  see  the  Junior-Primary  School  and  give 
the  teachers  some  help.  Or  I  may  go  on  a  visit  to  one 
of  our  CRI's. 

I  teach  English  to  Class  IV,  eight  periods  a  week;  so 
lesson  plans,  grading  of  papers  and  such  take  some  of 
my  time.  Also  English  is  taught  to  the  practice  teach- 
ers at  least  two  hours  a  week.  Then  there  is  the  work 
of  observing  the  teaching,  advising  the  teachers,  and 
keeping    all    the    school    records    in    order. 

I  am  pastor  of  the  local  church.  Meetings  are  held 
with  the  church  committee,  a  Bible  study  is  conducted, 
and  I  take  my  regular  turn  in  preaching.  Often  counsel 
is  given  to  the  Christians  who  from  time  to  time  stop  at 
the  house  and  ask  for  some  spiritual  help.  In  the  Church 
work,  all  the  duties  of  a  pastor  at  home  are  carried  on. 

In  all,  Bea  and  I  have  quite  a  full  schedule.  But  that 
is  how  it  should  be,  and  we  M'ould  not  in  any  way  feel 
happy  if  we  were  not  busy.  Perhaps  you  are  wondering 
whether  we  don't  often  get  lonely  without  some  other 
missionaries  near  by  to  talk  to  and  to  fellowship  with. 
Yes,  now  and  then  we  do,  but  we  try  to  keep  busy  and 
not  let  our  minds  dwell  too  much  on  the  loneliness.  We 
love  the  African  people  very  much.  But  their  cultural 
background  and  way  of  life  are  so  much  different  from 
ours  that  it  is  hard  to  feel  as  close  a  fellowship  with 
them  as  one  might  with  people  of  his  own  cultural  back- 
ground. 

For  health  reasons  we  do  not  feel  free  to  visit  in  their 
compounds  for  the  purpose  of  eating  with  them.  Now 
and  then  we  do  have  the  teachers  in  for  an  evening  with 
us  where  we  .sing  and  play  some  games;  but  even  here, 
what  Bea  and  I  might  enjoy,  they  do  not  seem  to  have 
an  interest  in. 

We  attempt  to  keep  ourselves  busy  in  the  evenings, 
the  time  when  we  could  get  lonely,  by  reading,  writing 
letters,  and  playing  some  games  between  oui-selves. 
Neither  one  of  us  as  yet  has  come  across  a  hobby  which 
we  have  felt  interested  in  and  which  can  be  carried  on 
with  the  minimum  of  equipment.  But  in  this  area  we  are 
open    to   any  -  suggestions   which   anyone   might   have,   as 


a  hobby  would  be  good  for  us;  in  fact,  it  is  good  for  a 
missionary. 

I  hope  that  this  gives  you  just  a  little  picture  of  I 
on  a  one-family  station.  We  enjoy  it  and  find  plenty  to  i

But  when  Rev.  Graham  fiUel 
the  great  hall  in  which  his  meetings  were  held,  and  hurfii 
dreds    went   forward    to   confess   and   accept     Christ,    thilu 
scoffing   questioners   became     enthusiastic     supporters    cP 
the    movement.    The   circumstances   of   the   campaign  ha|  ( 
convinced   the   veriest   scoffer — and    the    scoffers   had  r€|i, 
mained  to  praise.  .

Dr.    Hugh   Price   Hughes,   noted   Methodist  preacher  oiK 
London,    was    once    challenged    by    Charles    Bradlaugh,   :|e 
well   known   infidel   to   debate   the   truth  of  the  Christiailr 
faith.    Dr.    Hughest    accepted    immediately.    In    acceptinjl  li 
the  challenge.  Dr.  Hughes  wrote:  "The  courts,  as  a  ruk  'o 
in  rendering  their  verdicts,  do  not  rely  solely  upon  thi 
arguments    of   the    attorneys    on    either   side.   They   care4 
fully   scrutinize  the   evidence  offered  by  those  who  havi 
first  hand  knowledge  of  the  facts.  I  will  bring  with  md 
to   the   debate   that  night,   as  evidence   of  the   truth  ,an(i 
power  of  the  Christian  faith,  one  hundred  men  and  women 
who  have  been  saved  from  lives  of  sin  by  the  gospel  ol 
Christ. 

"They  will  give  their  evidence  and  you  will  be  alloweo 
to  cross-examine  them.  I  will  ask  you  to  bring  with  you 
one  hundred  men  and  women  who  have  been  similarly 
helped  by  the  gospel  of  infidelity  which  you  preach."  It 
is  quite  unnecessary  to  say  that  that  debate  never  came 
off.  Its  proponent  found  himself  quite  unable  to  bring 
witnesses  to  the  practical  worth  of  the  disbelief  which 
he  so  loudly  proclaimed. 

Sometimes  people  are  inclined  to  think  that  it  is  chieflyl 
by  intellectual  arguments  that  the  Christian  faith  is 
maintained.  Of  course  such  arguments  are  strong,i 
stronger  than  anything  that  has  ever  been  brought 
against  them,  but  the  chief  proof  of  the  Gospel  is  the 
changes  which  it  makes  in  the  lives  of  men  and  women,! 
It  makes  the  drunkards  sober,  it  makes  the  profane  rev-^ 
erent,  it  makes  the  greedy  and  selfish,  generous  and  kind.

HEADQUARTERS-RESIDENCE  IN  ARGENTINA 

WE  HAVE  A  NEST  EGG  to  help  purchase  the  needed 
buiSding  or  bulidings  for  a  headquarters  and  an  ade- 
quate missionary  residence  in  Argentina.  The  present 
living  quarters  for  the  Bylers,  space  for  Sunday  school 
and  church  services,  and  office  space  necessary  to 
house  the  business  and  training  program  of  the  mission 
are   totally  inadequate. 

It  Will  take  more  than  a  nest  egg  to  accomplish 
what  is  needed.

While  much  of  the  pulpit  and  the  religious 
less  dally  around  with  "improving  society," 
pn's  souls  of  said  "society"  are  going  to  Hell 
cause  the  "best"  that  has  been  presented  to 
em  falls  short  of  the  truth  that  "Christ  died  to 
ve  sinners." 

Is  the  religious  world  afraid  of  the  Gospel  to- 
,y?  Are  many  pulpits  and  much  of  the  religious 
ess  afraid  of  what  would  happen  if  the  fires  of 
>spel  preaching  were  to  be  started?  Dare  any 
ally  believe  that  a  religion  "having  the  form  of 
dliness,  yet  denying  the  power  thereof"  can 
ally  save? 
Too  much  emphasis,  we  believe,  is  being  placed 

the  "trend"  or  the  "leaning"  of  men  toward  or 
ainst  the  church,  or  the  good  life,  without 
ought  of  the  condition  of  a  man's  soul.  This 
st  can  be  illustrated  by  an  incident  which  hap- 
ned  in  an  early  pastorate  of  this  Editor.  A  man 

the  community,  in  no  way  connected  with  our 
rish,  had  died.  The  facts  of  the  case  were  that 

was  not  too  strongly  attached  to  any  church, 
r  that  matter.  As  people  do,  a  small  group  of 
e  community  people  were  discussing  the  pos- 
)le  future  abode  of  the  deceased.  Some  ex- 
essed  concern,  until  one  member  of  the  group 
.ppened  to  remember  that  the  deceased  as  a 
uth  had  united  with  one  of  the  community's 
urches.  This  remark  seemed  to  satisfy  the 
oup,  and  the  subject  was  dropped.  We  do  not 
estion  the  man's  faith,  nor  do  we  chastise  any 
ambers  of  that  small  group,  but  we  use  this 
3ry  to  point  out  how  easily  the  religious  world 
satisfied  about  a  person's  condition  if  evidence 
n  be  presented  to  show  a  man's  leaning  toward 
e  church. 

Often  the  greatest  hindrance  to  revival  in  the 
urch  is  the  unwillingness  of  church  people  to 


believe  that  their  neighbors,  relatives  and  friends 
who  have  not  accepted  Christ  in  their  hearts  ac- 
tually need  to  do  so.  When  the  pulpit  and  the  re- 
ligious press  will  point  out  that  men  who  have 
not  accepted  Christ  as  their  personal  Saviour,  are 
eternally  lost;  w^hen  Church  members  are  con- 
vinced that  "lean  to"  people  and  morally  right- 
eous people  are  lost  apart  from  Christ,  then  re- 
vival will  come. 

By  nature,  men  are  the  children  of  wrath,  of 
disobedience.  (Ephesians  2:3).  By  this  scripture 
and  others,  it  is  easy  to  establish  that  mankind 
by  nature  is  sinful.  The  folly  of  trying  to  make 
individuals  righteous  apart  from  changing  their 
sinful  nature  is  seen  in  the  words  of  Job  14:4, 
"Who  can  bring  a  clean  thing  out  of  an  unclean? 
Not  one." 

That's  the  testimony  of  the  Word  of  God.  But 
for  the  sake  of  "not  offending  anyone"  and  fol- 
lowing the  philosophy  of  presenting  an  united, 
cooperative  front  to  the  world,  we  face  the  mor- 
tally wounding  danger  of  compromising  the  true 
gospel  conviction  that  men  apart  from  a  personal 
faith  and  acceptance  of  Jesus  Christ  are  eternally 
lost.  Even  Paul  recognized  this  danger,  but  then 
he  said,  "Woe  is  me  if  I  preach  not  the  gospel." 
He  further  said  that  he  was  not  ashamed  of  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Let  us  not  be  mis-led  today.  Brethren,  by  any 
shallow  doctrine  which  seeks  to  eulogize  men's 
worth  apart  from  Jesus  Christ.  The  world  would 
have  us  to  idolize  man  and  gloss  over  his  sin,  in 
the  hopes  of  building  a  strong  society  through 
his  brain  and  brawn.  Let  us  remember  that  the 
real  advancements  of  society  have  come  when  men 
were  transformed  within,  by  th«  power  of  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  as  it  cleansed  from  sin.  Let 
us  go  deep  into  His  Word,  and  come  up  with  the 
truth  for  man's  betterment — a  spiritual  rebirth 
in  Christ  Jesus.  (John  3:3,  7).— W.  S.  B.

We  urge  you 
to  read  each  chapter,  and  each  of  the  articles  as  they 
appear;  thereby  coming  to  a  deeper  understanding  of  our 
Saviour,  His  purpose,  and  His  work.

Uev.  Gharles  K.  Munson  Text:  John  20:11-17 


MODERN  MAN  NEEDS  TO  KNOW  that  his 
most  dreaded  experience,  death,  has  been 
defeated.  The  threat  of  extinction  facing  every 
man  causes  him  to  live  in  fear  and  futihty  unless 
he  has  found  the  answer  to  this  threat  in  Christ 
who  abolished  death.  During  the  1955  Christian 
Emphasis  program  on  the  Ashland  College  cam- 
pus Dr.  Huffman  presented  as  a  thesis  this  idea, 
no  man  can  live  a  victorious  life  in  this  world  of 
chaos  unless  he  has  been  born  again.  Actually 
the  issue  of  death  is  pointed  up  right  here,  for 
the  atomic  age  brings  the  possibility  of  quick 
death  dangerously  close  for  millions  of  people — 
only  the  born  again  man  can  face  this  situation 
with  clarity  for  he  knows  death  has  been  de- 
feated. 

In  presenting  the  resurrection  scene  John  al- 
lows the  reader  to  see  that  the  gloom  of  death 
hung  over  the  first  visitors  to  the  tomb.  They 
were  no  different  than  we  are  for  they  had  seen 
death  claim  another  victim.  Fortunately  the  view 
changes  and  Jesus  appears  alive.  This  then  is  fol- 
lowed by  a  still  further  picture  as  Christ  presents 
Himself  as  one  returning  to  the  Father.  Little 
wonder  that  Paul  can  cry  out  "0  death,  where  is 
thy  sting?  0  grave  where  is  thy  victory?  The 
sting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is 
the  law.  But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us 
the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Here  then  are  the  word  pictures  of  Christ  as 
John  presents  them  for  us  in  vivid  colors: 

I.     Christ  in  death — lying  in  the  grave. 


IL     Christ  in  life — standing  in  the  garden. 

IIL     Christ  in  glory — ascending  into  heaven. 

John  allows  the  mind  to  visualize  Christ  in  tl 
grave  as  he  pictures  the  tomb;  the  early  visitoi 
expecting  the  body  to  be  there.  The  grave  cloth( 
suggest   death,   and   with  little   imagination  or. 
can  clearly  see  Christ  lying    in    death.    Here  ; 
Christ  then  in  the  experience  of  death  as  it  sha 
occur  for  each  of  us.  Most  people  look  at  deat* 
with  misgivings — even    Christians.    The    caskei 
the  flowers,  the  open  grave,  the  cold  tombstone! 
all  blend  together  to  give  us  a  picture  of  gloon 
and  doom.  Actually  the  same  impressions  are  her 
in  John's  description  of  the  death  of  Christ.  Evei 
when  the  early  visitors  saw  the  empty  tomb  thai 
view  had  not  changed,  they  merely  supposed  thai 
the  body  had  been  moved.  Jesus  in  whom  the^i 
had  placed  their  hope  had  not  been  able  to  con 
quer  man's  dreaded  enemy — death.  Despair  mus* 
have  overtaken  them  as  their  dreams  of  the  res 
toration    of    the    Kingdom    were    shattered    bj 
Christ's  death. 


Man's  most  cherished  dreams  are  all  too  ofter 
shattered  by  death.  His  hopes  for  a  loved  one  oi 
himself  soon  are  cut  off  as  the  grim  reaper  makes 
his  way  through  the  world,  cutting  down  those 
whom  he  will.  Perhaps  no  person  reading  this  ar- 
ticle is  without  the  experience  of  seeming  hope- 
lessness as  a  loved  one  has  been  placed  in  the 
grave.  The  horrible  aspects  of  modern  warfare 
makes  one  even  more  conscious  of  the  uncertainty 
of  life  and  the  certainty  of  death.  With  present- 
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ay  weapons,  mankind  can  reduce  a  month's  com- 
at  into  a  day  or  a  few  days  at  the  most.  No 
ities  can  be  looked  upon  as  havens  from  the  holo- 
ause  which  threatens  us.  The  pall  of  death  hangs 
eavy  over  civilization  as  man  enters  each  day 
ith  fears. 

Even  though  we  did  not  feel  war  as  a  strong 
ossibility  in  our  day,  death  would  still  be  a  ter- 
ible  reality.  Regardless  of  age,  each  one  of  us  is 
1  his  last  days.  Twenty,  thirty,  forty  years,  per- 
aps  a  few  more — but  last  days  nevertheless. 
>eath  therefore  remains  an  enemy  threatening 
3  extinguish  us.  No  one  can  completely  divorce 
imself  from  the  feeling  of  despair  which  comes 
dth  the  thought  of  death. 

As  John  presents  the  last  days  and  moments  of 
Ihrist,  gloom  also  hangs  over  the  followers  of 
esus.  The  tomb  presents  to  the  visitors  the  same 
ense  of  futility  as  the  grave  gives  to  us.  We,  as 
eaders  of  the  event,  are  not  allowed  to  think 
hat  this  was  some  kind  of  staged  play.  Tragedy 
ad  struck,  Jesus'  followers  were  dumbfounded, 
heir  hope  was  gone,  all  was  lost.  Christ  was  dead. 

The  scene  changes  quickly  now  as  John  pre- 
ents  his  second  picture  of  Christ.  We  rise  out  of 
he  blackness  of  death  to  one  of  color  and  bright- 
less.  Brilliant  hues  take  over,  the  sun  is  shining, 
n  almost  cloudless  sky  appears — Jesus  is  stand- 
(ig  in  the  garden.  What  a  contrast  is  presented 
-from  death  to  life.  The  night  is  gone  and  we 


view  a  bright  new  day.  There  is  no  time  now  for 
despair;  the  victory  has  been  won.  It  is  true  that 
the  victory  did  not  at  first  appear  to  the  disciples, 
but  it  was  there  nevertheless.  Also  true  is  the 
fact  that  for  many  in  this  age,  no  victory  has  yet 
appeared,  but  the  victory  is  there,  death  is  de- 
feated. 

Looking  at  John's  canvas,  then,  our  hearts  and 
minds  are  lifted  from  the  darkness  and  blackness 
of  death  to  one  of  light  and  color  in  a  live  situa- 
tion. We  lift  our  minds  from    the    fears    of    an 
atomic  catastrophe  to  thoughts  of  serenity  with 
God.  Only  the  man  who  is  born  again  can  appre- 
ciate this  new  picture.  The  man  of  the  world  has 
his  eyes  glued   to  the  first  picture,  the  second 
doesn't  even  show  up,  it  is  as  if  it  had  never  been 
painted.  He  goes  on  with  his  desparity,  going  to 
sleep  with  it,  getting  up  with  it,  going  to  work 
[with  it — he  sees  no  hope.    Get    him    to    accept 
jChrist  as  the  Son  of  God    and    his    vision    will 
jchange,  the  picture  will  stand  out,  Christ  will  ap- 
Ipear  alive  as  the  victor  over  death.  "I  am  the  res- 
urrection and  the  life:  he  that  believeth  in  me, 
though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live :  And  who- 
soever liveth  and  believeth  in  me  shall  never  die." 

As  if  to  clarify  these  first  two  pictures  John 
paints  a  third,  Christ  in  glory — ascending  into 
heaven.  From  the  third  picture  we  get  the  author- 
ity for  believing  the  second  picture.  It  is  not  the 
purpose  here  to  deal  with  the  supposed  problem 
of  Mary  touching  Jesus  before  His  going  to  the 
Father.  The  point  is,  John  pictures  Jesus  with  all 
authority,  returning  to  His  Father  and  God. 
Christ  is  returning  to  His  glory  in  heaven,  and 
we  get  the  assurance  that  what  has  happened  is 
legitimate.  The  resurrection  is  brought  about  by 
God,  this  man  Jesus  is  God  Himself,  and  He  is 
now  returning  to  heaven  to  make  final  the  vic- 
tory over  death. 

Perhaps  after  viewing  Jesus  alive,  some  doubts 
may  have  arisen  about  an  actual  resurrection  of 
the  body.  Some  trick  may  have  been  employed  to 
make  it  appear  like  Jesus  was  dead,  but  actually 
wasn't.  The  final  touches  to  belief  are  added  then 
by  this  last  picture,  and  any  doubts  about  Jesus 
are  erased,  as  we  see  Him  ascending  into  heaven. 
This  is  an  action  of  God.  Man  can  calm  his  fears, 
for  the  same  God  who  brought  Jesus  from  the 
grave  and  who  received  Him  into  heaven  will 
raise  us  and  receive  us.  "I  go  to  prepare  a  place 
for  you.  And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,

ALTHOUGH  A  PREVIOUS  REPORT  of  our  Chapel 
Guild  meeting  appeared  under  the  Women's  Comer 
column  in  the  EVANGELIST,  Brother  Berkshire  has  re- 
quested that  I  tell  you  more  about  that  particular  pro- 
gram. 

It  appeared  to  me  when  my  husband  reported  to  Samp- 
son Air  Force  Base  for  his  first  tour  of  duty  with  the 
USAF,  that  now  my  duties  as  a  minister's  wife  would 
cease,  and  I  would  be  more  or  less  on  the  sidelines,  look- 
ing on.  That  erroneous  notion  was  soon  erased  from  my 
mind,  when  I  found  myself  plunged  into,  perhaps 
more  activities  than  in  a  local  congregation.  Directing 
one  of  the  choirs  for  basic  airmen,  playing  the  organ  for 
the  many  Protestant  services  on  the  base,  helping  to 
teach  in  the  released  time  religious  education  program 
for  dependent  children  and  finally,  taking  an  active  part 
in  the  Protestant   Women's   Chapel   Guild. 

Although  there  are  many  problems  presented  in  such 
an  organization  because  of  the  fact  of  the  constantly 
changing  base  personnel,  we  nevertheless  manage  to  have 
an  active  and  moving  organization.  Our  programs  are 
usually  quite  varied  and  very  authentic  because  many 
of  the  members  have  been  stationed  in  various  parts  of 
the   world   and   can   bring  us   first  hand  information. 

When  I  became  president  of  the  above  organization  in 
the  spring  of  1954,  it  was  a  part  of  my  work  to  plan 
with  the  cabinet  just  what  our  various  mission  projects 
would  be  and  then  attempt  to  co-ordinate  our  programs 
with  the  projects.  Of  course  many  of  the  women  had 
projects  to  present  that  they  had  encountered  while  based 
in  various  parts  of  the  world,  and  were  well  equipped 
with  first-hand  information,  slides  and  various  articles  of 
interest  to  present  a  worthwhile  program,  as  well  as  a 
worthwhile  mission  project. 


Financial  backing  for  the  mission  projects  selected  1 
not  been  a  problem  because  the  offerings  from  one  Si 
day   a  month   of  all  General   Protestant  services  are 
served  for  missions  and  our  Chapel  Guild  has  the  pri 
lege  of  helping  to  select  where  the  money  will  go. 

Among   the  projects  that  have   been  completed  by  ti 
Chapel  Guild  since  we  came  to  Sampson  are :  An  Epis( 
palian  Mission  in  Kentucky  for  which  we  collected,  mend 
and  shipped  clothing;   an  additional  call  for  clothing  i, 
Koreans    which    came    through   a    chaplain   formerly   sl 
tioned  at  Sampson  and  then  in  Korea;  the  purchasing 
material  and  making  of  layettes  for  indigent  mothers 
a   Porto   Rican  hospital,  which  project  was  presented 
a   sergeant's  wife  who   is  a   native  of    Porto    Rico;    a 
financial  help  to  the  following — an  orphanage  in  Okinav 
under  the  direction  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ,  a  S; 
vation   Army   mission  in  Japan,  an  orphanage  in  Non 
Alaska  and  the  Navajo  Indians  in  New  Mexico. 

Rather  hesitantly  I  mentioned  the  Higi  project  in  A 
rica  as  a  possible  project.  It  was  warmly  received  by  t 
group  and  I  was  made  responsible  to  present  the  pr! 
gram.  i 

Fortunately  I  had  from  July  to  September  to  prepa 
for  the  program  and  collect  the  various  materials  neede 
I  had  hoped  some  representative  from  our  mission  boai 
might  be  in  this  area  at  that  time,  but  it  seemed  th. 
was   not  practical. 

After  attending  the  wonderful  W.  M.  S.  luncheon  i 
Conference  with  the  program  so  capably  planned  and  ea 
ecuted  by  the  Johnstown  women,  my  plans  were  great) 
helped.  In  fact,  through  the  fine  cooperation  of  Claytc'

PLAN  OF  EVANGELISM 


THE  PENNSYLVANIA  DISTRICT  Ministerial  Asso- 
ciatian  in  their  Ministers'  Retreat,  in  Johnstown, 
Pennsyhania,  on  January  31,  1955,  adopted  the  follow- 
ing plan  of  Evangelism,  and  has  recommended  it  to  the 
ministers  of  the   District. 

It  was  also  voted  by  the  Association  to  have  this  plan 
published  in  "The  Brethren  Evangelist,"  with  the  thought 
that  other  districts  of  our  Brotherhood  might  profit  from 
their  deliberations.  We  are  glad  to  give  space  to  this 
plan,  and  we  do  urge  the  ministerial  groups  of  our  other 
Districts  to  give  attention  to  this  suggested  plan  of  our 
Pennsylvania   District.  W.  S.  B.) 


Adopted   January  31,   1955 

I.  That  the  month  of  October,  and  the  four  weks  pre- 
ceding Easter,  be  designated  as  months  for  special 
evangelistic  endeavor  in  each  church  for  the  pui-pose 
of  emphasizing  evangelism  in  the  Pennsylvania  District. 
This  may  include: 

A.  A  religious  survey  of  the  community,  followed  up 
with  intensive  visitation-evangelism  throughout  the 
community  (perhaps  as  a  community- wide  effort). 

B.  Special    services    for    intensive    evangelistic    appeal. 

C.  Every-member  visitation. 

D.  Designation  of  special  days  for  giving  attention  to 
various  groups  (such  as  "Good  Neighbor  Day," 
"Family   Day,"  etc.) 

II.  That  personal  and  pastoral  evangelism  be  emphasized 
during    these    months    of     special     evangelistic     effort. 

Some  suggestions  offered  are: 

A.  Enlist   the    cooperation    of   each    auxiliary    organiza- 


tion  of   the   church   to   conduct   a  program   of  evaij, 
gelism    within   its    membership    (Laymen,    W.    M. 
Sunday   School  classes,  teachers,  and  officers,  You{ 
Groups,  etc.). 

.B.  Organize  teams  of  evangelistic  visitors  to  engaj; 
in  a  systematic  home  visitation-evangelism  prograi 
Suggested  personnel  for  these  teams  are:  Deacoi 
and  Deaconesses,  Official  Board  members,  consecrat< 
laymen,  etc.  (The  Pastor  should  organize  and  ii 
struct  these  teams.). 

C.  Special  Prayer  Meetings  to  prepare  the  church  arj 
community  for  this  effort. 

III.  That  this  month  of  intensive  evangelism  be  foUowe 
up  with  a  definite  evangelistic  program  continuin 
throughout  the  year. 

A.  Regular  visitation  by  visitation  teams  and  auxiliari 
organizations. 

B.  Prayer    Meetings    and     Bible     Studies     during     tW 
stated  months  dedicated  to  this  program  of  evangel||« 
ism  and  missions. 

C.  Caption  each  Sunday's  bulletin  with  a  District-wid 
slogan:   "Advance  with   Christ  in   '55." 

This  plan  is  not  intended  to  be  authoritative  or  con* 
fining  to  the  pastor.  It  rather  represents  an  attempt  t 
promote  concerted  evangelistic  effort  by  all  the  churchsi 
in  our  District.  Each  minister  should  adapt  these  sug 
gestions  to  his  ov^ti  particular  circumstances.  Our  chiei 
concern  is  to  develop  a  workable  plan,  flexible  enough  t( 
allow  for  local  application,  yet  functional  enough  to  per) 
mit  effective  use  of  the  same  in  a  concerted  way.  May 
God  be  pleased  to  guide  us  in  working  out  our  Individ^ 
ual  programs  so  as  to  bring  glory  to  His  excellent  namei 
and  the  unsaved  to  our  wonderful   Saviour. 


PRAYER  CIRCLE 


AT  THIS  SAME  MEETING,  in  January,  The  Pennsyl- 
vania District  Ministerial  Association  formulated 
the  following  plan  for  a  District  Ministerial  Prayer- 
Circle.  It  is  well  worth  the  attention  and  consideration  of 
the  Brotherhood. 

The  letter  of  the  Secretary,  Brother  Horace  Huse  of 
Meyersdale,  Pennsylvania,  to  the  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation.fi  appears  in  part,  below,  W.  S.  B. 

At  our  recent  Ministers'  Retreat  in  Johnstown,  we 
decided    to   form   a   Prayer   Circle   in   our    Ministerium   to 


unite  us  together  in  the  fellowship  of  prayer,  therebji 
sharing  "one  another's  burdens,  and  so  fulfill  the  law  ol 
Christ,"  the  Law  of  Love.  We  thought  it  would  be  well 
to  limit  prayer  requests  to  times  of  crisis  in  the  minis- 
ter's own  family,  such  as  illness,  injury,  death,  mental 
or  spiritual  stress,  etc.,  and  let  each  church  organize  its 
own  Prayer  Circle  for  its  own  members'  needs.  However, 
it  was  agreed  that  matters  of  national  importance  in 
our  Brotherhood,  or  severe  need  anywhere  across  the 
Brotherhood  may  well  be  the  burden  of  such  a  circle  of 
prayer. 

According   to   this   plan,   a  pastor  telephones  a   special 
prayer   request   to   the  minister  listed  below  him   on   the 
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Prayer-Circle  Card."  That  minister  in  turn  will  call  the 
jxt,  and  so  on  until  the  Prayer- Circle  has  been  com- 
leted.  In  case  he  cannot  get  a  call  through  to  the  one 
sted  below  him,  he  will  bypass  him  and  call  the  next 
le.  Then  he  should  call  the  one  bypassed  later.  Imme- 
ately  after  putting  a  call  through  to  another  minister, 
2  should  take  time  to  offer  up  a  prayer  to  God  on  be- 
alf  of  the  one  requesting  it.  It  would  be  well  for  us 
»  prepare  ourselves  for  this  prayer  by  reading  James 
13-16  and  John  15:5-7.  Then  we  should  frequently  re- 
ill  our  brother's  or  sister's  need  to  God's  Throne  of 
race  until  the  time  of  crisis  is  over.  We  should  acknowl- 


edge  such   requests   by  mail   and   promise   our  continued 
fellowship  in  prayer  with  the  one  needing  it. 

Another  use  for  our  Prayer-Circle  is  to  pray  for  spe- 
cial services  in  our  respective  churches,  such  as  evan- 
gelistic meetings,  Sunday  School  Workshops,  etc.  In  this 
case,  a  post  card  to  each  minister  would  be  sufficient, 
and  should  be  acknowledged  with  a  promise  to  pray 
faithfully  for  such  services.

They  always  r 
ceived  our  weekly  Bulletins  and  together  went  throu|, 
the  Order  of  the  Service,  singing  the  hymns  and  havirj 
the  service  in  their  own  home. 

To  Mrs.  Cover  we  sent  a  complete  copy  of  the  funer.i 
service,  sermon  included. 

We  rejoice  in  the  great  hope  promised  by  our  Lord  1 
those  who  are  faithful  and  who  keep  the  faith  as  d' 
our  Brother.  His  ministry  and  labors  in  the  Lord  ai 
not  in  vain,  as  we  know,  but  are  forever  kept  with  tha 
One  who  is  able  to  keep  that  which  we  have  committe 
to  Him  against  that  Day.  Another  great  servant,  rejoic 
ing  in  the  redemption  obtained  by  our  Lord  has  pr( 
ceded  us  into  Glory.

Conference  time  found 
our  Laymen  having  made  ninety  per  cent  of  the  national 
goals,  and  the  W.  M.  S.  group  II,  the  Sisterhood,  and 
the  Boys'  Brotherhood  being  banner  organizations.  The 
W.  M.  S.  groups  sponsored  a  community  fund  for  a 
mechanical  lift  for  one  of  our  handicapped  members.  The 
goal,  $195,  was  overreached  by  $81,  which  was  given  for 
medical  aid.  We  are  passed  the  $1,000  mark  on  our  goal 
of   $1,500   for   Founders   Hall    at   Ashland   College. 

On  November  14  and  15  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Shultz 
were  with  us  in  the  interest  of  better  Sunday  school  work. 
Our  Sunday  school  Superintendent,  James  E.  Maxton,  is 
presenting  to  the  church  at  our  Easter  Sunrise  service  a 
film  strip  machine  and  a  large  screen  together  with  a 
stand  cabinet  for  storage  and  projecting.  The  Sunday 
school  had  an  average  attendance  of  110  for  1954,  which 
is  our  highest  average.  The  cradle  roll  has  an  enroll- 
ment of  55.  We  do  appreciate  the  prayers  of  all  who  have 
been  remembering  the  work  at  this  place.

Spiritual  miebitations

CALLING  NAMES 

"...  And  the  disciples  were  called  Christians  first  in 
fVntioch."  Acts  11:26b. 

SEATED  AT  THE  TABLE  of  a  friend  upon  one  occa- 
sion, the  conversation  drifted — not  by  my  leading — to 
/arious  beliefs  and  teachings  in  the  religious  realm.  A 
^oung  woman,  residing  in  the  home,  proceeded  to  pay 
some  caustic  compliments  to  the  bulk  of  the  denomina- 
tions,   making    several    "passes"    at   what    she    called    the 
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"Modernist"  churches.  Then  she  remembered  that  there 
was  company  present,  and  she  "red-facedly"  apologized, 
assuring  the  group  that  she  was  not  including  my  denom- 
ination in  the  classification. 

As  I  sat  and  listened  to  her  it  occurred  to  me  to  won- 
der whether  or  not  we  are  all  guilty,  at  times,  of  classi- 
fying everyone  who  does  not  bear  the  seal  of  our  ap- 
proval as  "Modernists."  I  am  perfectly  well  aware  of  the 
presence  of  false  teaching  and  teachers  in  the  world; 
but  it  appeals  to  me  that  we  need  to  understand  the 
meaning  of  "terms"  and  "tags"  before  we  attach  them 
to  those  whom  we  meet,  and  whose  lives  and  motives  we 
may  not  altogether  understand.  I  have  noted  many  times 
that  people  with  whom  I  have  talked  hold  the  same  views 
on  life's  problems  that  I  do,  but  because  they  have  but  a 
limited  vocabulary  they  do  not  use  the  same  terms  to 
express  themselves;  and  yet  they  are  just  as  earnest  be- 
lievers as  I. 

"Calling  names"  is  a  "pastime"  that  more  one  can  play 
at.  By  the  Mexicans,  we  of  the  United  States  are  called 
"Gringos."  Just  what  the  term  implies  we  do  not  know, 
but  we  do  know  that  it  is  not  one  of  respect  or  honor.  1 
believe  that  the  "complimentary"  (?)  term  used  by  the 
Americans  for  the  Mexicans  is  "Greasers."  Now  the  use 
of  either  term  does  not  lead  to  better  understanding  be- 
tween the  two  nations.  If  ever  the  United  States  and 
Mexico  reach  amicable  relations  that  will  last  it  will  not 
be  by  the  use  of  these  (uncomplimentary)  appellations  in 
speaking  of  each  other. 

"Calling  names"  may  be  an  amusing  game  for  some 
thoughtless  folk,  but  it  never  led  to  a  greater  respect  of 
the  participants  for  each  other,  and  too  frequently  ends 
in  heated  arguments  and  angry  words,  if  not  worse. 

Another  thing  that  needs  to  be  remembered  is  that 
names  applied  to  movements  and  enterprises  are  not  al- 
ways meant  as  expressions  of  disrespect,  but  only  as 
designations  to  distinguish  the  adherents  thereto  from 
those  holding  similar,  but  not  identical  views,  on  the 
same  subject. 

TOO,  we  need  to  remember  that  because  someone  dif- 
fers with  us  on  any  topic  is  not  necessarily  proof  of  a 
weak  mind  on  their  part.  It  might  be  as  easily  true  on 
the  other  hand.  If  the  matter  over  which  men  differ  is 
a  debatable  one,  then  it  will  have  adherents  and  oppo- 
nents, for  nothing  but  self-evident  truth  "Needs  no  dem- 
onstration." And  the  demonstration  may  provoke  the  dis- 
cussion. 

Well,  those  who  were  once  dubbed  "Christians"  in  An- 
tioch,  far  back  in  history,  are  today  the  bearers  of  a 
title  that  commands  respect  and  reverence,  if  consistently 
borne.  Let  us  see  that  our  title  is  magnified  by  our 
words  and  deeds.

"HE   AROSE!" 

THE  BIBLE  STATES  that  Jesus  showed  Himself  alive 
after  His  resurrection  "by  many  infallible  proofs" 
(Acts  1:2,  3).  To  the  doubters  on  the  road  to  Emmaus  He 
gave  scriptural  proof  for  His  sufferings,  death  and  res- 
urrection (Luke  24:25,  26).  For  us  to  believe  these  things 
today  we  need  only  to  have  the  attitude  of  an  open  and 
honest  mind  (John  7:17).  If  the  sinless  Jesus  Christ  said 
that  He  would  rise  from  the  dead,  then  reasonable  peo- 
ple will  HAVE  to  believe  Him  (Matt.  20:19:  John  8:46)! 
When  it  comes  to  scientific  matters  the  Bible  has  been 
far  in  advance  of  the  scientists  and  has  proved  itself 
credible  and  accurate:  There  can  be  variation  within  the 
species  only  of  plants  and  animals  (Gen,  1:21,  24,  25); 
"The  life  of  the  flesh  is  in  the  blood  (Lev.  17:11);  The 
earth  hangs  out  in  space,  resting  on  nothing  (Job  26:7), 
and  is  round  (Isaiah  40:22);  The  earth  turns  on  its  axis 
so  that  there  is  night,  morning,  and  noonday  in  the  same 
instant  (Luke  17:34-36).  Archaeological  findings  prove 
the  Bible  correct  in  its  historical  statements.  Fulfilled 
prophecy  proves  the  Bible  to  be  supernaturally  inspired. 
The  resurrection  of  Christ  is  overwhelming  in  its  evidence. 

The  resurrection  fact  had  to  be  proven  to  the  disciples 
(Mark  16:9-14;  John  20:24-29).  The  proof  they  required 
should  satisfy  us.  They  had  five  hundred  witnesses  at  one 
time  who  saw  His  resurrected  body  (1  Cor.  15:6).  The 
gift  to  them  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was  through  the  risen 
Saviour  (Acts  2:32,  33),  and  the  miracles  performed  were 
through  the  power  of  the  resurrected  Christ  (Acts  4:10). 
Many  saw  the  risen  Christ  face  to  face  prior  to  His  ascen- 
sion (1  Cor.  5:4-8).  They  actually  felt  His  body  and  saw 
Him  eat  and  drink  (Luke  24:37-43),  The  doubts  of 
Thomas  were  answered  perfectly  (John  20:27,  28).  Many 
other  resurrection  proofs  were  given  that  are  not  recorded 
in  the  Word  (John  20:30,  31).  For  He  was  "seen  of  them 
forty  days"  (Acts  1:3).  These  things  were  not  "fables" 
to  Peter  (2  Peter  1:16).  They  were  real  to  John  (1 
John  1:1),  •  . 

However,  God  does  not  turn  His  truth  over  to  people 
who  will  not  follow  it  should  they  have  it  (John  3:19- 
21).  Thos  who  reject  the  truth  have  nothing  else  but 
darkness  to  which  they  can  turn  (Rom.  1:21-32).  If  any 
want  to  know  whether  Jesus  is  alive  today,  let  them  try 
Him  as  Saviour  (James  4:8;  Jer.  29:13;  Hosea  6:3; 
John  7:17).

Lesson  for  April  10,  1955 

OUR  ASSURANCE  OF  ETERNAL  LIFE 

Lesson:  I  Cor,  15:3-10,  53-58 


TS  THERE  ANY  ASSURANCE  of  Eternal  Life  for  th 
Christian  ?   If  so,  upon  what  does  it  rest  ?   Our  lessorj 
for  today  would  attempt  to  answer  these  questions,  Theji 
are  very  vital  questions;  the  answers  are  important. 

The  golden  text  would  supply  us  with  information  asi 
to  Christianity's  Hope— the  LORD  JESUS  CHRIST.i 
"Jesus  said  ...  I  am  the  resurrection,  and  the  life:  hei 
that  believeth  in  Me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he* 
live:  And  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in-  Me  shall 
never  die  .  .  .   "   (John  11:25-26). 

Thank  God  our  Hope  is  vested  in  a  person,  even  Christ 
the  Eternal  One!  He  has  promised  to  all  believing  ones 
that    even   though   they   may   die    (physically),   yet   they 
shall   continue    to    live    (spiritually).   Thus  has   the   stings 
been    removed   from    death!    The    terror   of   the   grave   is  i 
gone!  Now  the  Child  of  God  can  sing:  ",But  thanks  be  to  i 
God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  i 
Christ"   (I  Cor.  15:57). 

The  guarantee  of  life  everlasting  for  the  Believer  is 
based  upon  the  resurrection  of  our  Saviour.  Jesus  said 
to  His  disciples:  "Because  I  live,  ye  shall  live  also" 
(John  14:19).  The  heart  of  the  Gospel  message  is  that 
"Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to  the  Scriptui'es;  ; 
and  that  He  was  buried,  and  that  He  rose  again  the  third 
day  ..."  (I  Cor.  15:3-4).  Christ  crucified  and  resurrected! 

The  resurrection  of  Christ  is  a  reality.  It  was  attested 
to  by  many  witnesses.  Paul  lists  for  us  some  of  these 
witnesses:  Cephas  (Peter),  James,  Paul  himself,  and  over 
500  others  (I  Cor,  15:5-8). 

Last  week  in  our  lesson  we  studied  about  the  impor- 
tance of  the  cross.  But  thank  God  our  Lord  did  not  re- 
main on  the  cross!  How  glad  we  are  that  we  can  move 
from  the  scene  of  Calvary  and  the  Cross  to  the  Empty 
Tomb.  For  the  Empty  Tomb  bears  witness  to  the  fact 
that  Jesus  Christ,  the  Divine  Son  of  God,  was  not  con- 
quered  by  death,  but  He  became   the  Conqueror! 
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So  then  our  assurance  of  life  hereafter,  life  eternal, 
3  dependent  upon  the  message  of  Easter.  Without  the 
esurrection  story  there  would  be  no  assurance  of  a  fu- 
ure  life  of  blessing.  Without  the  Easter  message,  "ye 
ire  yet  in  your  sins,"  the  Apostle  Paul  would  say.  With- 
ut  the  Easter  message  "we  are  of  all  men  most  miser- 
ble." 

But  we  have  the  message  of  Easter!  Now  we  can  say 
IS  did  Job  of  old:  "For  I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth, 
md  that  He  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth: 
md  though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet 
n  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God"  (Job  19:25-26). 

This  is  our  Hope!  This  is  our  Assurance! 


Topic  for  April  10,  1955 

THE  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  THE  RESURRECTION 

Scripture  Readimg:  Matthew  28:l-lfl 

BELIEF  IN  THE  RESURRECTION  of  Jesus  is  the 
motive  power  of  all  Christians.  From  what  did  this 
faith  spring?  From  five  or  six  remarkably  vivid  hallu- 
cinations? To  think  so  is  just  as  absurd  as  to  suppose 
that  five  or  six  sparks  of  fire  could  make  water  boil  in 
a  large  kettle. 

What  did  the  Resurrection  of  Christ  from  the  dead 
mean  to  the  disciples  ?   What  does  it  mean  to  us  today  ? 

1.  IT  MEANS  THAT  CHRIST  IS  THE  SON  OF  GOD. 

Peter  had  discovered  that  fact,  but  he  needed  to  be  con- 
vinced of  it.  The  disciples  of  John  the  .Baptist  had  been 
told  that  Jesus  was  the  Christ,  but  they  needed  a  dem- 
anstration  of  it.  Before  this  wonderful  morning,  the  dis- 
ciples had  been  the  victims  of  uncertainty.  While  they 
confessed  that  Jesus  was  the  Christ,  there  was  still  some 
little  doubt  at  times  about  His  Person  and  His  mission. 
With  the  Resurrection,  this  uncertainty  ended  and  the 
disciples  were  finally  and  firmly  convinced  that  Jesus  was 
the  Son  of  God. 

"Christ  is  risen  from  the  dead."  That  is  a  truth  we 
need  to  hear  today.  We  need  to  hear  it  because  we  are 
surrounded  by  evil  and  uncertainty.  Now  we  know  that 
Christ  came  to  take  away  our  sin  and  He  has  succeeded 
in  doing  so  because  He  is  the  Son  of  God. 

2.  IT    MEANS    THAT    POWER    IS   AVAILABLE   TO 

US.  Before  His  crucifixion  Christ  had  demonstrated  that 
He  could  impart  His  power  to  the  disciples.  When  He 
sent  them  out  to  preach  the  Word,  He  gave  them  power 
aver  all  manner  of  sickness.  The  blind  received  their 
sight,  the  lame  walked,  the  dumb  spake,  and  those  who 
were  possessed  of  demons  were  released.  What  a  won- 
derful power  Jesus  had,  and  it  was  even  more  wonder- 
ful that  He  could  impart  that  power  to  His  disciples. 

After  the  resurrection,  Jesus  met  the  disciples  and 
said,   "All    power   is   given   unto   me    in    heaven    and    in 


earth."  Matt.  28:18.  At  the  time  of  His  ascension  He 
told  them,  "Ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  come  upon  you."  Acts   1:8. 

We  sometimes  sing  "when  we  read  the  sweet  story 
of  old,  we  wish  we  had  been  with  Him  then."  The  New 
Testament  was  written  because  hundreds  of  people  who 
had  never  seen  Him,  or  had  seen  Him  die,  were  convinced 
that  He  was  with  them.  They  might  not  feel  any  sense 
of  a  presence.  But  they  were  convinced  that  He  was 
there,  and  in  that  faith  they  found  victory  over  sin,  and 
power  to  meet  all  kinds  of  tasks  and  troubles. 

3.  IT  MEANS  THE  FINAL  TRIUMPH  OF  HIS 
CAUSE.  Calvary  seemed  to  be  the  end  of  everything  that 
was  good.  Evil  seemed  to  be  stronger  than  righteousness. 
How  could  the  disciples  go  on  preaching  the  Kingdom  of 
God  when  Christ  had  been  defeated?  But  Easter  reversed 
all  of  this.  Easter  means  that  goodness  is  stronger  than 
evil,  that  truth  is  stronger  than  falsehood,  that  love  will 
triumph  over  hatred.  Let  us  take  this  message  to  heart. 
The  Church  of  the  Living  Christ  is  not  moving  on  to  de- 
feat but  to  victory,  not  to  a  sunset  but  to  an  everlast- 
ing dawn.  Such  was  the  mind  and  outlook  of  the  Apostles, 
and  history  has  been  justifying  their  confidence  ever 
since. 

Let  us  continue  to  preach  this  faith.  Christ  is  not  dead, 
but  is  alive.  Though  there  may  be  many  hard  days  and 
defeat  may  stare  us  in  the  face,  the  victory  not  only  will 
be,  but  is  ours.  His  cause  is  bound  to  triumph.  The  "na- 
ture of  things"  is  with  us. 

"Truth  crushed  to  earth  will  rise  again. 
The  eternal  years  of  God  are  hers. 

But  error  wounded,  writhes  with  pain. 
And  dies  among  her  worshippers." 

4.  IT  MEANS  THAT  WE  CAN  LOSE  ALL  FEAR  OF 

DEATH.  Before  His  death,  Christ  said,  "Because  I  live, 
ye  shall  also  live."  These  must  have  seemed  like  idle 
words  to  His  followers  when  He  was  hanged  on  the  cross, 
but  consider  the  words  of  St.  Paul  when  he  wrote  "Our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  hath  abolished  death,  and 
hath  brought  life  and  immortality  to  light  through  the 
gospel."  We  shall  all  die,  but  we  shall  never  be  dead. 
Those  who  loved  Him  saw  Him  again,  and  found  that 
death  had  not  broken  the  thread  of  continuous  life,  or 
cut  the  cord  of  memory,  or  dimmed  the  light  of  love. 
"Let  not  your  hearts  be  troubled,  ye  believe  in  God,  be- 
lieve also  in  me." 

You  remember  the  old  Negro  spiritual, 

"Who  will  be  a-living 
When  I  am  dead? 

"Trees    will    be    a-living    and    a-waving 

When  I  am  dead. 
.Birds   will   be   a-living   and  a  singing 

When    I   am    dead." 

Then  comes  the   great  climax 

"Who  will  be  a-living  when  I  am  dead? 
I  will!  I  will! 

The  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead  means 
that  I  too  will  triumph  over  and  live  beyond  the  grave. 
What  a  glorious  gospel.

GO  AND  TELL  THE  EASTER  STORY 

Fear  ye  nott;  for  I  know  that  ye  seek  Jesus  which  was 
rucified."  Matt.  28:5. 

rHIS  WAS  THE  ADDRESS  of  an  angel  to  Mary  Mag- 
dalene, and  the  other  Mary  who  had  come  to  see 
he  sepulchre  before  break  of  day.  The  women  had  been 
ast  at  the  cross,  and  now  first  at  the  tomb.  The  rule  of 
he  Lord  is  "those  who  honor  me,  I  will  honor."  These 
romen  were  informed  of  His  resurrection  before  the 
ipostles;  the  apostles  received  the  news  from  them,  but 
he  women   received  it  from   an  angel. 

At  first,  these  early  visitors  to  the  tomb  were  afraid, 
^nd  what  wonder  when  we  consider  that  they  were 
vomen;  that  all  their  sensibiltities  were  alive;  that  they 
veve  in  another's  garden;  that  they  were  alone;  that  the 
larth  was  reeling  under  them;  that  the  guards  were  flee- 
ng;  that  it  was  early  in  the  morning  and  the  remaining 
larkness  rendered  more  visible  and  awful  the  divine  mes- 
enger  sitting  at  the  door  of  the  tomb — his  countenance 
LS  lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as  snow!  But,  says 
he  angel,  "You  have  nothing  to  fear  from  me.  He  is  my 
blaster  as  well  as  your  Savior.  I  serve  Him  whom  ye 
eek;  and  having  attended  His  resurrection  I  now  an- 
lounce  it  to  you.  He  is  not  here;  He  is  risen,  as  He  said, 
itep  forward;  come,  see  the  place  where  the  Lord  lay. 
3ut  go  your  wa.y;  tell  his  disciples,  and  Peter,  that  He 
foeth  before  you  into  Galilee;  there  shall  ye  see  Him 
IS  He  said  unto  you." 

Through  the  centuries  to  follow,  women  have  had  a 
freat  part  in  telling  the  good  news,  in  their  homes  to 
heir  children,  in  the  Sunday  School  as  teachers,  and  in  a 
arger  way,  in  our  great  missionary  program  which 
■eaches  to  far  away  places  and  brings  the  gospel  of  the 
food  news  to  those  who  sit  in  darkness.  We  feel  humble 
md  glad  that  we  can  thus  keep  the  command  of  our 
•isen  Lord,  given  by  the  angel,  to  the  women  of  long  ago 
'go  and  tell." 

And  it  is  such  good  news  to  tell  others  that  because 
ie  lives  we  shall  live  also.  For  we  are  quickened  together 
vith  Christ,  and  are  raised  up  and  made  to  sit  together 
n  heavenly  places,  that  is,  in  His  company.  "Where  I 
im,  there  shall  ye  be  also."  We  have  much  in  heaven  to 
mdear  it.  How  delightful  it  will  be  to  join  our  friends 
md  loved  ones  and  all  be  in  fellowship  with  Christ.  "When 
ie  who  is  our  life  shall  appear  we  also  shall  appear 
vith  Him  in  glory." 

John  says  ".Beloved  now  are  we  the  sons  of  God,  and 
t  doeth  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be,  but  we  know 
;hat  when  He  shall  appear,  we  shall  be  like  Him,  for  we 
ihall  see  Him  as  He  is."  John  believed  this,  and  so  did 
Paul.  And  let  us  do  the  same.  Let  us  believe  that  if  we 
)e  dead  with  Him  we  shall  also  live  with  Him.  This  is 
IS  certain  as  the  promise  and  covenant  of  God  and  the 


death  and  intercession  of  the  Savior  can  render  it.  This 
belief  was  commonly  used  by  Christians  to  animate  and 
encourage  each  other  in  the  apostles'  day.  "It  is  a  faith- 
ful saying,  for  if  we  be  dead  with  Him,  we  shall  also 
live  with  Him."  May  we  continue  this  faithful  saying  and 
never  cease  in  our  telling  until  the  time  when  we  can 
shout  the  glad  refrain  "Christ  retumeth."

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The  BLIND  PREACHER 

of  MORRISON'S  COVE

"THAT,"  SAID  MY  HOST,  "was  my  grandfather's 
cane."  The  speaker  was  the  late  Elder  Henry  Holsinger 
Brumbaugh.  The  place  was  Baker's  Summit,  Pennsylvania. 
The  time  was  some  seventeen  years  ago. 

The  author  was  interviewing  the  aged  grandson  of  Dan- 
iel Mack  Holsinger,  and  was  being  hospitably  entertained 
in  the  .Brumbaugh  home.  Our  Host  had  been  given  the 
middle  name  of  "Holsinger,"  in  honor  or  memory  of  his 
grandfather,  Daniel  Mack  Holsinger.  The  well  worn  cane 
handed  to  the  writer  showed  the  smoothness  of  many 
years  of  polishing  by  hands  long  departed.  "For  the  last 
fifteen  years  of  his  life,  he  was  blind.  He  walked  along 
the  roads  finding  his  way  by  the  use  of  this  cane,"  said 
Elder  H.  H.  Brumbaugh.  In  the  light  of  today,  Daniel 
Mack  Holsinger  v/as  just  a  young  man  when  he  found 
that  his  eyesight  was  gone  and  he  had  to  depend  upon 
this  cane  and  the  kind  hands  of  others,  just  fifty-nine 
years  of  age.  He  must  have  lived  in  darkness,  lighted  by 
his  marvelous  memory  the  last  fifteen  years  of  his  life 
until  he  passed  away  January  15,  ,1886,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-three  years,  three  months  and  nine  days. 

Elder  John  Holsinger,  from  the  Waynesboro  section  of 
Pennsylvania  came  almost  before  the  Indians  were  driven 
over  Dunnings  Mountain  on  to  the  west,  enabling  the 
settlers  to  safely  live  in  the  Cove  section  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  Brethren  had  not  been  the  first  to"  enter  the  inviting 
lands  of  the  Cove.  As  early  as  1749  a  colony  of  Scotch- 
Irish  had  taken  up  squatter  claims  as  it  were.  These  were 
expelled  and  William  Penn  in  1754  pui'chased  the  land 
from  the  Indians.  When  the  Brethren  came  they  imme- 
diately secured  title  to  much  of  the  land.  By  1790  most 
of  the  land  had  passed  into  the  hands  of  private  owners. 
Since  the  Brethren  were  the  largest  land  owners  they 
were  also  first  to  preach  in  this  section  of  the  country. 
Even  though  Penn  had  negotiated  with  the  Indians  for  the 
pui'chase  and  actually  did  purchase  the  land,  it  did  not 
mean  that  this  was  altogether  satisfactory  to  some  of 
them.  They  defended  their  land  by  every  means  at  their 
command. 

In  1777,  after  Penn  had  purchased  the  land  in  1754, 
the  Indians  attacked  and  killed  some  twenty  or  thirty 
of  the  Brethren  settlers.  One  member  of  the  Dunker 
faith,  by  name  of  Neff,  defended  his  Mill,  which  resulted 
in  the  death  of  an  attacking  Indian.  For  this  he  was  prac- 
tically  ostracised  by  his   Brethren.  The   exact  time  John 


k 


Holsinger  came  to  the  Cove,  is  thought  to  be  about  til 
year  1780.  He  is  thought  to  have  made  a  number  of  triji 
before  bringing  his  wife  for  permanent  settlement  ne* 
Baker's  Summit.  The  fertile  valleys,  well  watered,  th 
gentle  sloping  hills  must  have  appealed  to  this  industrioi 
settler.  It  not  only  attracted  him  but  others  of  the  fani 
ily  as  well  as  those  of  the  Household  of  Faith.  Elde* 
John  Holsinger  died  on  December  8,  1849.  He  sowed  th 
seed  but  did  not  see  the  erection  of  a  place  of  worshij 
The  nearest  perhaps  at  that  time  was  the  Mock  Churcl 
which  had  been  built  in  1844  and  was  in  charge  of  hi 
older  brother  George. 

The  next  year,  1850  was  to  see  the  first  of  the  two  Hoi 
singer  churches  erected.  The  first  gave  way  to  progress  ann 
the  present  beautiful  brick  building  was  erected  in  1912 
Both  were  upon  the  John  Holsinger  farm.  The  second 
not  far  from  the  site  of  the  original  church  stands  by  thd 
side  of  the  road.  Unfortunately  the  graves  of  John  anc 
Elizabeth  Mack  Holsinger  are  unmarked,  and  their  local 
tion  is  uncertain. 

The  Great  Cove,  now  known  as  Morrison's  Cove,  wias 
named  in  honor  of  a  Mr.  Morris  about  the  year  1770,' 
It  commences  at  Pattonsville,  in  Bedford  County,  and 
ends  at  Williamsburg,  on  the  Juniata — bounded  by  Dun-i 
ning's  and  Lock  Mountains  on  the  west  and  Tussey  Moun 
tain  on  the  east.  Today,  for  fertile  limestone  land,  beau- 
tiful scenery  and  splendid  farms,  there  may  be  valleys 
in  the  state  their  equal,  but  certainly  none  surpass  those 
found  in  Morrison's  Cove. 

Returning  to  Waynesboro,  he  brought  his  wife,  Eliza-j 
beth,  the  daughter  of  William  Mack,  and  the  grand- 
daughter of  Alexander  Mack,  Jr.,  to  the  new  country  open 
for  settlement.  Land  was  cheap,  and  settlers  were  wel-' 
corned  and  invited.  Just  how  large  an  acreage  he  secured 
is  not  in  mind,  but  it  extended  from  the  eastern  slope 
of  the  Mountain  known  as  Dunning's  Mountain,  on  across 
the  rolling  fields  or  smoother  section  of  the  valley  east- 
ward. Here  at  the  mountain's  foot  he  built  his  home. 
Here  his  family  consisting  of  nine  children  was  born. 
There  have  been  three  houses  that  have  stood  upon  the 
site  of  the  home  of  the  original  pioneer,  and  the  one  that 
stands  today  has  no  relationship  to  the  original  except 
that  it  stands  on  the  land  and  is  perhaps  not  far  from 
where  the  original  house  stood. 

The    name   MACK  was   a    common   middle   name   given 
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y  those  who  had  married  and  taken  another  name.  Their 
jurth  child  was  given  the  name  of  George  Mack  Hol- 
inger.  He  has  been  mentioned  in  a  previous  article  on 
he  Mock  Church.  When  the  seventh  child  was  born,  a 
DH,  they  gave  him  the  name  of  Daniel  Mack  Holsinger. 
»aniel  was  born  on  the  Holsinger  farm,  October  22, 
812,  south  west  of  Baker's  Summit.  However  at  the  time 
f  his  birth  it  is  not  likely  that  the  village  was  there 
s  it  is  just  a  typical  small  Pennsylvania  village  today. 
)amers  death  occurred  January  31,  1886  and  he  is  buried 
1  Clover  Creek  Cemetery. 

Daniel  was  one  of  the  best  educated  men  of  his  time, 
[ow  this  was  achieved  there  on  the  frontier,  with  the 
carcity  of  schools  brings  us  to  just  one  conclusion;  that 
luch  of  his  education  must  have  been  begun  or  received 
!i  his  home.  Daniel  was  the  first  of  the  early  German 
Japtist  preachers  to  use  both  the  German  and  the  Eng- 
ish  in  his  preaching.  In  as  much  ,as  the  early  Brethren 
/ere  of  German  origin  and  language  it  would  be  some- 
/hat  of  an  innovation  to  take  upon  themselves  a  second 
anguage,  and  that  the  English.  This  showed  a  change, 
hough  perhaps  gradual  in  the  cultural  life  of  those  who 
ould  almost  remember  the  early  landings  of  the  Breth- 
en  in  Philadelphia.  Daniel  was  encouraged,  and  received 
,  limited  education  in  the  Bedford  County  schools.  The 
imit  was  not  so  much  the  pupil  as  the  school.  Not  sat- 
5fied,  and  ambitious  he  entered  a  night  school  taught 
y  one  John  Miller,  where  he  extended  his  education  and 
pecialized  in  English.  He  became  so  proficient  that  he 
/as  able  to  speak  fluently  in  both  German,  his  language 
f  the  home,  and  his  new  language  the  English.  Consumed 
/ith  a  desire  to  learn  the  new  language,  we  are  told  that 
le  mastered  grammar  in  one  winter.  Perhaps  while  he 
/as  studying  this  by  the  flickering  fireside  and  the  waver- 
ng  candles,  there  in  the  mountain  side  home;  in  far  off 
Kentucky  another  was  also  studying  under  verisimilitude 
onditions.  He  was  the  one  who  was  to  become  the  first 
lartyred  President  of  the  United  States,  Abraham  Lin- 
oln. 

Even  las  in  St.  Paul's  day,  the  boys  of  those  thrifty 
lerman  Tunker  homes  were  taught  trades.  Daniel  was 
aught  the  Coopers  trade.  Hoop  poles  must  have  been 
asily  available  upon  the  mountain.  Studying  his  German 
Bible,  reading  at  every  opportunity  he  became  so  power- 
ul  in  the  Scripture  that  he  was  the  leading  man  in  the 
Church  and  in  Community  affairs.  While  he  advanced 
ar  beyond  the  average  of  his  day,  he  would  today  be 
onsidered  "an  Old  Order  Man."  This  could  in  part  be 
:hargeable  to  the  hesitancy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch 
o  make  ladical  changes  in  the  order  of  their  living. 

About  the  same  time  that  the  writer  was  interviewing 
lenry  Holsinger  Brumbaugh,  gathering  material  for  the 
Uexander  Mack  production,  James  A.  Sell,  then  ninety 
■ix  years  of  age  was  also  interviewed.  He  was  at  that 
ime,  along  with  his  wife,  occupants  of  the  Morrison 
jOve  Home  for  the  aged,  at  Martinsburg.  This  was  a 
Brethren  Home.  He  was  blind  but  was  keen  mentally. 
ie  lived  to  be  past  102  years  of  age  and  preached  upon 
lis  102nd  birthday.  He  was  also  interviewed  when  he  was 
.01  by  the  author  when  he  lived  in  a  private  home  in 
Vlartinsburg.  James  A.  Sell  was  at  the  time  of  his  ordi- 
lation,  the  youngest  man  to  be  ordained  and  when  inter- 
aewed   the   first  time,   was   the   oldest  ordained   Minister 
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in  the  Church  of  the  Brethren.  He  was  a  contemporary  of 
Daniel  Mack  Holsinger,  and  he  carefully  and  thoughtfully 
told  the  writer  the  following:  "He  was  not  much  of  an 
executive  and  had  lost  all  his  property.  He  had  a  won- 
derful head — brains  enough  to  shake  a  continent.  He  was 
tall  and  slim,  with  hair  that  came  down  to  his  shoulders. 
He  wore  a  regulation  coat.  His  voice  was  clear  with  a 
peculiar  twang.  He  wore  a  partial  beard,  had  a  straight 
firm  mouth,  thin  lips,  and  had  no  humor  about  him.  He 
had  a  talent  for  poetry,  rythm,  and  tune  for  hymns.  He 
could  recite  forty  chapters  from  the  Bible  verbatim  and 
had  the  entire  hymn  book  memorized.  He  was  hindered  by 
the  ways  of  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch  slowness." 

We  regret  that  there  are  no  photographs  available  of 
this  stalwart  of  other  days.  However  his  older  brother 
George  had  a  photograph  made. 

On  August  12,  1832,  Daniel  Mack  Holsinger  was  mar- 
ried to  Polly  Ritz,  the  daughter  of  Solomon  Ritz.  She 
was  born  February  19,  1811  and  died  July  ,15,  1894.  She 
was  also  a  member  of  the  German  Baptist  Church  as  it 
was  then  called.  .Both  united  with  this  church  in  the 
Clover  Creek  congregation  in  1833.  In  the  year  1841,  he 
was  called  to  the  Ministry.  In  1863  he  was  ordained  and 
given  oversight  of  the  Clover  Creek  Congregation.  This 
responsibility  was  his  to  the  end  of  his  life. 

Because  of  his  fluency  in  both  German  and  the  English 
languages,  he  became  one  of  the  most  popular  preachers 
of  Central  Morrison's  Cove  district.  He  was  in  great  de- 
mand for  weddings  and  funerals.  Unfortunately  while 
his  time  was  called  for  and  taken,  he  was  seldom  remun- 
erated. Thus  it  became  very  difficult  for  him  to  make  a 
living  and  support  his  family.  The  Congregation  sensing 
the  difficulty  facing  him,  purchased  a  small  farm  which 
they  gave  to  him.  Something  like  tlxat  was  done  for  the 
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young  preacher,  James  Quinter  when  he  was  pastor  of 
the  Fairview  Church  near  Masontown.  Daniel  Mack  Hol- 
singer  remained  upon  the  Morrison's  Cove  farm  until  his 
family  had  grown. 

In  the  middle  sixties  he  sold  the  farm  and  moved  to 
Carson  Valley.  After  some  six  years  in  Carson  Valley,  he 
returned  to  Clover  Creek  where  he  spent  the  remainder 
of  his  days. 

His  church  activities  took  him  to  the  various  sections 
of  the  growing  Church  in  the  states.  He  was  present  at 
Elkhart,  Indiana,  in  1868  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and 
served  on  the  Standing  Committee.  He  attended  Confer- 
ences in  Tennessee,  Michigan,  Illinois  and  Iowa.  In  as 
much  as  he  had  relatives  scattered  through  out  the  mid- 
dle west,  he  took  the  opportunity  to  visit  his  western 
kin  folk. 

Daniel  and  Polly  Holsinger  were  the  parents  of  eight 
children.  They  were,  Henry  Ritz  Holsinger,  born  May  26, 
1833  and  died  March  12,  1905.  Elizabeth  Holsinger,  born 
October  8,  1835  and  died  September  21,  1912.  She  married 
Robert  Riley,  With  them  he  lived  his  last  days.  Hannah 
Holsinger,  born  November  8,  1837,  died  M,arch  15,  1905, 
just  three  days  following  the  death  of  her  tempestuous 
brother,  Henry.  She  married  John  Brumbaugh.  Mary  Hol- 
singer, born  March  31,  1840  and  died  December  9,  1919. 
She  married  Daniel  Stoner.  Ephraim  R.  Holsinger  born 
September  30,  1842  and  died  March  27,  1927.  Rebecca 
Holsinger,  born  March  31,  1845  and  died  November  4, 
1912.  David  Holsinger  born  March  22,  1847  died  in  1903, 
and  George,  the  youngest  of  the  family  was  born  May 
12,  1849  and  died  April  12,  1924.  Hannah  Holsinger 
Brumbaugh  was  the  mother  of  Henry  Holsinger  Brum- 
baugh. 

Daniel  Mack  Holsinger  visited  Bradford,  Iowa  in  1871. 
An    old    letter    owned    by    H.    H.    Brumbaugh,    written    to

Daniel's  son,  Henry,  on  August  26,  1871,  speaks  of  daf 
now  so  far  away.  The  letter  is  given  as  follows: 

Dear  Son. 

I  will  write  you  a  few  lines  this  afternoon.  We  ar© 
Uncle  George  Snyders,  seen  all  their  children  that  a; 
living  in  Iowa,  and  found  them  all  well.  We  are  at  Unc 
Elias  Rits,  seen  all  of  theirs  and  they  are  all  well.  Ne:|| 
we  canne  to  Uncle  Michael  Rits  his  family  is  well,  M 
himself  away  with  the  separator  some  60  miles,  so  v't 
don't  expect  to  see  him.  Next  we  came  to  Uncle  Willia: 
and  Aunt  Martha  Finney,  they  are  also  well.  Today  yoiJ 
cousin  Solomon  Rits  and  Aunt  Martha  and  Aunt  Juditll 
Wilsons,  where  I  am  now  writing,  they  are  also  in  usu; 
health.  Uncle  Solomon  is  but  a  few  miles  off  so  we  expe< 
to  see  him  too.  We  also  expect  to  see  Aunt  Elizabet 
Brown  next  week.  We  had  excellent  weather  for  travelin 
only  one  night  we  got  in  a  rain  on  the  Prairie  but  di 
not  get  wet. 

We  like  the  country  well  in  most  places;  but  the  ap 
pearance  of  Iowa  is  not  near  as  flattering  as  Illinois,  be 
cause  not  so  well  improved.  Otherwise  the  country  is  jus 
as  nice  and  better  chances.  Mother  stands  and  enjoys  heij 
visit  right  well.  Yesterday  Uncle  Soloonon  came  here  am 
we  had  a  pleasant  time  together.  This  afternoon  we  e 
pect  to  go  to  Waterloo  and  from  there  go  to  Und« 
Browns.  Our  love  to  you  all.

TAKING  CHANCES 

"When  Abah  heard  that  Nabolh  was  dead  .  .  .  Ahab 
rose  up  to  go  down  to  the  vineyard  .  .  .  to  take  posses- 
sion of  it."  I  Kings  21:16. 

YOU  HAVE  HEARD  the  story  of  the  man  who  lived 
far  up  on  the  mountain  side  and  had  to  come  down 
the  steep  mountain  road  every  day.  Thinking  it  wise  to 
have  a  driver  for  his  team,  he  advertised  for  a  driver.  To 
each  applicant  he  put  the  same  test  "How  close  can  you 
drive  to  the  edge  of  the  precipice  without  endangering  the 
lives  of  the  passengers?"  One  was  sure  he  could  drive 
within  a  foot  of  the  edge  without  slipping  over,  while 
a  second  applicant  boasted  that  he  could  drive  within  six 
inches  of  the  danger  line  without  endangering  his  passen- 
gers.  The  third   applicant,  when   questioned,  replied  that 


he  did  not  know  how  close  he  might  be  able  to  drive  tot 
the  edge,  but  he  figured  that  if  he  were  hired  it  wouldi 
be  his  duty  to  keep  as  far  from  that  invitation  to  danger 
as  possible.

OF  MORRISON'S  COVE

today  is  the  second  church.  The  first  was  built  a  short 
time  after  the  passing  of  Elder  John  Holsinger  whose 
family  name  was  given  to  the  church. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  the  grandson, 
who  was  the  owner  of  the  cane  when  interviewed  by  the 
writer,  died  in  1943  and  is  buried  across  from  the  Hol- 
singer church  in  the  well  populated  cemetery. 

In  this  article,  a  human  interest  event  is  well  worth 
recording.  It  has  to  do  with  Elder  James  A.  Sell,  who 
has  been  quoted  in  this  production.  When  we  interviewed 
him  in  the  lonely  room  in  Martinsburg  where  he  spent 
his  last  days,  he  remarked,  "I  lost  my  boy  the  other  day." 

"Yes,"   we   said   to   him,   "we  read  about  his  death." 

Elder  Sell  said,  "He  was  79  years  of  age  and  an  out- 
standing and  remarkable  boy."  Elder  Sell  was  then  past 
101  years  of  age,  but  the  79  year  old  man  was  still  his 
boy. 

In  those  days  when  the  pictures  which  came  to  lighten 
the  days  of  the  old  Preacher  Holsinger,  were  from  within; 
he  must  have  cherished  them  beyond  price.  He  had  an  ex- 
ceedingly retentive  memory  and  could  not  only  quote  Scrip- 
ture, but  the  works  of  a  number  of  poets.  He  is  said  to 
have  had  ,at  his  command  almost  the  entire  word  of  God. 
He  could  also  recite  page  after  page  of  Milton's  works. 
Bright's  disease  brought  on  his  loss  of  sight,  pulling  down 
the  blinds  forever  upon  his  earthly  eyes.  His  life  was 
spent  in  the  Cove  section  where  nature  was  lavish  with 
her  beauties.  Just  a  few  miles  south  of  Baker's  Summit 
from  viewing  points  on  the  Mountain,  spreads  out  vistas 
almost  beyond  the  powers  of  the  most  imaginative  to 
adequately  describe.  Perhaps  the  blind  are  given  addi- 
tional strength  in  their  remaining  faculties.  In  our  last 
interview,  Elder  James  Sell  who  had  also  been  blind  for 
many  years  preceding  his  death  recited  for  the  late  John 
Mock,  and  the  writer  a  long  poem  which  he  had  in  his 
earlier  days  written  about  Abraham  Lincoln.  He  retained 
his  faculties  up  until  the  time  of  his  death,  past  102 
years  of  age. 

As  we  sat  that  day  in  the  modest  home  of  Henry  Hol- 
singer Brumbaugh  he  vividly  described  the  last  days  of 
his  aged  grandfather.  How  he  slowly  tapped  his  way 
along  the  roads.  How  at  times  he  was  assisted  by  some 
relative,  among  whom  was  Henry  Holsinger  Brumbaugh. 
When  we  interviewed  Henry  H.  Brumbaugh,  be  was  then 
an  aged  man  who  was  soon  to  be  called  from  this  life. 
Perhaps  it  was  as  a  mark  of  appreciation  that  the  old 
cane  which  had  served  so  long  and  well  as  the  eyes  of 
the  old  preacher  was  given  to  the  grandson,  Henry.  The 
stories  and  incidents  as  well  as  the  clippings  and  mate- 
rial related  to  the  Holsingers  and  Brumbaughs  of  the  Cove 
were  of  great  historical  value.  The  author  is  appreciative 
of  the  loan  of  many  of  them  and  permission  to  use  them 
in  the  Alexander  Mack  production. 

Daniel  Mack  Holsinger  was  the  great  grandson  of 
Alexander  Mack  Jr.  At  Daniel's  birth,  Alexander  Jr.,  had 
been    dead   in   Germantown,   Pennsylvania   but   some  nine 


years.  It  would  be  unusual  if  his  mother,  Elizabeth,  a  rji 
was  the  granddaughter  of  Alexander  Jr.,  would  not  hlji 
fi-om  the  time  of  his  babyhood  informed  him  of  his  Ij 
mediate  ancestors.

Gospel  without  the  advantage  of  sight.  John  Mock,  m  ' 
tioned  in  this  article,  a  layman  and  a  Mack  descenda  I 
a  collector  of  Mack  Genealogy,  of  Martinsburg,  Pennsj 
vania,  spent  the  last  years  of  his  life  in  darkness.  In  i 
much  as  he  had  been  a  voracious  reader,  he  felt  the  1(  \ 
of  his  eyesight  very  keenly.  A  few  months  before  . 
death  on  May  20,  1954,  at  the  age  of  85  years,  8  mont 
and  5  days  at  Martinsburg,  he  stated  to  Henry  Good  a'; 
the  writer  who  visited  him,  "I  would  not  wish  this  up  i 
a  dog." 

Even  as  blind  Homer,  the  Greek  Epic  Poet  of  ce  i 
turies  ago  sang  and  recited  his  poems  to  unseen  au(  i 
ences,  so  must  have  Daniel  Mack  Holsinger  spoken  i 
audiences  in  various  churches,  likewise  invisible  to  hi 
Can  we  not  picture  one  whose  physical  eyes  were  close 
so  blessed  of  God  in  such  a  way  that  he  was  able 
open  the  Spiritual  eyes  of  those  who  were  blind  to  t 
salvation  of  God?   Surely  this  happened  many  times. 

There  are  numerous  physical  descendants,  spre; 
throughout  the  land,  with  their  God  given  eyesight  wl 
carry  on  the  work  of  Daniel  Mack  Holsinger,  the  Blii 
Preacher  of  Morrison's  Cove,  Pennsylvania.

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The  Miracle  of  Easter  is  just  that  simple.  We 
die  to  sin,  and  live  in  Christ.  Henceforth,  we 
grow  in  the  grace  of  our  Lord,  yielding  not  our 
bodies  as  instruments  of  unrighteousness  unto 
sin,  but  yielding  ourselves  unto  God,  as  those 
that  are  alive  from  the  dead,  and  our  members 
as  instruments  of  righteousness  unto  God.

Why  are  we  sick?  Why  are  we  having  trouble?"  They 
want  to  see  His  great  works,  to  be  fed  with  the  loaves 
and  the  fishes,  but  the  blind  man  in  the  poem  is  a  true 
believer  resting  in  the  comfort  and  strength  of  God's 
words  (John  6:63).  In  Jesus'  day  the  five  thousand 
looked  for  His  WORKS,  but  Peter  looked  for  His  WORDS 
(John  6:26,  27,  66-68).  Do  we  LOVE  the  Word? 

The  blind  man  is  not  to  be  pitied,  because  he  is  a  child 
of  God  and  an  heir  of  God  (Romans  8:17).  He  knows  that 
he  has  an  unfading  inheritance  according  to  the  mercy  of 
God,  which  is  linked  with  the  resurrection  of  Christ,  and 
which  is  incorruptible,  undefiled,  and  that  fadeth  not 
away  (1  Peter  1:3-5).  It  is  reserved  for  him  and  he  has

Lesson  for  April  17,  1955 

REHOBOAM,  KING  OF  JUDAH 

Lesson:  II  Chronicles  10:6-17 

WHY  STUDY  THE  EVENTS  of  yesterday?  Perhap^ 
every  school  child  has  asked  this  very  question 
History  can  teach.  By  studying  what  men  did  yesterday. 
We  can  know  in  part  what  we  ought  to  do  today.  But 
when  it  comes  to  studying  Biblical  History  we  have  a 
stronger  incentive.  The  Bible  says:  "For  whatsoevei^ 
things  were  written  aforetime  were  written  for  our  learn-i 
ing,  that  we  through  patience  and  comfort  of  the  Scrip-| 
tures  might  have  hope"  (Rom.  15:4). 

With  this  thought  in  mind,  let  us  turn  back  to  the 
Old  Testament  and  begin  our  study  with  the  history  of 
the   Southern  Kingdom  of  Judah. 

Rehoboam  was  the  son  of  King  Solomon  by  the  Am- 
monite princess  Naamah  (I  Kings  14:21,  31).  As  such 
he  had  both  a  good  and  bad  heritage.  In  the  beginning 
of  his  reign  Solomon  could  not  be  excelled.  God  had  given 
to  him  "a  wise  and  an  understanding  heart"  (I  Kings 
3:12).  Added  to  this  were  riches  and  honour,  and  a  reign  i 
of  peace.  However  it  was  not  long  before  Solomon's 
heart  was  turned  away  from  God,  because  of  his  heathen 
wives.    Rehoboam's   mother,    Naamah,   was    one   of   these. 

Certainly  Rehoboam  cannot  be  excused  for  his  wicked 
life,  and  yet  one  cannot  help  but  ask  this:  Were  not  his 
parents  as  much  to  blame  for  the  outcome  of  his  life  as 
Rehoboam  himself?  Had  his  parents  always  been  God- 
fearing, and  God-conscious,  it  may  well  be  that  the  story 
of  Rehoboam  would  have  been  quite  different.  Would  to 
God  that  more  parents  would  seek  the  face  of  God  so 
that  their  children  might  follow  their  good   examples! 

Our    lesson    takes    place    after    the    death    of    Solomon. 
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ithough  the  reign  of  Solomon  had  been  a  peaceful  one 

had  been  severe  for  the  people.  Solomon  was  extrava- 

nt.  His  Luxurious  life  was  supported  to  a  great  extent 

heavy  taxation  which  was  burdensome  to  his  people. 

fter  the  death  of  Solomon  the  people  met  with  his  son 

id  demanded  lower  taxes. 

What  should  he  do?  First  he  inquires  of  the  older 
en.  They  replied  that  the  wise  procedure  would  be  to 
;peak  good  words  to  them,  and  they  will  be  thy  servants 
.Tever"  (II  Ghron.  10:7).  This  was  sensible  advice.  "But 
}  forsook  the  counsel  which  the  old  men  gave  him." 
istead  he  followed  the  advice  of  the  younger  men.  They 
■Id  him  to  increase  the  taxes,  and  make  more  grievous 
le  burdens! 

It  is  no  wonder  Rehoboam  had  to  suffer  the  dire  con- 
iquences  of  his  actions.  The  people  of  his  kingdom 
jvolted  and  turned  to  another  leader.  The  son  of  Solo- 
lon  found  himself  almost  completely  stripped  of  author- 
y  and  privilege. 

Writing  in  The  Iirternational  Standard  Bible  Encyclo- 
pedia, S.  K.  Mosiman  has  this  to  say:  "The  mistake  of 
ehoboam  was  the  common  mistake  of  despots.  He  pre- 
imed  too  much  on  privilege  not  earned  by  service,  and 
1  power  for  which  he  was  not  willing  to  render  ade- 
uate  compensation." 

Here  was  ,a  man  who  desired  to  rule  by  sternness, 
ither  than  by  kindness*  He  was  wise  enough  to  seek 
ivice  on  an  important  matter,  but  foolish  enough  to 
)llow  the  wrong  kind.  And,  in  the  final  analysis,  there 
;  no  indication  he  sought  God  at  all! 

When  forced  to  make  an  important  decision  it  is  wise 
)  seek  advice  and  help.  At  such  a  time  friends  may  help. 
UT  ABOVE  EVERYTHING  ELSE  GOD  CANNOT  ,BE 
jNORED!  For  when  a  man  needs  wisdom  on  any  matter 
e  should  turn  first  of  all  to  God  and  ask  of  Him.  The 
romise  that  God  extends  to  one  of  His  children  who  asks 
)r  wisdom  is  this:  "And  it  SHALL  be  given  him" 
lames  1:5). 


Topic  for  April   17,   1955 

POST-RESURRECTION  APPEARANCES 

Scripture  Reading:  II  Corinthians  15:1-10. 

"NTRODUCTION:— This  evening  we  are  going  to  study 
"  a  very  important  part  of  our  Lord's  ministry — His  ap- 
earances  after  the  resuiTection.  It  would  have  been  a 
ery  easy  thing  for  the  disciples'  opponents  to  say  that 
ome  people  just  had  a  dream  about  Christ's  being  alive, 
ut  Paul  reminds  us  that  besides  appearing  to  the  twelve 
postles,  Christ  appeared  to  over  500  people  and  last  of 
.11  appeared  to  him  on  the  road  to  Damascus.  One  or  two 
leople  might  dream  the  same  thing,  but  hardly  over  five 
Lundred. 
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There  are  eight  occasions  when  Jesus  made  His  ap- 
pearances recorded  in  the  gospels.  Let  us  consider  some 
of  them: 

1.  TO   MARY  MAGDALENE— Mark  16:9,  John  20:11- 

1'7.  Here  we  find  that  Mary  Magdalene  came  with  the 
other  Mary  to  anoint  the  body  of  Jesus  and  found  the 
tomb  empty  except  for  the  two  angels  who  told  her  not 
to  weep,  for  Jesus  was  risen  from  the  dead.  When  Mary 
turned  around  she  saw  one  whom  she  supposed  to  be  the 
gardener.  She  asked  him  to  show  her  where  they  had 
carried  the  body  and  she  would  carry  him  away.  Then 
Jesus  said  to  her,  "Mary."  At  the  sound  of  that  familiar 
voice  she  fell  ,at  His  feet  and  cried  "Rabboni;  which  is 
to  say,  Master." 

The  second  appearance  of  Christ  is  recorded  in  Mat- 
thew 28:9-10.  This  appearance  resembles  the  first  in  many 
way  and  seems  to  be  just  a  few  minutes  after  the  first. 
The  women  were  running  to  tell  the  disciples  what  had 
taken  place  when  Jesus  again  appeared  to  them  and  they 
fell  at  His  feet  and  worshipped  Him.  When  the  disciples 
were  told  of  Christ's  resurrection,  "they  worshipped 
him:  but  some  doubted."  Matthew  28:17. 

2.  THE  APPEARANCE  TO  THE  TWO  DISCIPLES 
NEAR  EMMAUS— Mark  16:12-13;  Luke  24:13-35.  Of  all 

the  appearances  of  the  risen  Christ,  none  has  a  stronger 
hold  upon  Christians  than  this  one.  It  has  brought  light 
to  many  darkened  hearts,  and  comfort  to  innumerable 
souls.  Christ  revealed  Himself  to  Mary  in  the  garden, 
and  He  appeared  to  many  others,  but  this  one  of  the  living 
Christ  will  always  be  revered  by  Christians  all  over  the 
world. 

Who  these  two  were  we  cannot  tell.  We  know  noth- 
ing about  them  except  the  name  of  one  of  them — Cleo- 
phas.  That  they  were  not  of  the  eleven  disciples  is  cer- 
tain, for  it  was  to  the  eleven  that  they  hurried  with  the 
news. 

There  are  many  important  lessons  that  we  can  learn 
from  this  appearance.  Many  times  we  travel  alone  or 
with  some  stranger  and  our  hearts  are  burdened.  It  is 
just  when  we  least  expect  it  that  we  find  that  Christ 
has  been  walking  with  us  all  the  while.  When  we  have 
lost  all  of  our  hopes  and  the  zest  has  gone  out  of  life, 
Jesus  walks  along  the  road  with  us  and  restores  our 
faith  and  gladness. 

3.  TWO  APPEARANCES  TO  THE  DISCIPLES— 
Mark  16:14;  Luke  24:36-43,  John  20:19-31.  While  the 
two  disciples  were  recounting  their  experiences  to  the 
eleven,  Jesus  appeared  in  the  midst  of  them.  At  first  they 
were  frightened  for  they  thought  that  they  had  seen  His 
spirit  or  as  we  might  say  today — they  thought  they  had 
seen  a  ghost.  Jesus  relieved  their  fears  by  showing  them 
His  hands  and  feet  saying  "A  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and 
bones  as  ye  see  me  have."  Then  He  took  a  fish  and 
ate  it  in  their  presence. 

It  seems  that  Thomas  was  not  present  on  this  occa- 
sion and  so  he  would  not  believe  the  other  disciples  when 
they  told  him  that  they  had  seen  the  Christ.  Eight  days 
later,  Jesus  appeared  to  the  disciples  again  and  this  time 
Thomas  was  with  them.  Jesus  invited  Thomas  to  put 
his  finger  into  the  nail  print  and  his  hand  into  the  side,

TO  KNOW  THE  DIFFERENCE 

A  FEW  YEARS  AGO  I  sat  in  one  of  the  beautiful 
r\  churches  of  this  city  with  a  prayer  in  my  heart  that 
jod  would,  in  some  way,  help  me  to  see  a  solution  to 
ny  many  problems  and  anxieties.  Even  as  I  prayed,  I 
leard  the  voice  of  the  minister  reading  this  quotation: 

"God  grant  me: 

The    SERENITY    to    accept    the 

things  I  cannot  change; 
The  COURAGE  to  change  the 

things  I  can; 
And  the  WISDOM  to  know  the 

difference." 

The  words  of  that  petition  gave  a  strange  sense  of  com- 
fort to  me  ,at  once  and  I  have  often  turned  to  them  for 
jounsel  during  the  intervening  years. 

The  SERENITY  to  accept  the  things  I  cannot  change: 

What  are  the  things  in  the  fabric  of  our  lives  which  no 
imount  of  toil  or  tears  will  change  ?  The  loss  of  loved 
jnes,  mistakes  of  the  past,  the  unpredictable  actions  of 
those  who  live  around  us.  These  are  ,a  few  of  the  facets 
)f  our  daily  living  which  must  be  accepted,  for  we  can- 
lot  erase  the  fact  of  their  being.  Useless  worry  and  regret 
)ver  such  matters  have  blighted  many  lives.  But,  by 
'casting  all  care"  on  God  we  can  learn  to  accept  them 
mih  serenity. 

The  COURAGE  to  change  the  things  I  can:  Having  ac- 
cepted with  confidence  and  serenity  God's  ability  to  aid 
IS,  it  is  not  difficult  to  find  the  courage  to  change  those 
;hings  in  our  lives  that  may  cause  us  to  be  unhappy. 
'More  things  are  wrought  through  prayer  than  this  world 
ireams  of."  God  is  waiting  to  help  us,  if  we  will  but 
?ive  him  the  chance.  Spiritual  problems,  moral  problems, 
physical  and  environmental  problems,  material  problems 
—all  are  subject  to  change  through  our  efforts  when  we 
trust  in  God  for  help  in  their  solution. 

The  WISDOM  to  know  the  difference:  "Aye,  there's 
the  rub!"  How  does  one  gain  that  wisdom  which  will  help 
us  to  sort  out  the  things  which,  with  honest  toil  on  our 
part  in  cooperation  with  God's  will,  can  be  made  to  re- 
spond to   our  efforts   and  lead   to   a   more  fruitful   life? 


Alexis  Carrel,  the  great  Frenchman,  has  said,  "The  first 
requisite  to  a  solution  of  a  problem  is  the  solitude  in 
which  to  think."  We  are  all  too  prone  to  become  so 
wrapped  up  in  the  cares  of  the  day  that  we  find,  or  take, 
no  time  to  think.

DR.  C.  F.  YODER 

DR.  CHARLES  FRANCIS  YODER  was  born  Mar- 
26,  1873,  20  miles  east  of  Ashland,  Ohio,  the  son 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eli  Lorenzo  Yoder,  He  was  married,  Jui 
20,  1904,  to  Miss  Pearl  Lutz.  Children  born  to  this  uni< 
were  Eleanor  May  Yoder  Romanenghi,  Grace  Elizab«' 
Yoder  Farre,  and  Roibert  Eli   Yoder. 

Dr.  Yoder  died  on  February  7,  1955  at  La  Cumbr 
Province  of  Cordoba,  Argentina,  of  heart  trouble  (escle 
osia.)  The  funeral  was  held  at  Ave.  Poeta  Lugoni 
230,  Cordoba,  Argentina,  with  Rev.  Robert  O.  Byler  an 
Rev.  Juan  Iztueta  officiating.  Burial  was  made  in  tl 
Dissidents  Cemetery  of  the  city  of  Cordoba. 
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0  PROPERLY  EVALUATE  the  influence  and 
work  of  Dr.  Yoder  as  it  relates  to  the  history, 
■Qwth  and  progress  of  The  Brethren  Church,  is 
e  desire  of  many  of  us.  But  this,  when  the 
cts  are  considered,  is  beyond  human  ability, 
le  true  evaluation  is  in  the  hands  of  God. 

Few  men  have  had  the  profound  and  lasting 
fluence  on  the  work  and  membership  of  the 
rethren  Church  as  has  Dr.  Yoder.  Practically 
^ery  facet  of  Church  life  was  touched  and  pol- 
hed  by  his  Godly  life. 

Who  can  evaluate  the  inestimable  good  which 
IS  resulted  from  his  book,  "God's  Means  of 
race"?  Ministers  and  lay  members  have  turned 
'  its  scholarly  pages  time  and  time  again,  for 
jrification,  illumination  and  instruction  on  the 
)ctrines  and  ordinances  held  precious  by  the 
rethren.  Other  treatises  have  come  and  gone — 
it  still,  we  read  and  study  this  book. 

Who  can  begin  to  estimate  the  Christian  moral 
3er  and  grace  instilled  into  the  fabric  of  the  stu- 
;nt  lives  of  those  who  sat  under  his  teachings  at 
shland  College ;  of  those  who  sat  under  his  min- 
try  when  he  was  pastor  of  our  church  at  Ash- 
nd,  and  of  others  of  our  churches? 

Who  can  fathom  the  far  reaching  effect  of  his 
ritings  as  he  served  the  Denomination  as  the 
ditor  of  our  church  paper?  The  power  of  the 
'inted  page  is  great,  and  faithfully,  as  in  other 
}lds  of  endeavor,  he  served  in  the  Spirit  of  the 
ard. 

Who  can  fully  appreciate  the  magnitude  of 
s  Christian  statesmanship  and  character  as  he 
f  graciously  moderated  the  turbulent  Winona 
Dnference  of  1938?  The  power  of  his  Christian 
laracter,  of  his  love  and  understanding  in  the 
idst  of  opposition,  is  a  testimony  to  the  power 
'  the  Holy  Spirit  to  keep  a  man  sweet  when 
mditions  might  decree  otherwise. 


And  then,  eternity  alone,  will  reveal  the  good 
of  his  pioneer  missionary  work  for  the  Brethren 
as  he  went  to  Argentina,  South  America. 

We  are  not  eulogizing — we  are  stating  the 
facts,  not  alone  of  a  man,  but  of  a  man  in  the 
flesh  who,  being  filled  with  the  Spirit  of  God, 
served  withersoever  His  Lord  led. 

Often  in  this  modern  day,  we  tend  to  forget 
those  faithful  ones  who  served  so  well  in  the 
past.  As  older  they  grow,  and  because  of  health, 
they  withdraw  from  the  active  arena  of  service, 
they  are  often  crowded  from  our  minds.  This  is 
not  intentional  on  the  part  of  people,  it  is  just 
one  of  the  products  of  our  modern  age. 

So,  it  is  our  desire  in  presenting  this  Dr.  Yoder 
Memorial  Issue  that  the  Brethren  might  again 
relive  the  story  of  his  life,  seeking,  if  not  to  be 
able  to  fully  evaluate,  to,  in  a  measure,  show 
our  appreciation  for  his  devotion  of  his  life  and 
talents  to  the  work  of  his  Lord,  and  of  the  Breth- 
ren Church. 

Others  have  served  as  well,  each  in  their  own 
calling,  and  we  would  not  underestimate  the  val- 
iant labors  of  multitudes  of  Brethren  who,  in 
serving  Christ  and  the  Church,  have  given  their 
all  to  Him.  The  Lord  rewards  all  according  to 
their  use  of  their  God-given  talents.  Dr.  Yoder 
was  a  man  of  many  talents,  and  because  he  used 
his  many  talents  for  his  Lord,  we  see  the  record 
of  his  life  as  it  produced  fruit  in  our  beloved 
Church. 

May  we,  today,  the  recipients  of  the  fruits  of 
his  labors,  thank  God  for  this  one,  who,  ennobled 
with  many  virtues,  has  left  the  blessings  of  his 
Godly  life  as  an  inspiration  for  all,  who,  seeking 
also  to  serve  God,  may  so  serve  as  he  did,  "To 
the  glory  of  Christ  and  in  the  strength  of  the 
Spirit."— W.  S,  B.

Dr.  Charles  F.  Yoder-(1873-1955) 


'By  His  light  I  walked  through  darkness.' 


THE  WORK  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS  in  the  Breth- 
ren Church  had  its  beginning  when  Charles  F.  Yoder, 
accompanied  by  his  wife  and  two  small  daughters,  sailed 
for  Argentina  in  1908.  The  field  was  new,  and  their  ex- 
periences were  anything  but  heartening;  nevertheless 
this  stalwart  spirit  persevered,  made  his  influence  felt, 
overcame  the  prejudice  of  these  people,  and  won  their 
love  for  himself  and  the  Lord  whom  be  preached.  Because 
of  his  vision,  courage  and  consecration,  many  souls  in 
the  Argentine  have  been  won  to  Christ  and  a  missionary 
program  has  been   established  which  promises  to  endure. 

Early  years  and  education 

Charles  Francis  Yoder  was  born  on  March  26,  1873, 
about  twenty  miles  east  of  Ashland  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eli 
Yoder.  His  father,  who  combined  the  duties  of  preacher 
and  farmer,  moved  the  family  to  Falls  City,  Nebraska; 
here  and  at  Morrill,  Kansas,  Charles  attended  high  school. 
He  enrolled  at  Hiawatha  Academy,  (Hiawatha,  Kansas,) 
and  received  a  scholarship  which  would  have  entitled  him 
to  four  years  at  Topeka,  all  paid;  but  since  this  was  a 
Congregational  school,  and  he  wished  to  identify  himself 
with  Brethren  educational  work,  he  did  not  accept  the 
scholarship. 

He  attended  Taylor  University  at  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
in  1892,  93;  Manchester  College,  North  Manchester,  In- 
diana, 1893,  94;  and  the  University  of  Chicago,  1896-99, 
receiving  his  A.,B.  degree  in  1899,  and  later,  his  B.D.  in 
1902.  His  Ph.D.  was  achieved  while  at  Ashland  in  rec- 
ognition of  the  research  done  in  writing  God's  Means  of 
Grace,  a  book  which  has  served  Brethren  people  ever 
since  in  the  study  of  Brethren  doctrine. 

Charles  Yoder  made  his  confession  of  faith  and  was 
baptized  at  Falls  City,  Nebraska,  in  1888;  he  was  ordained 
to  the  Christian  ministry  in  1893  by  Dr.  J.  Allen  Miller 
and  Dr.  W.  D.  Furry.  After  the  Warsaw  Brethren  Church 
called  him  to  the  ministry,  he  served  this  church  as  pas- 
tor from  1894-1902. 

In  1904  he  married  Miss  Pearl  Lutz,  of  Falls  City,  and 
into  the  Christian  home  thus  established  were  born  three 
children:  Eleanor  May,  in  1905;  Grace  Elizabeth  in  1907; 
and  Robert  Eli,  in  1912. 

Service   to   the   Brethren   Denomination 

In  addition  to  holding  the  pastorate  at  Warsaw,  Dr. 
Yoder  ministered  to  a  church  in  Zanesville,  Indiana 
(south  of  Ft.  Wayne)  one  summer;  he  assisted  his  father 
at  Pony  Creek  (near  Morrill,  Kansas)  and  at  Reserve, 
Kansas.  In  1895  he  preaced  also  to  the  Fairview  Congre- 
gation (six  miles  west  of  South  Bend),  where  Dr.  Furry 
had  been  pastor  and  had  left  to  teach  at  Ashland  Col- 
lege. In  1900,  together  with  Dr.  Furry,  he  held  a  revival 
meeting    in    Goshen,    Indiana,    which   resulted    in   80   con- 
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versions    and   the    organization    of    the    Goshen   .Breth 
Church — one  of  our  largest  Brethren  churches  today. 

In   1902   he  was   called  to   Ashland   to   serve  as  paSi 
and  as  Editor  of  the  Brethren  Evangelist.  While  living 
Ashland,  Dr.  Yoder  became  active  in  helping  to  drive 
saloons    (of  which   there  were  many)   from  the  city. 
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Missionary  Service 
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Since  Dr.  Yoder  had,  for  many  years,  felt  a  keen  < 
terest  in  and  concern  for  foreign  missions,  in  1906  i 
Brethren  denomination  called  him  to  be  their  first  forei 
missionary,  sending  him  to  survey  prospective  fields  i 
Russia  and  Persia.  However,  feeling  that  these  countr 
were  politically  unsuited  and  spiritually  unreceptive 
missionary  activity,  he  recommended  South  America  as 
more  likely  field.  Therefore  as  a  preparation  for  missi( 
ary  service  in  Argentina,  Dr.  Yoder  was  sent  to  Md 
treal,  Canada,  for  a  year,  to  work  among  the  Catholi 
here  a  flourishing  church  was  established. 

In  1908,  he  and  his  wife  and  two  children  sailed  i 
Argentina,  .arriving  six  weeks  later,  and  settled  in  I 
Cuarto,  in  the  province  of  Cordoba,  where  they  lived  i 
the  next  thirty  years. 

Most  Brethren,  and  other  readers  of  the  EVangelii 
are  familiar  with  the  work  that  Dr.  Yoder  and  his  fa; 
ily  carried  on  in  Argentina.  From  a  small  beginnii 
among  unfriendly  nationals,  the  work  grew;  and  til 
kindly  man  of  God  continued  endearing  himself  to  t 
people.  By  1940,  many  new  workers  had  been  added;  r 
merous  mission  points  had  been  established;  countU' 
souls  had  been  won  to  Christ  and  were  finding  joy 
serving   Him. 

Even   though    dissension  and   difference   in   the   Chur 
at  home    brought   division   to   the   work  in   Argentina, 
was   no   reflection   on  his  work;   in  fact,  all  the  work 
both    Brethren    groups   in    Argentina  today   may  well 
viewed    as    the    outgrowth    of   this    pioneer    missionary  I 
efforts. 

Recent  Activities 

During  recent  years.  Dr.  Yoder  had  discontinued  a 
tive  missionai'y  work,  devoting  himself  almost  exclusive 
to  writing.  Occasionally  he  visited  several  churches 
the  young  people's  camp,  where  he  was  always  receivd 
as  a  welcome  visitor.  He  was  a  prolific  writer  and  cori 
pleted  a  number  of  manuscripts,  some  of  which  have  a 
ready  been  published,  and  some  are  ready  for  publication 
Among  those  published  are  God's  Means  of  Grace;  TI 
Faith  of  the  Gospel,  (published  also  in  Spanish — La  I 
del  Evangelic©).  Manuscripts  completed,  but  unpublishe 
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;lude  "The  Sound  of  Humming  Wings"  and  "I,  John, 
,w  the  Holy  City." 

Dr.  Yoder  was  always  a  great  writer  of  poetry — partic- 
arly  for  children.  He  wrote  several  hundred  poems  for 
ildren  of  all  ages  and  some  for  adults  also,  which  he 
is  classified  according  to  ages.  (They  are  on  file  in  the 
issionary  .Board  office.)  These  delightful  bits  of  whimsy 
id  spiritual  discernment  may  prove  to  be  treasures  in 
e  field  of  literature. 

God's  Man 

It  would  be  impossible  to  list  adequately  the  achieve- 
ents  of  Charles  F.  Yoder,  either  in  the  realm  of  edu- 
tion,  service  or  spiritual  influence.  There  is  scarcely 
member  of  the  Brethren  Church  who  does  not  know  the 
ime  of  Dr.  Yoder  and  experience  a  glow  of  happiness 
recollecting  an  encounter  with  him.  Many  young  peo- 
e — and  some  not  so  young — recall  joyful  hours  spent 
tting  on  his  lap,  listening  to  stories,  such  as  only  he 
uld  tell.  He  had  the  profound  thinking  which  enabled 
m  to  reach  the  mature  mind;  he  possessed  also  a  child- 
ke  gentleness  and  simplicity  which  made  him  speak 
leir  language  and  endeared  him  to  the  very  young — a 
jality   of  true  greatness.

AN  ABLE  PREACHER,  a  faithful  missionary,  a  con- 
secrated writer  and  a  true  .Brethren  has  been  called 
home.  In  the  days  of  my  youth,  I  knew  about  Dr.  Yoder, 
for  his  name  was  a  household  word,  and  it  was  indeed  a 
name  to  inspire  and  to  challenge.  While  it  is  perhaps 
too  soon  to  write  a  history  of  his  life  or  to  correctly 
evalute  his  contribution  to  the  life  of  the  Church,  it  is 
not  too  early  for  a  few  words  of  appreciation  for  the 
life  of  this  man  of  God.  It  makes  me  feel  humble  even 
to  attempt  to  say  those  words,  and,  after  all,  words 
seem  so  inadequate. 

For  many  years,  I  have  studied  to  know  The  Brethren 
Church,  her  history  and  her  genius;  and  one  of  those 
who  inspired  me  in  the  quest  was  our  Dr.  Yoder.  Cer- 
tainly many  men  and  women  have  contributed  to  the  life 
of  the  Church;  but  the  names  of  those  who  have  re- 
mained prominent  and  influential  through  the  years  are 
few.  Dr.  Yoder  was  one  whose  active  life  has  covered 
the  span  of  the  writer's  years.  His  beneficent  influence 
has  touched  the  Church  through-out  these  years,  and 
that  influence  has  been  "sensed"  or  felt;  but  only  dili- 
gent study  will  reveal  its  scope.  That  influence  will  con- 
tinue through  his  writings  and  through  the  lives  which 
he  has  touched. 

Many  of  our  people  think  of  Dr.  Yoder  first  as  a  mis- 
sionary, and  doubtless  it  is  natural  and  right  that  they 
should,  for  there  is  no  greater  work  than  that  of  the 
missionary.  Furthermore,  there  are  many  who  remember 
him  only  in  that  capacity  .and  who  know  little  or  noth- 
ing of  his  other  years  of  service  for  the  Church.  There 
were  many  in  the  Church,  who  viewed  his  departure  for 
Argentina  with  a  great  deal  of  fear,  for  the  need  at 
home  was  so  great  and  he  was  educated  and  prepared 
to  teach  or  to  edit  the  Church  paper.  As  we  all  know 
he  did  go  to  Argentina  and  because  of  his  many  success- 
ful years  there,  the  past  has  been  dimmed  by  the  pas- 
sage of  the  years. 

Our  Argentine  work  has  not  always  prospered,  but  we 
need  to  remember  that  our  work  there  has  suffered  by 
division  just  as  it  has  in  the  home  land.  Nevertheless  the 
work  goes  forward,  because  he  spent  his  life  there.  It 
would  be  impossible  to  measure  the  extent  of  that  work, 
for  results  are  ofttimes  hard  to  lay  hands  upon.  For 
instance,  how  would  one  measure  the  influence  of  this 
Christian  teacher  on  the  life  of  University  students  ? 
How  can  one  measure  such  influences?  Only  eternity  will 
fully  reveal  them. 

Before  Dr.  Yoder  was  a  missionary,  he  was  a  preacher 
and  served  this  very  Church  from  whence  I  write  these 
words.  He  was  an  able  preacher  of  the  Word  and  left  his 
early  influence  upon  the  life  of  this  Church  and  com- 
munity. While  he  was  a  pastor,  he  was  also  a  student. 
A  part  of  the  fruit  of  his  student  life  was  "God's  Means 
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of   Grace,"  which  1  understand  was  his  thesis  for  grji

Dr.    Haines    of    Juniata    College    (1908),    in    his    int] 

duction  to  God's  Means  of  Grace,  presents  us  a  very  clei 

picture  of  Dr.  Yoder.  I  quote  rather  briefly  for  I  coii 

not  say  it  so  well  or  with  such  authority. 

"As  to  the  qualifications  of  the  author,  it  may  be 
said  that  there  is  perhaps  no  one  of  the  Brethren 
church  today  better  qualified  to  write  a  work  of  thiS' 
kind  than  he.  Elder  Yoder  was  born,  so  to  speak,  into 
the  Church.  His  experience  and  education  have  espe- 
cially prepared  him  for  this  task.  He  has  been  a 
regular  and  careful  student  in  academic,  collegiate, 
and  University  work,  giving  special  attention  to  the- 
ological and  Biblical  study.  He  has  proved  his  effi- 
ciency as  a  successful  teacher,  writer,  editor,  min- 
ister and  missionary.  His  broad  experience  hasi 
brought  him  into  contact  with  the  world  and  the 
Church,  and  he  has  studied  the  conditions  and  needs 
of  both." 
Truly    his    writings,    both    prose    and    poetry;    and    tli 

influence   of  his   life   shall  continue   into   the  future.   W

EIGHTY-TWO  YEARS  AGO  today,  March  26,  1955, 
Charles  F.  Yoder  was  born  in  Wayne  County,  Ohio. 
)thers  may  write  of  these  earlier  years.  I  will  write  my 
vords  beginning  in  September  1907.  That  was  the  year  I 
ntered  Ashland  College,  and  I  have  always  looked  back 
vith  great  pleasure  and  have  considered  myself  fortu- 
late  to  have  been  able  to  sit  in  class  with  such  Godly 
nstructors  as  Dr.  Charles  F.  Yoder,  Dr.  J.  Allen  Miller, 
)r.  L.  L.  Garber,  Dr.  J.  C.  Mackey,  Dr.  E.  E.  Jacobs. 
^11  of  these  are  now  dead,  yet  they  live  in  the  lives  of 
heir  one  time  students. 

One  of  my  courses  of  study  those  days  was  Doctrinal 
rheology.  Dr.  Yoder  was  our  teacher,  and  his  now  well 
mown  "God's  Means  of  Grace"  was  still  in  manuscript 
orm,  and  our  lessons  came  from  those  many  times 
landled  pages. 

Never  a  class  period  until  it  w,as  appropriately  opened 
vith  prayer,  and  a  verse  of  scripture  always  revealed 
he  supreme  desire  of  instructor  and  students  alike,  "Open 


Thou  mine  eyes  that  I  may  behold  the  wondrous  things 
out  of  Thy  law."  The  Bible  was  the  last  word  in 
all  his  teachings;  no  ax  to  grind,  no  truck  patch  to  water. 
Just  the  pure  stream  of  truth  from  the  Word  of  the 
Lord. 

Neither  was  there  a  teaching  but  what  he.  Brother 
Yoder,  was  willing  to  be  exhibit  "A"  of  what  he  was 
teaching.  A  reverence  for  God,  the  Bible  and  the  Church 
followed  his  teaching  as  day  follows  night.  By  the  in- 
crease of  his  tribe  a  genuine  evangelistic  and  missionary 
purpose  would  dominate  many  "in  the  service  of  the 
King."  To  this  day  I  cherish  the  memory  of  those  les- 
sons, and  the  devout  spirit  in  which  they  were  taught. 
It  may  be  known  that  in  the  research  .Brother  Yoder 
made  on  the  subject  of  baptism  for  his  thesis  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  his  one  desire  was  thoroughness  and 
correctness  in  his  findings.  He  was  offered  the  chair  of 
Church  History  by  the  University. 

But  his  devotion  to  Christ,  the  Head  of  the  Church 
which  he  loved  .and  to  whom  he  was  committing  his  life, 
prevailed.  He  had  begun  his  preaching  ministry  at  seven- 
teen years  of  age,  and  was  faithful  to  his  death. 

I  would  like  to  see  a  move  to  have  a  memorial  edi- 
tion of  "God's  Means  of  Grace"  printed  for  use  in  our 
churches  in  the  libraries  of  our  Bible  Schools.  Few  ever 
take  time  or  labor  to  produce  what  it  cost  Brother  Yoder 
to  give  us  that  work. 

Brother  Yoder  was  very  interested  in  the  physical  well 
being  of  the  students.  He  gave  us  instructions  in  breath- 
ing exercises,  running,  tennis,  etc.  I  learned  to  play  ten- 
nis at  his  suggestion  and  I  enjoyed  a  good  many  games 
with  him  and  Brother  L.  S.  Bauman  in  the  fall  of  1907. 

Little  did  I  realize  then  that  Charles  F.  Yoder  was  to 
become  our  pioneer  missionary.  He  was  holding  himself 
ready  to  do  what  he  was  saying  to  others  they  should 
be  ready  and  willing  to  do.  So  it  wasn't  long  until  he  was 
away  to  Argentina  on  the  field  for  his  Lord.  We  kept  in 
touch  with  him.  On  furlough  we  always  had  fine  times  of 
fellowship. 

On  one  occasion  at  the  close  of  the  ten  day  Conference 
at  Long  Beach,  .Brother  Yoder  arranged  to  ride  home  with 
us  to  Northern  California.  We  had  one  of  Henry  Ford's 
old  reliables.  As  we  rode  along  I  asked  him  if  he  ever 
drove  a  car.  He  replied,  "No."  So,  with  wide  open  spaces, 
and  traffic  scarce,  I  suggested  he  take  the  wheel.  He 
assured  me  he  knew  how  to  ride  a  bicycle.  (I  didn't.)  We 
rode  along  a  few  hundred  yards  and  to  my  surprise  he 
ran  into  a  stack  of  cement  pipe.  He  said  he  couldn't  un- 
derstand how  he  ran  into  the  pipe  for  he  said,  "I  was 
leaning  as  I  do  on  a  bicycle"  but  the  Ford  didn't  respond 
like  a  bicycle. 

On  another  furlough  in  our  District  with  a  car  load  and 
a  truck  load  of  people,  we  took  him  for  his  first  trip 
into  beautiful  Yosemite  Valley.  Looking  upon  Yosemite 
Falls  with  quiet  admiration  for  the  Creator  of  such  ma- 
jestic scenes,  I  see  him  yet,  standing  in  awe  at  the  gran- 
deur of  it  all. 

Soon  it  was  time  to  eat.  All  was  ready.  We  called  him 
to  come.  He  looked  at  us  rather  disappointedly,  saying, 
"You  can  eat  any  time,  but  you  can't  always  behold  the 
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handiwork  of  God  like  this."  What  he  had  learned  of 
biology  and  geology  was  beautifully  portrayed  before  his 
very  eyes.  I  hope  I  can  find  the  poem  he  wrote  at  this 
time. 

On  this  trip  something  of  his  virility  was  demonstrated. 
A  number  of  us  men  and  boys  walked  to  a  quiet  spot 
along  the  river.  To  swim  was  the  goal.  Several  of  us  got 
ready,  walked  down  to  the  water's  edge,  stuck  our  toes 
into  the  cold  water,  stood  there  and  shivered.  On  the 
bank  stood  Brother  Yoder,  no  fooling  around,  but  like  a 
big  bull  frog,  he  was  off  for  a  dive,  and  a  swim.  In  a 
few  moments  he  emerged  from  the  clear  crystal  cool 
stream  with  the  words,  "Oh,  but  it's  fine."  He  was  the 
only  one  who  got  a  few  dives  and  swims;  too  cold  for  the 
rest  of  us. 

As  I  knew  him,  he  was  always  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  others,  and  he  believed,  and  rightly  so,  that  Chris- 
tianity is  most  potently  exemplified  in  serving  Christ  and 
others,  especially  those  who  need  to  know  Christ,  whom 
to  know  is  life  eternal.  I  am  sure  he  had  the  interests 
of  all  ages  at  heart  as  he  served  in  the  Gospel.  I  know 
that  there  were  always  children  around  him  whenever 
he  was  to  be  seen.  His  plans  often  included  them.  His 
blessed  Saviour  set  the  example  of  interest  in  the  chil- 
dren. 

In  my  recent  visitation  among  families  in  Lathrop,  I 
am  deeply  moved  by  the  sincere  respect  that  so  many 
hold  for  him.  whose  voice  is  silenced  and  whose  helping 
hand  is  now  motionless. 

As  I  see  him  from  here,  his  life  for  Christ  was  a  ver- 
satile one,  and  he  very  aptly  fit  into  any  social  struc- 
ture with  a  testimony  for  his  Lord.  To  me,  a  prince  is 
departed  from  the  Brethren  Church  in  his  homegoing,  and 
may  it  please  God  to  raise  up  among  us  a  generation  of 
men  of  a  like  spirit  to  that  which  was  Dr.  Charles  F. 
Yoder. 

We  sympathize  with  all  his  loved  ones  and  to  them  we 
say,  "He  was  a  fine  Christian  gentleman."

(Following  are  excerpts  from  a  letter  written  by 
Brother  Frank  B.  Yoder,  brother  of  the  late  Dr.  Charles 
F.  Yoder,  to  Brother  J.  Wesley  Piatt.) 


T  WILL  NOW  RELATE  some  things  about  Charley 
-^  which  perhaps  you  have  not  known,  and  which  are  not 
generally  known. 

First,  when  he  was  in  his  early  teens,  he  joined  an  or- 
ganization known  as  "The  Volunteers  For  Christ."  It  was 
composed  of  young  people  who  were  willing  to  dedicate 
their  lives  in  full  time  service  for  Christ.  They  also  prom- 
ised to  read  their  Bible  every  day  and  to  pray  every 
day.  I  think  Charley  was  very  faithful  in  keeping  his 
pledge.   He  began  preaching  when  he  was   17  years  old. 

Unlike  his  brother,  who  is  writing  this  letter,  he  had 
so  much  to  say  he  couldn't  think  of  words  fast  enough  to 
express  his  thought.  Such  newspapers  as  commented  on 
his  style  and  delivery,  pictured  him  as  a  "word  painter," 


with  a  large  vocabulary  of  well  chosen  words  which 
knew  how  to  phrase  with  telling  effect.  He  also  hat 
large  supply  of  stories  to  illustrate  the  point  he  "( 
trying  to  make. 

While  in  school,  he  won  many  prizes  in  speaking  c 
tests.  These  prizes  were  a  big  help  in  defraying  colli 
or   University  expenses. 

In   later  years,    Charley  lost  much  of  his   charm  at    *' 
public   speaker  due   to   his  desire   to   speak  in   a  mam 
his   native  hearers  could   best  understand. 

When  he  graduated  from  the  University  of  Chicail 
he  wrote  his  book,  "God's  Means  of  Grace,"  for  his  thej| 
His  degrees,  ,B.D.  and  Ph.D.,  were  earned  degrees,  i 
complimentary,  as  many  such  degrees  are  today. 

Upon  graduating  from  Chicago,  the  School  made  h 
a  fine  offer  to  remain  with  them  and  head  the  departmti 
of  Theology.  But  he  felt  the  Church  had  first  claim  upi 
him. 

The  Brethren  Mission  Board  asked  him  to  go  to  Per; 
to  investigate  Persia  as  a  mission  field.  To  do  this  it  w 
necessary  for  him  to  travel  through  Russia.  The  Russi 
peasants  at  this  time  were  in  rebellion  against  the  Cz£ 
ist's  regime.  This  made  travel  dangerous.  Mr.  Auraha: 
a  Persian,  was  anxious  to  have  the  Brethren  open  a,  mii 
sion  at  Teheran.  When  he  learned  that  Charley  was  goinj 
to  investigate,  he  called  on  Charley  to  advise  with  hit 
regarding  travel  and  places  to  stop. 

He  wanted  to  give  Charley  his  two  pearl  handled  r 
volvers  to  take  with  him,  but  Charley  refused  to  acce; 
them,  saying  as  he  did  so,  he  would  take  the  Bible  i: 
stead.  That  would  be  greater  protection  than  fire  arms,  i 

While  spending  the  night  in  Tifflis,  in  a  hotel,  a  mc 
gathered  in  the  court  yard  outside  the  window  and  befo: 
the  police  could  disperse  it,  shooting  began  and  two  wei 
killed.  Because  of  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  coun 
try,  the  Persian-Russian  border  was  closed,  but  there  Wf 
a  company  who  had  hired  men,  whom  they  armed  an 
then  urged  all  who  wished  to  go  to  Terehan  to  join  the: 
group,  and  would  for  a  specified  fee,  guarantee  to  tali 
them  through  safely. 

Charley  was  urged  to  join  the  group,  but  refused.  Hov^ 
ever,   there   were    11    others   who   did  join.   They   starte< 
but  they  did  not  get  through,  nor  did  any  of  them  com 
back.  The  entire  group  was  massacred  in  the  night.  As 
recall,  Charley  never  got  to  Teheran. 

On  his  way  home,  the  authorities  advised  against  gc 
ing  through  Tifflis  again.  But  the  Railroad  w,as  sendin; 
trains  through  and  Charley  took  the  chance.  The  trai 
was  held  up  for  a  long  time,  but  finally  was  allowed  t 
proceed.  As  it  went  forth,  Charley  said  he  looked  bac:| 
and  saw  the  station  was  on  fire,  as  was  also  a  considj 
erable  portion  of  the  town.

One    time,    while   I   was   swimming   with   Charley   in   ; 

small  stream  that  ran  through  the  farm,  Charley  left  th( 

water  first  and  in  going  to  his  clothes,  he  stepped  oveii 

a  large  water  moccasin.  It  struck  at  him  and  missed  his 

bare  foot  by  only  an  inch  or  so. 

At  another  time,  a  rattlesnake  struck  at  him  and  this  time' 

hit   him   on    the   foot.    Fortunately,  Charley  was  wearing 

a  pair   of  heavy  plow  shoes,  through  which  the   snake's 
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eeth  could  not  penetrate.  Had  this  snake  struck  above 
he  top  where  the  bare  leg  was  exposed,  the  result  could 
/ell  have  been  serious. 

The  most  outstanding  instance  of  God's  providence  over 
dm  took  place  soon  after  the  turn  of  the  century.  Con- 
iderable  excitement  prevailed  in  our  neighborhood  sup- 
losedly  arising  from  chicken  thieves  working  in  a  large 
rea  of  the  countryside. 

Father  asked  the  county  sheriff  to  help  in  catching  the 
hieves.  The  sheriff  came,  as  did  also  some  15  or  20 
leighbors,  each  of  the  latter  bringing  their  own  shot 
:uns.  The  sheriff  swore  these  neighbors  in  as  deputies 
nd  assigned  them  to  certain  stations  for  the  night.  This 
vas  done  early  in  the  evening,  probably  2  or  3  hours  be- 
ore  the  thieves  were  expected  to  show  up. 

The  men  spent  the  time  in  the  barn  visiting  and  telling 
'arns,  examining  and  comparing  their  guns.  Well,  the 
hieves  didn't  show  up  that  night,  but  here  is  what  one 
leighbor  said  almost  happened  to  him.  When  he  left 
lome  he  had  loaded  his  gun  and  filled  his  pocket  with 
)ther    shells.    When    he    arrived    and    some   in   the    crowd 


wanted  to  see  his  gun,  he  said  he  took  the  shells  out  of 
the  barrels  before  releasing  the  gun  to  them.  They  looked 
at  it  and  handed  it  back  to  him  after  which  he  sat  down 
in  the  circle  with  the  rest.  Time  passed,  and  he  said 
he  didn't  know  why  he  did  it,  but  he  found  himself  with 
the  gun  pointed  at  Charley's  head,  both  barrels  were 
cocked  and  his  fingers  were  on  the  triggers.  He  had  an 
impulse  to  press  the  triggers  just  to  hear  the  hammers 
hit  the  firing  pins.  ,But  he  told  me,  that  seemed  like  a 
very  foolish  thing  to  do  even  with  an  unloaded  gun.  So 
he  changed  his  aim  and  breached  the  gun,  when  to  his 
surprise,  two  loaded  shells  popped  out  before  him.  He 
said  he  did  not  know  how  it  happened  for  he  was  sure 
he  had  unloaded  the  gun  when  he  first  arrived. 

But  what  a  tragedy  could  have  happened  had  he  pulled 
the  triggers  when  he  had  the  gun  aimed  at  Charley's 
head.   It  makes  one   shiver  yet  when  I  think  of  it. 

I  should  also  mention  that  Charley,  with  another  War- 
saw pastor,  organized  what  later  developed  into  the 
Winona  Bible  Conference.

Although  it  was  written  around  1930,  an 
presents  the  picture  of  the  Argentine  of  that  time,  wfhicij 
of  course  has  changed  considerably  since  then,  we  havi 
chosen  it  for  publication  here  so  that  we  might  bettei| 
appreciate  th«  wonderful  contribution  of  Dr.  Yoder  to  out 
South  American  Missionary  program. — W.  S.  B.) 


JT  HAS  BEEN  A  GREAT  JOY  to  be  permitted 
to  labor  in  a  field  where  over  a  million  of  peo- 
ple are  living  with  no  saving  knowledge  of  the 
Gospel,  and  no  one  else  to  give  it  to  them.  "They 
that  sow  in  hope  shall  reap  in  joy,"  and  we  have 
not  doubted  the  Lord  in  our  work.  We  have  had 
faith  in  the  field  and  in  our  fellow  workers.  The 
field  has  not  always  responded  nor  the  workers 
all  been  faithful,  but  the  results  have  been  great- 
er than  we  had  a  right  to  expect,  except  through 
divine  help. 

The  field  has  not  taken  us  to  the  cannibals  and 
naked  savages,  but  we  have  felt  that  civihzed 
people  need  the  Gospel  as  well  as  the  savages.  It 
ought  to  be  considered  an  advantage  to  have  the 
foundation  of  world  culture  on  which  to  build, 
and  the  mind  training  of  education  in  the  world's 
schools  to  turn  to  the  service  of  the  Lord. 

On  the  other  hand  there  have  been  "trials  and 
tribulations"  here  as  elsewhere.  In  the  southern 
sky  the  brilliant  constellation  of  the  "southern 
cross"  stands  out  as  prominently  as  the  northern 
dipper  in  the  North.  But  one  can  count  seven 
crosses  in  the  southern  sky,  and  if  we  wish  to 
count  we  may  mention  as  many  classes  of  peril  in 
this  part  of  the  Lord's  vineyard. 

There  is  first  the  pain  of  separation  from  home 
and  loved  ones,  including  the  friends  and  brethren 
of  like  precious  faith.  Then  there  are  the  trials 
incident  to  entering  a  strange  land  with  a  differ- 
ent climate.  Along  with  this  comes  the  pests  and 


diseases  of  the  mission  field.  When  we  first  cam* 
to  Argentina  the  fleas  were  so  bad  that  we  had  t(| 
change  clothing  on  returning  from  visiting,  and 
often  had  to  support  the  annoyance  of  almost  i 
dozen  at  once.  The  houses  are  not  screenec 
against  insects,  nor  heated  in  the  frosty  wintei 
weather.  Many  of  the  common  conveniences  ol 
life  at  home  were  lacking  here.  Some  are  stil 
lacking,  but  conditions  are  much  better  than  a1 
first.  At  that  time  we  could  see  people  with  small 
pox  mingling  with  others  in  the  street.  Leprosy  isi 
spreading.  In  Brazil  there  are  estimated  to  exist 
some  70,000  lepers  and  nothing  is  done  to  isolate 
them.  On  the  contrary  there  exists  the  horriblel 
superstition  among  them  that  if  they  can  com- 
municate their  disease  to  seven  others  they  them 
selves  will  be  healed. 

We  are  thankful  that  we  have  been  spared 
even  though  we  are  obliged  in  our  work  to  visit 
people  with  all  kinds  of  diseases.  Not  one  of  our 
workers  has  died  on  the  field,  though  we  lament 
the  death  of  our  dear  Brother  Webb  in  the  home- 
land, and  now  recently  of  his  daughter,  Margaret, 
whose  return  to  us  as  a  worker  we  were  fondly 
anticipating.  When  the  Lord  returns  we  which 
are  alive  and  remain  shall  not  precede  them  that 
are  asleep. 

Some  of  the  workers  have  been  healed  of  se- 
rious illnesses.  Others  have  been  given  grace  suf- 
ficient for  their  thorn  in  the  flesh,  and  others  of 
us   have  been   spared  from  illness.   In  any   case 
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t  is  better  to  be  called  to  reward  from  active  ser- 
vice than  from  a  life  of  ease. 

The  moral  dangers  are  worse  than  the  physical, 
rhe  moral  atmosphere  is  stagnant  and  depressing. 
Jnless  one  frequently  mounts  up  on  the  wings 
)f  prayer  to  a  purer  clime  he  will  succumb  to  the 
noral  malaria  that  abound.  Some  have  done  so. 
\11  need  the  help  of  the  prayers  of  others. 

Then  in  spite  of  legal  liberty  to  labor,  there 
ixists  a  constant  persecution  by  the  enemies  of 
,he  Gospel.  Sometimes  this  takes  the  extreme 
'orm  of  personal  violence.  A  priest  who  was  con- 
/erted  and  began  to  work  with  us  was  shortly 
ifter  found  dead  in  the  road.  A  lady  missionary, 
/ery  active,  and  a  friend  of  ours,  was  attacked 
vith  knives  in  her  home  by  two  assassins  who 
ifterward  confessed  that  the  priest  had  paid 
;hem  500  pesos  apiece  for  the  job.  But  more  often 
;he  persecution  consists  of  boycotting,  and  loss  of 
;lients  or  work. 

J'he  most  frequent  form  of  persecution  is 
slander.  The  devil  is  the  professional  slanderer 
md  he  has  many  agents.  Almost  as  soon  as  we 
irrived  the  report  was  circulated  that  all  Prot- 
estant pastors  have  several  wives.  A  fanatical 
leighbor  complained  that  we  were  filthy  and  con- 
lucted  a  nuisance,  and  an  inspector  came  to  ex- 
imine  the  premises.  Of  course  he  found  nothing 

0  criticize,  but  such  reports  continued  to  be 
spread.  Only  the  past  year  a  young  man  asked 
jermission  to  see  the  house,  as  a  Catholic  friend 
nsisted  that  it  was  a  "bad  house."  I  took  him 
;hrough  every  room  and  he  went  away  saying 
;hat  he  would  defend  us.  Two  young  men  came 
:o  see  us  spit  in  the  face  of  the  virgin  and  tram- 
ple the  cross.  They  were  converted.  Thus  I  might 
continue  with  an  endless  list  of  things  which  we 
lave  had  to  suffer  for  Christ's  sake.  It  has  not 
)een  so  hard,  for  we  know  that  it  is  enough  to 
lave  His  approval,  and  that  the  truth  will  conquer 
n  the  end.  The  trials  may  seem  grievous  for  the 
noment,  but  when  they  are  over  they  are  instead 

1  source  of  joy  and  we  understand  why  the  Lord 
said  "Blessed  are  ye  when  men  shall  persecute 
^ou  and  say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely 
;or  my  sake."  These  things  drive  us  to  the  Lord 
md  there  we  find  the  fellowship  that  is  more  than 
I  recompense. 

Jesus  and  the  apostles  were  not  less  exempt 
:han  we  from  such  things.  Paul  says  they  were 
counted  the  filth  and  the  offscouring  of  the  earth, 
but  with  those  who  were  willing  to  be  so  treated

the  Lord  established  His  church  and  will  estab- 
ish  His  kingdom. 

Even  in  this  life  He  rewards  His  workers  for 
all  their  losses  with  blessings  an  hundredfold.  For 
friends  left  behind  He  gives  hundreds  of  new 
friends  and  brethren.  The  converts  seem  like  spir- 
itual children  and  are  dearer  than  words  can  ex- 
press to  those  from  whose  travails  they  have 
come. 

And  though  the  converts  are  not  as  yet  num- 
bered by  the  thousands,  they  include  a  goodly 
number  of  workers  who  will  turn  the  hundreds 
into  thousands  in  due  time. 

Meanwhile  the  largest  gain  is  the  winning  of 
the  confidence  and  sympathy  of  the  public. 
Though  the  tares  are  ripening  and  iniquity  in- 
creases, the  Gospel  is  also  advancing  both  in  sow- 
ing and  reaping. 

Finally,  the  richest  crown  that  workers  wear, 
the  sweetest  joy  that  they  experience,  aside  from 
fellowship  with  the  Lord,  is  the  love  of  their 
converts.  Well  could  Paul  write  to  the  Philippians, 
"Ye  are  my  joy  and  my  crown."  Would  God  that 
all  might  know  this  joy. 


Thanks  to  the  entrance  of  the  Gospel  into  Argentina 
through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Yoder,  and  other  faithful  mis- 
sionaries, many  souls  have  been  won  to  Christ  for  eter- 
nity, and  some  of  these  conditions  which  confronted  him, 
have  changed.  News  of  present  day  conditions  and  activi- 
ties in  this  pioneer  Brethren  mission  field  can  be  read 
from  time  to  time  as  our  missionaries  report. — W.  S.  B.

EVERY  BELIEVER  has  doubtless  at  some  time  won- 
dered WHY  depression,  misunderstanding,  and  suf- 
fering are  the  lot  of  those  who  try  so  honestly  to  do  the 
will  of  God  (Job  10:2).  To  ask  "Why?"  is  not  neces- 
sarily rebellion  (Matt.  27:46).  Before  we  become  Chris- 
tians we  asked  "How?"  (John  3:4).  In  Christian  expe- 
rience our  question  is  changed  to  "Why?"  (Heb.  12:6-10 
is  the  answer). 

Christians  in  trouble  are  not  necessarily  being  punished 
for  their  own  sins  (John  9:3).  Suffering  may  be  the  re- 
sult of  the  violation  of  the  laws  of  nature  (Prov.  6:28). 
It  may  be  the  result  of  disobedience  to  spiritual  laws  as 
in  the  case  of  the  children  of  Israel  (Deut.  28:20-22). 
Sickness  and  reverses  may  be  the  direct  attack  of  Satan 
permitted  upon  the  children  of  God  (Job  1:10-12;  Luke 
13:16).  Sincere  Christians  often  suffer  purely  for  the 
glory  of  God    (John   11:4).  There  is  a  chastening  which 


only  the  children  of  God  experience,  but  God  is  very  te  i 
der  toward  His  children  in  trial  (Psalm  103:13,  14;  Isai;  1 
54:10).  God  was  not  punishing  our  Saviour  when  He  sju 
lowed  Him  to  be  tempted  and  tried  "in  all  points  as  vj 
are,  yet  without  sin"  (Heb.  2:10,  18;  4:15).  God  chasteij 
us  for  our  profit  (Heb.  12:10). 

Like  Peter,  we  through  experience  may  revise  our  opiil 
ions  about  suffering.  Peter  rebuked  His  Lord  for  predic 
ing  His  necessary  sufferings  as  he  wanted  to  spare  H 
Master  all  pain  (Matt.  16:21,  22).  In  later  years,  hov 
ever,  Peter  thought  it  strange  that  any  Christian  shouii 
escape  suffering  (1  Peter  4:12,  13).  There  are  lessons  1 
be  learned  in  the  storm  that  can  be  learned  in  no  othej 
way  (Matt.  14:29-31).  Peter  learned  to  take  sirfferin 
with  "rejoicing"  (Acts  5:40,  41),  and  knew  the  "afteii 
ward  .  .  .  peaceable  fruit  of  righteousness"  it  bring 
(Heb.  12:11).

Lesson  for  April  24,  1955 

ASA'S  RELIGIOUS  REFORMS 

Lesson:    II    Chronicles    15:1-12 

"GOD  IS  NO  RESPECTOR  of  persons"  (Acts  10:34){ 
He  always  treats  all  men  alike.  God  has  promised  tha'J 
His  blessings  and  presence  will  accompany  those  whd 
will  turn  to  Him.  "The  Lord  is  with  you,  while  ye  b(l 
with  Him;  and  if  ye  seek  Him,  He  will  be  found  of  .youJ 
but  if  ye  forsake  Him,  He  will  forsake  you"  (II  Chron-i 
15:2). 

This  was  the  promise  given  to  Asa  and  the  people  oil 
Judah.  The  people  of  Judah  had  already  experienced  tM 
help  of  God.  In  humility  and  sincerity  they  had  turnecj 
to  Him  in  an  hour  of  need.  The  Godly  character  of  Asa 
the  King,  is  revealed  in  his  passionate  cry  unto  Jehovah. 
"Lord,  it  is  nothing  with  Thee  to  help,  whether  witl 
many,  or  with  them  that  have  no  power:  help  us,  C 
Lord  our  God;  for  we  rest  on  Thee,  and  in  Thy  name 
we   go   against  this   multitude"    (II   Chron.   14:11). 

As  can  be  expected,  God  heard  such  a  prayer.  H{ 
brought  victory  to  Judah  against  overwhelming  odds.  It 
was  after  this  battle  that  God  made  the  conditional 
promise  to  Judah  that  was  cited  above.  The  promise:  tc 
be  with  them  and  bless  them;  the  condition:  they  must 
seek  Him,  and  never  forsake  Him. 

When  good  King  Asa  heard  the  prophet  Azariah  uttei 
this  promise  of  God,  he  took  courage,  and  put  away  the 
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ibominable  idols  out  of  all  the  land  of  Judah  .  .  .  and  re- 
lewed  the  altar  of  the  Lord"  (II  Chron,  15:8). 

When  the  Word  of  God  comes  to  us  it  should  always 
lave  this  same  effect  upon  us — move  us  to  action!  We 
)Ught  to  realize  the  reasonableness  of  it,  and  have  the 
;ourage  to  obey  it.  Note  that  the  Word  of  God  had  a 
;wo-fold  effect  upon  Asa.  First,  negatively,  so  that  he 
'put  away"  that  which  was  abominable  to  God;  secondly, 
le  made  a  positive  step  toward  God  by  renewing  the 
place   of  worship. 

It  is  good  to  see  that  Asa  did  more  than  possess 
?ood  intentions.  He  might  have  followed  the  path  of  many 
Ilhristians  today.  They  sit  under  the  soimd  of  the  Gos- 
ael;  they  are  convicted  and  convinced  of  the  truth  of  the 
-nessage;  they  then  make  resolutions  as  to  what  they 
should  do.  BUT  THEY  NEVER  GO  BEYOND  GOOD 
INTENTIONS!  Asa  followed  his  good  ititentions  with  his 
?ood  actions. 

The  people  of  Judah  had  "for  a  long  season  .  ..  been 
without  the  true  God,  and  without  a  teaching  priest,  and 
without  law.  But  when  they  in  their  trouble  did  turn 
unto  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  and  sought  Him,  He  was 
found  of  them"  (II  Chron.  15:3-4).  This  was  the  reason 
for  their  earnestness  before  God.  They  had  been  without 
Him  for  so  long!  How  wonderful  it  would  be  if  all  those 
who  have  been  "without  Him"  would  turn  to  Him,  They 
would  have  the  wonderful  experience  of  finding  Him! 

Asa  and  his  people  meant  business  with  God.  So  de- 
sirous were  they  of  really  enjoying  fellowship  with  God 
again  that  we  read  "they  entered  into  a  covenant  to 
seek  the  Lord  God  of  their  fathers  with  all  their  heart 
and  with  all  their  soul"   (II   Chron.   15:12). 

The  desperate  need  of  this  hour — this  Atomic  Hour — 
is  for  the  leaders  of  our  nation,  and  the  people  of  our 
nation,  to  covenant  to  seek  God!  What  a  difference  it 
would  make  in  our  nation  and  the  world! 


Topic  for  April  24,  1955 

FISHING  WITHOUT  CHRIST 

Scripture   Reading:  John  21:1-12 

TNTRODUCTION:  When  the  Passover  was  ended,  the 
little  group  of  disciples  made  their  way  to  Galilee 
under  the  promise  that  they  would  meet  with  the  Lord. 
Peter  might  not  have  gone,  but  the  women  insisted  that 
the  Lord  had  said.  Tell  my  disciples  and  Peter  that  I 
will  meet  them  in  Galilee.  When  they  reached  the  Lake 
and  its  familiar  scenes,  everything  was  as  it  had  been. 
We  may  be  sure  that  it  all  brought  to  Peter  a  rush  of 
almost  unbearable  memories. 

There  would  be  no  thought  of  instant  labour  with  the 
disciples,  for  any  moment  Jesus  might  appear.  But  the 
days  went  on  and  He  did  not  come.  The  time  of  waiting 
was  trying  them  severely.  Men  who  are  waiting  for  the 


zero  hour  to  go  over  the  top  will  fidget  endlessly  with 
their  equipment,  laugh  almost  hysterically  at  pointless 
jokes,  or  snap  out  at  one  another  in  sudden  irritation. 
It  was  therefore  a  relief,  the  relief  of  action,  when 
Peter  said,  "I  go  a  fishing."  All  the  others  joined  in  with 
him. 

1.  THE  HOPELESSNESS  OF  FISHING  WITHOUT 
CHRIST.  How  are  we  to  explain  our  failure  in  our 
churches  except  that  we  have  been  working  without 
Christ?  The  sense  of  failure  is  a  frightful  thing;  and  at 
some  time  or  other  it  seems  to  take  hold  of  people 
throughout   the   Christian  world. 

The  failure  of  the  foolish,  the  incompetent  and  the  lazy 
is  a  foregone  conclusion.  But  how  often  do  we  see  the 
wise,  strong,  earnest  capable  souls  coming  from  their 
toils  with  nothing  to  show!  It  is  true  that  we  may  toil 
all  of  our  lives  in  the  name  of  the  church,  but  unless 
we  have  Christ  in  our  midst,  our  labors  will  be  in  vain. 
With    Christ  we   cannot   fail. 

2.  OUR  BEST  PREPARATION  WITHOUT  CHRIST 
WILL  BE  IN  VAIN.  How  are  we  to  explain  the  failure 
of  the  disciples?  The  boat  was  good,  the  tackle  was  of 
the  best,  the  men  knew  their  business,  but  there  was 
no  success.  Nothing  but  frustration  and  failure! 

The  fact  that  we  labor  in  vain  without  Christ  can  be 
illustrated  in  ,a  thousand  different  ways.  We  can  make 
our  plans  for  building  large  and  successful  churches, 
we  may  have  good  committees  hard  at  work,  and  a  suf- 
ficient amount  of  money;  but  if  Christ  is  left  out  of  our 
plans  they  will  come  to  nothing.  We  may  have  a  desire 
to  help  the  down-trodden  peoples  of  the  world,  we  may 
share  with  them  our  wealth  and  our  ideas,  but  unless 
we  manifest  to  them  the  saving  love  of  Jesus  Christ  they 
will  become  suspicious  and  resentful.  We  may  have  a 
desire  to  make  the  world  over,  but  unless  we  have  Christ 
in  our  hearts  we  will  come  to  the  end  of  our  efforts  with 
nothing  to  show  for  our  toil. 

.3.  WE  MUST  CULTIVATE  AN  AWARENESS  OF 
HIS  PRESENCE.  A  long  time  ago  there  was  a  monk 
whose  name  was  Lawi-ence.  His  duty  was  to  wash  the 
pots  and  pans  so  that  the  other  monks  would  have  more 
time  to  meditate  and  study.  What  could  he  do?  Well,  he 
found  that  while  he  was  washing  the  dishes  that  he 
could  practice  the  presence  of  Christ.  No  matter  where 
you  are  or  what  you  may  be  doing,  you  should  be  able 
to  meditate  and  practice  the  presence  of  Christ  or  you 
are  in  the  wrong  place  doing  the  wrong  thing. 

Jesus  taught  us,  "Lo,  I  am  with  you  unto  the  end  of 
the  age."  There  should  be  no  room  for  hopelessness  and 
indifference  in  the  heart  of  the  Christian.  When  we  can 
feel  the  presence  of  Christ,  we  will  not  have  to  labor  in 
vain. 

4.  WE  MUST  CULTIVATE  A  SENSE  OF  BEING 
COMMISSIONED.  We  are  doomed  to  failure  if  we  try  to 
put  our  own  plans  into  effect.  Paul  wanted  to  preach  the 
gospel  in  Bythinia,  but  God  said  "I  want  it  preached  in 
Eui'ope."  I  am  certain  that  Paul  would  have  labored  in 
vain   in   Bythinia,   but   see   how  he   succeeded   in   Europe. 

The    simple    command    of    Christ   was    enough    to    send 

Peter   back    into   the    boat   "Nevertheless   at   thy   word   I 

will   let  down   the   net."   I   am   afraid   we   do   not   always 

get  so  far  as  that.  "We  have  toiled  all  night,  and  have

taken  nothing"  is  too  often  our  reply  to  the  Master 
as  He  bids  us  launch  out  into  the  deep — bids  us  hope, 
and  believe,  and  endeavour.  We  fling  in  His  face  the 
bitter  cry  of  life's  unfruitful  hours — and  for  the  response 
of  faith  We  substitute  the  misleading  logic  of  an  empty 
boat. 

CONCLUSION:  What  are  we  to  do  when  challenged 
with  stories  such  as  this  ?  First  let  us  look  for  the  pres- 
ence of  Christ — cultivate  an  awareness  of  Him,  and 
secondly,  don't  let  pride  or  despair  stand  in  the  way 
of  tackling  the  same  old  job  once  again.  If  He  can  use 
you  once,  why  not  again  ?  With  men  many  things  are 
impossible,    but   nothing    is    impossible   with    God. 

Take  up  your  work  again.  Take  up  your  prayer  life. 
Take  up  a  more  regular  attendance  at  worship  on  the 
Lord's  Day.  Bring  your  failures  to  God  and  launch  out 
into  the  deep.

\  CCORDING  TO  REPORTS  and  statistics, 
»•  more  Americans  belong  to  church  than  ever 
afore.  Attendance  and  giving  are  up.  More  and 
lore  churches  are  being  built  every  year.  Scan- 
ing  the  statistics,  percentage-wise  and  numer- 
■ally,  we  could  say  that  Americans  are  becom- 
ig  more  religious  than  they  have  ever  been. 

Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  reports  indi- 
ite  that  each  passing  year  shows  increases  in 
'ime — murders,  thefts,  assaults,  rapes — on  all 
ivels  and  ages.  This  is  also  true,  percentage-wise 
nd  numerically. 

THERE  IS  MORE  CRIME  AND  LAWLESS- 
ESS  IN  OUR  LAND  TODAY  THAN  EVER, 
VEN  THOUGH  CHURCH  EMPHASIS  IS  ALSO 
REATER. 

HAVE  YOU  WONDERED  WHY? 

This  Editor  has  wondered  about  it,  too,  and 
as  felt  for  a  long  time  that  it  stemmed  from 
>o  much  of  a  religion  which  emphasized  the  love 
[  God  to  the  ignoring  of  the  wrath  of  God. 

All  modern  teaching  to  the  contrary,  any  na~ 
on,  any  individual,  will  soften  morally,  when 
le  fear  of  retribution  (punishment)  for  miscon- 
ict  is  removed !  We  would  be  the  last  to  minim- 
e  the  love  of  God.  However  we  must  remember 
lat  the  love  of  God  operates  only  for  those  who 
!ar  (respect)  the  power  of  His  wrath  upon  sin- 
3rs. 

To  illustrate :  The  legal  speed  limit  in  the  state 
'  Ohio  is  50  m.  p.  h.  The  "favor"  of  the  state 
lines  upon  drivers  who  drive  at  this  speed,  or 
ss.  This  favor  operates  only  for  those  who  fear 
respect)  the  power  of  the  State  Patrol  to  arrest 
lose  who  exceed  the  limit. 

However,  it  is  true  in  most  states,  and  with 
lost  drivers,  the  legal  speed  limit  is  but  a  "tak- 
[g  off  point"  for  higher  speeds.  To  drive  the 


legal  limit  on  most  open  roads  today  is  to  tempt 
fate  to  shove  you  into  the  ditch  as  heavy  footed 
drivers  bear  down  upon  you. 

Yet,  let  one  of  the  shiny  black  Patrol  Cars 
with  the  bright  chrome  siren-light  on  the  top, 
appear  along  the  road  or  in  a  line  of  traffic,  and 
all  thoughts  of  exceeding  the  legal  speed  limit 
vanish  into  thin  air.  WHY?  Because  here  is  the 
authority  (wrath)  of  the  State  upon  the  disobe- 
dient. We  are  told  that  these  laws  and  regula- 
tions are  for  our  own  good  and  driving  pleasure, 
without  which  there  would  be  nothing  but  con- 
fusion and  ruin. 

The  same  is  true  in  the  moral  and  spiritual  life 
of  our  nation.  To  preach  from  the  pulpits  of  the 
land  that  God  loves,  without  also  preaching  His 
wrath  for  the  disobedient,  is  to  court  national  dis- 
aster! God's  Word  teaches  a  morality  which  in- 
cludes the  separated  life,  the  narrow  way,  the 
abstaining  from  fleshly  lusts,  the  avoidance  of 
the  appearance  of  evil,  and  the  wrath  of  God 
upon  the  disobedient. 

God's  moral  code  is  still  the  law,  and  by  it  men 
are  rated.  A  new  day  of  righteousness  will  dawn 
in  America  when  there  will  be  complete  relig- 
ious emphasis  on  the  love  of  God,  along  with  the 
necessity  of  respecting  the  spiritual  law  which 
permits  the  love  of  God  to  operate  in  our  lives. 

In  other  words — when  fear  of  punishment  for 
wrong  doing  is  removed,  it's  going  to  take  more 
than  a  watered  down  teaching  of  the  love  of  God 
to  keep  a  rising  generation  from  getting  into 
trouble. 

Many  are  the  churches  that  are  teaching  the 
need  for  personal  regeneration  through  faith  in 
the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  through  the  enthroning 
of  Christ  in  our  hearts  as  Lord  and  Master.  But 
also,  many  are  the  churches  which  teach  God  as  a

K  Chronicles  7:14.  "If  my  people,  which  are  called  by 
my  name,  shall  humble  themselves,  and  pray,  and  seek 
my  face,  and  turn  from  their  wicked  ways;  then  will  I 
hear  from  heaven,  and  will  forgive  their  sin,  and  will  heal 
their  land." 


THERE  ARE  TIMES  in  the  history  of  the 
church  of  God  when  it  is  necessary  to  re- 
study  and  re-emphasize  certain  great  Bible 
truths.  Present  day  rehgious  conditions  indicate 
a  deplorable  lack  of  hunger  for  righteousness,  an 
alarming  lowering  of  the  moral  standard,  and 
that  very  few  are  being  animated  by  an  intense 
desire  to  save  the  lost.  Since  we  will  never  win 
the  lost  by  argument,  by  grand  ceremonies,  by 
creeds,  by  rituals,  nor  by  the  words  of  man's  wis- 
dom, but  by  "demonstration  of  the  Spirit  and 
power,  "I  therefore  contend  that  the  greatest 
Bible  truth  to  re-emphasize  today  is  prayer.  It  is 
not  methods  we  need,  but  power. 

Human  nature  has  not  changed.  Sin  continues 
to  bear  its  frightful  fruits  of  degredation  and 
death.  Over  a  decade  of  prosperity  has  produced 
a  generation  of  self-satisfying,  self-gratifying, 
self-sufficient  individuals  who  claim  to  be  "rich 
and  increased  with  goods,  and  have  need  of  noth- 
ing"; and  do  not  know  that  they  "are  wretched, 
and  miserable,  and  poor,  and  blind,  and  naked" ; 
Since  it  is  not  "by  might  nor  by  power,  but  by 
the  Spirit"  that  men  will  be  won  to  Christ,  we 
will  do  well  to  re-learn  the  underlying  principle 


of  the  secret  of  the  success  of  the  Church  at  Pen 
tecost — prayer. 

EVERY  CHURCH  CAN  HAVE  A  PRAYER 
MEETING! 


Without  it  the  church  is  as  ineffective  as  i 
lighthouse  without  a  light,  a  ship  without  a  rud 
der,  or  an  aeroplane  without  its  wings.  No  churclS 
is  either  too  small  or  too  large  to  forego  the 
prayer  meeting.  Our  weak,  half-hearted  excusegl 
sound  rather  shallow  as  we  read  Matt.  18:18-20, 
where  the  promise  of  His  presence  will  be  in  the! 
midst  of  the  "two  or  three."  Therefore,  as  pastors 
we  belittle  the  promises  of  God,  and  are  quite  unn 
fair  to  our  people  when  we  neglect  the  prayer 
meeting.  We  need  the  same  power  that  made  dry 
thoroughfares  of  sea  bottoms,  that  pricked  thei 
hearts  of  three  thousand  on  the  day  of  Pentecost, 
that  shattered  the  forces  of  Roman  imperialism, 
and  that  moved  the  heart  of  a  Philippian  jailor 
to  cry  in  heart  agony,  "What  must  I  do  to  be 
saved?"  That  power,  brethren,  comes  through 
prayer. 

The  first  step  in  a  successful  prayer  meeting  is 
already  made  when  the  Church  realizes  that  this 
is  the  most  important  meeting  of  the  week.  I 
take  special  pains  almost  every  Sunday  to  point 
out  that  if  my  people  MUST  stay  away  from  any 
service,  it  is  better  to  miss  the  Sunday  services

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-ather  than  the  mid-week  service.  It  has  always 
•esulted  that  when  they  become  interested  in 
^rayer  meeting  they  do  not  want  to  miss  the 
)thers  either.  The  bulletin,  radio,  and  pulpit  an- 
louncements  should  always  be  planned  to  feature 
;his  all-important  service. 

THE  PURPOSE:  The  design  of  assembling 
several  persons  together  for  prayer  is  to  pro- 
note  unity  of  heart  and  purpose  among  Chris- 
;ians.  Nothing  tends  more  to  cement  the  hearts 
)f  Christians  than  praying  together.  It  can  be 
;ruly  said,  of  "The  Church  as  of  The  Home,  that 
3rays  together,  stays  together,"  Another  reason 
'or  the  social  prayer  is  to  move  God.  When  Chris- 
;ians  are  united,  and  praying  as  they  ought,  God 
)pens  the  windows  of  heaven  and  pours  out  bless- 
ngs  till  there  is  not  room  to  receive  them,  An- 
)ther  design  of  the  prayer  meeting  is  the  convic- 
;ion  and  conversion  of  sinners.  Any  pastor  or 
!hurch  would  do  well  to  check  carefully  on  their 
ife  of  prayer  if  you  have  not  had  the  blessed  ex- 
jerience  of  seeing  souls  saved  in  your  congrega- 
tion within  a  six  month  or  year  period. 

PLACE :  Many  very  promising  prayer  meetings 
lome  to  an  inglorious  end  by  lack  of  careful  plan- 
ling.  The  first  consideration  should  be,  where 
shall  we  meet?  The  best  place  to  meet  is  in  a 
room  large  enough  to  comfortably  seat  those  who 
kvill  come,  with  a  few  seats  to  spare.  A  large 
room  or  auditorium  will  minimize  (or  appear  to) 
your  crowd.  It  will  be  veiw  difficult  to  get  the 
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best  out  of  your  singing,  and  it  becomes  an  eco- 
nomical barrier  in  cold  weather.  As  the  attend- 
ance grows  it  will  be  well  then  to  move  into  an- 
other room  that  is  adapted  to  your  need.  It  is 
much  better  to  carry  in  extra  seats  to  a  smaller 
room  than  to  have  your  congregation  sprinkled 
all  over  an  auditorium, 

SINGING:  Ten  or  fifteen  minutes  of  congrega- 
tional singing  will  do  much  to  assure  the  success 
of  the  meeting,  A  good  Chorister  is  a  very  im- 
portant factor  and  should  be  consulted  before 
every  service  in  order  to  arrange  the  hymns  to 
coincide  with  the  Bible  study.  Special  vocal  or  in- 
strumental numbers  are  often  conducive  to  the 
spirit  of  prayer,  and  may  be  used  with  very  good 
effect,  especially  when  there  are  many  young  peo- 
ple in  attendance. 

PRAYER:  In  order  that  all  may  be  given  an 
equal  chance  to  offer  prayer  it  is  necessary  to 
insist  on  short  prayers.  It  is  our  custom  to  call 
on  a  deacon  or  someone  we  know  that  prays  in 
public  to  lead,  then  everyone  is  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  pray,  then  the  Pastor  closes  the  prayer 
period.  We  encourage  our  people  to  have  all  their 
spoken  requests  ready  to  present  before  prayer, 
and  then  an  opportunity  is  given  for  those  with 
unspoken  requests  to  raise  hands.  Definite  pray- 
ing is  essential,  and  should  be  encouraged.  In- 
stead of  confining  prayers  to  the  request  of  the 
hour,  many  will  pray  for  the  salvation  of  the 
world,  bless  all  churches  everywhere,  bless  the 
absent  ones  WHEPvEVER  they  are,  etc. 

This  kind  of  praying  should  be  discouraged 
since  it  is  simply  a  pouring  forth  of  their  own 
words,  betraying  a  lack  of  concentration  of 
thought  and  faith.  No  prayer  meeting  should  ever 
close  until  everyone  has  had  an  opportunity  to 
pray  if  he  chooses. 

BIBLE  STUDY:  The  primary  purpose  of  the 
prayer  meeting  is  prayer,  but  the  Word  also  has 
its  place  there  too.  The  mind  is  never  in  a  more 
receptive  mood  for  receiving  the  Word  than  im- 
mediately after  prayer,  therefore  it  is  a  wise  pas- 
tor who  carefully  selects  his  subject  and  utilizes 
these  precious  moments  to  develop  it,  I  have 
found  it  to  be  especially  helpful  to  select  some  of 
the  greater  epistles  such  as  Acts,  Hebrews,  Reve- 
lation or  Ephesians  and  study  the  whole  epistle  as 
time  permits. 

The  prayer  meeting  is  an  index  to  the  state  of 
i-eligion  in  the  church.  The  success  of  any  church

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PROMOTING  MISSIONS  IN  THE  STUDENT  PASTORATE

BEING  FIRMLY  CONVINCED  that  there  would  be  no 
Church  in  the  world  today,  and  therefore  that  sal- 
vation would  be  hard  to  find,  if  there  had  been  no  mis- 
sionaries; and  believing  that  Christ  meant  for  everyone 
who  confesses  His  Name  ,as  Lord  and  Savior  to  go  and 
preach  and  teach  in  all  the  world,  we  were  determined 
to  have  a  missionary  program  in  our  churches.  If  there 
had  not  been  some  one  who  was  willing  to  go  and  tell  the 
story,  would  any  of  us  have  been  saved?  We  were  also 
convinced  that  the  Church  that  had  no  missionary  vision 
and  was  dedicated  to  self-preservation  alone  was  a  dying 
or  dead  church.  Therefore  we  set  out  to  build  a  mission- 
ary program. 

For  the  first  two  years  in  our  pastorate  we  had  some 
difficulty  in  establishing  a  program  that  was  interesting 
and  vital  enough  to  support  the  cause  it  was  supposed  to 
support;  for  instance,  if  we  had  a  missionary  speaker  in 
the  morning  worship  service  and  that  speaker  received 
the  loose  offering  of  the  morning,  he  was  often  under- 
paid, and  we  had  not  done  anything  of  great  import  to- 
ward extending  the  work  of  the  Church,  other  than  sup- 
porting a  missionary  while  he  was  home  on  furlough. 

In  the  last  two  years  we  have  worked  hard  to  develop 
a  "monthly  missions"  night  in  both  churches.  The  families 
of  the  church  have  been  invited  to  bring  their  pot-luck 
suppers  and  to  unite  in  the  fellowship  around  the  tables;

then,  making  our  way  to  the  sanctuary,  we  have  enjoyt 
a  time  of  singing  the  old  familiar  hymns  and  a  she; 
period  of  devotions,  followed  by  a  special  missionary  pre 
gram. 

We  have  endeavored  in  every  way  conceivable  to  var 
this  program  so  that  it  would  not  be  stale  or  boring.  On 
month  the  women  were  in  charge  of  the  kitchen  and  thi 
men  were  responsible  for  the  program;  the  next  mont 
the  men  were  in  charge  of  the  kitchen  and  the  wome  i 
were  responsible  for  the  program.  (This  was  always  fur 
and  we  fared  just  as  well,  or  better  by  the  latter  arrange 
ment. ) 

We  have  stressed  home  missions,  beginning  in  the  homii 
area  with  a  religious  education  program  in  the  publii 
schools  of  our  communities.  We  have  watched  this  pro 
gram  grow  until  this  year  we  are  reaching  more  thai 
eighteen  hundred  school  children,  from  the  first  through 
the  sixth  grades.  We  have  two  teachers  hired — one  eacli 
in  the  counties  in  which  our  committees  were  organized  i 

This  year  we  have  taken  another  project  in  the  homr 
mission  field.  Henderson  Settlement,  at  Frakes,  Kentucky, 
is  the  Methodist  Mission  Project.  The  two  churches  we 
serve  have  given  one  hundred  and  two  bushels  of  eai. 
corn  (the  superintendent  of  the  Settlement,  Reverend 
Glenn  Evans,  drove  their  dump  truck  475  miles,  to  speak 
to  us  at  our  February  missions  night  meeting,  and  then 
took  the  corn  back  with  him);  and  in  addition  to  this, 
the  parsonage,  in  which  Reverend  Evans  lives,  needed 
some  repair;  we  have  contributed  two  hundred  dollars  in 
cash  toward  this   project. 

Four  of  the  young  people  from  our  Methodist  Youthi' 
Fellowship  and  the  pastor  had  the  privilege  of  visitingj 
Henderson  Settlement  last  August.  While  we  were  in: 
Kentucky  we  stopped  for  an  evening  meal  with  Miss  Mar-fl 
garet  Lowery  at  Krypton.  (Miss  Lowery  had  spoken  toi 
the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  and  had  given  her  won- 
derful demonstration  on  alcohol  previously;  so  we  felt 
we  all  knew  her.)  Then  we  drove  over  to  Riverside  Train- 
ing School  at  Lost  Creek,  and  spent  the  night  with  Rev- 
erend George  Drushal.  This  trip  of  three  days  proved 
very  profitable  to  our  mission  program. 

There  are  several  other  home  mission  projects  that  wfi ' 
have  been  considering;  for  instance,  the  Settlement  House 
in   Canton,   Ohio,  needs  many  items  to  make  their  work 
easier.    The   Mission    Program  for  the   American   Indians 
of   the   western   states   has   a   great  challenge   to   it.   The 
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igrant  Workers'  Mission  Work  should  prove  very  inter- 
ting  and  worthwhile. 

But  with  all  of  our  emphasis  on  home  missions,  we  have 
it  been  neglecting  foreign  missions  in  the  least.  We 
ive  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  slides  of  Dean 
slbert  .B.  Flora,  of  Ashland  Seminary,  on  the  Holy  Land 
id  the  lands  of  the  New  Testament  era.  Reverend  and 
rs.  Kenneth  Solomon  have  inspired  us  with  their  expe- 
ences  and  pictures  from  Costa  Rica,  to  the  south  of  our 
)me]ana.  Reverend  Gleason  Ledyard,  whose  mother  lives 
Ash] and,  and  who  is  himself,  a  missionary  to  the  Es- 
mos  of  Northern  Canada,  some  eight  hundred  miles 
)rth  of  the  last  point  of  civilization,  widened  our  hori- 
ms  and  increased  our  vision  with  many  stirring  and 
irilling  stories  of  life  on  that  mission  field. 

We  have  found  among  the  ministers  of  the  churches  in 
le  surrounding  territory  a  host  of  willing  workers:  some 
jme  on  furlough;  some  home  for  further  schooling,  or 
;tired  from  the  mission  field  because  of  some  illness  or 
:fliction  of  the  body.  We  have  been  .able  to  hear  about 
ission  work  in  the  Philippines,  Japan,  Korea,  China  and 
idia. 

Reverend  and  Mrs.  Richard  Lammers,  who  had  gone  to 
ipan  as  J-3's,  answering  General  MacArthur's  call  for 
16  thousand  missionaries,  met  in  Japan  and  were  mar- 
ed  there.  We  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  their  wedding 
ictures  and  trying  to  read  the  ceremony  in  the  Japanese 
nguage — it  had  been  read  to  them  in  both  the  English 
id  Japanese  so  that  all  the  guests  would  understand, 
hey  served  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  churches  at 
Ibion  and  East  Homer,  very  near  our  field.  We  learned 
>  love  them  and  shared  a  great  deal  in  their  lives,  hav- 
ig  been  chosen  to  bring  the  message  of  Brother  Dick's 
fdination  service,  and  being  one  of  the  first  to  shake 
leir  hands  after  they  were  commissioned  as  missionaries 
I  Japan.  (Incidentally,  Dick's  home  church  at  New 
noxville,  Ohio,  has  ordained  and/or  commissioned  forty- 
X  young  men  and  women  to  the  ministry  and  the  mis- 
on  field  in  the  last  forty-five  years.)  We  have  given 
lis  one  example  from  our  short  term  to  let  you  see  the 
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opportunities  that  are  available  to  all  of  us.  Dick  and 
Martha  had  come  back  to  the  States  for  further  educa- 
tion; they  returned  to  Japan  last  August.  We  later  re- 
ceived the  announcement  of  the  birth  of  their  third  son, 
born  in  Japan. 

We  have  been  able  to  strengthen  our  mission  program 
by  following  the  live  speakers  with  films  on  the  land  in 
which  they  have  served;  that  is,  if  our  speaker  one  month 
was  from  China,  then  on  several  occasions  we  have  films 
the  next  month  from  that  field.  The  mission  program  has 
proved  to  be  our  greatest  challenge,  and  we  have  felt 
that  both  our  people  and  we  have  grown  in  the  grace  and 
knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus  Christ.  We  are 
grateful   for   this   opportunity   to  serve   in   this   way.

FRUIT  AND  LEAVES 

"Out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth  speak- 
th."  Matthew  12:34. 

rHE  STORY  of  the  barren  fig-tree  is  well  known  to 
Bible  students.  Jesus,  passing  by  a  tree  that  gave 
very  promise  of  having  fruit  thereon,  found  it  to  be 
fuitless  and  pronounced  a  condemnation  upon  it.  As 
bie  fig-tree  was  judged  by  its  lack  of  fruitage,  so  a  man's 
eligion  is  known  by  its  fruits.  A  good  tree  bears  good 
ruit,  a  false  tree,  however  green  the  foliage,  produces 
oor — or  no — fruit. 


Out  of  the  heart  comes  the  issues  of  life.  For  that 
reason  Christ  made  the  cleansing  of  the  heart  funda- 
mental. The  man  whose  heart  is  cleansed,  who  thinks 
clean  and  honest  thoughts,  will  act  in  an  upright  and 
honest  and  helpful  manner.  Such  an  one  cannot  do  other- 
wise because  he  is  that  kind  of  a  man. 

But  the  man  whose  heart  is  not  right,  who  handles  the 
truth  carelessly,  who  skirts  just  on  the  outer  edge  of 
obedience  to  the  law,  who  is  interested  more  in  his  own 
interests  than  those  of  his  fellow  men,  is  bound  to  prove 
untrustworthy,  because  he  starts  with  a  selfish,  unscrupu- 
lous motivation.  He  thinks  he  is  fooling  humanity,  when 
he  is  only  fooling  himself.  Someone  has  said  that  "You 
can  fool  some  of  the  people  all  the  time  and  can  fool  all 
the  people  some  of  the  time,  but  you  cannot  fool  all  the 
people  all  the  time."  BUT  WE  CANNOT  FOOL  GOD 
ANY  OF  THE  TIME.  He  sees  when  our  professed  fruitage 
is  in  reality  barrenness.  And  the  ultimate  fate  of  the 
barren  tree  may  be  ours.  We  can  wholly  fool  neither  God 
nor  man.

program  is  assured  in  proportion  to  the  success 
of  the  prayer  meeting.  A  powerless  pulpit  in 
many  instances  can  be  traced  to  prayerless  pews. 
"The  windows  of  heaven"  have  not  been  opened 
to  outpour  financial  blessings  because  the  "right- 
eous" have  failed  to  "cry  and  the  Lord  who  hear- 
eth"  cannot  "deliver  them  out  of  all  their  trou- 
bles." Psalm  34:17.  There  is  not  "being  added 
daily  to  the  church  such  as  should  be  saved"  be- 
cause the  Church  has  not  "tarried  at  Jerusalem." 
The  average  revival  lacks  its  oldtime  fire  and 
power  because  it  has  been  "worked  up"  instead 
of  "prayed  down."  The  numbness  and  coldness  of 
a  creeping  paralysis  of  indifference  is  being  felt, 
while  the  inheritance  right  of  every  child  of  God 
is  to  share  the  expei'ience  of  the  two  on  the  road 
to  Emmaus. 

After  many  years  of  experience  in  conducting 
prayer  meetings  I  have  found  there  are  sevei'al 
"do's,"  but  there  are  also  several  "don'ts,"  I  must 
recognize  in  order  to  have  a  successful  prayer 
meeting.  Don't  start  late.  Don't  dismiss  late. 
Don't  close  down  for  the  Summer.  Don't  let  the 
meeting  "drag";  have  something  going  on  for  the 
full  hour.  Don't  get  discouraged  if  you  must  start 
with  a  few.  Don't  call  on  anyone  to  pray  who  can- 
not pray  in  public.  Don't  keep  changing  nights  of 
meeting  for  convenience  of  other  things.  Don't 
fail  to  include  a  place  for  children  and  young  peo- 
ple in  your  program.  Don't  give  any  less  thought 
to  your  prayer  meeting  message  than  you  do  to 
your  Sunday  morning  worship  sermon.  Don't  let 
the  devil  tell  you  you  do  not  need  a  prayer  meet- 
ing. 

RESULTS:  The  results  will  justify  all  the 
means  we  have  mentioned  before.  God  always  has, 
and  will,  honor  prayer.  With  six  people  in  prayer 
meeting  we  started  our  present  pastorate  Septem- 
ber 14,  1952;  all  the  other  departments  were  pro- 
portionately low  in  attendance.  By  faithful  pray- 
ing and  a  lot  of  hard  work,  by  way  of  visitation 
and  invitation  on  the  part  of  our  people,  we  have 
had  an  average  attendance  of  over  ninety  every 
Wednesday  night.  Also  all  the  many  departments 
have  been  proportionately  blessed.  But  I  feel  the 
greatest  blessing  in  it  all  is  that  we  have  seen 
many  people  saved  and  brought  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  church.  Our  people  are  known  as  a

praying  people  and  only  last  Wednesday  nig 
had  requests  from  four  States  for  special  praye 
We  have  witnessed  some  of  the  greatest  miracl 
performed  during  our  whole  ministry,  here 
Muncie.  We  have  had  three  blessed  revivals,  oi 
finances  are  in  better  shape  than  ever  befor 
there  are  no  big  problems  in  the  Church,  a  spii 
of  revival  prevails  in  nearly  every  departmen 
and  every  week  we  see  new  faces  in  our  pray* 
meeting  and  other  services  as  well. 

I  have  been  assigned  this  subject  to  spea! 
about  to  you  men  this  morning.  I  would  not  inf ( | 
in  the  slightest  degree  that  the  success  of  oi 
prayer  meetings  has  been  anything  less  than  th 
blessing  and  favor  of  God.  I  disclaim  any  cred; 
for  any  degree  of  success  there  seems  to  hav 
been  attained.  Any  church  or  Pastor  is  capabl 
of  doing  as  much  or  more.  It  isn't  always  easj 
and  sometimes  very  discouraging  to  get  a  praye 
meeting  started  in  your  church,  but  it  is  the  onl, 
absolute  and  positive  way  I  know  to  make  you 
church  the  positive  force  against  evil  our  Lori 
intended  to  be. 


Let  us  forget  our  numbers.  Mere  number 
never  convicted  or  saved  a  sinner  in  all  the  tideij 
of  time.  The  gleam  of  gold,  nor  the  rustle  of  banli 
notes  will  never  revive  a  torpid  church,  or  arousti 
a  sinner,  dead  and  petrified  in  his  iniquity.  Th(j 
laws  of  prayer  are  simple,  inexorable.  They  maj 
be  ignored,  but  thank  God,  they  can  also  M 
obeyed.  Our  churches  must  pray  until  formalitiesi 
are  forgotten,  and  until  their  hearts  break  oveit 
a  lost  world.  Preachers  must  pray  until  the  com 
sciousness  of  the  presence  and  power  of  the  Holji 
Spirit  so  anoints  him  that  he  will  preach  with  am 
unshaken  faith  in  the  potency  of  the  Gospel  they 
proclaim. 

This  Laodicean  age  should  be  a  challenge  tol 
God's  appointed  leaders  to  put  aside  for  awhile, 
their  eloquent  speeches,  book  reviews,  psychologi- 
cal analysis  of  the  human  soul,  our  homiletic  mas- 
terpieces, and  pray  with  faces  in  the  dust,  where 
no  one  bothers  to  display  his  abilities,  with 
heart  searehings  and  agonizing  supplications,  thati 
God  will  once  more  visit  His  people  setting  their 
hearts  aflame  with  a  holy  love  and  zeal  not  much 
unlike  it  was  when  the  Church  was  very  young.; 

This,  gentlemen  I  believe  to  be  the  need  of  the 
hour.

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REPORT  FROM  MUNCIE 


Prayer  Meeting  Service — December  15,  1954 


It  has  been  a  long  time  since  there  has  been  a  report 
from  our  church  here  in  Muncie,  so  I  thought  I  would 
bring  you  up  to  date  on  some  of  the  things  we  have  been 
doing  here  during  the  past  year. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS:  We  have  held  two  revival  meet- 
ings, one  in  the  Spring  and  another  this  Fall,  with  sat- 
isfactory results.  Last  October,  we  held  our  Fall  Com- 
munion, and  had  the  largest  attendance  on  record,  one 
hundred  and  two  being  present.  Every  three  months  we 
hold  a  Family  Night,  which  brings  many  new  faces  into 
our  congregation. 

PROJECTS:  Last  spring,  the  Laymen  started  a  project 
bo  buy  a  new  fireproof  filing  cabinet  for  the  Study  at  a 
:ost  of  $215.00.  Contributions  were  made  by  different 
auxiliaries  and  individuals,  and  the  project  was  completed 
in  September.  The  Bereans  Class  sponsored  a  project  to 
buy  twelve  new  metal  tables;  this  too  was  completed 
ahead  of  time  by  individual  gifts  and  departments.  The 
Junior  Church  is  paying  over  $200.00  on  the  painting  bill 
for  inside  of  the  church.  Our  pledge  of  $1800.00  to  Ash- 
land College  was  to  have  been  paid  in  three  years,  we 
have  ah'eady  paid  nearly  $1300.00  in  one  year.  The  Junior 
Church  is  also  buying  eighteen  new  chairs  for  the  Prayer 
Room  at  a  cost  of  over  $100.00. 

IMPROVEMENTS:  New  paint  has  been  applied  to  both 
Sunday  School  auditoriums.  Superintendent's  office,  study 
prayer  room,  rest  rooms,  halls  and  boiler  room.  A  new 
concrete  walk  has  been  laid  between  the  parsonage  and 
church.  New  shades  have  been  purchased  for  all  the  win- 
dows   at    the    parsonage.    A    beautiful,  new,    handpainted 


portrait  of  "The  Ascension,"  size  7  x  10  feet,  was  painted 
on  the  wall  behind  the  pulpit.  This  was  the  gift  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Curtis  Cruea. 

PROGRESS:  We  have  received  thirty-seven  new  mem- 
bers into  our  church  during  the  past  year,  four  by  letter, 
the  rest  by  baptism.  There  has  been  a  sharp  increase  in 
attendance  at  all  the  services  during  the  past  year.  Last 
year,  the  Sunday  School  average  attendance  was  102, 
this  year,  132;  Morning  Worship,  108;  this  year,  152  plus. 
Evening  service  was  52;  this  year,  74  plus.  Prayer  Meet- 
ing has  made  the  greatest  gain;  last  year,  our  average 
was  43  plus,  this  year  it  is  83  plus.  Our  largest  attend- 
ance was   113. 

Brotherhood,  Sisterhood  and  Brethren  Youth  groups 
have  been  organized  and  are  flourishing.  This  is  also  true 
of  the  Junior  and  Intermediate  churches.  Our  W.  M.  S. 
is  growing  in  numbers  and  in  a  deeper  spiritual  interest. 
Under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Deacons,  our  people 
sponsored  the  giving  of  many  Thanksgiving  and  Christ- 
mas baskets,  besides  $116.00  in  cash,  to  be  distributed 
to  needy  families.   We  thank  God  for  their  generosity. 

Last  Spring,  we  gave  our  pastor  and  wife.  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  E.  J.  Black,  a  call  for  another  five  years,  to  begin 
at  the  end  of  their  present  call  in  1956.  We  thank  God 
for  our  pastor  and  his  wife  who  are  leading  us  into  deep- 
er spiritual  experiences.  There  is  a  growing  interest  in 
The  Brethren  Evangelist,  as  indicated  by  our  subscription 
list.   For  this  we  are  truly  grateful.  Please  pray  for  us.

The  Tucson  Mission  often  finds  itself  experimenting 
and  adjusting  to  the  needs  we  find  about  us.  Last  Octo- 
ber a  need  for  revision  of  the  Sunday  Evening  Service 
presented  itself.  Reverend  Grisso  suggested  a  Sunday 
Evening  Family  Hour  because  so  many  activities  of  the 
various  age  groups  caused  some  families  to  be  making 
two  or  three  10-mile  trips  to  the  church.  Chancel  Choir 
practice  for  8  to  12  year  olds  was  held  at  5:30,  Youth 
Group  met  at  6:30  and  adults  met  at  7:00.  We  have 
wide  open  spaces  out  here,  so  distance  and  numerous 
trips  just  don't  agree. 

A  new  Sunday  evening  plan  was  tried  and  named 
"Family  Devotional  Hour."  The  family  comes  to  church 
together  at  7:00,  meets  in  the  Sanctuary  for  devotions, 
all  participating.  At  7:20  the  children,  youth  and  adults 
separate  for  story-telling,  youth  discussion,  and  adult 
study.  One  hour  for  all.  Sometimes  a  program  of  inter- 
est for  all  ages  appears  and  then  we  stay  together  the 
whole  hour,  such  as  the  time  the  "Peace  Pilgrim"  came 
through  Tucson.  She  was  a  very  lovely  and  dedicated 
Christian  woman  who  has  walked  many  thousands  of 
miles  speaking  to  Christians  and  all  people  for  World 
Peace.  We  have  had  other  speakers  too.  Reverend  Edwin 
Puterbaugh  was  visiting  here  and  gave  us  all  an  autobiog- 
raphical sketch,  "How  I  Became  a  Minister." 

Just  recently  Dr.  Glenn  Clayton  told  us  many  interest- 
ing things  about  Ashland  College  and  its  aims  in  Chris- 
tian education  illustrated  with  colored  pictures.  At  other 
times  we  have  had  slides  and  pictures  of  a  religious  char- 
acter or  become  better  acquainted  with  members  of  the 
church  through  the  showing  of  their  travel  pictures.

To  our  Lord  it  was  more  importai 
to  teach  men  to  pray  than  to  preach  for  Matthew  6:5-] 
records  that  He  taught  them  to  pray  but  there  is  no  rei 
ord  where  He  schooled  men  to  preach. 

What  Christ  is  doing  for  us  now  shows  that  He  r( 
gards  intercessory  prayer  more  important  than  all  oth( 
ministries  (Heb.  7:25).  As  the  poem  above  relates,  Chris 
began  His  earthly  ministry  with  prayer  (Luke  3:21 
continued  in  prayer,  and  ended  in  prayer  (Luke  23:34 
Likewise  His  heavenly  ministry  began  with  prayer  (Joh, 
14:16),  and  continues  in  prayer  (Heb.

JEHOSHAPHAT'S    RIGHTEOUS    LEADERSHIP 

Leisson:   II   Chronicles   17:1-7,   9;   19:4-7 

A  LEADER  IS  IN  a  place  of  great  responsibility.  Hiij 
life  exerts  an  influence  upon  those  whom  he  leadsj 
He  is  an  example  to  others  either  of  good  or  of  evil.  Howl 
good  it  is  to  read  an  account  of  a  righteous  leader  suchj 
as  Jehoshaphat.  This  does  not  mean  that  he  was  without! 
his  faults;  it  does  mean  he  endeavored  to  exert  his  in^: 
fluence  for  good. 

The  secret  of  Jehoshaphat's  ability  to  be  a  good  leadeiS 
of  his  people  is  found  in  this  statement  of  Scripture r 
"And  the  Lord  was  with  Jehoshaphat,  because  he  walked! 
in  the  first  w,ays  of  his  father  David"   (II  Chron.  17:3) 

No   man   can  be   a  true  spiritual   leader  among  peopl 
UNLESS  God  be  with  him.  Jehoshaphat  had  that  assur-ij 
ance!    It   was  assurance   that  came   to    him    because    he!] 
sought   "the  Lord   God  of  his  father,  and  walked  in  His 
commandments." 

It  is  no  wonder  hopelessness  faces  the  nations  of  thej 
world.  The  nations  are  surrounded  with  insurmountable 
problems;  with  disorder  and  chaos;  with  distrust  and  sus-j 
picion.  AND  YET  IN  SPITE  OF  THE  HOPELESSNESS 
OF  THEIR  CONDITION,  THEY  ARE  ATTEMPTING 
TO  FACE  THEIR  PROBLEMS  WITHOUT  GOD! 

In  Jehoshaphat,  Israel  had  a  leader  who  turned  to  God 
for  help.  God  did  not  fail  him.  Under  the  leadership  of 
the  King,  great  spiritual  strides  were  taken  in  the  nation. 
The  places  of  idolatry  were  removed  and  the  people  were 
taught  again  concerning  the  law  of  God. 

It  should  always  be  that  when  people  move  toward 
God  things  begin  to  happen!  When  a  man  endeavors  to 
walk  after  the  way  of  God  the  idols  cannot  remain.  He 
feels  a  compulsion  of  heart  to  rid  his  life  of  all  that  is 
ungodly  and  impure.  Then  he  turns  again  to  the  Word  of 
the  Lord.  There  he  finds  instruction,  correction,  and  com- 
fort. 

But  even  after  all  this  improvement,  Jehoshaphat  the 
King   was    not   finished    with   his   work.   He   knew   that 
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ghteous  nation  must  do  righteously.  There  had  been  in- 
istice  in  the  land.  It  would  have  to  be  corrected.  "And 
e  set  judges  in  the  land  throughout  all  the  fenced  cities 
f  Judah"  (II  Chron.  19:5).  The  judges  were  told  how 
ley  were  to  conduct  themselves  in  their  offices.  "Take 
eed  what  ye  do:  for  ye  judge  not  for  man,  but  for  the 
ord,  who  is  with  you  in  the  judgment."  This  was  a 
jlemn  charge  to  these  men  in  places  of  leadership.  The,y 
ere  reminded  that  they  were  in  the  employment  of  God, 
ven  though  they  were  serving  men.  "Wherefore  now 
t  the  fear  of  the  Lord  be  upon  you;  take  heed  and  do 
;:  for  there  is  no  iniquity  with  the  Lord  our  God,  no 
espect  of  persons,  nor  taking  of  gifts"  (II  Chron.  19:7). 

Is  it  not  true  that  man's  failure  to  do  right  toward 
thers  is  due  to  lack  of  Godly  fear  in  his  heart?  Any 
lan  in  a  position  of  leadership  needs  a  sense  of  Holy 
'ear  and  Respect  for  the  responsibility  of  his  office. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  the  Southern  Kingdom  pros- 
lered  under  the  reign  of  Jehoshaphat.  He  was  a  leader 
/ho  sought  the  Lord  by  walking  in  His  way,  obeying 
lim,  and  endeavoring  to  lead  his  people  in  the  right  way. 
^hus  God  used  him  to  serve  His  people  in  an  hour  when 
udah  needed  righteous  leadership. 


Topic  for  May  1,  1955 

NO  OTHER  GODS 

Scripture   Reading:    Exodus   20:1-6 

FF  WE  WERE  TO  MAKE  a  visit  to  a  large  museum, 
we  would  be  able  to  find  the  relics  of  past  religious 
ults.  There  would  be  the  gods  with  the  heads  of  ani- 
nals  .and  of  men  and  as  we  would  look  at  them,  they 
vould  say  that  we  have  been  here  long  before  your 
Christ  was  born. 

What  was  it  that  gave  the  religions  such  as  existed  in 
i]gypt  their  influence  over  so  many  people?  Yet  when 
ve  look  at  these  religions  of  the  Egyptians,  the  .Babylon- 
ans,  the  Ass-yrians,  the  Persians,  the  Greeks,  and  the 
lomans — the  empires  that  straddled  across  the  ancient 
vorld  and  in  turn  controlled  the  destiny  of  the  Jews  we 
ind  that  they  have  disappeared  and  today  more  than  half 
he  world's  population  professes  belief  in  the  God  of 
he  Hebrews. 

I.  THE  FUNDAMENTAL  LAW  OF  GOD.  The  first 
]!ommandment  is  "Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before 
ne."  This  is  the  fundamental  law  of  the  eternal  God. 
iVhen  men  obey  it,  humanity  advances.  When  men  dis- 
)bey  it  the  race  goes  backward.  The  world  has  been 
plunging  to  ruin.  The  only  hope  is  in  widespread  obedi- 
;nce   to  this  commandment. 

No  attempt  is  made  to  prove  God's  existence.  It  is 
issumed  that  the  people  are  going  to  have  some  god. 
Every  man   is  so  made  that  he  must  have  an  object  of 


worship.   If  we  are  going  to  give  our  devotion  to   some 
God,    why    not    the       true    One? 

2.  WHY  GOD  CANNOT  SHARE  HIS  PLACE  WITH 
OTHERS.  Jehovah  had  chosen  Israel  for  his  people.  He 
had  saved  them  from  suffering  and  ruin.  He  had  purposed 
to  give  them  the  promised  land  and  through  them  to 
bring  the  Redeemer  into  the  world.  This  He  could  not  do 
until  He  had  their  undivided  attention.  You  cannot 
serve  two  masters  at  the  same  time  for  either  you  cling 
to  one  and  reject  the  other  or  love  one  and  despise  the 
other.  You  cannot  have  two  ultimate  goals  ,at  the  same 
time.  Your  main  concern  cannot  be  to  make  a  lot  of 
money  and  at  the  same  time  to  serve  God  with  all  your 
strength. 

There  is  a  second  reason  why  God  is  ,a  jealous  God. 
There  is  no  unity  of  life  without  God.  As  I  look  out 
upon  the  world  today,  the  thing  that  impresses  me  more 
and  more  is  the  fact  that  we  have  obtained  what  we 
thought  we  wanted.  I  cannot  say  this  too  often.  We  have 
le,arned  to  make  more  things  faster  than  any  of  our 
grandparents  ever  dared  to  dream  we  could — yet  without 
God  we  are  unhappy  and  life  has  suddenly  gone  to  pieces. 
"Thou  shalt  have  no  other  Gods  before  me"  if  you  want 
to  lead  a  satisfying  life. 

3.  OTHER  GODS.  It  will  be  interesting  to  consider 
some  of  the  forms  taken  by  these  substitute  gods.  The 
process  has  been  going  on  for  thousands  of  years.  Not 
many  years  after  the  death  of  Christ,  the  Romans  began 
to  deify  their  Emperors;  they  called  them  all  "divis"  or 
divine,  even  loathsome  creatures  like  Nero  and  Caligula. 
In  the  fourth  and  early  fifth  centuries  A.  D.  Pelagius 
began   to   exalt   the   power   of   man   to    save  himself. 

These  other  gods  are  not  always  the  graven  images 
of  the  heathen  of  Asia  and  Africa.  Our  gods  are  not  so 
obvious,  but  they  are  strong  and  dangerous.  Every  gen- 
eration builds  its  own  list,  to  be  sure,  but  these  are  ever 
present.  Money  is  one  that  entices  the  man  of  this  world. 
"Love  of  money"  has  been  described  as  the  root  of  all 
evil.  Surely  we  must  let  go  of  such  gods  as  drink,  sen- 
suality, fear  of  criticism,  security,  love  of  self.  We  are 
worshipping  other  gods  in  1955  when  we  forsake  the  will 
of  God  in  heaven  to  satisfy  ourselves  with  these  things. 

4.  WE  MUST  RETURN  TO  THE  GOD  OF  ISRAEL. 

What  happens  when  God  is  bowed  out  of  life?  What  has 
happened  in  the  last  fifty  .years  in  our  world?  We  are 
not  quite  so  certain  today  that  man  is  the  master  of  his 
fate,  the  captain  of  his  soul.  We  are  more  certain  now 
than  we  have  been  for  a  long  time  now  that  man  can- 
not  save   himself. 

Man  must  have  God.  We  ai'e  made  to  commit  ourselves 
to  that  which  is  beyond  and  above  us.  Our  loyalty  must 
be  offered  to  family,  Church,  and  state  but  one  supreme 
loyalty,  our  total  devotion,  our  worship,  must  be  for  God 
alone.  The  one  true  freedom  for  man,  the  one  sure  path, 
has  been  marked  out  for  us  by  Jesus  Christ.  He  knows 
the  temptation  to  forget  God  and  to  worship  something 
else.  The  devil  showed  Him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world 
and  the  glory  of  them  and  would  have  given  them  to  our 
Lord  if  He  would  only  fall  down  and  worship. 

This  living  hope  for  the  present  hour  is  in  a  new 
hearing  of  the  Word  of  the  redeeming  God:  "I  am  the

lY  ALL  RIGHTS,  this  Editorial  belongs  with 
'  the  one  in  last  week's    Evangelist,    but    we 

st  didn't  have  the  room  to  include  it  all  in  the 
le  article.  So  perhaps  you  will  want  to  go  back 
id  reread  last  week's  Editorial  as  a  back  ground. 
Last  week,  you  remember,  we  raised  the  ques- 
3n  as  to  why  it  was  that  with  the  tremendous 
crease  in  church  emphasis  there  was  also  such 
great  upsurge  of  crime  and  lawlessness. 

(We  grant  that  some  will  agree  with  our  con- 
usions  in  the  Editorial,  and  perhaps  some  will 
sagree,  but  the  fact  remains  that  the  problem 

still  with  us.) 

We  are  not  alone  in  our  thinking  on  this  mat- 
r,  and  no  less  a  personage  than  Bishop  Rich- 
•d  C.  Raines,  resident  Bishop  of  the  Indiana 
•ea  of  the  Methodist  church,  has  a  few  things 
say  on  this  matter,  which  we  feel  will  shed 
ime  light  on  this  problem.  We  quote  in  part 
om  an  address  by  this  Methodist  leader. 

He  says,  "It  is  a  strange  and  almost  impos- 
ble  fact  that  in  the  last  25  years  the  status  of 
ligion  has  improved  while  the  status  of  per- 
inal  morality  has  decayed. 

"Church  attendance,  the  sale  of  religious  books, 
e  interest  of  young  people — statistics  in  these 
id  other  fields  show  that  the  graph  of  religion 
IS  gone  steadily  up  in  the  last  quarter  century," 
,ys  the  Bishop. 

He  further  states,  "But  in  that  same  interval, 
srsonal  morals  seem  to  have  disintegrated.  Al- 
hol  consumption  is  up,  juvenile  delinquency 
IS  soared  and  sex  standards  seem  to  have  dis- 
)peared  in  large  groups." 

The  fire-power  of  Bishop  Raines'  message  is 
und  in  these  words,  "The  question  arises 
hether  there  isn't  something  wrong  with  a  re- 
gion that  increases  in  size  but  decreases  in 
►wer  of  Producing  moral  character." 


The  Bishop  concludes  with  these  thoughts, 
"The  phenomenon  is  not  modern.  It  occurred 
2,500  years  ago  in  the  time  of  Micah  and  his  chief 
answers  were  'to  do  justly,  love  mercy  and  walk 
humbly  with  God.'  It  appears  that  we  have  neg- 
lected in  this  latter-day  America  the  spiritual 
discipline  which  made  our  forefathers  strong." 

We  have  quoted  for  you  the  words  of  a  minis- 
ter in  the  largest  Protestant  denomination  in 
America.  There  is  no  way  to  minimize  the  po- 
tency of  his  words.  Certainly  it  points  up  the  fact 
that  we  have  been  endeavoring  to  make  that  in 
America  today  we  need  the  strength  and  power 
of  the  Christian  faith  which  recognizes  the  need 
for  personal  faith  in  Christ  as  Saviour,  and  obe- 
dience and  reverence  to  His  laws.  Yes,  "Spiritual 
discipline"  so  much  laughed  at  in  this  day  of 
sophisticated  independence,  is  still  the  capstone 
of  morality  and  righteousness. 

The  scriptures  speak  of  a  time  when  it  is  said 
that  there  shall  be  those  who  "have  a  form  of 
godliness,  but  denying  the  power  thereof."  Per- 
haps we  have  reached  that  time.  If  that  is  true 
(and  we  personally  believe  that  it  is)  then  it  is 
time  that  we  bring  to  pass  a  revival  in  the  church 
which  will  awaken  the  purging  fires  of  the  Spirit; 
thus  to  bring  to  pass  a  cleansing  of  the  heart, 
a  cleansing  and  purification  of  the  house  of  the 
Lord  as  a  place  of  worship,  offering  and  prayer, 
and  the  purging  of  our  land  of  those  things  of  sin 
which  have  blinded  the  moral  and  spiritual  eyes 
of  men. 

God  bless  the  ministers  and  lay  members  of 
the  churches  who,  firmly  grounded  in  the  faith, 
dare  to  be  the  true  witnesses,  faithfully  proclaim- 
ing the  true  gospel  in  a  day  when  apostacy,  with 
its  accompanying  relaxation  of  spiritual  disci- 
plines, has  led  many  astray.

A  MORE  EXCELLENT  WAY— In  the  great 
"Hall  of  Faith"  chapter,  the  Epistle  to  the  He- 
brews, Abel  heads  an  illustrious  procession  of  the 
faithful.  There  are  only  a  very  few  men  of  the 
entire  Bible  of  whom  God  said  they  were  right- 
eous. Three  of  them  were  men  of  noble  GIVING: 
Abel,  David  and  Job. 

Abel's  righteousness  was  shown  by  his  gifts. 
His  was  the  "more  excellent  Way,"  for  it  was 
the  way  of  love  as  it  pours  forth  its  best — "the 
fattest  of  the  fat."  In  his  gifts  he  found  the  se- 


cret of  a  life  which  yet  lives  in  the  minds  am 
hearts  of  millions.  We  know  not  whether  Abel': 
gifts  were  voluntary  or  at  God's  command,  bin 
one  thing  we  do  know — in  spite  of  all  that  mighl 
have  made  him  rebellious  at  times,  he  set  a  stand- 
dard  in  his  dealings  with  God  that  makes  a  finel 
example  of  devotion.  His  is  an  example  for  thd 
people  of  God  to  emulate  through  the  centuries, 
"And  Able  also  brought  of  the  firstlings  of  his 
flocks  and  of  the  fat  thereof."  Genesis  4:4. 

PEOPLE  LIVE  IN  THEIR  GIFTS— This  is  ab 
solutely  true  in  the  life  of  the  character  of  whom 
I  have  just  written.  The  New  Testament  gives  us 
at  least  three  outstanding  illustrations  of  this 
truth. 

Mary — it  was  she  at  the  home  of  Simon,  a 
leper  whom  Jesus  had  healed.  As  they  were  eat- 
ing she  came  with    very    costly    ointment    and 
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lointed  the  head  of  Jesus.  We  beheve  that  Mary 
i'ought  the  most  precious  gift  that  she  could 
bssibly  give  to  her  Lord.  It  was  a  loving  mani- 
station  of  her  acceptance  of  His  lordship  of  her 
'e.  After  the  comments  and  criticisms  of  the  un- 
scerning  because,  they  thought  it  all  wasted, 
isus  gave  them  a  most  profound  message  on 
zing  through  our  gifts.  He  declared  that  Mary 
ould  be  remembered  because  of  her  gift  wherev- 
>ever  the  Gospel  is  preached.  She  lives  in  her 
ft.  Mark  14:3-9. 

Barnabas — As  the  early  Christian  Church  grew 
I  numbers,  there  were  those  who  were  in  need 
:  Christian  charity.  Someone  had  to  see  the  need 
id  be  the  first  to  give.  This  man  Barnabas  saw 
le  need,  sold  his  field  and  gave  to  the  needy 
irough  the  disciples.  Thus  it  seems  that  Barna- 
is,  who  later  became  the  missionary  companion 
:  Paul,  was  the  first  to  help  the  new  church  to 
sit  and  minister  to  "the  widow  and  orphans  in 
leir  affliction,"  doing  this  in  the  name  of  Christ. 
Ithough  the  name  of  the  rich  young  ruler,  who 
>ssessed  so  much,  has  never  been  identified,  the 
ame  of  Barnabas  lives  through  the  centuries  in 
is  gifts.  Acts  4:36,  37;  6:1-3. 

The  Pioor  Widow — The  Widow  was  very  poor; 
hereas  Mary  and  Barnabas  were  likely  well  to 
)  in  their  day.  However,  this  poor  widow  gave 
ler  all"  into  the  Lord's  treasury.  Jesus  was 
)uched  by  her  gift  and  declared  that  it  surpassed 
1  the  other  gifts  combined,  Mark  and  Luke,  both 
ospel  writers,  have  given  to  this  soul  recogni- 
on  that  places  her  among  the  great.  Though  the 
idow  had  but  little,  she  lives  in  her  gift.  Mark 
2:41-44. 

The  Supreme  Example — Jesus.  In  order  that 
e  may  better  understand  God's  "unspeakable 
ift,"  it  is  appraised  for  us  in  monetary  terms, 
'e  gave  up  the  riches  of  heaven  for  the  poverty 
f  earth  that  we  may  become  rich.  His  was  the 
3verty  of  the  homeless.  He  had  no  bed,  no  colt. 


no  boat,  no  home  and  no  tomb,  but  all  these  were 
provided.  He  too  lives  in  His  gifts.  II  Corinthians 
8:9. 

GIVING  AND  WORSHIP— In  Psalm  96  the 
whole  earth  is  called  upon  to  worship  God.  He  is 
great  and  greatly  to  be  praised.  Worship  is  more 
than  sentiment.  It  must  have  an  expression  in 
gifts,  talent  and  time.  A  love  for  God  and  our 
Saviour  is  never  content  with  praise  alone.  Mary 
brought  her  precious  ointment.  The  wise  men 
brought  gifts  of  gold,  frankincense  and  myrrh. 
When  we  stop  to  consider  our  deliverance  from 
sin,  our  constant  protection,  His  love  and  His 
grace  upon  us,  surely  we  must  conclude  that  such 
a  God  places  us  deeply  in  His  debt.  Thus  our  of- 
ferings in  regular  worship,  the  dedication  of 
young  life  to  His  service,  the  hours  expended  by 
His  people  for  the  up-keep  of  the  church  and  the 
promotion  of  His  program  that  souls  may  be  won 
are  some  of  the  things  which  we  will  want  to  pro- 
vide as  good  stewards  of  His  wonderful  grace. 

THE     QUESTION    OF    OWNERSHIP  —  The 

twenty-fourth  Psalm  gives  a  clearer  statement  at 
this  point  than  any  other  passage  of  Scripture, 
God  maintains  the  controlling  interest  of  the  earth 
with  all  its  fulness.  He  has  founded  it  upon  things 
that  abide.  Man  is  transient;  God  is  eternal. 
Thus  Isaiah  could  say,  "Eye  hath  not  seen;  ear 
hath  not  heard  what  things  God  has  prepared  for 
them  that  love  him."  As  the  needs  of  the  human 
family  have  increased,  God  has  permitted  us  to 
find  new  sources  of  power — just  one  of  His  prom- 
ised blessings.  Therefore  we  Christians  will  do 
well  to  recognize  God  as  the  owner  and  ourselves 
as  partners.  And  please,  let  us  remember  that 
God  is  always  the  "surviving  Partner." 

No  finer  example  at  this  point  could  be  offered 
than  the  recognition,  leadership,  and  personal  giv- 
ing of  David.  David,  a  king,  not  a  priest  nor  a

THE  DISCIPLES  OF  JESUS  had  been  fishing  all 
night,  but  not  one  fish  had  been  caught  in  their  nets. 
Jesus  told  them  to  launch  out  into  the  deep  and  to  let 
down  their  nets  for  a  draught.  Right  away,  an  excuse 
came:  "We  have  tried  that  before,  in  fact,  all  night; 
however,  if  yo.u  say  so,  we  will  try  it  again."  The  dis- 
ciples were  amazed  at  the  result  of  launching  out  and 
doing  that  which  the  Master  had  asked  them  to  do. 

There  are  two  bits  of  Scripture  that  go  hand  in  hand, 
if  we  may  be  permitted  to  take  each  out  of  its  context 
and  use  it  here.  Both  portions  are  the  words  of  Jesus. 
The  first  is  "launch  out";  the  other  is  "0  ,ye  of  little 
faith." 

The  church  that  goes  forward  today  in  the  winning  of 
souls  is  the  church  that  launches  out  in  mission  work! 
Too  many  times  when  the  subjects  of  mission  support  are 
brought  before  the  congregation  there  are  murmurings 
that  "It  can't  be  done."  Mention  the  partial  support  of 
a  missionary  and  the  congregation  is  astonished  to  think 
that  the  minister,  the  Sunday  school  superintendent  or  a 
deacon  could  even  think  of  such  a  thing!  After  all,  the 
church  can  barely  meet  the  monthly  expenses,  much  less 
the  support  of  a  missionary!  Right  away,  members  begin 
to  point  out  that  for  years  they  have  been  trying  to 
raise  money  to  redecorate  the  church,  but  it's  never  been 
done;  people  just  won't  give!  How  can  you  expect  them 


to  give  to  a  mission  project?   You've  heard  them  all, 
doubt. 

But  Jesus  commanded,  "LAUNCH  OUT  INTO  Tl 
DEEP!"  The  church  that  is  missionary  minded  is  1 
church  that  is  ahead  in  every  respect!  Support  a  m 
sionary  and  you  will  see  the  church  take  on  new  liljl 
Send  funds  to  the  new  mission  field,  and  you  will  see  t 
Spirit  of  God  work  in  every  member  of  your  churc 
Have  a  good  missionary  program  in  your  church  and  tj 
redecorating  of  the  church  building  will  be  done  withoj 
any  effort  at  all!  In  fact,  the  expenses  of  the  church  wl 
be  met  with  greater  ease. 

The  story  is  told  of  a  small  church  that  has  been  su 
porting  two  missionaries  on  the  foreign  field  for  yeai 
Recently,  the  funds  in  the  general  treasury  were  at  j 
new  low;  the  official  board  met  to  discuss  the  matter,  ai 
it  was  voted  not  to  drop  the  support  of  a  missionar 
but  to  take  on  the  third!  That  church  is  going  forwa 
to  new  heights. 

The  church  of  today  niust  not  be  afraid  to  take  on  mi 
sion  projects;  and  whether  you  like  it  or  not,  the  zeal  f 
such  projects  must  come  from  the  pastor  for  the  congr 
gation!  When  the  minister  becomes  enthusiastic,  his  ei 
thusiam    will    spread    to    the   membership.

prophet,  has  given  a  challenge  to  both  rich  and 
poor  for  all  time  in  the  case  where  God  said  to 
him,  "Go  up,  rear  an  altar  unto  Jehovah  in  the 
threshing  floor  of  Oman,  the  Jebusite."  I  Chron. 
18:25,  What  he  did  here  was  from  the  heart. 
David  was  truly  "a  man  after  God's  own  heart." 
Although  he  sinned  deeply,  he  repented  sincerely 
and  found  forgiveness.  He  felt  that  God  was 
worthy  of  his  very  best.  (Psalm  103:1-2). 

A  BUSINESS  MAN  WHO  PROVED  STEW- 
ARDSHIP— A  great  and  good  man  once  said,  "I 
pity  two  men:  the  one  who  does  not  possess  any- 
thing, and  the  other  who  possessing  fails  to  pass 
it  on."  Since  this  is  true,  it  is  interesting  to  think 
of  a  man  like  Job  for  a  few  moments.  Of  all  God's 
people,  it  seems  that  Job  stood  first.  Humanly  he 
is  spoken  of  as  perfect;  his  motives  were  up- 
right; and  his  integrity  was  unsullied. 

Job  had  great  possessions.  He  was  rich  in  lands, 
flocks,  herds;  his  household  was  very  great.  He 
sets  a  high  standard  for  the  rich  of  today.  Job 
1:1-3.  However,  in  spite  of  his  riches  and  busi- 
ness. Job  was  determined  to  omit  nothing  in  his 
worship  of  God.  He  seems  to  have  captured  the 
real  spirit  of  ownership  that  is  vested  in  the 
whole  of  God's  family.  He  became  a  friend  of  the 
poor,  giving  much  to  the  fatherless  and  widows 
and  children.  Job  29:12-13. 

One  commentator  says,  "Job's  giving  was  both 
practical  and  personal."  He  gave  the  helping  hand 
with  the  gift,  thus  hfting  a  soul  to  a  higher  level. 
Often,  the  giving  of  an  alms  alone  only  makes  a 
beggar.  Job  recognized  God  as  a  co-owner  with 
him.  The  message  of  Job's  stewardship  is  of 
great  moment  today  to  the  Christian  Church.  Dis- 
ease, hunger  and  distress  still  stalk  humanity. 
Those  who  have  must  exercise  care  also.  Job's 
stewardship  stood  the  test.  Great  trial  and  losses 
came  to  him  at  the  hands  of  his  enemies,  but  the 
Scripture  says,  "So  Jehovah  blessed  the  latter 
end  of  Job  more  than  his  beginning." 

A  modern  illustration  is  applicable  here:  At  the 
beginning  of  World  War  H,  a  well-known  actor 
tried  to  enlist  and  was  refused  because  of  a  for- 
mer injury.  In  his  anxiety  to  do  his  part,  he  gave 
blood,  shortening  the  time  between  each  donation, 
until  he  was  actually  giving  two  pints  while 
others  were  giving  one.  Then  came  a  second  acci- 


dent in  which  he  was  seriously  injured.  It  w[| 
discovered  that  in  his  eagerness  to  help  othe]| 
his  body  had  built  up  the  ability  to  produce  n(; 
blood  twice  as  fast  as  other  peoples.  His  unselfiiij 
giving  actually  saved  his  own  life.  The  Christia| 
ity  that  makes  us  want  to  do  something  f  j 
others  is  effectual.  ;

PAUL  IS  THE  PROMOTER  OF  STEWARI 
SHIP — Paul  said,  "I  am  debtor  both  to  the  Greek 
and  barbarians,  both  to  the  wise  and  the  foolish. 
He  believed  that  all  Christians  should  be  equallj 
bound.  A  man  of  substantial  means  recently  saic 
"All  that  we  have,  we  hold  as  a  sacred  trust. 
Paul  knew  how  to  put  Christ  above  things.  Hi' 
was  in  a  position  to  become  well  to  do ;  yet  he  sacii 
rificed  all  for  the  sake  of  Christ.  In  his  steward 
ship  promotion,  as  in  his  missionary  work,  he  al 
ways  made  Christ  supreme.  Philippians  3:7-8. 

CONCLUSION— In  the  third  chapter  of  I  John 
God  lays  the  burden  of  the  world's  need  on  om 
souls.  He  intimates  that  if  we  are  possessors,  ouii 
hearts  must  not  be  closed  to  the  call  of  the  needy  ^ 
therefore  because  of  God's  love  for  us,  we  oughl 
to  love  one  another.  Let  us  remember  also  thaM 
our  Lord  said,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  untd 
one  of  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren,  ye  have 
done  it  unto  me."  By  such  love  the  whole  family! 
of  God  is  bound  together  and  our  lives  made  more 
nearly  perfect.

The  membership  is  scattered,  the  Church  is  a  small 
•ural  Church  situated  some  six  miles  from  Georgetown, 
t  is  made  up  of  some  approximately  15  more  or  less 
■elated  families.  Some  of  the  members  must  drive  quite 
I  distance  to  take  their  place  in  the  services.  The  Com- 
nunity  is  well  churched.  The  services  were  attended  in 
he  m,ain  by  those  who  were  either  members  of  the 
Georgetown,  or  Mount  Olivet  Church,  as  it  is  known, 
)r  some  other  church.  There  was  little  indication  of  a 
lesire  of  those  not  members  of  this  church  to  change 
heir  membership.  Therefore  the  possibility  of  additions 
s  not  promising.  There  were  no  additions  to  the  church 
IS  a  result  of  the  Meeting. 

Nightly  we  made  colored  chalk  sketches  which  were

THE  BURNING  OF  THE  PARSONAGE  AT 
LOST  CREEK,  KENTUCKY 

At  five-thirty  the  morning  of  March  23rd,  we  awak- 
ened to  discover  what  to  us  w,as  one  of  the  awfuUest 
things  that  has  yet  happened  in  our  married  life  now 
of  nearly  fifty  years,  the  building  which  housed  what  we 
called  home,  was  so  much  flames  that  it  could  not  be 
stopped,  the  upper  part  burning  fiercely.  We  gave  the 
alarm,  and  soon  students  and  teachers  were  on  hand  to 
help,  but  it  was  too  late  to  do  much.  A  few  things  were 
gotten  out  of  the  office,  and  that  was  practically  all.  I 
told  the  chapel  folks  that  morning,  that  I  did  not  wear 
a  necktie,  because  I  did  not  have  any,  the  same  for 
hat,  etc.  Personal  belongings  practically  all  gone,  books 
and  all.

Our 
supposition  is  that  a  heavy  storm  just  previous  to  the 
fire,  jarred  something  loose  which  caused  it.  We  had  fre- 
quently inspected  the  flue  and  especially  the  pipe  lead- 
ing to  it. 

We  believe  Rom.  8:28,  and  accordingly  ,are  resting  in 
that  and  other  promises.  It  has  been  only  the  promises 
of  the  Lord  that  has  enabled  us  to  live  through  the  ex- 
perience as  we  have.  We  have  slept  quite  well  every 
night,  and  are  not  worrying  ,ahout  it  at  all.  This  would 
have  been  impossible  except  for  the  Lord  and  His  Word.

It  was  the  writer's  privilege  to  conduct  a  week  of  pre- 
Easter  revival  and  evangelistic  services  in  the  North 
Manchester  .Brethren  Church  from  Apiil  4th  through 
April  10th.  The  preacher — who  is  to  assume  the  pastorate 
of  this  church  at  the  beginning  of  June — found  this  week 
to  be  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  become  acquainted 
with  his  future  parishioners,  .and  also  to  proclaim  to 
them  the  Word  of  God  as  it  was  given  to  him.

SAFE-GUARDS   AGAINST   DANGER 

"When  thou  buildest  a  new  house,  then  thou  shalt  make 
battlement  for  thy  roof,  that  thou  bring  not  blood  upon 
hine  house,  if  any  man  fall  from  thenoe."  Deut.  22:8. 

FT  MUST  BE  UNDERSTOOD  that  the  ancient  Hebrews 
built  houses  with  flat  roofs,  and  it  was  possible  that 
ri  moving  about  on  such  a  roof  there  would  be  the  pos- 
ibility  of  coming  too  near  the  edge  and  fall  from  the 
oof.  So,  in  order  to  safeguard  the  lives  of  any  and  all 
/ho  might  use  the  space,  God  commanded  the  people  to 


put  railings  around  the  edge  of  their  roofs.  Thus  was 
human  life  safeguarded  and  preserved.  And,  too,  in  our 
own  day,  safeguards  are  required  by  law  wherever  con- 
ditions exist  which  might  become  a  menace  to  human 
safety. 

And  the  body  is  not  the  only  part  of  one's  being  that 
needs  to  be  safeguarded.  Life  needs  battlements  today, 
and  as  it  would  be  good  judgment  to  make  the  battle- 
ments of  strong,  dependable  material,  so  the  battlements 
for  the  soul  need  to  be  composed  of  strong  spiritual 
timber — of  prayer,  of  unselfishness,  of  sacrifice,  of 
thoughtfulness — these  all  held  together  with  fastenings 
of  love. 

These  provisions  not  only  guard  against  our  harming 
others  directly,  but  also  shape  our  lives  so  that  no  harm 
or  tragedy  shall  come  to  others  through  any  neglect  on 
our  part.  Because  of  failure  to  provide  these  battlements 
many  a  life  has  been  broken  or  even  destroyed.  What 
shall  be  said  of  those  who  for  greed  and  love  of  gain 
sell  injurious  products — liquor,  drugs,  injurious  patent 
medicines,  cigarettes — and  advertise  them  as  necessary 
to  health  and  happiness?  Or  those  others,  who  managing 
great  maufacturing  plants  where  belts  and  pulleys  are  in 
use,  neglect  to  obey  the  law  that  all  such  belts  and  pul- 
leys shall  be  covered  so  there  be  no  possibility  of  a  la- 
borer's clothing  being  caught  and  the  individual  be 
ing  dragged  into  death-dealing  machinery? 

This  is  an  adaptation  of  the  old  cry  of  Cain,  "Am  I 
my  brother's  keeper?"  It  is  an  acknowledgment  of  the 
facts  that  the  lives  of  others  are  our  responsibility.  The 
poet  has  these  terse  words: 

"Every    road    that   we    shall    choose 
Other  pilgrims  feet  will  use. 
Some  will  follow  where  we  lead 
Long  as  life  shapes  life  indeed. 
Have   a  brother's  care,  and  pray 
God  to  mark  thy  road  each  day."

JOASH   REPAIRS   THE  TEMPLE 
Lesson:   II   Chronicles  24:4,   8-14 

EVERYONE  LIKES  TO  talk  about  money,  but  no  oi 
likes  to  be  talked  to  about  money.  Especially  is  th' 
true,  all  too  often,  with  reference  to  church  peop]' 
Some  individuals  hold  the  opinion  that  it  is  improp(' 
to  talk  about  money  in  connection  with  the  cliurch.  Sue; 
people  do  not  realize  that  GIVING  is  a  form  of  worshi 

In    dealing   with   this    lesson    on   giving   we    learn    ho 
Joash,  King  of  Judah,  repaired   the   Temple   of  Jehoval 

It's  good  to  read  and  study  about  a  good  ruler;  fc 
a  number  of  years  Joash  was  such  ,a  man.  He  was  onl 
"seven  years  old  when  he  began  to  reign,  and  he  reigne 
forty  years  in  Jerusalem"  (II  Chron.  24:1).  One  of  th 
chief  reasons  he  served  God  in  the  manner  in  which  h 
did  was  because  of  the  influence  of  a  Godly  priest  name; 
Jehoiada.  We  read:  "And  Joash  did  that  which  was  righ 
in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  all  the  days  of  Jehoiada  th- 
priest"  (II  Chron.  24:2). 

What  a  wonderful  thing  it  would  be  if  more  of  u 
would  exert  an  influence  for  good  upon  those  aroun 
about  us!  Too  often  we  are  so  busily  engaged  in  an  en 
deavor  to  keep  from  doing  wrong,  that  we  fail  to  exer 
an  influence  for  good.  We  dare  not  be  content  with  jus 
not  doing  wrong;  we  must  be  interested  in  doing  good. 

Joash,  the  young  Ruler  of  Judah,  was  concerned  abou 
the  condition  of  God's  House.  It  had  been  neglected  dur 
ing  the  reign  of  his  predecessor.  And  so  he  set  about  ti 
gather  funds  for  this  project.  It  is  easy  to  sympathizi 
with  poor  Joash  as  he  endeavored  to  raise  money  for  th» 
work  of  the  Lord!  How  indifferent  we  are  when  it  come; 
to  this  matter!  How  little  concern  is  exhibited  in  th( 
nxaintenance  and  operation  of  the  House  of  God! 

First  he  tried  assessment.  Every  man  over  twenty  wa; 
taxed  for  the  upkeep  of  God's  House.  Moses  had  insti- 
gated this  plan  when  Israel  was  in  the  wilderness.  JoasI 
readily  discovered,  however,  that  people  do  not  like  tc 
be  forced  to  give.  ,BUT  WHY  SHOULD  CHRISTIAN 
PEOPLE  EVER  HAVE  TO  BE  FORCED  TO  GIVE  TC 
THE  CAUSE  OF  CHRIST?  Giving  must  come  from  the 
heart.  Rev.  Harold  M.  Freligh  writes:  "If  God's  people 
would  give   in   God's   way,   systematically,  regularly,   and 
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lilingly,  there  would  never  be  a  shortage.  Our  lack  of 
]  ids  to  carry  on  God's  work  is  a  testimony  not  of 
(  d's    unfaithfulness  but   of  our  niggardliness."

GOD'S  NAME  AND  SABBATH 

Scripture  Reading:  Exodus  20:7-11 

[     AST  SUNDAY  we  studied  the  first  two  of    the    ten 

' J  commandments   which   deal   with  the   relationship   of 

Jod  to  the  idols  that  men  worship.  We  are  to  have  no 
ther  gods.  This  evening  our  thoughts  are  centered 
.round  the  commandments  dealing  with  our  attitudes  to- 
i^ard  God's  name  and  our  observance  of  the   Sabbath. 

1.  GOD'S  NAME  IS  HOLY.  It  is  very  hard  for  us  who 
ive  in  modern  America  to  realize  how  much  awe  and 
everence  are  connected  with  God's  name.  The  word  "Je- 
lovah"  is  one  that  a  Jew  will  never  pronounce.  This  sa- 
:red  word  was  originally  four  letters  J  H  V  H.  The  orig- 
nal  pronunciation  of  the  word  has  been  lost  and  the 
'^owels  of  the  form  "Jehovah"  have  been  supplied  from 
mother  word.  For  centuries  when  a  Jew  has  come  to 
his  divine  name  in  his  Bible  he  has  read  out  "Adonai." 
t  had  been  decreed  that  whoever  pronounces  the  name 
'Jehovah"  forfeits  his  portion  in  the  future  world. 

A  Jewish  Rabbi  told  of  a  boy  who  had  written  the 
"orbidden  name  on  a  blackboard.  It  could  not  be  rubbed 
)ff,  and  finally  that  part  of  the  board  was  cut  away  and 
)uried.  Worn-out  copies  of  the  scriptures  are  never  de- 
stroyed; they  are  still  sacred  because  they  bear  upon 
;hem  the  name  of  God. 

All  of  this  is  related  to  show  those  of  us  who  so  glibly 
^'oU  the  name  of  God  off  the  end  of  our  tongues  that  we 
should  be  more  careful  about  what  we  are  doing.  We  may 
ase  God's  name,  but  let  us  use  it  reverently. 


2.  THOU  SHALT  NOT  TAKE  THE  NAME  OF  THE' 
LORD  THY  GOD  IN  VAIN.  Why  do  people  use  profan- 
ity? Because  they  think  that  it  spices  up  their  speech 
and  makes  them  sound  more  interesting?  Some  use  it  to 
let  off  steam  in  a  fit  of  anger.  Some  people  use  it  because 
they  are  weak  in  their  vocabulary. 

Profanity  has  become  so  widespread  in  our  country 
that  a  leading  newspaper  of  the  south  has  been  prompted 
to  write,  "Unless  something  is  done  to  check  the  evil 
of  profanity,  Americans  will  soon  become  known  as  the 
most  foul-mouthed  persons  on  earth."  We  used  to  think 
that  only  godless  hardened  sinners  would  use  such  lan- 
guage, but  now  it  is  common  to  hear  it  from  the  mouths 
of  little  children  at  play. 

What  is  wrong  with  profanity?  Profanity  is  wrong  be- 
cause it  sounds  rediculous  and  is  silly.  But  even  more 
profanity  is  wrong  because  it  takes  a  low  and  vulgar 
view  of  God  the  Great  Creator  and  sustainer  of  life. 
Would  you  think  of  using  the  name  of  the  president  of 
the  United  States  in  .a  vain  and  flippant  way?  How  much 
less  should  we  use  the  name  of  God  in  this  way  ?  The 
worst  evil  in  profanity  is  that  it  reveals  a  lack  of  re- 
spect for  God. 

3.  THOU  SHALT  TAKE  THE  NAME  OF  THE  LORD 
THY  GOD.  To  say  that  we  ai-e  not  to  take,  God's 
name  in  vain  implies  that  we  are  to  take  God's  name 
upon  us.  Those  of  us  who  are  members  of  the  church 
have  taken  Christ's  name  upon  us  for  we  are  called 
Christians.  Have  we  taken  the  name  Christian  upon  us 
in  vain?  H,as  Christ  meant  anything  to  our  inward  spir- 
itual lives?  Has  our  conversion  set  us  upon  the  road 
rejoicing  that  we  are  given  a  place  to  work  in  His  King- 
dom ?  Are  we  working  in  His  Kingdom  or  do  we  bear 
the  name  Christian  in  vain. 

To  bear  the  name  Christian  and  do  nothing  about  it  is 
a  greater  sin  than  profanity.  If  we  have  seen  the  glory 
of  God,  let  us  give  it  to  those  whose  eyes  have  not  yet 
been  opened. 

4.  THE  JEWISH  SABBATH.  God  commanded  the  Jew- 
ish people  to  "Remember  the  sabbath  day,  to  keep  it 
holy."  This  was  because  God  had  created  everything  in 
six  days  ,and  on  the  seventh  day  He  rested.  This  was 
to  be  a  constant  reminder  to  the  children  of  Israel  that 
God  is  the  creator.  The  Sabbath  would  be  the  sign  be- 
tween God  and  the  people.  The  Sabbath  was  meant  to 
lift   and  link   Israel's   life  to  God. 

How  was  the  Sabbath  to  be  observed?  By  rest.  All 
work  was  forbidden  by  man,  his  wife  and  children,  ser- 
vants, and  animals.  There  were  many  laws  written  by 
the  religious  leader's  that  became  a  burden  to  the  people, 
but  God  meant  the  Sabbath  to  be  a  day  of  rest,  relaxation, 
re-creation. 

5.  THE  LORD'S  DAY.  Christians  never  have  and  never 
will  keep  the  Jewish  Sabbath.  It  is  not  commanded  by 
Christ  or  any  of  his  followers.  However,  under  the  lead- 
ership of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  Christians  came  to  feel 
that  they  should  commemorate  the  resurrection  of  Jesus. 
Just  as  the  Jewish  Sabbath  reminded  the  Jews  that  God 
created  the  world,  so  the  Lord's  Day  reminds  us  that 
Christ  has  created  us  new  men  before  God. 

The  Lord's  Day — the  first  day  of  the  week  is  a  day  of 
victory.  It  was  on  this  day  that  He  rose  from  the  dead

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BIBLES  FOR  THE  BUND 


PEOPLE  BLESSED  with  all  their  normal  faculties, 
reach  out  for  the  comfort  of  the  Bible.  They  pick  up 
a  single  volume — little  more  than  average  size  as  books 
go — and  convenient  to  handle. 

In  contrast,  for  the  blind  to  read  the  complete  Bible 
in  .Braille  twenty  separate,  large-sized  volumes  must  pass 
through  their  hands. 

When  Ruth  Barrett,  in  charge  of  the  American  Bible 
Society's  work  for  the  blind,  wants  to  illustrate  the  point, 
she  silently  stands  next  to  a  straight  pile  of  the  twenty 
volumes  of  the  Braille  Bible  that  reach  exactly  to  the  top 
of  her  neat  five-foot-six  height. 

In  .appreciation,  the  blind  are  joining  the  sighted  in 
signing  the  "World  Good  Will  Book."  This  book  will  con- 
tain the  signatures  of  people  from  at  least  sixty  differ- 
ent nations,  as  a  demonstration  of  their  faith.  As  they 
sign,  they  will  also  contribute  to  a  fund  to  make  the 
Bible  available  to  those  who  w.ant  it.  Throughout  1954, 
Bible  Societies  around  the  world  are  collecting  these  sig- 
natures on  identical  pages  to  make  up  the  final  book, 
which  will  be  sent  to  the  United  States  for  binding.  The 
completed  "World  Good  Will  Book"  will  be  displayed  in 
principal  cities  around  the  world,  and  .afterwards  loaned 
for   one    year   to    each   of   the   participating   Societies. 

During  the  past  year,  distribution  of  Scriptures  in  the 
Society's  pi'ogram  for  the  blind  reached  an  all-time  high, 
with  a  total  increase  of  14%. 

The  light  of  the  .Bible  enters  the  world  of  the  sightless 
through  their  fingers  and  ears.  For  finger  reading,  the 
American  Bible  Society  produces  the  Bible  in  the  Moon 
System  as  well  as  the  Braille.  For  listening,  the  entire 
Bible  is  available  on  Talking  Book  records. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1953,  a  total  of  425,206  embossed  vol- 
umes .and  Talking  Book  records  were  sent  to  the  blind 
throughout  the  world  by  the  American  Bible  Society,  in 
37  different  languages  and  systems.  And  their  numbers 
grow  every  day. 

Through  friends  of  the  Bible  and  of  the  blind,  the  So- 
ciety has  increasingly  been  able  to  bring  .Bibles  to  the 
blind   at  a  very   small  fraction   of  actual   cost.   In  needy 
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cases,   the   Society  finds  discreet  ways  of  presenting  tljl 
Bibles  as  a  gift. 

Often,  Bibles  for  the  blind  radiate  their  inspiration  t 
the  sighted  as  well.  A  blind  California  lawyer  wrote 
warm  note  of  gn:'atitude  upon  receipt  of  his  first  Bib) 
in  Braille.  He  could  now  teach  his  Sunday  School  class  c 
sighted  youngsters  through  the  use  of  his  fingertipi 
rather  than  having  to  depend  on  his  memory. 

The    sightless   in   the    United   States   are   naturally  a 
important   concern  in  the  ever-widening  program   of  thf 
American  Bible  Society. 

Each  day  brings  new  awareness  of  the  vast  unsatisi 
field  demand  for  Bibles  for  the  blind.  A  man  telephone*' 
to  the  Bible  House  in  New  York  City  from  Tennessee.  I 
fsw  days  later,  when  he  arrived  in  Miss  Barrett's  offio 
and  received  his  favorite  volume  of  Scripture  Passages 
in  iBraille,  he  said  very  simply  with  an  expression  o: 
serenity  new  to  him,  "This  is  what  I  have  been  waiting 
for  for  a  lifetime." 

But  there  is  also  great  need  for  Bibles  for  the  blinc 
in  the  far-flung  corners  of  the  globe.  There  is  specia 
importance  in  this  foreign  work  as  modern  transportatioi 
and  communication  are  unifying  the  interests  of  the 
world. 

For  example,  the  blind  Bible  Woman  in  Mexico  City 
who,  for  47  years,  was  a  colporteur  for  the  American 
Bible  Society's  Agency  there,  brought  the  people  the  Word 
of  God  and  the  Message  of  Brotherhood.  With  head  erect 
and  white  hair  framing  a  gentle  face,  Guadalupe  Rosillo 
was  a  familiar  sight  in  many  spots  throughout  the  cityj 
as  she  read  aloud  from  the  Bible  with  her  fingers  to 
groups  gathered  around  her.  There  are  increasing  appeals 
from  Latin  America  for  Braille  Scriptures  in  their  own 
languages. 

Duing  1953,  a  new  edition  of  the  New  Testament  in 
Korean  Braille  was  completed.  The  work  in  Korea  demon- 
strates the  persistence  of  the  Society  despite  unfortunate 
set-backs.  When  the  Communists  entered  Seoul  early  in 
the  Korean  War,  they  burned  the  .Bible  House  there  and 
destroyed  the  Scriptures  in  Korean  Braille.  Arrange- 
ments were  immediately  started  for  making  new  plates, 
and  for  getting  off  shipments  of  paper  and  binding  ma- 
terials from  the  United  States.  Last  .year,  at  a  new  Bible 
House  in  Pusan,  several  hundred  copies  of  the  new  edi- 
tion of  the  New  Testament  in  10  volumes  of  Korean 
Braille  were  printed  and  distributed.  Then  disaster  struck 
again  when  this  Bible  House  was  burned  by  a  fire  of 
unknown  origin.  Needless  to  say,  renewed  efforts  are 
once  again  under  way  to  meet  the  emergency  calls  for 
more  Scriptures  for  the  blind  of  this  devastated  land. 

At  the  opposite  side  of  the  world  in  a  school  in  Leb- 
anon, the  first  book  ever  received  by  blind  teen-agers 
that  they  could  read  for  themselves  was  the  first  edition 
of  the  Society's  "Small  Volume  of  Scripture  Passages" 
in  Arabic  Braille. 

The  American  Bible  Society's  work  for  the  blind  began 
in  the  United  States  in  1935,  just  19  years  after  the 
Society  was  founded  in  1816,  and  is  only  one  of  many 
foreign  and  domestic  activities  of  the  Society. 

To  promote  all  the  activities  of  the  American  Bible 
Society,  people  throughout  our  country  are  signing  the 
"World  Good  Will  Book"  to  put  more  .Bibles  into  the 
hands   of  those  who   seek  its  comfort  and  guidance.

THE  ART  OF  MEDITATION 

Joshua  1:8.  "This  book  of  the  law  shall  not  depart  out 
of  thy  mouth;  but  thou  shalt  meditate  therein  day  and 
night,  that  thou  mayest  observe  to  do  according  to  all 
that  is  written  therein:  for  then  thou  shalt  make  thy 
way  prosperous,  and  then  thou  shalt  have  good  success." 

T  THINK  ONE  OF  THE  LOST  ARTS  of  the  American 

people  today  is  that  of  meditation.  We  notice  that 
Joshua  exhorted  the  Israelite  people  to  meditate  day  and 
night  on  the  book  of  the  law.  Why?  That  they  might 
do  according  to  all  that  was  written  therein,  and  then 
comes  God's  wonderful  promise  to  them;  thou  shalt  be 
prosperous  and  shalt  have  good  success.  We  know  that  as 
long  as  the  Israelites  obeyed  God  they  were  prosperous 
and  successful.  So  it  is  with  our  beloved  nation  today. 
We  are  drifting  away  from  the  commands  of  God  and 
we  may  be  sure  that  "our  sins  will  find  us  out." 

Again,  in  the  first  Psalm,  we  read  of  the  Christian,  ",But 
his  delight  is  in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  and  in  his  law  doth 
he  meditate  day  and  night."

Those  of  us  who  have  lived  on  farms  have  seen 
the  cows  go  out  to  pasture  ,and  eat  their  fill.  Then  they 
will  find  a  spot  under  the  shade  tree,  lie  down  and  con- 
tentedly chew  their  "cud."  You  see  they  are  digesting 
what  they  have  already  eaten.  Should  we  see  a  cow  that 
does  not  chew  her  "cud"  we  know  immediately  that  she  is 
sick.  Could  it  be  that  the  reason  we  have  so  many  "sick" 
Christians  today  is  because  we  are  not  chewing  the  "cud" 
of  the  Word,  so  to  speak?  Oh  yes,  we  take  a  hurried  five, 
ten  or  fifteen  minutes  in  the  morning  to  read  a  few  verses 
and  say  a  hurried  prayer,  but  then  we  are  off  to  our  work 
without  .another  thought  of  God  for  the  rest  of  the  day. 

My  prayer,  for  myself  and  all  the  Christian  women  of 
today,  is  that  we  may  not  only  take  time  to  read  God's 
Word  but  that  we  will  meditate  and  digest  it  also.  I  know 
it  is  hard  in  our  modern  hurry,  scurry  age,  but  with  the 
Lord's  help  it  CAN  be  done!

AV  7ITH  THE  COMING  OF  MAY,  there  comes  a 
^^  longing  and  a  desire  for  peace  and  rest, 
often  coupled  with  a  craving  for  the  "far  away" 
places  in  "vacationland."  The  busy  days  and  tasks 
of  the  fall  and  winter  seasons  have  left  us  with 
that  "down  and  out"  feeling.  Yes,  "if  we  could 
just  get  away,  to  a  quiet  place,  a  lake,  to  the 
mountains,  to  the  seashore,  or  even  back  to  the 
farm,  it  would  do  us  so  much  good."  At  least,  so 
we  think. 

We  know  that  our  Lord,  when  weariness  came 
upon  Him,  would  withdraw  into  a  quiet  place  for 
prayer.  This  Editor  is  able  to  testify,  as  can 
many  others,  that  a  short  period  of  withdrawal 
to  a  quiet  lake  or  countryside,  can  work  wonders 
in  rebuilding  the  body,  mind  and  soul,  and  in  re- 
gaining the  proper  perspective  in  life. 

Many  Brethren,  this  spring  and  summer,  will 
be  traveling  to  places  of  "vacation."  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  these  opportunities  will  be  used  to  in- 
crease spiritual  strength  and  for  coming  into  a 
deeper  fellowship  with  God. 

However,  not  everyone  will  be  privileged  to 
draw  apart,  physically,  for  rest  and  meditation. 
Many  will  find  it  necessary  to  stay  on  the  job, 


with  little  time  for  relaxation  from  the  everyday 
duties  and  responsibilities.  Here  is  where  "The 
Peace  That  Passeth  Understanding,"  comes  in. 

Few  people,  who  are  really  doing  something 
worthwhile  for  Christ,  for  the  Church,  etc.,  can 
be  free  enough  to  devote  too  much  time  to  their 
own  spiritual  and  physical  welfare.  Because  of  the 
call  to  service,  ministers,  denominational  work- 
ers, missionaijes,  local  church  leaders,  and  Chris- 
tian parents,  really  do  not  find  too  much  time  to 
recuperate  their  own  physical  and  spiritual  forces. 
(And  few  would  care  to  shirk  their  duties,  any- 
way.) 

God  is  mindful  of  the  devotion  of  His  faithful 
followers.  Thus,  He  has,  for  those  who  have 
chosen  to  "go  all  out"  for  Him,  a  kind  of  fellow- 
ship and  spiritual  rebuilding  which  keeps  them 
going  day  after  day.  Yes,  as  Paul  notes  in  Phil- 
ippians  4:7,  it  is  the  peace  of  God  which  passeth 
understanding — it  keeps  our  hearts  and  minds 
through  Christ  Jesus. 

So,  we  cannot  shirk  our  daily  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities, nor  would  we  want  to.  When  you 
get  to  the  place,  as  most  everyone  does  at  some

By  INVESTING  IN  BRETHREN  YOUTH  TODAY 
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How  To  Arouse 
MISSIONARY  INTEREST 
In  The  Local  Church 


(A  paper  read  at  the  1954  Indiana  District  Conference 
in  the  Ministerial  Session.)

TN  CONSIDERATION  of  this  timely  and  im- 
portant topic,  I  would  personally  list  a  Con- 
sciousness of  the  Local  Church's  Mission,  as  one 
of  the  first  requirements  of  arousing  Missionary 
Interest.  Just  recently  I  heard  a  young  Man  who 
had  returned  from  Uruguay.  In  his  opening  re- 
marks of  a  Missionary  Address,  he  said,  "I  know 
you  have  come  tonight,  thinking  to  hear  a  dis- 
course on  Uruguayan  Missions,  but  I  want  to  say 
that  I  am  standing  in  the  midst  of  the  greatest 
Mission  field  the  World  has  ever  known — at  this 
very  moment!"  You  see  we  cannot  arouse  inter- 
est in  others  while  amidst  the  lethargy  and  in- 
difference of  a  people  not  even  conscious  of  their 
tremendous  responsibility  to  those  at  home,  be- 
fore reaching  beyond  its  borders. 

To  hear  folks  profess  Missionary  Interest  while 
allowing  their  own  Local  Program  to  suffer  finan- 
cially and  Spiritually,  has  rather  a  hollow  ring. 
And  when  we  constantly  neglect  the  needs  of 
Local  Church  Buildings,  thinking  that  we  are  do- 
ing a  Missionary  Service  by  so  doing,  we  find  our- 
selves defeated  and  disillusioned  at  the  end.  It  is 
from  an  awakened,  progressive,  live  Local  Church 
that  Missionary  endeavor  flows.  We  cannot  give 
unto  others  that  which  we  do  not  possess  our- 
selves. Missionary  Interest  is  not  something  apart 
from  the  Local  Church  Program,  the  two  must  be 
interlocked,  Financially  and  Spiritually.  It  is  no 
secret  that  a  vital,  live,  Local  Church  will  be  a 
Missionary  minded  Church;  and  a  Missionary 
minded  Church  will  have  a  vital,  live  message  for 


its  Community.  The  two  lines  of  endeavour  an 
one,  not  two. 

We  are  all  attracted  to  that  which  appeals  t 
our  sense  of  Need  in  the  World.    So    the    Locji 
Church  must  be  able  at  all  times  to  present  a 
accurate  picture  of  the  needs  in  its  World  wid 
Mission  Fields.  This  can  be  done  in  many  ways 
and  I  might  say  here,  that  simply  allowing   ani 
and  all  unattached  Missionary  representatives  t 
come  into  the  Local  Church  is  not  a  healthy  wa.. 
of  arousing  Missionary  Interest.  The  result  is  m 
inevitable  confusion  of  facts    and    purposes,    a 
they  are  encouraged  by  our  own  Denominational 
Boards.   The   generalization  of  any  program  o 
purpose  can  only  lead  to  weakness.  Each  Loca 
Church  can  assemble  accurate  facts  and  figure? 
concerning  only  one  or  two  Fields — they  shouU 
be  identified  as  our  own,  Denominationally.  Thi' 
Power  of  the  Sun  must  be  focalized  before  we  ar(i 
aware  of  it,  the  Prayer  and  Financial  Power  ol 
the  Local  Church  is  no  different. 

I  must  of  necessity  then,  turn  to  my  own  Loca 
Church,  as  I  have  been  encouraging  the  pinpoint 
ing  of  purpose  and  program.  The  Elkhart  Church 
carried  out  an  over  all  Benevolent  and  Mission-i 
ary  Program  in  excess  of  $10,000  during  the  past 
year.  This  figure  represents  nearly  45%  of  oui} 
entire  Budget.  This  Program  was  possible  be-j 
cause  the  Church  has  adopted  a  Budget  System! 
for  their  Missionary  and  Benevolent  giving,  under| 
the  wise  guidance  of  Brother  L.  V.  King.  The  per-i 
sonal  influence  of  his  Missionary  Family  had  a 
great  effect  upon  the  Missionary  Interest  shown 
here. 

This  interest  has  been  carried  over  into 
our  Bible  Schoool  Program,  where  we  have 
one  adult  class  which  has  provided  $900  toward 
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le  Bread  Bill  for  the  Riverside  Christian  Train- 
ig  School  at  Lost  Creek,  Kentucky,  during  the 
ast  15  months.  Another  has  sent  Free  Will  offer- 
igs  monthly  totahng  $275.00.  This  interest  in 
lome  Missions  came  about  through  the  showing 
f  35  MM  Colored  Slides  concerning  the  Work 
here,  by  Brother  Elmer  Keck  and  by  the  writer, 
'oreign  Missions  were  aided  by  Brother  Byler's 
isit  and  other  Slides  and  descriptive  materials 
[sed  throughout  the  year. 

Arousing  Missionary  interest  is  and  should  re- 
nain  the  primary  task  of  the  Church.  Unless  we 
each — support — and  live  Missions,  our  own  Local 
Church  suffers  first.  The  Needs  of  the  World 
nust  be  kept  before  our  People,  from  Pulpit, 
Classroom,  and  in  our  every  Publication.  Educa- 
;ion  minus  inspiration  falls  far  short  of  satisfy- 
ing those  needs.  So  specific  Projects  should  be  of- 
fered continually  to    Classes   and   Organizations, 
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in  addition  to  the  regular  Missionary  Publicity 
of  the  Denomination.  The  appeal  of  definite  shar- 
ing is  still  a  powerful  force  in  the  World.  Again 
I  say — Generalization  brings  Stagnation.  Diffu- 
sion of  interest  can  only  create  Confusion  and 
finally  lack  of  all  interest. 

The  Local  Church  is  first,  last  and  always — A 
Mission.  For  the  Local  Church  that  doesn't  con- 
sider its  Mission  in  its  Community  and  the  World 
is  not  worthy  of  existence.  Interest  can  be 
aroused  through  the  use  of  practical  means. 
Never  cease  to  tell  the  needs  of  the  World.  Al- 
ways be  ready  to  focus  whatever  interest  is 
shown,  upon  a  definite  Project  in  the  satisfaction 
of  those  needs.  To  me,  those  are  the  two  essen- 
tials of  arousing  Missionary  Interest  in  the  Local 
Church.

A  year  has  passed  since  your  missionaries  returned  to 
Argentina  to  begin  a  second  term  of  work  in  the  field  to 
which  the  Lord  called  us.  It  has  been  a  year  of  readjust- 
ment, new  experiences  and  tasks;  a  year  in  which  God 
has  richly  blessed  us.  We  want  to  share  a  few  of  the 
high  lights  with  you  and  ask  that  you  continue  to  pray 
that  the  wisdom  of  the  Lord  will  be  poured  out  upon  us 
and  that  the  Spirit  will  lead  as  we  meet  changes  in  this 
field. 

Upon  our  return  in  March  (1954),  we  almost  imme- 
diately felt  that  we  had  truly  "Come  home,"  and  as  we 
heard  the  testimony  of  new  ones  won  to  the  Lord,  we 
knew  that  the  Spirit  had  become  precious  to  others.  Per- 
haps the  most  outstanding  example  was  that  of  Luis,  for 
our  young  people  took  us  to  visit  him  that  very  first  week 
after  our  arrival  to  become  acquainted  with  our  newest 
Nunez  convert. 

Luis  is  partially  paralyzed  since  early  childhood,  and 
though  now  18,  he  is  unable  to  walk.  He  has  won  through 
the  faithful  and  consistent  witnessing  of  Juan  Carlos  and 
later  aided  in  his  Christian  growth  by  the  other  young 
members  who  have  brought  him  to  all  the  services  by 
taxi,  before  the  station  wagon  was  here  and  now  when- 
ever it  is  out  of  the  city.  His  testimony  is  a  marvelous 
example  of  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  a  life.  How 
he  has  been  changed!  His  own  mother  and  sister  have 
said,  "It  is  a  change  like  from  night  to  day.  Before,  he 
was  usually  sullen,  resentful,  nervous  and  even  ashamed. 
He  was  difficult  to  manage  in  the  home.  Now  he  makes 
us  all  ashamed  by  his  cheery  outlook!" 


Luis  himself  says,  "I  was  too  egotistical,  always  think-! 
ing  of  myself — feeling  sorry.  But  now  Christ  has  filled 
my  life  with  unspeakable  joy.  His  Word  is  a  constant 
revelation  to  me.  How  I  praise  Him!  And  the  Christiani 
friends — their  kindness  and  love — it  is  great!"  Luis  of- 
fers prayers  that  are  an  inspiration  to  us  all,  and  his 
radiant  countenance  is  a  constant  reminder  to  all  who 
come  to  the  services  of  the  grace  and  love  of  Christ  and 
His  power  to  transform  life. 

,By  April,  the  classes  in  the  Institute  were  well  under 
way  and  there  were  more  Brethren  young  people  study- 
ing than  at  an,y  previous  time.  Several  received  aid,  some 
did  outside  work;  two  held  student  pastorates;  the  others 
did  some  of  their  pi'actical  work  in  one  of  the  three 
Bi-ethren  congregations  in  the  Buenos  Aires  area:  Gerli, 
Bernal  and  Nunez.  Perhaps  not  all  of  these  students  will 
be  placed  in  full-time  pastoral  work,  but  we  pray  that  all 
will  be  useful  in  their  local  congregations  and  that  their 
desire  for  fuller  Bible  knowledge  will  never  cease.  There 
is  a  real  need  here  for  trained  laymen,  Sunday  school 
teachers,  and  music  assistants  in  the  congregations.  The 
training  of  our  full-time  workers  must  be  more  intensive 
and  extensive  too,  if  we  are  to  place  mature  and  capable 
men  in  the  pastorates.  We  must  have  some  special  courses 
and  training  emphasis  of  our  own,  as  the  Bible  Institute 
will  be  the  general  course  and  is  not  aimed  at  specific- 
ally training  our  Brethren  workers.  Pray  that  the  Lord 
will  lead  in  the  preparing  of  leaders  for  the  Argentine 
church  and  provide  a  way  for  more  complete  training  for 
those  who  show  special  abilities.

— for  self  and  sin  (Luke  12:19).  They  vainly  hope 
[lere  is  no  future  of  eternal  torment  (Matt.  25:41).  They 
0  not  take  seriously  the  redemptive  work  of  Christ  in 
tieir  behalf  (Heb.  2:1-3).  Yet  Christ  warned  the  unbe- 
eving  religious  people  of  His  day  that  there  was  no 
scape  from  Hell  for  them  (Matt.  23:33).  To  all  who 
/ish  to  evade  the  truth  Satan  has  a  cult  or  an  ism  to 
heir  liking  (2  Thess,  2:10).  Since  the  fall  of  Adam, 
!atan  has  continued  to  give  false  comfort  to  the  disobe- 
ient  (Eph.  2:2).  He  has  blinded  the  minds  of  unbelievers 
egardless  of  their  degree  of  education  (2  Coi'.  4:4). 
'heir  wilful  ignorance  is  inexcusable  before  God  (2  Peter 
:5). 

Those  who  live  for  self  and  sin  choose  to  wilfully  re- 
ect  the  truth  (John  3:20).  Christ  sought  to  win  the  truth 
ejectors  of  His  day  to  no  avail  (John  5:40).  God  has 
irepared  a  place  for  those  who  receive  the  Truth,  His 
Son  (John  14:2,  3).  Satan's  place  is  all  that  is  left  for 
he  Truth  or  Christ  rejectors  (Matt.  25:41).  Since  Hell 
vas  never  intended  for  man  but  multitudes  choose  to  go 
here,  Hell  has  been  enlarged  (Isaiah  5:14).  Heaven  is 
loly  and  for  a  redeemed  people  only   (Rev.  21:27). 

All  false  cults,  including  modernism,  deny  a  literal  Hell 
>f  eternal  torment.  They  seek  to  evade  Hell  by  adding 
0  the  Bible  a  "key,"  supposedly  inspired  writings  such 
IS  the  book  of  Mormon,  or  a  New  World  Translation  by 
Fehovah's  Witnesses,  or  other  mistranslations  and  so- 
;alled  textual  criticism,  in  spite  of  the  warning  of  Reve- 
ation  22:18,  19.  In  various  ways  cults  seek  also  to  deny 
he  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  of  the  Godhead.  To  do  this 
;hey  deny  the  sinlessness  of  Christ  (1  Peter  2:22;  2  Cor. 
5:21;  1  John  3:5),  and  His  deity  (Phil.  2:9-11;  John 
5:24;  1  Tim.  3:16;  1  John  4:1-3).  Nevertheless  the  judg- 
nent  is  coming  (Heb.  9:27),  and  Christ  will  be  the  Judge 
(Acts  17:31)!  If  He  is  not  Deity  why  should  .every  knee 


have  to  bow  before  Him  (Phil.  2:9-11)?  And  no  crema- 
tion of  the  human  body  will  defeat  or  evade  the  Judg- 
ment (Rev.  1:18;  20:11-15). 

God  has  deliverance  for  any  honest,  seeking  soul  (John 
8:32,  36).  Satan's  deception  can  lead  only  to  damnation 
(2  Tim.  2:26).  God  would  have  all  to  be  saved  (2  Peter 
3:9;  Ezek.  33:11),  but  Satan  would  have  all  to  be  damned 
(Rev.  21:8).  Satan's  best  scheme  is  false  religion  (Prov. 
14:12;  Isaiah  66:3,  4).  Every  false  teaching  is  a  web 
of  which  Satan  is  the  spider  (Isa.  59:5,  6).

Lesson   for   May   15th,   1955 

UZZIAH'S  STRENGTH  AND  FAILURE 

Lesson:  II  Chronicles  26:3-5,   16-21 

THE  THINGS  OF  GOD  may  not  be  treated  lightly. 
That  which  is  sacred  must  be  held  in  reverence.  God's 
name  is  holy;  therefore  it  cannot  be  spoken  in  vain.  He 
calls  His  house  "holy";  thus  it  should  not  be  mis-used, 
or  its  purpose  abused.  WHENEVER  A  PEOPLE  LOSE 
SENSE  OF  THE  AWARENESS  OF  GOD,  THEY  ALSO 
LOSE  SENSE  OF  VALUE  FOR  SACRED  THINGS. 

Our  lesson  concerns  a  man  who  was  guilty  of  just  such 
a  thing.  His  name  was  Uzziah. 

God  had  made  Uzziah  King.  And  for  a  number  of 
years  he  was  a  good  King,  for  we  read:  "And  he  did 
that  which  was  right  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  according 
to  all  that  his  father  Amaziah  did"  (II  Chron.  26:4). 
A  man  who  did  right  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord.  What 
more  could  be  asked  of  any  man  ?  What  higher  spiritual 
attainment  is  possible?  Would  to  God  that  more  people 
would  stop  doing  what  appears  to  be.  right  in  their  own 
eyes,  and  would  seek  to  do  right  according  to  God's 
standard! 

But  here  was  the  real  secret  of  the  success  of  Uzziah's 
early  years:  "And  he  sought  God  .  .  .  and  as  long  as  he 
sought  the  Lord,  God  made  him  to  prosper?  (II  Chron. 
26:5).  Will  this  not  always  be  true?  So  long  as  we  seek 
to  follow  God  with  all  our  hearts,  He  will  pour  out  spir- 
itual blessings  upon  us.  And  the  reason  for  spiritual 
drought  in  our  lives?  Because  we  have  not  always  prop- 
erly sought  God! 

Uzziah  followed  God  for  a  number  of  years.  And  then 
something  happened.  What  caused  his  downfall  ?  Let's 
read  what  the  Bible  says:  "But  when  he  was  strong,  his 
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heart  was  lifted  up  to  his  destruction."  PRIDE!  He 
might  well  be  called  "The  Man  Who  .Became  Too  Suc- 
cessful." If  you  read  the  verses  prior  to  this  you  will 
note  the  various  ways  in  which  God  blessed  and  pros- 
pered the  King.  So  successful  was  he  that  seemingly 
everything  he  touched  turned  to  gold.  And  then  he  be- 
came proud  of  his  achievements,  forgetting  that  all  he 
had  accomplished  was  due  to  God's  blessing  upon  him. 
"Pride  goeth  before  destruction,  and  a  haughty  spirit  be- 
fore  a   fall" — so   says   the    Scriptures    (Prov.    16:18). 

Pride — that  evil  twisted  thing  within  him — caused  Uz- 
ziah  to  usurp  the  place  of  the  priest.  He  was  King.  As 
such  he  had  power  and  prestige.  He  thought  to  himself: 
"Why  cannot  I  also  perform  the  work  of  the  priest  be- 
fore the  altar  of  the  Lord?"  Why  not?  Because  God  had 
said  that  only  the  sons  of  Levi,  who  were  sanctified  for 
this  work,  could  perform  this  sacred  office.  As  a  result 
of  his  sin — and  it  was  sin,  for  all  disobedience  of  God's 
Word  is  sin — he  became  a  leper.  He  had  to  remain  an 
outcast  the  rest  of  his  life. 

We  need  to  be  reminded  over  and  over  again  that  God's 
Word  must  be  obeyed!  There  may  be  times  when  we  do 
not  understand.  His  reason  may  not  always  be  clear  to 
us.  But  it  is  expected  that  we  should  be  humble  and 
obedient  to  His  expressed  Will! 

Must  we  also  be  reminded  that  judgment  inevitably 
follows  disobedience?  It  was  true  in  the  case  of  this  man 
even  though  he  occupied  a  prominent  place  in  the  nation 
of  Judah. 

We  need  not,  however,  close  this  lesson  on  the  thought 
of  judgment.  For  remember  that  God  promised  to  His 
people  something  other  than  judgment.  God  has  promised 
to  richly  bless  the  obedient  ones  who  seek  His  face!  This 
then  should  be  our  goal. 


Topic  for   May   15,   1955 

AN  HONORABLE  LIFE 

Scripture  Reading:  Exodus  20:12-14 

THIS  EVENING  we  continue  our  study  of  the  Ten 
Commandments  by  turning  to  commandments  five, 
six,  and  seven.  Here  are  three  great  rules  for  Life  which 
must  be  observed  by  every  Christian.  These  can  be  kept 
only  through  the  grace  of  God  so  that  it  is  necessary 
for  us  to   have  a  proper  attitude  toward   God — love. 

I.  HONOR  THY  PARENTS— The  fifth  Commandment, 
"Honor  Thy  Father  and  Thy  Mother"  is  the  link  between 
two  groups  of  divine  decrees.  For  this  commandment 
looks  both  Godward  and  manward.  It  has  been  called  the 
centerpiece  of  God's  law.  More  than  3,000  years  ago 
Moses  declared  this  to  be  one  of  the  fundamental  laws 
of  the  Eternal  God.  Obedience  to  it  is  as  important  to- 
day as  it  was  then. 


a.  Why    should   we   obey    this   commandment?    In  t 

early  days,  the  parent  was  thought  of  as  standing  for  t 
child  in  the  place  of  God.  That  is  still  true.  What  G 
is  to  the  adult,  the  parent  is  to  the  child.  The  parent 
to  regulate,  love,  and  provide  for  the  child  just  as  G^ 
does  for  the  parent. 

To  meet  life  out  in  the  world  we  need  rigid  discipliii 
Nothing  is  so  important  in  the  continued  development 
character  as  obedience.  We  need  to  learn  obedience  to  tl 
laws  of  mental  growth,  the  laws  of  health,  and  the  laT 
of  spiritual  achievement.  Where  can  we  learn  these  bett 
than  in  the  home? 

Another  reason  for  observing  this  commandment 
"That  thy  days  may  be  long  upon  the  land  which  tl 
Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee."  This  is  altogether  reasonabi 
when  we  see  that  the  things  our  parents  teach  us  ai 
meant  to  help  us  live  happier  and  healthier  lives.  Fd 
instance,  our  parents  may  insist  on  our  getting  home  i 
an  early  hour  in  the  evening  so  that  we  can  get  our  sleel 
and  rest.  If  this  law  is  disobeyed  over  a  period  of  tim 
it  will   ruin  our  health  and  may  shorten  our  lives. 

b.  How  are  we  to  observe  this  commandment?  To  hone 
means  to  reverence,  to  respect,  to  love,  and  to  obey.  Tb| 
Bible  does  not  set  any  time  limit  on  how  long  we  are  t 
observe  this  commandment.  It  is  evident  that  we  are  t 
keep  it  all  of  our  lives.  We  can  always  love  and  respec 
our  parents.  Clovis  Chappell  tells  of  a  man  who  wa 
speaking  to  some  young  girl  graduates.  He  said,  "Yo 
know  quite  a  bit."  They  said,  "Yes."  "But,"  he  continuec 
"you  do  not  intend  to  quite  learning.  You  expect  to  knoi 
far  more  twenty-five  years  from  now  than  you  know  to 
day."  They  nodded  approval.  "Since  that  is  the  case,"  h 
continued,  "it  is  well  for  you  to  remember  that  you 
mothers  have  had  just  about  that  much  of  a  start  o 
you.  Therefore,  when  you  get  home,  you  might  listen  t 
them     a    bit." 

c.  There  are  many  ways  in  which  we  can  honor  ou 
parents.  We  can  seek  fellowship  with  them.  We  can  seel 
to  become  all  that  they  have  dreamed  we  would  become 
We  will  strive  never  to  disappoint  them  or  do  anything 
that  would  hurt  them.  We  will  visit  them  often  and  writ 
to  them  when  we  are  away  from  home.  We  will  to  th< 
best  of  our  abilities  care  for  their  needs.  We  will  bono 
our  parents. 

II.  THOU  SHALT  NOT  KILL— If  you  were  to  tak. 
a  poll  to  see  which  is  the  greatest  of  all  the  command 
ments,  this  one  would  head  the  list.  This  commandmen 
must  be  observed,  but  breaking  it  comes  as  the  resul 
of  breaking  the  greater  commandment — that  of  refusing 
to  love  God  with  all  of  our  hearts  and  refusing  to  respect 
life  that  He  has  created  in  His  own  image. 

What  did  the  law  prohibit  in  Moses'  day?  We  shoulc 
translate  this  commandment,  "Thou  shalt  do  no  mur- 
der." It  did  not  prohibit  capital  punishment,  laying  dowr 
one's  life  for  a  good  cause,  or  even  of  going  to  war 
It  prohibited  the  kind  of  killing  we  know  as  murder. 

If  this  commandment  meant  that  were  were  to  kill 
nothing,  it  would  mean  that  we  could  have  no  food  eithei 
vegetable  or  meat.  We  could  catch  no  fish  and  pick  nc 
flowers  because  these  are  types  of  killing,  bringing  to  a 
stop  the  processes  of  life.  This  commandment  very  plain- 
ly means  that  we  shall  not  commit  murder.  Murder  is  a 
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rpe  of  stealing — taking  a  life  that  does  not  belong  to 
)U.  Human  life  belongs  to  God  for  He  has  made  it, 

III.     THOU     SHALT    NOT    COMMIT    ADULTERY— 

his  commandment  deserves  a  great  deal  more  consid- 
ation  than  we  can  give  it  here.  Let  us  not  fool  our- 
Ives  into  thinking  that  only  the  worst  people  break 
lis  commandment.  Gene  Tunney  once  said  that  this  sin 
flicted  one  hundred  thousand  more  casualties  than 
allets. 

Moral   uncleanness  is  forbidden  because  God  wants  no 

le  to  live  with  the  bitterness  which  it  inevitably  brings 

the  bitterness  of  a  diseased  body  and  mind,  the  bitter- 

iss  of  shame  and  remorse,  of  broken  homes.  To  stand 

side   the   bedside   of  a   young  friend  whose    body    has 

een  wasted  and  whose  mind  has  been  corroded  because 

If  this  sin  is  one  of  the  saddest  things  anyone  is  called 

pon  to  do. 

But  immorality  in  sex  is  wrong  not  only  because  it  has 
vil  effects  on  the  mind  and  body,  but  because  it  destroys 
ur  relationship  to  God.  In  all  of  sin — and  in  this  one  es- 
ecially — man  seeks  to  take  the  place  of  God  for  himself, 
in  is  wrong  not  merely  because  it  destroys  the  body — 
esus  said  that  we  were  not  to  fear  that,  but  sin  is 
Tong  because  it  destroys  the  body  and  the  soul  and 
len  it  casts  into  hell  fire.

[ng  with  them  all  one  of  the  sweet  hymns  of  the  church, 
[•cm  the  morning  prayer  they  went  forth  to  the  day  of 
ctory,  while  from  the  evening  prayer  they  went  to  sleep 
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the  undisturbed    sleep   of   the   just,   with    the    angels    of 
heaven  keeping  watch  over  them. 

When  did  you  last  pray  with  your  family?  Are  the 
family  problems  shared  and  prayed  about  together? 
Many  home  problems  can  be  solved  by  prayer.  I  know 
of  nothing  that  lifts  so  many  burdens,  or  puts  upon  the 
face  such  a  look  of  beauty  as  the  spirit  of  prayer. 

As  we  draw  near  Mother's  Day,  let  us  examine  our- 
selves. Are  we  teaching  our  children  to  have  a  great  rev- 
erence and  respect  for  the  Lord's  work  and  for  His 
house?  It  is  the  salt  of  a  good  life  that  saves  the  chil- 
dren.

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What  Is  Tliat  In  Thine   H^and? 
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yrOSES,  AT  THE  AGE  of  80  years,  was  tend- 
■'•  ing  the  flock  of  Jethro,  his  father  in  law,  in 
e  backside  of  the  desert,  according  to  Exodus 
1.  While  there,  he  was  confronted  with  a  burn- 
g  bush  from  which  the  voice  of  the  Lord  spoke 
ito  him. 

This  Voice  of  God  was  a  call  to  service.  Here 
as  a  man  of  many  years,  literally  a  fugitive 
om  justice,  whiling  away  his  time  tending  sheep 
a  desert.  For  many  years  he  had  had  time  to 
editate  on  his  background,  his  training  in  the 
urts  of  Egypt,  and  the  possible  purpose  God 
id  in  his  life.  (For  any  of  us  to  spend  some 
ne  contemplating  and  meditating  on  the  real 
irpose  and  work  God  has  for  us  in  our  lives,  is 
ne  well  spent.) 

While  God  was  telling  Moses  what  He  wanted 
m  to  do,  Moses  was  preparing  his  defense.  It 
•pears  that  Moses  was  perfectly  content  to  go 
L — away  from  the  will  of  God — away  from  his 
irpose  in  life.  Moses  offered  every  conceivable 
:cuse  to  God.  This  is  not  so  strange,  for  do  not 
lople  today  do  the  same  thing? 

At  any  rate,  let  us  note  that  God  finally  an- 
gers Moses  with  an  object  lesson.  Moses,  as  a 
leper  of  sheep  was  in  possession  of  a  rod.  God 
»tes  this,  and  says,  "What  is  that  in  thine 
md?"  Moses  answered,  "A  rod."  Yes,  it  was 
>thing  more  than  a  shepherd's  rod — a  stick,  per- 
ips.  But  with  this  rod,  the  Israelites  were  freed 
om  the  oppression  of  Egypt,  the  Red  Sea  was 
vided,  and  water  was  brought  from  the  rock. 

You  will  note  that  God  did  not  provide  some 
•ecial  "heaven-sent"  rod.  He  used  what  Moses 
ippened  to  have  at  the  time.  And  that  is  the 
ay  God  operates  in  our  lives.  Perhaps  many 
iople  have  excused  themselves  from  their  re- 
tonsibilities  in  the  church  on  the  grounds  that 
ley  didn't  possess  the  necessary  abilities  or 
ools." 


There  is  one  thing  which  every  Christian 
should  remember,  without  fail,  and  that  is  that 
God  is  interested  in  our  using  for  Him  that  which 
we  have — not  that  which  we  might  have,  or 
would  like  to  have,  or  "that  which  if  we  had  we 
could  do  so  much  better  work  for  Him." 

Moses  was  fortunate  in  having  had  a  good  ed- 
ucation and  training  in  the  courts  of  Egypt,  along 
with  good  home  training,  but  the  years  of  "exile" 
in  the  desert  had  possibly  numbed  this  advan- 
tage. At  any  rate,  it  was  a  very  reticent  and  un- 
willing man  to  whom  God  spoke  on  that  day 
from  the  burning  bush. 

Eternity  alone  will  reveal  the  many  people  who 
have  refused  to  serve  God  with  the  talents  with 
which  they  have  been  blessed.  Lost  opportunities 
can  never  be  regained,  and  there  will  be  many 
vacant  lots  in  heaven  upon  which  mansions  could 
have  been  built  for  people  who  would  have  been 
won  to  Christ  had  we,  in  faith  believing,  taken 
our  "rod"  and  gone  forth  to  witness. 

The  power  of  the  rod  of  Moses,  which  on  that 
day,  God  transformed  into  a  serpent  and  back 
again  into  a  rod,  as  an  object  lesson,  was  in  the 
compromised  yielding  of  Moses  to  the  will  of  God. 
We  do  not  know  how  much  different  the  story  of 
Moses  in  Egypt,  the  leading  of  the  children  of 
Israel  into  the  wilderness  and  the  journeys  there- 
in, might  have  been,  had  Moses  at  the  first  call 
from  God  in  the  desert,  said,  as  did  Isaiah,  "Here 
am  I,  send  me." 

God  was  willing  to  use  Moses,  even  if  he  went 
reluctantly.  (Does  that  have  a  familiar  ring  to- 
day?) "Too  little  time  for  the  Lord — most  for 
ourselves;  too  little  'firsts'  for  the  Lord — our 
things  are  more  important;  too  little  money  for 
the  Lord — our  luxuries  have  to  be  paid  for." 

Let  us  today,  take  stock  of  what  we  have,  lis- 
ten to  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  and  use  our  "rod" 
for  the  Lord,  to  lead  the  children  of  men  out  of 
the  bondage  of  sin.

PATRIARCH 


"MY  GRANDFATHER  was  a  Dunkard  Preacher." 
These  words  were  spoken  by  a  little  lady  now  seventy- 
four  years  of  age.  She  was  Mrs.  W.  T.  Peyton,  Carrie 
Leatherman  Peyton.  She  is  the  widow  of  W.  T.  Peyton 
who  was  the  victim  of  a  tragic  accident  May  13,  1953, 
when  struck  by  a  car  which  caused  his  death  the  next 
day.  Her  statement  aroused  the  historical  curiosity  of 
the  writer.  The  result  was  that  a  number  of  questions 
were  asked.  Mi's.  Peyton  lives  in  the  St.  James  Commun- 
ity with  her  son,  Harry  Chester  Peyton,  and  family,  and 
from  time  to  time  is  an  attendant  at  the  St.  James  Sun- 
day School  and  worship  service.  On  questioning  it  was 
found  that  the  grandfather  to  whom  she  referred  was 
the  renowned  Elder  George  Leatherman,  of  Middletown 
Valley  in  Frederick  County,  Maryland. 

In  visiting  the  granddaughter  we  were  supplied  not 
only  with  a  picture  taken  on  her  grandfather's  golden 
wedding  anniversary  in  1897,  but  other  material.  The 
picture  with  the  father  and  mother,  the  six  sons  and 
four  daughters  with  their  companions,  surely  reminded 
one  of  a  Patriarchal  family  of  the  Old  Testament  times. 
All  were  married  except  Dave.  Of  the  eleven  men  in  the 
picture,  nine  were  bearded.  In  the  June  3,  1950  issue  of 
The  Brethren  Evangelist,  we  had  written  extensively  re- 
garding one  of  the  family  pictured  in  the  group.  He  was 
John  Caleb  Leatherman.  It  may  be  stated  in  this  connec- 
tion that  he  died  January  25,  1952,  aged  99  years,  1 
month  and  10  days.  The  only  remaining  brother  or  mem- 
ber of  the  large  George  Leatherman  family  is  Carleton 
Leatherman,  now  ninety  seven  years  of  age  and  living 
in  Myersville,  Maryland.  John  Caleb  Leatherman  is  bur- 
ied in  the   Grossnickle  Cemetery. 

George  Leatherman  was  the  son  of  an  equally  famous 
man,  Jacob  Leatherman.  Jacob  was  one  of  the  best  known 
ministers  of  the  Middletown  Valley.  He  was  the  grand- 
son of  the  first  Bishop  of  Maryland,  Daniel  Leatherman. 

Jacob  Leatherman  wrote  in  his  diary,  "I,  Jacob  Leath- 
erman, was  born  March  11,  1787,  and  my  wife,  Susanna, 
was  born  October  25,  1795."  Susanna  was  formerly  Su- 
sanna Harp.  Four  sons  and  two  daughters  were  born  to 
them.  The  subject  of  this  article,  George,  was  the  oldest 
son  and  was  born  April  2,  1827.   The  youngest  son  was 


named  after  his  father,  Jacob.  He  moved  from  Frederii 
County  to  Washington  County,  Maryland.  He  was  co 
nected  with  the  Manor  church  and  died  there  at  the  aj; 
of  forty-four  with  tuberculosis. 

Inasmuch  as  this  article  deals  with  the  son  Georg 
and  would  be  far  too  long  to  include  more  of  the  baci 
ground  of  George,  we  shall  leave  Elder  Jacob  Leathe 
man  to  the  future. 


There  were  born  to  George  and  Rebecca  Leatherma 
six  sons  and  six  daughters,  but  only  ten  grew  to  ma 
hood  and  womanhood.  Charles,  who  was  born  Januai 
16,  1855,  was  the  father  of  Mrs.  W.  T.  Peyton.  CharL 
died  January  11,  1946  at  the  age  of  90  years,  11  montl 
and  24  days.  He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  the  Ha 
mony  Church.  George  Leatherman,  along  with  his  fath<i 
Jacob  and  numerous  members  of  the  Leatherman  cU 
were  buried  in  the  Grossnickle  cemetery.  This  was  a  fs 
vorite   burial   place   of  the   Leathermans. 


George  Leatherman  was  born  and  lived  his  long  HI 
at  what  was  commonly  called  Belsville.  Now  it  is  know 
by  the  name  of  Harmony.  It  is  a  small  village  or  h,amk 
just  to  the  north  of  the  new  highway  number  40  in  Free 
erick  County  as  it  goes  from  Hagerstown  to  Frederick. 

George  Leatherman  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Deacc 
in  the  Grossnickle  Church  on  September  25,  1858,  befoi 
he  was  thirty-five  years  of  age.  When  George  Grossnickli 
moved  west,  a  successor  was  needed  to  carry  on  the  won 
and  on  February  19,  1865,  George  Leatherman  was  calle 
to  the  ministry  to  succeed  him  in  the  work.  He  was  oi 
dained  to  the  eldership  at  the  age  of  fifty-three  an 
served  faithfully  for  twenty-five  years  as  Elder  in  charg 
of  the  Middletown  Valley  congregation.  During  his  mir 
istry  four  hundred  and  twelve  persons  were  baptized.  Th 
record  of  George  Leatherman  and  that  of  D.  P.  Sayle 
who  were  colaborers  was  much  alike.  They  were  said  t 
have  been  two  of  the  ablest  ministers  in  their  district  i: 
the  latter  part  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

George  Leatherman  was  a  Farmer-Preacher,  akin  t 
the  average  Dunker  Minister  of  his  day.  The  Ministry  wa 
what    was   known    as    the    Free    Ministry.    George   was   ■ 
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an  of  great  strength.  He  was  over  six  feet  tall,  weigh- 
[g  over  two  hundred  pounds.  He  was  a  big  man  hard- 
led  by  toil  of  farm  and  much  walking.  He  wore  a  heavy 
hite  beard  which  set  him  apart  from  the  younger 
3arded  members  of  the  family  .and  of  the  church.  He 
as  either  walking  or  riding  his  horse.  He  seldom  rode 
I  a  carriage. 

He  was  a  keen  observer  and  not  hesitant  in  passing 
is  opinion  upon  the  follies  of  his  day  and  age.  When  he 
iw  ,a  man  who  habitually  wore  his  hat  on  the  side  of 
lis  head,  he  would  say,  "Give  that  fellow  all  the  road." 
ne  day  while  riding  down  the  road  in  a  wagon  with 
is  son  Dave  as  a  passenger,  they  met  a  young  dandy 
ith  his  hat  sideways  on  his  head  who  rode  by  with  a 
veeping  gallop.  Turning  to  his  son  he  said,  "That  young 
andy  is  riding  the  horse  now,  but  it  won't  be  long  until 
e  will  be  walking."  In  a  few  weeks  the  prediction  came 
•ue  when  the  young  man  was  forced  to  sell  his  horse 
)  buy  his  marriage  license  and   finance  his  honeymoon. 

George  Leatherman's  clothes  wej^e  home  made.  Seldom 
ever  did  he  possess  a  "Store  bought  suit."  He  gave 
16  land  for  the  Church  and  the  Cemetery  at  Belsville, 
)w  Harmony.  This  was  from  his  large  acreage.  He  ac- 
imulated  much  land  and  material  wealth  as  well  as 
)iritual.  The  George  Leatherman  farm  covers  much  of 
le  rolling  terrain.  It  took  in  part  of  the  Mountain  land 
>  the  east.  The  old  house,  now  a  two  family  brick  house 
here  the  old  Elder  lived  and  died  stands  today  some 
stance  from  the  hard  road,  but  plainly  visible.  It  was 
lilt  to  serve  the  day  in  which  it  was  needed  with  large 
imilies  and  additional  individuals  making  up  the  house- 
)ld.  It  was  self  contained.  The  winding  stairway  has 
;en  an  attraction  to  those  who  would  gladly  buy  it  and 
:move  it  from  its  original  location.  However  their  flat- 
ring  offerings  have  been  refused.  As  an  indication  of 
leir  value,  we  may  mention  one  in  the  St.  James  com- 
unity.  It  is  a  circular  self  supporting  stairway  which 
ads  from  the  first  floor  to  the  attic.  It  was  built  around 
512  by  General  Samuel  Ringold  for  his  daughter.  A  for- 
er  owner  of  the  large  farm-estate  stated  to  the  writer 
at  she  had  been  offered  for  the  stairway  alone  the 
•ice  asked  for  the  large  farm.  The  stairway  still  stands 
here  it  was  originally  placed.  It  may  be  stated  that  the 
d  George  Leatherman  farm  house  is  still  occupied  by 
le  of  the  family.  Mrs.  Will  Leatherman,  known  as 
^unt"  Carrie,  a  widow  of  Will  Leatherman,  a  son  of 
eorge  Leatherman  lives  in  the  house. 

In  our  visitation  we  found  written  in  one  of  the  old 
)oks,  "Daniel  Leatherman,  was  born  at  Cross  Creak,  Pa. 
ct.  7,  1756."  This  Daniel  was  probably  the  father  of 
icob  and  the  grandfather  of  George  of  this  article. 

We  located  the  family  .Bible  of  George  Leatherman. 
16  book  is  old,  worn  and  yellowed  with  age.  Many  of 
e  leaves  are  loose  but  here  may  be  read  the  list  of 
rths,  deaths,  and  marriages.  We  find  the  following  rec- 
'd  concerning  the  father  of  Mrs.  Peyton,  "A  son  was 
»rn  to  us  on  the  16th  of  January  1855  and  we  call  him 
aarles  Theodore."  It  is  an  indication  of  meticulous  rec- 
•d  keeping.  George  Leatherman  kept  a  diary  of  his  work 
>d  faithfully  each  day  set  down  the  events  which  he 
It  worthy  of  recording.  The  writer  has  been  looking 
r,  but  thus  far  has  been  unable  to  locate  the  diary, 
jrhaps  it  may   yet  show  up.   The  Family  Bible  is  now

owned    by    Mrs.    Ira    W.    Leatherman,    a   member   of   the 
nearby  Harmony  Church  of  the  Brethren. 

Locating  the  Harmony  Church  for  the  reader  may 
aid  in  some  of  what  remains  in  this  .article.  Formerly 
known  as  The  Anna  Maria  Moser  Church,  it  was  the  first 
church  built  in  Middletown  Valley.  The  date  of  its  build- 
ing was  1839  and  it  was  built  in  what  was  known  as 
"Fisher's  Hollow,"  on  land  given  by  Ann  Maria's  brother, 
Peter  Leatherman. 

The  church  was  used  until  nearly  the  close  of  the 
Civil  War,  in  1865.  The  trying  days  of  the  Civil  War, 
when  hordes  of  soldiers  and  followers  swarmed  through 
the  Valley,  made  life  trying,  therefore  services  were  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  to  conduct  without  interruption.  The 
church  remained  closed  until  George  Leatherman  donated 
a  lot  adjoining  Belsville,  now  Harmony.  It  was  decided 
to  move  and  rebuild  the  Moser  church.  The  old  chestnut 
logs  were  removed  and  the  church  building  erected  upon 
the  given  site.  It  was  brick  cased  and  so  stands  today. 
It  is  used  for  services  and  has  an  active  Sunday  school 
and  membership.  This  is  a  part  of  the  charge  of  Rev. 
Robert  Strickler,  which  is  composed  of  Myersville,  Gross- 
nickle   and  harmony  Churches. 

It  was  not  until  1870  that  the  job  of  tearing  down, 
hauling  and  rebuilding  was  completed.  Ann  Maria 
Moser's  grandson,  Ezra  Baker  w.as  Superintendent  of  the 
Harmony  Sunday  School  and  lived  to  be  over  one  hundred 
years  of  age.  The  owner  of  the  George  Leatherman 
Family  Bible  and  who  lives  nearby  the  church  is  the 
daughter  of  Elder  George  Frushour.  The  writer  was 
privileged  to  visit  the  Harmony  Church,  and  located  some 
interesting  books.  Some  went  back  to  1854.  Old  Bibles 
were  prominent.  One  of  especial  interest  was  given  to 
the  church  for  the  use  of  the  Minister  or  Ministers. 
It  contained  twelve  names  of  those  whose  donations  made 
its    purchase    possible.    The     following     inscription     was

TN  MAY  THE  RADIO  WORK  was  increased  by  one  more 
-*■  program,  this  time  over  a  Buenos  Aires  station.  The 
same  quartet  is  furnishing  much  of  the  music.  New  equip- 
ment has  been  added  which  makes  the  matter  of  record- 
ing more  rapid  and  of  better  quality.  June  is  again  lend- 
ing some  time  to  the  correspondence  division.  Numerous 
conversions  are  reported  each  few  months. 

The  quartet  was  able  to  assist  in  several  special  con- 
certs and  took  one  Gospel  team  trip.  .But  since  each  mem- 
ber has  his  own  full-time  work,  there  is  little  time  for 
extra  programs  which  are  i-equested  so  frequently.  Re- 
cently the  Buenos  Aires  program  was  discontinued  for  an 
indefinite  period.  There  is  reason  to  believe  it  will  soon 
be  back  on,  however.  All  Catholic  programs  are  com- 
pletely cancelled.  Pray  for  expansion  of  the  radio  work 
as  it  contemplates  enlargement  of  its  services  to  the  evan- 
gelical public  and  to  the  many  unsaved  millions  who  hear 
its  voice.  A  consecrated  radio  man  could  give  full-time 
to  programming,  publicity,  and  technical  aid.  As  it  is, 
the  staff  is  overworked  ,and  the  load  is  too  much  on  a 
few. 

In  July  Jane  increased  her  activities  by  taking  the 
English  classes  at  the  Institute  part  of  three  mornings 
each  week.  Then,  because  of  the  increased  number  of 
women  and  girls  who  were  coming  to  meetings,  we  felt 
it  was  time  to  begin  Bible  studies  for  them.  Jane  con- 
ducted these  studies  every  Thursday  afternoon,  and  it  was 
not  long  until  the  value  of  them  was  manifest  by  the  con- 
version   of    several. 

In  December  six  women  and  girls  were  baptized—the 
first  ones  baptized  in  Nunez.  We  have  a  number  who  were 
members  in  other  congregations  and  now  reside  in  Buenos 
Aires;  so  we  have  a  very  good  number. 

Jane  also  planned  the  children's  Sunday  school  class 
each  Sunday  morning,  first  using  a  series  in  the  Old  Tes- 
tament and  then  starting  the  life  of  Christ.  We  need  to 
have  more  room  to  divide  the  children  in  age  groups,  how- 
ever. Jane  especially  expresses  appreciation  for  the  fine 
response  to  the  request  for  Sunday  school  materials  and 
literature.  These  are  being  filed  and  arranged  for  presen- 
tation along  with  a  teacher  training  course  to  local  Sun- 
day school  training  institutes  and  conferences.  They  will 
then  form  a  part  of  the  lending-library  which  we  hope 
to  make  a  reality  within  the  next  year.  We  urge  you  to 
keep  sending  materials — especially  Bible  pictures,  used 
flannelgraph  and  suedegraph  stories. 

The   Station   Wagon 

October  brought  a  date  long  to  be  remembered — the 
station  wagon  arrived!  It  was  immediately  put  to  use  in 
visits  to  a  number  of  our  churches  and  workers.  Since 
then,  it  has  been  possible  to  make  regular  visits  and  also

Much  of  Rob's  time  since  returning  has  been  spent  ill 
consideration    of   the    denominational   program   and   legar 
aspect  of  our  work  here;  this  has  made  us  much  mor  J" 
aware  of  the  whole  mission  program.  Our  greatest  neei  ' 
is  for  a  good  training  program  from  the  local  level  oi 
through  to  special  helps  for  our  pastors  and  workers,     i 
think  our  program  for  the  next  year  will  need  to  be  aime( 
at  consolidating  and  strengthening  the  believers  alread;  i 
won.

The 
ink  has  faded  and  the  p.ages  of  the  ohi  book  were  yel- 
lowed with  the  passing  of  the  years.  The  second  name 
on  the  list  could  not  be  deciphered.

Of  the  twelve  names  on  the  list,  the  largest  amount 
given  by  any  contributor  was  the  sum  of  one  dollar.  The 
average  gift  was  that  of  the  sum  of  twenty  five  cents. 
The  purchase  price  of  the  Bible  was  five  dollars  and 
twenty  five  cents. 

The  old  cemetery  where  the  church  originally  stood  in 
Fisher's  Hollow  was  permitted  to  return  to  the  field 
from  which  it  had  originally  come.  The  plow  went  over 
the  graves  and  they  were  lost  to  the  public.  However 
when  the  new  cemetery  was  started  by  the  side  of  the 
Harmony  church,  there  on  the  gently  sloping  hillside, 
they  brought  the  tomb  stone  of  the  one  for  whom  the 
first  church  was  named,  Ann  Maria  Moser.  It  was  placed 
just  to  the  right  of  the  walk  on  the  inside  of  the  wall, 
leading  down  to   the  front  door  of  the  church. 

Ann  Moser,  was  a  sister  of  Peter  Leatherman  and  the 
one  for  whom  the  church  has  been  named.  The  stone 
states : 

Ann  Maria  Moser,  Wife  of  Jonathan 
Moser.  Died  Oct.  6  1851,  Aged  69-6-3. 

This  monument  however  does  not  mark  her  grave  which 
was  on  the  original  location  of  the  church  and  ceme- 
tery. 

As  long  as  George  Leatherman  lived  he  preached  in 
the  Harmony  church.  The  farm  ro,ad  today  passes  this 
building  as  it  goes  through  the  fields  and  by  the  side  of 
the  creek  to  the  large  and  stately  Leatherman  brick 
house  a  few  hundred  yards  to  the  north  west  of  the 
church. 

"Mrs.  Peyton,"  the  writer  asked,  "Did  you  know  that 
your  grandfather  had  cut  his  foot  with  an  ax  when  he 
was  a  boy  and  was  crippled?" 


"No,"   she   said,   "I   did   not  know   that,   but   I   notic(|i  ■ 
that   when  he   placed  one  of  his  feet  on  the  floor  whtji 
he  sat  down  that  it  was  different  from  the  other."

George    Leatherman    walked  with   a    limp    all    his   U;i! 
because  of   a  boyish  prank.   He  was  about  ten  years  i'l 
age,  when  with  the  other  boys,  he  was  playing  hide  ai  | 
seek  in  that  which  attracted  all  boys,  the  big  old  bar  ! 
One  of  his  companions  dared  him  to  jump  from  the  stra 
shed   on  to   the  floor  of  the  barn.   He   said  he  could  c 
even  better  than  that,  that  he  could  jump  and  even  lari 
in   the   barrel    of   straw   on   the   barn  floor.    He   did,  bii 
there  was  an  ax  in  the  barrel,  and  he  nearly  severed  h;!  ii 
foot.   He   realized  that  this   was   a  very  foolish  thing  ti 
do,  and  especially  on   Sunday.  He  had  the  boys  promis  Is 
not  to  tell  how  it  was  done.  It  would  seem  that  the  aveinli 
age   farm  boy  kept  his  guardian  Angel  busy  in  lookin 
,after   him    to    enable   him    to    grow    to    manhood.    Eve 
though  there  was  the  telltale  limp  all  his  life,  he  perst' 
vered  in  spite  of  the  handicap,  traveling  many  miles  o 
foot   over  the   hills   to   his   various   preaching  points. 

When  the  Civil  War  broke  out  George  was  drafted  btl 
had  two  strong  points  for  exemption.  One  was  the  foci 
that  w,as  crippled  and  the  other  was  his  conscientioti: 
objector  stand.  He  was  given  an  exemption,  but  not  unts 
he  signed  the  following  exemption  clause: 


"I,  George  Leatherman,  being  a  cripple,  am  not  avail 
able  for  Military  duty,  hence  some  one  else  must  be  ( 
drafted." 

He  hired  a  substitute  and  was  excused  from  mill; 
tary  service.  Nevertheless  he  was  persuaded  by  ,a  neigh) 
bor  to  act  as  a  spy  when  troops  were  marauding  througi 
this  section  of  middle  Maryland.  This  they  frequently 
did.  Horses  were  very  valuable  in  those  days  and  wer< 
about  the  only  means  of  travel,  except  on  foot  and  tM 
soldiers  were  always  on  the  lookout  for  them.  One  daj 
a  band  surprised  the  community  and  seized  all  the  horse| 
they  could  find.  George  hid  his  horses  in  the  woods,  an« 
hat  in  hand  he  rushed  across    the    fields    to    warn    thi 
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len  in  the  harvest  fields  to  get  their  horses  and  flee, 
'his  they  did  with  the  most  of  them  escaping  over  the 
oundary  only  ,a  few  miles  away  into  Pennsylvania. 

George  Leatherman  was  a  devout  student  of  the  Bible, 
le  marked  its  margins,  added  his  comments  and  in  real- 
ty made  it  his  Concordance  and  Biblical  Commentary, 
lis  sermons  were  prepared  with  great  care  and  delivered 
nth  deliberation.  How  he  could  do  as  much  as  he  did, 
dd  so  many  material  possessions  and  do  the  work  he 
lid  for  the  church  sets  a  challenge  to  many  in  this  day 
vhen  there  are  so  many  aids  in  making  a  living.  His 
amily  was  his  interest  and  welfare,  and  he  tried  to  as- 
;ist  them  both  materially  and  spiritually.  His  desire  was 
hat  they  be  good  Christian  boys  .and  girls.  A  study  of 
he  faces  on  the  old  picture  would  certainly  indicate  to 
he  one  examining  the  strong  faces  there  that  he  suc- 
leeded  in  his  aim. 

The  records  that  they  have  made  in  service  to  the 
I!hurch  testifies  to  the  training  and  teaching  they  had 
Dy  precept  ,and  example. 

George's  brother  Peter  was  also  a  Minister,  though  his 
ministerial  life  was  not  so  brilliant.  The  first  candidate 
baptized  by  George  when  he  entered  the  Ministry  was 
his  brother  Peter's  wife.  She  was  Julia  Bowlus  Leather- 
man. 

George  Leatherman  preached  over  fifty  funeral  ser- 
mons, officiated  at  forty-three  weddings  and  baptized 
fifty-six  persons.  'He  loved  the  poor  and  the  needy,  the  sick 
and  the  afflicted  and  that  in  part,  accounted  for  the  pop- 
ular esteem  with  which  he  was  honored  in  life  and  at 
death."  The  Editor  of  the  Valley  Eegister  paid  this  trib- 
ute to  him  at  the  time  of  his  death: 

"No  man  is  better  known  in  the  Middletown  Valley 
than  Elder  George  Leatherman,  and  no  other  man  was 
Iteld  in  higher  esteem.  He  was  a  kind  and  genial  Chris- 
tian gentleman  who  made  friends  with  all  he  came  in 
contact  with.  He  had  the  deep  interest  of  his  church  at 
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heart  and  labored  long  and  faithfully  in  its  behalf.  His 
life  work  was  an  honor  to  hion  and  a  blessing  to  many. 
He  passed  away  loved  and  respected  by  all." 

What  greater  eulogy  could  be  spoken  of  any  man  than 
that? 

Among  his  fellow  laborers  were  Daniel  P.  Sayler,  who 
lived  over  the  Gactoctin  Mountain  to  the  east  at  Detour; 
Henry  Koontz,  Daniel  Stouffer,  Philip  Boyle  of  Pipe 
Creek  Church  at  Union  Bridge;  Emmanuel  Slifer,  David 
Long,  Jacob  Trostle,  all  men  who  were  widely  and  favor- 
ably known  in  their  day.  They  were  indeed  giants  of  the 
Church  during  the  last  Century.  George  Leatherman  was 
a  writing  Clerk  in  the  Meetings  of  Eastern  Maryland. 
The  position  of  Moderator,  he  ably  filled.  His  District 
sent  him  to  the  Annual  Meeting  several  times  as  a  dele- 
gate. He  was  a  good  counselor  whose  work  and  word  was 
highly  respected. 

George  Leatherman  passed  from  his  long  and  useful 
life  on  February  25,  1907  as  he  approached  his  eightieth 
year.  The  old  brick  house  which  had  been  filled  so  many 
years  by  the  activities  necessary  and  a  part  of  the  bring- 
ing up  of  a  large  family,  hard  by  the  Harmony  church, 
was  filled  again  by  numerous  relatives  and  friends.  They 
gathered  to  pay  their  last  tribute  of  respect  to  the  old 
Preacher  who  had  given  his  life  for  the  benefit  of  his 
fellow  men.  Selfless  and  gladly  he  served  where  ever  his 
services  could  be  rendered. 

While  today  as  we  travel,  the  distance  is  not  far  to  the 
Grossnickle  Church,  with  its  cemetery  on  the  steep  hill- 
side just  back  of  it,  and  on  its  top;  in  1907  some  time 
was  required  with  horse  drawn  conveyance  to  make  the 
trip.  There,  in  the  upper  section  of  the  cemetery  his 
grave  was  dug.  From  here  the  mourners  could  look  down 
to  the  road,  the  narrow  valley  just  beyond  the  substan- 
tial brick  church,  to  the  clear  laughing  waters  of  Cactoctin 
Creek,  as  it  rushes  on  down  the  valley  near  by  the  last 
resting  place  of  a  Middletown  Valley  Patriarch.

WHO  GOVERNS  OUR  LIFE? 

"F'or   this   cause   I   bow   my   knees   unto   the   Father  of 
Dur  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  Eph.  3:14.

And  who  is  so  worthy  of  governing  our  lives  as  the 
Lord  Christ?  Of  all  the  wise  decisions  of  the  human 
reason,  the  wisest  is  that  of  making  Jesus  Christ  the 
ruler  of  our  life.  And  the  sooner  we  enter  into  this  rela- 
tionship of  willing  subject  and  gracious  sovereign,  the 
sooner  we  shall  find  joy  and  peace.

SOME  WHO  HAVE  ,BEEN  ANOINTED  with  oil  for 
healing  as  promised  in  James  8:13-16,  and  have 
pi'ayed  incessantly  for  health  without  receiving  it  as  yet, 
are  wondering  about  the  word  "any"  in  James  5:14  and 
the  word  "all"  in  Matthew  8:16.  Psaliu -103:3  speaks  of 
being  "healed  of  all  thy  diseases." 

Also  they  feel  that  there  is  healing  in  the  atonement 
(Matt.  8:17,  which  is  a  fulfillment  of  Isaiah  53:4).  In 
Isaiah  53:4  Christ  was  bodily  afflicted  for  us  in  all  our 
afflictions  (Heb.  4:15),  and  this  was  the  ground  on  which 
He  cured  the  sick.  And  yet  they  are  puzzled  about  Paul's 
continued  impediment  of  the  body  (2  Cor.  12:8),  and 
about  Paul's  leaving  Trophimus  at  Miletum  sick  (2 
Tim.  4:20). 

Again  we  read  in  Matthew  4:23,  24  where  Jesus  healed 
"all  manner  of  sicknesses,"  and  "all  sick  people"  which 
they  brought  unto  Him.  However,  the  several  occasions 
on  which  Jesus  healed  all  the  sick  is  not  any  sign  that 
He  always  wants  to  heal  the  sick.  For  in  Mark  1:32-34 
we  are  told  that  "they  brought  unto  Him  all  that  were 
diseased  .  .  .  and  He  healed  many  that  were  sick  .  .  ." 
Here  Jesus  healed  "many"  but  not  necessarily  "all"  that 
were  sick.  The  word  "many"  is  used  again  in  Mark  3:10. 
God  sometimes  lets  His  Christians,  like  Paul  and  Trophi- 
mus, remain  ill  to  refine  them  or  make  them  more  re- 
liant on  Him   (2  Cor.  12:7,  9,  10). 

As  for  healing  in  the  atonement,  that  perfectly  sound 
resurrection  body  is  awaiting  us   (Rom,  8:23).  Christ  has 
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paid  for  that  body,  and  it  goes  with  our  salvation  whic 
was  purchased  on  the  cross.  Even  those  persons  who  ar 
healed  in  this  life  never  have  the  perfect  healing  an^ 
health  which  the  resurrection  body  of  the  saints  will  pes 
sess  (Phil.  3:20,  21).  When  Christ  comes  in  His  millen 
nial  glory.  He  will  come  "with  healing  in  His  wings'! 
(Mai.  4:2).  In  His  millennial  reign  none  shall  say,  " 
am  sick"  (Isaiah  33:24).  In  both  the  first  and  seconc 
coming  of  Christ  His  healings  attest  His  Messiahshif 
(Isa.  35:5,  6). 

Sign  miracles  were  performed  until  the  New  Testamenlj 
was  written  to  confirm  the  oral  message  of  the  apostles^ 
(Mark  16:17-20).  Today  the  written  Word  is  the  confir- 
mation of  a  true  ministry.  God  still  performs  healing  mir- 
acles as  an  act  of  power  in  response  to  the  prayer  of 
faith  according  to  His  will  (James  5:14-16).  The  gift  of 
healing  is  also  one  of  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit  to  certain 
ones  of  the  Church  (1  Cor.  12:8-13,  27-31).

Lesson  for  May  22,  1955 

HEZEKIAH   ATTEMPTS   RECONCILIATION 

Lesson:  II  Chronicles  30:1,  6-13 

SOME  PEOPLE  SPEND  all  their  lives  making  trouble; 
others  spend  their  time  rectifying  the  wrong  of  the 
troublemakers.  Hezekiah  was  not  responsible  for  the 
spiritual  decay  and  moral  corruption  in  the  land.  How- 
ever, he  had  a  burning  heart  that  would  not  permit  him  i 
to  see  this  awful  condition  remain. 

Good  King  Hezekiah  was  only  twenty-five  years  old 
when  he  came  to  the  throne  of  Judah.  Yet  even  at  this 
young  age  he  attempted  to  please  God,  for  we  read:  "And 
he  did  that  which  was  right  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord, 
according  to  all  that  David  his  father  had  done"  (II 
Chron.  29:2). 

In  his  endeavor  to  please  the  Lord,  and  to  correct  the 
errors  of  Ahaz,  his  father,  Hezekiah  "opened  the  doors 
of  the  house  of  the  Lord,  and  repaired  them."  It  would 
seem  that  what  is  needed  in  the  land  of  America  at  this 
time  is  a  man  who  would  open  the  doors  of  some  of  our 
churches.  According  to  one  report  there  are  60,000  closed 
rural  churches  in  America!  Our  country  might  have  the 
reputation  of  being  a  land  of  churches,  but  how  many  of 
these  churches  are  open?  What  about  Sunday  nights? 
Prayer  meeting  nights?  Would  to  God  we  had  a  modern 
Hezekiah  in  our  midst! 

The  King's  attempt  at  reconciling  the  Northern  and 
Southern  Kingdoms  was  not  altogether  successful.  None- 
theless he  tried.  The  keeping  of  the  Passover  Feast  had 
been  neglected  in  the  land.  As  we  think  of  the  deep  sig- 
nificance the  Passover  should  have  had  for  the  Jews  of 
that  day  we  are  filled  with  amazement  that  it  could  be 
neglected.  Did  they  not  remember  the  love  and  mercy  of 
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rod  in  sparing  the  Children  of  Israel  from  the  death 
ngel  that  awful  night  in  Egypt?  Were  they  not  com- 
landed  of  God  to  observe  this  feast  each  year  as  a  me- 
lorial  (Exodus  12:14)?  Had  so  many  years  passed  by 
iiat  the  story  had  grown  dim  in  their  memories? 
Yes,  it  is  possible  to  forget  the  significance  of  spirit- 
al  worship,  and  to  neglect  our  God-given  privileges.  As 
irethren  people  we  dare  not  be  too  harsh  on  the  people 
f  by-gone  days.  We  must  honestly  ask  ourselves  this 
uestion:  have  we  done  any  better?  How  many  times 
ave  we  neglected  the  hour  of  worship?  What  percentage 
f  Brethren  people  were  interested  enough  to  attend  Com- 
aunion  service  the  last  time  it  was  observed  in  their 
hurch  ?  We  dare  not  cast  stones  at  others  while  sin  re- 
nains  in   our  own  midst! 

In  his  letter  of  invitation  to  the  people,  Hezekiah  ex- 
torted them  as  to  what  they  were  to  do,  ,and  what  they 
vere  not  to  do.  First,  the  positive  instruction:  "Turn 
igain  unto  the  Lord,  .  .  .  enter  into  His  sanctuary,  .  .  . 
md  serve  the  Lord  your  God."  And  then  the  negative 
nstruction:  "Be  not  ye  like  your  fathers,  and  like  your 
)rethren,  which  trespassed  against  the  Lord  God;  .  .  . 
3e  ye  not  stiffnecked,  as  your  fathers  were." 

Then  the  King  followed  up  this  ,advice  with  this  incen- 
ive  for  right  living:  "For  if  ye  turn  again  unto  the  Lord, 
7our  brethren  and  your  children  shall  find  compassion 
.  For  the  Lord  your  God  is  gracious  and  merciful,  and 
Will  not  turn  away  His  face  from  you,  if  ye  return  unto 
Him"   (II  Chron.  30:9). 

When  the  people  of  Israel  and  Judah  received  this  mes- 
sage they  responded  in  .a  two-fold  manner.  Some  "laughed 
them  to  scorn,  and  mocked  them";  others  "humbled  them- 
selves, and  came  to  Jerusalem.  Each  one  of  us  must  re- 
spond in  some  way  to  every  Word  of  Truth  we  hear. 
Either  we  humbly  accept  it,  or  we  hardheartedly  reject 
it.  Which  will  YOU  do?

Topic  For  May  22,  1955 

ABOVE  REPROACH 

Scripture  Reading:  Exodus  20:15-17 

I.  THOU  SHALT  NOT  STEAL— What  is  stealing?  To 
steal  is  to  take  by  force  or  stealth  that  which  rightly 
belongs  to  another.  It  is  to  withhold  from  our  fellows 
that  which  they  have  a  right  to  expect  at  our  hands. 
Why  do  men  steal  ?  Some  steal  from  what  they  think  is 
necessity — their  children  may  be  hungry.  Some  steal  be- 
cause they  are  lazy — they'd  rather  resort  to  trickery  than 
to  hard  work  for  a  living.  Some  want  money  for  a  fast 
life  and  they  can't  make  it  honestly.  Some  do  it  to  make 
a  show.  Some  want  to  get  rich  quickly. 

There  are  many  ways  of  stealing.  There  is  the  robber- 
type  who,  at  the  point  of  a  gun,  takes  from  another  his 
property.  Some  steal  by  doing  shoddy  work  in  return  for 
a  good  wage.  Some  steal  by  paying  a  starvation  wage. 
Others  steal  by  taking  advantage  of  another  person  when 
they  are  in  need.  Some  steal  by  adulterating  foods,  con- 
cealing defects,  or  by  misrepresentation. 

What  is  wrong  with  stealing?  It  injures  the  one  whose 
property  is  stolen.  Property  represents  life  and  to  steal 
means   that  we   are   stealing  a  part  of  another's  life. 

Before  this  moral  law  all  men  stand  equal.  A  man,  be- 
cause he  is  poor,  has  no  right  to  steal.  Absolute  honesty 
is  exacted  of  the  poorest  man.  A  man,  because  he  is  rich 
and  powerful  and  influential,  has  no  right  to  encroach  on 
a  weaker  man's  property. 

What  can  we  do  about  stealing?  First  of  all  a  person 
must  repent.  We  must  change  our  minds  from  the  atti- 
tude that  it  doesn't  matter  how  I  get  what  I  want  so  long 
as  I  get  it,  to  the  attitude  of  honesy  and  respect  for 
others  rights.  A  person  who  has  been  guilty  of  stealing 
must  make  restitution.  Here  the  example  of  Zacchaeus  is 
a  good  one.  In  the  third  place,  we  can  help  others  to  im- 
prove their  property  and  lot  in  life  and  thus  remove  some 
of  the  causes  of  stealing.  We  can  preach  the  gospel  and 
live  a  God-like  life  ,and  thus  help  encourage  others  to 
live   an  honest  life. 

II.  THOU   SHALT  NOT  BEAR    FALSE    WITNESS— 

This  commandment  is  broken  perhaps  more  than  any 
other.  People  who  would  never  think  of  stealing  or  com- 
mitting adultery  are  guilty  of  almost  daily  tale-bearing, 
gossip,  or  false  witnessing  about  their  neighbors. 

This  law  is  violated  in  many  ways.  Some  give  false 
witness  in  courts.  Some  people  slander  others,  not  by 
making  untrue  statements  about  them,  but  by  asking 
slanderous  questions  such  as  "Does  Mr.  Jones  pay  his 
debts?"  To  ask  such  a  question  is  to  imply  that  he  does 
not   although   you   never  said  that  he   didn't. 

Some  bear  false  witness  by  silence.  Somone  is  saying 
something  nasty  about  another  person  and  you  know  that

Read  the  Bible,  and  read  it  again,  and  do  not 
despair  of  help  to  understand  something  of  the 
will  and  mind  of  God,  though  you  think  they  are 
fast  locked  up  from  you.  Neither  trouble  yourself, 
though  you  have  not  commentaries  and  exposi- 
tions; pray  and  read,  and  read  and  pray;  for  a 
little  from  God  is  better  than  a  great  deal  from 
man;  also,  what  is  from  man  is  uncertain,  and  is 
often  lost  and  tumbled  over  by  man,  but  what  is 
from  God  is  fixed  as  a  nail  in  a  sure  place.

it  is  not  true,  but  you  keep  silent  so  that  you  will  not 
become  involved.  There  are  those  who  bear  false  witness 
by  flattering  others.  Some  are  chronic  faultfinders.  They 
look  for  the  worst  in  others;  and  tell  it  even  worse  than 
it  is. 

To  keep  this  commandment  we  will  have  to  dedicate 
our  lives  to  Jesus  Christ  and  ask  Him  to  help  us  speak 
only  the  truth.  Then,  after  committing  our  lives  to  Christ, 
we  will  open  the  doors  of  our  souls  and  we  will  let  love 
take  over  that  we  may  always  think  the  best  thoughts 
of  others.  Remember  that  it  is  always  better  to  say  some- 
thing good  about  someone  than  it  is  to  say  something 
mean   even   though   it   be   the   truth. 

III.  THOU  SHALT  NOT  COVET— Covetousness  comes 
from  the  Greek  word  meaning  "to  grasp  at  more."  The 
Bible  says,  "Covet  the  best  gifts."  Covet,  in  this  sense, 
means  to  desire  earnestly.  There  is  nothing  wrong  with 
desiring  earnestly  the  necessary  things  of  life.  It  is  the 
excessive  love  for  gaining  the  feverish  passion  to  secure 
more  and  more  that  is  dreadfully  wrong. 

Covetousness  includes  the  desire  to  hoard  what  one  has 
gained.  This  is  avarice.  One  can  be  avaricious  in  regard 
to  five  dollars  as  well  as  to  five  thousand  dollars.  Chil- 
dren have  been  known  to  be  avaricious  regarding  pennies. 
Covetousness  is  not  limited  to  money.  We  may  covet  in- 
fluence, power,  position,  fame,  personal  appearance,  or 
popularity. 

What  is  wrong  with  covetousness?  To  begin  with  the 
Covetous  person  is  full  of  discontent.  He  is  not  grateful 
for  what  he  has.  He  develops  the  habit  of  murmuring, 
and  of  looking  over  the  fence  at  what  someone  else  has, 
and  of  being  filled  with  envy  and  longing. 

Covetousness  causes  one  to  forget  the  finer  things  of 
life.  We  are  apt  to  spend  all  of  our  time  getting  money 
and  things  that  we  never  have  time  for  good  books,  great 
art,  trusted  friends,  or  even  God  Himself.  Covetousness 
can  cause  men  to  miss  the  whole  meaning  of  life. 

What  can  we  do  about  covetousness?  We  should  take 
a  good  look  at  those  who  have  given  their  lives  merely 
to  obtaining  things.  Read  the  story  of  the  man  who  tore 
down  his  bams  and  built  bigger  ones.  We  should  remem- 
ber that  we  brought  nothing  into  the  world  and  we  shall 
take  nothing  out  of  it.  Recently  I  heard  a  heart  surgeon 
say  that  he  advises  his  patients  not  to  take  themselves 
too  seriously — that  is  to  remember  that  God  clothes  the 
lilies  of  the  field  and  feeds  the  sparrow.  He  can  also  take 
care  of  man.

-re  on  the  platform. 

In  addition  to  the  various  Denominational  and 
Mstrict  activities,  our  District  Conferences  will 
►resent  District  Pastors  and  National  leaders  as 
levotional-spiritual  speakers.  The  Brethren,  in 
►reparation  for  these  messages,  will  have  spent 
nuch  time  in  prayer,  study  and  preparation  that 
hey  might  present  to  the  Brethren  the  message 
»f  God  for  the  hour.  Our  full  support  of  these 
Brethren  will  be  an  indication  of  our  desire  to 
rrow  spiritually  and  in  the  grace  and  knowledge 
•f  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 


What  we  have  been  saying  thus  far  in  this  Edi- 
torial is  the  result  of  our  observations  of  past 
District  Conferences  (and  could  easily  be  applied 
to  our  General  Conference,  too.)  While  the  at- 
tendances at  our  Conferences  have  been  very 
good — better  than  some  years  past,  yet  it  is  our 
observation  that  many  times,  well  prepared  ad- 
dresses, programs  and  messages  possess  only  a 
percentage  of  total  possible  audience  simply  be- 
cause Brethren  have  chosen  to  be  outside,  instead 
of  in  the  Conference  auditorium. 

No  one  appreciates  any  more  than  does  this 
Editor  the  wonderful  times  of  fellowship  among 
the  Brethren  as  these  Conferences  afford.  They 
are  truly  the  precious  jewels  which  sparkle 
through  the  year  between  the  Conferences.  Those 
in  attendance  have  the  choice  of  spending  time 
in  the  services  or  of  spending  time  visiting,  re- 
newing acquaintances,  and  making  new  friends. 
Every  good,  friendly  Brethren  has  the  same  prob- 
lem. Not  for  one  moment  would  we  suggest  any 
course  of  action  which  would  deter  the  fellowship 
of  the  Brethren.  Yet  the  work  of  the  church  must 
be  taken  care  of,  and  this  requires  sessions,  morn- 
ing, afternoon  and  evening.  (Perhaps  some  enter- 
prising District  Executive  Board  will  come  up  one 
of  these  years  with  a  special  session  on  their  pro- 
gram called,  "Fellowship  of  the  Brethren" — an 
hour  or  so  devoted  solely  to  letting  the  Brethren 
visit  together.)  For  the  present,  we  must  find 
that  happy  balance  which  finds  us  in  the  sessions, 
and  also  in  the  informal  fellowship  of  the  Breth- 
ren between  sessions. 

So,  let's  all  get  together  again — in  the  Name 
of,  and  to  the  glory  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ.  May  He  be  honored  in  every  ses- 
sion; may  His  guidance  and  blessing  be  coveted 
for  the  work;  and  may  every  Brethren  make 
every  effort  to  be  present  and  to  share  in  the 
sessions  and  in  the  fellowship  of  these  days  of 
Conference.

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THE  GREAT  NEED  OF  THE  HOUR 


Part  One 


BEFORE  THE  ADVENT  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  dis- 
ciples of  the  Lord  did  not  fully  understand  the  mis- 
sion of  Christ,  nor  the  nature  of  His  Kingdom.  This  is 
evident  by  their  question  to  Jesus  in  Acts  1 :6,  "Lord,  wilt 
thou  at  this  time  restore  again  the  kingdom  to  Israel?" 
Their  expectations  to  see  the  temporal  redemption  of 
Israel  an  accomplished  fact  were  also  expressed  in  the 
hopeful  words  of  Cleophas  and  his  companion  as  they 
talked  to  the  unrecognized,  risen  Lord  who  had  joined 
them  on  their  journey  to  Emmaus,  "But  we  trusted  that 
it  had  been  He  which  should  have  redeemed  Israel."  To 
them  the  Messiah  was  to  be  a  temporal  King  who  was  to 
restore  again  in  all  its  glory  the  throne  of  David.  Israel 
was  to  be  free  from  the  yoke  of  Roman  bondage,  and  to 
be  great  among  the  nations  of  the   earth. 

But  Jesus  was  not  interested  in  the  temporal  redemp- 
tion of  Israel  at  this  time.  He  ignored  their  question  ex- 
cept to  say,  "It  is  not  for  you  to  know  the  times  or  the 
seasons,  which  the  Father  hath  put  in  His  own  power." 
The  Lord  did  not  want  them  to  be  concerned  about 
"times  and  seasons."  Such  belong  to  the  secret  counsels 
of  God.  But  the  grand  and  glorious  thing  that  He  wanted 
them  to  know  about  is  found  in  Acts  1:8,  "But  ye  shall 
receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon 
you;  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  Me  both  in  Jerusa- 
lem, and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  utter- 
most parts   of  the   earth." 

Spiritual  power  was  the  transcendent  need  of  the  Apos- 
tles and  the  infant  church.  They  must  soon  meet  the 
challenge  of  a  hostile,  demonized  world  with  the  gospel 
of  Christ.  Such  a  gigantic  task  required  divine  energy. 
Jesus  declared  that  the  Holy  Spirit  was  the  source  of 
such  needed  power.  Therefore,  He  commanded  them  to 
"tarry  in  Jerusalem,  until  ye  be  endued  with  power  from 
on    h-gh."    This    command    was   faithfully   obeyed    with    a 


great  ten  day  prayer  meeting  in  the  upper  room."  Ani 
when  the  day  of  Pentecost  was  fully  come,  they  were  a 
with  one  accord  in  one  place.  "And  they  were  all  fiHel 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,"  and  with  great  power  to  witnes 
for  the   Lord. 

The  Apostolic  Church  had  mighty  power  with  Goti 
She  had  power  to  stay  the  tides  of  sin  and  iniquity;  powe 
to  make  men  pause  and  consider  the  certain  disaster  c 
their  downward  course  to  hell  and  destruction.  It  wa 
after  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit  that  Petel 
and  the  119  fellow  members  had  such  wonderful  power  i 
the  presentation  of  God's  Word,  and  in  witnessing  abou; 
the  mighty  works  of  God,  that  wicked  men  and  prejudice- 
Jews  were  pricked  to  the  heart,  and  yielded  to  the  preach 
ing  of  Jesus  Christ  and  Him  crucified  and  resurrectec 
in  such  large  numbers  that  three  thousand  souls  wer 
led  to  Christ  and  added  to  the  church  in  a  single  day 
They  were  so  filled  with  the  Spirit  that  in  spite  of  sever 
persecution,  imprisonment  and  threatenings,  they  preachei 
the  Word  of  God  with  great  courage  and  holy  boldness 
These  preachers  of  God  were  so  filled  with  the  Hoi; 
Spirit  and  power,  even  though  declared  by  the  Sanhedrii 
to  be  "unlearned  and  ignorant  men";  they  manifeste( 
such  great  wisdom  and  knowledge  of  Christ  that  thi; 
educated,  august  court  of  the  Jews  was  forced  to  takti 
knowledge   of  them,   that   they  had  been  with  Jesus. 

The  need  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was  recognized  in  the  lif< 
and  ministry  of  Jesus.  When  He  was  baptized  by  Johit 
in  the  Jordan  river,  out  from  the  expanse  of  the  heavens 
He  saw  the  Spirit  of  God  coming  in  the  form  of  a  dovf 
with  whirring  wings  hovering  over  the  dripping  locks  oi 
Christ,  ,and  lighting  upon  Him.  "Jesus  being  full  of  thd 
Holy  Ghost  returned  from  the  Jordan,  and  was  led  by  th^ 
Spirit  into  the  wilderness,  being  forty  days  tempted  oi 
the   devil."    A    mighty   battle   ensued.    But   the    devil   wai!

.0  match  for  Jesus.  Our  Lord  fought  the  enemy  with  the 
Sword  of  the  Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God."  Armed 
fith.  the  mighty  weapons  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  the 
Vord  of  God,  our  Lord  administered  to  Satan  a  most 
evastating  defeat. 


It  was  from  this  wonderful  victory  over  the  devil  that 
Jesus  returned  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  into  Galilee; 
md  there  went  out  a  fame  of  Him  through  all  the  re- 
gions round  about."  Soon,  He  entered  into  His  home 
own,  Nazareth,  "and,  as  His  custom  was,  went  into 
he  synagogue  on  the  Sabbath  day,  and  stood  up  for  to 
ead."  The  attendant  of  the  synagogue  handed  Him  the 
look  of  the  prophet  Isaiah.  "And  when  He  had  opened 
he  book  He  found  the  place  where  it  was  written,  'The 
5pirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  Me,  because  He  hath  anointed 
lie  to  preach  the  gospel.' "  So,  Jesus  needed  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  His  work  of  proclaiming  God's  message  to  the 
TOrld. 

Fellow-ministers,  when  we  enter  the  pulpits  of  our 
hurches  with  the  Word  of  God  in  our  hands,  can  we 
ruly  say,  "The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me,  because 
le  hath  anointed  me  to  preach  the  Gospel."  If  we  can, 
ve  will  have  power  with  God  and  our  ministi-y  will  be 
iffective.  But  without  the  Holy  Spirit  and  the  "love  of 
jod  which  He  sheds  abroad  in  our  hearts,"  our  preach- 
ng  and  sermons  will  "become  as  sounding  brass,  or  a 
inkling  cymbal." 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  the  great  need  of  the  hour.  He 
ame  upon  the  early  church  with  such  dynamic  power, 
md  mighty  impact  that  it  was  impossible  to  restrain 
hem  from  witnessing,  and  bearing  fi'uit  unto  the  Lord. 
Phey  said  in  Acts  4:20,  "We  cannot  but  speak  the  things 
ve  have  seen  and  heard."  The  supreme  need  today  is  the 
vitness  of  the  Holy   Spirit. 

Many  churches  seem  afraid  to  prove  God.  They  bor- 
'ow  the  world's  program  and  paraphernalia.  But  from 
he  world  we  cannot  borrow  power,  the  power  that  works 
he  work  of  God.  Our  work  turns  out  to  be  deficient  un- 
ess  we  have  the  sufficiency  of  the  Spirit.  A  church  may 
lave  the  name  of  being  alive  as  did  Sardis,  yet  dead  in 
he  sight  of  the  Lord.  Such  a  church  may  merely  double 
heir  activities  to  hide  her  weakness  and  deadness.   It   is 


not  the  feverish  energy  of  the  human  spirit  that  counts 
with  God,  but  the  conquering  energy  and  power  of  the 
Holy    Spirit. 

Today,  when  so  much  is  being  said  about  religious  ed- 
ucation, the  tendency  on  the  part  of  many  religious 
workers  is  to  shift  the  emphasis  and  neglect  the  great 
essential — the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  is  the  source 
of  wisdom  and  spiritual  power.  The  church  that  fails  to 
emphasize  the  doctrine,  of  the  Holy  Spirit  loses  her  re- 
vival  and  spiritual   energy. 

On  the  day  of  Pentecost  they  were  all  filled  with  the 
Holy  Spirit — Apostles,  preachers  and  laity — all  alike.  If 
We  would  have  Pentecostal  power,  we  must  depend  on  the 
same  source.  Religious  education,  church  organization, 
equipment  and  machinery  are  all  right,  but  not  enough. 
Tnere  can  be  no  successful  substitute  for  the  Holy  Spirit 
when  we  undertake  to  win  souls  for  Christ,  and  to  build 
up  Hs  church.  It  is,  "not  by  might,  nor  by  power,  but 
by  My  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts."  But  far  too 
many  church  men  have  not  discovered  that  fact.

Not  long  ago  an  article  appeared  in  a  religious  maga- 
zine, entitled  "The  Recovery  of  Power,"  in  which  the 
writer  stated  that  "the  church  has  learned  the  true 
source  of  power,  which  is  'ceremony  appealing  to  the  eye 
and  stirring  the  emotions.'  "  If  ceremony  be  the  source  of 
power,  then  the  liturgical,  ritualistic  churches  would  be 
the  most  powerful,  spiritual  churches  in  Christendom, 
and  that  would  leave  out  the  Brethren,  because  the 
Brethren  Church  is  not  a  liturgical  church.  Ceremony  and 
ritual  do  not  fui'iiish  power,  but  may  be  a  hindrance  to 
"worshipping  God  in  spirit  and  truth."  Jesus  gives  us  the 
clue  to  the  real  source  of  power  in  the  text,  "Ye  shall 
receive  power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon 
you." 

A  prominent  minister  of  one  of  the  largest  liturgical 
churches,  long  ago,  expressed  deep  regret  that  "Chris- 
tians have  but  a  meager  knowledge  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
They  often  use  His  name  in  the  exercise  of  piety,  but 
their  faith  is  surrounded  with  dense  darkness."  Such 
conditions  persist  today.  Many  church  people  seem  to  be 
in  total  darkness,  about  receiving  the  Holy  Spirit;  God's 
promised  gift.  But  a  church  destitute  of  the  Spirit  will 
be  spiritually  dead,  and  ineffective  for  Christ.  She  will

THIS  IS  THE  DRY  SEASON  here  in  Africa  and  the 
time  that  one  can  get  out  and  visit  the  outvillages, 
greeting  and  preaching  the  Word  of  God  to  the  people  as 
well  as  observing  the  work  of  the  outvillage  teacher. 

Let  me  just  take  you  to  a  few  of  these  villages  which 
I  visited  this  month  and  part  of  last  month.  First  let  us 
go  to  Midlu.  Midlu  is  one  of  the  old  Margi  centers.  It  is 
located  between  7  and  10  miles  as  the  crow  flies  north- 
east of  Gulak.  There  are  three  sections  to  the  village, 
each  having  its  own  chief.  Adam,  our  Higi  roving  evan- 
gelist, who  is  blind;  Dzugwahi,  a  Christian  young  man 
from  the  Gulak  Church,  and  whom  we  plan  to  send  to  th's 
village  as  a  C.R.I,  teacher;  and  I  visited  Midlu  on  one  of 
their  market  days.  Even  though  the  village  is  quite  close 
as  the  crow  would  fly,  we  traveled  25  miles  by  road, 
winding  around  the  range  of  mountains  until  we  reached 
Midlu. 

Many  people  were  at  the  market;  they  were  busily 
selling  and  buying  things  as  well  as  greeting  their 
friends  whom  they  had  not  seen  since  the  last  market 
day.  Not  far  from  the  market  place  there  was  a  little 
mud  hut  in  which  the  chiefs  of  the  various  villages  in  the 
area  meet  each  market  day  and  hold  court.  We  stopped 
there  and  waited  until  they  had  finished  most  of  their 
business   and   would   talk   to   us. 

After  the  usual  round  of  greetings,  Adam  talked  to 
them  about  God  and  His  love  for  all  people.  He  then  told 


them  that  we  had  come  to  greet  them  because  we  ha(, 
heard  that  they  had  a  large  village  and  many  peopU 
and  also  that  we  had  heard  that  they  wanted  to  have  i 
school.  Adam  pointed  out  the  way  a  school  or  C.R.I,  was; 
opened.  The  village  promised  to  (1)  build  a  small  buildl 
ing  where  classes  could  be  held;  (2)  build  a  compound 
for  the  teacher;  (3)  give  the  teacher  a  piece  of  farming 
land;  (4)  send  their  chldren  to  the  school;  (5)  pay 
small  fee. 

The  teacher  promised  to  (1)  teach  the  children;  (2] 
preach  and  teach  the  people  the  Word  of  God;  (3)  teacl' 
the  men  and  women  also,  if  they  wanted.  The  Missioi 
would  pay  the  teacher  and  give  him  books  and  oth6: 
school  supplies. 

The  chiefs  then  took  council  and  told  us  they  wantec 
such  a  school.  Adam  and  I  told  them  that  when  they  seni 
us  a  messenger  stating  that  the  building  for  the  classes 
was  completed,  and  a  compound  for  the  teacher  was 
ready,  Dzugwahi  would  come  to  live  among  them  ,anc 
teach   and   preach   to   them. 

In  the  last  two  weeks  members  of  the  Gulak  Churcl 
Committee  and  I  have  visited  three  of  the  C.  R.  I's  ir 
this  area.  It  has  been  a  joyous  time  for  us.  At  the  vil- 
lage of  Nggiki  ten  were  baptized;  two  of  the  ten  were 
elderly  women  whose  husbands  had  died.  At  Kuda  sever 
took  the  covenant;  two  were  widows;  one  was  a  youngi 
mothei-;  one  a  young  teen-age  girl;  two  young  men;  anci 
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ne  blind  man.  Saturday  we  went  to  Mbororo  where  thir- 
een  took  the  covenant*;  seven  of  this  group  were  women, 
^here  was  also  one  blind  man  about  the  age  of  60.  It  was 
,  great  joy  for  us  to  visit  these  villages  and  preach  the 
Vord  of  God  to  the  people  as  well  as  to  counsel  with 
hose  who  were  taking  the  first  steps  to  becoming  fol- 
owers  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Chi-ist.  Kuda  and  Mbororo  are 
(uite  new  C.  R.  Fs,  but  the  work  is  steadily  going  for- 
ward with  an  interest  in   the   Sunday  preaching   services. 

This  Saturday  a  visit  will  be  made  to  .Bitiku,  a  Margi 
J.  R.  I.  and  there  a  number  w.U  receive  baptism  as  well 
,s  the  covenant.  Early  in  the  month  of  March,  Dlle  will 
le  visited  and  people  there  will  be  examined  for  the  cove- 
Lant. 

In  December,  13  were  baptized  and  16  took  the  cove- 
lant  at  Brishishiwa,  a  Higi  village  where  the  Mission  has 
,  junior-primary  school. 

Yesterday  when  Bea  and  I  were  in  Lasaa,  I  had  an 
ipportunity  to  talk  to  Mr.  Grimley  and  Pastor  Karam — 
African  pastor  of  the  Lassa  Church — about  the  outvil- 
age  work  in  their  area  among  the  Higi  people.  They 
lointed  out  that  the  Higi  people  seem  to  be  eager  for 
y.  R.  I's  and  the  preaching  of  the  Word.  Sunday,  Pastor 
Larbam  had  preached  at  Moda  and  there  were  225  people 
it  the  service.  All  of  the  C.  R.  I.'s  .among  the  Higi  peo- 
ile  in   the   Lassa  area  show  a  great  increase  in  the  at- 


tendance of  the  boys  and  girls  over  the  past  year.  At 
Moda  there  are  106  and  of  course  we  had  to  put  another 
teacher  there  to  help  Daniel.  At  Viligwa  there  are  60 
boys  and  girls;  at  Kongila  51;  at  Kwadzali  20  boys  and 
girls  attend  in  the  morning  and  then  in  the  evenings 
Bubwa  goes  about  a  miLe  away  and  teaches  to  about  65 
others.  We  do  thank  God  for  the  increased  interest  of 
the  Higi  people.  We  know  that  it  is  the  answer  to  the 
many  prayers  and  the  great  interest  our  Church  at  home 
is  showing  in  the  work  here  in  Africa. 

Our  request  is  that  you  continue  to  remember  these 
villages  in  prayer;  remember  the  teacher  and  his  family, 
the  new  Christians,  and  of  course  those  who  haven't  as 
yet  come  to  know  the  Saviour.  Each  time  I  visit  an  out- 
village  I  enjoy  the  visit  more  than  the  last  time  because 
I  am  becoming  more  familiar  in  the  language  and  can 
speak  more   to  them   the  ways  of  God.

;iasm  and  drive  to  faithfully  carry  on  the  work  of  God. 
'aul  tells  us  in  Romans  12:11  to  be,  "fervent  in  spirit; 
erving  the  Lord."  Philip  Brooks  one  time  exclaimed, 
'Let  us  beware  of  losing  our  enthusiasm."  However,  un- 
ess  our  enthusiasm  is  generated  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  fail- 
ire  in  Christ's  cause  is  inevitable. 

George  Jackson  tells  how  a  colleague  of  his  cried  out 
n  a  church  meeting  and  said,  "Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
hat  we  move  the  world."  Then,  said  the  writer,  "noth- 
ng  memorable  happened."  But  long  ago,  when  born- 
igain.  Spirit-filled  fishermen,  tax  gatherers,  and  a  former 
lelf-righteous  Pharisee  moved  to  move  the  world  with 
he  gospel  of  Christ,  something  did  happen  that  had  never 
lappened  before.  They  not  only  moved  to  move  the  world, 
)ut  turned  it  upside  down,  and  dotted  all  Asia  Minor, 
md  a  large  part  of  Europe  with  Christian  churches  with- 
n  the  brief  period  of  about  twenty-five  years. 

They  accomplished  all  of  this  despite  the  most  formid- 
ible  opposition.  All  of  the  powers  of  the  pagan  Roman 
Smpire,  and  all  of  the  forces  of  the  underworld  were 
)itted  against  the  church.  The  devil  used  every  evil 
veapon  and  tactic  to  crush  the  infant  church,  and  to 
stamp  out  the  teachings  of  Christ.  But  all  efforts  mis- 
irably    failed. 


Why  this  unconquorable  spirit,  and  marvelous  success 
in  the  face  of  the  most  stubborn  opposition  ?  The  reasons 
are  obvious.  The  early  church  was  a  bom-again,  Spirit- 
filled  church,  and  lived  according  to  the  plans  and  pur- 
poses of  God.  She  had  an  indomitable  faith  in  the  risen 
Lord,  and  faithfully  employed  the  means  appointed  by 
Almighty  God  to  spread  the  gospel  throughout  the  world. 
Therefore,  they  went  forth  preaching,  praying,  singing, 
giving  and  living  the  mighty  truths  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ.  She  marched  triumphantly  on,  from  victory  to  vic- 
tory, preaching  Christ  and  Him  crucified,  resurrected 
and  coming  again,  and  stormed  the  ramparts  of  the  devil's 
domain,  and  shook  it  from  top  to  bottom,  from  center  to 
circumference  with  the  mighty  impact  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ  which  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  for  all 
who  believe.

THE  WRONG  SIGN 

"And  this  is  life  eiternal,  that  they  might  know  thee, 
the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ,  whom  thou  hast 
sent,"   John    17:3. 

"WHERE  WILL  YOU  SPEND  ETERNITY"  is  the 
question  that  looms  at  the  traveler  many  times  as  he 
rounds  a  curve  in  the  highway;  painted  on  a  rock  or  a 
billboard.  The  dangerous  character  of  the  turn  is  prob- 
ably thought  to  impress  the  seriousness  of  the  question 
upon  the  mind  of  the  traveler.  It  appeals  to  the  writer 
that  it  would  be  more  in  line  with  the  teaching  of  the 
Scripture  to  word  the  question  on  the  Billboard  thus: 
"Where  are   you  spending  eternity?" 

A  skeptic  once  said  to  an  acquaintance,  "What  a  joke 
it  would  be  on  you  if  after  all  these  years  of  faith  in  a 
supposedly  divine  Being  you  should  die  and  find  that 
there  is  no  God  after  all!"  His  friend,  who  by  the  way 
was    an    ardent    and    devout    Christian,    chuckled,    and    re- 


plied:   "That's   one  thing  I   don't  have   to   worry  about; 
know   God  already!" 

Our  text  plainly  teaches  that  eternal  life  is  one  thing 
that  is  not  reserved  for  the  hereafter.  If  our  lives  have 
being  and  meaning  in  God,  if  they  .are  hidden  withi 
Christ  in  God,  and  we  are  living  on  a  high  plane  ol 
friendship  and  companionship  with  Him,  we  are  tasting 
some  of   the  joys   of  eternity   now. 

Jesus  himself  declared  that  the  Heavenly  F,ather  hadi 
granted  Him  the  power  to  bestow  eternal  life  on  alii 
whom  God  hath  chosen.  See  Chapter  17:2.  And  he  prayed 
that  the  Father  would  preserve  those  whom  He  has 
blessed  with  being  chosen  by  the  Lord  as  His  followers. 
And  the  Master  .asserts  that  the  words  of  this  great 
"High  Priestly  Prayer"  were  spoken  by  Him  that  the 
disciples  might  have  the  Saviour's  joy  fulfilled  in  them. 
He  prays  not  that  they  should  be  taken  out  of  the  world 
— to  know  the  meaning  ,and  fullness  of  eternal  life — but 
that  they  might  not  be  hindered  from  the  full  enjoyment 
of  the  boon  which  he  bestowed  by  the  evil  of  the  world.i 

The  only  difference  between  life  here  and  life  here- 
after is  the  difference  in  the  surroundings  in  which  it  isi 
spent.  Here  we  face  trial,  temptation  and  sin;  there  we 
will  know  none  of  these  things,  but  shall  go  on  "from! 
glory  to  glory"  in  the  effulgence  of  the  Master's  pres-' 
ence.  All  life  is  endless,  but  eternal  life  belongs  only  to 
the   Christian. 
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MY  FIRST  VISIT  TO  THE  BRETHREN'S  HOME

\  /TY  FIRST  VISIT  to  the  Brethren's  Home  at 
VI  Flora,  Indiana,  was  also  my  first  meeting 
vith  the  Board,  and  the  president,  Mr.  Johnston, 
isked  me  to  write  an  article  concerning  my  im- 
)ressions  from  the  first  visit  there. 

Many  lines  have  been  written  and  a  program 
>f  pictures  has  been  shown  in  a  great  number  of 
churches  concerning  the  Brethren's  Home.  The 
Brethren  Church  does  have  a  home  which  now  is 
[n  excellent  condition,  thanks  to  those  members 
)f  the  board  who  have  served  so  faithfully  and 
liligently  for  many  years. 

As  the  Kuns  showed  us  around  the  large 
lome  and  the  two  family  cottages,  which  have 
proven  to  be  the  answer  to  many  of  the  board's 
problems,  and  as  we  walked  through  the  various 
iepartments  and  met  most  of  these  dear  folk  for 
:he  first  time,  that  old  familiar  Scripture  kept 
running  through  my  mind,  alerting  me  to  the 
problem  confronting  those  whose  home  is  there. 
'Now  also  when  I  am  old  and  greyheaded,  0  God, 
forsake  me  not;  until  I  have  showed  thy  strength 
anto  this  generation,  and  thy  power  to  everyone 
that  is  to  come."  Psalm  71:18. 

I  do  believe  there  are  three  phases  of  the  pro- 
gram which  each  resident  needs  to  participate  in 
for  all  to  make  up  one  happy  family. 

The  first  of  these  is  the    religious    approach. 

Certainly,  Rev.  Stewart  has  supplied  their  needs 
3f  a  religious  nature  and  pastoral  counseling  as 
much  as  his  time  will  permit.  Then  too,  the  home 
is  more  than  fortunate  in  having  Rev.  Belote  as 
a  resident  to  conduct  the  hymn  singing  and  Bible 
study  weekly.  I  feel  there  is  little  to  be  desired  in 
the  religious  program  and  this  is  as  it  should  be 
since  mose  of  these  good  folk  have  been  in  the 
custom  for  many  years  of  attending  the  Lord's 
House  on  Sunday  and  attending  Bible  and  prayer 
meeting  weekly.  The  Kuns  are  in  full  accord 
and  participate  with  the  religious  program  and 
make  many  trips  each  Sunday  conveying  mem- 
bers in  to  the  Flora  Church.  It  would  indeed  be 
valuable  to  the  work  if  a  small  Chapel  could  be 
provided  on  the  grounds  for  religious  meetings. 


Second,  is  the  recreation  approach.  Even 
though  these  beloved  brethren  are  not  young 
enough  to  actively  participate  in  athletics,  I  am 
quite  sure  there  isn't  a  one  of  them  who  wouldn't 
enjoy  a  good  laugh  at  something  funny.  They  do 
have  some  radios  and  television,  but  am  sure 
that  this  phase  of  the  program  should  be  en- 
larged upon  in  the  future.  Perhaps  groups  not  too 
far  distant  could  come  in  and  give  them  some  en- 
tertainment which  I  know  they  would  appreciate 
and  would  really  be  of  great  help  in  helping  these 
people  to  realize  one  can  get  so  much  more  out  of 
life  if  they  enjoy  that  which  is  available.  I  would 
suggest  that  perhaps  a  program  manager  is 
needed  to  take  care  of  this  particular  part  of  the 
Home  activities.  It  certainly  is  a  full  time  job  for 
the  Kuns  to  manage  the  home  and  to  see  that 
the  patients  are  cared  for;  someone  else  should 
be  responsible  for  the  social  welfare  of  the  pa- 
tients. This  would  be  a  step  forward  in  the  work 
of  the  Brethren's  Home. 

Third,  is  the  approach  in  therapy.  Let  us  re- 
member that  these  folks  are  affected  with  a 
sense  of  uselessness  and  each  one  must  undergO' 
a  complete  change  upon  entering  the  home.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Kuns  are  doing  everything  within 
their  power  to  make  this  transition  from  that 
feeling  of  being  useless  to  one  of  usefulness. 
They  do  counseling  and  are  willing  at  all  times 
to  make  adjustments,  and  keep  trying  to  make 
this  home  a  better  place  to  live.  Perhaps  under 
this  therapy  program,  some  time  in  the  near  fu- 
ture, we  hope  each  resident  would  be  able  to  be- 
come actively  occupied  in  some  type  of  project 
whereby  they  would  be  creating  and  making 
things  themselves.  By  participating  in  such  a 
program  we  can  change  the  thinking  of  some 
from  a  life  of  uselessness  to  one  of  being  useful. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  assure  you  it  is  the 
prayerful  hope  of  the  members  of  the  Benevolent 
Board  to  make  the  Flora  Home  a  place  where 
older  people  may  go  to  really  live  ratiier  than  a 
place  to  go  awaiting  for  the  journey's  end.

From  Genesis  to  Revelation 
God  is  calling  the  sinner  (Isaiah  1:18;  45:22;  55:1,  2; 
Ezek.  33:11;  Mai.  3:7;  Matt.  11:28-30;  John  6:37;  7:38, 
39;  Rev.  22:17).  He  continues  to  call  although  He  is  dis- 
regarded (Rom.  10:21;  Prov.  1:24).  He  is  saddened  be- 
cause His  offer  is  spurned  (John  5:40),  and  some  are 
tempted  to  leave  Him  (John  6:67).  Men  remain  unsaved 
because  they  love  sin  and  hate  God  (John  3:20).  But  God 
has  a  commanding  call  to  every  sinner  (Acts  17:30).  God 
would  not  have  any  to  perish  (2  Peter  3:9).  The  only 
reason  that  anybody  stays  away  from  Christ  is  that  his 
rebellious  heart  is  in  love  with  sin  (John  3:19-21). 

God  is  calling  the  sinner  through  Christians  (John  1:41; 
45-49;  35-37;  4:29).  It  is  urgent  that  we  press  upon  sin- 
ners the  claims  of  Christ  upon  them  (2  Cor.  5:11).  We  are 
"ambassadors"  to  relay  His  call  to  them  (2  Cor.  5:20). 
We  are  obligated  to  pass  the  Word  along  (Rev.  22:17). 
We  are  to  constrain  them  to  receive  the  Lover  of  their 
souls   (Luke     14:16-24).  We  are  commanded  to  make  soul 
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winning  our  business  (Matt.  28:19,  20).  We  are  to  sc 
the  good  seed,  which  is  Christ,  and  we  are  to  weep  a 
we  sow   (Psalm  126:5,  6). 

God  is  calling  the  sinner  through  His  goodness  (Ron 
2:4).  God  pours  out  His  earthly  benefits  upon  unsave 
mankind  as  an  evidence  of  His  love  (Psalm  103:2-5).  1 
we  have  no  gratitude  for  the  God  Who  gives  us  ou 
breath  (Dan.  5:23),  He  may  have  to  call  us  throug] 
trouble  (John  11:21,  22).  Jesus  once  allowed  trouble  t( 
come  that  God  might  be  glorified  (John  11:4),  and  tha 
through  the  sorrow  they  might  love  and  trust  Him  bette] 
(John  11:14,  15).  God  may  have  to  smite  a  man's  busij 
ness  before  he  will  listen  to  the  gospel  call  (1  Sam.  5:1' 
4;  2  Sam.  14:28-33).  Adversity  brings  us  back  to  Goc 
(Psalm  119:67).  God  may  have  to  seek  our  hearts  throughi 
breaking  them  (Heb.  12:6,  11).  He  may  have  to  cal 
through  the  home-going  of  a  loved  one  (2  Sam.  12:23) 
But  thank  God  that  He  calls  (Psalm  51:17)!

Lesson   for  May  29,   1955 
HEZEKIAH   MEETS   A   CRISIS 
Lesson:  II  Chronicles  32:1-8,  32-33 

WHAT  IS  LIFE?  James  has  given  us  the  answer:! 
"It  is  even  a  vapour,  that  appeareth  for  a  littlei] 
time,  and  then  vanisheth  away"  (James  4:14).  Yes,  lifel 
is  uncertain.  It  is  a  mixture  of  joy  and  of  sorrow;  of 
sunshine  and  of  darkness;  of  hope  and  despair;  of  tran 
quility  and  of  crisis.  Because  this  is  true,  man  must  be) 
prepared  for  whatever  will  come.  He  must  have  adequate 
spiritual  resources  for  life's  ci'ises. 

Our  lesson  for  today  deals  with  Hezekiah  in  the  midst) 
of  a  crisis.  How  was  he  able  to  meet  it? 

God  always  endeavors  to  prepare  the  Christian  for 
every  emergency  of  life.  This  does  not  mean,  however, 
that  we  are  always  prepared.  Many  times  we  fail  to  pass 
the  minor  trials  and  afflictions  which  ,are  intended  to  pre- 
pare us  for  a  greater  crisis. 

In  last  week's  lesson  we  learned  how  Hezekiah  began 
his  reign  by  getting  right  with  God.  At  the  same  time 
he  also  desired  to  have  his  people  in  right  relationship 
with  God.  Hezekiah  and  many  of  his  people  had  passed 
the  first  test.  Now  they  hear  of  wicked  King  Sennacherib 
of  Assyria  marching  down  upon  their  country.  They  were  ! 
now  ready  to  face  him.  They  were  spiritually  prepared  to  j 
face   this  crisis. 

Man  attempts  to  seek  God  with  reason  and  logic.  They  i 
want  to  understand  all  His  dealings.  It  cannot  be  done. 
God  always  works  with  a  purpose.  However,  He  does  not 
always  make  His  purpose  known.  HOW  WONDERFUL 
IT  WOULD  BE  IF  WE  COULD  LEARN  TO  TAKE 
EVERYTHING  THAT  COMES  INTO  OUR  LIVES  AS 
COMING  FROM  THE  HAND  OF  A  LOVING,  ALL- 
WISE   GOD!   We  then  would  seek   His   Will   and  Way  in 
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11  things.  Then  we  could  say  with  the  Apostle  Paul:  "I 
ave  learned,  in  whatsoever  state  I  am,  therewith  to  be 
ontent"    (Phil.  4:11). 

I  A  time  of  crisis  was  upon  Hezekiah  and  his  nation. 
jJow  what  would  they  do?  Immediately  the  King  set 
i.bout  to  meet  the  emergency.  A  counsel  was  called  with 
is  leaders;  plans  were  formulated;  preparations  were 
(lade.  Next  in  line  was  to  encourage  the  people.  They 
■eeded  to  have  the  same  sense  of  courage  and  assurance 
,s  did  their  leader.  "Be  strong  and  courageous,  be  not 
draid  nor  dismayed  for  the  King  of  Assyria,  nor  for  all 
he  multitude  that  is  with  him:  for  there  be  more  with 
is  than  with  him"   (II  Chron.  32:7). 

Many  of  the  people  of  Judah  must  have  thought  Heze- 
ciah  to  be  mad!  Why  everyone  had  heard  of  the  hordes 
if  savage  Assyrians  that  had  devastated  nation  after 
lation!  The  armies  of  Judah  could  not  compare  with  the 
ighting  Skill  of  their  enemy.  What  did  Hezekiah  mean 
vhen  he  said  "there  be  more  with  us  than  with  him?" 

Hezekiah  continues:  "With  him  (King  of  Assyria)  is 
m.arm  of  flesh;  but  with  us  (Judah)  is  the  Lord  our 
jrod  to  help  us,  and  to  fight  our  battles."  Ah!  here  was 
;he  answer.  Assyria  would  have  to  trust  in  their  own 
;trength  and  might,  while  Judah  could  rely  on  the 
;trength  of  Jehovah! 

The  King  of  Judah  knew  that  when  he  was  on  God's 
side,  God  would  be  on  his  side.  This  is  ,a  wonderful  thing 
;o  know.  And  the  result  of  this  message  upon  the  peo- 
)le?  "And  the  people  rested  themselves  upon  the  words 
)f   Hezekiah   King  of  Judah." 

"And  the  people  rested  themselves."  Is  not  this  the  real 
neaning  of  faith?  To  "trust"  in  the  Lord  means  nothing 
nore  than  simply  to  "rest  upon  Him." 

We  do  not  have  time  to  list  the  outcome  of  this  crisis, 
t  is  sufficient  to  quote  this  one  verse:  "Thus  the  Lord 
aved  Hezekiah  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  from 
he  hand  of  Sennacherib  the  King  of  Assyria,  and  from 
he  hand  of  all  others,  and  guided  them  on  every  side" 

II  Chron.  32:22). 

Let  us  remember  this  one  lesson:  God  always  rewards 
he  faithful  when  they  trust  in  Him! 


Topic  For  May  29,   1955 

rHE  CHRISTIAN'S    CHARTER— 'HIS    BLESSEDNESS' 

Scripture   Reading:   Matt,   5:1-12. 

rNTRODUCTION:  The  Beatitudes  form  a  great  preface 
to  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  which  serves  as  an  outline 
for  the  men  of  the  Kingdom.  In  Matthew's  gospel  there 
ire  eight  of  these  characteristics,  but  we  should  not  think 
30  much  of  eight  different  types  of  character  as  of  one  ideal 
character  seen  from  eight  different  angles.  Jesus,  in  His 
3wn  life,  gives  us  a  beautiful  picture  of  what  the  beati- 
tudes are  in  real  practice.  He  is  poor  in  spirit,  a  mourn- 


er, meek  and  lowly  in  heart.  He  hungers  for  the  suprem- 
acy of  righteousness,  is  merciful,  pure  in  heart,  the  Prince 
of  peace,  and  suffers  for  righteousness'  sake — yet  none 
of  these  virtues  is  cultivated  at  the  expense  of  another. 

1.  THE  CONDITIONS  OF  BLESSEDNESS— We  find 
these  conditions  set  forth  with  fullness  in  the  first  half  of 
each  Beatitude.  Blessed,  says  Jesus,  are  the  poor  in  spirit, 
the  mourners,  the  meek,  the  hungry  for  righteousness; 
blessed  are  the  merciful,  the  pure  in  heart,  the  peace- 
makers, and  they  who  are  not  fretful  because  of  injury 
and  wrong. 

The  condition  of  our  blessedness  is  within  us.  Our  hap- 
piness depf^nds,  not  on  what  we  have,  but  on  what  we 
are;  not  on  our  position,  but  on  our  disposition;  not  on 
the  state  of  our  circumstances,  but  on  the  state  of  our 
soul.  An  ancient  pagan  once  wrote,  "Blessed  is  the  man 
who  has  many  things."  There  are  plenty  of  pagans  who 
are  looking  for  blessedness  in  wealth,  pleasure,  fame,  ,and 
friends.  Jesus  says  that  that  view  of  blessedness  is  en- 
tirely false. 

The  type  of  character  for  M'hich  we  must  all  strive  if 
we  would  have  true  happiness  is  summed  up  in  the  word 
"Christlike."  If  you  want  true  happiness,  seek  to  live  the 
humble,  helpful  life  of  Christ.  This  is  a  life  that  realizes 
its  dependence  upon  God  and  has  come  to  know  God  as 
"Father." 

There  is  one  thing  more  that  we  should  consider  about 
the  Christlike  character  that  we  should  develope  and  that 
is  that  it  is  meant  to  be  developed,  not  under  ideal  cir- 
cumstances in  an  ideal  world,  but  here,  among  ordinary, 
dull,  depressing  surroundings.  This  kind  of  life  is  for  the 
kind  of  a  life  we  live  in  now — do  not  wait  until  things 
are  just  right — begin  now  by  letting  Christ  take  over  in 
your  life. 

2.  THE  CONTENT  OF  BLESSEDNESS— Just  as  the 
condition  of  blessedness  is  described  in  the  first  half  of 
each  Beatitude,  so  the  essence  or  content  of  blessedness  is 
described  in  the  last  half.  Here  is  the  last  half  of  the 
beatitude,  "their's  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven."  The  King- 
dom of  Heaven  is  the  beginning  and  purpose  of  the  be- 
atitudes. 

This  includes  consolation  for  the  mourners,  certainty 
of  victory  for  the  meek,  satisfaction  for  those  who  crave 
for  righteousness.  The  kingdom  of  Heaven  is  another 
name  for  the  salvation  of  which  Jesus  is  the  Bringer. 
What  it  means  the  various  .Beatitudes  made  clear:  com- 
forting, dominion,  the  vindication  of  God's  cause  on  the 
Day  of  Judgment. 

3.  THE  CLAIM  OF  BLESSEDNESS— In  these  Beati- 
tudes, Jesus  does  not  tell  us  that  we  are  going  to  have  a 
good,  eas.y  time  of  life  if  we  follow  Him  and  that  every- 
one will  agree  with  us.  Quite  the  opposite  is  often  the 
case.  Jesus  does  not  promise  prosperity  and  plenty,  but 
peace.  This  is  not  a  peace  from  attacks  from  men,  but 
is  a  peace  of  satisfaction  from  knowing  that  we  are  on 
God's  side  and  that  is  all  that  really  matters.  It  is  im- 
portant to  observe  here  that  Jesus  once  said,  ".Blessed 
are  ye  when  they  shall  persecute  and  cast  you  out  of  the 
temple — rejoice  and  be  exceedingly  glad." 

4.  THE  CONSEQUENCE  OF  BLESSEDNESS— One  of 

the   Beatitudes  says,  "Blessed   are   the   pui-e  in  heart:   for 

they   shall   see   God."   Pure   here  carries   with   it   the   idea

TOO  MANY  PARENTS  TIE  UP  THEIR  DOGS  AND 
.ET  THEIR  SIXTEEN- YEAR-OLDS  RUN  FREE. 

A  FEW  DAYS  AGO,  I  read  the  above  sentence  and 
r~\  for  some  reason  it  reminded  me  of  an  incident  that 
lappened  years  ago.  I  sat  in  a  crowded  doctor's  office,  an 
dealistic  young  wife  expecting  a  first  child.  The  other 
)atients  were  all  older,  and  talk  had  turned  from  discus- 
lion  of  the  draft  in  World  War  II  to  an  incident  of 
tVorld  War  I  days.  A  local  man,  later  to  become  promi- 
lent,  had  enlisted  in  all  the  glory  and  excitement  of 
hose  days,  leaving  a  wife  and  two  children.  When  he  was 
ibout  to  be  sent  overseas,  he  wrote  begging  his  wife  to 
fet  him  out  of  it.  She  refused. 

Everyone  was  nodding  and  agreeing  that  she  was  a 
errible  wife,  so  heartless,  etc.  I  piped  up  and  said  she 
lad  been  right  to  make  him  stick  to  the  thing  because  we 


only  make  another  person  weak  when  we  help  him  evade 
the  consequences  of  his  actions.  There  was  a  big  silence, 
then  everyone  started  talking  about  something  else.  I 
felt  very  young,  for  all  of  my  24  years. 

Now,  13  years  and  3  daughters  later,  I  know  that  I 
have  on  many  occasions  said  things  that  are  very  hard  to 
live  up  to.  Yet  I  know  also  that  much  is  expected  of  us. 
We  grow  and  accomplish  much  only  if  we  are  com- 
pelled to  do  so.  Often  I  am  tempted  by  weakness  of  the 
flesh  to  let  our  daughters  get  by.  It  is  so  much  easier 
not   to   make   rules   that   must  be   enforced. 

From  my  parents  and  my  education  came  the  idealistic 
words  in  the  doctor's  office.  Much  is  expected  of  me  be- 
cause much  has  been  given  me.  My  loved  ones  stand  by 
to  lend  strength  but  they  have  never  degraded  my  abili- 
ties and  worth  as  a  human  being  by  helping  me  to  evade 
the  issue.  I  try  to  return  the  compliment. 

Our  daughters  and  other  young  people  with  whom  I 
work  deserve  the  same  knowledge  of  their  human  dignity 
and  the  strength  which  comes  from  practice  in  solving 
problems  and  living  with  the  decisions.  The  best  heri- 
tage I  can  give  them  is  the  knowledge  that  with  the  right 
to  decide  goes  also  the  right  to  the  consequence,  good  or 
bad,   and  the   unwavering   conviction   that  God  will   help.

that  nothing  has  been  added.  It  is  often  referred  to  as 
singleness  of  purpose.  Here  Jesus  is  saying  in  other  words 
what  He  has  said  so  often  before,  "No  man  can  serve 
two  masters." 

Blessed  is  the  man  who  has  his  mind  made  up  and 
therefore  can  devote  his  time  and  energy  to  putting  that 
plan  and  purpose  into  effect.  The  boy  who  has  made  up 
his  mind  to  go  to  college  can  devote  his  time  and  talents 
to  his  studies  while  the  undecided  boy  wastes  so  much 
time  and  energy  trying  to  make  up  his  mind  what  to  do. 

Blessed  is  the  man  who  has  m.ade  up  his  mind  to  follow 
Christ  so  that  when  temptations  come  his  way,  he  can 
say  "No — I  have  made  up  my  mind,"  and  then  go  about 
his  work. 

What  does  it  mean  to  "see  God?"  Since  "no  man  hath 
seen  God,"  it  is  not  a  matter  of  optics,  but  of  spiritual 
fellowship.  It  is  to  be  near  God,  and  to  know  Him,  and 
to  rejoice  in  Him,  all  in  one.  To  enjoy  such  fellowship, 
says  Jesus,  a  man  must  be  wholly  sincere. 

The  promise  is  not  exhausted  by  this  life.  Here  we  see 
through  a  glass  darkly — our  best  vision  is  like  looking 
at  a  distorted  reflection  in  a  brazen  mirror.  Then  wp  shall 
see   Him   as   He   is.

L /fONDAY,  MAY  30TH  is  the  day  set  apart  in 
'  ■»■  most  of  the  States  for  the  honoring  of  the 
i^ar  dead  of  all  our  wars  since  the  Civil  War.  It 
all  be  a  day  of  parades,  flags,  speeches  and 
^•affic  jams. 

Even  the  most  profound  thinker  would  have 
ifficulty  calculating  even  a  mere  scratching  of 
tie  surface  of  the  misery,  heartache  and  changed 
ves  which  have  resulted  from  the  wars  of  our 
ation.  None  have  escaped.  Even  the  families 
^hich  have  not  been  touched  physically  by  our 
'•ars  are  paying  for  them  in  taxes  and  the  ever 
resent  danger  of  another  war. 

As  one  walks  out  into  a  beautiful  Spring  morn- 
\g  in  the  month  of  May,  one  is  made  conscious 
f  the  beautiful  world  God  has  made,  and  of  the 
revisions  which  He  has  made  for  the  welfare  of 
fe.  Even  as  we  inhale  the  beauty  and  the  fresh- 
ess  of  a  May  morning,  we  are  made  aware  of 
le  goodness  and  mercy  of  God. 

How  then,  do  we  reconcile  the  horrors  and 
3ar  of  war  with  the  beauty  of  a  May  morning? 
ome  may  rationalize  and  say  that  it  is  man's 
reed  that  causes  war,  his  distrust,  his  hate  and 
pite.  The  Bible  labels  it  sin.  So  must  we,  for  sin 
5  truly  rampant  in  the  world  today.  Men  defy 
le  spiritual  laws  of  God,  turning  to  their  own 
ists  and  hates,  thus  embroiling  the  nations  of 
le  world  in  godless,  hellish  carnage.

Next,  though,  we  must  ask  if  these  things 
must  be?  Cannot  it  be  possible  for  us  to  live 
together  in  peace — putting  the  billions  for  de- 
fense to  use  for  the  good  of  man  ?  Men  have  ever 
dreamed  of  a  time  of  world-peace.  Is  this  a  will 
o'  the  wisp? — it  seems  to  be!  Today,  after  thou- 
sands of  years  of  "social  advancement,"  men  are 
inventing  more  terrifying  and  more  fiendish  in- 
struments of  suicide  than  ever  before.  The  end 
seems  not  to  be  yet,  for  in  much  of  America's 
youth  is  generated  the  gang  spirit  of  kill  or  die, 
as  reflected  in  the  increased  activity  of  youth  in 
crime.  Key  figures  in  national  life  admit  that 
the  world  situation  is  so  tense  that  the  least  little 
incident  could  trigger  the  Third  World  War 
among  the  nations.  Our  whole  national  economy 
and  daily  life  is  geared  to  national  defense  (con- 
scription, jet  bombers  and  fighters  flying  over- 
head almost  constantly,  far  more  than  half  our 
national  budget  given  to  defense,  etc.). 

DOES  NOT  ALL  THIS  SEEM  STRANGE  FOR 
A  NATION  "WHOSE   GOD    IS    THE    LORD?" 

Does  it  not  seem  strange  to  you  that  a  nation 
that  has  made  so  many  great  advances  in  inven- 
tions, medicine,  etc.,  has  to  devote  more  than 
50%  of  its  money  for  its  self -protection  ?  Where 
is  the  God  of  our  fathers,  who  inspired  the  pil- 
grims. Who  gave  birth  to  liberty  and  protection 
under  its  laws  which  enabled  men  of  great  in- 
ventive genius  to  work  unhindered  to  bring  about 
the  great  inventions  of  our  day?  Where  is  the 
God  which  has  given  us  the  vast  acres  of  fertile 
land  on  which  to  raise  food  for  the  hungry,  acres 
of  which  are  being  turned  into  sites  for  defense 
plants?  We  could  go  on  into  every  phase  of  na- 
tional and  personal  life. 

Sufficient  to  say  that  it  seems  strange  that  a 
nation  which  seems  tO'  profess  a  faith  and  a  trust 
in  God  has  to  rely  so  strongly  on  "the  arm  of

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T^HE  GRAND  and  glorious  thing  that  the  church  needs 
1  today  IS  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  if  she  is  to  meet 
successfully  the  challenge  of  the  forces  of  darkness  ar- 
rayed against  her.  D.  L.  Moody  one  time  said,  "Many 
people  thmk  we  need  new  churches,  new  organs  new 
cho.rs  new  measures,  all  these  new  things.  That  is  not 
what  the  church  of  God  needs  today.  It  is  the  old  time 
power  that  the  apostles  had.  If  we  have  that  in  our 
churches,  there  will  be  new  life. 

He  further  stated:  "I  remember  when  in  Chicago  many 
were  tolling  in  the  work,  and  it  seemed  as  though  the 
car  of  salvation  didn't  move  on,  then  a  minister  began  to 
cry  out  of  the  depths  of  his  heart:  'Oh,  God,  put  new 
ministers  in  every  pulpit.' 

"Next  Monday  I  heard  two  or  three  men  say,  'We  had 
a  new  minister  last  Sunday-the  same  old  minister,  but 
he  had  received  new  power.'  That  is  what  we  need  all  over 
America-new  ministers  in  the  pulpit  and  new  people  in 
^he^  pews.    We    want   people   quickened   by   the    Spirit    of 

A  speaker  at  a  minister's  conference  a  few  years  ago 
made  the  startling  statement  that,  "not  more"  than  ten 
per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  church  have  had  a  vital, 
Christian  experience."  No  one  challenged  the  remark,  but 
some  were  stirred  by  it.  Others  seemed  indifferent  and 
no  doubt   questioned   its   accuracy.   However  a  vital  expe-

The  Brethren  church  today  is  a  Bible  believing  Church. 
le  believe  in,  and  adhere  to  Apostolic  Christianity.  Con- 
jquently.  Brethren  people  believe  in  the  deity  and  per- 
)nality  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  for  the  Holy  Trinity  is  one 
f  the  fundamental  beliefs  and  doctrines  of  the  church, 
his  is  shown  by  the  practice  of  trine  immersion  as  the 
Lode  of  baptism,  in  which  the  Holy  Spirit,  as  well  as  the 
ather  and  the  Son,  is  recognized  and  honored  with  a 
ip.  And  besides,  we  practice  the  "Laying  on  of  hands," 
L  the  confirmation  service  as  a  symbol  of  the  believer 
jceiving  the  "Gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  As  believers  in 
16  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  let  us  make  sure  as  Brethren  that 
e  can  give  an  affirmative  answer  to  the  question  pro- 
junded  by  St.  Paul  to  the  twelve  men  at  Ephesus,  "Have 
3  received  the  Holy  Ghost  since  ye  believed?  Acts  19:2. 

Many  church  people  never  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
pint  because  of  their  ignorance  of  Him.  Sermons  on 
le  work  and  mission  of  the  Holy  Spirit  are  rare  in  many 
laces.  Many  ministers  are  so  mum  in  their  preaching 
3out  this  blessed  doctrine  of  the  New  Testament  that 
leir  hearers,  like  the  twelve  men  at  Ephesus,  do  not 
now  "whether  there  be  any  Holy  Spirit." 

No  doubt,  many  shy  away  from  the  teachings  of  the 
ew  Testament  on  this  subject,  because  of  the  rampant 
notionalism  manifested  by  certain  groups  who  claim  the 
iptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Consequently,  this  over  em- 
liasis  has  made  many  church  people  react  unfavorably 
?ainst  emotions  in  the  terms  of  religion.  E.  Stanley 
jnes  says,  "This  reaction  has  brought  an  appalling  ster- 
ity  and  spiritual  deadness  in  the  church.  Spiritual  ane- 
lia  has  set  in." 

People  may  belittle  a  Christian  experience  and  speak 
[  the  dangers  of  emotions,  but  we  are  suffering  today 
'om  a  species  of  Christianity  as  dry  as  dust,  as  cold  as 
e,  as  pale  as  a  corpse,  and  as  dead  as  King  Tut.  If 
)me  groups  are  too  emotional  in  religion,  other  groups 
0  to  a  more  deadly  extreme.  The  tragedy  of  all  this  is 
lat  we  find  emotion  manifested  in  New  Testament  Chris- 
anity.    We   cannot   do    without  emotion   in    religion,   but 


we  need  not  be  afraid  of  emotion  if  we  keep  reason  on 
the  throne,  and  provided  God  has  our  will  and  intelli- 
gence as  well  as  our  emotion. 

Thank  God,  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  a  Chris- 
tian experience  are  not  the  exclusive  property  of  any  one 
group.  No  church  has  a  monopoly  on  the  Holy  Spirit.  He 
is  for  all  true  believers.  If  we  are  born  again  and  for- 
sake sin,  and  make  a  complete  surrender  to  Christ,  He 
is  ours  for  the  asking.  Jesus  said  in  Luke  11:13,  "If  ye 
then  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your 
children;  how  much  more  shall  your  heavenly  Father  give 
the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  Him?"  This  statement 
of  Jesus  is  more  than  a  question.  It  is  a  very  strongly 
implied  promise.  But  we  must  lay  hold  of  it  by  faith, 
and  believe  in  the  promised  "gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit," 
and  that  it  is  definitely  and  personally  for  us,  or  we  will 
never  receive   Him. 

It  is  really  marvelous  how  the  Apostolic  church 
reached  the  unsaved.  But  the  reason  is  obvious;  they 
were  not  permitted  to  preach  the  Word  of  God,  nor  wit- 
ness in  the  name  of  Christ  until  they  "were  endued  with 
power  from  on  high."  Paul  gives  us  the  real  clue  con- 
cerning his  amazing  success  as  a  soul  winner  and  a 
church  builder  in  I  Thess.  1:5.  He  preached  the  gospel 
unto  them,  "not  in  word  only,  but  also  in  power,  and  in 
the  Holy  Ghost,  and  in  much  assurance."  God  will  bless 
such  preaching  with  the  salvation  of  souls.  This  is 
strongly  manifested  in  verse  6  where  we  are  told  that 
the  people  received  the  Word  "in  much  affliction,  with  joy 
in  the  Holy  Ghost,"  which  according  to  verse  9  resulted 
in  true  conversion,  for  they  "turned  to  God  from  idols 
to  serve  the  living  and  true  God." 

This  wonderful  example  of  Paul  and  the  Thessalonian 
church  is  a  great  challenge  to  the  church  today.  Do  we 
as  Brethren  really  have  what  it  takes  to  reach  all  classes 
of  sinners  ?  We  do  if  we  have  dynamic  energy  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  And  we  certainly  need  such  power,  for  in 
the  world  today,  books  and  literature  as  black  as  those 
at  Ephesus  need  to  be  piled  up  and  burned  in  the  public 
squares  of  our  cities;  leaders  as  corrupt  as  Felix  and 
Festus  and  Herod  should  be  faced;  hypocrisy  as  vile  as 
that  of  Simon  Magus  ought  to  be  unmasked;  and  sins 
as  flagrant  as  the  sins  of  Corinth  and  Rome  demand 
attention.  Oh,  how  the  church  should  pray  and  seek  for 
the  dynamic  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  deal  effectively 
with  such  evil  and  wickedness. 

Multitudes  are  on  the  march  over  the  broad  road  that 
leads  to  hell  and  destruction,  and  they  never  will  be 
reached  by  clever  little  talks  on  current  events  and  mere 
social  good  times.  We  must  give  them  Christ  by  teaching 
and  preaching  the  soul-shaking,  sin-convicting.  Holy 
Spirit  power  of  the  gospel,  that  can  change  a  sinner  into 
a  Christian  and  make  them  as  solid  as  a  rock  and  as 
straight  as  an  arrow. 

Unless  we  preach  the  kind  of  gospel  that  will  turn 
men  from  booze  to  the  Bible,  and  women  from  the  card 
table  and  smoke  habit  to  the  prayer  meeting,  and  young 
people  from  the  dance  halls  and  yo'uthful  lusJs  to  Al- 
mighty God,  we  have  not  preached  and  taught  them  the 
whole  gospel  at  all,  and  really  led  tliem  to  Christ,  and 
into  a  heart-felt  Christian  experience.  The  Brethren 
church  has  the  gospel  and  believes  the  gospel.  Therefore,

SARASOTA,  FLORIDA 
in  the  news 


A  SURVEY  COMMITTEE  appointed  by  the  Mission- 
ary Board  spent  several  days  in  Sarasota,  Florida, 
early  in  May,  checking  the  prospects  for  a  new  Brethren 
church.  The  members  of  the  committee,  Reverend  D.  C.

TN  THE  BEGINNING  God  realized  that  man  needed  an 
help  meet  (Gen.  2:18).  Such  a  companion  could  not  be 
found  among  the  creatures  He  had  already  made  (Gen. 
2:20).  So  God  made  woman  for  man  (Gen.  2:21,  22). 
Adam  realized  that  he  received  his  wife  from  God  (Gen. 
2:23;  3:12).  Christ  recognized  marriage  as  ordained  of 
God  (Matt.  19:4-6;  Mark  10:6-9),  and  so  did  Paul  (Eph. 
5:31).  The  form  of  marriage  is  to  be  a  lifelong  monog- 
amy (Gen.  2:21-24;  Matt.  5:31,  32;  19:4-9;  Mark  10:2- 
12).  God  has  sought  to  guard  and  protect  the  marriage 
relationship  (Ex.  20:14,  17;  Heb.  13:4).  This  relationship 
is  often  used  in  the  Bible  as  a  symbol  of  the  relationship 
existing  between  God  and  His  people  (Rom.  7:1-4;  2  Cor. 
11:2;  Hosea  2:19,  20;  Rev.  19:7).  God  has  forbidden  His 
people  to  intermarry  with  the  heathen  and  with  unbeliev- 
ers (Deut.  7:3,  4;  2  Cor.  6:14-16). 

Parents  may  well  help  their  children  to  enter  into  a 
happy  marriage  (Gen.  24:40;  Ruth  3:1,  2).  Too  many 
courtships  are  like  that  of  Samson  (Judges  14:1-3) 
rather  than  that  of  Jacob  (Gen.  29:16-20).  The  .Bible's 
advise  is  to  "flee  youthful  lusts"  (2  Tim.  2:22).  There 
is  too  little  of  Phil.  4:8  presented  to  the  minds  of  our 
young   people   by    the    screen    and    books    of   today.    They 


know  very  little  of  the  true  principles  of  real  love  froi 
the  living  and  written  Word  of  God  (1  Cor.  13:4-7;  Job 
15:13;  1  John  4:10).  To  do  wrong  as  did  Samson  is  t 
grievously  sin  before  God,  and  to  deeply  stain  the  sov 
(Matt.  5:28).  Marriageable  qualities  are  love,  spiritua 
ity,  understanding,  sympathy,  patience,  industry,  couii 
age,  kindness,  faithfulness,  unselfishness,  love  of  childrer 
control  of  temper  (Eph.  4:31,  32;  Titus  2:4,  5).  The  do 
mestic  qualities  required  of  ministers  and  deacons  ar 
applicable  to   all    (1   Tim.  3:1-13;   Titus   1:6-9).      . 

The  Christian  marriage  requires  a  beautiful  and  sacre< 
relationship  between  husband  and  wife:  They  shoulc 
grow  in  love  continually  (Col.  3:18,  19;  Eph.  5:25-331 
Titus  2:4);  Their  virtue,  purity  and  faithfulness  is  bei 
yond  question  (Prov.  12:4;  31:10-31;  Gal.  6:7,  8);  Thej 
will  honor  one  another  (1  Peter  3:7);  They  will  be  Chris 
tian  comrades  and  partners   (1  Peter  3:7).

Lesson  for  June  5,   1955 

MANASSEH'S  SIN  AND  REPENTANCE 

Lesson:  II  Chronicles  33:9-20 

GOODNESS  DOES  NOT  always  beget  goodness.  In  | 
spite  of  good  training  and  teaching,  some  individ-  ] 
uals  will  go  the  way  of  sin.  This  merely  serves  to  prove 
that  righteousness  is  a  matter  of  choice,  and  not  a  re- 
sult of  heredity.  Each  man  makes  a  choice  between  good 
and  evil;  between  righteousness  and  sin.  If  he  so  desires, 
man  can  choose  to  follow  God,  and  choose  to  turn  his 
back  upon  sin.  He  must  also  reap  the  result  of  his  choice. 

Manasseh  had  the  privilege  of  having  a  Godly  father. 
But  he  did  not  choose  to  walk  in  his  father's  footsteps. 
He  sowed  the  seed  of  sin,  and  reaped  its  fruit — judgment! 

It  is  difficult  to  find  in  .Biblical  history  a  parallel  of 
such  sin  and  degradation  as  is  recorded  in  connection 
with  the  life  of  Manasseh.  He  "did  that  which  was  evil 
in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  like  unto  the  abominations  of 
the  heathen  ...  He  reared  up  altars  for  Baalim  ...  He 
caused  his  children  to  pass  through  the  fire  .  .  .  He  .  .  . 
used  enchantments,  and  used  witchcraft,  and  dealt  with 
a  familiar  spirit,  and  with  wizards:  he  wrought  much  evil 
in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  to  provoke  Him  to  anger"  (II 
Chron.  33:2-6). 

This  is  sufficient  indictment  against  the  man.  But 
there  was  something  else.  "So  Manasseh  made  Judah  and 
the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  to  err,  and  to  do  worse 
than  the  heathen."  This  is  the  tragic  truth  about  sin: 
VERY  FEW  PEOPLE  ENGAGE  IN  IT  WITHOUT  EN- 
GULFING OTHERS  IN  THAT  SELF-SAME  SIN!  As 
King,  Manasseh  was  leader  of  his  people.  They  looked 
unto  him  as  an  example.  They  followed  him.  Therefore, 
when  he  forsook  God  to  pursue  the  pleasures  of  sin,  he 
caused  others  to  follow  him  into  the  depths  of  sin.  Thus 
he  became  a  stumbling  block  to  those  who  followed  him. 
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How  many  stumbling  blocks  do  we  have  within  the 
Christian  Church?  How  many  in  the  Brethren  Church? 
iod  says  we  are  to  be  positive  instruments  for  good; 
nstead,  too  many  are  positive  instruments  for  evil. 

God  cannot  tolerate  sin.  It  has  always  been  so.  Because 
jod  is  longsuffering  and  merciful,  and  does  not  always 
)ring  immediate  judgment  upon  unrighteousness,  some 
nen  begin  to  reason  that  God  will  permit  sin  to  go  un- 
punished. This  is  one  of  S,atan's  deceiving  lies!  The 
Scriptures  plainly  declare:  "For  the  wages  of  sin  is 
ieath"    (Rom.  6:23). 

Therefore,  Manasseh  led  his  people  into  sin,  God 
Drought  judgment  upon  him.  God  used  the  wicked  nation 
)f  Assyria  to  do  so.  Manasseh  was  carried  away  as  fl 
'captive. 

"And  when  he  (Manasseh)  was  in  affliction,  he  be- 
sought the  Lord  his  God."  Now  that  he  was  in  trouble  he 
w.anted  to  turn  to  the  Lord;  now  that  he  was  desperate 
he  wanted  help.  But  it  was  too  late!  Or  was  it?  No,  for 
God  "is  longsuffering  to  us-ward,  not  willing  that  any 
should  perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to  repentance" 
(II  Peter  3:9). 

Notice  the  steps  in  Manasseh's  salvation:  1.  He  sought 
the  Lord  (vs.  12);  2.  He  humbled  himself  before  the 
Lord  (vs.  12);  3.  He  prayed  unto  the  Lord  for  help  (vs. 
13);  4.  He  sought  to  make  restitution  for  his  wrong  do- 
ing (vs.  15-16). 

Manasseh  repented  of  his  wrong  doing:.  He  dem- 
onstrated the  genuineness  of  his  repentance  by  seek- 
ing to  make  amends  for  his  sin.  This  is  .always 
proof  of  the  sincerity  of  a  man's  repentance!  It  is  not 
enough  to  say  "I'm  sorry."  Remember  that  John  the 
Baptist  said  to  the  sinful  Pharisees  and  Sadducees  who 
came  to  him:  ".Bring  forth  therefore  fruits  meet  (worthy) 
for  repentance"  (Matt.  3:10).  In  essence,  John  said  to 
them:  "If  you  are  truly  sorry  for  your  sins,  as  you  say 
you  are,  then  go  forth  and  bring  forth  evidence  of  true 
repentance  by  living  changed  lives." 

Today  we  are  coming  to  the  Lord  and  are  asking  for 
mercy  without  humiliation;  for  forgiveness  without  re- 
pentance; for  restoration  without  restitution.  If  we  are 
sorry  for  our  sinful  conduct  (and  we  certainly  ought  to 
be).  We  ought  to  be  eager  to  go  forth  and  manifest  Godly 
sorrow  by  living  transformed  lives!

TOPIC— MAN'S  NATURE  AND  NEED 

1.  Crown  of  Creation — Gen.  1:26-31.  Actually,  creation 
is  a  continual  miracle.  When  we  regard  it  as  such  we  are 
brought  closer  to  God,  the  Creator,  for  we  are  then  a 
living  part  of  the  creation.  Grindon  expresses  it  this  way: 
"A  gorgeous  sunset,  the  leafing  of  a  tree  in  the  sweet 
springtime,  betokens  the  divine  hand  no  less  plainly  than 
did  the  miracles  which  provided  the  hungry  multitudes  of 
Galilee  with  food."  To  this  we  add  that  as  Adam  gazed 
upon  the  wonders  of  the  first  creation,  so  we  gaze  anew 
each  morning  upon  God's  latest  creations. 

2.  Rebellion  against  God — ^Gen.  3:1-8;  6:5,  6.  Down 
through  the  centuries  the  serpent  has  assumed  many 
forms  .and  has  appeared  in  many  places  to  countless  peo- 
ple, but  his  argument  has  not  changed — "Ye  shall  not 
surely  die."  And  so  every  generation  has  had  its  Adams 
and  Eves  who  were  persuaded  by  the  serpent  to  do  a 
wrong  and  "get  away  with  it."  God  is  a  sure  paymaster. 
He  may  not  pay  at  the  end  of  every  week,  or  month,  or 
year,  but  remember  He  pays  in  the  end. 

3.  Results  of  Sin— Rom.  1:18-25.  William  Dyer  had  this 
to  say  about  the  results  of  sin:  "There  is  more  bitterness 
in  sin's  ending  than  there  ever  was  sweetness  in  its  .act- 
ing. If  you  see  nothing  but  good  in  its  commission,  you 
will  suffer  only  woe  in  its  conclusion."  Longfellow  ex- 
pressed his  feelings  concerning  sin  this  way:  "Manlike  it 
is  to  fall  into  sin;  fiendLke  it  is,  to  dwell  therein;  Christ- 
like it  is,  for  sin  to  grieve;  Godlike  it  is,  for  sin  to 
leave." 

4.  Salvation  Provided — Heb.  2:6-18.  Paul  warned  the 
Hebrews  of  the  danger  of  neglecting  the  great  salvat'on 
offered  to  them.  Paul  also  reminded  them  that  Jesus  had 
suffered  death  for  every  one,  and  through  His  suffering 
had  given  man  eternal  life.  At  the  same  time,  He  de- 
stroyed the  devil's  power  over  death.  All  this  points  to 
the  divinity  of  Christ.  How  rich  are  the  terms  Scripture 
applies  to  salvation  through  Jesus.  He  is  able  to  save 
them  to  the  uttermost  that  come  to  God  by  Him — .and 
what  can  go  farther  than  uttermost? 

5.  Cleansing  From  Sin — 1  John  1:5-10.  May  the  follow- 
ing be  our  prayer  for  the  closing  of  our  study:  "Almighty 
God,  grant  that  by  the  faithful  practice  of  the  things 
that  we  know  to  be  true,  our  hearts  may  be  purged  of 
all  evil  thoughts  and  desires.  Forgive  all  our  wanderings 
from  the  light.  Grant  that  we  may  escape  this  great  con- 
demnation— that  light  having  come  into  the  world,  we 
have  chosen  darkness  rather  than  light.  Show  us  the 
light,  and  cause  us  to  live  in  it,  and  by  it  to  pass  through 
the  shadow  of  death  with  safety,  and  to  abide  with  it 
for  evermore.  In  the  Name  of  Jesus  Christ,  Thy  Son,  our 
Lord  and  Saviour,  we  pray.  Amen.

CHRISTIANS'  POWER 

Scripture  Reading:  Matt.  5:13-16 

TNTRODUCTION:  What  are  we  as  Christians  meant  to 
be  ?  What  are  we  meant  to  do  ?  Our  Lord  leaves  us  in 
no  doubt  as  to  His  answer  to  these  questions.  We  are 
meant  to  be  the  salt  of  the  earth,  the  light  of  the  world. 
But  what  does  it  mean  to  be  the  salt  of  the  earth  and 
the  light  of  the  world  ?  Certainly  we  must  know  the  an- 
swers to  these  questions  if  we  are  to  keep  and  do  the 
will  of  Christ. 

I.  THE  SALT  OF  THE  EARTH— Salt  was  precious  in 
Palestine  for  preserving  food,  and  it  is  probably  its  pres- 
ervation power  which  Jesus  has  chiefly  in  mind.  Applied 
to  the  d'sciples,  it  must  signify  their  zeal,  their  devo- 
tion to  their  high  task.  "But  if  the  salt  have  lost  its 
savour."  A  solemn  warning.  The  disciples  had  no  doubt 
tasted  salt  from  the  Dead  Sea  which,  having  become  adul- 
terated with  other  minerals,  had  lost  its  savour — had  be- 
come insipid — and  was  thrown  into  the  street  as  worth- 
less. 

Pure  salt  does  not  lose  its  taste,  but  it  can  be  adul- 
terated. There  is  always  the  danger  of  a  Judas  betray- 
ing his  Master,  and  a  Demas  forsaking  the  Gospel  for 
the  world.  What  could  be  more  tragically  useless?  The 
Christian  cause  could  not  be  weakened  by  crucifixions, 
persecutions,  and  by  feeding  Christians  to  lions,  but  men 
and  women  who  were  not  sincere  and  born  again  could 
weaken  it  to  such  an  extent  that  in  many  places,  Chris- 
tianity became  ineffective.  It  was  then  of  no  value  and 
was   thrown   out  to   be  trodden   under   the  feet  of  men. 

What  sort  of  Christianity  do  you  show  to  the  world? 
Remember  that  pure  salt  does  not  lose  its  savour,  its 
tang,  and  its  zeal,  but  when  it  is  weakened  down  it  be- 
comes ineffective  and  is  thrown  out.  Christianity  deserves 
to  be  thrown  out  if  it  becomes  involved  and  entangled 
with  presenting  man's  view  about  the  way  of  salvation 
and  neglects  to  present  Jesus  Christ  and  His  way  of 
life. 

II.  THE  LIGHT  OF  THE  WORLD-Let  us  remember 
that  when  Jesus  spoke  these  words,  that  He  was  speak- 
ing to  humble  men  of  little  learning  and  position  in  life. 
There  had  been  much  light  given  to  the  world  by  its 
great  thinkers  such  as  Aristotle,  Plato,  and  Socrates,  but 


these  were  not  to  be  the  light  of  the  world.  There  wj|  ' 
the   glory  of  Roman  power,  but  it  was  not  the  light  ( ' 
the  world.  The  light  of  the  world  was  to  be  the  humbl 
sincere   Christians.  jl 

Light  stands  for  "revelation."  The  disciples  were  t| 
receive  their  light  from  God  and  they  were  to  give  ii 
to  the  world.  The  rabbis  frequently  called  God  the  lighj 
of  the  world.  j 

a.  The  impossibility  of  being  a  Christian  and  not  let 
ting  others  know  it.  "A  city  set  on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid.' 
Did  you  ever  go  out  into  a  dark  night  and  light  a  match' 
No  matter  where  you  were  everyone  around  you  would 
be  able  to  see  the  light.  Everywhere,  when  there  is  light- 
it  becomes  evident.  Let  the  disciples  of  the  Lord  not  im 
agine  that  they  can  remain  in  the  world  without  bein^f 
seen.  God  has  set  us  in  important  places — places  where 
We   must  be   seen   if  we   are   truly  His. 

b.  The  necessity  of  letting  our  light  shine.  "Even  so 
let  your  light  shine  before  men."  Your  light  means  the 
light  that  has  been  given  to  you.  We  are  to  let  our  lights' 
shine,  not  that  we  shall  receive  the  glory,  but  that  God! 
shall  be  glorified  in  us.  God  will  be  glorified  when  weak 
and  ignorant  people  do  and  say  things  that  are  far  more[ 
than  what  they  could  do  and  say  of  their  own  strength.] 
"So   let  your  light  shine  before  men."  I 

Robert    Louis    Stevenson,    in     his     "Lantern     Bearers,"  | 
tells  the  delightful  story  of  how  certain  boys  were  wont  i 
to   amuse   themselves   on   dark  nights   by  wearing  each  a  j 
bull's    eye    lantern    buckled    to    the   waist,    and   over  it   a ' 
buttoned    topcoat.    To    use    his    own    words,    "the    essence 
of  the  brss  w.as  to  walk  by  yourself  in  the  black  night, 
the  slide  shut,  the  topcoat  buttoned,  not  a  ray  escaping, 
whether  to  conduct  your  footsteps  or  to  make  your  glory 
public;    a   mere   pillar   of  darkness   in   the   dark;    and   all 
the  while,  deep  down  in  the  privacy  of  your  fool's  heart, 
to  know  that  you   had  a  bull's-eye  at  your  belt,  and  to 
exult  and  sing  over  the  knowledge."  That  is  a  charming 
boyish  prank,  which  we  can  all  appreciate,  but  it  is  not 
fun    but    disastrous    folly    when    Christians    try    to    keep 
Christ  hidden  in  their  own  lives. 

Let  .your  light  shine  because  it  is  the  only  force  that 
can  overcome  darkness.  These  parables  are  a  constant 
rebuke  to  all  Christians  who  think  that  they  can  with- 
draw from  the  world  like  hermits  or  that  once  they  have 
become  Christians  can  conceal  that  fact  from  the  world. 
Though  the  Christian  is  to  be  "not  of  the  world,"  he 
must  be  in  it — in  it  not  only  to  be  good  but  to  do  good 
and  to  influence  others  by  his  goodness,  which  is  God's. 

A  doctor  in  China  had  built  up  an  efficient  hospital 
through  years  of  toil  and  self-sacrifice.  When  the  Com- 
munist wing  of  the  Nationalist  army  swept  northward 
they   looted   his   hospital    and   left  it   a   shell   of   what   it 
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id  been.  All  the  work  of  years  went  down  in  a  crash, 
ot  an  easy  thing  to  forgive!  But  undaunted,  he  fol- 
wed  the  army  and  attended  to  its  sick  and  wounded. 
hen  General  Chiang  Kai-Shek,  who  was  in  charge  of 
e  army  saw  this,  he  asked  his  wife,  "What  makes  this 
reign  doctor  tend  to  the  sick  and  wounded,  when  these 
;ry  men  destroyed  his  hospital?"  His  wife,  who  was  a 
iristian  replied,  "It  is  Christianity."  "Then,"  said 
hiang  very  thoughtfully,  "I  must  be  a  Christian." 
Would  anyone  ever  become  a  Christian  by  observing  the 
lings  you  do  ?  This  Christian  doctor  must  have  preached 
andreds  of  mission  sermons,  but  none  of  them  was 
early  so  effective  as  the  one  preached  by  a  forgiving 
;titude  of  helping  even  his  enemies.

rilE  FIRST  OF  JUNE  has  come  and  gone,  and 
*■    with  it  the  ushering  in  of  the  summer  season. 

or  three  months,  we  shall  be  in  that  season 
iiich  bespeaks  of  longer  days,  warm  days,  vaca- 
ions,  etc. 

Many  churches,  sad  to  say,  experience  a  sum- 
ler  slump,  which  often  off-sets  the  fine  gains  in 
ttendance  and  program  advancement  achieved 
uring  the  winter  months.  The  long  summer  Sun- 
ays,  with  their  many  hours  of  daylight,  tempt 
nany  people  to  "skip"  church,  and  to  add  their 
dt  to  the  discontinuance  of  summer  Sunday  eve- 
dng  services. 

We  presume  it  would  be  useless  to  attempt  to 
ilace  the  blame  for  the  closing  of  so  many  of 
America's  churches  on  summer  Sunday  evenings. 
Some  would  blame  the  minister,  and  there  pos- 
ibly  are  those  ministers  who  look  forward  to 
ummer  for  a  little,  much  needed,  relaxation 
rom  the  heavy  duties  of  the  winter  months  in 
he  church.  Still  others  might  blame  the  congre- 
:ations  for  their  lack  of  support  in  Sunday  eve- 
ling  services  during  the  summer.  Perhaps  it's  a 
ombination — at  least  it  is  almost  a  "Standard 
)rder  of  Procedure"  for  most  churches  to  dis- 
ontinue  evening  services  during  the  summer. 

A  wide-awake  church,  though,  will  very  defi- 
litely  develop  a  positive  program  by  which  ac- 
ivity  can  be  kept  going  through  the  summer, 
^'aking  into  account  the  fact  that  many  regulars 
i^ill  be  absent  at  all  services,  the  program  will 
le  built  extremely  fluid,  using  those  who  are 
•resent.  This  will  include  more  than  Sunday  ac- 
ivities — its  scope  will  also  include  activities  for 
ccasional  week-days.  Class  and  Sunday  School 
licnics,  vesper  services,  etc.,  are  a  step  in  the 
ight  direction. 

Carelessness  and  backsliding  get  their  greatest 
:ains  during  the  summer.  Ministers  and  church 


officials  should  keep  this  in  mind.  Many  Chris- 
tians try  to  keep  cool  by  using  ice  cubes  of  pa- 
ganism— only  to  find  that  when  fall  comes,  they 
are  thoroughly  chilled,  with  no  desire  for  the 
warmth  of  the  Christian's  fellowship  in  the  house 
of  the  Lord. 

Thus,  the  Church  has  a  responsibility  to  its 
membership  during  the  summer  and  the  member- 
ship has  a  responsibility  to  the  church  and  its 
work.  Perhaps  it  would  be  well  for  churches  to 
hold  an  informal  business  meeting  in  late  Spring 
to  ascertain  the  wishes,  hopes  and  needs  of  the 
parish  for  the  summer  months. 

The  church's  summer  program  should  be  such 
that  fall  will  find  the  membership  on  praying 
ground,  and  in  full  spiritual  fellowship.  This  is 
no  small  task,  and  will  require  vision,  patience, 
prayer  and  fortitude. 

Many  people  take  vacations — and  it's  a  won- 
derful experience  when  done  in  the  right  way. 
No  vacation  is  complete  without  God.  Always, 
somewhere,  there  is  a  church.  The  Lord's  day 
should  find  the  Christian  in  a  church — some- 
where,  praying,   listening,   singing,  giving. 

Certainly  we  need  God  as  much  in  the  summer 
as  in  the  winter.  Don't  be  a  prodigal  during  the 
summer.  God  has  made  this  great  world  in  which 
we  live.  As  we  enjoy  it,  let's  honor  Him,  and  at 
the  same  time,  secure  spiritual  food  and  nourish- 
ment for  our  soul. — W.  S.  B.

Preaching  under  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
;o  that  hearers  are  brought  unto  conviction  and 
iODLY  SORROW,  which  results  in  TRUE  RE- 
PENTANCE is  the  hardest  of  work,  but  it  brings 
genuine  results.  See  II  Cor.  7:9,  10. 

"There  is  a  right  and  a  wrong  kind  of  sorrow 
or  sin.  The  right  kind  breeds  repentance,  and 
hence  reaches  salvation;  the  wrong  kind  breeds 
lothing,  and  so  ends  in  death."  Alexander  Mc- 
]laren.  Until  a  man  meets  God  face  to  face  and 
ealizes  His  holiness,  he  is  very  apt  to  have  only 
I  superficial  type  of  religious  experience.  That 
s  why  Isaiah,  Job,  Paul,  David,  and  all  others, 
vho  really  found  God  were  really  used  of  Him, 
IS  they  were.  Again,  McClaren  says,  "Godly  sor- 
■ow  worketh  a  CHANGE  OF  ATTITUDE,  PUR- 
POSE, MIND;  the  sorrow  of  the  world  leaves  a 
nan  STANDING  WHERE  HE  WAS."  When,  and 
lot  until  a  man  truly  SEES  Jesus  on  the  CROSS, 
le  is  not  apt  to  repent.  The  CROSS  is  not  a  thing 
►f  beauty!  You  cannot  receive  the  salvation  of 
}od  UNLESS  YOU  QUIT  YOUR  SIN.  "Let  the 
vicked  FORSAKE  his  way  and  the  unrighteous 
nan  his  thoughts,  and  let  him  TURN  unto  the 
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Lord."  Isaiah  55:7.  GOD  WILL  NOT  SAVE  A 
PERSON  WHO  CONTINUES  TO  HOLD  ONTO 
AND  PRACTICE  SIN.  Hence  the  treatment  and 
results  of  Jesus  toward  Peter  as  recorded  in  John 
21:15-17. 

Yes,  God  will  quickly  restore  the  TRULY  RE- 
PENTANT! The  church  today  is  full  of  those 
who  have  heard  a  portion  of  the  Word  and  re- 
ceived it  with  joy.  Still  having  no  Godly  sorrow, 
no  true  repentance,  no  deep  consciousnes  of  sin, 
they  have  no  root  in  themselves,  and  in  time  of 
temptation  they  fall  away.

Does  it  seem  to  you 
like  Peter  that  He  is  too  severe  with  you?  He 
wants  to  RESTORE  you,  to  PREPARE  you,  to 
USE  you  in  His  Eternal  Vineyard.  Do  you  really 
want  His  blessed  acclamation,  "Well  done,  thou 
good  and  faitihful  servant:  thou  hast  been  faith- 
ful over  a  few  things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over 
many  things:  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy 
Lord."

REVIEW  AND  PREVIEW 
of  our  Missionary  Program 


REVIEWING  OUR  ACHIEVEMENTS  over  a  period  of 
time  always  brings  a  sense  of  satisfaction — if  they 
have  been  worth  while  or  notable.  This  process,  if  we  do 
not  want  to  slip  into  complacency  and  self-satisfaction, 
should  be  followed  immediately  by  plans  for  even  greater 
efforts   in   the   future.   Let   us  follow   this   procedure. 

Review 

Looking  back  over  our  missionary  work  for  the  past 
few  years,  we  can  feel  gratified,  because  real  progress 
has  been  made.  Four  years  ago  we  had  only  one  mis- 
sionary in  Nigeria;  today  we  have  four,  with  a  prospect 
of  two — and  possibly  four — more  in  the  near  future.  We 
are  supporting  a  medical,  educational  and  evangelistic 
program  that  promises  great  results. 

In  Argentina,  although  our  number  of  workers  has  not 
increased  in  a  similar  length  of  time,  there  are  pros- 
pects of  more  missionaries  before  very  long  and  the  num- 
ber of  national  workers  continues  to  grow.  Although  the 
work  on  that  field  has  suffered  the  reverses  of  a  church 
division,  and  reorganization,  by  reason  of  governmental 
regulations,  it  is  now  becoming  well  established,  with 
adequate   legal   counsel   to   insure   its   permanence. 

At  home,  in  recent  years,  fine  new  churches  have  been 
launched  and  developed  at  Akron,  Ohio;  Tucson,  Arizona; 
Waynesboro,  Pennsylvania;  Newark,  Ohio;  and  the  pros- 
pects are  excellent  for  a  new  church  at  Sarasota,  Florida. 

Offerings  for  missions  have  been  increasing  each  year. 
With  a  clearer  picture  before  us  of  what  has  been  done 
and  what  needs  to  be  done,  we  should  make  greater 
strides  in  the  future.  The  following  figures  indicate  what 
we  have  given  for  missions  in  the  past  three  years: 

Foreign  Missions     Home  Missions 

1951-52   32,858.18  26,757.94 

1952-53    41,927.13  28,763.07 

1953-54    49,437.75  30,726.56 

One  can  see  at  a  glance  that  the  work  has  been  grow- 
ing— not  as  much  as  it  should  or  as  we  would  like,  but 
the  trend  is  in  the  right  direction.  A  number  of  churches 
have  undertaken  and  pledged  themselves  to  support  defi- 
nite missionaries;  some  individuals  and  organizations 
have  supported  certain  projects.  These  undertakings  have 
stimulated  interest  in  missions  and  made  missions  more 
real  to  the  people.  The  Board  appreciates  the  practice  of 
this  type  of  giving  and  encourages  its  continuance.  How- 
ever, giving  of  undesignated  gifts  is  desirable  too  and 
allows  greater  freedom  in  operating  the  work,  because 
there  are  always  many  necessary  items,  such  as  medical 
fees,  transportation,  outfits,  work  budgets,  etc.,  that 
must  be  supplied  in  order  that  missionaries  may  work; 
yet  these  items  are   seldom  designated  in  gifts. 


If  we  want  our  missionary  work  to  grow,  we  must  I; 
convinced  that  our  program  is  worth  while,  that  it  is  beini 
directed  by  a  judicious  .Board  (and  that  certainly  is  true 
and  that  our  funds  are  being  carefully  administered;  the 
we  must  give  more,  and  more,  and  MORE.  We  must  ur 
dertake   greater   things  couiageously  and   zealously. 

Preview 

At  the  Mission  Board's  recent  meeting,  purchase  of  lot 
for  building  a  church  at  Sarasota,  Florida,  was  author 
ized.  (A  Ten  Dollar  Club  call  will  soon  be  issued  for  thi: 
church  to  be  built.)  Judging  from  reports  of  an  appointeij 
committee,  from  visitors  to  the  area,  and  from  the  tes' 
timony  of  those  attending  the  services  being  held  in  tb 
Mohler-Vanator  home  (to  say  nothing  of  the  fine  mission 
ary  offerings  received  from  this  group),  the  field  is  wor 
thy  of  our  help  and  should  receive  it  as  quickly  as  pos 
sible. 


A  number  of  mission  churches  are  being  helped  by  oui 
Board;  these  will  gradually  assume  more  of  their  owi 
support  until  they  are  entirely  self-sufficient.  Many  more 
fields  will  be  entered  as  funds  are  released  by  churches 
now  being  supported,  and  as  our  offerings  increase.  Th( 
prospects  are  tremendous.  The  Lord  is  offering  us  mar- 
velous opportunities. 

In  Nigeria,  we  have  great  avenues  of  service  open  to 
us — in  medicine,  education  and  evangelism.  After  another 
year,  when  our  missionary  candidate,  Charles  Kraft,  is 
established  on  the  field,  he  will  be  able  to  translate  the 
Gospels,  songs  and  textbooks  into  tribal  dialects,  thus  ex- 
pediting the   work  gi'eatly. 

In  Argentina  the  need  is  great!  Many  of  our  people 
have  contributed  generously  to  provide  a  station  wagon 
for  the  Bylers  to  use  in  the  work.  This  car  has  proved 
to  be  of  inestimable  value,  both  for  the  progress  of  the 
work  and  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  our  mis- 
sionaries. 

At  present  the  big  need — and  it  is  absolutely  a  must — 
is  for  a  building  in  Buenos  Aires,  adequate  for  the  Bylers 
to  live  in  and  sufficiently  commodious  to  provide  ,a  meet- 
ing place  for  services.  The  Bylers  home — the  only  meet- 
ing place  they  have  had  thus  far — is  so  overcrowded 
that  they  can  no  longer  invite  new  people  to  services.  I 

A  building  in  prospect  that  would  take  care  of  these 
needs  may  be  bought  for  550,000  pesos  (approximately 
$28,000).  The  Board  has  authorized  the  purchase  of  this 
building — We  are  committed  to  the  expenditure  of  $28,000 
for  this  purpose.  Now  it  is  up  to  us  to  provide  this 
amount  in  addition  to  the  other  regular  items  in  our  pro- 
gram. We  have  the  answer!  Do  we  want  the  work  to 
grow?

A  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  LESSON

REPRINTING  HERE  an  article  by  Dr.  J. 
ice,  Director  of  the  School  of  Religious  Edu- 
ion,  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort 
)rth,  Texas.  Dr.  Price  has  for  many  years  been  recog- 
ed  as  an  outstanding  leader  in  the  field  of  Sunday 
lool  work. 

'At  least  three  things  are  involved  in  the  preparation 
a  lesson.  They  are  getting  the  truth  or  truths  of  the 
son,  determining  which  one  or  ones  fit  best  the  needs 
the  class,  and  working  out  the  plan  for  presenting  the 
son.  Each  of  these  we  will  notice  rather  briefly. 
'I.  The  truth  of  the  lesson 

'In  seeking  to  understand  a  lesson  it  is  very  important 
get  first  its  setting.  In  other  words,  when  and  where 
1  the  incident  take  place?  What  were  the  circumstances 
der  which  it  happened  ?  This  involves  geography,  so- 
il customs,  and  the  incident  itself. 

"Also  it  is  necessary  to  get  the  meaning  of  the  pas- 
ge.  If  one  knows  the  root  meaning  of  a  word  it  helps, 
not,  it  is  good  to  use  two  or  three  translations  of  the 
ble.  Musing  on  the  Scripture  passage  itself  is  as  im- 
rtant  as  using  commentaries. 

"And   then,   one   should   see   the   truth   as   it   relates   to 
e   today   and   to    the    members   of   his   particular   class. 
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Scripture  is  'profitable  for  reproof,  for  correction,  for 
instruction  in  righteousness.'  See  the  truth  in  the  light 
of  the  present  and  the  pupil. 

"2.  The  teaching  the  class  needs 

"Having  arrived  at  the  truth  or  truths  contained  in  the 
lesson,  the  next  task  is  to  decide  what  one's  particular 
class  needs  most.  As  a  rule  it  is  not  best  to  try  to  em- 
phasize every  verse  in  the  lesson.  Use  only  that  needed 
most  by  the  group. 

"So  it  is  good  to  center  on  the  main  teaching  of  the 
lesson,  or  at  least  on  that  which  seems  to  have  the  most 
significance  for  the  particular  class  being  taught.  If  we 
are  to  teach  to  meet  the  needs  of  life  rather  than  merely 
impart  information  this  is  necessary. 

"This  means  that  in  preparing  a  lesson  we  are  to  keep 
before  us  the  individual  members  of  the  class  and  study 
in  the  light  of  their  needs.  What  is  taught  to  Juniors, 
Seniors,  or  Adults  based  on  a  particular  lesson  may  vary 
considerably.  Teach  people,  not  lessons. 

"3.  The  presentation  of  the  lesson 

"Lesson  preparation  has  not  been  completed  until  con- 
sideration has  been  given  to  the  procedure  in  teaching  it. 
This  includes  for  one  thing  the  choice  of  method — lecture, 
question,  discussion,  etc.  The  pupil,  the  lesson,  and  the 
teacher  will  determine  method. 

"The  steps  to  be  followed  must  also  be  considered.  Es- 
pecially is  this  true  of  the  beginning.  One  may  begin 
with  an  object,  a  story,  a  question,  etc.  Likewise,  consid- 
eration must  be  given  to  the  development,  i.  e.,  making 
the  truth  clear,  emphatic,  and  down  to  earth. 

".Because  of  its  importance,  special  attention  should  be 
given  to  applying  the  lessons  to  life.  To  close  a  teach- 
ing period  and  leave  the  pupils'  minds  back  in  Biblical 
times  is  wrong.  The  teacher  should  apply  the  lesson  to 
modern  times  and  to  the  class.

THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  CHILD  LIFE  and  training 
may  be  shown  in  the  provision  that  God  made  for 
the  care  and  early  training  of  His  only  begotten  Son 
(Matt.  2:11).  Under  the  influence  of  Mary's  tender  care 
and  faithful  instruction  the  child  life  of  Jesus  was  given 
an  opportunity   (Luke  2:40-52). 

Timothy  knew  the  Scriptures  from  an  early  age  (2 
Tim.  3:15).  His  mother  and  grandmother  regarded  him  as 
their  opportunity   (2  Tim.  1:15). 

Christ  showed  a  very  tender  regard  for  children  (Matt. 
19:14).  He  showed  them  that  He  loved  them  (Mark 
10:16).  God's  desire  for  children  is  that  they  be  taught 
"the  fear  of  the  Lord"  (Psalm  34:11),  which  is  "the  be- 
ginning of  wisdom"  (Psalm  111:10).  The  .Bible  tells 
HOW  parents  should  train  their  children  (Prov. 
22:6;  Eph.  6:4).  It  tells  just  how  DILIGENTLY  par- 
ents should  teach  their  children  God's  Word  (Deut.  6:6, 
7;  11:19).  In  fact,  GOD'S  FURY  will  be  poured  out 
"upon  the  families  that  call  not  on"  His  name  (Jer. 
10:25)!  But  God  could  commit  sacred  trusts  to  Abraham 
because  he  would  "command  his  children  after  him"  to 
keep  the  way  of  the  Lord  (Gen.  18:19).  Wherever  Abra- 
ham went  he  held  family  worship  (Gen.  12:8;  13:4; 
21:33). 

God  expects  the  young  to  be  "an  example  of  believers" 
(1  Tim.  4:12).  He  expects  them  to  be  open-minded  to 
instruction  (Eccles.  4:13).  God  expects  them  to  obey  in- 
struction (Prov.  1:8).  A  child  is  known  by  his  deeds 
(Prov.   20:11),   and   parents  are  known  by  their  children 


(1   Sam.  3:12,  13).  If  children  are  well  trained  the  p.a| 
ents  will  reap  the  benefit    (Prov.  29:17).  Neglected  ch|  | 
dren    will    surely    bring    their    parents    to    shame    (Prcl  ' 
29:15;    22:15).    Correction   must   be   done   in   time    (Prcl 
19:18;  23:13,  14). 

The  first  commandment  with  promise  is  given  to  chif 
dren  (Ex.  20:12).  Children  are  to  be  TAUGHT  to  ha^' 
respect  for  the  aged  (Lev.  19:32;  Prov.  23:22).  Tl 
religious  leaders  sought  in  Christ's  day  to  evade  the  fifi 
commandment  (M,att.  15:5,  6).  Some  actually  rob  the  i 
parents  (Prov.  28:24),  and  dishonor  them  in  despicabil 
ways  (Prov.  30:11;  28:7).  Children  who  will  not  listei 
to  parental  instruction  are  called  "fool"  in  the  Bibl 
(Prov.  15:5),  and  the  .Bible  gives  the  fate  of  those  wh 
curse  their  parents  (Prov.  20:20;  30:17).  Obedient  chij 
dren  are  well-pleasing  unto  God  (Col.  3:20),  and  wi) 
honor  their  parents  as  did  Jesus  (Luke  2:51).

Lesson  for  June  12,  1955 
YOUNG  KING  JOSIAH  | 

Lesson:  II  Chronicles  34:l-12a 

THE  BIBLE  IS  DIRECTED  to  young  people.  This 
does  not  mean  that  it  is  not  written  for  older  people 
It  does  mean  that  much  of  it  is  directed  to  those  who 
are  young  in  years.  "Remember  now  thy  Creator  in  the 
days  of  thy  youth"  (Eccl.  12:1);  "Wherewithal  shall  a 
young  man  cleanse  his  way?"  (Psalm  119:9);  "Suffer  the 
little  children  to  come  unto  me"  (Mark  10:14).  These  are 
but  a  few  verses  that  could  be  quoted. 

Aside  from  this,  the  Scriptures  also  give  a  number  of 
instances  where  young  men  heard  the  call  of  God  and 
responded.  We  think  of  the  child  Samuel;  of  youthful 
John  Mark;  of  Timothy,  the  young  man.  King  Josiah, 
whom  we  study  in  today's  lesson,  is  still  another  example 
of  one  who  early  in  life  sought  God. 

"Josiah  was  eight  years  old  when  he  began  to  reign, 
and  he  reigned  in  Jerusalem  ...  In  the  eighth  year  of  his 
reign  (16  years  old),  while  he  was  yet  young,  he  began 
to  seek  after  the  God  of  David  his  father"  (II  Chron. 
34:1,  3).  You  may  say,  he  must  have  been  brought  up  in  a 
Godly  home  in  order  to  begin  that  young  to  follow  God. 
Not  so!  Looking  back  over  the  Scripture  record  we  find 
that  just  the  opposite  was  true.  It  is  said  of  Josiah's 
father:  "He  did  that  which  was  evil  in  the  sight  of  the 
Lord  .  .  .  And  humbled  not  himself  before  the  Lord  .  .  . 
But  Amon  trespassed  more  and  more"  (II  Chron.  33: 
22-23). 

A  few  weks  ago  we  studied  about  King  Rehoboam,  and 
how  he  failed  God  because  he  followed  the  advice  of  the 
young  men  rather  than  the  counsel  of  the  older  men  in 
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lis  kingdom.  From  that  lesson  we  learned  the  importance 
)f  seeking  advice  from  those  who  are  mature  in  the 
Christian  life.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  this:  we  need 
he  wisdom  and  experience  of  old  age,  and  the  enthusi- 
ism  and  courage  of  youth,  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work 
)f  the  Lord. 

Josiah  would  teach  us  that  the  time  to  begin  to  seek 
jod  and  to  train  for  His  service  is  while  we  are  young, 
jefore  the  evil  days  draw  nigh  "when  thou  shalt  say,  I 
lave  no  pleasure  in  them"  (Eccl.  12:1). 

The    young   are   pliable — easily   formed   and   molded   to 
od's  ways.  Their  hearts  are  tender;  they  have  not  yet 
allowed  bitterness  to  stiffen  their  necks  against  the  Will 
and  Way  of  God. 

Youth  is  capable  of  seeking  God.  Mature  people  have 
no  monopoly  upon  God!  Jesus  said  to  Judas:  "That  thou 
doest,  do  quickly"  (John  13:27).  These  are  words  (taken 
out  of  context)  that  might  well  be  directed  to  every 
Christian.  "Christian,  what  you  .are  going  to  do  for  the 
Lord,  do  quickly.  If  you  are  young,  then  serve  the  Lord 
while  in  the  prime  of  life;  if  you  are  older,  then  do  it 
quickly  for  your  days  are  numbered!" 

Oh,  that  we  would  remember  that  tomorrow  never 
comes.  It  is  always  today!  We  have  no  guarantee  of  any- 
thing beyond  NOW!  That  is  why  Paul  cried  out  to  the 
Church  at  Corinth:  "Behold,  now  is  the  accepted  time; 
behold,  now  is  the  day  of  salvation"  (II  Cor.  6:2). 

It  is  said  of  Josiah  that  he  "declined  neither  to  the 
right  hand,  nor  to  the  left,"  but  that  he  "walked  in  the 
ways  of  David  his  father."  That  means  he  walked  the 
straight  and  narrow  way  without  deviation. 

Too  many  Christians  shun  away  from  this  path.  They 
look  with  envy  at  the  people  of  the  world  and  the  brightly 
colored,  broad  road  down  which  they  travel.  But  they 
forget  that  Jesus  said  this  road  leads  to  DESTRUCTION! 

The  narrow  way  may  not  always  be  the  brightest  way, 
nor  the  easiest  way,  but  it  is  the  best  way!  It  leads  to 
LIFE! 

Josiah  began  early  in  life  to  serve  God.  As  a  result 
of  his  Godly  leadership  the  entire  nation  prospered.  To 
insure  proper  leadership  tomorrow,  we  must  train  the 
youth  of  today.  This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  home, 
the  school,  and  the  church.   We  must  not  fail!

Topic  for  June  12,  1955 

GREATER  RIGHTEOUSNESS 

Scripture  Reading:  Matthew  5:17-48 

THIS  IS  ONE  of  those  chapters  that  could  take  a 
life  time  to  explain  and  yet  it  is  so  simple  in,  its  ap- 
plication that  every  Christian  should  be  governed  by  it. 
We  can,  of  course,  note  only  a  few  of  the  high  points  here, 
but  they  are  so  very  important. 


1.  CHRIST  DID  NOT  COME  TO  DESTROY,  BUT  TO 
FULFIL.  V.  17.  A  great  many  people  still  think  that 
Jesus  comes  to  destroy.  Christianity  seems  to  be  some- 
thing that  requires  sacrifice  of  all  joy.  Renunciation 
seems  to  be  the  Christian  motto.  The  religious  person, 
so  they  think,  renounces  pleasures,  forsakes  his  passions, 
denies  his  tastes,  and  mortifies  his  body,  and  then  is  holy. 
A  corpse  doesn't  do  any  of  these  things  either  and  it  is 
still  a  dead  thing.  Jesus  did  not  merely  come  to  preach 
renunciation  so  much  as  to  preach  consecration. 

Jesus  came  to  seek  and  to  save — not  to  destroy.  When 
the  lost  is  found,  there  is  rejoicing  in  heaven.  Christ  was 
not  always  a  man  of  sorrows.  He  was  also  a  man  who 
could  enjoy  a  good  joke  and  enjoyed  the  fellowship  of 
His  friends. 

2.  THE  RIGHTEOUSNESS  THAT  EXCEEDS,  v.  20. 
We  are  not  to  be  content  with  the  negative  command- 
ments of  the  Old  Testament.  This  does  not  mean  that 
we  are  to  disregard  them,  but  it  does  mean  that  if  we 
are  to  keep  them  we  must  go  much  deeper  than  mere 
surface  religion. 

This  point  of  view  is  well  illustrated  by  our  Lord.  "You 
have  heard  that  .  .  .  Thou  shalt  not  kill  .  .  .  but  I  say 
unto  you.  That  whosoever  is  angry  with  his  brother  .  .  . 
shall  be  in  danger  of  hell  fire."  Therefore  it  is  important 
that  we  live  in  a  proper  relationship  to  our  fellowmen 
and  that  we  think  well  of  them.  Evil  thoughts  of  hatred 
lead  to  murder. 

This  habit  of  thinking  evil  and  impure  thoughts  can 
lead  to  immoral  and  impure  actions,  v.  27-28.  If  young 
people  would  only  learn  that  they  do  the  things  they 
think  most  about,  they  would  be  more  careful  of  the 
things  they  allow  to  come  into  their  minds.  Jesus  knew 
what  He  was  talking  about  when  He  said,  "As  a  man 
thinketh  in  his  heart,  so  is  he." 

3.  THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  THIS  NEW  RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS, v.  30.  "If  thy  right  hand  offend  thee,  cut  it  off." 
Emphasize  that  word  "if."  Christ  does  not  regard  self-de- 
nial as  the  ideal  of  the  Christian  life.  There  are  some 
who  think  it  a  thing  which  is  good  in  itself.  That  is 
what  We  call  asceticism.  It  may  be  called  the  worship 
of  pain. 

Christ  came  to  enrich  life,  not  to  maim  it.  "I  am  come 
that  ye  might  have  life  more  abundantly."  Yet  there  are 
times.  He  said,  when  a  different  treatment  was  to  be  em- 
ployed. Whenever  any  organ  in  our  body  or  any  faculty 
of  our  souls  becomes  so  diseased  that  its  cure  is  impos- 
sible, then  the  knife  must  be  used  lest  it  destroy  the 
whole  body.  If  we  will  cut  off  a  member  of  the  body  to 
save  the  rest  of  the  body,  to  what  extent  should  we  go 
to   save   the   soul  ? 

4.  THE  REVERENCE  FOR  TRUTH,  v.  37.  Every 
Christian  should  so  live  and  so  speak  that  when  he  makes 
a  statement  or  a  promise  that  those  who  hear  it  will 
know  that  he  is  speaking  the  truth.  He  will  not  exagger- 
ate, mislead,  or  withhold  information  that  will  deceive 
those  to  whom  he  is  speaking.  He  will  be  honest  with 
his  fellowmen.  He  will  give  a  full  day's  work  for  a  day's 
wage  and  he  will  pay  a  day's  wage  for  a  day's  work. 

5.  THE  FULFILMENT  OF  LOVE.  v.  44.  All  things 
that  ought  to  be  said  about  this  chapter  can  be  summed 
up   in  the  statement,  "Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as

It  was  a  pleasure  to  work  with  Brother  Hamel  in  this 
meeting.  We  made  a  good  many  calls,  and  the  fellowship 
of  the  two  weeks  was  very  much  enjoyed.  We  were  happy 
to  have  delegations  from  the  neighboring  congregations 
of  Brethren  in  the  Valley,  who  nearly  always  attend  some 
of  our  sessions  in  our  revival  efforts. 

Many  of  the  people  of  the  congregation  make  occa- 
sional references  to  "Bud,"  and  it  is  certain  that  his  in- 
fluence will  be  felt  here  for  a  good  while  to  come.  We 
at  New  Lebanon  wish  him  God's  Blessing  in  his  ministry 
at  his  own  church,  and  in  the  evangelistic  work  which 
he  carries  on  among  other  congregations.

thyself."  .By  neighbour,  we  mean  anyone  that  we  can  help, 
anyone   with   whom   we   come   in   contact. 

Love  alone  has  redeeming  power.  Force  has  no  power 
to  make  enemies  into  friends.  Hate  can  never  conquer 
hate;  war  can  never  end  wars.  You  may  beat  down  the 
enemy  and  trample  him  under  foot,  you  may  try  to  put 
him  in  fetters  and  hem  him  in  on  every  side,  but  in  this 
way  you  can  never  win  him.  What  else  is  the  world  to- 
day as  the  result  of  the  greatest  war  in  history?  Surely 
Jesus  had  a  better  way,  "Love  your  enemies  and  pray 
for  them  that  despitefully  use  you." 

Love  works  wonders.  One  is  reminded  of  AEsop's 
fable  where  the  sun  by  its  genial  warmth  induces  the 
traveler  to  lay  aside  his  cloak  which  the  force  of  the 
rough  wind  failed  to  tear  from  his  grip.  The  only  time 
way  to  a  lasting  victory  is  to  induce  the  enemy  to  lay 
aside  his  enmity  and  become  a  friend. 

In  this  chapter  we  have  a  wonderful  illustration  of 
how  this  principle  works  out  in  practice.  God  does  not 
ask  us  to  do  something  that  He  Himself  is  not  willing 
to  do.  How  does  God  treat  His  enemies  ?  Verse  45  says 
that  God  makes  his  sun  to  shine  upon  the  field  of  the 
wicked  as  well  as  upon  the  field  of  the  righteous,  nor 
does  He  withhold  the  benefits  of  His  rain. 

If  we  have  received  undeserved  love  from  God,  should 
we  not  be  willing  to  give  some  undeserved  love  to  our 
enemies?  If  God  wins  people  to  Himself,  by  love,  would 
it  not  be  a  good  thing  to  win  friends  by  the  same  prin- 
ciple? 

There  is  an  old  Arabian  proverb  which  states: 

"He    who    has    a    thousand    friends    had    not    a   friend   to 

spare, 
And  he  who  has  one  enemy  shall  meet  him  everywhere." 

Why  not  make  that  enemy  into  another  friend  by  ap- 
plying Christ's  principle  of  love  ?

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Out  destiny  In   Our  Hands 


^ESTINY  HUNG  IN  THE  BALANCE  the  day 
-'when  the  Apostle  Paul  had  his  memorable 
isit  with  King  Agrippa. 

Paul  was  presenting  to  the  King  the  way  to 
fcernal  life.  He  did  not  mince  words — he  did 
ot  let  down  the  bars,  but  presented,  in  a 
traight-forward  way,  the  claims  of  Christ. 

Agrippa,  his  heart  opened,  and  without  doubt, 
nder  the  conviction  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  knew 
eyond  a  shadow  of  a  doubt,  that  he  had  to 
lake  an  eternal  choice.  That  choice  did  not  con- 
3rn  kingdoms,  thrones,  crowns,  politics,  money, 
r  anything  material.  That  choice  was  concerned 
ith  his  own  eternal  soul — and  its  destiny. 

For  Agrippa,  this  was  the  hour  of  salvation. 
:  is  such  an  hour  as  comes  to  every  person  com- 
ig  under  the  message  of  the  Gospel.  No  one 
are  presume  a  second  opportunity  to  hear  the 
ospel.  The  unrepentant  soul  which  goes  out 
rom  hearing  the  message  of  salvation  adds  to 
is  potential  punishment  the  agony  of  having 
nee  heard  the  Gospel  and  refusing  to  believe  and 
ccept. 

Agrippa  would  have  had  the  Holy  Spirit  to  help 
im  become  a  good  Christian,  as  have  believers 
)day.  He  could  have  been  another  great  leader 
f  the  early  Church,  a  missionary,  a  Godly  king, 
[e  could  have  been,  that  is,  except  for  one  thing 
-that  "ALMOST!" 

"Almost,"  he  said  to  Paul,  "thou  persuadest 
le  to  become  a  Christian."  Yes,  but  "almost" 
'as  not  enough!  Agrippa,  unlike  many  countless 
lillions  of  people  today  who  have  never  heard 
lie  Gospel  story  and  thus  cannot  come  to  re- 
entance,  chose  his  own  fate. 

How  near  he  came  to  yielding  to  Christ,  we 
annot   say — except   that   he    "almost"   did.   The 


futility  of  "almost"  can  be  illustrated  by  a  group 
of  children  who,  out  for  a  walk,  came  to  a  stream. 
Several  of  the  children  jumped  safely  to  the  other 
side.  The  last  one  tried  and  didn't  quite  make  it, 
falling  against  the  muddy  bank  and  then  into  the 
water.  He  cried,  "I  almost  made  it!"  He  was  just 
as  muddy,  though,  and  wet  as  if  he  had  slipped 
into  the  stream  on  the  side  from  which  he  had 
jumped. 

The  same  with  Agrippa.  He  was  just  as  surely 
lost  by  his  "almost"  as  if  he  hadn't  made  any 
effort  at  all. 

King  Agrippa's  experience  should  be  a  lesson 
to  all  that  a  person's  good  intentions — their 
"someday,"  or  their  "almost"  will  not  be  enough. 

Then,  too,  we  wonder  how  much  of  our  Chris- 
tian service  is  done  in  an  "almost"  spirit.  Almost 
— we're  willing  to  render  true  Christian  service; 
almost — we're  ready  to  give  enough  to  keep  the 
church  going;  almost — to  pray  enough — to  wit- 
ness enough.  A  rope  a  mile  long  is  too  short  to 
save  a  drowning  man  a  mile  and  two  inches  off 
shore.  A  Christian  witness  that  is  good — yet 
which  contains  a  stumbling  block  to  a  seeking 
soul,  is  almost  good  enough  to  lead  him  to  Christ 
— but  not  good  enough. 

Agrippa  chose  his  destiny  that  day.  It  was  his 
choice,  in  his  hands.  We  likewise  choose  ours. 
When  we  are  willing  to  say  that  there  will  be 
no  "almost"  in  our  lives — rather,  a  fully  yielded 
"Here  am  I,  Lord,"  then  we  will  see  our  lives 
bearing  more  fruit  for  our  labors,  and  receiving 
more  blessings  from  God.  Anything  less  than 
Paul's  "I  have  fought  a  food  fight,  I  have  fin- 
ished my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith,"  is  less 
than  what  our  Lord  wants  us  to  do  for  Him. —

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Brethren  Church  History 
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JASON  MACK 


"I  AM  FIFTY  YEARS  OLD.  I  ought  to  join  the  church. 
I  am  no  spring  chicken."  These  words  were  spoken  in 
1894.  The  place  was  at  the  Olivet  Church,  four  miles 
west  of  Glenford,  Ohio.  The  men  to  whom  these  words 
were  spoken  were  Rev.  Whitmer  Arnold  and  a  young 
preacher  by  the  name  of  Quincy  Leckrone.  From  here 
they  went  to  the  home  of  Benjamin  Leckrone,  the  father 
of  young  Quincy.  In  their  discussions  a  number  of  ques- 
tions came  up  which  led  to  strong  differences  of  opinion. 
The  result  was  that  Jason  Mack,  who  had  utttered  the 
above  words  did  not  ,at  that  time  carry  out  his  previously 
stated  intentions.  Later  on  he  brought  them  to  the  young 
preacher  who  reminded  him,  that,  "he  knew  the  rules 
and  the  order  of  the  church  and  was  no  stranger  to  them 
in  any  way.   He  was  familiar  with  its  practices." 

Jason  Mack  returned  to  his  farm  home  some  three 
miles  east  of  Glenford,  Ohio.  The  young  Quincy  Leck- 
rone held  his  first  meeting  that  summer  in  the  Greenwood 
Church.  This  church  was  located  a  mile  or  more  from 
the  Jason  Mack  home.  At  the  first  invitation  given  in 
the  meeting,  Jason  Mack  came  forward.  On  August  28, 
1894  a  procession  wended  its  way  to  the  meadow  of  Rev. 
S,amuel  Orr  approximately  one  mile  North  of  the  Green- 
wood church.  Here  in  the  shade  of  the  trees  with  the 
sylvan  greenery  meeting  the  eye  on  eyery  hand,  Jason 
Mack  was  the  first  one  to  enter  the  clear  waters,  and  he 
was  also  the  first  person  to  be  baptized  by  Rev.  Quincy 
Leckrone.  He  was  followed  in  turn  by  John  Ford  and 
Samuel  Orr,  ,a  little  hunch  back.  The  next  month,  Septem- 
ber, there  was  another  gathering  at  this  quiet  and  favor- 
ite spot  for  a  baptizing.  At  this  time  Nettie  Kissick, 
Joseph  Orr,  Perry  Orr,  Jacob  Mack  (the  son  of  Jason 
Mack)  and  Adda  Beam  were  baptized. 

Jason  Mack,  the  subject  of  this  article  was  born  on  the 
farm  of  his  father,  John  Mack,  in  Licking  County,  a  mile 
or  two  south  west  of  the  village  of  Brownsville,  Ohio, 
on  April  30,  1842.  He  was  the  fourth  child  in  a  family 
of  five  children.  They  were,  first,  George,  then  Lucinda, 
Sarah  Ann,  Jason  and  Mary.  Mary  became  Mrs.  Samuel 
Deffenbaugh. 

When  Jason  was  a  young  man  he  became  much  inter- 
ested in  a  young  lady  who  lived  a  couple  miles  north  on 
Flint  Ridge.  For  some  reason,  John  Mack,  the  father, 
would  have  been  just  as  well  pleased  had  he  been  in- 
terested in  some  of  the  girls  who  were  closer.  When  the 
day's  work  was  done  and  Jason  donned  his  going  away 
clothes,  his  father  would  say,  "Jason  is  going  bopping 
up  to  the  Lamptons  again."  The  Lamptons  were  a  family 


which  was  able  to  trace  its  lineage  as  far  back  as  tl 
Macks  if  not  even  farther.  The  young  lady  Barbara  w 
born  in  the  same  year  that  Jason  was  born,  but  on  Se" 
tember  8.  Jason  was  born  April  30,  1842.  Barbara's  fath 
was  Robert  Catlett  Lampton  and  according  to  the  o 
Lampton  Bible  owned  by  the  writer,  was  born  May  2 
178!).  Barbara  was  the   youngest  of  ten  children. 

The  Lampton  family  was  and  is  an  old  English  famil 
It  has  an  Earldom  in  England  today  and  a  castle  if 
County  Durham  in  northern  England.  Two  brothers,  San] 
uel  and  William  came  from  England  to  Virginia  in  175i{ 
settling  in  what  is  now  known  as  Page  County.  Or 
brother  went  north  and  settled  in  Ohio  around  Zanesvill 
and  Newark  where  there  are  numerous  descendants.  Tli 
other  brother  turned  his  footsteps  toward  the  southwes 
He  went  on  thi^ough  Kentucky  where  descendants  ai 
found,  and  on  in  to  Mississippi,  where  numerous  descenc 
ants  are  also  found.  They  became  wealthy  in  the  Lumbe 
industry  and  are  very  prominent  in  southern  Mississipp. 
The  author  visited  one  of  them  in  McComb,  Mississipp 
recently.  Samuel  Lampton  Clemens,  (Mark  Twain)  was  . 
descendant  of  the  brother  who  went  south.  Whil 
"Mark's"  name  is  given  by  numerous  authors  as  Samue 
Langhorn  Clemens,  his  mother  who  was  Jennie  Lamptoi 
Clemens  said  that  she  "named  him  Samuel  Lampton  afte; 
her  favorite  Uncle"  one  of  the  finest  men  that  she  hac 
ever  known. 

On  December  24,  1867  Jason  Mack  and  Barbara  Lamp; 
ton  were  married.  He  spent  his  life  on  the  farm  operat- 
ing a  threshing  machine  in  season.  His  Maple  sugai 
camp  was  noted  for  the  quality  of  its  syrup.  To  the  union 
of  Jason  and  Barbara  Lampton  Mack  were  born  four  chil- 
dren. They  were:  Lucinda,  born  near  Brownsville  Decem- 
ber 24,  1868,  who  married  Armstrong  Ankrum,  and  whc 
died  April  3,  1950;  011a,  born  May  28,  1873,  married 
Florance  Eversole,  and  died  in  September,  1950;  Jacol 
Lancaster  Mack,  bom  July  25,  1877  and  died  at  Thornvilk 
or  near  there  December  23,  1942,  and  Mary  Matilda  whc 
was  born  December  16,  1878  and  died  May  23,  1895;  a 
victim  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

Until  the  erection  of  the  Greenwood  church  upon  the 
John  Deffenbaugh  farm,  four  miles  east  of  Glenford,  the 
Mack's  had  to  go  to  the  Olivet  Church  four  miles  wesi 
of  Glenford  to  worship.  Horseback,  was  the  customarj 
way  of  traveling.  Several  of  them  usually  rode  together 
visiting  as  they  leisurely  journeyed  to  their  destination, 
From  time  to  time  they  had  services  in  their  homes  and 
barns   when   visiting   Ministers   came.   Elder  Jacob   Mack 
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ten  came  to  visit  his  father  Jacob  and  brother  John, 
e  lived  at  Masontown,  Pennsylvania.  He  would  from 
tne  to  time  be  accompanied  by  Elder  James  Quinter. 
hey  conducted  Love  feasts  and  services  in  the  homes  of 
le  faithful.   Elder  Jacob  was   an   Uncle  to  Jason. 

When  the  church  was  built  .upon  the  Deffenbaugh  farm 
1878,  the  beautiful  tree  capped  rolling  hills  gave  the 
lilders  a  suggestion,  and  so  they  gave  it  the  name  of 
jreenwood."  This  was  indeed  appropriate  and  even  to- 
i-y  after  many  years  the  beauty  of  the  countryside  is 
/ident.  The  site  of  the  church  was  purchased  for  the 
im  of  $35.00,  which  was  considered  very  reasonable, 
amuel  Orr,  a  local  Minister  and  his  wife  Sarah,  were 
iry  active  in  the  erecting  of  the  building.  Hannah  Cover 
as  the  most  liberal  subscriber,  giving  $200.00  to  the 
ailding  fund. 

It  was  a  gala  day  on  June  23,  1878  when  Elder  James 
uinter  dedicated  the  house  to  the  worship  of  God. 
rowds  filled  the  house  and  congregated  upon  the  spacious 
iwn,  and  all  and  in  all  it  was  a  day  long  to  be  remem- 
jred.  Tile  writer  as  ,an  active  boy  remembers  the  simple 
oes,  the  hard  seats  and  what  appeared  to  him  to  be 
ttra  long  sermons.  The  house  was  destroyed  by  fire  on 
unday  May  17,  1896.  It  was  presumed  to  have  caught 
re  from  sparks  from  a  nearby  clearing.  The  people  were 
Dt  discouraged  and  had  a  mind  to  work,  so  they  set 
)rth  to  replace  their  lost  church  house.  In  this  they 
ere  successful  and  on  August  31,  1896,  the  new  building 
as  ready  for  dedication.  This  was  done  by  Rev.  Samuel 
rr.  Rev.  Quincy  Leckrone  and  Rev.  Elijah  Horn.  The 
reenwood  church  is  now  only  a  memory.  The  building 
as  been  torn  down  and  the  road  which  passed  by  the 
lace  has  also  been  changed.  However  the  writer  never 
asses  the  site  without  memories  of  other  days,  of 
lings  which  used  to  be,  but  can  never  be  again,  appear. 

Jason  and  Barbara  Mack  were  ardent  and  loyal  mem- 
2rs  of  the  Greenwood  Church  of  the  Brethren  or  "Con- 
jrvatives"  as  commonly  called.  When  Jason  became  a 
lember  he  gave  himself  heart  and  soul  to  the  work  of 
le  church.  He  was  much  interested  in  the  young  Min- 
iter,  Quincy  Leckrone  who  had  baptized  him  and  received 


him  into  the  church.  Those  days  were  the  days  of  the 
"Free  Ministry,"  among  the  Brethren.  On  Saturday, 
Jason  Mack  would  saddle  his  horse  and  with  a  bucket  on 
his  arm  ride  to  Glenford  where  the  Pastor  Rev.  Quincy 
Leckrone  lived,  to  ascertain  whether  he  would  be  on  hand 
the  next  day.  Incidentally  as  it  were,  he  would  present 
Rev.  Leckrone  with  the  contents  of  the  bucket.  It  would 
be  a  pat  of  butter  hardened  by  water  from  the  cold  well, 
eggs  or  what  ever  happened  to  be  in  season.  Jason  also 
took  over  the  task  of  caring  for  the  church,  which  was 
a  labor  of  love.  This  he  faithfully  did  as  long  as  he  lived. 

Jason  Mack,  was  the  grandfather  of  the  Author.  While 
he  was  young  at  the  time  of  Jason  Mack's  death,  his 
loyalty  and  his  zeal  for  the  church  are  well  remembered. 
He  was  never  too  busy  to  defend  the  principles  of  the 
church  against  all  comers  and  was  as  strict  as  a  Phari- 
see. He  was  willing  to  contend  with  all  who  opposed  the 
church  in  any  way.  When  at  times  a  Lutheran  Preacher 
from  Glenford,  Ohio,  would  get  the  best  of  him  in  an 
argument  by  springing  Greek  upon  him,  he  would  wait 
until  a  young  student  preacher  from  Ashland  came  down 
to  preach  at  the  "Progressive"  church  west  of  Glenford. 
He  would  turn  the  argument  over  to  him.  The  young 
preacher  from  Ashland  was  none  other  than  John  Allen 
Miller  of  sacred  memory.  He  perhaps  has  influenced  more 
lives  for  good  and  constructive  work  in  the  .Brethren 
Church  than  any  other  man  who  has  ever  sat  within 
the  classic  halls  of  Ashland  College. 

As  John  Allen  Miller  was .  a  member  of  the  so  called 
"Progressive"  branch,  when  it  was  not  necessary  to  unite 
their  efforts  against  the  onslaughts  of  the  preacher  of 
an  altogether  foreign  faith,  they  would  argue  with  one 
another.  Jason  was  a  Conservative  of  the  Conservatives. 
In  as  much  as  this  time  was  close  to  the  unfortunate 
division,  perhaps  the  spirit  at  times  was  not  always  the 
best.  Barbers  being  scarce  in  those  days,  Jason  Mack 
would  come  to  the  Deffenbaugh  place  for  some  one  to 
cut  his  hair.  John  Allen  Miller  made  his  home  there  as 
did  most  of  the  student  preachers.  When  Jason  would 
be  seen  coming  across  the  field  they  would  say,  "Here 
comes    Jesse,    there    will    be    some    arguments."    In    this

Dear  Friends  of  the  Sarasota  Brethren  Mission: 

We  have  been  waiting  to  write  to  you  until  we  felt 
that  we  had  some  real  news,  but  now  that  time  is  come 
and  We  are  glad  to  share  our  joys   with  you. 

On  May  5  a  committee  from  the  General  Missionary 
.Board,  composed  of  Secretary  W.  C.  Berkshire,  Reverend 
and  Mrs.  D.  C.  White  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  Glenn  Car- 
penter, came  to  survey  our  field.  They  arrived  in  time 
for  our  prayer  service  and  enjoyed  the  fellowship  with 
our  group.  After  the  service  the  local  "propertv"  com- 
mittee met  with  them  and  laid  plans  for  the  three  days 
ahead. 

On  Friday  and  Saturday  they  looked  over  the  various 
sites  which  our  committee  had  located  and  finally  settled 
on  the  one  the  local  committee  had  deemed  the  best.  (This 
is  only  a  few  blocks  from  our  present  location.) 

On  Sunday  we  had  a  wonderful  service  together  and 
the  Ashland  committee  was  most  generous  in  their  praise 
of  the  work  that  this  group  has  accomplished  in  the 
past  six  months.  I  am  sure  you  will  be  interested  to  know 
that  we  were  praying  that  our  building  fund  would  reach 
$500.00  before  the  committee  came;  it  is  now  within  $3  00 
of   $600.00. 

At  the  worship  service  Reverend  White  brought  the 
message  and  Brother  Berkshire  gave  timely  comments  at 
the  Sunday  school  hour.  Another  highlight  was  the  con- 
firmation service  for  a  man  and  a  boy  who  had  been 
baptized  the  Sunday  before  in  a  beautiful  service  in  Sar- 
asota Bay.  One  was  also  received  by  relation.  Since 
that   time    one   has   been   received   by   reconsecration. 

After  the  sei-vice  the  tables  were  spread  in  the  living 
room   and  twenty  enjoyed  a  fine  tui-key  dinner  with   the 


local  folks  providing.  Here  our  guests  learned  to  appr 
ciate  the  consecration  and  devotion  that  has  been  t 
manifest   from    the   beginning   of   this   work. 

The  tables  were  quickly  cleared  away  and  a  screen  w£ 
set  .up  for  us  to  enjoy  and  appreciate  the  wonderful  pi( 
tures  of  our  mission  work  in  Nigeria  which  had  be€ 
taken  by  Reverend  Berkshire  in  his  recent  visit  to  th 
field. 

It  was  with  mixed  emotions  that  wg  joined  hands  t 
sing,  "Blest  Be  the  Tie,"  and  thus  closed  these  delighl' 
ful  days  together. 

On  Monday  our  guests  departed,  leaving  us  their  bless 
ings,  but  of  course  their  report  must  needs  be  presente 
to  the  entire  Board  which  was  to  meet  on  May  12  an 
13.  Therefore,  this  group  went  to  their  knees  in  a  ver 
humble  prayer  that  God  would  lead  in  every  decision,  a 
we  have  done  in  the  past.  Therefore,  we  lost  no  sleep 
but  we  were  possibly  overeager  for  the  reply  from  tha 
meeting.  But  on  May  20  the  desired  letter  came,  and  ai^ 
m  so  many  cases,  it  brought  far  greater  things  than  wv 
ever  thought  to  ask  for,  and  we  thought  at  once  of  Paul'ii 
words  in  Ephesians  3:20,  where  he  says,  "Now  unt(. 
him  that  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly  above  al 
that  we  ask  or  think  ..." 

Now,  to  you  who  have  manifest  such  an  interest  iri 
this  work,  we  feel  we  owe  this  note  of  joy,  and  we,  hen 
in  Sarasota,  will  bend  every  effort  to  increase  our  grow- 
ing building  fund.

"Whether  therefore,  ye  eat,  or  drink,  or  whatsoever  ye 
o,  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God."  I  Cor.  10:31. 

FN  THE  GREAT  ART  GALLERY  in  Paris,  France, 
■  there  hangs  a  painting  entitled  "The  Miracle  of  San 
)iego"  or  "The  Angels  in  the  Kitchen."  In  the  picture, 
■eautiful  white-Winged  Angels  are  doing  the  work  in  a 
onvent  kitchen.  With  heavenly  grace  one  is  placing  the 
ea-kettle  on  the  stove  to  heat,  while  another  carries  the 
ilates  from  the  pantry,  and  still  another  brings  a  bucket 
f  water  from  the  well — all  contributing  to  the  prepara- 
ion  of  the  meal  as  naturally  as  if  they  were  strumming 
arps  in  heaven. 

These  heavenly  laborers  seem  so  natural  and  are  doing 
heir  work  with  such  cheerful  spirit  that  one  becomes 
mmediately  conscious  of  something  divine  about  what 
hey  are  doing,  and  one  forgets  that  ever  such  a  word  as 
drudgery"  was  used  in  speaking  of  kitchen-work,  or  any 
/ork  to  which  God  has  called  men. 

There  is  a  deadly  dualism  which  often  creeps  into  men's 
ihilosophy  of  life  that  causes  them  to  divide  things  that 
re  not  sinful  into  two  classes  and  call  one  sacred  and 
he    other   profane.    What   is    sometimes   called    drudgery, 


be  it  of  the  humblest  sort,  has  a  dignity  and  worth  about 
it  that  even  angels  are  quick  to  recognize. 

Paul,  in  writirvg  to  the  Corinthian  Church,  in  his  first 
letter  and  chapter  10,  verse  31  admonishes  his  readers  to 
"do  all  things  to  the  glory  of  God."  It  seems  to  this 
writer  that  if  we  could  remember  that  in  God's  sight  all 
labor  is  dignified  and  if  done  as  God  wills  it,  reflects 
celestial  splendor;  we  should  understand  that  to  wash 
dishes  is  quite  as  divine  as  to  preach  ,a  sermon,  for 
those  who  behold  work  so  done  behold  the  seal  of  God's 
approval  on  such  cheerful  and  patient  industry. 

And  work  done  to  the  glory  of  God,  in  turn  reflects 
glory  and  honor  on  the  one  who  thus  quietly  and  patiently 
performs  life's  duties.  Sacred  and  secular  (profane)  are 
one  when  see  in  the  light  of  God's  ultimate  plan  and 
purposes  for  a  human  life.

they   were    seldom    if    ever   wrong.    Jesse   was     the    name 
usually  called  him  by  the  family. 

Jason  Mack's  zeal  for  the  church  knew  no  bounds.  He 
was  intensely  interested  in  all  Ministers  and  visited  the 
new  ones  who  came  to  the  community  regardless  of  affil- 
iation. He  was  interested  in  those  who  disagreed  with 
him. 

Jason  Mack's  sister  Mary  Deffenbaugh,  ,as  well  as  his 
two  grown  daughters,  Lucinda  Mack  Ankrum  and  011a 
Mack  Eversole  affiliated  with  the  "Progressives."  This 
pleased  him  not  at  all.  At  the  time  of  the  division,  Mary 
Mack  Deffenbaugh  was  a  Deaconness  and  her  husband 
Samuel  Deffenbaugh  was  a  Deacon.  Both  united  with  the 
"Progressives."  Their  different  church  affiliations  fur- 
nished the  basis  for  endless  arguments  when  they  were 
together.  This  was  frequent  as  they  exchanged  work, 
such  as  butchering,  threshing  and  the  tasks  of  the  farm 
where  extra  help  was  needed.  When  on  April  19,  1901 
there  came  that  which  was  and  has  since  been  spoken  of 
as  "The  big  snow,"  when  fences  could  barely  be  seen 
and  roads  were  closed  Jason  was  seen  making  his  way 
horse  back  across  the  fields  to  the  Samuel  Deffenbaugh 
home  to  see  if  there  was  any  thing  needed.  He  had  the 
zeal  of  the  Apostle  Paul,  and  nothing  ever  came  ahead 
of  his  church,  for  him. 

One  Sunday  in  January  1902  the  Ankrums  drove  over 
to  spend  the  day  with  Grandfather  and  Grandmother 
Mack.  When  they  arrived  it  was  said  that  he  was  not 
feeling  very  well.  He  did  not  know  what  his  trouble  was 
but  spent  the  time  lying  down.  Later  on  he  was  visited 
by  numerous  members  of  the  family,  none  knowing  his 
trouble.  Later  it  was  diagnosed  as  small  pox.  It  was  a 
surprise  as  no  known  cases  existed  any  where  in  the 
entire  community.  Where  he  got  it  was  a  puzzle,  but  it 
was  presumed  that  on  a  recent  trip  to  Zanesville  where 
he  had  tried  on  a  suit  of  clothes  he  had  secured  the  dread 
germ.  The  Deffenbaughs  were  the  last  of  the  relatives 
to  see  him.  The  family  was  of  course  quarantined,  the 
Deffenbaugh  family  being  no  exception.  Some  of  the  fam- 
ily moved  down  into  the  lower  brick  house  on  the  Deffen- 
baugh farm,  where  they  stayed  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rufus 
Helser  and  family  who  lived  there.  Among  them  having 
to  vacate  the  house  on  the  hill  was  Miss  Freda  Neal,  the 
local  school  teacher.  Fear  spread  throughout  the  commun- 
ity  but   no   one    else   took   the   disease. 

Jason  Mack  was  given  the  best  of  care  but  succumbed 
to  the  disease  on  February  7,  1902.  He  was  given  private 
burial  in  the  Good  Hope  cemetery  a  couple  miles  west 
of  the  Greenwood  church.  In  course  of  time  when  the 
quarantine  was  removed  and  it  was  felt  safe,  his  funeral 
service  was  held  in  the  Greenwood  church,  by  the  Pas- 
tor who  had  baptized  him  and  received  him  into  the 
church.  Rev.  Quincy  Leckrone.  It  may  be  of  interest  to 
the  reader  to  know  that  Rev.  Quincy  LeCkrone  is  still 
living.  He  resides  at  his  home  in  Thornville,  Ohio  and 
was  92  years  of  age  April  11,  1955.  It  was  the  good 
pleasure  of  the  writer  to  interview  him  and  take  a  meal 
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with  him  and  Mrs.  Leckrone  April  21  of  this  year.  Theri! 
will  be  more  about  this  venerable  Minister  in  an  articl! 
to  follow. 

Barbara  Lampton  Mack  spent  the  last  years  of  her  lifi 
with  her  son-in-law  and  daughter.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arm 
strong  Ankrum  at  their  farm  home  three  quarters  of  i 
mile  south  of  the  village  of  Gratiot,  Ohio.  Here  oi 
Christmas  day,  1921  she  passed  from  the  scenes  of  eartl 
at  the  age  of  79  years,  3  months  and  17  days.  Her  last 
rites  were  conducted  in  the  Greenwood  Church  of  th( 
Brethren  of  which  she  had  been  a  member  of  many  years 
Rev.  Strassbaugh  officiated  at  her  last  services.  Shf 
was  buried  in  the  Good  Hope  cemetery  by  the  side  oJ 
her  husband. 

Jason  Mack  was  the  fifth  in  line  from  Alexander  Mac! 
the  Organizer  of  the  Church  in  Swarzenau,  Germany,  ir 
1708.  The  line  of  descent  was,  Alexander  Mack,  1697-1735 
Alexander  Mack,  Jr.,  1712-1803;  William  Mack  1749-1813 
Jacob  Mack  1773-1855;  John  Mack  1800-1877.  Jason  Mack 
1842-1902.  Though  he  was  late  in  aligning  himself  witl 
the  church,  nevertheless  he  was  always  its  staunch  de 
fender.  He  was  13  years  of  age  when  his  grandfathei 
Jacob  Mack  died.  When  once  enrolled  under  its  bannei 
he  went  to  work  with  a  challenging  zeal.  There  may  b( 
some  who  would  feel  that  his  zeal  became  almost  con 
tentious,  but  he  knew  what  he  believed  and  why  he  be 
lieved  it  and  was  willing  to  defend  it  against  all  comers 

There  was  little  "milk  and  water"  in  the  veins  of  oui 
early  forefathers  but  a  strong  desire  to  propagate  theii 
faith.  The  writer  well  remembers  the  arguments,  he,  Jason 
and  the  mother  of  the  author  had  when  he  would  visi 
them  on  the  Deffenbaugh  place.  The  discussions  wouk 
start  in  the  house  and  continue  on  the  porch  as  Grand 
father  Mack  started  to  leave.  They  often  extended  to  th( 
yard.  As  both  talked  loud,  and  the  more  heated  the  dis' 
cussion,    the    louder   they    talked.    Our   boyish    ears   coul( 
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lot  discern  between  that  which  was  argument  and  that 
vhich  was  heat.  The  line  between  the  "Progressives"  and 
he  "Conservatives"  was  closely  drawn.  Families  were 
[ivided,  and  churches  were  built  upon  the  same  tract  of 
ground  within  ear  shot  of  one  another  when  they  were 
onducting  their  religious  services.  The  Author  candidly 
itates  and  feels  that  a  lot  of  zeal  has  been  wrongly  used 
vhich  had  it  been  directed  into  kinder  channels  would 
lave    produced    more    churches   and   less   hard   feelings. 

Time  changes  many  things,  even  our  outlook  on  life, 
rhings  of  younger  days  which  seemed  so  all  important 
lave   lost  that  with   time.   The    old    house    where    Jason 
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Mack  lived  upon  the  farm  is  gone,  nothing  may  be  found 
to  aid  in  identification.  The  cattle  graze  where  in  other 
days  human  life  moved  with  its  ambitions,  its  sorrows 
and  joys.  The  old  Greenwood  Church  is  only  a  memory, 
framed  in  pictures  on  memories  wall  of  those  who  taber- 
nacled there  in  other  days,  but  have  departed  lo,  these 
many  years.  Jason  Mack  still  lives  on  in  many  of  the 
descendants  who  still  carry  on  in  the  faith  which  he  es- 
poused in  his  later  manhood.  The  important  thing  is 
THAT  HE  ACCEPTED  it  for  his  own.

AND  CHARTER  MEMBERSHIP  SERVICE 
ON  MAY  15, 1955 


ON  SUNDAY  MORNING,  MAY  15,  eighteen  Brethren 
people  at  Newark,  Ohio,  signed  the  charter  member- 
ship roll  and  organized  their  church.  Reverend  W.  Clay- 
ton Berkshire,  General  Secretary  of  the  Missionary 
Board,  presided  at  this  organizational  meeting. 

For  a  number  of  years  these  people  had  been  eager  for 
a  .Brethren  church  in  Newark,  but  not  until  March  1954 
was  a  pastor  secured  and  efforts  begun  in  this  direction. 
At  this  time,  Reverend  W.  S.  Crick,  who  had  been  serv- 
ing at  Gratis,  Ohio,  moved  to  Newark  to  direct  the  work 
3f  establishing  a  new  congregation. 

For  about  seven  months  this  group  worshipped  in  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  Newark;  then  the  portable  chapel,  pre- 
viously located  at  Waynesboro,  Pennsylvania  and  used 
as  temporary  headquarters  for  the  Brethren  there,  was 
moved  to  Newark  and  erected  on  lots  on  North  26th 
Street,  purchased  by  the  Missionary  Board.  A  number  of 
;he  brethren,  including  Reverend  Crick,  donated  time  and 
abor  in  the  setting  up  of  this  building. 

Dedication  of  the  chapel  took  place  on  October  24, 
1954,  and  since,  these  Brethren  people  have  been  work- 
ng  diligently,  seeking  others  of  like  faith  who  live  in  the 
irea  and  attempting  to  win  new  converts  to  the  Christian 
faith.  They  have  been  looking  forward  eagerly  to  organ- 
zing  their  own  church.  During  this  time.  Pastor  Crick 
las  worked  tirelessly  attending  to  the  many  details  in- 
volved in  the  establishment  of  a  new  work.

PARENTHOOD  is  ordained  of  God  (Gen.  1:26-28; 
17:6).  Children  are  declared  to  be  "an  heritage  of 
the  Lord"  (Psalm  127:3;  Prov.  17:6).  Children  should  be 
desired,  planned  for  in  advance,  and  dedicated  to  the 
Lord  (1  Sam.  1:11,  20,  24-28).  A  child  should  cause  par- 
ents to  be  more  godly.  It  was  after  Methuselah  was  born 
that  Enoch  walked  with  God  (Gen.  5:22).  Christ  placed 
the  highest  value  upon  little  children  (Matt.  19:13-15; 
Mark  10:13-16;   Luke   18:15-17;   Matt.   18:1-8). 

Parenthood  carries  with  it  a  great  responsibility  be- 
cause children  are  entitled  to  a  good  heritage  (Ex.  20:5; 
Num.  4:18;  Deut.  5:9).  Christ  honors  those  who  give  good 
gifts  to  their  children  (Matt.  7:9-11).  It  is  a  parental  duty 
to  love  children,  protect  them  and  provide  for  their  de- 
velopment (1  Cor.  13:4-6;  Col.  3:21;  Titus  2:4).  Parents 
are  to  set  the  right  example  before  their  children  (Luke 
1:6;  Gal.  5:22,  23).  Parents  will  have  to  give  an  account 
of  their  parenthood  to  God  (Jer.  13:20;  Isaiah  8:18). 
Lack  of  proper  correction  of  children  shows  a  want  of 
parental  love  (Prov.  13:24).  Fathers,  however,  are  not 
to  provoke  their  children  to  anger  (Col.  3:21).  The  erring 
child   when   repentant  must  be  forgiven    (Luke   15:20-23). 

Parents  are  to  give  much  time,  thought,  and  study  to 
the  early  training  of  children  (Prov.

Lesson    for   June    19,    1955 

JOSIAH  KEEPS  THE  PASSOVER 

Lesson:   II   Chronicles  35:1-6,   16-19 

"WORSHIP  IS  THAT  indefinable  attitude  of  the  spirit 
which  brings  one  into  contact  and  communion  with  God. 
It  comes  from  a  heart  that  knows  God  well  enough  to 
both  reverence  and  love  Him.  It  is  not  a  posture  of  the 
body  but  an  act  of  the  entire  being."*  With  this  defini- 
tion we  begin  our  lesson  topic  "Preparing  for  Worship," 
using  the  story  of  King  Josiah  as  the  basis  for  the  les- 
son material. 

As  was  noted  in  last  week's  lesson,  Josiah  began  as 
a  young  man  to  serve  the  Lord.  He  purged  the  nation 
from  the  curse  of  idolatry,  and  repaired  the  Temple  of 
the  Lord. 

While  in  the  midst  of  cleansing  and  repairing  the  Tem- 
ple, "Hilkiah  the  priest  found  a  book  of  the  law  of  the 
Lord  given  by  Moses"  (II  Chron.  34:14).  Upon  having 
it  read  to  him,  Josiah  was  filled  with  dismay.  He  realized 
his  people  had  not  obeyed  the  Lord's  Word,  and  thus, 
punishment  would  be  sure  to  follow.  Josiah  immediately 
called  upon  the  Lord  for  mercy.  God  heard  his  cry  and 
promised  to   withhold  judgment  for  the  time  being. 

As  a  result  of  this,  "the  King  .  .  .  made  a  covenant  be- 
fore the  Lord,  to  walk  after  the  Lord,  .and  to  keep  His 
commandments  .  .  .  with  all  his  heart,  and  with  all  his 
soul  .  .  .  And  all  his  days  they  (the  children  of  Judah) 
departed  not  from  following  the  Lord"  (II  Chron.  34: 
31,  33). 

It  was  after  all  this  had  transpired  that  today's  les- 
son takes  place.  "Moreover  Josiah  kept  a  passover  unto 
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iie  Lord  in  Jerusalem."  This  was  an  act  of  worship.  True 
worship,  we  have  previously  said,  is  communion  with  God. 
To  man  can  commune  with  God  until  everything  that 
;^ould  tend  to  keep  him  from  his  God  is  removed.  That 
i  why  Josiah  and  the  people  of  his  nation  had  to  pre- 
are  themselves  for  this  event. 

We  often  wonder  why  it  is  that  we  fail  to  contact  God 
n  our  worship  services.  Is  it  not  because  we  attempt  to 
ommune  with  God  while  there  are  idols  in  our  hearts, 
,nd  sin  and  corruption  in  our  lives?  These  things  hinder 
rue  spiritual  worship!  In  other  words,  we  must  prepare 
urselves  for  worship  by  searching  our  hearts  and 
hanging  our  ways.  We  must  seek  God  and  expect  to 
md  Him! 

In  his  book.  The  Pursuit  of  God,  Dr.  A.  W.  Tozer 
)leads  for  this  very  thing:  "Let  any  man  turn  to  God  in 
arnest,  let  him  begin  to  exercise  himself  unto  godliness, 
et  him  seek  to  develop  his  powers  of  spiritual  receptiv- 
ty  by  trust  and  obedience  and  humility,  and  the  results 
vill  exceed  anything  he  may  have  hoped  in  his  leaner 
md  weaker  days." 

So  the  Nation  of  Judah  kept  the  passover.  It  was  a 
/ery  solemn  occasion — very  meaningful  to  them.  They  re- 
nembered  the  Mercy  and  Goodness  of  God  when  the 
ieath  Angel  passed  over  them  and  spared  them  in  Egypt, 
rhey  remembered  that  the  Lord  had  said:  "And  the  blood 
[sprinkled  upon  the  door  posts)  shall  be  to  you  for  a 
;oken  upon  the  houses  where  ye  are:  and  whein  I  see 
;he  blood,  I  will  pass  over  you,  and  the  plague  shall  not 
3e  upon  you  to  destroy  you,  when  I  smite  the  land  of 
Egypt"   (Exodus  12:13). 

More  than  this,  the  slain  lamb  was  a  fore-shadow  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  spotless  Lamb  of  God,  who  was  to  come 
is  their  Messiah,  and  who  once  for  all  would  be  slain 
for  the  sins  of  His  people. 

The  years  have  passed  by  since  that  time  in  Judah. 
rhe  Lamb  of  God  did  come.  He  shed  His  blood  for  the 
sins  of  the  world.  He  rose  again  that  he  might  justify. 
Because  of  this,  we  today  can  join  with  the  chorus  of 
angels  who  cried  "with  a  loud  voice.  Worthy  is  the  Lamb 
:hat  was  slain  to  receive  power,  and  riches,  and  wisdom, 
and  strength,  and  honour,  and  glory,  and  blessing" 
(Rev.  5:12).

Topic  for  June  19,   1955 

REAL   PRAYER 

Scripture  Reading:  Matthew  6:5-15 

INTRODUCTION:   No   other  words   have  a  hold  on   the 

mind    of    man    as    have    these     few     words     from     the 

lips   of   our   Master.    Not   a   day   has   passed   since   Jesus 

gave  them  to  His  disciples  that  they  have  not  been  used 


as  the  form  of  man's  prayer.  These  are  among  the  first 
words  that  we  learn  and  they  are  the  last  that  we 
breathe  in  death.  People  who  differ  on  many  points  of 
theology  are  united  in  praying  this  prayer. 

Jesus  did  not  always  expect  us  to  use  this  prayer  just 
as  He  gave  it  to  us.  Rather  it  was  to  be  a  model  for 
all  of  our  prayers  "After  this  manner  therefore  pray 
ye."  What  are  some  of  the  great  points  about  this  prayer 
that  We  should  follow  in  our  prayer  life?  Let  us  note  a  . 
few  of  them: 

1.  BE  SINCERE— Jesus  had  just  told  the  disciples 
that  they  were  not  to  be  as  the  hypocrites  are  for  they 
loved  to  pray  in  places  where  they  would  be  seen  of 
men.  If  we  remember  that  the  Jews  had  three  set  times 
in  the  day  that  they  bowed  in  prayer  and  that  a  bell 
was  rung  at  these  stated  times,  we  will  be  able  to  see 
how  easy  it  would  be  to  arrange  to  be  at  a  crowded 
street  corner  at  the  right  time  if  we  wanted  to  make  a 
show  of  our  religion. 

Jesus  observed  that  if  men  pray  merely  to  be  seen 
and  heard  of  men  they  have  their  reward  because  they 
are  heard  and  seen  of  men.  But  prayer  was  never  in- 
tended to  be  a  mere  show.  Prayer  is  meant  to  be  com- 
munion and  fellowship  of  Christian  believers  with  Al- 
mighty God.  Therefore,  "when  you  pray,  enter  into  your 
closet,  and  close  the  door."  God  who  sees  in  secret  will 
give    you    the    reward    that    you    need. 

Be  sincere  in  the  prayer  you  make  and  do  not  think 
that  God  will  hear  your  prayer  just  because  you  have 
a  long  prayer.  St.  Augustine  once  said  that  it  is  better 
for  thy  heart  to  be  without  words  than  your  words  to  be 
without  heart.  There  are  times  when  we  will  want  to 
spend  long  hours  in  prayer  because  our  hearts  are  bur- 
dened. Be  not  afraid  to  pray  for  hours,  but  also  pray 
for  minutes.  Notice  how  short  is  the  prayer  Jesus  gave 
for  a  model.  It  is  a  prayer  that  could  be  silently  prayed 
almost  anywhere  and  that  M-ould  be  real  prayer. 

2.  BE  REVERENT— "Hallowed  be  thy  name."  We 
have  been  taught  in  the  Holy  Commandments  that  we 
are  not  to  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  God  in  vain.  That 
is  the  negative  way  of  putting  it,  but  Jesus  goes  a  step 
further  and  says  that  we  are  to  actively  hallow  the 
name    of    God    our    Father. 

What  do  we  mean  when  we  pray  "Hallowed  be  Thy 
Name?"  We  are  familiar  with  the  origin  of  the  word 
"hallow"  for  it  is  to  make  "holy,"  to  "cdnsecrate"  or  to 
sanctify."  .But  what  does  this  mean  in  practical  terms 
for  everyday  living?  I  believe  that  it  means  that  we 
show  to  the  world  that  we  believe  in  God  so  much  that 
He  comes  first  in  all  tbat  we  do.  Bunyan,  said,  "I  fell  in 
with  the  customs  of  the  time,  to  wit,  to  go  to  church 
twice  a  day,  and  hei-e  would  I  sing  and  pray  with  the 
foremost,   yet   retaining  my  evil  life." 

Could  it  be  possible  that  many  of  us  have  prayed, 
"Hallowed  be  Thy  Name"  and  then  gone  right  out  and 
desecrated   it  by  unholy   living? 

3.  BE  SUBMISSIVE— "Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will 
be  done  in  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven."  The  people  to  whom 
Jesus  spoke  were  looking  anxiously  for  the  coming  of 
the    Kingdom    of   God.    But   they   expected    it   to   be   local,

rHE  REAL  WORK  of  the  Lord,  has,  is  and 
always  shall  be  done  by  consecrated  people, 
rhe  questions  arise:  "Who  are  the  'consecrated?' 
iow  do  we  become  'consecrated?'  and  What  does 
t  mean  to  be  'consecrated?'  " 

Referring  to  our  verse  of  challenge  in  Acts  13:2, 
A^e  discover  that  a  group  of  the  disciples  known 
IS  "prophets  and  teachers"  (Four  in  number), 
'ministered  and  fasted  unto  the  Lord."  It  is  then 
;hat  the  Holy  Spirit  spoke  in  no  uncertain  terms, 
;alling  Barnabas  and  Saul  (Whose  name  was 
ihanged  to  Paul)   to  a  consecrated  work. 

Certainly  the  consecrated  Christians  are  those 
A'ho  are  truly  born  again  spiritually.  This  is  the 
irst — the  basic  step.  Being  born  again  they  are 
(fielded  to  His  will.  These  are  the  many  faithful, 
oyal  Christians  who  put  their  obedience  to  their 
Vlaster  in  first  place.  You  find  many  of  them  on 
nission  fields,  in  pastorates,  in  homes,  as  par- 
ents, in  shops,  factories,  stores,  farms,  etc.  The 
'consecrated"  are  those  Christians  who  earnestly 
ive  to  please  God  and  to  do  His  will. 

"Becoming  consecrated"  is  not  a  term  to  be 
ivoided,  as  some  might  think.  It  is  the  crying 
leed  of  the  Church  today.  Perhaps  we've  shied 
iway  from  it  on  the  grounds  that  it  speaks  of 
emotionalism  or  radicalism.  If  so,  we  have  swung 
;he  pendulum  too  far  the  other  way  until  much 
ihurch  work  is  attempted  solely  on  the  arm  of 
lesh  and  materialism,  (True  consecration  cannot 
3e  classified  as  extreme  emotionalism  or  radical- 
sm  any  more  than  it  can  be  listed  under  extreme 
ioldness  or  formalism,) 


It  is  well  to  remember  that  the  true  Church  is 
God's  work — the  Holy  Spirit  being  the  driving 
and  empowering  force  behind  it.  In  the  early 
church,  the  Holy  Spirit  was  entreated  through 
much  prayer  and  fasting.  The  Holy  Spirit  di- 
rected— the  Holy  Spirit  called. 

Becoming  fully  consecrated  means  that  we  will 
keep  our  bodies  under  the  control  of  the  Spirit. 
Our  daily  lives  will  be  governed  by  the  Divine 
Standard,  as  written  in  the  Word.  (This  results 
from  a  daily  diet  of  prayer  and  Bible  Study.) 

"Being  consecrated"  does  not  mean  that  we 
will  be  "holier  than  thou."  Our  Lord  humbled 
Himself,  and  many  followed  Him.  He  never  would 
have  won  the  followers  He  did  had  He  assumed 
an  "I'm  a  saint,  you're  a  sinner"  attitude.  It  does 
not  mean  that  we  are  "sanctimonious," 

Since  it  doesn't  mean  the  things  mentioned 
above,  and  even  it  also  does  not  mean  a  cold, 
frozen,  formal  attitude,  we  perhaps  find  ourselves 
hard  pressed  to  define  its  true  meaning. 

However,  some  general  suggestions  can  be 
made.  We  are  consecrated  when  God  is  no 
stranger  to  us,  when  we  are  living  on  the  "High- 
er ground"  where  we  will  make  our  decisions  in 
the  light  of  whether  or  not  God  will  be  pleased 
with  what  we  do.  We  will  also  be  in  fellowship 
so  that  when  God  needs  something  done  He  won't 
have  to  literally  run  all  over  the  spiritual  world 
to  find  us.  We  are  consecrated  when  we  realize 
that  the  acts  of  body  and  mind  bear  a  direct  rela- 
tion to  the  spiritual  self. 

Striving  to  build  ourselves  up  in  the  Lord  by 
being  mindful  of  God's  need  of  faithful  workers 
will  surely  take  us  out  of  the  "mere  profession"

When  John  Wesley  began  to  preach,  drunkenness, 
gambling,  immorality,  and  poverty  were  common.

With    the    other,    but    no,    both   hands    are    placed    on    the 
blessing,   and   then   our   contact   with   God   is   lost. 

According  to  H.  E.  Eppley  we  are  now  living  in  the 
last  part  of  the  Holy  Spirit  Age  or  the  Age  of  Grace 
spoken  of  in  Revelation  3:14-22  as  the  Church  of  the 
Laodiceans  or  the  age  of  Apostasy.  God  began  the  period 
with  Mercy  by  sending  the  Holy  Spirit  to  guide  us.  And 
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.s  we  mentioned  previously,  the  majority  of  the  world 
ave,  as  the  Israelites  in  the  wilderness  turned  their 
lacks  on  God,  when  we  may  be  so  very,  very  close  to  the 
iromised   land. 

Yes,  prosperity  seems  to  be  the  down  fall  of  many 
lowerful  witnesses.  Even  Christ  Himself  said,  "It  is 
iasier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  the  eye  of  a  needle  than 
or  a  rich  man  to  enter  the  Kingdom  of  God." 

When  John  Woolman,  the  Quaker  prophet  against  slav- 
ry,  met  with  increasing  prosperity,  he  limited  his  busi- 
less  so  as  not  to  neglect  his  work  for  God.  He  was  a 
freat  and  powerful  witness  for  God  and  realized  that  if 
le  was  not  going  to  take  the  road  that  led  away  from 
iod,  he  must  not  place  his  blessings  between  him  and 
jod,  nor  must  he  turn  loose  from  the  hand  of  God  who 
lad  given  him  prosperity. 

HOW  CAN  WE  KNOW  THAT  WE  ARE  GOOD 

WITNESSES? 

Christ  Himself,  who  is  the  faithful  and  true  witness, 
iccording  to  Revelation  1:5  and  3:14,  gives  us  some  com- 
parison that  we  may  know  if  we  are  the  witness  of  Him 
hat  we  should  be. 

1.  Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth.  (Matthew  5:13)  Since 
,ve  can  not  actually  be  salt  we  must  take  it  that  He 
neans  we  .are  to  be  like  salt.  Salt  is  very  useful,  and 
nany  things  can  be  said  about  its  usefulness. 

First  of  all  salt  is  used  to  flavor.  Many  foods  taste  flat 
vithout  salt.  So  it  is  with  religions.  There  are  all  kinds 
)f  religions  and  m,any  of  them  copy  after  Christianity, 
)ut  all  are  flat  and  tasteless  without  the  salt  that  is 
'ound  in  real  Christian  living.  You  cannot  tell  b,y  looking 
it  a  food  if  it  has  been  salted,  but  you  can  tell  if  you 
)artake  of  it.  You  cannot  tell  by  looking  at  a  religion  if 
t  has  salt  in  it  or  not,  but  you  can  if  you  partake  of  it. 

Salt,  in  .all  of  its  usefulness,  we  find  is  made  up  of 
small  individual  particles,  yet  each  particle  is,  if  in  full 
strength,  powerful,  and  goes  a  long  way,  whether  it  may 
)e  as  a  flavor  or  whether  it  is  used  as  a  preservative. 

Salt  is  an  antiseptic  and  may  be  used  to  preserve 
neats,  and  some  kinds  of  fruits. 

Salt  must  be  applied  to  the  nxaterial  that  is  to  be  pi'e- 
lerved  before  it's  of  any  value.  The  sack  of  ice  cream 
;alt  is  no  good  unless  it  is  put  on  the  ice.  The  salt  a 
nan  wants  to  preserve  meat  with  is  of  no  value  until  it 
s  placed  in  contact  with  that  which  is  to  be  preserved. 

We  as  Christians  who  are  to  be  the  salt  of  the  earth 
nust  come  in  contact  with  that  which  is  to  be  preserved 
'rom  decay.  Too  many  people  who  profess  to  be  a  wit- 
less for  the  Lord  think  themselves  too  good  to  associate 
vith  the  poor  and  needy.  Only  recently  .a  man  appeared 
n  a  special  church  service  under  the  influence  of  alco- 
lol.  This  man  had  once  been  a  Sunday  School  teacher 
md  a  worker  for  the  Lord.  For  reasons  of  trial  and  trib- 
ilation  he  drifted  away.  For  this  we  cannot  excuse  him. 
But  ho  at  least  did  desire  to  come  to  the  service,  a  desire 
hat  most  of  those  who  are  away  from  the  Lord  do  not 
•ossess.  After  the  service  many  opinions  were  expressed 
:oncerning  the  man  who  had  come  into  the  service,  late 
md  obviously  intoxicated.  Some  made  remarks  th,at  re- 
'ealed   lack  of  concern   for  the   one  that  had  been  over- 
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taken  in  a  fault.  God's  word  clearly  tells  us  that  we  are 
to  try  to  restore  such  a  one,  lest  we  .also  find  ourselves 
in  such  a  position.  If  we  are  going  to  be  a  powerful  wit- 
ness for  the  Lord  we  must  not  be  ashamed  of  the  lowest 
sinner,  regardless  of  color,  race,  or  creed.  We  must  ex- 
pect to  come  into  contact  with  them  without  harm  to  our 
own  spiritual  condition. 

Not  only  must  we  come  in  contact  with  the  decay- 
ing part  of  the  world  in  order  to  preserve  it  as  salt  pre- 
serves meat;  but  we  must  be  applied  in  time.  What  good 
would  it  do  to  apply  salt  to  a  piece  of  meat  that  had 
already  spoiled  and  was  worthless?  We  as  the  salt  of  the 
earth  and  as  a  powerful  witness  must  be  spread  in  time. 
We  must  go  to  work  before  decay  starts.  To  prevent  it 
from  decaying  means  to  prevent  it  from  one  or  more  of 
the  following  things:  decomposition,  rotting,  putrefying, 
spoiling,  disintegrating,  crumbling,  or  just  plain  chang- 
ing  from    a    state    of   soundness    to    impei'fection. 

We  said  that  there  were  m,any  uses  of  salt,  so  far  we 
have  only  given  two  and  explained  them.  Let  us  conclude 
those  uses  by  making  a  quotation  from  a  certain  Bib- 
lical-Cyclopedia; Salt  is  used,  "As  one  of  the  most  essen- 
tial articles  of  diet,  its  symbolizes  hospitality;  as  an  anti- 
septic,   durability,   fidelity,   and   purity." 

2.  Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.  This  is  the  second 
comparison  that  Christ,  the  True  and  Faithful  Witness, 
has  given  us  that  we  might  see  how  we  as  individuals 
measure   up   as   being   powerful  witnesses: 

In   truth,    Christ   meant   here   we    are   reflectors   of   the 
light.    Reflectors   are   objects   which  produce   like  images. 
The   better   the    reflector   the   harder   it   is   to   distinguish

The  many  expressions  growing  out  of  the  discussions 
were  indicative  of  a  real  desire  for  closer  cooperation, 
thus  giving  a  guarantee  for  a  greater  future. 

One  of  the  major  items  for  consideration  was  the  loca- 
tion and  construction  of  a  new  parsonage  to  meet  the 
present  emergency  as  well  as  to  serve  a  useful  purpose 


in  the  future.  In  choosing  a  location  for  the  parsonage 
consideration  was  given  to  placing  the  building  where  i| 
would  enhance  the  beauty  of  the  campus  and  at  the  samt] 
time  be  safe  from  damage  by  flood  waters.  The  locatioi 
selected  will  necessitate  removing  the  garages,  tool  shec 
and  the  barn,  thus  putting  the  parsonage  in  an  advan- 
tageous place. 

Plans  for  the  new  pai"sonage  are  being  drawn  up  and 
when  they  are  completed  and  when  someone  is  found  to 
supervise  the  work,  the  Board  will  proceed  with  construc- 
tion.

WANDALI  AND  ITS  PEOPLE

How  FAR  IS  TWENTY  MILES  ?  To  most  Americans 
it  is  about  a  half-hour's  drive,  not  even  far  enough 
for  Sunday  afternoon's  recreation.  In  Africa  it  depends 
on  the  season.  In  the  dry  season  when  the  roads  are 
good,  twenty  miles  is  not  quite  an  hour's  drive.  In  the 
rainy   season   it   may   mean   hours   on   a   bicycle,   because

the  roads  are  impassable  for  an  automobile.  In  either 
case  it  is  a  long  distance,  because  the  price  of  gasoline 
is  more  than  sixty-five  cents  a  gallon  and  motor  parts 
are  expensive  and  hard  to  get.  To  the  African,  twenty 
miles  is  a  long  journey,  for  he  goes  on  foot. 

Wandali  is  just  twenty  miles  from  Biu,  which  is  the 
headquarters  for  this  territory.  Biu  accepted  the  British 
when  they  came  about  1900  and  has  cooperated  in  help- 
ing to  administer  the  area.  It  has  rapidly  taken  on  fea- 
tures of  Western  culture. 

Not  so  Wandali.  The  twenty  miles  have  only  in  recent 
years  (perhaps  ten  or  fifteen)  been  accessible  by  motor 
from  Biu  and  then  only  in  dry  season.  During  the  rains, 
the  road  becomes  a  series  of  ditches  and  gullies,  and 
motor  transport   comes   to   a   muddy  halt  until   the  next 
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ry  season  when  the  gullies  are  filled  in.  This  means  that 
v'^andali  is  in  one  of  the  more  backward  areas  of  Bura 
ind. 

Scarcity  of  Commodities 

The  capital  which  flows  from  British  government  pro- 
cts  and  from  other  western  contacts  has  not  reached 
his  section  in  quantity.  Money  is  a  scarce  item  and  a 
enny  goes  a  long  way.  Six  pennies  will  buy  one  about 
wo  pounds  of  shelled  peanuts  and  peanuts  are  the  most 
rofitable  crop  a  fai'mer  can  plant. 

Because  of  the  scarcity  of  money,  the  products  of  the 
Vest  such  as  soap,  kerosene  and  cloth  found  in  abun- 
ance  in  most  African  markets  are  hard  to  get  and  ex- 


pensive. The  traders  have  not  been  drawn  here  to  any 
great  extent  and  those  who  have  sell  their  few  articles 
carried  to  our  market  on  their  heads  at  very  handsome 
profits.  There  are  only  three  bicycles  in  Wandali  village 
besides  those  owned  by  the  one  family  of  missionaries. 
One  of  these  three  is  the  property  of  the  mission  and  is 
used  by  the  village  pastor.  Another  is  owned  privately 
by  the  mission  dispenser.  Only  the  third  is  owned  by  a 
person  not  connected  with  the  mission.  In  Africa  where 
the  bicycle  has  become  widely  used  as  a  means  of  travel, 
this  points  out  the  scarcity  of  goods  and  the  isolation  of 
the  area.

)owerful  witnesses  we  must  have  the  light  within  us — 
md  as  the  reflectors  of  the  light,  must  make  sure  we 
ire  cleaned  and  polished  so  we  will  not  take  away  from 
he  brightness  of  the  light. 

.Being  a  light  is  our  duty  to  shine  forth.  H,  Batchelor 
ells  the  story  of  two  men  who  were  exploring  a  cave 
md  became  lost.  They  roamed  in  a  state  of  despair  from 
ave  to  cell.  They  climbed  up  narrow  apertures,  but  found 
10  way  of  escape.  Tiheir  last  torch  w,as  consuming,  they 
vere  totally  ignorant  of  their  whereabouts,  and  all  around 
/as  darkness.  By  chance  they  discerned  through  the 
:loom  what  proved  to  be  a  i"ay  of  light  gleaming  towards 
hem.  They  hastened  to  follow  it  and  arrived  at  the 
riouth  of  the  cave.  Think  of  the  disastrous  results  if 
hat  light  had  not  been  shining.  We  shudder  to  think  of 
t.  Yet  there  are  countless  numbers  out  in  the  darkness 
if  the  world  today,  their  lights  gone  out,  their  hearts 
:ripped  with  fear  and  despair,  climbing  and  clawing  for 
i^ays  of  escape  but  are  finding  none.  What  shall  we  do  ? 
!hall  we  send  forth  our  light  or  shall  we  hide  it  under 
.  bushel  ? 

We  are  likened  to  the  light  because  of  some  of  the 
haracteristics  both  the  ligiht  and  the  Christian  should 
tossess. 

One  is  that  the  light  is  .active.  Light  like  heat  and 
ound  is  not  a  substance  but  a  mere  motion.  Light  waves 
ire  small  but  travel  at  great  speed.  Is  this  not  a  picture 
if  a  true  Christian?  We  need  to  be  active  in  order  to 
le  a  good  witness  for  Him.  Oh,  how  many  so  called 
Christians  seem  to  think  that  the  other  person  is  the  one 
hat  is  supposed  to  be  the  Sunday  School  teacher,  or 
horister,  but  where  are  they  when  a  little  work  needs 
o  be  done?  Most  everyone  likes  the  glory  out  of  a  job 
(Ut  they  don't  like  the  work. 

Another  characteristic  of  the  light  is  the  pureness  of 
t.   Water  and  fire  are  considered  pure  and   as  purifying 


agents.  But  think  of  light — it  comes  through  corruption 
of  every  kind,  death  and  decay,  and  goes  its  way  just  as 
pure  as  it  came.  That  is  the  way  of  our  God,  He  is  the 
purest  of  ,all  pure  things,  and  we  as  Christians  are  re- 
flecting its  purity  unto  all  those  around  us.  We  as  the 
lesser  lights  shall  not  become  infected  as  we  pass  through 
the  world  in  all  its  impurities. 

This  light  is  life-giving.  Take  away  the  light  from 
plants  and  animals  ,and  they  will  for  the  most  part,  die 
a  slow  death.  Sunflowers  and  many  other  plants  tend  to 
lean  toward  the  sun,  while  drawing  from  its  light.  We 
as  Christians,  as  we  draw  from  this  life  giving  power 
which  is  from  above,  must  hold  our  heads  up  and  toward 
the  light.  It  is  not  only  our  duty  to  do  so,  but  it  just 
comes  natural. 

HOW  DO  YOU  MEASURE  UP  AS  A  POWERFUL 
WITNESS? 

Brethren,  through  our  meditation  we  have  found  the 
following  things.  God  wants  us  to  be  a  powerful  witness; 
if  we  misuse  the  mercy  God  gives  us  we  may  fall;  Christ 
has  compared  us  to  the  salt  of  the  earth;  and  we  are  to 
reflect  the  light  of  God  into  the  sin  darkened  world. 

How  do  you  measure  up  as  a  good  witness  for  the 
Lord?  Are  you  the  salt  of  the  earth?  Has  the  salt  lost 
its  savour?  Have  you  lost  your  joy  in  the  Lord,  and  your 
strength  as  a  witness?  Are  you  the  light  of  the  world? 
Is  your  reflector  dingy,  spotted  and  a  hindrance  to  the 
light;  or  are  you  polished  and  gleaming,  and  sihining  forth 
His   brightness,  into   a  dark  and   lost  world? 

Christ  spoke  these  words,  "Ye  shall  receive  power," 
and  "Ye  shall  receive  power,"  and  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses 
unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Sama- 
ria, and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  Then 
He  ascended — leaving  His  followers  standing  motionless, 
speechless,  their  hearts  pounding  with  excitement,  mingled 
with  both  joy  and  sadness,  gazing,  after  the  Lord,  gaz- 
ing,   gazing    into    open    space.

SUNDAY,  MAY  22,  1955  was  a  gala  day  in  the  history 
of  the  St.  James,  Maryland,  .Brethren  Church.  That 
for  which  the  church  people  had  looked  for  and  prayed 
for,  over  a  period  of  years,  had  come  to  pass  in  the  ded- 
ication of  their  new  improvements  and  the  rededication  of 
the  entire  church  plant. 

There  were  174  in  Sunday  School  with  an  offering  of 
$359.00  from  the  Sunday  School  for  the  Building  fund. 
Dr.  Glenn  L.  Clayton,  President  of  Ashland  College,  Ash- 
land, Ohio,  brought  the  morning  message  to  an  appre- 
ciative  capacity   crowd. 

Following  this,  a  bountiful  repast  was  enjoyed  in  the 
commodious  dining  room  in  the  basement  by  approxi- 
mately 150  people. 

The  afternoon  services  began  promptly  at  2:00  with 
a  capacity  audience  to  listen  to  Dr.  Clayton.  The  Dedi- 
catory  service  was   in   charge  of  the  writer. 

The  total  offering  for  the  day  was  $2446.53,  which, 
with  what  remains  in  the  various  treasuries,  leaves  the 
improvements  practically  debt  free.   Following  the   Dedi- 


! 
catory  services,  friends  and  all  who  desired,  gathered  iij! 
the  dining  room  where  the  Sisterhood  girls  served  puncli 
and  cookies.  An  opportunity  was  given  to  survey  the  new 
improvements.  All  and  all  it  was  a  day  that  does  noli 
come  often  enough  in  the  history  of  a  chui'ch.  \ 

Some  years  ago  the  Boys'  Brotherhood  advocated  the 
construction  of  a  basement.  A  fund  was  started,  but  the 
project  for  some  reason  or  reasons  was  not  carried  out. 
The  growth  of  the  work  was  such  that  more  room  was 
a  necessity  so  in  January  1952,  it  was  decided  to  take 
the  Sunday  School  offering  the  second  Sunday  of  each 
month  to  build  up  a  construction  fund.  The  first  offer- 
ing was  on  February  10,  and  consisted  of  $87.50.  On 
March  26,  a  Building  Committee  was  appointed  to  pre- 
pare plans  and  bring  suggestions  as  was  thought  best 
to  give  us  the  room  needed.  After  various  discussions 
with  Builders  and  Contractors,  it  was  thought  best  to 
construct  a  basement  under  the  entire  plant.  Mr.  James 
E.  Norris,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  and  a 
skilled  man  with  the  "T"  square  and  Drawing  board  spent 
many   hours    drawing    up    various    plans.

A  day  early  in  January  1953,  was  a  red  letter  day 
vhen  all  members  of  the  .Building  Committee  who  could 
lo  so,  gathered  at  the  church  and  signed  the  Contract 
nth  the  firm  of  Bester  and  Long  of  Hagerstown,  to  ex- 
avate  for  the  basement,  build  the  walls,  lay  the  cement 
loor,  supporting  the  main  structure  with  suitable  beams 
md  posts.  On  January  15,  1953  ground  was  broken  for 
he  project.  12  inch  blocks  were  used  for  the  foundation 
riving  a  footer  for  future  brick  casing  of  the  building. 
Cwo  other  contracts  were  let,  one  to  E.  W.  Pyles  of 
VIcConnelsburg,  Pa.,  for  the  installation  of  two  G.  E. 
Dil  Burner  furnaces,  one  for  the  basement  and  one  for 
:he  main  structure;  the  other  contract  was  to  C.  W. 
Lowell,  of  Hagerstown,  for  the  Electrical  work.  All 
Contractors    were    very    helpful    and    fully    cooperative. 


Outside  of  the  above  mentioned  Contractors,  members 
and  friends  finished  the  job  with  some  help  on  the  chim- 
ney and  some  plumbing  aid.  Inasmuch  as  the  men  had 
their  own  work  to  do,  the  job  was  somewhat  lengthened, 
but  the  joy  of  fellowship  and  working  together  in  splen- 
did harmony  will  long  be  remembered  by  those  who  gave 
of  their  time  and  their  talents.  All  through  the  period 
from  the  time  until  the  last  offering  was  received,  there 
was  no  pressure  applied,  just  a  simple  presentation  of 
the  cause.

GOD  IS  INTERESTED  in  every  young  person  (Matt. 
6:30).  He  is  concerned  that  every  young  person's 
life  may  be  happy  and  useful  (Matt.  11:28).  In  fact,  God 
has  written  a  Book  on  "love,"  which  is  perfectly  wise 
(2  Tim.  3:16),  perfect  in  counsel  (2  Tim.  3:15),  packed 
with  rich  living  and  powerful  (Psalm  19:10;  Heb.  4:12). 
This  Book,  the  Bible,  is  a  universal  authority  on  love 
(1  John  4:8).  The  Author  fashioned  man  in  the  beginning 
(Gen.  2:7),  and  best  knows  just  what  man  needs  (John 
2:25). 

God,  in  behalf  of  His  creatures,  enacted  good  and  kind 
laws  (Psalm  19:7).  But  the  first  human  pair  chose  to 
disobey  a  loving  God,  and  made  themselves  and  their  off- 
spring the  children  of  wrath  (Rom.

Lesson  for  June  26,  1955 

GOD  AND  THE  NATIONS 

Lesson:  Zephaniah  3:1-5,  14-20 

GOD  HATES  SIN  no  matter  in  whom  it  may  be  found 
Whether  in  the  home,  the  church,  or  the  nation,  sir 
must  be  dealt  with.  The  writer  of  Proverbs  gives  thit 
instruction:  "Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation:  but  sin  h 
a  reproach  to  any  people"  (14:34).  Scripture  declares  it 
and  history  confirms  it,  that  a  nation  will  be  judged  h} 
the  deeds  of  its  people. 

In  today's  lesson  we  note  God's  indictment  againsi 
Jerusalem:  "Woe  to  her  that  is  filthy  and  polluted,  to  th( 
oppressing  city!"  Can  it  be  that  these  words  describs 
Jerusalem  ?  Jerusalem  the  Holy  City  ?  Jerusalem  "tht 
city  of  peace?"  Yes,  it  is  true.  Because  of  the  sin  of  hei 
inhabitants  the  once  "Holy  City"  had  become  a  den  o: 
iniquity!   Sin  and  moral  corruption  was  rampant. 

No  individual,  city,  or  nation,  is  exempt  from  th( 
curse  of  sin  if  God  is  disobeyed.  This  had  been  Jerusa 
lem's  downfall.  "She  obeyed  not  the  voice;  she  receivec 
not  correction;  she  trusted  not  in  the  Lord;  she  drew  no' 
near  to  her  God." 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  city  fell  when  we  read  thai 
the   whole   nation   was   corrupt?    "Her   princes   within   hei 
are    roaring    lions;    her   judges    are    evening    wolves    .    . 
Her    prophets   are    light     and     treacherous     persons:     hei 
priests   have   polluted   the   sanctuary"    (Zeph.  3:3-4). 
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In  view  of  all  this  moral  degradation  it  is  strange  we 
lould   read   this   verse:   "The   just  Lord   is  jn  the   midst 

ereof."  What  does  it  mean  ?  How  could  God  remain 
nong  a  people  who  had  forsaken  Him?  It  is  true  that 
od  was  in  the  midst  of  Jerusalem — but  He  was  in  her 
idst  as  the  Righteous  JUDGE  to  pironounce  sentence 
jon  the  guilty!  The  people  of  Israel  had  to  learn  that 
i.ey  could  not  flee  from  their  God!  He  would  be  in  their 
idst  as  their  Ruler,  or  as  their  Judge! 

,But  the  prophet  Zephaniah  does  not  write  entirely 
3out  judgment.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  third  chapter 
3  foresees  a  bright  future  for  the  faithful  remnant.  lie 
resees  a  day  when  they  will  turn  from  their  wicked 
ays,  and  will  once  again  seek  the  face  of  God.  Looking 
)rw,ard  by  faith  to  that  day  the  prophet  says:  "Sing,  O 
aughter  of  Zion;  shout,  O  Israel;  be  glad  and  rejoice 
ith  all  the  heart,  O  daughter  of  Jerusalem"  (3:14). 

In  that  day,  the  prophet  says,  God  will  again  be  in 
leir  midst — not  as  Judge  but  as  Saviour:  "The  Lord  thy 
od  in   the   midst   of  thee   is  mighty;   He  will   save.  He 
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will  rejoice  over  thee  with  joy;  He  will  rest  in  His  love. 
He  will  joy  over  thee  with  singing"  (3:17). 

The  Children  of  Israel  could  look  forward  with  joy  to 
that  wonderful  day  when  all  this  would  become  a  real- 
ity. But,  alas,  much  must  take  place  before  that  day 
would  come.  Because  of  their  sin  and  disobedience  they 
must  be  carried  away  into  captivity,  and  there  suffer 
under  the  cruel  hands  of  the  Babylonians.  Not  until  then 
would  they  be  restored  to  their  own  land  ,and  enjoy  once 
aga'n  the   blessings   of  God. 

Why  all  this?  Because  they  had  forgotten  that  God  is 
a  righteous  God  who  will  not  allow  sin  and  disobedience 
to  go  unpunished!  This  is  a  lesson  all  the  nations  of  the 
world  must  learn,  or  else  suffer  the  consequences.  Israel 
failed  to  learn  this  and  had  to  suffer.  Must  we? 

God  has  made  the  world  and  He  wants  to  rule  it.  If 
the  people  of  the  universe  will  not  be  ruled  by  God,  then 
they  must  be  judged  by  Him. 

"O  let  the  nations  be  glad  and  sing  for  joy:  for  Thou 
shalt  judge  the  people  righteously,  and  govern  the  na- 
tions upon  earth"   (Ps.  67:4).

THE    CHRISTIANS'   SELFISHNESS   AND 
UNSELFISHNESS 

Scripture  Reading:  Matthew  6:19-21 

WRITING  IN  THE  SEVENTEENTH  CENTURY,  the 
philosopher  Spinoza  said:  "The  things  that  com- 
monly happen  in  life  and  are  esteemed  among  men  as  the 
highest  good,  as  is  witnessed  by  their  works,  can  be  re- 
duced to  these  three:  Riches,  Fame,  and  Lust;  and  by 
these  the  mind  is  so  distracted  that  it  can  scarcely  think 
of  any  other  good."  Any  list  of  those  things  which  men 
have  considered  treasures  must  surely  include  these  three. 
The  desire  for  possessions  drives  men  through  mad  years 
of  intense  endeavour.  The  desire  to  be  recognized  and 
honoured  by  others  beats  like  a  fever  in  many  a  young 
man's  blood. 

L  WHAT  DOES  THE  MOTH  SUGGEST?— We  are 
all  familiar  with  the  figure — the  invasion  of  a  living  in- 
truder into  garments  that  have  been  laid  away,  and  un- 
suspected, noiseless  ruin  is  going  on,  until,  when  the  time 
comes  to  take  out  the  garments,  they  are  all  moth-eaten. 
Hence,  in  regard  to  the  Christian,  the  moth  surely  stands 
for  some  living  thing  which  is  harboured  in  life,  and 
which  gradually  but  surely  destroys  its  true  fibre.  Sin 
which  is  received  and  welcomed  as  being  of  such  little 
importance  gains  a  dominance  over  our  lives  that  we 
little  suspect  until — like  the  garment — it  is  too  late  to 
do  much  about  it. 

A  sin  is  a  small  and  delicate  thing 
At   first;   it   scarcely  raises  its  head; 

It  creeps  where  the  dust  and  shadows  cling: 
It  fears  the  heel  that  may  bruise  and  tread. 

2.  THE  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  RUST— The  second  thing 
that  Jesus  says  about  the  treasures  that  we  lay  up  on 
earth  is  that  they  rust  away.  Life  itself  can  rust  away  if 
it  is  lived  for  this  world  alone.  What  is  rust?  It  is  sim- 
ply the  product  of  atmospheric  influence  combined  with 
neglect.  Therefore  we  hear  the  warning  of  Christ  against 
carelessness,  against  neglect,  and  the  attitude  of  taking 
spiritual   things   too   easily,  of  taking  them  for  granted. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  the  common  phrase  about  men 
who,  in  regard  to  their  games  or  their  work,  have  gotten 
"a  bit  rusty."  And  its  meaning  is  unmistakable.  How 
many  people  have  become  a  bit  rusty  in  regard  to 
prayer,  in  regard  to  Bible  reading,  and  in  church  at- 
tendance. How  careful  we  are  to  keep  our  material  pos- 
sessions in  safe  keeping.  How  seldom  we  ever  stop  to 
consider  eternal  matters. 

.3.  WATCH  FOR  THE  THIEF— We  are  all  familiar 
with  the  practice  in  ancient  days  of  hiding  one's  posses- 
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sions  in  a  field  because  there  were  no  banks  with  th 
safe  deposit  boxes.  Anyone  who  laid  up  treasures  tool 
gi'eat  risk  that  they  would  be  discovered  and  stolen, 
the  Old  Testament,  we  read  the  story  of  Absalom — ^h' 
he  went  out  unto  the  gate  of  the  city,  and  by  his  fi 
promises  "stole  the  hearts  of  Israel."  The  thief  is  tt 
which  seduces  the  true  allegiance  of  the  soul  from  Chrj 
to  any  other  lord.  j 

One   knows   men  who   were   once   in    the    forefront 
Christian  service,  and  now  are  never  seen  where  Chri 
tians  meet,  and  are  making  no  contribution  to  Christi; 
enterprises.  You  ask  about  such  an  one,  and  are  told  th 
he   is  devoted  to  business  now,  and  has  little    time    f 
anything  else.  It  simply  means  that  the  thief  has  gott( 
at  his  treasure,  and  that  Christ  has  been  dethroned.  R 
member  His  words:  "The  thief  cometh  not  but  for  to  stei 
and  to  kill  and  to  destroy."  How  much  prosperity  whif 
comes  as  men  yield  allegiance  to  other  lords  is  but  banli 
ruptcy  ? 

CONCLUSION:  The  man  who  has  made  God  his  sil 
preme  treasure  can  love  and  serve  men  as  he  has  neve 
loved  and  served  them  before.  He  can  use  all  the  passim! 
elements  of  this  great  world  with  a  mastery  which  apprd 
ciates,  but  never  surrenders  to,  the  slavery  of  things 
And  as  he  gazes  through  the  dim  distances  of  the  fri 
ture  he  finds  it  as  varied  and  always  satisfying  as  th 
fullness  of  the  Divine  life.  He  has  indeed  laid  up  M 
treasures  in  heaven.  He  has  put  himself  on  the  side  o| 
eternity.  And  his  citizenship  in  the  busy  world  wher 
he  dwells  is  all  the  more  sure  and  steady  because  hi  \ 
heart  is  captured  by  the  eternal  mysteries.  "To  under 
stand  earth,"  says  an  old  French  proverb,  you  must  havi 
known  heaven." 


NEWS  FROM  CERRO  GORDO,  ILLINOIS 

We  hope  this  news  item  becomes  a  challenge  to  some 
young  Brethren  Minister  and  his  wife  to  come  and  take 
up  the  work  here  in  Cerro  Gordo. 

We  came  here  nearly  four  years  ago  and  found  a  group 
of  people  who  were  a  little  undecided  as  to  whether  to 
call  a  pastor  or  not,  as  things  had  not  been  going  too 
well.  The  young  people's  group  was  getting  married  and 
leaving  one  by  one,  and  the  next  age  group  was  too 
young  to  carry  on  the  work  the  others  had  been  doing. 
Sunday  School  attendance  was  rather  low  as  well  as 
church  attendance. 

But  we  also  found  there  were  those  who  had  a  mind 
to  work  and  work  they  have  done.  In  our  first  year  of 
D.  V.  B.  S.  we  managed  to  average  about  33  children 
present.    Today,   at   D.   V.    B.    S.   thei'e   were   62   children 
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esent  with  a  promise  of  more  to  come  before  the  school 
over.  Sunday  School  has  been  up  to  106,  with  an  av- 
age  of  around  85  for  the  last  nine  months.  Only  five 
ve  been  added  to  the  church  but  the  prospects  are  very 
od  for  several  more.  Then  our  staff  of  workers  has  been 
ireased  considerably  so  that  we  feel  assured  that  any- 
e  desiring  a  good  pastorate  will  find  they  have  plenty 
help  to  keep  the  church  moving  forward  for  the  up- 
lilding  of  God's  Kingdom. 

We  have  been  helped  here  by  some  very  good  Evan- 
!lists.  Rev.  H.  E.  Eppley  did  a  wonderful  job  for  us. 
3V.  Cecil  H.  Johnson  held  a  fine  meeting  for  us  before 
king  a  full  time  pastorate  in  California.  Rev.  W.  E. 
lomas  has  been  here  two  times  and  did  a  very  good 
b  of  presenting  the  Gospel.  There  have  been  a  number 
others  who  have  helped  in  various  ways  to  bless  this 
lUrch  and  we  wish  to  thank  each  one.  We  have  tried 
ith  God's  help  to  preach  the  Word  of  God  without  fear 
•  favor  and  to  point  the  Christians  to  Jesus,  their  Mas- 
r,  that  they  might  be  obedient  to  Him.  We  have  tried 
I  be  co-operative  when  possible  but  at  no  time  have 
5en  willing  to  lay  aside  our  convictions  to  appease  any- 
le.  There  is  a  work  to  be  done  here  and  I  believe  it  can 
3st  be  done  by  someone  who  is  at  least  young  at  heart 
id  can  work  with  young  people.  We  have  felt  led  of  the 


Lord  to  enter  another  field  for  service,  thereby  leaving 
this  Pastorate,  and  praying  that  someone  may  accept  the 
challenge  and  offer  to  come  into  this  field. 

To  the  people  here  in  the  Cerro  Gordo  Brethren  Church 
we  offer  our  thanks  for  the  wonderful  way  they  have 
treated  us  and  the  many  things  they  have  given  us.  We 
are  sorry  to  leave,  especially  when  the  prospects  are  so 
inviting,  but  we  always  try  to  do  the  Lord's  will  and  we 
believe  it  is  the  Lord's  will  that  we  move  on  to  our  new 
Field  to  which  He  has  called  us.  May  the  Lord  bless 
you  and  keep  you,  is  our  Prayer.  We  will  be  moving 
June  16th,  1955.

ut  of  our  Christian  attributes,  and  searching  for  the 
ght  to  radiate  from  within.  Some  of  us  possess  some 
f  the  facets,  and  others  possess  others,  but  none  has 
ver  attained  the  perfectness  of  the  gem  as  He  be- 
ueathed  it  to  us. 

A  great  Theologian  has  stated  that  the  greatest  weak- 
ess  among  professed  Christians  lies  in  two  factors, 
amely,  that  too  many  "practice"  a  form  of  religion  in- 


herited through  family  background,  and  practice  only 
those  Christian  attributes  which  are  easily  compatible 
with  their  inherited  natural  tendencies,  while  living  a 
lifetime  without  ever  developing  those  attributes  we  do 
not  possess  through  natural  heritage.  Thus  many  of  us 
are  never  brought  to  a  deep  conviction  of  our  imperfect- 
ness,  nor  strive  to  perfectly  cut  and  polish  those  facets 
of  this  gem  in  order  to  radiate  the  light  of  Christianity 
in  its  true  completeness.  This  perhaps  could  explain  the 
many  divisions  between  Christian  peoples,  each  drawing 
attention  to  the  facets  which  they  have  developed,  and 
tending  to  glory  in  the  light  from  these  facets  alone, 
while  seeing  and  pointing  out  only  the  flaws  in  the  gem 
of  another  Christian  sect  or  person. 

Cutting  and  polishing  these  facets  is  a  difficult  task, 
and  the  only  tools  to  be  used  are  much  prayer  and  study 
of  His  .Book.  The  difficulty  may  involve  a  Gethsemane, 
or  a  struggle  up  the  Hill  to  Calvary,  but  once  you  have 
knelt  at  the  Cross  with  your  imperfectness,  and  have 
sought  help  and  strength,  you  will  feel  yourself  lifted  up 
in  His  everlasting  arms,  and  the  light  will  radiate  from 
one  or  many  more  of  the  facets  of  this  Christian  gem 
you  are  striving  to  perfect  for  Christ. 

Let  us  pray  that  as  Christ  looks  into  our  lives  He  will 
find  us  ever  busy  cutting  and  polishing  all  the  facets 
that  make  up  this  Christian  gem  and  the  light  shining 
forth  from  each  facet  as  a  beacon  unto  His  throne  for 
all  His  beloved  people.

C  VERYWHERE  WE  LOOK,  the  grass  is  green. 
•*— '  Spring  rains  and  early  summer  sun  have 
produced  a  velvety  carpet  of  green  over  most  of 
the  earth.  It  is  restful  to  the  eye.  As  we  go  out 
on  a  beautiful  summer's  morning  and  see  the 
blue  sky  contrasted  with  the  rich  green  of  the 
earth,  we  are  inspired  and  lifted  up  in  our  hearts 
and  souls. 

Who  can  gaze  upon  the  beauty  of  the  freshness 
of  God's  earth  on  a  bright  morning  without  lift- 
ing heart  and  soul  to  God  in  praise?  Only  those 
who  are  lost  in  their  own  self-pity,  or  who  have 
never  learned  the  secret  of  walking  the  paths  of 
righteousness  through  Jesus  Christ. 

Our  Lord  was  very  much  in  tune  with  the  nat- 
ural world.  He,  who  created  it,  did  not  fail  to 
draw  upon  it  for  illustrations  for  His  messages 
to  the  people.  Consider  how  He  spoke  of  the 
sower  and  the  seed.  Some  of  the  seed  fell  upon 
the  rocky  ground,  some  among  thorns,  but  also, 
some  fell  upon  good  ground.  This  seed  in  the 
good  ground  produced  the  desired  grain.  Or  con- 
sider how  He  spoke  of  the  tree  bearing  good 
fruit,  or  no  fruit  at  all.  Consider  also  how  He 
spoke  of  the  vine  and  the  branches,  and  of  the 
care  which  the  husbandman  gave  to  it.  He  spoke 
also  of  the  lilies,  the  grass  of  the  field.  He  spoke 
of  the  fish  and  the  sea. 

Cannot  we,  too,  learn  the  lessons  of  depend- 
ency, trust,  security  and  sticktoitiveness  from  the 
world  around  us?  When  doubts  arise,  and  things 
seem  to  go  awry,  then  take  a  lesson  from  the 
trees,  the  flowers,  and  the  grass  of  the  field.  Ten- 
aciously they  continue  to  leaf,  bear  fruit,  bloom 
and  grow,  in  spite  of  the  storms  and  destructive 
forces. 

Yes,  the  grass  is  green,  as  a  testimony  that 
this  truly  is  our  Father's  world.  Cannot  we,  in 
faith  believing,  follow  Christ  our  Shepherd  as 
He  leads  through  the  paths  of  righteousness  and 


besides  the  still  waters?  Truly  He  leads  where 
the  best  and  most  refreshing  food  and  water  are. 

Temptations  come,  too,  to  draw  us  away  from 
Him  when  the  grass  is  green.  That  is,  in  the 
summer  time,  vacations,  picnics,  reunions,  etc., 
tend  to  tempt  us  away  from  the  house  of  the 
Lord.  Brethren,  this  should  not  be.  When  the 
grass  is  green,  it  is  green  because  of  the  mercy 
and  beneficient  blessing  of  our  Creator.  Him  we 
should  honor  in  His  holy  temple — the  house  of 
the  Lord. 

Yes,  we  know  that  the  great  out  of  doors  offers 
a  wonderful  place  for  communication  with  God, 
but  we  know  also  that  our  Lord  has  commanded 
us  to  assemble  ourselves  together  at  the  ap- 
pointed times. 

We  like  what  one  of  our  Brethren  ministers 
(Brother  Vernon  D.  Grisso,  Tucson)  had  in  one 
of  his  recent  bulletins  on  this  subject.  He  says, 
"WHEN  IN  TOWN—BE  REGULAR  IN  YOUR 
SUMMER  CHURCH  ATTENDANCE.  WHEN 
OUT  OF  TOWN  visit  another  church,  and  tell  us 
about  it  when  you  return." 

Yes,  the  grass  is  green — in  our  land,  not  war 
torn,  bomb  scarred — rather  it  speaks  of  the  di- 
vine goodness  of  our  God.  From  us  He  wants  our 
very  best.  Let's  not  sell  Him  short  by  turning  our 
backs  on  Him  this  summer  time. 

"The  Lord  is  in  His  holy  temple,  let  all  the 
earth  keep  silence  before  Him" — meaning,  let  us 
meet  Him  there  in  wonder,  awe  and  praise.  With 
the  Psalmist,  let  us  say,  "I  was  glad  when  they 
said  unto  me,  let  us  go  unto  the  house  of  the 
Lord."

THE  CHRISTIAN  RELIGION  is  a  gospel  of  ac- 
tion. The  two  general  themes  of  the  Bible  are 
"What  God  has  done  for  us,"  and  "What  we  are 
to  do  for  God."  God  does  not  reveal  his  will  to 
men  to  satisfy  their  speculative  curiosity.  His 
paramount  concern  is  that  men  should  do  his 
will.  The  philosopher  Kant  insisted  that  there  is 
no  word  from  God  which  is  not  a  marching  order 
of  God. 

One  of  the  most  wholesome  notes  in  modern 
theology  is  the  insistance  that  the  Word  of  God 
always  speaks  specifically  to  a  specific  person 
about  a  specific  thing  that  God  wants  done  in  a 
specific  moment.  Thus  the  important  question  in 
Sunday  school  teacher-pupil  relationship  is :  What 
has  God  said  to  me  and  what  am  I  going  to  do 
about  it  in  the  living  present?  To  refuse  God's 
immediate  demand  by  postponement  is  to  refuse 
it  altogether,  for  doing  God's  will  includes  doing 
it  in  God's  time. 

Therefore,  "Gather  the  people  together,  men 
and  women,  and  children,  and  thy  stranger  that 
is  within  thy  gates,  that  they  may  hear,  and  that 
they  may  learn,  and  fear  the  Lord  your  God  ..." 
(Deut.  31:12). 

Brethren  churches,  I  feel,  must  reorient  them- 
selves and  act  upon  some  basic  concepts  of  Sun- 
(^ay  school  work  and  relationships.  The  modern 
I'lunday    school    movement    started    outside    the 


churches.  Then  when  Sunday  schools  began  to 
meet  in  church  buildings,  they  were  "in"  but 
not  "of"  the  churches.  Thus  began  the  period  of 
toleration  which  we  must  develop  into  utilization. 


1.  The  church,  or  church  board,  should  elect 
the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  Sunday  school. 

Churches  are  careful  in  the  selection  of  their  pas- 
tors, and  rightly  so.  They  consider  a  minister's 
consecration,  doctrinal  integrity,  pulpit  ability, 
training,  experience,  credit  rating,  and  general 
standing  in  his  community.  However,  if  the  staff 
of  teachers  in  the  church  are  indifferent,  care- 
less, untrained,  and  inaccurate  in  their  knowledge 
of  the  Bible,  the  ministry  of  the  finest  possible 
pastor  will  be  handicapped  seriously. 

When  a  church  invites  persons  to  study  the 
Bible,  it,  at  the  same  time,  accepts  the  responsi- 
bility of  providing  for  these  persons  understand- 
ing Bible  study  under  qualified  leadership.  The 
church  should,  and  must,  provide  training  for  her 
workers,  and  certify  each  teacher  individually. 
Brethren  churches  can  not  minister  effectively 
if  their  teachers  are  not  in  full  agreement  with 
the  church  doctrines  and  attend  worship  services 
faithfully. 

This  is  the  principal  reason  why  a  class  or  de- 
partment should  not  be  given  the  responsibility 
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)f  selecting  its  own  teacher  or  leader,  The  respon- 
dbility  of  finding,  enlisting,  electing,  and  training 
I  qualified  leadership  rests  with  the  church  itself. 


2.  Brethren  churches  should  provide  the  neces- 
;ary  equipment  and  materials  so  the  Sunday 
;chool  may  do  its  work  efficiently.  The  Sunday 
ichool  as  the  school  of  the  church  should  not 
lave  to  pay  its  own  way.  It  should  have  the  best 
3uilding,  equipment,  and  materials  which  the 
ihurch  can  provide  for  its  work.  Teachers  and 
classes  should  not  have  to  have  petty  projects  to 
3uy  needed  tables,  chairs,  chalk  boards,  maps,  and 
)ther  essentials. 

Multiple  departments  Produce  growth. — Grow- 
ng  denominations  today  assert  that  they  have 
gained  numerically,  financially,  in  influence  and 
)utreach,  and  spiritually  by  having  an  adult  de- 
3artment,  a  Young  People's  Department  (12-18), 
md  as  many  children's  departments  as  the  situa- 
tion requires.  By  having  age-group  departments 
A^ith  their  own  "opening  session"  leaders  have 
3een  able  to  come  closer  to  individuals,  to  lead 
:hem  to  a  better  understanding  of  God's  Word, 
:o  help  them  find  Christ  as  Saviour,  and  to  give 
:hemselves  in  Christian  service  and  leadership, 
[nterpreted  into  terms  of  church  buildings  this 
neans  that  our  Brethren  church  buildings  need 
nore  assembly  rooms  with  adjoining  classrooms. 
F'rom  general  observation  and  personal  contact 
[  believe  that  Brethren  churches  lose  more  young 
people  from  their  Sunday  schools  because  they 
ire  either  ostracised  in  a  balcony  or  forced  to 
[)rovid'e  the  "exercises"  for  the  adults,  than  from 
any  other  single  factor.

3.  The  Program  of  the  Sunday  school  should 
be  determined  by  studying  carefully  the  major 
purposes  of  the  church. — Sunday  school  classes 
need  no  special  projects.  If  the  program  of  the 
church  is  inclusive  the  necessary  matters  will  be 
given  attention.  If  the  program  is  not  inclusive, 
the  classes  should  lend  their  support  to  make  this 
come  true  rather  than  emphasizing  one  or  more 
special  items  as  a  project. 

The  church  is  commissioned  to  reach  every  lost 
person  in  the  community,  to  win  him  to  Christ, 
and  lead  him  to  maximum  development.  In  this 
the  Sunday  school  becomes  the  heart  and  voice, 
eyes  and  ears,  and  hands  and  feet  of  the  church.

lONARY     DEPARTMENT 


WANDALI  AND  ITS  PEOPLE 
Robert  A.  Hess,  Wandali,  Nigeria 


(Continued  from  Last  Week) 

In  the  eyes  of  the  people  the  missionary  is  one  witli 
all  other  Europeans.  They  hold  a  very  confused  concep- 
tion of  the  purpose  of  the  mission.  They  are  impressed 
with  the  knowledge  and  authority  the  white  men  gain 
because  of  scientific  and  educational  advantages.  They 
are  likely  to  hold  the  childlike  opinion  that  a  white  man 
call  do  anything  if  he  wishes.  And  why  not?  Look  at  the 
unending  array  of  gadgets  and  supplies  he  brings  to  the 
mission  station.  While  a  missionary  lives  on  a  reduced 
scale  in  contrast  to  those  in  his  homeland,  his  possessions 
outnumber  those  of  the  people  of  the  country  so  greatly 
as  to  be  overwhelming.  This  is  particularly  true  in  a 
backward  area  such  as  Wandali.  I  have  witnessed  ex- 
clamations  of  surprise   over  the   use  of  adhesive  tape. 

Dependence   on   Missionaries 

All  this  tends  to  cause  the  people  to  have  a  very  de- 
pendent attitude  toward  the  missionary.  They  come  to 
look  to  him  as  the  source  of  Western  materialism.  They 
expect  him  to  provide  employment  and  then  act  as  a  mar- 
ket where  they  may  purchase  supplies.  The  people  of  this 
area  will  come  for  miles  asking  the  missionary  to  sell 
his  soap  and  kerosene.  And  he  is  confused  and  disap- 
pointed when  you  refuse  to  sell  and  tell  him  that  your 
purpose  is  not  to  I'un  a  market.  He  looks  to  the  mission- 
ary as  his  master  and  that  to  him  is  reason  enough  to 
obligate  you  to  supply  his  commercial   needs. 

Then  too,  he  often  thinks  of  the  missionary  as  a  sort 
of  professional  hunter.  He  is  surprised  to  find  that  your 
only  purpose  in  coming  to  his  village  is  to  visit  him.  He 
looks  for  your  gun,  for  he  has  an  almost  supernatural 
respect  for  the  Westerner's  rifle,  and  if  he  does  not  see 
one  he  asks  where  it  is.  When  he  realizes  that  you  have 
come  not  for  game  but  to  visit  with  him,  he  is  impressed. 

Common    Misconceptions 

There  are  probably  many  othei*  false  concepts  about 
the  missionary,  but  the  most  discouraging  one,  both  to 
the  missionary  and  to  the  African,  is  that  white  men 
and  black  men  seem  two  entii-ely  different  species.  White 
men  seem  so  much  greater  and  more  intelligent  than 
black  men  that  the  black  man  can  never  hope  to 
be  able  to  know  tlie  things  the  white  man  knows.  Ho 
listens  to  stories  of  American  Negroes  with  unbelief  and 
is  sure  that  black  men  in  America  only  dig  ditches  and 
own  very  few  of  the  gadgets  of  America.  He  sees  only 
one  way  to  have  the  much  desired  things  the  white  man 
possesses — that  is  to  get  them  from  the  white  man.  It 
is,  therefore,  very  important  to  be  courteous  and  show 
much  respect  to  the  white  man,  but  they  show  little  en- 
thusiasm   to    impj-ove    their   own    abilities. 


Hence  the  response  to  the  mission  program  is  slow  \ 
Schools  struggle  along  with  hardly  enough  students  tc ' 
make  the  hiring  of  teachers  worth  while.  The  govern- 
ment is  hesitant  to  subsidize  schools  with  such  low  en- 
rollment and  is  attempting  to  influence  the  people  tc 
attend  school  through  the  local  rulers.  Yet  classes  re- 
main small  and  the  future  of  government  support  fori 
such  schools  remains  dubious. 


Contrasting  Areas 

In  this  respect  the  Wandali  area  is  in  contrast  to 
neighboring  Bura  areas.  Marama,  Shafa  and  Garkida  can 
hardly  find  enough  classroom  space  to  meet  the  present 
enthusiastic  drive  for  more  education.  Perhaps  when  the^ 
people  of  Wandali  see  more  clearly  the  work  of  their 
missionary  and  the  importance  of  education  in  the  cul- 
ture he  represents,  we  too  will  have  a  space  problem  in 
our  schools. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  Christianity  has  difficulty 
taking  root  amidst  the  confusion  which  lies  in  the  minds 
of  the  people  of  this  area  concerning  the  new  culture  in 
their  midst  and  especially  the  missionary.  Although  our 
predecessors  had  a  vigorous  program  of  visiting  the  sur- 
rounding villages  in  the  ten  years  the  mission  has  been 
here,  not  one  class  of  religious  instruction  and  only  one 
church  of  four  members  have  been  established  in  villages 
other  than  Wandali  proper.

the  holy  land.  It  is  expected  that  a  week  of  time 
ill  be   spent   in   visiting   ancient   Babylon   and  Nineveh. 

week  will  be  spent  in  new  Israel  visiting  new  towns 
I  well  as  ancient  cities  and  Galilee. 

Museums  in  Paris,  Rome,  Cairo,  Baghdad,  Jerusalem 
id  London  house  enormous  quantities  of  archaeological 
aterials  which  are  invaluable  in  the  study  of  Biblical 
story  and  archaeology.  The  catacombs  and  ancient 
urches  of  Rome,  and  the  ancient  churches  of  Jerusa- 
m,  Bethlehem  and  elsewhere  provide  fine  opportunities 
r  study.

After  arriving  in 
jHavre,  France,  the  Lerschs  will  tour  Europe  for  three 
eeks  visiting  such  places  as  Paris,  Amsterdam,  Stras- 
irg,  Geneva,  Milan,  Venice,  Vienna,  Linz  and  Kassel. 
tie  Tour  will  end  with  church  services  at  Schwarzenau, 
ermany,  the  birthplace  of  the   Brethren. 

After  the  tour,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lersch  will  join  campers 
•om  other  countries  and  work  for  five  weeks  in  a  camp 
iar   Linz,   Austria.   The   work   project   will   be  helping  in 


a  construction  of  homes  for  refugee  camp  dwellers  at  a 
housing  project  organized  by  the  Linz  dwelling  and  set- 
tlement cooperative  organization  for  expellees.  When  this 
section  is  completed  there  will  be  six  housing  units  con- 
taining 18  apartments — enough  space  to  accommodate 
120-130  persons.  The  project  is  especially  designed  for 
older  refugees  who  are  unable  to  build  their  own  homes. 
Mrs.  Lersch  has  been  selected  as  house-mother  for  the 
camp  and  Mr.  Lersch  has  been  chosen  as  assistant-direc- 
tor of  the  camp. 

The  expenses  for  the  work  camp  are  paid  entirely  by 
the  Lerschs,  who  consider  their  work  a  wonderful  oppor- 
tunity to  help  people  in  need.

"JESUS  OF  NAZARETH  PASSETH  BY" 

AS  JESUS  DEPARTED  from  Jericho  one  day  He  was 
I~\  about  to  pass  by  two  blind  men  seated  by  the  way- 
side (Matt.  20:29-34).  The  natural  blindness  of  these 
men  reminds  us  of  the  spiritually  blind  and  the  author  of 
their  calamity  (2  Cor.  4:4).  They  cannot  see  their  des- 
perate need  of  a  Saviour  (I  Cor.  2:14).  It  is  only  as  we 
follow  Him  that  we  have  our  sight   (John  8:12). 

We  read  in  Mark  6:48  of  the  disciples  being  in  great 
peril  on  the  sea,  and  that  Jesus  walking  on  the  sea  would 
have  passed  by  them.  Jesus  was  there  to  help,  but  if  they 
had  not  called  to  Him,  He  would  have  left  them  to  fight 
the  waves  alone, 

"You  need  not  do  without  Him, 

For  He  is  passing  by; 
He  is  waiting  to  be  gracious — 

Only  waiting  for  YOUR  cry; 
He  is  waiting  to  receive  you — 

To  make  you  all  His  own! 
Why  will  you  do  without  Him 

And  wander  on  alone?" 

The  blind  men  of  the  Jericho  roadside  were  sensitive  to 
a   strange   excitement: 

"What  means   this   eager,   anxious  throng 

^  Which  moves  with  busy  haste  along— 

These    wondrous   gatherings    day   by   day, 

What  means  this  strange  commotion,  pray? 
In  accents  hushed  the  throng  reply, 
'Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth  by.' 

"Who  is  this  Jesus?    Why  should   He 

The  city  move  so  mightily? 
A   passing   Stranger,  has  He  skill 

To  move  the  multitude  at  will? 
Again    the    stirring   tones    reply 

'Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth  by.'  " 

This  is  the  One  Who  healed  the  leper  (Matt.  8:1-3), 
calmed  the  storm-tossed  sea  (Matt.  8:23-27),  Who  mul- 
tiplied the  loaves  and  fish  (Matt.  14:15-21),  Who  healed 
and  forgave  the  palsied  man  (Mark  2:1-12),  Who  healed 
tormented  bodies   (Luke  4:38,  39). 

These  blind  men  called,  and  they  called  just  in  time, 
lor  He  was  not  again  to  walk  this  way  (Acts  2:23)  He  is 
the  only  salvation  for  sin-blinded  men  (Acts  4:12)  Now 
IS  the   time  to   believe,  confess,  and   be  saved    (Rom.

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Ye   tempted   ones,   there's   refuge   nigh:

THE  PROPHET  OF  JUDAH'S  DECLINE  j 

Lesson:  Jeremiah  22:1-9,  24-25;  36:4,  20-21  j 

MAN  IS  SLOW  to  heed  a  warning,  and  slow  to  profi 
from  his  mistakes.  History  would  bear  this  ou 
Danger  signs  at  railroad  crossings  are  placed  there  t 
warn  of  impending  trouble;  caution  lights  are  placed  a 
dangerous  intersections  to  prevent  tragedy.  Yet  in  spit 
of  these  precautions  the  rate  of  accidents  continues  t 
rise.  Why?  Because  men  refuse  to  heed  the  warning  an.^ 
refuse  to  allow  former  accidents  to  teach  them  to  obe^i 
the  rules  of  safety. 

No  less  true  is  this  in  the  spiritual  realm.  We  ougM 
to  be  able  to  learn  from  the  lives  of  others.  Their  faili 
ures  and  successes  should  be  an  example  by  which  we 
guide  our  lives.  In  our  lesson  for  this  week  we  learn  how 
the  Southern  Kingdom  of  Judah  failed  to  learn  from  the 
failures  of  her  neighbor,  the  Northern  Kingdom  of  Israel 
As  a  last  warning  God  sent  His  prophet,  Jeremiah,  to 
speak  to  them. 

God's  message  to  Judah  was  not  news.  They  had  heard 
the  familiar  words  over  and  over  again.  "Thus  saith 
Jehovah:  Execute  ye  justice  and  righteousness,  and  de- 
liver him  that  is  robbed  out  of  the  hand  of  the  oppres- 
sor; and  do  no  wrong,  do  no  violence,  to  the  sojourner,  i 
the  fatherless,  nor  the  widow;  neither  shed  innocent  blood 
in  this  place"  (Jer.  22:3).  Then  God  told  them  what 
would  be  the  result  of  their  conduct.  "If  ye  do  this  thing 
indeed,  then  shall  there  enter  in  by  the  gates  of  this 
house  kings  sitting  upon  the  throne  of  David  ...  But  if 
ye  will  not  hear  these  words,  I  swear  by  myself  saith 
Jehovah,  that  this  house  shall  become  a  desolation." 

Surely  this  message   was  clear  enough.   There  was  no 
excuse  for  misunderstanding,  nor  disobeying  God's  word. 
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spite  of  this  warning  Judah  failed  to  heed  Jeremiah's 
jphecy,  and  the  great  city  of  Jerusalem  was  leveled  to 
3  ground  by  Nebuchadnezzar.  Oh!  the  tragedy  of  wil- 
Iness!   Oh!   the  price  of  disobedience! 

This  lesson  also  covers  another  phase  of  Judah's  spir- 
lal  decline — the  spiritual  decline  of  her  rulers.  In  the 
th  chapter  of  Jeremiah  we  read  how  the  prophet  was 
mmanded  to  write  in  a  book  all  the  words  God  had 
oken  to  him  during  his  ministry,  from  the  day  of  King 
siah  down  to  the  present  time.  Having  done  so,  this 
ok  was  then  taken  to  the  temple  and  read  to  the  peo- 
,  then  to   the  princes,  and  finally  to  King  Jehoiakim. 

Needless  to  say,  this  prophecy  of  God,  through  His  ser- 
nt  Jeremiah,  was  not  a  very  pleasant  one.  It  contained 
)rds  of  condemnation  and  judgment  upon  Judah  and 
r  rulers  because  of  their  sin  and  disobedience.  When 
e  king  heard  the  words  of  the  book  he  was  filled  with 
rath.  He  tore  up  the  book  page  by  page  and  burned  it 
the  fire. 

Thus  did  the  king  hope  to  escape  the  prophecies  in 
'e  book  of  God  by  destroying  it.  How  foolish!  And  yet 
en  and  women  are  still  trying  to  escape  God's  Word 
this  same  manner.  They  attempt  to  destroy  the  valid- 
y  of  His  Word  by  criticism;  they  try  escaping  from  it 
r  ridicule;  they  refuse  to  read  it  and  thus  hope  to  es- 
ipe  its  judgments.  Little  do  they  realize  that  try  as  they 
ay  to  destroy  it,  or  reject  its  teachings,  they  cannot 
lUify  its  truth! 

Judah  had  her  opportunity  to  repent  and  turn  to  God. 
le  refused  it!  She  neglected  the  wonderful  privilege  of 
)iding  under  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty  God.  How 
vful!  BUT  "HOW  SHALL  WE  ESCAPE,  IF  WE 
EGLECT  SO  GREAT  SALVATION?"  (Heb.  2:3)  We 
lall  not!

everywhere  of  products  reading  "IT'S  NEW.' 
IT'S  DIFFERENT'."  We  are  not  bragging  yet, 
but  we  also  want  to  announce  a  new  product.  It 
has  to  do  with  your  Sunday  evening  BYC  meet- 
ings, your  programs.  We  believe  that,  with  your 
cooperation,  this  is  something  very  worthwhile. 

Somehow,  folks  have  the  idea  that  you  can  an- 
nounce a  meeting  at  a  certain  time  for  the  young 
people,  and  they  will  be  there  at  that  time  wait- 
ing to  enjoy  the  meeting,  no  matter  how  much 
effort  has  (or  has  not)  been  put  forth  in  prepar- 
ing the  program  to  make  it  lively  and  interesting. 
They  have  difficulty  understanding  why  the

This,  of  course,  is  only  placing  the  blame  on 
someone,  something,  besides  yourselves  and 
others  who  could  very  profitably  and  enjoyably 
organize  and  direct  a  regular  Sunday  evening 
Brethren  Youth  Crusaders  program.  It  doesn't 
stop  with  Sunday  evening,  but  perhaps  it  does 
begin  there.  At  least  a  lively  BYC  program  will 
be  the  means  of  introducing  and  holding  a  regu- 
lar youth  program. 

WHY  WE  CHANGED 

It's  good  to  have  a  change  in  plans  now  and 
then  in  any  program,  no  matter  what.

They  get  tired  driving 
the  same  car  year  after  year,  imagine  there  are 
things  wrong  (which  well  might  not  be  true),  too 
much  oil  and  gas  consumption,  etc.  Emphasis  on 
power  brakes,  new  styling,  automatic  shifts,  sells 
the  produce  to  a  public  which  already  has  more 
cars  than  can  find  parking  places. 

Our  new  program  ideas  are  fresh  and  alive. 
They  are  based  on  objects,  ideas,  trite  sayings, 
etc.  The  theme  is  carried  out  in  each  program, 
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from  the  chorus  and  hymn  singing  to  the  Scrip- 
ture reading.  If  necessary  the  seating  arrange- 
ment will  be  in  accord  with  the  occasion.  Any- 
thing to  give  freshness  to  the  entire  programs. 

WHOM  THESE  PROGRAMS  WILL  HELP 

Those  who  help  themselves.  Occasionally  some- 
one writes  to  me  asking,  "Can  you  send  us  some- 
thing that  will  interest  our  young  people?  We 
can't  keep  them  interested."  Much  of  this  diffi- 
culty lies  in  the  attitud'e  of  the  leaders.  Do  you 
evaluate  people — especially  young  people — as  be- 
ings which  are  not  subject  to  change,  who  are 
fixed,  and  who  are  just  what  they  are,  and  noth- 
ing can  be  done  about  it?  Or  do  you  believe  that 
they  can  be  changed  and  influenced  by  the  gospel, 
they  can  be  made  into  good  workers  and  leaders? 
Are  you  just  trying  to  lead  them  to  the  extent 
that  they  will  like  you,  or  admire  your  own  abil- 
ities? Or  are  you  truly  trying  to  make  disciples 
of  them  for  the  Lord,  servants  of  Him  and  His 
Church?  Your  attitude  and  your  goal  are  deter- 
mined ultimately  by  your  belief  about  Jesus  and 
the  gospel  He  gave.

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REPORT  FROM  WASHINGTON,  D.  C. 

Over  $4,000  in  cash  was  brought  in  to  the  Washington 
Church  Sunday  morning,  June  5,  for  the  Building  Fund. 
It  was  astounding  to  see  little  tots  in  the  Primary  Classes 
bringing  amounts  such  as  $56.77  from  the  little  Begin- 
ners, $28.85  from  the  Nursery,  $48.44  from  eleven  little 
boys  and  girls  about  eight  years  old,  $111.60  from  six 
boys  not  ten  years  old  yet,  $91  from  eight  Junior  High 
girls  about  14  years  old — etc.  The  High  School  class 
with  8  present  brought  in  $161.16.  The  Young  Married 
folks  brought  in  $250.00,  the  Pilot's  Class  with  five 
younger  fathers  brought  in  $130,  and  the  Ladies  Class 
brought   $190.   Then   the   Men's   Class   brought   $149.00. 

But  this  was  only  in  addition  to  pledges  that  many  of 


us  had  given  in  late  January  to  have  $100  IN  ADDITIO 
to  our  Building  Fund  Offering  on  June  5.  So  this  litti 
handful  of  139  people  counting  children  and  all  ha\ 
brought  their  debt  down  by  $10,000  since  January  of  th 
year,  in  addition  to  the  regular  expenses,  Denomination; 
Offerings,  improvements,  etc. 

Four  people  were  baptized  Sunday  night,  June  5.  Or 
younger  couple  about  27  years  of  age  who  recently  lof 
a  baby.  Then  a  lovely  young  lady  about  19  years  old,  an 
a  young  man  about  17.  Our  attendance  was  within  2  c 
being  the  highest  on  recoi-d.  There  were  167  in  Sunda 
School.  Our  largest  attendance  was  on  an  Easter  Sunda 
with   169   present. 

There  are  about  40  families  in  our  Church.  Some  hav 
children,  some  are  older,  some  are  just  married,  som 
are  widows,  and  some  are  widowers.  Thus  you  can  se 
the  real  Christian  sacrificing  that  was  done  during  thi 
4  months'  period  to  accomplish  over  $10,000  extra  be 
sides  the  regular  offerings. 

But  that  is  only  part  of  our  work.  We  have  a  Tuesda 
night  Class  in  which  we  are  learning  to  outline  talks 
outline  Scriptures,  give  talks,  read  in  public,  etc.  The 
there  is  always  the  Wednesday  night  Bible  Study  an 
Prayer  service  in  which  nearly  50  participate.  We  ar 
studying  the  book  of  Hebrews  now.  Then  on  Sunda 
nights  we  have  the  same  number  of  people  or  more  a 
the   7:00  o'clock  Bible  hour. 
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Our  Laymen  recently  presented  us  with  a  new  Moving 
'icture  Sound  projector.  It  is  just  beautiful.  We  have 
0  far  seen  "We  Beheld  His  Glory"  and  "Walking  with 
Jod"  on  it. 

In  addition  to  these  things  we  had  a  most  profitable 
veek  Avhen  Dr.  Joseph  Shultz  was  here  to  conduct  an  In- 
titute.  We  took  it  seriously  and  a  lot  of  our  entire  set- 
ip  is  being  changed.  He  was  a  great  help  to  our  work. 

Our  next  job  is  to  promote  a  good  Summer  Camp  at 
'innacles.  Our  Pastor  has  already  asked  every  family 
vho  doesn't  have  a  child  to  send  one  Child  belonging  to 
;omebody  else  to  Camp  this  year. 

We  in  Washington  are  only  humbly  grateful  to  God 
hat  He  has  touched  our  people  with  vision  and  the  love 
)f  giving  back  to  Him.  The  Joy  and  victory  in  their  lives 
rom  this  ministry  is  incomparable.  Pray  for  us  that  we 
nay  soon  complete  our  building.  We  are  so  crowded  that 
t  is  almost  pitiful.  And  the  heat  in  the  summer  from 
his  one-unit  basement  is  almost  unbearable.

Wandali   Church 

The  Wandali  Church  has  grown  through  the  years 
largely  through  the  efforts  of  a  trained  local  pastor.  He 
has  done  an  excellent  job  of  interpreting  the  Christian 
faith  to  the  people  and  has  helped  the  people  to  under- 
stand better  the  strange  white  people  who  live  among 
them.

If  My  Veople  . . . 


THE  FOUETH  OF  JULY  has  come  again,  and  once 
more,  we  are  brought  to  think  of  the  founding  of 
)ur  nation.  We  are  also  led  to  evaluate  the  present  con- 
iition  of  our  nation,  in  the  light  of  the  intent  and  pur- 
boses  of  the  founding  fathers;  also  in  the  light  of  God's 
favor  or  disfavor  upon  us. 

Perhaps  no  one  will  be  able  to  correctly  evaluate  our 
lational  life  at  the  present  time.  There  are  too  many 
/iewpoints.  If  one  were  to  say  that  we  are  much  better 
:oday,  in  the  light  of  our  great  technical,  medicinal  and 
inancial  advances,  then  we  would  be  led  to  believe  that 
America  is  on  the  march,  and  that  there  is  none  greater. 
We  thus  would  be  led  to  sit  back  and  rejoice  because  of 
:he   power  and   the  might  of  our  hands. 

Yet,  if  one  were  to,  at  this  time,  point  out  the  stag- 
gering rise  in  crime,  drunkenness,  abandoned  children, 
jroken  homes,  non-church  going  masses,  etc.,  then  one 
tvould  be  led  to  believe  that  something  is  radically  wrong. 
We  might  as  well  admit  that  whichever  way  you  look 
it  it,  you  are  going  to  continue  to  believe  that  way.  We 
seem  in  America  today  to  be  pretty  hard  to  change  our 
vays. 

For  anyone  to  raise  a  voice  in  pointing  out  the  crime 
md  lawlessness  in  the  land  today  is  to  invite  the  scorn 
md  criticism  of  those  who  would  exalt  their  views  on 
low  good  and  great  we  are  becoming.  Rather  they  would 
lave  us  to  look  to  four  good  young  people  to  one  that 
las  gone  bad.  They  decry  the  constant  reminders  which 
jober  thinking  people  are  giving  relative  to  the  danger- 
)us  trends  in  American  life.  We  grant  that  America  has 
nany,  many  good  and  wholesome  young  people,  many 
?ood  homes  that  have  never  been  touched  by  adultery  and 
irunkenness;  but  we  also  know  for  a  fact  that  there  are 
nany  young  people  and  homes  which  have  been  touched 
ind  hurt  by  the  ravages  of  these  social  crimes.  To  be- 
little such  cases  and  to  attempt  to  relegate  them  to  an 
nsignificent  percentage,  is  to  invite  the  same  social  evil 
iragedy  as  if  one  were  to  have  leprosy  on  one  hand  and 
hen  to  say  it's  not  important  to  do  anything  about  it. 

A  few  years  ago,  about  the  time  when  the  people  of 
!\.merica  were  feeling  pretty  smug  about  having  "won" 
;wo  world  wars,  there  arose  a  teaching  centered  on  "The 


New  Morality."  Here  was  the  doctrine  of  self-esteem, 
self-god,  abandonment  of  old  morals,  virtues,  and  beliefs. 
Here  was  the  doctrine  that  you  had  not  lived  until  you 
had  indulged  in  every  known  vice  and  sin.  Virtuous 
moral  laws  for  young  people  were  ridiculed  and  torn 
until  young  people  with  any  virtue  or  decency  left  in 
them  were  considered  legal  objects  for  scorn  and  ridi- 
cule. "If  you  don't  do  the  things  the  gang  does,  you're 
a  "drip"  or  a  "square."  Marriage  vows  wei-e  held  up  for 
ridicule  until  you  were  considered  old  fashioned  unless 
you  had  broken  every  vow  of  the  marriage  ceremony. 

This,  in  part,  was  the  new  morality.  It  received  its 
power  from  the  repeal  of  the  18th  amendment  which  le- 
galized intoxicating  beverages  and  paved  the  way  for 
countless  thousands  of  Americans  to  send  their  souls  to 
a  godless  Hell.  We  know  that  many  church  homes  and 
church  young  people  have  not  been  exempt  from  this 
fiendish,  passionate  dissipation  of  body  and  soul. 

THE  PRESERVATION  OF  THE  VIRTUE  OF  OUR 
YOUNG  PEOPLE  AND  THE  SANCTITY  OF  THE 
CHRISTIAN  HOME  IS  THE  PARAMOUNT  NEED  OF 
OUR  LAND  TODAY!  It  is  necessary,  for  this  new  moral- 
ity which  we  mentioned,  has  now  degenerated  into  a  miry 
slime-pit  of  no  morality  at  all. 

Mere  church  activity  is  not  going  to  do  it!  An  enviable 
record  of  young  people's  and  married  people's  participa- 
tion and  activity  in  church  work  is  not  alone  the  answer. 
The  real  answer  to  America's  problem  of  morality  is  in 
the  revival  of  lost  and  damaged  souls  through  the  power 
of  the  saving  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Church  Boards,  Pastors,  S.  S.  Superintendents,  Teach- 
ers, Parents,  etc.,  are  urged  to  take  note  that  the  turn 
of  the  tide  will  come  when  we  return  to  God  in  prayer, 
seeking  humbly  to  walk  in  His  way.  We  need  Revival  in 
the  woi'st  kind  of  a  way  today  in  America.  Not  a  series 
of  meetings,  but  a  praying.  Holy  Ghost  Revival. 

On  this  national  Anniversary  Day,  let  us  pray  for  a 
cleansing  of  our  hearts,  and  the  outpouring  anew  of  the 
sanctifying,  purifying  power  of  a  Holy  Ghost  Revival.

HOW  CAN  WE  HAVE  A  REVIVAL? 
Finney  used  to  say  that  God's  people 
could  have  a  revival  whenever  they  were 
willing-  to  pay  the  price.  Certainly  the  dif- 
ficulty is  not  with  God,  or  with  the  Holy 
Spirit,  or  with  the  Gospel.  God  still  loves 
lost  men;  the  Holy  Spirit  still  convicts  of 
sin ;  and  the  Gospel  is  still  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation. 

A  real  revival  shakes,  breaks,  melts, 
molds,  causes  the  power  of  God  to  flow  over 
the  hearts  of  people.  Dr.  Reuben  Archer 
Torrey  wrote  these  words  concerning  a  plan 
for  the  success  of  revival.  (1)  Let  a  few 
Christians  get  thoroughly  right  with  God 
themselves.  This  is  a  prime  essential.  (2) 
Let  them  give  themselves  to  prayer  for  re- 
vival until  God  opens  the  heavens  and  comes 
down.  (3)  Let  them  put  themselves  at  God's 
disposal  to  use  as  He  sees  fit  in  winning 
others  to  Christ. 


L  A  REVIVAL  COMES  AS  GOD'S  PEOPLE 

REPENT!  A  genuine  revival  is  something  costly. 
Its  purpose  is  to  expose  sin  in  the  hearts  and  lives 
of  God's  people  and  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  the 
unsaved  multitudes.  There  is  no  easy  method  by 
which  to  obtain  it.  IT  COSTS  REPENTANCE,

We 
may  call  for  national  days  of  prayer  from  now 
until  the  end  of  time;  we  can  sing  "God  Bless 
America"  until  our  throats  are  hoarse;  but  our 
prayers  and  song  will  go  no  farther  than  the  tops 
of  our  heads  unless  we  repent,  pray,  and  ask  God 
to  be  merciful  to  us  as  sinners.  God  offers  no 
way  out  for  a  revival  to  really  begin  in  our  time 
but  by  the  way  of  repentance! 

If  America,  you  who  are  reading  this  article 
and  every  individual  in  this  nation,  would  re- 
pent; God  would  bless  us  with  the  greatest  re- 
vival that  this  world  has  ever  known.  The  an- 
swer to  our  world  problems  is  an  old-fashioned 
Holy  Ghost  Revival  in  which  God  can  sP'eak  once 
again  as  by  fire.  The  key  to  Revival  in  the  world, 
our  nation,  in  your  church  and  mine;  the  key  to 
the  salvation  of  multitudes,  is  in  the  hands  of 
God's  people.

?eon,  when  asked  why  he  had  so  many  converts, 
)pened   the  door  to  a  room  where    scores    and 


sometimes  hundreds  were  down  on  their  knees 
praying  .  .  .  "This  is  my  heating  apparatus!"  said 
Spurgeon. 

Revivals  are  born  in  the  labor  pains  of  prayer ! 
We  need  more  burdened,  broken-hearted  Chris- 
tians. We  need  earnest,  weeping,  Christians,  pros- 
trating themselves  in  agonizing  prayer  before 
God  for  revival  in  their  hearts  as  well  as  the 
hearts  of  others.  No  revival  of  sweeping  magnitude 
has  ever  come  except  that  it  was  swept  in  by  the 
tears  of  God's  interceding  people.  When  we 
church  members  get  broken-hearted  enough  so 
that  in  an  agony  of  soul  we  weep  out  our  hearts 
and  say  to  the  Lord  as  John  Knox  said  to  Him, 
"You  must  give  us  revival  or  we  die,"  then  re- 
vival comes! 

Thank  God  there  are  many  of  our  Brethren 
leaders  who  are  tremendously  concerned.  With 
sin  abounding,  fears  mounting  and  Hell  enlarg- 
ing, it  looks  as  though  it  is  high  time  for  all 
churches  to  get  on  their  knees  and  ask  God  to 
fill  them  with  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Af- 
ter the  church  has  tried  soup-suppers,  enticing 
entertainment,  and  all  that  they  can  possibly 
hatch  up  in  the  realm  of  the  human,  then  they 
will  find  that  God's  method  of  a  Spirit-filled 
church  is  the  most  effective  way  to  have  a  re- 
vival.

[But  their  investments  are  wasted.  The  ornaments 
3f  men's  bodies  deteriorate;  men  outgrow  their 
shells  and  their  shells  decay;  those  habitations 
which  offer  momentary  comfort  crumble;  and 
temporary  pleasures  bring  only  discontent  to  the 
seekers.  The  adornments  we  should  collect  are 
those  gems  that  ornament  the  mind  and  the 
spirit.  The  true  comfort  of  security  is  offered  by 
those  spiritual  houses  wired  with  direct  communi- 
cation with  God.  We  will  find  satisfaction  by 
building  men's  minds,  which  will  never  decay,  de- 
teriorate, or  crumble.  Robert  Browning  has  said, 
''All  that  is,  at  all,  lasts  ever,  past  recall."  So  we 
see  that  Eternity  is  the  best  measuring  stick  of 
our  values. 
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The  third  is  the  highest  goal  for  which  we  can 
aim  given  by  the  only  one  to  make  the  mark. 
Christ  said,  "Be  ye  therefore  perfect."  Perfec- 
tion is  that  which  is  done  thoroughly,  finished. 
Do  not  live  a  mere  sketch  of  life  but  fill  in  the 
outlines  with  color  and  add  depth  by  shading  and 
a  proper  perspective.  Finish  then  this  woi'k  with 
a  frame,  not  rough  and  dull,  but  sanded  smooth 
and  varnished  bright.  To  be  perfect  or  complete 
we  have  to  realize  our  flaws  and  mend  them,  for 
one  small  weakness  neglected  can  bring  damage 
to  the  whole  vessel.  The  talents  and  abilities  that 
are  ours  must  be  exercised  in  order  to  grow 
stronger.  We  have  been  given  certain  potential- 
ities— many  as  yet  unseen.  We  must  find  the 
spark  to  touch  off  our  hidden  powers.  Contact 
with  great  minds  and  great  arts  will  set  off  flares 
of  light  within  us.  Only  if  we  seek  the  best  and 
not  tolerate  the  mediocre  can  we  near  perfection 
of  these  earthly  vessels. 

When  we  have  cultivated  the  buds  of  our  lives 
with  the  tools  gained  in  college  and  yielded  our 
branches  to  the  warmth  and  moisture  of  wisdom 
and  spiritual  direction,  we  will  blossom  and  bring 
forth  fruit.  May  our  vessels  be  perfect  and  over- 
flowing with  rich  wine  to  offer  our  Maker.  To 
this  end  we  pray  with  the  poet, 

"So  take  and  use  thy  work: 

Amend  what  flaws  may  lurk, 

What  strain  o'  the  stuff,  what  warpings  past  the 

aim! 
My  times  be  in  thy  hand. 
Perfect  the  cup  as  planned!"

JY /OVEN  into  the  fabric  of  African  custom  and 
»»  folklore  run  threads  of  truth  and  fact  which 
jem  to  originate  from  the  Bible.  True,  they  have 
jen  corrupted  and  twisted  as  they  have  been 
jssed  verbally  from  generation  to  generation, 
evertheless,  they  are  traceable,  and  their  origin 
unmistakably  clear.  One  of  our  African  pastors 
as  telling  me  recently  how  amazed  he  was  on 
is  first  reading  of  the  book  of  Leviticus  to  find 
le  regulations  of  the  priesthood  and  the  rites 
)ncerning  the  tabernacle  strikingly  similar  to 
hat  his  grandparents  had  taught  him  concern- 
ig  heathen  ritual.  The  old  timers  tell  us  that 
leir  customs  were  handed  down  to  them  from  a 
eople  in  the  north  country. 

The  forbidden  fruit  is  still  with  us.  It  is  a  green 
ardshelled  wild  fruit  about  the  size  of  an  orange 
'hich  grows  out  on  the  plains.  It  is  still  for- 
idden.  No  one  has  anything  to  do  with  it.  The 
tory  goes  that  long  ago  the  great  Chief  wanted 
is  two  creatures — a  man  and  a  woman — to  be 
appy.  So  just  before  he  created  them,  he  gath- 
red  all  the  pestilent  and  plague  carrying  insects 
f  earth,  and  sealed  them  inside  this  fruit.  Then 
e  created  the  first  man  and  woman,  and  warned 
lem  explicitly  to  not  disturb  this  fruit.  One  day 
'hile  the  man  was  away  working  in  the  field,  the 
'Oman  became  very  thirsty.  She  picked  the  fruit, 
pened  it  and  all  the  flies,  mosquitoes,  and  what 
ave  you,  rushed  out  upon  her,  stinging  her  and 
laking  her  very  ill.  When  the  man  returned  that 
^ening,  he  was  very  angry  with  what  his  wife 
ad  done,  and  so  deserted  her.  However,  he  was 
ot  happy  wandering  alone,  and  with  no  one  to 
3ok  for  him.  At  length  he  could  no  longer  en- 
ure the  suffering,  so  decided  to  return  to  effect 

reconciliation.  She  was  happy  to  see  him  again, 
nd  induced  him  to  eat  as  well,  to  give  her  com- 
any  in  her  misery.  He  ate  a  fruit,  and  fell  ill 
s  well.  That  evening  the  "Chief"  of  the  field 
ame  looking  for  them  and  found  them  hiding 
ehind  their  hut,  faces  to  the  ground  in  shame, 
inother  version  of  the  story  has  it  that  the  snake 


persuaded  the  woman  to  eat,  and  thus  the  Chief 
cut  off  its  arms  and  legs  and  discarded  it.  He 
commanded  the  woman  to  strike  it  on  the  head, 
and  said  it  would  consequently  bite  her  heel, 
(compare  Genesis  3:15). 

One  of  our  native  Christians  was  telling  me  also 
that  when  they  as  children  asked  their  fathei's 
and  grandparents  where  they  originally  came 
from,  that  they  were  told  that  "Long,  long  ago 
up  north  we  were  all  one  people.  We  were  all 
one  tongue.  But  folks  started  questioning  each 
other  about  reaching  heaven.  So  they  began  build- 
ing a  large  tall  tower  of  stone.  When  it  had  been 
built  high  into  the  sky,  folks  crowded  onto  it  and 
mounted  upon  it  so  rapidly  that  it  broke  over  be- 
neath the  weight  and  crumbled  to  the  ground.  In 
fright  and  terror  we  fled  in  every  direction — 
two  or  three  one  way,  four  another,  with  mixed 
tongues.  Our  people  came  to  the  south.  Others,  be- 
coming weary  along  the  way,  stopped  here  and 
there  and  have  never  moved  further.  Thus,  we 
arrived  to  the  far  south,  and  our  tribe  is  thus 
divided  into  the  families  as  you  see  it  today." 

What  does  this  demonstrate?  It  is  ample  com- 
mentary that  somewhere  in  the  past  these  folk 
had  a  certain  measure  of  the  light — but  that 
"When  they  knew  God,  they  glorified  Him  not  as 
God,  neither  were  thankful,  but  became  vain  in 
their  imaginations — professing  themselves  to  be 
wise,  they  became  fools,  and  changed  the  glory  of 
the  incorruptible  God  into  an  image — .  Where- 
fore God  also  gave  them  up — "  and  darkness  en- 
gulfed them.  God  turned  His  attention  to  the  near 
east,  and  to  Europe,  and  to  a  man  named  Paul. 
We  fall  heirs  to  an  abundance  of  light.  Now  He 
calls  us  to  return  with  the  TRUTH  once  again  to 
those  who  long  ago  dedicated  themselves  to  serve 
their  own  lusts,  and  upon  whom  He  had  turned 
His  back.  Are  you  helping  Him  reclaim  them? 
Are  you  passing  on  the  Torch?

TF  THE  WICKED  KING  JEROBOAM  could  ask  the 
prophet  of  God  to  pray  for  him  that  he  might  be 
healed,  and  his  hand  was  restored,  surely  we  have  a  right 
to  call  on  the  people  of  God  to  pray  for  us  who  are  seek- 
ing to  do  His  holy  will  (1  Kings  13:4-6).  The  heathen 
King  Darius  wanted  the  temple  at  Jerusalem  be  rebuilt 
in  order  that  there  might  be  men  praying  to  God  in  be- 
half of  himself  and  his  sons  (Ezra  6:7-10).  Ought  not 
our  lives  be  followed  by  the  prayers  of  Christian  people 
(1  Thess.  5:25)?  We  do  not  need  to  be  in  dire  straits 
as  was  Hezekiah  who  sent  for  the  priests  and  the  elders 
to  pray  before  we  should  seek  the  prayers  of  others 
(2  Kings  19:1-4). 

If  we  have  anything  to  do  with  the  spread  of  the  Word 
of  God  we  may  know  that  wickedness  is  against  us  and 
that  we  stand  in  the  need  of  prayer  (2  Thess.  3:1,  2). 
The  worldly  are  against  all  who  preach  straight  against 
sin  (Acts  17:6).  We  are  to  pray  for  "all  saints,"  and 
hard  working  pastors  and  evangelists  like  Paul  (Eph. 
6:19,  20).  We  are  to  beware  of  false  prophets  (Matt.

HABAKKUK'S    FAITH    TESTED  j 

Lesson:    Habakkuk    1:1-6,    12-13;    2:1-4  1 

THERE  COMES  A  TIME  when  the  earnest  soul  ma| 
question  the  workings  of  God.  He  looks  about  an 
views  the  injustice  and  inequality  of  the  world,  and  worj 
ders.  Why  does  it  continue  to  exist  down  through  thi 
centuries  ?  Why  does  God  withhold  His  hand  of  justic; 
and   righteousness  ?    Why   does   He   not   intervene  ?  ] 

These  are  questions  that  puzzle  many  Christians  a 
one  time  or  another.  They  may  even  shake  their  faitl 
in  God.  Or  they  may  turn  them  to  God's  Word  in  searcl 
of  the  solution. 

The  Prophet  Habakkuk  was  perplexed  at  the  ways  o: 
God  toward  the  people  of  Judah.  So  we  read  Habakkuk'i 
Prayer:  "O  Jehovah,  how  long  shall  I  cry,  and  Thou  wil 
not  hear?  I  cry  out  unto  Thee  of  violence,  and  Thou  wil 
not  save.  Why  dost  Thou  show  me  iniquity,  and  lool 
upon  pervei'seness  ?  for  destruction  and  violence  are  be 
fore  me;  and  there  is  strife,  and  contention  riseth  up' 
(1:2-3). 

Dr.  Wilbur  M.  Smith  offers  a  helpful  comment  oi 
this  passage:  "Let  us  remember,  as  we  read  this  text 
that  Habakkuk  is  not  doubting  the  fact  of  God.  He  1 
not  questioning  God's  holiness,  righteousness,  or  omnip 
otence.  His  faith  in  God  is  strong.  It  is  because  he  doe 
believe  in  this  kind  of  God  that  he  asks  the  question 
he  does." 

Now  let  us  read  God's  Answer  to  Habakkuk:  "Behol 
ye  among  the  nations,  and  look,  and  wonder  marvellously 
for  I  am  working  a  work  in  your  days,  which  ye  wil 
not  believe  though  it  be  told  you"  (1:5 — A.S.V.).  Habak 
kuk  had  thought  God  was  not  working  because  he  dii 
not  see  Him  work.  God  told  the  prophet  that  He  had  no 
been  blind  to  Israel's  sin.  Far  from  it,  for  He  was  goinj 
to  use  the  heathen  nation  of  Babylon  as  a  whip  to  chas 
tise  Judah. 
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Here  then  was  God's  answer.  Did  this  satisfy  the 
•ophet?  On  the  contrary,  it  disturbed  him.  He  could 
)t  understand  how  God  could  allow  a  heathen,  idolatrous 
ition  such  as  Babylon,  to  punish  Judah  who  was  less 
icked.  Habakkuk  knew  that  his  God  was  Holy,  and 
ighteous;  He  could  not  allow  injustice.  "Thou  art  of 
irer  eyes  than  to  behold  evil,  and  canst  not  look  on 
iquity:  wherefore  lookest  Thou  upon  them  that  deal 
eacherously,  and  boldest  Thy  tongue  when  the  wicked 
Babylon),  devoureth  the  man  (Judah)  that  is  more 
ghteous   than  he?"    (1:13). 

Now  the  prophet  is  finished  with  his  complaint.  We  see 
he  Wait  of  Faith:  "I  will  stand  upon  my  watch,  and  set 
le  upon  the  tower,  and  will  watch  to  see  what  He  will 
ly  unto  me,  and  what  I  shall  answer  when  I  am  re- 
roved"  (2:1). 

Writing  in  The  Bible  Expositor  &  Illuminator,  W.  S. 
lottel  says  this  verse  suggests  two  things:  first,  "the 
rophet  waits  to   be  Divinely  enlightened — 'To  see  what 


He  will  say  unto  me'  ";  and,  secondly,  "the  prophet  also 
waits  to  be  Divinely  corrected — 'What  I  shall  answer 
when  I  am  reproved.' " 

Once  again  God  graciously  answers  the  cry  of  His  ser- 
vant. He  tells  Habakkuk  the  answer  will  come,  although 
it  will  be  delayed  "for  an  appointed  time."  And  then  God 
sends  a  word  especially  for  the  prophet  and  for  all  per- 
plexed Saints  of  God:  "The  just  shall  live  by  his  faith." 

Habakkuk  had  been  guilty  of  trying  to  "see"  every- 
thing. He  wanted  an  answer  to  every  question.  He  wanted 
to  be  able  to  understand  the  "why's"  of  God.  No,  Habak- 
kuk, the  Man  of  God  does  not  walk  by  sight,  he  walks 
by  faith!  Faith  is  stepping  out  in  the  darkness  even 
though  we  cannot  see.  It  is  to  believe  God  even  though 
we  do  not  understand. 

Our  faith  will  be  tested  by  the  same  doubts  and  fears 
that  plagued  the  prophet.  We  too  must  learn  the  lesson 
he  had  to  learn:  "The  just  shall  live  by  his  faith!"

;  must  have  a  definite  mission  program.  In  the  past  year. 


we  have  supported  Miss  Margaret  Lowery  as  our  mission- 
ary. This  support  has  been  to  the  extent  of  $900  towards 
her  salary.  We  are  making  greater  missionary  plans  for 
this  coming  year,  knowing  that  the  Lord  will  bless  us  in 
our  efforts.  A  "Mission  Committee"  is  being  established 
to  promote   such  a  program  in  our  church. 

The  future  holds  for  us  a  revival  service,  which  will 
be  held  in  the  month  of  November,  and  we  have  engaged 
Rev.  Virgil  Meyer,  a  former  pastor,  to  conduct  this  two 
week  service.  Plans  are  already  in  the  making  for  this 
service. 

The  Laymen's  Organization,  the  W.  M.  S.,  the  Sister- 
hood Organizations  and  the  Boys'  Brotherhood  organiza- 
tion are  all  very  active  in  the  work  of  the  Church.  We 
are  very  happy  to  report  that  four  of  our  young  people 
are  in  Ashland  College  as  students.  They  are  Irlowain 
Hoard,  Charles  Huff,  Dale  RuLon  and  Marlin  McCann; 
Charles  and  Marlin  are  definitely  preparing  themselves 
for  the  ministry  and  the  Waterloo  Church  is  proud  of  the 
achievements   of  these  four  young  people.

LAST  WEEK  we  introduced  you  to  our  new  sys- 
tem of  programming  in  Brethren  Youth  for 
the  seniors,  or  "teen-agers."  We  hope  you  enjoyed 
using  the  first  suggestion  for  a  Sunday  evening 
youth  service.  If  you  haven't  tried  one  yet,  be  sure 
you  do  this  Sunday.  If  you  don't  you  will  miss 
something  very  worthwhile.  Remember  that  you 
will  have  to  join  in  the  spirit  of  the  system  in  or- 
der to  get  the  fullest  out  of  it. 

THINGS  TO  REMEMBER 

FIRST — these  suggestions,  as  has  always  been 
the  case,  even  in  the  old  system,  are  to  be  elabor- 
ated upon  BY  YOU  and  your  leaders.  Don't  be 
lazy  and  expect  the  material  given  to  perform 
magic  for  you  all  by  itself. 

SECOND — advertise.  Select  one  of  your  young 
people  to  act  as  a  sort  of  corresponding  secretary, 
one  who  will  see  to  it  that  very  special  programs 
(at  least  one  a  month)  are  announced  by  means  of 
a  postcard.  It  won't  take  much  time  or  ingenuity 
to  trace  an  appropriate  cartoon  or  diagram  with 
the  simple,  but  important  message  of  the  meeting 
on  it.  These  can  be  readily  and  easily  mimeo- 
graphed on  any  mimeograph  machine;  the  pastor 
will  be  glad  perhaps  to  do  it  for  you  (the  mimeo- 
graphing) when  he  sees  your  enthusiasm. 

Bulletin  boards  are  very  useful  if  placed  in  the 
proper  places  and  kept  clean  of  old,  outdated  ma- 
terial, if  given  a  special  "youth — ful"  appearance. 
To  keep  others  from  pinning  information  about 
activities  of  other  organizations  within  the  church 
a  good  idea  is  to  place  the  bulletin  board  in  the 
meeting  place  of  the  youth  service.  Perhaps  a  sim- 
pler form  of  a  board  could  be  arranged  in  the  Sun- 
day School  class  rooms.  In  this  case,  a  good  idea 
is  to  follow  a  certain  theme,  or  catchy  idea  or 
phrase,  pinning  a  small  sample  even  on  the  regu- 
lar bulletin  board,  so  that  wherever  the  youth  go 
in  the  church  there  will  be  a  suggestion  of  the 
evening  service  especially  designed  for  them. 

PANTOMIMES  or  SKITS  are  a  fine  way  to 
arouse  the  curiosity  of  your  potential  crowd.  A 
good  time  for  this  is  while  the  offering  envelope 
is  being  passed  around — no  one  usually  is  listen- 
ing to  the  teacher  at  that  time  anyway.  A  wonder-

ful  opportunity  is  at  this  time  to  put  across  | 
idea  while  minds  are  straying  before  settling  do)  I 
to  the  lesson.  Besides  this,  the  teacher  will  d| 
cover  that  this  idea  will  create  an  atmosphere  a 
a  common  state  of  mind  which  might  be  a  go 
place  to  begin  his  lesson  for  the  day.

Catching  Attention 

You  will  want  a  "catchy"  line  boldly  set  fortj 
on  your  announcement,  preferably  not  horizon 
ally.  The  eye  naturally  reads  from  left  to  righ 
and  from  top  to  bottom.  Take  advantage  of  th: 
fact  by  starting  your  "eye  catcher"  either  in  tl: 
upper  left  hand  corner  and  extending  it  acros 
and  downward  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  pagfi 
or  you  can  begin  the  line  somewhere  near  the  mi(] 
die  of  the  page  and  at  the  left  side  and  extend  ; 
up  and  over  the  top,  rainbow  fashion.  A  few  trie 
at  it  will  develop  the  ability  to  create  a  line  whic 
will  lead  the  eye  to  its  intended  goal. 

What  To  Say 

Anything  that  you  know  will  make  the  reade 
stop  and  read  on.  One  of  the  most  curious  heac 
lines  I  have  seen  that  would  make  you  stop  an 
read  the  whole  article  was  "DON'T  READ  THIS, 
and  went  on  to  add  "unless  you  want  to  hea 
about  the  big  ..."  etc. 

Make  use  of  trite  sayings,  fads,  popular  son, 
titles,  and  many  other  current  ideas  which  ar 
"going  around."  You'll  be  surprised  how  much  i 
will  add  to  your  attendance!  I  can  mention  on 
church  where  formerly  the  youth  crowd  was  prac 
tically  nil,  and  after  taking  up  advertising  an^ 
using  a  little  enthusiasm  and  ingenuity  the  youn; 
people  were  eagerly  looking  forward  to  the  nex 
meeting.  They  had  a  sense  of  "belonging"  and 
feeling  of  importance  to  the  crowd. 
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"HOWDY,  PARDNER,"  "IT'S  YOUR  MOVE," 
3T0P,  LOOK  and  LISTEN!"  "IT'S  ABOUT 
IME  I"  These  are  some  of  the  attention  getters 
lat  have  worked  in  many  places.  You  can  use 
lem  and  make  up  your  own  to  suit  your  own 
i  rcumstances  and  young  people. 

USE  PICTURES 

Cartoons,  cut-outs  and  photographs  are  big 
elps  to  the  art  of  putting  across  ideas.  The  idea 
f  "3-D"  is  appealing,  and  quite  simple  to  produce. 
Jut  out  letters  and  pin  them  to  the  bulletin  board ; 
hen  pull  the  letters  away  from  the  board  a  frac- 
ion  of  an  inch — in  the  lighted  room  they  will  cast 

shadow,  producing  a  "3-D"  effect.  Make  use  of 
bjects,  too,  which  will  illustrate  or  suggest  the 
)lan  you  have  in  mind.  Don't  be  afraid  to  use  slo- 
rans  used  in  advertising  popular  brands  of  pred- 
icts on  the  market.  These  companies  have  found 


that  they  pay  dividends:  you  try  it,  too!  Make 
sure  that  the  product  suggested  is  not  one  of  a 
worldly  nature,  however! 

Don't  Let  It  Rot 

Some  people  have  material  on  the  bulletin  board 
until  it  turns  yellow.  This  is  the  poorest  way  to 
get  people  to  look  at  your  board  that  I  can  think 
of.  Keep  your  board  fresh  and  full  of  new  and 
lively  material,  and  people  will  be  looking  for  what 
comes  next.  To  carry  out  this  idea  appoint  some- 
one to  care  for  the  bulletin  board.  This  method 
will  help  to  keep  everyone  from  pinning  up  at  any 
time  and  in  any  fashion  their  own  favored  ideas. 
The  bulletin  board  should  be  under  control  at  all 
times.

TOW  IS  IT  IN  YOUR  CHURCH  after  Sunday 
•*•  School? — especially  during  these  summer 
lonths.  Many  ministers  are  inspired  in  the  Sun- 
jay  School  hour  by  the  presence  of  many  chil- 
jren,  parents,  and  others,  only  to  note  with  chill- 
iig  dismay  the  "Exodus  Calamity"  following  the 
')Unday  School  hour,  which  leaves  but  a  few, 
ympathetic  "long  sufferers"  for  the  Worship 
5ervice. 

Having  been  a  pastor  for  some  years,  this  Ed- 
tor  can  speak  from  experience  of  the  let-down 
eeling  as  he  witnessed  parents  corral  their  chil- 
Iren  and  march  hurriedly  forth  from  the  Church 
ifter  Sunday  School  on  a  hot  Summer  Sunday 
norning. 

Our  chief  thought  was  what  must  God  think 
if  people  who  so  easily  turn  their  backs  on  the 
lOur  of  worship  to  pursue  their  own  plans,  at 
he  same  time  assuming  that  God  will  continue 
0  bless  them  with  liberty  and  peace. 

We  hope  that  your  church  is  one  of  those  for- 
unate  ones  where  all  or  at  least  most  of  the  peo- 
ile  remain  for  the  Worship  Service.  We  can  un- 
ierstand  cases  of  hardship,  sickness  at  home  and 
ther  justifiable  reasons  for  people  having  to  ab- 
ent  themselves  from  the  worship  hour.  But  we 
.0  not  think  God  is  very  happy  about  the  general 
xodus  which  takes  place  in  many  churches  after 
he  Sunday  School  hour. 

We  have  endeavored  to  analyze  the  average 
hurch  service,  trying  to  understand  what  seems 
0  be  so  distasteful  to  people.  Certainly  the  ser- 
ice  is  just  about  the  same  length  as  the  Sunday 
Ichool  hour,  so  it  cannot  be  the  length  of  the 
ervice.  There  is  music,  scripture  and  prayers,  as 
n  Sunday  School.  Likewise,  an  offering.  The  min- 
ster's sermon  usually  corresponds  in  length  with 


the  average  lesson  teaching.  So  then,  what  is  so 
different  about  the  service? 

Rightly  done,  the  Worship  Service  is  the  hour 
of  the  soul's  united  communion  with  its  Maker 
and  Saviour  at  the  sacred  altar  of  the  Lord.  The 
whole  service  should  be  designed  toward  bringing 
sinning  souls  to  repentance,  wayward  Christians 
back  to  the  straight  and  narrow,  and  sincere 
Christians  to  an  infilling  anew  of  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  When  we  absent  ourselves  from 
the  Worship  Service  we  are  cutting  ourselves  off 
from   necessary  spiritual  and   eternal  growth. 

The  Lord,  on  the  night  in  which  He  was  be- 
trayed, said  to  His  disciples,  "What,  could  ye  not 
watch  with  me  one  hour?"  What  is  He  saying 
to  us  today  ?  Surely  our  lives  cannot  be  that  busy 
that  we  cannot  afford  the  time  to  worship  God. 
We  cannot  afford  not  to  worship  Him. 

Self-discipline  will  find  Christians  arranging 
their  Sunday  activities  to  fit  in  with  Sunday 
School  and  Worship  Service.  Churches  and  pas- 
tors have  the  sacred  responsibility  of  providing 
a  service  which  is  Holy  Spirit-filled,  Spirit-di- 
rected, and  Spirit-inspired.  The  souls  in  attend- 
ance must  feel  the  life  and  the  power  of  the 
Spirit,  or  God  will  not  be  very  well  pleased  with 
the  eff'orts  made.  Hungry  souls,  in  the  worship 
service,  must  be  filled,  not  with  a  form  of  wor- 
ship, but  with  the  Spirit  of  God. 

There  is  an  answer  to  the  problem.  First,  as 
noted  above,  the  services  must  surely  be  the 
work  of  the  Spirit.  There  must  first  be  spiritual 
food  for  the  spiritually  hungry.  The  entire  ser- 
vice should  be  motivated  from  that  viewpoint. 
Next,  in  our  Sunday  School  classes,  the  Worship 
service  must  be  upheld,  and  by  the  attitude  of

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OHIO'S   VENERABLE  ELDER 


"IT'S  A  BOY!"  could  well  have  been  spoken  in  the 
Benjamin  Leckrone  home  many  years  ago.  To  be  exact, 
the  date  was  April  11,  on  a  Saturday  in  1863.  The  scene 
was  the  farm  home  of  the  said  Benjamin,  not  far  from 
the  Olivet  church  some  four  miles  to  the  west  of  Glen- 
ford,  Ohio.  Nationally,  those  days  were  the  darkest  days 
in  the  history  of  our  country.  Life  with  its  births  and 
deaths  must  go  on.  Unfortunately  there  was  a  multipli- 
city of  deaths  for  the  War  of  Rebellion,  or  as  better 
known,  The  Civil  War  had  two  years  yet  to  run.  No  one 
knew  when  the  young  lad  came  to  make  his  home  with 
Benjamin  and  Elizabeth  Boyer  Leckrone,  how  the  con- 
flict was  going  to  end  or  when  it  would  end.  Though 
some  distance  from  the  borderline  which  more  or  less 
divided  the  contestants,  never-the-less  grief  came  to  rest 
upon  the  various  door  steps  of  the  citizens  of  the  com- 
munity. 

Unfortunately  the  mother  did  not  live  to  see  her  son 
grow  to  manhood  for  when  he  was  just  13  months  old 
she  was  taken  from  the  home  by  death.  However,  later 
on,  eight  years,  .Benjamin  took  to  reestablish  the  home, 
Mrs.  Mary  Shrider  Leckrone.  She  took  over  the  care  of 
the  one  who  was  too  young  to  remember  his  natural 
mother,  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Knowing  the  long  his- 
tory of  this  lad,  she  must  have  done  a  fine  job  and  made 
a    contribution    well    worth   while    to    his    upbringing. 

In  those  days  there  were  all  ages,  and  all  sizes  in  the 
District  Schools,  as  th&y  were  called.  A  person  went  to 
school  as  long  as  possible,  and  sometimes  until  he  or 
she  were  grown  men  or  women.  Grades  were  non-existent. 
Going  to  school  in  those  days  was  a  rare  privilege.  Many 
an  individual  grew  to  manhood  or  womanhood  not  even 
able  to  read  or  write.  Getting  a  roof  over  their  heads, 
sustenance  on  the  table,  and  clothes  upon  their  backs  were 
the  number  one  creature  comforts.  Fortunate  indeed  was 
the  lad  who  had  the  opportunity  to  go  to  school  and 
who  took  advantage  of  his  chance. 

Young  Quincy,  for  that  was  the  name  given  to  the 
new  comer  in  the  home,  had  a  father  who  believed  in  Ed- 
ucation, and  encouraged  it.  He  came  from  a  long  line  of 
Pennsylvania  Leckrones,  who  had  emigrated  from  near 
Masontown,  Fayette  County  to  this  section  of  Ohio.  The 
lad  had  a  chance  to  attend  the  district  school  until  he  was 
twenty-one  years  of  age.  That  did  not  mean  that  his  labors 
were  over,  rather  just  begun,  for  he  began  to  impart  to 
others  that  which  had  been  given  to  him.  So  we  find  him 
in  the  school  room  where  he  taught  the  same  type  of 
District  school  for  three  years. 


In    those    days   which    now   seem    so    far   away,   he  a 
tended    Ohio    Central   College,   in   Pleasantville,   Ohio,  fr 
seven  years.   Still   short  of  that  which  men  think  is  tl 
only  .agent  with  which  to  get  an  education,  coin,  he  r 
ceived  three  dollars  a  week,  free  tuition  and  room  rem 
for    tutoring    three    classes    daily.    Therefore    the    CoUej 
secured  an  instructor  rather  reasonable  in  price.  With 
mind   to  work,  when  graduation   came  he   annexed  thre 
coui'ses  from  which  he  graduated.  They  were   Pedagogy 
Civil  Engineering  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Sciencl 
He  was  not  to  stop  with  this  by  any  means  but  becam' 
Vice    President    and    General   Manager   of   the   College  i 
1889.  All  through  life,  which  has  been  a  long  one,  he  wa 
to    find    that    the   matter    of   education   was    close    to   hi! 
heart.

There  came  one  preaching  and  teaching  from  Old  Viii 

ginia  in  the  year  1891.  His  name  was  Henry  C.  Earlj 
Henry  Early  was  a  Dunkard,  or  an  Elder  in  the  Churc  j 
of  the  Brethren.  One  of  his  converts  and  one  whom  hj 
baptized  was  the  young  school  teacher,  Quincy  Leckronej 
Surely  this  young  man  must  have  felt  the  Call  for  he  rej 
signed  his  teaching  position  with  its  corresponding  salj 
ary  and  the  same  year  took  up  the  work  of  the  Ministryj 
It  is  only  fair  to  state  that  his  desire  had  been  to  be  i\ 
Lawyer,  but  his  father  felt  that  he  should  be  a  Ministe. 
and  so  encouraged  him  along  that  line.  So  much  so  that 
he  was  informed  that  he  could  live  at  home,  expenst 
free. 

The  Pastorate  assumed  by  this  young  man  coverec 
considerable  territory.  For  we  find  him  in  charge  of  c 
large  field.  The  western  boundary  was  the  territorj 
around  his  home,  and  the  northeastern  was  in  Perrj 
County's  rim  consisting  of  the  Greenwood  church,  and 
the  third  section  was  southeast  at  White  Cottage.  These 
congregations  were  being  cared  for  when  he  entered  the 
Ministry  by  three  aged  ministers.  They  were  Whitmon 
Arnold,  Elijah  Horn  and  Samuel  Orr.  Samuel  Orr  lived 
near  the  Greenwood  church.  He  is  remembered  by  thf 
Author  for  he  was  living  and  preaching  in  the  early  boy- 
hood days  of  the  writer. 

There  was  no  salary  connected  with  the  serving  ol 
these  widely  scattered  congregations.  However  his  fathei 
saw  that  he  did  not  go  hungry,  and  gladly  boarded  hin 
free.  Likely  he  furnished  the  saddle  or  buggy  horse  tc 
take  him  to  his  appointments.  For  fourteen  years,  oi 
until  1905,  he  continued  to  serve  these  three  congrega 
tions.  One  reason  for  his  change  of  labors,  and  the  estab 
lishing  of  a  home  of  his  own  was  his  marriage  to  i 
young  school  teacher  in  1896,  by  the  name  of  Miss  Editl 
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ickle.  Some  years  his  Junior,  slie  had  been  one  of  his 
upils  and  lived  in  Mount  Perry,  Ohio.  In  those  days 
lere  were  two  terms  of  school,  the  winter  and  the 
pring.  One  Spring,  Edith  taught  in  the  Jocky  Hollow 
hool  some  'IV-i  miles  south  of  the  Samuel  Deffenbaugh 
jlace  where  the  Author  lived.  Perhaps  not  alone  with  a 
esire  to  secure  an  education  but  to  occupy  the  time  of 
aergetic  youngsters,  we  were  sent  to  school  when  not 
ig  enough  to  work,  at  every  opportunity.  The  Spring 
jrm  was  handy  and  so  the  author  had  some  schooling 
t  the  hand  of  this  teacher. 

When  the  marriage  of  Quincy  Leckrone  and  Edith 
'ickle  had  taken  place  they  established  their  home  in 
Henford,  Ohio.  Teaching  became  the  profession  which 
aid  the  rent  and  kept  the  table  supplied.  So  we  find 
im  in  various  schools,  as  Principle  of  the  High  School 
t  Somerset,  and  then  Superintendent  of  schools  at  Peck- 
lington,  Thurston  and  Thornville.  He  still  served  the 
tiurch  without  a  salary.  About  this  time  a  new  state 
:;hool  Law  was  enacted,  so  the  first  Township  High 
chool  in  the  state  of  Ohio  was  organized  at  Mount 
erry,  by  this   Minister-Teacher. 

This  was  the  time  when  the  Chatauquas,  or  gatherings 
Dr  entertainment  were  becoming  popular.  There  were 
one  in  Ohio  so  this  progressive  minded  young  man  of 
lany  talents  and  skills  felt  that  Ohio  should  not  be  a 
iggard.  So  he  begun  to  look  around  for  a  location.  Ohio 
ad  and  still  has  a  popular  lake.  The  lake  lies  near 
lebron,  some  two  miles  to  the  south.  It  is  an  artificial 
ike  constructed  originally  as  a  "feeder"  for  the  Ohio 
ianal.  This  formed  a  lake  some  twelve  miles  long  reach- 
ig  from  Thornport  on  the  East  to  Millersport  on  the 
Vest,  a  distance  of  some  twelve  miles,  with  an  average 
adth  of  one  mile.  It  was  a  popular  resort  and  was  in 
eed  of  a  higher  level  of  entertainment.  A  grove  was 
)cated  upon  the  southwestern  shore  with  an  attractive 
each  by  the  name  of  "Summerland."  Cottages  and  tents 
/eie  available  for  those  who  desired  to  spend  time  there 
ome  forty  or  fifty  years  ago.  Here  young  Leckrone  es- 
ablished  the  first  of  this  type  of  educational  and  enter- 
aining  projects  in  Ohio  in  L903  or  1904.  Speakers  and 
ntertainers   of   great   talent   were   secured,   such    for   in- 


stance as  United  States  Senator  "Pitchfork"  Ben  Tillman 
and  William  Jennings  Bryan.  The  Author  listened  to 
Bryan  give  his  marvelous  lecture,  "The  Prince  of  Peace," 
at  a  Chatauqua  there  in  the  summer  of  1913.  The  name 
of  the  lake  is  Buckeye  Lake. 

Calls  to  render  greater  service  along  educational  lines 
came  to  the  busy  young  man,  and  for  five  years  he  served 
as  a  Perry  County  School  Examiner,  which  was  set  up  to 
license  Teachers. 

Preaching  was  still  a  part  of  the  life  of  the  young 
man  who  had  aspired  to  be  an  Attorney,  and  so  we  find 
him  on  the  Lecture  platform,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
"Ohio  Lyceum  Lecture  Bureau."  Baccalaureates,  Class 
addresses  were  taken  in  his  stride,  however  some  of  them 
did  not  do  much  to  back  the  wolf  from  the  door  as  noth- 
ing was  received.  However  the  highest  fee  received,  that 
of  $35.00  would  be  long  remembered  by  the  young 
preached  with  a  family  to  suppoi't. 

Revivals  were  taken  in  his  stride,  but  the  remunera- 
tion was  always  uncertain.  The  first  he  held  as  men- 
tioned in  a  previous  article  was  held  in  the  Greenwood 
church  in  August,  1894.  On  August  28,  1894  he  baptized 
his  first  convert,  and  the  first  man  he  ever  baptized, 
Jason  Mack.  Jason's  father  John,  like  the  forebears  of 
the  young  preacher  had  come  from  the  Masontown  section 
of  Pennsylvania.  The  families  had  intermarried.  Jacob 
Leckrone,  of  Masontown  who  had  married  Agnes  Mack, 
an  Aunt  of  Jason  Mack,  and  the  daughter  of  Jacob  Mack 
and  emigrated  with  her  father  and  husband  to  the 
Brownsville,  Ohio  section,  was  a  brother  to  the  grand- 
father of  Quincy  Leckrone.  When  Jason  Mack  was  bap- 
tized there  were  three  others,  John  Ford,  a  Civil  War 
veteran;  Samuel  Orr,  Junior,  and  a  Miss  Nettie  Kissick, 
who  were  also  baptized  in  the  clear  sparkling  creek  which 
fiowed  through  its  shady  bower  hard  by  the  foot  of  the 
hill  on  Rev.  Samuel  Orr's  place,  just  south  of  the  Green- 
wood church. 

Inasmuch  as  the  matter  of  remuneration  has  been  men- 
tioned it  may  be  of  interest  in  the  day  in  which  we  live

Report  From  Phi!  &  Jeanne: 


THE  LERSCHES  IN  EUROPE 

From  Strasbourg,  France,  Phil  writes:  After  we  left 
the  train  at  Amsterdam  we  boarded  the  chartered  bus 
which  will  take  us  to  Kassel.  The  driver  is  a  wonderful 
fellow  from  Holland,  named  Martin.  He  handles  the  bus 
superbly.  A  part  of  the  roof  will  roll  back  for  sunshine 
and  sightseeing.  We  have  a  big  time  all  along  the  way. 

After  visiting  a  fishing  village  where  they  wore  native 
costumes,  we  started  toward  the  Rhine  land.  Here  we  be- 
gan to  see  bombed  areas  still  remaining  after  ten  years. 
However,  they  have  done  wonders  to  rebuild.  At  Krefelt 
we  visited  a  baby  hospital  for  illegitimate  children.  W^e 
were  greeted  by  the  mayor's  wife,  the  director  of  wom- 
en's clubs  and  the  head  of  the  hospital.  We  visited  a  home 
for  old  people  which  this  group  sponsors. 

While  we  were  at  the  baby  hospital  we  heard  a  talk 
about  conditions  in  Germany  by  one  of  the  authorities.  We 
were  taken  to  a  refugee  camp  also;  it  was  pathetic. 
(Jean  had  "watery"  eyes  when  we  left.)  At  Cologne  we 
saw  a  beautiful,  huge  cathedral  which  is  still  being  re- 
paired from  the  war.  I  think  I  got  some  good  pictures. 
We  stayed  at  another  youth  hostel  near  Brohl  over 
night.  Here  we  sang  with  several  German  girls  before 
retiring. 

At  Bonn,  Germany,  we  had  a  discussion  with  Herr 
Middleman,  who  is  the  head  man  solving  the  refugee 
problem  in  Germany.  It  was  quite  an  honor,  and  the 
two-hour  interview  went  very  fast  .  .  .  The  group  we 
are  with  is  so  congenial! 
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to  know  that  the  largest  salary  Quincy  Leckrone  ever  re- 
ceived for  preaching  was  fifty  dollars  a  month  and  the 
largest  salary  for  school  work  was  ninety  dollars  a 
month.  Yet  as  the  writer  interviewed  him  in  his  Thorn- 
ville  home  in  April  of  this  year  he  stated,  "The  Lord 
has  wondrously  blessed  me."  At  the  insistance  of  he  and 
his  delightful  companion  we  shared  the  informal  noon 
meal  with  this  couple,  talking  of  yesterdays  which  at 
one  time  had  been  "today."  Much  of  the  time  of  our  visit 
the  household  pet,  a  friendly  silken  haired  little  Spaniel 
dog  kept  bringing  to  the  writer  a  small  basket  which  he 
skillfully  carried.  Elder  Leckrone  was  humorously  asked 
if  he  had  taught  him  to  take  up  the  collection. 

Could  this  Preacher  debate  ?  When  he  was  in  his  young 
manhood  Baptism  was  frequently  the  subject  of  lengthy 
discussions.  Often  the  Doctrines  of  the  church  came 
under  heavy  attack  from  preachers  of  other  denomina- 
tions. One  thing  the  Brethren  would  not  do,  was  to  leave 
their  faith  undefended.  Elder  Thomas  Martin,  of  the  Dis- 
ciple or  Campbellite  Church  as  it  was  called  in  those  days 
found  out  that  here  was  a  staunch  defender  of  the  Doc- 
ti'ine  of  the  Brethren.  Triune  Immersion,  Feet  Washing 
and  the  Lord's  Supper  were  debated  for  three  days,  six 
sessions  in  October  1897  on  the  12th  and  to  the  14th  at 
Mount  Perry,  Ohio. 

A  second  debate  was  held  by  Newspaper  Correspond- 
ence with  a  Lutheran  Minister  in  Union  City,  Indiana. 
The  Editor  finally  refused  to  print  the  arguments,  so 
that  ended  the  debate.  These  debates  led  to  the  publish- 
ing of  two  productions,  one,  "The  Great  Redemption,"  a 
book  published  in  1899  and  the  other,  a  booklet  which 
has  entered  its  second  printing,  is  entitled,  "Tracing 
Triune  Immersion  back  to  Apostolic  Times."  The  Author 
values  both  of  these  which  are  in  his  possession. 

The  talents  of  this  versatile  Minister  were  not  confined 
to  the  state  of  his  birth,  Ohio.  So  he  became  Pastor  of 
the  Royers  Ford,  Pennsylvania,  Church  of  the  Brethren, 
at  a  salary  of  $50.00  per  month.  He  was  granted  per- 
mission to  do  outside  work,  which  helped  in  keeping  the 
larder  filled  the  four  years  he  held  the  pastorate.  From 
here  his  talents  were  called  for  in  other  states,  so  heed- 
ing the  call  to  "come  down  and  help  us,"  he  entered  the 
state  of  West  Virginia  and  in  stumping  the  state  was  a 
factor  in  ousting  the  saloon  from  the  state. 

Two  sons  had  been  born  into  the  Leckrone  family.  The 
older,   they   named   Walter  and   the   younger  they   named

Walter  and  wife,  have  lived  for  twelve  years  in  InJ 
dianapolis,  Indiana  where  he  is  the  successful  Editor  ol 
the  Indianapolis  Times,  a  member  of  the  Scripps-Howard 
chain  of  Newspapers.  Howard,  the  younger  and  the  sec-i 
ond,  lives  with  his  wife  in  Zanesville,  Ohio  where  he  has 
a  very  responsible  position  as  General  Manager  for  the 
Southeastern  District  of  Ohio  of  the  Ohio  Fuel  Gas 
Company. 

The  activities  of  Rev.  Quincy  Leckrone  covered  a  large; 
field,  among  one  fragment  was  the  purchasing  and  the' 
owning  of  a  Daily  Newspaper,  The  Lackawana  Daily 
News,  in  Lackawana,  New  York.  This  was  a  suburb  of 
Buffalo.  From  New  York  he  returned  finally  to  the  old 
home  farm  near  the  Olivet  church  where  he  had  been 
born. 

The  past  year  he  decided  to  retire  to  the  village  of 
Thornville,  where  with  his  books  and  his  writings,  sur- 
rounded by  his  friends  of  many  years,  he  could  enjoy 
the  mor'e  leisure  sundown  days  of  his  life.  His  writings  j 
today  are  still  many.  He  is  obligated  to  write  Sunday 
School  Lesson  Comments  for  daily  newspapers.  One  of 
them  is  published  in  the  Zanesville,  Ohio,  Times-Recorder 
and  other  papers.  These  go  into  approximately  40,000 
homes,  weekly. 

He  drives  his  car, — why  not? — since  he  is  ninety-two 
years  of  age,  he  has  had  lots  of  practice.  His  older  son 
says  he  drives  a  little  fast,  but  again,  why  not? — he 
has  had  to  hurry  all  his  life.  As  we  talked  hh  stated  to 
the  writer,  "my  glasses  need  changing  and  the  hearing 
in  one  ear  is  not  as  good  as  formerly,  otherwise  I  am 
in  very  good  health."  To  the  writer  as  a  boy  when  we 
listened  to  him  in  the  pulpit  and  saw  him  decked  out  in 
the  long  tailed  coat  of  those  days,  he  seemed  much  taller 
to  us  than  now.  Of  course  no  one  carries  ninety-two 
years  without  feeling  their  load  somewhat.  He  preaches 
funerals    and    answers    various    calls   to    supply   pulpits. 

Rev.  Leckrone  lectured  in  other  Colleges,  such  as 
Juniata,  located  at  Huntingdon,  Pennsylvania,  the  late 
Mount  Morris  College,  which  was  located  at  Mount  Mor- 
ris, Illinois  and  North  Manchester,  Indiana.  He  rubbed 
shoulders  in  his  work  with  some  of  the  country's  promi- 
nent  leaders   among  whom   was   the   father  of   Columnist 
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ew  Pearson.  .But  all  these  things  just  demonstrated  his 
jness  of  heart. 

The  Indianapolis  Times,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  came 
t  April  11,  1955  with  a  front  page  spread  and  a  write 
I  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Quincy  Leckrone.  This  was  in  cele- 
iation  of  his  birthday.  The  picture  of  he  and  Mrs.  Leck- 
ne  graces  the  front  page.  The  descriptive  article  by  his 
n,  The  Editor,  is  very  informative.  Surely  that  was 
16  Editor  who   should  have  known  his  subject. 

When  Quincy  Leckrone  was  born,  there  were  men  still 
zing    who    remembered    George    Washington.    Alexander 
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Mack,  Jr.,  had  been  dead  but  sixty  years.  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, unknown  to  all,  had  just  two  years  to  live.  Slan- 
dered and  called  every  insulting  name  that  foul  minds 
could  invent  and  tongues  just  as  foul  could  utter,  Lin- 
coln manifested  his  greatness  even  then  in  the  face  of  his 
slanderers.  Walter  Leckrone,  The  Editor-Son  states,  "April 
11,  1963,  Quincy  Leckrone  will  be  100  years  old  and  the 
first  known  Leckrone  to  make  it."  Let  us  hope  that  he 
is  as  good  a  Prophet  as  he  is  an  Editor.  The  world  needs 
more    men    like    this    Venerable    Ohio    Elder.

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ALCOHOL  AT  THE  WHEEL 


A  MAJOR  PROBLEM 


A  FEW  MONTHS  AGO  a  car  moving  down  a  busy 
thoroughfare  mowed  down  three  pedestrians  at  ,an 
[intersection.  A  man  got  out  of  the  car;  a  crowd  gath- 
jjred;  the  police  arrived;  ambulances  screeched  to  the 
scene.  One  of  the  pedestrians  was  injured;  the  other  two 
were  dead. 

The  nian  in  the  car  admitted  that  he  had  had  "just 
a  couple  of  beers."  But  he  walked  unsteadily  and  a  toxi- 
cologist  found  the  alcoholic  content  of  his  blood  above 
intoxication  standard;  Nevertheless  he  was  found  "not 
guilty  of  manslaughter"  because  there  was  no  evidence 
of  gross  negligence  or  wilful  disregard  of  human  life. 
Shortly  afterward  he  was  again  placed  on  trial  on 
charges  of  reckless  and  drunken  driving.  He  was  again 
acquitted. 

At  the  first  trial  the  judge  said  the  pedestrians  "were 
struck  by  a  man  who,  perhaps,  if  he  had'  NOT  been  drink- 
ing would  NOT  have  struck  them."  Scientific  tests  cor- 
roborate this  remark. 

A  driver  should  not  drink,  and  a  drinker  should  not 
drive.  Police  records  prove  that  the  drinking  driver  .  .  . 

not  necessarily  the  drunken  driver  either  ...  is  more 
accident  prone  than  the  driver  in  full  control  of  his  fac- 
ulties. 

Insurance  companies  claim  that  the  greatest  number 
of  killers  at  the  wheel  were  the  so-called  ttnoderate  drink- 
ing class.  In  the  drinking  driver  we  have  a  potential 
killer  loose  in  every  city  and  town,  and  capable  of  tak- 
ing thousands  of  lives.  Toward  this  situation  the  general 
public  is  apathetic. 


This  lack  of  concern  over  this  problem  is  one  of  the 
factors  underlying  the  increase  in  accidents  stemming 
from  drinking.  Other  factors  are  laxity  in  enforcement; 
laws  which  are  easily  evaded;  inability  of  the  investi- 
gating officers  to  prove  intoxication;  and  the  "holiday 
exemption"  attitude  when  drinking  infractions  of  the  law 
should  be   overlooked. 

To  help  curb  this  mounting  danger,  the  following  steps 
are  recommended. 

1.  Passage  of  stronger  laws  providing  stiffer  penalties 
for  driving  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  beverage. 

2.  More  vigorous  enforcement  of  these  laws  at  the  local 
level. 

3.  Automatic  permanent  revocation  of  driving  license 
upon   conviction   of  a  drunken-driving  offense. 

4.  Compulsory  tests  for  the  detection  of  alcohol  in 
every  fatal  traffic  accident. 

5.  Provision  for  the  use  and  acceptance  in  court  of 
the   evidence   of  drunken-driving  test  devices. 

While  some  of  these  suggestions  may  seem  harsh,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  drinking  driver  is  a  killer 
on  wheels.  HE  MUST  be  kept  off  the  road.  It  may  be 
argued  that  the  loss  of  a  driving  license  will  work  a  tre- 
mendous hardship  on  some.  The  answer  is,  "One  can  .ad- 
just to  hardship;  death  is  so  permanent." — Civic  League 
Record,  in  the  Spotlight.

JF  GOD  SENDS  HIS  SERVANTS  to  Cherith,  He  will 
cause  even  the  ravens  to  bring  them  food  (1  Kings 
17:2-6).  Abraham  left  his  kindred  and  country  with  only 
God  as  his  Guide  across  ,a  trackless  desert  to  a  land 
which  he  knew  not  (Gen.  12:1;  Heb.  11:9).  God  led  and 
sustained  the  Israelites  in  forty  years  of  wandering  in  a 
barren  land  (Deut.  8:2-4;  29:5).  Joshua,  looking  to  the 
Captain  of  the  Lord's  hosts  was  led  from  victory  to  vic- 
tory (Josh.  1:1-9).  And  the  early  church  was  guided  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  through  all  manner  of  problems  by  re- 
vealed principles  (Acts  1:8;  Luke  12:11,  12). 

Guidance  is  promised  to  those  whose  transgressions 
are  forgiven,  and  who  are  quick  to  sense  the  least  symp- 
tom of  God's  will  (Psalm  32:8).  We  are  to  trust  with  all 
our  heart  in  the  Lord  for  His  way  (Prov.  3:5,  6).  Since 
a  pebble  may  alter  the  flow  of  a  stream,  we  are  to  accept 
God's  guidance  in  the  smallest  matters  for  He  cannot 
guide  us  unless  He  guides  us  continually  and  in  all  things 
(Isaiah  58:11).  We  need  not  walk  in  darkness  when  we 
can  have  the  Light  (John  8:12).  We  may  think  we  are 
slow  to  catch  the  leading  of  the  Lord  (Isaiah  42:19).  But 
He  will  come  down  to  our  ignorance  and  suit  Himself  to 
to  our  needs   (Isaiah  40:11). 

To  know  the  mind  of  the  Lord  that  we  may  receive 
His  guidance  we  must  have  pure  motives  (Luke  11:34). 
We  must  live  purely  to  glorify  Him  (John  17:4).  We 
must  stay  out  of  darkness  and  walk  only  in  the  light 
(Luke  11:36).  Our  wills  must  be  surrendered  to  God's 
will  (John  5:30).  A  perfectly  surrendered  will  is  the  key 
to  perfect  knowledge  (John  7:17).  Our  will  is  not  to  be 
extinguished  but  we  are  to  will  to  do  His  will.  That  is 
what  our  will  is  for! 

The  best  source  book  on  guidance  is  the  Bible.  Let  us 
read  it  and  be  much  in  prayer  for  guidance  (Psalm 
27:11).  As  we  read  its  history  and  biographies  let  us  ask 
God  for  wisdom  in  our  lives  (James  1:5).  Sometimes  we 
are  so  hemmed  in  that  we  must  await  God's  unfolding  of 
His  plan  (Exodus  14:10-14).  We  must  not  run  ahead  of 
the  Lord  as  did  King  Saul  (1  Sam.  13:11,  12).  God  may 
delay  to  test  our  patience  of  faith  (John  ,11:6,  21,  22). 
God's  providential  intervention  is  not  behind  the  hour  of 


need  (Hab.  2:3).  If  we  know  not  what  to  do,  let  us  stanj 
alert  until  we  are  told  what  to  do  (Exodus  14:15,  16). 

Let  us  not  think  that  because  we  cannot  see  far  aheai, 
that  God  is  not  guiding.  Remember  that  it  is  the  steps  o: 
a  good  man  that  are  ordered  by  the  Lord  (Psalm  27:; 

"Charge  not  thyself  with  the  weight  of  a  year. 
Child  of  the  Master,  faithful  and  dear: 
Choose  not  the  cross  for  the  coming  week, 
For  that  is  more  than  He  bids  thee  seek. 

"Bend  not  thine  arms  for  tomorrow's  load;

Lesson  for  July   17,   1955 
EZEKIEL  AND  THE  EARLIER  CAPTIVITY 

Lesson:   II   Kings   24:8-15;    Ezekiel   1:2-3;    18:30-32 

A  GOOD  AXIOM  for  today's  lesson  would  be:  "Be  not 
deceived;  God  is  not  mocked:  for  whatsoever  a  man 
soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap"  (Gal.  6:7).  The  history 
of  Judah  and  Israel  proves  this  passage  of  Scripture.  It 
may  well  be  that  this  verse  will  spell  out  the  prophetic 
history  of  America  unless  her  people  turn  to   God! 

This  lesson  is  a  story  of  disaster  that  came  to  God's 
people.  It  was  not  sudden.  It  did  not  come  without 
ample  warning.  But  it  came  just  as  assuredly  as  God's 
Word   said   that  it   would. 

Disaster  struck  Judah  during  the  latter  reign 
of  Jehoiakim  and  the  beginning  of  the  yeign  of 
his  son,  Jehoiachin.  The  life  of  Jehoiakim  can  be 
summed  up  in  these  familiar  words:  "And  he  did  that 
which  was  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  according  to  all 
that  his  fathers  had  done"  (II  Kings  23:37).  His  son, 
Jehoiachin,  did  not  do  any  better,  for  in  II  Kings  24:9 
these  same  words  are  recorded  to  describe  his  reign. 

What  is  so  alarming  about  the  life  of  Jehoiachin  is 
this:  he  was  only  18  years  old  when  he  began  to  reign, 
and  he  reigned  but  3  months.  This  means  he  made  an  evil 
name  for  himself  in  only  90  short  days  that  he  occupied 
the  throne! 

As  a  result  of  his  sin,  and  the  sin  of  the  people  of 
Judah,  Nebuchadnezzar  besieged  the  city  of  Jerusalem 
and  captured  it.  The  King  of  Judah  and  his  family  were 
carried  away  into  captivity,  along  with  "his  servants, 
and  his  princes,  and  his  officers  .  .  .  and  all  the  mighty 
men  of  valour,  even  ten  thousand  captives."  For  37  long 
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sars   Jehoiachin   was   imprisoned   in    Babylon    (II   Kings 
5:27). 

Likewise  did  the  Kings  of  Babylon  invade  the  beautiful 
!mple  which  Solomon  had  made,  and  "carried  out  thence 
II  the  treasures  .  .  .  and  cut  in  pieces  all  the  vessels 
f  gold  which  Solomon  King  of  Israel  had  made  in  the 
ample  of  the  Lord." 

Thus  the  Holy  City  of  Jerusalem  was  stripped  of  her 
reasures  and  the  best  of  her  people,  and  came  under  the 
uthority  of  a  heathen   nation! 
What  a  plight!  And  all  this  transpired  because  of  SIN! 
ilany  years  before  this,  God  had  warned  His  people  that 
his  would  happen  if  they  disobeyed  Him.  At  the  time  of 
he   dedication   of  the   temple,   God   spake   unto    Solomon 
ind  the   people  and  said:  "If  thou  wilt  walk  before  me 
.  in  integrity  of  heart,  and  in  uprightness,  to  do  ac- 
cording to  all  that  I  have  commanded  thee,  .  .  .  then  I 
Ivill  establish  the  throne  of  thy  kingdom  upon  Israel  for 
3ver  .   .   .   But  if  ye  shall  at  all  turn  from  following  me, 
ye  or  your  children,  and  will  not  keep  my  commandments, 
.  .  then  will   I  cut  off  Israel  out  of  the  land  which  I 
have  given  them  .  .  .  And  Israel  shall  be  a  proverb  and  a 
byword  among  all  people"  (I  Kings  9:4-7). 

Among  the  captives  in  Babylon  was  Ezekiel  the  priest. 
God  used  this  faithful  servant  to  speak  to  His  people, 
even  while  they  were  in  captivity,  that  they  might  re- 
pent of  their  sin.  God  told  Judah  that,  though  they  were 
being  punished  for  their  sin  at  this  time,  they  need  not 
despair.  He  told  them  it  was  true  that,  "The  soul  that 
sinneth,  it  shall  die  .  .  .  But  if  the  wicked  will  turn  from 
all  his  sins  that  he  hath  committed  .  .  .  and  do  that  which 
is  lawful  and  right,  he  shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die" 
(Ezekiel  18:20-21). 

This  must  have  been  a  comforting  message  to  sinful 
people.  They  need  not  despair!  There  was  still  hope! 
"Have  I  any  pleasure  at  all  that  the  wicked  should  die  ? 
saith  the  Lord  God:  and  not  that  he  should  return  from 
his  ways,  and  live?"   (Ezekiel  18:23). 

Yes,  it  is  so!  God  does  not  rejoice  in  the  destruction 
of  the  wicked.  Rather,  He  would  have  them  repent  and 
tui'n  to  Him;  for  He  is  "not  willing  that  any  should 
perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to  repentance"  (II  Peter 
3:9).

A  VISIT  TO  VINCO,  PENNSYLVANIA 

Upon  the  gracious  invitation  of  Brother  Woodrow  B. 
Brant  and  his  congregation  at  Vinco,  Pennsylvania,  we, 
on  May  22,  helped  them  celebrate  the  thirteenth  anni- 
vex'sary  of  the  dedication  of  the  first  unit  of  their  now 
completed    church    plant.    Here    the    Brethren    have    in    a 
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well  settled  community  located  on  U.  S.  Highway  219 
between  Johnstown  and  Ebensburg  a  stone-cased  church, 
a  parsonage  facing  the  main  entrance  of  the  church,  a 
fellowship  house,  and  a  beautiful  church  campus  of  green 
lawn,  shrubbery  and  evergreen  trees.  With  a  good  mem- 
bership and  attendance  this  congregation  is  making  good 
use  of  what  it  has. 

Our  return  to  this  church  which  we  had  served  as  pas- 
tor in  1940-1946  was  a  great  inspiration  to  Mrs.  Gilmer 
and  me,  incident  to  our  leaving  the  East  for  California 
in  August.  A  men's  chorus  of  twenty-two  voices  led  by 
Brother  James  I.  Mackall,  the  presence  of  Rev.  George 
Jones  who  held  his  first  pastorate  at  Vinco,  reminiscences 
and  views  of  dedication  day  scenes — all  combined  to 
arouse  a  wholesome  Christian  sentiment  and  gratitude 
to  Almighty  God. 

"The  Stone  Church  Built  Upon  the  Rock"  is  the  slogan 
given  the  unique  church  edifice  at  Vinco.  This  greatly  en- 
larged church  is  built  of  native  field  stone.  As  the  Scrip- 
ture tells,  its  household  is  "built  upon  the  apostles  and 
prophets,  Jesus  Christ  Himself  being  the  chief  corner- 
stone" (Eph.  2:20).  The  stones  represent  the  men  and  the 
women  who  compose  the  Church,  for  Peter  speaks  of  the 
Church  as  "a  spiritual  house,"  composed  of  "living 
stones,"  built  upon  Christ,  a  living  Stone  laid  in  Zion, 
elect,  precious,  though  rejected  of  men  (1  Peter  2:4,  5). 
Each  believer  is  a  living  stone  dug  out  of  the  quarry  of 
nature,  hewn  by  the  Word  and  ministry,  and  built  into  the 
heavenly  structure  for  the  Church  is  of  God's  building 
and  not  man's.  All  the  members  of  the  Church  must  first 
be  joined  to  Christ  as  the  Foundation,  and  then  cemented 
to  one  another  in  love.  For  His  Church  requires,  not 
bricks,  but  stones  of  all  sorts  and  sizes.  They  may  be 
hammered,  hewed  and  polished  by  afflictions  and  the  in- 
ward work  of  mortification  and  repentance.  It  is  the 
Lord's  own  hand  which  fits  us  into  our  place  and  keeps 
us  there.  If  we  are  in  Zion's  wall  we  know  that  the  Lord 
has  laid  His  hand  on  us.  In  the  wall  we  all  stay  put 
to  a  common  end.  Out  of  Christ,  strifes  and  divisions 
arise,  ending  in  schisms  and  ruptures.  Brethren,  we  build 
on  Christ  or  we  build  not  at  all.  He  is  the  Church's  Life, 
and   the   Center  of  its  unity. 

Thank  you,  Vinco,  for  such  a  wonderful  entertainment. 
May  you  all  be  one  in  Christ  Jesus!

Perhaps  it  would  be  a  little  hard  to  specifically  de- 
Ine  the  intent  and  pui'pose  of  the  General  Conference 
since  there  are  many  different  reasons  why  our  people 
:ome  to  it.  Some  come  for  fellowship,  some  for  instruc- 
tion, some  for  spiritual  help,  others  come  to  fufiU  an 
obligation.  However,  should  there  not  be  some  general 
)ver-all  purpose  in  holding  the  Conference  ?  We  believe 
there  is. 

Conference  certainly  is  held  to  foster  the  united  ac- 
tivity of  The  Brethren  Church.  We  get  together  to  make 
plans,  to  work  out  our  problems,  to  hear  reports,  and  to 
cultivate  our  bonds  of  fellowship.  How  effective  we  have 
3r  have  not  been  in  the  past  is  a  matter  of  record. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  for  the  greatness  of  the  cost  to 
aring  a  Conference  into  being,  it  should  produce  much 
fruitage  by  way  of  purpose,  inspiration  and  plans. 

Brethren,  as  we  approach  another  Annual  Conference, 
it  will  be  well  for  us  to  devote  much  prayer  and  study 
to  what  we  want  to  see  accomplished  during  the  week, 
or  we  have  invested  time  and  money  to  no  avail.  There  is 
nothing  to  be  gained  from  just  holding  sessions  day  by 
day. 

J.  Milton  Bowman,  in  his  Indiana  District  Conference 
Moderator's  Address,  has  in  our  opinion,  struck  at  sev- 


eral of  the  vital  problems  facing  us  as  a  Denomination. 
(His  message  appears  in  this  issue  of  the  Evangelist.) 
We  would  urge  the  Brotherhood  to  read  it  carefully  and 
prayerfully,  and  to  meditate  much  upon  it  during  the 
next  several  weeks. 

We  do  have  pi'oblems  as  a  Denomination.  Problems 
which  we  have  had  for  years,  known  to  all,  but  unwil- 
ling to  be  faced.  Perhaps  this  is  the  Conference  where, 
in  our  Boards,  our  Auxiliaries,  and  in  our  General  Con- 
ference sessions,  we  can  wrestle  with  them,  coming  to  a 
happy  and  profitable  solution  for  all.  Certainly,  in  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord,  under  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  through  much  prayer  and  Christian  grace,  many 
of  these  long-time  problems  can  be  cleared. 

So,  it's  on  to  General  Conference,  for  1955.  If  every 
effort  is  made  in  the  preparation  of  every  message  and 
in  each  devotional  period,  to  stress  the  spiritual  depth 
of  our  lives,  and  if  every  delegate  and  friend  in  attend- 
ance sincerely  desires  a  spiritual  rejuvenation,  then  we 
shall  be  able  to  point  to  the  1955  Conference  as  a  high 
point  in  Denominational  life. 

Let  us  pray,  then  Brethren,  for  the  outpouring  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  upon  our  Conference,  and  then  let  us  by  re- 
newed dedication  of  our  lives  to  Christ,  be  willing  vessels 
to  channel  this  Power  into  our  lives  for  service  in  our 
local   churches   throughout  the   year.  — W.   S.   B.

WE  HAVE  MUCH  for  which  to  praise  the  Lord  as 
we  fellowship  together  in  this  Sixty-eighth  Indiana 
District  Conference.  The  Lord  has  been  good  to  us  Breth- 
ren. We  have  a  precious  faith,  a  precious  gospel  to  live 
and  to  proclaim,  a  precious  hope  of  eternal  life.  It  is 
good  to  know  that,  "He  who  is  the  same  yesterday,  today 
and  forever"  is  still  in  authority  and  is  always  ready  to 
come  to  the  aid  of  His  people  in  need. 

So,  whatever  our  problems  as  individuals  or  as  a  body 
of  believers,  we  can  rely  upon  the  Eternal  God.  We  won- 
der sometimes  why  the  Lord  is  interested  in  the  children 
of  men  as  we  realize  our  many  weaknesses. 

David,  the  Psalmist,  must  likewise  have  wondered  and 
it  caused  him  to  break  forth  in  praise  to  God  in  the 
eighth  Psalm  as  follows: 

"0  Lord  our  Lord,  how  excellent  is  thy  name  in  all 
the  earth!  who  hast  set  thy  glory  above  the  heavens.  Out 
of  the  mouth  of  babes  and  sucklings  hast  thou  ordained 
strength  because  of  thine  enemies,  that  thou  mightest  still 
the  enemy  and  the  avenger.  When  I  consider  thy  heavens, 
the  work  of  thy  fingers,  the  moon  and  the  stars,  which 
thou  hast  ordained.  What  is  man  that  thou  art  mindful 
of  him?  and  the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him? 
For  thou  hast  made  him  a  little  lower  than  the  angels, 
and  hast  crowned  him  with  glory  and  honour.  Thou 
madest  him  to  have  dominion  over  the  works  of  thy 
hands;  thou  hast  put  all  things  under  his  feet:  All  sheep 
and  oxen,  yea,  and  the  beasts  of  the  field;  The  fowl 
of  the  air  and  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  whatsoever  passeth 
through  the  paths  of  the  seas.  0  Lord  our  Lord,  how- 
excellent  is  thy  name  in  all  the  earth!"

IT  IS  NO  CRIME  TO  BE  SMALL.  As  a  group,  the 
Brethren  are  not  large.  In  fact,  there  are  some  advan- 
tages in  being  small.  However  our  message  is  large,  our 
message  is  vital;  it  is  the  message  which  God  has  put 
into  our  hands  to  deliver  to  the  world.  If  we  are  not 
zealously  giving  this  message  to  the  world  we  should  not 


be  proud  to  be  small.  Since  our  message  is  based  upoi] 
the  truth  of  God's  Word,  it  is  very  valuable.  As  ambas, 
sadors,  we  must  proclaim  and  deliver  this  message  o.i 
faith  and  hope;  nobody  else  can  do  it  for  us;  it  is  oui ! 
responsibility  to  go  with  it.  One  of  our  Brethren  leaders 
said  to  me  on  these  grounds  a  few  years  ago  that  he 
hoped  we  never  grew  to  be  more  than  fifty  thousand  at 
a  denomination.  We  would  then  be  a  small  select  groupi 
and  could  be  proud  of  our  heritage,  inviting  select  peoplej 
into  our  organization.  Who  was  he  or  I,  or  any  otheij 
person  to  limit  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit?  How  did' 
he  know  that  God  does  not  want  the  Brethren  message! 
to   spread   like   wildfire — like   the  Apostolic   Church?  ' 

A  handful  of  men  stood  up  to  be  counted.  Peter,  and 
the  eleven  as  well  as  others  in  the  early  Church,  preached 
a  dynamic  Gospel.  Thus,  Christianity  Avas  started  on  its 
mighty  mission.  A  prayer  meeting  in  an  upper  room 
started  their  souls  flaming,  for  their  souls  were  stirred 
by  the  startling  fact  of  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ. 
They  thought  He  had  failed  and  that  the  great  cause 
for  which  He  lived,  died  with  Him.  When  He  appeared 
to  them  many  times  after  His  resurrection  and  after 
the  Day  of  Pentecost,  these  same  people  v/ere  thrilled 
with  a  new  mission.  They  went  everywhere  witnessing. 
Christ  was  preached  and  the  world  was  stirred.  Without 
transportation  systems,  publicity  agents,  radio,  T.V.  and 
in  times  of  military  madness,  they  upset  dictators,  giv- 
ing them  insomnia.  They  took  the  message  of  Christ  to 
the  then  known  world. 

What  qualities  did  this  small  group  have?  They  had 
vision,  ferver,  endurance,  sparked  by  unceasing  prayer 
and  the  indwelling  Holy  Spirit.  They  stood  up  unafraid 
and  unashamed  even  to  the  point  of  ridicule,  persecution 
and  death.  Nominal  Christians  today  would  have  consid- 
ered them  fanatics  and  shunned  them  like  a  plague.  Even 
the  pagan  temples  of  Rome  became  covered  with  cob- 
webs, filled  with  hats  and  with  owls  as  a  result  of  the 
driving  force  of  the  early  Christian  Church. 
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THE  CHURCH  COMPROMISED.  In  order  to  gain  num- 
3rs,  the  Church  introduced  pagan  customs.  Soon  ritual 
■ept  in  as  a  substitute  for  spirituality.  The  voice  of  pro- 
!st  was  silenced;  money-changers  again  took  over  in  the 
lurches.  The  tragic  result  was  that  the  flaming  zeal 
as  extinguished  by  the  fii-e  extinguisher  of  indiffer- 
ace;  the  new  faith  was  rubbed  out  for  several  centuries 
ntil  the  reformation.  The  mighty  impact  of  Paul  and 
16  marvelous  inspiration  of  John  the  beloved,  was 
lacked  out  in  an  age  of  darkness.

THE  WORLD  PICTURE  TODAY.  Is  it  better  or 
■orse?  Do  you  say,  why  bother?  We're  getting  along;  let 
16  rest  of  the  world  go  by.  As  Brethren  and  Christians, 
e  cannot  do  that  because  we  are  part  of  the  world  and 
ave  a  great  unfinished  task  to  perform.  The  Brethren 
hurch  has  a  great  task.  Perhaps  we  are  not  doing  as 
'ell  as  we  should,  but  the  Lord  has  placed  this  task  in 
ur  laps  and  we  must  do  something  with  it.  There  is 
0  escape  if  we  hope  to  live  with  our  consciences. 

Is  the  world  growing  better  or  worse  ?  The  answer  is 
oth.  Wheat  and  tares  are  growing  together  until  the  bar- 
est. Real  Christians  are  turning  back  to  their  Bibles 
nd  growing  nearer  to  God.  Many  are  separating  from 
vi\  and  witnessing  for  Christ.  A  group  of  foreign  chap- 
lins  visited  the  United  States.  They  visited  among  other 
laces  of  interest  the  National  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Washington  and  saw  the  President  worshipping  there  just 
ke  other  people.  They  were  impressed  with  the  sini- 
licity  and  naturalness  of  his  worship.  One  Chief  of 
Ihaplains  from  Belgium  wrote  his  impressions  of  Amer- 
;a.  He  said,  among  other  things  that  Americans  are  a 
riendly  people,  — That  they  are  a  democratic  people, 
aving   confidence   in   themselves   and   respect   for   others.

Democracy  is  really  practiced  in  America.  But  the  im- 
portant thing  he  said  was  that  the  chaplains  realized 
that  Americans  at  heart  are  deeply  religious.  Churches 
generally  are  thriving.  These  chaplains  were  strangers 
to  America  and  were  well  pleased  with  what  they  saw. 
Six  out  of  ten  Americans,  or  about  eighty-five  million,  for- 
mally belong  to  church. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  ten  years  will  spend 
approximately  ten  billion  dollars  on  churches  and  schools. 
Protestant  churches  are  building  at  the  greatest  rate  in 
history.  Mass  evangelism  was  thought  dead  a  few  years 
ago.  Now  there  is  the  greatest  revival  of  mass  evan- 
gelism in  history.  Billy  Graham  and  his  Hour  of  De- 
cision is  stirring  America  as  well  as  foreign  countries. 
His  friend,  Charles  Templeton,  a  young  Canadian  and  a 
graduate  of  Princeton  Seminary,  is  booked  two  years 
ahead  and  doing  nearly  as  well  as  Billy.  I  can  remember 
Billy's  father  telling  how  God  tapped  Billy  on  the  shoul- 
der and  called  him  from  his  Texas  farm.  There  are 
many  other  evangelists  who  are  doing  almost  as  much 
through  the  power  of  the  Spirit,  although  they  do  not  get 
the  publicity.  Enrollment  in  seminaries  is  the  largest  in 
history,  although  there  is  still  a  shortage  of  ministers. 
Bishop  Sheen  has  a  T.V.  audience  of  over  ten  million. 
The  daily  press  and  magazines  are  seeking  religious 
news.  Devotional  books  such  as  the  Upper  Room,  which 
has  a  circulation  alone  of  three  million,  are  flooding  the 
country.  Religious  novels  have  tremendous  sales  and  the 
Bible  is  being  printed  at  a  fabulous  rate. 

The  President  is  bringing  a  new  moral  and  spiritual 
vitality  into  American  life.  The  First  Lady  and  her  hus- 
band attend  church  more  regularly  than  many  Brethren 
do.  Every  cabinet  meeting  opens  with  prayer  and  it  has 
a  profound  influence  on  the  religious  life  of  the  nation. 
Our  larger  Brethren  churches  are  taking  on  new  life. 
Bible  schools,  Bible  conferences.  Christian  camps.  Radio 
preachers.  Youth  movements,  Laymen's  movements,  De- 
nominational films.  Christian  broadcasts,  all  indicate  a 
stirring  among  the  saints.  Many  Christians  today  really 
mean  business  for  Christ. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  world  itself  is  getting  worse. 
The  night  cometh;  the  night  of  judgment  and  tribulation. 
The  morning  cometh  for  the  believer  and  also  the  night 
for  the  unbeliever.  Millions  are  in  slave  camps  and  other 
millions  are  slaves  to  sin.  Cut-throats,  bandits,  murderers 
are  heads  of  governments  and  we  try  to  do  business  with 
them.  We  have  a  nine  billion  dollar  yearly  liquor  bill  and 
a  crime  bill  almost  twice  as  great.  Crime  is  increasing 
at  a  rapid  pace.  You  are  working  approximately  two 
days  a  week  to  pay  taxes  most  of  which  goes  to  the  mili- 
tary, for  bigger  and  better  ways  to  destroy  humanity. 
Billions  of  brain  hours  and  man  hours  are  used  to  de- 
velop terrible  engines  of  death.  Evil  is  running  its  awful 
course. 

During  the  second  World  War  a  factory  was  being 
given  an  award  for  efficiency  in  converting  from  an  au- 
tomobile plant  into  an  arsenal  in  thirteen  months.  Gen- 
erals, Admirals,  state  and  national  officials,  business 
men,  labor  leaders  and  other  celebrities  had  a  banquet 
in  celebration.  A  labor  leader  told  me  that  out  of  the 
five  hundred  at  the  banquet  only  he  was  able  to  go 
home  under  his  own  power.  The  others  were  so  drunk 
that  they  had  to  be  carried  in  taxis  to  their  hotels.  This 
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took  place  while  our  boys  wei-e  hanging  on  by  their  teeth 
and  toes  on  the  Anzio  Beach  in  Italy — short  of  ammuni- 
tion. 

But  where  is  the  Brethren  Church  in  the  midst  of  this 
challenging  age  ?  Where  will  Christ  find  us  when  He 
comes?  What  is  His  estimate  of  our  Church?  Where 
will  Christ  find  you  when  He  comes?  These  are  indeed 
perilous  times.  We  must  bestir  ourselves  and  keep  on 
the  firing  line,  for  God.

FACING  OUR  WEAKNESSES.  Without  being  pessi- 
mistic let  us  face  a  few  of  our  shortcomings.  I  would  like 
to  say  this  without  offense.  THE  BRETHREN  CHURCH 
LACKS  ZEAL,  We  have  the  doctrine  which  should  be  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation;  yet  other  groups  right  in 
our  own  territory  are  showing  remarkable  growth  while 
we  lag  behind.  We  cannot  depend  on  our  doctrine  only, 
for  the  letter  killeth;  it  is  the  Spirit  that  maketh  alive. 
Orthodox  theology  without  the  zeal  of  the  Spirit  is  only 
the  skin  of  truth  stuffed.  Beautiful  buildings,  expansion 
programs,  increases  in  numbers  without  the  vitality  of 
the  Spirit  only  increases  the  problems.  Christianity  is  a 
vital,  living,  burning  process.  The  truth  should  make  us 
free — free  of  littleness,  pettiness,  slothfulness,  fear,  sin- 
fulness. 

It  was  Martin  who  said,  "I  have  long  been  kindling 
my  torch,  now  let  me  buin  out  for  God."  That  can  be 
said  of  the  Brethren  Church.  What  the  world  wants  to 
see  in  this  jet  age  is  enthusiasm.  A  great  nationally 
known  minister  sat  down  in  a  train  beside  a  man  who 
immediately  introduced  himself  as  a  representative  of 
a  pickle  company.  He  talked  incessantly  about  his  prod- 
ucts, with  mighty  enthusiasin.  He  showed  literature  prov- 
ing that  his  company  produced  the  best  pickles  in  the 
world.  For  several  hours  he  practically  manufactured 
pickles  until  they  were  coming  out  of  his  ears.  After  the 
minister  left  the  train,  he  realized  that  in  all  those  hours 
he  had  not  even  mentioned  his  profession  nor  had  he  told 
the  salesman  that  he  was  in  the  greatest  business  in  the 
world  and  was  an  ambassador  of  Jesus  Christ.  What  a 
lost  opportunity!  We  need  a  great  enthusiasm,  a  holy 
conviction  for  which  a  man  will  live,  and  if  necessary, 
die;  some  ideals  that  flash  out  like  a  polar  star.  We 
have  a  great  message — none  greater — but  through  lack 
of  zeal,  fail  to  get  it  out  efficiently.

THE  BRETHREN  CHURCH  MUST  CHALLENGE 
THE  GREAT  CENTERS  OF  POPULATION.  Paul  was 
constantly  moving  from  one  city  to  another:  Antioch, 
Ephesus,  Athens,  Corinth,  Tarsus  and  finally  to  the  cross- 
roads of  the  world,  Rome.  Our  message  is  needed  in  the 
world  of  great  populations,  of  pleasure,  of  business,  of 
culture.  We  will  never  fill  the  place  expected  of  us  by 
the  Lord  until  we  go  into  these  places  of  great  need. 
"Unto  all  the  world"  should  be  our  slogan.  We  have  been 
a  rural  church;  this  is  good  but  not  good  enough.  The 
centers  of  population  are  the  real  challenge.  Rural  areas 
provide  the  greatest  leaders,  therefore,  we  should  provide 
the  leaders  to  take  the  ui'ban  areas  for  Christ. 


THE   BRETHREN  CHURCHES  MUST  FACE  THEIR 
PROBLEMS  REALISTICALLY.   We  have  practically  all 


of  the  machinery  and  organizations  necessary.  E.  ij 
Bounds  truthfully  said,  "What  the  Church  needs  today  I 
not  more  machinery  or  better,  not  new  organizations  < 
more  novel  methods,  but  men  whom  the  Holy  Ghoj 
can  use — men  of  prayer,  men  mighty  in  prayer.  The  Ho]| 
Ghost  does  not  flow  through  methods,  but  through  mei| 
He  does  not  come  on  machinery,  but  on  men — men  ( ' 
prayer." 

We  have  some  splendid  young  men  in  our  pastoratti 
and  in  training.  Many  more  are  needed.  Industry  is  corrJ 
peting  for  the  best  of  our  youth;  the  Church  needs  t 
challenge  them  for  Christ  and  His  kingdom.  God  need 
the  best  to  challenge  the  present  age.  We  need  mei 
great  in  holiness,  great  in  faith,  great  in  love,  great  i 
faithfulness,  great  for  God.  Only  men  of  this  caliber  ca? 
mold  this  or  any  other  generation  for  God. 

The   Brethren    Church   has   no    clearly   defined   purposei 
Each   Board  and  organization  is  a  law  unto  itself  doini 
its  work  to  the  best  of  its  ability  but  with  little  or  ni 
coordination  among  them.   Seneca   said,  "If  a  man  doe 
not  know  to  what  port  he  is  steering,  no  wind  is  favor 
able  to  Him."  Since  we  have  no  clearly  defined  objective 
there  is  no  concerted  pull  toward  a  clearly  defined  ideal 
The   ministers  seem  to  be  afraid  to  take  the  lead  in  ex 
amining   the   machinery   to   find   out  the   bottlenecks   an({ 
suggest  methods  of  correction.  We  are  woefully  lacking i 
in  adequate  literature.  There  is  no  effort  to  use  the  ac  j 
cumulated  facts  and  suggestions  of  our  ministeriums,  con  1 
ference  addresses,  and  moderator's  findings. 

The  pioneering  spirit  of  the  Apostolic  Church  is  needec 
as  well  as  that  of  the  early  Brethren.  Any  number  oi 
groups  are  forging  ahead  while  we  are  advancing  at  8 
snail's  pace.  The  Mormons  going  out  two  by  two  arc 
growing  at  the  rate  of  fifty  thousand  per  year  and  are 
planting  five  hundred  new  churches  each  year.  They  use 
a  scriptural  method  to  spread  a  false  cult.  We  are  sup 
posed  to  be  a  Bible-believing  Church  yet  there  is  a  ter- 
rible ignorance  of  the  Bible  among  the  Brethren.  Believe! 
me,  I  am  not  a  pessimist.  If  the  Brethren  do  not  come 
to  life,  the  Lord  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  use  other 
groups  to  spread  the  Gospel  to  the  world.  There  are  thou- 
sands  today   who   take   their  Bibles   seriously. 

Much  thought  has  been  given  to  the  problems  of  the 
Brethren  Church.  The  remedies  have  already  been  given 
again,  and  again,  and  again.  Nine  years  ^go,  N.  V. 
Leatherman  gave  much  thought  and  research  to  our  prob- 
lems and  in  his  Moderator's  address  felt  the  pulse  of 
our  denomination  and  made  an  accurate  diagnosis.  Among 
other  things,  he  suggested  a  NEW  LIFE  MOVEMENT, 
that  "we  intensify  and  double  our  interest  in  recapturing 
the   Spirit  of  the  Apostolic  Church  and  show  to  all  the

/orld  what  it  is  .  .  .  This  can  be  done  best  by  a  small 
ody  of  people  who  become  large  in  mind,  and  heart  and 
oul:  large  in  the  things  of  their  Lord  .  .  .  Every  board, 
very  committee,  needs  induction  of  NEW  LIFE,  new  en- 
ouragements,  new  vision  for  the  tasks.  Planned  study, 
nd  collective  leadership  by  our  ministers  collectively 
hould  go  a  long  way  in  providing  all  that.  Too  long  have 
ve  been  listening  to  how  it  can't  be  done.  The  time  is 
low  when  we  must  table  the  negative  and  listen  for  that 
^oice  that  will  tell  us  how  it  can  be  done.  In  this  New 
jife  Movement,  Church  extension  is  primary  .  .  .  This  is  a 
:all  to  ministers  of  the  Church  to  provide  that  collective 
eadership  that  is  so  necessary  to  get  things  done  .  .  . 
Ne  are  hunting  no  hiding  place  for  the  Brethren  Church 
md  her  responsibility.  We  are  seeking  no  burial  grounds 
0  place  her  remains.  We  are  seeking  no  bushel  under 
vhich  to  place  her  candle.  Our  plea  is  that  the  Brethren 
Church  come  alive.  That  she  re-discover  herself.  That 
ihe  be  determined  to  be  something,  and  to  do  some- 
hing.  Brethren  we  can!  And  because  we  can  we  ought! 
\.nd  because  we  ought  we  must!" 

The  Brethren  Church  is  in  a  splendid  position  now  to 
ixpand.  Our  conference  theme  recognizes  that  fact.  "The 
]Ihallence  of  Expansion."  Isaiah  54:2  is  a  wonderful  slo- 
gan to  inspire  us  on  the  road  ahead,  "Enlarge  the  place 
if  thy  tent,  and  let  them  stretch  forth  the  curtains  of 
hine  habitations:  spare  not,  lengthen  thy  cords,  and 
itrengthen  thy  stakes."  We  need  not  spread  pessimism 
md  gloom  for  there  are  some  very  encouraging  signs 
0  light  us  on  the  road  ahead.  Although  our  net  gain  in 
nembership  has  been  only  about  one  percent  per  year, 
he  signs  now  indicate  a  more  rapid  growth.  When  we 
ook  back  and  see  the  steady  growth  of  Brethren  Youth, 
he  W.  M.  S.,  the  Publishing  House,  the  Missionary  en- 
erprises,  the  Sunday  School  Association,  Laymen,  the 
yollege  and  the  Seminary,  the  Brethren  Church  should  not 
»e  sold  short. 

It  is  time  for  God  to  really  work  in  the  Brethren 
;!!hurch.  Let  us  get  back  to  God  in  our  hearts,  homes  and 
:hurches.  It  is  time  to  seek  the  Lord.  God  is  sifting  His 
)eople.  There  is  a  separation  right  now  among  the  Sun- 
lay  morning  church  goers  and  those  who  really  mean 
justness  for  God.  "Showers  of  Blessing"  has  been  sung 
)ut  the  showers  do  not  come.  God  is  not  to  blame;  there 


can  be  showers  of  blessing;  there  must  be.  We  must 
mean  business  and  get  right  with  God.  The  time  has  come 
when  judgment  has  begun  at  the  house  of  God.  Luke- 
warm Christians  out  of  tune  with  God  need  to  confess 
sins  and  get  back  to  the  Bible  and  God. 

Before  his  death,  the  electrical  wizard.  Dr.  Steinmetz, 
predicted  that  the  next  really  important  discoveries  of 
mankind  would  be  in  the  realm  of  the  Spirit.  This  has 
not  yet  happened.  The  immoral  law  of  selfishness  has 
been  permitted  to  rule.  We  are  living  in  an  age  of  pagan 
behavior  sprayed  with  a  film  of  civilization.  Five  thou- 
sand years  have  been  telescoped  into  five  recently,  when 
it  comes  to  technological  progress.  We  are  living  in  an 
age  of  power. 

The  Brethren  Chuz'ch  must  streamline  itself  for  zealous 
effort  in  a  fast  moving  world.  Alexander  the  Great's  sol- 
diers were  much  concerned  when  they  realized  that  they 
had  marched  off  the  map  —  off  the  beaten  track. 
There  were  no  maps  beyond  Greece  and  here  they  were 
in  the  Himalayas  in  a  country  which  was  not  supposed 
to  exist.  Our  world  has  marched  off  the  maps — off  the 
beaten  track.  The  Brethren  Church  is  in  this  jet  age 
whether  it  likes  it  or  not.  We  must  speed  up!  We  must 
examine  ourselves  in  the  light  of  the  age  in  which  we 
are  living.  Let  us  march  off  the  map  of  present  church 
locations.  Nine  years  ago  we  reported  110  churches  and 
the  1954  report  was  107.  Brethren  let  us  march  off  the 
map! 

The  future  of  the  Brethren  Church  is  as  sure  as  the 
promises  of  God  providing  we  step  out  on  those  promises. 
We  have  a  great  God.  Let  us  commit  our  cause  into  His 
keeping.  As  Brethren,  let  us  choose  the  purpose  of  God 
as  our  master-plan.  May  each  of  us  say  with  Tennyson: 

"Strong  Son  of  God,  immortal  love 
Our  wills  are  ours,  we  know  not  how: 
Our  wills  are  ours,  to  make  them  thine."

PLAYING   WITH   FIRE 

TN  PROVERBS  6:27,  28  Solomon  asked  some  burning 
questions.  Too  many  are  tempted  like  David  to  think 
they  can  sin  and  get  by  (2  Sam.  12:9).  "Who  sins  against 
men  may  fear  discovery;  but  he  who  sins  against  God  is 
sure  of  it"  (1  Kings  21:20).  There  is  no  fool  like  the  sin- 
ner— every  moment  he  ventures  his  soul  (Mark  8:36). 
This  nation  needs  a  new  and  fresh  consciousness  of  sin 
(Prov.  13:34).  Our  national  sins  of  legalized  liquor  and 
gambling,  high  divorce  rate,  desecration  of  the  Lord's 
Day,  widespread  immorality  incited  by  Hollywood  movies, 
filthy  sex  magazines,  etc.,  are  storing  up  the  wrath  of 
God  upon   us    (2   Kings   21:14,  15). 

Our  attitude  toward  our  own  individual  sins  is  mild 
and  excusing  (Isaiah  5:20,  21).  In  the  following  stanza 
the  parenthetical  markings  are   ours: 

"When  I  commit  a  little  (  ? )  sin. 

And  recognize  how  (  ? )  bad  I've  been, 
I   oft'   excuse   myself  and  hide   (  ? ) 

By  saying,  'Well,  at  least  I  tried  (?). 
God  knows  I  meant  to  do  it  right   (?), 

My   flesh    ( ? )    was    v^'eakened   by   the   fight,' 
My   conscience    ( ? )    will    excuse   me   then, 

But  how  about  the  eyes  of  men?"  (  ?) 

"Little  sins"  are  pioneers  of  Hell  (Solomon's  Song 
2:15).  Respectable  sin  is,  in  principle,  the  mother  of  all 
basest  crime  (Prov.  14:12).  The  "weakness  of  the  flesh" 
is  no  excuse  (Gal.  6:8).  An  excusing  conscience  is  no 
remedy  (1  Tim.  4:2).  Public  opinion  is  no  standard  (Psalm 
76:7).  There  is  no  hiding  from  God  (Prov.  15:3;  Heb. 
4:13).  The  deailliest  sin  is  the  consciousness  of  no  sin 
(John  9:41). 

We  think  that  sin  is  of  no  consequence  (Eccl.  11:9). 
Yet  sin  unconfessed  and  unrepented  of  separates  us  from 
God  (Isaiah  59:2),  annuls  our  prayers  (Psalm  66:18),  in- 
vites the  chastening  of  God  (1  Cor.  11:31,  32),  cancels 
the  assurance  of  salvation  (Psalm  51:11,  12).  Sin  affects 
the  heart  (Psalm  38:3),  destroys  peace  of  mind  (Isaiah 
57:20,  21),  hardens  the  heart  (Heb.  3:13-15).  .Because  of 
sin  the  heart  is  not  to  be  trusted  (Jer.  17:9).  "If  sin  were 
not  deceitful,  it  would  never  seem  delightful"  (Gal.  6:7). 
The  author  of  sin  is  a  deceiver  (Rev.  20:10).  Sin  brings 
death   (James  1:15),  and  results  in  Hell   (Ps,alm  9:17). 

Shakespeare  said,  "Few  love  to  hear  the  sins  they  love 
to   act"    (2   Sam.   12:1-9). 

"But   sometimes  when  my  brother  slips. 

What  accusations  cross   my   lips! 

'He  knew  the  right  from  wrong,'  I  say,

Lesson    for   July    24,    1955 

THE  SOUTHERN  KINGDOM  OVERTHROWN 

Lesson:  II  Kings  24:20;  25:1-12 

TIMES  OF  PERSONAL  TRAGEDY  or  national  calam- 
ity ought  to  bring  us  to  God.  Such  times  try  the 
souls  of  men,  and  are  for  the  purpose  of  awakening  us 
to  our  true  condition.  Yet  very  often  we  fail  to  heed 
God's  red  light  of  wai-ning.  This  was  true  in  the  case  of 
Zedekiah,  King  of  Judah. 

Zedekiah  reigned  during  troubled  times — yea,  during 
the  days  when  Judah's  very  life  was  being  snuffed  out  by 
rt'icked  Nebuchadnezzar.  It  was  this  wicked  king  that 
liad  put  Zedekiah  on  the  throne  following  the  deportation 
3f  Jehoiachin.  His  knowledge  of  what  had  happened  to 
his  predecessor,  because  he  had  sinned  against  God,  should 
have  been  a  lesson  to  Zedekiah.  Instead,  we  read  concern- 
ing him:  "And  he  did  that  which  was  evil  in  the  sight 
of  the  Lord,  according  to  all  that  Jehoiakim  had  done" 
(II  Kings  24:19). 

The  king  sought  to  rebell  against  Babylon.  He  should 
not  have  done  so.  Through  His  servant  Jeremiah,  God 
had  told  the  king  to  give  himself  up  to  Nebuchadnezzar, 


because  God  was  going  to  use  this  man  to  punish  Judah 
and  her  leaders  because  of  their  sin.  God  told  him  what 
would  be  the  result  of  his  disobedience:  "But  if  thou  wilt 
not  go  forth  to  the  king  of  Babylon's  princes,  then  shall 
this  city  (Jerusalem)  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  Chal- 
deans, and  they  shall  burn  it  with  fire,  and  thou  shalt 
not  escape  out  of  their  hand"  (Jer.  38:18). 

But  in  spite  of  God's  warning,  "Zedekiah  rebelled 
against  the  king  of  Babylon."  So  the  Babylonians  en- 
camped about  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  and  sought  to  take 
it  by  force.  Day  after  day  the  enemy  lurked  on  the  out- 
side seeking  to  find  entrance.  Days  passed  into  weeks, 
and  weeks  passed  into  months,  until  18  months  had  gone 
by.  Then  famine  struck  the  city,  "and  there  was  no  bread 
for  the  people  of  the  land."  Without  provisions  the  city 
could  not  hold  out.  "The  men  of  war  fled  by  night  by  the 
way  of  the  gate  between  two  walls;  .  .  .  and  the  king 
went  the  way  toward  the  plain." 

Zedekiah  tried  to  escape.  It  was  a  hopeless  venture, 
for  "the  army  of  the  Chaldees  pursued  after  the  king, 
and  overtook  him." 

Then  came  the  awful  judgment  upon  the  King  of 
Judah  even  as  Jeremiah  had  prophesied:  "And  they  slew 
the  sons  of  Zedekiah  before  his  eyes,  and  put  out  the 
eyes  of  Zedekiah,  and  bound  him  with  fetters  of  brass, 
and  carried  him  to  Babylon  .  .  .  And  he  (Nebuchadnezzar) 
burnt  the  house  of  the  Lord,  and  the  king's  house,  and 
all  the  houses  of  Jerusalem,  and  every  great  man's  house 
burnt   he   with   fire"    (II   Kings   25:7-9). 

Thus  SIN  reaped  its  wages!  It  will  always  be  so.  SIN 
fashions  itself  with  fancy  trimmings  and  fixtui'es — but  it 
is  still  SIN  all  dressed  up!  SIN  will  lead  to  the  Judg- 
ment of  God.  God's  Judgment  upon  SIN  is  DEATH! 

We  dare  not  fall  prey  to  Satan's  lie  that  SIN  is  of  lit- 
tle consequence.  We  must  be  merciless  in  dealing  with 
our  SIN.  Keith  L.  Brooks  has  given  us  good  advice  in 
these  words:  "Use  sin  as  it  will  use  you:  spare  it  not  for 
it   will    not   spare   you." 

This  means  we  must  cultivate  a  God-consciousness  of 
SIN.  Relentlessly  we  must  pursue  God  until  we  have 
found  Him  to  the  satisfaction  of  our  souls.  Then  will  we 
enjoy  "the  peace  of  God  which  passeth  all  understand- 
ing." 


Lesson  for  July  31,  1955 

THE  PEOPLE  LEFT  IN  JUDAH 

Lesson:  Jeremiah  42:1,  5-7,  10,  19;  43:2,  4,  7;  44:15-18,  23 

HOW  GOOD  IS  your  word?  Can  it  be  relied  upon? 
When  you  make  a  promise  do  you  always  keep  it  ? 
These  are  pertinent  questions.  The  Christian's  word 
ought  to  be  as  "good  as  gold."  We  ought  to  follow  the 
admonition  of  James:  "Let  your  yea  be  yea;  and  your 
nay,  nay"  (James  5:12).  Especially  is  this  true  of  any 
promise  or  vow  we  make  to  God.  Expecting  God  to  keep 
His  promises  to  us,  we  must  strive  to  keep  our  promises 
to  Him! 

Broken  vows!  This  is  the  sul)ject  of  today's  lesson. 
From  this  lesson  we  learn  the  consequence  of  breaking 
a  vow  made  to  God. 
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All  but  a  very  small  segment  of  the  population  of  Ju- 
dah  had  been  captured  by  Nebuchadnezzar  and  carried 
away  into  Babylon.  It  is  concerning  the  small  remnant 
that  remained  in  Judah  that  we  study  about  in  this  les- 
son. 

"The  king  of  Babylon  had  appointed  Gedaliah  as  gov- 
ernor of  the  remnant  left  in  Judah.  After  Ishmael  treach- 
erously slew  Gedaliah,  the  remnant  left  in  the  land  rallied 
to  Johanan.  For  fear  that  the  Chaldeans  would  return 
and  avenge  the  death  of  Gedaliah,  the  remaining  inhab- 
itants of  .Judah  pitched  their  camp  on  the  border  of 
Egypt.  Here  opens  the  lesson  as  they  seek  direction  from 
the  prophet."* 

So  the  people  came  to  Jeremiah  the  prophet  of  God 
in  order  to  ask  for  advice.  Listen  to  their  impassionate 
plea:  "Pray  for  us  unto  the  Lord  thy  God,  even  for  all 
this  remnant;  .  .  .that  the  Lord  thy  God  may  shew  us 
the  way  wherein  we  may  walk,  and  the  thing  that  we 
may  do"  (Jer.  42:2-3). 

Surely  such  people  who  would  request  help  in  this  man- 
ner and  for  the  purpose  of  pleasing  God  should  be  com- 
mended! Jeremiah  told  them  that  he  would  do  as  they 
desired.  The  people  then  replied  with  this  vow:  "Whether 
it  be  good,  or  whether  it  be  evil,  we  will  obey  the  voice 
of  the  Lord  our  God,  to  whom  we  send  thee;  that  it  may 
be  well  with  us,  when  we  obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord  our 
God." 

After  ten  days  the  Word  of  the  Lord  came  to  His 
prophet.  He  tells  them,  through  Jeremiah,  that  they  must 
stay  in  their  own  land,  and  under  no  circumstances 
should  they  go  down  into  Egypt. 

Here  then  was  the  test.  Did  the  people  mean  what 
they  said  about  obeying  God  ?  Would  they  obey  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  it  appeared  to  mean  capture  and  punish- 
ment if  they  stayed  where  they  were  ? 

Like  so  many  people  who  come  to  the  Lord  for  advice 
and  help,  these  men  and  women  of  Judah  did  not  want 
God's  way.  They  were  content  to  abide  by  their  own  de- 
cisions. Listen  to  their  words:  "The  Lord  our  God  hath 
not  sent  thee  to  say,  Go  not  into  Egypt."  Then  we  read: 
"So  they  came  into  the  land  of  Egypt:  for  they  obeyed 
not  the  voice  of  the  Lord." 

Can  such  people  expect  mercy  from  the  hand  of  God 
when  they  deliberately  disobey  Him  ?  Indeed  they  can- 
not! They  were  guilty  of  willful  disobedience  and  break- 
ing their  vow  to  God. 

How  often  we  are  guilty  of  the  same!  We  seek  God's 
help  in  a  particular  problem  only  to  ignore  His  Word 
when  it  comes  to  us.  We  follow  the  inclinations  of  the 
flesh,  and  lean  upon  the  arm  of  flesh,  rather  than  seeking 
the  Will  of  God. 

Solomon,  with  all  his  earthly  wisdom,  knew  that  he 
dare  not  depend  upon  such.  Instead  he  instructs:  "Trust 
in  the  Lord  with  all  thine  heart;  and  lean  not  unto  thine 
own  understanding.  In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge  Him, 
and  He  shall  direct  thy  paths"  (Pro v.  3:5-6). 

He  who  makes  a  vow  to  Almighty  God  is  under  sol- 
emn obligation  to  fulfill  that  vow.  If  he  doesn't,  he  can 
expect  to  reap  the  consequence!

(A  message  delivered  to  the  ministers  assembled  in 
Indiana  District  Conference  at  Shipshewana,  last  month, 
and  one  of  outstanding  importance  to  all  Brethren.  W. 
S.  B. 

THIS  ASSIGNED  SUBJECT  to  be  given  in  the 
ministers  session  at  the  Indiana  conference  is 
intended  for  ministers  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  it 
has  a  much  broader  apphcation  than  for  minis- 
ters only. 

Matthew,  chapter  20  begins  thus:  "For  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is  an 
householder,  which  went  out  earlj^  in  the  morning 
to  hire  laborers  into  his  vineyard."  Christ  our 
Lord  is  the  speaker  and  reveals  the  great  truth 
about  working  and  serving.  Those  who  were  first 
sent  to  work  were  promised  a  penny  a  day.  Then 
others  were  found  idle  at  the  3rd  hour  and  the 
6th  hour  and  the  9th  hour  and  the  11th  hour  and 
sent  into  the  vineyard  to  labor.  When  the  labor- 
ers were  paid  at  the  end  of  the  day,  those  who 
had  worked  only  one  hour  received  the  same  pay 
as  those  who  had  borne  the  burden  and  heat  of 
the  day. 

Those  who  had  begun  early  were  dissatisfied 
and  complained,  but  the  Lord  asserted  his  right 
to  settle  with  them  according  to  the  terms  agreed 
on,  and  stated  these  significant  words,  "So  the 
last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  last ;  for  many  are 


called  but  few  chosen."   (Matt.  20:16).  The  Lc 
then  tells  of  His  coming  crucifixion  and  His  r 
urrection  but  they  did  not  understand  it.  TI 
that  good  mother  of  two  of  the  apostles  asks  I 
Christ  that  one  of  her  sons  may  be  on  the  ri^f 
and  the  one  on  the  left  of   the    Lord    when 
Cometh  into  His  kingdom.  She  wanted  honor 
her  sons.  Of  course  the  other  apostles  resented 
and  were  angry.  Why?  Well,  I  would  say  it  w 
because  each  of  them  would  like  that  recogniti 
for  themselves.  They  were  concerned  about  t 
pay,  the  honor,  or  whatever  distinction  might 
gained.   Then  Jesus  calls  them  to  Him,  sayin 
"Ye  know  that  the  princes  of  the  gentiles  ex( 
cise  authority  over  them,  and  they  that  are  gre 
exercise  authority  upon  them.  But  it  shall  not 
so  among  you,  let  him  be  your  servant.  Even 
the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered  un 
but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  i 
many."   Matt.   20:25.    If  Christ  our  Lord  cai 
to  minister  and  serve  and  the  chiefest  among  I 
followers  is  the  servant  of  all,  then  certainly  S( 
vice  is  our  business. 

It  has  been  remarked  that  it  would  not  ta 
long  to  convert  the  world,  if  no  one  cared  who  ^ 
the  glory,  which  has  some  truth  in  it.  If  all  woi 
work  for  Christ  and  the  church,  diligently  lab( 
ing  in  humility;  elders,  deacons  and  all  memb( 
in  their  sphere  of  service  without  desire  i 
prominence  or  special  recognition,  what  gn 
work  could  be  accomplished. 
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'robably  the  source  of  more  discord  in  the  ad- 
listration  and  carrying  on  of  the  Lord's  work 
the  matter  of  leadership  and  the  desire  for 
minence.  The  greatest  disturbance  that  I  have 
lerienced  in  my  pastoral  life,  was  when  some 
son  was  not  elected  or  appointed  to  the  place 
leadership  desired.  They  felt  demoted  when 
y  thought  promotion  was  merited. 

lowever,  these  devout  men  whom  our  Lord 
led  to  be  apostles,  considered  themselves  to  be 
vants :  Simon  Peter  calls  himself  a  servant  and 
»stle  of  Jesus  Christ;  Paul,  a  servant  of  Jesus 
rist  called  to  be  an  apostle;  And  He  sent  and 
nified  it  by  His  angel  unto  His  servant  John; 
nes  a  servant  of  God  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
dst;  Jude  the  servant  of  Jesus  Christ.  Also  in 
Old  Testament  whether  it  was  Abraham, 
ses,  David  or  the  prophets,  all  considered 
mselves  servants  of  God.  The  very  word  sig- 
es  work,  service,  something  to  do  to  serve  an- 
er. 

rhis  is  for  a  session  of  ministers,  officially, 
ers  in  the  church,  ordained  and  set  apart,  as 

apostle  said,  "But  we  will  give  ourselves  con- 
aally  to  prayer  and  the  ministry  of  the  word." 
ts  6:4.  At  this  time  the  apostles  called  the  mul- 
ide  of  the  disciples  together  and  told  them  it 
s  not  reason  that  they  should  leave  the  word  of 
i  and  serve  tables.  Then  was  elected  the  first 
ird  of  deacons  to  serve  in  the  work  of  the 
irch.  That  one  who  is  set  apart  to  minister  the 
rd  will  find  a  full  time  task  in  his  special  call- 
.  Not  that  he  is  above  serving  tables  and  many 
er  tasks  that  are  important  in  the  work  of  the 
irch  and  ministering  to  the  needs  of  the  church 
I  the  world.  However,  for  the  preacher  to  dis- 
ate  his  time  and  strength  as  a  chore  boy 
und  the  place  is  missing  the  calling  to  which 
was  assigned.  Our  Lord  saw  the  scope  of  the 
fk  when  he  said,  "The  harvest  truly  is  plente- 
.,  but  the  laborers  are  few,  Pray  ye  therefore 

Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  will  send  forth 
orers  into  his  harvest."  Matt.  9:37,  38. 

)ne  of  the  favorite  hymns  for  our  family  devo- 
is  was,  "A  Charge  To  Keep  I  Have"  and  one 
the  verses  which  has  been  in  my  mind  since 
se  boyhood  days  is,  "To  serve  the  present  age, 

calling  to  fulfill;  0  may  it  all  my  powers  en- 
re.  To  do  my  Master's  will."  Service  is  our  busi- 
s.  With  one  hundred  preachers  working  dili- 
itly  at  the  task  to  which  they  were  called  and 

deacons  and  other  members,  both  men  and 
men  working  diligently  in  their  various  fields 


of  service,  and  living  and  walking  in  the  Spirit 
of  God  and  giving  of  our  money  and  time  as  God 
has  commanded,  will  produce  an  abundant  harvest 
of  souls. 

It  can  be  said  truly  without  boasting  or  van- 
ity, that  the  Brethren  church  has  a  full  gospel 
to  which  we  are  committed.  The  fundamental 
doctrines  of  the  Virgin  birth,  sinless  life,  aton- 
ing death,  glorious  resurrection,  ascension,  the 
coming  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  promised  return 
of  our  Lord  and  eternal  judgment,  these  we  firm- 
ly believe  and  also  insist  that  baptism  should  be 
administered  as  our  Lord  commanded,  also  the 
observance  of  the  holy  sacrament  of  daily  cleans- 
ing, the  washing  of  the  saints'  feet  in  observing 
the  Lord's  Supper  as  Christ  commanded,  also 
anointing  the  sick  with  oil  according  to  the 
scripture. 

The  Brethren  church  has  a  full  gospel  message 
to  give  to  the  world.  She  has  a  rich  heritage  of 
God-fearing  forefathers  who  laid  the  foundation 
for  the  organization  which  we  call  Brethren,  "For 
one  is  your  Master,  even  Christ,  and  all  ye  are 
brethren."  Matt.  23:9b.  Historically,  their  godly 
lives  stands  as  a  challenge  to  us;  their  service 
in  ministry  to  the  needy  in  their  own  group  was 
well  done;  their  concern  for  the  outside  world 
has  found  expression  to  an  extent  that  we  could 
well  emulate.  It  is  for  us  as  ministers  to  so  dili- 
gently serve  as  faithful  ministers  and  laborers 
in  the  Lord's  vineyard  that  we  shall  follow  our 
Lord's  teaching:  "And  whosoever  will  be  chief 
among  you,  let  him  be  your  servant;  Even  as  the 
Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but 
to  minister  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for 
many." 

Our  concern  should  be  for  the  human  needs  as 
well  as  the  great  spiritual  need  of  the  soul.  In 
the  parable  of  our  Lord  in  the  25th  chapter  of 
Matthew  where  the  nations  are  gathered  and  the 
Lord  separates  them  as  a  shepherd  divides  the 
sheep  from  the  goats,  whatever  theological  in- 
terpretation you  may  give,  the  great  truth  stands 
out;  ministering  to  the  human  needs  of  mankind 
you  minister  to  Christ.  The  business  of  the  min- 
ister is  to  serve  the  world  of  mankind  in  the  ten- 
derness and  love  of  Jesus  Christ,  whether  in  a 
high  or  low  place.  We  are  the  servants,  not  the 
master.  The  pay  will  be  adequate.  God  will  fulfill 
His  promise  if  we  serve  faithfully.  Let  us  work 
diligently  while  it  is  day,  the  night  cometh  when 
no  man  can  work.

(Written  to  W.  C.  Berkshire  after  his  return  from  Africa) 
Dear  Sir: 

I  am  very  glad  to  write  you  this  letter  today.  Greet- 
ings to  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  I  am  writing 
you  this  letter  just  to  thank  you  for  coming  to  see  us 
here  in  November  1954.  We  are  very  pleased  for  your 
coming.  We  ask  God  to  help  and  give  you  enough 
strength  so  that  you  may  do  your  work  easily.  Amen. 

Maybe  you  will  like  to  hear  something  about  me.  My 
village  is  Marama;  I  started  my  school  there  in  1945 
and  I  went  to  Garkida  Senior  Primary  School  in  1952, 
and  I  finished  it  in  1953.  I  taught  at  Shafa  in  1954.  Now 
I  am  at  Waka  to  get  more  training.  I  have  two  sisters 
and  three  brothers.  I  am  sixteen  years  old. 

Now  our  people  are  busy  working  on  their  farms.  Some 
of  them  have  finished  their  planting.  We  have  much  work 
to  do  because  we  are  about  to  get  our  holiday.  We  have 
to  study  hard  in  order  to  pass  our  examination.  We  shall 
get  our  holiday  on  first  of  June  and  we  shall  be  back 
on   thirteenth   of   June;    it   is   a   short   holiday. 

We  are  busy  digging  our  farms,  because  we  shall  plant 
different  kinds  of  seeds,  such  as  pigeon  peas,  guinea 
corn,  up  land  rice,  swamp  rice,  mellet,  and  we  shall  also 
have  vegetable  gardens.  . . 

There  are  altogether  83  students  this  year  at  Waka. 
19  in  class  one;  15  in  class  two;  13  in  class  three;  and 
36  in  class  four. 

I  shall  be  very  glad  to  hear  something  about  your  son. 
Tell  him  that  he  is  my  friend.  I  shall  be  happy  if  he 
would  write  me  a  letter  telling  me  about  his  school.  1 
enjoyed  my  school  very  much,  and  I  think  he  will  enjoy 
his  school  as  well.  .  .  I  like  to  tell  you  more  about  our 
school  but  I  do  not  have  much  English,  so  I  am  afraid 
that  you  will  not  understand  it. 

Will  you  please  greet  your  family  for  me  ?  I  hope  to 
finish  my  school  so  I  shall  help  my  fellowmen  to  know 
God's  way.  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  get  your  letter.  Sir.

ing  class  of  1955,  I  welcome  you  to  this  our  Se- 
ior  Class  Day.

If  I  were  called  upon  to  make  a  speech  today,

igredients  for  a  complete  life:  a  self  to  live 
nth,  a  job  to  live  for,  and  a  faith  to  live  by. 

First,  we  need  a  self  to  hve  with.  "The  supreme 
uty  of  every  man  is  to  make  a  life;  anyone  can 
lake  a  living."  Some  graduates  will  go  from 
his  school  to  make  a  good  living  and  will  not 
oncern  themselves  about  making  a  good  life. 
)thers  will  have  both  a  good  living  and  a  good 
fe.  Still  others  will  sacrifice  a  good  living  in  the 
aterest  of  a  better  life.  But,  in  the  words  of  one 
i^ho  came  many  years  ago,  "What  shall  it  profit 

man  if  he  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose  his 
wn  soul?  Or  what  shall  a  man  give  in  exchange 
or  his  soul?"  When  all  is  said  and  done,  it  is 
he  man  that  counts — not  his  money. 

Second,  we  need  a  job  to  live  for.  "It  is  not 
nough  to  be  busy;  so  are  the  ants.  The  ques- 
ion  is:  what  are  we  busy  about?"  Some  years 
go  the  psychologist  Wiliam  Moulton  Marston 
oiled  3000  people  and  asked  them  what  they 
/ere  living  for.  Some  replied  that  they  were 
/aiting  for  the  children  to  grow  up  and  leave 
lome.  Some  were  waiting  to  get  out  of  college 
,nd  begin  life.  Some  were  waiting  for  a  promo- 
ion  or  a  raise.  In  fact,  94  per  cent  of  these  peo- 
)le  were  just  waiting  for  something  to  happen, 
rhey  had  no  reason  for  existence  today — no  im- 


mediate goal.  We  must  have  a  job  to  live  for — 
a  real  purpose  in  life. 

A  purpose  in  life  can  be  best  found  in  a  faith 
to  live  by.  Many  years  ago  a  bewildered  man 
asked  the  question,  "What  shall  I  do  with  Jesus 
who  is  called  Christ?"  Today  that  question  must 
be  answered  by  every  person  who  has  heard  the 
story  of  Jesus,  called  Christ.  By  logic  and  by  the 
experience  of  millions,  we  come  to  one  conclu- 
sion: we  must  commit  ourselves  to  Him  and  to 
His  cause.  The  happiest  people  in  the  world  are 
those  who  have  lost  themselves  in  the  service  of 
a  cause  greater  than  they  are.  And  there  is  no 
cause   greater — or   harder — than    Christianity. 

So,  for  a  happy  and  successful  life,  we  need 
three  ingredients:  a  self  to  live  with,  a  job  to 
live  for,  and  a  faith  to  live  by.  All  of  these  taken 
together  will  result  in  a  life  of  service.  I  would 
say  to  you  today,  "Work  hard,  play  hard — and 
take  time  regularly  for  rest  and  worship." 

Let  me  but  do  my  work  from  day  to  day. 
In  field  or  forest,  at  the  desk  or  loom. 
In  roaring  market-place  or  tranquil  room; 

Let  one  but  find  it  in  my  heart  to  say. 

When  vagrant  wishes  beckon  me  astray, 

"This  is  my  work;  my  blessing,  not  my  doom; 
Of  all  who  live,  I  am  the  one  by  whom 

This  work  can  best  be  done  in  the  right  way." 

Then  shall  I  see  it  not  too  great,  nor  small. 
To  suit  my  spirit  and  to  prove  my  powers;

GREAT  BIBLE  CHARACTERS  enjoyed  friendship 
with  God  (Exodus  33:11).  Abraham  was  called  "the 
friend  of  God"  (James  2:23).  Jesus  calls  us  His  friends 
if  we  have  loving  obedience  for  Him  (John  15:14,  15). 
And,  "what  a  Friend  we  have  in  Jesus,"  Whose  love  for 
us  is  unfailing  (Prov.  17:17;  18:24)!  He  was  pleased  to 
have  men  call  Him  "a  friend  of  publicans  and  sinners" 
(Matt.  11:19).  The  price  of  friendship  with  God  is  this 
worldly  world  (James  4:4).  It  must  have  pained  Jesus 
when  His  friends  did  not  understand  Him  (Mark  3:21), 
when  one  denied  Him  (Luke  22:61),  one  doubted  Him 
(John  20:24,  25),  one  questioned  Him  (John  14:7-9), 
and  another  betrayed  Him  (Matt.  26:49,  50;  Luke 
22:47,  48).  But  if  we  are  like  Him  we  may  suffer  a  be- 
trayal of  friends,  too  (Luke  21:16-19). 

To  have  a  friend,  we  have  to  be  one  (Prov.  18:24).  The 
wealthy  may  have  friends  because  of  money  (Prov.  19:- 
4).  But  friendship  purchased  by  gifts  ceases  when  the 
gifts  cease  (Prov.  19:6).  A  common  interest,  good  or  ill, 
may  make  men  friends  (Luke  23:12).  The  poor  choice 
of  a  friend  may  result  in  a  tragedy  (Prov.  22:24).  "Be 
slow  in  choosing  a  fi-iend,  and  slower  in  changing  him" 
(Prov.  27:10).  The  severest  test  of  friendship  is  to  be 
good  enough  to  a  friend  to  tell  him  his  faults  (Prov. 
27:6).  Whisperers  as  evil  doers  will  separate  friends 
(Prov.  16:28;  17:9).  Men,  like  the  wicked  Haman,  will 
have   partners   in  iniquity   (Esther   5:10,   14;   6:13). 


The  sick  man.  Job,  had  friends  (Job  2:11),  but  they 
were  poor  comforters  (Job  16:20).  His  affliction  was 
turned,  however,  when  he  prayed  for  his  friends  (Job 
42:10).  Soul  winners  need  Christian  friends  to  help  them 
rescue  sinner  friends  (Luke  11:5,  6,  8).  The  convert  of 
Gadara  was  instructed  to  evangelize  his  friends  (Mark 
5:19).  Soul  winners  share  their  joy  with  their  friends 
(Luke  15:6,  9).  A  true  friend  will  share  salvation  with 
his  friends  (Acts  10:24).  Paul,  the  prisoner  for  Jesus' 
sake,  was  not  without  friends  (Acts  27:3).  He  thanked 
God  upon  every  remembrance  of  them   (Phil.  1:3).

THE  EXILES  IN  BABYLON 

Lesson:  Psalm  137:1-6;  Daniel  3:13-18 

LOYALTY  TO  OUR  COUNTRY  is  expected  of  every 
true  American.  We  take  offense  at  anyone  who 
would  dare  sell  out  his  country  to  the  enemy.  Yea,  such 
a  one  we  call  by  the  dastardly  term  "traitor."  The  pen- 
alty for  betraying  our  country  in  time  of  war  is  death! 

If  betraying  one's  country  is  such  a  serious  offense, 
why  then  do  Christian  people  think  so  lightly  of  betray- 
ing their  God?  Surely  this  is  the  moi'e  serious  act  by 
far! 

The  people  about  whom  we  study  today  were  attempt- 
ing to  be  loyal  to  the  true  God  in  the  midst  of  a  diffi- 
cult situation.  Such  people  are  to  be  commended — and 
yet  it  is  the  expected  thing  of  Christians  to  be  loyal  to 
their  Lord  and  Master  come  what  may! 

In  weeks  gone  by  we  have  been  studying  about  the 
gradual  decline  and  fall  of  Judah.  Now  they  have  been 
carried  captive  into  a  strange  land.  Would  they  be  true 
to  their  teachings  about  God  and  stand  firm  in  their  con- 
victions ?  While  "in  Rome,"  would  they  "do  as  the  Ro- 
mans do?"  Only  time  would  tell. 

Psalm    137   depicts   for   us    the   Cry   of   the    Exiles.    By 

the  rivers  of  Babylon  they  wept  as  they  thought  of  their 
beloved  Jerusalem.   They  could  not  sing  so  far  removed 
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from  their  homeland  and  familiar  surroundings,  so  they 
put  aside  their  harps.  "They  that  carried  us  away  cap- 
tive required  of  us  a  song;  .  .  .  saying,  Sing  us  one  of  the 
songs  of  Zion."  Sing  while  in  captivity  ?  How  could  they 
sing?  Their  song  had  been  taken  away.  Though  they  be 
far  away  from  the  Promised  Land  of  Canaan  they  never 
would  forget  it  until  once  again  in  safety  they  would 
return. 

Among  some  of  the  first  captives  of  Israel  were  Daniel 
and  the  three  Hebrew  children,  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and 
Abednego.  Chapter  three  of  Daniel  presents  the  second 
severe  trial  that  came  to  the  latter  three  men.  A  great 
golden  image  had  been  erected  by  Nebuchadnezzar  with 
the  order  that  all  men  and  women  in  the  nation  should 
bow  down  and  pay  homage  to  it. 

These  Hebrew  men  of  God  would  not  bow  down  before 
the  image.  They  were  well  versed  in  the  laws  of  God. 
They  remembered  the  words  of  Jehovah  as  spoken  by 
Moses:  "Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  me... 
Thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve 
them"  (Ex.  20:3-5). 

Thank  God  for  men  and  women  who  are  not  afraid  to 
stand  up  for  what  they  believe!  Those  who  have  God- 
given  convictions,  based  upon  His  Word,  and  who  stand 
true  to  their  convictions  regardless  of  the  consequence! 
Those  who  have  the  courage  to  fearlessly  declare  the 
whole  counsel  of  God! 

Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abednego  had  been  warned 
by  wicked  King  Nebuchadnezzar  that  the  fiery  furnace 
awaited  anyone  who  would  defy  his  order.  They  answered 
him:  "Our  God  whom  we  serve  is  able  to  deliver  us... 
But  if  not,  ...we  will  not  serve  thy  gods,  nor  worship 
the  golden  image." 

Because  of  their  deep,  abiding  faith,  God  delivered 
them  from  the  fiery  furnace  by  the  power  of  His  might. 
So  remarkable  was  the  deliverance  that  even  though 
they  had  been  cast  into  the  furnace  they  escaped  with- 
out a  hair  singed  and  without  even  the  smell  of  smoke 
upon  their  garments! 

How  soon  Christian  people  in  America  may  be  tested 
as  to  their  loyalty  to  God  we  do  not  know.  But  we  do 
know  there  is  one  way  to  be  sure  of  standing  true  when 
the  test  comes:  by  holding  firm  to  the  Shield  of  Faith, 
and  using  aright  the  Sword  of  the  Spirit!

Topic — "Seeing  As  God  Sees" 

GOD  DOES  NOT  SEE  as  man  sees.  He  sees  deeper 
and  further.  Where  man  sees  the  acorn,  God  sees 
the  oak;  where  man  sees  the  process,  God  sees  the  fin- 
ished product;  where  man  sees  the  beginning,  God  sees 
the  end.  If  we  saw  as  far  as  God  does  we  would  be  as 
hopeful  as  He  is. 

Taken    in    the   light   of   their   context,   the   words   "Thy 
walls   ai'e    continually   before   me,"   afford  an   illustration 


of  the  sublime  optimism  of  God.  The  Jews  had  been  fifty 
years  in  bondage  in  Babylon.  These  years  in  bondage 
had  done  their  deadly  work.  The  spirit  of  independence 
was  broken,  the  fires  of  patriotism  burned  low,  so  that 
when  Cyrus  issued  an  edict  giving  them  liberty  to  re- 
turn, so  dispirited  were  they  that  they  regarded  the  un- 
dertaking as  hopeless.  The  holy  city  had  been  laid  waste, 
and  to  them  in  their  impoverished  condition  the  rebuild- 
ing of  it  seemed  out  of  the  question.  So  utterly  discon- 
solate had  they  become  that  they  felt  as  if  the  Lord  had 
forsaken  them.  The  Lord  says,  "Man  may  forget  thee, 
yet  I  will  not  forget."  Where  people  see  ruins,  God  sees 
walls. 

The  prophets  who  were  the  mouth-pieces  of  Jehovah 
were  optimists.  They  saw  with  clear  eyes  the  corruption 
of  their  times,  and  the  burden  of  their  message  was  of- 
ten one  of  coming  judgment;  but  in  the  dark  background 
of  judgment  they  saw  the  clear  light  of  hope  and  fore- 
told the  coming  of  better  days. 

Jesus  was  an  optimist.  In  the  darkest  days  He  never 
doubted  the  ultimate  triumph  of  His  kingdom.  He  took 
account  of  all  the  difficulties  in  the  way  and  felt  Him- 
self capable  of  meeting  them.  He  had  His  moments  of 
exaltation.  One  of  the  latter  moments  came  to  Him 
when  the  seventy  returned  saying,  that  the  demons  were 
subject  to  them  through  His  name.  This  declaration  drew 
fi'om  Him  the  exclamation,  "I  beheld  Satan,  as  lightning 
fall  from  heaven."  In  the  shaking  of  Satan's  kingdom 
He  foresaw  his  complete  overthrow. 

The  New  Testament  writers  were  optimists.  They 
lived  in  times  of  fiery  trials,  but  they  rejoiced  in  hope. 
They  saw  a  great  catastrophe  approaching  but  looked 
beyond  it  to  the  better  days  that  were  to  follow. 

Every  Christian  ought  to  be  a  flaming  optimist.  He 
ought  to  expect  great  things  because  he  believes  in  a 
great  God.  He  can  look  afar  and  get  hope.  He  is  sure  of 
the  future  because  he  is  sure  of  God.  A  Christian  ought 
to  take  an  optimistic  view  of  life.  He  ought  to  make  it 
a  habit  of  looking  at  the  bright  side  of  things. 

Two  men  looked  through  prison  bars, 
The  one  saw  mud,  the  other  saw  stars. 

Each  saw  what  he  was  looking  for.  A  Christian  ought 
to  take  an  optimistic  look  at  human  nature.  He  ought 
to  take  an  optimistic  look  so  that  he  might  believe  in  the 
recovery  in  the  worst  of  men.  Michelangelo  saw  an  angel 
in  a  block  of  marble;  in  every  human  person  we  ought 
to  see  a  possible  saint.  The  soul  of  man  is  a  temple  in 
ruins  but  is  a  temple  that  can  be  rebuilt.  Workers  in 
earth's  darkest  places  are  often  the  greatest  optimists. 
When  Wiliam  Moffat  was  asked  by  his  friends  in  Scot- 
land what  gift  they  could  send  him  for  his  mission,  he 
replied,  "Send  a  communion  set,  for  we  will  need  it  some 
day."  Yet  at  that  time  he  had  gathered  no  converts  and 
founded  no  church. 

The  optimist  is  a  true  prophet.  He  sees  through  God's 
eyes.  He  sees  a  ruined  civilization  rebuilt,  a  feeble  Church 
triumphant,  at  the  end  of  all  earth's  toil  and  struggle 
her  redeemed  humanity.  In  short,  he  sees  the  fulfillment 
of  the  purpose  of  God  in  the  world.

LET'S  BEAT  THE  HEAT 

T  DARE  SAY  that  dozens  of  Brethren  Churches  are 
now  sadly  accepting  the  summer  slump  in  church 
attendance  of  all  services  and  sessions  as  a  predestinated 
fact  which  cannot  be  avoided  even  if  prizes  and  money 
were  offered  to  those  attending  services.  But  let  us  look 
closely  at  the  matter  of  slackness  in  attendance  at  youth 
meetings. 

FIRST,  the  reason  for  a  slump  in  attendance  during 
the  heat  waves  seems  to  be  due  to  the  vacation  and 
travel  bug.  This  is  only  part  of  the  reason.  True,  there 
are  those  who  go  away  for  a  time,  and  we  ought  to  wish 
them  God  speed — everyone  needs  a  vacation  now  and 
then  in  this  hustle  and  bustle  of  life.  But  how  about 
those  who  come  to  your  own  town  on  vacation  ?  People 
have  to  have  somewhere  to  go,  and  all  of  them  don't 
go  to  the  same  place.  There  are  some  who  come  to  your 
own  fair  city,  and  you  can  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  get  some  of  them  into  your  own  services  to 
get  acquainted,  and  perhaps  even  to  swap  a  few  ideas 
here  and  there.  They  might  even  have  talents  which 
would  add  greatly  to  your  own  services  and  help  to  bring 
out  your  otherwise  regulars  and  give  a  shot  of  fresh- 
ness in  spirit  during  the  summer  months.  Take  advantage 
of  all  visiting  talent.  Maybe  they  are  from  spots  far 
enough  away  that  they  could  bring  information  on  their 
own  community. 

Here  Are  Some  Suggestions  and  Hints 

The  Time  of  Meeting.  In  summer  the  schedules  of 
many  folk  are  very  erratic,  sometimes  due  to  the  dif- 
ference in  time — Daylight  Saving,  or  Standard — some- 
times due  to  other  factors.  One  thing  that  seems  to  be 
against  the  meeting  time  of  the  youth  services  is  the 
abundance  of  daylight.  It  is  difficult  to  get  young  peo- 
ple out  to  a  service  that  seems  to  be  in  the  middle  of 
the  afternoon  on  Sunday.  As  long  as  it  is  daylight  there 
are  more  places  to  go,  more  things  to  do.  Some  success 
has  been  gained  by  holding  the  meetings  at  another 
time:  perhaps  after  the  evening  service.  This  idea  has 
contributed  more  to  the  evening  service  than  holding 
the  youth  meeting  before  the  evening  service  and  begging 
the  youth  to  stay  for  the  next  hour.  Refreshments  can 
be  served  satisfactorily  at  this  time,  too. 

Some  youth  groups  even  have  reported  that  they  have 
very  successful  meetings  on  a  week  night.  This  idea 
might  take  away  some  of  the  extra  time  that  lies  on 
the  hands  of  the  young  people.  Also,  the  planning  of 
the  meetings  would  be  easier,  for  there  would  be  more 
places  to  go,  more  things  to  do  which  would  add  to  the 
spirit  of  the  occasion.  Youth  like  change,  and  this  is  one 
way  of  bringing  freshness  and  change  into  the  church 
program  without  a  great  amount  of  work — just  a  change 
of  the  night. 
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How  about  the  place  of  meeting?  Is  there  anything 
in  your  constitution  that  says  you  must  meet  in  the  same 
room  the  year  around?  Scenery  is  so  much  more  needed 
in  the  summer  months,  since  nature  blossoms  into  her 
gayest  attire  then,  and  everyone  appreciates  the  out- 
of-doors.  If  you  must  meet  in  a  room  within  the  church 
building  why  not  add  a  touch  of  the  out-of-doors  to  the 
setting?  Surely  you  have  someone  who  can  arrange  a 
floral  bouquet  or  design  that  will  be  suitable,  or  create 
something  rustic  for  the  eye  to  enjoy.  Camp  is  the  order 
of  the  day,  and  should  be  played  up  by  samples  of  na- 
ture around  the  place.  Personally,  I  am  not  in  favor  of 
meeting  in  a  place  that  is  so  out  of  keeping  with  the 
idea  of  worship  and  church  that  the  attendants  will  spend 
their  time  admiring  the  scenery  instead  of  participating 
in  the  service,  but  I  like  to  see  a  suggestion  of  the  season 
in  the  place  of  meeting.  We  do  it  at  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  and  Easter,  why  not  throughout  the  year? 

Keeping  cool  is  the  quest  of  everyone.  Don't  hold  your 
meetings  in  a  stuffy  place;  that  goes  for  mosquito-con- 
taminated areas  as  well.  If  you  meet  in  a  place  where 
there  are  likely  to  be  insects,  give  the  place  a  quick 
spraying  before  the  meeting.  Discomfort  of  any  sort 
distracts  immensely  from  any  meeting.  Dignified  infor- 
mality should  be  observed  by  having  more  singing,  some 
refreshments,  etc. 

Advice  on  Planning  Meeting  Themes.  Use  the  pro- 
vided Brethren  Youth  Program  Booklets.  They  have  been 
especially  worked  out  for  Brethren  young  people,  and 
many  of  the  programs  given  the  acid  test  and  found 
very  desirable.  But  don't  fail  to  add  to  the  suggestions 
YOUR  OWN  IDEAS  by  making  up  MONTHLY  THEMES 
suitable  to  your  own  ideas  or  giving  them  a  special 
"twist."  You  might  even,  want  to  make  up  your  own  com- 
plete program  occasionally,  leaving  the  printed  ones 
to  be  used  later  when  you  are  scraping  the  bottom  for 
ideas.  Use  program  ideas  frugally.  Don't  throw  away 
all  your  ideas  on  one  program,  to  be  found  wanting  on 
the  next  half  dozen  or  so. 

This  is  the  time  of  the  year  for  more  discussions, 
singing  and  quiz  type  of  programs. 

Are  You  Advertising?  Last  time  we  talked  about  this 
very  important  subject.  Brethren  seem  to  have  an  aver- 
sion to  it.  What  is  the  matter?  Haven't  we  learned  that 
the  world  and  its  business  thrives  on  advertising  ?  Have 
your  talented  hands  prepare  a  moveable  cardboard  bul- 
letin board  which  can  be  placed  in  the  vestibule  at  stra- 
tegic times.  The  appearance  and  disappearance  of  this 
mysterious  board  will  call  much  attention  to  your  ac- 
tivities. You  cannot  over  advertise!

General  Conference  Meets 

on  Eastern  Standard  Time 
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Vutting  fHore  Of  Ourselves  Into  It 


rHERE  IS  THE  STORY  of  a  struggling  faith- 
A  ful  minister  of  a  small  congregation  of  some 
ears  ago  which  can  well  be  told  again,  and  a  few 
3ssons  learned  therefrom. 

This  devoted,  Christian  man  was  pastor  of  a 
mall  congregation,  which  in  spite  of  his  efforts 
nd  preaching,  was  still  content  to  "stay  in  its 
ut."  At  any  rate,  this  pastor,  accompanied  by 
lis  young  son  went  to  church  one  Sunday  mom- 
ng,  and,  as  was  his  custom,  he  dropped  a  50c 
)iece  into  the  offering  box  in  the  vestibule  of  the 
;hurch.  It  was  in  this  box  that  the  congregation 
)laced  their  offerings  as  they  came  into  the 
:hurch. 

The  pastor  went  ahead  with  his  service  for  his 
mall  congregation,  and  after  the  service,  when 
he  last  member  had  departed,  the  pastor,  as  was 
lis  custom,  opened  the  offering  box  to  obtain  the 
offerings  of  the  congregation,  which  offerings 
^ere  to  be  his  salary  for  the  week. 

As  he  opened  the  box  on  this  particular  Sun- 
lay  morning,  he  found  in  it  the  solitary  50c 
v^hich  he  himself  had  placed  there  prior  to  the 
ervice.  Nothing  more! 

The  pastor's  small  son,  looking  first  at  the  50c, 
hen  at  his  father,  and  then  remembering  what 
lad  taken  place  before  the  service,  said,  "If  you 
lad  put  more  in,  you  would  have  gotten  more 

lUt." 

One  of  the  lessons  evident  in  this  story  is  that 
if  the  lack  of  stewardship  on  the  part  of  the  con- 
gregation. The  other  is  that  which  we  all  so  often 
niss  today,  that  if  we  would  put  more  of  our- 
elves  into  our  Christian  service,  we  would  get 
nore  out  of  it. 

Take  our  church  services  for  instance.  When 
ve  go  to  church  is  it  just  to  fulfill  an  obligation 
>r  to  let  our  presence  be  known  so  that  we  won't 


need  to  answer  any  embarrassing  questions  our 
pastor  might  ask  of  us  during  the  week?  Or  do 
we  feel  that  in  going  to  church,  we  can  join  in 
spirit,  interest,  prayer  and  support  to  the  degree 
that  regardless  of  how  the  service  goes,  we  will 
come  away  rejoicing  for  the  blessings  we  have 
received?" 

Take  our  giving  financially,  too.  We  are  to  give, 
as  unto  the  Lord.  The  Lord  likewise  loves  one 
who  gives  cheerfully.  Sometimes  giving  is  done 
to  the  accompaniment  of  sounding  brass  or  a 
tinkling  cymbal.  Sometimes  our  gifts  barely  get 
beyond  the  grip  of  our  fists.  But  when  we  give 
unstintingly,  with  a  song  in  our  heart,  then  the 
blessings  we  receive  in  return  shows  how  much 
more  we  get  out  of  our  act. 

There's  the  matter  of  Christian  service,  too. 
Why  are  some  people  so  happy  in  their  church 
work  ?  Why  is  it  that  they  are  always  wiUing  and 
able  to  do  more  and  more?  Why  is  it  they  are 
able  to  do  their  jobs  in  the  face  of  criticism,  jeal- 
ousy and  peevishness,  still  bearing  a  bright  and 
cheerful  attitude?  Because  they  are  putting  more 
of  themselves  into  it,  and  are  getting  much  more 
back  in  blessings  than  they  ever  put  into  it. 

So,  if  the  machinery  of  our  Christian  life  is 
running  with  clanks  and  bangs  and  squeaks,  let's 
look  into  it.  Perhaps  we've  been  trying  to  do  the 
job  without  putting  ourselves  into  it.  Perhaps  our 
attitude  has  been  one  of  duty  to  attend  services, 
to  give,  to  work,  rather  than  one  of  joyful  ser- 
vice. Truly  there  is  joy  in  serving  Jesus,  and  the 
individual  who  serves  in  the  place  whereunto  the 
Lord  hath  called  him,  in  a  joyful,  willing  way,  is 
going  to  get  far  more  out  of  it  than  what  he  puts 
in. 

How  do  you  explain  it?  It  is  the  simple  law 
of  God's  blessings  upon  those  who  willingly  give 
themselves  to  Him  in  service, — ^W.  S.  B.

"I  press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  cal- 
ling of  God  in  Christ  Jesus."  Phil.  3:14 

"Wherefore  also  we  pray  always  for  you,  that  our  God 
would  count  you  worthy  of  this  calling."  2  Thess.  1:11a 

"Wherefore,  holy  brethren,  partakers  of  the  heavenly 
calling,  consider  the  Apostle  and  High  Priest  of  our  pro- 
fession, Christ  Jesus."  Heb.  3:1 

"And  if  children,  then  heirs;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint- 
heirs  with  Christ;"  Rom.  8:17a 


WHEN  ONE  CONSIDERS  the  sinful  condition  of 
man,  and  what  God  throught  Christ  was  and  is 
willing  to  do  for  him,  we  marvel  that  man  can  be  con- 
sidered a  Christian,  or  called  a  Christian.  No  wonder 
Paul  spoke  of  it  as  a  high  calling,  for  Christ  is  the  sin- 
less one.  We  are  heirs  of  God,  and  joint-heirs  with  Christ. 
Paul,  therefore,  had  his  heart  upon  Christ.  He  desired 
to  win  Christ.  He  felt  he  would  be  an  unspeakable  gainer 
if  he  attained  this.  We  must  strive  for  Him  if  we  ex- 
pect to  win  Him.  Remember  that  all  is  little  enough  to 
win  Him.  Notice  that  Paul  called  this  high  calling  to  be 
in  Christ  Jesus.  There  is  righteosuess  provided  for  us 
in  Christ.  My  good  deeds  will  not  atone  for  bad  ones. 
This  will  not  bring  me  in  a  balanced  account  with  God. 
The  righteousness  which  we  are  to  depend  upon  is  that 
which  is  through  faith  in  Christ;  that  righteousness 
which  is  of  God  by  faith.  This  is  ordained  and  appointed 
of  God.  Paul  wanted  to  know  Christ;  therefore,  he  wanted 
to  be  in  Him.  To  be  in  Him  is  to  know  Him.  Faith  is 
called  knowledge;  knowing  Him  is  believing.  Paul  also 
wanted  to  be  conformable  to  Him.  We  are  conformable 
to  Him  when  we  die  to  sin  as  Christ  died  for  sin;  when 
we  are  crucified  with  Christ;  when  the  world  is  crucified 
to  us  and  we  to  the  world. 

Paul  wanted  to  conform  to  His  death,  if  by  some  means 
he  might  attain  unto  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  (Phil. 


I 

3:11).  In  Luke  20:35  Jesus  says,  "They  which  shall  I 
accounted  worthy  to  obtain  that  world,  and  the  resUj 
rection  from  the  dead."  The  happiness  of  Heaven  is  heil 
called  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  The  soul  is  immeci 
lately  with  Christ  when  we  die  but  happiness  is  not  conri 
plete  until  the  body  and  soul  unite.  Note  a  resurrectioi 
for  the  unjust  and  the  resurrection  for  the  just.  Thiil 
joyful  resurrection  the  apostle  Paul  pressed  toward 
willing  to  do  anything  or  suffer  anything.  A  holy  fea 
of  coming  short  is  the  means  of  perseverance.  Paul  di 
not  hope  to  attain  the  resurrection  through  his  ow 
merit.  He  did  hope  to  through  the  merit  and  righteous 
ness  of  Christ  Jesus.  Paul  would  say,  "Let  me  be  foun 
in  Christ,  that  I  may  attain  the  resurrection  of  the  dead 
be  found  a  believer  in  Him,  and  interested  in  Him  b; 
faith." 

Paul  looked  upon  himself  to  be  in  a  state  of  imperfec 
tion  and  trial.  The  best  man  should  readily  own  his  owi 
imperfection.  We  have  not  yet  attained.  There  is  mucl 
wanting  in  all  our  duties,  and  graces,  and  comforts.  I 
Paul  had  not  yet  reached  perfection,  with  his  high  pitcl 
of  holiness,  how  much  less  have  we.  Those  who  thinl 
they  have  enough  give  proof  that  they  have  none  at  all 
Wherever  there  is  true  grace,  there  is  a  desire  for  mori 
grace,  and  a  pressing  toward  the  perfection.  Paul  wouh 
say,  "I  endeavor  to  get  more  grace  and  do  more  good 
and  never  think  I  have  done  enough." 

It  is  not  our  laying  hold  of  Christ  first,  but  His  lay 
ing  hold  of  us.  We  love  Him  because  He  first  loved  us 
Not  our  keeping  hold  of  Christ,  but  His  keeping  hold  o 
us,  is  our  safety.  In  I  Peter  1:5  we  are  kept  by  Hii 
mighty  power  through  faith  unto  salvation.  When  Chris 
laid  hold  of  us,  it  was  to  bring  us  to  heaven.  There  1; 
a  forgetting  our  sinful  past,  which  maybe  we  ought  t( 
remember  for  constant  repentance  and  thankfulness  t 
God.  Paul  wanted  to  forget  so  as  not  to  be  content  witl 
present  measures  of  grace.  He  was  still  for  having  mor( 
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id  more.  A  racer  never  stops  short  of  the  end,  but 
akes  forward  as  fast  as  he  can.  The  fitter  we  grow 
r  heaven  the  faster  we  must  press  towards  it.  Heav- 
1  is  called  here  the  mark,  because  it  is  that  which  every 
)od   Christian  has  in   his   eye.   A   Christian's  calling  is 

high  calling;  it  is  from  heaven.  Heaven  is  the  prize 
e  fight  for;  we  wrestle  for,  what  we  aim  at  in  all  we 
),  what  will  reward  all  our  pain.  It  is  of  great  use  in 
e  Christian's  course  to  keep  our  eye  upon  heaven.  There 

no  getting  to  heaven  as  our  home  but  by  Christ  as 
ir  way. 

The  story  is  told  of  men  passing  messages  from  a 
gh  ridge  to  a  lower  ridge  by  a  middle  man.  Friends, 
Lere  is  a  man  down  here  who  will  never  hear  the  Man 
3  there,  unless  you  become  the  one  on  the  middle  ridge. 
'e  are  laborers  together  with  God,  I  Cor.  3:9.  Only  as 
e  have  able  workers,  rank  and  file  of  our  membership 
ilisted  in  active  service  for  Christ,  will  His  kingdom 
ivance  as  is  should.  It  is  wonderful  to  play  a  part  in 
od's  great  plan  for  the  salvation  of  mankind.  It  is 
ily  so  because  of  our  high  calling  in  Christ  Jesus, 
'esley  said,  "Give  me  100  men  who  fear  nothing  but 
od,  hate  nothing  but  sin,  and  are  determined  to  know 
)thing  among  men  but  Christ  and  him  crucified,  and 
will  set  the  world  on  fire."  The  watch  words  are  "Go 
ork;  Go  preach;  Go  teach."  Our  church  needs  the  vi- 
.lizing  fire  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  arouse  every  Christian 
I  earnest,  consecrated  personal  work.  Yes,  it  is  wonder- 
il   to   have    our    pulpits   filled    with   able   ministers,   but 

is  more  important  to  have  able  workers.  Paul  says, 
rhis  one  thing  I  do." 

Obedience  is  required  by  all.  Paul  says  in  Acts  26:19, 
;  was  not  disobedient  to  the  heavenly  vision."  This 
nong  others  is  the  true  test  of  our  love  to  Christ.  It 

the  test  which  the  Bible  describes.  "If  a  man  love  me, 
i  will  keep  my  words."  (John  14:23).  "This  do  in  re- 
embrance  of  me."  (I  Cor.  11:24).  It  is  the  test  which 
sason  sanctions.  It  is  the  test  to  which  the  renewed 
jart  responds.  It  is  the  test  to  which  experience  rati- 
os. It  is  the  test  which  supercedes  all  others.  Our  pro- 
ission  is  nothing  unless  we  show  obedience.  "And  why 
ill  ye  me,  Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the  things  which  I 
ly?"  (Luke  6:46). 

Since  we  are  redeemed  by  the  blood  of  Christ,  we 
ive  received  the  adoption  of  sons  (Gal.  4:5).  Since  we 
[•e  sons  of  God,  we  are  called  to  labor.  Matt.  21:28  says, 
Son,  go  work  today  in  my  vineyard."  We  may  take 
le  Lord's  vineyard  to  represent  our  own  nature.  We 
re  not  our  own.  To  succeed  in  cultivating  our  own  na- 
ire  is  to  lay  the  foundation  of  success  in  everything 
se;  but  to  fail  here  is  to  fail  everywhere.  We  may  also 
iclude  our  own  households.  No  man  was  ever  asked  by 
3SUS  to  neglect  his  home.  The  Lord's  vineyard  may 
2xt  include  His  Church.  "Look  not  every  man  on  his 
«m  things,  but  every  man  also  on  the  things  of  oth- 
ps."  (Phil.  2:4).  "Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and 
)  fulfill  the  law  of  Christ  (Gal.  6:2)."  The  best  interests 
f  the  church  should  be  the  constant  care  of  every  Chris- 
an.  The  Lord's  vineyard  includes  the  whole  world.  "Go 
e  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations  (Matt.  28:19)."  We 
ote  that  the  call  comes  from  the  Father.  There  is  no 
jlation  which  claims  the  same  authority  at  a  father. 
.  man  should  always  be  a  boy — an  obedient  boy — in 
le    presence   of   his   father.   We   are   not   slaves   or   ser- 
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vants,  but  children.  The  divine  Father  has  the  first  and 
highest  claim.  The  call  is  urgent — "today."  There  is  to  be 
no  delay.  It  may  be  our  only  day.  We  owe  all  days  to 
our  Father.  It  will  never  be  so  easy  to  obey  as  now. 
Procrastination  is  dangerous.  "Today" — -the  night  is 
coming  when  it  will  be  too  late. 

Realizing  our  high  calling,  we  must  humble  ourselves 
and  pray  for  the  ingathering  of  souls;  we  want  them 
to  be  in  the  same  position  that  we  are,  the  high  calling 
in  Christ  Jesus.  "If  my  people  shall  humble  themselves, 
and  pray,  then  will  I  hear  from  heaven,  (2  Chron. 
7:14,  16)."  Let  us  ask  for  the  ingathering  of  souls.  If 
we  wish  the  blessing  it  is  as  little  as  we  can  do  to  ask 
for  it.  "Ask  and  ye  shall  receive."  Before  we  can  have 
an  ingathering  of  souls  our  churches  and  people  must 
be  aroused  to  an  earnest  spirit  of  prayer  and  supplica- 
tion. Doubtless  we  might  experience  another  pentecostal 
blessing  in  answer  to  another  pentecostal  season  of 
earnest  prayer.  Prayer  is  God's  appointed  means  for  ob- 
taining. Prayer  is  the  channel  through  which  our  bles- 
sings come.  This  means  faith.  Faith  is  the  hand  that 
takes  the  blessing.  One  reason  we  do  not  receive  more 
is  because  we  do  not  expect  more.  Think  what  poor  feeble 
faith  we  have. 

How  often  we  are  like  those  Christians  praying  for 
Peter.  You  recall  the  scene.  The  disciples  were  gath- 
ered praying  for  the  release  of  Peter  from  prison.  While 
they  were  praying  he  knocked  at  the  door,  but  they  would 
not  believe  that  it  was  Peter.  He  continued  knocking. 
When  they  opened  the  door  and  saw  that  it  was  indeed 
he,  they  were  astonished.  Think  of  it.  The  Church  pray- 
ing— God  answering — and  the  people  "astonished."  But 
how  often  it  is  so  today.  Think  of  our  poor  weak  faith. 
Often  it  is  that  Christ,  consistently  with  his  own  char- 
acter, really  cannot  do  many  mighty  works  in  our 
churches  because  of  our  unbelief.  Instead,  we  ought  to 
ask  great  things  and  expect  great  things  from  His  hand. 
He  says,  "According  to  your  faith  be  it  unto  you."  God 
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is  far  more  willing  to  bless  us  than  we  think  He  is.  H 
we  really  wish  an  ingathering  of  souls  in  our  churches, 
let  us  ask  for  it  and  expect  it  and  get  our  people  to  ex- 
pect it.  God  will  honor  our  prayers  and  our  faith. 

Let  us  work  for  an  ingathering  of  souls.  Living  faith 
is  a  practical  faith  and  goes  to  work.  "Faith  without 
works  is  dead."  But  a  living  faith  is  a  working  faith. 
It  believes  there  is  a  human  side  as  well  as  a  Divine 
side  in  God's  plan  for  the  accomplishment  of  His  will. 
Faith  never  prays,  "Lord,  put  grain  into  my  barn," 
Faith  plows  and  sows  and  prays:  "Lord,  bless  my  effort." 
Do  you  want  to  see  Christians  grow  in  grace,  sinners 
saved  and  the  gospel  of  Christ  prevail  as  never  before  ? 
Then  pray.  Then  expect  the  blessing.  Do  not  contradict 
your  faith  by  not  expecting  the  blessing.  God  never  said, 
"Ask  to  see  whether  I  will  give."  He  does  say,  "Ask 
and  ye  shall  receive."  "If  thou  canst  believe,  all  things 
are  possible  to  him  that  believeth." 

Let  us  recognize  some  of  the  things  that  keep  us  from 
serving  God  faithfully;  things  that  keep  us  from  God, 
or  farther  from  Him  than  we  should  be. 

1.  A  lack  of  a  frank  confession  of  our  sins.  We  cover 
and  excuse  and  make  allowances  for  the  wrong  things 
we  do.  But  let  us  be  honest  with  ourselves,  honest  with 
our  fellow  men,  and  honest  with  God.  Let  us  know  our 
own  selves  and  not  excuse  our  sins.  "Confess  your  sins 
one  to  another  and  pray  one  for  another."  "If  I  regard  in- 
iquity in  my  heart  the  Lord  will  not  hear  me."  Let  us 
be  cai'eful  not  to  cover  our  sins,  or  excuse  them,  or 
apologize  for  them. 

2.  The  hurry  of  life.  Many  of  us  are  in  danger  of  be- 
ing "jostled  out  of  our  spirituality."  We  scarcely  take 
time  to  think.  The  rush  and  hurry  of  life  will  prevent 
our  converse  with  God  unless  we  are  watchful  to  "live  in 
the  Spirit  and  walk  in  the  Spirit."  There  is  a  beautiful 
hymn  we  sing,  "Take  Time  to  be  Holy."  It  takes  time 
to  be  holy.  We  need  to  take  time  for  meditation  and 
for  prayer.  Meditation  kindles  thought  and  thought 
kindles  love. 

3.  Irregulainty  of  spiritual  nourishment.  We  read  God's 
Word  at  very  irregular  intervals.  We  pray  only  oc- 
casionally. We  attend  God's  house  too  seldom.  We  need 
communion  with  God  as  much  as  we  need  our  daily 
bread. 

4.  The  attraction  of  the  worldliness.  This  is  a  beauti- 
ful world.  God  wants  us  to  be  happy  in  it.  It  is  alright 
for  the  boat  to  be  in  the  water,  but  when  water  gets  into 
the  boat  the  boat  sinks.  So  when  money  getting  and 
pleasure  getting  fills  us,  our  spiritual  life  is  submerged. 

5.  Grieving  the  Spirit.  This  good  messenger  comes  to 
us  over  and  over  again  and  we  do  not  receive  Him.  He 
points  out  a  duty  and  we  do  not  do  it.  He  calls  us  to  a 
higher  life  and  we  do  not  try  to  climb.  We  turn  Him  aside. 
We  go  on  heedless  of  His  love  and  of  His  call.  In  so  do- 
ing we  grieve  Him  and  cut  ourselves  away  from  the 
grace  and  blessing  of  God.  "Grieve  not  the  Spirit  of  God." 

6.  Deliberate  disobedience.  This,  of  course,  is  sure  to 
drive  us  away  from  God.  "Your  sins  have  separated  be- 
tween you  and  God."  This  is  always  one  result  of  sin. 
Sinful  deeds,  sinful  meditations,  sinful  thoughts,  these 
we  know  build  up  barriers  between  us  and  our  heavenly 
Father.    Let   us    guard   against   the   things   that   separate 


between  our  souls  and  God.  Let  us  cleave  to  the  thinjl 
that  will  bring  us  near  to  Him.  | 
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In  this  high  calling  we  are  to  be  living  epistles.  "YJ 
are  our  epistle  written  in  our  hearts,  known  and  reai 
of  all  men:  Forasmuch  as  ye  are  manifestly  declare 
to  be  the  epistle  of  Christ  ministered  by  us,  written  nc 
with  ink,  but  with  the  Spirit  of  the  living  God;  not  i 
tables  of  stone,  but  in  fleshy  tables  of  the  heart."  (2  Coi 
3:2,  3) 

The  lives  of  true  Christians  at  Corinth  served  as  let| 
ters  to  recommend  both  Paul  the  servant  and  Christ  thi 
Lord.  Men  read  men.  Living  epistles  are  read  when  Biblj 
epistles  are  not.  Five  things  are  mentioned  about  thes! 
letters  that  we  should  note:  (1)  The  tablet  on  whiclj 
the  writing  is  made — "Fleshy  tables  of  the  heart. 
(2)  The  writing.  Not  Christianity  printed  in  creeds,  bu 
the  "mind  of  Christ"  legible  in  lives.  (3)  The  writei 
"The  Spirit  of  the  Living  God."  Without  Him  we  cai 
do  nothing.  (4)  The  pen.  God  uses  human  instruments 
He  uses  Paul.  He  uses  us.  (5)  The  readers.  They  ar( 
many.  They  read  with  varying  motives;  some  to  commen 
on  us  favorably,  many  to  do  so  unfavorably. 

Observe,  first,  that  every  one's  life  is  an  open  letter 
It  is  addressed  to  the  world  and  challenging  inspection 
"Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.  A  city  that  is  set  on  ar 
hill  cannot  be  hid."  The  challenge  is  accepted  and  mei 
read  and  judge  us.  "Now  when  they  saw  the  boldness  ol 
Peter  and  John,  and  perceived  that  they  were  unlearnec 
and  ignorant  men,  they  marvelled;  and  they  took  know- 
ledge of  them,  that  they  had  been  with  Jesus  (Act; 
4:13)."  Notice,  also,  our  life-letter  should  be  clearlj 
written,  so,  easily  read.  Therefore  be  not  secret  Chris 
tians,  but  confess  Christ  openly.  "Whosoever  therefor* 
shall  confess  me  before  men,  him  will  I  confess  also  be 
fore  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven  (Matt.  10:32).' 
Then  show  forth  a  plain  and  legible  life.  How  many  life 
epistles  are  so  scribbled  we  can  hardly  make  them  out 
"Ye  are  my  witnesses,  saith  the  Lord,  and  my  servan 
whom  I  have  chosen  (Isa.  43:10)."  Consider  yoursel: 
employed  of  God  to  reveal  Christ.  Bear  in  mind,  also 
how  many,  many  readers  there  are.  "Known  and  reac 
of  all  men."  Christian's  lives  are  about  the  only  religious 
books  the  world  reads.  Outsiders  form  their  impres 
sions  of  Christianity,  not  as  it  is  revealed  in  the  Holj 
Scriptures,  but  as  it  is  revealed  in  us.  They  do  not  studj

. . .  We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  receiving  a  large 
number  of  roller  bandages,  gowns,  squares  and  other 
hospital  accessories  for  patients  from  the  women's  or- 
ganizations, the  Sisterhood  organizations  and  many  Sun- 
day school  classes  of  your  church.  We  are  indeed  grate- 
ful for  these. 

I  believe  that  we  received  eleven  boxes  of  things  in  the 
last  mail  from  the  Elkhai't  Church.  Since  we  do  serve  the 


whole  area  plus  two  segregation  villages,  nine  out-vil- 
lage dispensaries,  the  Gulak  Dispensary  and  our  own 
dispensary  and  hospital  (Lassa),  we  are  indeed  very 
happy  for  the  receipt  of  these  bandages.  We  use  them 
three  and  four  times  until  they  literally  fall  apart  from 
washing  and  wear. 

I  wish  you  would  convey  our  hearty  and  heart-felt 
thanks  for  the  untiring  labors  of  those  who  have  helped 
in  this  work.  On  behalf  of  our  patients,  workers  and  Him 
whose  work  we  do,  we  thank  you.

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  of  Ash- 
land College,  I  have  the  great  honor  to  present  the 
name  of  the  Reverend  E.  M.  Riddle  to  be  admitted  to 
the  degree  Doctor  of  Divinity  in  this  institution  to- 
gether with  all  the  rights,  honors  and  privileges  to 
this  degree  appertaining. 


Mr.  Riddle  is  an  alumnus  of  Ashland  College,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  degree  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the 
class  of  1914.  Throughout  his  life  and  in  various  ca- 
pacities he  has  served  his  alma  mater  and  the  Breth- 
ren Church. 

He  has  devoted  most  of  his  time  since  graduation 
from  college  to  the  Christian  ministry  in  six  of  the 
leading  Brethren  churches — returning  to  one  church 
for  a  second  pastorate.

He  has  taught  in  Brethren  young  people's  camps 
and  has  written  extensively  for  Brethren  publications.

Dedicates  new  parsonage— June  26, 1955

ONE  OF  ASHLAND'S  newest  and  best-constructed 
homes  is  the  result  of  a  cooperative  "do-it-our- 
selves"  project  by  members  of  the  congregation  of  the 
Park  Street  Brethren  Church. 

The  new  parsonage  on  a  plot  of  ground  adjoining  the 
church  was  dedicated  Sunday,  June  26.  The  large  brick 
home  contains  nine  rooms  and  two  baths  and  a  large 
basement  which  is  used  for  Sunday  school  classes. 

It  is  the  result  of  a  cooperative  effort  by  every  member 
of  the  congregation  of  350.  Men  and  women  of  the 
church,  under  the  direction  of  Rex  Martin,  chairman  of 
the  building  committee,  and  Clyde  Baughman,  the  gen- 
eral contractor,  did  all  of  the  rough  carpentry,  painting 
inside   and   outside,   and   grading  and   landscaping. 

Occupants  of  the  new  parsonage  are  the  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Clarence  Fairbanks  and  their  three  children.  They  had 
previously  occupied  an  old  frame  residence  on  the  same 
site. 

The  downstairs  rooms  include  two  bedrooms,  one  of 
which  is  now  used  as  a  TV  room,  the  pastor's  study,  a 
small  library  room,  an  L-shaped  living-dining  room,  a 
kitchen  and  a  full  bath. 

Upstairs  are  three  bedrooms  and  bath,  and  an  airing 
deck.  In  addition,  there  is  a  big  walk-in  storage  area  un- 
der the  eaves.  A  small  attic  can  also  be  used  for  stor- 
age. The  master  bedroom  upstairs  measures  16  x  32  feet. 

The  bedrooms  have  roomy  wardrobe  closets  with  all 
woodwork  in  natural  light  oak.  Some  of  the  closets  have 
lights  that  turn  on  automatically  when  the  doors  are 
opened. 

The  home  has  hardwood  floors  throughout.  In  the  liv- 
ing room  is  an  attractive  sandstone  fireplace,  and  valence 
lighting  adds  a  decorator  touch.  All  walls  in  the  home 
are  painted  plaster.  Heating  is  by  forced-air  gas  fur- 
nace. 

Ceramic  tile  is  used  in  both  baths,  and  the  downstairs 
bath  has  an  extra  heating  unit  in  the  ceiling  for  com- 
plete comfort.  The  kitchen  is  an  entirely  modern,  custom- 
built  installation,  including  a  vent  fan. 

The  full  basement  includes  one  large  room  designed 
to  serve  as  a  Sunday  school  or  Bible  school  classroom. 

Outside,  there  is  a  two-car  garage  attached  by  a 
breezeway.  Outside  lights  have  been  installed  at  the  four 
corners  of  the  house.  Planting  of  shrubbery  and  land- 
scaping was  also  done  by  members  of  the  congregation. 

Sandstone  trim  adds  to  the  beauty  of  the  multi-col- 
ored brick  exterior.  All  windows  are  the  practical  Sen- 
estra  steel  casement  type. 


Members  of  the  congregation  who  donated  their  se; 
vices,  and  the  work  of  volunteer  laborers  which  helpe 
cut  costs  by  obtaining  materials  at  the  lowest  possibl 
prices,  included  Ted  Sapyta,  who  handled  the  plumbin 
work;  Harry  McBride,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  heatin 
installation;  and  Tom  Vendure,  who  did  the  wiring.  Fran 
Rottier  did  the  sanding  and  varnishing  on  the  hardwooi 
floors,  and  Harry  Dotson  brought  in  a  tractor  to  perfoni| 
the  grading  operations. 

Other   contractors    who    cooperated   with   the    Park   S 
Brethren  by  reducing  their  costs  as  much  as  possible  ini 
eluded  Baughman,  the  general  contractor;  Glen  Watring 
the   plasterer;   and  John   Farver,  who  handled  the   bricll 
masonry  and  construction  of  the  sandstone  fireplace. 

Work  on  the  new  parsonage  began  last  September,  an(| 
the  dedicatory  service  was  held  in  the  church  next  dooM| 
on  June  26th.  | 

Serving  on  the  building  committee  in  addition  to  Chair- 
man Martin  were  Sapyta,  Wilbur  Beeghley,  L.  E.  Lin-j 
dower,  Harry  Weidenhamer  and  E.  P.  Lersch. 

Total  cost  of  this  modern,  spacious  home  has  been! 
estimated  at  between  $25,000  and  $30,000,  not  counting! 
the  substantial  amount  of  volunteer  labor  by  the  men  of 
the  church  and  the  skilled  supervision  of  the  contractors. 
To  date,  the  men  and  women  of  the  congregation  have 
raised  $8000  through  a  "Penny-A-Day"  Fund  and  "Cash 
Days"  at  the  church. 

Members  of  the  Park  Street  Brethren  Church  have 
built  a  valuable  addition  to  the  parish  property  and  have 
at  the  same  time  raised  a  monument  to  the  accomplish- 
ments which  can  be  realized  through  cooperation  and 
faith.

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SPEAKER  FOR  THE  Wednesday  evening  General  Con- 
ference session  sponsored  by  the  National  Sunday 
School  Association  of  the  Brethren  Church,  is  the  Rev. 
Norman  S.  Townsend.  ^ 

Rev.  Townsend  is  pastor  of  the  popular  Quidnessett 
Baptist  Church  in  North  Kingstown,  Rhode  Island.  In 
ten  years  time,  under  his  ministry,  the  church  has  found 
it  necessary  to  add  a  second  morning  worship  service 
in  order  to  accomodate  the  large  congregations  which 
come  to  hear  him  preach.

Lesson  for  August  14,  1955 

THE  COURAGE  OF  DANIEL 

Lesson:  Daniel  5:17-28 

"Dare  to  be  a  Daniel, 

Dare  to  stand  alone, 

Dare    to   have   a   purpose    firm! 

Dare  to  make  it  known!" 

THESE  WORDS  OF  P.  P.  Bliss  in  this  very  familiar 
hymn  characterize  the  Daniel  of  the  Bible.  A  man 
of  faith,  courage,  and  fortitude.  A  man  of  God  steadfast 
in  his  convictions.  We  boast  in  physical  strength  in  this 
our  day,  but  so  little  is  ever  said  about  moral  and  spirit- 
ual strength!  When  will  we  learn  that  physical  strength 
is  not  enough!  That  in  the  spiritual  realm  great  feats 
are  not  performed  by  the  mighty;  for  it  is  "Not  by 
might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord 
of  Hosts"  (Zech.  4:6).  Goliath  of  old,  with  all  his  gleam- 
ing armour  and  bulging  biceps,  could  not  stand  against 
weak,  defenseless  David  when  the  latter  was  clothed  in 
the  might  of  the  power  of  God. 

This  incident  in  the  life  of  Daniel  which  we  study  for 
today  is  a  thrilling  one.  Belshazzar,  the  grandson  of 
Nebuchadnezzar,  was  celebrating  with  his  lords  and 
noblemen.  Drunkenness  and  licentiousness  was  the  order 
of  the  day.  Suddenly  their  feast  was  interrupted  by  a 
giant  hand  that  wrote  on  the  wall.  Instantly  the  mood 
was    changed    from    godless    laughter    to    uncontrollable 
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fear.  Yea,  so  frightened  was  Belshazzar  that  "his  knees 
smote  one  against  another." 

What  did  this  mean!  What  did  the  words  say!  Obtain- 
ing no  help  from  the  wise  men  of  his  court,  the  king 
was  in  despair.  Then  the  queen  remembered  Daniel  and 
he  was  ordered  to  appear. 

What  should  Daniel  do  ?  If  he  spoke  the  truth  his  per- 
sonal safety  and  that  of  his  Jewish  friends  around  him 
would  be  in  jeopardy.  Perhaps  it  would  be  better  if  he 
spoke  soft  words  to  the  king. 

Daniel  begins  to  speak.  First  he  scorned  the  gifts  of- 
fered him.  Then  he  started  with  the  story  of  Nebuchad- 
nezzar. Throughout  his  story  it  is  clearly  evident  that 
God  is  given  His  rightful  place.  It  was  God  who  set 
Nebuchadnezzar  upon  the  throne  and  gave  him  his  auth- 
ority. But  before  long  Nebuchadnezzar  became  proud, 
and  God  had  to  depose  him  from  his  place  of  leadership 
until  he  came  to  recognize  "that  the  most  high  God  ruled 
in  the  kingdom  of  men,  and  that  He  appointeth  over  it 
whomsoever  He  will." 
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Now  it's  time  for  Belshazzar.  Be  careful,  Daniel,  how 
you  speak!  "And  thou  his  son,  O  Belshazzar,  hast  not 
humbled  thine  heart,  though  thou  knewest  all  this."  The 
indictment  continues.  He  accuses  the  king  of  rebellion 
and  defiance  against  God;  of  desecration  of  holy  things; 
of  idolatry;  and  of  withholding  praise  belonging  to  the 
true  God! 

Finally,  the  sentence:  "Thou  art  weighed  in  the  bal- 
ances, and  art  found  wanting. . .  Thy  kingdom  is  divided, 
and  given  to  the  Medes  and  Persians." 

Was  the  sentence  carried  out?  "In  that  night  was  Bel- 
shazzer  the  king  of  the  Chaldeans  slain.  And  Darius  the 
Median  took  the  kingdom. . ." 

"0  God,  Ruler  of  Heaven  and  Earth,  give  unto  Thy 
people  the  Faith  and  Courage  of  a  Daniel.  We  need  the 
moral  and  spiritual  strength  to  speak  out  in  defense  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  even  in  the  face  of  direct  op- 
position. Lord,  rid  our  hearts  of  the  fear  of  man.  Put 
within  us  the  Fear  of  Almighty  God  that  will  make  us 
bold  in  our  stand  for  Thee!  Amen!" 
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God's  Word,  but  they  do  study  church  members.  Let  us 
be  careful  to  reveal  only  "the  truth  as  it  is  in  Christ 
Jesus."  Lastly,  remember  that,  like  all  reading,  what 
men  read  in  this  way  has  a  great  influence  upon  them. 
"Insomuch  that  they  brought  forth  the  sick  into  the 
streets,  and  laid  them  on  beds  and  couches,  that  at  least 
the  shadow  of  Peter  passing  by  might  overshadow  some 
of  them  (Acts  5:15)."  This  gives  us  great  opportunity 
for  good.  For  we  may  lead  men  to  Christ.  It  also  gives 
us  great  possibilities  for  evil.  We  may  drive  men  from 
Christ.  Christians,  be  a  reflector  of  Christ.  If  ever  such 
living  was  needed  it  is  now.  In  the  world,  but  not  of  it, 
let  us  be  living  epistles,  known  and  read  of  all  men. 

Finally,  the  Christian's  High  Calling  calls  for  Church 
prosperity.  The  Psalmist  cried,  "O  Lord,  I  beseech  Thee, 
send  now  prosperity,"  God  is  the  source  of  church  pros- 
perity. God  is  the  source  of  church  prosperity  through 
prayer.  Let  us  ask  the  question,  "In  what  does  church 
prosperity  consist?"  It  consists  in  the  following:  An 
earnest  membership;  a  learning  membership;  a  member- 
ship that  conscientiously  uses  the  means  of  grace;  a 
working  membership — all  at  it  and  always  at  it;  a  mem- 
bership possessing  missionary  spirit;  a  membership  that 
heartily  supports  the  institutions  of  religion  at  home; 
a  membership  that  walks  in  separation  from  the  world. 

In  closing  I  quote  from  Rev.  J.  F.  Burton,  pastor  of 
our  Mulvane,  Kansas  church:  "If  all  the  ministers,  Sun- 
day School  teachers,  officials,  and  members  of  the  church 
would  resort  to  a  greater  prayer  life,  and  Bible  study; 
inaugurating  intensive  programs  of  Bible  instruction 
and  extensive  campaigns  of  both  mass  and  personal 
evangelism;  preaching  and  teaching  the  fundamentals 
of  God's  Word  in  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  Almighty 
God    would    bless    our   efforts    in    the    salvation    of   souls 


that  the  church  would  grow  in  numbers  and  spirituality, 
far  beyond  our  greatest  imagination.  May  the  Lord  help 
the  church  to  meet  this  wonderful  challenge  of  the  Word 
of  God  and  to  heed  the  prophet  of  old,  'Awake,  awake; 
put  on  thy  strength,  O  Zion'." 

There  are  entirely  too  many  Sunday  School  teachers, 
officials,  and  members  of  the  church  who  feel  that  they 
can  get  along  without  the  Sunday  School  Hour,  the 
Church  Worship  Hour,  and  the  Prayer  Meeting  Hour. 
I  ask,  "How  can  we  expect  our  churches  to  grow  when 
these  who  are  to  be  our  spiritual  leaders  are  so  little 
concerned?"  I  plead  with  you,  the  leaders  of  our  churches, 
to  get  behind  the  work  of  the  Lord,  the  greatest  work 
in  the  world.  Our  Lord  will  richly  bless  our  every  effort; 
we  will  see  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom.

B.  Y.  FUN-TIME 

BRETHREN  YOUTH  like  to  have  fun,  like  all  normal, 
healthy  young  people.  It  is  the  responsibility — and 
the  joy — of  the  youth  workers  of  the  local  church  to 
plan  and  guide  the  youth,  in  recreation. 

The  summer  vacation  is  on,  and  Fun  and  Fellowship 
are  in  order,  more  than  even  during  the  school  days. 
Much  recreation  is  enjoyed  during  the  school  hours,  but 
during  the  hot  summer  months  the  church  ought  to  see 
to  it  that  her  young  people  have  an  adequate  recreation- 
al program.  The  leaders  in  the  local  church  who  arrange 
the  fun-times  for  their  young  people  will  gain  a  greater 
admiration  and  friendship,  plus  better  co-operation  from 
their  young  people.  They  are  the  wise  youth  leaders! 

If  your  church  basement  is  large  enough,  and  the 
board  allows,  the  basement  is  the  place  to  meet  on  fun- 
nights,  except  for  those  that  are  of  a  more  hilarious 
nature.  If  not,  then,  pick  out  a  gymnasium,  or  if  the 
group  is   small  enough,   someone's  yard. 

Suggestions 

FRIDAY  night  is  about  the  best  time  to  meet  for  fun- 
time;  other  things  of  the  week  are  out  of  the  way,  you 
are  beginning  to  look  toward  Sunday,  and  by  meeting 
on  Friday  you  avoid  criticism  of  some  who  feel  that  Sat- 
urday night  meetings  tend  to  detract  from  the  Sunday 
morning  Bible  school  classes — too  much  enthusiasm  (if 
you  were  successful)  still  remaining  from  the  night  be- 
fore. DON'T  FORGET  TO  GET  OUT  GOOD  PUB- 
LICITY! And  remember,  you  can't  publicize  something 
that  hasn't  been  PLANNED.  By  meeting  just  twice  a 
month  on  Fridays  you  will  have  plenty  of  time  for  plan- 
ning and  publicizing  the  special  occasions. 

The  Special  Night 

Every  meeting  of  youth  must  be  broken  up  into  pe- 
riods—never make  a  continuous  meeting  out  of  one  night. 
Divide  up  the  evening  with  different  objectives  and  pur- 
poses. Even  the  various  periods  should  be  of  varying 
length  of  time,  according  to  the  time  it  takes  to  accom- 
plish the  purpose: 

7:00  to  7:45  or  8:00 — Fun  time  at  play:   games. 

A  good  time  for  shuffleboard,  badminton,  ping  pong  or 
some  other  mildly  active  games.  Even  volleyball  could 
be  indulged  in.  They  love  it!  If  you  don't  have  the  facil- 
ities, better  start  preaching  it  up- — ^that  may  be  one  rea- 
son why  you  are  short  on  young  people. 

8:00  to  8:45— Project  Time. 

A.  Making  posters,  etc.  Put  your  would-be  artists  to 
work  making  posters  for  the  next  Fun-time,  post  card 
drawings,  church  and  Sunday  school  posters,  National, 
District  or  Local  Projects.  This  is  a  good  time  to  talk 
about  and  work  up  ideas  for  advertising  the  B.  Y.  Pro- 
ject. MAKE  YOUR  B.  Y.  USEFUL! 


B.  Skits,  plays.  Your  dramatically-inclined  youth  will 
enjoy  a  time  of  learning  and  rehearsing  skits  and  play 
for  future  occasion.  Maybe  even  ideas  for  somethinij 
heretofore  unprecedented  will  arise  and  become  a  booij 
to  your  youth  meetings!  One  warning:  keep  them  on 
high  level,  and  with  a  high  purpose — don't  let  them  bei 
come  cheap  or  lazily  done.  Try  out  some  Young  People'; 
materials  and  select  the  better  ones  for  future  use.  Yoi 
will  all  get  a  thrill  out  of  this  phase  of  the  fun-time. 

C.  Writing  reports.  This  is  not  only  for  corresponding ,u 
secretaries,  but  for  your  youth  editor,  assistant  editorii 
anyone  who  would  like  to  write  up  a  report  for  the  church 
quarterly  bulletin.  The  Brethren  Youth,  etc.  One  warn-; 
ing  here:  keep  your  reports  from  becoming  too  dry  andi 
stereotyped,  or  gossip  about  "who  was  seen  with  whom," 
etc.  Remember  that  Christ  is  the  One  whose  you  are  and 
whom  you  serve,  even  in  this  capacity.  Write-ups  in  con 
nection  with  the  posters  that  are  being  made  should  be 
made  ready  at  this  time.  Make  the  entire  period  one  of 
a  unifying  spirit,  accomplishing  single  aims  for  young 
people's  or  the   Sunday  school  or  the  church. 

8:45  to  9:15 — Devotions  and  singspiration.  Sing  devo- 
tional choruses  and  hymns  with  a  message.  Let's  stop 
singing  just  because  we  have  a  "sing  time"  on  our  pro- 
grams. Let's  sing  real  messages  of  Christian  truth,  up- 
lifting and  edifying  one  another.  Get  them  in  the  moodi 
for  testimonies  and  a  five  or  ten  minute  message  by  • 
someone. 

9:15 — After    the    spiritual    food    comes    physical    food,! 
REFRESHMENTS.    It    won't    take    much— only    a    cold 
drink,   cookies   and   ice   cream.   You  will   be   popular  and 
have    co-operation    for    the    next   meeting    if   you    handle 
this  period  properly. 

Results 

Your  youth  will  get  to  know  one  another  better  at 
these  fun-times,  develop  a  true  Christian  perspective  of 
fellowship  and  fun  and  get  to  know  and  understand  their 
leaders  better.  And  through  their  projects  they  will  get 
a  clearer  idea  of  what  the  whole  church  stands  for  and 
is  trying  to  accomplish. 


Report  From  Phil  &  Jeanne: 


From  THE  LERSCHES  IN  EUROPE 

JEAN  WRITES:  ...We  spent  yesterday  traveling  to 
^  Villach,  Austria.  There  we  enjoyed  an  evening  swim 
in  a  lake  surrounded  by  mountains.  The  camp  where  we 
stayed  is  on  a  beautiful  site.  We  certainly  are  getting 
a  variety  of  rooms  and  meals.  That  way  we  see  many 
sides  of  life.  One  meal  will  consist  of  five  courses  in  a 
fancy  hotel,  and  the  next  may  be  a  bowl  of  soup  and  a 
hunk  of  dry  bread,  or  a  dish  of  rice  with  tomato  sauce — 
period.  We  really  enjoy  it  all.  We  pack  some  of  our 
lunches  enroute  so  that  we  get  the  experience  of  buying 
in  the  markets.  Whenever  we  do  this,  we  really  load  up 
on  fruit  and  vegetables  to  compensate  for  all  of  the 
bread  we  get.  I  think  by  the  end  of  the  summer  I  ought 
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3   appreciate   the   percentage   of   European   diet   that   is 
read. 

We  were  up  at  6:00  this  morning  and  on  our  way  by 
:15.  It  was  cool  in  the  mountains,  but  perfectly  beauti- 
ul.  We  arrived  in  Vienna  at  7:00  this  evening.  In  order 
0  do  this  we  had  to  travel  in  the  Russian  zone.  The 
lussian  soldiers  at  the  border  looked  so  young  and  so 
uman — just  like  our  kids.  I  got  a  lump  in  my  throat 
hinking  of  the  tension  there  has  to  be  between  us.  Why 
0  young  people  have  to  hold  guns  to  prohibit  other 
oung  people  ?  The  soldiers  looked  younger  than  Phil. 
Vhen  we  passed  one  of  them,  we  waved.  He  waved  back 
nd  smiled — and  that  really  got  me ! 

After  seeing  the  mess  of  war  still  evident  after  ten 
rears;  after  seeing  how  much  alike  all  people  are;  after 
learing  the  Brethren  advocate  brotherhood,  I  really  feel 
m  obligation  to  work  for  peace.  After  hearing  Mr.  Zig- 
er  talk,  I  realize  that  working  for  peace  is  harder  than 
leaning  up   after  a   war,  and   that   is   something. 

I  simply  cannot  realize  where  this  week  has  gone.  The 
;nd  of  our  tour  will  soon  be  upon  us,  and  our  group  will 
separate.  I  have  surely  come  to  like  these  kids.  We  are 
iager,  however,  to  begin  at  the  work  camp.  After  seeing 
md  hearing  about  the  refugees,  I  really  want  to  do  some- 
thing to  help. . .

Yes,  most  of  us  plan  our  automobile  trips  very  well. 
But  have  we  been  as  careful  in  planning  our  lives? 
Are  we  following  "The  Straight  and  Narrow  Way"  that 
will  lead  to  eternal  life?  To  say  "life  is  a  journey"  is 
rather  trite,  but  it  is  true  that  we  are  continuously  on 
a  journey,  traveling  the  highway  that  leads  to  destiny. 

As  we  journey  through  life  we  will  face  crises,  where 
decisions  will  have  to  be  made  that  will  change  the  course 
of  our  life.  Today's  highways  are  usually  well  marked. 
Before  we  approach  a  crossroad  we  will  see  a  sign  tell- 
ing us  to  turn  right  or  left,  or  to  go  straight  ahead. 
How  easy  life  would  be  for  us  if  we  could  buy  a  map 
that  would  always  tell  us  the  right  turnings  to  take.  Yet 
we  do  have  a  great  Guide  Book,  the  Holy  Bible,  which 
teaches  us  the  right  road  to  travel,  but  often  we  neglect 
to  go  to  the   Bible  for  guidance. 

I  teach  English  literature  to  juniors  in  high  school,  and 
once  a  year  I  read  a  short  version  of  John  Bunyan's 
"Pilgrim's  Progress"  to  them.  This  beautiful  allegory 
tells  of  Christian's  difficult  journey  in  trying  to  reach 
the  Celestial  City,  heaven.  Few  of  my  students  have  ever 
read  the  story,  which  has  been  translated  into  more  lan- 
guages than  any  other  book,  except  the  Bible.  If  you 
are  not  familiar  with  the  story,  read  it  and  you  will  be 
thrilled  with  Christian's  courage,  and  perhaps  have  a 
lump  in  your  throat  when  he  listens  to  someone's  advice 
and  gets  off  his  "highway"  by  trying  to  take  a  shortcut. 
But  I  am  sure  you  will  close  the  book  with  a  happy  feel- 
ing when  the  hero  finally  completes  his  journey,  after 
many  of  his  companions  have  fallen  by  the  wayside.  Why 
did  he  reach  his  goal,  the  Celestial  City?  Because  he 
traveled  the  road  mapped  out  for  us  in  the  Bible.

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Vre-Gonference  Wleditations 


TN  JUST  A  VERY  FEW  DAYS,  it  will  be  General  Con- 
-*•  ference  time  here  at  Ashland.  All  concerned  here,  are 
busy  getting  ready  for  the  Brethren  who  shall  soon  be 
arriving  in  the  city. 

As  of  this  writing,  it  is  very  hot  in  Ashland.  We  can- 
not predict  what  the  weather  will  be  like  the  week  of 
the  15th,  but  we  do  know  that  when  Brethren  get  to- 
gether, the  potential  Christian  fellowship  can  be  very  sat- 
isfying, be  the  weather  hot  or  cold,  wet  or  dry.  To  our 
satisfaction  we  have  noted  that  Brethren  have  always 
made  the  best  of  any  adverse  weather  conditions  con- 
fronting them  at  Conference  time. 

From  the  questionable  comfort  of  steel  folding  chairs 
in  Ashland's  Gymnasium,  to  the  actual  comfort  of  Memor- 
ial Chapel's  modern  pews;  from  the  too  hot  Gym,  some 
years,  and  the  too  cold  Gym,  other  years,  to  the  noise 
and  mess  of  the  repaving  of  College  Ave.  just  outside  of 
Memorial  Chapel,  during  Conference  week,  the  Breth- 
ren have  risen  above  it  all  to  produce,  year  after  year, 
a  Conference,  that  is  satisfying  and  inspirational  to  all. 

As  it  stands,  this  year,  we  anticipate  no  adverse  condi- 
tions. The  campus,  the  buildings,  the  streets  are  all  in 
good  condition,  homes  are  being  found  for  all  delegates, 
and  it  looks  as  if  we  are  in  pretty  good  shape  for  your 
entertainment. 

Coming  back  to  our  original  thought  of  the  Brethren 
being  able  to  rise  above  any  adverse  conditions,  we  note 
that  this  is  possible  because  when  Brethren  come  to- 
gether for  Conference,  the  spiritual  fellowship  and  the 
work  of  the  Church  are  more  important  to  them  than 
creature  comforts.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  is  to  be 
commended  in  the  Brethren. 

There  is  much  which  should  be  accomplished  during 
this  week.  The  matter  of  a  closer  working  together  of  the 
various  boards  and  interests  of  the  church  should  re- 
ceive our  attention.  The  over  all  financial  situation  should 
not  be  overlooked,  and  suggestions  which  may  come  from 
the  Co-ordinating  Finance  Committee,  should  receive  our 
careful  consideration. 

The  matter  of  the  devotional  portions  of  our  sessions 
could  receive  some  of  our  interest.  We  would  not  say  that 


previous  devotional  moments  have  been  less  than  what 
they  should  be;  rather,  we  would  suggest  that  they  can  be 
more  than  what  they  are.  It  is  well  known  that  in  most 
of  our  sessions,  the  groups  in  charge  are  so  pressed  for 
time,  that  we  settle  for  a  hurried  verse  of  a  hymn  as  a 
"starter."  (Perhaps  some  may  think  that  because  this 
Editor  is  Chairman  of  the  Music  Committee,  that  he  is 
endeavoring  to  push  his  own  "baby."  This  is  not  the  case 
— only  that  we  know  that  a  good  5-6  minutes  of  Gospel 
Singing,  followed  by  a  passage  of  scripture  and  prayer, 
can  truly  be  worship  that  will  make  the  remaining  mo- 
ments of  the  session  worth  twice  their  value.) 

This  Editor  was  deeply  impressed  in  the  Indiana  State 
Conference  this  year  with  the  Conference  Prayer  Period 
conducted  each  morning  from  9:30-10:15.  Brethren  C.  A. 
Stewart  and  Smith  F.  Rose  were  in  charge.  Brethren, 
the  effects  and  power  of  that  daily  45  minute  prayer 
session  was  felt  and  seen  in  every  session  of  the  Indiana 
Conference.  We  would  pass  this  impression  on  to  the  al- 
ready harried  General  Conference  Executive  Committee, 
whose  task  it  is  each  year  to  find  appropriate  room  and 
sufficient  time  for  all  the  various  interests  to  be  repre- 
sented on  the  program. 

We  are  told  that  God  answers  prayer — united  prayer 
when  people  take  the  time  to  pray  together.  Some  one 
has  said  that  we  should  take  time  to  be  holy,  and  that 
it  does  take  time  to  be  holy.

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EARLY  OHIO  SETTLERS 


I 


FAYETTE  COUNTY,  PENNSYLVANIA  in  the  early 
eighteen  hundreds  was  on  the  border  line  of  Civiliza- 
tion. The  log  cabins  were  to  be  found  on  the  water 
courses,  and  dotting  the  hills.  Still  there  was  a  desire  in 
the  minds  of  its  citizens,  to  know  more  of  the  land  to  the 
west.  Hunters,  Traders  and  Trappers  as  well  as  border 
scouts  came  back  to  the  Masontown  section  where  Breth- 
ren had  settled,  having  come  from  the  more  sedate  sec- 
tion at  Germantown  in  the  eastern  section  of  the  state. 
The  men  from  the  west  brought  glowing  tales  of  the  fer- 
tile soil,  the  groves  of  hardwoods,  and  the  flowing 
streams,  with  land  that  was  more  level,  cheaper  and 
easier  for  use  of  the  horse  operated  equipment  of  the 
day. 

It  seems  that  man  has  always  desired  to  search  out 
the  unknown,  and  place  his  feet  in  far  off  places.  Our 
Brethren  forefathers  were  no  exception  and  sought  main- 
ly two  things.  One  was  a  home  where  they  could  settle 
in  peace  with  no  one  to  deny  them  the  creature  comforts. 
Another  was  a  place  where  they  could  worship  in  peace 
without  interference  from  state  or  local  officials.  Some- 
how lands  farther  on,  aided  by  imagination  became  more 
attractive.  Ohio  called,  and  many  of  them  heeded  the  call. 
Some  found  homes  after  long  days  and  hours  of  toil, 
others  found  graves  sooner  than  they  would  have,  had 
they  remained  in  the  homes  in  the  more  advanced  settle- 
ments. "Westward  the  course  of  Empire  wends  its  way," 
said  the  historian.  This  was  not  only  true  of  Empire, 
speaking  of  our  land,  but  true  of  our  Dunkard  Brethren 
in  their  intense  desire  for  homes  and  churches. 

Some  of  those  who  had  "itching"  feet  as  it  were,  in 
the  Masontown  section  of  Southwestern  Pennsylvania, 
were  the  Macks,  the  Deffenbaughs  and  the  Covers.  As 
the  people  traveled  from  the  known  to  the  unknown, 
they  settled  for  mutual  pi-otection  and  help  as  close  to 
one  another  as  possible. 

At  that  they  had  to  travel  through  animal  infested 
forests  to  visit  their  closest  kin  or  neighbors  on  the  fron- 
ier.  They  were  in  the  main  self-sufficient  with  their 
wants  and  needs  few.  Each  home  was  made  to  serve  the 
greatest  needs  possible.  Money  was  scarce  and  barter  was 
the  main  way  of  securing  the  needs  which  could  not  be 
met  on  the  farms.  The  old  Ash  Hopper,  with  its  Lye  in 
connection  with  surplus  fats,  cared  for  the  soap  needs. 
Maple  sugar  and  the  ever  present  cane  or  sorghum  cared 
for  the  sweetening  needs.  Apple  butter,  made  from  apples 
from  the  orchards  which  were  a  part  of  every  homestead, 
with  the  various  jellies,  jams  and  spreads  made  from 
flour  from  their  own  wheat  ground  on  the  neighborhood 
stone  buhred  mills.  The  old  bake  ovens,  where  regular 
baking  day  found  them  fired  up  gave  them  bread  fit  for 
the  gods. 


To  those  who  got  to  the  village  from  time  to  time  t 
exchange  their  products  of  the  farm  for  the  few  thing 
they  needed  such  as  coffee,  tea  or  some  cloth  goodi 
would  from  time  to  time  come  home  with  soft  whiti 
sugar,  so  common  in  that  day.  This  was  the  boon  of  thi 
small  boy  who  had  very  little  opportunity  for  the  secun 
ing  of  store  candy.  The  dampness  would  form  lumps  ii 
the  sugar  and  this  was  very  tasty  to  the  small  lad,  o; 
some  not  even   so  small. 

The  Macks  had  come  to  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania 
from    Waynesboro,    having    originally    come    to    Waynesi 
boro    from    the    Germantown    or    Philadelphia    section   o; 
the  state.  Some  were  not  content  to  remain  in  the  Germai 
speaking  section  in  the   settlement   around  Mason's  For 
on   Brown's   Run,  but   heeded  the  call   to  far  off  places 
In   those   days,   Ohio  was   the   far   off  place.   Land   could 
be   had   and  entered  with  little  or  no  outlay  of  cash.  Iv 
was  there,  settlers  were  needed,  and  so  every  inducemenii 
possible   was   given    to   them   to   come   out   to   the   virgin! 
territory.  I 

The  Indian  had  roamed  over  its  happy  hunting  grounds! 
and  naturally  resisted  the  inroads  of  the  settler  or  thej 
white  man,  but  he  was  slowly  forced  to  move  on  farther! 
and  farther  west.  He  overran  but  did  not  develope.  Had 
he  remained  there,  there  would  have  been  little  change, 
for  he  was  satisfied  as  to  the  present  status  in  which 
he  found  himself.  The  white  man,  never  satisfied,  led  to 
progress  and  advancements,  which  even  to  this  day,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  or  more  years  this  side  of  the  wilder- 
ness, has  not  stopped. 

The  path  of  the  hunter  and  trapper  was  gradually 
widened,  until  trains  of  pack  horses  with  their  burdens 
could  easily  travel  them.  It  was  only  a  small  matter  to 
widen  them  enough  for  carriages,  then  wagons,  finally 
to  the  point  of  building  bridges,  and  eventually  piking  or 
stoning  the  road  bed.  Fortunate  indeed  were  those  who 
lived  within  easy  reach  of  the  road  which  became  The 
National  Road.  This  was  the  guiding  .artery  for  the  trav- 
eler until  he  reached  its  western  terminus,  and  then 
boldly  pushed  on  into   the  unknown. 

The  Covers,  the  Deffenbaughs,  the  Macks  and  at  this 
date  so  many  years  this  side  of  the  early  settlements, 
may  still  be  found  in  the  Fayette  County  section  of 
Pennsylvania  in  and  around  Masontown,  and  also  in 
Uniontown,  the  County  seat. 

Historian  Lowell  Beachler  of  Modesto,  California,  and 
Author  of  the  very  interesting  booklet  on  the  Covers  en- 
titled, "Uncle  Jake  and  Aunt  Mary,"  states  relative  to 
the  Covers:  "The  first  Cover  to  come  to  America  was 
(John)  Dieterich  Kober  (1703-1791).  He  was  born  either 
in  Germany  or  Switzerland  and  was  among  260  passen- 
gers  aboard   the   ship.   Thistle,   that   sailed   from    Rotter- 
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am  and  landed  in  Philadelphia  on  August  29,  1730. 
'ieterich,  a  Luthei'an  by  faith,  settled  in  Lebanon  Coun- 
/■,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  remained  the  rest  of  his  life." 
he  spelling  of  the  name  Kober  has  passed  through  va- 
ious  forms  of  Cover,  Kover,  Cober,  and  Coover.  More 
bout  the  venerable  J.  A.  and  Aunt  Mary  Cover,  as  she 
'as  called,  at  another  time. 

The  old  .Bible,  worn  and  showing  signs  of  age  and 
luch  usage,  now  owned  by  a  descendant  of  some  of  the 
arly  Covers,  Mrs.  Ethel  Deffenbaugh  Tinkey,  of  West 
alem,  Ohio,  States:  "Samuel  Cover  was  born  June  8, 
801.  Hannah  Cover  (His  wife.  Author)  was  born  April 
4,  one  thousand  eight  hundred.  Elizabeth  Cover  was 
orn  October  31,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
3ur.  John  Cover  was  born  October  27,  one  thousand 
ight  hundred  and  twenty  nine." 

In  the  old  Deffenbaugh  Bible  we  find  written  by  a 
and  long  since  folded  in  peace  upon  the  breast  of  its 
eparted  owner,  "John  Deffenbaugh  was  born  April  30 
ae  thousand   eight  hundred   and   twenty   one." 

Samuel  Cover  came  to  the  Perry  County  section  of 
'hio  settling  not  far  from  Mount  Perry.  Hannah,  his  wife 
'as  a  Plank.  Samuel  came  about  the  year  1818,  and  was 
larried  when  he  was  18  years  of  age.  They  married 
oung  on  the  frontiers.  John  Deffenbaugh  married  Eliza- 
eth,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Hannah  Plank  Cover, 
hey  were  married  May   11,  1844. 

Samuel  Cover  and  Hannah  Plank  were  married  Febru- 
ry  fifth  "one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  twenty  nine." 

John  Cover,  Elizabeth's  brother  was  a  hunch  back  and 
ied  "August  the  ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
lirty  nine."  Samuel,  his  father  died,  December  2,  1873. 
[annah,  his  wife  survived  him  until  March  1,  1880.  John 
•effenbaugh,  the  son-in-law  died  July  9,  1891.  He  had 
een  kicked  by  a  horse  and  had  lain  for  a  long  time  be- 
3re  death  freed  him  from  his  sufferings. 

While  all  were  more  or  less  of  Dunker  faith,  some 
'ere  not  much  interested.  Samuel  Cover  was  one  of  the 
utstanding  men  of  his  community.  He  thought  nothing 
f  riding  to  "Five  Points,"  as  the  Dunkard  Church  four 
liles  west  of  Glenford,  was  called.  Olivet  is  the  official 
ame. 

Samuel  Cover  was  a  short  stocky  man  with  a  head  of 
nowy  white  hair.  He  and  John  Mack,  would  often  ride 
ide  by  side  horse  back,  the  eight  miles  together  to  the 
ilivet  Church,  visiting  as  they  rode.  John  was  the  neigh-, 
or  who  lived  some  little  distance  away,  in  the  Mack  set- 
!ement  south  west  of  Brownsville.  He  was  the  son  of 
acob  Mack,  and  the  brother  of  Elder  Jacob  Mack  of 
'ayette  County,  Pennsylvania.  One  of  the  other  preach- 
rs  to  whom  they  listened  in  the  churches,  the  homes  and 
lie  spacious  barns,  was  Elder  James  Quinter. 

Hannah,  the  wife  of  Samuel  Cover  carefully  adhered 
J  the  order  set  for  them  by  the  Church.  She  dutifully 
:ore  her  cap  and  apron,  a  white  outfit  on  Sunday  and  a 
Lack  one  during  the  week.  One  needs  only  to  view  some 
f  our  "Old  Order  Sisters,"  today  to  visualize  Hannah 
!over  of  a  century  and  more   ago. 

As  the  reader  would  be  led  to  realize  by  this  time, 
lamuel  and  Hannah  Cover  were  strong  members  of  the 
^unker   or   German   Baptist   Church,  as   we   shall   call   it. 
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When  Samuel  and  Hannah  were  engaged,  he  gave  her 
a  gold  band  ring,  upon  which  the  initials  H.  P.  were 
engraved.  This  ring  was  kept  by  one  of  her  descendants 
until  recent  years.  The  old  sheep  skin  deed  signed  by 
President  James  Monroe,  was  kept  for  years.  These 
deeds  were  common  upon  the  Ohio  frontier  of  those 
days. 

Tales  of  living  in  the  wilderness,  with  deer  skins  for 
the  only  door,  were  often  told  to  wide  eyed  children  in 
the  glow  of  the  fireplaces.  While  the  children  cowered 
from  time  to  time  in  the  cabins,  waiting  for  their  par- 
ents to  return,  the  deer  out  of  curiosity  would  peep 
through  the  door  to  see  what  was  on  the  inside.  Far 
more  fearful  and  blood  chilling  however  to  children  and 
adult  alike  was  the  scream  of  the  panther  in  the  woods. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land  was  taken  up  in 
northern  Perry  County,  near  the  Licking  County  line, 
by  Samuel  Cover.  The  brick  were  burned  on  the  place 
from  which  the  house  was  built.  The  house  by  the  way 
still  stands.  There  were  a  number  of  brick  houses  built 
in  the  community  about  the  same  time,  and  the  style  of 
architecture  was  similar.  With  the  death  of  Samuel  Cover, 
the  place  was  occupied  by  John  Deffenbaugh  and  his 
wife    Elizabeth,   or   "Aunt    Betsy." 

The  maple  trees  were  tapped  and  maple  syrup  and 
maple  sugar  were  made.  Hannah  would  mount  her  horse 
and  travel  all  the  way  to  Zanesville,  nearly  sixteen  miles 
one  way  to  the  junction  of  the  Licking  and  the  Mus- 
kingum rivers  to  trade.  Her  saddle  bags  were  filled  with 
the  produce  of  the  farm.  This  is  the  farm  upon  which 
the  Berachah  Church  was  built  in  1898,  and  is  four  miles 
east  of  Glenford,  Ohio.  Later  another  farm  was  purchased 
making  a  tract  of  land  under  one  ownership  extending 
for  the  distance  of  one  mile  and  compiising  some  four 
hundred  acres. 

Banks  were  not  trusted  in  those  days.  Any  way  they 
were  always  far  away.  Silver  for  pay  was  the  coin  of  the 
day,  which  was  often  buried  on  the  place.  There  still 
exists  a  tradition  that  much  money  was  buried  on  the 
place  in  or  around  the  house  somewhere.  Money  was 
seen,  which  was  never  spent  or  found  after  the  death 
of  the   owner. 

During  the  Civil  War  there  was  much  excitement 
when    General    Morgan's    Raiders,   were   across    the    Ohio 
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liver  in  the  state  of  Ohio  and  were  heading  north.  The 
large  bank  barn  was  guarded  continually,  but  the  raiders 
never  came.  However  there  were  a  number  of  barns 
burned  in  the  community,  but  they  were  burned  by  a  de- 
mented woman.  The  old  barn  guarded  by  the  men  with 
their  muzzle  loading  rifles,  was  a  popular  place  for  the 
writer  to  play  in  his  boyhood.  The  large  barn  stood  until 
recent  years  when  a  tornado  caused  its  complete  collapse. 

Elizabeth  Cover  Deffenbaugh,  was  often  talked  to  by 
Elder  James  Quinter  in  his  visits,  but  she  would  not 
listen  to  his  pleadings  and  affiliate  with  the  church.  She 
was  a  typical  denizen  of  the  woods  there  on  the  frontier, 
and  was  not  serious  in  her  youth.  She  lived  only  for  fun. 
However  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  John  Deffen- 
baugh, she  became  more  serious.  She  lived  alone  for  some 
time  in  the  large  brick  house  which  stands  today  unoc- 
cupied, finally  she  moved  up  on  the  hill  into  the  house 
with  her  son  and  wife,  Samuel  and  Mary  Mack  Deffen- 
baugh. 

October  26,  1896  had  been  a  busy  day  in  the  Samuel 
Deffenbaugh  home  on  the  hill.  His  mother  "Aunt  ,Betsy," 
then  seventy  two  years  of  age  had  been  busy  making 
"souse"  from  the  recent  butchering.  She  was  apparently 
in  a  normal  state  of  health  when  she  retired.  Later  on  in 
the  night  the  people  living  down  in  the  other  house 
heard  the  dinner  bell  ring  out.  This  was  a  signal  of 
tragedy  or  need  of  help  in  those  days  when  there  were 
so  few  means  of  communication.  Hastily  dressing  and 
going  up  onto  the  hill,  it  was  learned  that  "Aunt  Betsy" 
had  been  found  dead  in  bed.  She  was  buried  in  the  Good 
Hope  Cemetery  a  couple  miles  to  the  westward  of  the 
home  where  numerous  of  the  clan  had  been  laid  to  rest, 
and  continue  to  be. 

Hannah  Cover  not  only  rode  to  Zanesville  horseback 
with  butter,  eggs  and  various  saleable  produce,  but  she 
cooked  for  those  who  came  by  with  large  droves  of  cattle 
and  hogs  on  their  way  to  Baltimore,  Mai'yland.  The  road 
known  as  the  "Drovers  Ro,ad,"  passed  by  the  eastern 
side  of  the  farm.  There  was  a  field  set  aside  for  the  use 
of  those  who  found  it  necessary  to  stop  over  night  with 
their  charges.  Here  they  camped  for  the  night.  Feed  was 
also   supplied   for  their   charges. 

The  building  of  the  home  required  much  work,  as  the 
land  was  what  was  known  as  "Entered  Land."  This  meant 
that  it  had  no  improvements  whatsoever  but  was  just  as 
nature  left  it. 

The  Drovers  carried  silver  which  added  to  the  supply 
of  that  which  was  already  on  hand.  In  all  of  these  priva- 
tions they  never  forgot  the  church.  One  of  the  popular 
ways  of  adding  to  the  family  funds  was  in  the  establish- 
ing of  Cider  Presses.  This  was  done  on  the  Cover  or 
Deffenbaugh  place  by  those  who  claimed  it  from  the  wil- 
derness of  woods  and  fields. 

The  Drovers  at  best  were  a  hard  lot.  They  were  forced 
to  reduce  their  drinking  and  profanity  when  they  camped 
upon  the  farm  of  this  German  Baptist.  None  of  these 
things  were  countenanced.  Having  close  to  them  a  sup- 
ply of  feed,  water  and  things  necessary  for  a  night's 
stop  on  their  long  trip  to  Baltimore,  they  were  glad  for 
the  opportunity  to  stop  there,  though  it  means  keeping  a 
damper  on  their  spirits. 

The  Cider  Press,  built  upon  the  farm  was  one  of  im- 
mense size.  It  was  very  popular  for  in  season,  teams  with 
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their  wagon  loads  of  apples  came  in  by  or  long  befor 
daylight  to  get  their  apples  ground  and  pressed  int 
cider.  The  place  was  as  self  contained  as  a  place  coul 
be  in  those  days.  The  people  depended  little  upon  th 
store  in  the  closest  village.  The  large  Cider  Press  wa 
used  in  the  time  of  the  Author's  memory.  The  large  pil 
of  refuse  from  the  apples  would  along  with  the  vat  i; 
which  the  juice  ran  from  the  apples  be  ever  populate'! 
by  buzzing  Yellow  Jackets,  Bees  and  now  and  then  ;j 
Hornet.  The  yellow  jackets  and  bees  did  not  inspire  mucl 
fear,  but  the  hornet  was  treated  with  respect  by  all. 

When  the  customers  came  with  their  apples  to  hav- 
cider  make,  they  came  from  miles  around,  as  this  wa; 
if  not  the  best,  one  of  the  best  in  the  community.  Heri 
they  visited  while  they  waited  their  turn  at  the  Press 
No  doubt  many  a  horse  which  came  with  its  owner  wenii 
back  with  a  new  owner  to  new  surroundings  when  h(i 
took  his  place  to  the  wagon.  Trading  was  one  of  the  pop^ 
ular  events  in  those  days  practised  wherever  men  got  toj 
gether. 

Social  events  in  those  days  were  few.  Church  on  Sum 
day  and  an  occasional  meeting  at  the  Mill  or  places  when 
from  time  to  time  they  gathered  to  care  for  their  fev 
and  f)rimitive  needs,  was  about  the  only  chance  to  breal 
the  monotony  of  their  lonely  life.  i 

The  Macks,  the  Covers  and  the  Deffenbaughs,  havingi 
much  in  common  in  the  matter  of  their  faith  were  throwri 
together,  so  naturally  we  find  them  inter  marrying.  Sami 
uel  Deffenbaugh  married  Mary  Mack,  the  daughter  of 
John.  George  Mack,  son  of  John  Mack  and  a  brother  oil 
Jason  returned  from  the  Brownsville  section  of  Ohio  tc 
Masontown  and  married  Sallie  Cover,  a  daughter  of  Jo- 
seph and  Eliza  Cover.  In  later  years  Jason's  son  Jacot 
returned  to  Masontown  and  married  Mary  Cover. 

The  trip  of  years  was  a  return  to  the  old  haunts  at 
Masontown.  One  who  had  gone  to  Pennsylvania  from  that 
section  of  Ohio  was  looked  up  to  more  than  one  today  who 
has  circumnavigated  the  globe.  When  John  Mack,  the  son 
of  George  Mack  in  Brownsville  was  so  bold  as  to  ride  his 
bicycle  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  from  .Browns- 
ville, Ohio  to  Masontown  and  back  he  was  the  idol  and 
hero  of  every  small  boy. 

This  is  only  an  indication  of  the  kind  of  material  from 
which  our  early  forefathers  were  made.  Their  church  re- 
lationship and  the  ties  of  race  and  kin  were  strong. 
They  were  challenged  on  every  hand  and  staunch  they 
had  to  be.  The  work  in  the  old  Goshen  Church  near 
White  Cottage,  the  Olivet  Church  west  of  Glenford  and 
the  Greenwood  Church  east  of  Glenford  were  alone  made 
possible  by  the  firmness  of  purpose  and  character  of 
those  who  had  the  vision  of  hewing  from  the  western 
wilderness,  homes  for  themselves  and  the  building  of 
churches  in  which  they  and  their  children  might  worship. 

The  Churches  of  Dunker  faith  which  grace  the  com- 
munities today,  must  look  back  to  the  heroic  efforts  of 
those  who  were  not  cast  down  in  the  face  of  odds  which 
seemed  at  times  to  be  insurmountable. 

We  today  have  much,  but  have  no  right  to  become  dis- 
couraged when  we  think  and  realize  the  sacrifices  made 
by  our  Tunker  forefathers,  that  we  might  have  that  which 
is  ours.  We  have  a  spiritual  heritage  of  which  none  need 
to  be  ashamed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  1955  INDfANA  DISTRICT  CONFERENCE 


THE  68TH  CONFERENCE  of  the  Indiana  District 
Brethren  Churches  and  Bible  Conference  was  opened 
at  7:30  P.  M.  June  13,  1955,  at  the  Shipshewana  Breth- 
ren Retreat.  The  conference  was  officially  declared  in 
session  by  Moderator  J.  M.  Bowman. 

The  high  spiritual  level  of  Conference  could  be  felt  by 
all  who  attended.  We  feel  that  this  has  been  a  mountain- 
top  experience  in  the  Indiana  District. 

A  total  of  237  lay,  27  ministerial  delegates  and  others 
in  attendance  enjoyed  the  conference. 

The  conference  sermon  was  delivered  on  Monday 
evening  by  the  vice-moderator.  Rev.  R.  K.  Higgins.  He 
used  the  confei'ence  text,  "Enlarge  the  place  of  thy  tent, 
and  let  them  sti'etch  forth  the  curtains  of  thine  habita- 
tions: spare  not,  lengthen  thy  cords,  and  strengthen  thy 
stakes.

THE  SERVICE  THAT  COUNTS 

'Tis  only  a  half  truth  the  poet  has  sung 

Of  the  house  by  the  side  of  the  way.

It 
may  be  that  each  one  thinks  his  work  is  by  far  the  more 
important  (Luke  10:40-42).  But  "all  ai'e  needed  by  each 
one.  Nothing  is  good  or  fair  alone"  (1  Cor.  12:14).  Co- 
operation in  helpfulness  is  the  spirit  of  Christianity  (1 
Cor.  12:15-26).  We  are  to  work  together  with  each  other 
and  with  God  (2  Cor.  6:1). 

"Select  a  magnet  of  steel 

Of  any  given  length; 
Then  double  it,  and  joy  you'll  feel 

In  quadrupling  its  strength. 
Two  times  two — not  four — but  eight 

When  we  co-operate. 
Our  mighty  God  can  take  just  one,

22:37),  and  to  our  fellowmen  it  is  second 
ary   (Matt.  22:39).  Christ's  law  of  love  will  cause  us  to| 
do   our  part    (Rom.   13:8,  9).   We  owe   a   special   love  to 
God's   children    (John   15:12),  which  is   an  evidence  that 
we  love  God  (1  John  4:7).  Love  is  not  self-centered,  buti 
reaches  all  around  (Rom.  12:10).  It  is  full  of  helpfulnessj 
(1  John  4:8). 

When  Paul  "hit  the  road"  as  an  ambassador  for  Christ,  f 
Dr.  Luke  went  along  to  be  a  helper  to  Paul  (2  Tim.  4:2). 
Dr.  Luke  was  Paul's  companion- in  effort  (Acts  16:10), 
testimony  (Acts  16:13),  prayer  (Acts  16:16),  travel  (Acts 
16:2),  hospitality  (Acts  21:8),  tribulation  (Acts  27:18), 
exile  (Acts  28:16).  When  the  missionaries  "go  down,"  the 
back-home  Christains  ought  to  at  least  "hold  the  ropes."

Lesson  for  August  21,  1955 

HOPE  FOR  THE  EXILES 

Lesson:  Isaiah  55 

HOPE  IS  THE  MAINSTAY  of  the  Christian.  With- 
out it  he  could  not  continue  living  and  struggling 
in  the  Christian  way.  It  is  his  Daystar- — his  one  ray  of 
light  shining  in  the  midst  of  darkness.  When  used  by 
the  Child  of  God,  Hope  does  not  mean  uncertainty.  Rath- 
er it  means,  as  Webster  suggests,  to  "desire  with  expec- 
tation of  obtaining  what  is  desired,  or  belief  that  it  is 
obtainable." 

For  the  Christian,  then,  Hope  is  a  necessity — without 
it  he  cannot  continue  to  exist.  But  his  Hope  is  based  up- 
on the  One  who  has  given  him  reason  to  Hope,  even 
GOD!  "Hope  thou  in  God:  for  I  shall  yet  praise  Him 
for  the  help  of  His  countenance"   (Ps.  42:5). 

Even  the  poor  Hebrew  exiles  in  Babylon  had  reason 
to  Hope.  God  had  not  forgotten  them.  He  had  promised 
to  His  son  David  that  He  would  keep  His  covenant  with 
His  people.  In  Isaiah  55  God  extends  to  the  despairing 
Jews  a  straw  of  Hope  which  they  could  grasp. 

Notice  God's  Gracious  Invitation  to  His  people:  "Ho, 
everyone  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters,  .  .  .come 
ye,  buy,  and  eat;  yea,  come,  buy  wine  and  milk  without 
money  and  without  price."  Dr.  Vincent  Bennett  calls  this 
word  "come"  the  "sweetest  word  in  the  Bible."  It  occurs 
over  642  times.  Surely  it  is  a  blessed  word.  And  to  the 
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owntrodden  Jews,  home-sick  for  their  own  land,  it  must 
ave  come  as  an  oasis  in  the  desert. 

Before  such  an  invitation  from  God  is  appealing  to  us 
'e  must  be  included  among  the  thirsty  ones.  Too  many 
f  us  are  already  satisfied  with  our  present  spiritual  con- 
ition.  We  do  not  thirst  for  the  righteousness  of  God. 
Ve  do  not  long  for  the  milk  of  His  Word.  It  was  Jesus 
/ho  on  one  occasion  said:  "If  any  man  thirst,  let  him 
ome  unto  Me,  and  drink"   (John  7:37).  We  do  not  thirst 

therefore  we  cannot  come  to  have  our  souls  satisfied. 

Well  could  we  pray  with  Dr.  A.  W.  Tozer:  "O  God, 
have  tasted  Thy  goodness,  and  it  has  both  satisfied 
tie  and  made  me  thirsty  for  more.  I  am  painfully  con- 
cious  of  my  need  of  further  grace.  I  am  ashamed  of  my 
ack  of  desire.  O  God,  the  Triune  God,  I  want  to  want 
fhee;  I  long  to  be  filled  with  longing;  I  thirst  to  be  made 
nore  thirsty  still.  Show  me  Thy  glory,  I  pray  Thee,  that 
;o  I  may  know  Thee  indeed."  * 

But  God's  invitation  does  not  stop  with  the  word 
•come."  He  also  says,  "Hearken  diligently  unto  Me;" 
'Incline  your  ear;"  "Seek  ye  the  Lord;"  "Let  the  wicked 
'orsake  his  way;"  "Let  him  (the  wicked)  return  unto  the 
jord."  All  this  was  necessary  if  the  exiles  were  to  ex- 
)erience  deliverance. 


With  every  word  of  invitation  God's  Gracious  Prom- 
ise was  also  given.  He  promised  that  if  they  would 
hearken  to  His  invitation  He  would  do  abundantly  for 
them.  He  said:  I  will  let  your  soul  live,  and  will  make 
you  an  everlasting  covenant  (vs.  3);  I  will  have  mercy 
upon  you,  and  will  pardon  you  (vs.  7);  I  will  give  you 
my  promise  and  I  will  keep  it  (vs.  11);  I  will  fill  you 
with  joy  when  ye  see  the  fir  tree  replace  the  thorn,  and 
the  myrtle  tree  the  brier  (vs.  12-13). 

How  gracious  of  God  to  make  such  promises  to  His 
wayward  people!  Surely  they  were  deserving  of  judgment 
and  death  instead  of  His  loving  favour!  But  how  won- 
derful to  remember  that  "He  hath  not  dealt  with  us  after 
our  sins;  nor  rewarded  us  according  to  our  iniquities" 
(Ps.  103:10). 

Were  this  not  so,  every  last  one  of  us  would  be  doomed 
to  an  eternal  death!  For  we  were  all  once  sinners  con- 
demned to  death,  but  because  of  His  everlasting  love  He 
has  given  us  salvation.

TT  DOESN'T  SEEM  POSSIBLE  that  it  is  time  for  Gen- 
eral  Conference  again,  does  it  ?  Soon  the  campus  of 
Ashland  College  will  be  swarming  with  people  and  young 
folk  going  about  from  one  busy  session  to  another,  taking 
in  everything  that  they  can  and  trying  to  visit  with  as 
many  old  friends  as  possible  during  the  entire  week. 
After  all  is  said  and  done  and  everyone  has  returned  to 
the  "home  front"  again,  thoughts  will  come  to  mind, 
"What  did  I  accomplish  at  Conference  ?  What  was  the 
real  purpose  in  being  there?" 

To  me  Conference  used  to  be  a  place  to  go  where  you 
get  together  with  as  many  old  friends  as  possible  for 
the  week  and  talk  about  all  that  you  can  in  the  time  al- 
lotted.

■THE  MODERATOR'S  ADDRESS  given  at  the 
■■•  67th  General  Conference,  and  which  appears 
n  this  issue  of  the  Evangelist,  is  worthy  of  care- 
ul  consideration  by  every  Brethren.  Given  at  the 
Cuesday  morning  session  by  Moderator  Rev. 
A^oodrow  B.  Brant,  it  pin-points,  in  a  logical  and 
'Jarifying  manner,  one  of  the  major  ills  of  our 
jeloved  Denomination. 

We  commend  Brother  "Woody"  for  his  forceful, 
^et  tactful  manner  in  which  he  has  brought  to 
;he  attention  of  the  Conference  and  the  Church, 
i  situation,  which,  unless  a  satisfactory  solution 
s  found  shortly,  could  generate  future  confusion 
n  the  advancement  of  our  Church. 

It  is  a  very  pointed  address!  Yet  it  is  one  for 
vhich  the  Brethren  should  be  eternally  grateful 
;o  the  one  who  through  the  power  of  the  Spirit, 
md  after  much  prayer  and  study,  has  spoken 
lis  heart  and  sounded  the  alert. 

Some,  perhaps,  will  feel  that  Brother  Brant  is 
mduly  alarmed  over  this  situation,  but  one  needs 
>nly  to  study  the  organizational  set-up  of  our 
Denominational  work  in  line  with  his  message  to 
■ealize  how  right  he  is. 

There  is  no  question  about  it  that  many  Breth- 
ren have  been  aware  of  the  general  situation,  but 
acking  the  proper  authority  or  voice,  have  been 
inable  to  properly  express  themselves  in  a  way 
hat  would  produce  action.  As  such,  we  commend 
brother  Brant  for  using  his  high  office  as  the 
Moderator  of  the  Brethren  Church  to  diagnose 
,nd  to  prescribe  the  cure  for  a  situation  which 
las  been  throttling'  the  full  exercise  of  the  poten- 
ial  power  of  the  Brethren  Church  and  its  organ- 
zations. 

Five  recommendations  have  been  made  by  our 
/loderator  in  his  address.  Becoming  a  prophet  for 
I  moment,  this  Editor  believes    that    the    67th 


General  Conference  of  the  Brethren  Church  will 
face  them  earnestly,  each  with  a  prayer  and  an 
earnest  desire  to  see  the  general  welfare  and  work 
of  the  church  advanced  by  voting  proper  legisla- 
tion, as  the  Moderator  says,  "This  Year." 

At  this  writing,  we  are  not  able  to  tell  what 
action  Conference  will  take.  It  is  a  self-evident 
truth  that  we  cannot  long  continue  as  we  have 
been.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  next  week,  when  we 
report  more  fully  on  General  Conference  that  we 
shall  be  able  to  present  to  the  church  some  defi- 
nite results  of  Conference's  forward  looking  ac- 
tion in  line  with  our  brother's  analysis  of  the 
present  need  of  the  Brethren  Church. 

"ABOUNDING  IN  HOPE,"  we  believe,  is  God's 
answer  to  our  prayers,  through  His  servant,  our 
worthy  Moderator,  for  us,  that  we,  having  our 
eyes  opened,  and  our  consciences  challenged, 
might  be  led  out  of  the  wilderness  of  confusion, 
uncertainty  and  stalematedness,  into  an  avenue 
of  Christian  service  of  which  the  prophet  spake, 
"Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  straight 
in  the  desert  a  highway  for  our  God  .  .  .  And  the 
glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  revealed  ,  .  .  for  the 
mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it."  (Isaiah  40:3).

WITH  PRAYER  and  THANKS- 
GIVING we  Greet  You  in  the 
Precious  Name  of  Jesus,  who  in  His 
gi'eat  Mercies  and  Eternal  Love  has 
permitted  us  to  assemble  in  this  the 
67th  General  Conference  of  the 
Brethren  Church  here  at  Beautiful 
Ashland  College  Memorial  Chapel, 
August  15-21,  1955;  for  which  we 
Praise  His  Holy  Name.  We  Pray  that 
His  Name  shall  be  exalted,  and  His 
Cross  lifted  Up,  and  the  borders  of 
His  Kingdom  be  enlarged  as  the  re- 
sults of  this  Conference. 

"There  is  a  Name  above  every 
name — a  Name  which  is  reconstruct- 
ing our  disordered  planet,  re-creating 
our  fallen  and  ruined  humanity,  and 
which  stands  everywhere  for  the 
sweetest  charities  of  earth,  the  syno- 
nym of  the  highest  civilization;  a 
Name  which  carries  healing  to  the 
wounded,  rest  to  the  weary,  pardon  to 
the  guilty,  and  salvation  to  the  lost; 
a  Name  which  makes  the  dark  gate 
way  of  the  tomb  the  portal  to  a  tem- 
ple resplendent  with  the  glory  of 
celestial  light,  where  the  music  of 
golden  harps  by  angels'  fingers 
touched  is  ineffable  and  eternal." 

We  feel  as  we  know  you  must  the 
tremendous  times  in  which  we  are 
living;  We  are  well  aware  of  the  New 


Life,  and  Hope  which  has  been  evi- 
dent within  our  beloved  Church  since 
the  beginning  of  the  Brethren  Youth 
Movement,  and  the  Dedication  of  the 
Memorial  Chapel.  Thus  we  are  all  the 
more  aware  of  the  need  of  the  God  of 
All  Hope,  and  Peace,  and  Joy,  that 
through  the  Holy  Spirit  we  may 
Abound  in  Hope,  and  the  needed  lead- 
ership and  direction  for  our  Church. 
At  the  same  time  we  are  also  aware 
of  our  Democratic  Procedures  in  our 
Congregational  Government  and  seem- 
ingly the  necessity  for  slow  move- 
ment in  making  our  advance  upon  the 
foe. 

It  would  seem  in  this  Laodicean 
Age  of  Apostasy  and  Unbelief,  Mate- 
rialism and  Humanism,  in  such  a  day 
as  this  when  the  very  Foundation  of 
the  Church  is  being  questioned  and 
doubted,  when  denials  of  the  Funda- 
mentals of  the  Faith  are  made  on 
every  hand,  when  the  excelling  of  the 
Organization  is  placed  paramount  to 
the  Organism  (Life  Itself),  and  IT 
almost  gone,  and  in  many  quarters 
forgotten  and  in  others  It  is  not  rec- 
ognized because  our  Children  now 
grown  and  growing  up,  have  seen 
such  a  weak  demonstration  of  the 
Power  of  the  Gospel  that  they 
wouldn't  recognize  the  real  thing  if 
they  saw  it.  We  (churches  and  indi- 
viduals) salve  our  consciences  by  say- 
ing, "The  times  have  changed,"  and 
they  have— BUT  NOT  THE  LORD 
JESUS  CHRIST,  and  His  Gospel  of 
Salvation  and  His  Teachings  on  the 
true  way  of  life  with  fulness  of  joy. 


They  remain  the  same  even  unto  thff 
end. 

Yes,  the  scenes  have  changed  ancj 
new  faces  appear,  but  the  Christ  ol\ 
Calvary,  the  Babe  of  Bethlehem  iij 
still  the  same  Yesterday,  Today  and 
Forever!  Thus  it  would  seem  to  me 
that  the  Message  of  Acts  20:27,  "Foij 
I  have  not  shunned  to  declare  untcj 
you  all  the  counsel  of  God,"  needs] 
to  be  developed  anew!  There  is  peril, 
extreme  danger  to  immortal  souls, 
IN  HIDING  or  WATERING  GOD'S 
TRUTH! 

The  Gospel  is  a  Declaration.  "1 
shunned  not  to  declare  unto  you." 
Fear  would  have  made  it  a  com-i 
promise.  Paganism,  legalism,  and  nat- 
uralism are  always  waiting  to  adul- 
terate the  true  word  of  God.  Paul  fell 
heir  to  this  Divine  Call,  intensely 
conscious  of  the  urgency,  the  suffi- 
ciency and  the  efficiency  of  his  mes- 
sage. He  gives  it  a  name  adequate 
to  its  origin— "THE  WHOLE  COUN- 
SEL OF  GOD."  "I  am  not  ashamed 
of  the   Gospel  of  Christ,"  he  said. 

WE  HAVE  SOMETHING  TO  DE- 
CLARE, let  men  despise  it  as  they 
may.  The  Gospel  is  Power.  Doubt 
would  have  reduced  it  to  a  mere 
apologetic.  Thus,  we  certainly  need 
the  best  minds  to  clarify  the  truth 
in  the  light  of  new  knowledge,  gen- 
eration after  generation. 

But  the  Church  IS  the  strongest 
when  she  declares  her  message  and 
does  not  stand  arguing  about  it.  Paul 
Declares,  "Our  Gospel  came  not  unto 
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ou  in  Word  Only,  but  also  in  I'ower, 
,nd  IN  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT,  and  in 
auch  assurance." 

The  Brethren  Ministry  needs  to  de- 
lare  the  Whole  counsel  of  God.  This  ■ 
iospel  is  the  story  of  God's  presence 
In  the  world  in  the  person  of  His 
3on  Jesus,  of  His  plan  in  saving  man- 
and  through  the  atoning  death  on 
]alvary,  and  His  Power  in  the  lives 
)f  all  who  believe  in  Him  through 
he  indwelling  presence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  It  covers  the  whole  nature  of 
nan,  and  Paul  sums  up  man's  inevi- 
lable  response  in  two  phrases,  "Re- 
pentance toward  God"  and  "Faith  in 
)ur  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

The  Whole  Gospel  is  still  sufficient 
;o  teach  man  how  to  live  and  how  to 
lie,  and  all  other  things  without  this 
3ospel  are  only  a  thin  veneer  hiding 
nan's  real  need  and  doing  nothing  to 
^ure  it.  Several  years  ago  in  Indian- 
ipolis  at  a  Pastor's  Convention,  we 
vere  told,  "Community  life  as  it  is  now 
s  diseased."  It  needs  a  vision  of  God. 
iVe  commonly  call  this  Secularism, 
—the  conduct  of  organized  life,  leav- 
ng  God  out.  We  were  told  that  in 
Europe  this  diseased  community  life 
ivas  general  and  began  before  the 
ivar,  when  they  began  to  cut  loose 
from  God.  (A  cut-flower  Christian- 
ity). A  great  window  display  and  no 
3ne  sees  what  is  in  the  back,  we  hope. 

A  present  Church  Leader  recently 
said,  "The  total  program  of  the  pres- 
ent church  is  better  than  it  has  ever 
Deen  in  all  history,  but  our  Churches 
lave  "Heart  Disease."  Christ  is  not 
nade  the  center  and  heart  of  our 
3hurch.  Christ  must  be  the  heart  of 
:he  Church  to  function  in  a  tragic 
world."  The  Church  of  today  does  not 
set  the  standards  of  the  world  as  it 
ance  did,  they  are  set  by  those  look- 
ing for  an  easy  way  out.  In  channel- 
ing God's  Mercy  through  the  Church, 
the  redemption  of  Christ  will  be  ac- 
complished. People  say  the  Church  is 
Lhe  salvation  of  the  American  way, 
but  this  will  only  be  so  long  as  the 
Ohurch  makes  Christ  its  center,  re- 
claiming human  lives.  Unless  Christ 
is  the  heart  of  the  Church,  it  is  not 
His  Church. 

Our  job  is  not  to  save  America,  our 
job  is  to  save  human  lives  through 
lesus  Christ.  Brethren,  we  must  be 
Preaching  a  Christ  that  makes  men 
holy  and  not  merely  hesitant.  There 
are  many  in  the  world  today  who  pre- 
fer  a   full    stomach   to   a   free    spirit.

so  Communism  multiplies  its  adher- 
ents in  the  world,  as  men  uninflu- 
enced by  the  Gospel  of  Christ  give 
their  souls  over  to  this  material- 
istic philosophy.  But  what  we  should 
remember  is  that  the  pi'esent  struggle 
is  not  merely  between  political  phi- 
losophies. This  is  a  conflict  between 
spiritual  forces,  and  has  been  from 
the  Beginning. 

Satan,  destroyer  of  freedom  and 
master  of  slaves,  is  the  real  foe.  He 
can  only  be  conquered  with  the  power 
of  Christ,  who  makes  men  fi'ee  indeed. 
This  makes  our  national  status  so  pre- 
carious. For  we  whose  foundations 
rest  in  the  Christian  faith  are  now 
trying  to  keep  our  freedom  and  are 
abandoning  its  foundations. 

We  thank  God  for  President  Eisen- 
hower who  places  an  example  of 
Trust  In  God  by  his  deeds.  But  a  na- 
tion that  does  not  continue  with  God 
and  acknowledge  Him  as  Author  of 
Liberty  has  cut  itself  off  from  its 
source.  Then,  for  a  time,  it  may  reap 
some  benefits,  but  the  passing  of  time 
will  see  its  downfall.  Thus,  Brethren, 
let  us  not  shun  to  "Declare  the  Whole 
Gospel,  the  Whole  Counsel  of  God." 
The  Gospel  is  still  our  Hope.  Let  us 
consider  our  peculiar  emphasis,  so 
called.  "Why  call  ye  me.  Lord,  Lord, 
and  do  not  the  things  which  I  say?" 
Luke   6:46. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  our 
church  was  born,  after  much  study 
and  prayer,  over  an  Open  Bible.  The 


"IT  IS  WRITTEN"  is  still  as  strong 
today  as  in  days  gone  by.  The  Open 
Bible  is  still  our  GUIDE.  The  Same 
Trinity  is  in  operation  today.  God 
still  requires  OBEDIENCE  to  His 
Commands,  and  I'm  sure  He  desires 
a  Loving,  Cheerful  Obedience. 

Correctly  speaking.  We,  Brethren, 
have  no  peculiar  emphasis.  Why?  Be- 
cause our  following  of  God's  com- 
mands and  Obedience  to  them  cannot 
be  construed  as  peculiar  when  it  is 
God's  Commands  that  we  are  follow- 
ing. If  it  is  peculiar  in  these  latter 
days  to  believe  and  follow  a  Full  Gos- 
pel, then,  I  guess,  we  are  Peculiar. 
We  should  today  be  calling  Christen- 
dom's attention  to  the  "Inspired  Book, 
The  BIBLE,  the  WHOLE  BIBLE,  and 
nothing  but  the  BIBLE,"  rather  than 
saying,  "Look,  we  are  a  peculiar  peo- 
ple." 

Because  we  have  called  attention 
to  "Our  Peculiar  Emphasis,"  some 
groups  feel  that  we  as  a  Church, 
Brethren,  have  originated  and  put  into 
practice  the  Doctrine  of  "Foot-Wash- 
ing." Whereas,  I  feel  that  we  should 
be  Preaching  the  Full  Gospel,  and 
thus  pointing  out  to  our  misinformed 
or  uninformed  friends  that  we  are 
clearly  carrying  out  the  Commands 
of  our  Lord  and  Savior,  with  infer- 
ence that  they  should  be  doing  the 
same.  I  feel  that  we  have  been  mak- 
ing a  defense  of  our  Emphasis  rather 
than  a  Positive  Preaching  of  the  Full 
Gospel  and  Practicing  God's  Holy 
Word.  Brethren,  the  time  has  come 
for  us  to  take  the  Offensive,  and  to 
move   out  from  the   shore! 

Recently  we  traveled  to  Florida, 
and  have  found  a  decided  revival  of 
Preaching  of  the  Full  Gospel,  espe- 
cially in  the  deep  south. 

The  Brethren  Church  is  a  Full  Gos- 
pel Church,  some  of  the  Beloved 
Brethren  of  days  gone  by  have  called 
us  Apostolic,  we  have  something  pre- 
cious to  give  out  to  a  sick  and  dy- 
ing world.  We  were  not  commissioned 
to  preach  excuses,  or  reasons,  or  de- 
nials, but  the  Full  Gospel  as  it  was 
delivered  to  us  from  God  Himself. 

People  are  hungering  and  thirsting 
today  for  a  Full  Gospel.  They  want 
to  see  Jesus  Christ,  the  Lovely  Son 
of   God.    Shall   we   not   Present   Him? 

If  you  as  a  Brethren  Minister  have 
been  preaching  the  Full  Gospel,  you 
will  have  brought  messages  concern- 
ing, NON-CONFORMITY  and  NON- 
SWEARING,      ANOINTING      WITH 
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OIL  FOR  HEALING,  LAYING  ON 
OF  HANDS,  FOOT-WASHING, 
TRINE  IMMERSION  BAPTISM,  and 
other  basic  doctrines  of  The  Word. 

The  aforementioned,  I  believe,  are 
probably  what  we  could  term  "OUR 
PECULIAR  EMPHASIS,"  because 
many  of  the  Protestant  Churches  no 
longer  consider  them  an  essential  part 
of  Salvation. 

Brethren  and  Laymen,  Take  heed 
unto  yourselves.  He  that  is  careless 
about  his  own  salvation  will  never  be 
careful  about  the  Souls  of  others.  The 
true  servant  has  most  tender  care  for 
the  Church  of  God.  Our  minds  should 
be  full  of  anxious  thought  for  the  fu- 
ture of  the  Church  which  we  love,  and 
ought  to  love  doubly  because  Christ 
loved  it  so  much  that  He  died  for 
Her. 

Certainly  as  we  look  at  our  Church 
and  its  related  agencies  today,  we 
are  filled  with  joy  and  hope.  "Now 
the  God  of  hope  fill  you  with  all  joy 
and  peace  in  believing,  that  ye  may 
abound  in  hope,  through  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit."  In  the  day  of 
their  despair  and  sorrow,  the  Holy 
Spirit  was  given  to  reveal  to  the  Dis- 
ciples of  Christ  a  "God  of  Hope." 
Men's  dejection  and  despair  arise 
from  their  want  of  faith  in  God.  And 
nothing  but  a  sound  and  rational  be- 
lief in  God  can  bring  them  to  a  better 
mind.  What  so  fitted  to  inspire  with 
cheerfulness  as  the  conviction  that  a 
God  of  righteousness  and  of  grace 
lives  and  reigns,  who  takes  the  deep- 
est interest  in  men  and  provides  for 
their  true  well-being? 

The  counsel  of  the  ancient  psalmist 
was  sound  as  well  as  pious:  "HOPE 
THOU  IN  GOD."  Fix  your  hopes,  as 
many  do,  upon  human  beings,  upon 
human  institutions,  upon  human 
plans,  and  their  failures  will  involve 
you  in  cruel  disappointment.  But  if 
for  us  the  Lord  liveth  and  reigneth, 
if  He  be  the  God  of  man,  the  God  of 
Salvation,    as    the    Brethren    believe; 


then  there  is  a  sound  basis  for  our 
hopes — a  basis  which  no  power  on 
earth,  and  no  power  from  hell,  can 
overturn  or  even  shake. 

WHAT  IS  THE  HOPE  OF  THE 
BRETHREN  CHURCH  upon  this  ba- 
sis ?  Personally,  I  have  a  hope  that 
each  of  the  Brethren  Agencies  shall 
continue  to  grow  and  give  unto  the 
Brethren  people  a  channel  through 
which  they  may  be  properly  trained, 
through  which  they  may  get  the 
pi'inted  word  out  to  a  dying  world, 
through  which  they  will  be  able  to  go 
out  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  and 
preach  the  Full  Gospel  of  Salvation, 
through  which  her  aged  and  infirm 
may    be    cared    for. 

It  was  such  a  Hope  that  made  I.  D. 
Bowman  and  J.  Allen  Miller  reopen 
the  doors  of  Ashland  College;  It  was 
that  same  hope  which  our  beloved 
President  Clayton  displayed  when  he 
along  with  others  could  see  a  new 
Ashland  arise  out  of  the  ashes  of  Old 
Founders,  and  which  has  brought  di- 
rection and  insight  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Student  Union,  and  now 
of  Two  New  Dormitories,  and  that 
which  shall  bring  forth  a  New  Science 
Building. 

It  was  such  a  Hope  that  stirred  W. 
E.  Ronk  to  action  of  more  than  mere 
words,  and  which  took  the  form  of 
our  Present  Beautiful  Publishing 
House;  this  same  Hope  brought  New 
Presses,  An  Improved  Brethren  Lit- 
erature and  New  Adult  Quarterlies 
by  the  planning  of  our  present  Edi- 
tor, Brother  W.  S.  Benshoff. 

This  same  Hope  took  the  form  of  a 
Full  Time  Field  Secretary,  Dr.  Jo- 
seph Shultz,  whose  work  this  past 
year  speaks  loudly  for  itself,  under 
the  guidance  of  the  National  Sunday 
School  Association,  and  for  which  we 
bespeak  a  great  work  for  God  and 
His  Church. 

It  was  this  same  HOPE  which  gave 
New  Vision  to  Our  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Board,  and  sent  forth  the  Bylers 


and  Bischofs,  Miss  Liskey,  Janqi 
King,  and  others  who  will  be  answe]| 
ing  the  call  of  the  Lord  on  the  Fo]| 
eign   Mission   Field.  j 

It  was   this   same   Hope  which  er 
abled  Home  Mission  Boards,  Gener£ 
and    District    Boards,    to     build    neA  i 
Churches,  and  which  shall  build  man  i 
more  to  His  Glory. 

It  was  this  Hope  which  gave  us 
Greater  Home  for  the  Aged  and  In 
firm  at  Flora,  Indiana. 

I  could  not  omit  the  HOPE  whicl 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Societj 
showed  through  their  Leader,  Mrsi 
U.  J.  Shively,  and  now  Mrs.  Russell 
Rodkey,  and  all  those  whose  firm 
Hope  and  Hard  Work  gave  to  us  this 
beautiful  Memorial  ChaiJel.  This  kincf 
of  Hope  maketh  not  ashamed.  Maj 
God  give  the  grace  to  each  to  carry 
on.

The  day  of  march  has  come,  it  is 
upon  us  and  we  must  march  or  be 
lost.  The  Preacher  and  Laymen  mustj 
preach  the  Changeless  Word  to  aj 
changing  world.  Men  may  kneel  in  re-| 
pentance,  supplication  and  praise,  butj 
they  must  stand  upon  their  feet  tot 
march.  Our  slogan  must  be  "Follow| 
Me,"  and  if  one  is  to  be  heard,  the 
Gospel  must  be  made  relevant  to  the 
problems  of  the  Age. 

Christiantity  has  been  preached  asi 
Faith,  but  Christians  have  too  sel- 
dom insisted  that  there  must  be  a 
Christian  purpose  as  well  as  a  Chris- 
tian faith  and  that  the  purpose  must 
be  accompanied  by  the  techniques  by 
which  it  can  be  realized.  We  need 
something  concrete.  It  isn't  much  of 
an  ideal  if  it  doesn't  demand  action. 
The  Faith  of  our  Fathers  was  sub- 
jected to  dungeon,  fire  and  sword. 
Their  sons  must  needs  have  cushions 
in   their   pews.    But  their  son's   sons,

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who  have  established  beachheads  un- 
der enemy  fire,  who  have  parachuted 
to  earth  and  seized  the  power  plants 
of  the  foe,  who  have  struggled  through 
mine  fields  and  fought  hand  to  hand 
with  their  adversaries,  are  not  likely 
to  respond  to  the  preaching  of  a  faith 
that  does  not  demand  works  or  action. 

There  is  a  need  for  Unity  of  Pro- 
gram throughout  the  entire  Church. 
We  must  have  unity  in  order  to  ad- 
vance. Our  Present  Boards  need  to  be 
united  in  Purpose  and  Goal  under  one 
Standard  and  Rallying  Cry, — instead 
of  each  Board  blowing  its  own  horn 
and  ignoring  the  needs  of  the  other, 
and  each  striving  to  gather  a  follow- 
ing for  its  board  and  its  special  work. 
Are  we  not  a  whole  ?  Is  not  each 
board  seeking  to  enlarge  the  borders 
of  Christ's  Kingdom  ?  Christ  died  for 
the  whole  man,  the  whole  world,  not 
just  a  part  of  it. 

Ephesians  6:24  reads,  "Grace  be 
with  ALL  THEM  THAT  LOVE  OUR 
LORD  JESUS  CHRIST  in  sincerity 
(incorruptibility)."  This  is  a  benedic- 
tion. It  differs  from  all  others  in  that 
all  others  say,  "GRACE  BE  UNTO 
YOU  ..."  Here  and  here  only  we 
read,  "Grace  BE  WITH  ALL  THEM 
..."  This  is  a  rebuke  to  the  nar- 
rowness of  Christians  who  care  only 
for  the  prosperity  of  their  own  com- 
munity, of  their  own  church,  and  their 
friends;  and  dare  I  say,  of  their  own 
particular  board  ?  This  narrowness 
regards  the  prosperity  of  neighboring 
congregations  and  boards  with  the 
jealousy  of  a  tradesman  for  a  rival 
shopkeeper.  How  miserably  low,  nar- 
row, worldly  and  un-Christ-like  is  the 
competitive   Christianity   of   our   day! 

What  is  the  requisite  in  all  people 
who  are  to  be  regarded  as  True 
Christians  ?  The  first  essential  is 
PERSONAL  ATTACHMENT  to 
Christ.  Our  assent  to  a  Creed,  read- 
ing it  (the  New  Testament)  every 
day,  diligent  performance  of  devotion- 
al exercises,  and  connection  of  a 
Church  Fellowship  count  just  for 
nothing  if  we  are  not  in  living  rela- 
tion to  Christ.  What  think  ye  of  Je- 
sus ?  How  does  your  soul's  affection 
regard  Him  ?  These  are  the  primary 
questions. 


This  attachment  is  to  be  one  of 
Love.  A  cold  devotion  of  conscientious 
but  heartless  duty  will  not  suffice. 
Hapi^ily,  Christ  does  inspire  love  in 
His  disciples  by  His  wonderful  Love- 
ableness,  His  love  to  them,  His  great 
Sacrifice  of  Himself. 

This  Love  must  be  uncorrupted.  A 
corrupted  love  is  one  that  is  lowered 
by  selfish  thoughts.  If  we  only  love 
for  what  we  are  to  receive,  our  love 
is,  of  course,  worthless.  If,  therefore, 
we  only  turn  to  Christ  in  selfish  anx- 
iety to  be  delivered  from  trouble  and 
to  secure  certain  benefits,  if  this  be 
the  secret  of  our  apparent  devotion, 
the  thing  is  a  mockery.  (Brother 
Charles  Munson  recently  so  ably  put 
it,  "Living  Like  Satan.")  They  love  in 
uncorruptness  who  love  purely,  unre- 
servedly, simply. 

The  idea  also  implies  a  permanence 
of  devotion.  It  is  not  a  mere  passing 
emotion,  stirred,  perhaps  by  a  senti- 
mental hymn,  but  a  deep,  strong  af- 
fection that  outlasts  time  and  per- 
sists through  all  our  varying  moods, 
and  shows  itself  in  ACTION,  and 
when  occasion  requires,  in  sacrifice. 
The  word  used  by  Paul  in  Eph.  6:24 
is  peculiar,  "Love  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  in  sincerity."  The  word  de- 
notes, especially  in  Paul's  usage, 
WHAT  IS  UNFADING  and  PERMA- 
NENT. The  love  that  marks  genuine 
Christians  is  not  a  passing  gleam! 
Not  like  the  morning  cloud  or  the 
early   dew!    But   an   abiding   emotion. 

Nowhere  can  we  find  a  more  vivid 
idea  of  what  Paul  is  talking  about, 
this  uncorruptible  love,  than  in  the 
8th  chapter  of  Romans,  verses  38-39, 
"For  I  am  persuaded,  that  neither 
death,  nor  life,  nor  angels,  nor  prin- 
cipalities, nor  powei'S,  nor  things 
present,  nor  things  to  come,  nor 
height,  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  crea- 
ture, shall  be  able  to  separate  us 
from  the  love  of  God,  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord."  Thus,  Breth- 
ren, If  we  love  Christ,  we  have  a 
grace  of  the  Spirit,  and  we  shall  value 
His  Gospel,  His  Word,  His  Cause,  His 
People,  and  we  shall  delight  in  all 
who  Love  Him  Truly. 

THE  LOVE  MUST  BE  SINCERE, 
free  from  those  elements  of  decay 
or  change,  that  would  work  its  de- 
struction. It  must  be  without  hypoc- 
risy, not  in  word  only,  but  in  deed 
and  in  truth.  The  apostle  wishes 
grace  to  all  such  lovers  of  Christ,  so 
that  they  might  have  fresh  discovei'- 
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ies  of  His  Love,  a  fuller  enjoymerj 
of  His  person  and  a  larger  suppl 
of  all  spiritual  gifts. 

They  say  that  there  is  nothing  nei 
under  the  sun.  I  propose  nothing  new 
We  can  Shout  and  Talk  all  we  wanij 
but  unless  we  actually  become  "Doerl 
of  The  Word,"  we  are  going  to  g 
backwards.  Why  not  trust  God  ?  Wh 
not  take  Him  at  His  Word?  Wi 
have  talked  enough.  We  now  need  aci 
tion!' 

In  1945  The  Brethren  Church  hai 
presented  by  the  Moderator,  Rev.  N 
V.  Leatherman,  a  Program  of  "NE¥ 
LIFE"  and  advance,  second  to  none 
Your  present  Moderator  read  an( 
studied  Moderators'  Addresses,  an( 
the  consequent  Action  or  Inaction  o: 
Conference,  for  the  past  10  years 
What  did  he  find  ?  Let  us  reviev 
quickly    and    draw    some    conclusionsi 

The  1945  Conference  adopted  in  To- 
tal the  Recommendation  of  Brothei 
Leatherman.  It  will  be  of  interest  t( 
pay  close  attention  to  see  what  Con- 
ference did  following  the  Adoption. 

In  1946  Moderator  E.  M.  Riddle 
gave  a  splendid  presentation,  but  nol 
one  word  mentioned  by  Conference 
concerning  the  Program  it  Adoptee 
in  1945!  We  note  a  New  Life  and 
New  Stirring  brought  by  the  presence 
of  Hundreds  of  Brethren  Youth  or 
the  Conference  Grounds. 

In  1947  Moderator  L.  E.  Lindower 
received  good  press  notices,  the  Com-i 
mittee  on  Moderator's  Address  made 
a  nice  report  but  no  action  by  Con-j 
ference.  No  mention  of  the  Adopted 
Program  of  1945. 

In  1948  Moderator  S.  M.  Whetstone 
brought  his  usual  fine  Message.  Con- 
ference Adopted  nothing.  Of  interest 
is  one  of  Brother  Whetstone's  state- 
ments. "The  Value  of  this  Conference 
will  be  measured  by  what  we  really 
do  next  week  and  the  weeks  follow- 
ing." Also  of  Interest  is  one  of  the 
Resolutions  brought  by  that  Commit- 
tee; "Be  it  resolved  that  we  rally 
whole-heartedly  to  the  challenge  be- 
ing given  us  in  the  Brethren  Youth 
Program  of  our  Denomination  by  en- 
couraging our  young  people,  individ- 
ually and  as  a  group,  in  every  wor- 
thy endeavor." 

In  1949  Moderator  Glenn  Clayton, 
President  of  Ashland  College,  pre- 
sented a  constructive  program  for  our 
thinking    and    consideration.    I    would 
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3te  one  statement:  "There  is  no  ex- 
ise  for  the  lack  of  Organization  fre- 
aently  apparent  in  our  congrega- 
ons,  nor  for  the  failure  to  coordinate 
ur  National  Work."  We  note  the 
oals  Committee  presented  a  Great 
rogram  for  the  Church  and  Every 
:oard,  8  in  all.  They  were  referred  to 
special  Committee  to  report  next 
ear;  our  usual  procedure.  But  one  bit 
f  light  seen;  They  were  to  be  printed 
nd  presented  to  Conference  next 
ear,  but  it  failed  for  lack  of  a  Sec- 
nd.  A  substitute  motion  prevailed 
0  refer  to  a  Special  Committee  to 
le  selected  by  Moderator  and  Execu- 
ive  Committee,  report  Next  Year. 

In  1950  Moderator  W.  E.  Eonk 
)rought  a  splendid  review  of  the 
Brethren  Faith,  Doctrine  and  Church 
jovernment.  Note  his  first  suggested 
•ecommendation:  I.  "I  recommend 
:hat  in  place  of  adding  to  our  machin- 
ery of  government,  that  we  perfect 
ind  use  that  which  we  already  pos- 
sess." Of  Interest  is  the  Eeport  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  Goals  Commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  1949  Conference. 
A.11  eight  (8)  Goals  ai'e  referred  to 
other  Committees  for  study  and  re- 
port NEXT  YEAR!  Note  also  during 
Business  Session,  "Additional  goals 
recommendations  were  presented  by 
J.  E.  Berkshire,  a  member  of  the 
goals  committee.  A  motion  was  made 
and  seconded  that  the  Conference 
adopt  and  promote  the  operation 
thereof.  A  motion  to  table  this  mo- 
tion was  sustained."  Of  more  encour- 
aging note  was  apparent  forward 
looking  program  of  Brethren  Youth. 

In  1951  Moderator  E.  J.  Beekley 
brought  a  fine  address  on  "OUR 
TASK"  and  concluded  that  OUR 
TASK  IS  TO  GO  FORWARD!  A 
question  of  Brother  Beekley's  is  of 
note:  "Why  is  it  that  some  annually 
elected  committees  are  so  annually 
inactive?"  We  must  note  that  the 
Recommendation  of  the  1949  Goals 
Committee  was  adopted,  "Ministerial 
Pension  and  Annuity  Plan."  Please 
note  that  the  resolutions  Committee 
brought  a  resolution,  "That  we  set 
our  goal  for  the  75th  Anniversary 
in  1957  an  Increase  of  Ten  Thousand 
(10,000)  over  the  Membership  of 
1951"  (18,529).  This  was  very  com- 
mendable, but  seemingly  an  isolated 
enthusiasm.  The  Resolution  was 
ADOPTED  BY  CONFERENCE,  and 
thus  became  a  part  of  Conference, 
and  of  the  Brethren  Church.  BUT 
WHAT  HAPPENED  TO  IT?  No  one. 


no  committee,  no  Board,  to  take  ac- 
tion, to  Plan,  to  Push,  and  Achieve 
such  a  worthy  goal. 

NOTE:  A  BOARD  OF  ADMINIS- 
TRATION was  recommended  by  the 
Goal's  Committee  in  1949  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Spiritual  State 
of  the  Churches  in  1950.  Brethren, 
such  a  BOARD  OF  ADMINISTRA- 
TION, or  the  one  ADOPTED  by  Gen- 
eral Conference  in  1945  from  Mod- 
erator N.  V.  Leatherman's  Address — 
Item  4  "For  the  harmonious  function- 
ing of  all  the  major  church  boards 
and  auxiliaries,  those  desiring  repre- 
sentation thereon  be  authorized  to 
choose  their  member  for  the  Council 
mbject  to  approval  of  General  Con- 
erence.  We  suggest  that  a  member 
le  chosen  from  each  board  and  auxil- 
iry  organization,  to  form  a  Council 
w^hose  duty  it  shall  be  to  promote 
united  cooperative  work  on  the  part 
of  all  Boards,  the  said  council  or 
Committee  to  become  a  standing  com- 
mittee of  Conference.  This  committee 
to  be  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  studying  and  initiating  a  forward 
looking  program."  (Brethren  Annual 
—1945,  P.  21,  also  item  5,  P.  12.) 

Either  one  of  these  could  have 
taken  care  of  this  matter  and  many 
others  just  as  worthy.  But  they  die 
in  Committee  or  never  are  brought 
to  a  committee,  and  the  Church  slow- 
ly dies  with  this  inaction.

FA.GE  NINE 

In  1952  Moderator  W.  Clayton 
Berkshire  brought  a  stirring  report 
to  Conference  on  Needed  Unity,  and 
Stewardship.  Let  us  note  several 
statements:  "For  the  last  few  years 
our  leaders  have  been  telling  us  that 
we  are  at  the  cross-roads."  And  at 
the  Dedication  of  Memorial  Chapel, 
Brother  Myron  Kem,  in  accepting  the 
Key  from  Mrs.  U.  J.  Shively,  said, 
"The  Chapel  is  the  Key  to  a  Bigger 
and  Better  Brethren  Church."  Broth- 
er Kem  may  be  more  of  a  Prophet 
than  he  ever  realized. 

Of  special  note  is  the  action  of 
Conference  "A  Motion  was  passed 
that  the  Conference  Executive  Com- 
mittee list  the  specific  recommenda- 
tions in  the  Moderator's  Address  to 
conference  FIRST  on  the  Business 
Agenda  for  consideration  by  confer- 
ence in  the  FIRST  business  session 
following  the  address,  hereafter."  If 
the  Moderator  were  a  Member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  if  he  wei'e 
elected  at  a  later  time  in  the  week, 
and  then  were  able  to  administrate 
the  Program,  then  the  proposed  Board 
of  Administration  or  "The  Standing 
Committee  of  Conference"  could  study 
the  Moderator's  Address  and  any 
other  Recommendations,  or  Resolu- 
tions and  the  specific  needs  of  the 
total  program  of  the  Church  which 
are  before  us  or  may  arise  during 
the  Conference  year,  and  could  pre- 
sent to  Conference  Recommendations 
and  workable  programs  to  be  ac- 
cepted or  rejected  by  Conference. 
Then  we  would  not  need  to  stop  at 
the  Cross-Roads;  God  has  given  the 
green-light  and  its  straight  ahead  to 
His  Glory! 

In  1953  Moderator  Percy  C.  Miller 
suggested  that  we  reach  a  New  Spirit 
in  our  Church  by  Prayer  and  Bible 
Study,  by  a  new  interest  in  Missions, 
in  Boys  and  Girls  and  Men  and 
Women.  He  said,  "We  do  not  need  a 
New  Gospel,  but  we  need  the  Gospel 
anew!"  The  Motion  passed  by  the 
1952  Conference  "that  the  Executive 
Committee  list  the  Specific  Recom- 
mendations in  the  Moderator's  ad- 
dress to  Conference,  first  on  the  Bus- 
iness Agenda  for  consideration  by 
Conference  in  the  First  Business  Ses- 
sion following  the  Address  hereafter," 
was  disregarded  or  forgotten.  Had  we 
had  a  standing  committee  of  Confer- 
ence or  a  Board  of  Administration 
this   could   not  have   been   overlooked. 

Does  Conference  really  expect  it's 
Executive    Committee,    which     meets 
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between  times  of  special  Board  Meet- 
ings and  Regular  Conference  Ses- 
sions, usually  between  the  hours  of 
10:00  to  2:30  at  night,  to  fully  and 
adequately  care  for  our  Conference 
program  ?  The  Moderator  was  a  mem- 
ber of  this  illustrious  Committee  and 
acted  as  its  executive  secretary.  I 
know  how  much  isn't  done.  It's  a  won- 
der to  me  that  we  ever  have  a  pro- 
gram for  General  Conference.  The 
Committee  is  good,  the  personnel  is 
good,  but  why  should  they  be  asked 
to  formulate  something  so  important 
as  the  General  Conference  Program 
in  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning, 
when  we  should  be  resting,  so  we  can 
adequately  care  for  the  Business  of 
Conference  ? 

Could  not  this  Executive  Commit- 
tee meet  following  Conference,  or  an 
appointed  time  later,  after  they  have 
the  Total  Action  of  Conference  in  a 
concise  form  before  them,  and  plan 
and  formulate  according  to  the  de- 
sires and  action  of  Conference.  Do 
they   not   serve    Conference  ? 

In  1954  Moderator  Virgil  E. 
Meyer's  Address  was  read  by  Brother 
Percy  C.  Miller.  The  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Moderator's  Address 
follows,  and  is  typical  of  all:  "Your 
committee  carefully  studied  the  Mod- 
erator's address  of  the  Rev.  Virgil  E. 
Meyer  and  makes  the  following  re- 
port: (1)  We  commend  the  Modera- 
tor for  his  thoughtful  and  thought 
provoking  address.  (2)  We  recom- 
mend that  the  Moderator's  address 
be  thoughtfully  studied  by  both  min- 
istery  and  laity  since  it  contains  a 
challenging  appeal  for  FAITHFUL- 
NESS to  the  authority  of  the  Word 
of  God,  and  to  our  Brethren  heritage, 
and  to  the  proclamation  of  the  mes- 
sage peculiar  to  Brethren  faith  and 
practice.  (3)  We  urge  that  this  re- 
port be  printed  in  the  next  regular 
issue  of  THE  BRETHREN  EVAN- 
GELIST. Respectfully  submitted. 
Committee  on  Moderator's  Address." 

Of  particular  interest  and  bearing 
on  that  which  I  am  attempting  to 
bring  out  in  this  address  is  the  action 
of  Conference  at  this  time.  "Rev. 
Spencer  Gentle,  speaking  for  the  Na- 
tional Ministerial  Association,  asked 
Conference  to  make  a  committee  for 
revising  the  conference  manual  of 
procedure.  A  motion  to  this  effect, 
made  by  Milton  Robinson  and  sec- 
onded by  S.  E.  Christiansen,  was 
passed.    The    Committee    on    Commit- 


tees was  instructed  to  name  a  com- 
mittee for  the  manual  of  procedui'e 
revision." 

This  please  note:  It  was  in  1945 
that  Brother  N.  V.  Leatherman 
brought  this  very  recommendation  to 
Conference  and  it  was  Adopted  by 
Conference.  Why  then  are  we  finally 
getting  action  after  10  years?  Why 
could  this  not  have  been  cared  for 
8  or  9  years  ago  ? 

Why  does  Conference  and  its  com- 
mittees continually  disregard  its  own 
action  ?  Why  does  it  take  10  years  to 
finally  bring  to  Conference  such  an 
important  item  as  the  Revision  of  the 
Manual  of  Procedure  ?  while  literally 
hundreds  of  great  and  worthy  recom- 
mendations and  resolutions  and  goals 
are  totally  disregarded,  tabled,  or 
fail  for  the  lack  of  a  second,  or  are 
referred  to  a  committee  where  it  dies 
a  languishing  death! 

In  the  Moderator's  opinion  and  the 
expressed  opinions  of  our  leaders  as 
expressed  in  this  address,  we  lack 
Coordination  and  Unity  within  our 
organization.  In  1949  Moderator 
Glenn  Clayton,  President  of  Ashland 
College  said,  "There  is  no  excuse  for 
the  lack  of  organization  frequently 
apparent  in  our  congregations,  nor 
for  the  failure  to  coordinate  our  Na- 
tional Work." 

Because  we  feel  this  lack  and  do 
not  take  the  time  to  discover  what  it 
is,  we  habitually  refer  to  Committees, 
and  feel  by  NEXT  YEAR  we  will 
have  discovered  if  we  need  this  by 
carefully  discovering  the  need  or  lack 
of  the  need  by  our  own  study.  But 
because  of  the  many  pressing  duties 
we  fail  to  study,  and  so  the  Impor- 
tant legislation  dies.  This  need  not 
be  true,  Brethren.  The  need  has  been 
adequately  brought  out  by  this  pur- 
poseful review  of  the  past  9  years. 
Rather  than  a  Forward  Looking  Pro- 
gram as  the  result  of  Conference  we 
become  more  and  more  confused.  Why 
not  face  the  facts  as  they  have  been 
presented  ? 

Take  Action,  Now!  Not  the  pro- 
verbial "NEXT  YEAR!"  Brethren,  it's 
high  time  we  awaken  out  of  our 
sleep,  and  apparent  indifference.  Our 
Hope  is  in  Christ,  let  us  Advance 
with  Him!  What  Action  shall  we 
take  ?  We  can  make  a  start  Now.  All 
that  must  and  needs  be  done  could 
not  be  adequately  done  in  the  allotted 
time  in  the  1955  Conference,  BUT 
WE  CAN  BEGIN  NOW!

Lesson   for   August   28,   1955 

DELIVERANCE  AND   RETURN 

Lesson:    Isaiah    45:1-4,    13;    Ezra    1:1-7 

WITH  GOD  NO  MAN  is  too  far  gone  to  be  redeemed 
"He  is  able  also  to  save  them  to  the  uttermosi 
(fartherest  place)  that  come  unto  God  ..."  (Heb.  7:25) 
The  lesson  topic  is  entitled  "A  New  Start."  But  God  does 
more  than  give  a  man  a  new  "start" — He  gives  him  i 
new  "heart"  so  that  he  can  make  a  new  "start."  Speak- 
ing through  Isaiah  the  prophet,  God  urged  Israel  t( 
"Look  unto  Me,  and  be  ye  saved  ..."  (45:22).  This  was 
her  only  hope  for  full  deliverance  from  captivity  and  fina 
return  to  the   Promised  Land  of  Canaan. 

Remarkable  indeed  is  Isaiah's  prediction  of  Israel's 
release  from  captivity:  "Thus  saith  the  Lord  to  His 
anointed,  to  Cyrus,  whose  right  hand  I  have  holden,  t( 
subdue  nations  before  him  ...  I  have  raised  him  ( Cyrus  ^ 
up  in  righteousness,  and  I  will  direct  all  his  ways:  h( 
shall  build  My  city,  and  he  shall  let  go  My  captives  .  .  .  ' 
(Isaiah  45:1,  13). 

What  makes  this  prophecy  so  unusual  ?  It  was  uttere* 
almost  two  hundred  years  before  the  event  transpired 
and  Cyrus,  although  not  even  on  the  scene  of  history,  ii 
mentioned  by  name! 


UGUST  20,  1955 

To  God-believing  people  it  is  not  at  all  incredible  that 
)ly  men  of  God,  moved  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  could  write 
incerning  that  which  was  yet  in  the  future.  But  in  this 
ly  of  skepticism  we  need  to  be  reminded  again  of  the 
ipernatural  aspect  of  God's  Holy  Word  lest  we  fall  into 
le   same   state   of   unbelief  as   the   modernist. 

Throughout  this  lesson  there  is  brought  to  our  atten- 
on  the  sovereign  hand  of  God  moving  behind  the  scenes 
history  directing  the  affairs  of  mankind.  The  45th 
lapter  of  Isaiah  begins  with  the  words  "Thus  saith  the 
,ord."  In  the  first  four  verses  the  word  "I,"  referring 
5  God,  is  mentioned  eight  times;  and  the  expression 
I  will"  is  used  four  times.  Isaiah  wants  us  to  see  it  was 
?0D  who  worked  in  the  heart  of  Cyrus  the  King  of 
'ersia  so  that  he  released  the  Jews.  That  it  was  GOD 
iho  had  used  a  heathen  king  (Nebuchadnezzar)  to  carry 
way  the  Jews  into  captivity,  and  another  heathen  king 
Cyrus)  to  bring  deliverance  to  them.  In  order  to  perform 
iis  sovereign  will  God  uses  even  the  ungodly  to  do  His 
)idding.  Yea,  it  is  verily  so  that  even  "the  wrath  of  man 
ihall  praise  Tliee"   (Psalm  76:10). 

"Now  in  the  first  year  of  Cyrus  king  of  Persia,  that 
;he  word  of  the  Lord  by  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah  miglit 
36  fulfilled,  the  Lord  stirred  up  the  spirit  of  Cyrus  king 
)f  Persia,  that  he  made  a  proclamation  throughout  all 
his  kingdom  ..."  (Ezra  1:1).  The  Children  of  Israel 
were  taken  captive  in  606  B.  C.  The  first  year  of  Cyrus 
was  536  B.  C. — exactly  seventy  years  from  the  time  the 
captivity  began!  This  was  in  exact  accordance  with  the 
prophecy  of  Jeremiah  some  sixty  years  prior  to  the  event 
taking  place.  In  Jeremiah  25:11  we  read:  "And  these 
nations   shall   serve  the   king  of  Babylon   seventy  years." 

In  response  to  Cyrus'  edict  some  50,000  Jews  arose  to 
go  back  to  the  Promised  Land  of  Palestine  to  begin  the 
work  of  rebuilding  their  nation. 

How  gracious  God  had  been  to  the  Jews  of  that  day! 
Even  though  they  had  sinned  grievously  against  Him,  and 
had  disobeyed  His  commandments  again  and  again,  yet 
God  enabled  them  to  make  a  new  start  in  their  own  land. 

God  is  looking  for  men  and  women  who  are  willing  to 
make  a  new  start  with  Him.  He  wants  us,  in  spite  of 
the  failures  of  the  past,  to  start  anew  with  Him  to  walk 
the  way  of  righteousness.  It  is  not  too  late  to  start — if 
we  start  NOW!

YOUNG  HOMEMAKERS'  CAMP 

A  GOOD  THING  which  ought  to  "take"  across  the 
brotherhood  is  the  camp  for  young  homemakers.  It 
already  is  popular  with  young  married  couples  in  Indiana, 
Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  and  is  looked  forward  to  with 
much  anticipation  each  year.  In  fact,  couples  talk  about 
it  and  plan  for  it  from  one  camp  until  the  next.  Not  a 
large  number  attend  the  camp — especially  for  the  whole 
week — due  to  the  call  of  home  duties,  appointments,  jobs. 
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etc.,  but  there  is  a  large  number  that  express  the  desire 
to  attend. 

I  believe  that  the  Young  Homemaker's'  Camp  could 
be  a  means  of  giving  the  youth  work  of  the  Church  a 
"shot  in  the  arm,"  as  well  as  adding  spirit  and  enthusiasm 
to  many  other  departments  of  the  Church.  Certainly  the 
campers  are  full  of  spirit  after  a  week  of  fellowship  and 
fun  together.  The  idea  of  the  camp  as  to  purpose  has 
not  been  set  down  on  paper,  but  the  purpose  becomes 
clear  after  attending  once  or  twice — to  give  the  young 
married  couples  a  chance  to  renew  old  friendships  that 
were  formed  "you  know  wlien,"  and  to  weld  their  spirits 
and  unite  their  efforts  within  the  Church — to  help  them 
pull  together.  Those  who  have  children  can  either  rest 
from  or  with  them  at  the  camp.  It  is  not  desired,  however, 
that  the  camp  become  a  playground  for  children,  the  par- 
ents  simply  there  to  supervise  the  children. 

WHAT  THEY  DO   THERE 

CLASSES  are  in  the  form  of  INFORMAL  DISCUS- 
SIONS, led  by  someone  who  specializes  in  the  field  of 
the  discussions.  For  instance,  last  year  at  Shipshewana 
Dean  Flora  of  Ashland  Seminary,  and  Rev.  Willis  Ronk 
led  in  discussions  about  Brethren  Doctrines.  Not  all  dis- 
cussions necessarily  have  to  be  about  the  Brethren  Church, 
but  ultimately  they  will  come  back  to  the  modern  Breth- 
ren Church.  In  other  words,  the  material  will  be  of  prac- 
tical use,  or  practical  knowledge  for  the  modern  Breth- 
ren. Many  of  the  campers  will  be  local  Sunday  School 
teachers,  lay  workers,  or  someone  else  who  is  active  in 
the  local  church  program,  and  discussions  are  usually  de- 
signed to  help  those  indispensable  individuals.  Last  year 
more  questions  were  raised  than  could  be  discussed, 
which  is  a  good  thing.  This  is  the  reason  for  having  a 
discussion  leader  who  can  keep  the  subject  under  the 
light  most  of  the  time,  and  answer  the  questions  satis- 
factorily. 

Sports 

Games  help  to  get  the  camper  in  good  physical  condi- 
tion, which  in  turn  improves  his  disposition.  Outdoor 
games  consist  of  volleyball,  shuffleboard,  tennis,  badmin- 
ton, improvised  miniature  golf,  swimming,  etc.  Take  ad- 
vantage of  any  sports  equipment  available  for  the  likes 
of  everyone.  The  men  of  the  camp  for  the  past  two  years 
have .  formed  a  Softball  team  and  challenged  the  local 
town  (Shipshewana)  to  a  game — the  ladies  and  children 
were  the  spectators — and  everyone  enjoyed  the  fun  im- 
mensely. 

QUIET  TIMES  and  INDOOR  GAMES  were  enjoyed  by 
everyone  during  the  extra  hours  (evenings).  Games  such 
as  "Twenty  Questions,"  "Charades,"  and  other  guessing 
games  and  mental  twisters  kept  up  the  spirit  of  fellow- 
ship until  the  lights  were  turned  out. 

Things  to  Guard  Against 

This  camp  is  not  to  be  a  camp  for  baby  sitters.  Of 
course,  those  with  young  children  are  not  ruled  out — es- 
pecially those  who  have  a  part  in  directing  the  program, 
or  those  Avho  could  not  find  it  possible  to  attend  without 
their  children.  What  we  are  trying  to  say  is  that  the 
camp  is  to  help  the  campers  rest  and  profit  by  the  fel- 
lowship  with   others,   and   to    gain   from   the   discussions; 
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if  the  parent  is  too  busy  running  after  a  stray  child,  both 
the  parent  and  others  are  distracted  by  the  interruptions. 

Don't  let  the  camp  lapse  into  a  lazy,  lethargic  vaca- 
tion. The  camp  is  a  good  vacation,  but  any  vacation  is 
better  for  body  and  mind  if  the  individual  is  active,  rather 
than  just  lying  around  doing  nothing.  If  the  sports  are 
not  somewhat  organized  it  will  soon  degenerate  into  a 
group  of  dissatisfied  campers,  each  of  whom  wants  to  do 
something  different  from  that  of  the  rest  of  the  group. 
Organized  sports  keeps  the  spirit  of  the  camp  welded 
together  in  unity  and  Christian  fellowship,  which  has  its 
effect  on  the  camp  as  a  whole,  especially  the  discussion 
meetings. 

Keep  the  time  for  meetings,  etc.,  running  according  to 
schedule.  Violators  should  be  reminded  of  the  time  for 
meetings.  Have  a  secretary  keep  notes  on  the  discussions 
so  that  in  the  future  the  notes  can  be  referred  to. 

Give  your  leaders  of  the  morning  watch  and  vespers 
plenty  of  notice  so  that  they  can  arrange  for  interesting 
talks  and  fresh  ideas  to  interest  the  campers.  You  will 
be  surprised  how  much  effect  on  the  entire  day  a  good 
meditation  at  morning  watch  can  have.  The  same  is  true 
of  the  vespers  at  the  close  of  the  day. 

Take  the  Homemakers'  Camp  seriously  and  plan  for  a 
good  time  and  inspiration,  and  you  will  discover  that  it 
can  be  a  boon  to  any  district.  Try  it  in  your  district! 
Start   talking  it  up  now!

jpENERAL  CONFERENCE,  1955,  is  destined 
^^  to  go  down  in  history  as  the  Conference 
vvhen  the  Brethren  really  decided  to  look  them- 
selves squarely  in  the  face  and  do  something 
about  it! 

The  forward-looking  and  power-packed  legisla- 
tion passed  by  this  67th  General  Conference  of 
the  Brethren  Church,  was  bound  to  happen.  Yes, 
we  say  it  was  in  the  power  and  leading  of  the 
Lord  through  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Years  of  patience,  hoping,  prayer, — coupled 
with  a  growing  desire  on  the  part  of  many  to 
rise  from  a  spirit  of  uncertainty,  overlapping,  and 
lack  of  co-ordinated  planning,  emitted  in  a  con- 
scientious and  Christian  insistence  that  some- 
thing be  done  about  it  in  this  Conference. 

Key-noted  by  our  retiring  Moderator's  Address 
on  Tuesday  morning,  and  carried  forward  by  des- 
ignated and  responsible  Committees  of  Confer- 
ence through  the  week,  we  now  have  a  plan 
which,  given  a  year  or  two  for  depth-sound- 
ing and  trail-blazing,  should  sweep  the  Brethren 
Church  into  the  greatest  and  most  united  era  of 
its  history,  in  the  service  of  our  Lord. 

Conference  made  no  attempt  to  place  the  blame 
for  the  lack  of  co-ordination  of  programs  and 
plans.  It  was  much  better  that  way,  for  we  feel 
that  no  one  in  particular  was  at  fault.  It  was  just 
a  situation,  being  no  one's  fault  in  particular,  that 
just  continued  to  exist  year  after  year. 

But  now,  that  is  in  the  past! 

We  have  been  increasingly  aware  the  past  sev- 
eral years  of  the  work  of  the  Co-Ordinating 
Finance  Committee.  For  some  years  there  has 
been  the  feeling  that  our  Denominational  Finan- 
ces and  offering  raising  system  could  be  rear- 
ranged to  better  suit  a  more  united  church  pro- 
gram. This  Committee,  charged  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  working  out  a  system  of  coordinated 


finances,  has  made  some  very  definite  strides. 
Their  report  to  the  1955  Conference  will  appear 
in  the  Evangelist  soon,  for  all  Brethren  to  study. 

In  doing  their  work,  the  Co-Ordinating  Finance 
Committee  has  helped  to  point  up  the  need  of  a 
closer  cooperation  of  our  Denominational  Boards 
and  Auxiliaries. 

Delegates  of  the  1955  General  Conference  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  action  in  bringing  to 
pass  the  actuation  of  a  *'Co-Ordinating  Planning 
Committee."  By  the  Democratic  and  Christian 
way  of  open  discussion  and  voice.  Conference  now 
has  a  Com.mittee  which,  this  year,  is  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  exploring,  analyzing  and 
formulating  plans  whereby  our  entire  church  pro- 
gram can  be  better  co-ordinated.  Said  Committee 
is  composed  of  representatives  of  each  Denomi- 
national Board  and  Auxiliary,  with  the  Moder-. 
ator  as  Chairman.  The  report  of  this  Committee 
to  the  1956  General  Conference  will  be  looked 
forward  to  with  great  anticipation. 

We  want  to  personally  commend  the  delegates 
of  the  1955  Conference,  not  only  for  their  willing- 
ness to  effect  proper  legislation  as  noted,  but  also 
for  the  wonderful,  wholesome  and  Christian  way 
it  was  done.  The  love  of  the  Brethren  and  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was  evident  in  the  ses- 
sions as  these  matters  were  discussed.  This,  too, 
will  help  to  mark  the  1955  General  Conference  as 
a  work  of  Christian  love  in  the  sincere  effort  to 
advance  the  cause  of  Christ,  our  Lord. 

Brethren,  let  us  pray  for  those  who  lead.  To 
be  spread  on  the  pages  of  your  Church  paper  in 
the  ensuing  year  will  be  explanations  and  infor- 
mative materials  enabling  all  Brethren  to  better 
understand  the  action  of  the  1955  Conference.

Scriptures:  Psalm  2;  John  3:14-18,  36;  I  John  5:4-14. 


NEVER  HAS  THE  WORLD  NEEDED  FAITH  in 
Christ  more  than  it  does  today!  We  see  sin  grow- 
ing on  every  side  and  increasingly  the  anti-Christian 
world  manifests  it^  hatred  of  the  Son  of  God.  Dare  I  say 
that  even  some  professed  Christians  in  many  churches 
need  to  return  to  the  true  Scriptural  view  of  Christ  as 
to  His  Person  and  work? 

On  every  hand  we  see  springing  up  false  teachings 
concerning  Christ.  In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  re- 
surgence of  religious  sects  who  openly  denounce  Christ's 
position  as  true  Son  of  God  and  Savior  of  man.  The 
greatest  single  threat  is  manifested  in  atheistic  Commun- 
ism. It  is  making  spectacular  progress  throughout  the 
world  and  there  are  indications  that  some  branches  of 
the  so-called  Christian  church  may  not  be  exempt  from 
infiltration.  Surely,  if  the  human  authors  of  the  New  Tes- 
tament were  living  today  they  would  issue  new  warnings 
against  this  type  of  anti-Christian  or  anti-God  propa- 
ganda. 

Then  besides  these  outward  developments  it  is  evident 
that  true,  born-again  Christians  need  to  constantly  grow 
in  this  faith  in  Christ.  Faith  in  Christ  is  accepting  the 
authentic  Biblical  view  of  Christ  as  God-man  in  His  of- 
fice as  Redeemer.  Faith  in  Christ  accompanies  the  par- 
doning salvation  we  have  through  belief  in  and  accep- 
tance of  His  atonement  for  our  sins.  Then  it  naturally 
follows  that  this  type  of  faith  results  in  power  for  Chris- 
tian service — power  inwardly  over  sin  and  power  outward- 
ly in   our  ministry  to  a   sin-sick  world. 

There  is  hardly  anything  in  the  Christian  experience 
that  does  not  reflect  faith.  The  Christian  walk  is  one  of 
faith.  Therefore  we  have  an  unfathomable  subject,  but 
we  shall  attempt  by  God's  grace  to  scratch  the   surface.

the  story  of  the  redemption  of  God  as  it  is  revealed  inj 

Jesus  Christ.  If  you  read  the  Scripture  and  miss  the  story  j 

of  salvation  through  Christ,  you  have  missed  its  message 

and   its  meaning. 

In  Genesis  Christ  is  the  Seed  of  the  Woman.  In  Ex- 
odus He  is  the  Passover  Lamb.  In  Leviticus  He  is  the 
atoning  Sacrifice.  In  Numbers  He  is  the  Smitten  Rock. 
In  Deuteronomy  He  is  the  Prophet.  In  Joshua  He  is  the 
Captain  of  the  Loixi's  hosts.  In  Judges  He  is  the  Deliv- 
erer. In  Ruth  He  is  the  Heavenly  Kinsman.  In  the  six 
books  of  Kings  He  is  the  Promised  King.  In  Nehemiah 
He  is  the  Restorer  of  the  Nation.  In  Esther  He  is  the 
Advocate.  In  Job  He  is  my  Redeemer.  In  Psalms  He  is 
my  All  in  All.  In  Pi'overbs  He  is  my  Pattern.  In  Eccle-' 
siastes  He  is  my  Goal.  In  the  Song  of  Solomon,  He  is  my: 
Satisfier.  In  the  Prophets  He  is  the  coming  Prince  of 
Peace.  In  the  Gospels  He  is  the  Christ  coming  to  seek 
and  to  save.  In  Acts  He  is  Christ  risen.  In  the  Epistles 
He  is  Christ  at  the  Father's  right  hand.  In  Revelation 
He  is  Christ  returning  and  reigning. 

The  message  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Savior,  is  the  story 
of  the  Bible — it  is  the  stoiy  of  salvation;  it  is  the  story 
of  the  Gospel;  it  is  the  story  of  life,  peace,  eternity  and 
heaven.  Our  faith  in  Christ  comes  to  us  by  believing  the 
Good  News  of  the  Bible.  Our  faith  increases  as  we  study 
it  more.  Isn't  it  true  that  the  average  Christian  studies 
the  Bible  very  little  ?  The  fact  that  Bibles  are  dust  col- 
lectors is  no  joke  even  though  we  often  hear  stories  about 
it.  A  little  girl  told  the  minister  that  she  finelly  knew 
everything  that  was  in  the  Bible.  He  thought  that  was 
fine  and  asked  how  she  ever  did  it.  She  replied,  "Sister's 
boy-friend's  picture  is  in  it;  and  Ma's  receipt  for  vanish- 
ing cream  is  in  it;  and  a  lock  of  my  hair  cut  off  when 
I  was  a  baby  is  there;  and  the  ticket  for  Pa's  watch  is 
also  in  it."  We  may  smile  at  the  child  but  the  tragedy  is 
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evident.  How  can  we  grow  in  grace  and  increase  in  faith 
unless   we   study   God's   Word? 

This  is  the  day  of  antichrist.  It  goes  back  to  the  early 
years  of  the  church  when  many  false  heresies  sprang  up 
which  did  harm  to  the  Person  and  Work  of  Christ,  either 
as  regarding  His  deity  or  humanity.  We  think  especially 
of  the  epistles  of  the  Apostle  John.  His  letters  have 
largely  to  do  with  a  presentation  of  the  true  Person  of 
Christ  and  His  ministry.  One  of  the  heretics  John  had 
to  fight  was  Cerinthus,  the  false  teacher  and  leader  who 
led  many  astray.  There  are  many  like  Cerinthus  today 
who  preach  the  doctrine  of  the  antichrist. 

The  greatest  theological  controversies  of  the  church, 
past  and  present,  center  around  the  Person  of  Christ. 
The  world  still  hates  Christ  as  it  did  when  it  crucified 
Him.  Unsaved  men  talk  much  about  the  principles  of 
Christ,  but  they  know  little  or  nothing  about  the  Person 
of  Christ.  They  laud  His  teachings  but  reject  the  Teacher. 
They  chant  creeds  but  they  disregard  the  Christ  of  the 
creeds.  The  natural,  unconverted  man  does  not  love 
Christ.  If  they  do  not  honor  Christ,  they  do  not  honor 
God;  for  Christ  is  God.  To  deny  one  is  to  reject  the 
other.  The  Christless  world  talks  much  of  creation  but 
gives  no  credit  to  the  Creator.  It  is  easy  for  unregen- 
erated,  unsaved  people  to  become  interested  in  "it"  (that 
is,  religion),  and  millions  of  people  may  work  for  "her" 
(that  is,  the  church),  and  not  be  concerned  with  "Him" 
(that  is,  Christ). 

Man  is  at  war  with  God,  and  the  time  will  come  when 
the  world  will  see  a  united  effort  to  actually  abolish  the 
very  idea  of  Deity  from  the  face  of  the  globe.  In  the 
Second  Psalm  God  has  given  us  a  picture  of  those  future 
events.  This  war  has  actually  started.  The  Apostle  Peter 
in  the  fourth  chapter  of  Acts  become  an  interpreter  of 
prophecy  and  states  that  the  Second  Psalm  was  fulfilled 
partially  when  the  Kings  of  the  earth  stood  up  against 
the  Lord  Jesus  at  His  crucifixion.  Peter  also  realized  that 
the   prophecy   of  Joel  was   fulfilled  partially   on  the  day 
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of  Pentecost,  and  in  the  minds  of  Peter  and  the  other 
Apostles  the  next  thing  on  God's  program  was  to  be 
judgment.  But,  instead  of  sending  judgment,  God  acted 
in  grace  and  for  two  thousand  years  God  has  withheld 
judgment  prophecied  in  Psalm  2  and  by  Joel  and  also 
predicted  by  Peter  on  the  day  of  Pentecost.  This  is  the 
day  of  grace  because  God  has  withheld  His  wrath  against 
those  who  have  rejected  His  Christ.  Yes,  judgment — the 
wrath  of  God  against  a  depraved,  doomed,  debauched 
and  a  damned,  sinful  I'ace— has  hovered  over  this  world 
for  twenty  centuries.  God  has  only  to  bring  to  a  close 
this  "Day  of  Grace"  and  the  inevitable,  impending  judg- 
ment will  fall. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  days  of  Christ  on  earth 
we  are  witnessing  today  a  well-planned  aggressive  march 
of  Atheism.  For  the  first  time  in  history  a  nation  has 
officially  and  openly  denied  the  existence  of  God.  Karl 
Marx,  the  founder  of  Communism,  referred  to  religion 
as  "the  opiate  of  the  people."  By  religion  he  meant  any- 
thing associated  with  faith  in  a  Divine  Being.  Joseph 
Stalin  said,  "The  Communist  Party  cannot  be  neutral  to- 
ward religion — and  does  conduct  anti-religious  propa- 
ganda." The  Russian  Commissar  of  Education  is  quoted 
as  saying:  "We  hate  Christians;  even  the  best  of  them 
must  be  regarded  as  our  enemies."  This  briefly  states 
the  general  attitude  of  Communism  today. 

But  Russia  will  not  be  alone  in  this  war  against  God. 
There  will  come  a  time  when  this  day  of  grace  ends  and 
when  the  Great  Tribulation  begins,  that,  "The  Kings  of 
the  earth  set  themselves,  and  the  rulers  take  counsel  to- 
gether against  the  Lord,  and  against  His  Anointed,  say- 
ing, 'Let  us  break  their  bands  asunder,  and  cast  away 
their  cords  from  us.'"  (Psalm  2:2,  3).  But  just  as  these 
dictators  of  the  world  led  by  the  Antichrist  begin  to  hurl 
their  challenge  against  God;  just  as  they  express  once 
again  their  hatred  against  God's  Son — God  brings  an  end 
to  the  day  of  grace,  and  judgment  falls.  God  will  hold 
His  enemies  in  dei'ision.  "He  that  sitteth  in  the  heavens 
will  laugh.  The  Lord  shall  have  them  in  derision.  Then 
shall  He  speak  to  them  in  His  wrath,  and  vex  them  in 
His  sore  displeasure." 

Yes,  in  view  of  the  world  situation  today  and  in  the 
future  as  regarding  Christ,  we,  as  Christians,  dare  to 
have  faith  in  the  Christ — the  incarnate  Son  of  God  who 
bore  our  sins  in  His  body  on  the  tree.  We  dare  to  be- 
lieve that  He  is  alive  forevermore  and  is  coming  for  us 
— ^His  redeemed!  Those  of  the  world  who  hate  Him  shall 
be  destroyed.  We  have  faith  in  Christ  because  He  lives 
in  our  hearts  and  lightens  our  way. 

XL     PARDON 

Faith  in  Christ  is  accompanied  by  pardon.  In  the  word 
pardon  I  am  including  salvation  or  conversion.  The  woi'd 
"faith"  is  mentioned  more  than  three  hundred  times  in 
the  New  Testament  with  reference  to  man's  salvation, 
and  many  more  times  it  is  implied.  The  writer  of  the 
book  of  Hebrews  said,  "He  that  cometh  to  God  must  be- 
lieve that  He  is,  and  that  He  is  the  Rewarder  of  them 
that  diligently  seek  Him."  And  again  he  said,  "Without 
faith  it  is  impossible  to  please  Him." 

It  is  because  we  have  confused  faith  and  feeling  that 
many   experience    the    difficulty   and    uncertainty   that    is

TOPIC— PAUL'S    SUMMARY   OF   HIS   LIFE 
Scripture  Reading— 2  Timothy  3:10,  11;  4:6-18 

TN  HIS  SECOND  LETTER  to  Timothy,  probably  thtj' 
last  of  Paul's  extant  writings,  he  sums  up  the  though' 
that  had  guided  him  in  his  life  and  those  that  were  mos1i 
prominent  in  his  mind  as  he  looked  forward  into  the  be-i 
yond.  Like  a  business  man  at  the  end  of  a  year  of  ac-i 
tive  work,  he  endeavors  to  grasp  at  a  glance  the  whokj 
course  of  affairs  and  realize  what  the  past  has  meantj 
and  what  his  resources  are  for  the  future. 

The  first  feature  to  emerge  into  view  in  this  survey: 
was  the  cost  of  his  labors.  These  were  "persecutions,  suf- 
ferings, what  things  befell  him  at  Antioch,  at  Iconium,' 
at  Lystra."  Paul  had  not  anticipated  these  pei'secutions;i 
even  if  he  had,  it  does  not  appear  that  he  would  have  re- 
fused to  undertake  the  mission  upon  which  he  was  sent.j 
He  knew  too  well  that  to  fight  sin  means  to  receive! 
wounds,  and  to  bear  life-long  scars  as  a  result.  "All  that! 
would  live  godly  in  Christ  shall  suffer  persecution."  Hej 
could  call  to  mind  the  fact  that  the  Great  Leader  Himself  i 
had  endured  buffetings  and  scourgings,  and  finally  the; 
cross  itself,  just  because  he  had  enlisted  in  an  uncom-ij 
promising   warfare   against  evil. 

A.t  the  moment  when  Paul  was  making  this  survey  a 
sense  of  loneliness  overwhelmed  his  soul.  He  entreated 
his  faithful  young  friend  to  come  to  his  side.  One  by  one 
his  companions  had  left  him.  Only  Luke  the  physician 
had  remained.  There  is  almost  a  pathetic  tone  in  his  re- 
quest to  his  friend  to  bring  the  cloak  which  he  needed 
in  his  dungeon  cell,  and  the  books  that  would  help  him 
forget  his  hard  circumstances  for  a  time. 

But  over  against  the  dark  days,  the  fear  and  the  trib- 
ulations of  the  past,  and  the  loneliness  and  dismal  con- 
ditions of  the  present,  Paul  saw  the  glory  of  the  future. 
"The  Lord  stood  by  him."  He  could  trust  him  "to  deliver 
him  from  evil  work  and  to  save  him  unto  his  heavenly 
kingdom."  Therefore  Paul  could  gaze  even  upon  death 
with  fearless  eyes.  So  calm  and  strong  is  his  confidence 
that  he  can  employ  four  distinct  metaphors  to  express 
his  sense  of  success  and  victory.  Likening  himself  to  a 
sojourner  just  on  the  point  of  starting  homeward  he  says: 
"the  time  of  departure  is  at  hand."  His  errand  had  been 
accomplished.  Comparing  himself  to  a  soldier  he  says: 
"I  have  fought  a  good  fight."  Thinking  of  his  life  as  a 
race  he  says:  "I  have  finished  my  course."  Finally,  re- 
membering that  he  was  guardian  of  treasure  he  says: 
"I  have  kept  the  faith." 

Then  there  rises  the  vision  of  the  reward:  "the  crown 
of  righteousness  which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  judge, 
shall  give  to  me."  Two  features  of  his  confidence  are 
worthy  of  special  attention — the  justice  of  God  and  the 
breadth  of  it;  Paul  is  not  alone  to  receive  this  glorious 
crown,  "but  all  they  that  love  his  appearing."

MISS  LISKEY  AT  WAKA 


(EVANGELIST  readers  will  be  delighted  to  find  recent 
nformation  from  Miss  Liskey.  Judging  from  the  extreme- 
y  heavy  schedule  Veda  is  carrying,  we  are  surprised 
that  she  has  time  to  write  even   this  much.) 


T  ARRIVED  AT  WAKA  the  first  of  December,  soon  at- 
tended  Annual  Conference  in  Garkida,  and  in  January 
set  about  to  open  a  proper  dispensary  and  room  for  de- 
liveries. Along  with  this,  I  had  a  good  teaching  load;  so 
it  was  not  unusual  to  see  me  dashing  from  one  place  to 
the  other.  Married  student  quarters  and  boys'  dorms  are 
near  my  house,  which  means  the  nurse  is  always  on  duty, 
except  when  she  is  off  the  station — and  that  is  not  often. 

I  was  happy  to  have  an  opportunity  to  teach  Christian- 
ity to  our  V.  T.  (vernacular  ti-aining)  boys.  This  class  of 
34  consists  of  men  from  four  tribes,  but  I  taught  in 
Bura.  It  was  an  interesting  experience.  I  also  taught  hy- 
giene in  two  classes  of  Women's  School  and  two  in 
E.  T.  C.  (elementary  training  classes).  All  other  sub- 
jects were  taught  in  English.  During  the  term  that  just 
ended  I  taught  first  aid  to  two  classes  and  finished  an 
anatomy  and  physiology  course. 

A  Typical  Day  at  Waka 

During  the  school  term  my  day  goes  like  this:  6:30- 
9:00  Dispensary — with  breakfast  in  between  groups  of 
patients;  9:50-10:50,  two  classes  in  hygiene  at  Women's 
School;  10:50-11:20,  reading  at  E.  T.  C;  11:25-12:00 
V.  T.;  Lunch  1-3:00  I  am  free  for  school  and  dispensary 
preparation;  3:00-6:00,  dispensary.  Then  sandwiched  I  have 
to  find   time   for  the  new  arrivals   in  our  Waka  family. 

Since  February  we  have  had  six  babies.  It  is  surely  nice 
to  have  a  brand  new  infirmary  of  three  rooms — one  for 


the  delivery  and  lying-in  room;  the  other  two  for  men 
or  women  students  who  need  special  care.  As  of  this 
week  a  new  dispensary  has  been  started.  It  is  near  the 
infirmary,  and  both  are  near  my  house.  It  will  be  ever  so 
thrilling  to  have  a  new  dispensary — bright,  clean  and 
with  new  furniture.  I've  enjoyed  using  lots  of  new  med- 
ical equipment  which  our  Southeastei'n  District  W.  M.  S. 
gave  me  money  to  buy.  A  day  never  goes  by  that  I  don't 
say  thanks  in  my  heart.  How  thrilling  to  have  such  nice 
things  to  work  with!  There  was  scarcely  any  equipment 
here  before,  for  there  had  never  been  a  regular  nurse 
or  proper  place  for  a  dispensary;  also  there  had  not  been 
a  real  need  like  now  for  the  enrollment  was  not  as  large. 
It  will  be  a  happy  day  when  we  can  dedicate  our  new 
infirmary,  dispensary  and  its  new  equipment  and  furnish- 
ings too  in  the  name  of  the  Great  Physician. 

Our  Waka  Family 

We  are  a  large  family  at  Waka — all  worshipping,  work- 
ing, studying  and  fellowshiping  together.  There  are  more 
than  200  students  in  our  four  schools — T.  T.  C.  (Teacher 
Training),  Women's  School,  Girls'  School,  and  Primary 
School.  Girls'  School  was  just  opened  this  year.  These 
18  girls  are  having  3  years'  special  training  in  domestic 
science,  health,  child  care,  besides  certain  other  subjects. 
They  have  their  own  school  site  with  dormitories,  class- 
room and  headmistress,  Mrs.  Owen  Shankster.  She  is  be- 
ing assisted  by  two  African  teachers. 

Women's  School  is  always  fascinating.  It  is  thrilling 
to  teach  them  brand  new  things  like  about  germs  and 
about  the  human  body.  They  are  all  ears  and  eyes  and 
mouths;  they  ask  lots  of  interesting  questions. 

Most  of  our  students  are  married  and  have  their  fami- 
lies here;  that  makes  our  family  bigger.  Each  family  is 
required  to  have  a  nursemaid  (baby  sitter)  to  care  for 
the  children  while  the  mother  is  in  school.  Then  too,  we 
missionaries  have  our  own  helpers  and  they  live  with 
their  families  in  a  little  village  all  their  own  near  by. 
So  all  told,  we  number,  children  and  all,  well  over  250. 

More  Workers  Needed 

My  vacation,  which  was  just  what  I  needed,  seemed 
much  too  short.  We  single  ladies  here  at  Waka  are  three 
— Hazel  Rothrock  and  Sara  Shisler,  and  I.  Two  staff 
members  just  went  home;  so  our  forces  are  reduced.  How 
I  wish  a  couple  of  those  girls  who  said  they  wanted  to 
come  would  soon  be  sent  here!  We  could  certainly  use 
them! 

My  garden  is  at  last  producing  some  food.  Our  rains 
have  been  so  scattered  that  things  have  grown  slowly. 
Insects  are  very  bad  here  at  Waka  too.  I  have  beautiful 
zinnias  and  marigolds  now — such  gorgeous  colors. 

I  hope  this  finds  you  all  well.  God's  richest  blessings  on 
you  all.

"FAITH  IN  CHRIST"

so  common  among  professing  Christians  today.  Dr.  John 
Huffman,  president  of  Winona  Lake  Summer  School  of 
Theology,  who  recently  spoke  on  the  Ashland  College 
campus  gave  us  an  excellent  outline  of  the  Christian's 
experience  in  salvation:  Fact,  Faith,  and  Feeling.  Faith 
always  implies  an  object — that  is,  when  we  believe,  we 
must  believe  something.  That  something  is  the  "Fact." 
If  we  are  saved  from  sin  at  all  we  are  saved  through 
a  personal  faith  in  the  Gospel  of  Christ  as  defined  in 
the  Scriptures.  Though  some  may  think  it  dogmatic  and 
narrow,  the  fact  remains  that  there  is  no  other  way. 

The  Bible  says,  "I  declare  unto  you  the  Gospel  which 
I  first  of  all  received,  hov/  that  Christ  died  for  our  sins, 
according  to  the  Scriptures,  He  was  buried  and  that  He 
arose  again  the  third  day,  according  to  the  Scriptures." 
The  Bible  says  that  we  are  saved  when  we  have  faith  in 
this  objective  fact.  The  work  of  Christ  is  a  fact.  His 
cross  is  a  fact,  His  tomb  is  a  fact,  and  His  resurrection 
is  a  fact.  It  is  impossible  to  believe  anything  into  exist- 
ence. The  Gospel  did  not  come  into  being  because  some- 
one believed  it.  The  tomb  was  not  emptied  of  its  deposit 
that  first  Easter  because  some  faithful  persons  believed 
it.  The  fact  always  preceded  the  faith.  We  are  psycho- 
logically incapable  of  believing  without  an  object  of  our 
faith. 

Faith  means  more  than  an  intellectual  assent  to  the 
teachings  of  Christ.  Faith  involves  the  will.  Faith  de- 
mands action.  If  we  actually  believe  then  we  will  live 
accordingly.  Faith  without  works  is  dead.  Faith  actually 
means  surrender  and  commitment  to  the  claims  of  Christ. 
It  means  an  acknowledgment  of  sin  and  a  turning  to 
Christ.  We  do  not  know  Christ  through  the  five  physical 
senses,  but  we  know  Him  through  the  sixth  sense  that 
God  has  given  every  man — which  is  the  power  to  be- 
lieve. 

Feeling  is  the  last  of  the  three  words,  and  it  must  re- 
main last  in  our  thinking.  I  sincerely  believe  that  there 
is  great  religious  uncertainty  and  unrest  because  earnest 
and  honest  seekers  for  the  salvation  of  God  have  already 
determined  in  their  minds  that  they  must  have  some  kind 
of  a  state  of  emotion  to  make  conversion  an  experience 
in  their  lives. 

The  New  Testament  sets  forth  only  one  experience  that 
comes  with  conversion.  The  one  experience  which  we 
have,  and  the  one  feeling  we  can  expect,  is  the  expe- 
rience of  faith.  Believing  is  an  experience  as  real  as  any 
experience,  yet  multitudes  are  looking  for  something  more 
— some  electric  sensation  that  will  bring  a  thrill  to  their 
physical  bodies,  and  some  look  for  spectacular  manifesta- 
tions. But  the  Bible  says,  "A  man  is  justified  by  faith," 
and  not  by  feeling.  A  man  is  saved  by  trusting  in  the 
finished  work  of  Christ  on  the  cross  and  not  by  bodily 
sensations  and  religious  ecstasy.  Is  there  any  place  in 
this  pardoning  faith  for  feeling?  Certainly,  but  we  are 
not  saved  by  it.  Feeling  is  the  result  of  saving  faith  but 
it  never  saved  a  single  soul.  The  feeling  comns  in  when 
I  understand  something  of  Christ's  love  for  me  as  a  sin- 


ner, and  then  I  respond  with  a  love  for  Christ — therei 
feeling!  Yes,  faith  is  the  experience  of  every  Christia 
from  the  moment  of  salvation.  We  believe  and  preae 
this  "Good  News"  of  pardon  to  an  unbelieving  world. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Criswell,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Churcli 
Dallas,  Texas,  made  the  following  observations  upon  com 
pletion  of  a  recent  world  tour.  The  thing  that  chilled  hir 
to  the  bone  was  that  Communism  not  only  promises 
new  world  but  that  it  will  also  create  a  new  race  of  me] 
and  women,  that  it  promises  to  liberate  mankind  fron 
all  the  evils,  viciousness  and  weaknesses  at  present  man 
ifested  in  human  personality.  The  resulted  claims  will  h 
a  new  man,  finer,  nobler,  more  unselfish,  more  upright 
and  more  devoted  to  the  well-being  of  his  fellowmen  thail 
the  world  has  ever  known.  In  other  words  Communisn 
promises  to  redeem  mankind  from  sin  and  weakness.  I 
promises  to  create  a  new  world  in  which  this  redeemec 
man  shall  live.  Yes,  Communism  says,  "Ye  must  be  borr 
again." 

I  am  told  that  in  Communistic  countries  a  man  can  be 
a  ne'er-do-well,  lazy,  lackadaisical;  he  can  be  converteo 
to  Communism  and  overnight  he  becomes  a  fanatic,  wilH 
ing  to  work,  toil,  and  even  die  for  his  new-found  "relig- 
ion." This  is  Satan's  and  man's  substitute  for  the  real 
thing  which  we  have  in  Christ.  In  the  words  of  Christ 
to  Nicodemus  in  the  third  chapter  of  John  we  have  stated 
the  Christian  position:  "Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he 
cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God.  Except  a  man  be  borm 
of  the  water  and  the  Spirit  he  cannot  enter  the  kingdomi 
of  God.  Ye  must  be  born  again."  Faith  in  Christ  accom 
panies  this  new  birth. 

III.     POWER 

Faith  in  Christ  results  in  power.  In  this  message  to' 
Christians  I  am  speaking  to  those  who  have  confessed] 
their  sins  and  by  faith  have  received  Jesus  Christ  asj 
their  personal  Savior.  More  and  more  I  am  becoming! 
keenly  awai-e  of  the  fact  that  the  Christian  life  isn't' 
always  a  happy  one,  as  it  is  being  generally  lived.  Some- 
one once  said,  "You  Christians  remind  me  of  a  man  with! 
a  headache.  He  does  not  want  to  get  rid  of  the  head,  yet' 
it  hurts  him  to  keep  it."  The  Christian  life  ought  to  be^ 
a  happy  one  but  many  times  we  have  only  enough  relig- 
ion to  make  us  miserable.  The  Bible  teaches  that  a  life 
of  inward  rest  and  outward  victory  is  our  birthright. 

Do  you  remember  the  day  you  gave  your  life  to  Jesus 
Christ?  You  were  sure  of  victory.  How  easy  it  seemed 
to  be  more  than  conquerors  through  Him  that  loved  you. 
Under  the  leadership  of  a  Captain  who  has  never  been 
foiled  in  battle,  how  could  you  dream  of  defeat?  And 
yet,  to  many  people,  how  different  has  been  the  real 
experience!  Their  victories  have  been  few  and  fleeting 
and  their  defeats  many  and  disastrous.  They  have  not 
lived  as  they  feel  children  of  God  ought  to  live.  They 
have  had,  perhaps,  a  clear  understanding  of  the  doctrinal 
truths,  but  they  have  not  come  into  possession  of  their 
light  and  power.  In  their  lives  Christ  is  believed  in, 
talked  about,  and  served,  but  He  is  not  filling  them  hour 
by  hour. 

They  have  found  Christ  as  Savior  from  the  penalty 
of  sin  but  not  as  Savior  from  its  power.  They  are  only 
dying  embers  of  what  used  to  be  mighty  forest  fires,  The 
joy   and   thrill   are   gone.   In    the    very    depths    of    their 
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jarts  they  know  that  their  experience  has  not  been  the 
iriptural  experience.  Down  through  the  years  it  seems 
lat  all  they  can  expect  from  Chi-istianity  is  a  life  of 
[timate    failure    and   defeat.    One    hour   failure    and   the 

xt  hour  repenting  and  beginning  again,  only  to  fail 
gain. 

I  am  certain  that  the  current  level  of  Christian  living 
a  constant  source  of  embarrassment  to  those  engaged 
1  Christian  work — ministry,  evangelism,  missions,  etc., 
nd,  yes,  even  to  God  Himself.  To  the  unbelievers  or  ag- 
ostics,  the  mistakes,  the  faults  and  the  sins  of  Chris- 
ans  are  most  often  attributed  to  Christ  Himself,  and 
le  is  guilty  before  the  eyes  of  men. 

Are  we  Christians  in  America,  and  even  the  Brethren 
/hurch,  going  to  talk  of  the  power  of  Jesus  and  never 
eally  have  the  power  in  quantity  gi'eat  enough  to  bring 
piritual  revival  and  send  us  forth  to  greater  service  ? 
Ve  read  in  the  Scriptures  that  the  early  church  was 
illed  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  They  had  no  churches,  no 
3ibles,  no  automobiles,  no  trains,  no  television,  no  radio. 
{et  they  turned  their  world  upside  down  for  Christ.  They 
nstituted  a  spiritual  revelation  that  shook  the  very  foun- 
lations  of  the  Roman  Empire.  They  were  young,  vigorous, 
virile,  and  powerful.  They  lived  their  lives  daily  for 
Tesus  Christ.  They  suffered  persecution  and  even  death 
gladly  for  their  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  Greek  word 
or  power  is  the  one  from  which  our  word  dynamite 
omes.  We  need  more  dynamite-power  for  Christ  today! 

We  are  not  living  up  to  the  standards  of  the  early 
:hurch.  The  reason  Communism  is  making  such  inroads 
in  the  world  today  is  because  somewhere  along  the  line 
so-called  "Christians"  have  failed.  We  have  failed  to 
meet  the  standards  and  requirements  Jesus  set  forth.  If 
Communism  is  ever  to  be  stopped  and  if  we  are  ever  to 
rise  to  a  level  of  victory  and  power — if  ever  the  world 
is  to  be  evangelized — it  will  have  to  be  done  by  a,  church 
whose  individual  members  have  yielded  their  lives  to  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  Christ. 

The  great  need  of  Christians  today  is  to  learn  the 
secret  of  daily  victory  over  sin.  Many  Christians  have 
struggles  within  themselves.  Paul  himself  spoke  of  this 
struggle.  He  spoke  of  desiring  to  please  God  and  not 
being  able  to.  The  things  he  did  not  want  to  do  he 
sometimes  did.  And  the  things  he  did  want  to  do  he  did 
not.  Nearly  driven  to  destruction  Paul  shouts  out,  "Who 
shall  deliver  me  from  the  body  of  this  death?"  And  in 
the  next  verse  he  records  the  answer  to  that  all-important 
question,  when  he  says,  "I  thank  God  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord."

FROM  GLENFORD,  OHIO  TO  NORTH  MANCHESTER 
INDIANA 

Five  years  ago  this  writer  was  extended  a  call  to  be-i 
come  the  pastor  of  the  Glenford,  Ohio  Brethren  Churcl' 
along  with  his  duties  as  professor  of  Old  Testament  anc! 
Hebrew  at  Ashland  Seminary.  Having  accepted  the  call! 
we  began  our  work  at  that  south-central  Ohio  church i 
and  continued  there  until  the  first  of  June  of  the  present! 
year.  During  those  five  years  we  enjoyed  one  of  the  rich- 
est relationships  of  our  pastoral  experience!  Althoughj 
not  a  large  congregation  these  folks  have  a  real  love  fori 
their  church,  and  even  more  important,  a  real  love  foi 
their  Lord. 

At  least  one-third  of  the  members  of  this  congrega-: 
tion  are  direct  lineal  descendants  of  Alexander  Mack— 
the  majority  of  them  still  bearing  the  family  name.  But 
they  did  not  coast  along  on  mere  heritage  or  family 
background  for  these  people  were  Brethren  by  conviction 
and  choice— not  merely  by  inheritance.  Here  was  a  con- 
gregation which  in  many  respects  was  perhaps  almost 
unique  in  our  day,  for  not  only  did  the  vast  majority  of 
the  families  of  the  church  carry  on  programs  of  Bible 
reading  and  family  devotions  each  day  but  also  at  least 
seventy-five  percent  of  the  families  making  up  the  church 
practiced  tithing!

WORSHIP  REVIVED  IN  JERUSALEM 

Lesson:    Ezra    3:1,    3,    10-11;    Haggai    1:7-9,    14; 
Zechariah  4:6-9 

WHAT  SHOULD  BE  man's  first  and  foremost  con- 
sideration in  life?  How  much  he  can  earn?  How 
much  he  can  amass?  How  much  he  can  succeed?  These 
considerations  may  control  many  a  man's  life.  And  yet 
such  a  man  has  never  stopped  to  consider  his  respon- 
sibility toward  God.  Earning  money  will  suffice  for  the 
physical  and  material  side  of  life;  success  will  suffice 
for  the  social  aspect  of  man.  But  what  about  providing 
for  his  spiritual  life?  Because  man  is  not  only  a  social 
and  moral  being,  but  also  a  spiritual  being,  he  dare  not 
neglect  this  part  of  his  existence.  That  is  why  God  has 
made  provision  in  His  Word  for  man's  spiritual  life. 

The  people  of  Israel  (at  least  the  few  who  desired  to  do! 
so)  were  finally  permitted  to  return  to  their  own  land. 
Ariving  in  Palestine  they  found  no  houses  in  which  to 
dwell,  and  no  food  to  eat.  Thus  the  first  few  months  I 
were  spent  in  providing  for  the  necessities  of  life.  But 
now  a  number  of  months  had  passed.  The  people  were 
settled  comfortably  in  their  homes.  Their  material  and 
physical  needs  were  supplied.  Now  what  about  resuming 
their  worship  toward  God  ?  They  had  no  temple  in  which 
to  worship;   no  altars  upon  which  to  sacrifice. 

They  could  have  delayed  worshipping  God  until  the 
temple  was  rebuilt  and  dedicated.  But  they  did  not!  They 
knew  this  would  take  months  and  years  to  build.  There- 
fore the  first  step,  in  re-establishing  a  program  of  wor- 
ship, was  taken  by  the  leaders  who  "builded  the  altar 
of  the    God   of  Israel,  to   offer  burnt  offerings   thereon, 
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it  is  written  in  the  law  of  Moses  the  man  of  God" 
zra  3:2). 

Two  years  past  by  since  the  Jews  had  returned  to 
nr  land  and  still  the  temple  was  not  built.  So  plans 
re  laid,  contributions  were  taken,  and  the  foundation 
the  building  commenced. 

All  went  well — that  is  for  a  short  time.  Then  the  ad- 
rsaries  began  their  insidious  work  to  delay  the  com- 
ition  of  the  temple.  The  result  was  that  the  work 
ased  for  a  period  of  some  16  years.  For  16  long  years 
e  people  of  Israel  were  without  a  temple  because  of 
ilure  to  trust  God! 

Then  it  was  that  God  sent  His  seiwants  to  encourage 
e  people  to  complete  His  house.  Haggai  the  prophet 
IS  sent  with  a  brief  message  which  he  repeated  over 
id  over  again.  This  message  can  be  summed  up  in  these 
3rds:  "House  of  Israel,  Consider  your  ways."  God  told 
em:  "Go  up  to  the  mountain,  and  bring  wood,  and  build 
e  house;  and  I  will  take  pleasure  in  it,  and  I  will  be 
orified,  saith  the  Lord"  (1:8). 

After  Haggai,  came  Zerubbabel  and  Joshua  who  "came 
id  did  work  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  their 
od."  Finally,  the  Temple  of  God  was  completed,  "And 
le  Children  of  Israel  .  .  .  kept  the  dedication  of  this 
ouse  of  God  with  joy  .  .  .   (Ezra  6:16). 

We  usually  obtain  that  which  we  earnestly  desire.  If 
e  want  to  worship  God  we  will  allow  no  obstacle  to 
inder.  The  Israelites  took  so  many  years  to  rebuild  the 
jmple  simply  because  they  wanted  it  that  way!  Their 
wn  unwillingness  and  unbelief  stood  in  the  way.  Is  this 
ot  true  with  each  one  of  us? 

The  choice  is  ours  whether  we  want  to  continue  in  our 
uest  for  the  material  things  of  life  at  the  expense  of 
ur  spiritual  life.  If  our  Christian  experience  is  shallow 
;  is  because  we  desire  it  to  be.  Let  us  earnestly  contend 
or  the  things  of  the  Spirit  that  our  Christian  experience 
nth.  God  may  be  deepened.

PUT  YOUR  YOUTH  TO  WORK 

A  T  THIS  POINT  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  assume  that 
IL  you  are  trying  seriously  to  do  something  for  the 
outh  work  of  your  church.  I  hope  that  we  are  not  being 
oo  presumptuous,  but  if  we  are  there  isn't  much  we 
an  do  about  it  except  keep  encouraging  you  to  look  to 
our  youth   for   an   inspired  church  program. 

TALENTS  GALORE 

In  traveling  across  the  country  visiting  our  Brethren 
Ihurches  I  have  learned  that  the  Brethren  have  a  unique 
pportunity  to  progress  in  their  youth  movement.  Wher- 
ver  you  go  in  the  Brethren  Church  you  will  find  the 
■•oung  people  very  zealous  and  unusually  talented.  I  don't 
:now  if  the  Lord  gave  a  special  portion  of  talent  to 
brethren    young    people,   but    I    do    know   that    you    don't 
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lack  talent.  The  public  schools  have  done  a  magnificent 
work  in  training  them  in  music,  sports  and  other  phases 
of  development  of  personality.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  not 
only  would  be  a  shame  to  waste  such  good  talent,  but 
that  God  will  consider  it  a  sin  to  let  this  talent  and  abil- 
ity lie  dormant  in  the  Church.  The  adult  church  needs 
to  take  inventory  of  its  youth  and  learn  how  much  there 
is  at  hand  to  put  to  use. 

Various  Talents 

Now  when  I  say  talents,  I  do  not  mean  musical  ability 
only.  True,  the  church  thrives  on  good  music — it  cannot 
get  along  without  the  joyous  expression  of  worship  and 
praise  which  manifests  itself  in  the  form  of  music,  in- 
strumentally  and  vocally.  But  that  is  not  the  only  talent 
God  gives,  else  some  of  us  would  never  get  to  heaven, 
seeing  that  we  do  such  a  miserable  job  of  expressing  our 
feelings  through  music,  if  we  are  gifted  to  any  degree 
at  all.  I  believe  God  gives  many  talents.  The  Scripture 
speaks  of  the  TEN  TALENTS— to  take  the  words  out  of 
their   context.   There   are   many  more  than  ten. 

Sports  talent.  Some  young  people  are  well  gifted  in 
sports  talents — a  lithe  body,  combined  with  coordination 
and  a  keen  mind  which  helps  to  perform  the  particular 
form  of  recreation.  These  youth  could  be  well  used  in 
directing  the  recreational  aspect  of  the  youth  program — 
and  a  very  important  one  it  is!  They  should  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  put  to  practice  that  which  they  have 
learned  and  developed  in  the  public  schools  in  the  ser- 
vice of  their  Lord.  Usually  these  young  people  have  a 
sense  of  fair  play,  a  drive,  a  sincere  desire  to  win  which 
is  of  untold  value  to  any  Chi'istian  in  any  phase  of  life. 
Sports  directors  are  needed  even  on  the  mission  fields; 
give  them  a  chance  to  discover  themselves  in  the  home 
church.  Don't  leave  all  phases  of  your  youth  activities  up 
to  the  youth  leader — he  is  only  one  person! 

Artistic  Ability.  This  one  cannot  be  measured  for  its 
worth!  How  I  wish  I  could  have  three  or  four  doing  my 
own  sketches,  posters,  and  other  types  of  drawings!  AT 
LEAST  once  a  month  you  ought  to  send  catchy  an- 
nouncement cards  to  your  members  and  friends.  These 
announcements  are  made  attractive  and  bear  a  stronger 
invitation  when  they  are  drawn  by  someone  who  knows 
how  to  draw  freehand,  or  copy  other  good  samples  of 
advertising.  Posters,  of  course,  are  a  must  for  your  ad- 
vertising. Also,  even  the  decorating  of  the  meeting  place, 
special  arrangement  of  furniture  can  be  better  done  by 
the  hands  that  are  guided  by  an  artistic  eye. 

Song  Leaders.  There  are  song  leaders,  and  then  there 
are  song  leaders.  Yours  should  be  one  who  knows  the 
Saviour  and  puts  his  heart  into  the  selection  and  singing 
of  hymns  and  choruses.  And  be  sure  to  open  a  hymnal 
and  learn  good  hymns,  old  and  new,  as  well  as  the  chor- 
uses that  you  learned  in  the  junior  church  years  ago. 
A  genuine  Christian  loves  good  hymns  as  well  as  chil- 
dren's choruses.  The  song  leader  can  make  a  congrega- 
tion hungry  for  good  hymns  and  choruses.  The  pianist 
must  know  her  business  as  well  or  better  than  the  one 
who  leads  the  singing  in  order  that  the  song  leader  will 
not  have  to  carry  the  pianist  as  well  as  the  group. 

Handy  man.  Recently  I  discovered  one  of  the  best  tal- 
ents one  could  wish  for  in  this  modern  youth  age:  an 
electrician.  All  sorts  of  lighting  arrangements  and  "hook- 
ups" can  be  dreamed  up  by  these  boys.  This  is  especially 
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true  when  in  camp.  Tricks  for  stunts,  pageants  and  other 
good  things  can  be  done  by  these  back-stage  operators. 
The  same  is  true  of  painters,  carpenters,  etc.  MAKE 
USE  OF  THEM,  don't  be  slothful  in  the  Lord's  business! 
SOME  may  have  a  grasp  of  places  to  go,  arranging 
meetings  and  other  important  things  that  are  necessary 
to  interesting  youth  activities.  Even  a  consecrated  car 
sometimes  means  a  great  deal  to  the  promotion  of  and 
transportation  to  a  fine  meeting. 

A  FINE  SPIRIT  HELPS  OUR  YOUTH 

One  thing  which  helps  our  youth  enjoy  a  good  meet- 
ing is  the  proper  spirit.  The  teaching  laid  down  by  our 
forefathers  and  their  followers  has  instilled  in  the  minds 
of  our  young  people  a  sense  of  reverence  which  makes 
an  ordinary  meeting  one  of  wonderful  significance  and 
meaning.  Games  are  played  with  a  genuine  spirit  of  en- 
thusiasm; parties  are  indulged  in  with  interest  and  cur- 
iosity; singspirations  are  flavored  with  harmony  and 
heart-felt  enthusiasm.  This  sort  of  enthusiasm  is  conta- 
gious to  the  whole  church. 

There  are  hundi'eds  of  youth  who  would  attend  our 
youth  meetings  if  we  courteously  gave  them  a  part  in 
our  meetings,  if  we  let  them  express  themselves  through 
their  particular  talents  (which  we  ourselves  would  en- 
joy). Let's  use  them.  LET  YOUTH  ADD  MEANING  TO 
YOUR  CHURCH!

definitely  led  of  the  Lord  to  leave  our  work  at  Ashland 
and   Glenford  to   accept  the   call. 

Upon  arriving  on  the  field  early  in  June  we  found  the 
parsonage  and  congregation  fully  prepared  for  the  new 
pastor.  The  parsonage  had  been  redecorated  inside  and 
outside,  a  number  of  other  improvements  had  been  made, 
and  the  Laymen's  Organization  had  taken  upon  them- 
selves to  place  a  twenty-foot  deepfreeze  in  the  parson- 
age basement.  From  the  very  beginning  there  was  an  air 
of  expectancy  and  enthusiasm  which  bespeaks  great 
things  for  the  future  of  the  church.  Attendances  at  all 
of  the  services  have  been  most  encouraging,  the  mid- 
week Prayer  and  Bible  Study  Hour  climbing  from  the 
average  v/eekly  attendance  of  thirteen  to  an  average  of 
thirty-three  in  June  and  thirty-seven  in  July,  and  still  in- 
creasing as  each  week  passes.  The  spirit  of  the  church 
also  shows  definite  growth  and  interest.  During  the  past 
two  months  the  writer  has  made  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  pastoral  calls — and  this  work  is  bringing  noticeable 
results. 

The  great  majority  of  the  folks  here  are  anxious  to 
hear  Bible-centered,  evangelistic  preaching  and  the  week- 
by-week  words  of  encouragement  which  many  of  them 
speak  to  the  preacher  are  a  real  source  of  strength  in 
the  work.  There  is  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  the  Breth- 
ren Church  in  this  community  to  be  something  of  a  "mis- 
sion" work  in  that  there  are  no  established  evangelistic- 
ally-inclined  churches  in  the  city.  Then,  too,  with  a  strong 
Young  Married  Peoples'  Sunday  School  class;  a  large  and 
interested  class  of  "older  young  married  people";  and  a 


children's  department  which  often  numbers  up  to  a  hu 
dred  we  feel  that  the  future  is  "as  bright  as  the  promis 
of  God."  Soon  after  moving  onto  the  field  one  of  the  othi 
pastors  in  the  city  remarked  that  he  believed  a  new  ei 
was  beginning  for  the  Brethren  Church  in  North  Ma; 
Chester  for  he  could  sense  an  expectancy  and  an  enth' 
siasm  and  a  willingness  to  work  on  the  part  of  the  pe 
pie  which  always  bring  forth  results  when  directed  by  ai 
toward  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  solicit  the  prayers  i 
the  brotherhood  that  the  work  of  the  Master's  vineyai 
might  prosper  in  this  portion  of  the  field,  and  that  rrn 
and  women  and  young  people  might  come  to  know  Hii 
as  their  Lord  and  Saviour.

HOW  TO  INCREASE  ATTEI^DANCE 

SOME  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS  find  it  difficult  to  build  uj 
attendance  in  the  Young  Married  People's  Class.  On^ 
of  the  most  distressing  problems  is  what  to  do  with  th 
baby. 

Some  classes  have  solved  the  problem  by  stressing  thi 
importance  of  the  whole  family  being  in  Sunday  School 
and  providing  a  baby  corner  right  in  the  classroom- 
complete  with  a  bottle  warmer,  a  few  noiseless  toys 
and  a  table  or  crib.  Here  baby  is  taken  care  of,  anc 
mother  listens  to  the  lesson. 

Probably  the  most  effective  solution  to  this  pi'oblen 
is  a  separate  nursery  where  babies  may  be  left  by  the 
parents  and  cared  for  by  competent  attendants.  If  then 
is  a  registered  nurse  in  the  group,  she  may  be  willing- 
to  take  charge,  using  as  many  assistants  as  needed.  Ilj 
your  school  is  small  and  you  do  not  have  anyone  who 
could  take  the  responsibility  regularly,  why  not  ask  the 
women  in  the  class  to  take  turns  caring  for  the  babies? 
If  you  set  up  a  schedule  and  each  one  knows  in  advance! 
when  she  is  to  be  in  the  nursery,  this  should  work  out: 
satisfactorily. 

After  you  have  found  the  proper  room — it  should  be 
light,  well-ventilated,  and  well-heated — you'll  need  ade- 
quate equipment  to  care  for  the  babies.  The  ladies  in  one 
church  gave  a  "shower"  for  the  nursery  and  obtained  al! 
the  needed  items.  If  you  plan  a  shower,  why  not  make  a 
list  of  the  exact  items  you  need,  pass  it  around  to  those 
who  are  invited,  and  ask  each  one  to  cross  off  what  she 
plans  to  bring? 

Someone  should  be  appointed  to  take  care  of  the  room 
— making  sure  that  crib  sheets,  pillow  cases  and  blankets 
are  changed  and  laundered  each  week,  and  that  the  room 
is  thoroughly  cleaned. 

By  providing  a  nursery  where  babies  can  be  comfort- 
ably cared  for,  you  will  be  able  to  add  many  new  names 
to  your  class  roll — and  class  members  vv^ill  be  more  regu- 
lar in  attendance.

First  of  all,  we  need  to  take  time  to  be  with  ourselves. 
Ve  need  to  find  time  to  be  alone,  through  reading,  or 
nusic,  or  just  meditating.  Secondly,  we  need  to  take  time 
0  be  with  others.  The  perspective  from  which  we  regard 
lur  own  little  problems  can  be  so  changed  by  the  dis- 
overy,  that  others  wrestle  with  the  very  same  fears  and 
lissatisf actions.  We  all  have  a  responsibility  to  share 
lurselves  with   others.

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little  time  and  we  must  realize  that  our  joy  in  living  is 
in  direct  ratio  to  the  amount  of  joy  and  service  we  can 
give  to  others.

We 
need  to  lay  hold  of  the  providence  and  wisdom  of  God, 
and  it  will  enable  us  to  move  in  quietness  and  effective- 
ness. While  hands  and  feet  and  brain  are  busy,  there 
will  be  a  great  calm  within.  There  can  be  speed  without 
feverish  haste,  activity  without  bustle.  There  will  be  a 
quiet  place  within — a  part  of  us  that  will  always  obey 
the  command,  "Be  still  and  know  that  I  am  God."

A  NEW  FAMILY  moves  into  your  community,  and 
^\  what  happens? 

We  consider  the  question  of  sufficient  importance  to 
he  potential  welfare  of  your  church  that  we  are  setting 
t  squarely  before  you  this  week! 

If  yours  is  a  typical  Brethren  church  you  have  a  con- 
tant  need  of  new  families — new  members.  Your  regular 
-long  time — families  have  their  limits  in  producing  new 
aembers.  Most  likely  your  area  has  been  woi'ked  and  re- 
TOrked,  with  the  residents  around  you  either  being  mem- 
lers  of  your  church — other  churches,  or  they  are  peren- 
lial  rejectors. 

Yes,  in  fact  so  much  so  as  to  provoke  the  question  as 
ve  did  from  a  pillar  of  a  church  which  we  once  pastored, 
vhen  upon  our  suggestion  on  getting  new  members  he 
:sked,  "Where  are  you  going  to  get  them?"  Notwith- 
tanding  the  fact  that  there  are  many  in  the  shadows  of 
lur  churches  who  have  never  named  the  name  of  Christ 
is  Lord  and  Savior,  the  good  pillar's  question  does  point 
ip  a  well  known  problem  in  the  outreach  of  the  church's 
tiessage. 

AGAIN — What  about  new  families  in  your  area — ?  Do 
ve  assume  they  will  automatically  find  a  new  church 
lome  ?  Is  it  their  responsibility  to  set  out  as  strangers 
0  locate  a  church?  Or  does  your  church  bear  a  responsi- 
lility  to  keep  a  look-out  for  new  area  families,  visiting 
hem  and  helping  them  to  find  a  new  church  home — even 
f  it  is  to  a  church  of  their  choice,  not  your  church  ? 

Being  curious  as  to  what  protestant  churches  were  do- 
ng  in  this  matter,  this  Editor  engaged  in  conversation 
dth  a  member  of  a  family — not  Brethren — who  had 
moved  into  a  particular  area  about  a  year  ago. 

THE  FACTS  FOLLOW:  During  that  year,  not  one 
*rotestant  Pastor  had  called  on  them — nor  sought  them 

»ut — although  this  family,  being  deeply  religious,  had  at- 
ended  the  various  area  churches!  (There  being  no  church 
if  their  particular  denomination  in  the  area,  they  were 
leeking  another  church  home.)  No  members  of  these 
ihurches  visited  were  interested  enough  "to  find  out  about 
hem." 

During  the  year,  the  Roman  Catholic  priest  had  called 
m  the  family  "4  or  5  times." 

More  recently — after  having  attended  a  Protestant 
:hurch  of  a  particular  Denomination,  the  pastor  has  vis- 
ted  them  several  times,  the  members  have  given  them  a

welcome,   and   indications   are   that    the   family   will   join 
that  church. 

If  we  may  be  so  crude,  in  order  to  impress  a  point,  we 
would  say  that  this  family  was  "fair  game"  for  any  of 
the  area  churches.  This  new  family  was  available  to  any 
church  in  which  they  would  feel  "wanted!" 

If  you  are  interested  in  new  members — new  families — 
remember  that  they  are  moving  in  on  you  all  the  time.  WE 
DARE  NOT  ASSUME  THAT  NEW  AREA  FAMILIES 
ARE  ALREADY  "CHURCHED!"  They  may  be,  and  then 
again,  THEY  MAY  NOT  BE!!! 

Your  Church  must  take  the  iniciative  in  contacting 
every  new  family  in  your  area. 

And,  remember,  if  you  think  the  first  person  there 
doesn't  get  in  on  the  ground  floor,  just  note  the  follow- 
ing: 

When  we  moved,  three  years  ago,  to  Ashland  to  take  up 
our  duties  in  this  office,  we  arrived  at  our  new  place  of 
residence  at  3:00  A.  M.  on  a  breezy,  drippy,  cold,  late  No- 
vember morning.  About  all  we  did  was  park  the  car  by 
the  house,  go  in  and  assemble  a  few  beds,  springs  and 
mattresses  which  the  movers  had  left  in  the  most  unlikely 
places  a  few  hours  before,  and  go  to  sleep. 

Later,  upon  arising,  we  noted  several  quarts  of  milk 
had  been  placed  on  the  porch  while  we  slept.  While  we 
were  eating  breakfast,  (and  using  the  milk),  there  was  a 
knock  on  the  door.  It  was  the  route  man  who  earlier  had 
left  the  milk.  He  introduced  himself  and  welcomed  us  to 
Ashland,  telling  us  that  the  milk  was  given  with  the  com- 
pliments of  the  dairy  for  which  he  worked. 

Then  our  curiosity  got  the  better  of  us  and  we  asked 
him  how  he  knew  to  leave  the  milk.  His  answer  is  to  us 
the  reason  for  telling  you  this  story.  Pleasantly  he  re- 
plied: "WE  KNEW  THIS  HOUSE  WAS  EMPTY,  AND

finally  He  presented  Himself  on  Calvary's  Cross  as  a  sac- 
rificial offering  for  the  sins  of  all  men,  dying  in  their 
stead:  that  He  was  buried,  and  on  the  Third  day  He 
arose  and  ascended  to  The  Father  as  our  Great  High 
Priest,  thus  perfecting  God's  plan  for  our  Reconciliation 
and  Redemption.  These  overshadow  all  historical  facts 
and  events. 

The  most  important  fact  of  this  present  age  is  that 
this  same  Jesus  now  sits  at  the  Father's  right  hand  mak- 
ing a  daily  intercession  for  His  people.  Not  only  did  He 
become  our  Great  High  Priest  and  offer  Himself  on  the 
Cross  for  our  redemption,  but  He  entered  into  the  Holy 
of  Holies,  or  into  God's  immediate  presence  as  our  Me- 
diator to  save  us  during  this  present  age  through  our 
confessions  to  Him,  and  His  divine  forgiveness  and 
cleansing  from  all  our  sins    (See  I  John   1:9). 

The  Greatest  prophesied  Event  of  the  future  is  that 
this  same  Jesus,  in  fulfillment  of  His  own  promise  is 
coming  back  to  earth  for  His  people:  then  we  shall  no 
longer  serve  Him  by  faith,  but  shall  be  in  His  divine 
presence;  we  shall  see  Him  as  He  is,  and  shall  be  like 
Him  (See  1  John  3:2).  It  is  regrettable,  that  many 
Christians  seem  to  care  nothing  about  this  great  event; 
nevertheless.  His  Coming  is  a  predetermined  certainty. 

L     RELATIVE  TO  HIS  COMING  WE  HAVE  A 
TRINITY  OF  ASSURANCE: 

1.  We  have  His  own  infallible  word  that  He  is  return- 
ing to  earth  for  His  people.  When  our  Lord  was  about 
to   leave   this   world.   He   promised   His   disciples   that   He 


would  return.  The  character  of  any  person  has  much  t( 
do  with  the  fulfillment  of  a  promise.  Here  we  have  ii 
the  person  of  our  blessed  Lord,  character  that  tran 
scends  all  character,  and  we  know  that  in  spite  of  whav 
men  believe,  we  can  depend  upon  His  promise  that  H( 
will  return.  These  are  His  words:  "In  my  Father's  house 
are  many  mansions:  if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have  tolc 
you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you.  And  if  I  go  anc 
prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come  again,  and  receive 
you  unto  myself;  that  where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be 
also"  (John  14:2-3).  He  has  fulfilled  every  promise,  anc 
will  fulfill  this  one.  All  power  and  authority  is  in  His 
hands,  and  none  can  pi'event  His  return,  as  much  as] 
Satan  would  like  to  do.  I 

2.  Men  from  Paradise  informed  His  disciples  that  Heij 
would  come  back  to  earth  again.  After  having  shown  His' 
disciples  beyond  doubt  that  He  was  indeed  the  risen 
Lord,  He  led  them  out  as  far  as  Bethany,  and  blessing 
them  there,  He  ascended  into  heaven  out  of  their  sight. 
As  they  stood  longingly  endeavoring  to  catch  a  last  fad- 
ing glimpse  of  His  departing  glory,  two  men,  clothed 
in  white  appai'el,  spoke  to  them:  "Ye  men  of  Galilee, 
why  stand  ye  gazing  up  into  heaven  ?  this  same  Jesus, 
which  is  taken  up  from  you  into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in 
like  manner  as  ye  have  seen  Him  go  into  heaven."  "This 
same  Jesus!" 

The  Jesus  with  the  thorn-scarred  brow,  the  spear 
pierced  side,  the  nail-scarred  hands,  "shall  so  come  as  ye 
have  seen  him  go  into  heaven."  Just  who  saw  Him  go 
into  heaven  ?  Only  those  who  knew  Him  as  their  cruci- 
fied and  risen  Lord.  Not  a  single  Jewish  Priest,  nor  ruler 
of  the  synagogue;  not  a  single  Roman  Centurion,  not  one 
of  the  soldiers  who  executed  Him.  Only  those  who  be- 
lieve in  and  on  Him  and  had  accepted  Him  as  the 
Lord  of  their  lives.  In  like  manner  it  will  be  only  those 
who  believe  and  are  obedient  who  will  see  Him  when  He 
returns.  The  world  in  unbelief  will  know  nothing  what- 
ever   about    the    Second    Coming   of   Jesus    until    He   has 
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athered  the  righteous  together,  resurrected  the  righteous 
aad,  and  departed  to  heaven  again;  for  we  read  His  own 
ords  regarding  this:  "But  as  the  days  of  Noe  were, 
3  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be.  For  in 
le  days  that  were  before  the  flood  they  were  eating 
nd  drinking,  marrying  and  giving  in  marriage,  until  the 
ay  that  Noe  entered  the  ark,  and  knew  not  until  the 
lood  came  and  took  them  all  away;  so  shall  also  the 
!oming  of  the  Son  of  man  be.  Then  shall  two  be  in  the 
eld;  the  one  shall  be  taken,  and  the  other  left."  (Mat- 
hew  24:38-41).   Only  those  who  are  ready. 

3.  The   Last   Number  of  The  Trinity  Of  Assurance  Is: 

'he  testimony  of  the   Holy   Spirit   speaking  through   the 
'ipostles,  which  continuously  reminds  us  of  His  Coming. 

It  is  indeed  marvelous  how  God  has  throughout  the 
Jew  Testament  prophetically  mentioned  the  return  of 
lis  only  Begotten  Son.  There  are  27  books  in  the  New 
Testament,  and  260  chapters.  In  these  260  chapters  you 
vill  find  that  the  return  of  our  Lord  is  referred  to  more 
han  300  times!  This  means  that  it  averages  being  men- 
ioned  once  in  each  25  verses  of  the  New  Testament! 
rhen,  as  a  most  fitting  close  to  the  entire  book,  just 
our  verses  from  the  ending  of  the  New  Testament,  the 
^rophet  John  ecstatically  shouts:  "And  the  Spirit  and  the 
Bride  say,  Come!  And  let  him  that  heareth,  say  Come! 
rhen  the  Blessed  Saviour  speaks:  "Surely  I  come  quick- 
ly!" In  response,  the  Beloved  John  replies:  Even  so, 
Come,  Lord  Jesus." 

Irrespective  of  all  these  precious  promises  and  proph- 
ecies, the  Doctrine  of  the  Eschatology  continues  to  be 
/ery  unpopular  with  some  people  who  call  themselves 
Christians.  Vividly  does  the  writer  recall  the  terse  reply 
)f  a  well-known  Detroit  pastor  to  the  offer  to  have  him 
read  Dr.  Blackstone's  wonderful  book,  "Jesus  Is  Coming." 
'I  care  nothing  whatever  about  the  Second  Coming  of 
lesus  Christ;  and  therefore  do  not  read  any  books  re- 
'erring  to  it!" 

II.     THE  TWO  APPEARINGS  OF  JESUS  CHRIST. 

The  New  Testament  clearly  delineates  the  two  separate 
A^ppearances,  or  Comings  of  Jesus  Christ:  (1)  His  Ap- 
pearance, or  Coming  for  His  People.  (2)  His  Appearance, 
)r  Coming,  with  His  people.  These  appearances  are  usu- 
iUy  spoken  of  by  most  Christians  as  (1)  The  Rapture. 
(2)   The  Revelation. 

In  each  appearance  it  is  a  "personal"  bodily  appear- 
mce.  Unprincipled  false  teachers  claim  that  the  phrase 
'Coming  again"  is  vague,  and  may  m.ean  many  things, 
imong  which  they  claim  a  "spiritual"  appearance.  It 
would  seem  that  the  Holy  Spirit  anticipated  that  these 
false  claims  would  be  made,  and  used  two  Greek  words 
in  mentioning  these  "appearances,"  neither  of  which  could 
be  misconstrued.  The  words  are:  In  writing  of  the  first 
appearance  or  Second  Coming  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Greek 
rerb  "Parousia"  is  used,  and  in  describing  the  second 
appearance  of  Christ  with  His  people,  the  Greek  word 
Apokalupsis  is  used,  which  can  mean  only  A  Revelation, 
rhe  Greek  verb  "parousia"  is  used  13  times  in  the  New 
lestament  to  describe  the  Coming  of  the  Lord  Jesus  for 
His  people:  they  are:  1  Cor.  15:23;  1  Thess.  2:19;  3:13; 
4:15;  5:23;  2  Thess.  2:1;  2:8;  James  5:7;  5:8;  2  Peter 
1:16;  3:4;  3:12;  1  John  2:28.  This  word  always  means  to 
Je   present   in    physical   person   and   bodily   form.   That  is 
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why  the  men  from  Paradise  spoke  of  "This  same  Jesus" 
returning.  The  Early  Church  Fathers  use  the  same  word 
in   speaking    of   the    Coming   of   The    Lord   Jesus. 

According  to  the  Apostle  Paul,  as  written  to  the  Con- 
gregation at  Thessalonica  (1  Thess.  4:17)  He  will  return 
"for  His  People,"  who  will  meet  Him  in  the  air.  This 
is  a  private  manifestation  of  Himself  to  His  Bride,  the 
Church,  and  will  be  shared  by  no  others  than  its  mem- 
bers. A  beautiful  representation  of  this  is  found  in  the 
Biblical  story  of  Abraham  sending  his  eldest  servant  to 
select  a  wife  for  his  son  Isaac.  (Genesis  24th  chapter). 
Having  secui'ed  the  promise  of  Rebekah  to  become  Isaac's 
bride,  this  servant  accompanied  by  Rebekah  was  met  by 
Isaac  who  took  her  into  his  father's  house.  Even  so,  our 
Lord  God  sent  the  Holy  Spirit  into  this  world  to  select 
a  Bride  for  His  Only  Begotten  Son,  who  will  in  a  simi- 
lar manner  go  out  from  His  Father's  House  to  meet  His 
Bride  and  escort  her  into  His  Father's  House,  where  He 
is  now  preparing  a  place  for  her.  This  manifestation  is 
known  throughout  Christendom  as  "The  Rapture  of  The 
Saints." 

At  this  time  He  will  send  forth  His  angels  to  assemble 
His  Bride  among  the  living,  and  at  the  same  time  He  will 
resurrect  the  righteous  dead,  and  having  clothed  both  the 
righteous  living  and  the  dead  spiritual  bodies,  shall  lift 
them  up  to  meet  Him  in  the  air.  This  great  event  is  de- 
scribed in  the  never-to-be-forgotten  phraseology  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  1  Thess.  4:15-17:  "For  this  we  say  unto 
you  by  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  we  which  are  alive 
and  remain  unto  the  coming  of  the  Lord,  shall  not  pre- 
vent, (or  precede)  them  which  are  asleep.  For  the  Lord 
Himself  shall  descend  from  heaven  with  a  shout,  and 
with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the  trump  of 
God:  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first:  then  we 
which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be  caught  up  with  them 
in  the  clouds  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air:  and  so  shall 
we  ever  be  with  the  Lord." 

In  speaking  to  the  Corinthian  Congregation  regarding 
this  resurrection,  the  Apostle  Paul  gives  this  description: 
"Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery;  we  shall  not  all  sleep, 
(or   die)    but   we   shall   all   be   changed,   in   a    moment,   in

MISSIONARY  TRAINING  CONFERENCE  REPORTS 


The  following  reports  will  help  us  to  understand  the 
benefits  that  our  missionary  candidates  under  appointment 
receive  by  attending  the  interdenominational  missionary 
training  conference  at  Meadville,  Pa. 

Glenn  and  Jean  Shank  attended  the  conference  during 
the  summer  along  with  three  Church  of  the  Brethren 
candidates  who  likewise  were  under  appointment  to  Ni- 
geria, Africa. 


AREA  STUDIES

TNCLUDED  IN  THE  PROGRAM  of  the  conference  were 
-*■  courses  dealing  with  five  major  mission  areas,  namely: 
Near  East,  India,  Southeast  Asia,  Latin  America,  and 
Africa.  The  members  of  the  conference  were  assigned  to 
the  particular  area  group  which  included  the  country  of 
their  appointment. 

For  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  conference,  two  hours 
were  spent  each  afternoon  in  area  study.  This  time  was 
spent  in  group  discussions,  individual  leports,  and  lec- 
tures by  the  leader.  In  the  three  weeks,  each  area  group 
had  two  main  leaders. 

The  African  group  had  two  able  leaders  in  the  persons 
of  Dr.  George  W.  Carpenter  and  Rev.  John  A.  Reuling. 
Both  men  have  spent  considerable  time  in  Africa  and 
knew  their  fields  very  well. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  entire  conference  was  the 
presence  of  Christian  nationals  from  other  lands.  Among 
these  was  a  young  couple  from  Japan,  two  young  ladies 
from  the  Philippines,  two  young  men  and  a  former  pro- 
fessor from  southern  India,  and  an  African  from  South- 
ern Rhodesia.  The  many  opportunities  of  fellowship  with 
these  proved  to  be  an  inspiration.  It  was  most  gratify- 
ing to  associate  with  Christians  of  other  lands — Christian 
because  of  the  efforts  of  former  missionaries  who  had 
in   years   past   responded  to  the   great  commission.   Each

of  these  gave  their  testimony  as  to  the  value  and  nee 
of  Christian  missions. 

Our  attention  was  focused  upon  the  many  problems  o 
Africa  which  are  involved  in  mission  work.  Among  th 
problems  discussed  were  white  supremacy,  the  growinji 
spirit  of  nationalism,  the  ills  of  colonialism,  unequal  disi 
tribution  of  land,  migrant  labor,  infiltration  of  wester] 
culture  and  illiteracy.  Problems  more  specifically  relate( 
to  a  missionary  were  also  discussed.  Among  these  wercj 
new  adjustments,  standards  of  living,  language,  and  edul 
cation. 


DEVOTIONAL  STUDY  OF  THE  BIBLE 
Jean  H.  Shank 

ON  EVERY  HAND  we  are  confronted  with  the  Bible 
Those  who  contemplate  missionary  service  must  keep 
its  message  in  their  hearts,  its  Word  in  their  mouths 
and  its  teachings  in  their  lives.  How  can  one  best  study 
this  great  Book  in  his  private  devotional  life?  At  the 
Missionary  Training  Conference,  several  teachers  gave 
their  views.  Those  who  ti'eated  the  subject  included  Dr. 
A.  Kenneth  Cragg,  Dr.  Edward  P.  Blair,  Professor  Harry 
G.  Goodykoontz,  Rev.  Charles  C.  West  and  Dr.  E.  Bruce 
Copland. 

The  books  of  the  Bible  need  to  be  studied  individually.  > 
A  small  book  is  like  a  single  one-roomed  house.  A  longer 
book  is  like  a  large  house,  and  one  often  remains  in  onei 
room  and  loses  sight  of  the  whole  house.  The  average: 
reading  of  the  Bible  is  described  as  "honey-bee  flitting." 
In  reading  a  magazine  story  one  wouldn't  think  of  pick- 
ing   out   random    paragraphs   to   read   on   diffei'ent   days. 

The  Bible  needs  to  be  read  as  units  of  thought.  Not 
all  of  the  books  are  units,  but  most  of  them  are.  To 
read  portions  out  of  context  is  like  ducking  for  apples, 
blindfolded.  More  than  one-half  of  the  sixty-six  books 
can  be  read  in  twenty  minutes,  none  requiring  an  hour. 
Reading  cover  to  cover  is  not  i^ecommended  to  most 
readers,  because  the  perplexing  problems  confronted  in 
Genesis  tend  to  bog  down  the  reader.  Rather,  it  is  sug- 
gested that  reading  should  be  begun  with  Christ,  in  the 
book  of  Mark.  Several  quick  readings  of  one  book  will 
enable  the  reader  to  gain  a  perspective  before  treating 
the  individual  ideas. 

Each  professor  who  treated  the  devotional  study  of  the 
Bible  had  an  entirely  different  approach.  Space  does 
not  permit  enlarging  upon  these  theses.  All  stressed  the 
need  for  a  rich  and  regular  devotional  study.  How  can 
one  be  effective  unless  he  has  the  ammunition  with  which 
to  win  others  ? 

This  study  was  not  confined  to  classroom  lectures,  but 
early    morning    devotional    services    in    the    stone    chapel 
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elped  all  to  begin  each  day  with  a  right  attitude  toward 
[od.  We  sensed  a  need  for  a  renewed  understanding  of 
tie  Word. 

Just  as  a  symphony  needs  instruments  to  express  the 
uUness  of  the  composition,  just  so  the  Gospel  needs  men 
0  proclaim  the  fullness  of  Christ.  All  are  instruments  of 
Jod.  One  must  be  the  Word  of  God  in  life,  word  and  deed.

\  /f EADVILLE,  PENNSYLVANIA.  What  would  we  do  ? 
i VI  What  would  we  learn  ?  We  were  all  praying  that 
he  Lord  would  teach  us  those  things  which  we  so  vitally 
leeded  in  preparation  for  His  work.  This  He  did  and 
ibundantly  more  than  we   expected. 

Every  day  of  the  missionary  training  conference  was 
lUed  to  overflowing.  The  day  started  with  chapel  before 
areakfast  and  following  breakfast  three  hours  of  class.  In 
the  afternoon  there  were  two  more  hours  of  class  and  fre- 
quently in  the  evening  there  would  be  an  additional  lec- 
ture or  discussion  period. 

Our  study  was  divided  into  four  major  areas:  Bible 
study,  the  missionary  task,  linquistics,  and  the  study  of 
the  country  to  which  we  were  going.  In  addition  there 
were  lectures  on  various  phases  of  mission  work  pre- 
sented by  outstanding  leaders.  A  Dr.  Eugene  Nida  spoke 
on   translating   the    Bible,   Dr.    Frank    Laubach   discussed 
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literacy  methods  and  Dr.  Ira  Moomaw  spoke  on  rural  and 
agricultural  missions.  Also,  there  was  an  interesting  se- 
ries of  lectures  on  Christianity  and  Communism  by  Dr. 
Daniel  Fetler. 

Every  day  after  the  afternoon  classes,  two  hours  were 
free  for  recreation. 

The  conference  was  attended  by  128  missionaries  of 
foui'teen  denominations  preparing  to  go  to  twenty-four 
countries  of  the  world.  Sharing  our  hopes  and  aspirations, 
as  well  as  our  problems,  was  a  rich  experience.  Certainly 
one  gained  a  panoramic  view  of  missions  around  the 
world  and  the  urgency  which  is  being  manifested  in  many 
places. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  benefits  of  the  conference 
was  the  spiritual  inspiration  received  from  informal  de- 
votional and  Bible  study  groups  which  sprang  up  through- 
out the  conference.  As  we  were  seeing  the  scope  of  our 
missionary  task  and  the  tremendous  responsibility,  we  felt 
inadequate  to  meet  the  challenge.  Realizing  all  our 
strength  and  ability  was  in  the  Lord,  there  was  only  one 
place  to  go — to  Him.  Rising  at  dawn  for  one's  own  pri- 
vate devotions  and  then  meeting  in  a  group  for  Bible 
study  before  chapel,  or  at  the  close  of  the  day,  we  found 
wherein  our  strength  lay. 

Whether  at  work,  play,  or  study,  the  fellowship  of  the 
confei'ence  was  keenly  felt.  We  were  preparing  for  one 
purpose — to  make  Christ  known. 

The  unity  in  this  purpose  was  tremendous  as  we  were 
soon  to  scatter  and  go  out  to  woi-k  "for  Christ  and  His 
Kingdom."

three  years,  and  this  Editor  never  brings  in  the  milk  from 
the  porch  but  what  he  calls  to  mind  that  first  morning, 
and  the  milk-man's  directive  from  his  boss,  "WATCH 
FOR  THE  NEW  FAMILY!" 

If  it  pays  dividends  on  a  milk  route,  don't  you  think  it 
will  produce  results  in  your  church,  too  ? 

There  are  many  different  ways  of  winning  your  new 
area  residents,  first,  to  Christ,  if  they  have  not  previously 
accepted  Him,  and  second,  to  your  church  and  its  fellow- 
ship. Methods,  to  accomplish  this  could  well  be  the  sub- 
ject of  personal  worker's  classes  in  your  church  this  fall. 

However,  apart  from  specific  methods  of  winning  spe- 
cific people,  we  can  do  well  to  remember  that  Christ  won 
people  to  Himself  by  the  simple  quality  of  friendliness. 
We  can  do  the  same. 

People  essentially  are  lonesome.  Someone  has  written  a 
song  about  this,  "Do  You  Know  the  World  is  Dying,  For 
a  Little  Bit  of  Love?"  Simple  acts  of  kindness,  of  inter- 


est and  sincerity,  will  do  wonders  in  breaking  down  the 
strangeness  which  often  exists  when  new  families  move 
into  your  area. 

After  all,  you  are  engaged  in  the  Lord's  work.  The  Lord, 
if  we  pray  to  Him  for  guidance  and  for  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  will  surely  direct  our  efforts  in  reaching 
the  new  residents  in  your  area. 

Let's  be  on  the  look-out  for  them.  By  a  spirit  of  friend- 
liness and  sincerity,  invite  them  to  your  church.  In  your 
mind  put  yourself  in  their  position — strange  community, 
strange  people,  strange  church.  Then  do  what  you  would 
want  someone  to  do  to  you.  Offer  to  come  and  get  them 
the  first  Sunday  or  so,  and  take  them  with  you  to  your 
church. 

Introduce  them  to  other  members  of  the  church,  ex- 
plain the  services  to  them,  and  offer  to  see  them  home 
again  afterwards.  That  is  what  our  Lord  wants  us  to  do. 

The  solution  to  the  challenge  of  new  residents  and 
your  church  is  yours  to  bring  to  fruition.  Never  let  it 
be  said  of  newcomers  in  your  community  that  in  a  year 
no  protestant  minister  had  called  on  them.  This,  we  know 
is  a  challenge  to  ministers — it  is  also  a  challenge  to 
members  to  visit  these  new  residents  on  their  arrival. 
After  all,  it  may  be  a  gospel  message  from  your  pulpit 
that  will  be  the  means  of  strengthening  them  spiritually, 
now  and  for  eternity.

the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump:  for  the  trum- 
pet shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorrup- 
tible, and  we  shall  all  be  changed.  For  this  corruptible 
must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put  on 
immortality"   (1  Corinthians  15:51-52). 

Having  met  His  Bride  in  the  air,  she  must  be  prepared 
for  presentation  to  the  Father,  and  for  the  Marriage  Sup- 
per. And,  inasmuch  as  the  Bride  is  to  reign  with  her 
Loi'd,  the  Coming  King,  she  must  be  assigned  to  the  po- 
sition in  which  she  shall  reign  with  Him;  for  the  Bride 
shall  reign  with  Him  for  1,000  years  (See  Rev.  20:6). 
Therefore  the  Bride,  or  Church  must  go  before  the  Judg- 
ment seat  of  Christ,  for  we  read  in  Romans  14:10-12:  "For 
we  shall  all  stand  before  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ,  for 
it  is  written,  'As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord,  every  knee  shall 
bow  to  me,  and  every  tongue  shall  confess  to  God,'  so 
then,  every  one  of  us  shall  give  an  account  of  himself  to 
God."  Here  it  is  that  the  Christian  receives  his  rewards, 
for  this  is  not  a  judgment  of  condemnation;  for  "There 
is  therefore  now  no  condemnation  to  them  that  are  in 
Christ  Jesus,  who  walk,  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after 
the  Spirit." 

After  these  things,  according  to  the  Word,  we  shall  sit 
down  with  the  Father  and  the  Son  at  the  Marriage  Sup- 
per of  The  Lamb,  which  is  described  by  the  Prophet  John 
in  Revelation  19:7-9  in  these  words:  "Let  us  be  glad  and 
rejoice,  and  give  honour  to  Him;  for  the  marriage  of  the 
Lamb  is  come,  and  His  wife  hath  made  herself  I'eady. 
And  to  her  it  was  granted  that  she  should  be  arrayed  in 
fine  linen,  clean  and  white,  for  the  linen  is  the  righteous- 
ness of  the  Saints.  And  He  saith  unto  me:  Write,  blessed 
are  they  which  ai'e  called  to  the  Marriage  Supper  of 
the   Lamb." 

in.     WHEN    SHALL   THESE   TIMES   BE? 
AND  WHAT  SHALL  BE  THE  SIGN  OF  THY  COMING? 

We  do  not  know  the  author  of  these  words,  but  they 
constitute  two  of  the  three  questions  presented  by  four  of 
the  disciples,  Peter,  James,  John,  and  Andrew,  who  came 
to  Him  privately  as  He  sat  upon  the  Mount  of  Olives, 
and  requested:  "Tell  us,  (1)  When  shall  these  things  be? 
(2)  What  shall  be  the  sign  of  Thy  Coming?  (3)  And  of 
the  end  of  the  world  (or  age;  Matthew  24:1-3;  Mark 
13:5-13;   Luke  21:8-19). 

In  the  references  above  mentioned  our  Lord  answered 
all  of  these  questions.  In  considering  these  scriptures  in 
relation  to  the  Second  Coming  of  Jesus  Christ,  it  is  pos- 
sible for  one  to  become  greatly  confused,  and  for  this 
reason  these  questions  have  been  enumerated  separately 
as  above  outlined,  and  shall  be  considered  in  the  same 
manner : 

(1)  WHEN  SHALL  THESE  THINGS  BE?  This  would 
naturally  be  the  destruction  of  the  Temple  and  the  city 
of  Jerusalem,  relative  to  which  he  said:  "And  when  ye 
shall   see   Jerusalem   compassed   with   armies,  then   know 
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that  the  desolation  thereof  is  nigh"    (Luke  21:20).  It  : 
interesting  to  note  that  verses  20  to  24  in  Luke  21:  ail 
not   included  in  either  the  reports  of  Matthew  or  Marl 
There  are  two  separate  sieges  of  Jerusalem  reported  i' 
that  discourse.   Luke   21:20-24  undoubtedly  refers  to  th ' 
siege  by  Titus  in  A.  D.  70,  when  the  city  was  capturec 
and   the   Temple   burned   and   destroyed;    and    the    Jew 
were    led    away    captive    as    outlined   in   verse    24,   whic 
was   literally  fulfilled.   In   Luke  the  "sign"  is  the  "com 
passing  of  Jerusalem  by  armies"  (Luke  21:20);  while  i 
both  Matthew  and  Mark  the  sign  is  "abomination  of  th 
holy   place"    (See   Matthew  24:15;   Mark   13:14;   2  Thess 
2:4):    which   will   not  take   place  until  during  the   Grea 
Tribulation  described  by  both  Matthew  and  Mark,  whicl  j 
will  occur  after  the  Rapture.  j

(2)  WHAT  SHALL  BE  THE  SIGN  OF  THY  COMING:  j 

Regardless   of   the   many   "signs"   enumerated   relative  t([ 
the   Coming   of  Jesus   Christ  for  His   Bride,   He   did  no  i 
give   these   disciples  one  single   sign!!!   He  warned  then 
against  being  deceived  by  men  about  His  Coming,  giving 
examples   of  such  things   as   wars,   stories  of  imminence 
of   wars,   famines,   pestilences,   earthquakes,   etc.,   stating 
that  these  things  should  not  trouble  them,  as  these  were 
only  the  beginnings  of  sorrows,  which  must  come  to  pass-; 
(Matt.  24:6);  that  many  should  stumble,  that  false  proph-M 
ets   should   arise   and   deceive   many:    but   in   speaking  oi 
this   wonderful    event,   Jesus   Himself   did   not   profess  to 
know.    This    date   has    been    withheld    from   men,   angels! 
and  even  Jesus  Himself,  for  we  read:  "But  of  that  day 
and  hour  knoweth  no  man;  no,  not  the  angels  in  heaven, 
but    my    Father    only"    (Matthew    24:36).    Then   He    told 
these  "sign-seeking"  disciples:   "Watch  therefore:  for  ye 
know    not    what   hour   your   Lord   doth   come.    But   know 
this,  that  if  the  good  man  of  the  house  had  known  what 
watch  the  thief  would  come  he  would  have  watched  and 
would   not   have    suffered   his    house    to    be    broken    up.j 
Therefore   be  ye  also  ready:   for  in  such  an  hour  as  yej 
think  not,  the  Son  of  man  cometh"  (Matthew  24:42-44). 

Indeed  there  will  be  many  homes  "broken  up"  when 
He  comes  again.  Fathers  and  mothers,  sons  and  daugh- 
ters, will  be  separated  on  account  of  this  failure  to 
"watch"  and  "Be  Ready"  for  the  Coming  of  the  Lord 
Jesus.  Those  failing  to  "watch"  shall  be  "cut  asunder" 
and  appointed  a  place  with  the  hypocrites;  for  we  read: 
"But  if  that  evil  servant  shall  say  in  his  heart  My  Lord 
delayeth  His  Coming;  and  shall  begin  to  smite  his  fellow- 
servants,  and  to  eat  and  drink  with  the  drunken;  the  Lord 
of  that  servant  shall  come  in  a  day  when  he  looketh 
not  for  him,  and  in  an  hour  that  he  is  not  aware  of,  and 
shall  cut  him  asunder,  and  appoint  him  his  portion  with 
the  hypocrites:  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of 
teeth"  (Matthew  24:48-51).  O  how  many  people  are  do- 
ing just  that  today! 

In  the  first  13  verses  of  the  25th  chapter  of  Matthew 
Jesus  speaks  of  the  condition  of  the  Kingdom  of  heaven, 
or  sphere  of  Christian  Profession  at  His  return;  and 
likens  it  to  Ten  Virgins,  five  of  whom  were  wise,  and 
five  foolish:  the  five  wise  virgins  were  ready  with  their 
Bridal  lamps  filled;  but  the  five  foolish  virgins  had  no 
oil  in  their  lamps.  Oil  being  the  symbol  of  the  Holy 
►Spirit,  it  is  easily  seen  that  half  of  these  "virgins"  knew 
nothing  whatever  about  the  Holy  Spirit.  If  you  wish,  ask 
the   first  ten  church  members  you  meet  if  they  have  ac- 
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jpted  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  see  what  they  know  about 
[im!  We  are  told  that  "While  the  Bridegroom  tarried, 
ley  all  slumbered  and  slept"  (Matthew  25:5).  Some  of 
lem  "cat-napped",  while  others  slept  soundly.  Could  not 
lese  words  apply  to  Christendom  now? 

But  .  .  .  "At  midnight  there  was  a  cry  made,  'Behold, 
he  Bridegroom  Cometh:  go  ye  out  to  meet  Him'"  (Mat- 
hew  25:6).  What  consternation!  What  joy  to  those  who 
rere  ready!  What  sorrow  to  those  who  went  out  to  seek 
he  Holy  Spirit  and  then  returning  found  the  door  shut! 
lear  their  pitiful  request:  "Lord,  Lord,  Open  to  us!" 
hen  hear  the  Lord's  reply:  "Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I 
now  you  not"  (Matt.  25:12)  Regarding  the  great  neces- 
ity  of  possessing  and  being  possessed  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
/e  read  in  Romans  8:9:  "Now  if  any  man  have  not  the 
Ipirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  His."  If  we  are  not  His, 
/e  cannot  be  caught  up  to  meet  Him  in  the  air  when 
le  comes.  Therefore  be  ye  also  ready,  for  in  such  an 
lOur  as   ye  think  not,   the   Son  of  man  Cometh.

GOD  CALLS  SINNERS  to  repentance  (Isaiah  1:18). 
Jesus  died  to  save  them  (Luke  19:10).  But  they 
fail  to  realize  their  need  in  that  they  think  they  are 
good  enough  (Rom.  3:23).  They  think  they  are  young 
and  strong  and  need  not  bother  with  religion  until  they 
are  older  (2  Cor.  6:2).  But  the  more  oportunities  they 
waste,  the  less  of  opportunity  will  they  have  (Heb.  4:7).

STRUGGLE  FOR  SURVIVAL 

Lesson:   Nehemiah   4:6-9,   15,   21-23;   12:27,   43 

TEAMWORK  IS  NECESSARY  in  every  phase  of  liv- 
ing. No  army  in  the  world,  however  well  trained  it 
may  be,  could  function  properly  without  it.  No  football 
baseball,  or  basketball  squad  could  ever  win  a  game  un- 
less its  players  determined  to  work  together  for  the  com- 
mon good  of  the  team.  AND  YET  IT  IS  TRAGIC  THAT 
THE  CHURCHES  IN  OUR  LAND  ARE  ENDEAVOR- 
ING TO  DO  A  GOOD  WORK  FOR  GOD  WITHOUT 
THAT  UNITY  AND  ONENESS  OF  SPIRIT  THAT  IS 
SO  VITAL!  No  wonder  so  little  is  accomplished  for  God! 
We  need  to  experience  "The  Joy  of  Working  Together' 
in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

Nehemiah  was  God's  Man  of  the  Hour.  Under  Artax- 
erxes,  King  of  Persia,  Nehemiah  was  permitted  to  return 
to  supervise  the  rebuilding  of  the  walls  of  Jerusalem 
When  he  arrived  in  the  Holy  City  he  might  well  have 
been  discouraged  at  the  sight  of  the  ruins.  The  walls 
were  "broken  down,  and  the  gates  thereof  were  consumed 
with  fire"    (Neh.  2:13). 

Undaunted,  however,  by  the  tremendous  task  before 
him,  Nehemiah  rallied  the  people  and  persuaded  them  tc 
begin  to  rebuild.  "So  they  strengthened  their  hands  foi 
this  good  work."  No  sooner  had  they  begun  to  woi'k  wher 
Nehemiah   found   to   his   dismay   that   he   had   to   contend 
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lith  two  enemies:  the  un-cooperative  within,  and  the  foe 
ithout. 

'  It  is  not  strange  to  find  that  there  are  those  in  the 
lorld  who  would  attempt  to  hinder  and  oppose  the  wox'k 
'  God  in  the  church.  BUT  IT  IS  DIFFICULT  TO  UN- 
ERSTAND  WHY  THOSE  WITHIN  THE  RANKS  OF 
HE  CHURCH— THOSE  PROFESSING  TO  BEAR  THE 
AME  OF  CHRIST— SHOULD  BE  ANTAGONISTIC  TO 
OD'S  WORK!  There  are  a  number  of  ways  Christians 
m  oppose  God:  Indifference;  Lack  of  Cooperation;  Criti- 
sm;   Fault-Finding;  etc. 

Two  of  the  troublemakers  who  were  seeking  from 
ithout  to  disturb  Nehemiah's  work  were  Sanballat  and 
obiah.  They  were  the  ring-leaders  of  the  opposition 
arty.  They  tried  any  number  of  acts  to  stop  the  work, 
hey  laughed  at  the  workers  and  mocked  them.  When 
lis  did  not  work  they  "conspired  all  of  them  together 
3  come  and  fight  against  Jerusalem,  and  to  hinder  it." 
'his  did  not  work.  As  a  last  resort  spies  were  sent  into 
leir  midst  to  delay  the  workers. 

Even  this  failed  to  hinder  the  work.  "So  the  wall  was 
nished  in  the  twenty  and  fifth  day  of  the  month  Elul, 
1  fifty  and  two  days"   (6:15). 

"So  the  wall  was  finished."  Accomplishment!  Success! 
Vhat  enabled  them  to  finish  their  task  in  face  of  great 
pposition  ?  Let  us  note  a  few  of  the  deciding  factors. 

First,  "the  people  had  a  mind  to  work"  (4:6).  How 
ecessary  this  is  for  success  in  the  work  of  the  Lord! 
Secondly,  when  opposition  came  they  did  not  despair.  In- 
tead  we  read:  "Nevertheless  we  made  our  prayer  unto 
ur  God"  (4:9).  When  opposition  comes  (and  we  can  be 
ure  it  will  come)  we  should  not  give  up  in  defeat,  but 
nstead  we  should  turn  defeat  into  victory  by  utilizing  the 
lower  of  prayer.  Thirdly,  they  were  willing  to  labour  to 
ccomplish  their  goal  (4:21).  Doing  the  work  of  God  is 
lot  easy!  It  demands  time,  energy  and  good  hard  work! 

Then  came  that  joyful  day  when  the  wall  of  Jerusalem 
ras  dedicated.  With  thanksgiving  and  singing  the  people 
ame  together  unto  the  Lord  to  offer  praise  for  His  help. 

The  topic  of  today's  lesson  is  "The  Joy  of  Working  To- 
:ether."  And  it  is  a  joy!  Christian  people  should  join 
ands  and  together  march  forward  to  do  God's  work. 
)nly  as  we  strive  to  work  together  will  we  experience 
he  joy  of  the  Lord  that  comes  to  them  that  do  His  bid- 
ding.

PROGRAM  PLANS

LAST  TIME  WE  TALKED  ABOUT  making  use  of  tal- 
ent in  your  group,  besides  that  of  visitors.  This,  of 
;ourse,  takes  in  a  greater  territory  than  at  first  it  seems, 
flaking  use  of  talent  means  taking  advantage  of  all  that 
jod  has  given  you  in  your  members  and  attendants  in 
)rder  to  take  the  fullest  possible  advantage,  and  to  create 
he  best  program  possible  for  your  young  people.  You 
vill    find    that   an   interesting   program    is   the   seci'et   of 


keeping  your  youth  within  your  reach.  Give  them  some- 
thing worth  coming  to,  and  they  will  come.  This  carries 
deeper  implications  than  one  can  imagine.  Everyone  has 
heard  the  remark,  "Well,  if  the  preacher  gave  anything 
out  from  the  pulpit  I  would  go  to  church."  The  same 
thing  applies  to  an  attractive  youth  pi'ogram. 

SOMEONE  NEEDED  TO  WORK  AND  PLAN 

All  of  this  requires  planning  and  working.  Planning 
and  working  calls  for  someone  with  "know  how"  and  will- 
ingness to  direct  the  program.  Last  time  we  spoke  of 
making  use  of  those  who  attend  the  meetings.  Now  let 
us  mention  those  who  have  charge  of  the  complete  pro- 
gram. 

A  Youth  Director.  Most  people  seem  to  think  that  "if 
the  young  people  come  we  can  have  a  youth  program." 
But  unfortunately — or  fortunately- — it  doesn't  work  that 
way.  Young  people,  as  adults,  are  attracted  by  person- 
alities, leaders.  So  at  this  point  let  me  emphasize  the 
need  for  a  youth  leader  in  your  church.  We  have  been 
preaching  this  for  a  long  time,  and  we  will  not  stop  until 
all  of  the  churches  see  the  need  and  decide  to  do  some- 
thing for  that  need.  It  takes  time  to  work  with  youth. 
This  is  a  busy  world  in  which  we  live  today,  and  it  takes 
much  time  to  be  friends  with  active  and  busy  youth,  look 
into  their  individual  problems  and  needs  and  counsel  them 
when  the  time  presents  itself.  I  would  say  that  the  great- 
est need  today  is  for  counselling  the  youth — there  are 
spiritual  problems,  moral  problems,  life  pi'ofessions  to 
choose,  etc.  Some  people  have  even  asked  me  if  I  spend 
my  full  time  at  my  work.  Such  questions  show  a  gross 
lack  of  understanding  of  the  need  of  working  with  young 
people,  their  struggles  with  life,  their  need  for  counsel- 
ling. There  is  need  of  at  least  one  fulltime  worker  in 
every  church,  besides  every  district,  in  the  brotherhood. 

ONE  OF  THE  IMPORTANT  PHASES  of  the  youth 
leader's  work  is  the  planning  of  activities,  such  as  Sun- 
day evening  youth  meetings,  special  meetings,  parties 
and  outings.  He  must  keep  in  mind  the  needs  of  the  in- 
dividuals in  his  group  when  he  helps  plan  all  of  these 
activities  in  order  that  these  needs  might  be  met  in  va- 
rious ways.  There  is  no  universal  program  of  any  type 
that  can  be  outlined  to  answer  the  needs  of  any  local 
group,  entirely.  There  simply  must  be  someone  in  the 
position  to  make  use  of  suggested  materials  which  will 
greatly  aid  if  the  material  is  properly  adapted  to  the 
local  situation. 

Co-ordinator.  I  suppose  that  the  local  youth  director 
could  more  accurately  be  called  the  youth  director  co- 
ordinator. The  youth  work  of  the  local  church  is  not  to 
function  as  a  separate  entity,  disconnected  from  the 
church  as  a  whole.  This  probably  is  the  reason  some  folk 
feel  that  it  is  difficult  to  work  with  youth,  that  youth 
are  a  dissenting  group  and  difficult  to  handle.  If  the 
youth  activities  are  directed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  co- 
ordinate it  with  the  entire  church  program,  then  the 
youth  department  should  enhance  the  local  church  pro- 
gram, not  exist  as  a  thorn  in  its  side. 

The  youth  director  should  be  the  one  who  organizes 
and  plans  the  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  educational 
course  of  the  young  people.  He  not  only  plans  what  the 
course  shall  be,  but  also  how  it  shall  be  accomplished. 
He    knows    best   how   the    youth    will    respond    to    certain 
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methods  and  approaches,  and  uses  that  which  will  bring 
the  desired  results. 

The  ultimate  goal  in  the  youth  work  is  to  bring  young 
people  to  Christ  and  lead  them  into  a  deeper  fellowship 
with  their  Saviour  so  that  they  will  finally  give  them- 
selves for  service  and  leadership  in  the  future.  The  spir- 
itual condition  and  progress  of  individuals  of  this  group  is 
to  be  observed,  aided  and  repoi-ted  to  the  pastor  of  the 
church. 

Youth  departments.  The  youth  director  is  the  head  of 
the  entire  youth  pi'ogram  of  the  church,  with  other  youth 
workers  co-operating  with  him  (her).  There  should  be 
heads  (presidents,  if  you  choose)  of  each  department  of 
the  youth  program: 

Sunday  School 

Sunday  evening  meetings 

Youth  choir 

Sports  teams 
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Brotherhood,  Sisterhood,  Signal  lights 
Junior,  senior  groups 

Leadership  co-ordination.  In  order  that  all  groups  ca 
pull  together,  there  should  be  over-all  planning  session; 
discussions  by  the  youth  leaders  of  all  groups,  preferabl 
every  quarter.  The  meetings  should  be  held  about  th 
middle  of  each  season,  to  make  plans  for  the  coming  ses 
son.  Each  season  has  its  special  problems  to  face:  Surr 
mer,  beat  the  heat;  Fall,  beat  the  school  program;  winte) 
beat  the  cold;  spring,  beat  spring  fever.  The  best  way  t 
handle  this  is  to  have  a  complete  schedule  for  eac 
worker. 

Remember  that  the  youth  gi'oups  are  feeders,  younge 
to  older,  older  to  young  adults,  young  adults  to  adultl 
and  leadership  groups.  Keep  this  in  mind  to  help  you  ii 
your  over-all  program  planning  and  selection  of  a  youtli 
leader  and  workers.

THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  has  announced 
that  Bil)les  will  be  supplied  without  charge  to  stricken 
families  and  churches  in  the  disaster  area  affected  by  the 
recent  floods. 

Rev.  John  Osberg,  a  district  secretary  of  the  Society 
in  Syracuse,  New  York,  commissioned  to  make  a  survey, 
estimated  that  upwards  of  25,000  Bibles  would  be  required 
to  replace  those  lost  or  damaged  in  homes  and  churches. 
He  pointed  out  that  Bibles  in  15  languages,  in  addition  to 
English,  would  be  needed. 

The  Society  emphasized  that  it  will  fill  requests  from 
all  stricken  families  whether  or  not  they  previously  o'ATied 
Bibles. 

"Meeting  the  physical  needs  of  stricken  families  is  of 
paramount  importance  and  all  should  give  as  generously 
as  possible  to  agencies  which  are  helping  meet  the  emer- 
gency," the  Society  said  in  making  the  announcement, 
"Of  equal  importance,  at  such  a  time  of  crisis  is  the 
necessity  for  meeting  spiritual  needs  and  providing  spir- 
itual comfort.  We  are  offering  these  Bibles  to  all  stricken 
churches  and  families  in  the  belief  that  the  Bible  and 
the  faith  it  engenders  is  vital  at  this  critical   time."

JAMES  RUSSELL  LOWELL  AND  THE  SKEPTICS

TAMES  RUSSELL  LOWELL,  once  American  ambassa- 
^  dor  to  England,  just  before  leaving  the  latter  country 
for  the  United  States,  attended  a  meeting  in  London  to 
do  honor  to  the  poet  Browning.  Some  of  those  present 
made    addresses    in    which    they     aired     their     skepticism 


and  said  that  they  could  get  along  without  .any  religiorj. 
They  did  this,  though  they  knew  that  by  so  doing  the; 
would  give  offense  to  many  who  were  there.  Mr.  Lowell 
having  the  courage  of  his  convictions,  paid  some  atten 
tion  to  these  men  in  his  address,  and  among  thingii 
equally  pertinent  and  forcible,  he  said: 

"The  worst  kind  of  religion  is  no  religion  at  all,  am 
these  men  who  live  in  ease  and  luxury,  indulging  them 
selves  in  the  amusement  of  g'oing  vdthout  religion,  maj 
be  thankful  that  they  live  in  lands  where  the  gospel  thej 
neglect  has  tamed  the  beastliness  and  ferocity  of  the  mei 
who,  but  for  Christianity,  might  long  ago  have  eaten  theii 
bodies  like  the  South  Sea  Islanders,  or  cut  off  thai] 
heads  and  tanned  their  hides  like  the  monsters  of  th( 
French   revolution. 

"When  the  microscopic  search  of  skepticism,  which  has 
hunted  the  heavens  and  sounded  the  seas  to  disprove  ihi 
existence  of  a  creator,  has  turned  its  attention  to  humar 
society,  and  has  found  a  place  on  this  planet  ten  miles 
square  where  a  decent  man  can  live  in  decency,  comforl 
and  security,  supporting  and  educating  his  children  un- 
spoiled and  unpolluted;  a  place  where  age  is  reverenced; 
infancy  respected,  manhood  respected,  womanhood  hon- 
ored, and  human  life  held  in  due  regard — when  skeptics 
can  find  a  place  ten  miles  square  on  this  globe  where  the 
gospel  of  Christ  has  not  gone  and  cleared  the  way  and 
laid  the  foundations,  and  made  decency  and  security  pos- 
sible, it  will  then  be  in  order  for  the  skeptic  literati  tc 
move  thither,  and  there  ventilate  their  views. 

"But  as  long  as  these  very  men  are  dependent  upon  the 
religion  which  they  discard  for  every  privilege  they  enjoy, 
they  may  well  hesitate  a  little  before  they  seek  to  rol 
the  Christian  of  his  hope,  and  humanity  of  its  faith  ir 
that  Saviour  who  has  alone  given  to  man  that  hope  oi 
life  eternal,  which  makes  life  tolerable  and  society  pos- 
sible, and  robs  death  of  its  terrors  and  the  grave  of  its 
gloom." — The  Evangel.

)rogi'am  in  the  hands  of  God.) 

We  can  neither  work  as  if  everything  depended 
m  us,  nor  leave  it  all  to  God !  God's  hand  is  upon 
;he  throttle,  and  when  His  people  are  willing  to 
ro  His  way  in  good,  hard,  honest  Christian  labor, 
ihen  the  church  grows. 

Faith,  prayer  and  trust  are  marvelous  attri-

'orth  from  there  with  an  increased  assurance 
;hat  God  has  His  hand  upon  the  throttle  of  the 
miverse. 

WHAT  DOES  THAT  MEAN  FOR  US  TO- 
DAY? One  thing  we  are  convinced  of  as  we  look 
)ut  over  the  world  today.  Peace  is  an  elusive 
:hing!  Anyone  who  has  kept  close  tab,  will  have 


come  to  the  same  conclusion  as  this  Editor  re- 
garding news  casts  on  both  radio  and  television. 
We  have  not  seen  nor  heard  a  newscast  of  worth 
in  recent  years  that  has  not  told  of  bloodshed 
and  fighting  somewhere  upon  the  face  of  the 
earth.  National  tensions  mount  higher  and  high- 
er; our  own  nation  is  expanding  its  defenses 
until  we  find  ourselves  in  the  whirlpool  of  war- 
mindedness. 

This  situation  was  not  brought  upon  us  over 
night.

Let's  let  our  voices  be  heard  to  the  awakening 
of  ourselves,  our  neighbors  and  the  nation  that 
peace  and  rest  do  not  come  by  might,  nor  by 
power,  but  by  the  Spirit  of  God.  The  Lord  will 
honor  our  faith  through  our  works  by  that  un- 
recordable  factor  in  every  human  endeavor — His 
blessing.

Brethren  Church  History

EPHRAIM  WINFIELD  STONER 


THE  ROLLING  HILLS  and  fertile  valleys  of  Western 
Maryland  grow  many  crops.  The  best  and  one  of 
their  most  important  crops  is  men.  The  Carroll  County 
section  has  produced  a  great  crop  of  outstanding  Church 
men  throughout  the  past  couple  of  centuries.  Perhaps 
the  beauty  of  the  country  which  meets  the  eye  of  the 
individual  daily  as  from  early  morning  the  eyes  rest 
upon  their  cloud-bathed  mountains  and  rolling  hills,  tends 
to  inspire. 

One  of  the  beauty  spots  to  remain  long  upon  the  mind 
of  the  one  who  gazes  is  that  which  may  be  viewed  from 
Clear  Ridge,  as  it  is  locally  called,  between  the  villages 
of  Linwood  and  Uniontown.  To  the  east  across  Wakefield 
Valley  to  the  white  buildings  of  Westminster  some  ten 
miles  away  shining  in  the  sun  like  alabaster  battlements, 
the  eye  never  wearies.  Nearby  to  the  west  nestling  at 
the  near  foot  of  the  hill  is  the  old  historic  Pipe  Creek 
Church  of  the  Brethren. 

Just  a  little  farther  on  in  Pipe  Creek  Valley  may  be 
seen  the  tower  of  the  Linwood  Brethren  Church,  as  it 
stands  upon  the  hill  where  it  was  first  constructed  fifty 
years  ago.  It  was  designed  and  built  in  the  form  of  a 
cross.  This  October  they  at  their  Home  Coming,  October 
9,  will  celebrate  fifty  years  of  service  to  the  commun- 
ity. Lifting  the  eyes  and  looking  farther  to  the  west  the 
hills  give  way  to  the  mountains  just  back  of  Thurmont 
which  have  blended  into  them  the  foreground  of  hills  and 
valleys.  Never  the  same,  always  beautiful  they  exert  their 
influence  upon  those  who  travel  and  in  the  busy  affairs 
of  life,  take  time  to  drink  in  their  inspirational  beauty. 

It  was  in  this  communiity  not  far  from  the  Pipe 
Creek  Church,  as  it  nestles  in  the  protection  of  the  ridge, 
that  there  was  born  to  David  and  Esther  Pfoutz  Stoner 
on  July  26,  1833,  a  son.  This  son  they  named  Ephraim 
Winfield.  Here  he  grew  from  babyhood  to  boyhood  which 
meant  that  in  the  winter  when  work  was  light  upon  the 
farm  that  he  would  have  a  chance  for  a  few  months  of 
public  school.  Labor  saving  machinery  being  in  the  main 
conspicuous  by  its  absence,  every  hand,  however  small 
it  might  be  was  needed  to  produce  the  crops.  So  the 
long  summer  days  found  him  busily  engaged  upon  the 
farm. 

Ephraim,  was  the  oldest  of  a  family  of  five  children, 
and  was  fortunate  to  be  a  member  of  a  family  who  were 
pious  and  earnest  members  of  the  Pipe  Creek  Church. 
This  old  historical  church  where  three  centuries  have 
marked  it  with  the  marks  of  age  has  rendered  its  con- 
tribution to  the  community  such  as  Heaven  will  alone 
evaluate.   Here  in  1778  the  first  Minutes   of  the   Annual 


Meeting  to  be  pi'esei'ved  were  made.  The  spirit  of  devcl 
tion  of  the  parents  was  imparted  to  the  children  of  th 
household.  j

As  the  years  rolled  away  the  boy  grew  in  strengt! 
spiritually,  mentally,  and  physically  developing  into  stall 
wart  manhood.  Growing  up  in  a  family  and  surrounding i 
like  that,  it  is  no  surprise  to  know  that  when  full  mar 
hood  was  reached,  the  matter  of  childi'en  joining  th 
church  was  not  encouraged  by  our  Dunker  forefathers 
we  find  Ephraim  at  the  age  of  twenty-two  being  baptized 
He  was  not  the  only  one  but  a  group  of  five  young  pec 
pie  who  entered  the  waters,  likely  of  Pipe  Creek,  am! 
were  baptized  in  1855.  Among  these  was  a  young  lad;i 
in  whom  Ephraim  had  more  than  a  passing  interest.  Shd 
was  Belinda  Engel.  The  next  year,  1856,  on  Novembej 
80,  the  young  couple  joined  hands  in  marriage.  Thej 
settled  in  the  country  of  their  birth  and  as  long  as  thej 
lived  they  remained  a  part  of  its  life. 

It  may  be  said  in  this  connection  that  to  this  couph 
were  born  ten  children.  Infant  mortality  was  high  in  thos([ 
days  so  far  away  and  of  the  ten  only  three  reached  ma-] 
turity.  They  were,  Edith  who  married  Victor  Long,  alsc 
a  Minister;  Emma  who  married  Julius  Taub;  and  Fannj 
who  married  William  Lyon.  William  Lyon  was  also  8 
Minister.  He  will  be  well  remembered  by  some  who  may 
read  this  article  as  having  been  the  founder  of  the  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  Church.  The  history  of  the  early  events 
leading  up  to  the  founding  of  the  church  will  be  passed 
over  at  the  present  time. 

Two  of  his  sons  will  be  recalled  as  having  followed 
successfully  in  the  footsteps  of  their  father  and  paternal 
grandfather,  they  are  Thoburn  of  Wshington,  D.  C.  and 
Quinter  who  has  been  and  is  still  successful  in  Education- 
al work  in  the  west. 

The  interests  and  activities  of  Ephraim  brought  him 
to  the  attention  of  the  Elders  of  the  Pipe  Creek  Church 
and  so  when  he  was  twenty-eight  years  of  age  we  find 
him  in  the  Ministry.  This  was  in  1861  when  days  wen 
dark  and  trying  with  the  nation  in  a  death  grip  to  de- 
cide whether  it  would  remain  slave  or  become  free.  This 
section  of  Maryland  had  many  slaves  and  was  on  the 
border.  Though  the  Dunker  people  were  not  in  the  mair 
slave  holders,  they  were  unable  to  extricate  themselves 
from  the  conditions  which  were  forced  upon  them.  The 
old  slave  quarters  as  well  as  slave  rooms  may  be  seen 
Where  the  slaves  were  not  in  large  numbers  they  were 
often  bedded  down  in  the  loft  or  third  story  of  the  large 
stone   or   brick   houses. 
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Ephraim's  call  to  the  ministry  and  his  entering  meant 
a  quickening  and  a  new  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
church.  We  must  today  realize  that  this  meant  a  double 
duty  or  labor  for  the  individual  entering  the  ministry 
so  far  back  in  our  churches  history,  as  the  congregation 
contributed  little  if  anything  to  the  support  of  the  one 
entering  full  time  work.  Few  meetings  held  in  the  Pipe 
Creek  church,  community  or  over  in  Frederick  County 
found  him  absent.  His  face  was  a  familiar  face  among 
those  in  attendance  at  the  District  or  Annual  Confer- 
ences. 

Pipe  Creek  had  numerous  Elders  or  Bishops  and  so 
Ephraim  was  a  man  of  mature  age,  when  his  services 
were  needed  and  at  the  age  of  53  he  was  ordained  a 
Bishop.  Soon  after  this  he  was  given  the  oversight  of 
the  Pipe  Creek  Congregation  and  retained  it  until  a  few 
months  before  his  death.  From  time  to  time  he  served 
on  the  Standing  Committee,  which  was  the  policy  making 
Committee  of  the  denomination.  He  was  seldom  known 
to  give  advice  to  others  before  carefully  weighing  it  for 
himself  first.  This  in  the  minds  of  some  made  his  deci- 
sions somewhat  slow.  But  perhaps  fewer  of  them  had  to 
be  revamped. 

He  was  well  versed  in  the  Bible  and  a  good  student. 
This  led  him  to  impart  its  teachings  to  others,  so  he 
started  a  Bible  class  in  the  nearby  village  of  Union 
Bridge,  which  he  taught  for  thirty  years  meeting  once 
each  week. 

It  was  said  that  from  the  time  he  entered  the  fold  of 
the  church  by  membership  in  1861,  until  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1911,  Elder  Stoner  attended  more  Annual  Con- 
ferences than  any  other  minister  in  the  history  of  the 
Maryland  churches.  His  counsel  and  advise  was  sought 
by  many.  When  trouble  developed  in  the  Beaver  Dam 
congregation  he  was  one  of  three  selected  to  work  for 
conciliation.  At  the  age  of  seventy-three  he  collected  ma- 
terial and  wrote  the  first  published  history  of  the  Pipe 
Creek  Congregation.  In  1912,  the  year  following  his 
death,  Charles  Bonsack,  an  Elder  who  had  known  him 
well  wrote  a  sketch  of  his  life  and  activities.  One  para- 
graph we  share  with  the  reader. 

"He  was  a  student  of  conditions  about  him,  especially 
in  the  work  of  the  church.  This  kept  him  young,  active 
and  useful  unto  the  end  of  his  life.  While  some  slight 
throat  trouble  kept  him  from  preaching  much,  his  judg- 
ment and  interest  remained  fresh  and  keen  up  to  the  final 
illness.  This  was  so  much  so  that  it  was  hard  to  realize 
he  was  getting  old.  When  more  than  seventy-three  years 
old,  at  the  request  of  the  congregation,  he  wrote  a  his- 
tory of  the  Pipe  Creek  congregation  and  had  it  published, 
which  preserves  many  interesting  data  and  facts  that 
would  otherwise  be  lost  and  forgotten." 

It  has  been  said  that  as  a  pastor  and  shepherd  of  his 
flock,  he  was  probably  never  surpassed  by  any  contem- 
porary elder  among  the  Maryland  churches,  during  the 
nineteen  century,  unless  it  was  Philip  Boyle.  Both  served 
as  elders  of  the  Pipe  Creek  church  for  many  years.  Pa- 
tience and  faithfulness  marked  the  long  life  of  Ephraim 
Stoner,  laying  the  foundation  for  younger  generations  to 
build  upon. 
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Elder  Stoner  was  a  student' of  words  and  had  mastered 
a  beautiful  vocabulary,  and  also  knew  how  to  use  it.  This 
was  especially  noted  in  his  prayers,  where  as  some  lis- 
teners have  said,  they  would  "verily  lift  one  up  to  the 
gates  of  Gold  in  beautiful  thought  and  language." 

Friendly,  he  was  easily  approached  by  all,  and  those 
who  talked  with  him  had  the  influence  of  his  reverent 
and  sympathetic  manner. 

Yet  he  was  a  man,  mortal  who  had  his  weaknesses 
and  his  critics,  as  all  have  had  whether  they  are  de- 
serving of  them  or  not.  The  late  Elder  Bonsack  states, 
"Like  all  men,  he  had  his  weaker  points.  Many  of  us 
wished  at  times  he  was  more  frank,  but  he  was  always 
slow  and  cautious  to  commit  himself,  even  to  those  best 
known  and  trusted.  This  secretiveness,  with  his  diplomacy, 
led  his  best  friends,  sometimes,  to  suspicion  and  won- 
der as  to  his  position,  and  sincerity.  Shrewd,  his  state- 
ments and  movements  were  closely  watched,  and  often 
criticised  without  mercy;  but  these  things  never  ruffled 
him  in  the  least.  He  was  the  personification  of  delibera- 
tion and  patience."  While  his  disposition  prevented  him 
from  being  aggressive  in  the  constructive  work  of  the 
church  he  was  a  splendid  advisor  and  help  to  those  who 
were,  and  his  opinions  were  a  large  factor  in  the  advis- 
ability of  procedure.  The  Eastern  District  of  Maryland 
gained  much  by  his  sound  advice. 

Ephraim  Stoner  took  good  care  of  himself,  and  enjoyed 
good  health  up  until  a  few  months  before  his  death.  He 
was  confined  to  his  bed  for  about  four  months  and  en- 
dured with  patience  his  sufferings,  which  came  to  an  end 
July  3,  1911  when  his  spirit  departed  from  the  body 
in  which  it  had  tabernacled  for  nearly  seventy-eight 
years.  Kind  friends  gathered  in  the  home  and  the  funeral 
procession  wended  its  way  to  the  historic  church  of  which 
he  had  been  a  member  for  so  many  years  and  to  which 
he  had  given  over  fifty  years  of  oversight,  the  Pipe  Creek 
church,  nestling  just  below  the  main  road. 

Here  his  funeral  was  held  and  following  which  gentle 
hands  carried  the  casket  containing  the  remains  of  the 
old  Elder  to  the  Cemetery  just  aci'oss  the  road  where  he 
sleeps  today  resting  from  his  labors.  The  author  has 
made  numerous  journeys  to  this  same  cemetery  to  speak 
the  last  words  over  the  departed.  Never  have  we  gone 
there  without  gazing  in  rapture  upon  the  beautiful  vistas 
to  meet  the  eye  in  all  directions.  Yes,  the  'writer  has 
dear  friends  there  also.  This  cemetery  is  rich  with  the 
abandoned  houses  of  clay  in  which  numerous  and  varying 
years  have  tabernacled  the  departed  souls  of  those  who 
await  the  resurrection,  among  which  is  Ephraim  Winfield 
Stoner,  Citizen,  Minister,  Elder  and  man  of  God.

MALACHI  CALLS   FOR  RIGHTEOUS   LIVING        | 

Lesson:  Malachi  3:1-6,  13-18  1 

I 

THE  CALL  OF  GOD  has  always  been  for  righteous | 
living.  This  is  evident  as  far  back  as  Moses  and  the' 
Ten  Commandments.  V/hat  are  the  commandments  but' 
Godly  principles  describing  the  way  to  live  right  before] 
God  and  man.  Skipping  over  the  centuries  we  come  toj 
the  New  Testament.  There  we  find  Jesus  Christ  setting  1 
foi'th  His  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  Of  what  does  it  consist?} 
God's  rules  for  righteous  living!  So  has  it  been — so  will 
it  always  be — that  God's  call  to  man  is  for  righteous  liv- 
ing. 

The  Prophet  Malachi  issues  this  same  call  in  his  day. 
The  Children  of  Israel  had  been  released  from  captiv- 
ity. Unfortunately  they  had  not  been  released  from  all 
their  sin.  After  their  release  from  Babylon  they  had  beenj 
responsive  to  the  voice  of  God — for  awhile!  Now  theyi 
were  indifferent;  complacent.  Their  spiritual  fervor  had} 
waned  AND  THEY  DID  NOT  KNOW  IT!  The  same 
could  be  said  of  them  as  was  said  later  of  the  Church  in 
Sardis:  "Thoii  hast  a  name  that  thou  livest,  and  art  dead"  I 
(Rev.  3:1). 

How  awful  for  people  to  backslide!  But  how  much 
worse  when  they  do  not  realize  their  dreadful  plight! 

There  are  none  so  blind  as  those  who  do  not  know 
they  cannot  see!  This  was  true  of  Israel  at  this  time. 
Her  priests  offered  to  God  for  sacrifice  animals  that  were 
blind,  lame  and  sick.  Yet  these  religious  men  could  not 
understand  why  they  were  unacceptable  to  God!  (1:7-10). 

But  not  only  can  blame  be  laid  upon  the  priests.  Her 
people  had  robbed  God  of  His  tithe  and  offering.  God 
had  to  say  to  them:  "Ye  are  cursed  with  a  curse:  for  ye 
have  robbed  me,  even  this  whole  nation"  (3:9).  The  peo- 
ple were  guilty  of  many  other  sins.  God  said  He  would 
bring  judgment  upon  "the  sorcerers,  and  against  the 
adulterers,  and  against  false  swearers,  and  against  those 
that  oppress  the  hireling  in  his  wages,  the  widow,  and 
the  fatherless,  and  that  turn  aside  the  stranger  from  his 
right,  and  fear  not  me"   (3:5). 

It  was  not  enough  that  Israel  had  sinned  so  grievously 
against  God.  But  as  an  added  note  of  contempt  the  scof- 
fers cried:  "Where  is  the  God  of  judgment?" 
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God,  speaking  through  His  servant  Malachi,  answers 
them.  "Behold,  I  will  send  My  messenger  (John  the  Bap- 
tist), and  he  shall  prepare  the  way  before  Me:  and  the 
Lord  (Christ),  whom  ye  seek,  shall  suddenly  come  to  His 
temple  ...  He  shall  come,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts"  (3:1). 
Now  here  is  a  word  of  warning  to  the  scoffers  and  the 
disobedient:  "But  who  may  abide  the  day  of  His  com- 
ing ?  and  who  shall  stand  when  He  appeareth  ?  for  He 
is  like  a   refiner's  fire,  and  like  fullers'  soap." 

Yes,  there  is  a  day  coming  when  God's  Son,  Jesus 
Christ,  shall  come  back  again!  Thank  God  for  that  won- 
derful day!  But  when  He  does  come.  He  is  going  to  de- 
mand purity  and  righteousness  in  His  people.  Yea,  even 
now  He  sits  as  a  refiner  and  purifier  of  His  people.  He  is 
testing  us.  He  uses  temptation,  trial,  and  chastening.  And 
for  but  one  purpose:  "That  the  trial  of  your  faith,  being 
much  more  precious  than  of  gold  that  perisheth,  though 
it  be  tried  with  fire,  might  be  found  unto  praise  and 
honour  and  glory  at  the  appearing  of  Jesus  Christ" 
(I  Pt.   1:7). 

In  Malachi's  day  there  were  some  who  heard  God's 
Word  and  turned  again  to  Him.  They  heard  God's  call  to 
righteousness — and  responded!  Of  them  God  said:  "And 
they  shall  be  mine,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  in  that  day 
when  I  make  up  my  jewels;  and  I  will  spare  them,  as  a 
man  spareth  his  own  son  that  serveth  him"   (3:17). 

Will   YOU   be   included   in   that   number  ?

WHAT  IS  B.  Y.  C? 

J  SHOULD  LIKE  to  take  time  out  from  writing 
out  ideas  and  suggestions  for  the  inspirational 
Brethren  Youth  Programs  to  discuss  the  matter 
of  Brethren  Youth  Crusaders  in  general,  or  in 
particular,  whichever  way  it  might  strike  you. 
I  hope  that  in  some  way  it  will  strike  you. 

Many  people  have  asked  me  such  questions  as, 
"What  do  we  have  to  do  to  become  a  part  of 
Brethren  Youth,"  or,  "All  we  have  is  a  Sister- 
hood, do  we  count?"  Then  some  say,  "We  still 
like  to  work  with  Christian  Endeavor,  we  can't 
contribute  much  to  Brethren  Youth,"  or,  "It 
seems  to  me  that  we  have  too  many  projects  and 
meetings;  why  can't  we  have  our  entire  youth 
program  co-ordinated  ?" 

THINKING  A  LITTLE 

Now  let  us  think.  My  church  is  Brethren  in 
doctrine  and  practice.  What,  then,  does  my 
church  have  to  do  to  "join"  God's  Church,  the 
Body  of  Christ?  Is  my  church  able  to  "contrib- 


ute" to  "The  Church?"  What  are  the  limitations 
of  my  church  as  a  member  of  the  Body  of 
Christ?  If  my  church  undertakes  this  project  or 
that  program,  does  that  exclude  it  from  "The 
Church,"  or  will  God  give  it  credit  for  the  work 
accomplished?  The  answers  to  these  questions 
are  understood,  and  I  believe  that  the  answers 
to  the  questions  asked  about  B.  Y.  C.  are  under- 
stood, too,  if  one  thinks  about  it  for  a  few  sec- 
onds. 

WHATEVER  YOU  HAVE,  any  projects  which 
you  are  capable  of  undertaking,  or  programs  that 
suit  your  local  needs,  are  acceptable  in  the  name 
of  Christ  as  Brethren  Youth  Crusaders  pro- 
gramming. This  minister  is  evangelistic,  that  one 
is  doctrinal  in  his  approach,  that  one  is  pastoral 
— but  all  are  Brethren  ministers!  They  all  work 
under  the  auspices  of  the   General   Conference! 

WHAT  DO  WE  HAVE  TO  DO? 

WHATEVER  YOU  CAN !  If  you  are  going  on 
a  trip,  where  do  you  leave  from?  If  you  have 
only  a  hand  full  of  girls  who  meet  regularly  as 
a  Sisterhood,  then  work  with  them,  plan  with 
them  to  increase  their  attendance,  help  their 
faith,  encourage  them  to  witness  for  their  Sav- 
iour. But  while  you  are  working  with  them  in 
the  Sisterhood  be  planning  to  organize  a  Broth- 
erhood as  soon  as  possible  and  give  the  boys  as 
much  direction  and  help  as  the  girls  have  been 
receiving. 

Keep  in  mind  that  boys  and  girls  need  to  be 
together  to  learn  to  understand  one  another;  the 
Signal  Lights  is  for  younger  boys  and  girls — a 
combined  meeting  whenever  the  leaders  choose. 
Generally,  the  Brethren  Youth  Crusaders  is  the 
youth  fellowship  of  Sunday  evenings,  though 
you  may  choose  any  name  you  desire  for  this 
group  in  order  to  keep  from  confusing  the  name 
with  the  over-all  youth  movement.  Brethren 
Youth. 

IT'S   TOO   MUCH! 

SOME  PARENTS  complain  that  they  and  their 
children  are  involved  in  too  much  for  when  it 
comes  to  keeping  Billy  in  Brotherhood  and  in 
B.  Y,  C,  and  meeting  projects  and  regular  offer- 
ings for  both,  besides  sending  Mary  to  Sister- 
hood and  B.  Y.  C.  and  meeting  expenses  for 
both,  and  Sunday  School  too,  the  burden  becomes 
rather  heavy.  True!  And  we  sympathize  with 
you.  But  please  remember  that  these  organiza- 
tions are  in  existence  to  help  meet  a  need,  and 
in  some  local  cases  the  situations  are  different 
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from  the  rule.  For  instance — we  cannot  dissolve 
Sisterhood  because  a  few  girls  are  kept  too  busy 
attending  the  various  organizational  meetings; 
for  Sisterhood  happens  to  be  the  only  means  of 
reaching  some  girls  in  certain  local  churches. 
We  would  suggest  that  the  local  church  take  up 
the  matter  into  its  own  consideration  and  decide 
what  to  do  about  it;  or  else  leave  the  parent  and 
child  to  make  certain  choices.  Brethren  Youth 
in  its  inception  meant  to  co-ordinate  all  youth 
activities,  which  does  not  mean  dissolve  certain 
organizations,  or  all  of  them  into  one.  Brethren 
Youth  is  not  in  existence  to  dictate  to  the  local 
churches,  but  to  give  encouragement  and  as- 
sistance where  needed. 

LOCAL  PROJECTS 

I  COULD  NAME  one  youth  group  that  would 
have  turned  in  several  hundred  dollars  to  the 
national  Brethren  Youth  goal  this  year,  but  for 
its  determination  to  help  its  own  local  church 
first.  This  sort  of  activity  we  highly  approve  of, 
and  encourage.  In  a  way  this  group  contributed 
more  to  the  national  organization  by  its  deeds 
than  it  would  have  by  simply  bringing  in  money 
to  the  national  project.  What  we  want  and  need 
is  a  strong,  active  local  youth  group,  serving  the 
Lord — and  that  means  at  home  first!  Somehow, 
we  never  have  to  worry  about  such  a  group  not 
contributing  to  the  national  project.  But,  on  the 
other  hand,  several  churches  contribute  heavily 
to  the  national  project  without  much  of  a  real 
showing  at  home  where  the  work  begins!

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A   new,    illus+ra+ed   edition   of  the   New   Testament. 


ANEW  EDITION  of  the  New 
Testament,  the  first  of  its  kind, 
designed  to  give  both  the  Biblical 
scholar  and  the  ordinary  reader  a 
new  insight  into  the  life  and  times 
of  Jesus  and  the  Apostles,  was  pub- 
lished recently  by  the  American  Bible 
Society. 

Produced  by  rotogravure  in  modern 
"picture  book"  style  and  titled,  "The 
Good  News,"  it  contains  566  photo- 
graphs, nine  maps  and  six  diagrams 
to  illustrate  and  clarify  various  poi'- 
tions  of  the  New  Testament  text  in 
the  light  of  recent  archaeological  and 
historical  studies. 

The  project,  described  by  the  So- 
ciety as  "a  milestone  in  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment," involved  over  five  years  of 
planning  and  research  and  was  the 
creation  of  Dr.  Gilbert  Darlington,  So- 
ciety treasurer. 

Unrest  in  Bible  lands  gave  urgency 
to  the  preparation  of  the  volume.  Dr. 
Darlington  pointed  out.  "By  accident, 
or  through  international  violence,  the 
treas'.U'es  of  New  Testament  times 
may  be  destroyed.  'The  Good  News' 
will  preserve  forever  a  record  of  in- 
scriptions, statues,  temples  and  cities. 
The  pavement  where  Chrisl^  stood  be- 
fore Pilate,  excavations  of  the  palace 
of  Herod  Agrippa  at  Jericho,  the 
Damascus  Wall — places  that  Jesus, 
His  Disciples  and  Paul  saw,  are  ac- 
cessible today.  The  use  of  visual  tech- 
niques, too,  makes  Christ's  world  live 
for  children." 

To  facilitate  reading,  the  text  is  ar- 
ranged in  modern  paragraph  form 
without  chapter  and  verse  markings. 


Many  of  the  photographs  are  of  geo- 
graphical areas  and  objects  which  are 
virtually  unchanged  since  the  lifetime 
of  Jesus  and  the  Apostles.  Twenty- 
one  of  the  photographs  were  taken 
from  the  air  while  closeups  were 
taken  of  such  items  as  mosaics,  stat- 
ues, manuscripts,  wall  paintings, 
glassware,  coins  and   similar  items. 

For  some  photographs,  lengthy  ne- 
gotiations, sometimes  as  much  as 
three  years,  were  required.  One  such 
picture  was  of  the  small  volcanic 
island  of  Patmos,  where  John  wrote 
the  Book  of  Revelation,  and  which  re- 
quired the  permission  of  the  air  min- 
istries of  the  British  and  Greek  gov- 
ernments, the  Greek  Information 
Service,  and  the  U.  S.  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board. 

The  new  edition  will  be  sold  for 
two    dollars   plus    postage. 

Biljlical  scholars,  ministers  and 
seminary  students  are  expected  to 
find  the  volume  of  special  use  because 
of  its  valuable  source  and  reference 
materials.  Others  who  may  have  spe- 
cial uses  for  the  Illustrated  New- 
Testament  are  children,  because  of 
the  visual  techniques  used,  and  trav- 
elers, because  the  photographs  pro- 
vide an  excellent  guide  for  those  who 
wish  to  visit  places  of  Biblical  inter- 
est. 

To  record  these  historic  scenes  Dr. 
Darlington  received  expei't  assistance 
from  Prof.  William  F.  Albright,  Dr. 
Jack  Finegan,  Prof.  Herbert  Bloch, 
Miss  Therese  Goell  and  many  other 
archeologists,  historians,  photograph- 
ers. He  also  drew  upon  information 
in  the   Louvre  in   France,  dealt  with 


scholars   in  Athens,  Rome   and  Jerui 
salem. 

The  Illustrated  New  Testamen 
takes  the  reader  among  the  peopl< 
who  lived  when  Christ  lived.  A  Romp 
an  Centurion  comes  to  life  in  the  tex 
through  a  photograph  of  a  statue  o; 
a  Centurion  taken  in  a  German  mu 
seum. 

The  Gospel  of  John  tells  of  Jesus 
healing  the  man  born  blind  when  he' 
directed  him,  "Go,  wash  in  the  Poo 
of  Siloam."  Opposite  this  portion  oJ 
the  text,  is  a  recentely  taken  photo- 
graph of  the  Pool  of  Siloam. 

Paul's  journeys  by  ship  are  giver 
added  meaning  by  the  new  picture  of 
Caesarea,  Sidon,  Cyprus,  Myra' 
Clauda,  Syracuse,  St.  Paul's  Bay  alj 
Malta  and  by  drawings  of  the  kinds] 
of  ships  he  sailed  on  and  the  kindsj 
of  coins  he  used.  All  these  appear  onj 
pages  of  the  Book  of  Acts. 

The  Society  has  been  publishingj 
separate  books  of  the  New  Testament 
in  illustrated  form  since  1951,  as  parti 
of  the  project.  In  1951,  an  illustrated 
Book  of  Acts  was  published  to  com- 
memorate the  1900th  anniversary  of 
the  arrival  of  Christianity  in  Greece. 
Illustrated  Gospel  Portions  have  since 
been  printed  by  the  Society  in  Eng- 
lish, Portuguese,  Spanish,  Korean  and 
Greek.

>IGHT  NOW,  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  sea- 
^  son  for  our  churches,  we  are  brought  face  to 
ce  with  the  proposition  of  Sunday  evening  ser- 
ies. Some  churches  have  through  the  years, 
opped  them  altogether,  for  reasons  various. 
;hers,  perhaps  are  debating  the  advisability  of 
ying  to  have  the  evening  services.  In  still  other 
urches,  there  is  no  question — Sunday  evening 
rvices  are  held. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  as  far  as  the 
riptures  are  concerned,  frequency  and  times  of 
e  services  in  the  house  of  the  Lord,  are  not 
entioned.  Some  passages  of  scripture  definitely 
lint  out  the  assembling  of  the  saints.  "Not  for- 
king the  assembling  of  ourselves  together  ..." 
Jpon  the  first  day  of  the  week  ..." 

In  the  last  analysis,  then,  the  frequency  and 
ne  of  Sunday  services  has  been  set  by  man  for 
s  convenience.  In  our  opinion,  there  can  be  no 
iprovement  on  the  present  general  system  but 
far  as  fulfilling  scriptural  requirements  of  the 
)rd's  Day,  services  could  be  held  at  any  hour  of 
e  day  or  night. 

The  fathers  of  the  church  in  establishing  morn- 
g  and  evening  services  have  acted  wisely.  Most 
us  know  the  joy  and  anticipation  of  arising 
.  a  Sunday  morning,  preparing  for  and  going  to 
e  services,  coming  home  for  the  noon  meal  and 
sting  or  visiting  during  the  afternoon,  and 
en  going  to  church  for  the  hour  of  worship  in 
e  evening.  Long  experience  has  proven  the 
iritual  benefits  of  this  arrangement. 

We  should  remember  that  Sunday  is  the  Lord's 
ly,  and  as  such  we  are  to  devote  the  day  to  Him 
d  His  services.  The  benefits  derived  therefrom 
11  inspire  us  and  strengthen  us  for  the  entire 
jek  ahead. 

It  is  our  conviction  that  any  church  can  have 
evening  service,    IF    the    people    who    have 


pledged  themselves  to  be  faithful  to  the  church 
and  its  program,  will  live  up  to  that  vow.  The 
breakdown  which  causes  the  calling  off  of  eve- 
ning services  results  from  two  things:  (1)  Poor 
programming,  and  (2)  lack  of  membership  coop- 
eration. A  Sunday  evening  service  cannot  be 
maintained  without  a  well  planned  service — peo- 
ple soon  see  through  a  thin-veneered  effort  on 
the  part  of  those  in  charge.  A  Sunday  evening 
service  cannot  be  maintained  without  the  prayers 
and  attendance  of  the  members.  The  question  of 
which  is  the  most  important,  is  in  the  category 
of  which  came  first — the  egg  or  the  hen. 

It  is  very  discouraging  for  the  pastor,  choir 
and  others  to  work  up  a  good,  wholesome  Sunday 
evening  service,  only  to  have  the  membership 
forsake  the  assembling  of  themselves  in  the  ser- 
vice. (We  remember  one  such  service  in  which 
there  were  exactly  two  more  people  in  the  choir 
and  pulpit  than  there  were  in  the  audience.) 

On  the  other  hand,  people  are  realistic,  and 
they  are  not  long  going  to  support  with  eager- 
ness and  interest  a  Sunday  evening  service  in 
which  there  is  evidence  that  the  sermon  was  a 
last  minute  thought  of  the  pastor,  being  poorly 
prepared,  or  in  which  the  sermon  appears  to  be 
something  indifferently  given  to  "fill  up  the 
time."  People  will  not  long  continue  faithful  if 
from  the  choir  (if  there  is  even  a  choir  Sunday 
evening)  they  are  receiving  left-overs.  In  short, 
people  who  come  on  Sunday  evening  are  entitled 
to  as  fine  a  service  as  they  received  in  the  morn- 
ing hour. 

As  to  the  advisability  of  having  evening  ser- 
vices, or  whether  they  are  worth  the  extra  effort 
for  those  who  do  come  out,  we  might  say  that 
a  good  Sunday  evening  service  is  one  of  the  best

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THE  SUBJECT  of  last  year's  vice-Moderator's  address 
was,  "What's  Right  With  the  Brethren  Church?"  The 

introductory  remarks  stated  that  neither  the  faults  nor  the 
problems  of  the  Brethren  Church  were  being  ignored. 
Rather,  that  in  considei'ing  her  good  points  we  should  be 
more  encouraged  to  face  up  to  her  weaknesses.  In  so  doing 
we  who  are  members  of  the  Brethren  Church  would  be 
better  able  to  overcome  them. 

I  should  like,  briefly  to  note  the  good  points  about  the 
Brethren  Church  as  was  mentioned  in  last  year's  vice- 
Moderator's  address  and  proceed  from  there. 

The  basis  for  all  that  is  right  with  the  Brethren  Church 
is  her  insistence  on  putting  the  Bible  at  the  center  of  her 
teaching.  She  emphasizes  absolute  and  complete  obedience 
to  all  the  teachings  of  the  Word  of  God. 

The  Brethren  Church  is  a  fundamental  Church  of  a  Bib- 
lical sort.  She  has  nothing  to  do  with  home-made  or  man- 
made  fundamentalism.  The  fundamentals  of  the  scripture 
are  the  fundamentals  of  the  Brethren  Church.  They  are 
outlined  in  Hebrews  6:1,  2.  This  passage  of  scripture  enu- 
merates them  as  follows:  repentance,  faith  toward  God, 
baptism,  laying  on  of  hands,  the  resurrection  of  the  dead, 
and  eternal  judgment. 

Furthermore,  the  peculiar  doctrines  of  the  Brethren 
Church  were  listed  as  being  right.  They  are:  the  three- 
fold communion,  triune  immersion,  anointing  with  oil,  non- 
swearing,  and  opposition  to  the  joining  of  secret  societies. 

Other  facts  about  the  Brethren  Church  which  are  right 
include:  her  history,  government,  mission  program,  educa- 


tional emphasis,  ministry,  auxiliaries,  and  attitude  towaj 
other  religious  bodies. 

The  auxiliaries  are:  the  WMS,  Laymen,  Youth,  Public 
tions.  National  Sunday  School  Association,  Benevoleil 
Board,  and  Ministerial  Pension  Plan. 

All  these  aforementioned  facts  about  the  Brethrtl 
Church  are  right.  Therefore,  we  should  be  encouraged  1 
face  any  of  our  faults  or  shortcomings  and  correct  then 
As  a  Churcli,  we  have  much  in  our  favor.  We  have  all  thj 
mechanical  advantages  a  denomination  our  size  needs  t| 
accomplish  her  mission.  However,  the  supreme  question  w; 
need  to  ask  ourselves  is  this  one — "Do  we  have  the  coui 
age,  do  we  have  the  Will  to  do  so?" 

The  purpose  in  bringing  this  address  is  not  to  dives 
one's  self  of  a  load.  Neither  is  it  to  tell  anyone  and  every 
one  off.  Nor  is  its  purpose  to  propound  meaningless  pon 
tifical  statements.  This  address  is  given  with  the  prayer 
ful  hope  that  it  will  inspire  each  and  every  one  of  us  t 
rededicate  our  lives  anew  to  the  Christ  who  died  for  us 
to  accomplish  the  mission  He  has  left  for  us  to  fulfill.  An( 
we  should  consider  this  very  carefully — if  we  don't  fulfil 
it,  no  one  else  will. 

Our  conference  text  is  found  in  Acts  1:8  (RV).  It  says 
"Ye  shall  be  my  witnesses."  This  portion  of  scripture  give 
us  the  key  to  all  our  problems  and  shortcomings.  Thi 
is  true  whether  we  are  speaking  denominationally,  district 
wise,  local  Churchwise,  or  individually.  It  may  be  summei 
up  best  by  each  of  us  asking  ourselves  the  question,  "Wha 
kind  of  a  witness  am  I?" 

In  determining  the  answer  to  this  question,  we  should  di 
three  things.  First,  we  should  realize  who  said,  "Ye  shal 
be  my  witnesses."  Next,  we  should  study  the  achievement 
of  those  who  became  witnesses.  Finally,  we  should  com 
pare  ourselves  with  our  findings.  We'll  seek  to  answer  thi 
question  of  how  we  measure  up  to  Him,  who  died  for  us 
Have   we   fulfilled  his   expectations  ?    Next,  we'll   seek   b 
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low  how  well  we're  doing  in  comparison  with  those  who 
itnessed  to  our  fathers,  making  it  possible  for  us  to  ob- 
lin  salvation. 

Christ  said,  "Ye  shall  be  my  witnesses."  He  is  the  same 
hrist  who  was  born  of  the  virgin  Mary.  He  is  the  same 
hrist  of  whom  God  bore  this  testimony,  "Thou  art  my 
jloved  Son.  This  day  have  I  begotten  thee."  He  is  that 
ime  Christ  who  was  rejected  by  His  own  nation,  suffer- 
ig  evil  at  their  hands.  Brought  before  Pontius  Pilate,  He 
■itnessed  a  good  confession.  After  a  farce  of  a  trial.  He 
as  condemned  to  death — the  horrible  death  of  the  cross. 
;e  suffered,  bled  and  died  for  no  sin  of  His  own.  He  died 
)r  you.  He  died  for  me.  But  God  didn't  allow  it  to  end 
lere.  On  the  third  day.  He  was  raised  from  the  dead, 
scorning  the  first-born  from  the  dead.  Now  he  lives  on 
18  right  hand  of  God,  the  Father  interceding  for  you  and 
)r  me.  He  does  this  by  right  of  birth.  He's  the  Son  of 
od  and  at  the  same  time  Son  of  Man.  He  accomplishes 
lis  by  right  of  conquest — He  experienced  death  and  over- 
ime  it.  All  this  was  done  that  we  might  follow  after  Him 
uring  this  life  and  in  the  eternal  life  to  come.  Before 
hrist's  coming,  God  spoke  to  us  in  various  ways  and  by 
irious  prophets.  Sometimes,  He  spoke  through  angels. 
t  other  times  He  spoke  in  dreams  or  visions  of  the  night, 
ut  in  these  latter  days,  God  has  spoken  to  us  through 
;is  Son.  It  is  the  Son  of  God,  who  said,  "Ye  shall  be  my 
itnesses."  But  will  we  be  His  witnesses  ?  Are  we  wit- 
essing  for  Him  ?  What  do  you  say  for  yourself  ? 

Let  us  first  consider  how  we  can  repay  Him  for  all 
le's  done  for  us.  How  can  we  show  our  love  for  Him,  who 
as  ransomed  our  lives  with  His  own  ?  He  has  told  us 
ow.  We  must  be  witnesses  for  Him — witnesses  of  what 
[e  has  said  and  done.  Keep  these  questions  in  mind  as 
■e  study  those  who  became  Christ's  first  witnesses — "How 
lall  we  witness?" — "How  shall  we  speak?" — "What  shall 
'6  say?" 

These  first  witnesses  obeyed  Christ's  commands  in  the 
rder  in  which  He  gave  them.  They  did  Christ's  Will  in 


Christ's  way.  That  is  the  basic  fact  in  all  their  witnessing 
and   is   the   reason  for  their  great  success. 

They  went,  as  they  were  told,  to  Jerusalem,  and  waited 
for  the  promise  of  the  Father.  Their  waiting  was  occu- 
pied with  prayer  and  fasting.  When  God  was  ready  and 
they  were  properly  prepared,  the  Holy  Spirit  fell  upon 
them  and  they  witnessed.  Oh,  how  they  witnessed!  They 
witnessed  in  at  least  seventeen  different  languages.  That 
day,  three  thousand  souls  were  added  to  the  Church.  If 
you  count  the  membership  of  that  early  Church  as  one 
hundred  twenty,  you  must  realize  that  these  witnesses — 
in  one  day — were  responsible  for  increasing  the  Church's 
membership  twenty-five  fold. 

What  happened  to  these  new  Christians  ?  They  became 
witnesses!  They  bore  witness  to  the  fact  that  Christ  had 
come  alive  in  their  hearts.  They  told  their  friends,  their 
neighbors,  their  relatives,  and  anyone  else  who  would 
listen,  the  wonderful  story  of  salvation,  which  could  come 
only  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  Acts  six  and  seven 
tells  the  story  of  Stephen.  Chapter  eight — that  of  Philip. 
Chapter  ten — that  of  Peter's  witness  to  Cornelius  and  his 
friends.  From  chapter  thirteen  onward  we  are  told  the 
story  of  the  witness  of  St.  Paul  and  his  companions. 

For  a  time  it  seemed  as  though  the  early  Christians 
were  going  to  remain  in  Jerusalem.  But  the  scripture  says, 
upon  the  death  of  Stephen  there  arose  a  great  persecution 
of  the  Church  and  they  went  everywhere  preaching  the 
Gospel.  What  is  God  going  to  have  to  do  to  our  Church 
to  make  an  effective  witness  of  her?  Persecute  Her?  Are 
we  going  to  have  to  witness  in  spite  of  ourselves  ? 

I  don't  mean  to  scold,  but  you  can  see  now  how  we 
measure  up  to  Christ  and  those  who  witnessed  to  our  fath- 
ers. We  don't  measure  up  so  well,  do  we  ?  Well,  let's  see 
what  can  be  done  about  it.       - 

A  good  witness  must  have  certain  qualifications.  First, 
he  must  have  intelligence.  I  assume  that  we  consider  our- 
selves as  having  at  least  average  intelligence.  Next,  he 
must  have  seen  something.  Thirdly,  he  must  be  truthful 
and  willing  to  tell  exactly  what  he  has  seen  and  heard. 
He  gives  the  unvarnished  truth. 

Now,  what  about  a  Christian  witness  ?  He  is  one  who 
has  seen  Christ.  A  good  Christian  witness  may  be  defined 
as  some  one  who  has  entered  into  a  vital  personal  relation- 
ship with  Christ,  and  by  absolute  surrender  of  his  entire 
being  into  Christ's  hands,  he  faithfully  reproduces  Christ 
in  his  own  life.  He  thinks  like  Christ.  He  talks  like  Christ. 
He  acts  like  Christ.  Christ  came  to  seek  and  to  save  that 
which  is  lost.  So  does  the  faithful  Christian  witness. 

You  may  say  that  those  standards  are  pretty  high.  They 
are.  Meeting  those  standards  is  what  made  those  early 
Christians  such  good  witnesses.  They  followed  Christ  even 
unto  death.  It  is  reported  that  for  every  Christian  who 
died,  ten  heathen  were  converted  to  replace  him.  Is  it  any 
wonder  the  pagan  world  surrendered  within  three  hundred 
years?  The  more  Christians  they  murdered,  the  more 
Christians  there  were.  When  this  happens,  the  only  re- 
course is  to  follow  the  old  adage,  "If  you  can't  lick  them, 
join  them."  And  that's  what  this  heathen  world  did. 

These  faithful  witnesses  without  the  aid  of  telephones, 
radios,    televisions,     airplanes,     newspapers,     automobiles,

attendance  boosters  for  the  whole  church  pro- 
gram. Are  we  to  tell  our  people  at  the  close  of 
the  morning  service  that  they  are  done  with  the 
Lord  for  the  lest  of  the  day?  Or  are  we  to  tell 
them  that  it  is  the  Lord's  Day,  and  that  at  the 
close  thereof  they  are  to  come  to  the  house  of 
the  Lord  for  worship  and  praise?  The  answer  is 
obvious,  even  if  it  does  hurt.  As  individuals,  do 
we  say  to  the  Lord  at  noon  on  Sunday,  "Well, 
I've  been  to  church  and  worshipped,  now  I'm  done 
for  the  day,"  or  do  we  leave  the  church  with  the 
knowledge  that  we  will  be  back  in  the  evening? 

As  we  have  pointed  out,  the  times  of  services 
have  been  set  by  man  for  man's  convenience,  and 
it  is  up  to  every  church  to  establish  the  local  cus- 
tom. Yet  also  permit  us  to  point  out  that  if  your 
church  conducts  evening  services,  as  a  member  of 
the  church,  you  have  a  responsibility  to  be  there. 
As  one  of  our  Brethren  pastors  has,  in  a  letter  to 
his  congregation,  said  in  part,  "If  you  know  of 
some  place  which  is  more  important,  or  of  great- 
er value  for  you  to  be  on  Sunday  evening,  we 
would  like  to  know  about  it,  so  that  we  may  make 
plans  to  attend  also."  (Thomas  A.  Shannon, 
Roann,  Indiana,  Church  News.) 

We  feel  there  is  much  to  be  gained  by  being 
in  the  house  of  the  Lord  at  the  close  of  the  Lord's 
Day.

I  can  recall  tl 
days  when  the  greatest  evangelistic  services 
the  churches  were  held  on  Sunday  evenings.  Pe 
pie  would  bring  in  their  unsaved  friends,  ai 
many  were  brought  to  Christ.  Naturally,  I  nev«^ 
did  approve  of  such  things,  for  I  was  robbed  i 
many  of  my  fellows  through  such  activities, 
need  not  tell  you  that  I  have  been  able  to  chang 
that  situation  in  most  places. 

So  if  you  reall}^  want  to  help  my  cause  agains 
Christ,  please  see  to  it  that  your  place  is  vacar 
each  Sunday  night.

STUDENTS  GIVE  AN  EXAMPLE 

[Translation  of  a  newspaper  article,  published  in  "Oberos- 
erreichische  Nachrichten"  on  July  28,  1955 — where  some 
)f  our  young  people  worked  in  a  Church  of  the  Brethren 
service  Center) 

WITH  PICKS  AND  SHOVELS  for  international  un- 
derstanding— they  came  to  Linz  from  all  over  the 
vorld  to  help. 

In  this  camp  there  were  24  young  people.  The  hands  of 
he  young  ladies,  accustomed  to  carry  only  books  and 
'olders,  have  become  calloused.  But  this  cannot  disturb 
he  idealism,  which  has  brought  the  students,  girls  and 
)oys,  to  the  Langholzfeld  in  St.  Martin  near  Linz  for  the 
jurpose  of  helping  there.  Some  had  to  pay  the  cost  of 
;heir  own  travels — and  they  state  with  pride  that  they 
lave  done  so.  They  contribute  to  the  cost  of  their  main- 
enance  and  accommodations  in  a  barrack  of  Camp  Haid, 
md  they  are  not  sorry  to  spend  their  vacations  between 
)oard  fences,  half-built  houses,  lime  pits  and  paths  of 
•ough  gravel. 

The  24  of  Langholzfeld,  a  colorfully  mixed  community, 
vant  to  prove  that  it  is  possible  to  live  together,  and 
;hat  with  spades  and  shovels  it  is  possible  not  only  to 
nove  dirt,  but  also  to  build  bridges.  "We  are  like  a 
"amily"  is  the  opinion  of  the  American  girl  who  had  come 
'rom  her  college  to  "old  Europe"  to  dig  the  foundations 
'or  a  house  for  elderly  refugee  people.  Next  to  her,  a 
)utch  girl  throws  earth  into  a  wheelbarrow,  which  is 
mshed   off  by  a   student  from   Egypt.   The   blond   French 


girl  refuses  to  be  interrupted;  she  is  as  absorbed  in  her 
work  as  if  it  were  a  scientific  project,  hard  to  solve.  The 
two  Viennese,  a  girl  who  is  graduating  from  high  school 
next  year,  and  a  boy,  are  members  of  this  community, 
just  as  the  Germans,  the  Italians,  and  the  Greek  girl; 
The  future  physicians,  teachers,  theologians,  sociologists, 
engineers  and  salesmen  change  the  work  groups  among 
themselves  every  day. 

Now  they  are  here  for  the  second  week,  and  they  in- 
tend to  stay  for  five  weeks  altogether.  They  speak  either 
English  or  German.  On  weekends  they  enjoy  the  scenic 
highlights  of  the  area.  Recently  they  went  along  the 
Danube  River  to  Passau,  and  soon  they  will  visit  the 
Salazkammergut.  Of  course  also  St.  Florian  Monastery 
will  be  visited.  They  also  get  in  close  contact  with  the 
inhabitants  of  Camp  Haid.  They  value  discipline  and 
order:  cigarettes  and  alcohol  are  banished.  "One  just  does 
not  smoke  or  drink,"  they  say,  and  they  think  it  the  most 
natural  thing  in  the  world.  Their  example  has  been  con- 
tagious. Two  high  school  students  who  live  near  there 
have  joined  them  and  work  with  them. 

The  Housing  and  Settlement  Cooperative  for  German- 
speaking  refugees  which  is  building  108  houses  on  a 
gi'ound  of  approximately  20  acres  is  very  glad  for  the  work 
of  the  students  organized  by  the  Brethren  Service  Com- 
mission. The  construction  project,  to  cost  16  million  shill- 
ings was  assisted  by  the  Landes-Wohn-und  Siedlungsfond 
with  1.6  million  shillings,  approximately  2  million  shillings 
by  the  Bundes-Wohn-und  Siedlungsfond,  300,000  shill- 
ings by  the  Swiss  Aid  to  Europe,  2,600,000  shillings  of 
the  Ford  Foundation,  and  2  millions  by  the  refugees 
themselves.  But  each  of  the  refugees  has  to  work  ap- 
proximately 3,000  hours  per  house.  But  this  is  almost  im- 
possible for  old  people.  There  whei'e  the  students  work 
will  one  day  stand  6  one-story  houses  with  18  apart- 
ments. The  refugee  program  of  the  U  N  High  Commis- 
sioner has  therefore  given  640,000  shillings.  Also  the  state 
participates  with  a  proportionate  financial  help. 

The  young  people  have  become  well  known  around. 
About  everyone  likes  them  and  talks  •  about  "our  stu- 
dents." Further  the  present  favorites  are  the  Italians: 
not  so  much  for  their  work  production,  but  when  the  gen- 
eral spirit  is  not  too  gay  because  of  the  hot  weather, 
then  the  Italians  start  to  sing.  And  "then  everything 
goes  twice  as  quickly  ..."  a  German  student  assures 
us  as  he   swings  the  pick  into  the   ground.

TF  A  MAN  HAS  A  LOVELY  WIFE,  four  beautiful  chil- 
dren,  a  pleasant  home,  respect  of  his  fellows,  and  sin- 
cere religion,  shouldn't  he  be  satisfied?  Wan  Jee,  man- 
ager of  the  Manteca  Department  Store  at  34  years  of 
age  had  all  these  and  yet  knew  a  desperate  void  in  his 
life.  Real  satisfaction  was  not  his  and  he  strove  for  the 
unattainable  in  material  things  in  an  effort  to  fill  that 
lack. 

Jee,  as  his  friends  call  him,  lived  a  clean  life  and  prac- 
ticed the  Golden  Rule.  Perhaps  the  severest  test  of  a 
person's  amiability  is  to  ask  his  employees,  "What  kind 
of  person  is  he  to  work  for?"  and  everyone  of  Wan 
Jee's  sales  force  agree  that  he  is  a  considerate  and  con- 
genial  boss. 

Why  then  this  yearning  and  emptiness  ?  Until  May 
15,  1955  he  had  not  been  born  again. 

Jee  is  a  native  of  Canton,  China  and  came  to  this 
country  with  his  family  at  the  age  of  12.  On  July  17, 
1942  he  was  inducted  into  the  United  States  Army  and 
served  for  3^/2  years  as  an  aircraft  mechanic.  He  is 
thankful  for  his  army  experience  as  he  was  the  only 
Chinese  in  his  outfit  and  there  he  learned  to  live  with 
Occidentals.  In  the  army  also  he  first  heard  of  God  as  a 
Being  superior  to  man  and  from  that  time  prayed  occa- 
sionally. 

Upon  his  discharge,  he  assumed  Managership  of  the 
store.  Mrs.  Sylvia  Mathews,  long  time  member  of  the 
Manteca  Brethren  Church,  was  by  the  providence  of  God 
one  of  the  clerks  and  opportunity  came  for  conversations 
about  the  things  of  the  Lord.  Through  her  he  learned  of 
Jesus  and  the  Bible. 

In  1947  Wan  Jee  married  Concha  Gee  Kee.  If  her  given 
name  doesn't  sound  Chinese  to  you,  that's  because  it's 
Spanish!   She   was   born   in   Mexico   of  Chinese   parents. 

Jee  is  deeply  conscientious  and  inclined  to  worry  over 
business,  health  and  everything,  he  says.  So  it  was  that 
prior  to  the  birth  of  his  first  son  he  suffered  a  nervous 
illness.  Mrs.  Mathews,  who  by  this  time  was  "Mom,"  was 
still  faithfully  witnessing  and  Jee  began  attending  church. 

"It  didn't  mean  much  then,"  he  admits.  He  sensed  a 
welcome,  but  being  naturally  timid,  felt  he  was  an  out- 
sider and  when  his  health  improved,  he  stopped  coming. 

Jee  says  that  in  the  years  that  followed  he  was  con- 
scious of  Someone's  watchful  care.  Aii  outstanding  ex- 
ample of  this  is  that  one  night  he  was  impressed  strong- 
ly to  return  to  the  store.  Upon  arrival,  he  discovered  that 
something  had  gone  wrong  with  the  heating  equipment 
and  in  a  matter  of  moments,  the  building  would  have 
been   ablaze.   Thank   God   for  His   wonderful   care. 

In  the  spring  of  this  year  the  old  illness  began  to  re- 
turn.  God   was   dealing  with   Wan  Jee. 


The  Manteca  Brethren  Church  was  pastoi'less  and  thi 
responsibility  of  pulpit  supply  had  been  delegated  to 
committee.  Many  prayers  went  up  for  guidance  and  wer 
answered  wonderfully.  On  two  different  Sundays,  Bruc 
Warner  from  Fresno,  Calif.  Youth  for  Christ  came  t 
preach. 

Brother  Warner  made  what  might  seem  to  be  a  chancj 
remark  but  the  Holy  Spirit  was  behind  it.  He  advisee 
that  everyone  read  one  chapter  of  the  Proverbs  a  day 
There  are  31  chapters — one .  for  each  day  of  the  month 
"Mom"  Mathews  doesn't  know  why,  but  she  repeated  tha ' 
to  Jee,  and  he  followed  the  suggestion. 

That  was  the  portion  of  Scripture  that  God  used  tci 
convict  him  of  his  need  of  a  Savior.  He  had  tried  to  reac| 
the  Bible  before  and  couldn't  understand  it,  but  begin-, 
ning  with  the  first  verse  in  Proverbs  1  he  saw  clearly 
his  need  of  wisdom  and  understanding  which  only  God  car 
give. 

During  this  time,  the  Holy  Spirit  was  directing  Bruce 
Warner  and  the  pulpit  supply  committee  so  that  Brother 
Warner  was  secured  as  interim  pastor.  The  Holy  Spirit 
also  was  using  the  Word  so  mightily  to  Wan  Jee's  soul, 
that  on  May  15  he  came  to  church  with  the  intention  of 
responding  to  the  invitation.

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That  Sunday  was  Warner's  first  as  pastor  and  he  was 
led  of  the  Lord  to  preach  on  the  Love  of  God.  When  the 
invitation  was  given  to  accept  Christ,  natural  reticence 
left  him  and  Jee  boldly  walked  forward.  A  few  minutes 
later  in  an  adjoining  prayer  room  Brother  Warner  told 
him,  "Jee,  you  must  confess  your  sins  to  God."  He 
dropped  to  his  knees  and  did  just  that.  Oh,  the  release 
that  was  his!  Tears  flowed  as  he  asked  Jesus  to  be  his 
Savior  from  sin  and  he  became  a  new  creature  in  Christ. 

Old  things  passed  away  and  all  things  became  new. 
Joy  filled  his  heart  and  he  had  peace  with  God.  Other 
believers  were  very  dear  to  him.  Where  before  he  had 
felt  like  an  intruder  at  church,  he  said  he  could  hardly 
wait  for  services  to  begin  that  evening  so  he  could  go 
down  and  shake  hands  with  Christian  people  again.  "We 
know  that  we  have  passed  from  death  unto  life  because 
we  love  the  brethren." 

Very  shortly  afterward  Jee's  physician  sent  him  to 
the  hospital  for  a  few  days'  rest  but  nothing  happened 
to  affect  his  joy  in  the  Lord.  Visitors  passed  the  word 
around,   "If   you   visit   Jee,   you'd   better  be   prepared  to

talk  about  the  Bible,  because  that's  all  he  wants  to  talk 
about." 

Concha  Jee  was  moved  by  his  testimony  and  soon  be- 
lieved in  his  Savior.  Being  extremely  shy,  a  public  re- 
sponse was  hard  for  her,  but  on  July  3,  accompanied  by 
her  husband,  she  too  confessed  Jesus  Christ  before  men. 
"Mom"  Mathews  remained  in  the  pew  to  sit  with  the 
children. 

Brother  Warner  nurtured  these  new  babes  and  it  was 
only  natural  that  they  desired  that  he  baptize  them.  God 
was  working  with  him  also  and  he  testified,  "Never  in  my 
life  have  I  been  more  conscious  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  guid- 
ance as  I  have  in  this  short  time  in  Manteca."  He  had 
realized  it  was  about  God's  time  for  him  to  leave  inter- 
denominational Youth  work — as  dear  as  it  was  to  him — 
and  get  into  pastoring.  He  laid  his  life  on  the  altar  un- 
reservedly and  began  to  study  Brethren  doctrine.  The 
Lord,  meanwhile,  had  directed  Brother  Clarence  Stogsdill 
to  California  to  assist  in  the  summer  camp  and  these 
two  men  had  opportunity  for  fellowship  and  discussion. 

After  prayer  and  study  and  participating  in  a  Commun- 
ion service  conducted  by  Brother  Stogsdill,  Bruce  Warner 
applied  for  baptism  by  triune  immersion.  On  July  10, 
BrotheH  Cecil  Johnson  administered  the  ordinance  to  him 
and  he  in  turn   baptized  Wan  and   Concha  Jee. 

Standing  in  the  water,  just  prior  to  submitting  to  the 
rite,  Jee  gave  the  following  testimony.  He  spoke  halt- 
ingly, being  choked  with  emotion,  but  clearly  and  sin- 
cerely, deeply  moving  all  who  were  present  by  his  ear- 
nestness : 

I  am  very  happy  and  thankful  that  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  has  granted  me  this  glorious  day.  I  am  very  thank- 
ful! for  this  church  and  its  congregation.  I  am  very  thank- 
ful for  the  country  that  I  am  living  in.  I  am  thankful 
that  we  live  in  a  country  that  we  have  freedom  of  wor- 
ship. I  just  pray  that  the  Lord  will  shed  light  to  the  com- 
munist countries  so  that  we'll  have  true  peace  on  eartli 
and  good  will  toward  men. 

Need  it  be  added  that  we  in  Manteca  church  are  full 
of  praise  to  God  for  His  working  in  our  midst?  The  bur- 
den of  our  prayei's  has  been  for  God's  perfect  will — not 
any  man's  or  group  of  men's — to  be  done.  Now  we  can 
look    back   and    see   where    He   directed   each   step   of   the 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  C.  Y.  Gilmer's  arrival 
on  Sept.  1,  when  he  is  to  assume  the  pastorate  and  pray 
by  God's  grace  to  be  the  witness  in  the  community  that 
He  has   planned  we  should  be.

Before  dressing  up  as  a  Christian  there  are  some 
things  that  must  be  "put  off"  (2  Cor.  5:17).  One  must 
put  off  "the  old  man"  (Eph.  4:22),  put  off  "anger"  (Col. 
3:8,  9;  Eccles.  7:9);  "wrath,"  deep,  determined  and  last- 
ing anger;  "malice,"  a  determination  to  revenge;  "blas- 
phemy," reviling,  evil  speaking  of  God  or  man;  "filthy 
communication,"  foul,  lewd  and  abusive  language;  "ly- 
ing," falsehood  in  every  form.  One  is  to  "lay  aside"  (1 
Peter  2:1)  "guile,"  deceit  of  all  kinds;  "hypocrisies,"  pro- 
fessing to  be  what  we  are  in  faith  and  in  friendship; 
"envies,"  hatred  toward  others  who  may  be  better  or  have 
more  than  we;  "evil  speakings,"  backbiting,  speaking 
against  another  (2  Cor.  12:20).  One  is  to  "lay  apart" 
(.James  1:21)  "filthiness,"  filthy  lust  or  conduct;  "su- 
perfluity of  naughtiness,"  evil  of  all  kinds.  He  is  to  "cast 
off"  (Rom.  13:12)  "the  works  of  darkness,"  sinful  works. 
He  is  to  "lay  aside"  (Heb.  12:1)  "every  weight,"  burden, 
encumbrance,  hindrance. 

Then  one  is  to  "put  on  the  new  man"  (Eph.  4:24), 
new  nature  and  life;  "put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ" 
(Rom.  13:14),  that  He  may  be  seen  in  you;  put  on  "the 
breast-plate  of  faith  and  love"  (1  Thess  5:8),  and  the  hel- 
met, which  is  the  hope  of  salvation;  put  on  "bowels  of 
mercies"   (Col.  3:12,  13),  tender  compassion   (Matt.  5:7); 
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"kindness,"  Christian  courtesy;  "humbleness  of  mind," 
humility;  "meekness,"  gentleness;  "long  suffering,"  suf- 
fering long;  "forbearance,"  patience  in  correcting  each 
other's  faults;  "forgiveness,"  as  Christ  forgave,  condi-i 
tioned  by  repentance  (Luke  17:3,  4);  "armour  of  light" 
(Rom.   13:11);   "the   whole   armour  of  God"    (Eph.   6:11). 

We  must  be  "all  dressed  up  to  meet  the  Loi'd"  by  keep- 
ing our  sins  confessed  (1  John  1:9),  our  I'obes  free  from 
wrinkles  of  ugly,  selfish,  crooked  disposition,  and  sub- 
mitting to  "the  washing  of  water  by  the  word"  (Eph. 
5:25-27).  Then  when  Jesus  comes  (2  Cor.  5:4)  He  will 
clothe  us  with  "incorruption  and  immortality"  (1  Cor. 
15:53,  54).  We  are  to  be  cleansed  and  consecrated  for 
service  now  (Exod.  29:19-21;  1  Peter  2:9,  10),  anointed 
(Acts  27:33),  clothed  (Luke  15:22),  touched  with  blood 
(Lev.  8:23-24):  upon  the  ear  for  hearing,  the  hand  for 
work,   the  foot  for  a  Godly  walk   (Gen.   5:24).

Lesson  for  September  25,  1955 

RENEWED   ALLEGIANCE  TO  THE   LAW 

Lesson:  Ezekiel  20:19-20;  Nehemiah  9:1-3;  10:32,  35, 
37,  39 

AN  OUTLAW,  according  to  Webster,  is  "a  person  ex- 
cluded from  the  benefit  or  protection  of  the  law." 
This  would  imply  that  the  law  is  not  detrimental,  as 
many  suppose,  but  beneficial.  Law  is  established  for  the 
protection  of  whoever  will  bring  himself  under  its  con- 
trol and  influence.  This  is  true  whether  one  speaks  of 
civil  law  (law  of  a  state  or  countiy),  or  moral  law  (law 
of  God).  When  one  breaks  a  law  he  is  actually  harming 
himself,  for  that  law  was  meant  to  provide  protection 
for  him.  It  is  to  a  person's  advantage,  therefore,  to  have 
respect  for  the  law — whether  it  be  the  law  of  the  land 
or  the  law  of  Almighty  God! 

God  had  given  definite  laws  to  His  people  Israel  for 
their  benefit  and  protection.  He  intended  these  laws  to 
be  respected  and  obeyed.  While  in  captivity  Ezekiel  had 
spoken  to  them  God's  Word:  "I  am  the  LORD  your  God; 
walk  in  my  statutes,  and  keep  my  judgments,  and  do 
them"  (Ezek.  20:19).  The  words  "statutes"  and  "judg- 
ments" are  simply  other  words  for  "law."  God  challenged 
them,  first  of  all,  to  remember  that  He  was  "Jehovah 
(who  had  made  a  covenant  with  them)  your  God  (who 
was  the  Creator)"  (A.  S.  V.).  It  was  because  they  had 
forgotten  this  that  God  had  punished  them.  Now  He  says 
concerning  His  Word  that  they  were  to  walk  in  it,  keep 
it,  and  do  it.  All  God  expected  of  them  (and  what  He  still 
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expects  of  us  today)  was  to  walk  in  His  ways  and  obey 
Him. 

Years  passed  by  since  Ezekiel  had  written  this  instruc- 
tion, and  the  Children  of  Israel  returned  to  their  own 
land.  Under  the  faithful  direction  of  Nehemiah  the  wall 
of  Jerusalem  was  finally  restored.  Now  Nehemiah  and 
Ezra  turn  their  attention  to  the  more  serious  work  of 
reviving  the  spiritual  life  of  their  people.  In  Nehemiah 
chapter  eight  we  find  the  people  gathered  together  as 
Ezra  read  to  them  from  the  book  of  the  law  of  Moses. 
All  day  long  they  listened  eagerly  to  God's  Word.  This 
was  on  the  first  day  of  the  seventh  month  (Neh.  8:2). 
On  the  tenth  day  they  celebrated  the  Day  of  Atonement 
according  to  God's  Word.  On  the  fifteenth  day  began  the 
Feast  of  Tabernacles.  This  feast  ran  to  the  twenty-second 
day. 

Thus  it  was  two  days  later  that  we  read:  "Now  in  the 
twenty  and  fourth  day  of  this  month  the  Children  of 
Israel  were  assembled  with  fasting,  and  with  sackclothes, 
and  earth  upon  them  .  .  .  And  they  stood  up  in  their 
place,  and  read  in  the  book  of  the  law  of  the  Lord  their 
God  .  .  .  "   (Neh.  9:1,  3). 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  Word  of  the  Lord  had  a 
marked  influence  upon  the  life  and  conduct  of  these  peo- 
ple. They  were  not  merely  "hearers"  of  the  Word — but 
they  were  "doers"  also.  As  they  heard  God's  Word  they 
immediately  realized  they  were  law-breakers,  for  they 
had  not  kept  it.  WOULD  TO  GOD  THAT  PEOPLE  IN 
OUR  CHURCHES  WOULD  REACT  IN  SUCH  MANNER 
TO  THE  WORD  OF  GOD  WHEN  IT  IS  READ  BEFORE 
THEM! 

How  did  it  affect  their  life  ?  It  brought  repentance  and 
confession  of  sins;  separation  fi'om  the  ungodly;  re-es- 
tablishment of  tithing;  the  keeping  of  the  Sabbath;  and 
finally,  a  re-dedication  of  themselves  to  the  House  of  God. 

Yes,  God's  Word  will  always  change  and  influence  our 
lives  if  we  but  permit  it  to  do  so.  God  intended  that  it 
should  be  "profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  cor- 
rection, for  instruction  in  righteousness:  that  the  man  of 
God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished  unto  all  good 
works"  (II  Tim.  3:16-17). 

Are  we  "OUTLAWS"  unto  God  because  we  have  ex- 
cluded ourselves  from  God's  law?  May  we  this  day  give 
our  renewed  allegiance  to  His  Word!

A  REWARDING  BYC  GROUP 

T  ET'S  PUT  THE  EMPHASIS  where  it  belongs. 
■L-'Many  churches  are  struggling  with  their 
young  people  from  Sunday  to  Sunday,  month  to 
month  and  year  to  year;  but  as  soon  as  they 
reach  the  age  when  they  can  go  out  and  secure 
a  job,  or  after  leaving  home  for  college,  or  upon 
becoming  eligible  for  marriage,  behold — they  are 
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gone!  The  youth  leaders  and  pastor  heave  a  loud 
and  long  sigh  and  look  at  one  another  wistfully, 
shaking  their  heads,  spend  a  few  months  feeling 
sorry  for  themselves  and  their  church  and  wait 
for  some  more  youngsters  to  "grow  into"  the  age 
of  the  former  youth  group  so  they  can  work  with 
them. 

Now  I  ask  you — isn't  that  like  buying  a  suit 
two  sizes  too  large  for  Junior  so  he  can  grow  into 
it?  He'll  always  think  of  the  suit  as  being  too 
large  for  him,  and  won't  like  it.  Then  by  the  time 
he  has  grown  into  it  it  is  out  of  style,  belonging 
to  another  age.  It  isn't  the  fault  of  the  suit,  nor 
of  Junior — they  just  don't  belong  for  each  other. 
Too  much  of  our  youth  work  is  like  that,  our 
hopeful  leaders  like  the  parents  who  are  trying  to 
"look  ahead"  for  Junior — but  more  probably  try- 
ing to  save  money. 

HOW  YOU  BENEFIT 

1.  In  some  ways,  the  Junior  Group  is  easier  to 
work  with.  Anyone  who  understands  and  loves 
little  children  is  a  potential  worker  with  juniors. 
With  a  knowledge  of  the  attention  span  of  chil- 
dren and  a  little  imagination  tO'  be  let  loose,  some 
good  material  to  work  with,  the  juniors  can  be 
brought  under  the  inflence  of  God's  word  and 
will.  Juniors  have  more  of  a  collective  interest 
in  things  than  seniors,  and  with  a  little  taste  of 
mystery  in  the  meetings  much  interest  can  be 
attracted. 

2.  JUNIORS  DON'T  OUTGROW  BRETHREN 
YOUTH,  Instead,  they  grow  into  the  senior 
group.  This,  of  course,  is  an  advantage  in  many 
ways.  The  junior  leaders  should  plan  their  pro- 
gram so  that  the  juniors  will  grow  naturally 
into  (not  out  of)  further  youth  activity  as  sup- 
plied by  the  senior  group.  With  one  eye  on  the 
seniors  then,  you  can  proceed  with  your  plans  for 
the  youngsters.  Your  months  and  years  of  labor 
with  the  kiddies  will  pay  off  twice:  first,  when 
you  see  them  take  hold  of  the  helm  naturally  in 
senior  work  (which,  b^^-the-way,  is  now  stronger 
because  you  made  it  that  way  by  working  with 
juniors!)  and  second,  when  you  see  them  return- 
ing later  to  work  with  either  juniors  or  seniors 
themselves.  Yes,  working  with  juniors  is  doubly 
rewarding. 

3.  THEY  TRUST  YOU,  BELIEVE  YOU,  and 
this  in  itself  is  a  reward.  Working  with  seniors 
who  have  no  background  from  junior  days  oft- 
times  becomes  laborious  and  seems  to  get  no- 
where. But  as  a  child  believes  and  follows  his 
parents,  a  junior  is  pliable  and  trusting  under  the 
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influence  of  the  leader.  You  may  know  some  ex- 
ceptions, of  course ! 

4.  PARENTAL  CONTACTS,  like  those  of  the 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School,  are  invaluable.  Who 
can  tell  where  such  contacts  will  lead?  Observa- 
tion of  the  youngsters  will  give  information  to 
the  leaders,  pastor  and  lay  workers,  not  in  order 
that  they  might  discover  whom  they  want  in 
their  church,  but  how  the  church  may -adapt  her 
program  to  the  needs  of  the  community,  espe- 
cially the  parents  of  the  children  under  her  in- 
fluence. Many  a  parent  has  been  won  through  the 
child ! 

JUNIOR  BYC,  THE  FUTURE  BRETHREN 
CHURCH 

It  is  said  over  and  over  again  of  the  young 
people  (seniors,  youth,  etc.),  "They  are  the  fu- 
ture Brethren  Church."  Not  so!  For  most  of  these 


young  people  are  started  in  the  direction  of  their 
own  choosing,  and  it  takes  a  terrific  pull  against  j 
past  environment  and  teachings  to  change  themj 
(I  believe  it  can  and  is  being  done,  however) ;  butj 
in  the  juniors  we  have  the  opportunity  to  estab-j 
lish   the   teaching,   mould   the   life,   prepare   the 
mind  for  future  activity  with  the  young  people — 
which   is   not  only   preparation  for  service,  but 
service   itself! — and   on    into    adulthood.    Think 
back.  How  many  ideas  and  beliefs  do  you  have 
now  that  are  not  simply  modifications  of  ideas 
and  beliefs  formed  in  your  mind  when  you  were 
a  child  ?  Who  put  them  there  ? 

Work  with  the  Junior  Brethren  Youth  is  very 
rewarding,  not  nearly  so  discouraging  as  that  of 
older  young  people,  will  pay  many,  many  divi- 
dends in  the  future.  Place  emphasis  now  upon 
your  juniors,  and  in  the  future  you  will  have  a  ^1 
stronger  senior  group,  and  later  a  stronger  | 
church!

steamships  or  any  other  of  our  modem  means  of  fast 
communication — conquered  the  pagan  world  in  less  than 
three  hundred  years!  We  can't  even  conquer  our  own 
neighborhoods  for  Christ  and  we've  been  in  business  al- 
most a  hundred  years! 

However,  we  do  have  a  few  good  witnesses  for  Christ, 
even  in  this  day  and  age.  They  follow  the  pattern  of  those 
early  witnesses.  The  Roman  Church  and  the  Thessalonian 
Church  had  such  witnesses.  That  is  why  Paul  wrote  to  the 

Roman  Church,  " your  faith  is  spoken  of  throughout 

the  whole  world."  This  wasn't  the  faith  of  the  preacher, 
or  the  deacon.  The  faith  of  that  particular  Church  was  a 
subject  of  conversation  all  over  the  world!  They  were  wit- 
nesses of  the  highest  sort. 

To  the  Thessalonian  Church,  Paul  wrote,  "For  from  you 
sounded  out  the  word  of  the  Lord  not  only  in  Macedonia 
and  Achaia,  but  also  in  every  place  your  faith  to  God- 
ward  is  spread  abroad;  so  that  we  need  not  to  speak  any 
thing."  These  people  were  thrilled  by  what  Christ  had  done 
in  them  and  through  them.  They  wanted  to  share  their 
experience  with  everyone  else.  Therefore,  they  spread  the 
gospel  where  ever  they  had  opportunity. 

The  Church  at  Antioch  sent  out  her  own  missionaries 
and  established  mission  Churches.  Do  we  have  one  Church 
in  our  denomination  which  is  sponsoring  another  one  ? 
These  which  have  been  mentioned  did.  That's  why  the 
early  Church  grew.  They  had  several  witnesses,  not  just 
one  or  two. 

Nevertheless,  even  one  person  with  Christ  can  accom- 
plish much.  A  butcher,  who  was  a  member  of  another  de- 


nomination, was  particularly  moved  by  his  pastor's  sermon 
one  morning.  So  he  went  to  him  and  said,  "Reverend,  I've 
been  going  to  this  Church  all  my  life,  and  have  received 
many  blessings  because  of  it.  Yet,  I  haven't  done  a  whole 
lot  for  her.  Your  sermon,  this  morning,  pricked  my  con- 
science. The  Lord's  been  very  good  to  me.  My  business  is 
in  such  condition  that  I  don't  have  to  give  it  my  full  at- 
tention anymore.  Now  what  I'd  like  to  do  is  give  that  extra 
time  to  doing  the  Lord's  work.  I  want  you  to  give  me 
something  to  do." 

The  minister  gave  him  the  names  of  a  few  people  with 
whom  he  had  been  dealing  and  told  the  man  to  call  on 
them.  He  asked  him  to  invite  them  to  Church.  This,  the 
man  did.  When  he  had  run  out  of  names,  he  asked  for 
more.  After  a  period  of  years,  it  was  found  that  this  one 
man  had  led  over  eight  hundred  souls  into  the  Church. 
He  had,  indeed,  been  a  good  witness. 

I've  told  you  that  story  to  show  you  what  one  man, 
yielded  to  Christ,  can  do.  This  man  knew  that  he  didn't 
have  much  talent.  But  what  he  had  he  offered  to  Christ. 
Christ  working  through  him  made  him  a  successful  witness 
and  soul  winner.  Anyone  can  do  the  same.  There's  no 
greater  thrill  than  leading  a  lost  one  to  Christ.  Why  allow 
the  ministers  all  the  joy  that  comes  from  winning  souls, 
when  you  may  share  that  joy  yourself? 

In  all  too  few  Brethren  Churches,  we  have  one  or  two 
who  make  excellent  soul-winners.  They  will  sacrifice  for 
their  Christ  and  their  Church.  It  is  their  realization  that 
the  Church  is  here  to  carry  on  Christ's  work.  They  know 
that  if  their  Church  doesn't  grow  it  will  die.  Therefore, 
their  interest  is  in  every  part  of  the  Church's  life.  Some- 
times they  are  accused  of  running  the  Church.  Many  times 
this  accusation  is  true.  But  no  one  asks  who  would  run  the 
Church  is  they  didn't.  It's  certain  that  in  most  cases  their 
critics  wouldn't.  Nevertheless,  whenever  a  Church  can  find 
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I  person  or  two  who  will  witness,  that  Church  begins  to 
jrow  numerically  and  spiritually. 

These  witnesses  talk  to  friends  and  relatives,  inviting 
;hem  to  God's  House.  They  tell  what  Christ  has  done  for 
;hem  and  what  He  has  come  to  mean  to  them.  They  see 
;hat  they  have  a  way  to  Church.  They  invite  them  to  the 
/arious  auxiliary  meetings.  Such  people  not  only  do  these 
;hings,  but  enjoy  doing  it!  Really,  it  isn't  hard  work,  nor 
s  it  spectacular.  But  it's  the  kind  of  work  that  builds 
Ilhurches  and  makes  the  layman  a  missionary  right  around 
home.  If  you  don't  know  how  to  witness  around  your  own 
neighborhood,  it's  a  waste  of  time  to  think  you  meet  the 
qualifications  for  missionary  service  abroad.

2UNDAY,  OCTOBER  2ND,  is  observed  in  many 
of  our  churches  as  "World  Wide  Communion" 

anday.  It  is  even  more  so  observed  in  churches 
other  Denominations. 


However,  it  is  purely  optional — the  choice  rest- 
ig  entirely  with  the  local  congregation  in  our 
enomination.  Many  of  our  churches  prefer  a 
iter  date — nearer  the  Thanksgiving  season. 

For  convenience,  most  of  our  churches  observe 
vo  Communions  a  year,  usually  one  during  the 
pring  and  one  during  the  Fall.  Since  sometime 
:"om  now  until  the  first  of  the  year,  your  church 
ill  be  holding  a  Communion  service,  we  have 
3lt  led  to  present  some  thoughts  on  the  subject 
P  "A  Brethren  Communion." 

As  young  Christians,  or  as  new  members  of 
le  Brethren  Denomination,  we  do  not  need  to 
ok  around  us  very  far  until  we  discover  that 
lY  Communion  service  is  not  like  that  observed 
Y  many  other  Denominations.  Chiefly,  the  dif- 
jrence  appears  to  be  that  we  wash  one  another's 
!et,  and  eat  the  common  meal  together  before 
artaking  of  the  bread  and  the  cup. 

Every  Brethren  should  be  concerned  as  to  why 
e  wash  feet  and  eat  the  common  meal  before  we 
artake  of  the  bread  and  cup,  for  thereon  hangs 
le  of  the  reasons  for  the  existance  of  The 
rethren  Church. 

In  the  days  of  Alexander  Mack  (early  18th 
intury  in  Germany)  there  were  many  denomina- 
ons  with  many  different  shades  of  practice,  and 
iriptural  interpretation.  Mack,  a  deeply  pious 
)ul,  was  not  spiritually  satisfied  with  the  dog- 
las  and  practices  of  his  day,  and  sought  in  the 
iriptures  a  pattern  of  Christian  practice  more 
osely  aligned  with  the  requests  of  our  Lord. 

Not  over  night,  but  after  much  prayer  and 
ible  study,  along  with  the  keenness  of  his  mind, 
[ack  arrived  at  certain  conclusions.  In  his  mind. 


that  body  of  believers  tO'  later  be  known  as  THE 
BRETHREN  CHURCH,  was  conceived!  Mack 
was  not  alone  in  his  desires  nor  his  thinking. 
How  well  known  to  the  Brethren  is  the  account- 
ing of  the  first  baptism  at  Schwarzenau,  Ger- 
many, in  1708,  when  Mack  along  with  seven 
others,  observed  baptism  by  triune  immersion. 

Also  established  as  scriptural  practice  for  be- 
lievers was  the  Three-fold  Communion  service, 
with  which  we  want  to  deal  directly  now. 

Alexander  Mack  considered  his  rehgious  con- 
victions of  sufficient  strength  to  break  from  the 
established  orders  of  the  day.  John  13:14  and  15

"■E   HAVE   CONSIDERED  in  a  brief  way  what  con- 
stitutes a  good  witness.  Let  us  now  consider  why 
so  many  of  us  are  poor  ones. 

The  first  reason  why  so  many  of  us  make  poor  witnesses 
is  because  of  indifference.  We  haven't  fully  yielded  our- 
selves to  Christ.  We  will  not  follow  the  leading  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  We  have  so  many  "things"  that  it  is  difficult  to 
work  ourselves  up  over  a  poor  lost  sinner,  who  has  as 
many  if  not  more  material  things  than  we.  It  seems  we 
can't  bring  ourselves  to  realize  that  a  person,  without 
Christ,  who  has  millions  is  going  to  Hell  just  the  same  as 
one  who  has  nothing  and  is  also  without  Christ. 

Too,  if  the  person  isn't  close  to  us,  we  can't  be  touched 
with  concern  over  his  spiritual  welfai'e.  He  can  "go  to 
Hell,"  for  all  we  care.  Maybe  the  preacher  will  "salve" 
our  consciences  and  "preach"  him  into  heaven,  even 
though  everyone,  including  the  preacher  knows  he'll  be 
in  "a  warmer  climate." 

Laziness  is  another  cause  of  indifference.  Many  seldom 
take  the  time  to  do  the  things  a  person,  who  calls  him- 
self a  Christian,  should  do.  They  neglect  Bible  reading, 
which  is  the  guide  to  happy  living.  To  them,  five  minutes 
in  prayer  seems  like  an  hour.  When  it  comes  to  paying 
into  the  Church,  God  has  been  put  on  the  "tip"  jDlan.  He 
gets  any  loose  change  that  might  be  handy.  They  won- 
der why  the  Church  doesn't  grow  and  why  it  always 
needs  money. 

They  remind  me  of  the  little  boy,  who  heard  his  rela- 
tives criticizing  the  minister  and  the  sermon  at  the  din- 
ner table.  He  expressed  his  bewilderment  by  saying,  "I 
thought   it  was   a   pretty   good   show   for   a   nickel."   No 


wonder   they    received    nothing   out   of   the    service.    The' 
had  put  too  little  in. 

Others  attend  Church  only  when  there's  nothing  els 
to  do.  Nothing  breeds  success  like  success.  Yet,  the? 
people,  who  profess  great  interest  in  their  Church  ana's 
their  empty  seats  to  eloquently  testify  to  their  indiffei 
ence.  A  stranger,  seeing  these  empty  seats  wonder 
what's  the  matter  with  that  Church.  He  concludes  sh 
can't  amount  to  much,  and  doesn't  come  back.  The  ab 
sentees,  then  wonder  why  the  Church  doesn't  grow.  Ho'v 
can  it,   when  its  members   exhibit  so   little   interest  ? 

Selfishness  is  a  second  reason  why  so  many  presen 
day  Christians  are  poor  witnesses.  They  don't  wish  t( 
take  the  time  required  for  doing  Church  work.  Men  ar( 
eai-ning  more  money  and  working  less  hours  than  eve 
before.  Yet,  they  find  more  excuses  for  not  doing  thi 
Lord's  work  than  ever  before.  They  have  to  go  see  Aun 
Tillie,  whom  they  haven't  seen  for  a  week.  Or  they  havi 
to  work  in  the  garden.  Or  they  have  to  wash  the  car 
Or  they've  worked  hard  all  week  and  can't  get  rested  u] 
except  on  Sunday  morning.  Sometimes  the  children  fur 
nish  the  excuses.  In  the  summer,  they  have  to  be  take] 
swimming.  In  the  winter  they  have  to  be  helped  wit] 
their  lessons. 

In  all  this,  we  fail  to  remember  the  God  who  has  mad 
it  possible  for  us  to  have  these  blessings  and  the  gooi 
health  to  enjoy  them. 

Many  of  us  become  poor  witnesses  because  we  don' 
like  to  part  with  what  we  like  to  call  our  money.  It  i 
really  God's  money,  but  we  have  never  stopped  to  thin! 
that  he  has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  earn  it.  He  ha 
done  so  by  blessing  our  communities  with  abundant  re 
sources.  We  owe  the  fact  of  our  nation  to  Him.  Nine  ou 
of  the  original  thirteen  colonies  were  settled  for  religiou 
reasons.  We  owe  our  freedoms  of  worship,  of  speech,  an 
of  press  to  that  fact.  Because  of  this  freedom  resultin, 
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om  a  Christian  foundation,  our  nation  has  been  able  to 
ike  advantage  of  the  full  use  of  her  best  minds  to  de- 
;Iop  into   the  mightiest  and  richest   nation  on  the  face 

■  the  earth.  We  produce  more  with  less  work  than  any 
,her  group  of  people.  Our  wages  are  higher  than  else- 
here.  We  have  more  material  comforts  than  others.  Yet, 
hen  it  comes  to  giving  God  His  just  share,  we  com- 
ain  about  not  having  enough  money  to  make  ends  meet, 
y  making  ends  meet,  we  mean  buying  a  car  every  year, 

■  a  freezer,  or  a  swimming  pool,  or  some  other  gadget 
at  will  tickle  our  physical  senses.  Because  God  isn't 
ally  important  to  us,  .we've  become  selfish  and  forget- 
il  of  what  He's  done  for  us.  We  are  guilty  of  the  great- 
t  of  all  sins — ingratitude.  Sinners  see  this  and  ask  how 
e  are  any  better  than  they.  Our  lives  are  no  different 
icause  we've  allowed  "things"  to  get  in  our  way.  Our 
itness  is  diminished  by  our  love  of  "Things." 

Another  reason  for  our  poor  witnessing  is  the  fact  of 
ir  ignorance.  The  word  "ignorance"  is  not  synonymous 
!th  "stupidity."  "Stupidity"  means  lack  of  ability  to 
arn.  "Ignorance"  means  not  having  information.  So 
[len  I  speak  of  ignorance,  I  am  saying  that  there  is  a 
rtain  knowledge  that  we  need  to  possess  in  order  to  be 
lod  witnesses.  That  knowledge  of  which  we  are  ignorant 
God's  will  and  God's  way  of  doing  things. 

God  has  ordained  that  the  gospel  should  be  carried 
roughout  the  whole  world  by  men  and  women,  who 
ive  been  saved  by  the  blood  of  His  Son  Jesus  Christ, 
lese  witnesses  are  not  necessarily  ordained  ministers. 
,  the  early  Church,  Christianity  was  a  movement  among 
ymen  and  lay  women.  They  were  thrilled  with  the  story 
salvation.  Everywhere  they  went  they  told  what  Christ 
eant  to  them.  They  told  how  He  died  and  had  risen 
;'ain.  They  proclaimed  the  fact  that  this  Jesus,  who  had 
:tered  heaven,  was  coming  again  in  power  and  that  we 
ould  meet  Him  in  the  air.  We  would  spend  eternity 
ith  Him.  Never  more  would  we  be  plagued  by  sin,  sor- 
w,  and  death.  Those  with  loved  ones  would  see  them 
^ain,  nevermore  to  be  separated.  This  message  of  love, 
ith,  and  hope  conquered  the  known  earth.  This  is  the 
essage  that  must  be  proclaimed  today  if  we  would  also 
in  the  world  for  Jesus  Christ.  But  we  must  do  it  our- 
Ives.  It  is  not  the  minister's  job  alone.  It  is  our  job. 

Our  attitude  had  been,  "Let  the  preacher  carry  the 
Bssage.  That's  what  we're  paying  him  for."  But  if 
lu're  paying  your  minister  for  the  same  reasons  the 
embers  of  the  early  church  did,  you  are  not  paying 
em  to  live  your  Christian  life  for  you.  Or  to  do  the 
lurch's  work  for  you.  When  the  early  Church  wished  to 


elect  deacons,  St.  Peter  told  them  the  minister's  job.  He 
was  to  give  himself  to  prayer  and  the  study  of  God's 
Word,  not  wait  on  tables — not  be  the  "errand  boy"  for 
the  Church.  His  job  is  too  important  for  that.  He  is  to 
study  God's  Word  and  commune  with  him  in  prayer  so 
that  He  may  be  better  able  to  feed  the  people  the  spir- 
itual food  God  wants  him  to.  The  people  pay  him  to  use 
his  time  in  doing  things  that  the  average  layman,  by 
virtue  of  his  daily  work  does  not  have  time  to  do.  Study- 
ing God's  Word  and  praying  long  periods  of  time  are  two 
of  those  things.  When  you  make  it  impossible  for  your 
minister  to  do  these  things  you  are  sinning  against  God. 
You  are  showing  forth  a  poor  witness  before  the  world. 

Another  side  of  our  ignorance  is  the  fact  that  we  don't 
know  how  to  witness.  Many  of  us  think  it  altogether 
too  difficult.  Eeally,  it's  not.  First,  we  live  a  separated 
life.  We  don't  do  things  the  world  would  do.  We  don't 
do  things  in  the  way  the  world  does  them.  Next,  we're 
not  afraid  to  tell  others  why  we're  different.  We've  come 
into  a  personal  relationship  with  Christ,  which  has  trans- 
formed our  lives.  Indeed,  we  have  become  new  creatures 
in  Christ  Jesus.  Old  things  have  passed  away.  All  things 
have  become  new.  Our  friends  notice  our  new  interest 
in  them.  They  ask  questions.  We  tell  them  simply  the 
story  of  what  Christ  has  done  in  our  lives.  Sometimes,  we 
take  the  initiative  and  invite  them  to  God's  House.  We 
offer  to  show  them  the  way  to  salvation.  Anyone  yielded 
to  Christ  can  do  that. 

Another  reason  for  a  lack  of  witnessing  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Brethren  Church  is  the  fact  that  so  many 
Brethren  are  not  convinced  that  her  teachings  are  closer 
to  the  scripture  than  the  teachings  of  any  other.  Members 
of  other  denominations,  with  less  to  boast  about  than  we, 
are  on  fire  for  the  Lord  and  their  Church.  They  think 
that  their  Church  is  the  best  one  going.  If  they  think 
otherwise  they  have  no  business  belonging  to  it.  We 
should  think  the  same  about  our  own  Church.  If  there's 
another  Church  which  we  think  is  as  good  or  better  than 
our  own  in  faithfulness  to  Christ,  we  should  join  it.  In 
other  words,  we  are  duty  bound  to  proclaim  the  purest 
verdict  of  the  truth  that  we  know.  If  it's  good  enough 
for  us,  then  it's  good  enough  for  the  whole  world. 

The  Brethren  Church  does  have  teachings  to  proclaim 
that  Christ  commanded,  that  no  other  Church  has.  We 
need  to  examine  these  doctrines  and  proclaim  them  with 
the  others.  Our  plea  should  be  that  there  is  no  command- 
ment of  sciipture  that  one  does  not  have  full  opportunity 
to  obey  as  a  member  of  the   Brethren   Church. 

The  trouble  with  many  of  us  lies  in  the  fact  that  be- 
cause we're  small  and  consequently  do  not  have  the 
backing  of  numbers  to  make  our  voice  heard,  we  lose  con- 
fidence in  the  validity  of  our  message.  Many  of  our 
preachers  devote  much  time  in  reading  what  other  men 
say  about  the  Bible  and  don't  read  enough  in  the  Bible 
itself.  For  this  reason  our  witness  is  bluri'ed.  One  man 
has  said,  "The  best  commentary  on  the  commentaries 
is  the  Bible  itself."  Let  us  stop  substituting  the  thoughts 
of  men,  which  change  every  time  the  sun  goes  down,  for 
the  clear  teaching  of  the  Word.  Men  change  often,  but 
the  Word  of  God  abides  forever. 

Some  of  our  people  become  discouraged  because  of  our 
lack   of  numbers.   And   because   we'i'e   small   is   no   reason 
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for  pride  on  our  part.  But  may  I  remind  you  that  Christ 
started  with  twelve  ?  He  faced  the  forces  of  Judaism, 
idolatry,  secularism,  materialism,  and  won.  At  Christ's 
ascension,  the  Church  numbered  about  120.  In  less  than 
three  hundred  years,  the  mighty  Roman  empire  made 
its  peace  with  the  Church.  I  know  of  one  denomination, 
which  in  1925  numbei'ed  the  same  as  ours  at  that  time. 
Today  that  Church's  membership  numbers  900  times  more 
than  it  did  then. 

The  reason  for  these  facts,  and  I  could  mention  others, 
lay  in  their  conviction  of  the  principles  of  their  mes- 
sage. They  were  not  ashamed  of  it.  They  wanted  to  share 
it  with  the  whole  world.  Their  task  wasn't  any  easier 
than  ours.  They  accomplished  much  because  of  their  faith 
in   their   Christ,   their   Church,   and   their   message. 

In  order  to  increase  our  conviction  in  our  Church's 
message,  we  need  to  devote  more  time  to  Bible  x'eading. 
I  would  suggest  that  you  read  three  chapters  daily  and 
five  on  Sunday.  In  this  way  you  can  get  through  the 
Bible  in  a  year.  If  you  read  all  of  it,  you  will  protect 
yourself  from  following  some  popular  fad  that  will  pass 
away  in  a  few  years.  Your  faith  will  be  rooted  and 
grounded  in  God's  Word.  Your  spiritual  lives  will  be 
strengthened  and  you'll  be  better  witnesses. 

Another  factor  which  we  face  in  making  us  ineffective 
as  witnesses,  is  our  lack  of  courage  and  resourcefuhiess. 

If  we  don't  get  results  the  first  time,  we  quit  trying.  We 
also  fear  the  mockery  of  those  unfamiliar  with  our  way 
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of  worship.  We  fail  to  realize  that  people  unfamiliar  w.\ 
our  ways  of  doing  things  are  going  to  be  amused  whi 
they  first  hear  of  them.  But  if  we  carefully  explain  t 
whys  and  wherefores  of  our  practices,  they  usually  w 
gain   a   new   respect  for   our   Church   and  her  teachinj 

Last  month  I  was  invited  to  explain  the  teachings 
our   Church   to   a   high     school    group.     I    covered    eve 
teaching  of  the  Brethren  Chui'ch  that  I  could.  They  we 
so  interested  that  they  asked  several  questions  as  to  w 
and  how  we  did  certain  things.  The  fact  that  our  teac } 
ings  were   explained  in  a  matter-of-fact  way  encouragi 
their   interest   and   respect   as   to   the    teachings    of    o  j 
Church.  I  tell  you  this  to  show  you  what  can  be  done,  i

It  is  a  fact  that  ridicule  is  a  fearsome  weapon.  But  | 
can  be  used  both  ways.  We  must  be  resourceful  enouji 
to  know  how  and  when  to  use  it.  It  is  best  used  in  cou 
ter-attack.  Many  times  we  are  ridiculed  for  what  \j 
stand.  Because  the  experience  is  unpleasant  we  are  mai} 
silent.  However,  this  need  not  be.  A  person  when  lookiij 
into  the  baptistry  of  one  of  our  Churches  asked  if  th 
was  where  we  drowned  them.  The  minister  replie 
"That's  where  we  wash  away  their  sins.  We  don't  d: 
clean  them."  When  you  have  the  truth  on  your  side  ai 
are  resourceful  enough  to  use  it  properly  you  can  a 
ways  win  your  point  and  oftentimes  new  respect  f 
what  you  believe. 

Our  problem  of  becoming  good  witnesses  for  oi 
Church  and  our  God  may  be  solved  if  we  follow  the  e; 

ample   of  those   early  disciples.

They  went  in  the  power  of  Christ's  promise  to  be  wit 
them  even  unto  the  end  of  the  age.  This  promise  wi\ 
conditioned  upon  their  teaching  whatever  Christ  con| 
manded  them  to  teach.

REDISCOVERED  "EDUCABLES" 

3NE  OF  THE  MOST  revolutionary  phenomena  of  our 
twentieth  century  is  the  adult  education  movement 
a  America.  Recent  statistics  indicate  that  fully  thirty 
lillions  of  adults  are  enrolled  in  some  form  of  adult 
ducation. 

The  newness  of  this  trend  is  illustrated  in  the  fact 
hat  the  educational  census  of  twenty-five  years  ago 
isted  as  "educables"  those  of  a  given  area  who  were 
ligible  for  enrollment  in  the  public  schools  from  first 
^rade  through  senior  high  school — six  to  eighteen  years 
f  age.  Infants,  imbeciles,  idiots,  and  adults  were  among 
he  "ineducables!" 

Why  This  New  Movement? 

Of  course  many  factors  have  entered  into  the  rise  and 
spread  of  adult  education.  One  is  the  breakdown  of  the 
fallacy  that  adults  are  "too  old  to  learn."  Thorndike's 
3rinciples  of  learning,  and  other  laboratory  studies  of 
idult  learning,  have  invalidated  the  old  belief  that  ability 
to  learn  decreases  in  proportion  to  age.  It  has  been  dem- 
onstrated that  generally  adults  learn  more  readily  than 
:;hildren.  Children  have  some  superiority  in  rote  learning 
md  in  memorization,  but  adults  surpass  them  in  all  forms 
)f   learning   that   require    experience    and    reasoning. 

Another  reason  for  this  movement  is  that  working 
people  have  more  leisure  time  today  than  a  decade  ago. 
Working  hours  are  shorter  than  ever  before  and  there  is 
a  strong  trend  to  shorten  them  still  more.  Our  new  age 
and    society     demand     technological     training.     President 
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Eisendower  speaks  of  a  five-year  college  course.  Pros- 
perity has  brought  financial  ability  to  pay  the  costs  of 
extended  education.  The  total  world  situation  with  its  in- 
termingling of  cultures,  with  its  broadening  of  mental 
horizons,  with  its  problems  calling  for  intelligent  solu- 
tions as  the  price  of  survival,  makes  education  an  ab- 
solute must  for  the  vast  majority. 

The  Areas  of  Adult  Education. 

A  review  of  the  types  of  courses  in  which  adult  edu- 
cation has  centered  is  revealing.  Courses  in  agriculture 
and  home  extensions  offered  by  the  extension  depart- 
ments of  colleges  and  universities  have  by  far  the  largest 
number  of  adults  enrolled.  Courses  in  recreation,  hobbies, 
music,  and  art  are  also  very  popular.  A  great  variety  of 
miscellaneous  courses  is  finally  listed,  including  almost 
everything  that  can  be  taught  and  learned. 

The  Church  Is  Challenged  by  Adult  Education. 

The  general  studies  in  adult  education  almost  wholly 
overlook  the  Sunday  school  as  an  agency  for  education. 
Perhaps  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  too  often  teachers  of 
the  church's  school  have  been  unprepared,  untrained,  un- 
skilled, inept.  Too  often  telling  has  been  confused  with 
teaching,  listening  with  learning.  Too  often  no  demands 
have  been  made  of  the  pupils,  no  serious  study  has  been 
expected,  no  active  participation  has  been  invited,  no 
testing  of  the  results. 

There  is  a  thrilling  opportunity  available  for  our 
churches  today  in  the  area  of  adult  education.  To  put 
into  motion  such  a  program  in  our  Sunday  schools  will 
require  smaller  age-graded  classes  for  adults,  separate 
classrooms,  qualified  teachers,  and  a  Bible  study  on  an 
educational  level.  It  will  also  require  several  very  definite 
courses  set  up  and  directed  by  the  local  church  each 
year.  Today  adults  express  specific  interest  in  areas  such 
as  church  history,  doctrines,  social  ethics,  missions,  books 
of  the  Bible,  or  specific  leadership  training. 

Such  a  progi-am  of  adult  education  calls  for  pastoral 
leadership  of  the  highest  quality.  Let  us  all  together  be 
alerted  to  this  challenge  of  opportunity  and  need! 
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MILLIONS  WILL  READ 
THE  BIBLE  TOGETHER 

LED  BY  CITIZENS  of  the  United  States,  people  in 
over  forty  countries  will  follow  the  12th  annual  ob- 
servance of  Worldwide  Bible  Reading,  sponsored  each 
year  by  the  American  Bible  Society. 

Starting  Thanksgiving  Day,  November  24,  and  contin- 
uing through  Christmas,  thousands  of  families  will  be 
reading  identical  passages  of  Scripture  from  the  great- 
est chapters  in  the  Bible.  Lists  of  the  passages,  in  con- 
venient bookmark  form,  are  provided  by  the  American 
Bible  Society,  free  of  charge,  to  all  who  will  use  them. 
Again  this  year  the  Society  has  prepared  the  passages 
in  Braille  so  that  sightless  people  may  join  with  others 
in  following  the  readings. 

President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower,  who  is  honorary 
chairman  of  a  national  sponsoring  committee  of  laymen, 
has  issued  a  strong  endorsement  of  the  observance,  as  fol- 
lows : 


"Please  accept  my  best  wishes  for  the  greatest  pos- 
sible success  for  this  year's  Worldwide  Bible  Reading 
Campaign,  to  take  place  between  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas.  In  this  period  between  the  two  holidays,  when 
Americans  give  thanks  for  their  blessings  and  renew 
their  hopes  for  a  just  and  lasting  peace  in  the  world, 
all  of  us,  of  whatever  religious  belief,  may  well  turn  to 
the  BIBLE  for  guidance  and  inspiration  for  the  tasks 
which  lie  ahead.  I  hope  that  many  individuals  and  many 
families  will  do  so,  and  that  they  will  continue  this  prac- 
tice in  the  New  Year,  joined  by  men  and  women  of  faith 
and  good  will  in  other  lands." 

The  peak  of  the  observance  comes  on  Universal  Bible 
Sunday,  December  11.  Churches  of  every  Protestant  De- 
nomination by  the  thousands  observe  the  day  throughout 
the  United  States  and  overseas.  Posters,  responsive  read- 
ings, bookmarks  and  other  material  to  assist  pastors  in 
the  observance  were  mailed  early  in  September  to  ap- 
proximately 170,000  ministers.

meant  more  than  an  oriental  custom,  or  an  es- 
tablised  social  practice  of  the  day.  It  was  rec- 
ognized as  a  command  of  Jesus  which  has  not 
yet  been  rescinded.  For  those  desiring  a  closer 
walk  and  fellowship  with  the  Lord,  here  is  a 
command  which  definitely  brings  about  that 
status  when  engaged  in  in  the  right  spirit.  Yet 
how  many  Brethren  have  never  engaged  in  this 
sacred  service,  or  do  so  reluctantly. 

We  grant  that  in  the  physical  mechanics  of  the 
feet-washing  service,  there  is  little  or  no  value — 
any  more  than  there  is  in  the  physical  mechanics 
of  eating  the  bread  and  drinking  the  cup!  There- 
fore, if  we  view  our  Communion  fromi  a  purely 
works  viewpoint,  or  look  at  it  from  the  stand- 
point of  improving  our  rating  as  a  good  member 
of  the  church,  or  to  satisfy  one  of  the  require- 
ments of  active  membership  in  our  church,  then 
the  feet  washing  service  will  be  unimportant  to 
us,  and  as  far  as  we  are  concerned,  could  easily 
be  dispensed  with. 

So,  we  must  conclude  that  the  value  of  the 
feet  washing  service  to  the  Bi'ethren  rests  in  its 
spiritual  meaning.  To  those  who  desire  a  deeper 
spiritual  fellowship  with  the  Lord  and  with  the 
Brethren,  the  command  of  the  Lord,  "Ye  also 
ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet,"  will  be  very, 
very  precious.  Alexander  Mack  thought  so,  and 
on  the  strength  of  that,  he  established  the  ser- 
vice. Our  Brethren  forefathers,  including  Henry 
Holsinger,  thought  so  too! 

Can  we  today,  in  relation  to  this  very  impor- 
tant practice  of  our  faith  as  found  in  the  New 
Testament,  dare  to  assert  that  we  have  received 
a  more  intelligent  interpretation  of  the  scriptures 
than  that  declared  by  Mack,  Holsinger  and  others 
of  by-gone  days? 

After  having  engaged  in  the  feet  washing  ser- 
vice, symbolizing  and  testifying  to  the  Brethren 
and  to  the  world  of  inward  confession  and  cleans- 
ing anew  through  Christ,  the  Brethren  partake 
of  the  second  part  of  the  Three-Fold  Communion. 
This  is  the  eating  of  the  common  meal.  Jesus  in- 
structed the  disciples  (Luke  22nd  chapter)  to 
make  preparation  for  the  meal.  The  eating  of  the 
meal  before  the  institution  of  the  bread  and  the 


cup  is  verified  in  the  20th  verse  of  that  chapteil 
when  Luke  says,  "Likewise  the  cup  after  suiji 
per."  I 

Many  are  the  Brethren  still  in  the  flesh  who  ca  i 
recall  with  joy  and  spiritual  satisfaction  the  met 
of  broth  and  bread  and  meat.  (You  don't  have  t 
be  very  far  past  40  years  of  age,  either.) 

This  meal  symbolizes  the  great  spiritual  fellow 
ship  of  Christians  with   Christ  as  the  spiritua 
head  of  the  table.  Here  again,  if  the  Communioi 
service  represents  but  a  mechanical  works  pro 
ject,  the  eating  of  the  meal  does  not  seem  todi 
important.  But  when  the  spiritual  aspect  is  con 
sidered  there  is  found  much  joy  and  happiness  iri 
eating  together  as  Brethren.  Whate'er  may  be  the 
physical  substance  of  the  food,  the  common  meali 
represents  lO'Ve  and  fellowship  of  the  highest  or-i 
der.   And  why  not?  Have  not  the  Brethren,  in 
the  washing  of  one  another's  feet,  testified  to  the 
inward   recleansing  of    their    hearts    from    sin,i 
hatreds,  jealousies,  etc.  ?  What  better  time  for  the 
Brethren  to  eat  together?  Christ  thought  so.  Soi 
did  Mack.  So  have  many  Brethren  since  that  day 
The  experience  is  one  of  the  "joys  unspeakable." 

Being  spiritually  cleansed  anew,    and    having 
eaten  a  meal  of  fellowship  together,  what  better 
time  to  institute    a    memorial    of    sacrifice    andi 
death? — especially  since  that  sacrifice  and  death' 
was  to  be  the  means  of  bringing  about  the  fel- 
lowship of  Christians  for  time  and  eternity. 

The  Lord  was  not  giving  to  the  disciples  a  "fly- 
by-night"  memorial  that  night.  The  Apostle  Paul, 
instructed  in  the  ways  of  Christian  faith  and 
practice,  notes  (I  Cor.  11:26)  that  this  memor- 
ial of  Christ's  death  was  to  continue  in  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Christian  until  the  Lord  would  return 
for  His  own.

Let  us  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  for 
the  enrichment  of  the  spiritual  fellowship  and  an 
increased  joy  in  the  daily  walk  by  our  obedience 
to  the  commands  of  Christ,  as  repi-esented  in  our 
Brethren  Communion.

TF  MEN  BE  TRIED  and  troubled  exceedingly,  it  is 
because,  while  they  think  about  their  troubles  and  dis- 
tress themselves  about  their  fears,  they  do  not  think  of 
God  "who  giveth  songs  in  the  night"  (Job  35:10).  Many 
believers  are  plunged  into  depths  of  sorrow  without  re- 
course to  the  right  or  to  the  left  because  they  fail  to  look 
"unto  the  hills"  (Psalm  121:1,  2).  Humanity's  help  has 
come  from  Mt.  Ararat,  where  the  ark  rested  (Gen.  8:4, 
5),  from  Mt.  Sinai  where  the  law  was  given  (Exodus 
19:3-6),  from  Mt.  Calvary  where  sin's  debt  was  paid  (2 
Cor.  5:21,  from  Karn  Hattin  where  the  sermon  on  the 
mount  was  given  (Matt.  5:1,  2),  and  from  the  Mt.  of 
Olives  from  which  Christ  ascended  and  to  which  He  will 
make  His  return   (Acts  1:9-12;  Zech.  14:4). 

If  we  think  of  the  past  we  can  get  a  song  in  the 
night  (Psalm  40:2,  3;  Isaiah  63:7).  There  is  never  so 
dark  a  night  but  there  is  something  to  sing  about  (Lam. 
3:22).  Maybe  we  cannot  sing  very  loud,  but  we  can  sing 
a  little  low  tune  (Psalm  103:10).  Since  we  do  not  de- 
serve God's  mercies  there  ought  always  to  be  something 
for  which  to  give  God  thanks  (Phil.  4:6;  Col.  4:2).  We 
are  to  give  thanks  in  everything  (1  Thess.  5:18),  and  for 
all  things  (Eph.  5:20),  because  we  know  that  Romans 
8:28  is  still  in  the  Bible.  Thus  did  Paul  and  Silas  in 
Acts  16:25.  We  can  at  least  sing  about  the  morning  that 
is  coming  (Rev.  11:15).  We  can  turn  our  eyes  to  the  sec- 
ond coming  (Rev.  19:6).  For  in  that  day  the  oppressed 
shall  be  righted,  despotisms  cut  down,  lasting  peace  made, 
and  the  gospel  extended  (Mai.  4:2). 

If  you  can  sing  while  in  trouble  your  heart  will  be 
in  your  song  (Job  15:13).  A  Christian's  song  in  the  night 
is  sweet  and  hearty  because  it  is  sung  in  the  night  when 
only   faith   can    sing    (Psalm   23:4).   Hymn    singing    will

THE  BIRTH  OF  JESUS 

Lesson:   Luke  2:1-14 

THE  BIRTH  OF  A  BABY,  although  a  miracle,  is  not 
at  all  infrequent.  For  everyday  over  230,000  babies 
are  born  into  the  world.  In  the  average  hospital  the 
event  of  birth  is  commonplace.  Once  in  a  while,  however, 
the  woi'ld  is  stirred  with  news  of  a  "special"  birth.  This 
was  true  on  November  14,  1948  when  Prince  Charles 
Philip  was  born  to  Elizabeth,  Queen  of  Great  Britain. 
11}  is  no  small  wonder  there  was  great  rejoicing  that  day; 
for  there  was  born  an  heir  to  the  throne  of  England. 

Over  1900  years  ago  One  was  born  into  the  world 
whose  birth  was  not  heralded  by  kings  and  queens.  How- 
ever, all  the  heavens  were  opened  to  proclaim  His  birth, 
for  it  was  the  birthday  of  the  KING  of  KINGS,  and 
LORD  of  LORDS,  even  JESUS  CHRIST!  We  turn  our- 
attention  in  this  lesson  to  this  wonderful  event. 

It  wag  not  mere  chance  that  Caesar  Augustus  declared 
a  tax  upon  all  men  during  the  days  just  prior  to  the 
birth  of  Jesus.  God  in,  His  providence  provided  the  reason 
for  Joseph  and  Mary  making  the  100  mile  trip  from 
Nazareth  to  Bethlehem.  For  the  promised  Messiah  must 
needs  be  born  in  the  City  of  David  to  fulfill  the  plan  of 
God.  Over  700  years  before  this  transpired  Micah  had 
prophesied    that    out    of    Bethlehem    Ephratah    "shall    He 
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ome  forth  unto  me  that  is  to  be  niler  in  Israel;  whose 
oings  forth  have  been  from  of  old,  from  everlasting" 
5:2). 

In  beautiful  simplicity  the  birth  of  Christ  is  told  in 
hese  few  words:  "And  she  (Mary)  brought  forth  her 
rstborn  son,  and  wrapped  Him  in  swaddling  clothes, 
nd  laid  Him  in  a  manger;  because  there  was  no  room 
or  them  in  the  inn"  (Luke  2:7).  Just  a  few  words.  And 
et  what  a  difference  they  make  when  we  realize  their 
ignificance.  Will  we  ever  fully  comprehend  the  meaning 
f  the  angel's  message  to  the  shepherds:  "For  unto  you 
s  born  this  day  in  the  city  of  David  a  Saviour,  which  is 
Christ  the  Lord."  A  SAVIOUR  is  born!  Born  to  YOU!  To 
IE!  Oh  the  marvel  of  the  words!  It  means  man  need  not 
e  lost  in  his  sin.  There  is  One  who  can  save  him;  There 
3  HOPE  instead  of  DESPAIR!  LIGHT  instead  of  DARK- 
JESS! 

The  news  of  the  birth  of  a  Saviour,  therefore,  was  a 
nessage  of  Hope  to  despairing  people.  But  it  was  also  a 
jilessage  of  Joy  to  fearful  people:  "Fear  not:  for,  behold, 
i  bring  you  good  tidings  of  great  joy  ..." 

We  need  to  hear  again  this  wonderful  message.  For 
he  knowledge  of  a  living  Christ  was  meant  to  bring  joy 
0  God's  people. 

Finally,  the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was  meant  to  be  a 
viessage  of  Peace  to  troubled  people.  The  heavenly  chorus 
)f  angels  declared  this  truth:  "Glory  to  God  in  the  high- 
est. And  on  earth  peace  among  men  in  whom  He  is  well 
jleased"   (A.S.V.). 

Note  the  words  of  G.  Campbell  Morgan  on  this  14th 
.'erse:  "Peace.  But  how?  'Among  men  in  whom  He  is 
veil  pleased'.  Men  everywhere  are  talking  about  peace 
.  .  They  say  that  the  angels  said,  'Peace  on  earth,  good 
vill  to  men,'  and  then  they  say  that  peace  vdll  come  by 
;he  exercise  of  good  will.  There  is  no  peace  for  the 
jarth  except  among  men  in  whom  God  is  well  pleased. 
Che  old  prophetic  word  rings  its  minor  chord  of  solemn 
varning  down  the  ages,  'There  is  no  peace,  saith  my 
jod,  to  the  %\T!cked.'  " 

God  intended  that  the  birth  of  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ, 
;hould  have  meaning  and  significance  to  each  one  of  us. 
He  intended  that  we  should  make  His  Son — our  Saviour. 
Have  you  ?

Topic— "Jesus  One  With  God" 

(This  will  serve  as  a  fine  Bible  Study,  and  also  an  op- 
portunity for  all  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the 
Bible.  This  study  will  be  continued  for  the  next  month 
i>r  so.) 

THE  BLESSED  and  all-assuring  tnith  is  that  the  very 
same  qualities  which  characterize  God  the  Father  are 
also  ascribed  to  Jesus  the  Son.  There  appear  to  be  18 
qualities  ascribed  to  God  the  Father  and  to  His  beloved 
Son  throughout  the  Bible. 


1.  LIFE.  This  is  not  human  life,  but  original  life,  un- 
created life,  self-existent,  life.  His  life  is  entirely  inde- 
pendent of  all  His  creation.  The  Scriptures  ascribe  this 
same  uncreated  life  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  John  1:4; 
5:26;  11:25;  14:6. 

2.  SPIRITUALITY.  This  is  not  spirituality  in  the  sense 
of  Godliness,  as  seen  in  consecrated  believers,  but  the 
fact  that  "God  is  spirit"  (John  4:24).  God  is  a  person 
but  that  does  not  infer  that  He  cannot  be  with  us  in 
spirit.  It  is  true  that  Jesus  became  flesh  (John  1:14), 
and  was  truly  human  as  we  but  He  was  also  God  (John 
1:1).  That  Christ  is  spirit  is  seen  from  the  following 
Scriptures:  Matthew  18:20;  John  3:13;  14:10,  18,  20,  23; 
Galatians  2:20;   Revelation  3:20. 

3.  PERSONALITY.  God  is  a  person,  a  divine  person, 
though  spirit.  All  the  qualities  of  true  personality  are 
attributed  to  Him  throughout  the  Bible.  But  these  same 
qualities  of  personality  are  equally  ascribed  to  Jesus. 
Luke  2:40-52;  3:21,  22;  19:10;  22:41-44;  John  1:10,  11, 
38,  39;  2:25;  4:26. 

4.  UNITY.  Unity  is  the  state  of  one  indivisible  per- 
fect being,  eternally  existing  and  manifesting  Himself  in 
three  persons:  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit.  Jesus  thus 
holds  a  place  in  the  Divine  Trinity.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Godhead  and  is  an  inseparable  part  of  this  indivisi- 
ble perfect  Being.  John  10:30;  17.21-23;  I  Cor.  1:13; 
8:5,  6;  Ephesians  4:5. 

5.  ETERNITY.  God  is  not  only  a  person  but  an  eternal 
person.  Creation  manifests  this  eternal  quality  of  God 
and  it  is  fully  revealed  in  the  Scriptures.  Like  God,  Jesus 
is  eternal.  Isaiah  48:16;  Psalm  45:6;  Heb.  1:8;  Proverbs 
8:22,  23;  John  1:1,  2;  Colossians  1:17;  Hebrews  13:8;  I 
John   1:1,   2;    Revelation   1:8;   5:13.

The  conferences  can  be  suggested  by' 
the  National  Organization,  but  must  be  promoted 
and  planned  by  the  District,  with  the  cooperation 
and  assistance  of  the  National. 

WHAT  TO  PLAN  FOR? 

The  general  organization  and  goals  of  the  local 
groups.  Keep  in  mind  that  local  gi'oups  need 
workers  among  the  adults  as  well  as  the  young 
people  themselves.  Ideally,  the  youth  should  run 
their  own  organization,  but  practically,  the  adults 
must  advise,  cooperate  and  assist. 

Everything  should  be  covered,  from  the  Sun- 
day School  to  prayermeeting  and  outside  activi- 
ties. Materials  for  use  should  be  on  display,  sug- 
gestions from  the  various  departments  can  be 
given  as  to  the  best  material  available. 

Hold  a  "Retreat"  in  your  district,  and  you'll 
be  surprised  what  it  will  do  for  your  district  as 
well  as  your  local  organization.

'  ONCE  OVERHEARD  A  MAN  (a  stranger  to  me)  re- 
■  mark  to  another,  "I  am  never  lonely."  I  was  sitting 
lone  at  the  time  in  a  hotel  lobby  waiting  for  church 
ime.

I've  caught  myself  suddenly  star- 
ng  into  space  seeing — anything? — certainly  not  those 
angibles  which  surrounded  me,  with  a  lump  in  my  throat 
md  my  eyes  filled  with  tears.  The  tune  "Finlandia"  can 


stir  up  an  unknown  association  within  me  until  my  emo- 
tional control  is  wracked  by  loneliness. 

What  causes  loneliness  ? 

Does  it  come  to  us  when  we  become  aware  of  our  own 
failures?  Yes,  I  thing  that  accounts  for  some  of  my  lone- 
liness. Does  loneliness  overtake  us  when  we  suddenly 
realize  that  friends  cannot  look  into  our  hearts  and  minds 
and  perceive  the  real  us?  Yes,  I  think  that  realization 
has  made  me  feel  very  lonely  at  times. 

I  believe,  also,  that  loneliness  can  be  the  result  of  idle- 
ness, self-centeredness,  sadness  and  grief.  I  recall  hearing 
a  woman  whose  husband  had  died  say  repeatedly,  "Oh, 
I'm  so  lonely."  I  believe  that  we  should  strive  to  live  so 
that  loneliness  cannot  thrive  in  our  lives  nor  weaken  nor 
lessen  our  productivity.  As  Christians  we  should  make  it 
impossible  for  ourselves  to  linger  in  a  state  of  loneliness 
or  to  be  content  to  be  lonely.

SOME  TIME  AGO  we  were  talking  with  a  friend  who 
had  not  been  to  Ashland  for  a  few  years.  Our  friend 
isked,  "How  are  things  going  at  the  School?"  We  re- 
plied, "You  wouldn't  recognize  it  if  you  haven't  seen  it 
^n  recent  years." 

Everyone  who  has  seen  Ashland  College  recently  would 
:ertainly  feel  led  to  say  the  same  thing  to  anyone  who 
las  not  seen  it,   say,   since   1951. 

There  are  at  least  four  ways  in  which  we  have  a  new 
A.shland  College  and  Seminary — of  which  the  Trustees, 
^Administration,  Faculty,  students — and  the  Brethren 
Hhurch,  may  well  be  proud. 

1.  New  Buildings.  As  one  approaches  the  campus  from 
3rant  Street  and  College  Ave.,  he  sees  to  his  left  the  re- 
•ently  re-dedicated  Dr.  J.  Allen  Miller  Hall,  formerly  the 
Library  Building.  This  building  houses  the  Library  and 
;he  offices  and  classrooms  of  the  Seminary. 

Turning  a  bit  to  the  right,  we  see  the  new  Founders 
Sail  and  Administration  Building.  This  is  a  testimony 
;o  vision,  faith  and  courage,  facing  up  to  the  tragic  fire 
vhich  spawned  this  new  building. 

Walking  through  the  campus,  we  come  to  the  new  Stu- 
ient  Union  building  and  the  almost  completed  boys'  dormi- 
;ory,  to  the  rear  of  Miller  Hall. 

Older  buildings  come  in  for  their  share  of  attention,  too. 

Turning  west  we  see  to  our  left  the  Gymnasium,  and 
;o  our  right,  Allen  Hall,  the  present  girl's  dormitory.  It  is 
;he  oldest  building  on  the  campus  (one  of  the  original) 
md  is  affectionately  called  by  its  resident's,  "Allen's 
Alley."  In  vision,  we  see  its  replacement  in  the  new  girl's 
lormitory  soon  to  be  erected  on  the  campus. 

Nor  would  we  forget  the  Myers  Memorial  Music  Build- 
ng  at  the  eastern   end  of  College   Avenue. 

Completing  our  tour,  we  pause  outside,  and  then  enter 
nto  the  new  Memorial  Chapel,  where  in  quietness  and 
peace  we  offer  a  prayer  to  God  for  the  manifestation  of 
His  goodness  toward  our  College  and  Seminary. 

But  the  buildings  are  not  all  that  is  new  at  Ashland. 

2.  Spirit.  There  is  a  new  spirit  at  Ashland.  Rather  we 
;hould  say,  a  revival  of  interest  and  incentive,  which  for 
some  time,  perhaps,  had  run  at  low  ebb.  Some  may  say 
t  is  because  of  the  success  of  the  football  team;  others 
nay  say  it  is  because  of  the  new  buildings;  still  others 
nay  attribute  it  to  the  increased  enrollment  and  enlarged 
faculty.  We  say  it  is  a  little  bit  of  all  of  them — spurred 


on  by  the  confidence  and  the  forward  looking  program 
which  the  Trustees  and  Administration  have  had  the  faith 
to  launch.  It  is  good  planning,  backed  by  confidence  and 
works,  which  has  created  this  new  spirit  at  Ashland. 

3.  Spiritual  Emphasis.  Here  is  a  tribute  to  the  Admin- 
istration and  Faculty  of  the  College  and  the  Seminary; 
likewise  a  tribute  to  high  calibre  Christian  young  people 
from  Brethren  and  other  Churches,  who  permeate  with 
their  testimony  and  moral  character  the  student  body  of 
the  campus.  More  and  more  emphasis  is  being  placed 
upon  the  student's  spiritual  lives  and  participation  in 
Christian  service  through  the  efforts  of  the  faculty  of 
the  College  and  Seminary  and  through  Brethren  Youth, 
Inc.,  which  has  its  headquarters  in  the  Memorial  Chapel 
building  on  the  campus.  This  new  spiritual  emphasis  is 
evidenced  thi'ough  the  work  of  the  Crusaders,  the  Ambas- 
sadors, Men's  and  Women's  Gospel  Teams,  student  pas- 
torates, etc.,  in  our  Churches. 

4.  LAST  BUT  NOT  LEAST— There  is  a  New  Need  at 
Ashland.  The  Brethren  hold  Ashland  College  near  and 
dear  to  the  heart.  To  Ashland,  we  send  our  young  people; 
from  Ashland,  we  look  for  our  church  leaders,  ministers 
and  missionaries.  We  cannot  minimize  this  need  of  the 
Church  for  the  College  and  Seminary  and  of  the  College 
and  Seminary  for  the  Church. 

As  we  write  these  words,  we  can  look  from  the  window 
of  our  office,  across  College  Avenue,  to  the  beautiful 
campus  of  Asland  College  and  Seminary.  Memories  run 
high  in  our  mind — from  our  pre-college  days  as  we  oc- 
casionally visited  the  campus;  our  years  in  school  at  Ash- 
land; the  returning  each  year  for  General  Conference 
during  pastoral  years;  and  now  almost  daily  to  see  the 
beauty  and  transformation  which  has  taken  place  on  the 
campus. 

Brethren,  the  new  need  of  Ashland  College  and  Semi- 
nary, is  for  each  Brethren  to  back  the  faith,  and  courage 
of  Ashland's  leaders,  through  increased  financial  support 
in  the  Educational  Day  offering.  It's  your  College  and 
Seminary.  At  this  Educational  Day  Offering  time,  let  us 
thank  God  for  our  own  College  and  Seminary,  and  for 
the  work  being  accomplished  there  in  the  training  and  in- 
spiring of  young  people — leaders  in  the  Brethren  Church, 
in  a  few  years  to  come. 

What  are  you  willing  to  give  this  October  to  assure  the 
continued  witness  of  Ashland  College  and  Seminary,  in  the 
Church,  in  our  country,  and  "even  unto  the  uttermost 
part  of  the  earth?"

The  quality  of  that  material  is  better  to- 
day than  in  the  past  because  of  the  consecrated 
work  of  college  leaders  and  because  of  better 
equipment  with  which  to  work. 

Future  ministers  and  lay  workers  deserve  the 
best  possible  training  and  will  have  it  as  long 


as  financial  support  of  the  college  and  seminary 
is  adequate.  j 

Recognizing  this  relationship.  General  Confer- 
ence has  asked  that  all  Brethren  Churches  seti 
aside  the  month  of  October  to  lift  a  special  of-j 
fering  for  the  operation  of  Ashland  College  and 
Seminary.

To  put  Ashland  Col- 
lege on  a  firm  footing  financially  the  help  of  the 
?reat  rank  and  file  of  membership  of  the  Breth- 
ren Church  is  required. 

Concern  for  the  strength  of  Ashland  College 
3n  the  part  of  all  members  of  the  Brethren 
Church  would  not  only  strengthen  our  college, 
but  would  mean  a  stronger  and  more  active 
Brethren  Church. 

We,  the  members  of  the  Brethren  Church, 
must  realize  that  the  preservation  of  a  Christian 
supported  college  depends  upon  voluntary  gener- 
ous gifts  of  individuals  and  groups  that  recognize 
3ur  college  as  an  essential  part  of  the  Brethren 
Church  and  our  American  democracy.  Also  in 
ioing  so  we  will  be  making  an  indispensable  con- 
tribution to  the  future  of  the  Brethren  Church. 

We  must  recognize  that  as  Brethren  people  we 
lave  a  financial  responsibility  to  support  our  col- 
lege. All  educational  institutions  are  underwrit- 
ten by  endowment  funds,  by  foundation  funds,  by 
the  Federal  or  State  Governments,  or  by  a 
Church  Organization, 

If  the  Brethren  Church  is  to  grow,  our  college 
must  be  underwritten  by  all  of  the  members  of 
the  Church  through  its  gifts  and  living  endow- 
ments. We  cannot  expect  Ashland  to  be  financed 
by  the  tuition  fees  of  the  student  body. 

The  Brethren  Conference  realizing  this  has 
authorized  Ashland  College  to  solicit  this  finan- 
cial support  through  the  local  Churches.  When 
the  appeal  for  the  Educational  Day  Offering  is 
made  you  must  realize  it  is  essential  that  you,  the 
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Brethren  people,  get  back  of  Ashland.  The  Breth- 
ren leaders  of  tomorrow,  its  Ministers,  its  Mis- 
sionaries, its  Teachers,  are  now  at  Ashland.  All 
of  the  growth  and  influence  of  the  Brethren 
Church  in  the  future  will  be  measured  by  the 
growth  of  our  college. 

This  call  for  help  is  from  the  Trustees  and 
administration  of  Ashland  College  in  their  strug- 
gle to  develop  and  maintain  our  college  at  a  high 
level,  against  mounting  odds  .  .  .  inflation,  which 
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has  doubled  the  dollar  cost  of  college  operations 
in  less  than  two  decades  .  ,  .  higher  income  taxes, 
which  have  eliminated  most  of  the  large  personal 
gifts  .  .  .  lower  real  income  from  endowments, 
which  has  reduced  the  effectiveness  of  that 
source  of  revenue. 

But  far  beyond  the  balancing  of  our  budget, 
the  great  concern  of  the  Trustees  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  College  is  to  avoid  disastrous,  last- 
ing effects  on  faculty  and  students — Devoted 
teachers  have  been  penalized  heavily  for  their 
loyalty  as  they  continue  service  at  an  average 
salary  of  approximately  $3,600  per  year.

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AN  OPEN  LETTER 


TO  MRS.  JONES 


October  1,  1955 


Dear  Mrs.  Jones, 


Mr.  Lersch,  our  Director  of  Public  Relations,  asked 
me  to  drop  you  a  few  lines  and  tell  you  what  I  think 
about  Ashland  College. 

When  you  visit  Ashland,  the  iirst  thing  you  notice  is 
the  new  buildings.  In  the  past  five  years,  Ashland  has 
spent  about  $1,300,000  on  new  buildings.  We've  built  one 
building  every  year  for  the  past  four  years.  There  is 
the  new  chapel,  a  new  administration  and  classroom 
building,  a  new  student  union  (the  finest  of  its  size  in 
the  state),  a  new  men's  dormitory,  and  a  women's  dorm 
scheduled  for  next  year. 

The  first  thing  you  notice  about  our  students  at  Ash- 
land is  their  friendliness.  Students  and  faculty  are  all 
on  speaking  terms,  and  everybody  speaks  to  everybody 
else.  Visitors  from  other  schools  are  constantly  remark- 
ing about  what  nice  people  we  have  here. 

And  we're  growing  too!  Last  year  our  enrollment  went 
up  32% — the  largest  increase  in  Ohio. 

Another  factor  I  like  about  Ashland  College  is  that 
it's  fully  accredited.  That  means  that  credits  earned  at 
Ashland  may  be  transferred  to  any  other  college  in  the 
United  States,  including  technological  schools.  It's  good 
to  know  that  your  school  is  fully  accepted  anywhere  in 
the  country.  (By  the  way,  Ashland  has  a  high  rating  be- 
cause of  the  large  number  of  Ph.D.'s  on  the  faculty.

Divine  Alchemy

DURING  MEDIEVAL  TIMES  a  group  of  men  known 
as  alchemists  busied  themselves  with  efforts  to  dis- 
cover two  substances: — (1.)  The  philosopher's  stone 
which,  when  touched  to  baser  metals,  would  change  them 
to  pure  gold  or  silver.  (2).  They  sought  to  discover  the 
"water  of  life"  which,  when  taken  in  small  amounts 
would  cure  all  ailments  and  enable  people  to  live  for- 
ever. 

The  alchemists  did  not  succeed  in  either  search  but  as 
a  result  of  their  researches,  valuable  chemical  and  med- 
ical  discoveries  were  made. 

Our  God  is  interested  in  such  an  enterprise,  and  has 
been  since  man  fell  from  fellowship  with  Him  in  the 
early  dawn  of  human  sin.  God's  problem  has  been  how 
to  take  a  sin  cursed  and  broken  human  life,  touch  it  with 
His  formula  of  the  new  birth,  change  it  from  glory  to 
glory  until  at  last  that  life  stands  redeemed  in  body, 
soul  and  spirit  and  counted  worthy  to  inherit  the  im- 
mortal kingdom.  It  is  of  peculiar  worth  to  note  that  He 
uses  other  "born  again  and  spirit  filled  people"  to  carry 
out  His  will  and  help  biing  others  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  truth.  He  calls  men  into  the  ministry  and  empowers 
them  and  leads  them  to  fulness  of  joy  and  blessing  in 
His  service. 

He  also  inspires  the  founding  and  support  of  schools 
and  seminaries  for  the  fuller  preparation  of  men  for  this 
Divine  alchemy.  Fifty  years  ago  Ashland  Theological 
Seminary  began  its  great  service  of  prepai-ing  men  for 
this  Christian  ministry.  Fifty  years  of  toil  in  a  field  such 
as  this  may  seem  inconsequential  to  the  uninterested 
but  to  an  organized  body  of  believers  like  the  Brethren 
Church,  the  record  is  challenging.  It  has  been  my  special 
privilege  to  know  many  of  these  men  and  I  know  that 
without  their  dedicated  labors  the  Brethren  Church  would 
have  been  unable  to  meet  the  demands  and  challenges 
made  on  it  since  1905.  The  church  in  the  past  has  risen 
manfully  to  the  support  of  the  Seminary,  for  the  mem- 
bership of  the  congregation  has  recognized  the  prime 
need  for  carefully  trained  leaders. 


Many  of  the  Seminary  graduates  of  the  past  50  years 
have  already  been  called  to  their  eternal  rewards.  Some 
have  fallen  by  the  wayside.  Others  have  transferred  their 
labors  to  larger  denominational  fields.  However,  new  re- 
cruits have  been  called  to  the  ministry  and  the  Seminary 
has  in  preparation  the  leaders  for  our  church  of  tomor- 
row. 

Three  truths  impress  me  at  this  time. 

1.  There  is  a  certain  urgency  noted  in  the  demand  for 
new  leadership.  Some  of  our  churches  need  trained  men 
right  now,  and  others  will  need  such  leadership  in  the 
near  future.  It  actually  takes  seven  years  to  adequately 
train  a  man  for  the  Christian  ministry  and  at  the  present 
time,  not  enough  candidates  for  the  ministry  are  forth- 
coming from  Brethren  homes  to  meet  the  minimum  need. 
This  indifference  to  God's  urgent  call  means  that  His 
will  and  work  will  not  be  done  as  speedily  as  it  might 
have  been.  When  our  government  fights  even  an  abortive  i 
"police  action"  like  that  in  Korea,  the  call  is  transmitted 
to  the  citizenry  of  the  land  and  thousands  of  homes  are 
constrained  to  give  their  best  for  the  service  of  the 
United  States. 

Where  are  God's  recruits  ?  They  are  needed  now  to 
preach  a  gospel  of  Salvation,  power  and  immortality. 
Delay  means  loss. 

2.  Seminary  training  not  only  takes  time;  it  takes 
application  and  energy.  Hence,  it  is  costly.  Big  business 
doesn't  hesitate  at  costs  when  its  need  for  trained  en- 
gineers of  various  sorts  is  apparent.  The  money  is  forth- 
coming. Seminaries  and  Seminary  training  takes  time 
and  money,  and  sometimes  even  good  people  grow  restive 
at  times  as  ever  fresh  demands  are  made  on  them  for 
gifts.  Seminaries  are  not  engaged  in  business  for  mate- 
rial profit.  They  are  set  to  do  the  task  of  training  and 
their  hope  is  that  enthusiastic  people  will  help  supply 
the  material  sinews  while  ministers  in  preparation  and 
their  teachers  proceed  with  the  business  of  sending  well 
trained  men  into  places  of  need. 
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All  war  is  costly  and  our  warfare  is  against  the  pow- 
ers of  evil  in  high  places.  God  wills  to  touch  the  sin 
cursed  and  heal  them,  but  He  has  also  willed  to  work 
His  divine  alchemy  of  changing  the  base  to  the  beautiful 
through  the  help  of  human  lives. 

3.  Your  theological  seminary  at  Ashland  is  most  anx- 
ious to  help  train  men  and  women  for  this  great  work. 
We  can't  do  this  without  men  to  train.  Therefore,  if  the 
next  50  years  of  the  Seminary's  existence  is  to  be  truly 
blessed,  won't  you  pray  that  new  laborers  may  be  thrust 
into  the  ripened  harvest  fields?  Won't  you  encourage 
your  own  sons  to  respond  ?  Won't  you  give  of  your  wealth 
to  speed  them  on  their  way  to  acceptable  service  ? 

If  you  will  do  these  things,  then  the  age-old  miracle  of 
the  Divine  Alchemist  will  repeat  itself — the  base  will  be- 
come  beautiful   and   the   mortal   will   put   on  immortality.

THE  CHALLENGE  OF  EXPANSION 


Rev.  R.  K.  HIGGINS 


"Enlarge  the  place  of  thy  Tent,  and  let  them  stretch 
forth  the  curtains  of  habitations:  Spare  not,  lengthen  thy 
cords,  and  strengthen  thy  stakes"  Isaiah  54:2. 


T  THINK  THAT  ALL  OF  US  are  quite  conscious  of  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  principle  of  balance  that  runs 
through  all  of  Life.  It  runs  in  the  entire  scope  of  man's 
life,  Physical,  Mental  and  Spiritual.  In  his  economic  life, 
it  lies  between  supply  and  demand.  In  his  Political  life, 
between  Freedom  and  Human  Decency. 

We  are  not  seeking  here  to  detract  from  Isaiah's  tre- 
mendous message,  given  so  long  ago  to  Israel,  God's 
chosen  Family.  Isaiah  here  is  merely  recognizing  and  giv- 
ing voice  to  a  fact  which  should  have  been  very  appar- 
ent to  those  people,  as  it  should  be  to  us  today.  That  fact 
is  this:  In  the  growth  and  expansion  of  Israel,  there 
must  needs  be  provisions  made  to  accommodate  the  in- 
crease— not  alone  in  their  own  families,  but,  in  the  fol- 
lowing verse  he  states,  "Thy  seed  shall  inherit  the  Gen- 
tiles and  make  the  desolate  cities  to  be  inhabited."  The 
Prophet  could  foresee  the  coming  of  the  Messiah  who 
would  bi-eak  down  the  walls  of  partition  and  open  sal- 
vation to  ALL  MEN.  Thus  the  need  to  enlarge  the  Tent 
and   to   stretch   forth   the   Curtains   of  their  Habitation. 

William  Carey,  the  first  English  Missionary  to  India, 
discovered  here  in  these  verses  that  the  Church  was  being 
compared  to  a  poor,  desolate  widow  who  lived  alone  in 
a  small  tent.  And  that  she  who  lived  in  such  a  state, 
alone  and  childless,  was  told  to  expect  such  an  increase 
in  her  family  that  a  much  larger  dwelling  would  be  re- 
quired. And  all  this  was  true,  because  her  Maker  was 
her  Husband,  whose  name  was  not  only  the  Lord  of 
Hosts,  and  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  but  was  the  God  of 
the  whole  Earth,  of  all  creation.  Students  of  Carey 
will  remember  that  it  was  from  this  realization  that  his 
two  most  memorable  exhortations  came,  namely,  "Expect 
great  things  fi'om  God" — "Attempt  great  things  for  God." 
Soon  after  that  in  conference  with  his  Brethren,  Carey 
said,  concerning  the  Indian  Mission  field,  "I  Avill  go  down 
into  the  Pit — if  you  will  hold  the  Ropes." 

I  know  full  well  that  Isaiah  has  been  accused  of  being 
a  Crackpot  sentimentalist,  and  so  has  Carey.  This 
Preacher    has    been    accused    often     of     emphasizing     too

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greatly  the  practical  side  of  our  Faith.  Let  us  mix  th 
two  ingi-edients  well  and  see  if  we  can  raise  a  challengj 
in  this  Atomic  Age. 

"There  was  an  Old  Woman,  who  lived  in  a  Shoe."  Shi 
had  so  many  Children,  she  didn't  know  what  to  do" — ^th: 
remainder  of  that  Gi'and  old  nursery  Rhyme  escapes  mei 
but  the  tragedy  of  it  stirs  my  heart.  For  too  often,  ou; 
Brethren  Church  has  found  God's  children  too  numeroui 
for  the  confines  of  her  tent,  and  rather  than  enlarge  thai 
tent,  we  have  buttoned  up  the  shoe.  We  have  refused  t 
keep  pace  with  the  increase  of  children  about  us. 

But  still,  it  is  well  that  we  search  this  challenge  in  ; 
down  to  earth,  matter  of  fact  way.  In  every  Machine  o, 
Instrument  which  God  has  allowed  the  hands  of  man  t( 
build,  the  principle  of  proper  balance  is  very  apparent 
The  speed  of  our  modern  automobiles  is  possible  becausi 
of  balance.  Oh,  I  know,  accidents  happen  when  an  un 
balanced  operator  gets  behind  the  wheel.  But  the  moto 
generates  power  in  direct  relation  to  the  balance  exist 
ing   between   crankshaft,   pistons   and   caiushaft. 

The  wheels  must  be  in  correct  balance,  else  we  fine 
our  automobiles  impossible  to  control.  Wheels  out  of  bal- 
ance cause  many  tragic  accidents.  At  best,  they  cause 
needless  wear  and  expense  on  tires  and  car.  Life  is  like 
that.  Isaiah  knew  it — so  he  gives  us  this  little  gem  here 
in  the  second  verse  of  the  fifty-fourth  Chapter,  that  we 
might  somehow  see  the  challenge  of  expansion  in  its  true 
perspective. 

So  he  says  first  of  all  "Enlarge  the  place  of  thy  tent.' 
The  Brethren  Chuch  needs  many  things — but  over  anc 
above  all  else;  I  BELIEVE  THAT  WE  NEED  TO  DIS- 
COVER THE  THRILL  OF  LIVING  IN  AN  EXPAND- 
ING WORLD  AND  MEETING  ITS  NEEDS  IN  A  MORE 
ADEQUATE  WAY.  It  is  one  of  man's  deepest  desires 
to  constantly  seek  out  a  greater  room  for  his  work- 
where  its  influence  might  not  be  confined  by  any  walls 
of  limitation.  Narrowness  and  selfishness  cannot  exist  ir 
large  places — they  merely  disintegrate  in  the  immensitj 
of  space.  And  no  one  can  deny  that  we  as  a  Brethrer 
people  have  been  plagued  by  narrowness  and  selfishness 
Too  often  we  are  guilty  of  Jesus'  condemnation  in  Mat- 
thew's Gospel,  when  He  saiel,  "All  their  works  they  do  te 
be  seen  of  men,  they  make  broad  their  phylacteries,  anc 
enlarge  the  borders  of  their  garments,"  too  often  forget- 
ting David's  words  in  the  18th  Psalm,  "It  is  God  thai 
girdeth  me  with  strength,  and  maketh  my  way  perfect 
He  maketh  me  to  sit  upon  high  places.  Thou  it  is,  whe 
hast  given  me  the  shield  of  Thy  Salvation;  and  thj 
right  hand  hath  holden  me  up,   and  thy  gentleness   hath 
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nade  me   Great.   Thou  hast  enlargd   my  steps  under  me, 
that  my  feet  did  not  slip." 

While  Isaiah  called  his  people  to  live  more  broadly,  he 
ilso  reminded  them  that  they  must  not  only  lengthen  the 
:ords — but  must  drive  deeper  the  stakes.  Thus  he  con- 
stantly keeps  before  us  that  eternal  truth  of  balance.  He 
idmonishes  them  too,  "Spare  not,  lengthen  thy  cords, 
md  strengthen  thy  stakes."  Certainly  this  is  a  strange 
sermon  in  a  land  like  America.  In  a  nation  that  has  al- 
ivays  been  a  pioneering  expanding  people.  Growing  and 
throbbing  with  the  Spirit  of  Growth.  But  too  often  we 
tiave  forgotten  that  to  live  on  a  larger  plane  we  must 
also  learn  to  live  deeper,  lest  the  principle  of  balance  is 
lost  and  our  expansion  becomes  our  inglorious  defeat  in- 
stead of  victory.  Too  often  we  spread  our  faith  so  thin, 
by  attempting  to  take  under  our  wing,  innumerable  worth- 
while projects  for  the  Master — so  much  that  our  stakes 
are  uprooted  by  the  first  evil  breeze  that  blows.  The 
tragedy  is  that  too  often  the  stakes  are  not  only  uprooted 
but  the  cords  broken.  Frustration  and  confusion  are  the 
inevitable  result. 

Isaiah  cried,  "Spare  Not"  and  we  have  been  so  spar- 
ing in  our  giving.  We  have  been  so  sparing  in  our  going. 
We  have  been  so  sparing  in  our  doing.  We  have  given  so 
sparingly  of  our  Money,  that  God  has  returned  it  again 
sparingly  to  us.  We  have  given  so  sparingly  of  our  young 
men  and  women  that  God  has  of  necessity  placed  limits 
upon  the  length  of  our  cords.  We  have  done  so  little  in 
extending  the  cords  that  our  stakes  remain  planted  in 
the  shallow  earth  that  cannot  sustain  life,  in  a  world 
that  throws  aside  all  but  the  best  fruit. 

I  did  not  come  here  to  condemn.  I  love  each  one  of  you 
and  I  love  this  Church  which  we  choose  to  call  Brethren. 
Jesus  was  busy  teaching  one  day  and  was  interrupted 
with  the  information  that  His  mother  and  brothers  de- 
sired to  see  Him.  And  you  remember  He  asked,  "Who 
are  my  Brethren,"  then  with  outstretched  hand  He 
pointed  out  the  disciples  and  said,  "Behold  my  Brethren. 
For  whosoever  shall  do  the  Will  of  my  Father  which  is 
in  Heaven,  the  same  is  my  Brother  and  Sister  and  Moth- 
er." And  to  the  multitude  He  said  one  Day,  "For  one 
is  your  Master,  even  Christ,  and  all  Ye  are  Brethren." 
And  then  in  Matt.  25,  He  forever  condemned  the  narrow- 
ness, selfishness  and  outright  stinginess  of  men  when 
He  said,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  these, 
the  least   of  my  Brethren,  Ye  have  done  it  unto   Me." 

So  then,  "Lengthen  Thy  Cords."  Oh,  I  know  full  well 
that  there  is  much  danger  in  simply  unwinding  cord.  We 
have  many  examples  in  the  business  world  about  us  of 
those  who  have  over  extended  themselves  financially  and 
found  failure  at  the  end  of  the  cord.  We  have  examples 
in  the  religious  field  of  individuals  who  have  lengthened 
the  cords  of  morality  to  the  breaking  point,  and  found 
Hell  at  the  end.  No  one  will  deny  that  it  is  more  appeal- 
ing to  be  a  Billy  Graham,  than  to  spend  life  in  a  humble 
pastorate,  driving  stakes.  So  many  want  to  unwind  cord — 
so  few  will  drive  stakes.  But  the  balance  of  faith,  upon 
which  successful  expansion  rests,  depends  upon  how  well 
we  do  both. 

One  cord  which  we  need  to  try  to  strengthen  today  is, 
the  cord  of  opportunity.  America  and  opportunity  have 
always  been  synonymous  in  our  age,  and  our  history  is 
a   rich   glowing  account  of  Ameiica  taking  advantage   of 


those  opportunities.  Would  to  God  that  the  History  of  our 
church  was  likewise,  for  our  opportunities  have  the  pos- 
sibility of  developing  into  our  destiny.  Thus  we  need  to 
enlarge  the  place  of  our  tent  by  grasping  hold  of  the  op- 
portunities offered  the  Brethren  Church.  The  cords  of 
Christian  service  are  being  extended  to  us  .  .  .  Can  we 
take  hold  upon  them  and  make  them  fast  to  the  stakes 
of  responsibility  ? 

If  these  opportunities  are  looked  upon,  only  as  a  mere 
privilege  of  enjoying  God's  tremendous  blessings  ...  or 
if  we  look  upon  them  only  to  plunder  and  devour,  in  order 
that  our  own  appetite  for  selfish  gain  be  satisfied,  then 
our  Tent  will  fall.  And  Why — May  I  ask,  should  it  stand? 
Paul  wrote  in  2nd  Corinthians,  "We  stretch  not  ourselves 
beyond  our  meaure,  that  is,  of  other  men's  labors,  but 
having  hope,  when  your  faith  is  increased,  that  we  shall 
be  enlarged  by  you,  according  to  our  rule  abundantly. 
To  preach  the  Gospel  in  regions  beyond,  and  not  to  boast. 
He  that  Glorieth  let  Him  Glory  in  the  Lord." 

"Strengthen  Thy  Stakes" — Oh  Friends,  have  Brethren 
people  forgotten  that  we  have  a  stake  in  America  .  .  . 
have  we  forgotten  that  we  have  a  stake  in  the  salvation 
of  every  man's  soul,  here  in  our  world  ?  Can  we  not  un- 
derstand that  every  Church  is  in  reality  a  mission  point 
in  this  world  of  Sin  and  darkness  ?  And  do  we  not  un- 
derstand that  the  church  without  a  mission  is  unworthy 
of  existence  in  God's  sight?  Can  we  not  see  that  if  our 
churches  be  strong  denominationally — then  we  will  be 
strong  locally;  and  if  strong  locally,  then  our  strength 
cannot  fail  to  be  reflected  in  our  denominational  program. 
If  you  are  not  winning  souls  at  home — what  inspiration 
are  you  seeking  to  give  those  Missionaries  abroad  ? 

We  hear  much  these  days  of  deeper  spiritual  life  cam- 
paigns and  such — and  they  do  accomplish  some  wonderful 
things.  But  the  Gospel  simply  states  that  Jesus,  by  His 
own  admission,  came  for  one  purpose,  "To  seek  and  to 
save  that  which  is  Lost." 

I  know  some  individuals  who  spend  much  time  empha- 
sizing their  personal  spirituality,  but  no  one  can  recall 
when  they  were  instrumental  in  leading  a  Soul  to  Christ. 
Our  stakes  are  not  strengthened  by  words  alone — for  lip 
service  minus  heart  dedication  is  hypocrisy. 

Nehemiah  came  on  the  world  scene  some  450  years  before 
Christ.  We  see  him  first  in  Babylonian  captivity.  His  be- 
loved Jerusalem  lay  in  ruins.  The  people  in  a  period  of 
prosperity  had  lengthened  the  cords  and  neglected  to 
strengthen  the  stakes,  and  Jerusalem  had  fallen.  Travel- 
ers in  the  palace  had  told  him  of  the  sad  state  of  his 
city,  the  walls  broken  down,  the  temple  in  ruin,  the  very 
gates  of  the  city  neglected.  Nehemiah  immediately  asked 
for,  and  received  permission  to  return  to  his  beloved  city, 
and  after  looking  upon  the  desolate  scene,  decided  to  re- 
l)uild   and   restore   its   former  beauty  and   services. 

Now  I  know  that  we  could  spend  much  time  extolling 
the  executive  abilities,  the  organizational  genius,  and  even 
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the  financial  planning  of  Nehemiah.  But  there  is  some- 
thing else  which  I  wish  to  draw  from  this  tremendously 
thrilling  account  here  in  God's  Word.  For  no  sooner  had 
Nehemiah  decided  to  restore  the  past  Glory  of  Jerusalem, 
than  opposition  came.  From  Sanballat  the  Moabite,  Tobiah 
the  Ammonite,  Geshem  the  Arabian — men  who  had  been 
fighting  each  other  over  the  spoils  of  Jerusalem  were 
now  united  in  fighting  a  common  enemy — progress.  I  do 
not  need  to  tell  you  if  you  have  ever  attempted  to  push 
a  constructive  program,  how  quickly  the  devil  is  able  to 
bring  opposition.  And  sometimes  it  comes  from  the 
strangest  quarters  in  our  church.  But  Nehemiah  realized 
that  a  broken,  run  down  Jerusalem  could  only  produce 
a  weak  and  defeated  Israel.  So  the  first  task  of  reviving 
his  people  was  to  strengthen  the  stakes  at  Jerusalem. 
Then  the  cords  would  extend  out  from  there — from  firmly 
grounded  stakes  in  the  restored  City. 

There  is  nothing  new  or  revealing  in  the  tactics  which 
the  opposition  used.  First  of  all,  they  ridiculed  Nehe- 
miah's  elTorts.  It  is  true  that  the  Israelites  were  not 
skilled  Artisans — as  they  laid  up  the  Wall,  the  opposition 
scoffed,  "Why — if  even  a  little  fox  walked  across  the 
wall  it  would  fall."  And  every  servant  of  God  has  felt 
the  cold,  fearful  chill  of  ridicule — in  every  worthwhile 
effort  you  have  sought  to  put  forth. 

Then  the  opposition  used  the  threat  of  force.  And  Ne- 
hemiah met  them  with  every  man  holding  a  trowel  and  a 
sword.  Oh  Friend,  the  Church  today  could  withstand  all 
opposition  if  only  our  people  could  be  inspired  to  meet  it 
with  the  trowel  of  their  occupation  in  one  hand  and  the 
sword  of  the  Lord,  the  Word  of  God,  in  the  other.  If  the 
Church  is  to  expand  here  among  men,  then  we  must  have 
such  servants  in  every  factory,  office  and  school.  The 
forces  of  evil  can  be  successfully  met  in  no  other  way. 

After  Nehemiah  and  his  people  had  withstood  these 
two  attempts  to  stop  the  construction  program — there 
came  another,  more  subtle,  but  just  as  evil  in  its  intent. 
Sanballat  sent  a  messenger  to  him  with  an  invitation  to 
a  great  banquet  out  along  the  edge  of  the  desert,  at  a 
beautiful  Oasis,  Saying  "come  down  off  the  wall  and 
forget  the  burdens  of  your  task — enjoy  life  a  little — you 
have  been  working  too  hard."  We  wonder  sometimes  how 
the  world  gets  mixed  up  in  the  church  so  often.  Herein 
lies  the  answer — for  when  we  step  down  off  the  ram- 
parts of  high  and  holy  resolve  then  the  world  of  pleasure 
and  sin  takes  over.  Nehemiah  wasn't  fooled.  For  he  said 
"I  am  too  busy  doing  a  great  job."  And  they  built  the 
wall,  because  the  people  had  a  mind  to  work." 

Don't  you  see  friends  ?  Anyone  engaged  in  a  program 
of  expansion; — anyone  busy  enlarging  tents,  lengthening 
cords,  driving  stakes,  will  likewise  find  a  battle  awaiting 
them.  For  someone  or  something  will  be  striving  to  upset 
your  balance  of  faith.  I  know  full  well  that  we  are  only 
now  emerging  from  an  age  of  easygoing  tolerance,  that 
has  plagued  the  church.  But  in  the  face  of  all  that,  I  still 
must  say  that  the  cord  of  tolerance  needs  strengthening 
yet  today.  It  is  unfortunate  that  too  often  religion  in 
general  and  our  church  in  particular  have  been  so  often 
associated  with  gross  intolerance.  Too  often  we  have  been 
content  to  live  in  our  little  tents  of  Faith,  tucking  the 
curtains  neatly  about  us,  and  saying;  "we  are  right,  all 
others  are  wrong."  What  difference  our  full  gospel  faith 
as   Brethren  people   if  we  care  not  to  extend  our  tents  ? 
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God  cut  off  his  chosen  people  and  grafted  us  as  Gentil 
into  the  tree  of  salvation — after  the  Israelites  refused  t 
do  His  work. 

And  never  forget,  a  true  balance  of  faith  and  work 
cannot  be  restricted  nor  confined.  When  God  saw  fit  t 
reveal  Himself  more  fully  to  men.  He  didn't  use  the  nai 
row  confines  of  men's  minds — He  appealed  to  our  hearts 
"For  God  so  loved  the  World  that  He  gave  His  only  be 
gotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  Him  should  no 
perish,  but  have  everlasting  Life." 

So  I  say  to  you — strengthen  the  cords  of  tolerance— 
that  love  be  not  excluded  from  our  expansion;  and  abovi 
all  else,  see  that  those  cords  of  tolerance  are  securel; 
tied  to  fix'm  convictions.  We  must  cease  trying  to  tie  ou:i 
faith  to  our  personal  likes  and  dislikes,  our  own  whimii 
and  idiosyncrasies;  for  it  will  collapse  when  the  tempest! 
strike.  We  need  to  tie  our  Faith  to  deep  strong  Per 
sonal  Convictions.  \ 

Now  you  say  "How  does  all  of  this  fit  into  an  expand-: 
ing  program  for  the  Brethren  Church?"  Listen  Friends^ 
the  Brethren  Church  can  grow  no  faster  than  each  of  us 
individually,  are  able  to  grow,  no  faster  than  each  of  oui 
churches  are  able  to  enlarge  their  place  in  the  hearts  oJ 
men.  Truly,  "We  need  to  lift  our  eyes  unto  the  hills  from] 
whence  cometh  our  help."  Paul  said  one  day,  "Eye  hathil 
not  seen,  nor  ear  heard  the  things  which  God  hath  pre- 
pared for  them  that  love  him."  And  Jesus  said,  "Thoui 
shalt  see  greater  things  than  these."  i 

But  don't  let  me  make  dreamers  of  you,  for  dreams  are 
dangerous  things — minus  deeds.  Dreams  without  deeds 
turn  us  into  soft  sentimentalists.  And  this  big  Irish  heart 
of  mine  has  a  constant  battle  against  them.  But  let  me 
encourage  your  hearts,  that  you  might  enlarge  thy  tent, 
lengthen  the  cords  of  your  vision,  and  drive  deeper  the 
stakes  of  your  faith  in  Jesus  the  Christ.  Some  one  has 
said  that  a  man's  reach  always  exceeds  his  grasp — thati 
is  why  Heaven  must  be  our  home.  Earth  is  meant  fori 
fragmentai'y  things — Heaven  is  a  prepared  place  for  pre- 
pared people.  So  let  us  Pray  that  this  Conference  may 
bring  each  of  us  an  enlarged  witness — a  deeper  Spiritual 
Life;  that  we  may  be  able  to  lengthen  the  cords  and 
strengthen  the  stakes — keeping  a  true  balance  of  faith 
in  our  lives,  and  in  our  church.  Isaiah  continued  in  the 
3rd  Verse,  "For  thou  shalt  break  forth  on  the  right  hand 
and  on  the  Left;  and  thy  seed  shall  inherit  the  Land." 
Can  we  ignore  such  a  promise  ?  Let  us  accept  the  chal- 
lenge.

"MINISTERS  A  FLAME" 

GOD  WANTS  HIS  MINISTERS  to  render  a  service  as 
"a  flame  of  fire"  (Heb.  1:7).  Fire  is  the  symbol  of 
removing  the  dross  of  life  (Zech.  13:9a).  Thus  the  lips 
of  Isaiah  were  purified  (Isaiah  6:6,  7).  God  appeared 
unto  Moses  in  a  flame  of  fire  (Acts  7:30).  God's  Word 
is  said  to  be  "like  as  a  fire"  (Jer.  23:39).  God  as  the 
source  of  divine  fire  can  only  be  reached  through  prayer 
(2  Chron.  2:17).  He  must  be  sought  with  the  whole  heart 
(Jer.  29:13).  There  can  be  no  new  birth  without  faithful 
iravail  in  prayer  (Isaiah  66:7,  8).  Thus  Paul  travailed 
3ver  the  Galatians  (Gal.  4:19).  Thus  the  120  in  Acts 
1:13,  14  carried  out  the  command  of  Jesus  in  Luke  24:49. 
Dn  the  Day  of  Pentecost  the  power  of  God  was  mani- 
fested by  the  sound  of  a  mighty  rushing  wind  and  visible 
:ongues  of  fire  which  separated  and  rested  on  the  heads 
)f  the  120  (Acts  2:2,  3).  It  was  God  who  added  to  the 
Aurch  daily  (Acts  2:47),  and  gave  the  increase  (1 
Dor.  3:6). 

God  has  to  select  and  prepare  His  workers  that  they 
nay  be  kindled  (Isaiah  55:8,  9).  Moses  felt  that  he  was 
lot  equal  to  what  God  needed  (Exodus  4:10).  But  God 
nade  him  the  great  orator  of  Deuteronomy  (Exodus  4: 
11,  12).  Jeremiah  felt  his  inability  for  God's  call  (Jer. 
20:9).  Gideon  was  keenly  sensitive  to  self-abasement 
(Judges  6:11,  15).  It  is  certain  that  God  spoke  through 
A.mos   (Amos  7:12,  13,  17). 

The  fire  speaks  of  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  (Acts 
2:4,  6).  God's  Word  was  as  fire  in  the  mouth  of  .Jei'e- 
iniah  (Jer.  5:14).  We  need  to  be  warned  that  the  Devil 
counterfeits  everything  God  has,  even  God's  fire  by  a 
"strange  fire"  (Lev.  10:1,  2).  The  true  fire  is  the  flame 
of  the  Gospel  (Rom.  1:16).  This  flame  is  the  "sword  of 
the  Spirit"  (Eph.  6:17)  by  which  the  fiery  darts  of  the 
Devil  are  "quenched."  It  is  the  Word  of  fire  that  is  to 
be  preached   (2  Tim.  2:4;   Mark  16:15;   Heb.  4:12). 

Peter  on  the  Day  of  Pentecost  was  a  Scriptural 
preacher  (Acts  2:16).  He  did  not  believe  in  ignoring  the 
Old  Testament.  His  sermon  was  centered  on  Christ  (1 
Cor.  2:2).  Peter  preached  the  person  of  Christ  (Acts  2:22) 
and  His  mighty  ministry.  He  preached  the  death  of  Christ 
(Acts  2:23)  as  essential  to  their  salvation  (Rom.  5:8; 
13:8).  He  preached  the  resurrection  of  Christ  (Acts 
2:32),  without  which  there  could  be  no  hope  (1  Cor.  15: 
14,  17,  19).  Then  he  preached  the  Christ  exalted  (Acts 
2:33)  to  save  to  the  uttermost   (Heb.  7:25). 

The  Spirit-filled  preaching  on  the  Day  of  Pentecost 
brought  conviction  (Acts  2:37),  contrition  (Acts  2:37), 
conversion  (Acts  2:38),  confession  in  baptism  (Acts  2:41), 
consecration  (Acts  2:42),  confirmation  (Acts  2:47).  The 
true  flames  of  fire  have  been  the  ti-ue  church  builders  of 
every  age.

Lesson   for  October  9,   1955 

THE  BOYHOOD  OF  JESUS 

Lesson:   Luke  2:41-52 

THE  ONLY  GOSPEL  writer  who  gives  us  a  glimpse 
into  the  boyhood  of  Jesus  Christ  is  Luke  the  histor- 
ian. The  first  record  we  have  of  Jesus,  following  His 
birth,  is  at  the  age  of  eight  days  when  He  was  named 
(2:21).  Then  when  less  than  six  weeks  old  (40  days), 
the  baby  Jesus  was  brought  to  the  temple  "to  present 
Him  to  the  Lord"  (2:22).  Following  this  "they  returned 
into  Galilee,  to  their  own  city  Nazareth." 

After  this  incident  nothing  more  is  recorded  about 
Jesus  until  He  reached  twelve  years  old.  What  hap- 
pened during  the  intervening  years  we  do  not  know, 
except  that  "the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit, 
filled  with  wisdom:  and  the  grace  of  God  was  upon 
Him"   (2:40). 

When  twelve  years  old  Jesus  was  taken  by  His  parents 
to  Jerusalem  to  observe  the  Feast  of  the  Passover. 
Notice  Luke  states  it  was  their  custom  to  observe  this 
annual,  religious  feast.  Fortunate  indeed  is  the  child  who 
is  possessed  with  spiritual  parents  who  ai'e  interested  in 
the  vital  issues  of  life!  Had  Joseph  and  Mary  been  like 
many  parents  of  today  they  would  have  sent  Jesus  to  the 
feast  while   they  remained  home! 
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The  remainder  of  the  story  is  familiar  to  all.  After 
the  feast  Joseph  and  Mary  started  the  long  journey 
home,  only  to  find  after  a  day's  journey  that  the  child 
Jesus  was  not  in  their  midst.  Quickly  retracing  their 
steps  the  anxious  parents  found  the  child  well  occupied 
with  the  temple  doctors.  His  answer  to  their  inquiry  is 
noteworthy.  "How  is  it  that  ye  sought  me  ?  knew  ye  not 
that  I  must  be  in  my  Father's  house?"  (Luke  2:49- 
A.S.V.). 

Even  at  this  tender  age  Jesus  Christ  recognized  His 
equality  with  God  the  Father.  His  great  concern  through- 
out His  life  was  not  only  His  Father's  house  (the  temple 
of  God),  but  his  Father's  business  (the  salvation  of  lost 
souls). 

Returning  to  the  little  town  of  Nazareth  we  hear  no 
more  of  Jesus  for  18  years.  We  do  know  He  continued 
to  increase  "in  wisdom  (mentally)  and  stature  (phys- 
ically), and  in  favor  with  God  (spiritually)  and  man 
(socially)"    (Luke   2:52). 

As  believers  in  God's  inspired  Word  we  have  often 
emphasized  the  Deity  of  Christ — and  rightly  so.  But  in 
our  eagerness  to  embrace  this  precious  truth  we  are  apt 
to  obscure  the  doctrine  of  His  Humanity.  For  Jesus 
Christ  was  not  only  very  God  of  very  God  but  very  man 
of  very  man.  This  lesson  as  recorded  by  Luke  portrays 
Jesus  as  the  Son  of  Man. 

In  making  reference  to  the  perfect  character  of  Christ, 
A.  M.  Fairbairn,  in  his  Studies  in  the  Life  of  Christ, 
says:  "His  manhood  developed  out  of  a  youth  which  had 
beneath  it  boyhood,  childhood,  and  infancy.  For  the  per- 
fect man  could  be  perfect  only  as  His  becoming  v/as 
throughout  human  .  .  .  He  Who  came  to  lift  us  from  our 
evil  came  to  do  it  in  and  through  our  nature,  and  in 
Him  it  orbed  into  the  one  perfect  Person  that  has  at 
once   dignified   and   redeemed   humanity." 

How  we  thank  God  for  the  sinless  life  of  Christ.  Most 
of  all  we  thank  God  that  this  sinless,  perfect  One  has 
provided  redemption  for  us!

BENEFITTING   FROM   THE   MESSAGE 

IN  THE  CLASSROOM  you  take  it  for  grantea 
that  to  miss  information  is  to  be  in  danger  aj 
flunking  a  course,  of  missing  something  whicl! 
may  be  of  extreme  importance  throughout  th(j 
remainder  of  your  life.  You  are  there  to  learnj 
for  your  own  good. 

WHAT  DO  YOU  EXPECT? 

WHEN  YOU  HEAR  THE  "AMEN"  at  the  enc 
of  the  anthem  just  before  the  sermon,  what  it 
the  state  of  your  mind  ?  Is  it  like  that  of  the  littk; 
boy  who  remarked   impudently,   "Now    for    th( 
commercial!"  or  are  you  ready  for    a    message 
from  God,  expectant?  Oftentimes  the  listener  re- 
ceives just  what  he  deserves,  and  usually  just 
what  he  expects.  It  takes  faith  to  hear,  you  know,! 
just  as   to  receive  answers  to    prayers    on    be- 
half of  an  ill  loved  one.  "Faith  cometh  by  hear-j 
ing,"  and  we  might  obvert  that  to  read  "hearingij 
cometh  by  faith."  l 

Be  in  there  "rooting"  for  the  preacher,  just  as 
you  root  for  the  ball  carrier  in  a  football  game. 
Pray  for  him,  for  he  has  a  heavy  burden  at  thisi 
moment,  for  you  need  this  message! 

EXPECT  TO  BE  "HIT"  BY  THE  SERMON 


Be  glad  if  the  preacher  reaches  you  with  the 
message — the  Holy  Spirit  is  wooing  you,  trying 
to  bear  you  up.  It  is  no  credit  to  you  if  you  are 
never  touched  by  the  message,  for  the  Bible 
says  "the  natural  man  receiveth  not  the  things 
of  the  Spirit  of  God." 

JOT  IT  DOWN 

If  the  message  is — or  is  not — making  its  im- 
pression upon  you  at  the  time,  it  might  be  of 
greater  importance  in  the  future.  You  may  want 
to  use  it  in  a  message  which  you  will  want  to 
deliver,  or  maybe  even  just  keep  it  for  your  own 
needs.  Make  a  habit  of  jotting  down  the  general 
outline  of  the  messages,  and  the  illustrations 
used,   the  Scripture    passages    referred    to,    the

kerses  exposited.  When  you  read  these  passages 
ater  you  will  find  that  they  mean  much  more  to 
\You.  Also,  writing  a  thought  down  makes  the 
impression  much  deeper  in  your  mind.  Then,  too, 
one  thought  leads  to  another,  giving  a  broad 
Linderstanding  of  a  given  verse  or  passage  of 
Scripture  as  the  years  pass.  Evidence  of  this  fact 
lis  proven  by  the  seventeen  sermons  preached  on 
:;he  same  Scripture  verse  by  the  same  preacher. 

-       WHERE  IS  YOUR  BIBLE? 

Can  you  think  of  a  better  place  for  your  Bible 
than  in  your  hands  or  by  your  side  as  the 
preacher  speaks  from  or  refers  to  one  passage 
after  another,  Reading  it  for  yourself  as  you 
listen  to  the  sermon  can  bring  home  many  good 
thoughts  and  eventually,  much  knowledge  on 
many  Scripture  verses. 

HARD  TO  LISTEN? 

Many  people  claim  that  it  is  difficult  to  fol- 
low the  preacher  from  the  beginning  of  the  ser- 
mon to  the  end.  What  those  people  need  is  dis- 


cipline for  their  minds.  They  don't  have  much 
difficulty  following  a  ball  game  from  start  to 
finish — even  if  it  lasts  several  times  as  long  as  a 


sermon 


The  student  probably  gains  more  from  a  for- 
mal education  in  the  matter  of  disciplining  his 
mind  to  listen  than  from  the  accumulation  of 
facts.  He  learns  to  concentrate.  To  be  a  disciple 
means  to  be  a  learner  of  the  Lord.  One  cannot 
learn  more  easily  of  spiritual  things  than  of  secu- 
lar things.  Practice  concentration.  Try  harder  to 
listen;  after  all,  you  get  out  of  it  what  you  put 
into  it.  And  besides,  it  is  contagious — others  will 
find  it  easier  to  listen  if  they  see  you  absorbed 
in  the  message. 

Give  the  preacher  your  undivided  attention, 
and  you  vdll  soon  discover  that  your  interest  will 
help  him  preach  better.  Besides,  THE  LORD 
WILL  BLESS  YOU  MORE  ABUNDANTLY  in 
many  ways.  Putting  the  message  into  your  mind 
will  enable  the  Lord  to  put  it  into  your  life.

September  15,  1955 


Dear  Clayton  and  Ida: 


.  .  .  I'll  endeavor  to  bring  you  up  to  date  with  our 
voyage  and  stay  in  London.  During  most  of  the  time  we 
had  a  rather  uneventful,  but  pleasant,  trip  across  the 
Atlantic.  The  skies  were  intennittently  cloudy,  overcast 
and  clear — occasionally  the  sun  would  break  through,  but 
not  for  long.  There  were  some  showers  several  days,  and 
the  air  was  quite  chilly  (we  saw  a  few  icebergs).  A  top 
coat  could  have  been  put  to  good  use  while  we  were  on 
deck,  but  we  had  kept  our  baggage  to  a  minimum.  The 
sea  was  fairly  smooth  up  until  Friday,  when  some  breezes 
began  to  churn  the  waters.  By  Sunday  they  developed 
into  a  strong  gale  and  the  waters  were  mischievous.  The 
boat  really  rocked  and  for  several  nights  we  had  diffi- 
culty staying  in  bed.  We  didn't  mind  though  and  didn't 
get  a  bit  seasick. 

The  three  of  us  enjoyed  the  voyage  very  much,  espe- 
cially Dennis.  He  was  an  excellent  sailor.  There  was  a 
small  play  room  for  children  where  he  spent  most  of  his 
time  between  eating  and  napping.  He  tugged  at  us  to 
take  him  there.  This  gave  Jean  and  me  a  chance  to  enjoy 
ourselves  by  playing  ping-pong,  shuffleboard,  checkers 
and  in  roaming  the  decks  and  chatting  with  other  pas- 
sengers. 

About  5:30  Tuesday  morning  we  docked  at  Liverpool. 
After  presenting  the  necessary  papers  and  credentials  we 


were  permitted  to  leave  the  boat.  At  8:00  A.  M.  we  pro 
ceeded  to  the  baggage  shed  and  went  through  customs 
This  took  only  a  matter  of  minutes,  for  we  had  no  diffi 
culty   whatsoever   with   the    customs    officials. 

We  are  to  leave  here  Sunday  afternoon,  Septembe; 
18,  by  plant  for  Kano,  as  was  previously  anticipated 
They  could  get  no  earlier  bookings.  A  man  from  Frame; 
(travel  agency)  is  to  meet  us  and  take  us  to  the  airpon 
to  leave  about  1:45  P.  M. 

We've  done  some  walking  around  the  hotel  to  see  wherfj 
we  are.  We  are  able  to  get  a  New  York  newspaper 
(printed  in  Amsterdam).  I  see  my  Indians  are  still  ir 
first  place.  Today  we  took  a  bus  ride  (on  a  double  decker) 
to  all  points  of  interest  in  London. 

We  will  likely  take  a  train  from  Kano  to  Jos,  arriving 
some  time  on  Wednesday  (21).  Thanks  for  doing  all 
you've  done  for  us — business,  bills,  etc.  We  hope  that 
things  are  going  well  with  the  Board  and  that  plans  for 
the  coming  year  go  forward.  We're  remembering  you  all. 
As  time  gets  closer  to  arriving  in  Waka,  we  get  anxious 
to  get  to  work.  This  living  in  a  hotel  makes  you  feel 
eager  to  get  on  the  move.  Dennis  is  almost  like  an  un- 
caged lion  when  we  leave  our  room.  Cheerio  and  all  that.

Many 
hink  that  contentment  is  a  condition  seldom  experienced, 
fet  upon  study  and  analysis  of  the  word,  our  thinking 
aay  be  changed  and  we  find  that  contentment  is  not  a 
ilutopian  state  but  one  quite  possible  of  acquiring.  Web- 
ter  says  that  contentment  "limits  one's  self  in  require- 
ments for  satisfaction."  Paul's  letter  to  the  Philippians 
4:11)  "Not  that  I  speak  in  respect  of  want  for  I  have 
earned  in  whatsoever   state   I  am   therewith  to   be  con- 


tent," presents  a  challenge.  Are  we  capable  of  answering 
it? 

Some  one  has  said  "If  we  gather  the  crumbs  of  happi- 
ness, they  will  make  us  a  loaf  of  contentment."  It  fol- 
lows then  that  if  we  find  the  secret  of  gathering  small 
bits  of  happiness — and  certainly  there  are  few  with  none 
— we  may  find  ourselves  enjoying  a  whole  loaf  of  con- 
tentment. 

Contentment  has  much  within  its  grasp.  It  can  make 
the  poor  rich;  it  can  make  the  rich  man  poor.  It  is  not 
had  by  a  smooth  path  in  life  but  by  willingness  to  ac- 
cept God's  plans  for  us.  There  is  a  lovely  poem  depicting 
one  who  was  always  discontented  because  the  house  on 
the  hill  seemed  to  have  golden  windows  in  contrast  to 
hers  which  were  drab  and  worn.  One  evening  walking 
home  she  was  surprised  to  find,  when  viewed  in  the 
sunset's  glow,  that  her  windows  were  golden  too!  Con- 
tentment is  not  an  insurmountable  achievement;  it  ac- 
tually is  a  precious  jewel  within  our  reach  if  we  wish  it.

A  new,   illustrated   edition   of  the  New  Testament. 


ANEW  EDITION  of  the  New 
Testament,  the  first  of  its  kind, 
designed  to  give  both  the  Biblical 
scholar  and  the  ordinary  reader  a 
new  insight  into  the  life  and  times 
of  Jesus  and  the  Apostles,  was  pub- 
lished recently  by  the  American  Bible 
Society. 

Produced  by  rotogravure  in  modern 
"picture  book"  style  and  titled,  "The 
Good  News,"  it  contains  566  photo- 
graphs, nine  maps  and  six  diagrams 
to  illustrate  and  clarify  various  por- 
tions of  the  New  Testament  text  in 
the  light  of  recent  archaeological  and 
historical  studies. 

The  project,  described  by  the  So- 
ciety as  "a  milestone  in  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment," involved  over  five  years  of 
planning  and  research  and  was  the 
creation  of  Dr.  Gilbert  Darlington,  So- 
ciety treasurer. 

Unrest  in  Bible  lands  gave  urgency 
to  the  preparation  of  the  volume.  Dr. 
Darlington  pointed  out.  "By  accident, 
or  through  international  violence,  the 
treasures  of  New  Testament  times 
may  be  destroyed.  'The  Good  News' 
will  preserve  forever  a  record  of  in- 
scriptions, statues,  temples  and  cities. 
The  pavement  where  Christ  stood  be- 
fore Pilate,  excavations  of  the  palace 
of  Herod  Agrippa  at  Jericho,  the 
Damascus  Wall — places  that  Jesus, 
His  Disciples  and  Paul  saw,  are  ac- 
cessible today.  The  use  of  visual  tech- 
niques, too,  makes  Christ's  world  live 
for  children." 

To  facilitate  reading,  the  text  is  ar- 
ranged in  modern  paragraph  form 
without  chapter  and  verse  markings. 


Many  of  the  photographs  are  of  geo- 
graphical areas  and  objects  which  are 
virtually  unchanged  since  the  lifetime 
of  Jesus  and  the  Apostles.  Twenty- 
one  of  the  photographs  were  taken 
from  the  air  while  closeups  were 
taken  of  such  items  as  mosaics,  stat- 
ues, manuscripts,  wall  paintings, 
glassware,  coins  and   similar  items. 

For  some  photographs,  lengthy  ne- 
gotiations, sometimes  as  much  as 
three  years,  were  required.  One  such 
picture  was  of  the  small  volcanic 
island  of  Patmos,  where  John  wrote 
the  Book  of  Revelation,  and  which  re- 
quired the  permission  of  the  air  min- 
istries of  the  British  and  Greek  gov- 
ernments, the  Greek  Information 
Service,  and  the  U.  S.  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board. 

The  new  edition  will  be  sold  for 
two   dollars   plus   postage. 

Biblical  scholars,  ministers  and 
seminary  students  are  expected  to 
find  the  volume  of  special  use  because 
of  its  valuable  source  and  reference 
materials.  Others  who  may  have  spe- 
cial uses  for  the  Illustrated  New 
Testament  are  children,  because  of 
the  visual  techniques  used,  and  trav- 
elers, because  the  photographs  pro- 
vide an  excellent  guide  for  those  who 
wish  to  visit  places  of  Biblical  inter- 
est. 

To  record  these  historic  scenes  Dr. 
Darlington  received  expert  assistance 
from  Prof.  William  F.  Albright,  Dr. 
Jack  Finegan,  Prof.  Herbert  Bloch, 
Miss  Therese  Goell  and  many  other 
archeologists,  historians,  photograph- 
ers. He  also  drew  upon  information 
in  the   Louvre  in   France,  dealt  with 


scholars  in  Athens,   Rome  and  Jem 
salem. 

The  Illustrated  New  Testamen 
takes  the  reader  among  the  peopl 
who  lived  when  Christ  lived.  A  Roni' 
an  Centurion  comes  to  life  in  the  tex 
through  a  photograph  of  a  statue  o 
a  Centurion  taken  in  a  German  mm 
seum. 

The  Gospel  of  John  tells  of  Jesus 
healing  the  man  born  blind  when  hi 
directed  him,  "Go,  wash  in  the  Pooi 
of  Siloam."  Opposite  this  portion  o:! 
the  text  is  a  recently  taken  photo 
graph  of  the  Pool  of  Siloam. 

Paul's  journeys  by  ship  are  givei 
added  meaning  by  the  new  pictui-e  o: 
Caesarea,  Sidon,  Cyprus,  Myra 
Clauda,  Syracuse,  St.  Paul's  Bay  ai 
Malta  and  by  drawings  of  the  kindd 
of  ships  he  sailed  on  and  the  kinds' 
of  coins  he  used.  All  these  appear  or 
pages  of  the  Book  of  Acts. 

The  Society  has  been  publishing! 
separate  books  of  the  New  Testament' 
in  illustrated  form  since  1951,  as  part 
of  the  project.  In  1951,  an  illustrated 
Book  of  Acts  was  published  to  com- 
memorate the  1900th  anniversary  of 
the  arrival  of  Christianity  in  Greece 
Illustrated  Gospel  Portions  have  since 
been  printed  by  the  Society  in  Eng- 
lish, Portuguese,  Spanish,  Korean  and 
Greek.  Other  National  Bible  Societies, 
with  which  the  American  Bible  So- 
ciety is  affiliated,  also  have  printed 
portions  of  the  Scriptures  in  illus- 
trated form  in  /*  rabic,  Dutch,  French, 
German,  Ind;..  .-sian  and  Portuguese. 

The  Society  has  distributed  more 
than  466,000,000  volumes  of  Scrip- 
tures since  '    was  founded  in  1816.

^0  MUCH  OF  THE  TIME  we  tend  to  take  for 
^  granted  the  fact  of  salvation,  without  really 
oking  into  the  actual  facts  which  constitute  it. 
et  it  must  never  be  said  of  us  that  we  took  the 
ift  of  salvation  without  constantly  giving  thanks 
)  God  for  it. 

John  is  much  concerned,  in  the  third  chapter  of 
is  Gospel,  that  one  named  Nicodemus  should  be- 
)me  aware  of  the  love  life  of  Christ — ^of  His 
ooing,  of  His  forgiveness  and  of  His  peace  and 
itisfaction.  The  Holy  Spirit,  through  John's 
ords,  is  much  concerned  that  we,  too,  should 
)nstantly  be  aware  of  the  love  of  Christ  for  us. 

John  3:16  speaks  of  the  love  of  God,  and  there 
no  greater  love.  But  we  must  not  overlook  the 


love  which  Christ  had  for  sinful  men  when  He 
said,  "Yes,"  to  the  Father's  wishes.  It  must  ever 
remain  a  cardinal  truth  of  the  Christian  faith 
that  Christ,  the  Son,  voluntarily  gave  Himself  to 
save  men  from  their  sin! 

It  may  stun  us  to  realize  that  Christ's  coming 
into  the  world  and  becoming  the  Saviour  of  men 
was  not  by  the  force  of  the  Father,  but  by  the 
willingness  of  the  Son,  when  there  was  no  other 
way.  Had  there  not  been  the  willingness  of  the 
Son  to  come,  there  would  have  been  no  other  way 
for  us  to  be  redeemed  from  sin.  Thus  we  can  see 
why  the  praise  of  the  believer  is  to  be  directed 
to  the  Son.  That  is  why  through  the  endless  ages 
the  theme  song  of  the  righteous  shall  be  "Unto 
him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from  our  sins 
in  his  own  blood  ..." 

How  thrilling  are  the  words  of  the  hymn,  "All 
hail  the  power  of  Jesus'  name;"  especially  the 
last  verse,  "0  that  with  yonder  sacred  throng,  we 
at  His  feet  may  fall;  We'll  join  the  everlasting 
song,  and  Crown  Him  Lord  of  all." 

How  does  our  belief  on  this  matter  affect  us 
in  daily  living?  First,  we  realize  that  we  are  pos- 
sessors of  God's  eternal  truth — salvation  is  a  fact, 
guaranteed  by  God  for  those  who  in  a  contrite 
and  humble  spirit,  accept  the  work  of  Christ  on 
Calvary  as  their  sin  atonement,  and  who  day  by 
day  seek  constantly  to  walk  in  His  way! 

Second,  we  are  aware  that  our  lives  among  men 
will  be  different.  How  can  we  hate  anyone  and 
still  profess  to^  love  God?  Scripturally  it  just  can't 
be  done.  The  amazing  thing  to  this  scribe  is  the

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CAN  IT  BE  that  a  Tunker  woman  in  1863  may  have 
unintentionally  played  a  part  which  helped  keep 
this  Nation  united?  Did  her  influence  change  the  think- 
ing of  a  great  General  ?  Likely  the  first  experience  of 
this  man  with  the  Brethren,  or  Dunkards  as  they  were 
commonly  called,  to  make  an  impression  upon  his  think- 
ing and  manner  of  life  took  place  in  Maryland.  The 
woman  was  Ann  Rowland.  The  General  was  Robert  E. 
Lee.  The  specific  place  was  at  the  Longmeadow  church, 
located,  as  its  name  implies,  in  a  fertile  valley.  This  was 
a  few  miles  north  of  Hagerstown.  This  church  had  been 
built  in  1850  just  13  years  before  the  episode  took  place 
to  which  reference  has  been  made.  At  this  time  General 
Robert  E.  Lee,  with  his  Army  was  in  Maryland,  having 
crossed  the  Potomac  at  its  various  nearby  fords,  was 
headed  for  the  invasion  of  Pennsylvania.  Though  he  did 
not  know  it  at  the  time,  the  decisive  battle  of  Gettysburg 
was  soon  to  be  fought  with  its  terrible  loss  of  life  dur- 
ing its  three  days  of  carnage. 

There  are  students  of  Lee  who  state  that  from  the 
time  he  left  the  Longmeadow  encampment,  his  thinking 
had  changed  and  that  there  somehow,  perhaps  even  un- 
known to  him  had  come  a  change  in  the  great  skill  and 
brilliance  he  had  manifested  as  a  General. 

The  old  family  record,  long  faded  and  brown,  show- 
ing the  passing  of  years,  states,  "Ann  Rowland  was  born 
the  9th  of  December  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1811."  She 
was  the  daughter  of  that  old  pioneer,  Jacob  Gilbert,  who 
purchased  lands  fi'oni  Abraham  Stauffer  in  Longmeadow, 
which  had  been  surveyed  by  the  famous  and  notorious 
Cresaps  in  1738.  Ann  lived  on  her  father's  farm  until 
her  marriage  to  Jonas  Rowland.  The  old  record  states, 
"Jonas  Rowland  was  born  on  the  29th  day  of  May,  1809 
in   the  year  of  our  Lord." 

Few  women  in  the  history  of  Maryland  have  lived  a 
more  thrilling  and  inspired  life  than  this  woman  who 
was  born  within  the  shadow  of  South  Mountain.  She  was 
vigorous  of  speech,  commanding  in  personality  and  was 
a  convincing  speaker.  She  feared  neither  man  or  woinan, 
and  the  reform  movements  found  her  enlisted  upon  their 
side. 

Her  day  was  the  day  when  Brethren  were  fighting  the 
Liquor  evil  which  was  so  prevalent  on  every  hand.  When 
Daniel  Reichard,  one  of  the  prominent  Elders  started  his 
campaign  against  the  use  of  liquor  at  harvest  time,  (it 
was  thought  to  be  an  absolute  necessity),  she  immedi- 
ately aligned  herself  with  him  and  became  a  I'eal  cru- 
sader. 


There  was  talk  of  remodeling  the  Paradise  schon 
building  in  1853  and  using  it  for  a  church.  This  did  nc 
meet  with  her  approval  at  all,  so  she  and  her  husban 
donated  two  and  one  half  acres  of  ground.  They  burnef 
the  brick,  laid  the  foundations  and  built  the  chui'ch  £ 
their  own  expense.  She  was  not  easily  turned  back  an 
was  born  to  do  great  things.  She  was  an  only  child  ant 
fell  heir  to  some  400  acres  of  land.  This  was  rich  an( 
highly  producing  land. 

When  the  forces  of  the  Southern  Army,  or  the  "Rebels 
as  they  were  called,  crossed  the  Potomac  River  ami 
headed  North,  there  was  fear  and  fright  on  every  hano 
Stories  of  what  the  soldiers  would  do  did  not  decreas 
with  the  telling.  It  was  well  known  that  what  the  arm; 
needed  almost  above  everything  else  was  a  supply  o 
horses  to  replace  their  outworn  and  jaded  stock.  AJ 
equipment  must  be  moved  by  them;  the  wagon  trains 
the  ambulances,  the  cannon  and  in  fact  eveiything  oi 
wheels.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  during  thi 
Gettysburg  campaign  one  of  General  Lee's  wagon  ti'ain; 
was  captured  by  the  Federals  halfway  between  Hagers 
town  and  the  Potomac  River  at  Williamsport.  A  markej 
by  the  side  of  the  road  tells  of  the  affair.  The  horses  oJ 
the  farmers  were  taken  to  Pennsylvania.  Many  of  then 
from  the  Longmeadows  section  were  taken  to  Columbifi 
on  the   Susquehanna   River  in  Pennsylvania. 

All  the  Rowland  horses  with  the  exception  of  one  were 
taken.  The  one  left  behind  was  "Old  Jen,"  their  favorite 
and  necessary  driving  horse.  They  took  her  to  the  stor- 
age room,  a  cave  affair  under  the  approach  to  the  large 
barn  where  she  was  placed  in  the  darkness.  Posts  were 
placed  around  the  door  to  distract  attention.  However 
they  did  not  count  upon  her  becoming  lonely  and  at- 
tempting to  attract  notice  by  her  neighs.  She  was  dis- 
covered by  the  soldiers  and  taken  from  her  place  of 
concealment.  Ann  Rowland  immediately  made  her  way  to 
General  Lee,  who  had  encamped  at  Longmeadows  and 
asked  for  the  return  of  her  driving  mare.  He  replied, 
"If  you  are  so  brave  as  to  request  the  return  of  your 
horse,  you  shall  have  her  back."  She  was  returned,  but 
later  to  be  taken  again. 

This,  however,  was  not  the  first  appearance  of  Mrs. 
Rowland  before  the  stately  General.  When  he  pitched 
his  camp  for  nearly  a  week  at  Longmeadows  in  1863,  he 
had  notified  the  people  that  his  headquarters  would  be 
in  the  Longmeadow  church.  Ann  Rowland  was  the  first 
visitor  General  Lee  had  when  she  called  on  him  to  hand 
over  the  pulpit  Bible  to  her  for  safe  keeping.  It  is  said 
that  the  General  arose  from  his  improvised  desk  where 
he  Avas  engaged  in  writing  and  stood  for  a  few  minutes 
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1  silence.  A  rare  personality  was  indeed  in  his  pres- 
nce.  With  great  admiration  and  courtesy,  General  Eob- 
rt  Lee  said,  "Mrs.  Rowland,  we  use  this  Bible  in  morn- 
ig  worship.  If  it  is  left  here  General  Robert  E.  Lee 
ledges  his  honor  that  this  Holy  Word  shall  be  kept 
afely,  and  no  harm  will  come  to  this  place  of  worship." 
'he  word  of  the  General  was  kept  and  the  church  was 
3ft  in  the  state  in  which  it  was  found.  The  Bible  also 
scaped  the  fate  of  the  Bible  at  the  Antietam  Church, 
f  the  year  before,  in  that  it  was  left  at  the  church.  The 
{ible  today  is  in  the  Longmeadow  community  and  is  in 
he  keeping  of  Mrs.  Luke  Petre. 

Soldiers  were  encamped  every  where,  all  over  the 
)Iace  and  in  the  woods.  They  slit  the  bark  of  the  trees 
,nd  cut  out  sections  to  use  for  dough  trays  for  their 
amp  baking.  Mrs.  Rowland  baked  bread  for  them,  also 
old  them  meat.  The  meat  had  been  hidden  above  the 
ireplace  in  an  outbuilding,  above  the  smoke-house.  This 
)lace  of  concealment  could  only  be  reached  by  climbing 
I  ladder.  It  was  a  secret  hiding  place  unknown  to  all  but 
he  immediate  family.  One  day  as  the  soldiers  started  to 
"ollow  her,  suspecting  that  they  were  trying  to  locate 
.he  hiding  place  of  the  meat  she  turned  to  them  with 
:he  large  butcher  knife  in  her  hand  and  said,  "Don't  you 
iare  make  another  step."  The  men  obeyed  and  remained 
tvhere  they  were  until  she  returned  with  the  meat.  Those 
lays  were  trying  days  and  times  of  uncertainty.  Jonas 
Rowland,  her  husband  had  injured  his  back  in  handling 
he  heavy  stones  which  were  wheeled  up  a  ramp  as 
they  built  the  large  barn,  and  died  after  a  lingering  ill- 
ness in  1855.  She  needed  to  be  a  person  of  indomitable 
will  as  she  was  left  with  a  family  of  eight  children  for 
which  to  care. 

Ann  Rowland  possessed  a  keen  judgment  on  financial 
matters  and  was  able  to  well  care  for  her  patriarchal 
acres.  She  managed  economically  and  gave  liberally.  Her 
liome  was  a  model  of  simplicity  and  righteous  living 
with  a  welcome  to  rich  and  poor  who  always  found  a 
place  at  her  table. 

It  may  be  stated  that  the  large  barn  which  in  a  way 
was  the  indirect  cause  of  her  husband's  death  in  1855, 
just  one  hundred  years  ago,  still  stands  as  a  testimony 
to  the  builders.  It  is  presently  owned  by  the  Rev.  Francis 
Litton  and  is  not  far  from  the  Longmeadows  church. 

Following  the  deatli  of  her  husband  she  had  the  sole 
responsibility  of  bringing  up  a  large  family.  Of  the  ten 
born  to  Jonas  and  Ann  Rowland,  two  had  died  in  infancy; 
she  managed  and  trained  them  in  the  way  of  the  Lord. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  General  Lee  had 
a,  guard  placed  at  the  Rowland  barn  to  prevent  destruc- 
tion or  damage  by  the  soldiers.  The  guard  was  a  Meth- 
jdist  preacher  who  wore  the  colors  of  the  Gray.  He  told 
fnembei's  of  the  Rowland  family,  that  he  "never  shot  any 
)ne." 

Mrs.  Rowland  ended  her  days  on  September  28,  1888 
md  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Longmeadow  cemetery.  A 
strange  incident  took  place  during  the  night  following 
ler  burial.  The  next  morning  about  3:00  some  neighbors 
were  going  to  aid  some  of  their  friends  in  a  butchering 
is  was  customary  in  those  days,  when  they  discovered 
1  lantern  burning  in  the  cemetery  at  her  grave.  Looking 
closer  they  saw  strange  men  digging  there.  They  imme- 
diately gave  the  alarm,  but  the  men  fled.  Why  they  were 
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trying  to  steal  the  body  was  never  known.  Following  this 
her  body  was  taken  up  and  she  was  interred  upon  a  lot 
in  the  Rose  Hill  Cemetery,  in  Hagerstown.  Jonas  Row- 
land the  husband,  is  buried  with  22  others  on  the  old 
home   place   in   the   family  cemetery. 

Historian  J.  M.  Henry  states  of  Mrs.  Rowland,  "The 
heritage  of  faith  and  good  works  left  by  that  wonderful 
woman,  Ann  Rowland,  has  been  a  blessing  to  many 
households.  No  woman  in  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  was 
more  honored  and  loved  among  her  acquaintances.  Ann 
Gilbert  Rowland  was  born  a  pioneer  and  has  left  an 
impress  on  the  religious  life  of  her  church  in  Middle 
Maryland  even  until  this  day."  Though  the  earthly  life 
of  this  fearless  pioneer  has  terminated  so  many  years 
ago,  her  influence  and  the  results  of  her  godly  life  and 
teaching  still  live  on  in  the  person  of  her  descendants. 
It  was  the  privilege  of  Mrs.  Anki'um  and  the  writer  to 
sit  in  the  modest  home  of  her  grandson,  Elder  Elmer  S. 
Rowland  and  wife  and  learn  fii'st  hand  of  many  events 
of  this  family  which  has  influenced  the  thought  and  life 
of  the  community  for  over  one  hundred  years.  The  home 
of  Elder  and  Mrs.  Rowland  is  on  the  Middleburg  Pike, 
just  North  of  Hagerstown. 

To  the  East,  is  the  broad  and  beautiful  "Longmead- 
ows," wherein  is  to  be  found  the  Church  on  the  old  Row- 
land farm.  Just  a  little  farther  to  the  East  rises  the  bas- 
tions of  South  Mountain.  Surely  an  inspiring  place  to 
live  and  commune  with  the  works  of  Nature. 

"I  faintly  remember  her,"  stated  Rev.  Rowland  to  the 
writer.  "I  was  six  years  old  when  she  died."  Elmer 
Rowland  was  born  April  17,  1883  and  attended  school 
near  Longmeadow,  finally  entering  the  Hagerstown  Acad- 
emy. He  was  elected  to  the  Ministry  July  8,  1906  in  the 
Longmeadow  church  built  by  his  grandparents  or  under 
their  supervision.  Elmer  Rowland  was  installed  into  the 
high  office  of  the  Ministry  by  Elder  A.  B.  Barnhart.  He 
was  ordained  to  the  Eldership  May  19,  1923  by  Elders 
C.  M.  Hicks  and  Frank  Holsopple.  He  had  been  active 
in  the  work  from  the  time  of  his  call.  At  the  present 
time,  he  is  caring  for  the  work  at  Leetown,  West  Vir- 
ginia, driving  from  his  Maryland  home. 

On  December  28,  1905,  Elder  Rowland  was  married  to 
one  of  the  same  name,  Katherine  May  Rowland.  Thoy 
are   looking  forward   to   the   celebrating  of  their   Golden 
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Wedding  December  28,  1955.  The  work  of  Ann  Rowland 
has  been  well  cared  for  in  the  life  of  her  grandson.  He 
in  his  marriage  married  one  who  has  been  a  meet  com- 
panion for  him.  Her  brother  Charles,  for  many  years  was 
Music  teacher  at  Juniata  College,  Huntingdon,  Pennsyl- 
vania. John,  a  Minister  has  charge  of  the  Welty  Church 
of  the  Brethren  in  the  Greensburg  Community.  Mrs. 
Rowland  is  also  the  daughter  of  a  Minister  and  wife. 
Elder  John  and  Elizabeth  Rowland.  To  carry  on  the  ex- 
ample set  so  many  years  ago  by  the  brave  and  daunt- 
less Ann  Rowland,  another  generation  carries  on  her 
work  in  the  person  of  Earl  Rowland,  son  of  Elder  and 
Mrs.  Elmer  Rowland.  He  is  the  successful  Pastor  of  the 
Blue  Ridge  church  near  Roanoke,  Virginia. 

While  the  Longmeadow  church  is  not  large  from  the 
standpoint  of  membership,  it  is  still  active  in  its  location 
two  and  one  half  miles  North  of  Hagerstown,  just  off  the 
Leitersburg  Pike.  It  was  completely  remodeled  in  1950 
and  stands  upon  a  knoll  under  the  hardwood  trees  in  a 
spot  of  beauty  and  delight  to  the  eye.  All  around  are 
views  fit  for  the  brush  of  the  artist.  Surely  this  location 
chosen  by  the  long  departed  ancestor  was  not  made  by 
chance.  In  times  past  Elmer  Rowland  has  served  as 
Elder  of  this  church.  The  present  Elder  is  David  Petre. 
The  Elmer  Rowlands  are  the  parents  of  two  sons  and 
one  daughter,  one  child  having  died  in  infancy.  The  late 
Elder  Charles  D.  Bonsack  was  the  Evangelist  at  Long- 
meadows  church  when  the  young  man  Elmer  made  his 
application  for  baptism  and  was  baptized  December  23, 
1905  by  Elder  John  Rowland. 


Historians  think  that  from  the  time  spent  at  t  j: 
Longmeadows  church,  by  General  Lee  and  in  contaj 
with  the  Brethren  as  represented  by  the  person  of  Ailj 
Rowland,  that  his  leadership  was  different  from  then  (  j 
in  the  capacity  of  a  General.  That  this  effected  his  leaif 
ership  at  Gettysburg  may  be  only  a  matter  of  specul.]! 
tion.  Had  this  battle  been  won  by  General  Robert  Lei' 
Harrisburg  and  the  Valleys  leading  to  the  importai 
places  of  the  North  would  have  remained  almost  for  tl 
taking.  The  story  of  the  Nation  might  have  been  oi  ; 
which  meant  the  division  into  two  weaker  Nations  instea  ^ 
of  one   strong  one. 

Surely  the  last  chapter  of  Proverbs  where  the  write! 
extoUs  the  dignity  and  worth  of  womanhood,  when  h 
states  that  "her  pi'ice  is  far  above  rubies,"  has  paint© 
a  picture  of  one  far  this  side  of  him  in  the  life  an 
personage  of  Ann  Rowland. 

Many  years,  and  events  too  numerous  to  mention  hav 
passed  since  General  Robert  E.  Lee  made  his  headquaii 
ters  at  the  Longmeadows  church  in  the  beautiful  vallej 
and  his  hungry  and  ragged  soldiers  camped  in  the  sun 
rounding  woods.  All  of  flesh  and  blood  who  were  upo)l 
the  scene  have  passed  away,  and  there  remains  not  one 
showing  the  fallibility  of  flesh  and  the  infallibility  ol 
ideas  and  principles.  The  generations  coming  upon  th(] 
scene  carry  on,  and  there  is  no  one  who  can  say  as  ye 
that  there  looms  the  end  of  the  faithfulness  of  the  pioi 
neering  woman,  Ann  Rowland,  as  carried  on  in  her  del 
scendants   both   physical  and   spiritual.

I  am  sorry  that  I  have  not  been  writing  as  regularly 
as  usual  during  the  last  four  months,  and  especially  that 
I  have  not  written  much  that  could  be  put  into  the 
Evangelist;  but  it  seems  as  though  there  is  always  some- 
thing coming  up  which  must  be  taken  care  of  at  the  very 
moment. 

.  .  .  The  mail  man  came  yesterday  with  a,  very  inter- 
esting letter  from  Dr.  Kulp;  or  rather,  I  should  say  with 
some  very  good  news  from  him.  He  mentioned  that  the 
Shanks  should  be  on  their  way  by  now  from  Montreal. 
We  are  anxious  to  see  them  and(  hope  to  be  able  to  spend 
a  little  time  with  them  before  we  come  home.

pHE  BEST  AUTHORITIES  on  juvenile  prob- 
^  lems  estimate  that  by  1960  fifty  per  cent  of 
ur  young  people  in  the  United  States  will  have 

police  record  of  some  kind.  This  is  a  serious 
latter  which  we  must  attempt  to  solve  if  we 
Tofess  to  love  God  and  our  fellow  man. 

For  many  months  I  have  been  studying  juven- 
le  problems  and  have  consulted  with  persons  who 
mderstand  the  subject — ministers,  judges,  social 
vorkers.  I  have  had  correspondence  with  J.  Edgar 
loover  and  William  P.  Rogers,  deputy  U.  S.  At- 
orney  General.  I  am  trying  to  do  all  in  my  power 
hrough  the  Lord,  our  God,  to  institute  remedial 
neasures  and  I  beg  of  you  to  do  likewise  before 
t  becomes  too  late. 

It  is  estimated  that  90  per  cent  of  juvenile  de- 
inquency  can  be  traced  directly  to  the  home.  You 
;ay  this  can't  happen  to  your  children  because 
^ou  have  brought  them  up  in  a  Christian  way 
and  they  know  how  to  pray  and  they  attend 
church  and  Sunday  school  regularly.  But  it  might 
happen  if  your  children  should  be    exposed    to 


those  less  fortunate  youngsters  who  have  not  had 
the  opportunity  to  get  a  religious  upbringing. 

We  can  pray  for  juvenile  delinquents,  as  I  do, 
for  the  less  fortunate  youngsters,  and  for  the 
parents  whose  children  are  or. are  about  to  be  listed 
on  juvenile  police  records.  But  I  am  asking  you 
now  as  a  safeguard  for  your  own  children  as  well 
as  for  others  to  do  more  than  pray.  I  appeal  to 
yO'U  to  write  your  Congressman  and  ask  him  to 
support  or  enact  legislation  that  Vk^ill  make  the 
parents  of  delinquent  children  responsible  for  the 
acts  of  their  children.  Only  if  this  is  done  can  our 
courts  bring  before  them  the  responsible  parents 
so  that  they  might  share  the  penalty  with  their 
child.  This  is  only  just  because  in  too  many  cases 
the  juvenile's  trouble  is  directly  the  fault  of  the 
parents. 

So  don't  wait  for  someone  else  to  act.  Inform 
your  Congressman  now.  He  may  be  waiting  for 
you  to  express  your  sentiments.

"NOT  WITHOUT  BLOOD" 

WHEN  MAN  FELL  God  instituted  tlie  shedding  of 
blood  as  the  means  of  atonement  for  sin  (Gen. 
3:21).  Not  the  bloodless  offering  of  Cain,  but  the  blood 
offering  of  Abel  was  acceptable  unto  God  (Gen.  4:3-5). 
The  blood  of  the  lamb  saved  Israel  from  the  death  angel's 
visitation  over  Egypt  (Exodus  12:13).  The  sin  oflFering 
of  Leviticus  4,  made  to  atone  for  the  sins  of  the  people, 
is  a  blood  offering  (vs.  17,  18).  Christ  was  our  Passover, 
sacrificed  for  us  (1  Cor.  5:7).  There  is  no  forgiveness 
without  the  shedding  of  blood  (Heb.  9:22), 

It  was  our  sins  that  mutilated  the  Lord's  body  at 
Calvary,  and  drained  His  blood  (Isaiah  53:6).  We  are  of 
a  fallen  race  (Psalm  51:5;  58:3).  We  are  all  deliberate 
sinners  (Rom.  3:22,  23;  1  John  1:8,  10).  The  cardinal  sin 
is  the  rejection  of  Christ  (Heb.  10:28-29).  Our  sins 
caused  Calvary. 

"My   sins   laid  open  to   the   rod, 
The  back  from  which  the  law  was  free; 
And  the  eternal  Son  of  God 
Received  the  stripes  once  due  to  me. 

"By  me  the   sponge  of  vinegar  and  gall, 
Was  placed  upon  His  tongue;

God  made  Him  to  be  sin  for  us  (2  Cor.  5:21).  He  took 
the   penalty  for  our  transgressions    (Isaiah   53:4,   5). 

Blood  shed  is  required  for  atonement  (Lev.  17:11). 
Christ's  blood  was  shed  for  the  remission  of  sins  (Matt. 
26:28).  The  Church  was  purchased  by  His  blood  (Acts 
20:28).  He  is  our  propitiation  with  God  through  faith 
in  His  blood  (Rom.  3:25).  Our  justification  is  by  His 
blood  (Rom.  5:9).  There  can  be  no  forgiveness  of  sins 
except  through  His  blood  (Eph.  1:7;  Col.  1:14).  We  are 
"made  nigh"  by  the  blood  (Eph.  2:13).  Christ  made  peace 
for  us  thi'ough  the  blood  of  His  ci'oss  (Col.  1:20).  He 
sanctifies  us  with  His  blood  (Heb.  13:12).  Redemption  can 
be  only  by  blood  (1  Peter  1:18,  19).  His  blood  is  the 
only  specific  for  sin  (1  John  1:7).  Heaven's  song  is  of 
blood  redemption  (Rev.  1:5).  The  Devil's  mortgage  on 
the  human  race  could  not  be  cancelled  except  by  the 
purchasing  power  of  Jesus'  blood  (Rev.  5:9).  John  the 
Baptist  knew  that  only  the  "Lamb  of  God"  could  take 
away  sin  (John  1:29).  And  the  conquest  of  sin  is  only 
by   the   blood    (Rev.  7:14). 

"The  veil   is  rent   (Heb.  10:19-22): — our  souls  draw  near

THE  BAPTISM  OF  JESUS 

Lesson:  Luke  3:2-8,  15-22 

GOD  IN  THE  LIKENESS  of  men!  Such  a  thought  i; 
too  much  for  the  finite  mind  of  man  to  compre 
hend.  Nonetheless  it  is  true  that  God  in  Christ  came  U 
this  earth  and  identified  Himself  with  sinful  flesh.  H( 
who  knew  no  sin,  became  sin  for  us,  "that  we  might  b( 
made  the  righteousness  of  God  in  Him"  (11  Cor.  5:21)^ 
In  this   way  He  identified  Himself  with  humanity. 

The  baptism  of  Jesus  by  John  the  Baptist  was  stil 
another  way  in  which  He  became  identified  with  us. 

John  the  Baptist  was  a  unique  servant  of  God.  A  mai 
unafraid  of  the  opinions  of  others.  "A  man  sent  fron 
God"  (John  1:6).  Therefore,  he  knew  what  he  must  do 
He  was  more  interested  in  performing  God's  Will,  ther 
in  winning  the  applause  of  men.  For  this  reason  he  was 
bold  to  proclaim  the  whole  counsel  of  God. 

The  crowds  flocked  to  him  wanting  to  be  baptized.  He 
spake  forth  boldly,  in  a  straight-forward  manner,  so  at 
to  give  them  no  false  sensq  of  security  in  water  baptism: 
"O  generation  of  vipers,  who  hath  warned  you  to  flee 
from  the  wrath  to  come  ?  Bring  forth  therefore  fruits 
woi'thy  of  repentance  ..."  (Luke  3:7-8). 

Noteworthy  is  this  commont  by  Rev.  H.  M.  Freligh; 
"John  was  not  interested  in  quantity  but  quality.  This 
multitude  came  to  be  baptized  of  him,  but  he  screened 
them  before  he  received  them  for  baptism.  To  be  called 
a  viper  is  quite  different  from  some  of  our  modern 
preaching  that  makes  a  fellow  feel  all  the  more  self- 
righteous    for   taking   a    public    stand   for   Christ.    It   be- 
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)Oves  everyone  who  comes  to  Christ  to  come  in  contri- 
jn  with  a  sense  of  the  vileness  of  sin." 

We  want  to  remember  that  John  was  not  trying  to  dis- 
lurage  water  baptism.  But  he  wanted  individuals  who 
ere  sincere  in  their  intentions,  and  who  realized  the  full 
gnificance  of  baptism. 

Baptism  ought  to  make  us  look  both  backwards  and 
)rwards.  A  backward  glimpse  into  our  life  should  bring 
odly  sorrow  for  the  sins  of  the  past,  and  genuine  re- 
entance  because  of  those  sins.  A  forward  look  should 
lake  us  realize  that  the  step  of  baptism  means  a  new 
fe  is  ahead;  thus,  we  must  determine  to  live  a  Godly 
fe. 

It  was  after  John  had  addressed  the  crowd  in  this 
ashion  that  Jesus  stepped  forward  to  be  baptized.  John 
ad  just  linked  baptism  with  repentance.  No  wonder  he 

as  reluctant  to  baptize  the  Son  of  God!  But  Jesus,  in 
rder  to  identify  Himself  with  those  He  came  to  save, 
nd  in  order  to  "fulfill  all  righteousness,"  submitted  to 
his  act  of  baptism. 

As  Jesus  was  coming  up  out  of  the  waters  of  baptism, 
the  heaven  was  opened.  And  the  Holy  Ghost  descended 
n  a  bodily  shape  like  a  dove  upon  Him,  and  a  voice  came 
rom  heaven,  which  said,  Thou  art  my  beloved  Son;  in 
rhee  I  am  well  pleased"  (Luke  3:21-22). 

Here  before  the  throngs  of  people  was  the  manifesta- 
;ion  of  the  Holy  Trinity.  God  the  Father  in  the  form  of 
luman  flesh;  and,  God  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  form  of  a 
iove. 

How  can  it  be  that  men  spurn  such  a  One  who  came 
to  this  earth  and  was  willing  to  be  identified  with  human 
flesh?  Think  of  what  He  did  for  us!  Paul  mentions  some 
of  the  things  in  Philippians.  He  was  willing  to  lay  aside 
His  equality  with  God;  willing  to  take  the  nature  of  a 
slave  (the  meaning  of  word  "servant"  in  Phil.  2:7)  and 
became  like  other  men;  willing  to  humiliate  Himself  so 
as  to  die,  even  to  die  on  a  cross! 

"Wherefore  (for  this  reason)  God  also  hath  highly 
exalted  Him,  and  given  Him  a  name  which  is  above 
every  name:  That  at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee 
should  bow  .  .  .  And  that  every  tongue  should  confess 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father" 
(Phil.  2:9-11).

HOW  TO  PREPARE 

A  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  LESSON 

THERE  ARE  AT  LEAST  four  essentials  of  good 
lesson  preparation:  an  early  start,  continued  effort, 
willingness  to  learn,  and  much  prayer.  Certain  helps  are 
valuable  in  preparing  Sunday  School  lessons:  the  Bible, 
an  English  dictionary,  a  Bible  dictionary,  a  concordance, 
Bible  and  lesson  commentaries,  maps,  teacher's  and 
pupil's  quarterlies. 

First,  then,  locate  the  lesson.  Connect  it  with  the  pre- 
vious lesson.  Learn  about  the  geography  involved.  Place 
the  lesson  in  time  or  in  relation  to  history.  Investigate 
the  context.  Read  the  entire  Scripture — not  just  the 
printed  portions. 

Second,  read  the  lesson  thoroughly.  (1)  Learn  the  un- 
familiar words.  Use  a  dictionary  or  newer  version  of  the 
Bible  or  your  quarterly  to  help  you.  (2)  Study  difficult 
sentences.  Read  and  reread  them  and  try  to  put  them 
into  your  own  words.  Ask  your  pastor  for  help  if  you 
get  stuck,  and  don't  get  discouraged  if  you  can't  under- 
stand everything.  (3)  Think  it  over.  Read  the  lesson 
aloud.  Seek  the  meaning,  implication  and  beauty  of  it. 
Look  for  other  scriptures  to  illuminate  the  text.  Seek 
the  application  of  the  lesson  to  evei'yday  life.  (4)  Con- 
nect the  lesson  with  living.  Think  about  your  people  and 
formulate  an  aim  for  the  lesson  to  fit  their  needs.  Watch 
for  illusti'ations  in  magazines,  newspapers,  radio  and 
TV  programs,  and  daily  experience. 

Third,  plan  how  to  teach  the  lesson.  (1)  Make  the 
teaching  plain.  Read  the  lesson  properly,  explain  it  clear- 
ly, and  illustrate  it  graphically.  (2)  Make  the  application 
plain.  Be  specific  and  practical.  Lead  your  pupils — don't 
drive  them.  (3)  Make  the  whole  lesson  attractive.  Give 
the  class  something  to  see:  object  lessons,  blackboard 
drawings,  flannelboard  figures,  pictures,  and  charts.  Give 
the  class  something  to  do:  give  reports,  prepare  discus- 
sions, answer  questions,  make  surveys.  Occasionally  use 
something  surprising,  such  as  an  unusual  object  lesson, 
or  a  short  test  (!).  (4)  Make  the  lesson  urgent.  There 
must  be  an  intellectual  and  emotional  appeal  to  accept 
Christ  and  follow  Him  completely  every  day.  This  appeal 
must  be  in  every  lesson.  (5)  Record  your  planning.  Vary 
the  lesson  from  time  to  time.  Make  use  of  short  projects, 
round-table  discussions,  question-and-answer  lessons,  lec- 
ture  methods,    special    speakers,   filmstrips,   and   slides. 

Finally,  don't  try  to  follow  this  outline  in  order.  This 
is  simply  a  condensation  of  suggestions  for  use  in  classes 
from  intermediates  through  adults.  Use  your  own  orig- 
inality. It  takes  work  and  lots  of  it — and  much  prayer; 
but  our  goal  is  souls  for  Christ.  He  demands  our  best; 
let's   give   Him  our  best  every  week.

Plan  Your  BYC  Meetings 

Why  don't  they  come?  Why  aren't  they  interested 
nowadays?  We  just  can't  get  them  interested  enough  to 
come!  These  are  questions  and  remarks  we  hear  over 
and  over  again. 

Granting  that  the  questions  are  sincere,  and  that  many 
young  people  cannot  be  made  to  become  interested,  there 
still  is  the  matter  of  meeting  the  demands  and  needs  of 
young  people  through  correct  planning  of  youth  programs. 
Much  of  the  need  can  be  met  with  "know  how"  in  plan- 
ning. 

Too  many  leaders  are  guessing  at  what  is  interesting 
to  young  people,  and  since  their  ideas  don't  work  out  well 
they  become  discouraged  and  confused.  This  can  be  true 
even  after  a  general  planning  committee  has  met  weeks 
before  and  worked  out  a  theme  to  follow  for  the  quarter, 
or  the  month,  as  the  case  may  be.  Once  the  theme  has 
been  chosen,  the  individual  programs  must  be  worked  out 
to  the  last  detail. 

IN  ORDER  to  work  out  the  plans  far  enough  in  ad- 
vance, yet  to  avoid  loss  of  enthusiasm  because  of  too 
many  programs  before  the  one  you  are  planning,  try 
meeting  after  the  prayer-meeting  each  Wednesday  or 
Thursday  to  plan  the  program  in  detail  for  a  week  from 
the  following  Sunday  (a  week  and  a  half  in  advance). 
It   will  work! 

Important   Enough    For   Prayer? 

When  things  press  you  from  other  places  you  pray; 
why  not  pray  for  direction  in  your  program  planning  ? 
And  what  do  we  pray  for?  you  ask.  Pray  for  God's  di- 
rection, for  the  type  of  program  that  will  meet  the  needs 
of  the  youth  who  will  be  present  on  that  evening.  In  this 
way  you  will  begin  right — half  of  the  battle.  God  will 
bless  the  program  that  is  under  His  direction,  and  for  His 
glory.  Also,  in  this  way  you  will  assure  yourselves  that 
the  program  truly  is  for  His  glory,  and  not  your  own. 

Ask  God  to  help  you  determine  the  purpose  of  the 
program.  Every  program  worth  having  has  a  purpose, 
and  once  that  purpose  is  established  the  program  is  well 
on  its  way;  just  remember  that  God  knows  each  person 
and  his  particular  needs — therefore  pray  that  He  will 
have  His  way  in  this  meeting. 

Establishing   The    Purpose 

After  a  round  of  prayer  by  the  planning  group,  having 
taken  into  consideration  the  purpose  of  the  programs  to 
be  planned,  then  enter  into  a  discussion  of  the  matter  of 
purpose  to  see  what  the  Lord  has  laid  on  the  hearts  of 
those  present.  Ask  the  stock  questions,  "What  is  the 
greatest  need  of  our  young  people  at  this  time?  How 
are  we  going  to  meet  that  need,  or  at  least  partially 
meet  it,  through  our  BYC  meeting?" 

After  arriving  at  the  solution  to  these  questions,  the 
purpose  of  the  meeting  having  been  determined,  the  group 
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is  ready  to  set  up  the  goal  and  direct  each  part  of  th 
program  toward  that  pui-pose.  The  purpose  of  that  pro  | 
gram  will  be  pointed  out  in  the  theme  and  topic.  Thu 
the   need  can  be  met  in  an  interesting,  almost  surpris 
ing,  manner. 


The   Meeting 


In  a  good  meeting  the  purpose  is  constantly  befor 
the  young  people  in  one  form  or  another:  in  the  song 
and  choruses;  in  the  panel  discussions;  in  the  special 
number;  in  the  prayer  (s);  in  the  quiz;  in  the  testimonies! 
Even  though  all  programs  have  some  things  in  common 
each  should  stand  out  as  an  entity,  each  as  its  own  pur 
pose. 

Have  at  least  one  special  number  in  each  meeting,  exa-i 
phasis  upon  the  theme;  announcements  should  be  made 
interestingly,  without  interruptions  and  confusion;  a  gooc 
idea  is  to  have  a  special  attraction,  such  as:  panel  dis- 
cussion, a  singspiration  around  the  theme,  Bible  quiz  em-i] 
phasizing  the  theme,  a  skit  or  play,  a  film  strip  or  moviej 

With  these  plans  at  fingertip,  the  program  will  run  well 
and  without  dry  and  uninteresting  parts.  Get  the  young 
people  in  the  habit  of  starting  on  time  by  waiting  on  no 
one.  The  pianist  might  begin  about  five  minutes  earlj 
to  give  atmosphere  to  the  meetings,  playing  music  ap- 
propriate for  the  meeting.  j 

And  don't  forget— ADVERTISING  through  posters;' 
cards  and  special  announcements. 

If  you  have  a  skit  planned  for  the  meeting  have  the 
participants  rehearse  it  well  before  going  before  the 
group.  Object  lessons  should  be  practised  until  they  are 
flawless  and  really  work!  Film  strips  and  movies  must 
be  previewed  in  order  that  they  are  exactly  what  you 
want,  no  delays  and  interruptions,  no  surprises  (to  the 
planners)  and  embarrassments.  Quizzes  must  not  be 
"thrown"  together,  but  planned  with  a  theme,  and  refer- 
ences for  answers  with  information  for  explanation  in 
cases  of  doubt  on  the  part  of  members  of  your  BYC. 
Choose  leaders  for  each  part  that  can  and  will  do  the  job 
well.

Is  that  most  vital  service  of  the  chui'ch,  the  mid-week 
prayer  meeting,  so  attended  that  we  need  not  be  ashamed 
should  a  stranger  stop  by  to  worship  with  us?  Do  you 
seldem  or  never  meet  in  this  way  with  fellow  Christians 
for  prayer  and  Bible  study?  Is  this  to  you  the  most 
un-important  thing  in  your  Christian  living? 

Prayer  does  change  things — the  "fervent  prayer  of 
righteous  people  availeth  much."  We  can  "get  by"  or  we 
can  be  making  our  church  a  sparkling,  shining  thing  of 
spiritual  beauty  to  both  God  and  man — at  the  same  time 
enriching  our  own  lives. 

Lastly — PREPARED  to  face  eternity — ready  to  hear 
those  words  from  the  Master  "Well  done,  good  and  faith- 
ful  servant."

pOUR  TRILLION  DOLLARS  is  a  lot  of  money. 
A  A  sum  this  size  is  incomprehensible  by  the  hu- 
man mind.  Even  when  we  talk  in  terms  of  a  mil- 
llion  dollars,  we  become  lost  in  our  efforts  to  really 
fathom  just  how  many  dollars  are  involved.  Even 
if  we  were  able  to  have  a  job  whereby  we  could 
earn  the  almost  fabulous  sum  of  $100  per  day  for 
each  day  of  the  year,  it  would  amount  to  but 
$36,500  a  year  and  would  require  our  labors  for 
22  years  to  make  one  million  dollars. 

One  million  dollars — a  sum  beyond  the  reach 
of  most  of  us.  Then  how  can  we  comprehend  a 
hundred  million,  or  a  billion  dollars,  or  a  hundred 
billion  dollars,  or  a  trillion,  or  four  trillion  dol- 
lars? 

Yet,  according  to  a  recent  press  dispatch, 
FOUR  TRILLION  DOLLARS  is  the  estimated 
cost  of  "the  next  war."  A  staff  member  of  the 
Industrial  College  of  the  Armed  Forces,  has  ar- 
rived by  his  mathematical  calculations  at  this  as- 
tronomical figure.  He  based  his  calculations  on  the 
formula  that  the  cost  of  each  war  since  the  mid- 
19th  century  has  increased  ten  times. 

Since  we  are  unable  to  comprehend  the  cost  of 
such  a  war,  are  we  any  more  capable  of  compre- 
hending the  results  of  such  a  conflict?  This  is 
not  the  first  time  this  scribe  has  pointed  out  that 
we  are  living  in  a  "war  conditioned"  world.  At 
this  writing,  the  government  is  contemplating  the 
building  of  a  $5,000,000  jet  pilot  training  base  on 
a  1000  acres  of  Medina  county  farm  land,  just  a 
sonic  three  minutes  from  the  city  of  Ashland — 
just  a  bare  30  miles  from  th^  headquarters  of  the 
Brethren  Church — a  historically  peace  church. 

Again  we  must  ask  ourselves  the  question,  "Is 
there  not  something  gone  wrong  in  a  nation  which 
proclaims  "In  God  we  trust,"  and  yet  seemingly 
must  plunge  itself  into  the  bottomless  pit  of  finan- 
cial bondage  by  such  undecipherable  amounts  as 
are  at  present  being  appropriated  to  prepare  us 
for  the  next  war?  If  this  trend  of  thought  seems 


to  you  to  be  stratospherically  away  from  our 
every  day  plane  of  living,  just  take  a  good  look  at 
your  next  pay  check,  and  note  your  income  tax 
deductions;  the  cost  of  the  articles  you  buy,  not- 
ing the  hidden  and  unhidden  taxes,  and  you  can- 
not help  but  be  impressed.  Two-thirds  of  the  na- 
tional budget  of  our  government  is  designed  for 
war  preparation! 

Does  it  not  seem  fantastic  to  you  that  in  a 
land  where  more  people  belong  to  church,  where 
giving  to  churches  is  at  an  all  time  high,  and 
where  new  churches  are  being  built  at  an  ever 
increasing  rate,  that  so  much  of  our  national  in- 
come from  the  labors  of  Christians  and  from  rich 
farm  lands  has  to  be  sacrificed  on  the  altar  of 
the  God  of  War  and  to  his  insatiable  appetite? 

Is  it  not  time  that  we  consider  wherein  our 
strength,  our  security,  our  peace  doth  lie?  Is  it 
not  time  to  consider  the  words  of  the  Lord  to  Zer- 
ubbabel  (Zech.  4:6)  "Not  by  might,  nor  by  power, 
but  by  my  spirit,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts." 

In  one  way  it  looks  as  if  Christians  are  inescap- 
ably entwined  in  a  system  of  world  preservation 
which  rests  upon  the  arm  of  flesh.  In  another 
way,  we  are  certain  that  our  prayers  and  a  sin- 
cere desire  to  walk  in  the  way  of  the  Lord,  will 
bear  fruit  on  this  matter. 

While  men  may  fight  with  atoms  and  machines, 
the  Christian  must  remember  that  ours  is  a  spir- 
itual warfare,  which  must  be  backed  by  prayer 
and  Christian  living.  We  must  realize  that  basic- 
ally, war  is  sin,  and  we  must  counteract  this  sin- 
ful curse  by  the  principles  of  the  Christian  faith. 
If  the  frantic  rush  toward  war  preparation  is  to 
be  kept  from  precipitation  into  total  war,  it  will 
have  to  be  done  by  faithful  Christians,  who,  with 
a  grip  upon  the  Throne  of  Grace  through  prayer, 
will  have  paved  the  way  to  sane  and  righteous, 
God-controlled  thinking  on  the  part  of  the  nations 
of  the  earth.— W.  S.  B. 
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Text— Romans   1:16 


THESE  ARE  INDEED  BOLD  WORDS.  Easy  enough 
now  to  repeat  but  hard,  very  hard  indeed,  to  live 
by.  I  am  afraid  that  in  our  day  they  have  become  very 
trite.  They  have  been  used  by  every  type  of  man  to 
show  his  faith  in  every  conceivable  type  of  doctrine. 
These  words  are  now  so  common  to  many  of  us  that 
they  have  lost  their  interest;  they  have  become  hack- 
neyed and  stale.  But  when  considered  correctly,  as  they 
came  from  the  mouth  of  a  staunch  messenger  of  God, 
they  probe  right  to  the  heart  of  every  problem  that  we 
face  today,  individually  as  Christians  and  severally  as 
members  of  the  Brethren  Church. 

We  are  all  aware,  I  am  sure,  of  the  many  ways  we 
attempt  to  evade  the  call  of  God.  We  are  all,  each  and 
evei'y  one  of  us,  full  to  the  brim  with  excuses  and  so 
very  few  of  us  have  the  power  to  truly  live  as  if  we 
were  not  ashamed  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Few  people  within  the  Church  as  well  as  without  have 
ever  allowed  themselves  to  see  that  although  the  Spirit 
of  God  is  all-powerful  yet  the  Spirit  of  Satan  still  wields 
its  influence  in  our  day.  Now  I  am  not  calling  to  your 
attention,  the  very  evident  evidence  of  Satan  Power 
— such  as  the  tavern,  the  increased  crime  rate,  juvenile 
delinquency,  sexual  perversion  and  many  other  things. 
I  am  referring  to  the  more  subtle  things  which  wield 
greater  power  because  its  work  is  not  easily  seen  until 
it's  too  late  and  in  many  cases  we  accept  its  results  as 
the  normal.  I  am  speaking  about  attitudes  toward  life. 
I  am  speaking,  if  you  please  about  your  faith,  your  per- 
sonal faith. 

I.  You  do  have  a  faith,  you  know.  Whether  it's  for  good 
or  for  evil.  Whether  its  power,  because  faith  has  power, 
builds  you  up  or  tears  you  down.  Whether  your  faith 
gives  you  peace  or  just  false  contentment.  Whether  your 
faith  makes  you  a  child  of  God  or  a  son  of  the  father 
of  lies.  You  have  a  faith! 


(Vice-Moderator's  Address  delivered  at  the  1955  Penn- 
sylvania District  Conference.) 


Let's    quit    kidding    ourselves,     Christian     friends,     sin  il 
finds  its  home  in  the  core  of  everyone  of  us  and  it  gains  i| 
its    power   by   deceiving   us    in   many  manifold   ways,  in 
making  us  think  that  good  is  evil  and  evil  is  good. 

A.  Let  us  look  at  a  few  of  the  attitudes  which  we 
may  consciously  or  unconsciously  be  putting  our  faith 
in. 

1.  The  first  attitude  by  which  many  of  us  live  is  the 
attitude  that  the  end  justifies  the  means.  If  I  have  a 
good  purpose  in  mind  then  anything  I  need  to  do  to  ac- 
complish that  i^urpose  must  be  all  right. 

If  my  family  is  starving  and  I  have  no  money  I 
should   steal   a   loaf  of   bread. 

If  my  brother  has  committed  some  wrong  then  I  may 
lie  or  even  accuse  another  of  the  act  in  order  to  pro- 
tect my  brother. 

If  my  church  is  in  need  of  funds  to  pay  off  its  mort- 
gage or  to  meet  its  financial  obligations,  I  may  have  a 
bingo  party,  or  a  raffle  or  turn  the  house  of  God  into 
a  restaurant  for  home  cooked  meals  in  order  to  pay  off 
our  obligations. 

If  I  desire  to  gain  support  for  a  certain  project  I 
have  in  mind,  a  very  good  project,  I  may  deceive,  lie, 
blackmail,  threat  or  even  steal  to  gain  support. 

You  see  the  major  points  in  each  of  the  statements 
were  the  same.  If  I  have  a  good  purpose  in  mind  then 
any  means  to  achieve  that  purpose  must  be  all  right. 

In  the  1500's  under  the  guidance  of  Ignatius  Loyola 
the  Society  of  Jesus  was  begun.  Its  purpose  was  to  go 
to  any  place  the  Pope  would  send  them  as  instruments 
of  the  Roman  Church.  The  motto  adopted  by  the  Jesuits, 
"For  the  Greater  Glory  of  God,"  stated  an  end  which 
was  supposed  to  sanctify  any  means  which  would  con- 
tribute toward  it. 

But  what  about  the  message  of  God's  word?  There  is 
no  better  argument  found  than  the  13th  Chapter  of  I 
Corinthians,  (except  the  very  life  of  Christ).  Consider 
it!  "Though  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of 
angels  .  .  .  though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy  and  under- 
stand    all     mysteries    .    .    .   and     all     knowledge    .    .    . 
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though  I  have  all  faith  .  .  .  though  I  bestow 
all  my  goods  to  feed  the  poor  .  .  .  though  I  give  my 
body  to  be  burned,"  though  I  perform  every  good  deed, 
give  every  good  gift  and  have  not  love  as  the  basic 
motive  and  behind  every  means — I  am  nothing,  I  am  still 
in  sin,  I  am  still  separated  from  God,  I  am  still  lost. 

Can  I  steal  because  I  love  my  family  and  still  really 
love  the  man  from  whom  I  steal? 

Can  I  lie  because  of  the  love  for  my  brother  and  still 
love  the  man  I  wi'ongfuUy  accuse  ? 

Can  I  encourage  the  "get  something  for  nothing" 
principle  of  our  world  or  desecrate  the  house  of  God 
just  because  I  love  my  church  and  still  really  love  the 
people  whom  I  am  deceiving  in  the  name  of  the  Church 
to  believe  a  false  and  damning  principle  of  life  ? 

Can  I  commit  every  type  of  sin  to  back  my  own  sel- 
fish desires — although  they  may  appear  to  be  outwardly 
good — and  still  be  committed  to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  which 
is  a  Gospel  of  Love  ? 

No,  Brethren,  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  I  canr 
not.  You  see  the  basic  attitude  and  power  of  sin  is  still 
present  at  the  core  of  our  being.  It  is  true  that  every 
day  of  our  life  the  Spirit  of  God  reveals  to  us  but  an- 
other by  which  satan  has  tricked  us  into  believing  that 
good  is  evil  and  evil  is  good. 

B.  We  have  already  hinted  at  a  second  principle  or 
attitude  of  our  own  day  and  that  is  this  "that  anything 
done  by  the  Church  must  be  right  and  in  the  same  con- 
nection that  anything  we  do  by  using  the  name  of  the 
Lord  will  be  all  right." 

Through  this  attitude  thousands  were  massacred  in 
the  Middle  Ages  and  today  many  more  in  South  Amer- 
ica  because   the    Organized   Church   can   do   no   wrong. 
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It  is  my  humble  feeling,  Brethren  that  you  and  I  must 
constantly  be  on  our  guard  lest  we  find  ourselves  follow- 
ing the  same  pattern.  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  must 
always  be  without  question  in  obedience  to  civil  laws 
that  do  not  coerce  the  conscience  and  must  be  right  in 
its  moral  relations  to  its  community  as  well  as  to  its 
Minister  and  its  members.  Judgment  is  not  only  sure  in 
the  future;  it  is  also  sure  today.  The  Organized  Church 
is  not  beyond  the  judgment  of  God  and  no  type  of  man- 
made  doctrine  can  make  it  thus.  The  Church,  too,  reaps 
what  it  sows.   Let  us  sow  carefully  and  well. 

C.  The  Third  attitude  by  which  many  of  us  live  is 
the  attitude  that  the  existence  and  future  of  God  is  de- 
pendent upon  the  existence  and  future  of  the  organized, 
visible  Church. 

You  know,  Brethren,  the  Israelites  used  to  think  that 
the  future  of  Jehovah  God  was  directly  dependent  upon 
the  security  of  their  nation;  therefore,  God  couldn't  pos- 
sibly let  them  be  conquered  and  dispersed — why,  such  a 
thing   was   unthinkable,   why   that's   apostacy. 

But  the  prophets  knew  better — I  will  be  your  God — 
if — and  only  if — you  will  be  my  people. 

The  message  is  the  same  to  the  Brethren  Church.  Let 
us  heed  that  covenant  and  heed  it  well.  God  has  a  place, 
a  very  definite  place,  for  the  Brethren  Church  in  his  plan 
for  the  world  but  He  is  not  wholly  dependent  on  us.  If 
we  fail  Him,  He  will  still  succeed  and  He  will  still  be 
God. 

Brethren,  I  want  a  part  in  that  success.  The  Spirit 
of  God  within  me  demands  me  to  want  a  part.  By  the 
grace  of  God  I  shall  have  a  part  and  so  will  you  if  you 
will  it  to  be  so. 

II.  I  would  also  like  you  to  see  that  we  can  place  our 
faith  in  false  persons.  Christ  enumerates  the  types  for 
us. 

A.  There  are  blind  guides — Christ,  of  course,  was 
speaking  of  the  Pharisees,  and  many  Laymen  are  quick 
to  point  out  that  they  were  the  religious  leaders  of  the 
day.  It  is  true  that  many  of  us  leaders  in  the  church 
are  prone  to  believe  we  have  more  light  than  we  do  but 
it  seems  to  me  that  Christ  was  pointing  to  Anyone  who 
claimed  to  have  a  monopoly  on  the  truth  and  attempted 
to  coerce  all  others  to  agree  with  them.  And  as  blind 
guides  they  lead  the  blind  to  their  own  destruction. 
Christ  coerced  no  man  to  follow  Him — He  loved  them 
into  obedience.  When  He  said — Follow  Me — they  fol- 
lowed not  out  of  fear  but  because  they  discovered  He 
loved  them  and  that  love  forced  a  corresponding  love  on 
their  part. 

B.  There  are  also  deceivers — men  who  set  out  to 
build  their  own  doctrine  and  then  set  it  up  as  the  only 
real  way.  True  they  all  use  the  Bible  as  their  proof. 

As  one  man  has  said  the  Bible  is  like  a  violin.  It's  up 
to  the  musician  which  tune  he  plays. 

Too  many  times  we  fail  to  recognize  that  the  Bible 
needs   no   one   to    play   it — it   has   its   own   tune — l)ut    we

CHARLES  AND  MARGUERITE  KRAFT,  missionary 
candidates  for  the  Nigerian  field,  are  spending  this 
year  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  at  the  Hartford  School  of 
Missions.  Chuck  is  specializing  in  language  study,  par- 
ticularly in  relation  to  African  dialects.  Marguerite  will 
likely  take  at  least  one  course — probably  in  Adult  Liter- 
acy Education. 

These  young  people  are  graduates  of  Wheaton  College 
and  both  have  taken  work  in  Ashland  Seminary.  Mrs. 
Kraft  is  a  certified  teacher  in  secondary  education;  she 
taught  physical  for  one  year  at  Union  High  School  in 
Richland  County,  near  Ashland.  Mr.  Kraft  was  ordained 
to  the  ministry  on  September  4  at  Nappanee,  Indiana. 

The  Krafts  are  the  parents  of  (almost)  four-month 
old  twins — Charles  and  Ceryl.  If  their  work  on  the  mission 
field  brings  such  results — in  duplicate — Brethren  missions 
should  indeed  prosper. 

This  is  the  Krafts'  final  year  of  preparation  before 
going  to  the  field.  If  their  physical  and  psychological 
tests  are  favorable,  they  should  be  ready  to  leave  for 
Nigeria  with  the  Bischofs  when  they  return  after  their 
furlough. 


THEY  TRIED  STEWARDSHIP  INSTEAD! 

"We'll  never  make  it!"  .  .  .  "What  are  we  going  to  do 
for  money?"  .  .  .  "We're  a  poor  congregation."  Such  were 
the   remarks   on  that  momentous  day   in   1953   when  the 


new  pastor  suggested  the  discontinuance  of  all  commei'- 
cialism  within  the  congregation.  "Let's  try  Christian  stew- 
ardship," said  Pastor  Richard  L.  Peterman  of  Christ 
Church,  Tinicum,  Pennsylvania. 

Up  to  that  point  commercialism  ran  rampant.  Parish- 
ioners scurried  about  selling  greeting  cards,  vanilla, 
candy,  magazine  subscriptions,  wrapping  paper,  writing 
paper,  plates,  handiwork  and  a  whole  Pandora's  box  of 
other  items. 

Pastor  Peterman  called  a  halt.  He  showed  that  com- 
mercialism was  actually  a  hindrance  rather  than  a  help. 
He  stressed  four  major  points: 

1.  Commercialism  is  not  Christian  stewardship  by 
any  queer  twist  of  the  term  Christian  stewardship. 
Commercialism  is  motivated  by  selfishness  and  not 
love.  It  operates  on  the  premise  that  people  won't 
give  unless  they  receive  some  tangible  goods  as  a 
direct  return.  It  doesn't  teach  men  to  give  solely  be- 
cause they  love  Jesus  Christ. 

2.  Commercialism  violates  the  by-laws  of  ULCA 
congregations.  By-laws,  recommended  by  the  ULCA 
in  the  model  constitution,  clearly  state:  "the  needed 
funds"  are  to  be  gathered  "in  a  scriptural  way." 
Commercialism  is  not  scriptural! 

3.  Commercialism  by  the  church  is  unfair  compe- 
tition. And  unfair  competition  isn't  Christian!  Why 
is  church  commercialism  unfair?  A  cake  sale  is  unfair 
competition  with  the  Christian  baker  who  is  called  to 
serve  his  Lord  and  his  neighbor,  as  a  baker.  A  ham 
supper,  conducted  to  raise  money,  is  unfair  competi- 
tion with  the  Christian  restaurant  operator  who  is 
called  to  render  a  service  of  neighbor  love  in  his 
restaurant.  The  selling  of  greeting  cards,  wrapping 
paper  and  calendars  is  unfair  competition  with  the 
stationer  who  is  trying  to  make  a  living  for  his  fam- 
ily. And  so  it  is  possible  to  apply  this  idea  to  all 
selling   by  the   Church. 

4.  Commercialism  takes  valuable  time  which  can  be 
used  to  better  advantage  in  Christian  education  and 
service.  Commercialism  is  a  mis-use  of  time! 

Congregational  reaction  was  mixed.  Many  had  grave 
misgivings.  Many  raised  their  eyebrows.  Many  were 
Doubting  Thomases.  Many,  many  said,  "Amen,  Pastor. 
We've  felt  that  way  too!"  But  on  the  basis  of  the  pastor's 
"point  four"  emphasis,  the  congregation  agreed  to  elim- 
inate  "Commercialism." 

1954  was  a  full  year  without  any  selling  whatsoever. 
And  what  happened?  Giving  arose  49%  above  giving  in 
1953.  Members  also  learned  the  very  lesson  they  expect 
to  learn  in  the  Christian  Church:  "Christ  Comes  fii-st." 

Is  it  necessary  to  go  any  further?  Grace  giving  works 
.  .  .  miracles.  The  Lord  showered  His  blessings  upon  this 
band  of  Christians.  He  opened  up  their  eyes,  their  hearts

(EDITOR'S  NOTE:  The  following  article  was  prepared 
by  two  of  our  Brethren  Ministers,  and  first  appeared  in 
the  Stiirgis,  Michigan,  Daily  Journal,  on  June  2,  1955  as 
one  in  a  series  of  articles  on  religious  camps  and  camp 
meetings,  under  the  direction  of  Leta  Klingaman,  of  the 
"Daily  Journal." 

Part  I  of  the  following  article  was  prepared  by  Rev. 
R.  K.  Higgins,  pastor  of  the  Brethren  Church,  Elkhart, 
Indiana;  Part  II  was  prepared  by  Dr.  W.  I.  Duker,  Gosh- 
en, Indiana,  formerly  a  resident  of  the  Shipshewana  Re- 
treat. 

Pictures  appearing  with  the  article  are  from  the  files  of 
the  Evangelist. 

Because  of  the  interest  in  the  development  of  Ship- 
shewana as  a  Brethren  Retreat,  we  are  glad  to  share  this 
article  with  the  Denomination.) 

Part   I 

TN  THE  YEAR  1920  two  elders  in  the  Indiana  Confer- 
ence  of  Brethren  Churches,  the  late  Rev.  G.  W. 
Rench  and  Rev..  A.  T.  Wii'ick,  decided  that  the  old  Buck- 
lin  Park  at  Shipshewana  Lake  would  make  an  excellent 
meeting    place    for    Brethren    Bible    Conference    Grounds. 


Upon  consultation  with  Mr.  T.  B.  Aishe,  then  sole  ownei 
of  much  of  the  park,  it  was  mutually  agreed  that  sucl 
a  project  would  be  a  fine  one.  Whereupon  Mr.  Aishe  verj 
generously  offered  the  four  lots  on  which  the  presen* 
Tabernacle  Building  was  erected. 

The  Indiana  State  Conference  met  at  Oakville  in  19211 
and  there  plans  wei"e  laid  for  the  erection  of  the  presenlj 
Assembly  Building.  In  July,  1922,  the  first  Bible  Confer- 1 
ence  was  held  in  the  completed  auditorium,  which  was 
dedicated  free  of  all  indebtedness,  and  overflow  crowds' 
were  present  at  every  session.  i 

At  this  first  conference  meeting  in  the  new  auditoriumJ 
plans  were  laid  for  the  building  of  a  girl's  dormitory. 
Here  again  Mr.  Aishe  was  equal  to  the  occasion  and  of- 
fered three  lots  upon  which  this  building  now  stands.  In 
1923  this  building  was  finished  and  dedicated  to  the 
Lord's  work. 


HAVING  WITNESSED  this  remarkable  growth  in  such 
a  short  time,  the  Indiana  Conference  felt  much  more  land 
was  needed.  So  in  1925  the  Indiana  trustees  purchased 
the  remainder  of  the  tract  of  land — about  30  acres — 
from  this  same  Mr.  Aishe.  With  the  continued  growth  and 
popularity   of  the  movement  assured,  the   Trustees  then

iecided  to  erect  a  Summer  hotel.  They  purchased  a  build- 
ng,  which  was  moved  to  its  present  location  and  en- 
larged and  remodeled  at  various  times  until  the  present 
attractive  and  commodious  hotel  and  dining  room  resulted. 

In  addition  to  these  first  buildings,  much  work  and 
money  has  been  used  in  maintaining  and  improving  the 
grounds  by  the  Indiana  District  Trustees.  Much  grading, 
landscaping  and  roadbuilding  has  been  done  in  late  years. 
The  addition  of  a  street  lighting  system,  the  develop- 
ment of  the  swimming  facilities  and  other  improvements 
have  been  aided  considerably  by  the  South  Side  Improve- 
ment Association,  which  consists  of  all  property  holders 
concerned. 


ABOUT  1927  the  need  was  felt  for  a  young  people's 
Sumer  camp  program  in  the  Brethren  Church.  Camp 
Shipshewana  was  thought  an  ideal  place  for  it.  During 
the  first  few  years  of  its  existence  it  was  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Brethren  National  Sunday  School  Association. 
The  first  camp  in  1927  had  an  enrollment  of  27  and  only 
one  week  of  training.  The  camp  is  now  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Indiana  District  Sunday  School  Board  and 
covers  five  weeks  during  July  and  August  with  200  or 
more  taking  part  each  year.  The  different  groups  include 
young  people  aged  nine  to  college  age. 

The  course  of  study  covers  church  history,  life  work 
guidance,  missionary  training,  recreation  and  church 
music.  Boating,  swimming,  baseball  and  all  types  of 
games  are  included  in  the  recreational  program.  A  prac- 
tical course  in  handwork  has  been  very  popular  in  late 
years,  with  basket  weaving,  molding,  painting  and  simi- 
lar pastimes  being  taught. 

*     *     * 

THE  DAILY  schedule  stai^ts  with  morning  watch,  fol- 
lowed by  breakfast  in  the  hotel  dining  rooms  where  all 
meals  are  prepared  and  served  under  guidance  of  the 
management  there.  Classes  and  recreational  activities 
fill  the  day,  which  is  always  closed  with  an  evening 
campfire  service.  The  camp  has  exerted  a  powerful  influ- 
ence in  the  lives  of  many  young  people  and  is  a  steadily 
gfowing  Brethren  institution.  Certificates  are  granted  in 
three  divisions — after  three  years  of  junior  work,  after 
two  years  of  intermediate  and  after  four  of  young  peo- 
ple's courses. 


Part   II 

The  lake  and  camp  bear  the  name  of  an  Indian,  Chief 
Shipshewana,  of  the  Pottawatomi  Tribe.  It  seems  that  in 
1839  this  tribe  of  Indians  was  escorted  by  U.  S.  Govern- 
ment troops  away  from  their  home  hunting  grounds  to 
a  prepared  Reservation  in  Kansas.  So  it  was  only  fitting 
that  some  92  years  later,  white  men  should  take  the 
trouble  to  erect  a  tribute  in  stone  to  this  legendary  chief. 

The  monument  stands  upon  a  triangular  plot  of  ground 
near  the  entrance  to  the  retreat,  upon  a  beautiful  land- 
scaped mound  donated  by  the  church  conference.  At  the 
foot  of  the  mound,  in  front  of  the  bronze  plaque,  is  an 
eight-foot  circular  pool,  from  the  center  of  which  flows 
pure  cold  water  from  an  artesian  well.  Stepping  stones 
are  placed  so  that  visitors  may  sample  its  life  giving 
fluid. 

*     *     * 

THE   BRONZE  plaque  carries  this  message: 

In  the  Memory  of  Chief  Shipshewana  and  his  band 
of  Pottawatomi  Indians  removed  from  this  Reserva- 
tion Sept.  4,  1838,  and  escorted  to  Kansas  by  a  com- 
pany of  soldiers.  One  year  later  the  heartbroken  chief 
was  allowed  to  return  to  his  old  camping  grounds  on 
the  banks  of  beautiful  Shipshewana  Lake  where  he 
died  in  1841.  SHUP-SHE-WAH-NO  in  Indian  lan- 
guage means  "Vision  of  a  Lion." 

The  giant  boulder  of  gray  granite  stands 'nine  feet  high 
above  the  concrete  base  in  which  it  is  imbedded  about  one 
foot  and  is  three  feet,  eight  inches,  wide  and  approxi- 
mately the  same  depth  from  face  to  back.  It  weighs  be- 
tween eight  and  nine  tons  and  took  conti'actor  Mel 
Weaver  of  the  Scott  community  with  his  house  moving 
equipment  about  three  days  to  move  the  23  miles  from 
the  Deeter  farm  near  Brighton,  Ind.  It  is  shaped  quite 
regularly  on  three  sides,  and  no  chisel  was  used  upon  it, 
except  in  drilling  the  holes  needed  to  fasten  the  bronze 
plaque.  In  this  respect  it  is  an  unusual  geological  speci- 
men. And  it  stands  today  just  as  it  was  left  by  that 
ancient  glacier  which  deposited  it  here  ages  past  on  Mr. 
Deeter's  Hoosier  farm.  It  was  moved  to  its  present  site 
(Continued  on   Page  13) 
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have  to  be  tuned  in  on  the  right  wave  length  and  most 
of  all  we  have  to  listen. 

Instead  we  go  to  our  Bibles  and  say — now  I'm  going 
to  prove  this — instead  of  saying — let's  see  what  the 
Bible  has  to  say. 

C.  There  are  also  the  Libertines  who  like  to  believe 
parts  of  the  Bible  and  discard  others.  It  is  my  observa- 
tion that  those  who  so  earnestly  contend  for  the  infalli- 
bility of  the  written  word  are  just  as  guilty,  as  those  who 
contend  otherwise. 

I  observed  not  many  years  ago  a  service  where  the 
speaker  at  an  evening  service  was  burning  the  Revised 
Standard  Version  of  the  Bible.  I  could  not  help  but  feel 
as  I  heard  the  man  speaking  that  he  would  have  been 
one  of  the  first  to  condemn  the  scholars  who  translated 
this  Bible  to  the  stake  if  there  had  not  been  a  law 
against  it.  Forgetting,  or  may  I  say,  attempting  to  dis- 
card Christ's  statement — That  whosoever  is  angry  with 
his  brother  is  liable  to  judgment. 

We  seem  to  feel,  if  dogmatically  we  state  a  few 
things  concerning  our  Christian  faith  and  live  an  accept- 
able life  in  our  community,  that  is  all  that  can  be  required 
of  us. 

But  God's  way  is  the  only  way — and  Christ  alone  has 
shown  us  that  way  and  the  guideposts  to  that  way  is  a 
cross.  It's  yours  and  it's  mine. 

It  is  hard,  it  is  true,  to  be  tolerant  of  the  intolerant  but 
it  is  even  more  difficult  to  be  tolerant  with  those  who 
will  tolerate  anything. 

So  far,  Brethren,  we  have  discussed  the  mere  negative 
aspects  of  faith — Now  look  with  me  to  the  Positive — 

We  have  noticed  three  Positive  principles  of  our  Chris- 
tian faith. 

First  of  all — that  the  way  which  leads  to  eternal  life 
is  the  way  of  love. 

Second — We  have  noticed  that  sin  is  still  present  even 
within  the  organized  church  and  God  is  never  mocked. 

Third — No  matter  what  happens — God  ever  reigns. 

You  probably  are  thinking — Preacher,  you've  been 
preaching  just  "scatterations." 

So  let's  draw  this  together  and  see  what  I'm  saying. 

What  I  have  been  trying  to  say  is  this — if  we  are  to 
have  a  creative,  power-filled  faith  we  must  connect  our- 
selves up  to  the  Creator  of  our  world  and  the  source  of 
all  real  power. 

Faith  is  our  connecting  link. 

It  is  a  faith  in  a  God  who  loves  us  with  an  ominpotent 
love,  in  a  Christ  who  revealed  that  love,  in  a  way  of  life 
that  proves  that  love. 

There  is  only  one  thing  that  destroys  or  hinders  that 
faith  and  that  is  sin.  SIN,  that  thing  has  made  itself  so 
much  a  part  of  us  that  we  can't  even  behold  it  in  our 


strength,  that  has  so  darkened  our  life  that  we  cann( 
behold  the  light  of  life,  that  has  so  poisoned  our  sou 
that  even  the  prospects  of  a  hell  devoid  of  God  finds  vl 
impotent  to  change  our  way  of  living.  Yes,  Brethren,  facj 
it,  sin  is  still  just  as  real  as  it  ever  was.  But  the  Spiri  i 
praise  God,  the  Spirit  is  still  at  work. 

The  Spirit  is  at  work  in  each  and  every  one  of  us  t 
convict  us  of  our  sin.  God  is  not  just  asking  you  to  merel 
intellectually  accept  certain  principles  of  living.  He  is  nc 
just  asking  you  to  mouth  certain  words  in  front  of 
congregation,  to  join  a  certain  fellowship,  to  say  "I  be 
lieve"  to  a  certain  set  of  doctrines;  He's  asking  you  t 
come  home — out  of  the  path  way  of  sin,  away  from  th 
old  attitudes  that  will  destroy  you.  He's  asking  you  to  la 
hold  of  the  power  to  live  a  victorious  life.  The  power  tha 
will  enable  you  not  only  to  see  your  sin  but  be  willin; 
to  face  it.  i 

We  are  living  in  a  day  when  the  horror  of  sin  has  bee  > 
discarded  and  some  watered  down  faith  has  been  substii 
tuted.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  pulpit  itself  has  been 
used  very  successfully  by  Satan  as  a  means  of  propagatj 
ing  such  a  belief.  Let  us  remember  that  "we  wrestle  noi 
against  flesh  and  blood,  but  against  principalities,  agains 
powers,  against  the  rulers  of  the  darkness  of  this  worldj 
and  spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places." 

Some  have  turned  the  love  of  God  into  the  love  of  i 
doting  old  Grandfather  who  pats  his  grandson  on  the  heaci 
and  says  "Sin  doesn't  really  matter  much.  Christ  wai' 
speaking  a  little  too  severely,  He  didn't  really  mean  i' 
that  way.  After  all  you  really  didn't  mean  it  did  you?' 

No,  that  won't  do.  Christ's  words  were  severe  and  He 
meant  them. 

There  is  an  urgency  about  the  true  gospel  message  thai 
we  need  to  recover,  which  cries  out  to  men  to  heed  anc 
to  repent  and  to  trust  and  to  seek  a  seeking  Savior. 

We  must  get  back  into  our  preaching  the  urgency  ol 
God's  call.  More  than  that,  far  greater  than  our  preach- 
ing, we've  got  to  get  that  urgency  into  our  lives. 

Today  we  are  much  like  the  lady  I  was  speaking  to  the 
other  day  and  I  mentioned  about  the  Big  Four  meeting 
this  week  and  she  replied  "O  I  never  read  anything  in  the 
paper  but  the  society  page  because  it  just  makes  me  so 
nervous  that  I  don't  digest  my  food  well  and  then  I  can't 
sleep." 

We  need  a  few  sleepless  nights.  I  think  Christ  had  many 
sleepless  nights  because  of  the  condition  of  the  world 
about  Him.  I  think,  too,  we  would  all  do  well  if  we  had  a 
few  sleepless  nights  over  the  conditions  of  our  own  souls. 

Religion  is  intensely  personal.  We  in  the  Brethren 
Church  believe  that  you  can  never  get  back  to  the  Father 
on  the  shirt  tail  of  your  parents,  your  friends,  your  pas- 
tor or  your  church.  You  get  there  because  of  your  rela- 
tionship to  Jesus  the  Christ.  If  you  have  allowed  Him  to 
possess  your  heart  and  soul,  to  live  within  you,  if  you 
have  become  His  body,  than  as  your  intercessor  he  brings 
you  to  God.  Thank  God,  He  lives  in  my  heart! 

Yes,  religion  is  personal  but  it  is  not  private.  The  Gos- 
pel of  Jesus  Christ  is  to  be  shared.  If  the  Spirit  of  God 
is  ruling  your  life,  He  demands  to  be  shared. 

I  do  not  believe  we  are  here  to  be  happy.  A  cross  is 
not  a  happy  burden  to  bare.  We  are  here  to  d'svelop  bj 
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!  Spirit  of  God  as  a  personality  capable  of  communion 
th  God  and,  as  we  do  it,  to  pass  on  the  secret  to  others, 
e  cannot  do  it  alone.  The  secret  is  living  with  Christ. 

The  greatest  personal  force  this  world  has  ever  known 
Jesus  Christ.  And  he  is  not  dead;  he  lives.  He  still 
/es  us  his  power.  The  very  uniqueness  of  Christian- 
is  not  in  its  philosophy  or  its  program.  It  is  in  a 
ing  person  who  inspires,  encourages,  and  empowers. 

We  cannot  just  say  we  want  divine  strength  and  then 
our  way,  expecting  to  receive  it.  We  must  choose  the 
ghest  if  we  want  the  help  of  Him  who  is  the  highest, 
we  want  that  nevei"-failing  strength,  we  must  choose 
.6  finest  tasks  possible  and  the  noblest  life,  not  merely 
r  ourselves  but  for  all  mankind.  The  Kingdom  of  God 
ways  means  that  we  can  find  Chi'ist  and  the  power  of 
Krist  only  when  we  radiantly  and  buoyantly  answer  the 
lallenge  of  His  call. 

Tell  me  my  friends  where  have  you  placed  your  faith? 
1  God  or  Mammon  ? 

You  say  God  and  I  say  prove  it! 

Am  I  so  wrong  in  asking  that?  We  are  told  by  their 

uits  ye  shall  know  them. 

You  say  "I've  never  beaten  my  wife  or  my  family; 
m  a  good  provider,  I  get  along  as  well  as  I  can  with 
ly  neighbors." 

Don't  the  heathen  also? 

You  say— "I've  never  committed  a  crime,  I've  never 
een  in  court,  I'm  a  good  law-abiding  citizen. 

Aren't  the  heathen  also? 

You  say — I'm  a  member  of  the  church,  I've  been  bap- 
Lzed,  I  attend  church  every  Sunday  morning  and  occa- 
ionally  in  the  evening — why  I  even  go  to  Prayer  Meeting 
ccasionally  and  I  gave  not  one  penny  less  than  Five 
[undred  Dollars  to  the  church  last  year. 

I  am  tempted  to  reply  again — Don't  the  heathen  also — 
ut  for  fear  of  being  misunderstood  let  me  reply  in  these 
^ords — these  ye  ought  to  have  done  but  the  greater 
[lings  ye  have  left  undone. 

How  many  have  been  lifted  out  of  the  mire  of  their 
inful  existence  because  you  made  an  effort  to  speak  to 
liem  concerning  Jesus  ? 

How  many  people  have  found  the  way  because  you 
3ok  time  out  to  show  them? 

How  many  burdens  have  you  helped  to  lift  from  the 
overty  stricken? 
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Say  what  you  will  about  our  Christian  Friends,  the 
Quakers,  they  do  realize  that  when  a  man  is  born  again, 
he  lives  that  way.  When  he  has  given  his  heart  to  God 
it  is  not  his  any  longer.  When  he  hears  God's  call  he 
knows  he  must  answer  it,  when  he  does  not  hear  God's 
call  he  anxiously  awaits  it. 

Every  cry  and  plea  of  mankind  is  a  cry  and  plea  for 
our  aid.  I  am  fully  aware  that  the  cry  is  so  tremendous 
that  we  do  not  know  where  to  turn.  Problems  in  the  home, 
in  the  school  and  in  our  communities.  Problems  of  our 
children,  our  young  people  and  our  adults.  Problems  in  the 
church,  Race  problems,  Health  problems — all  crying  for 
an  answer.  Thei'e  is  a  place  for  you — there  is  a  problem 
you  can  humbly  help  solve — but  first  there  must  be  the 
will  to  work. 

Most  of  all  there  is  the  cry  of  the  lost,  the  souls  bound 
for  destruction — it's  a  personal  cry  from  one  person  to  be 
answered  by  another.  The  cry  may  not  be  heard  in  sylla- 
bles but  it  can  be  heard  in  the  moral  and  spiritual  desti- 
tution of  the  lives  of  those  about  us. 

This  is  the  type  of  faith  I'm  talking  about.  The  type 
of  faith  that  will  seek  out  the  lost  ones  in  answer  to 
God's  command  of  love.  This  type  of  faith  will  find 
strength — all  the  power  it  needs.  For  such  an  individual 
has  become  the  body  of  Christ.  He  has  given  himself  to 
the  power  of  life. 

When  the  people  of  our  communities  can  point  at  our 
Brethren  Church  and  say  there  is  the  evidence  that  Christ 
lives,  because  He  lives  in  the  body  of  that  Church,  then 
and  only  then  are  we  truly  Christ's  Church. 

Is  this  the  message  we  are  given  to  ? — I  pray  that 
it  is. 

It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the  genius  of  the  Breth- 
ren Church  lies  either  in  its  history  or  in  its  doctrine, 
glorious  as  they  may  be,  but  it  is  in  its  Spirit.

TO  WASTE  ONE'S  PRECIOUS  LIFE  by  dreaming 
and  pining  for  some  glaring  career  for  Christ  is  not 
to  show  the  obedience  of  faith  (Rom.  16:26),  surrender 
(Rom.  6:13),  sacrifice  (Luke  7:36),  and  service  (Acts 
26:19).  The  same  great  qualities  of  love  which  may  serve 
in  the  spectacular  are  just  as  needful  in  the  common 
place  of  life,  which  are  peacefulness  with  one's  neighbor 
(Rom.

Lesson  for  October  23,   1955 

STRUGGLE  IN  THE  WILDERNESS 

Lesson:  Luke  4:1-15 

TESUS  CHRIST  CAME  into  the  world  to  do  the  Father 
Will.  Included  in  God's  Plan  was  the  wilderness  expei 
rience  of  our  lesson.  Luke  portrays  the  life  story  of  tb 
Son  of  Man  who  came  "to  seek  and  to  save  that  whic 
was  lost"  (Luke  19:10).  In  order  to  do  so  it  was  neces 
sary  for  Christ  "to  be  made  like  unto  His  brethren"  (Het 
2:17).  He  must  needs  suffer  sorrow,  pain,  temptation,  th 
pangs  of  hunger,  and  even  death. 

The  temptation  of  Jesus  followed  His  baptism  by  Johr 
The  Gospel  of  Mark  declares:  "And  immediately  th 
Spirit  driveth  Him  into  the  wilderness."  For  forty  day; 
Jesus  Christ  was  tempted  of  the  devil. 

In  this  incident  we  see  both  the  human  and  divine  as 
pect  of  our  Lord.  It  was  Jesus  the  Man  who  was  temptec 
of  the  evil  one,  and  suffered  hunger.  It  was  Jesus  th( 
Christ  of  God,  who,  remembei'ing  His  Father's  plan  of  re 
demption,  resisted  the  desires  of  the  flesh,  and  submitte( 
to  His   Father's  Will. 

We  should  be  able  to  profit  from  the  temptation  o 
Jesus.  He  did  not  try  to  overcome  the  wiles  of  Satan  b; 
matching  wits  with  him.  Instead  we  notice  the  weapoi 
that  Jesus  used  to  slay  Satan:  "It  is  written."  In  ever; 
instance  Christ  quoted  Scripture  as  His  defense.  BE 
LOVED,  IF  THE  SWORD  OF  THE  SPIRIT,  WHICH  li 
THE  WORD  OF  GOD,  WAS  POWERFUL  ENOUGH  T( 
PUT  TO  FLIGHT  SATAN  IN  THAT  DAY,  IT  li 
STRONG  ENOUGH  TO  ACCOMPLISH  THE  SAME  TO 
DAY. 

Notice  the  counter-attack  Jesus  made  when  temptei 
by  Satan  to  turn  stone  into  bread.  "It  is  written,  Tha 
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ijn  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  but  by  every  word  of 
1."  Christ  said  He  would  not  use  His  divine  power  to 
sfy  the  selfish  demands  of  the  flesh.  He  said  it  was 
mg  for  a  man  to  attempt  to  live  solely  on  physical 
d.  Since  man  has  a  soul  as  well  as  a  body  he  must 
on   God's  Word  as  well  as  bread.  It  might   be  well 

us  to  seriously  consider  whether  or  not  our  physical 
ires  have  not  dominated  our  lives  to  the  exclusion  of 
t  which  is  spiritual!  A  great  many  Christians  are  liv- 

"by  bread  alone."  The  result:  spiritual  poverty! 

Uthough  Jesus  was  subject  to  temptation  in  the  wil- 
ness  yet  He  did  not  succumb  to  Satan.  Jesus  "was  in 

points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin" 
eb.  4:15).  How  glad  we  ought  to  be  that  Christ  was 
ipted.  He  is  able,  therefore,  to  sympathize  with  us  in 

midst   of   our  temptation.   "For  in  that   He   Himself 
h  suffered  being  tempted,  He  is  able  to  succour  them 
t  are  tempted"  (Heb:  2:18). 
The  servant  is  not  greater  than  his  Lord"  (John  13:16). 


If  Jesus,  our  Lord,  was  tempted,  then  we.  His  servants, 
can  expect  to  be  tempted  also. 

Temptation  is  necessary  in  the  Christian  life  for  spir- 
itual growth.  If  we  expect  to  be  "overcomers,"  or  "more 
than  conquerors,"  we  must  successfully  resist  temptation. 
Temptation,  when  overcome,  strengthens  the  inner  man. 

God  has  made  us  subject  to  temptation  in  this  life — 
but  not  beyond  our  endurance.  This  we  can  depend  upon, 
for  God  has  promised.  "God  is  faithful,  who  will  not 
suffer  you  to  be  tempted  above  that  ye  are  able;  but  will 
with  the  temptation  also  make  a  way  to  escape,  that  ye 
may  be  able  to  bear  it"  (I  Cor.  10:13).  We  are  tempted — 
not  that  we  should   fail — but  that  we   should   triumph ! 

When  the  enemy  of  our  souls  comes  to  tempt  us  we 
want  to  remember  the  instruction  of  James:  "Submit 
yourselves  therefore  to  God.  Resist  the  devil,  and  he  will 
flee  from  you.  Draw  nigh  to  God,  and  He  will  draw  nigh 
to  you"  (James  4:7-8).  In  this  way  we  can  be  victoi'ious 
over  temptation!

icrete  base,  which  was  made  by  Jonathan  Farver  of 
it  community. 


DEDICATION  CEREMONIES  were  held  on  Memorial 
ly.  May  30,  1931,  with  a  huge  crowd  in  attendance.  The 
ipshewana  Chamber  of  Commerce  had  charge  of  the 
ogram.  There  was  a  group  of  some  20  Pottawatomi  In- 
ms  from  the  reservation  at  Athens,  Mich.,  in  attend- 
ee. The  Rev.  William  Soney,  of  Algonac,  Mich.,  a  Pot- 
ivatomi  minister  to  a  congregation  of  Indians  was  the 
incipal  speaker. 


Little  if  anything  is  known  concerning  the  history  or 
background  of  Chief  Shipshewana,  so  far  as  local  hJKstor- 
ians  know.  The  late  Jonathan  Farver  supplied  most  of 
the  known  facts  and  legends  concerning  him  which  he 
had  heard  from  John  Thorp,  a  white  man  who  had  lived 
with  the  chief  for  a  period  of  years.  From  these  we 
gather  that  the  chief  was  always  friendly  with  the  white 
settlers  and  had  many  friends  among  them.  It  is  confi- 
dently believed  that  his  body  is  buried  near  the  monu- 
ment, probably  on  the  high  ground  to  the  south.  The 
area  is  rich  in  Indian  lore,  arrowheads,  broken  pottery 
and  numerous  stones  of  odd  shapes  being  found  in  abun- 
dance. Much  of  the  area  which  is  now  improved  was 
probably  in  ancient  time  under  water,  but  now  yields 
itself  to  man's  progress.  Brethren  people  have  striven  to 
keep  the  simple  beauty  of  the  area  untouched.  The  wor- 
ship of  God  is  much  appreciated  in  the  natural  setting.

Take  Gare  Of  The  Lambs 


^OME  INSPIRED  BARD,  with  wisdom  keen  has  penned 
3  the  words,  "Take  care  of  the  lambs,  and  the  sheep 
t^ill  take  care  of  themselves."  Plunging  immediately  into 
ur  thought  for  this  Editorial,  we  liken  this  to  the  struc- 
ure  of  our  society.  Proper  training  of  youth  will  result 
n  a  proper  society  of  men  and  women. 

We  are  much  concerned  about  the  present  state  of  so- 
iety  in  America,  as  every  God-fearing  Christian  should 
)e. 

Stabilized  Society.  America  has  reached  a  period  of  un- 
precedented prosperity,  growth  and  advancement.  This 
pame  about  as  a  result  of  the  blessings  upon  us  through 
ji  stabilized  society.  Men  and  women,  in  general,  had  re- 
spect for  the  law,  legally  and  morally.  Homes,  communi- 
:ies,  churches  were  established,  grew  and  became  the  rock 
)f  civilization.  The  church  steeple,  pointing  to  God,  be- 
came the  symbol  of  America.  The  countryside  was  dotted 
ivith  the  pure  white  spires  of  the  country  churches.  The 
:ities  revolved  around  the  stately  churches  of  brick  and 
stone,  and  the  neat,  smaller  churches  of  wood. 

Then  for  several  decades,  while  young  people  were  be- 
coming adults,  we  had  the  blessings  of  the  18th  amend- 
ment, or  "Prohibition  days."  Here  was  another  step  in  the 
right  direction  for  moral  and  legal  law.  It  is  not  to  the 
credit  of  the  churches  of  America  that  this  law  was  re- 
pealed. At  this  far  distant  date  since  Repeal,  the  press, 
radio  and  television  do  not  miss  an  opportunity  to  re- 
mind us  that  Prohibition  was  a  failure.  Let  us  not  be 
fooled — it  was  not  a  failure!  Rather,  it  was  a  huge  suc- 
cess! Too  much  a  success  in  fact  for  the  damnable  liquor 
interests  to  take!  We  are  all  aware  of  the  deceitful,  un- 
derhanded ways  used,  along  with  the  increased  indiffer- 
ence of  church  people,  that  brought  about  Repeal. 

It  should  be  noted  that  no  other  single  act  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  country  has  done  so  much  to  bring  about  the 
present  decadency  in  our  country,  morally  and  legally, 
as  did  Repeal  of  the  18th  Amendment! 

Present  Society.  At  the  present  time  we  are  living  on 
the  fruits  of  the  Stabilized  Society.  Good  laws  on  the 
statutes  books.  Older  people  with  proper  minds  on 
what  is  right  and  wrong.  National  and  local  leaders  with 
good  moral  character.  Men  and  women  in  business  and  in 
the  shops,  factories,  stores  and  farms,  to  whom  the  chal- 
lenge of  a  good  day's  work  still  makes  them  happy.  Along 
with  this,  we  have  a  generation  of  young  people,  and 
young  adults  who  have  grown  up  under  the  wide  open 
saloons,  beer  halls  and  dives. 


This  is  not  too  evident  yet,  except  in  statistics  and 
occasional  drunken  shootings  and  youth  drinking  parties 
which  we  read  about — simply  because  the  adults  of  the 
Stabilized  Society  and  the  churches  have  still  made  their 
influence  felt  for  righteousness  in  young  people  and 
young  adults.  But  the  fire  is  there — those  young  people 
and  young  adults,  who  think  nothing  at  all  of  keeping 
their  refrigerators  filled  with  booze,  and  who  for  the  sake 
of  forbidden  pleasures,  have  discarded  moral  law,  replac- 
ing it  with  promiscuity,  open  sin  and  vice.  If  you  are  in- 
clined to  not  agree,  young  married  couples  and  young 
people — take  stock  of  your  friends,  neighbors,  and  asso- 
ciates your  own  age.  How  often  do  you  know  and  hear 
of  incidents  and  conditions  which  you  know  according  to 
Christian  standards,  are  wrong,  among  them  ? 

The  Question.  How  long  can  a  stabilized  Society  which 
year  by  year  is  growing  older  and  losing  numbers  from 
their  ranks  one  by  one,  through  death,  continue  to  hold 
together  a  society,  which,  inflamed  through  booze  and 
passion,  seek  to  discard  wisdom,  law  and  decency?  How 
long  can  we  continue  to  face  a  rising  juvenile  crime  rate 
which  reaches  down  to  even  the  10  and  11  year  olds? 
What  must  be  the  moral  code  of  adult  society  tomorrow 
when  young  people  who  grow  up  without  such  a  code 
become  members  of  that  society? 

The  Answer.  This  scribe  does  not  intend  to  be  a  prophet 
of  gloom.  Rather,  we  feel  constrained,  in  bringing  this 
Editorial  to  you,  to  focus  your  attention  upon  a  matter 
which  you,  yourself,  have  undoubtedly  been  thinking  much 
about.  We  believe  you  are  aware  of  the  general  situation 
as  it  faces  us  today  in  our  land. 

That  is,  unless  you  are  one  of  a  type  of  society  that 
believes  that  nothing  is  going  wrong.  That,  as  you  lie 
down  to  sleep  at  night,  saying,  "Nine  o'clock,  and  all  is 
well.  Nine  o'clock  and  all  is  well,"  you  actually  believe 
that  the  whole  world  of  society  is  likewise  in  peaceful 
slumbers. 

Or  perhaps,  you  are  of  a  type  that  feels  that  what 
society  does  is  no  part  of  you,  ignoring  the  children,  and 
experimenting  teen  agers,  who,  abandoned  by  their  sin 
indulging  parents,  are  left  to  roam  the  streets  all  night, 
"doing  what  comes  naturally."  With  no  moral  and  par- 
ental code  to  guide  them,  can  you  wonder  why  they  get 
into  trouble  ? 

But — we  believe  you  are  aware  of  the  situation,  and  are 
wanting  to  do  something  about  it.   From   our  viewpoint,

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NEW    TESTAMENT    RESULTS 


ANEW  TESTAMENT  CHURCH  deserves  New 
Testament  Results.  We  believe  that  the  Breth- 
ren Church  is  a  New  Testament  Church.  Our 
motto  is  "The  Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and  nothing 
but  the  Bible."  Our  creed  is  the  New  Testament. 

But  we  know  that  the  Church  in  Acts  was 
more  than  a  system  of  doctrine.  In  the  course  of 
some  thirty  years  a  small  group  of  Jews  at  Jeru- 
salem awaiting  the  end  of  the  age  as  it  continued 
the  fellowship  that  Jesus  had  begun  became  a 
world-wide  church  composed  mainly  of  Gentiles. 
They  literally  turned  the  world  upside  down. 

The  eary  church  made  this  advance  despite  the 
tremendous  problems  it  had  to  face.  The  Chris- 
tians were  a  minority  group  which  numbered  only 
a  few  hundred  persons  prior  to  Pentecost.  There 
was  also  a  financial  problem.  Most  of  the  early 
Christians  v/ere  from  the  poor  working  and  slave 
classes.  In  time  of  famine  the  Jerusalem  church 
depended  on  the  charit}^  of  other  churches  in  the 
empire.  Perhaps  the  greatest  problem  that  the 
early  church  faced  was  persecution.  Throughout 
the  book  of  Acts  we  find  the  Jews  attempting  to 
exterminate  the  followers  of  Christ.  In  64  A.  D. 
the  Roman  State  began  a  systematic  persecution 
of  the  church. 

There  was  something  deeper  that  enabled  the 
early  church  to  face  these  problems  and  succeed. 
A  New  Testament  church  succeeds  as  it  meets 
New  Testament  conditions. 

I.  The  Church  That  Succeeds  Must  Have 
a  Unity  of  Fellowship 

New  Testament  Christians  were  conscious  of 
being  "in  Christ."  They  were  a  fellowship  of  peo-

pie  who  had  a  personal  soul-shaking  experience!! 
with  Jesus  Christ.  The  crucifixion  had  terrified} 
the  disciples  but  the  resurrection  enabled  them! 
to  become  pillars  of  strength.  To  them  the  resur-i 
rection  was  more  than  historical  fact  or  theology. 
It  was  a  part  of  their  very  life.  The  disciples 
were  aware  of  the  presence  of  Chiist  and  were  as- 
sured that  he  would  be  with  them  forever.  We 
too  must  become  aware  of  the  presence  of  Christ 
until  he  dominates  our  entire  being. 

New  Testament  Christians  were  aware  of  the 
fellowship  of  believers.  They  had  been  born  again 
into  the  family  of  God.  They  were  brothers  in 
Jesus  Christ  despite  the  fact  that  they  came  from 
all  walks  of  life — slaves,  workers,  uneducated,  a 
few  educated  and  wealthy.  They  took  serious 
the  command  of  Christ  to  love  the  brethren. 
When  a  Christian  ti'aveled  from  one  city  to  an- 
other he  would  secretly  identify  himself  by  mak- 
ing the  sign  of  the  fish.  (The  Greek  letters  for 
the  word  are  the  same  first  letters  of  the  words 
Jesus,  Christ,  God's  Son  and  Saviour  in  that  or- 
der.) The  Christian  upon  making  such  a  sign  ex- 
pected the  fellowship  and  hospitality  of  brother 
Christians.  Because  of  such  actions  the  pagans 
of  that  da,y  were  forced  to  exclaim,  "Behold,  what 
love  these  Christians  have  one  for  another!" 
They  belonged  to  a  fellowship  which  made  them 
kings  and  priests.  When  the  church  today  has  a 
like  attitude  it  will  have  a  greater  effect  on  the 
world  around  it. 
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This  fellowship  helped  the  early  church  niain- 
ain  essential  unity.  The  Holy  Spirit  undertook 
/hen  Ananias  and  Sapphira  were  disturbing  the 
nity  of  the  church.  Paul  and  Mark  resolved 
heir  differences.  The  Greek  and  Jewish  factions 
ettled  their  differences  harmoniously.  When  this 
ssential  unity  of  the  church  began  to  disappear 
ts  power  diminished  accordingly. 

The  unity  of  fellowship  which  the  early  church 
n joyed  was  a  pre-requisite  to  blessing.  Luke  tells 
is  that  before  the  church  realized  the  blessings 
)f  Pentecost  they  were  all  of  one  accord  in  one 
)lace.  Before  we  can  expect  New  Testament  re- 
ults,  we  too  must  be  united  in  Jesus  Christ. 

I     11.  The  Church  That  Succeeds  Must  Have 
[  a  Unified  Source  of  Power 

Some  years  ago  the  Associated  Press  told  of  a 
nan  in  Kentucky  who  after  struggling  in  vain 
:o  start  his  automobile  lifted  the  hood  and  dis- 
covered that  the  motor  had  been  stolen.  The 
church  may  have  organizational  machinery  but 
:here  must  be  power  to  operate  it. 

The  early  church  was  empowered  by  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Paul  gave  a  clue  concerning  the  spiritual 
power  of  the  early  church  when  he  wrote  to  the 
Corinthians  concerning  "the  fellowship  of  the 
Holy  Spirit."  Christ  had  said,  "Ye  shall  receive 
power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon 
you."  Subsequently  the  Holy  Spirit  directed  and 
gave  the  early  church  the  necessary  power  in 
new  ventures.  In  Acts  13  it  is  the  Ploly  Spirit  who 
says,  "Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the 
work."  When  the  Holy  Spirit  directs  the  affairs 
of  our  church  we  shall  see  New  Testament  re- 
sults. 

The  power  of  the  early  church  was  in  the  gos- 
pel it  preached.  The  message  of  the  preachers  in 
Acts  is  very  simple.  Peter,  Phillip,  and  Paul 
preached  that  man  was  a  sinner,  and  that  Christ 
died  and  rose  again  that  we  might  have  life.  Thus 
Paul  could  say,  "I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel 
of  Christ  for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  Salva- 
tion." The  world  today  has  better  trained  preach- 
ers  than  ever  before  in  history.  What  v/e  need  is 
the  simple  gospel  preached  in  the  power  of  the 
Spirit. 

The  power  of  the  early  church  was  in  conse- 
crated lives.  The  early  Christians  were  for  the 
most  part  very  ordinary  folk  including  fishermen 
and  tax  collectors.  They  had  all  the  human  limi- 
tations which  we  experience  today.  They  were 
unique  in  the  fact  that  they  had  yielded  them-

selves  to  the  Holy  Spirit.  They  did  not  possess 
but  were  possessed  by  the  Spirit. 

The  power  of  the  early  church  was  in  prayer. 
Before  Pentecost  came  the  disciples  were  together 
with  one  accord  in  prayer.  Our  prayers  will  also 
have  results  if  we  pray  according  to  God's  will 
in  unity  for  a  definite  purpose. 

Do  we  really  believe  in  this  power  today?  If 
the  church  really  believes  in  the  power  of  God 
why  doesn't  it  put  it  to  the  test?  Yes,  we  must 
be  practical  but  that  doesn't  limit  the  power  of 
God. 

III.  The  Church  That  Succeeds  Must  Have 
a  Unified  Purpose 

Christ  Himself  gave  this  purpose  to  the  early 
church.  He  said,  "Ye  shall  be  my  witnesses."  "Go 
ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations."  With  the 
early  Christians  missions  were  the  life  of  the 
church.  The  central  purpose  of  the  church  was 
to  witness  to  Jesus  Christ.  They  were  so  earnest 
in  this  mission  that  one  said,  "Woe  is  unto  me 
if  I  preach  not  the  gospel."  Every  Christian  was 
considered  a  missionary.  In  Acts  4:8  we  read  that 
"they  that  were  scattered  abroad  went  every- 
where preaching  the  word."  The  early  Chris- 
tians were  so  overjoyed  with  the  good  news  they 
had  to  tell  everyone  in  the  world. 

The  modern  church  to  a  lai'ge  extent  has  for- 
gotten its  central  purpose.  A  man  tells  of  going 
to  a  drugstore  to  have  a  prescription  filled.  The 
store  sold  sodas,  cosmetics,  bathing  caps  and 
cameras.  The  druggist  was  so  surprised  at  re- 
ceiving the  prescription  that  he  made  a  mistake 
in  filling  it.  In  like  manner  many  Christians  ap- 
pear not  to  know  why  the  church  exists.  Many 
would  not  recognize  New  Testament  Christianity 
if  they  saw  it.  In  the  average  church  hours  are 
spent  discussing  how  to  raise  the  church  budget 
but  little  or  no  time  is  spent  in  discussing  the 
means  of  leading  a  soul  to  Christ.  The  local  con- 
gregation places  more  emphasis  on  the  saving  of 
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itself  than  the  saving  of  the  world.  When  the 
support  of  missions  is  discussed  it  is  said  that 
missions  begin  at  home.  This  statement  is  essen- 
tially true  but  it  contains  a  touch  of  selfishness. 
In  reality,  the  majority  of  churches  which  give 
the  highest  per  cent  of  their  budget  to  missions 
have  the  least  trouble  in  meeting  local  expenses. 
As  Brethren  we  rejoice  in  the  advances  our  mis- 
sion board  is  making.  As  a  New  Testament 
church  we  give  them  our  whole  hearted  support. 

The  Brethren  Church  must  believe  that  it  can 
accomplish  its  purpose.  Recently  one  of  our 
Brethren  ministers  said,  "We  have  proclaimed 
the  Great  Commission  without  actually  living  in 
it."  A  few  weeks  ago  in  New  York  City  50,000 
members  of  a  certain  sect  met.  As  they  met  1,400 
converts  were  baptized.  This  group  is  only  100 


years  old.  We  may  attribute  such  things  to  thel' 
forces  of  evil  but  if  we  are  a  New  Testament  1 
Church    we   have   the    power   of   Almighty   God 
which  is  far  greater.  , 

The  Brethren  Church  can  expect  New  Testa- 
ment results:   (1)  As  it  continues  to  preach  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  (2)  As  it  has  love  for  a 
spiritually  sick  and  dying  human  race,  (3)  As  it( 
believes  that  the  power  of  God  is  working  today. 
The  early  Christians  did  not  look  at  their  prob- 
lems and  say,  "Look  what  the  world  is  coming! 
to."  Despite  their  problems  they  preached,  "Looki 
what  has  come  into  the  world."  As  we  Brethren! 
continue  to  preach  Christ  we  shall  see  a  victor-ij 
ious  church.

LETTER  FROM  JANE  BYLER 


October  5,   1955 


Dear  Ida: 


Although  I  am  literally  sitting  on  top  of  a  heap  of 
work  waiting  to  be  done,  I've  decided  all  the  rest  can 
wait  until  "manana"  while  I  write  off  a  long-over  due 
note  expressing  our  appreciation  for  the  goodwill  ex- 
pressed by  so  many  in  behalf  of  the  work  here. 

The  last  month  or  so  has  been  a  time  of  real  concern 
for  all  of  us,  but  we  are  glad  to  repoi-t  that  so  far  as  we 
can  ascertain,  none  of  our  Brethren  have  suffei'ed  any 
losses.    Fortunately,    most    believers    here    remain   outside 


the  ring  of  politics  and  most  of  our  folks,  like  we  did, 
remained  at  home  during  the  difficult  days.  In  all  parts 
of  the  capital  there  was  uneasiness,  and  so  when  the  rev- 
olution came,  it  was  not  too  great  a  surprise.  As  you  can 
imagine,  most  of  our  meetings  were  cancelled  and  only 
prayer  meetings  were  held  for  a  couple  of  weeks.  Now, 
however,  we  have  resumed  an  almost  regular  schedule 
of  services.  Mail — both  in  and  out — was  apparently  held 
up  for  some  days.  We  are  all  anxiously  awaiting  indica- 
tions of  the  new  government's  attitude  toward  evangel- 
icul  work. 

This  winter  weather  has  knocked  the  Bylers  down  in 
one-two-three  fashion.  First  David  was  in  the  British 
hospital  11  days  for  treatment  of  double  sinusitis  (he 
spent  his  sixth  birthday  there).  Then  I  had  a  strep  infec- 
tion in  my  throat  and  was  there  for  four  days.  David  was 
home  a  week  and  then  went  back  to  have  his  tonsils  out. 
That  was  last  Tuesday;  Friday  Susan  had  her's  out.  In 
the  meantime  Rob  was  sick  with  fever  and  bad  throat. 
He  will  have  his  tonsilectomy  as  soon  as  he  is  a  bit 
stronger. 

But  now  spring  is  coming  and  we're  all  looking 
forward  to  summer.  Betsy  is  lovely  and  "adorable"  in  the 
words  of  the  boys.  Susan  still  thinks  it's  too  good  to  be 
true  that  she  has  her  sister.

HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

THE  SELECTION  of  the  present  site  and  the  inspira- 
tion that  resulted  in  the  construction  of  the  church 
edifice  largely  resulted  from  the  work  of  Dr.  W  .S.  Bell, 
who  now  resides  in  Milledgville,  111.  The  acquisition  of 
the  site  about  April   1,   1941   took   phice  during  his  third 
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pastorate  in  this  city.  The  construction  was  planned  and 
completed   during   the   pastorate   of   Rev.   Vernon   Grisso. 

For  about  10  years  the  church  felt  the  great  need  of  an 
education  unit.  The  building  committee  shown  in  the  pic- 
ture (p.  9)  was  finally  appointed  by  the  Moderator  W.  H. 
Teeter.  Ground  breaking  took  place  on  Sunday  morning 
December  19,  1954,  but  the  actual  work  on  the  construc- 
tion was  not  begun  until  January  10,  1955.  This  is  nearly 
12  years  from  the  date  of  the  Dedication  of  the  chui'ch 
edifice;   the   Dedication   having  been  January   1/,  1943. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  three  of  the  members  of 
the  building  committee  who  supervised  the  erection  of 
the  present  edifice  are  still  with  us  today;  vis:  W.  Ray 
Yount,  Fred  Eccard,  Perry  Bowman. 

Sunday  School  classes  first  met  in  the  new  unit 
Sunday,  August  7th. 

The  new  addition  was  erected  at  an  approximate  cost 
of  $48,000.  Our  indebtedness  is  approximately  $25,000. 
May  the  spirit  which  has  always  actuated  our  church  be 
present  to  rally  us  to  the  cause,  and  soon  we  will  be  able 
to  burn  the  mortgage.

there  are  two  main  channels  of  operation.  The  home  and 
the  church.  "Take  care  of  the  lambs,  and  the  sheep  will 
take  care  of  themselves."  Home  training,  and  church  train- 
ing. Such  training  becomes  the  salt  of  society  and  the 
light  of  moral  and  civil  law. 

Train  a  child  in  the  home  and  church  to  have  respect 
for  parents,  for  God,  for  property,  for  duties — and  that 
child  will  be  fortified  in  future  years.  Train  a  child, that 
abuse  and  mis-use  of  the  body  is  sin  in  the  sight  of  God, 
and  you  have  guided  that  child  in  relations  to  other  young 
people.

7.  Omniscience.  This  is  the  quality  of  God's  perfect 
nowledge.  God  knows  all  things,  past,  present,  and  fu- 
ure,  whether  actual  or  possible.  This  is  a  God  worth 
laving.  Our  God  is  omniscient,  yet  this  perfect  and  eter- 
lal  quality  is  shared  by  His  Dear  Son.  John  2:24,  25;

8.  Omnipresence.  This  is  the  perfect  and  eternal  char-

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HOW  TO  vrsiT 

"OF  ALL  THE  WAYS  TO  BUILD  ATTENDANCE, 
NONE  IS  SO  SURE-FIRE  AS  GOOD  OLD-FASHIONED 
VISITATION."  Many  visitation  experts  insist  on  a  uni- 
form calling  procedure.  They  say  that  a  standard  plan 
prevents  unfortunate  occurrences.  Here  is  one  suggested 
formula  which  may  help  you. 

1.  Before  reaching  the  door,  pray.  No  formula  will 
work  without  prayer. 

2.  Introduce  yourself  as  soon  as  the  householder  comes 
to  the  door.  Do  not  enter  at  the  call  of  a  child. 

3.  Find  a  point  of  contact.  Be  kind  to  the  children. 
Compliment  the  home  or  furnishings.  Don't  overdo  talk 
about  the  weather. 

4.  Get  to  your  reason  for  calling  as  soon  as  possible. 
Don't  let  time  drag. 

5.  Avoid  controversial  subjects.  Avoid  criticism  of 
church  or  persons.  Keep  confidential  infonnation  sacred. 
Don't  gossip. 

6.  Be  alert  for  additional  information  about  the  family 
or  the  mention  of  names  of  other  prospects. 

7.  Be  enthusiastic  and  wholehearted  in  speaking  of 
your  pastor  and  work  of  the  church. 

8.  Don't  be  afraid  to  give  a  testimony  if  opportunity 
arises.   But  give  it  briefly,  sincerely. 

9.  Mention  special  features  of  your  Sunday  School — 
nursery  for  babies,  cradle  roll,  adult  classes,  or  home  de- 
partment. Invite  their  participation. 

10.  Make  arrangements  for  transportation  to  church 
if  the  family  lives  at  a  distance.  (Does  your  Sunday 
School  have  a  transportation  committee  ? 

11.  Leave  some  literature,  if  possible,  giving  more  in- 
formation on  church  and  Sunday  School.  This  will  serve 
as  a  reminder. 

12.  Leave  before  the  conversation  lags  or  the  people 
get  tired  of  you. 

13.  As  soon  as  possible  after  leaving,  jot  down  ac- 
quii'ed  information  on  the  visitation  card. 

14.  Return  the  card  to  the  proper  person. 

15.  KEEP  IN  CONTACT  WITH  THOSE  YOU  HAVE 
VISITED.  IT  IS  THE  CONTINUAL  CALLER  WHO 
GETS  RESPONSE.

WE  ARE  NOT  TO  GET  REVENGE  (Lev.  19:18; 
Rom.  12:17,  19).  To  return  evil  for  evil  is  forbid- 
den by  our  Lord  (Matt.  5:39-41).  He  is  our  Example  of 
forbearance  (Isaiah  53:7;  1  Peter  2:23).  He  rebuked 
James  and  John  for  having  the  spirit  of  revenge  (Luke 
9:54,  55).  Revenge  proceeds  from  a  spiteful  heart  (Ezek. 
25:15).  Such  was  the  spirit  of  the  conceited  Haman  who 
could  not  conceal  his  wounded  vanity  in  connection  with 
Mordecai  (Esther  5:12,  13).  In  Haman's  case  unbounded 
self-sufficiency  and  inordinate  self-esteem  brought  its 
own  disaster  (Prov.  16:18;  11:12).  We  are  not  to  fret 
because  of  evil  doers  nor  be  envious  against  the  workers 
of  iniquity  (Psalm  37:1).  If  we  cannot  win  them  from 
their  evil  ways,  they  will  soon  reap  what  they  have 
sown  (Psalm  37:2,  10).  We  ai'e  to  leave  them  to  God  to 
deal  with  in  judgment  (Psalm  37:7-10).  We  are  not  to 
be  jubilant  over  the  misfortune  of  our  enemies  (Prov. 
24:17,  18).  We  are  to  "see  that  none  render  evil  for 
evil"  (1  Thess.

Lesson   for   October  30,   1955 

JESUS  PROCLAIMS  HIS  MISSION 

Lesson:  Luke  4:16-24,  28-30 

THE  MIRACULOUS  BIRTH  of  our  Lord  implies  He 
had  also  a  miraculous  Life  and  Ministry.  Surely 
Jesus  Christ  must  have  had  a  unique  Mission  in  life  far 
beyond  the  ordinary.  The  entire  life  and  work  of  Jesus 
Christ  cannot  be  adequately  explained  apart  from  the 
miraculous.  He  was  no  ordinary  man;  nor  did  He  have 
an  ordinary  Mission  in  coming  into  the  world. 

At  the  baptism  of  Christ,  which  we  studied  in  last 
week's  lesson,  the  Spirit  of  God  descended  upon  Him. 
This  was  God's  sanction  or  seal  of  approval  upon  His 
Son.  It  was  also  the  time  when  Christ  was  anointed  of 
God  for  His  divine  work. 

Jesus  was  not  unaware  of  His  pui'pose  or  Mission  in 
life.  Even  as  a  lad  of  twelve  in  the  temple  He  knew  the 
necessity  of  being  about  His  Father's  business. 
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Following  Satan's  unsuccessful  attacks  in  the  wilder- 
ness, Jesus  set  about  to  begin  His  Mission  by  coming  "to 
Nazareth,  where  He  had  been  brought  up."  Nazareth!  Of 
all  places  for  the  Messiah  to  live.  Nathanael  had  asked 
the  question:  "Can  there  any  good  thing  come  out  of 
Nazareth?"  (John  1:46).  Yet  it  was  here  that  Jesus  came 
to  begin  His  public  ministry. 

Entering  into  the  synagogue  on  the  Sabbath  day,  as 
was  His  custom,  Jesus  read  from  Isaiah  61:1-2:  "The 
Spii'it  of  the  Lord  is  upon  Me,  because  He  hath  anointed 
Me  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor;  He  hath  sent  Me 
to  heal  the  brokenhearted,  to  preach  deliverance  to  the 
captives,  and  recovering  of  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at 
liberty  them  that  are  bruised,  to  preach  the  acceptable 
year  of  the  Lord." 

Then  He  delivered  what  is  perhaps  the  shortest  sermon 
He  ever  preached:  "This  day  is  this  Scripture  fulfilled 
in  your  ears."  He  needed  to  say  no  more.  His  words  were 
clearly  understood  by  all  the  astonished  people.  Could  it 
be  true  ?  Did  this  man  really  mean  to  imply  that  He  was 
the  promised  One  of  whom  Isaiah  spake  ?  This  man  ? 
Joseph's  Son? 

Yes  it  was  true.  Isaiah  was  speaking  of  Jesus  Christ 
the  promised  Messiah  and  His  Mission  in  the  world.  Jesus 
Christ  was  God's  Anointed  One,  even  as  the  word  "Christ" 
suggests.  He  was  sent  to  preach.  His  message  was  the 
"gospel" — the  good  news  from  God  concerning  salvation. 
He  was  not  only  sent  to  preach,  but  to  heal  and  to  de- 
liver as  well.  The  objects  of  His  love  and  compassion 
were  the  poor,  the  brokenhearted,  the  captives,  the  blind, 
and  the  bruised.  And  finally.  He  came  to  tell  the  people 
that   God's   time   of   favor   or   acceptance  was   at   hand. 

How  joyfully  the  people  of  Nazareth  must  have  re- 
ceived this  wonderful  news  of  new  hope  and  joy  and 
peace!  But  not  so!  Instead  we  read  that  they  were 
"filled  with  wrath,  and  rose  up,  and  thx'ust  Him  out  of 
the  city,  and  led  Him  unto  the  brow  of  the  hill  .  .  .  that 
they  might  case  Him  down  headlong"  (Luke  4:28-29). 

To  the  majority  of  the  people  of  Nazareth  the  Life  and 
Ministry  of  Jesus  Christ  had  no  meaning.  They  would 
not  hear.  They  missed  the  blessing.  Even  later  in  His 
ministry  when  Jesus  again  returned  to  Nazareth  they 
would  not  accept  Him.  During  His  stay  in  their  town, 
it  had  to  be  said:  "And  He  did  not  many  mighty  works 
there   because   of  their  unbelief"    (Matt.   13:58). 

Jesus  Christ  can  only  do  for  us  what  we  will  allow 
Him  to  do.  He  can  come  into  our  lives  and  bring  deliver- 
ance, and  hope,  and  peace.  Or,  like  the  citizens  of  His 
home  town,  we  can  turn  Him  away.  What  have  we  done 
in  the  past  ?  What  shall  we  do  ? 

Lesson  for  November  6,  1955 

JESUS   MEETS   HUMAN   NEEDS 

Lesson:  Luke  5:12-15,  27-32 

TT  HAS  BEEN  TRULY  said,  "All  the  world's  in  need  of 
a  friend."  Thank  God  for  faithful  friends  who  will  stay 
by  you  in  the  midst  of  the  storm!  However,  human  friend- 
ship has  its  limitations.  Even  the  closest  of  friends  have 
been  known  to  fail   at  crucial  times.   For  this  reason  we 
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must  look  beyond  earthly  friends  and  find  One  who  has 
promised  to  stick  "closer  than  a  brother"  (Prov.  18:24). 
This  One  is  Jesus  Christ  the  Friend  of  all. 

The  song  writer  has  expressed  his  sentiments  in  these 
words : 

"There's  not  a  friend  like  the  lowly  Jesus,  No,  not  one! 

no,  not  one! 
None  else  could  heal  all  our  soul's  diseases.  No,  not  one! 

no  not  one! 

No  friend  like  Him  is  so  high  and  holy,  No,  not  one,  no, 

not  one! 
And  yet  no  friend  is|  so  meek  and  lowly.  No,  not  one,  no, 

not  one! 

Jesus  knows  all  about  our  struggles.  He  will  guide  till  the 

day  is  done; 
There's  not  a  friend  like  the  lowly  Jesus,  No,  not  one!  no, 
not  one!" 

Jesus  is  a  Friend  of  all  mankind.  It  is  so  today.  It  was 
so   when  He  was  here   in  the  flesh. 

Jesus  was  a  Friend  to  all  those  in  need.  Our  lesson 
records  the  touching  story  of  Jesus  and  the  leper.  "A 
man  full  of  leprosy."  Not  much  hope  for  such  an  one! 
His  body  practically  eaten  away  with  this  loathsome,  life- 
consuming  disease.  And  yet  where  there  is  JESUS  there 
is  HOPE!  Lord,  if  Thou  wilt.  Thou  canst  make  me  clean." 

Here  was  an  individual  who  believed  in  the  power  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Is  that  sufficient?  No!  We  must  not  only 
believe  that  God  is  ABLE  to  help  us,  but  that  He  is 
WILLING  to  do  so.  To  believe  God  is  able  means  to  be- 
lieve in  His  power.  But  to  believe  God  is  willing  is  to  be- 
lieve in  His  love.  Both  are  necessary  if  we  would  be 
helped  of  God. 

What  did  Jesus  do  ?  "And  He  put  forth  His  hand,  and 
touched  him,  saying,  "I  will:  be  thou  clean."  Nothing  new 
here.  Jesus  often  touched  those  whom  He  healed.  But  was 
this  the  same?  Jesus  reached  forth  to  touch  the  contam- 
inated flesh  of  a  leper,  thus  rendering  Himself  ceremoni- 
ally unclean  according  to  the  Levitical  law.  Jesus  was 
willing  to  touch  the  untouchable.  The  one  from  whom 
others  shrank  in  horror. 

It  was  for  such  that  Jesus  came.  He  came  to  heal  the 
hopeless,  and  aid  the  helpless.  The  outcome  of  the  Mas- 
ter's touch  ?  "And  immediately  the  leprosy  departed  from 
him."  The  leper  found  Christ  to  be  a  Friend  of  the  out- 
cast and  the  downcast. 

We  stated  previously  that  Jesus  was  a  Friend  to  all 
those  in  need.  That  is  true.  The  leper  was  physically  sick 
and,  therefore,  in  need  of  help.  There  are  also  those  who 
are  spiritually  sick  and  who  need  help.  Such  an  one  was 
Levi  the  publican. 

The  leper  was  an  outcast  because  of  his  physical  con- 
dition; Levi  was  an  outcast  because  of  his  social  position. 
He  was  despised  by  those  of  his  own  race  because  he,  a 
Jew,  was  employed  by  the  hated  Romans.  He  was  despised 
by  the  Romans  because  he  was  a  Jew.  How  despei'ately 
he  needed  a  friend.  And  he  found  one  in  Jesus.  "Follow 
Me,"  said  Jesus  to  Levi.  "And  he  left  all  (his  money 
table,  his  possessions,  his  position,  his  past),  rose  up,  and 
followed  Him.  Levi  found  Christ  to  be  the  Friend  of  sin- 
ners. 
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Jesus  is  a  Friend  to  ail  those  in  need.  It  matters  n 
what  your  need  may  be,  Jesus  Christ  longs  to  be  yoi 
Friend.  A  Friend  to  the  lonely;  to  the  outcast;  to  tl 
downcast;  to  the  suffering;  to  the  sorrowing.  Prove  Hi; 
as  your  Friend  today!

MAKING  THE  MOST  OF  THE  SINGING  IN 
YOUTH  SERVICES 

YOUTH  SERVICES,  like  any  others,  need  good  sing 
ing  to  pep  up  the  meetings.  The  singing  and  specia 
music  of  every  sei'vice  is  just  as  much  an  act  of  worshi] 
and  praise  as  the  Scripture  reading,  the  prayer  and  th( 
message;  each  has  its  own  place  and  purpose  in  the  meet 
ing. 

Planning  is  just  as  necessary  for  this  portion  of  th< 
service  as  it  is  for  the  rest  of  the  meeting.  In  fact,  the! 
musical  part  of  the  program  "makes"  the  meeting,  partly 
because  it  comes  at  the  first  and  sets  the  pace  for  thel 
entire  progi-am. 

HAVE   A   CHOSEN    LEADER 

A  good  song  leader  can  do  wonders  to  get  a  meeting! 
off  to  the  right  start.  If  the  speaker  or  other  leaders  (or 
those  who  planned)  of  the  program  have  not  chosen  the 
choruses  and  hymns — or  perhaps  not  appropriate  ones — 
it  is  up  to  him  to  make  some  good  selections.  Every  good 
meeting  has  a  theme  and  a  purpose;  let  him  make  the 
selections  which  best  fit  the  occasion.  The  singing  will 
build  the  proper  spirit  for  the  occasion. 

The  leader  himself  should  not  only  know  how  to  lead 
singing  by  directing  it  from  the  front  of  the  room,  but 
he  should  have  the  proper  spirit.  Ability  without  sincer- 
ity is  empty;  it  rather  will  eventually  do  more  harm  than 
good.  He  must  know  when  to  put  "pep"  into  the  program 
by  leading  peppy  songs,  and  when  to  tone  the  meeting 
to  a  devotional  atmosphere.  Thei'e  are  choruses  and  hymns 
for  all  occasions — no  need  to  fear  that  the  "freedom" 
of  the  meeting  will  be  taken  away:  Freedom  is  felt  best 
when  everyone  is  of  the  same  mind,  thinking,  feeling  and 
singing  together.  If  the  theme  of  the  meeting  has  been 
adequately  advertised,  everyone  will  expect  to  adhere  to 
the   general   topic  of  the  evening. 

SING  GREAT   HYMNS 

Dessert  all  of  the  time  without  any  meat  and  potatoes 
becomes  pretty  stuffy.  The  same  thing  is  true  of  chorus 
singing.  I've  been  in  some  places  where  they  either  don't 
know  any  hymns,  or  they  are  too  lazy  to  pick  up  and 
read  a  hymnal  while  they  should  be  singing  some  good 
hymns.  While  some  choruses  carry  good  thoughts — 
usually  only  a  sentence  or  two — hymns  tell  a  complete 
message.  By  all  means,  wean  your  children  and  young 
people  away  from  too  much  chorus  singing. 

Let  them  get  the  tastei  of  really  great  hymns.  You  will 
discover  that  eventually  they  will  even  rather  sing  them 
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an  many  of  the  choruses  which  they  have  been  "doing 
death."  Many  of  the  choruses  we  sing  are  just  the  re- 
lin  of  good  hymns  anyway,  why  not  help  them  get  ac- 
ainted  with  the  whole  message  ?

Up 
id  down  we  go,  football  calesthenics  had  nothing  on  us, 
itil  it  seemed  we  were  getting  ready  to  run  a  race, 
i.ther  than  prepare  our  hearts  for  worshipping  the  Lord. 

HOW  YOU  SHOULD  SING 

Sing  joyfully.  Your  spirit  is  contagious — make  it  joy- 
lil.  You  have  something  to  sing  about  if  you  belong  to 
le  Lord — make  it  known!  "Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the 
ord."  Sit  up,  shoulders  back,  mouth  open  (and  someone 
ids  "throw  yourself  into  it!),  book  out  where  you  can 
;e  it.   Even   though   you  may  be  a  good    (or  even  pro- 

ssional)  singer,  perfection  of  performance  is  not  the 
lost  important  thing  when  you  are  singing  praises  unto 
od.  You  will  impress  your  neighbor  more  with  your  sin- 
jrity  than  your  technique. 

Sing  with  understanding.  Anyone  can  read  empty 
'ords;  it  takes  an  active  mind  to  digest  the  message  that 
5  being  read.  Think  the  words  as  you  sing  them;  the 
lessage  will  become  a  part  of  you  as  you  do! 

]  Sing  with  meaning.  Remember  that  you  are  "deliver- 
ing" this  message  to  someone,  even  though  he  too  is  sing- 
ng  it.  Is  it  worth  telling?  A  hymn  sung  without  feeling 
.11(1  meaning  as  ineffective  as  reading  your  testimony  to 
;onicone  else  in  order  to  win  him  to  Christ! 


Sing  with  conviction.  Let  the  Lord  get  a  hold  on  you 
n  this  hymn  just  as  you  should  let  the  sermon  or  the 
scripture  reading  get  hold  of  you.  If  you  haven't  had  an 
jxperience  with  the  Lord  until  the  meeting,  you  will  by 
the  time  it  is  through!

w/OU  WILL  NOTICE  in  this  special  issue  of 
■"■  The  Evangelist  in  which  the  Home  Mission 
)rogram  of  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Breth- 
ren Church  is  emphasized,  that  there  is  particular 
fmphasis  upon  the  "Advance  Program." 

It  is  well  pointed  out  that  the  minimum  goal 
j'to  hold  our  own"  is  $30,000.00.  If  advancement 
Is  to  be  made,  it  will  have  to  be  made  on  that  por- 
;ion  of  the  offering  which  exceeds  the  $30,000.00 
jmark.  Thus  the  Mission  Board  has  set  their  Ad- 
vance Goal  at  the  $50,000.00  mark. 

The  question  is  not  whether  or  not  we  can  make 
that  goal ;  the  real  question  is  whether  or  not  we 
can  afford  NOT  to ! 

In  terms  of  survival,  it  is  well  to  note  that  any 
'church,  or  denomination,  which  simply  "holds  its 
own"  is  going  to  go  backwards.  The  fruits  of  our 
experience  and  observation  convince  us  that  we 
must  produce  in  our  churches  a  10%  gain  in  mem- 
bership each  year  to  off-set  losses,  AND  THIS 
ONLY  TO  HOLD  OUR  OWN !  Any  net  gain  must 
be  achieved  by  more  than  the  minimum  10%. 

Your  Missionary  Board  realizes  this,  too>  and 
thus  they  are  launching  out  on  the  "Advance  Pro- 
gram." To  reach  more  of  the  lost  for  Christ,  to 
build  more  new  churches  and  establish  new  mis- 
sion groups,  it  will  take  your  gifts  ABOVE  the 
$30,000.00  "hold  our  own"  offering. 

Perhaps  you  are  one  who  has  been  wondering 
why  the  Missionary  Board  does  not  establish  more 
and  more  new  mission  groups.  Perhaps  you  have 
cited  instances  where  other  denominations  have 
made  tremendous  gains  in  new  churches,  and  won- 
dered why  our  own  Denomination  has  not  been 
able  to  keep  pace.  You  have  the  answer  in  your 
own  grasp. 

The  Missionary  Board  cannot  advance  any 
faster  in  launching  new  churches  than  the  Breth- 
ren permit  them  to  do.  An  army  cannot  advance 


against  the  enemy  if  insufficient  troops  and  sup- 
plies are  not  brought  up  from  the  home  base  to 
nourish  the  advancing  ranks.  Neither  can  a  na- 
tional Missionary  Board  of  a  denomination  ad- 
vance in  the  building  of  new  churches  and  the 
establishment  of  new  mission  groups  without  de- 
voted workers  and  money. 

Thus,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  answer  to  our 
Missionary  Board's  Advance  Program  rests  with 
the  Brethren  at  this  Thanksgiving  Season.  A  little 
figuring  will  reveal  that  an  average  offering  of 
$3.00  per  Brethren,  would  give  the  Missionary 
Board  thousands  of  dollars  over  their  goal  of 
$50,000.00.  Well,  you  may  ask,  "When  some  peo- 
ple give  so  much,  why  is  it  that  we  still  fall  short 
of  the  goal  ?"  The  answer  is,  that  for  the  average 
church,  it  is  still  a  very  small  percentage  of  the 
membership  that  contributes  to  the  offering. 
Check  your  figures.  Brethren,  your  church,  to 
meet  the  challenge  of  this  Advance  Program,  will 
need  to  give  a  Home  Mission  offering  of  3  times 
your  membership.  That  is,  a  church  with  125 
members  needs  to  give  $375.00.  A  wide-awake 
Missionary  Minded  Brethren  Church  will  give  far 
more  than  that  per  member,  to  make  up  for  those 
who  have  not  yet  caught  the  vision  of  Missions. 

Neither  can  we  ignore  Christ's  command  to  "Go 
into  all  the  world  with  the  Gospel."  We  believe  in 
the  Brethren,  that  when  it's  all  said  and  done, 
that  the  Missionary  Board  will  have  received  a 
Home  Mission  offering  which  will  tell  them,  "Go 
ahead  with  your  Advance  Program."  Is  that  what 
you  want  your  Missionary  Board  to  do? — W.  S.  B.

Bei^ond  Our  Reach   ? 


DR.  JOSEPH  R.  SHULTZ 


"And  when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld  the  city,  and 
wept  over  it."  (Luke  19:41). 


THIS  PASSAGE  OF  SCRIPTURE  portrays  the  scene 
of  Jesus'  weeping  over  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  a  city 
of  perhaps  20,000  people — 15,000  living  within  the  city 
limits  of  Jerusalem  itself.  Some  scholars  compute  a  larger 
population;  but,  of  course,  none  of  us  know  the  exact  size 
of  the  city.  At  best,  however,  Jerusalem  was  one  small 
city  in  comparison  to  our  sprawling  cities  of  today.  Yet 
Jesus  was  so  disturbed  over  the  people  of  the  city  that 
he  wept. 

The   Unreached 

In  the  territory  of  the  United  States  where  Brethren 
work  there  are  at  least  175  cities  as  large,  or  larger  than, 
Jerusalem  was  in  the  time  of  Jesus.  There  are  also  many 
small  communities  and  villages  in  this  same  territory — 
perhaps  800.  The  total  population  of  our  restricted  area  in 
the  United  States  is  approximately  28  million.  Add  to 
that  all  the  other  territories  and  mission  points  where  we 
have  opportunity  and  try  to  imagine  how  our  Lord  feels 
while  we  do  so  little  for  so  few. 

Beyond  Our  Reach 

Do  we  actually  visualize  our  true  territory?  Do  we 
have  the  passion  that  Jesus  possessed  ?  People  are  out 
beyond  our  present  reach  because  we  are  not  reaching 
far  enough.  Actually,  they  are  not  beyond  our  reach;  they 
are  beyond  where  we  now  reach.  Brethren  have  never  let 
their  reach  extend  to  its  full  limits. 

Because  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  because 
of  the  survival  of  the  Brethren  Church,  we  must  nurture 
new  churches  in  the  near  future.  And  one  of  the  best 
ways  to  do  this  is  to  begin  with  a  Sunday  school. 

Can  Be  Reached 

Brethren  people  could  in  the  immediate  future  start 
several   Sunday  schools.  Enlist  your  church  to  mother  a 


mission  station.  New  work  should  have  a  mother,  and  I 
good  mother  is  a  local  church. 

Once  a  church  agrees  to  start  and  sponsor  new  worli 
the  responsibility  is  hers. 

1.  Secure  the  workers — (a)  Elect  a  superintendent  fo;| 
each  mission  school.  He  should  be  warm-hearted,  inter 
ested,  and  possessed  with  a  compassion  for  people,  (b^ 
Enlist  and  elect  officers  and  teachers.  There  are  still  un- 
discovered woi'kers  on  the  rolls  of  Brethren  churches 
(c)  Perhaps  in  the  futui'e  it  will  be  possible  to  call  ani 
associate  pastor. 

2.  Select  a  meeting  place  and  provide  the  necessary  sup-^ 
plies  and  equipment — Many  of  our  present  churches  had  a 
very  meager  beginning.  Start  a  mission  point  and  somei 
day  a  New  Testament  church  will  be   the   result. 

3.  Adopt  policies — To  avoid  misunderstandings  there 
inust  be  a  definite  policy  concerning  offerings,  bills,  pur- 
chasing, etc. 

When  We  Extend  Our  Reach 

This  short  article  is  simply  an  appeal  for  us  to  length- 
en our  reach.  If  we  are  really  truthful  with  our  ability 
and  means,  we  will  admit  that  we  can  extend  our  arms 
to  many  people  on  the  outskirts  of  our  present  territory. 

Now,  here  is  that  unwelcomed  question  rearing  its  pesky 
head.  "What  is  my  church  doing  to  extend  its  reach  to 
those  out  beyond?"  Or,  better  still:  "What  have  I  done 
to  get  my  church  to  extend  its  reach?" 

As  Far  As  We  Can  Reach 

Our  strong  Lord  gave  the  command  that  we  are  to  go 
and  enlist  people  in  the  school  of  Christ.  Every  minister 
and  every  member  of  every  church  will  do  well  to  see  his 
community  as  Jesus  sees  it. 

Whenever  we  really  see  Jesus  weeping  over  our  terri- 
tory we  will  surely  do  our  part  to  make  Bible  study  avail- 
able for  everyone,  so  that  people  everywhere  may  know 
of  His  gi'eat  love  in  the  giving  of  His  Son:  Jesus,  our 
Christ.

In    The  Homeland

WHEN  WE  BEGIN  TO  CONSIDER  expansion  we  are 
prone  to  think  of  it  in  merely  its  physical  aspects. 
\nd  we  have  then,  perhaps,  purely  a  selfish  motive  in 
i^iew.  We  want  more  churches,  and  more  members  to  re- 
port. We  like  to  think  of  ourselves  as  part  of  a  growing 
brganization,  a  going  concern. 

I  have  heard  so  much  discussion  in  recent  days  that 
{amounted  to  no  more  than  a  "just  numbers"  that  it  has 
caused  me  to  rethink  my  own  motives  concerning  church 
expansion.  Now  I  am  not  criticizing  the  view  that  we 
want  more  churches  and  more  church  members.  This  is 
as  it  should  be.  But  this  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  the 
primary  motive  for  building  Churches.  Let's  think  about 
it  together  for  just  a  few  minutes. 

We  all  agree  first  of  all  that  Christ  has  commanded  us 
all  to  preach  and  teach.  Secondly,  we  agree  too  that  we 
are  not  called  to  preach  and  teach  a  certain  creed 
but  a  "way  of  life,"  for  we,  too,  are  follow- 
ers of  the  way.  Third,  we  know  that  the  gospel  is  for 
all  men,  not  for  just  our  own  particular  community. 
Fourth,  if  this  be  true,  then  our  call  is  always  to  extend 
ourselves  to  other  communities  as  well  as  in  our  own  com- 
munities. Now  if  this  is  God's  plan  and  God's  will,  then 
it  will  succeed.  Nothing  can  stop  it  from  succeeding  but 
one  thing — you  and  me. 

The  question  of  needing  to  expand  seems  to  me  to  be 
based  on  the  assumption  that  there  is  some  question  of 


need  involved.  It  is  true  that  we  need  an  ever-increasing 
amount  of  people  and  funds  to  cover  the  constant  growth 
of  our  denominational  efforts.  The  feeling  that  we  are 
becoming  "top  heavy"  in  our  work  together  is  a  growing 
feeling — our  local  churches  are  going  to  have  to  keep 
stepping  if  they're  going  to  keep  up.  I  am  sure  that  not 
one  of  us  desires  to  call  a  single  missionary  home  or 
hinder  the  work  that  is  expanding  so  successfully  on 
every  front — but  it  does  mean  that  more  people  and  funds 
are  needed  to  carry  on  this  program.  But  if  this  is  the 
only  reason  we  preach  expansion  then  we  may  gain  a  few 
new  churches  and  few  new  members,  but  in  the  Kingdom 
of  God  it  is  doomed  for  failure. 

The  first  and  only  important  reason  for  expansion  is 
that  souls  may  be  won  and  that  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
(secondarily  the  Brethren  Chui'ch),  might  grow.  If  this  is 
our  motive  then  nothing  can  stand  in  our  way — We  will 
expand.  If  we  are  not  expanding,  if  new  churches  are 
not  being  started  as  fast  you  think  it  should  be,  I  am  sure 
God  is  not  to  blame  for  He  will  not  support  a  cause 
which  is  not  His. 

There  is   only   one  way  to  expand:   Get  in   God's  will, 
hear  His  call,  and  answer  it.  I  am  convinced  that  on  the 
major  premises  we  are  in  God's  will.  We  have  all  heard 
the  call — there  is  but  one  more  thing  to  do — answer  it- 
Berlin,  Penna.

A  PENNY  PORTRAIT  OF  KENTUCKY 

,  (Written    by    Mrs.   Orville   Penny,    worker   at    Krypton, 
Centucky) 

I Y/HEN  FACED  WITH  THE  PROBLEM  of  how  to  re- 
iW  construct  our  lives  as  the  necessity  of  leaving  our 
l/Iissouri  farm  came,  the  question  was,  "What  shall  we 
iio?"  We  felt  that  the  answer  lay  somewhere  within  the 
■ealm  of  the  church,  as  that  was  where  our  greatest  en- 
oyment  lay.  After  asking  God's  guidance,  we  answered 
Brother  Drushal's  appeal  for  workers  in  the  Gospel  Mes- 
jienger  and  soon  found  ourselves  making  positive  plans  to 
jpend  some  time  in  Kentucky.  Developments  were  such 
l;hat  we  are  sure  God  led  us  to  this  place. 

On  a  rainy  day  in  August  1954  we  drove  into  the  River- 
side campus,  and  a  new  life  began  for  us.  By  the  end  of 
the  second  week  of  school,  we  were  adjusted  to  a  com- 
munity system  which  included  school,  church  and  home 
life. 

We  were  quite  busy  as  the  entire  family  was  in  school. 
Orville's  days  were  spent  in  mechanical,  electrical,  and 
general  repair  work,  in  his  role  as  maintenance  man.  He 
supervised  boys'  outdoor  work  each  evening  after  school 
and  on  Saturdays.  After  Thanksgiving  it  was  necessary 
for  Orville  to  teach  two  classes  in  manual  training.  Some 
interesting  projects  were  refinishing  furniture,  building 
eight  typewriter  tables  and  students'  individual  projects. 

As  I  had  always  enjoyed  school  work,  the  adjustment 
to  teaching  English  and  public  school  music  was  an  inter- 
esting experience. 

Our  religious  work  on  the  campus  consisted  of  Sunday 
school  class  teaching  and  church  choir  work.  The  Easter 
program  given  by  the  choir  assisted  by  a  reader  was  in- 
spiring. It  was  a  privilege  to  work  with  people  who  were 
enthusiastic  in  their  praise  of  God.  We  feel  that  we  re- 
ceived miich  more  than  we  were  able  to  contribute  in  a 
religious  program,  as  we  served  with  these  consecrated. 
Christian  people  who  made  up  the  staff. 

Very  near  to  our  hearts  is  the  Leatherwood  Commun- 
ity, where  we  had  Sunday  school  services  each  Sunday 
afternoon  in  their  school  house.  It  was  sad  to  realize  there 
would  be  no  more  services  for  the  fifteen  to  thirty-five 
attendants  just  because  there  are  too  few  workers.  This 
community  is  a  delightful  mountain  hollow,  pioneered  by 
workers  who  have  gone  before.  We  enjoyed  many  visits 
in  these  mountain  homes. 

Home  is  an  intangible  spiritual  relationship.  How  to 
leave  our  "faiTn,  house  and  things"  and  bring  our  home 
was  a  very  definite  part  of  our  planning.  For  that  reason 
each  of  us  brought  those  things  which  would  help  us  feel 
at  home  in  a  new  place.  We  found  that  our  home  at  River-

side  enlarged  to  receive  other  students  who  came  to  share 
toys,  pictures  and  affection. 

We  shall  always  remember  the  eight-year-old  girl  who 
made  her  home  with  us  from  Thanksgiving  until  school 
closed.  We  feel  that  Edwin  and  Judith,  our  children,  have 
contributed  a  very  worth  while  part  to  our  work  as  they 
have   cooperated  in   and   shared   our  responsibilities. 

After  much  prayer  and  consciousness  of  God's  guidance, 
we  decided  to  continue  our  work  among  those  whom  we 
have  learned  to  love,  the  mountain  people  who  need  fur- 
ther development  to  become  an  indigenous  church  in  fol- 
lowing  God's   plan  of  stewardship   and   commissions. 

It  is  with  memories  of  a  happy  and  satisfying  experi- 
ence at  Riverside  that  we  begin  a  new  year  at  Krypton. 
We  ask  an  interest  in  your  prayers  and  we  pray  that 
God  will  lead  in  every  venture.

PROGRESS    AT    NEWARK,    OHIO 


EIGHTEEN  MONTHS  should  be  a  long  enough  period 
to    demonstrate     the     possibilities     of    developing    a 
Brethren  Church  in  a  new  field.  It  has  been  that  long 
a  time   since   The   Missionary   Board  placed    this    Pastor 
in  a  newly  developed  suburb  in  the  west.  Mound  Builders, 
section  of  Newark,  Ohio. 

Subsequently,  The  Missionary  Board  moved  to  Newark 
its  28x36  foot  portable  Armco  Steelox  Chapel  unit, 
equipped  it  with  washrooms,  automatic  gas  furnace,  and 
ninety-two  new  folding  steel  chairs  and  a  pulpit. 

Sunday,  March  28th,  1954,  a  worship  service  was  con- 
ducted in  the  home  of  one  of  the  families,  when  ten  at- 
tended, who  were  members  of  four  families.  Now,  we  have 
the  active  cooperation  of  ten  families,  and  six  other  fam- 
ilies are  represented  in  occasional  attendance  and  finan- 
cial support.  The  average  attendances  for  the  third  quar- 
ter of  1955  were:  Church  School,  21;  Worship  Service, 
24;  Sunday  evening  Service,  10. 

Church  School  and  Worship  Services  were  held  in  a 
club  room  of  Newark's  new  YMCA  building  until  The 
Chapel  was  dedicated,  Oct.  24th,  1954.  Sunday,  May  15th, 
1955,  a  permanent  Church  organization  was  set  up  with 
a  Charter  Roll  of  twenty-five  members.  Four  of  these 
came  by  baptism  and  the  remainder  by  letter.  At  this 
writing,  (Oct.  19th)  a  mother  and  high  school  age  daugh- 
ter await  baptism.  Ten  subscriptions  to  The  Brethren 
Evangelist  are  received  by  families  connected  with  The 
Chapel. 

Before  regular  services  were  begun,  March  28,  1954,  a

(Ofttimes  the  past  history  has 

cast  a  stigma  upon  the  church  which  can  be  removed  only 

by  much  prayer  and  hard  work. 

Although  we  are  not  unmindful  of  all  the  conditions 
that  tend  to  make  home  mission  churches  as  they  are,  we 
do  insist  that  they  must  grow  in  stewardship,  assuming 
greater  responsibility  for  their  own  continuation  from 
year  to  year;  therefore  we  decrease  the  support  from  the 
Missionary  Board  annually  unless  there  is  a  special  reason 
to  continue  without  reducing  the   support.

,  A  SMALL  MISSION  BUILDING  was  erected  by  Rev- 
^'\  erend  A.  L.  Garber  in  1938,  so  that  the  people  in  an 
inchurched  community  might  receive  Christian  preaching 
,nd  teaching.  After  Reverend  Garber's  death,  the  build- 
ng  was  deeded,  by  his  daughters,  Mrs.  L.  L.  Burns  and 
tlrs.  B.  F.  Zercher,  to  the  Park  Street  Brethren  Church 
n  Ashland. 

This  small  building  is  situated  on  the  east  side  of  Ash- 
and  in  a  well-populated  section,  where  there  is  no  other 
church;  consequently  there  is  much  need  for  Christian 
[workers,  and  the  area  offers  considerable  opportunity  for 
growth. 

For  some  time,  the  mission  was  served,  part  time,  by 
students  from  Ashland  Seminary — William  Fells,  Kenneth 
Solomon,  Horace  Huse,  and  Kenneth  Howard.

When  we  wei'e  at  Lost  Creek  everyone  was  eagerly 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Dorman  Ronk  on  the  field  to 
begin  the  building  of  the  new  parsonage  and  chapel-class- 
room building.  Since  then  this  work  has  started.  The  great 


need  at  Lost  Creek  now  is  for  teachers  in  the  grade 
school  and  high  school  to  relieve  some  of  the  tremendous 
burden  which  is  upon  the  present  workers. 

With  the  coming  of  the  Pennys  to  Krypton,  Miss  Low- 
ery  has  been  relieved  of  a  part  of  the  task  that  has  been 
hei's  alone  in  that  area.  Krypton  is  a  fertile  field  for  the 
Lord's  work,  as  was  shown  by  the  large  numbers  of  chil- 
dren present  at  the  three  services  we  conducted  there.

"THE  WORLD  IS  GONE 


ff 


"I  WILL  KNOCK  at  the  front  door  of  your  house 
tomorrow  morning  at  eight  o'clock.  I  will  have  other 
men  with  me  and  at  that  time  I  want  the  keys  to 
your  house.  You  must  leave  your  home  and  keep 
going  until  you  have  crossed  the  Mississippi 
River.  Don't  try  to  come  back  if  you  value  your 
life.  Take  only  what  you  can  easily  carry  because 
you  have  a  long  trip  ahead  of  you  on  foot."  None 
of  you  have  ever  heard  this  said  before,  or  if  we 
have  it  was  only  part  of  a  joke.  But  if  a  war 
would  ever  be  fought  on  our  soil,  it  could  hap- 
pen to  you.  Incidents  like  the  one  above  did  occur 
in  Yugoslavia  during  the  last  war  and  the  mes- 
sengers were  not  kidding  about  what  they  said. 
The  Communists  were  constantly  driving  out  the 
"Volkdeutsche,"  better  described  as  German  de- 
scendants. Even  though  it  had  been  200  years 
since  the  family's  ancestors  came  from  Germany, 
they  were  considered  as  enemies  and  driven  from 
their  homes  with  no  place  to  go. 

It  would  cause  a  lot  of  heart-aches  and  sick- 
ness inside  if  we  Americans  had  to  leave  our 
shiny  new  automobiles,  or  that  new  living-room 
carpet,  or  that  just  paid-for  home  overnight, 
with  no  hope  of  seeing  them  again  and  no  money 
to  replace  their  value.  It  is  only  by  the  grace  of 
God  that  such  things  did  not  happen  to  us,  be- 
cause those  people  in  Europe  are  just  as  deserv- 
ing of  a  comfortable  life  as  we  are. 

But  the  question  is  this:  "How  would  you  re- 
act with  relation  to  God  in  a  situation  where 
everything  you  have  is  taken  from  you?"  Let's 
look  at  a  picture  of  the  way  we  are  presently  liv- 
ing our  lives  as  given  by  St.  John  in  chapter  12. 


This  sermon  was  delivered  at  the  Fair  Haven  Brethreri 
Church  on  September  18,  1955.  I  am  not  sure  that  I  would 
call  this  my  favorite  sermon  and  it  is  probably  not 
my  best.  But  I  am  sure  that  it  represents  some  thoughts' 
that  are  foremost  in  my  mind,  prompted,  of  course,  byt 
my  recent  trip  to  a  refugee  camp  in  Austria  this  pastj 
summer,  I  learned  to  admire  the  faith  of  those  people 
and  I  wonder  if  we  "comfortable"  Christians  would  remain 
as  true  to  our  Creator  as  we  think  now  that  we  would,

Verses  12-19  are  known  to  us  as  the  Palm  Sun-| 
day  account,  Jesus  rode  into  Jerusalem  on  that 
glorious  day  with  all  the  splendor  of  a  victorious ! 
king.  Children  and  adults  alike  laid  flowers,  palm 
branches,  and  garments  in  the  path  of  our  Lord. 
They  cried  out  "Hosanna:  Blessed  is  the  King  of 
Israel  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord." 
THAT  is  the  picture  of  us.  Even  though  we  have 
minor  troubles,  for  most  of  us  everything  is  go- 
ing well.  We  praise  God  with  a  loud  Hosanna  be- 
cause  of   His   many   gifts   and   goodness   to   us. 

But  then  John  tells  us  of  some  more  action 
that  was  taking  place  on  that  day  of  Triumphal 
Entry,  Certain  Pharisees  were  standing  in  the 
background  and  not  entering  into  the  celebra- 
tion. The  scene  before  them  displeased  them 
greatly  because  they  were  trying  to  stir  up  en- 
mity against  Christ  and  what  they  saw  was  in 
exact  opposition  to  their  plans,  John  relates,  "The 
Pharisees  therefore  said  among  themselves,  'Per- 
ceive ye  how  ye  prevail  nothing?  behold,  the 
world  is  gone  after  him,'  "  This  is  one  time  when 
we  see  Satan  with  a  worried  look  on  his  face. 
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The  Pharisees  were  puzzled  because  they  were 
not  persuading  these  people  to  hate  Jesus.  Rather 
they  were  praising  Him  and  calling  Him  a  king. 
The  Pharisees  were  willing  to  throw  in  the  towel 
and  call  it  quits.  They  lamented,  "The  world  is 
gone  after  him."  You  know  as  well  as  I  that  there 
really  was  nothing  for  them  tO'  worry  about  be- 
cause the  world  didn't  go  very  far  after  him. 
They  only  went  when  times  were  good.  Soon  they 
were  shouting,  "Crucify  Him."  Times  had 
changed  and  they  forgot  about  the  praise  that 
was  in  their  hearts.  They  forgot  about  Jesus,  the 
King.  They  were  gone  once  again,  but  this  time 
it  was  "against  Jesus"  instead  of  following  "af- 
ter Him." 

Our  present  times  of  living  can  be  compared  to 
the  time  when  the  crowd  is  shouting  out,  "Praise 
Him."  Nothing  harmful  or  destructive  is  pressing 
down  upon  us.  We  are  willing  to  give  God  praise, 
claiming  Him  to  be  our  leader  and  guide  of  life. 
But  think  once  again  of  the  refugee  and  let  his 
mind  be  your  mind  for  a  moment.  He  has  two  pos- 
sible ways  to  look  at  God  when  he  has  just  been 
driven  from  his  home  by  an  enemy. 

In  the  first  place  he  might  think  that  God  is  to^ 
blame  for  permitting  such  a  war  to  take  place. 
He  will  find  it  difficult  to  detect  the  love  of  God 
when  his  own  flesh  and  blood  is  scattered  and 
often  killed.  If  that  is  the  way  he  reasons,  he  be- 
comes not  only  a  refugee  from  his  native  country 
but  worse  yet,  a  refugee  from  God.  As  you  read 
this  you  are  thinking  that  you  would  never  turn 
your  back  on  God  in  such  a  manner.  But  remem- 
ber, most  of  us  have  never  had  our  faith  and 
trust  in  God  put  to  quite  as  severe  a  test.  Just 
how  strong  is  your  confidence  in  God? 

In  the  second  place  the  refugee  might  reason 
as  you  and  I  think  we  would  reason,  "Our  only 
hope  is  God  who  gave  us  life  and  sustains  us." 
We'll  pray  to  Him  for  strength."  This  is  the  an- 
swer to  be  given  by  true  disciples  of  Christ.  Dur- 
ing Holy  Week  the  eleven  faithful  disciples  re- 
mained true  and  did  not  shout  "Crucify  Him" 
just  because  the  rest  of  the  crowd  was.  Although 
they  were  often  forgetful  and  unmindful  of  what 
Jesus  had  told  them,  they  stayed  by  his  side  and 
followed  His  leading. 

Many  refugees  have  given  God  the  same  an- 
swer. Even  though  they  have  had  to  live  in  ter- 
rible conditions  for  over  ten  years,  they  do  not 
blame  God  for  the  rotten  effects  of  war  because 
they  know  it  was  man's  sin  that  has  brought  it 
upon  them.  They  still  have  faith  and  hope  in  God 
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and  believe  in  prayer.  While  we  lived  in  a  refugee 
camp  in  Austria  this  summer,  our  alarm  clock 
every  morning  at  six  v^/as  the  bell  on  top  of  the 
refugee  church.  And  then  as  we  went  to  break- 
fast every  morning  at  6:20  we  would  see  many 
women  on  their  way  to  the  chapel  for  prayer  and 
worship.  A  few  years  ago  they  had  lost  every- 
thing— but  they  did  not  permit  themselves  to 
lose  God. 

We  are  living  in  "Triumphal  Entry"  conditions. 
It  is  easy  for  us  to  praise  God  because  everything 
is  going  so  well  and  we  have  more  than  what  we 
need.  But  in  a  split-second  become  a  refugee. 
THINK!  What  would  your  reaction  be  after  sev- 
eral years  of  uncomfortable,  distasteful  living.  If 
you  are  sincere  in  your  present  life,  rest  assured 
that  the  testing  will  only  be  a  time  of  strength- 
ening. But  if  you  are  insincere  when  tim.es  are 
good,  you  will  find  yourself  with  the  rowdy  crowd 
crying  out  "Crucify  Him.  Get  rid  of  God." 

We  need  desperately  to  learn  to  value  the  ful- 
ness of  Christ.  Be  conscious  and  respond  to  the 
perfectness  and  completeness  of  his  love  and  con- 
cern for  you.  Dr.  Guthrie  may  help  us  in  this  en- 
deavor. "I  have  found  it  an  interesting  thing  to 
stand  on  the  edge  of  a  noble  rolling  river,  and  to 
think,  that  although  it  has  been  flowing  on  for 
six  thousand  years,  watering  the  fields,  it  shows 
no  sign  of  waste  or  want;  and  when  I  have 
watched  the  rise  of  the  sun,  as  it  shot  above  the 
crest  of  the  mountain,  I  have  wondered  to  think 
that  it  has  melted  the  snows  of  many  winters, 
and  renewed  so  many  summers,  and  ripened  the 
golden  harvests  of  so  many  autumns,  and  yet 
shines  as  brilliant  as  ever,  its  eye  not  dim,  nor 
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its  natural  strength  abated.  Yet  what  are  these 
but  images  of  the  fulness  that  is  in  Christ?" 

It  isn't  often  that  we  are  called  to  serve  Jesus 
Christ  in  undesirable  circumstances.  But  if  such 
is  the  case,  don't  fail  Him.  He  is  able  and  willing 
to  help.  It  is  necessary  to  love  what  you  have 
and  what  you  are,  but  always  remember  to  love 
Christ  more  than  these  wherever  you  m.ight  be 
and  under  every  condition. 


The  Pharisees  were  exactly  correct  when  thej 
said  "The  world  is  gone  ..."  The  world  is  alwaytj 
going,  always  moving,  always  changing.  Some  art! 
going  after  Christ  and  some  are  going  away  from 
HimTBut  yet  they  are  going.  Become  personally 
acquainted  with  your  Lord  so  that  you  know  His 
leading  and  love  for  you.  If  you  ever  do  become  a 
I'efugee,  be  very  sure  you  are  a  refugee  from 
your  worldly  possessions  and  not — a  refugee  from 
God.

Lesson  for  November  13,  1955 
JESUS  TEACHES  HOW  TO  LIVE 

Lesson:  Luke  6:27-38  i 

TN  ORDER  TO  LEARN  how  to  live,  one  must  first  be  I 
alive.  It  is  true  the  Bible  deals  with  principles  by' 
which  men  are  to  live.  It  is  also  true,  however,  that  first 
of  all  the  Bible  would  declare  that  dead  men  must  be 
made  alive  before  they  can  be  taught  rules  of  right  living. 
We  are  instructed  by  Paul:  "As  ye  have  therefore  re- 
ceived Christ  Jesus  the  Lord,  so  walk  ye  in  Him"  (Col. 
2:6).  Thus,  life  comes  from  Christ  by  receiving  Him  into 
the  heart. 

We  have  said  all  that  in  order  to  say  this:  Today's  lesson 
cannot  be  appropriated  by  ungodly  men  and  women  of 
the  world  as  principles  by  which  to  live.  FOR  THEY 
HAVE  NO  SPIRITUAL  LIFE!  This  lesson  applies  only 
to  the  believer,  for  Jesus  spake  these  words  to  His  dis- 
ciples (Luke  6:20).  This  is  directed  to  all  who  have  re- 
ceived life  from  Christ  Jesus  in  order  that  they  might 
know  how   to   live. 

Jesus  would  teach  us   the    Principle    of    Love.    Whom 

should  we  love?  We  should  love  our  enemies  (vs.  27); 
love  those  who  would  curse  and  despitefully  use  us  (vs. 
28);    love    those    who   would    smite   us   or   steal   from   us 
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i^s.  29).  Does  this  mean  Christian  love  is  limited  to  that 
hich  we  have  mentioned  ?  Not  so !  In  giving  these  ex- 
(nples  Christ  would  teach  the  necessity  of  loving  all 
len. 

How  may  we  express  our  love  ?  By  doing  "good  to 
lem  which  hate"  us  (vs.  27);  by  blessing  them  that 
urse  us  (vs.  28);  by  praying  earnestly  for  the  ones  who 
rould  attempt  to  use  us  despitefully  (vs.  28);  by  refus- 
ag  to  retaliate  when  someone  uses  force  to  achieve  his 
nds  (vs.  29);  and  by  maintaining  our  silence  when  we 
vould  be  prone  to  judge  our  neighbor  (vs.  37). 

Why  should  we  love  ?       First,  because  we  expect  to  be 
oved.  Jesus  said:  "And  as  ye  would  that  men  should  do 
;o  you,  do  ye  also  to  them  likewise"  (vs.  31).  Secondly, 
)y  so  loving  we  are  following  the  example  of  Jesus  who 
oved   the     unlovely,    the     unkind,    and    the    unthankful. 
Thirdly,  we  should  love  because  some  day  God  will  judge 
as  according  to  the  way  we  have  treated  others  (vs.  38). 
When  should  we  love  our  neighbor?  We  have  but  one 
opportunity — and  that  is  NOW!  Many  Christians  are  put- 
ting off  TODAY  what  they  will  never  have  opportunity 
to  do  TOMORROW.  We  must  "redeem  the  time"   (liter- 
ally,  "buy  up   the   opportunity").   We   must  "work  while 
it  is  day."  Some  will  pass  our  way  today  never  to  pass 
again.  If  there  is  ever  a  time  to  demonstrate  the  prin- 
ciple of  Love  to  our  fellowmen,  it  is  NOW!  THE  WORLD 
IS  STARVING  FOR  WANT  OF  A  PRACTICAL  MANI- 
FESTATION   OF    DIVINE    LOVE    BY     THOSE     WHO 
PROFESS   THE   NAME   OF  CHRIST! 

Jesus  said:  "Every  tree  is  known  by  his  own  fruit" 
(Luke  6:44).  What  kind  of  fruit  are  we  bearing  before 
the  world?  Do  we  manifest  to  all  the  world  the  new  life, 
we  have  received  in  Christ?  Or,  when  looking  upon  us, 
does  the  world  see  thorns  and  thistles  ? 

"Can  the   world  see   Jesus   in  you? 
Does   your  love  for  Him   ring  true. 
And  your  life   and   service  too?

ORGANIZE  YOUR  ORGANIZATION 

ONE  OF  THE  BIG  REASONS  we  have  some  difficulty 
in  keeping  our  young  people's  meetings  functioning 
efficiently  is  that  we  have  failed  to  take  into  considera- 
tion good  organization.  A  machine  or  a  body  must  have 
working  parts,  all  functioning  together  at  the  same  time 
for  the  good  of  the  whole.  Without  the  parts  nothing 
could  be  accomplished. 

THE  SAME  IS  TRUE  of  any  young  people's  body.  They 
come,  they  sit  together,  sing  together,  and  they  go  away. 
But  someone  has  to  do  the  necessary  carrying  out  of  de- 
tails. Sometimes  organization  helps  to  bring  out  quali- 
ties and  abilities  which  heretofore  have  been  lying  dor- 
mant. 

CHOOSE  YOUR  LEADERS:  WARNING! 

Good  leaders  and  committee  members  must  be  chosen — 
they  won't  volunteer,  except  for  special  favored  tasks. 
The  individual  (s)  who  chose  the  leaders  (or  helpers) 
must  make  sure  that  the  ones  chosen  are  of  the  right 
spirit  and  must  have  the  ability  to  carry  out  the  desig- 
nated tasks.  For  instance,  it  would  be  a  fiasco  to  choose 
me  to  draw  a  poster;  but  I  could  and  would  take  on  va- 
rious other  tasks  for  the  advancement  of  my  organiza- 
tion. 

Be  ready  for  a  quick  refusal  or  cautious  reluctance. 
Few  seem  to  like  the  idea  of  being  given  a  job  to  do. 
Try  to  help  the  individual  to  see  that  he  is  the  one  to 
fulfill  the  task,  and  to  see  that  it  is  urgent.  Help  him 
to  understand  that  it  is  a  call  of  the  Lord  to  do  it  for 
Him,  not  for  you.  (By-the-way,  make  sure  that  that  is 
the  case!)  Remember  that  the  minister's  popularity  as  a 
preacher,  a  public  speaker  and  entertainer  is  backed  up 
with  many,  many  hours  of  behind-the-scene  preparation 
and  working  out  of  myriads  of  details.  We  might  as  well 
start  right  here  to  see  that  the  Lord  is  glorified  in  ALL 
things  that  we  do! 

THE  LEADER  AND  COMMITTEES 

THE  LEADER,  whether  president  or  some  other  chosen 
title  (maybe  the  youth  director),  must  start  the  progress 
by  appointing  cai-efully  a  handful  of  special  workers.  He 
must  avoid  making  choices  for  all  committees,  simply  be- 
cause his  knowledge  is  limited  as  to  the  abilities  of  all 
members,  and  he  must  avoid  criticism  for  trying  to  "run 
the  whole  thing."  Let  him  pass  on  to  others  the  I'espon- 
sibility  of  helping  to  set  up  the  entire  organization. 

What  we  are  trying  to  say  is,  the  leader  should  appoint 
a  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES.  These  selected  indi- 
viduals should  have  the  task  of  appointing  the  members 
to  other  workable  committees.  After  the  other  committees 
have  been  chosen,  the  Committee  on  Committees  should 
be  found — having  volunteered — on  various  other  commit- 
tees. This  should  be  the  case  because  after  the  other  com- 
mittees have  been  appointed,  the  Committee  on  Commit- 
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tees  hasn't  much  to  do  except  keep  the  record  of  com- 
mittees. It  this  committee  sets  the  example,  others  will 
more  willingly  accept  the  responsibility.  The  president 
or  leader  must  act  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Committees  in  order  that  he  might  work  in  cooperation 
with  them.  This  eliminates  his  "running  everything"  or 
their  "going  over  his  head"  in  choosing  popular  commit- 
tee members. 

The  secretary  may  be  a  regular  member  of  the  pub- 
licity committee. 

The  vice-president  may  act  as  the  chairman  of  the 
membership  committee  or  the   program  committee. 

Committee   Meetings 

Committees  should  meet  before  every  business  meeting. 

They  should  be  conducted  in  a  business-like  manner  with 
a  secretary  taking  down  notes.  The  chairman  will  be  ex- 
pected to  give  a  report  at  the  business  meeting.  By  meet- 
ing before  every  business  meeting,  the  notes  will  be  fresh 
in  the  mind  of  the  chairman,  and  an  atmosphere  of  se- 
riousness and  urgency  will  direct  the  whole  program. 

DUTIES   OF  THE   COMMITTEES 

Program:  Plans  the  Sunday  evening  meetings  accord- 
ing to  the  quarterly,  monthly  and  weekly  theme.  They 
decide  the  procedure  of  the  meetings  and  assign  the  lead- 
ers. This  should  be  done  far  enough  in  advance  so  that 
the  leaders  wall  not  feel  under  too  much  pressure.  They 
will  check  with  the  leaders  before  meetings  to  discover 
how  the  plans  for  the  meetings  are  developing.  They  de- 
termine the  success  of  the  meetings  and  make  sugges- 
tions for  changes  in  approach  and  emphasis  as  needed. 
They  also  make  appointments  with  speakers,  religious 
movies  and  special  programs. 

Service:  Projects  and  activities  are  their  main  concern. 
As  is  indicated  by  the  name,  they  find  out  in  what  ways 
they  may  be  of  service  to  the  church — as  a  group,  not  as 
a  committee — and  report  their  findings  to  the  gi"oup  after 
conferring  with  the  minister,  the  Sunday  School  super- 
intendent. Laymen's  president,  president  of  the  W.  M.  S., 
etc.  They  not  only  report  the  findings,  but  lay  out  plans 
for  service  through  activities.  They  may  present  and  pro- 
mote projects  for  the  group  in  the  local  church.  This  is 
a  vital  committee  indeed! 

Lookout:  It  is  their  duty  to  be  concerned  about  the 
present  and  future  of  their  organization.  Absentees,  vis- 
itors and  prospective  members  are  their  responsibility. 
They  send  cards  and  letters  to  the  absentees  and  pros- 
pective members  to  bring  them  back  again  or  to  win  them 
to  full  membership.  They  also  make  phone  calls  and  give 
invitations  (let's  not  limit  this  task  to  the  lookout  com- 
mittee alone!) 

Publicity:  Sometimes  the  lookout  and  publicity  com- 
mittee are  combined,  especially  when  the  organization  is 
small.  The  publicity  committee  is  just  as  its  name  indi- 
cates: letting  everyone  in  on  the  know  of  things.  If  there 
is  a  party,  they  take  the  responsibility  of  advertising  it. 
Having  conferred  with  the  program  committee,  they  let 
the  information  out  to  the  entire  group.  Along  with  the 
lookout  committee,  they  contact  outsiders  and  visitors. 

Theirs  is  the  responsibility  of  keeping  a  bulletin  board, 
handing   announcements   to   the   church    secretary  for  the 


Sunday  calendar,  and  send  cards  and  notes  notifying  men 
bers  of  special  activities.  They  see  that  posters  and  otht 
forms  of  announcements  atti'act  the  attention  of  all  coi 
cerned. 

Social:  This  wide-awake  group  is  on  the  go  for  goo 
sociaT^gatherings  and  parties  of  all  kinds.  They  searc 
for  ideas  and  materials  on  socials  until  they  have  founl 
something  that  meets  their  fancy  and  the  need  of  theii' 
whole  group.  They  plan  the  parties,  appoint  helpers  an 
leades,  the  number  of  parties  and  socials,  etc.  Theme.' 
decorations,  games  and  refreshments  are  planned  by  th 
social  committee.  They  keep  the  interest  of  the  group  a 
heart. 

The   "live  wires"  of  the  group   should  have  an  oppor 
tunity  to  serve  on  the  social  committee.

Vainless  giving

ECENTLY  TO  OUR  DESK  came  a  piece  of 
advertising  material,  seeking  support  for  a 
3oming  nation-wide  financial  drive.  The  appeal 
was  there,  along  with  considerable  promotional 
material. 

One  thing,  though,  to  this  scribe,  was  outstand- 
ing. It  wasn't  printed  in  extra  large  type,  nor  was 
it  given  too  much  space.  It  was  a  simple  admoni- 
tion, designed  to  obtain  financial  support  for  the 
drive. 

Out  of  all  the  material  received,  a  short,  two- 
word  statement  really  stands  out.  What  is  it  ? 
Here  it  is: 

GIVE  VOLUNTARILY 

We  have  all  heard  the  time-worn  admonitions 
to  give  as  we  have  been  blessed,  to  give  to  the 
best  of  our  ability,  to  give  cheerfully  and  not 
grudgingly.  We  all  know  that  in  giving  to  the 
Church,  we  are  to  give  because  the  need  is  great. 

Yes,  we've  heard  them  all,  essential  as  they  are, 
too;  until  now,  it  may  be  that  much  of  our  sup- 
port and  giving  to  our  churches  is  more  or  less 
perfunctory.  To  a  degree,  this  is  excellent  as  it 
makes  our  giving  to  follow^  a  regular  pattern, 
thus  guaranteeing  stability  in  our  church  finan- 
cial programs. 

However,  it  is  the  very  excellency  of  a  stabil- 
ized stewardship  program  which  points  up  the 
challenge  of  the  words,  "Give  Voluntarily."  Good, 
orthodox  Christian  training  will  teach  us  that 
"The  Lord  loveth  a  cheerful  giver."  It  will  also 
teach  us  that  we  are  to  give  "as  unto  the  Lord." 
We  are  taught  also  that  we  are  not  to  give 
"grudgingly." 

The  crowning  climax  is  found  in  this  passage 
from  II  Corinthians  9:7,  when  the  Christian  is 
warned  against  giving  of  "necessity."  If  the  ma- 
chinery squeaks  and  groans  when  we  give,  we  are 


"giving"  of  necessity,  and  very  definitely  not  vol- 
untarily. Even  a  good  financial  program  of  a 
church  will  suffer  loss  if  the  giving  thereunto  is 
done  "of  necessity." 

"Giving  Voluntarily"  is  truly  "painless  giving." 
It  is  the  kind  which  finds  the  giver  bestowing  his 
offering  out  of  meager  or  abundant  means.  Were 
such  more  the  case,  a  lot  of  energy  and  possible 
embarrassment  in  our  churches  could  be  avoided. 
Appeals  could  be  made  more  educational  and  in- 
formative about  the  work  for  which  the  funds  are 
to  be  used,  rather  than  so  much  time  and  energy 
having  to  be  used  in  actually  raising  the  money! 

It  should  be  noted  that  we  are  admonished  to 
give  as  we  have  purposed  in  our  hearts.  This,  in 
the  right  way  will  definitely  improve  an  already 
good  program.  Tie  the  "purpose  of  our  hearts" 
in  with  the  slogan  "Give  Voluntarily"  and  every- 
body will  be  blessed.  The  giver  will  be  blessed,  be- 
cause "it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." 
The  church  will  be  blessed  because  of  a  better 
spirit  and  atmosphere  among  its  members.  The 
church  leaders  will  know  that  the  members  are 
with  them  in  support  of  the  over-all  program  of 
the  church. 

If  giving  is  to  you,  a  "pain  in  the  pocketbook," 
then  take  it  and  lay  it  on  the  altar  of  the  Lord, 
consecrate  it;  then  your  giving  will  take  on  the 
aspects  of  Christian  stewardship,  as  it  is  given 
voluntarily.  There  is  no  better  way  to  receive  full 
blessing  in  your  Christian  life  than  to  give  of 
your  self,  your  time,  and  your  substance — Volun- 
tarily. It's  painless  that  way. — W.  S.  B.

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JACOB  COVER 


ONE  HUNDRED  YEARS  AGO  and  more  the  hills  of 
Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  produced  a  sturdy 
crop  of  citizens.  At  that  time  there  had  not  been  worked 
the  hidden  coal  which  was  so  generously  spread  beneath 
its  surface.  The  inhabitants  in  the  main  were  of  German 
extraction.  There  had  not  been  the  influx  of  so  many 
Nationalities  brought  in  when  the  coal  mines  were  opened 
and  developed. 

Joseph  Cover,  the  father  of  our  subject  was  born  Jan- 
uary 25,  1834,  and  grew  up  in  Fayette  County  where  he 
attended  Public  school.  Like  the  average  boy,  school  in 
those  days  was  attended  when  there  was  little  or  no  work 
on  the  farm.  Yet,  he  was  desirous  of  an  education  and 
on  money  loaned  him  by  his  older  brother  Samuel,  he 
went  to  College  at  Mt.  Pleasant  in  Westmoreland  County, 
finally  transferring  to  Somerset  County.  It  was  in  this 
county  that  he  taught  school  before  completing  his  col- 
lege education.  Elder  James  Quinter  of  sacred  memory 
was  a  school  examiner  and  gave  him  the  examination 
needed  for  common  school  teaching. 

When  Joseph  was  through  college  he  took  for  his  bride 
the  daughter  of  Jacob  Miller  of  Somerset  County.  Jacob 
Miller  was  a  Minister.  Joseph  and  Eliza  Saylor  Miller 
were  married  on  May  17,  1857  by  Elder  Jacob  Hauger. 
Soon  after  their  marriage  they  became  members  of  the 
German  Baptist  Church  and  lived  on  a  three  hundred  acre 
farm  near  Brothers  Valley,  or  "Bruders  Dale,"  as  the 
Pennsylvania  Dutch  called  it. 

Joseph  took  his  bride  back  to  his  old  home  surround- 
ings m  Fayette  County,  where  he  taught  school  and  as 
he  had  made  a  study  of  Medicine  along  with  which  was 
associated  Dentistry,  he  practiced  Dentistry  along  with 
his  school  teaching.  In  this  connection  we  may  state  for 
the  record  that  Joseph  had  a  sister  Sallie.  She  it  was 
who  married  George  Mack,  who  emigrated  to  Brownsville 
Ohio,  along  with  numerous  Macks,  where  a  Mill  was  run' 
Here  she  lived  and  died.  When  the  Author  was  a  lad  he 
spent  many  an  hour  in  Aunt  Sallie's  home.  Uncle  George 
had  passed  on.  The  old  Mill  still  stands  by  the  side  of  the 
busy  highway. 

The  Georges  Creek  Congregation  in  Fayette  County 
.  .^"^l?"'^'  ^^^«&"i^i"&  ability,  elected  Joseph  Cover 
to  the  Ministry.  He  proved  a  worthy  servant.  Joseph  and 
wife  lived  on  Jacob's  Creek  with  their  four  small  children 
Even  though  the  house  was  small  and  the  space  limited 
there  was  always  room  for  one  more  in  those  days  of 
simple  living;  and  so  on  March  19,  1868  another  lad  was 
born  to  Joseph  and  Eliza  Cover.  In  naming  this  little  new- 
M^""  ^^^y.P^rP^t^ated  the  name  of  his  grandfather 
Miller  by  giving  him  the  name  of  Jacob. 


Infant  mortality  was  high  in  those  days  so  far  awaj 
and  it  was  feared  from  time  to  time  that  another  litth 
grave   would   be   placed   there   on  the  hilltop   by   the  ok 
Fairview  Church.  The  lad  was  not  favored  with  a  sturdj 
body,  and  many  afflictions  came  to  him  until  at  times  hi.- 
parents  despaired  of  his  life.  In  spite  of  physical  weak- 
ness the  boy  thrived  in  the  pure  air  of  the  hills  and  con- 
tinued to  add  strength  to  strength.  Loving  nature  as  he 
did,  he  spent  as  many  wakening  hours  as  possible  com- 
muning with  her  and   roaming  the  hills  and  the  valleys. 
The  Fairview  meeting  house  standing  upon  the  hill  a 
short  distance  from  Masontown  as  it  has  stood  for  well 
over  a  century  was  the  focus  of  their  social  and  religious 
life.  To  it  they  traveled  and  found  real  joy  in  fellowship 
both  physical  and  spiritual.   Young  Jacob  enjoyed  going 
to  church  there.  At  that  time  the  membership  of  the  con- 
gregation  was    well    over    three    hundred.     When    Lovei 
Feasts    were    held    people    flocked   in   from   miles    around' 
and  the  hill  was  covered  with  horses  and  carriages.  The! 
Ministers    from    time    to    time    were,   Jacob    Mack,    greatj 
grandson  of  Alexander  Mack,  Jr.,  who  was  soon  to  go  toi 
Illinois  where  he  died;  Joseph  I.  Cover,  John  C.  Johnson,! 
Andrew    Sterling    and    John    Meyers.    After   Elder   Jacob j 
Mack    sold    the   mill    on   Brown's    Run    near    Masontown 
which  had  been  handed  down  from  his  father  Jacob,  and 
moved   to    the   west,   Joseph   Cover  became   the   Elder  in! 
charge  of  the  work.  Alpheus  DeBolt  succeeded  him. 

Joseph  Cover's  home  was  not  far  from  the  hustling 
Monongahela  river  city  of  New  Geneva.  This  was  named 
by  Albert  Gallatin,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  for  his 
favorite  Swiss  city.  On  the  hill  south  he  built  New  Friend- 
ship, a  mansion  in  the  wilderness.  Here  Lafayette  visited 
m  1825  and  which  is  today  preserved  as  a  historical 
shrine.  The  Author  has  visited  it  numerous  times  and 
apparently  in  walking  through  the  doors  stepped  back 
into  another  century. 

Jacob's  boyhood  was  little  different  from  that  of  the 
average  boy  of  his  day.  Nature  supplied  their  needs  in 
many  ways  and  their  wants  were  few  and  simple.  Jacob's 
first  school  was  the  Pleasant  Hill  School,  then  to  the 
Ache  school  a  mile  or  more  from  his  home.  It  may  be 
of  interest  to  some  in  and  around  Masontown  who  may 
read  this  article  to  state  that  Jacob's  first  teachers  were 
Enoch  Rumble,  Miles  Provins,  Ira  Patridge,  Clark  Nich- 
olson, Peter  Franks,  Ash  Downs  and  his  second  cousin 
Samuel  C.  Cover.  Among  his  school  mates  were  those 
whose  names  may  still  be  found  in  and  around  Mason- 
town. They  were  Allen  (Bub)  Fast,  Frank  Province  Or- 
ville  Poundstone,  Allen  Woolsey,  Charles  McCann,  cousin 
Joseph   Cover  and  John  Barnhart. 
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Joseph  Cover,  Jacob's  father  was  a  traveling  Minister 
,nd  rode  horse  back  over  the  hills  of  Western  Pennsyl- 
ania.  He  traveled  as  far  as  Maryland  and  through  the 
aountains  of  West  Virginia.  Often  he  would  be  away  for 
I  week  at  a  time,  traveling  in  Somerset  and  in  Indiana 
bounties  and  other  widely  scattered  places.  His  home  com- 
ng  was  always  an  event  with  curious  fingers  delving  into 
lis   saddle   bags  to   see   what  presents   they  could  find. 

When  Jacob  was  thirteen  a  great  adventure  was  his 
when  he  was  invited  by  his  father  to  accompany  him  in 
the  tvv^o  horse  buggy  to  Somerset  to  bring  back  the  wife 
and  mother  who  was  visiting  with  her  parents.  Part  of 
this  trip  was  made  over  the  Old  National  Pike  by  Brad- 
! dock's  grave  eleven  miles  east  of  Uniontown.  The  grave 
in  those  days  was  a  simple  mound  with  an  identifying 
imarker  nailed  to  a  nearby  apple  tree.  There  was  great 
excitement  when  the  buggy  axle  broke,  and  let  them  down. 
Joseph  knowing  the  country  well  because  of  his  frequent 
trips  over  it  went  to  an  acquaintance,  borrowed  some 
straps  and  securing  a  fence  rail  strapped  it  to  the  side 
and  made  his  way  to  a  blacksmith  shop.  That  type  of 
shop  was  about  as  common  in  those  days  as  Service  sta- 
tions today.  The  shop  was  two  miles  from  where  they 
had  their  accident.  The  axle  was  soon  welded  and  after 
paying  the  blacksmith,  a  wounded  Civil  War  Veteran  his 
charge  of  60  cents  they  were  on  their  way  as  though  noth- 
ing had  ever  happened.  Ministers  on  official  duties  were 
exempt  from  toll  on  the  Pike. 

The  journey  could  not  be  made  in  one  day  and  as 
Taverns  or  hotels  were  numerous  along  the  pike  they 
had  no  worries  as  to  the  matter  of  their  accommodations. 
They  spent  the  night  in  a  brick  house  by  the  way,  which 
was  an  event  to  be  remembered  by  the  accompanying  boy. 
The  expense  of  the  night  including  feed  for  the  two 
horses   was   one   dollar. 

Times  were  troublesome  in  the  church  in  1881.  Tempers 
were  short  and  perhaps  patience  and  Christian  fortitude 
was  just  as  short.  Very  little  change  was  seen  in  the 
Georges  Creek  congregation,  nevertheless  there  were  the 
various  divisions,  such  as  "Conservatives,"  "Progressives," 
"Old  Order  Brethren,"  and  "German  Baptist  Brethren" 
and  "Old  German  Baptist  Church."  Joseph  Cover  was  sent 
to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  Northern  Indiana,  "Conserva- 
tive," but  somehow  did  not  feel  at  home  there  and  so 
came  on  back  to  the  "Old  Order"  Meeting  in  Ohio.  He 
then  cast  his  lot  with  them. 

Later  on,  Joseph  was  called  to  Covington  to  preach  the 
funeral  of  one  Rudolph  Mohler.  Here  he  made  known  his 
wishes  to  live  with  his  own  people  and  as  a  result  he  re- 
turned to  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  sold  the  most 
of  his  goods.  Following  his  sale  he  boarded  the  train  with 
his   family   for   Western    Ohio,    settling    near    Covington. 
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Jacob  enjoyed  this  very  much.  There  were  few  churches 
of  the  "Old  Order"  faith  following  the  division,  and  so 
they  set  to  work  to  establish  them. 

With  the  death  of  Elder  Samuel  Kinsey,  Editor  of  THE 
VINDICATOR,  in  1883,  Joseph  Cover  became  its  Editor. 

When  Jacob  Cover  was  17  years  of  age  he  cast  his  lot 
with  the  church  of  his  parents  and  was  baptized  in  May 
1885  in  the  Mill  race  at  Covington.  Emmanuel  Hoover 
administered  Baptism.  Jacob  attended  the  various  Annual 
Meetings,  first  in  Miami  County,  Ohio,  and  then  in  1886 
at  David   Skiles   in   Clinton  County,  Ohio. 

Flu  had  broken  out  in  the  states  and  Jacob  had  to  go 
to  Illinois  to  help  a  relative  in  1890.  Here  he  worked  until 
fall.  Lowell  Beachler,  in  his  interesting  booklet,  "Uncle" 
Jake  and  "Aunt"  Mary,  gives  an  interesting  section  of  the 
life  of  young  Jacob,  and  we  quote: 

"Fearing  the  cold  Illinois  winters  and  not  yet  entirely 
over  the  flu  himself,  he  went  to  Waynesboro,  Pennsyl- 
vania where  he  got  a  job  at  the  Frick  Works,  as  Assistant 
shipping  clerk  at  seventy-five  cents  per  day.  He  got  this 
job  through  his  correspondence  with  D.  B.  Mentzer  of 
Waynesboro.  Later  he  worked  for  Good  Brothers,  Sash 
and  Planing  Mill,  where  they  made  all  kinds  of  building 
material.  He  felt  this  was  not  a  suitable  job  for  him,  so 
he  began  to  seek  the  good  will  of  a  Mr.  Brostrum,  who 
was  chief  draftsman  for  the  Frick  Company.  Jacob  finally 
got  the  job  he  wanted  at  the  Geiser  Company  as  a  Drafts- 


Jacob's  father  had  answered  a  call  to  come  to  West- 
moreland County,  Pennsylvania  in  1889  and  on  this  trip 
contracted  typhoid  pneumonia  from  which  he  never  re- 
covered. He  died  from  this  October  28,  1889  at  the  age  of 
55  years.  His  body  was  shipped  back  to  Covington  to  be 
laid  to  rest.  Jacob  felt  that  he  was  too  far  from  his 
mother  and  close  relatives  while  he  was  in  Waynesboro 
and  returned  for  a  time  to  his  Covington  home.  Later  on 
when  things  were  settled  he  returned  to  Waynesboro. 
Jacob  returned  to  Trotwood  in  1891  on  the  way  to  the 
Annual  Meeting.  Excursion  rates  made  travel  reasonable. 
It  was  on  this  trip  that  much  of  his  outlook  on  life  re- 
ceived a  new  interest.  It  was  on  this  occasion  that  he  met 
up  with  a  young  lady  by  the  name  of  Mary  Flory.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  David  and  Leah  Frantz  Flory.  David 
was  born  near  Camden,  Preble  County,  Ohio.  Mary  who 
attracted  the  interest  of  young  Jacob  was  born  February 
19,  1865.  The  Flory  farm  was  in  the  Lower  Twin  District. 
The  Flory  family  was  a  prominent  family  in  that  section 
of  Ohio.  George  Flory,  a  brother  of  Mary's  was  a  prom- 
inent physician  of  Ohio,  and  still  practiced  when  he  was

Your  discards  of  various  and  sundry  things  have  brought 
invaluable  aid  to  children  and  adults  in  several  communi- 
ties and  schools.  The  wonderful  Christmas  gifts  sent  in 
by  several  church  groups  helped  the  children  and  young 
people  realize  that  the  sphere  of  Christian  friendship  was 
larger  than  the  small  world  in  which  they  lived.  This  ges- 
ture facilitated  an  awakening  of  interest  in  the  Brethren 
Church. 


Visitors   to   Krypton 

The  numerous  visitors  that  have  come  to  spend  a  few 
hours  or  days  at  the  mission  have  brought  encouraging 
responses  from  the  folks  here.  Reverend  J.  D.  Hamel's 
prayer  meeting  message  was  most  graciously  received. 
Many  people  welcomed  Reverend  and  Mrs.  White's  con- 
tribution of  time  and  talents  during  the  month  of  June. 
July  brought  rich  blessings  to  the  work  through  the  ef- 
forts of  Reverend  and  Mrs.  William  Fells  of  Ashland, 
Ohio,  and  Beveriy  Summy  of  Warsaw,  Indiana.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  James  Norris  and  Lois  ably  assisted  Reverend  Fells 
with  our  first  Brethren  communion  since  my  arrival.  The 
Labor  Day  weekend  services  of  the  Ambassador  Quartet 
brought  generous  comments  of  praise  for  their  efforts. 
The  Nigerian  mission  presentation  by  Rev.  Clayton  Berk- 
shire stimulated  an  interest  in  our  foreign  missions. 

Words  cannot  express  my  appreciation  for  the  marvel- 
ous contribution  these  Brethren  made  to  the  promotion  of 
the  work.  I  am  sure  each  of  them  received  a  great  blessing 
too,  and  I  know  the  work  here  has  been  greatly  enriched 
by  their  services. 

Activities 

Twenty-five  young  people  went  to  Riverside  Camp 
The  spiritual  uplift  derived  from  this  experience  did  much 
to  strengthen  our  young  people's  work.  Of  the  twenty-two 
first-time  confessions  and  re-dedications,  fourteen  were 
from  Krypton.  The  forty-four  campers  manifested  the 
finest  Christian  spirit  I  have  ever  witnessed.  The  Holy 
Spirit  was  in  our  midst.  God  was  the  Camp  Director!       " 

Our  daily  vacation  Bible  school,  held  during  July  was 
beyond  all  expectations.  For  the  local  group  we  prepared 
for  fifty,  but  our  total  enrollment  was  eighty-one-  the 
average    attendance    was     seventy-three,     with     sixty-one 


maintaining  perfect  attendance.  The  enthusiasm  was  in- 
deed most  encouraging.  The  Napfor  group  had  an  enroll- 
ment of  thirty-three,  with  an  average  attendance  of  twen- 
ty-eight; twenty-three  had  perfect  attendance. 

Evangelism 

One  week  of  evangelistic  services  was  held  during  July 
by  Reverend  Fells.  It  was  a  very  busy  time  for  the  local 
people,  but  the  attendance  nightly  ranged  in  the  seventies 
Everyone  greatly  enjoyed  the  messages  in  song  and  in  the 
Word. 

Climaxing  our  summer's  work  were  Brethren  baptismal 
and  communion  services  the  last  Sunday  of  July  Ten 
young  people  received  the  rite  of  baptism  at  the  morning 
service  by  the  river  side.  Approximately  thirty  were  pres- 
ent for  the  three-fold  communion  service  in  the  evening 
Both  of  these  experiences  brought  all  much  closer  to  God. 

Helpers 

Two  promising  young  ladies  attended  General  Confer- 
ence this  year.  Both  were  give  the  opportunity  as  a  re-  ' 
ward  for  faithful  services  rendered  in  the  work  here  The 
one  has  assisted  with  the  Napfor  Sunday  School  as  song 
leader  and  teacher.  She  has  also  been  one  of  the  most 
helpful  young  persons  in  the  local  church.  The  other  has 
been  a  valuable  assistant  in  many  activities  of  the  local 
Sunday  school  and  church. 

On  September  1,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Orville  Penny  and  family 
arrived  to  give  nine  months  of  service  in  the  work  here 
These  devout.  Spirit-filled  Christians  have  much  to  offer 
in  building  the  work.  Both  are  excellent  in  music  and  are 
doing  a  marvelous  work  in  training  the  children,  young 
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)eople  and  adults  to  sing  praises  to  the  Heavenly  Father. 
)ur  great  need  was  for  Sunday  school  teachers;  the 
rr'ennys  have  been  an  answer  to  prayer  in  that  regard. 
^e  now  have  capable  and  willing  teachers  to  carry  on  our 
Sunday  school. 

Mr.  Penny  possesses  mechanical  ability;  so  he  has  been 
■xh\e  to  keep  the  church  bus  in  running  order.  He  operates  it 
too;  now  the  folks  living  at  a  distance  are  assured  of 
transportation  to  all  the  services.  The  property  has  bene- 
fitted by  his  services  also.  He  is  an  excellent  carpenter 
and  has  been  able  to  make  numerous  repairs  and  im- 
provements since  his  arrival. 

Program   and   Plans 

Our  prayer  meetings  have  been  well  attended  this  past 
year.  A  steady  growth  and  a  sincere  desire  to  study  God's 
Word  have  been  manifested  by  young  and  old.  I  have  felt 
the  need  for  special  Bible  study  for  the  various  age  levels. 
In  the  coming  of  the  Pennys  we  have  been  able  to  accom- 
plish this.  We  now  have  three  groups  meeting  on  Wed- 
nesday night  for  Bible  study  and  prayer.  Brethren,  it  is 
most  thrilling  to  witness  the  intei-est  and  enthusiasm  in 
the  mid-week   services. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  a  very  busy  winter.  The 
preparations  for  special  programs,  the  teaching  of  Bible 
clubs,  music  instruction  in  voice  and  piano,  conducting 
one  Sunday  school  and  teaching  in  the  other,  plus  meet- 
ing the  emergencies  moie  than  keep  the  parsonage  fam- 
ily from  being  idle. 

Appreciation 

It  is  impossible  to  express  adequately  my  gratitude  to 
the  Mission  Board  for  the  assistance  given  me  this  past 
year.  Permitting  me  to  visit  churches  and  attend  confer- 
ences provided  the  necessary  challenges  and  refueling  one 
needs  in  living  and  working  in  an  isolated  area.  My 
spiritual  horizon  was  indeed  extended.  Thank  you! 

The  contribution  of  the  Whites  and  Fells,  who  came 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Mission  Board,  was  most 
welcomed  and  appreciated.  A  great  impetus  was  given  to 
the  work.  I  am  sure  their  mission  horizon  has  been  ex- 
tended and  they  are  spiritually  richer  than  before  they 
came. 

Days  Ahead 

Brethren,  continue  to  pray  for  the  work  here.  The  fu- 
ture is  bright,  but  not  without  problems  and  heartaches. 
Prayer  will  strengthen  your  workers,  dispel  the  clouds 
that  appear  in  problems  and  make  you  a  stronger  Chris- 
tian. "Finally,  Brethren,  pray  for  us,  that  the  Word  of 
the  Lord  may  have  free  course,  and  be  glorified."  (II 
Thess.  3:1).

The  Lord  called  Cain  "Where  is  thy  brother?" 
"Am  I  my  brother's  keeper?"  Gen.  4:9. 

THE  CONTEXT  LEADS  us  to    conclude    that 
hate  and  jealousy  led  Cain  to  take  his  broth- 
er's life. 

We  hear  the  same  selfish  cry  today — we  must 
not  forget  that  every  one  who  comes  within  our 
sphere  of  influence  has  a  claim  upon  our  sym- 
pathy and  help. 

Christ  linked  us  inseperably  to  His  brotherhood 
claim  when  He  gave  the  great  commandment 
"Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  and  thy  neigh- 
bor as  thyself." 

All  selfishness — all  indifference  to  the  welfare 
of  those  about  us — the  securing  of  personal  ad- 
vantages at  another's  expense — industrial  trou- 
bles— wrongs  and  crimes  against  others — dis- 
putes, misunderstandings  which  too  often  lead  to 
wars  are  in  direct  violation  of  Christ's  teaching. 

All  prejudices  aroused  by  pride,  wealth,  posi- 
tion and  ambition  re-echo  in  Cain's  inquiry,  "Am 
I  my  brother's  keeper?" 

Acknov/ledge  these  claims  of  Christian  brother- 
hood and  many  of  our  social  pioblems — our  eco- 
nomic disputes  and,  may  I  add,  our  differences 
within  the  church  will  be  happily  adjusted. 

Industrial  troubles  begin  when  employer  and 
employee  forget  their  relation  to  each  other — 
when  one  fails  to  recognize  his  obligation  to  the 
other. 

This  is  the  age  of  rights  rather  than  duty. 
Christ  says  almost  nothing  about  rights  but  He 
does  seek  to  train  His  children  into  doing  and 
suffering.  How?  By  teaching  love  and  duty. 

Wherever  this  teaching  prevails  there  is  har- 
mony, freedom,  happiness  and  contentment. 

We  need  a  greater  understanding  of  duty,  a 
greater  love  for  those  about  us,  that  we  may  un- 


derstand the  needs,  the  heartaches  and  spiritual  | 
need  of  those  who  come  within  the  sphere  of  ourl 
influence. 

Many  broken  homes — many  wayward  sons  and; 
daughters  would  be  saved  if  more  love  and  lessj 
selfishness  were  lived  in  everyday  life  in  the' 
home. 

Much  of  our  juvenile  trouble  would  be  solved  i 
if  more  unselfish  love  and  a  greater  considera- 
tion was  shown  for  our  youth  in  the  home,  in . 
tlie  school,  in  the  church.  Today  as  never  before] 
we  must  face  the  fact    "We    are    our    brothers' 
keeper." 

There  would  be  fewer  accidents  on  the  high- 
ways if  every  driver  respected  the  rights  of  others 
— if  every  driver  remiembered  the  other  fellow 
has  a  right  to  the  highway  too. 

Our  influence  would  be  far  reaching — m  re 
men  would  be  won  for  Christ  if  we  did  not  for- 
get our  duty  to  those  around  us.  Our  walk  and 
conduct  during  the  week  is  the  greatest  factor  in 
leading  men  to  Christ. 

No  man  lives  for  himself.  There  are  those  who 
have  a  right  to  our  love,  to  our  help  whether  ma- 
terial or  spiritual — a  right  to  our  consideration.

;  years  of  age.  He  also  served  as  Mayor  of  Eaton,  the 
5unty  Seat,  and  also  as  Coroner  of  Preble  County. 

While  Jacob  was  in  Waynesboro,  he  and  Mary  Flory 
)rresponded.  This  finally  led  to  Jacob  coming  to  the 
lory  home  in  Ohio  for  a  visit.  Their  interests  were  mu- 
lal  and  so  on  February  4,  1892  they  were  married  by 
Ider  Jacob  Lowman,  who  was  the  Elder  of  the  Pleasant 
ill  Church  where  Mary  was  a  member.  The  first  year 
If  their  marriage  was  spent  on  the  home  place  where 
lary  helped  care  for  her  invalid  mother.  After  leaving 
tie  Flory  household,  Jacob  and  Mary  continued  to  farm 
or  themselves.  Mary's  health  not  being  good,  after  con- 
acting  various  individuals  who  had  made  trips  to  Cali- 
ornia,  it  was  decided  to  seek  a  milder  climate  on  the 
restern  coast.  Jacob  and  Mary  talked  the  matter  over 
nth  the  result  that  they  made  sale  on  August  30,  1894 
,nd  made  plans  to  move  to  the  far  West.  The  trip  was 
(lade  in  an  emigrant  car  and  took  one  week.  They  paid 
hirty  dollars  each  for  their  tickets  and  six  dollars  for 
he  berth.  The  large  stove  in  the  Tourist  car  furnished 
hem  an  opportunity  to  do  their  own  cooking.  They  landed 
n  the  Coast  at  their  destination,  which  was  Los  Angeles 
bounty,  California,  on  October  10,  1894.  They  lived  for 
wo  weeks  with  the  Aaron  Miller  family  until  they  could 
:et  settled. 

Jacob  Cover  was  elected  to  the  Ministry  in  1900  and 
as  given  more  than  a  half  century  to  faithful  work 
long  that  line. 

Jacob  and  Mary  were  never  blessed  with  children  of 
heir  own  and  to  satisfy  that  deep  love  took  into  their 
ome  a  baby  boy  from  the  Children's  Home  Society  in 
ios  Angeles.  The  adoption  papers  were  filled  out  and  be- 
ame  legal  January  21,  1903.   . 

Jacob  and  Mary  decided  to  change  their  location  from 
louthern  California  to  a  more  Northern  section.  Their 
ew  location  was  in  Stanislaus  County,  within  sight  of 
he  village  of  Modesto.  They  were  able  to  secure  in  the 
eart  of  the  "Wood  Colony,"  forty  acres  of  land  for  which 
hey  paid  $2,000.00.  One  quarter  mile  south  of  this  they 
ui'chased  twenty-five  acres  for  $35.00  per  acre.  There 
/ere  many  hardships  in  getting  started,  but  they  perse- 
ered.  They  established  the  first  Walnut  orchard  in  Stan- 
slaus  County.  Life  went  on  with  all  very  busy  in  the 
,^ork  of  ranching  and  in  the  church.  In  1949  grief  came  to 
he  family  in  that  the  wife,  Mary,  was  stricken  and  con- 
ned to  her  bed  and  a  wheel  chair.  This  continued  until 
he  was  relieved  from  her  sufferings  the  28th  day  of 
February,  1951.  At  the  age  of  86  yeai's,  and  9  days  she 
assed  on  to  a  world  free  from  handicaps  and  suffering. 
Ihe  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Wood  Colony  Cemetery,  Stan- 
slaus  County,  California. 

The  Cover  home,  R.  D.  3,  Modesto,  California  is  some 
en  miles  South  East  of  Manteca.  He  has  made  numerous 
rips  to  the  Annual  Meetings  in  the  East  and  for  one  of 
is  age  is  a  good  traveler.  He  is  always  interested  in 
lassing  along  the  Old  National  Pike,  through  Licking 
/ounty,  Ohio,  and  Brownsville  where  his  relatives  settled 
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in  years  gone  by.  He  has  made  recent  trips  into  Penn- 
sylvania and  Maryland.  He  is  an  interesting  writer  and 
a  good  correspondent.  The  writer  enjoys  letters  from 
him,  and  regrets  very  much  our  inability  this  past  Sum- 
mer when  in  Manteca,  California  to  drop  in  and  visit 
with  the  aged  warrior  of  the  Cross,  whose  life,  now  in 
the  upper  eighties,  goes  so  far  back  in  the  history  of  the 
Church.

TO  THE  RESIDENTS  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Parthenon 
at  Athens  when  Paul  made  his  famous  speech  on 
Mar's  Hill,  his  address  must  have  seemed  indeed  strange. 
They  were  acquainted  with  the  galaxy  of  man-made  gods 
who  were  I'epresented  in  their  city.  For  Athens  was  the 
meeting  place  of  all  the  then  known  deities — save  Paul's. 
And  of  them  all  the  one  declared  and  defended  by  Paul 
was  to  the  Athenians  the  strangest  of  them  all. 

They  were  unable  to  understand  a  God  who  would  give 
His  own  Son  to  come  to  earth  to  live  and  die — and  live 
again — that  men  might  be  cleansed  from  sin  and  share 
eternal  life  with  Him.  Wisdom  such  as  this  was  not 
known  to  and  had  never  been  proclaimed  among  the 
Athenians. 

And  the  question  arises,  "How  much  wiser  are  we?  Men 
still  are  putting  their  trust  in  idols,  in  man-made  gods. 
Such  gods  are  the  gods  of  gold,  of  popularity,  of  pleasure, 
of  position  and  honor.  And  how  much  more  helpful  are 
these  than  the  deities  to  whom  Paul  found  altars  in 
Athens  ? 

Those  who  worship  at  the  shrines  of  these  false  deities 
think  it  strange  that  their  fellows  kneel  before  a  Presence 
who  offers  neither  gold,  popularity,  pleasure,  position  or 
honor,  or  ease.  These  worship  at  the  altar  of  One  Who 
offers  only  hope  and  peace  and  love  and  the  radiances  of 
life.  He  it  is  who  is  "the  Way,  the  Truth,  and  the  Life." 

To  the  worldling  the  God  of  the  Christian  is  unexplain- 
able  and  sti-ange;  to  the  spiritual  mind  all  gods  are 
sti-ange  but  the  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob;  the 
God  of  their  fathers  and  mothers.

EVIDENCE    OF   JESUS'    POWER 
Lesson:  Luke  7:11-23 

CHRISTIANITY  DEMANDS  FAITH.  Yea,  for  "with 
out  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please  Him  (God)"  (Heb! 
11:6).  Because  such  stress  is  placed  on  faith — and  rightly 
so — we  are  apt  to  believe  that  Christianity  offers  no  con 
Crete  proof  or  evidence  of  its  existence.  That  is  not  so 
We  come  to  the  Lord  by  faith;  we  accept  Him  by  faith i 
we  walk  with  Him  by  faith.  BUT  TO  THOSE  WHCj 
COME  TO  HIM,  ACCEPT  HIM,  AND  OBEY  HIM  B^j 
FOLLOWING  HIM,  GOD  OFFERS  ABUNDANT  PROOFJ 
OF  HIS  REALNESS.  Christianity  is  valid  because  i1S 
produces  visible  results  in  the  lives  of  men  and  women 

Jesus  Christ  is  the  divine  Son  of  God,  commissioned  by 
His  Heavenly  Father  "to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was 
lost"  (Luke  19:10).  That  He  was  the  Son  of  God  is  evi- 
denced by  the  miraculous  power  He  possessed  while  upon 
earth. 

Jesus  went  where  there  was  much  people  because  of! 
His  interest  and  concern  for  all  mankind.  Wherever  He 
went  great  throngs  gathered.  Some  came  to  satisfy  their 
curiosity;  others  came  because  their  friends  were  there. 
But  there  were  always  the  few  who  sincerely  sought  the 
Master  because  they  needed  Him. 

The  message  that  Jesus  later  sent  to  John  the  Baptist 
gives  an  insight  into  the  work  and  ministry  of  Jesus. 
He  came  into  this  world  that  the  blind  may  see  (John  9); 
the  lame  walk  (John  5);  the  diseased  cleansed  (Luke  5); 
the  deaf  hear  (Mark  7);  the  dead  raised  to  life  (Luke 
8);   and  the  poor  hear  the  Gospel   (Mark  4). 

This,  then,  was  the  ministry  of  Jesus.  So  that  where- 
ever  He  went  He  was  constantly  seeking  to  help  others. 

His  journeys  one  day  brought  Him  to  Capernaum 
where  He  healed  the  Centurion's  servant.  Then  we  read: 
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4.nd  it  came  to  pass  the  day  after,  that  He  went  into  a 
ty  called  Nain;  and  many  of  His  disciples  went  with 
!im,  and  much  people"  (Luke  7:11).  He  saw  a  funeral 
■ain  pass  by.  Jesus  did  not  notice  the  train  so  much  as 
e  did  one  person  in  it — a  bereaved  woman.

Young  people  learn  a  lot  by  attending  well-planned 
fellowship  meetings. 

So  when  you  lay  out  your  plans  for  a  meeting,  remem- 
ber that  the  invitation,  the  announcement,  the  challenge 
that  will  attract  them  is  NOT  their  responsibility,  but 
their  privilege.  Of  course,  you  won't  convince  them  that 
just  by  telling  them  of  their  G-R-E-A-T  H-E-R-I-T-A-G-E. 
Neither  do  they  want  to  attend  just  because  "it  will  please 
Gramma."  In  fact,  they  might  even  secretly  get  pleasure 
out  of  displeasing  Gi'amma  or  Aunt  Susie.  This  privilege 
will  be  envisioned  only  when  they  have  been  challenged. 
The  A.  C.  young  people  are  challenged  because  they  know 
that  if  thy  don't  attend  C.  E.  they  will  miss  something 
which  their  friends  are  getting  in  on.  The  motto  of  this 
group  is  seen  and  heard  wherever  there  are  college  young 
people:  College  Christian  Endeavor  Is  On  The  Move!  Try 
such  a  motto  in  your  group. 

Add    To    Your   Materials 

It  is  impossible  to  dehydrate  brain  cells  and  pack  them 
for  export  or  I  suppose  some  corporation  would  be  get- 
ting millions  from  the  business  by  now.  Yet  some  of  us 
want  just  that  when  it  comes  to  working  out  our  meeting 
plans.  Of  course,  none  of  us  can  very  successfully  work 
out  super-duper  programs  for  every  Sunday  of  the  year 
with  a  special  emphasis  each  time  which  draws  youth  like 
flies  to  sugar.  But  we  can  select  materials  from  various 
sources  which,  thrown  into  one  meeting,  make  for  a  very 
successful  and  enjoyable  program.  We  need  not  always 
follow  the  outlined  program  as  it  is  prepared;  we  may 
very  successfully  take  the  title  only,  or  the  title  and  the 
choruses  and  the  Scripture,  or  other  parts  of  the  program 
and  add  to  it  from  our  own  thoughts  and  from  recent 
n-wspaper  clippings,  experiences,  etc.  A  spiritual  appli- 
cation of  a  recent  experience  or  a  testimony  (unwritten 
in  the  program)  may  actually  make  the  program  a  big 
success. 

"Catching"  Ideas 

If  you  are  a  youth  worker  it  is  a  good  idea  always  to 
be  on  the  lookout  for  suggestions  for  good  program  plans. 
While  riding  down  the  highway,  the  sight  of  a  beautiful 
cock  pheasant  might  call  to  remembrance  a  poem  which 
you  have  read;  the  highway  itself  might  suggest  to  you 
a  "Road  Meeting."  Write  these  things  down  when  they 
occur  to  you  and  keep  them.  The  very  act  of  writing  will 
enable  you  to  retain  the  idea,  and  perhaps  suggest  to  you 
other  ideas  which  will  eventually  make  up  a  complete 
super  program.  Keep  them  simple  and  suggestive  of  the 
world  and  the  Lord  all  around  the  young  people. 

Clip  out  newspaper  clippings  and  use  them  in  meetings 
for  discussion;  read  carefully  the  words  of  each  hymn 
whenever  and  wherever  you  sing;  develop  an  appreciation 
for  the  "whatsoever  things"  of  Philippians  4:8.  These 
things  plus  many  of  your  own,  added  to  the  suggested 
programs  at  your  finger  tips  are  what  make  up  your  own 
local  programs. 

After  working  out  your  plans,  invite  the  youth  in  an 
attractive  manner.  Don't  give  the  idea  that  "We  need 
you,"  any  more  than  "You'll  miss  something  if  you  don't 
come."

SINCE  THE  W.  M.  S.  has  chosen  the  subject  of  Prayer 
for  their  studies  this  year,  I  would  like  to  suggest  a 
few  excerpts  from  a  little  book  entitled  "Ways  of  Pray- 
ing" written  by  Muriel  Lester  of  London. 

"Immediately  when  you  awake  set  your  first  thought  on 
God.  Do  not  think  of  Him  subjectively,  as  to  your  relation 
to  Him,  your  failures,  your  sins,  your  needs,  but  rather 
think  of  Him  objectively.  Let  your  whole  self  become  con- 
scious of  Him.  Think  of  Him  as  shining  beauty,  radiant 
joy,  creative  power,  all-pervading  love,  perfect  under- 
standing, purity  and  serenity.  It  need  take  only  a  mo- 
ment or  two  and  sets  the  tone  for  the  whole  day. 

"Consider  yourself  ill-equipped,  unprepared  to  mix  with 
your  fellows,  until  you  have  spent  at  least  fifteen  min- 
utes in  prayer.  Some  prefer  to  spend  these  moments  in 
a  church,  some  in  a  garden,  some  by  a  bedroom  window, 
some  while  walking. 

"Make  your  morning  prayer  quite  objective.  Forget 
yourself,  forget  the  day's  program,  restrict  yourself  to 
praise,  adoration,  and  thanksgiving.  Thus  you  become 
more  conscious  of  God  than  of  your  fellows. 

"At  midday  you  stop  your  work  and  do  some  interces- 
sion. Enjoy  a  few  moments  rest  from  the  strain  of  mind 
and  body  and  enjoy  the  fact  of  God. 

"An  'After  Work'  prayer  is  essential.  Choose  a  period 
leisurely  enough  to  forget  time.  Remember  that  you  are 
His  and  that  He  understands  you  better  than  anyone  else. 
He  sees  something  good  in  you  that  you  do  not  see 
yourself. 

"The  evening  prayer  may  contain  praise,  adoration, 
thanksgiving  and  intercession,  but  must  always  contain 
the  great  act  of  acceptance.  Whatever  your  handicap  be, 
riches  or  poverty,  loneliness  or  overcrowdedness,  unpop- 
ularity, failure  or  the  sort  of  success  which  gives  you  no 
rest,  you  accept  that  handicap.  You  accept  your  station 
in  life  because  it  is  supremely  honorable.  There  is  nothing 
higher  than  sonship  with  the  Eternal. 

"After  the  lights  are  out  and  you  are  ready  for  sleep, 
let  your  last  waking  thought  be  'Father,  into  Thy  hands 
I  commit  my  spirit.'  "

AT  THE  BOTTOM  OF  THIS  PAGE  we  are  reproduc- 
ing a  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Co-Ordinating 
Finance  Committee  to  the  1955  General  Conference,  as  it 
ippeared  in  the  September  3rd  issue  of  The  Evangelist. 

You  will  note  that  a  Minimum  Standard  of  $12.00  per 
member  per  year  is  recommended  for  our  Denominational 
work. 

Myron  S.  Kem,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  the 
Editor,  as  well  as  others,  feel  that  a  little  clarification  is 
in  order  (not  that  the  item  is  confusing  as  it  is  worded, 
but  in  order  that  it  might  be  developed  to  its  fullest  po- 
tential.) 

We  quote  from  a  recent  communication  of  Mr.  Kem's 
to  the  Editor: 

"The  first  recommendation  in  this  report  needs  clarifica- 
tion. There  is  a  possibility  that  some  people  may  inter- 
pret the  minimum  standard  of  $12.00  per  member  as  ap- 
plied to  themselves  as  an  individual.  This  was  not  the 
intent  of  the  committee  because  it  was  appreciated  that 
many  persons  are  giving  far  in  excess  of  this  amount. 
This  goal  was  established  by  the  committee  as  a  base  for 
each  local  Church  to  determine  the  amount  of  the  con- 
tributions that  should  be  received  from  each  local  Church 
for  the   denominational   work  of  the   Church  listed. 

"For  example:  If  a  Church  had  a  membership  of  400 
members  the  total  gifts  to  the  denominational  work  listed 
under  the  recommendation  of  our  committee  would  be 
$4,800.00.  If  the  Church  membership  was  100  members  the 
Church's  goal  for  gifts  to  the  denominational  work  listed 
ivould   be   $1200.00.   This   goal   and  recommendation   was 


set  up  to  establish  a  Church  standard  and  not  to  establish 
a  standard  for  individual  giving,  because  it  is  realized 
that  much  work  needs  to  be  done  to  secure  contributions 
from  all  members  of  each  church." 

As  this  Editor  has  examined  a  fair  number  of  church 
budgets  which  have  found  their  way  to  our  desk,  we  dis- 
cover that  whereas  some  churches  are  doing  well,  others 
are  yet  far  below  the  Committee's  recommended  minimum 
standard. 

A  look  at  the  National  Statistician's  Summary  as  it 
appears  on  pages  24  and  25  of  the  Brethren  Annual, 
which  you  received  a  few  weeks'  ago,  reveals  that  had 
the  18,672  members  of  the  Brethren  Church  met  the  Com- 
mittee's recommended  minimum  standard,  the  total  would 
have  been  $224,064.00 — about  twice  the  amount  received. 

In  the  light  of  these  facts  and  figures  we  are  more 
than  ever  convinced  as  to  the  soundness  of  the  Commit- 
tee's recommendation.  But,  it  will  not  be  done  on  the  De- 
nominational level;  it  will  have  to  be  accomplished  in  local 
church  business  meetings,  official  boards,  and  in  the  con- 
secrated dedication  of  individuals  in  our  churches  to  this 
basis  of  Christian  Stewardship. 

We  urge,  then,  that  in  your  next  church  business  meet- 
ing, or  Official  Board  meeting,  that  you  give  careful  and 
prayerful  attention  to  where  your  church  stands  in  rela- 
tion to  the  committee's  recommendation.  Taking  $12.00 
times  your  membership  as  listed  in  the  Annual,  will  give 
you  the  suggested  minimum  standard  of  giving  for  your 
church  to  your  Denominational  work. — W.  S.  B.

JESUS   IS   COMING 


The  final  message  Preached  from  the  series  of 
32  messages  from  the  Revelation  —  December 
12,  1954. 


TEXT:  Revelation  22:20,  "He  which  testifieth, 
these  things  saith,  'Surely  I  come  quickly.  Amen.' 
Even  so,  come.  Lord  Jesus." 


YES  FRIENDS,  as  truly  as  you  are  sitting  in 
that  pew,  and  as  surely  as  I  am  standing  be- 
fore you  this  morning,  Jesus  is  coming.  As  cer- 
tainly as  Monday  follows  Sunday;  as  certainly 
as  there  are  stars  in  the  heavens ;  as  certainly 
as  you  are  alive  this  very  instant,  Jesus  is  com- 
ing. You  may  say,  "How  do  you  know  this  to  be 
true?"  The  answer  is  simple.  God,  in  His  own 
Holy  Word  has  said  that  it  is  so;  innumerable 
prophecies  have  said  that  it  was  so,  and  these 
prophecies  have  been  fulfilled  to  the  most  minute 
details;  the  apostles — men  of  undoubted  integ- 
rity— have  written  and  spoken  that  it  was  so; 
the  empty  tomb  has  said  that  it  is  so;  the  Resur- 
rected Lord  has  said  that  it  is  so;  God's  Holy 
Angels  have  said  that  it  is  so,  and  the  soft  voice 
of  God's  Holy  Spirit  within  my  heart  has  said 
that  it  is  so:  even  as  you,  too,  have  heard  that 
voice  within  your  own  heart. 

Now  this  is  a  fundamental  doctrine.  You  will 
not  hear  it  from  a  modernistic  preacher.  You 
won't  hear  it  from  a  modern  pulpit.  It's  an  old- 
time,    Holy    Ghost   doctrine    that   carries   power. 


and  it  lifts  the  common-place  to  planes  of  exalta-" 
tion  for  it  transforms  the  mortal  to  the  immor-j 
tal;  the  finite  to  the  infinite;  the  mundane  to  the 
infinite. 

GOD  HAS  SAID  THAT  JESUS  IS  COMING 
AGAIN 

Look  if  you  will  at  Genesis  3:15.  "And  I  willj 
put  enmity  between  thee  and  the  woman,  and  be-' 
tween  thy  seed  and  her  seed;  it  shall  bruise  thy 
head,  and  thou  shalt  bruise  His  heel."  Many  are 
of  the  impression  that  this  refers  only  to  the 
first  coming  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  but  I  proclaim 
that  it  refers  to  the  crucifixion,  and  the  SECOND 
coming  of  our  Lord.  Truly  Satan  did  as  was  said 
in  that  he  bruised  the  heel  of  the  Saviour  at  the 
cruel  cross  of  Calvary,  but  the  final  end,  the 
bruising  of  Satan's  head  did  not  come  to  pass  at 
the  time  of  the  crucifixion.  That  is  yet  to  come 
to  pass,  and  it  will  only  come  to  pass  after  the 
Second  Coming  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  after 
the  Rapture  of  the  Church,  after  the  Great  Trib- 
ulation, after  the  thousand  year  reign  of  the 
Lord,  after  the  release  of  Satan  and  the  Great 
Revolt.  Truly  the  Christ  shall  bruise  the  head  of 
Satan  when  he  is  bound  in  chains  and  cast  in  the 
lake  of  fire.  The  God  of  infinite  righteousness 
and  Holiness  has  decreed  it,  and  so  it  shall  ever 
be.  "Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away,  but  my 
word  shall  not  pass  away."  "In  Him  is  neither 
variableness,  neither  shadow  of  turning."  As  He 
has  spoken,  so  shall  it  be!  Jesus  is  Coming 
Again ! 

Brethren,  do  you  honestly  and  fully  believe 
that   Jesus  is  coming  again?  If  you  do   believe 
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:his,  then  you  have  no  doubt  given  serious  con- 
sideration to  the  consequences.  When  God  in- 
carnated Himself  in  the  flesh,  He  came  as  ser- 
vant; suffering  servant.  He  appeared  as,  "the 
Lamb  that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world." 
He  came  in  love,  meekness,  and  mercy.  "Behold, 
[  stand  at  the  door  and  knock."  He  came  beg- 
ging. He  came  pleading.  He  came  as  one  who 
tvould  not  quench  the  smoking  flax.  He  came  to 
)pen  the  eyes  of  the  blind,  to  heal  the  halt  and 
the  maimed.  He  came  to  raise  the  dead  that  see- 
ing men  might  believe  and  be  saved.  Saved  from 
kvhat?  Saved  from  the  sin  that  doth  so  easily 
3eset  us.  Saved  that  we  might  no  more  die; 
saved  that  we  might  share  the  righteousness  of 
A.lm-ighty  God,  and  thus,  to  spend  eternity  with 
Him. 

These  things  were  a  portion  of  the  many 
things  that  Jesus  began  to  say  and  to  do.  BUI, 
when  He  comes  again.  He  shall  not  come  with 
mercy.  He  shall  come  with  Judgment!  When  He 
2omes  again.  He  shall  not  come  with  love,  but 
;vith  wrath.  He  shall  not  come  as  the  suffering 
servant,  but  as  the  King  of  Kings;  as  the  Lord 
3f  Lords.  "And  out  of  His  mouth  goeth  a  sharp 
sword,  that  with  it  He  should  smite  the  nations: 
and  He  shall  rule  them  with  a  rod  of  iron:  and 
He  treadeth  the  winepress  of  the  fierceness  of  the 
wrath  of  Almighty  God."  Yes,  brethren,  Jesus  is 
coming  again! 
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THE  PROPHETS  TESTIFY  OF  HIS  COMING 

Almost  one  half  of  the  Bible  is  consumed  with 
the  promises  of  the  Second  Goming  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Get  your  concordances.  Get  your  chain- 
reference  Bibles.  See  for  yourself.  Not  consider- 
ing the  promises  of  the  Second  Coming  contained 
in  the  New  Testament,  you  will  find  a  bulky  por- 
tion of  the  Old  Testament  telling  of  the  Coming 
again  of  our  Lord.  You  will  find  that  He  is  to  be 
born  the  seed  of  the  woman.  Gen.  3:15.  You  will 
find  that  His  generation  is  to  be  human.  Gen. 
12:3;  18:18;  49:10.  You  will  find  the  time  of  His 
Advent.  Dan.  9:24-25.  You  will  find  that  He  is  to 
be  born  of  a  Virgin.  Isaiah  7:14;  Micah  5:3.  You 
will  find  His  birthplace  to  be  given.  Micah  5:2. 
You  will  find  His  escape  from  Herod.  Jer.  31:15. 
You  will  find  His  flight  into  Egypt.  Hos.  11:1. 
You  will  see  His  ministry  in  Galilee.  Isaiah  9:1-2. 
You  will  see  that  He  is  the  Prophet.  Deut.  18:15. 
You  will  see  that  He  is  THE  PRIEST.  Psalm

THE  HOLY  ANGELS  TELL  US  THAT  JESUS

God,  the  Father  Almighty  tells  us  that  Jesus  is 
coming  again.  The  Prophets  tell  us  that  Jesus  is 
coming  again.  Jesus  Himself  has  told  us  that  He 
is  coming  again.  Read  Matthew  24  and  25.  Added 
to  this  tremendous  weight  of  testimony  is  the 
word  of  the  Holy  Angels  of  God.  "Ye  men  of 
Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gazing  up  into  Heaven? 
this  same  Jesus  which  is  taken  up  from  you  into 
heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye  have 
seen  Him  go  into  heaven."  Acts  1:11.  Do  we 
need  more  proof  that  Jesus  is  coming  again?  I 
don't  know  how  we  could  need  or  want  more 
proof  than  this.  But  if  you  do,  there  is  still  more. 

THE   APOSTLES  TELL  US  THAT  JESUS 
IS  COMING  AGAIN 

It  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  a  Christian 
that  does  not  believe  that  Jesus  is  Coming  Again. 
To  be  a  Christian,  one  must  believe  what  Christ 
has  said.  Christ  has  proclaimed  that  He  will 
Come  again.  He  meant  it.  Take  away  from  the 
Faith  the  belief  in  the  Resurrection,  and  you 
have  a  hollow  shell.  Take  away  the  belief  in  the 
Atonement,   and   you   have   nothing.   Take   away 
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the  belief  in  the  Doctrine  of  the  Second  Coming, 
and  you  have  destroyed  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
ful and  basic  beliefs  of  the  Christian  faith.  Be  re- 
minded of  what  Paul  said.  "For  this  we  say 
unto  you  by  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  we 
which  are  alive  and  remain  unto  the  coming  of 
the  Lord  shall  not  prevent  them  which  are  asleep. 
For  the  Lord  Himself  shall  descend  from  heaven 
with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel, 
and  with  the  trump  of  God,  and  the  dead  in 
Christ  shall  rise  first."  Would  you,  after  all  the 
evidence  presented  this  morning,  dare  to  not  be- 
lieve that  Jesus  is  Coming  again? 

JESUS  IS  COMING 

Believe  me  friends,  the  hour  rapidly  ap- 
proaches when  the  Lord  shall  appear!  If  you  can 
read  Ezekiel  37  and  see  otherwise  you  are  dif- 
ferent from  most  conservative  Bible  scholars. 
There  is  no  time  for  any  hesitancy.  Now  is  the 
time  to  accept  the  fact  that  Jesus  is  coming 
again.  All  prophecy  has  been  fulfilled  with  the 
exception  of  the  prophecy  concerning  Israel. 
Israel  of  the  burning  bush.  Israel  wlio  has  as- 
sembled herself  again  as  a  nation.  Israel  who 
has  gained  the  sinew  of  her  armies,  navies,  and 
of  her  marine  forces.  Israel  who  is  covered  with 
the  skin  of  Executive,  Judicial,  and  Legislative 
powers.  Israel  who  but  waits  to  receive  life:  as 
God  again  grafts  her  into  her  rightful  place.  This 
may  happen  any  moment.  It  will  happen  after  the 
rapture  of  the  Church,  and  after  Christ  has  ap- 
peared for  the  second  time  in  His  Glory. 

The  important  question  is:  Are  You  ready?  If 
you  have  accepted  the  Sacrifice  of  Jesus  Christ 
for  the  atonement  of  your  sins!  If  you  have  sur- 
rendered your  life  to  Him:  If  you  have  crucified 
self:  If  Christ  does  live  in  you,  then  you  will  re- 
joice with  all  saints  the  world  over  as  you  say, 
"even  so,  come.  Lord  Jesus."  Jesus  is  Coming 
Again !

I  may  say  too,  in  these  few  paragraphs,  that  the  work 
seems  quite  healthy.  The  real  thermometer  of  the  work  is 


the  attendance  at  the  services  in  the  House  of  the  Lord. 
It  gives  us  some  satisfaction  to  tell  you  that  it  is  good; 
besides  this,  the  attendance  at  the  school  is  somewhat 
larger  this  year  than  formerly  for  some  years  now.  Alto- 
gether there  is  much  to  encourage  us. 

The  work  now  includes  some  services  at  seven  different 
places.  Then  there  is  visitation  work,  help  for  the  sick  and 
afflicted,  and  ministry  in  all  places  that  the  Lord  leads 
and  opens  the  way.

MISSIONARY  VISION 

Small  churches  with  real  missionary  zeal  win  our  pro- 
found respect.  One  such  church — Sergeantsville,  New  Jer- 
sey— during  the  past  year  supported  six  C.  R.  I.'s  (classes 
n  religious  instruction)  in  Nigeria,  in  addition  to  giving 
;heir  usual  foreign  mission  offerings.  The  cost  of  sup- 
porting one  C.  R.  I.  is  sixty  dollars  per  year;  hence,  sup- 
porting six  of  them  brought  their  total  of  giving  over  and 
ibove  their  foreign  missions  offering  to  $300.00.  Their  un- 
iertaking  indicates  a  genuine  concern  for  foreign  mis- 
sions. 

We  should  note  that  this  type  of  giving  must  necessar- 
ly  be  done  in  addition  to  our  regular  foreign  mission 
)fferings,  because  our  regular  budget — salaries,  work 
judgets,  transportation,  medical  expenses,  etc. — must  be 
covered  by  our  missior^  offerings.  We  dare  not  substitute 
;hese  special  project  offerings  for  regular  mission  sup- 
port. 

Many  of  our  churches  are  increasing  their  offerings 
considerably,  and  some,  like  Sergeantsville,  are  adding 
special  projects — like  C.  R.  I.'s — to  their  regular  mission

THE  BRETHREN  CHURCH  at  Linwood,  Maryland,  on 
October  8th  and  9th,  celebrated  their  Fiftieth  Anni- 
versary and  their  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Homecoming.  Por- 
tions of  the  following  report  were  taken  from  their  an- 
niversary booklet.

THE  BRETHREN  CHURCH  at  Linwood,  Maryland, 
celebrated  its  fiftieth  anniversary  and  had  its  annual 
homecoming  over  the  week  end  of  Oct.  8th  and  9th.  Rev. 
Bruce  C.  Shanholtz  is  the  present  pastor,  coming  to  Lin- 
wood September  1954  from  Johnstown,  Pa. 

Saturday  evening,  worship  services  were  held  and  a 
pageant  presented,  directed  by  Mrs.  Clay  Hough.  Rev. 
C.  R.  Simmons,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the  Union  Bridge  and  Pipe 
Creek  Churches  of  the  Brethren,  brought  greetings  from 
the  community  churches,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  Hoch,  pastor 
of  the  Uniontown  Church  of  God  Circuit,  brought  the  mes- 
sage. 

Special  recognition  was  given  those  who  have  been 
members  of  the  Church  for  fifty  years  or  more.  They 
are:  Mrs.  Blanche  Englar,  Mrs.  Adelaide  Englar,  Charles 
U.  Messier,  Mrs.  Carrie  Davis,  Mrs.  Lulu  Langdon,  and 
Phay  Fritz. 

Sunday  morning,  the  sermon  was  delivered  by  Dr.  W.  D. 
Furry,  who  was  pastor  from  1905  to  1909,  now  professor 
of  Philosophy  and  Religion,  Ashland  College,  Ashland, 
Ohio. 

Following  the  noon  fellowship,  the  afternoon  service  be- 
gan at  2:30  o'clock.  The  speaker  was  Dr.  Earl  M.  Riddle, 
pastor  from  1914  to  1919,  now  pastor  of  the  Third  Breth- 
ren Church,  Johnstown,  Pa.  Evening  fellowship  and  lunch- 
eon in  the  church  basement  followed  this  service. 

Special  music  was  presented  at  all  the  services. 

The  devotions  at  the  evening  service  were  led  by  Rev. 
Freeman  Ankrum,  another  former  pastor,  now  of  St. 
James,  Md.  He  also  gave  a  brief  address  before  the  ar- 
rival of  the  scheduled  speaker,  Governor  Theodore  R. 
McKeldin,  who  was  delayed. 

HISTORBCAL 

The  Brethren  Church  of  Linwood  developed  from  a 
Union  Sunday  School  started  April  22,  1894,  in  the  ware- 
house below  what  was  then  known  as  the  Albaugh  home 
and  now  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  Roop.

The  organizers  of  the  S.  S.  were:  Mr.  and  Mi's.  Joseph' 
Englar,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nathan  Englar,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  L.  U.| 
Messier,  Miss  Elsie  Shriner,  Mrs.  Clara  Shriner  Englar. 
Mrs.  L.  U.  Messier  gave  an  address  on  opening.  Mr.  Jesse 
Garner  was  the  first  Superintendent  and  Mr.  DeWitt 
Haines  was  the  assistant.  The  Sunday  School  grew  and 
grew  until  it  outgrew  the  building.  Then  the  thoughts  of 
the  group  turned  towards  building  a  larger  structure. 
They  held  a  meeting  and  iti  was  decided  to  buy  a  piece  of 
land  from  Mr.  Joseph  Englar's  farm  and  build  a  hall.  Said 
hall  was  built  and  opened  at  2  o'clock  December  18,  1898. 
Speakers  for  the  day  were:  Rev.  B.  W.  Kindley  of  Union- 
town  and  Rev.  D.  Frank  Garland  of  Taneytown.  The  lower 
floor  was  used  for  several  years  as  a  schoolhouse.  The 
upper  floor  was  used  for  S.  S.  and  Church  services  and 
other  community  meetings.  Said  hall  is  now  the  property 
of  Mr.  John  D.  Roop.  Even  though  the  church  was  built 
in  1905  the  Union  S.  S.  continued  in  the  hall  until  March 
31,  1918.  Mr.  Samuel  Brandenburg  was  the  superintendent 
when  it  closed.  As  an  outgrowth  of  this  S.  S.  The  Breth- 
ren Church  of  Linwood  was  organized. 

A  group  met  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Nathan  Englar  on 
December  15,  1903,  and  organized  The  Brethren  Church  of 
Linwood,  Md.,  with  thirteen  (13)  members  as  follows, 
taken  from  the  original  Membership  Book:  Mrs.  John  C.

The  first  church  service  was  held  in  the  hall  by  Rev. 
J.  M.  Tombaugh,  of  Hagerstown,  traveling  on  Sunday 
to  Linwood  by  train.  Then  it  was  decided  to  build  a 
:hurch.  So,  the  church  as  you  now  see  it,  except  for  im- 
provements, alterations  and  additions,  was  built  and  ded- 
icated to  the  Lord  in  1905.  Various  improvements  have 
aeen  made  since  the  church  was  built.  The  entire  base- 
nent  was  finished,  an  oil  burning  furnace  installed,  mod- 
;rn  church  kitchen  installed,  an  outside  vestibule  entrance 
;o  the  basement.  The  main  auditorium  has  been  repaired 
md  redecorated  at  different  times,  and  an  electric  organ 
ivas  installed.  The  interior  of  the  church,  as  you  see  it  was 
lompletely  redressed  and  redecorated  this  past  spring, 
ooking  forward  to  the  occasion  celebrated.  The  work  was 
ione  at  a  cost  of  $3,696.50.  Rededication  Services  were 
leld  on  Sunday,  June  12,  1955,  at  10:30  A.  M.  Our  early 
Aurch  records  are  either  lost  or  incomplete.  We  are  not 
sure  who  preached  the  original  dedicatory  sermon  in 
L905.  However,  it  is  believed  by  some  of  the  older  mem- 
Ders  that  the  dedicatory  service  was  conducted  by  Dr.  J. 
M.  Tombaugh,  he  being  the  first  pastor,  we  assume  that 
le  had  charge  of  the  dedication  of  this  beautiful  country 
church  to  the  Lord. 

The  next  was  the  purchase  of  the  parsonage  property 
idjoining  the  church  in  1924.  This  was  formerly  known 
as  the  Joseph  Englar  home.

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PUT  THY  SHOES  from  off  thy  feet,  for  the  place  where- 
on thou  standest  is  holy  ground."  These  words  are  au- 
thoritative in  the  highest  degree,  for  they  were  spoken  by 
the  Lord  himself;  yet  they  refer  to  a  bit  of  our  common 
earth,  or  a  bit  worse  than  common,  since  Moses  stood 
at  the  edge  of  the  desert.  They  constitute  our  certain 
knowledge  that  there  are  places  in  this  material  world 
that  become  hallowed,  not  by  any  virtue  appertaining  to 
the  soil  or  the  landscape  but  by  events  that  are  a  part  of 
their  history. 

You  remember  the  circumstances.  The  shepherd  Moses, 
leading  his  flock)  "to  the  backside  of  the  desert,"  came  to 
Mount  Horeb,  and  there  observed  a  bush  that  burned  but 
was  not  consumed.  "And  Moses  said,  I  will  now  turn 
aside,  and  see  this  great  sight,  why  the  bush  is  not 
burnt."  Whereupon  the  voice  of  the  Most  High  called  to 
him  from  the  midst  of  the  fire  and  informed  him  of  his 
mission. 

So  we  know  that  any  spot  on  earth,  even  a  bleak 
and  savage  desert,  where  a  human  soul  comes  into  the 
presence  of  God,  then  and  there  becomes  holy  ground.  We 
are  gathered  on  such  a  spot  today.  It  is  a  fairer  place 
than  the  slopes  of  Horeb,  for  this  land  of  Maryland  has 
been  blessed  by  the  Creator  far  above  many  regions  of 
the  earth;  but  its  sanctity  does  not  depend  upon  that. 
It  is  due  to  the  fact  that  here,  for  fifty  years  past,  sin- 
cere men  and  women  have  turned  aside  from  their  daily 
woi'k  to  seek  God;  and  here  beyond  the  shadow  of  a 
doubt  they  have  found  Him. 

It  was  at  the  burning  bush  on  Horeb  that  the  history 
of  the  children  of  Israel  began.  From  that  spot  and  that 
day  came  all  that  through  the  succeeding  centuries  made 


them  great;  for  there  they  acquired  the  gift  they  gave 
the  world — a  clear  understanding  that  there  is  one  God, 
who  is  a  spirit,  and  must  be  worshipped  in  spirit  and  in 
tioith. 

It  is  still  the  thing  that  makes  a  nation  great.  I  do 
not  mean  the  literal  faith  that  Moses  had,  for  the  out- 
ward forms  of  faith  change  as  men's  understanding  of 
the  nature  of  the  world  and  their  relation  to  it  and  to 
its  Creator  changes.  But  the  essence  of  it,  the  realization 
that  as  God  is  a  spirit,  the  divine  in  man  is  necessarily 
spiritual  too,  is  the  thing  that  has  lifted  every  nation 
that  has  risen  much  above  the  level  of  the  savage  tribes. 

Sometimes  it  has  been,  as  we  think,  cloudy  and  obscure, 
but  it  has  been  there.  The  pagan  civilizations  of  Greece 
and  Rome  never  acknowledged  the  God  of  Abraham,  but 
their  greatest  men  all  knew  that  the  spiritual  realm 
exists  and  that  it  alone  endures  from  everlasting  to  ever- 
lasting; and  it  is  this  realization  that  has  transformed 
them   from   mere   populations   into   great  nations. 

It  is  appropriate,  therefore,  for  officers  of  the  state  to 
pay  their  respectful  tribute  to  these  spots,  since  from 
them  has  come  much  of  the  strength  of  the  state.  The 
influence  that  has  spread  from  the  Brethren  Church  at 
Linwood  has  gone  to  the  strengthening  of  the  common- 
wealth, not  because  that  was  its  chief  aim,  but  because 
that   was   the   inevitable   effect   of  its  chief  aim. 

The  chief  aim  of  this  church  has  been  the  extension  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God;  but  to  that  end  the  God-fearing 
men  and  women  who  worshipped  here  have  brought  up 
their  children  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord.  Such  families  are 
the  strength  of  the  state  for  from  generation  to  genera- 
tion they  produce  men  who,  fearing  the  Lord,  fear  noth- 
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jig  else  in  the  universe,  and  women  who  instill  in  their 
ms  honor  and  truth.  So  when  they  go  out  from  this 
ommunity  they  carry  with  them  the  inner  strength  that 
omes  only  from  a  godly  upbringing,  and  the  rest  of  the 
tate  profits. 

This  is  more  than  mere  speculation  on  my  part.  I  have 
een  them  coming  from  this  very  region,  bringing  wis- 
tom  and  power  into  whatever  community  they  entered, 
can  give  you  names  of  families,  names  with  which  you 
ire  all  familiar;  for  instance,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Eng- 
ar,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nathan  Englar,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  L.  U. 
Viessler,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Messier,  Miss  Elsie 
Shriner,  Mrs.  Clara  Shriner  Englar. 

Therefore,  although  the  Governor  of  Maryland  is  a 
aolitical  officer  of  an  earthly  power,  it  is  fitting  that  I 
jhould  join  you  in  paying  reverential  tribute  to  the  source 
)f  all  true  greatness,  whether  of  this  world  or  the  world 
,0  come.  It  is  my  earthly  task  to  labor  with  you  toward 
;he  erection  of  a  greater  commonwealth;  and  I  seize  the 
)ccasion  to  express  my  gratitude  to  you  for  the  help  and 
support  you  have  given  me  in  that  task.  Yet  we  all  know 
;hat  however  patriotic  we  may  be,  and  however  devoted 
ve  may  be,  yet  it  is  true  that  "Except  the  Lord  build 
;he  house,  they  labor  in  vain  that  build  it;  except  the 
liord  keep  the  city,  the  watchman  waketh  but  in  vain." 

Therefore  we  cannot  and  should  not  stand  unmoved  at 
me  of  the  ancient  sources  of  our  strength.  This  church, 
vorking  through  the  home  and  the  family,  forges  the  iron 
)ands  that  hold  civilization  together.  Kingdoms  and  em- 
)ires  rise  and  fall.  Armies  spread  ruin  and  devastation 
'or  awhile,  but  eventually  they  melt  away.  It  is  where 
he  hearth-fire  lights  father,  mother  and  child,  bowed 
n  worship  of  the  one  true  God  that  you  find  the  institu- 
ion  that  has  outlasted  them  all,  and  that  will  stand  when 
ill  imperial  splendor  has  been  reduced  to  rubble  and 
lust. 

No  rational  man  can  deny  that  these  are  perilous 
;imes.  Our  nation  by  the  very  fact  that  it  has  risen  to 
;he  leadership  of  the  free  world  has  drawn  upon  itself 
;he  attacks  of  all  enemies  of  freedom,  for  the  most  fur- 
ous  attacks  are  always  made  upon  the  leader.  We  have 
lefeated,  one  after  another,  every  aggressor  who  has 
issailed  us  sword  in  hand,  so  now  they  come  upon  us  in 
I  different  way;  since  fire  and  steel  have  failed  them, 
;hey  are  trying  what  lies  and  sneers  can  do. 

Furthermore,  they  are  not  all  open  and  avowed  ene- 
nies,  like  the  Russian  Communists.  The  Russians  at  least 
itand  up  and  denounce  us  to  our  faces,  so  we  know  them 
'or  what  they  are.  It  is  doubtful  that  all  the  Russians 
n  the  Soviet  Union  are  as  dangerous  as  the  mealy- 
nouthed  fellow  who  pretends  to  be  for  us,  but  who 
OSes  no  opportunity  to  try  to  break  our  faith  in  self- 
jovernment  by  free  men,  who  can  see  no  good  in  Amer- 
ca,  who  is  always  asserting  that  the  republic  is  going 
0  the  dogs,  that  the  people  are  a  mere  rabble  unable  to 
ell  the  difference  between  a  rogue  and  an  honest  man. 

This  is  a  form  of  attack  against  which  the  army,  the 
lavy  and  the  air  force  can  do  nothing  at  all,  for  it  is  a 
var  fought,  not  on  the  battlefield,  but  in  the  minds  of 
nen.  It  is  a  war  of  ideas,  and  against  an  idea  there  is 
10  defense  but  a  better  idea. 

But  I  have  no  fear  that  this  attack  will  succeed  any 
nore  than  did  the  attacks  with  fire  and  steel.  We  have

for  our  pi'otection  a,  sti"ong  point  in  every  home  in  which 
children  are  brought  up  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord;  and  all 
the  forces  of  cynicism  and  despair  break  and  shatter 
against  the  unconquerable  faith  that  "God  reigns  and  the 
nation  lives." 

All  patriots  are  agreed  that  in  the  present  state  of 
the  world  we  have  no  choice  except  to  maintain  lai'ge 
forces  of  armed  men  and  many  engines  of  destruction. 
But  in  our  preoccupation  with  the  means  of  physical  de- 
fense we  are  constantly  in  danger  of  forgetting  the  other 
kind  of  war  in  which  they  are  of  no  avail.  Armies  and 
fleets  we  must  have,  but  it  would  be  disastrous  to  ignore 
the  war  of  ideas  in  which,  as  the  old  hymn  has  it, 

A   mighty  fortress   is   our  God, 
A  bulwark  never  failing, 

and  in  the  last  analysis  the  only  fortress  and  the  only 
bulwark  in   which   we   can   place   implicit   reliance. 

This  house  of  God  is  as  certainly  one  of  the  defenses 
of  the  state  and  the  nation  as  are  Fort  Meade  and  the 
military  airfields  and  the  warships  in  Hampton  Roads. 
They  can  stop  an  armed  foe,  but  it  is  places  like  this 
that  protect  us  against  the  insidious  enemies  that  ignore 
our  seacoasts  and  our  cities,  but  attack  our  faith,  steal 
away  our  hope,  cripple  our  self-confidence  and  leave  us 
defeated  before  the  military  battle  begins. 

For  the  church  is  the  arsenal  of  the  faith  of  the  home. 
Here  are  forged  and  sharpened  the  spiritual  weapons 
with  which  the  strong  points  are  defended;  and  it  is  those 
spiritual  weapons  that  will  defeat  and  beat  down  the  most 
powerful  combination  that  the  Prince  of  Darkness  can 
summon  and  lead  against  us. 

This  is  no  wishful  thinking,  no  mere  pious  aspiration. 
It   is   a    plain   statement   of  fact,   as   certain   as   that   the

TOO  MANY  GRUMBLE  364  days  and  observe  Thanks- 
giving in  one  day,  whereas,  it  would  be  bad  enough 
to  have  it  the  other  way  around!  The  feast  of  the  Taber- 
nacle was  a  thanksgiving  season  for  the  Jews  (Deut.  16: 
13-15).  In  their  feasts  they  were  "not  to  appear  before 
the  Lord  empty,"  but  give  as  they  were  able  (Deut. 
16:16,  17).  To  the  Christian  every  "Lord's  Day"  is  a  day 
of  special  thanksgiving  (1  Cor.  16:2). 

As  for  counting  our  blessings  let  us  analyze  the  147th 
psalm.  It  is  good  to  praise  God  for  He  is  worthy,  and 
praise  brings  forth  joy  (v.  1).  God's  best  gifts  are  not 
material.  Grace  is  better  than  gifts;  mercy  than  favor; 
healing  than  riches  (vs.  2,  3).  Adam  named  the  animals

Even  His  winter  season  is  for  the  goo( 
of  the  earth  (vs.  16,  17;  Isaiah  55:10).  God  is  faithful  h 
the  seasons,  which  speak  of  His  constant  care  (vs.  18-20)

SPREAD  OF  THE  GOOD  NEWS 

Lesson:  Luke  8:1,  4-8;  9:1-6 

THE  TEMPTATION  CONFRONTING  the  visible 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  to  MAJOR  on  a  MINOR. 
The  Church  has  been  commissioned  for  the  primary  pur- 
pose of  spreading  the  Good  News  of  the  saving  power  of 
Jesus  Chi'ist.  As  members  of  the  Church  we  dare  not 
deviate  from  that  purpose.  If  we  do  we  will  be  majoring 
on  a  minor.  Looking  about  today  one  would  almost  be 
convinced  the  chief  function  of  the  Church  is  to  bake 
cakes,  make  soup,  conduct  rummage  sales,  and  organize 
sewing  circles!  Whereas,  Jesus  Christ  said,  "Go  ye  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  ..."  (Mark  16:15). 
He  sent  His  disciples  "to  preach  the  kingdom  of  God  .  .  ." 
(Luke  9:2). 

In  order  to  accomplish  His  purpose  of  spreading  the 
gospel,  Jesus  set  the  example.  "And  it  came  to  pass  after- 
ward, that  He  went  throughout  every  city  and  village, 
preaching  and  shewing  the  glad  tidings  of  the  kingdom  of 
God"  (Luke  8:1). 

Many  different  ways  were  used  by  the  Master  to  give 
forth  the  gospel.  Sometimes  He  preached  a  message  to 
the  people,  such  as  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  (Matt.  5-7). 
He  often  used  object  lessons  to  illustrate  the  truth.  Other 
times   He  spake  in  parables,  such  as  The   Sower  and  the 
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eed  included  in  today's  lesson.  A  little  boy's  definition 
f  a  parable  is  a  good  one:  "An  earthly  story  with  a 
eavenly  meaning." 

The  exact  meaning  of  many  of  the  parables  is  not 
nown.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  as  to  the  interpreta- 

on  of  The  Sower,  for  Jesus  gives  its  meaning  (Luke 
:11-15). 

The  seed  represents  the  Word  of  God.  The  sower  would 
16  the  one  presenting  God's  Word.  The  four  types  of  soil 
tand  for  individuals  who  came  under  the  sound  of  the 
gospel. 

One  thing  is  evident  in  this  story.  There  was  nothing 
vrong  with  the  seed.  The  failure  to  produce  was  due  to 
he  soil.  LACK  OF  RECEPTIVITY  TO  THE  WORD  OF 
JOD  IS  THE  FAULT  OF  THE  INDIVIDUAL  WHO 
VILL  NOT  RESPOND  TO  THE  GOSPEL.  God  cannot  be 
lamed  when  we  will  not  accept  His  Holy  Word. 

This  parable  would  also  teach  that  the  sower's  respon- 
ibility  is  not  to  bring  forth  fruit.  He  is  simply  to  do  his 
ob  of  SOWING  the  seed.  The  results  are  always  left  to 
Jod. 

The  God-given  task  of  the  Church  is  to  evangelize  the 
rorld,  not  convert  it.  We  are  not  to  be  discouraged  when 
ur  sowing  does  not  always  produce  results.  Notice  in  the 
larable  that  out  of  four  attempts,  only  one  was  fruitful. 

The  Gospel  is  GOOD  NEWS!  We  have  heard  it  and 
njoyed  the  fruit  thereof.  Many  have  never  heard.  Jesus 
old  His  disciples  they  were  to  be  aware  of  the  many 
/ho  wait  for  the  Gospel:  "Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look 
n  the  fields;  for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest" 
John  4:35).  He  stated  there  was  a  shortage  of  workers: 
The  labourers  are  few"  (Luke  10:2).  But,  He  continued, 
here  was  something  His  followers  could  do  if  they  could 
Lot  go:  "Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that 
le  would  send  forth  laboui'ers  into  His  harvest"  (Luke 
0:2).

THE  BLESSED  AND  ALL  ASSURING  TRUTH  is  that 
the  very  same  attributes  which  characterize  God  the 
ii'ather  are  also  ascribed  to  Jesus  the  Son. 

13.  Holiness.  The  God  of  the  Bible  is  an  infinitely  holy 
jod.  His  holiness  is  past  Man's  power  to  comprehend  or 
magine.  We  step  softly  as  we  contemplate  reducing  God's 
loliness  to  an  interpretation  in  print.  God's  holiness  is 
he  eternal  state  of  His  absolute  purity.  In  His  purity 
here  is  not  an  infinitesimal  spot  of  impurity.  The  blessed 
;ruth  is  that  our  Lord  Jesus  is  just  as  holy  as  God.  His 
loliness  is  infinite  in  its  perfection  and  eternal  in  its 
quality.  Luke  1:35;  Acts  2:27;  3:14;  4:27,  30;  13:35;  He- 
)rews  7:26;  I  John  3:3,  5. 


14.  Righteousness.  Again,  God  is  a  God  of  perfect 
righteousness.  Matt.  5:48;  John  17:25;  Rom.  3:21-26.  Just 
as  the  mercy  of  God  has  its  source  in  the  grace  of  God, 
so  the  righteousness  of  God  flows  out  of  His  holiness. 
Righteousness  is  holiness  in  action.  The  righteousness  of 
God  is  that  quality  in  the  Divine  Nature  which  conforms 
in  purpose  and  conduct  to  the  perfect  standard  demanded 
by  His  holiness.  The  truth  for  us  to  note  in  this  connection 
is,  as  in  each  of  the  preceding,  that  Christ  is  one  in  right- 
eousness with  God  the  Father.  The  Scriptures  teach  the 
righteousness  of  Christ  is  on  a  perfect  plane  with  that 
of  God.  Rom.  5:18,  21;  I  Cor.  1:30;  II  Tim.  4:8;  II  Peter 
1:1. 

15.  Faithfulness.  Great  is  the  faithfulness  of  our  holy 
God.  Lamentations  3:23;  I  Cor.  1:9;  10:13;  I  Thess.  5:24. 
The  faithfulness  of  God  grows  out  of  His  holy  and  alto- 
gether righteous  nature.  Truth  and  faithfulness  are  in- 
separable companions.  In  truth  God  has  promised.  In 
faithfulness  He  will  fulfill  His  promise.  The  faithfulness 
of  God  is  that  quality  of  His  nature  which  requires  Him 
to  perform  every  statement  or  promise  which  He  has 
made.  His  faithfulness  is  His  positive  reliability  and  de- 
pendability. God  fulfills  His  promise  to  us  out  of  faith- 
fulness to  His  Deap  Son.  And  once  again  the  truth  comes 
to  us  with  the  greatest  of  force:  the  faithfulness  of 
Christ  is  fully  equal  to  the  faithfulness  of  the  Father. 
II  Thessalonians  3:3;  II  Tim.  2:13;  Hebrews  2:17;  3:2; 
Revelation  1:5;   3:14;   19:11. 

16.  Wisdom.  God  is  a  God  of  infinite  wisdom.  His  wis- 
dom is  related  to  His  omnscience  much  as  mercy  is  re- 
lated to  grace,  and  righteousness  to  holiness.  Omniscience 
is  the  quality  of  all-knowledge.  Wisdom  is  the  quality 
or  ability  to  use  the  knowledge  in  the  best  possible  way. 
God's  wisdom  is  His  power  of  true  discernment.  Men 
have  knowledge  in  lesser  or  greater  degree  but  not  all 
men  have  wisdom.  And  thus  again  our  hearts  leap  for 
joy,  our  minds  can  scarcely  contain  it,  yet  faith  appro- 
priates the  all-blessed  truth:  Christ  is  one  with  the  Father 
in  Divine  wisdom.  Isaiah  11:2;  I  Cor.  1:24,  30;  Colossians 
2:3;  Revelation  5:12. 

17.  Truth.  God  is  absolute  truth.  The  attributes  of  God 
have,  in  a  very  true  sense,  an  accumulative  effect.  Truth 
is  a  logical  offspring  of  the  several  preceding  attributes, 
especially  holiness,  righteousness,  faithfulness,  and  wis- 
dom. God's  word  is  truth.  How  logical,  how  reasonable, 
how  acceptable  to  the  humble  heart.  Again  contemplate 
the  fact  of  Divine  revelation:  Christ  is  forever  equal  with 
God  in  the  characteristic  of  absolute  truth.  John  1:14,  17; 
14:6;  II  Cor.  11:10;  Ephesians  4:21.  I  John  5:20. 

18.  Sovereignty.  God  is  the  sovereign  God.  Sovereignty 
is  the  quality  of  the  being  of  God  in  which  He  forever 
possesses  supreme  authority  and  power.  God's  sovereignty 
is  perfect,  being  eternally  balanced  by  His  love,  grace, 
mercy,  holiness,  and  righteousness.  As  sovereign,  God  has 
authority  to  work  "All  things  after  the  counsel  of  his 
own  will,"  Ephesians  1:11;  Isaiah  45:5;  Psalm  115:3;  Ex- 
odus 20:1-3.  As  heretofore,  so  here  also,  Christ  is  sover- 
eign in  authority  even  as  God  the  Father.  Matt.  28:18; 
John  5:21;  Philippians  2:9-11;  Hebrews  1:8,  9;  Psalm  45: 
6,  7;  Revelation  11:15;  19:11-16. 

How  blessed  all  this  is  to  the  believing  heart.  Christ  is 
equal  with  God.  He  is  God  in  all  the  richness  and  fulness 
of  that  word.  We  worship,  and  adore,  and  go  to  tell.

place  whereon  Moses  stood  was  holy  ground,  because  it  is 
based  on  the  same  Authority.  We  have  the  power,  of 
course,  to  nullify  it  by  our  own  act.  We  could,  in  theory, 
surrender  the  fortress  without  making  any  defense.  But 
that  would  be  to  repudiate  our  birthright  as  children  of 
God,  to  deny  the  faith  and  become  worse  than  the  infidel. 
In  short,  it  is  unthinkable. 

As  long  as  we  stand  to  our  arms,  with  the  sword  of 
truth  and  the  shield  of  faith,  our  defenses  will  not  and 
cannot  fail.  For  the  same  Voice  that  spoke  from  the  burn- 
ing bush  has  said  it,  in  words  beyond  misunderstanding 
and  beyond  dispute.  In  this  case  it  spoke,  not  to  Moses, 
but  to  Simon  the  Fisherman,  when  it  changed  his  name 
to  Cephas,  meaning  a  stone.  "On  this  rock,"  it  said,  "I 
will  found  my  church,"  and  then  added  the  words  that 
are  the  assurance  of  our  faith,  the  absolute  guarantee  of 
our  triumph  if  we  fight  to  the  end.  These  words  are, 
"the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it."

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From  l^hanhsgiving  To  Ghristmas 


AT  THIS  SEASON  OF  THE  YEAR,  the  Amer- 
j  lean  people  are  called  upon  to  "give  thanks" 
for  all  the  many  blessings  which  have  come  to 
them.  This  "thanks"  must,  of  course,  be  "directed 
thanks."  It  must  be  given  to  God,  "from  whom  all 
blessings  flow."  The  Psalmist  says,  "0  give 
thanks  unto  the  Lord." 

There  is  no  place  in  the  life  of  the  Christian  for 
the  practice  of  "ingratitude."  That  is,  the  taking 
of  offered  blessings  without  so  much  as  a  word 
of  thanks  to  the  donor.  How  rude  we  would  be,  if 
when  people  would  give  us  things  we  would  never 
so  much  as  say  thanks  to  them.  How  much  ruder 
we  are  when  we  fail  to  give  thanks  unto  God  for 
His  wonderful  acts  toward  us. 

We  are  fast  approaching  the  Christmas  season. 
By  the  time  you  read  this,  the  air  lanes,  the  news- 
papers, the  stores,  will  be  devoted  to  the  commer- 
cial side  of  the  Christmas  rush.  With  Christmas 
savings  clubs  reported  at  an  all  time  high,  and 
with  "nothing  down,  nothing  until  after  the  first 
of  the  year,"  Americans  could  make  a  clean  sweep 
of  the  stores  of  the  land.  Children  will  receive 
presents  and  toys  so  numerous  that  they  will  face 
an  emotional  frustration  deciding  which  one  to 
smash  first.  Adults  will  open  up  their  presents, 
knowing  before  they  open  them,  under  the  wait- 
ing eyes  of  the  donors,  they  are  going  to  say, 
"Oh,  just  what  I  always  wanted!" 

The  post  Christmas  reaction  will  find  some  re- 
cipients satisfied,  others  wending  their  way  to  the 
exchange  counters,  or  others  calmly  putting  away 
the  impractical  gift,  keeping  in  mind  that  they 
can  give  it  to  someone  else  next  Christmas.  Fur- 
ther post  Christmas  activity  will  find  many  Amer- 
icans realizing  that  much  of  the  glitter  and  the 
glamour  of  the  pre-Christmas  "easy  spending 
days"  wears  pretty  thin  when  the  oversize  duns 
come  from  the  stores.  The  man  who  suggested  the 
slogan,  "'Let's  have  Christmas  the   whole    year 


through,"  certainly  got  his  answer  in  the  "twelve 
monthly  easy  payment  plan." 

Perhaps  you  may  feel  that  some  of  the  above 
is  a  little  bit  satirical.  And  perhaps  you  may  feel 
that  this  scribe  is  a  little  bit  low  on  the  "Christ- 
mas Spirit."  However,  it  has  long  been  the  opin- 
ion of  this  Editor  that  Christians  have  long  been 
desecrating  Christmas  by  their  insatiable  plunge, 
both  from  the  standpoint  of  time  and  money,  to 
"provide"  a  commercial  yuletide  for  their  family 
and  friends. 

Children  certainly  should  have  toys.  They  should 
also  have  good  warm  clothing!  Adults  should 
certainly  give  gifts  one  to  another,  in  appreciation 
for  deeds  done  for  one  another  during  the  year. 
Done,  in  a  sane.  Christian  manner,  it  can  do  good. 
It  is,  though,  a  far  cry  from  the  insane,  fiendish 
passion  which  insists  that  we  out-do  everyone  else 
in  the  size,  the  gaudiness  and  the  cost  of  our  gifts. 

Thanksgiving  calls  for  us  to  give  thanks  unto 
the  Lord,  What  better  way  to  do  this  than  to 
honor  and  adore  the  Christ  in  our  Christmas  sea- 
son. This  Editor  does  have  the  Christmas  Spirit, 
and  we  love  to  give  and  to  receive  gifts.  Christ- 
mas touches  our  heart  more  than  any  other  sea- 
son of  the  year,  except  the  Easter  season  with  its 
glorious  resurrection  message  of  the  Christ  who 
was  a  babe  at  Christmas  time. 

Let    us    realize.    Christian    Brethren,    that   at 
Christmas  we  are  commemorating  the  birth  of

EN   THE  OIL   FLOWS 


"And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  vessels  wev^ 
full,  that  she  said  unto  her  son.  Bring  me  yet  a 
vessel.  And  he  said  unto  her,  There  is  not  a  ves- 
sel more.  AND  THE  OIL  STAYED.  2  Kings  4:6. 


THIS  IS  NOT  AT  ALL  like  most  Bible  mir- 
acles. I  do  not  suppose  it  had  any  symbolical 
intention;  but  I  would  like  us  to  see  the  incident, 
and  to  notice  in  the  staying  of  the  oil,  v^^hen 
there  were  no  more  vessels  brought  to  be  filled, 
a  lesson  addressed  to  us  all,  and  it  is  this:  God 
keeps  giving  himself  as  long  as  we  bring  that 
which  he  can  pour  himself  into.  And  when  we 
stop  bringing  he  stops  giving. 

Now  let  us  notice  three  vessels  we  might  bring 
if  we  would  have  the  oil  of  the  Divine  Spirit 
poured  into  us. 

L     THE  VESSEL  OF  DESIRE. 

God  can  give  us  a  great  many  things  that  we 
do  not  wish,  but  he  cannot  give  us  his  best  gift, 
and  that  is  Himself,  unless  we  desire  it.  He  never 
forces  His  company  on  anybody,  and  if  we  do 
not  wish  for  Him  He  cannot  give  us  Himself, 
His  Spirit,  or  the  gifts  of  His  Spirit.  For  in- 
stance. He  can  not  make  a  man  wise  if  he  does 
not  wish  to  be  instructed.  He  can  not  make  a 
man  holy  if  he  has  no  aspiration  after  holiness. 
He  can  not  save  a  man  from  his  sins  if  the  man 
holds  on  to  his  sins  with  both  hands.  He  can  not 
give  the  oil  unless  we  bring  the  vessels  of  our 
hearts  opened  by  our  desires. 


If  He  could  He  would.  "Ye  have  not  because  ye 
ask  not." 

But  while  God  is  always  giving,  our  capacity! 
to  receive  determines  the  degree  of  our  individ-i 
ual  possession  of  Him.  Or,  to  put  it  in  the  plain- 
est words — we  have  as  much  of  God  as  we  can 
take  in;  and  the  principal  factor  in  settling  how 
much  we  can  take  is — how  much  we  wish.  Meas- 
ure the  reality  and  intensity  of  desire,  and  you 
measure  capacity.  As  the  atmosphere  rushes  into 
every  vacuum,  or  as  the  sea  runs  up  into,  and! 
fills,  every  curve  of  the  coast,  so  wherever  aj 
heart  opens,  and  the  unbroken  coastline  is  un- 
dented, as  it  were,  by  desire,  in  rushes  the  tide 
of  the  Divine  gifts.  You  have  God  in  the  measure 
in  which  you  desire  Him. 

Only  remember  that  that  desire  which  brings 
God  must  be  more  than  a  feeble,  fleeting  wish. 
Wishing  is  one  thing;  willingness  is  quite  another. 
Lazily  wishing  and  strenuously  desiring  are  two 
entirely  different  postures  of  mind;  the  former 
gets  nothing,  and  the  latter  gets  everything,  it 
gets  God,  and  with  God  all  that  God  can  bring. 

But  the  desire  must  not  only  rise  to  intensity 
and  earnestness,  but  it  must  be  steadfast. 

IL     THE  VESSEL  OF  EXPECTANCY 

Desire  is  one  thing;  confident  anticipation 
that  the  desire  will  be  fulfilled  is  quite  another. 
Expectation,  like  desire,  opens  the  heart. 

There  are  some  expectations,  even  in  lower 
regions,  that  fulfill  themselves.  Doctors  will  tell 
you  that  a  very  large  part  of  the  curative  power 
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f  their  medicine  depends  upon  the  patient's  an- 

icipation  of  recovery.  If  a  man  expects  to  die 

;^hen  he  takes  to  his  bed,  the  chances  are  that 

te  will  die;  and  if  a  man  expects  to  get  better, 

leath  will  have  a  fight  before  it  conquers  him. 

["here  are  hundreds  of  cases,  in  all  departments 

f  life,  where  he  who  sets  himself  to  a  task  with 

issured  persuasion  that  he  is  going  to  do  such 

md  such  a  thing,  will  do  it.  That  is  only  another 

vay  of  putting,  "According  to    thy    faith    be    it 

mto  thee." 

I  am  afraid  that  a  great  many  of  us  have  often 
expectations  fainter  than  desires;  and  that  we 
should  be  very  much  surprised  if  the  thing  that 
we  ask  for,  in  the  prayers  that  we  so  often  re- 
peat, were  granted  to  us.  You  will  hear  men 
praying  for  holiness,  for  clean  hearts,  for  prog- 
ress in  the  Christian  life,  for  a  hundred  other 
such  blessings.  They  do  not  expect  that  anything 
is  going  to  come  in  consequence,  and  they  would 
be  mightily  at  a  loss  what  to  do  with  the  gift  if 
it  did  come. 

The  absence  of  expectancy  in  our  public  peti- 
tions is  one  of  the  saddest  features  in  the  Chris- 
tian life  of  this  day. 

If  you  expect  little  you  will  get  little;  and  we 
io  expect  far  less  than  we  ought.  We  cannot 
:'aise  our  confident  expectations  too  high;  for 
'He  is  able  to  do  for  us  exceeding  abundantly 
ibove  all  that  we  ask"  as  well  as  "think."  The 
!^postle  has  set  the  limit  of  our  expectations,  and 
lere  it  is,  in  the  same  context:  "That  we  may  be 
illed  with  all  the  fullness  of  God." 

True,  the  vessels  that  we  bring  to  be  filled 
A^ith  the  oil  are  not  like  the  vessels  that  the 
:atherless  boys  brought.  They  were  of  a  definite 
capacity;  and  the  little  cup  when  it  was  filled 
NSLS  filled,  and  there  was  an  end  of  it.  But  the 
/essels  that  we  bring  are  elastic,  and  they  widen 
)ut.  The  more  that  is  put  into  them  the  more 
:hey  can  hold,  so  that  there  is  no  bound  to  the 
capacity  of  a  heart  for  the  reception  and  inrush 
)f  God;  and  there  will  be  through  all  the  ages 
I  growing  possession  of  Him  in  eternity.  But  to- 
lay,  desire  and  expectancy  determine  the  meas- 
ure of  the  gift. 

III.     THE  VESSEL  OF  OBEDIENCE 

"If  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he  shall  know  of 
:he  doctrine."  There  is  one  case  of  the  general 
principle  that  wishes  and  anticipations  are  all 
ight  and  well,  but  unless  they  are  backed  up 
md  verified  by  conduct,  even  wishes  and  antici-

pations  will  not  bring  God's  gift.  If  we  fill  our 
vessels  full  before  we  take  them  to  the  source 
of  supply,  with  all  manner  of  baser  things,  there 
will  be  no  room  for  the  oil.  We  contradict  and 
stifle  our  desires  by  our  conduct,  and  by  it  make 
our  expectations  perfectly  impossible  to  be  ful- 
filled. Are  our  daily  doings  of  such  a  nature  so 
that  the  Spirit  of  God,  which  is  symbolized  by 
the  oil,  can  come  into  our  hearts? 

Desire,  Expectation,  and  Obedience.  These 
three  must  never  be  separated  if  we  are  to  re- 
ceive the  gift  of  Himself,  which  God  delights  and 
waits  to  give.  All  spiritual  possessions  and  pow- 
ers grow  by  use,  even  as  exercised  muscles  are 
strengthened,  and  unused  ones  tend  to  grow 
weak. 

It  is  possible,  by  neglect  of  God  and  of  the 
gift  given  to  us,  to  incur  the  stern  sentence 
passed  on  the  slothful  servant:  "Take  it  from 
him."  By  disobedience  and  negligence  we  choke 
the  channel  through  which  God's  gifts  can  flow 
to  us.  Bring  these  three  vessels,  and  you  will  not 
go  away  with  them  empty.  "Open  thy  mouth 
wide,  and  I  will  fill  it." 

The  story  is  told  of  a  minister  who  had  within 
his  congregation,  a  rich  man  and  a  poor  man.  The 
rich  man  desired  to  do  an  act  of  benevolence, 
and  so  he  sent  a  sum  of  money  to  a  friend  to  be 
given  to  this  poor  man  as  he  thought  best.  The 
friend  just  sent  him  five  pounds,  and  said  in  the 
note:  "This  is  thine.  Use  it  wisely.  There  is  more 
to  follow."  After  a  while  he  sent  another  five 
pounds  and  said:  "More  to  follow."  Again  and 
again  he  sent  the  money  to  the  poor  man,  al- 
ways with  the  cheering  words:  "More  to  follow." 

So  it  is  with  the  wonderful  grace  of  God. 
There  is  always  "More  to  follow." 

May  God  help  us  as  Christians  to  bring  our 
vessels,  of  Desire,  Expectancy,  and  Obedience, 
"That  we  may  be  filled  with  all  the  fullness  of 
God."

From  BOB  BISCHOF  AT  GULAK 

October  8,  1955 
Dear  Ida  and  Clayton: 

.  .  .  We  wish;  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  letter 
of  confidence  from  the  members  of  the  Missionary  Board. 
We  are  so  anxious  for  more  news  about  the  Annual  Con- 
ference as  we  know  that  the  Church  is  moving  forward; 
but  I  guess  most  of  the  news  will  have  to  wait  until  we 
get  home.  We  have  received  word  from  Mrs.  Rodkey  that 
the  W.  M.  S.  has  gone  over  the  goal.  Now  if  only  permis- 
sion would  come  through  from  the  government,  plans 
could  be  made  to  start  the  building. 

Bea  came  back  to  Gulak  Monday  afternoon.  The  water 
was  up  to  the  neck  at  Lassa.  Earl  Diebert  and  several 
Africans  helped  her  across  the  river.  Then  Umoru  the 
orchard  man  came  up  with  her.  After  they  crossed  the 
river  a  heavy  rain  came  up,  but  they  were  able  to  stop 
at  a  compound.  There  was  a  strong  wind  also.  Bea  said 
that  they  were  riding  along  on  the  bicycles  when 
the  wind  came  and  picked  up  their  bicycles  and  moved 
them  over  to  the  other  side  of  the  road.  Fortunately  they 
were  not  overturned.  She  was  a  little  tired  and  sunburned 
by  the  time  she  reached  here,  but  is  well  rested  now,  bus- 
ily packing  odds  and  ends,  and  working  at  the  dispensary. 

Last  Sunday  12  were  baptized  here  at  Gulak.  Among 
the  group  were  ten  school  boys  and  then  two  wives  of 
the  older  school  boys.  We  baptized  down  by  the  orchard 
at  the  little  pool.  In  the  dry  season  it  dries  up,  but  now 
it  is  quite  deep.  Baptism  went  along  fine;  I  had  a  few 
leeches  become  attached  to  me,  but  not  at  all  like  some 
other  places  where  I  have  baptized.  Also  on  Sunday  we 
had  six  to  take  the  covenant:  four  were  school  boys;  one 
was  the  wife  of  Tizhe,  our  cook;  the  other  was  a  wife  of 
one  of  the  school  boys. 

Wednesday  there  was  a  very  nice  communion  service. 
Forty-four  took  part  and  there  were  quite  a  number  who 
came  to  watch  the  service.  Near  the  end  of  the  month  I 
shall  go  to  Brishishiwa  for  another  communion  service. 
The  Gulak  congregation  is  about  equally  divided  between 
Gulak  (Margi)  and  Brishishiwa  (Higi). 

We  are  anxious  to  hear  from  the  Shanks  since  they 
have  arrived  and  to  see  them.  We  have  had  some  good 


reports  about  them  from  other  missionaries — one  whiclj 
I  think  is  very  good.  One  of  them  said  that  their  littLl 
boy  is  quite  well  behaved;  another  said  he  believed  tha! 
they  would  do  a  fine  piece  of  work.  |

ITEM  FROM  WASHINGTON 

Greetings  from  the  Washington,  D.  C.  Church. 

We  are  confident  that  the  entire  denomination  will  be 
interested  in  knowing  of  our  several  programs  inaugur- 
ated and  the  progress  and  success  we  have  attained  here 
in  your  nation's  capital. 

After  a  period  of  vacation  and  some  measure  of  well 
needed  recreation,  intensive  plans  for  the  coming  year 
fiave  been  formulated  with  much  earnestness  and  zeal. 
Programs  have  been  launched  by  the  Sunday  School,  the 
W.  M.  S.,  the  Laymen,  and  youth  groups.  Special  Bible 
Classes  are  again  being  held  at  the  Church  each  Tues- 
day evening.  This  is  attended  largely  by  the  Young  Mar- 
ried Couples  of  the  Church,  and  some  others.  The  Pastor 
is  teaching  them  the  Book  of  Romans.  For  the  whole 
Church  on  Wednesday  nights  and  Sunday  nights  at  7:00, 
Genesis  is  being  taught. 

Sunday  October  16  was  Determination  Day.  Under  this 
beading  the  Sunday  School  and  Church  observed:  Roll 
Call  Sunday,  Cash  Day,  and  attempted  to  beat  all  pre- 
dous  records.  As  before,  there  were  very  few  individuals 
who  did  not  answer  to  the  Roll  Call.  We  have  nearly 
100%  active  membership.  And  every  Class  and  member 
in  the  Sunday  School  really  takes  seriously  our  Cash  Day 
Offerings.  While  our  attendance  did  not  excel  our  pre- 
vious record,  yet  the  Sunday  School  Offering  was  almost 
unbelievable.  There  were  145  present  including  babies, 
children  and  some  visitors.  But  the  Sunday  School  Offer- 
ing was  $926.61!  That  was  nearly  a  thousand  dollars.  But 
imagine  our  amazement  when  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
Church  hour  that  morning  it  was  announced  by  the  Treas- 
urers that  we  had  contributed  thus  far  today  §2,405.00!  It 
almost  frightened  us.  But  before  the  afternoon  was  over 
it  had  risen  to  over  $2,500.00!  We  feel  that  this  repre- 
sents devotion  and  loyalty  seldom  excelled. 

In  fact  ALL  of  this  comes  from  42  families.  Consider 
bhat  it  all  comes  from  just  those  Dad's  and  Mothers.  We 
asked  our  Building  Fund  Treasurer,  Captain  Charles 
Clague  to  give  us  a  history  of  our  giving.  He  got  photo- 
static records  from  the  Building  and  Loan  Association 
and  studied  them.  He  pointed  out  with  great  delight  that 
in  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  our  little  Church 
tiad  paid  $9,000.00  on  our  building  debt!  That  is  besides 
;he  average  $118  per  week  regular  offerings  and  special 
offerings.  This  is  his  record  of  our  past  giving:

Now  you  look  at  our  working  people,  none  in  the  higher 
salary  brackets,  and  there  are  only  42  families  altogether 
and  you  will  see  that  our  people  are  really  trying  to  do 
God's  Will  and  build  a  Church  here.  We  hope  you  will 
be  impressed  with  how  hard  we  are  working  at  it  and 
help  us.  If  God  will  permit  we  will  have  our  entire  debt 
cleared  off  by  January.  That  means  we  must  raise  be- 
tween 4  and  5  thousand  dollars.  Then  we  want  to  start 
our  upstairs,  or  the  rest  of  this  building.  Our  circum- 
stances are  just  too  crowded  for  all  of  us. 

Will  you  join  us  in  prayer  that  the  Lord  may  have  a 
Brethren  Gospel  Church  here  in  Washington.  We  will  need 
much  help.  Do  make  this  a  matter  of  prayer  in  your 
prayer  services.  Pray  that  help  will  come  to  us  from  our 
own  Brethren.  We  are  using  every  foot  of  our  space,  and 
it  isn't  enough.  Furthemiore,  to  attract  people  into  a  base- 
ment is  very  difficult. 

December  9th  is  the  date  set  for  our  Anniversary  din- 
ner. We  aren't  many  years  old  as  a  Church,  so  we  still 
celebrate  our  birthdays.

LINWOOD,  MARYLAND 

Our  Church  here  at  Linwood  has  experienced  many  fine 
things  in  recent  months.  September  18,  was  observed  as 
Harvest  Home  Day.  This  is  the  time  of  the  year  which 
has  long  been  the  practice  of  the  Church  to  express  in 
a  special  way  their  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  the  Par- 
sonage family.  Groceries,  fruits,  vegetables,  meats,  flow- 
ers, etc.,  are  brought  by  the  families  of  the  Church  and 
placed  around  the  Pulpit.  Usually,  the  men  help  the  Pas- 
tor after  the  sei'vices  to  carry  these  gifts  to  the  Parson- 
age which  mostly  fill  the  pantry  shelves  and  more  too.

Lesson  for  December  4,  1955 

MEANING  OF  DISCIPLESHIP 

Lesson:  Luke  9:23-36 

"DISCIPLESHIP  means  personal,  passionate  devotioi 
to  a  Person,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  Thus  does  Oswalc 
Chambers  define  the  word  which  is  so  vital  to  Christian- 
ity. The  earnest  Christian  cannot  separate  discipleship 
from  his  life.  It  is  interwoven  into  the  very  fiber  of  his 
being.  The  carnal,  pleasure-seeking  professor  of  Chris- 
tianity shuns  this  word  because  it  reminds  him  thati 
Christ  demands  discipline  from  all  those  who  would  sin-' 
cerely  follow  Him.  | 

Often  in  His  teachings  Jesus  dealt  with  the  matter  ofl 
discipleship.  He  came  into  this  world  to  gather  unto  Him-i 
self  a  group  of  followers  who  would  carry  on  His  work 
after  His  departure.  Those  who  heard  His  teachings,  be- 
lieved on  Him,  were  willing  to  learn  from  Him,  and  who 
followed  Him,  He  called  His  disciples.  For  a  disciple  is 
one  who  learns,  who  follows,  and  who  obeys. 

One  cannot  help  but  wonder  what  God  must  think  of 
the  careless,  indifferent  irresponsive  persons  in  our 
churches  who  like  to  think  of  themselves  as  Christians, 
and  yet  who  never  want  to  LEARN,  FOLLOW,  or  OBEY 
their  Master!  It  was  to  such  individuals  that  Jesus  said: 
"And  why  call  ye  Me,  Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the  things 
which  I  say?"  (Luke  6:46) — "Not  everyone  that  saith 
unto  Me,  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven;  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  My  Father  which 
is  in  heaven"  (Matt.  7:21). 

In  our  lesson  of  today  Jesus  defines  discipleship.  It  in- 
volves three  distinct  steps.  First:  A  disciple  must  be 
willing  to  deny  self.  In  his  translation  of  the  New  Tes- 
tament, Charles  B.  Williams  puts  it  in  these  words:  "If 
anyone  chooses  to  be  My  disciple,  he  must  say  'No'  to 
self  ..."  Rev.  H.  M.  Freligh  says:  "To  deny  self  means 
to  take  sides  against  one's  self,  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the 
clamor  for  attention  and  praise,  to  lay  down  the  weapons 
of  self-vindication,  to  quit  coddling  and  nurturing  the  de- 
testable thing." 
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The  second  step  is  this:  A  disciple  must  be  willing  to 
:ar,  daily,  his  own  cross.  It  is  a  daily  process.  Not  a  day 
368  by  but  that  we  should  be  conscious  of  our  discipleship. 
0  bear  one's  cross  demands  willingness  to  reject  this  god- 
!ss  world,  and  be  identified  with  the  cause  of  Christ  Jesus, 
his  is  not  easy! 

In  the  third  place:  A  disciple  must  be  willing  to  con- 
inuously  follow  Christ.  Discipleship  should  not  be  a  spas- 
lodic  affair — but  a  continuous  relationship  with  Jesus 
!hrist  our  Lord. 

After  listing  these  three  steps,  Jesus  went  on  to  fur- 
her  develop  this  thought.  A  disciple  must  also  be  willing 
0  lose  his  life  for  the  sake  of  the  Master.  And  by  so 
loing  he  will  actually  gain  his  life.  "For  what  is  a  man 
;dvantaged,  if  he  gain  the  whole  world,  and  lose  him- 
elf,  or  be  cast  away?" 

"If  I  gain  riches,  friends  and  power, 
And  neglect  my  soul  to  free 
From  scarlet,  crimson  sins. 
What  doth  it  profit  me  ? 
If  I  should  spend  my  time, 
Time  given  by  God  alone, 
At  selfish,  trivial  tasks. 
And  neglect  to  feed  my  soul. 
What  doth  it  profit  me?"

Then  it  is  also  true  that  a  disciple  must  be  willing  to 
ake  a  courageous  stand  for  his  Lord.  "For  whosoever 
hall  be  ashamed  of  Me  and  of  My  words,  of  him  shall 
he  Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when  He  shall  come  in  His 
wn  glory  ..." 

This  is  the  PRICE  of  discipleship.  But,  thank  God, 
t  has  its  reward:  ETERNAL  LIFE,  and  FELLOWSHIP 
v^ith  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ!

WHERE  YOUTH  WORK  BEGINS 

NOW  WE'RE  GETTING  SOMEWHERE!  Perhaps  we 
should  have  written  this  article  months  ago.  It  takes 
lome  time  and  visiting  to  get  to  know  just  what  our 
;hurches  need.  In  this  case  it  was  suspected  a  long  time 
igo,  but  we  had  to  make  sure  before  saying  so. 

After  some  months  of  traveling  and  observing  in  the 
Brethren  Churches,  we  are  ready  to  make  some  public 
)bservations. 

WHAT  IS  BRETHREN  YOUTH  DOING  FOR  US? 

Before  we  can  do  too  much  of  anything  else,  we  can  do 
some  preaching!  And  it  doesn't  necessarily  hit  on  the  toes 
)f  the  churches  as  organizations — unless  the  preachers 
md  Sunday  School  workers  aren't  doing  their  jobs — 
rat  it  strikes  right  into  the  home  life  of  families. 

YOU  MOTHERS  AND  FATHERS,  ATTENTION!  What 
io  you  want  your  son,  your  daughter  to  be — or  better,  to 


become?  And  who  do  you  think  is  most  responsible — let's 
face  it,  now — for  helping  him  (her)  to  become  the  ful- 
fillment of  that  dream?  YOU!  YOU!  YOU!  Whom  did 
God  choose  to  have  the  pleasure  of  his  or  her  company 
through  life?  What  does  God's  word  say  about  the  re- 
sponsibility of  parents  ?  And  if  you  don't  show  the  kind 
of  interest  that  it  takes  to  thrill  the  soul  of  Junior  or  Jane, 
who  do  you  hold  accountable?  Blame  it  on  the  preacher, 
blame  it  on  the  Sunday  School,  blame  it  on  the  "other 
parents  and  their  children,"  blame  it  on  someone,  but  re- 
member: God  gave  that  child  to  you,  and  He  means  for 
you  to  stand  responsible  for  its  spiritual  growth. 

I  have  discovered  that  in  every  case  where  there  is  a 
poor  youth  program  in  the  church,  there  are  delinquent 
parents  who  are  ultimately  responsible  for  that  poor  pro- 
gram. That  doesn't  mean  that  if  you  are  sincere  and 
would  like  to  see  things  going  for  your  children,  and  if 
you  pray  for  them  and  desire  a  good  youth  program,  you 
are  altogether  accountable — no  more  than  that  a  person 
suffers  pain  because  he  himself  is  chiefest  of  sinners — 
but  it  does  mean  that  the  parents  (collectively)  in  that 
church  are  not  praying  and  working  for  a  satisfactory 
youth  program  which  will  assist  them  in  guiding  their 
children  through  the  precarious  modern  adolescent  age. 
For  if  the  parents  of  youth  in  any  church  really  want  a 
moving  youth  program,  they  can  have  it! 

FIRST— SET  THE  EXAMPLE 

You've  heard  it  preached  until  you're  tired  of  it.  But, 
nevertheless,  you  must  set  the  example:  IN  THE  HOME! 
How  many,  many  times  I  have  heard  the  sigh  of  despair: 
"Well,  I've  tried  to  bring  him  up  right."  Usually,  that  is 
a  simple  confession  of  failure  to  set  the  proper  example. 
It  is  the  old  "do-as-I-say-but-not-as-I-do"  approach.  Jun- 
ior is  supposed  to  do  as  you  say  simply  because  you  are 
bigger  and  much  older  than  he,  and  "papa  knows  best." 
But  it  won't  work!  Haven't  you  seen  the  little  girl  mimick 
her  mommy  cooking  dinner;  the  boy  "building  a  house" 
with  his  toys  ?  You  delight  in  that,  don't  you  ?  And  please 
tell  me,  how  is  he  to  know  when  and  where  not  to  mimick 
you  in  life?  God  has  ordained  it  so!  He  will  mimick  you 
in  your  daily  Bible  reading  and  prayers,  too,  if  you  give 
him  the  chance.  My  little  girl  frequently  gets  up  on  the 
hassock  and  preaches  a  sermon  from  her  "Bible  book."  If 
we  kneel  for  prayer  today,  she  wants  to  do  it  tomorrow. 
I  don't  tell  her  to  do  it — she  does  it  in  imitation  of  me  or 
her  mother  (just  the  praying,  not  the  preaching). 

MORE  THAN  AN  EXAMPLE 

Your  example  becomes  more  than  that;  the  child  actu- 
ally participates  in  the  family  worship.  And,  believe  me, 
he  will  have  many  questions  answered,  many  a  problem 
solved  simply  by  joining  you  in  family  worship  where 
the  cares  and  doubts  are  dissolved.  Experience  is  the  best 
teacher,  and  that  goes  for  the  school  of  spiritual  expe- 
rience, as  well  as  the  school  of  "hard  knocks." 

CONSIDER  THE  EXAMPLE  OF  JESUS 

Rather,  we  should  say,  consider  the  example  of  the 
parents  of  Jesus.  They  were  mother  and  father  whom 
God  had  chosen  to  be  "guardians"  for  His  only  begotten 
Son.  But,  in  a  sense,  no  more  than  He  has  chosen  you  to 
guide  that  child  that  lives  in  your  home.  God  makes  no

CONTRACT  AND  AGREEMENT 

THE  FOREGOING  CONTRACT  entered  into  by  and  be- 
tween the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Brethren  Church 
of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  hereofter  known  as  the  party 
of  the  first  part  and  Joe  N.  Everitt  known  as  the  party 
of  the  second  part. 

The  party  of  the  second  part,  Joe  N.  Everitt  agrees  to 
acccept  the  proposition  relative  to  the  new  position  cre- 
ated by  the  party  of  the  first  part  known  as  the  Director 
of  Grounds  at  Lake  Shipshewana,  Brethren  Retreat,  Ship- 
shewana, Indiana. 

The  salary  for  Director  shall  be  $4,290.00  per  year,  pay- 
able at  the  rate  of  $82.50  per  week  beginning  with  the 
first  week  of  October  1955  and  continuing  for  one  year. 

A  vacation  period  of  two  weeks,  or  the  equivalent,  is 
agreed  upon  by  the  contracting  parties. 

The  duties  of  the  Director  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Have  full  charge  of  maintenance  of  buildings  and 
grounds  with  the  understanding  that  improvements  of 
major  proportions  shall  come  before  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  approval.  Improvements  amounting  to 
$200.00  or  more  shall  be  termed  as  major. 

2.  Have  full  charge  of  any  additional  help  needed  for 
the  improvement  or  upkeep  of  the  premises.

ANSWER  TO  YOUTH 

Scripture— St.  John  14:6 — "I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and 
the  life." 

OF  GRAVE  CONCERN  to  Christian  leaders  today  is 
the  great  exodus  in  the  church  occurring  between 
the  ages  of  14  to  16.  At  the  very  time  our  boys  and  girls 
are  in  particular  need  of  a  positive  and  stable  faith  we 
find  them  drifting  beyond  the  margins  of  safety. 

Puzzled  and  uncertain,  they  come  face  to  face  with  the 
problems  of  fast  friends;  fascinating  worldly  amusements; 
indifferent  parents;  unconcern  from  careless,  minimum 
Christians,  and  along  with  this,  direct  opposition  from 
the  outside  world. 

It's  true  that  these  problems  come  sooner  to  the  ado- 
lescents of  today  and  it's  equally  true  that  they  wear  an 
itomic  guise,  but  they  are  essentially  the  same  old  dif- 
ficulties youth  has  had  since  time  began.  Why  then  does 
the  modern  church  lose  these  young  people  at  this  most 
critical  age  ? 

We  lose  them  because  we  do  not  give  them  proper  help 
A^ith  these  important  issues  or  certain  answers  to  their 
questions.  We  too  often  can  not  give  them  this  definite 
guidance  because  too  many  adults  themselves  do  not  know 
jr  have  not  yet  learned  the  answers  themselves! 

The  only  tried  and  true  reply  to  youth's  difficulties,  and 
to  ours  for  that  matter,  is  found  in  the  Christian  Way. 
rhe  Christian  Way  is  not  "a"  way  of  life — it  is  "the" 
way.  It  is  the  "cement"  in  the  life  of  an  individual — the 
bhing  that  makes  it  possible  to  stand  up  to  life  and  take 
whatever  comes  along  in  the  form  of  temptation,  grief, 
iisappointment,  failure  and  still  be  able  to  arise  and 
struggle  onward  and  upward.  For  once  a  person  gets  his 
feet  on  the  Christian  Way  he'll  no  longer  be  walking  in 
darkness  and  indecision.  It  is  as  truly  significant  for  the 
Christian  to  keep  on  "the  way"  as  it  is  for  the  airman 
to  keep  "on  the  beam." 

We  get  on  this  path  through  Christ.  The  Holy  Spirit 
becomes  our  companion — lifts  us  when  we  stumble — 
guides  us  surely  and  safely  through  life's  problems. 

And  that's  the  answer  we  must  give  our  youngsters — 
not  a  philosophy  of  life  to  argue  and  speculate  about, 
but  a  Faith  to  live  by. 

You  find  the  Christian  Way  through  Christ.  You  keep 
it  by  wanting  to  and  by  trusting,  believing  and  Knowing 
that  He  will  faithfully  fulfill  His  promises  to  you  as  your 
guide  and  counsellor.

mistakes.  The  man  and  woman  whom  He  chose  to  direct 
the  early  steps  of  His  only  begotten  Son  must  be  persons 
who  took  seriously  the  matter  of  setting  an  example  for 
Jesus.  Luke  2:39  speaks  of  their  faithfulness  to  their 
calling:  "And  when  they  had  performed  all  things  accord- 
ing to  the  law  of  the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Galilee,  to 
their  own  city  Nazareth."  In  other  words,  they  didn't 
"send"  their  child  to  church  and  await  his  return,  but 
when  Jesus  was  an  infant  they  "took"  Him  to  the  temple 
and  there  they  "perfoi'med  all  things  according  to  the  law 
of  the  Lord."  Their  consecration  and  dedication  came  first, 
and  then  they  were  in  the  position  to  guide  and  direct  and 
dedicate  their  child!  The  verse  following  that  one  explains 
the  whole  matter:  "And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong 
in  spirit,  filled  with  wisdom:  and  the  grace  of  God  was 
upon  him."  Compare  verse  52:  "And  Jesus  increased  in 
wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  favor  with  God  and  man."  Be- 
tween these  two  verses  about  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  Jesus  is  the  story  of  the  journey  of  Mary  and 
Joseph  to  Jerusalem  to  the  passover — a  regular  event  in 
their  lives  from  year-to-year.  And  we  find  Jesus  in  verse 
49  suggesting  His  own  realization  of  His  oneness  with 
His  heavenly  Father,  "Wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about 
my  Father's  business?" 

This,  it  seems  to  me,  is  the  basis  of  all  youth  work. 
When  mothers  and  fathers  get  in  the  right  relationship 
with  God,  their  young  people  will  find  themselves  follow- 
ing gladly. 

Of  course  this  isn't  the  end  of  the  matter,  for  there 
must  be  a  follow  up  in  church  programming.  But  the  big- 
gest hurdle  will  be  behind  them,  and  enthusiasm — one  of 
the  most  important  aspects  of  any  youth  program — will  be 
natural  and  automatic  in  its  results.

nOR  FOUR  THOUSAND  YEARS,  the  Jews  had 
r  been  looking  for  the  coming  of  their  Messiah. 
Ui  when  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  their  Messiah, 
vas  born  in    Bethlehem,  we  find  that  there  was 
10  room  in  their  hearts,  nor  their  lives,  for  Him. 
In  spite  of  the  revelation  of  the  angels  to  the 
shepherds,  the  miracles  of    our    Lord,    and    the 
^ords  from  His  lips  as  to  His  Messiahship,  our 
Lord  was  able  to  muster  scarcely  a  few  score  of 
Jews  who  actually  beheved  Him  to  be  their  Mes- 
siah. Oh  yes.  He  fed  the  multitudes.  He  raised  the 
sick  and  the  dead,  and  He  brought  the  dead  back 
to  life.  He  gave  many  other  manifestations  of  His 
Deity  and  Messiahship.  And  the  multitudes  fol- 
lowed Him— as  long  as  the  free    food    and    free 
healing  was  being  given  out.  When  the  true  de- 
mands of  faith,  belief  and  discipleship  were  be- 
ing insisted  upon,  His  followers  fled  from  Him. 

Call  it  what  you  please,  the  people  of  His  day 
either  did  not  follow  Him  at  all,  or  forsook  Him  in 
the  crucial  hours,  simply  because  they  did  not 
have  room  for  Him  in  their  hearts.  Basically, 
faith  in  Christ,  and  acceptance  of  Him  as  Lord 
and  Master,  is  a  very  demanding  act.  We  cannot 
"two-time"  Him,  nor  share  our  affections  and  de- 
votion with  His  competitor.  Either  we  are  fully 
with  Him,  or  we  are  fully  against  Him.  Few  peo- 
ple will  believe  that,  and  fewer  yet  will  admit  such 
to  be  the  case.  Yet  the  fact  remains  that  we 
either  have  our  full  heart  open  to  Him,  or  we  have 
nothing  open  for  Him. 

There  was  no  room  for  Christ  that  night  in  the 
Bethlehem  Inn.  Yet,  what  man,  save  one  whose 
heart  was  cold  as  stone  and  just  as  mercenary, 
would  have  refused  to  give  room  and  bed  to  a 
woman  in  the  obvious  condition  as  was  Mary  that 
night?  Human  decency  would  certainly  have 
caused  that  Innkeeper  to  give  up  his  own  bed  to 
the  favored  of  God,  and  have  gone  himself  to 
sleep  in  the  stable. 


No,  dear  friends,  it  was  more  than  that.  The 
Innkeeper  of  Bethlehem  that  night  became  the 
prototype  of  all  Jews,  of  all  Gentiles,  past  and 
present,  who,  on  the  night  the  Saviour  knocks  on 
their  hearts'  door,  say,  "No  room,  begone!" 

We  are  fast  approaching  the  Christmas  season. 
In  last  week's  Editorial  we  brought  to  mind  a  few 
thoughts  concerning  the  misplaced  emphasis  on 
the  part  of  many  Christians  in  this  pre-Christmas 
buying  splurge.  Let  us  now  ask  ourselves  the  ques- 
tion  "As  we  approach  His  birthday,  do  we  really 
want  Him  in  our  hearts?"  The  Jews  didn't  want 
Him.   (He  came  unto  his  own  and    His    own    re- 
ceived Him  not!)  The  people  of  His  home  town 
sought  to  kill  Him,  and  the  day  did  come  when 
in  frenzied  madness  His  people  pronounced  the 
words  which  sent  our  Lord  to  the  Cross.  He  was 
held  in  contempt  and  was  despised,  when  all  He 
sought  to  do  was  to  come  into  their  hearts  with  a 
message  and  power  which  would  have  saved  them 
for  all  eternity. 

How  about  us,  today?  Are  our  hearts  open  to 
Him?  Or  do  our  Christmas  plans  have  so  much 
to  do  with  our  own  desires  that  we  have  no  room 
or  time  for  Him?  Are  our  Church  Christmas 
plans  and  programs  centered  in  the  thought  that 
Christ,  the  world's  Saviour  is  come  with  the  mes- 
sage of  eternal  salvation?

Our  minds  have  been  dwelling  on  the  past  seventy-five 
years  of  our  Brethren  history.

For  a  man  cannot  truly  love  God 
with  all  his  heart,  and  soul  and  strength,  unless  he  also 
loves  Him  with  all  his  mind.  This  is  the  function  of  the 
local  Sunday  School. 

The  following  statistics  from  the  National  Sunday 
School  Association  of  America  are  almost  too  universally 
known  to  quote,  but  they  are  indicative  of  the  importance 
of  the  local  Sunday  School  with  respect  to  the  local  Breth- 
ren Church. 

.    85%  of  church  members  come  into  the  membership 
of  the  church  through  the  Sunday  School. 

95%  of  the  pastors  and  missionaries  come  through 
the  Sunday  School. 

85%  of  Christian  workers  come  through  the  Sunday 
School. 

Isn't  this  convincing  enough  to  establish  better  Breth- 
ren Sunday  Schools? 

A  strong  Brethren  Sunday  School  with  a  capable,  will- 
ing, and  consecrated  staff  is  one  of  the  greatest  assets 
for  the  local  pastor.  A  pastor  well  trained,  will  find  it 
next  to  impossible  to  build  a  strong  local  Brethren 
Church,  unless  he  has  a  faithful  and  consecrated  corps  of 
Sunday  School  workers.  There  is  no  doubt  that  since  Apos- 
tolic times,  the  Sunday  School  is  the  most  dynamic  inven- 
tion of  man  in  the  field  of  church  work. 

For  some  the  Sunday  School  is  the  "back  door"  to  the 
church.  But  when  we  come  through  this  "back  door,"  we 
learn  to  know  Jesus  Christ.  At  least,  we  are  a  step  fur- 
ther in  our  progress  than  being  outside  that  "back  door." 


In  no  place  in  the  church  can  we  get  better  training 
No,  not  from  the  pulpit!  The  worship  service  cannot  ful- 
fill this  training.  For  how  can  we  worship  unless  wej 
KNOW?  The  function  of  the  Sunday  School  is  to  train! 
the  mind  to  know  Christ,  while  in  the  worship  service  wej 
put  to  practice  that  which  we  have  learned  in  the  Sunday  j 
School.  We  show  our  love  to  Christ  through  the  worship!

When  any  Sunday  School  ceases  to  function  properly,  it  { 
becomes  a  liability  to  the  local  church;   consequently,  it 
becomes  a  liability  to  the  denomination  also. 

Civilization  has  leaped  forward  in  the  last  century,  so 
far  as  technology  and  science  are  concerned.  Has  the  Sun- 
day School  leaped  forward  commensurately?  In  proportion 
to  other  phases  of  life,  our  Sunday  Schools  and  churches 
should  also  have  advanced.

Vision  in  the  Lord's  Work

Text:  Prov.  29:18  (Conference  theme)  "Where  there  is 
no  vision  the  people  perish." 

Purpose  of  Message:  To  raise  the  question  in  the  hearts 
of  the  Brethren,  "Do  1  lack  vision?" 


TF  I  TRIED  TO  ANSWER  the  question  myself  either 
way,  many  of  you  would  not  agree  with  me. 
Therefore  let  us  consider  some  facts  that  we  already  know 
or  that  we  can  find  in  God's  word  before  any  of  us 
try  to  answer  this  which  is  so  relevant  to  our  time. 

The  first  thing  we  need  to  know  is  that  the  confer- 
ence theme  taken  from  Prov.  29:18  does  apply  to  us.  If 
you  read  John  1:1  and  Heb.  13:8  you  will  realize  that 
Prov.  29:18  could  be  read,  "If  the  Brethren  Church  has 
no  vision  it  shall  perish." 

The  next  important  thing  then  is  to  decide  just  what 
is  meant  by  having  a  vision.  Both  in  the  New  and  Old 
Testament  we  read  of  men  having  visions.  These  visions 
were  dreams  of  men  given  by  God,  which,  if  and  when 
interpreted,  conveyed  messages  which  God  wished  to  send 
to  one  or  more  persons.  Many  times  it  was  to  give  cour- 
age to  the  Godly,  other  times  it  was  a  warning  to  man. 
Occasionally  it  was  merely  to  give  commandment. 

When  we  think  of  a  person  that  has  a  vision  today  we 
think  of  the  person  who  has  set  a  goal  in  life  and  is  de- 
vising plans  which  will  help  him  reach  that  goal.  We 
would  not  think  that  the  person  who  has  a  some  far- 
flung-goal  had  much  vision  if  he  did  not  try  to  reach 
that  goal  some  way.  On  the  other  hand,  we  would  not  con- 
sider the  person  that  worked  hard  most  of  the  time,  yet 
had  no  goal  to  reach,  had  much  vision.  It  is  my  belief 
that  if  we  were  to  say  that  the  Christian,  with  a  vision, 
is  one  that  has  God-given  dreams,  and  plans  with  God's 
help  to  reach  those  goals  contained  therein,  You  would 
agree. 

What  are  some  of  the  visions  of  the  Christian  ? 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  is  one  of  the  first  things  that 
comes  into  our  minds  when  we  think  of  a  Christian  hav- 
ing vision.  It  is  only  natural  that  this  should  be  true  since 
the  real  Christian  loves  his  neighbor  and  wants  to  help 
him.  How  many  times  I  have  heard  people  who  are  sup-

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posed  to  be  Christians  speak  against  foreign  missions 
Those  who  are  truly  born  again  will  want  to  support  for 
eign  missions  because  the  love  in  his  heart  will  compe 
him  to  do  so.  He  will  want  to  do  it  because  the  V/orc 
tells  him  to  do  it.  Those  who  do  not  believe  in  foreigi 
missions  are  only  betraying  their  selfishness  when  thej 
state  their  belief. 

Many  examples  of  those  who  followed  God  prove  t( 
us  that  the  Godly  people  will  have  compassion  on  hU 
neighboring  people. 

Nehemiah,  though  he  lived  in  luxury  and  had  all  the 
things  the  body  craves,  could  not  be  happy  with  his  posi 
tion.  He  did  not  wish  to  stay  in  the  palace  of  the  king 
but  desired  rather  to  return  with  his  people  among  the| 
ruins  of  Jerusalem.  He  would  rather  work  and  live  onj 
little,  among  defeated  people,  that  he  might  serve  hisl 
Heavenly  King  than  live  in  the  palace  of  the  earthly  king. 

Paul  was  another  who  had  a  vision  for  missions.  He 
was  one  that  had  great  education,  and  he  kept  companyl 
with  the  more  important  people  of  the  world.  Yet,  when 
Paul  was  struck  down  by  the  Lord,  he  was  willing  to 
leave  the  riches  of  the  world  and  his  fame  and  go  into 
divers  places  to  carry  the  Word  of  God,  the  precious  story 
of  the  Saviour.  The  one  time  rich  man  then  worked  at  a 
trade  as  a  tent  maker  and  was  mocked  and  beaten  by 
those  that  once  feared  him. 

Godly  people  like  Paul  will  not  let  persecution  melt 
their  love  for  the  sin-sick  souls,  but  will  desire  that  all 
should  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  will  do 
their  best  to  see  that  they  hear. 

Think  of  whom  you  may,  go  through  the  Bible  from 
Genesis  to  Revelation,  study  the  lives  of  those  within  the 
pages  of  history,  and  you  will  find  one  that  stands  above 
all  others  when  it  comes  to  love  for  his  fellow  men  who 
live  in  the  distant  land.  He  had  vision  from  which  all 
other  visions  since  have  came.  This  one  of  whom  I  am 
thinking  is  none  other  than  the  Lord  Himself.  He  is  the 
one  that  gave  up  more  than  anyone  else  to  go  on  a,  for- 
eign mission.  He  gave  up  His  home  in  Glory,  came  down 
to  this  old  sin  cursed,  disease  infested,  hate  filled  world 
to  be  spat  upon,  to  be  stoned,  to  be  mocked,  to  be  falsely 
accused,  and  finally  to  die  the  death  of  the  lowest  sinner: 
These  things  He  knew;  before  He  ever  left  His  home 
above.  He  knew  that  these  things  were  to  happen,  yet 
His  love  for  foreign  people  caused  Him  to  reach  the  goal 
in  the  greatest  vision  of  all — the  reconciliation  of  man 
and  God.  Aren't  you  glad  He  did  it?  Then  do  unto  others 
as  you  would  have  them  (and  Christ)  do  unto  you — give 
or  go  to  the  foreign  missions. 
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HOME  MISSIONS  is  another  dream  that  will  be  found 

on  the  hearts  of  the  true    Brethren    and    follower    of 

irist.

YOUTH  must  not  be  forgotten.  If  they  were  worked 
rith  instead  of  against  we  would  need  less  work  in  reach- 
ig  the  adults  later.  It  has  been  said  that  one  of  the  men 
mployed  by  the  Ivory  Soap  Company  once  in  a  meeting 
rith  the  advertising  men,  jumped  to  his  feet  and  yelled, 
I'm  sick  and  tired  of  the  slogan,  (It  Floats);  I've  heard 
ver  and  over  again;  let  us  get  another  slogan;  surely 
veryone  knows  that  it  floats!"  One  of  the  advertising 
len  then  answered  him,  "You  forget  that  each  day  there 
re  thousands  of  babies  born,  that  have  never  heard  that 
vory  Soap  floats."  Today  in  your  magazines  you  still  find 
^e  advertisement,  "Ivory  Soap  floats." 

Perhaps  we  think  sometimes  that  everyone  in  the  world 
nows  that  Jesus  saves  and  wants  to  save.  Everyone  in 
he  world  should  know  by  now  that  nothing  in  the  world 
ut  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  can  wash  their  sins  away, 
'he  sad  fact  is,  they  do  not  know  it.  Men  being  converted 
3day  at  the  age  of  80  and  90  years  of  age  tell  us  that  no 
ne  had  ever  told  them  the  story  before.  The  world  does 
ot  all  know,  and  those  babies  being  born  into  the  world 
3day,  and  that  were  born  into  the  world  5  to  10  years 
go  do  not  yet  know  that  Jesus  Saves.  We  must  tell  them, 
or  if  we  do   not  who  is  going  to  ? 

The  National  Youth  organization  of  the  Brethren 
Ihurch  announced  last  year  that  the  average  offering  for 
he  Brethren  Youth  was  around  twenty  five  cents  per 
lember.  Twenty  five  cents  a  year,  does  that  sound  like 
re  are  willing  to  tell  the  story  to  the  Youth  of  the  world  ? 
io  many  wage  earners  complain  because  they  ai-e  only 
Uowed  six  hundred  dollars  deduction  for  the  support  of 

child,  "it  takes  much  more  than  that,"  they  say.  Yet 
hey  expect  the  Youth  Organization  to  stay  alive  on  their 
wenty  five  cent  donation. 

THE  BRETHREN'S  HOME  should  be  in  the  minds  of 
hose  that  have  a  vision  for  the  Lord's  work.  Surely  those 
/ho  have  gone  before  us  and  paved  the  way,  those  dear 
nes  that  have  been  so  true  to  our  church  in  the  time  of 
risis  should  not  be  forgotten  just  because  they  are  physic- 
.Uy  unable  to  carry  on.  Perhaps  it  is  their  prayers  that 
re  causing  our  efforts  to  succeed.  They  have  the  work 
ipon  their  hearts  and  have  endured  the  race  behind  them, 
low  we  should  give  and  pray  for  them  that  their  remain- 
ng  years  might  be  as  happy  as  possible.  They  have  seen 
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more  of  their  dear  ones  go  on  ahead  and  their  hearts  are 
many  times  heavy.  Will  we  not  do  our  best  to  lift  their 
burden?  Hardly  can  the  Brethren  people  boast  of  having 
vision  unless  this  work  is  carried  on. 

THE  PUBLISHING  COMPANY.  Here  is  a  way  in 
which  we  may  reach  thousands  and  thousands  of  people. 
If  their  presses  should  stop  do  we  realize  what  it  would 
mean?  I  would  not  attempt  to  list  the  benefits  that  we 
receive  through  their  work.  Yet  they  only  operate  accord- 
ing to  the  vision  that  we  have. 

There  are  many  other  Brethren  organizations  that  we 
have  not  mentioned  that  are  no  less  worthy  than  those 
above,  such  as  the  College,  the  National  Sunday  School 
Association,  The  Boys'  Brotherhood,  Sisterhood  of  Mary 
and  Martha,  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  etc.  Rev. 
Berkshire  at  one  time  made  the  statement  that  the  Mis- 
sionary Board  could  only  do  what  the  Churches  would 
help  them  do.  The  Churches  can  only  supjjort  these  pro- 
jects and  organizations  as  you  and  I  support  our  Church. 
If  the  Church  fails  in  any  point  we  can  only  blame  those 
that  are  supposed  to  support  the  Church. 

There  is  a  poem  that  tells  us  that  God  has  no  hands 
but  our  hands.  He  has  no  feet  but  our  feet,  no  lips,  no 
tongue,  but  ours.  If  we  fail  to  use  them  for  Him,  and 
He  never  forces  us  to  do  so,  He  has  no  way  of  working 
out  His  plans.  Only  through  those  who  have  given  them- 
selves over  to  Him  does  He  have  instruments  with  which 
to  do  His  work  here  on  earth.  I  cannot  say  that  I  agree 
with  those  thoughts  completely,  yet  the  thoughts  contained 
in  the  poem  should  make  us  think  a  little.  They  should 
make  us  realize  the  need  of  vision  on  the  part  of  every 
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Christian  person.  Only  when  we  have  vision  will  we  be- 
gin to  use  our  members  as  inst)-uments  of  righteous- 
ness. Paul  tells  us  that  we  should  be  living  sacrifices  for 
the  Lord,  that  is,  we  are  to  give  ourselves  over  to  Him 
completely.  No  one  has  ever  tried  to  help  another  person 
unless  he  first  has  heard  or  seen  that  that  person  needs 
help.  Neither  will  we  ever  help  the  needy  world  unless 
we  get  a  vision  of  their  need  first,  then  yield  our  mem- 
bers to  the  Lord  as  instruments  of  righteousness  unto 
God. 

We  are  reminded  of  the  story  of  the  twelve  spies  sent 
unto  the  promised  land,  just  before  the  Israelites  were  to 
enter  into  it.  When  the  spies  came  back  they  told  of  the 
wonders  of  the  land,  and  how  nice  it  would  be  to  live  in 
such  a  place.  Ten  of  these  spies  had  no  vision,  they  did 
not  realize  that  God  who  had  been  helping  them  through- 
out all  their  lives  was  still  their  guide.  They  were  afraid 
to  enter  into  the  promised  land  as  God  wanted  them  to 
because  of  their  unbeliefs.  Their  eyes  saw  only  the  dan- 
gers that  were  before  them;  they  could  not  see  God's 
mighty  hand.  We  find,  that  as  a  result,  they  perished  in 
the  wilderness.  When  God  told  them  that  they  should 
perish  because  of  their  unbelief  they  tried  to  enter  upon 
their  own  strength  but  God  was  not  with  them,  many 
perished,  the  rest  fled  and  perished  later  in  the  wilder- 
ness. Only  the  two  that  visualized  God's  helping  hand 
were  able  to  enter  the  promised  land;  they,  and  the  new 
generation   that  had   not   turned   their  back   upon   God. 

Oh,  hear  me,  friends,  let  us  go  when  God  wants  us  to 
go,  let  us  let  Him  decide  what  is  possible  and  impossible. 
Do  not  worry  about  the  looks  of  the  future.  He  will  not 
mislead  us.  Let  us  go  with  Him,  lest  we  perish.  Let 
us  realize  that  God  will  lead  us  and  that  He  is  able  to 
do  above  all  that  we  think  or  can  imagine.  If  we  procras- 
tinate, we  are  liable  to  become  confused,  lose  our  sense 
of  reasoning  like  the  Jews  did,  and  plunge  ourselves  into 
something  without  His  help.  Whenever  we  do  this  we  too 
will  be  helplessly  overcome  as  were  the  Israelites.  Joshua 
and  Caleb  were  in  the  minority,  yet  they  had  vision.  They 
did  not  doubt,  and  we  will  not  doubt  even  though  we  be 
in  the  minority  if  we  have  true  vision.  Yes,  Joshua  and 
Caleb  had  vision,  they  had  victory,  they  had  God.  What 
do  we  have  ? 

VISION  GOES  BEYOND  BRETHREN  BOUNDARIES. 

By  Brethren  boundaries  I  do  not  mean  the  possibilities  of 
the  individual  lives  that  are  in  touch  with  God.  I  mean 
the  possibilities  that  are  within  the  Brethren  Church  as 
an  organization.  We  are  a  small  denomination,  and  can- 
not reach  out  as  far  as  we  would  like  to.  There  are  other 
Christian  organizations  that  we  should  back  just  as  long 
as  it  does  not  hinder  God's  plan  for  the  Brethren  Church. 
If  we  should  shout  the  name  Brethren  louder  than  we  do 
the  name  of  Christ  we  contradict  ourselves.  We  claim  to 
love  our  neighbors  and  believe  in  foreign  missions,  we 
are  supposed  to  believe  His  word  that  tells  us  to  deny 
ourselves;  yet  if  we  place  our  name  before  His  name  we 
have  torn  down  the  very  foundation  that  we  are  to  build 
on.  According  to  David's  words  in  II  Samuel  7:26  we  are 
to  magnify  God's  name  first,  then  our  name  "Brethren" 
will  be  magnified.  Let  us  never  forget  that  we  are  not 
Christians  because  of  what  the  "Brethren"  say,  but  we  are 
Brethren  because  of  what  His  word  says.  Any  person  that 
says  that  he   or  she   is   a   Brethren  and   does   not   lielieve 


and  practice  God's  word  is  a  liar  and  the  "truth  is  not  < 
him!"  We  as  Brethren  stand  with  an  open  Bible  in  o| 
hands  and  visions  of  a  needy  world  in  our  minds;  let 
get  out  of  the  shallow  water  and  go  where  we  might  i\ 
our  nets  to  the  breaking  point;!  let  us,  "launch  out  irl 
the  deep."  | ' 

A   Brethren  with  vision  is  a  Brethren  that  is  lookii 
forward.  This  of  course  does  not  mean  we  can  never  loi 
back.  It  is   true  Luke  tells    us    that,    "No    man    havii 
put  his  hand  to  the  plough,  and  looking  back,  is  fit  f  j 
the   Kingdom   of  Heaven."   However  in  this  modern  a!| 
we  do  not  walk  behind  the  plough  but  we  ride  the  tract | 
in  front  of  it.  Let  us  glance  back  once  in  a  while  to  malt 
sure  the  plow  is  still  there.   One  time    on    the    farm 
thought  I  was  pulling  a  wagon  behind  me.  I  didn't  loc 
back  until  I  was  almost  across  the  field,  to  my  surpri;' 
I  had  lost  the  wagon — I  wasn't  pulling  a  thing.  I'm  af ra  ■ 
there  are  altogether  too  many  people  that  think  they  ail 
doing   things   for  the    Lord   that  have   lost   their  plow 
long  time   ago.   They  aren't  doing  a  thing  but  taking 
joy  ride.  Let  us  glance  back  once  in  a  while,  not  to  li^! 
in  the  past  but  to  see  our  mistakes  and  also  our  Victoria ; 
in  order  that  our  work  may  be  better  in  the  future. 

The  present  must  be  taken  care  of  also.  Certainly  th 
person  with  vision,  the  person  with  a  forward  look  isn 
one  that  is  so  concerned  with  the  future  that  he  stumble 
over  the  things  at  his  feet.  A  person  with  the  forwar 
look  knows  the  present  because  in  the  past  he  was  lool< 
ing  into  the  future.  We  are  not  making  a  play  on  word 
here,  merely  stating  the  facts.  Think  it  over.  This  cor 
ference  today  would  not  have  been  a  success  if  all  thosl 
concerned  had  not  been  looking  forward  a  few  weeks  age 
yea  even  months  and  years  ago.  At  the  same  time  if  wl 
fail  in  our  present  duty  of  taking  care  of  the  busines 
at  hand,  there  will  not  be  much  hope  for  this  district  ii 
the  future.  It  has  been  said  that  unless  an  artist  see 
the  finished  picture  in  his  mind  before  he  starts  painting 
he  will  never  become  an  artist.  Unless  we  take  care  of  thr 
things  at  hand  and  see  the  need  of  the  future  we  wil 
perish. 

Let  me  close  by  quoting  some  of  the  words  from  i 
chorus.  It  seems  that  the  person  that  wrote  this,  beyon( 
any  doubt,  had  vision,  and  had  the  deepest  desire  to  d( 
something  about  it. 

So  little  time  and  so  much  to  do, 
God  help  us  all  at  our  post  to  be  true; 
Tell  them  the  story,  Christ  died  for  you. 
There   is  so   little   time  and   so  much  to  do. 

Souls  all  around  us  are  dying. 
Traveling  the  road  down  to  hell; 
Oh  how  our  hearts  should  be  crying, 
God's  own  story  of  salvation  to  tell. 

This  should  be  our  desire,  to  win  souls  for  the  Lord 
This  is  true  vision;  to  have  a  desire  and  do  somethinj 
about  it.  How  about  it  Brethren  and  Christian  friends ' 
Do  you,  do  I,  does  the  Brethren  Church  lack  vision  ?  I 
we  do,  let  us  make  the  future  different  by  changing  ou 
lives  now.  Let  us  shut  out  the  fears  of  the  world,  and  sei 
God's  power.  His  love,  and  His  eternal  life.

ear  Brethren: 


When  one  writes  a  letter  from  a  country  vastly  dif- 
irent  from  his  own,  he  scarcely  knows  how  to  begin, 
here  are  so  many  things  we  would  like  to  tell  you  about, 
it  finding  the  proper  words  is  not  easy.  Likely  many 
lings  shall  be  left  unsaid,  lest  we  say  something  that 
ould  leave  a  misunderstanding. 

At  present  we  are  staying  at  Garkida,  which  is  the 
le  headquarters  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  mission 
ork  in  Nigeria.  We  are  soon  to  go  to  Marama,  another 
;ation  about  40  miles  west,  where  we'll  have  about  two 


months  of  language  study.  Some  time  after  the  first  of 
the  year  we  shall  go  to  Waka  Training  Center,  which  is 
about  45  miles  from  Garkida  and  about  14  miles  from 
Marama. 

At  Waka  we'll  be  teaching  in  the  training  school  for 
preparing  elementary  teachers.  Incidentally,  this  is  the 
greatest  single  need  of  the  African.  Christian  education 
is  doing  much  good.  The  educational  system  is  new  to  the 
African  of  Northern  Nigeria,  but  it  is  showing  progress, 
and  each  year  more  schools,  both  government  and  mis- 
sion, are  being  built,  with  increased  enrollment.  Jean  and 
I  feel  a  real  challenge  in  accepting  this  new  work.  We 
trust  that  the  Lord  will  use  our  feeble  efforts  in  a  small 
way  at  least  to  help  bring  a  new  day  for  the  Northern 
Nigerians. 

Thus  far  our  stay  in  Nigeria  has  been  vei-y  pleasant. 
We  spent  three  weeks  in  Jos,  arriving  on  September  20 
and  leaving  on  October  12.  We  have  been  here  at  Garkida 
since  October  15.  Since  this  is  just  about  the  end  of  the 
rainy  season,  everything  in  the  vegetation  line  is  still  very 
green  and  lovely.  The  trees,  shi-ubs  and  flowers,  although 
a  bit  sti'ange  to  us,  are  very  beautiful.  Even  the  ebony- 
black  Nigerians  lend  a  bit  of  beauty  to  the  scenery.  I  sup- 
pose, though,  out  of  all  the  strangeness,  the  people  stand 
out  as  the  strangest.  Their  dress,  homes,  traditions,  lan- 
guage and  the  general  daily  habits  seem  indeed  unique 
to  one  from  the  States.  And  yet,  somehow,  their  friendly 
smile,  genial  greeting  and  enthusiastic  singing  tend  to 
obliterate  these  differences  and  we  begin  to  feel  very 
much  at  home.  We  receive  a  sense  of  mission  and  breathe 
a  prayer  for  God's  help  and  a  prayer  of  thanks  for  having 
been  called  to  this  great  land.

WHO   IS  MY  NEIGHBOR? 

Lesson:  Luke  10:25-37 

'UCH  OF  THE  teaching  ministry  of  Jesus  Christ  con 
sisted  of  asking  and  answering  questions.  Think  o 
some  of  the  questions  which  Jesus  asked:  "Whom  do  mei 
say  that  I  the  Son  of  man  am?"  (Matt.  16:13);  "Fo 
what  is  a  man  profited,  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  world 
and  lo.se  his  own  soul?"  (Matt.  16:26);  "What  think  y 
of  Christ?"  (Matt.  22:42).  More  frequently,  howevei 
Jesus  was  asked  questions.  Many  of  these  question 
brought  forth  exhortation  and  instruction  from  the  Mas 
ter.  Perhaps  the  most  familiar  question  was  asked  b; 
the  lawyer  in  today's  lesson:  "Master,  what  shall  I  do  t 
inhent  eternal  life?" 

Well  might  we  preachers  learn  from  the  life  of  Jesus 
When  asked  this  question  Jesus  answered:  "What  is  writ 
ten  in  the  law?  how  readest  thou?"  By  so  doing  He  sen 
the  inquirer  back  to  God's  Holy  Word  to  find  the  answei 
He  sought  to  liave  the  people  understand  the  "Thus  sait 
tlie  Lord."  For  it  is  not  so  that  the  answer  to  every  prob 
lem  of  life  is  found  within  the  pages  of  Holy  Writ? 

It  is  evident  this  man  already  knew  the  answer  to  hi 
own  question.  Often  that  is  true.  Many  people  are-merel; 
seeking  support  of  their  own  opinions.  When  the  issue  i 
pressed  they  readily  admit  they  know  God's  answer.  Ac 
cui-ately  the  lawyer  quoted  from  two  portions  of  the  la\ 
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sut.   6:5— Lev.   19:18):  "Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy 
i  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with 
jj  thy  strength,  and  with  all  thy  mind;   and  thy  neigh- 
ir  as  thyself." 

esus   said  in  reply:    "Thou  hast  answered   right:   this 
and  thou  shalt  live." 

itill  the  man  was  not  satisfied.  He  realized  he  had  not 
pt  this  law  even  though  familiar  with  it.  He  had  con- 
nned  himself  Math  his  own  lips.  Seeking  to  justify  him- 
f  he  asked,  "And  who  is  my  neighbour?"  In  reply  Jesus 
d  the  well-known  story  of  the  Good  Samaritan. 

What  a  portrait  of  the  condition  of  man's  heart  is  found 
this  brief  story!  A  vivid  description  of  man  with  his 
Id  indifference  and  unconcern  for  his  fellowmen. 
?RANGELY  ENOUGH  THIS  STORY  SUGGESTS 
lAT  INDIFFERENCE  IS  MANIFEST  NOT  ONLY 
{  THE  LAITY,  BUT,  IRONICALLY  ENOUGH,  BY 
IE  RELIGIOUS  LEADERS  AS  WELL! 

Here  was  a  man  in  desperate  need  of  mercy  and  help, 
jre  also  were  those  capable  of  helping  him.  A  priest,  a 
ivite,  and  a  Samaritan.  What  would  they  do  when  sub- 
it  to  the  test?  Each  man  was  conscious  of  the  need,  and 
ch  possessed  the  ability  to  meet  that  need.  Three  men. 
d  yet  two  of  them  were  unmoved  by  the  plight  of  the 
mnded,  beaten  victim.  Can  it  be  possible  that  two-thirds 
the  men  and  women  today  are  unconcerned  about  their 
llowmen  in  trouble? 

Ah,  but  there  was  one  who  demonstrated  love  and 
3rcy!  The  Samaritan!  Because  this  road  to  Jericho  was 

the  midst  of  Jewish  territory  the  possibility  is  great 
at  the  wounded  man  was  a  Jew.  If  so,  the  story  is  that 
uch  more  remarkable.  Remarkable  that  a  despised 
imaritan  would  stop  to  help  a  Jew,  since  "the  Jews  have 

dealings  with  the  Samaritans"  (John  4:9). 

What  was  Jesus  trying  to  say  in  this  story?  Simply 
is:  Our  neighbour  is  that  man  or  woman,  boy  or  girl, 
th  whom  we  come  in  contact,  who  is  in  need  of  our 
Ip!

)RACTICE  MAKES  PERFECT,  AN  OLD  ADAGE 
STATES,  as  well  as  an  "ancient"  popular  song.  It 
iver  really  produces  perfection,  but  it  at  least  helps  im- 
•ove.  No  matter  what  phase  of  life,  this  holds  tiue.  They 
,y  that  "experience  is  the  best  teacher."  Successes  and 
.ilures  galore  produce  a  master. 
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■  In  high  school  I  remember  when  I  used  to  run  and  pass 
and  shoot  the  basket  ball  by  the  hour  in  practice  so  that 
the  coach  could  observe  our  abilities  as  basketball  players. 
I  never  made  the  varsity  team,  for  I  didn't  stay  in  for 
training.  Those  who  did  made  good  ball  players  and  be- 
came pretty  popular  at  the  game. 

TRAINING  IS  A  NECESSITY 

WE  ALL  KNOW  that  our  physical  lives  have  to  be  well- 
balanced  in  order  to  be  healthy.  The  boy  or  girl  who  neg- 
lects simple  health  rules  eventually  gets  into  trouble  and 
has  to  visit  the  doctor.  The  one  who  has  no  time  for  books 
winds  up  on  the  wrong  end  of  the  principal's  carpet.  The 
fellow  who  doesn't  obey  the  niles  on  the  athletic  field  soon 
finds  himself  on  the  sidelines,  no  matter  how  much  nat- 
ural ability  he  may  have.  It's  really  the  same  in  the  spir- 
itual life — We  need  a  balanced  experience  with  the  Lord 
in  order  to  be  successful.  Sometimes  Christian  kids  in 
school  becomes  so  unbalanced  along  some  line  that  they 
get  the  reputation  of  being  "odd,"  and  lose  a  wonderful 
opportunity  to  witness  to  their  classmates.  I  believe  we 
would  all  agree  that  three  things  are  needed  in  the  Chris- 
tian experience  of  every  young  person.  We  need  to  read 
the  Bible,  we  need  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  Lord  in 
prayer,  and  we  need  to  witness  to  others.  Someone  has 
said  that  the  Christian's  food  is  his  Bible  reading  (I  Peter 
2:2,  Hebrews  5:12-14),  his  fresh  air  is  prayer,  and  his 
exercise  is  testifying  to  others.  We  are  often  tempted  to 
let  slide  one  or  more  of  these  necessary  spiritual  ele- 
ments. It  is  just  as  necessary  for  one  to  observe  the  rules 
of  good  spiritual  health  as  it  is  to  watch  out  for  one's 
physical  needs.* 

JUST  IMAGINE  one  who  lives  on  candy  bars  and  cokes 
all  the  time,  never  partaking  a  good,  square  meal.  Of 
course  there  are  medicines  and  pills  of  all  kinds  that  can 
aid  in  somewhat  controlling  pain  and  reducing  the  danger 
of  sei'ious  illness;  there  are  vitamin  pills  that  will  supply 
artificially  some  of  the  needed  vitamins  and  minerals.  But 
finally  the  individual  will  wind  up  in  the  hospital  and 
even  the  gi'ave  if  he  refuses  to  change  his  diet  and  eat 
the  "bread  and  meat"  which  God  has  ordained  for  him. 

There  are  those  who  nibble  at  everything  under  the  sun 
in  the  way  of  literature  and  things  that  are  sweet  to  the 
mind,  but  seldom  or  never  get  around  to  partaking  a  good 
square  meal  at  the  table  of  the  Lord  from  His  Holy 
Word.  Just  as  the  person  who  eats  nothing  but  candy  and 
drinks  cokes  all  the  time  will  end  up  in  the  hospital, 
so  the  ones  mentioned  here  will  end  up  in  some  kind  of 
mental  or  spii-itual  clinic  which  will  prescribe  a  good  diet 
of  God's  spiritual  food.  That  is,  if  it  is  not  too  late!  They 
might  wind  up  in  a  spiritual  cemetery — the  places  of  the 
world.  There  are  some  phychological  and  psychiatric  sub- 
stitutes for  the  real  thing  which  migh^  stay  the  trouble 
for  a  brief  time,  but  God's  Word  must  finally  be  consulted 
for  the  answer  to  all  human  ailments,  mental,  spiritual 
and  physical.  There  are  commentaries  and  critiques  on  the 
Woi'd,  but  if  these  help  even  a  little,  thei  real  thing  will 
turn  the  tide  of  spii'itual  and  mental  illness.  YOUTH 
AND  ADULTS!  Let's  turn  to  the  Bible,  God's  Word! 

Last  summer  I  spent  a  few  days  in  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles,  famous  for  its  "smog."  Men  will  suck  on  cig- 
arets  and  cigars  with  a  satisfied  gleam  in  their  eyes,  but 
when  God  permits  air  pollution  the  newspapers  and  maga- 
zines scream  the  news!  A  few  hours  after  one  ari-ives  in 
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the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  he  experiences  a  burning  sen- 
sation of  the  eyes,  a  thick  feeling  in  the  throat,  perhaps 
a  headache.  They  say  it  will  go  away  after  you  "get  used 
to  it"  in  about  a  year!  But  my  opinion  is  that  "smog"  is 
dangerous  to  human  health,  and  free,  fresh  air  is  mighty 
good  for  the  body!  Workers  in  certain  types  of  factories 
are  paid  high  wages  because  their  "lives"  are  very  short, 
and  it  is  difficult  to  get  workers  to  stay  on  the  job.  Some 
men  will  spend  their  lives  for  the  money,  some  even  go 
to  the  grave  grasping  for  the  cash. 

But  the  one  who  lives  happiest  and  longest  is  the  one 
who  likes  to  breathe  fresh,  pure  air.  The  Christian  who 
really  thrives  is  the  one  who  regularly  presents  himself 
at  the  throne  of  God's  grace  in  prayer.  He  breathes  the 
pure  air  of  communion  with  God,  as  God  ordained  he 
should.  The  factory  worker,  the  inhabitant  of  the  smoggy 
city  of  Los  Angeles  is  choked  by  the  foul  air  produced 
by  man's  machines;  the  non-praying  person  is  soon  choked 
and  gasping  in  the  much-used  advice  of  man-made  books 
and  lectures,  the  literature  and  philosophies  of  fools. 

PRACTICE  MAKES  PERFECT 

NOW  LET  US  TAKE  A  LOOK  briefly  at  the  ball 
player  who  refuses  to  get  out  for  practice.  Perhaps  he 
made  his  name  last  year  with  his  brilliant  scoring,  his 
smooth  technique.  This  year  he  "let's  the  other  boys  slave 
over  the  practice  field"  while  he  indulges  in  pleasui'es  of 
his  own  choosing.  Soon  he  finds  himself  on  the  bench 
watching  the  others,  better  than  he,  at  work — if  he  finds 
himself  in  unifoi-m  at  all!  Even  though  his  mind  might 
work  at  the  game  as  well,  his  muscles  and  entire  body 
don't  have  the  co-ordination  needed  to  execute  the  plays. 
Practice  may  be  for  the  "birds"  and  the  other  "jokers," 
but  the  other  birds  will  get  the  worm,  and  they  will  be 
having  the  laugh  on  the  sideliner  in  no  time  at  all. 

SPIRITUALLY,  IT  IS  THE  SAME.  One  can  never  be- 
come a  soul-winner — the  purpose  of  God's  calling  you  into 
His  service — by  watching  and  observing  others  at  prac- 
tice. You  must  learn  on  your  own  special  talents  and  abil- 
ities which  God  has  given  you.  You  must  execute  those 
pivots  and  skirmishes  in  the  game  of  pursuing  the  lost. 
You  must  learn  to  pass  the  ball  of  Scripture  and  Scrip- 
tural ideas  to  the  receiver:  set  up  the  shots;  the  score 
is  partly  yours! 

GET  IN  TRAINING  NOW,  so  that  when  the  Great 
Coach  says  "Johnny,  in  for  Joe,"  you  can  toss  away  your 
warming  jacket  and  hit  the  game  with  full  and  fresh 
ardor  .  .  .

I  was  somewhat 
iiscouraged  since  the  morning  had  not  brought  all  the  re- 
sults I  had  expected.  Tommy's  mother  came  into  the  room 
and  remarked  "Tommy  thinks  you  are  wonderful,  I  just 
wanted  to  come  in  to  talk  to  you."  My  shoulders  straight- 
ened, a  different  light  came  into  my  eyes — Life  was  not 
30  discouraging  after  all. 

I  read,  not  long  ago,  of  a  lady  who  had  taken  a  friend 
Dut  for  lunch.  The  friend  had  recently  lost  her  husband.  As 
they  were  dining,  a  pei-fect  stranger  stopped  and  com- 
mented that  the  shade  of  blue  in  the  widow's  dress  was 
TOry  becoming  vdth  her  blue  eyes.  The  hostess  of  the  day 
said  she  had  noticed  the  effect  but  had  neglected  to  say 
anything  about  it.  The  recipient  of  the  honest  compliment 
Drightened  obviously  and  that  of  course  was  the  intent  of 
;he  luncheon  engagement. 

How  often  we  take  the  common  courtesies  of  life  for 
granted.  Do  we  let  the  people  who  do  so  much  for  us  as 
mdividuals  know  that  we  appreciate  their  thoughtfulness  ? 
Do  we  let  the  members  of  our  immediate  families  know 
;hat  we  appreciate  their  many  acts  of  kindness? 

Do  we  tell  the  soloist  how  much  the  rendition  of  the 
special  number  has  helped  us?  Our  offertories  at  church, 
by  the  faitMul  organist,  often  go  without  a  word  of  ap- 
preciation. I  feel  that  we  appreciate  the  varied  work  of 
)ur  ministers,  their  wives  and  other  members  of  the 
ihurch,  including  the  consistent  worshipper  in  the  pew. 
Let  us  tell  them  so. 

Sometimes  honest  criticism  is  necessary  but  it  will  bring 
setter  results  if  sandwiched  between  sincere  praise.  "A 
kvord  fitly  spoken  is  like  apples  of  gold  in  pictures  of  sil- 
ver." (Proverbs  25:11).  It  not  only  helps  the  recipient 
lut  also   gives  a   great  blessing  to  the  giver.

TO  BE  CONTENT 

"For  I  have  learned,  in  whatsoever  state  I  am,  there- 
with to  be  content."  Philippians  4:11. 

"TO  BE  CONTENT!"  The  derivation  of  the  word  "con- 
tentment" brings  the  meaning  "to  hold  together";  in 
other  words  not  to  fly  apart.  Not  to  explode  and  fly  to 
pieces  when  trials  assails  us,  or  our  wills  are  crossed, 
or  when  our  fortunes  collapse,  or  humiliation  comes  to 
us,  or  fame  passes  us  by.  Poverty  cannot  weaken  the 
Christian,  nor  yet  can  prosperity  tarnish  him;  while  hu- 
miliation cannot  crush  him,  nor  yet  can  fame  enlarge  his 
ego.  The  sincere  Christian  is  not  unaware  of  all  these  ex- 
periences which  are  the  varied  lot  of  man;  but  his  con- 
science pleads  its  case  at  a  higher  court  than  man's. 

Neither  is  the  Christian  indifferent  to  others  and  their 
needs,  losses,  failures,  temptations,  successes.  He  is  pas- 
sionately interested  in  his  fellows.  He  rejoices  with  them 
in  their  successes,  and  mourns  with  them  in  their  losses 
and  failures.  But  he  is  not  at  the  mercy  of  his  own  expe- 
riences or  those  of  his  fellows.  He  has  learned  that  none 
of  these  things  can  harm  the  true  child  of  God. 

It  seems  to  your  writer  that  this  Christian  philosophy, 
contained  in  Paul's  declaration  of  the  text,  would  be  a 
mighty  boon  to  every  soul  that  would  remember  to  fol- 
low its  suggestions.  In  this  topsy-turvy  world  in  which 
we  dwell  this  spirit  of  quiet  acceptance  of  God's  will  for 
men  would  soften  the  blows  of  fate,  sweeten  the  bitter- 
ness of  loss  and  parting,  ease  the  wrack  of  pain,  and 
strengthen  the  individual  to  endure. 

This  may  be  the  additional  secret  of  Paul's  spirit  of 
resignation  to  God's  leading  in  his  life:  "I  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ  which  strengtheneth  me."

HRISTMAS    DAY,    THIS    YEAR,    comes    on 

•  Sunday.  Every  so  often,  in  the  order  of  the 
ilendar,  this  takes  place. 

Christian  parents,  ta  a  degree,  are  faced  with  a 
roblem,  since,  to  children,  Christmas  is  Christ- 
las.  A  "Christmas  morning"  can  well  put  a  strain 
n  our  good  intentions  of  attending  Sunday  School 
nd  Church  Services,  as  usual. 
There  are  several  alternatives,  none  of  which, 
ve  are  sure,  would  at  first,  appeal  to  children.  One 
vould  be  to  have  "the  big  moment"  on  Saturday 
ivening;  the  other  would  be  to  celebrate  Christ- 
nas  on  Monday — on  which  day  banks,  stores,  and 
;he  calendar  indicate  Christmas  should  be  cele- 
3rated.  (It  is  a  testimony  to  a  long  past  respect 
for  the  Lord's  Day,  that  when  Christmas,  or  any 
^loliday,  falls  on  Sunday,  it  is  celebrated  on  Mon- 
day.) 

Another  alternative  if  it  has  to  be  done  on  Sun- 
day, would  be  to  have  it  after  the  dinner  hour. 
Children  are  children,  and  Christmas  is  Christ- 
mas, and  to  children  the  anticipation  of  the  day 
supercedes  everything  else.  We  parents  must  keep 
that  in  mind. 

This  is  all  the  more  reason  we  should  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  important  occasion  to  teach  the 
tender,  impressionable  minds  in  our  care,  some 
vital  points  about  Sunday  and  about  Christmas. 

First  of  all,  no  Christian  parent  is  going  to  per- 
mit a  "Sunday  morning  Christmas"  to  impress 
upon  the  minds  of  their  children  that  opening 
presents  is  more  important  than  attending  Ser- 
vices in  God's  house.  If  it  has  to  be  Sunday  morn- 
ing, it  will  be  with  the  words,  "We'll  open  our 
presents,  and  then  we'll  get  ready  for  Church,  for 
while  this  is  Christmas,  this  is  also  the  Lord's 
Day."  We  can  imagine  no  greater  tragedy  to  im- 
pressionable minds  than  for  Christian  parents  to 
turn  their  children  loose  on  their  presents  Sunday 
morning,  excusing  them  from  attendance  at  ser- 
vices. 


Second,  that  on  Christmas  we  honor  the  Christ 
Child,  through  whom  we  have  salvation — that  as 
Christians  we  go  to  Church  on  Sunday  to  honor 
and  adore  Him — that  we  dare  do  no  less  when  His 
birthday  falls  on  Sunday.  That  would  certainly  be 
a  paradox— to  spend  His  birthday,  when  it  falls 
on  His  special  day  of  the  week,  in  selfish  pleas- 
ures. What  respect  will  children  have  for  Sunday, 
or  Christmas'  true  meaning,  for  that  matter,  if 
parents  set  an  example  of  indifference  toward 
Church  services  on  that  day? 

Third,  by  holding  back  the  opening  of  presents 
until  after  services,  or  even  until  the  morning  of 
the  26th  (the  day  for  legal  celebration  of  Christ- 
mas this  year)  and  by  going  as  a  family  to  the 
services  of  the  Church,  we  will  be  able  to  impress 
upon  children  that  there  is  something  really  im- 
portant and  worthwhile  in  Christmas  than  just 
the  opening  of  presents.  This  is  important  in  a 
day  and  age  when  "presents"  tend  to  black  out 
everything  else. 

Fourth,  we  will  have  opportunity  to  make  last- 
ing impressions  on  our  childrens'  eternal  minds  as 
to  the  true  scriptural  background  for  Christmas. 
This  scribe  can  remember  with  awed  memory  the 
few  times  in  his  childhood  when  Christmas  came 
on  Sunday.  Childlike,  we  wanted  to  put  "presents" 
ahead  of  anything  else.  But  then  we  remember 
what  has  proved  to  be  a  lasting  impression,  of 
going  to  Church  on  Christmas  Sunday  morning. 
There  was  something  different  about  it.  Some- 
thing so  sacred  and  important.  To  us,  time  and 
eternity  had  crossed  paths  to  bring  the  day  of  the 
Saviour's  birth  on  the  day  which  was  already  holy 
and  sacred  by  virtue  of  it  being  Sunday. 

So,  it  is  our  prayer  that  Christian  parents  will 
use  this  special  opportunity  to  teach  children  the 
importance  and  sacredness  of  Christmas  and  Sun- 
day. Brethren,  this  is  an  opportunity  which  you 
won't  have  again  until  1960.  Let's  use  it  to  teach 
important  lessons  to  the  coming  generation.— B.

ALEXANDER  MACK  --- 

his  ancestry 


THERE  HAS  BEEN  WRITTEN  so  much  about  the  or- 
ganizer, or  as  some  have  called  him,  "The  Founder 
of  the  Church,"  that  it  may  be  difficult  to  write  anything 
new.  To  all  who  have  any  knowledge  of  the  Brethren, 
the  name  of  Alexander  Mack  is  familiar.  Traditions  have 
perhaps  at  times  been  given  credence  for  facts  and  a 
later  generation  has  thus  stated  them  as  such.  The 
Author,  of  the  blood  line  of  Alexander  Mack  has  been 
brought  up  in  the  family  traditions  and  stories  handed 
down  from  generation  to  generation.  Never-the-less  we 
were  not  well  informed  of  the  ancestry  of  the  man  who 
gave  so  much  of  his  life  to  the  Church  and  his  Master. 

The  writer  feels  that  Rev.  Lawrence  W.  Shultz,  of  Mil- 
ford,  Indiana,  who  has  made  numerous  trips  to  the  cradle 
of  our  Church  in  Germany  and  who  has  been  able  to  con- 
tact Historians,  who  themselves  were  able  to  resurrect 
old  documents  has  rendered  a  great  service  to  the  Breth- 
ren. It  may  be  that  some  will  disprove  things  told  from 
time  to  time  in  regard  to  Alexander  Mack,  but  truth 
rather  than  fiction  should  always  be  the  aim  of  the  His- 
torian. If  the  years  have  added  more  glamour  to  this  man 
than  he  really  deserves,  certainly  what  we  know  of  him 
would  indicate  that  he  would  be*the  first  in  his  modesty 
to  deny  anything  out  of  the  ordinary. 

Rev.  M.  R.  Zigler,  who  spends  much  time  in  Schwar- 
zenau,  and  in  Schriesheim,  in  his  work  for  the  church  has 
also  added  much  to  our  enlightenment  regarding  the  one 
to  whom  we  owe  so  much.  He  has  made  a  number  of 
studies  of  local  records  and  has  also  prevailed  upon  a 
German  Historian,  by  the  name  of  Dr.  Herman  Brunn  of 
Schriesheim  to  write  the  story  of  Alexander  Mack.  To  the 
Author,  this  is  an  enriching  production,  made  possible  by 
a  native  as  it  were,  knowing  just  where  to  turn  for  in- 
valuable records  which  have  almost  miraculously  been  pre-

seiwed  through  all  the  wars  and  turmoils  of  the  centurie 
that  have  passed  so  swiftly  over  their  resting  place. 

Dr.  Brunn  states  that  it  is  only  a  ten  minute  trip  fror 
Heidelberg  to  Schriesheim.  That  the  place  is  situated  a 
the  border  of  the  Odenwald  hills  at  the  entrance  of 
valley  about  ten  miles  wide,  which  is  flanked  by  the  ruin 
of  the  old  Strahlenburg  Castle.  The  name  of  Alexandej 
Mack,  long  forgotten  by  the  natives  who  were  "a  generl 
ation  that  knew  not  Joseph,"  is  being  brought  and  ha' 
been  brought  back  to  the  place  of  his  nativity  and  so 
journing,  Schriesheim  and  Schwarzenau.  The  Brethrei! 
workers  like  Zigler  and  Shultz  have  brought  informatioi 
to  those  who  had  no  knov/ledge,  for  they  had  little  if  anV 
interest  in  opening  the  old  leather  bound  records  as  the':' 
may  have  applied  to  a  certain  extent  to  refugees  of  an 
other  age.  For  certainly  Alexander  Mack  was  at  a  timt 
of  his,  life  in  that  section  as  a  refugee.  Not  even  welcome 
in  his  own  land  where  he  was  born,  and  where  he  toilec 
in  the  sei-vice  of  his  fellow  men. 

Dr.  Brunn  states  that  the  story  of  Alexander  Mack  is 
buried  in  old  papers  and  documents.  How  glad  we  are  that 
they  have  been  unearthed.  Dr.  Brunn  may  change  some 
ideas  of  this  man,  such,  as,  "Alexander  Mack  did  not 
differ  in  any  way  from  his  fellow-citizens  most  of  the 
time  he  lived  there,  and  the  tale  of  his  University  educa- 
tion and  of  his  brother  being  a  general  in  the  German 
army  is  only  the  imagination  of  some  of  his  biographers. 
The  actual  fact  is  that  he  was  a  young  miller  like  many 
others  until  he  came  in  contact  with  pietistic  circles." 
Later  on  the  good  Historian  indicates  that  he  may  have 
had  a  better  education  than  the  average  youth  of  his  time. 

The  first  of  the  Mack  line  of  whom  we  have  any  in- 
formation is  one  Ebert  Mack,  who  lived  along  Schriesheim 
creek  which  was  well  stocked  with  water  mills.  About  the 
year  1560  Ebert  Mack  purchased  one  of  the  numerous 
mills  and  became  the  ancestor  of  a  line  of  mill  operators 
which  has  continued  to  the  present  day,  almost  four  hun- 
dred years. 

Little  more  than  the  previous  statement  is  known  of 
Ebert  Mack.  It  is  known  that  he  had  a  number  of  grand- 
sons, one  by  the  name  of  George  was  born  in  1611  and 
died  in  1688(  at  the  age  of  76  years.  He  too  was  a  miller 
as  was  his  grandfather,  but  the  terrible  and  bloody  thirty- 
years    war   proved   disastrous    to   him   when     he    lost    his 
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lill  by  fire.  This  was  a  time  when  Europe  bordei'ed  on  a 
pturn  to  the  "Dark  Ages." 

I  Leaving  the  mill  for  the  time  being  he  turned  to  agri- 
ilture,  and  thrived.  He  was  a  man  who  was  able  to  turn 
.s  hand  to  varioua  things  and  evidently  stood  well  for  he 
as  chosen  for  the  office  of  Sheriff  which  had  the  duties 
[  tax  collector.  He  became  a  well  to  do  man  who  was 
16  father  of  seven  sons,  and  was  in  position  to  give  each 
f  hia  sons  a  better  than  average  education.  One,  we  are 
)ld,  took  up  the  study  of  Theology  but  died  at  the  age 
f  23.  Two  became  craftsmen  at  Wenheim.  The  oldest 
f  George's  sons  was  named  Johann  Philipp.  Perhaps  at 
he  urging  of  his  father  who  hoped  to  restore  his  mill  to 
se,  he  learned  the  milling  trade.  For  some  reason  the 
ope  was  not  realized  and  the  young  miller  Johann  Philipp 
lack  took  over  the  management  of  the  family  farm  while 
e  abided  his  time  in  the  matter  of  reentering  the  milling 
adustry.  Johann  Philipp  Mack,  the  oldest  son  of  George 
/lack  was  born  in  1636  and  died  in  1706.  He  was  the 
ather  of  Alexander  Mack,  the  organizer  of  the  church, 
jet  us  listen  to  the  voice  of  the  German  Historian,  Dr. 
Srunn  as  he  so  ably  states,  relative  to  the  father  and 
nother  of  Alexander  Mack. 

"Johann  Philipp  Mack  married  Christina  Phillbrunn  in 
l664,  a  daughter  of  Jacob  Phillbrunn,  postmaster  of 
S^eckarhausen,  three  miles  from  Schriesheim.  Having  been 
married  for  15  years  he  got  a  chance  to  buy  one  of  the 
tiills  in  Schriesheim  valley  (June  24,  1679),  and  a  few 
tveeks  after  that  (July  27)  Mrs.  Mack  gave  birth  to  a  son, 
ler  eighth  child.  They  baptized  him  with  the  name  of  his 
ancle,  Postmaster  Alexander  Phillbrunn  at  Neckarhausen." 
The  father  of  Alexander  Mack  was  well  esteemed  in  the 
community,  though  not  a  man  of  wealth.  He  became  a 
Kiember  of  the  local  council,  and  also,  on  account  of  his 
pious  way  of  life,  became  a  church  senior.  Alexander  was 
;he  youngest  of  the  miller's  four  sons.  His  two  older 
Drothers  along  with  himself,  learned  the  milling  trade, 
rhe  business  of  the  mill  not  being  large  enough  to  sup- 
port or  furnish  work  for  three  of  the  sons,  one  of  them 
[earned  the  baker's  trade.  This  was  the  third  son.  He  was 
inclined  to  be  a  rather  rough  individual  much  to  the  dis- 
pleasure of  his  father  who  styled  him  "a  cursed  child." 
Alexander's  oldest  brother  died  in  1689  at  the  age  of  21. 
rhe  death  of  the  oldest  brother  when  Alexander  was  ten 
years  of  age  affected  him  very  much  and  greatly  influ- 
snced  his  future.  He  became  a  miller  walking  in  the  foot- 
steps of  his  immediate  family.  There  had  been  a  school  in 
Heidelberg  known  as  the  Heidelberg  Neckar  School,  a 
college  administered  by  one  of  the  uncles  of  Alexander 
Mack.  There  is  a  possibility  that  his  father  desired  him 
to  take  work  in  this  school,  but  whether  he  did  is  not 
known. 

The  work)  of  the  mill  fell  upon  the  shoulders  of  Alex- 
ander and  his  older  brother  Jacob.  Their  father  suffered 
from  podagra  (Gout)  and  was  unable  to  render  much  aid 
to  them  in  the  heavy  work.  On  January  18,  1701,  Alex- 
ander was  married  to  Margareta  Kling.  "Her  grandfather 
kept  a  public  house  here  (it  still  exists  in  its  original 
form,  the  Gast  Haus  Kaiser)  and  then  left  Schriesheim 
for  Heidelberg,  where  later  on  he  became  mayor  of  the 
town."  A  son  of  his  by  the  name  of  Velten  Kling  remained 
at  Schriesheim  to  manage  the  possessions  there,  and  be- 
came the  fathei'-in-law  of  Alexander  Mack.  Velten  Kling 
was   an   orthodox   Calvinist.

The  mother  of  Alexander  Mack  diecj  in  1702,  the  year 
following  his  marriage.  His  father,  who  had  been  sickly 
for  some  ten  years  following  the  death  of  his  wife,  trans- 
ferred all  his  possessions  to  his  four  children,  still  alive. 
The  document,  weathered  by  age  and  time,  still  exists, 
telling  of  the  ti'ansaction. 

Let  us  listen  to  the  voice  of  the  printed  page  wherein 
is  stated  "Having  reached  a  high  age  by  the  will  of  Al- 
mighty God,  not  caring  to  continue  to  keep  up  the  house- 
hold as  a  widower  with  servants  in  those  troublesome 
times,  I  made  up  my  mind  to  transfer  all  my  goods  to  my 
children  .  .  .  They  shall  be  peaceful  to  one  another,  there 
being  two  in  the  mill,  Jacob  and  Alexander  .  .  .  etc." 

About  the  year  1705  Alexander  came  to  know  the 
pietist  Hochman,  at  Marienborn.  He  may  have  become 
acquainted  with  him  at  Marienborn  when  the  millers  went 
there  to  deliver  the  product  of  their  mills.  On  March  5, 
1706  Alexander  sold  his  share  of  the  mill  to  his  brother 
Jacob.  He  reserved  for  himself  a  kitchen  and  one  large 
room.  This  room  was  used  from  time  to  time  for  meet- 
ings of  those  of  like  minds  and  to  this  valley  came  many 
followers  of  Hochman  from  Manheim,  and  Heidelberg. 
Alexander  was  the  favorite  son  of  his  father  Johann 
Philipp.  The  activities  of  his  son  somewhat  depressed  the 
ailing  father  and  he  died  on  June  2,  1706.  Many  friends  of 
the  family  were  very  critical  of  Alexander  accusing  him 
of  the  death  of  his  father.  This  came  about  at  the  very 
time  that  Hochman  himself  joined  a  meeting  in  the  mill. 
The  heavy  hand  of  the  government  tried  to  lay  itself 
upon  them  but  they  escaped  in  August  1706.  Thus  can 
be  seen  the  beginning  of  the  days  of  persecution  and 
flight  in  the  seeking  of  a  haven  where  they  could  wor- 
ship in  peace.  Alexander  had  the  sympathies  and  assis- 
tance of  his  father-in-law  Veltin  Kling.  Even  though  he 
was  a  senior  in  the  local  church  it  did  not  prevent  him 
from    attending    the  meetings    with    which    he   had    great

In  1947,  Ivan  had  been  the  first  white  man  to  visit  thl 
village.  Since  then,  Linus  had  come  as  a  teacher;  he  haif 
been  followed  by  Yakubu  and  his  wife,  Pilesar.  They  havi^ 
been  there  four  years  now  and  much  has  been  accomj 
plished.  A  nice  church  school  building  has  been  built  witl! 
an  additional  school  building,  built  of  grass  mats,  to  tab! 
care  of  the  overflow. 

People  came  to  greet  us,  to  tell  us  how  glad  they  weri 
we  had  come.  Soon  after  we  had  eaten  supper,  the  bel 
rang  and  those  people  wanting  to  be  baptized  and  to  mak< 
a  first  public  confession  of  belief  in  Jesus  came  for  inter'; 
views.  Ivan,  Harold,  Yakubu  and  Yerkoa  met  with  thcji 
group.  Yakubu  and  his  wife  had  spent  three  years  at  ouij 
teacher-training  center  and  it  was  indeed  thrilling  to  se( 
the  harvest  from  those  long  hours  of  teaching  and  strugj 
gling  to  plant  a  point  or  an  idea.  ! 

We  visited  until  almost  midnight.  Melody  and  Joel  haci 
crawled  under  the  nets  on  grass  mats  and  blankets.  Ivaij

He  had 
tten  it  at  Garkida  at  the  hospital  and  he  did  not  give 
,  until  he  got  a  teacher.  He  took  the  covenant  several 
ars  ago,  but  cannot  receive  baptism  because  he  has  two 
;ves.  (Would  that  Christ  were  here  to  help  us  solve  that 
fficult  problem.) 

Back  at  the  church  we  had  a  sermon,  music,  prayer  and 
:en  twenty-eight  Nigerians  made  their  public  confessions. 
wo  hundred  people  were  packed  into  the  church.  There 
as  no  unnecessary  talking  and  everything  was  done  in 
■der.  The  twenty-eight  men,  woman,  boys  and  girls  stood 
3fore  the  congregation  and  accepted  Jesus  as  their  Sav- 
,ur.  Yakubu  and  Pilesar  will  continue  to  show  them  the 
■ay. 

By  two  o'clock  we  were  back  on  the  trail  again.  The 
)urney  v/ent  fast  as  we  returned.  There  was  much  to 
link  about.  Did  Melody  and  Joel  get  a  better  understand- 
ig  of  why  mother  and  daddy  both  must  teach  hours  of 
chool  tomorrow?  Will  Pilesar  have  her  expected  baby 
/ithout  any  trouble?  What  can  we  do  to  make  one  hun- 
ted per  cent  of  our  Waka  teacher  trainees  have  the  zeal 
■f  this  couple?  This  trip  helps  us  to  see  once  again  how 
'ery  important  a  part  of  the  mission  program  is  that  of 
raining^  Christian  teachers.  May  God  guide  us  in  our  pro- 
gram at  Waka  to  train  more  Yakubus  and  Pilesars  so  that 
lis  kingdom  may  come  here.— (From  Gospel  Messenger)

sympathy.    Calvinism    was    too   rigid    and    formalistic    foi- 
Veltin  Kling. 

Following  the  escape  of  the  pietists  in  August  1706, 
the  government  issued  a  decree  September  14,  1706  threat- 
ening to  punish  any  or  all  who  engaged  in  any  meetings. 
For  Alexander,  the  die  was  cast.  If  there  was  any  un- 
certainty before,  it  was  now  removed.  In  October,  1706 
he  sold  all  his  goods  and  left  Schriesheim  with  his  wife 
and  two  little  sons.  They  were  Johann  Valentin,  born  No- 
vember 13,  1701,  and  Johannes,  born  April  19,  1703.  He 
became  indeed  a  refugee  seeking  a  place  to  live  in  peace 
and  harmony  free  from  the  heavy  hand  of  the  govern- 
men  which  looked  with  disfavor  upon  any  departure  from 
the  state  church. 

There  was  a  place  where  pietism  was  tolerated,  Schwar- 
zenau.  He  settled  down  here  with  his  little  family,  but  not 
for  long,  as  later  on  the  hand  of  persecution  sought  him 
out  for  its  victim.  It  was  here  that  he  formulated  the 
rites  and  ordinances  "which  distinguish  the  religious  style 
of  his  followers  from  other  congregations."  Again  in  1720 
he  was  banished  by  the  suspicion  of  local  authorities.  This 
was  of  course  some  twelve  years  following  the  baptizing 
of  the  little  group  which  has  come  to  mean  so  much  to 
the  world  throughout  the  years  following  that  event  by 
the  mist  shrouded  bank  of  the  peaceful  flowing  river 
Eder. 

Dr.  Brunn  states  in  his  article  found  in  "Schwarzenau, 
Yesterday  and  Today,"  by  L.  W.  Shultz,  "The  Mack  mill, 
the  birth-house  of  Alexander  Mack  was  sold  to  his  brother 
in  1712.  Later  on,  between  1770  and  1774  it  was  i-ebuilt 
from  top  to  bottom.  Some  years  ago  it  was  developed 
into  a  small  modern  factory  which  bears  only  little  re- 
semblance to  the  old  water  mill.  What  you  will  find  now- 
adays as  well  as  in  former  times  is  the  lovely  site  of 
his  place  surrounded  by  brook,  meadow  and  woods,  where 
Alexander  spent  his  youth."  "The    Mill    of    the    Valley," 


THE  BRETHREN  EVANGELISJf' 

(Talmuehle)  is  the  present  name  for  the  mill  i 
Schriesheim  which  Alexander  Mack  owned  in  pai-tnershij 
before  1706  and  in  which  he  was  bom  in  1679,  a  few  weeli 
after  his  father  purchased  it.  It  is  now  owned  and  opei 
ated  by  one  Peter  Mei'kel. 

Hans    Philipp    Mack,    the    father    of    Alexander   was   | 
well-reputed  and  wealthy  citizen.  He  owned  other  propert  I- 
besides  the  mill.  In  1688  he  was  elected  a  member  of  th 
Magistrate  and  in  1690  and  in  1696  he  was  elected  Bui 
gomeister  of   the    town    of   Schriesheim.    The    Historia 
states,    "He    obviously    distinguished    himself   from   othe 
citizens    because    of   his    intelligence    which    also    becam 
evident  from  several  jealous  remarks  made  about  him  b 
his  fellow-citizens.  They  could  not  understand,  for  instanct 
why  he  was  keeping  a  diary  (Hausbuch).  The  high  staii 
dard  of  his  education  was  disclosed  by  the  style  in  whic 
his   "Transfer  of  Goods  and  Property,"  is  written  whic 
he  submitted  to  the  Magistrate  of  Schriesheim  on  Octo' 
ber  24,  1702  for  verification. 

We  give  in  detail  the  "Transfer  of  Property"  as  it  i 
written  by  the  father  of  Alexander  Mack.  This  speaks  fo  ,| 
itself  of  the  mind  of  this  man.  I

my  children  with  the  understanding,  however,  that  they 
will  take  care  of  my  maintenance  during  my  life-time^ 
and  also  with  the  understanding  that  I  may  add  some- 
thing to  or  cancel  or  revise  this  contract,  in  case  one  of

"They  shall  live  in  harmony  with  each  other  since  two 

them  have  been  assigned  the  mill;  they  are  both  millers, 
amely  Hans  Jacob  and  Alexander;  and  since  Georg  Con- 
,d  who  is  a  baker,  and  Anna  Margaretha  have  been  as- 
gned  the  house,  as  decided  by  myself  and  my  ^  wife  on 
ovember  5,  1700,  as  per  the  inclosed  statement." 

Just  four  years  following  the  death  of  his  wife,  Hans 
hilipp  Mack  died.  However  during  the  lifetime  of  the 
arents  the  two  in  charge  of  the  mill  realized  that  it  was 
^possible  to  live  together  upon  such  a  small  property, 
herefore  the  reason  for  Alexander  selling  to  his  brother, 
^s  has  been  previously  stated  he  reserved  a  large  room 
,nd  kitchen  "for  another  ten  years."  He  did  not  use  it 
his  long  but  eventually  sold  all  parts  remaining  to  his 
,rother  Jacob  who  then  became  the  sole  owner  of  the  mill. 
On  June  3,  1712  Hans  Jacob  Mack  sold  the  mill  to  one 
'facob  Wohlhauser  at  a  price  of  1000  flourins. 

The  hand  of  affliction  was  ever  close  to  Alexander 
Mack  and  he  moved  from  haven  to  haven.  Many  of  his 
followers  were  even  more  afflicted,  finally  decidmg  to  go 
to  the  American  wilderness  where  at  least  peace,  with 
freedom  of  worship  and  assembly  was  promised.  This 
they  did  in  1719.  Later  on  they  were  encouraged  by  word 
that  Alexander  Mack,  their  beloved  leader  in  the  old 
country  was  looking  this  way.  In  1729  their  hearts  were 
made  glad  with  his  arrival  in  Philadelphia  with  his  three 
sons,  John  Valentin,  Johannes  and  Alexander  Jr.  The 
years  though  peaceful  the  Senior  Mack  enjoyed  m  his 
newly  chosen  land  were  few  for  he  passed  away  m  1735. 
Today  he  is  bviried  in  the  cemetery  back  of  the  old  church 
on  Germantown  Avenue,  Philadelphia.  John  Valentin, 
known  in  this  land  as  Valentine  sleeps  in  an  unmarked 
grave  at  the  Ephrata  Pennsylvania  Cloisters,  along  with 
his  wife  and  daughter.  John  sleeps  also  in  an  unmarked 
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grave  in  the  Mack  cemetery  on  the  old  Mack  place  just 
eastward  of  Waynesboro,  Pennsylvania.  Alexander  Jr., 
rests  in  the  same  plot  as  his  father  in  the  Germantown 
cemetery. 

Alexander  Mack  wrote  his  statement  of  faith  and  con- 
viction under  the  guise  of  a  conversation  of  father  and 
son.  Let  us  close  this  article  with  his  statement  of  faith 
and  benediction. 

"Hence,  in  conclusion  1  will  advise  thee  to  look  only 
upon  Jesus  our  Redeemer  and  Saviour.  Heb.  12:2.  And 
when  thou  hast  learned  from  Him  His  doctrine,  as  liter- 
ally commanded  in  the  (New)  Testament,  then  try  to  con- 
tinue steadfast  therein,  and  to  resolve  firmly  within  thy- 
self much  rather  to  lose  thy  liberty,  property,  the  friend- 
ship and  all  that  thou  hast  in  this  world,  even  thy  life, 
than  to  fall  away  from  the  doctrine  of  Jesus.  Thou  must 
accustom  thyself  to  take  up  the  cross  daily,  denying  thine 
own  will,  or  else  thou  canst  not  be  a  disciple  of  our  Lord 
Jesus,  much  less  be  an  heir  of  his  kingdom.  Luke 
14:27,  28. 

"Now,  may  the  Lord  Jesus  bless  thy  soul,  increase  thy 
faith,  and  let  the  simple  exhortation  grow  in  thee,  and 
bear  fruit,  which  remaineth  until  eternal  life,  and  then 
we  will  praise  and  glorify  our  God  in  unison  for  ever- 
more. Amen."

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MEETING   AT   OAKVILLE,   INDIANA 

It  was  our  privilege  and  pleasure  to  spend  two  weeks 
serving  with  the  pastor,  Rev.  A.  H.  Tinkel  of  the  church 
ii,  this  village  located  about  nine  miles  south  of  Muncie, 
Indiana.  Ours  is  the  only  church  in  the  village  although 
there  are  a  number  of  other  churches  not  far  distant.  Al- 
though the  population  is  not  so  large,  they  can  boast  one 
of  the  largest  and  busiest  grain  elevators,  in  the  state. 
This  means,  of  course  that  it  is  in  the  center  of  a  very 
fertile   farm   land,   with   livestock   raising   and   feeding   as 


the  principal  source  of  wealth.  This  always  means  a  fine 
type  of  citizens  and  homes,  with  resources  to  develop  the 
finer  things  of  life  and  maintain  them  as  they  desire.  How- 
ever there  is  that  tendency,  currently  and  historically,  to 
allow  the  good  things  of  life  to  take  precedence  over  the 
best.  The  abundance  of  things  many  times  hinders  the 
fulness  of  the  Spirit. 

Fifteen  years  before  we  seiwed  in  a  meeting  at  Oak- 
viUe  while  Rev.  L.  V.  King  was  pastor  and  a  number  of 
people  infoi-med  me  they  came  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
church  at  that  time,  which  is  a  source  of  joy  and  again 
meeting  the  fine  brethren  who  have  carried  on  during 
these  years.  However  you  also  miss  quite  a  number  ol 
those  who  formerly  were  active  in  the  church  but  have 
departed  to  be  with  the  Lord.

We 
did  have  a  very  delightful  fellowship  in  these  meetings 
and  are  very  grateful  to  all  who  made  this  possible  and 
for  their  generous  honorarium.  May  our  dear  Lord  richly 
bless  pastor  and  people  in  their  labor  together.

OD'S  VOICE  WILL  SOME  DAY  BE  HEARD 
AROUND  THE  WORLD  (1  Thess.  4:16).  There  can 
be  no  question  about  the  stability  of  God's  Word  (Psalm 
93:5;  Isaiah  40:8).  The  air  plane  was  prophesied  (Isaiah 
60:8).  In  World  War  I  General  AUenby  took  Jerusalem 
without  firing  a  shot  by  having  airplanes  fly  over  the 
city  as  desciibed  in  Isaiah  31 :5.  Beyond  the  stars  in  the 
north,  and  in  the  north  only,  there  is  a  great  empty 
space,  just  as  Job  26:7  says.  3,800  years  ago  Jacob  on 
his  death  bed  prophesied  that  Zebulun  would  be  a  haven 
for  ships  (Gen.  49:13).  This  harbor  was  opened  in  1933 
at  a  cost  of  more  than  five  million  dollars.  Moses  proph- 
esied that  Asher  would  be  a  place  of  oil  (Deut.  33:24). 
In  1934  a  huge  pipeline,  carrying  5,500  tons  of  oil  a  day, 
flowed  oil  past  the  very  toe  of  Asher's  foot  as  Moses 
had  pi-edicted. 

Evidently,  the  Bible  is;  inspired  of  God  Who  has  a  fore- 
. knowledge  of  all  things  (Isaiah  46:10).  Thus  the  Bible 
v/riters  have  declared  divine  inspiration  for  the  Holy 
Scriptures:  Moses  (Exod.  20:1;  24:4;  35:1),  David  (2 
Samuel  23:2),  Isaiah  (Isaiah  1:2),  Jeremiah  (Jer.  1:4), 
Ezekiel  (Ezek.  1:3),  Daniel  (Dan.  7:1;  9:21),  Amos  (Amos 
1:1),  John  (Rev.  1:1),  Peter  (2  Peter  1:21).  These  writers 
would  not  sanction  the  reckless  penknife  tactics  of  the 
so-called  higher  critics   (Jer.  36:23). 

Jesus,  in  condemning  tradition  as  an  enemy  to  the 
Bible,  called  the  Holy  Scriptures  "THE  WORD  OF  GOD" 
(Mark    7:13).    Jesus    endorsed    the    law    of   Moses    (Matt. 


5:18).  He  said,  "the  scripture  cannot  be  broken"  (Joh:i 
10:35).  After  His  resurrection  "he  expounded  unto  then! 
in  ALL  THE  SCRIPTURES,"  stating  that  all  thing 
concerning  Him  in  the  law,  the  prophets,  and  the  psalm; 
"must  be  fulfilled"  (Luke  24:27,  44).  According  to  Jesusl 
if  the  Old  Testament  writings  are  not  infallible  we  havii 
nothing  for  belief  (Luke  16:31;  John  5:47).  Jesus  ex| 
plained  the  infallibility  of  the  New  Testament  writing: 
(John  14:26;  16:12,  13).

Lesson  for  December  18,  1955 

JESUS,   MAN  OF  PRAYER 

Lesson:    Luke   3:21-22;   4:42;   5:16;   6:12;   9:18,   28-29; 
10:21-22;  11:1-4 

JESUS  TAUGHT  by  precept  and  example.  The  stronger 
influence  of  the  two  is  example.  It  is  simpler  to  fol- 
low one's  footsteps,  than  to  follow  one's  instructions.  Jesus 
set  the  example  for  us  concerning  prayer.  He  lived  a  life 
of  prayer. 

Surely  Christ  did  not  pray  only  to  be  an  example.  He 
needed  prayer  Himself,  for  He  possessed  a  human  nature 
as  well  as  divine.  Prayer  was  the  secret  of  His  inner 
strength  and  fortitude.  Prayer  meant  fellowship  with  His 
Heavenly  Father. 

When  did  Jesus  make  it  a  practice  to  pray?  At  every 
important  step  or  decision  in  His  life.  We  find  Him  pray- 
ing during  His  baptism  by  John:  "Now  when  all  the  peo- 
ple were  baptized,  it  came  to  pass,  that  Jesus  also  being 
baptized,  and  praying,  the  heaven  was  opened  ..." 
(Luke  3:21).  This  was  the  moment  when  God  anointed 
Flis  Son  with  the  Holy  Spirit  to  endue  Him  with  power, 
thus  fitting  Him  for  His  public  ministry. 

Again  we  read:  "And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days, 
that  He  went  out  into  a  mountain  to  pray,  and  continued 
all  night  in  prayer  to  God"  (6:12).  What  was  so  impor- 
tant to  Jesus  at  this  time  that  He  must  needs  spend  all 
night  in  prayer?  Notice  the  next  verse:  "And  when  it 
was  day.  He  called  unto  Him  His  disciples:  and  of  them 
He  chose  twelve,  whom  also  He  named  apostles." 
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These  were  the  men  who,  after  Jesus  would  depart, 
ere  to  carry  on  the  all-important  task  of  evangelizing 
16  world  with  the  Gospel.  Into  their  hands  was  placed 
le  responsibility  of  countless  souls.  Before  He  chose 
-lem,  Jesus  prayed. 

It  ought  to  be  true  in  our  own  lives  that  before  any 
nd  every  important  decision,  much  time  should  be  spent 
a  prayer,  seeking  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  Holy 
pirit  of  God.  Lack  of  PRAYER  is  the  reason  for  so 
auch  WILFULNESS  and  WAYWARDNESS  among 
Christians! 

j  "We  mutter  and  sputter, 

I  We  fume  and  we  spurt; 

We  mumble  and  grumble, 
I  Our  feelings  get  hurt; 

'  We  can't  understand  things, 

Our  vision  grows  dim 
j  When  all  that  we  need  is 

1  A  moment  with  Him!" 

While  in  the  shadow  of  the  Cross  of  Calvary,  Jesus 
prayed.  Taking  with  Him  three  of  His  trusted  disciples, 
Peter,  James,  and  John,  Jesus  went  into  the  Garden  of 
Gethsemane  to  pray.  The  unbearable  burden  of  the  Cross 
lay  heavily  upon  Him.  He  must  pray!  "Father,  if  Thou  be 
willing,  remove  this  cup  from  Me:  nevertheless  not  My 
will,  but  Thine  be  done"  (Luke  22:42). 

Fnally,  we  find  the  very  last  words  the  Saviour  uttered, 
while  hanging  upon  the  Cross,  was  a  prayer  to  His  Father. 
"Father,  into  Thy  hands  I  commend  My  spirit"  (Luke 
23:46). 

What  should  we  learn  from  the  prayer  life  of  our 
Lord  ?  "That  men  ought  always  to  pray,  and  not  to  faint" 
(Luke  18:1).  That  we  should  "Pray  without  ceasing"  (I 
Thess.  5:17). 

Does  prayer  avail  ?  Let  me  quote  from  the  founder  of 
the  China  Inland  Mission,  that  mighty  man  of  faith,  J. 
Hudson  Taylor:  "The  power  of  prayer  has  never  been 
tried  to  its  full  capacity  in  any  church.  If  we  want  to  see 
the  mighty  wonders  of  divine  power  and  grace  wrought 
in  the  place  of  weakness,  failure  and  disappointment,  let 
the  whole  church  answer  God's  standing  challenge:  'Call 
unto  Me,  and  I  will  answer  thee,  and  shew  thee  great  and 
mighty  things,  which  thou  knowest  not'  (Jer.

EVALUATING  OURSELVES 

"Think  not  more  highly  of  (yourselves)  than  you 
ought   to  think." 

GOD'S  SCALE  OF  VALUES  and  man's  are  certainly 
at  variance,  and  if  a  man  would  evaluate  himself 
he  will  have  to  study  the  heavenly  scale  to  get  his  pat- 
tern. Men  are  prone  to  judge  their  own  and  the  lives  of 
others  on  a  "job  lot"  basis  instead  of  by  the  standard  of 
real  worth. 

The  possession  of  money,  the  wearing  of  fine  clothes, 
the  right  to  attach  many  degrees  to  our  names,  living  in 
fine  residences,  driving  high  powered  cars,  having  our 
names  numbered  among  the  society  elite,  mean  nothing 
when  we  present  ourselves  before  the  judgment  of  God. 
The  things  that  really  count  there  are  the  quality  of  our 
faith  and  the  type  of  our  character. 

Two  attitudes  of  life  tend  to  keep  humanity  from  mak- 
ing an  honest  estimate  of  their  personal  worth.  One  is 
the  egotistical  attitude,  the  thinking  of  one's  self  more 
highly  than  a  man  ought  to  think;  the  other  is  the  in- 
feriority complex,  the  thinking  poorly  of  one's  self.  The 
first  will  prevent  men  from  attaining  to  true  humility 
before  God  (the  two  men  in  the  parable  who  went  to  the 
Temple  to  pray;  the  rich  man  thanking  God  he  was  not 
like  other  men — better  than  others — ;  and  the  poor  man 
who  stood  at  the  door  of  the  room  and  smote  his  breast 
in  contrition,  with  a  petition  for  forgiveness.)  The  former 
thinking  more  highly  than  he  should  concerning  his  own 
worth,  and  the  latter  more  nearly  approximating  God's 
ideal  of  a  Christ-like  spirit. 

Ofttimes  it  is  poverty,  or  ignorance",  or  lack  of  ac- 
ceptable social  standing  that  causes  folks  to  develop  an 
Inferiority  complex,  whereby  they  are  driven  to  feel  a 
sense  of  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  inability  and  lack 
of  worth  among  their  fellows.  Such  an  attitude  discour- 
ages men  from  trying  to  use  the  powei's  they  have,  and 
so  robbing  the  Lord  of  the  service  they  might  render — 
and  robbing  themselves  of  the  blessing:s  God  has  to  be- 
stow on  all  who  remember  that  they  are  responsible  to 
God  for  the  use  they  make  of  the  powers  and  abilities 
which  God  has  bestowed  upon  them. 

One  soul  is  worth  more  than  the  whole  world,  and  it 
therefore  behooves  every  child  of  God  to  use  every  means 
which  God  has  provided  to  develop  that  soul  into  likeness 
to  God's  dear  Son.

CHALLENGING  YOUTH 

YOUTH  DON'T  NEED  TO  BE  ENTERTAINED,  they 
need  to  be  CHALLENGED!  This  statement  I  heard 
from  a  source  which  I  can't  identify  at  this  moment,  but 
the  words  keep  ringing  in  my  ears.  Youth  need  to  be 
challenged!  That,  it  seems  to  me,  is  an  opportunity  to  me 
and  to  you  as  leaders  of  our  young  people. 

While  some  folks  are  looking  down  their  noses  because 
of  the  shortage  of  youth  leaders,  and  a  seeming  lack  of 
good  youth  materials  for  use  in  youth  activities,  and  others 
are  despairing  because  of  the  seeming  impossibility  of 
"keeping  up  with  the  modern  world"  in  dealing  with 
young  people,  the  answer  to  our  problem  lies  right  in 
front  of  us — in  fact,  as  close  as  the  nearest  boy  or  girl. 

THE  SIMPLICITY  OF  A  CHALLENGE 

A  challenge  is  simple,  and  very  easy  to  put  into  effect. 
Now  if  we  are  out  to  "satisfy"  our  youth  with  all  kinds 
of  "new  things"  and  ideas,  or  to  entertain  them  like  tele- 
vision, the  movies  and  other  activities  which  belong  to  a 
business  outside  the  realm  of  the  Church,  I  would  be  dis- 
couraged right  along  with  most  of  the  professional  wor- 
riers. But  since  the  answer  is  as  simple  as  finding  and  de- 
livering a  challenge  it  becomes  quite  simple.  The  "Call  of 
the  Church"  will  inspire  a  few  to  take  up  their  laborious 
duties  of  "serving  the  Church"  in  some  vague  way;  but  the 
"Call  of  Christ"  will  stir  up  the  souls  and  hearts  of  youth 
to  live  and  die  for  Him — a  real  Person,  something  worth 
living  and  dying  for! 

You  can  talk  until  you  are  blue  in  the  face  about  the 
"ideals"  of  Christianity,  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  the  Broth- 
erhood of  man,  but  you  will  encourage  very  few  thereby 
to  take  their  stand  in  any  definite  way  for  God.  You 
might  sing  forth  platitudes  about  man's  great  heritage — 
whatever  that  is — his  progress,  the  ultimate  victory  of 
good,  but  sin  will  still  run  rampant  because  it  is  still  eat- 
ing away  within  the  souls  of  youth  and  adults  everyv.'here. 

Now  suppose  physicians  and  surgeons  went  abroad  and 
ti-aveled  extensively  here  in  America  making  comforting 
speeches  about  the  "ultimate  victory"  of  the  human  body 
over  disease,  science's  final  achievement  of  success  in 
warding  off  cancer,  paralysis,  etc.  If  they  didn't  stick  to 
realistic  tasks  of  discovering  ways  of  killing  viruses  how 
could  they  expect  to  aid  humanity?  Or  even  if  there  were 
a  vague  possibility  of  our  great  great  great  grandchil- 
dren's liberation  from  these  diseases,  what  good  would 
that  do  you  and  me  today?  Would  there,  perhaps,  by  that 
time  be  new  plagues,  "super"  viruses  unconquerable  by 
known  serums,  that  would  start  the  endless  quest  for 
security  of  health  all  over  again? 

No,  we  must  be  realistic  about  these  things.  We  must 
challenge  our  youth  with  the  reality  of  a  continual  need 
of  Christian  heroes  on  the  field — at  home  and  abroad — to 
fight  the  battle  of  sin  and  satan. 


YOUTH  NEEDS  A  HERO 

Not  only  youth,  but  adults  as  well,  judging  by  the  wa 
in  which  most  people  project  themselves  into  the  footba 
games  on  TV.  Christianity  has  a  HERO  who  is  the  SaA 
iour.   A  long  list   of  heroes  from   Christ  to  the  presen 
and   on   into   the   future,   should   encourage  our  youth  t 
take  up  the  cross  and  the  sword  of  the  spirit  and  marc 
into  the  battle  of  the  centuries.  The  greatest  military  he 
roes  have  been  Christians;  the  outstanding  of  the  sport 
realm  ai"e  Christian  heroes.  Why  not  recognize  this  fac 
and  advertise  it  among  young  people  ?   If  we  fail  to,  i 
seems  to  me  that  we  are  missing  the    point    which    th ! 
Lord  is  trying  to  emphasize  in  His  heroes.  It  is  not  th  j 
victory  of.  battle,  not  the  game,  so  much  as  it  is  the  per| 
son  and  power  of  the  hero. 

IT  NEVER  FAILS 

I  have  observed  that  when  the  challenge  is  greatest 
the  obstacles  of  encounter  seem  most  difficult,  then  comt 
forth  the  most  ardent  characters  to  take  up  the  bannei 
of  the  cross.  When  I  have  failed  to  put  sufficient  chal- 
lenge into  my  address  to  young  people  on  the  REAL 
ISSUES  of  life  I  also  have  received  the  faintest  response 
But  it  has  never  failed  that  when  I  have  challenged  be- 
yond what  seems  to  me  to  be  reasonable,  someone  (a 
youth)  comes  to  me  and  arranges  a  private  conference  to 
talk  over  his  (her)  place  in  the  Great  Race  of  life.  They 
simply  aren't  interested  until  they  are  challenged.  They, 
want  to  see  and  follow  a  Master  who  is  just  what  He  isj 
— a  real  Saviour  and  Hero  of  men!  Only  after  they  have 
been  wounded  in  battle  do  they  want — or  need — a  Com- 
forter. No  use  to  talk  to  them  about  their  enemies  until 
they  have  encountered  them.  What  they  need  to  know 
now  is  that  the  Captain  of  their  souls  is  calling  them 
into  His  service. 

WHEN  DO  WE  CHALLENGE  THEM? 

Whenever  you  can.  But  especially  in  the  youth  services. 
There  is  no  point  in  getting  them  together  if  the  issues 
of  life  are  not  emphasized.  Some  folks  seem  to  think  that 
if  they  can  "just  get  them  out"  to  church  then  nature  will 
take  its  course.  It  will,  but  it  is  natural  to  fall  away 
without  a  challenge.  Remember,  the  church  building 
doesn't  have  any  more  magic  within  than  your  own  house. 
If  getting  them  inside  your  own  house  without  discus- 
sion of  the  things  of  God  doesn't  bring  them  to  a  faith 
in  Christ,  then  neither  wiU  it  in  the  church  building.  If 
having  a  party  in  your  house  doesn't  make  them  think 
about  the  Lord  and  His  call,  neither  will  such  a  party 
inside  the  physical  church  building.  If  TV  doesn't  con- 
vert them,  neither  will  TV-copied  programs  in  the  church. 
You  must  get  down  to  business — the  Lord's  business. 

Somehow  we  have  gotten  the  idea  that  a  service  is 
something  which  we  "go  through."  Mistakes  are  embar- 
rassments, anything  short  of  perfection  isn't  worship. 
But  God  wants  you  to  give  your  best — whatever  it  is — 
and  improve  by  doing.  The  old  idea  of  "Christian  En- 
deavor" was  good,  in  that  it  suggested  by  the  name  that 
here  everyone  "endeavored"  for  the  Lord.

_TAVING  SERVED  AS  A  NURSE  and  now  as  a  min- 
,  1  ister's  wife,  I  have  observed  many  people  who  have 
leen  sick  physically  and  have  noted  the  contrast  in  the 
rays  people  endure  suffering  and  trouble.  Many  become 
lespondent  and  depressed  due  to  the  lack  of  Christian 
aith  and  the  fortitude  which  such  faith  gives  the  suf- 
erer.  Their  attitudes  reveal  that  they  feel  their  misfor- 
une   far  surmounts  anyone   else's.   But  there   are  others 

[vho  seemingly  have  burdens  insurmountable,  yet  because 
)f  their  optimism  and  confident  faith  they  minimize  their 
roubles   and   proceed   to   inspire   every   life   that  touches 

;heirs.  The  influence  of  such  people  is  very  valuable  for 

;heir  own  healing  and  in  creating  a  good  atmosphere  for 

others  to  live  and  work  in. 

I  like  the  following  item  from  Coronet  entitled  "It 
'Could  Be  Worse."  "On  a  Washington,  D.  C.  street  corner, 
you  can  find  an  elderly  man  selling  shoelaces  almost  every 
4ay  in  the  year.  As  people  pass  him  by,  they  catch  the 
,vvords,  'Shoelaces,  boys  and  girls,  buy  some  shoelaces.' 
Like  most  blind  people  who  try  to  earn  a/  living  without 
begging,    he    sells    his    wares    quietly    and   unobtrusively. 
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On  a  low  stone  wall  he  sits,  huddled  in  a  shabby  great- 
coat, a  blue  ski  cap  with  earflaps  on  his  head,  and  smoked 
glasses  hiding  his  sightless  eyes.  In  one  hand  he  holds  a 
cardboard  box  with  a  few  pairs  of  laces;  in  the  other, 
the  badge  of  his  infirmity — the  white  cane. 

"I  might  never  have  noticed  him  but  for  one  thing. 
Around  his  neck  hanga(  a  small,  metal  plate.  On  it  is  en- 
graved: 'It  could  be  worse.' 

"Others  have  also  noticed  the  small  sign.  That  is  why 
he  has  many  visitors  each  day.  Each  walks  away  a  little 
straighter,  a  little  more  confidently.  The  blind  man's  cheer- 
ful words  and  the  small  sign  spi'ead  courage — the  year 
around." 

How  are  we  taking  life?  It  is  well  to  remember  that 
life  is  not  all  what  we  make  it,  but  partly  how  we  take 
it.  This  paper  will  be  read  by  many  people  who  are  having 
difficulties.  To  all  of  you  let  me  recommend  the  words  of 
Proverbs,  quoted  above  and  the  words  of  the  blind  man's 
little  sign:  "It  could  be  worse."  Maybe  you  can  be  more 
useful  in  your  adversity  than  you  ever  were  before  if  you 
handle  your  trial  like  a  Christian  should. 

There  are  many  people  today  who  find  themselves  lim- 
ited by  some  illness  and  accept  it,  and  then  go  on  from 
there  to  serve  God  with  a  cheerful  spirit  in  it.  These 
radiant  men  and  women  of  faith  and  prayer  are  not  only 
helping  themselves,  they  are  helping  the  whole  company 
of  their  friends  and  acquaintances  too.  Since  the  merry 
heart  doeth  good  like  a  medicine,  they  might  be  said  to 
be   manufacturers  of  spiritual   vitamins.

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V  7ITH  THE  CHRISTMAS  SEASON  fast  approaching, 
VV  most  parents  are  thinking  about  what  gifts  they 
re  going  to  give  to  their  children.  The  big  day  is  about 
ere,  and  our  children  will  be  looking  for  toys  and  other 
lings  from  us. 

What  are  you  going  to  give  your  children  this  Christ- 
las?  If  your  children  are  grown,  consider  what  gitts 
ou  gave  your  children  in  past  years. 

Of  course,  most  people  will,  at  this  season  of  the  year, 
,e  thinking  of  material  gifts.  In  this  Editorial  we  wish 
emphasize  the  importance  of  eternal,  spiritual  gifts 
or  our  children. 

First  of  all,  the  gift  of  a  Christian  home.  In  most  cases, 
1  child's  eternal  destiny  is  established  before  the  child  is 
12  years  of  age.  Principles,  habits,  attitudes,  outlook,  etc 
ire  all  pretty  well  established  in  the  mind  and  heart  of 
a  child  by  the  time  he  is  a  teen  ager.  Let  no  parent  be 
fooled,  as  some  have  sadly  been,  that  a  child  is  too  young 
when  under  12,  to  know  the  meaning  of  sin,  and  the  need 
of  repentance.  So  many  times,  in  our  ministry,  we  have 
been  confronted  with  children  of  the  Sunday  School  who 
were  ready  to  accept  Christ  and  to  be  baptized-even  up 
to  the  age  of  14  to  16.  However,  upon  visiting  the  par- 
ents, we  would  hear  from  them  that  their  child  was  ''too 
young  to  know  what  he  or  she  was  doing."  A  child,  m  a 
Christian  home,   will  rarely  reach  the   teen   age  without 
having  made  a  confession  of  Christ  and  been  baptized  and 
brought  into   the   church.   Are   you   giving  your   children 
the   gift  of  a  Christian  home? 

Second,  the  gift  of  real  concern  for  their  soul.  Our 
heart  is  sad  when  we  see  where  parents  will  give  their 
children  every  advantage  in  life— good  home,  every  mod- 
em convenience,  their  own  room,  plenty  of  clothes,  etc., 
and  heap  upon  them  every  social  and  cultural  advantage, 
and  then  spend  little  or  no  time  teaching  them  about  the 
sinful  pitfalls  in  life.  To  what  advantage  is  a  good  house 
to  live  in,  all  the  training  in  music,  sports  and  hobbies, 
if  that  child  grows  up  without  a  personal,  saving  knowl- 
edge of  our  Lord?  Perhaps  the  very  best  gift  you  can 
give  your  child  this  Christmas  is  a  real,  earnest  concern 
for  their  spiritual  welfare. 

The  choice  of  their  friends,  their  hobbies,  their  enter- 
tainment; the  weighing  of  proper  values  between  the 
claims  of  worldly  things  and  the  claims  of  Christ  upon 
them— all  these  are  everyday  issues  with  your  children. 
Parents  have  failed  if  their  children  enter  the  teen  age 
group  and  have  not  been  brought  to  the  weighing  of  the 


way  of  the  world  versus  the  way  of  Christ.  Are  you, 
this  Christmas,  as  you  see  the  joy  and  laughter  of  your 
children  as  they  anticipate  and  plan  for  the  big  day, 
really  concerned  about  the  eternal  souls  which  dwell  with- 
in their  bodies?  Are  you  concerned  enough  to  pray  with 
them,  read  with  them  the  Bible,  and  to  teach  them  the 
pitfalls  of  the  way  of  the  world  and  the  virtues  of  the 
Christian  life? 

Third    the   gift  of  "spiritual  stability  for  future  use." 

Concerned  Christian  parents  have  at  some  time  or  other 
wondered  about  what  would  happen  to  their  children  s 
spiritual  lives,  if  they,  (the  parents)  were  to  suddenly 
be  removed  from  thi^  life.  Would  whoever  was  to  care  for 
our  children,  be  of  sufficient  spiritual  calibre  that  our 
children  would  be  led  to  the  knowledge  of  their  need  of 
Christ  as  Saviour?  Would  we  have  done  all  we  could  m 
impressing  the  basic  facts  of  Christianity  while  with  o"r 
children  that  it  would  serve  them  as  spiritual  stability 
even  though  we  were  removed  from  the  scene? 

In  these  days,  dear  friends,  when  every  fiendish,  dev- 
ilish power  is  seeking  to  destroy  our  efforts  to  tram  our 
children  in  the  Christian  way,  the  best  gifts  we  can  give 
to  them  this  Christmas  are  those  which  will  bring  peace 
to  our  hearts  and  peace  to  their  souls-those  gifts  which 
will  lead  them  into  a  saving,  workable,  practical  and 
eternal  faith  in  Christ  as  the  Redeemer  and  Saviour  of 
their  souls. — W.  S.  B.

CHRISTMAS  GIFTS 


(Delivered  at  Gretna  in  December  1954) 


nPHE  CUSTOM  of  celebrating  Christmas  in 
A  America  is  probably  different  from  that  of 
any  other  nation.  Although  the  spirit  of  giving  at 
Christmas  is  almost  universal,  we,  in  America, 
far  out-do  any  other  peoples.  The  big  Christmas 
tree,  brightly  decorated,  is  not  complete  unless 
many  gayly  wrapped  gifts  adorn  its  base  and  the 
area  beneath  the  tree.  Millions  of  dollars  are  spent 
each  year  to  buy  gifts  for  loved  ones.  The  spirit 
of  giving  is  a  good  spirit  and  I  am  not  about  to 
discuss  the  implications  of  it  at  this  time.  I  am 
aware  of  the  fact  that  it  often  crowds  Christ  out 
of  Christmas,  but  the  gifts  that  I  want  you  to 
think  of  this  morning  will  put  Christ  back  into 
your  Christmas  if  He  has  been  crowded  out. 

Christmas  morning  in  most  American  homes 
finds  each  filled  with  anticipation  as  he  or  she  joy- 
ously opens  the  gifts,  and  exclamations  of  joy  and 
pleasure  ring  throughout  the  house.  This  morning 
I  want  you  to  help  me  unwrap  Christmas  gifts 
and  the  joy  within  your  heart,  or  the  lack  of 
that  joy,  should  tell  you  many  things  about  your- 
self. The  Christmas  angels  sang  'Tor  unto  you  is 
born  this  day  in  the  city  of  David  a  Saviour, 
which  is  Christ  the  Lord."  (Luke  2:11). 

Paul  in  writing  to  the  Corinthian  Church  breaks 
out  in  exultation  with,  "Thanks  be  unto  God 
for  his  unspeakable  gift."  (II  Cor.  9:15).  By  many 
this  "unspeakable  gift"  is  believed  to  refer  to 
Christ.  Others  would  disagree  and  say  that  he  had 
a  more  immediate  reference  to  the  love  expressed 


by  the  Gentiles    for    their    Jewish    brethren    ii 
Christ  about  which  he  had  been  talking.  Charle; 
Erdman  says,  "According  to  either  interpretatioii 
the  cause  of  thanksgiving  to  God  would  be  the  un- 
utterable grace  and  goodness  which  he  had  mani 
fested  through  His  Son.  Christ  was  the  Gift  oi 
God's  love.  In  Him  is  found  the  true  motive  foil 
all  charity.  He    is    the    final    Embodiment    and 
Source  of  all  grace,  and  for  Him  thanks  should  bej 
given  to  God,  who  is  the  Giver  of  every  good  andl 
perfect  gift."   Certainly  in  reference  to    Christ,i 
Paul  could  have  accurately  expressed  his  reactions! 
in  his  own  expressive  fashion,  "Thanks  be  untoj 
God  for  His  unspeakable  gift!"  1 

I  want  you  to  come  now  with  me  to  help  me  un- 
wrap some  gifts.  Come  with  me  on  this  Christmas 
morning  and  let  us  mentally  project  our- 
selves back  to  that  first  Christmas  morning 
and  peer  into  the  manger  in  the  stable  be- 
hind the  inn  in  Bethlehem  where  lay  the  baby 
Jesus.  The  Shepherds  have  been  here  and  have 
gone.  Mary  and  Joseph  stand  by  with  adoring  eyes 
watching  every  little  movement  of  their  precious 
Son.  But  as  I  peer  into  that  manger  from  this 
20th  century  I  see  not  only  God's  greatest  Gift  to 
man;  not  just  one  Gift  to  man,  but  I  see  flowing 
from  that  manger-cradle  a  multitude  of  won- 
derful gifts,  multicolored  and  varying  in  size;  a 
flowing  forth  which  never  ceases.  These  are  the 
gifts  I  want  you  to  help  me  unwrap  this  morning. 

Right  here  on  the  top  of  this  massive  pile  of 
gifts  I  find  a  package  that  glows  with  promise. 
As  we  unwrap  it  I  find  this:  "And  she  shall  bring 
forth  a  son  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  Jesus: 
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ic  he  shall  save  his  people  from  their  sins." 
,Iatt.  1:21).  As  I  look  about  me  in  this  Christ- 
is  season  and  see  a  world  lost  in  sin,  helplessly, 
pelessly,  floundering  about  in  the  darkness;  as 
recall  that  it  was  through  Jesus  I  was  saved 
om  my  sins;  I  rejoice  at  this  most  marvelous 
ft  of  salvation. 


Let's  open  this    lovely    package    now.    In    the 
ophetic  song  of  Zacharias  in  Luke  1:79  he  sees 
le  coming  of  this  babe  in  the  manger  and  de- 
ribes  this  Gift  we  are  unwrapping.  Referring 
the  One  who  should  come,  "To  guide  our  feet  in 
le  way  of  peace,"  he  foretold   of   this    gift   of 
aace.  Our  thoughts  return  to  the  song  of  the 
rigels  to  the  Shepherds    on    the    Judean    hills, 
Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on  earth  peace, 
ood  will  toward  men."   And  again    our    minds 
hink  of  the  world  as  it  has  been  since  those  days. 
\Ve  read  its  history  which  is  marked  by  contin- 
al  war  and  hatred  and  we  wonder   if   this    gift 
eally  can  be  ours.  Jesus  tells  us  in  John  14:27 
hat  this  peace  which  He  gives  is  a  special  peace, 
omething  different  from  the  ordinary  peace  of 
he  world.  Paul  describes  this  peace  in  Eph.  2:13, 
jl4  and  again  in  Phil.  4:7.  "And  the  peace  of  God 
vhich  passeth  all  understanding  shall  guard  your 
learts  and  your  thoughts  in  Christ  Jesus."  This 
peace  is  a  personal  peace,  an  inward  peace  that 
3omes  from  being  "in  Christ  Jesus."  It  is  a  peace 
the  world  cannot  have — a  peace  that  defies  de- 
scription. But  you,  dear  friends  in  Christ,  know 
3f  that  of  which  I  speak. 

A  bright,  shiny  package  now  meets  our  eyes.  In 
Genesis  1:2  we  read  that  darkness  was  upon  the 
face  of  the  deep  and  in  the  third  verse  we  read, 
'And  God  said,  let  there  be  light:  and  there  was 
Light."  This  was  a  physical  darkness  and  a  phys- 
ical light.  As  we  unwrap  this  package  we  read  in 
lohn  1:5  of  a  spiritual  darkness  which  prevailed 
in  the  world  into  which  Christ  came.  In  the  ninth 
i^erse  we  read  of  that  true  Light  which  came 
into  this  dark  world.  That  light  of  the  world  is 
lesus.  When  this  Light  shines  in  a  hfe  of  dark- 
ness wonderful  changes  are  wrought.  Without 
light,  any  of  God's  creatures  become  blind.  In  by- 
gone days  the  coal  from  the  mines  of  Pennsyl- 
vania was  moved  about  by  mule  drawn  wagons, 
rhese  mules  were  kept  in  a  stable  deep  in  the 
mine  and  therefore  never  saw  the  light  of  day.  It 
was  soon  found  that  these  mules  would  lose  their 
sight  over  long  periods  of  time  in  this  constant 
darkness.  They  found  it  necessary  to  bring  the 
Tiules  up  to  the  surface  occasionally  into  the  light 


of  day  in  order  to  prevent  this  blindness.  Thank 
God  for  His  Gift  of  Light  in  a  world  of  darkness ! 

I  have  just  placed  my  hand  on  another  wonder- 
ful gift.  "For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  He 
gave  His  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  in  Him  should  not  perish,  but  have  ever- 
lasting life."  (John  3:16).  "God  is  love."  (I  John 
4:8).  "We  love  Him  because  He  first  loved  us." 
That  love  that  is  "So  great"  that  even  Jesus  did 
did  not  attempt  to  describe  it — so  great  that  the 
human  mind  cannot  comprehend  its  limitlessness 
— is  a  gift  that  flows  from  that  manger.  If  we 
can  imagine  a  world  without  love,  a  world  without 
Christ,  we  can  then  appreciate  this  great  gift. 

Here  is  an  impressive  package;  impressive  be- 
cause of  its  size.  "...  and  upon  this  rock  I  will 
build  my  church;  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not 
prevail  against  it."  (Matt.  16:18).  Yes,  even  the 
Church  of  Christ  was  a  gift  that  flowed  forth 
from  that  manger  in  Bethlehem.  The  Church 
which  has  preserved  and  preached  the  saving 
message  that  led  you  to  Christ. 

Here  is  a  package  all  done  up  with  a  strong 
cord  which  contains  three  wonderful  gifts.  "Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the 
life:"  (John  14:6).  In  John  10:10b  we  read  "I 
am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that  they 
might  have  it  more  abundantly."  God's  great  gift 
to  man  was  the  gift  of  life  in  the  form  of  a  baby 
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in  a  manger.  Life  not  only  here  and  now,  but  life 
eternal.  "Because  I  live,  ye  shall  live  also."  (John 
14:19). 

We  can  go  on  throughout  life,  opening  new 
gifts  and  receiving  new  joys  in  Christ.  Every  new 
experience  with  Christ  brings  a  greater  joy.  No 
one  has  ever  been  more  generous  than  God.  No 
Christmas  has  ever  seen  a  greater  concentration 
of  gifts  than  that  first  Christmas.  No  gifts  have 
ever  been  more  useful,  more  enjoyable,  more  en- 
during. God's  gifts  are  not  guaranteed  for  life — 
they  are  guaranteed  for  eternity! 

Many  of  the  gifts  that  men  give  today  are  so 
complicated  that  an  instruction  sheet  comes  with 
them  in  order  that  we  might  use  them  properly 
and  to  our  greatest  advantage.  We  are  always  en- 
couraged and  exhorted  to  READ  THE  INSTRUC- 
TIONS before  using.  And  we  usually  do  so.  God 
has  also  sent  instructions  as  to  how  we  are  to  use 
these  wonderful  gifts  that  He  has  given  us.  We 
call  these  instructions  the  Bible.  I  encourage  you, 
I  exhort  you,  READ  THE  INSTRUCTIONS! 

THE  GREATEST  BIRTHDAY 

Come  softly  to  that  lowly  place 

Where  Christ  the  Lord  was  born ; 
And  in  His  birth  the  birthday  trace 

Of  many  a  sunny  morn.

FELIX  WAS  IN  A  QUANDARY.  Two  forces  or  voice 
were  pulling  at  him,  God  and  Mammon,  and  he  cannc 
convince  himself  that  it  is  impossible  to  serve  both.  H 
would  rid  himself  of  the  conflict  in  his  emotions,  and  ye 
he  is  unwilling  to  take  sides  with  either  appeal.

How  easily  the] 
problems  of  life,  economic,  social,  political,  humanitarians 
could  be  solved  if  the  love  of  the  world  were  rooted  out 
and  the  love  of  humanity  was  implanted  in  our  heart. 

Soul,  wouldst  thou  know  true  happiness?  Then  know 
that  the  convenient  season  for  laying  all  else  aside  and 
answering  the  call  of  the  Lord  Jesus  and  repent  and  ac- 
cept Him  is  NOW.  And  if  we  are  saved,  but  Satan  tempts 
us,  then  the  time  to  drive  him  from  his  attacks  is  now 
and  with  the  strengthening  of  the  Spirit  to  enable  us  to 
say  "No"  to  the  world  and  heed  God's  warnings,  and  ac- 
cept His  call  to  a  closer  walk  with  His  beloved  Son.

With  this  move  from  our  home  on  Lime  Avenue  to  the 
Disabled  Veterans  Hall  on  Fruitville  Road,  we  began  to 
jxpand  our  Sunday  School  work.  Prior  to  this  move  we 
fiad  not  had  the  room  for  a  Young  People's  Department, 
rhis  now  has  become  possible  and  this  new  department 
now  has  an  enrollment  of  eight,  with  Mrs.  Carl  Mohler 
IS  the  teacher.  At  a  business  meeting  we  elected  Oscar 
Scott  of  Rochester,  Indiana,  a  member  of  our  Tiosa 
Church    to   be    our   first    Superintendent.    Arthur   Brenton 


was  elected  as  Assistant.  This  relieves  the  undersigned  of 
some  of  the  detailed  work  he  has  had  to  assume.  Brother 
Lemei't  and  I  still  divide  the  preaching  and  teaching  on 
alternate  Sundays,  except  when  we  have  guest  preachers 
in  and  then  we  press  them  into  service.  Next  Sunday  (De- 
cember 4th)  ChapFain  (1st  Lt.)  E.  J,  Beekley,  will  be  our 
speaker.  The  Beekleys  have  recently  purchased  a  home 
here  in  Saraosota  and  will  make  this  their  home  while 
Brother  Beekley  does  overseas  duty  in  Korea. 

The  attendance  at  the  closing  service  in  our  home  (Oc- 
tober 30th)  was  19.  Now  note  the  increase  when  we 
moved  into  the  public  hall:  Nov.  6 — 31;  Nov.  13 — 34;  Nov.

The  personal  gifts  from  friends  in  the  north  continue 
to  come  to  us.  For  these  we  are  truly  thankful.  Of  course 
these  are  placed  in  our  Building  Fund.  After  spending 
$200.00  for  fill  dirt  for  the  building  site,  50  very  large 
loads,   we    still   have    nearly   $1,300.00   in   that   fund. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  Vesper  Communion 
Service  to  be  held  on  Sunday  afternoon,  December  18th, 
at  2:30  o'clock.  We  will  welcome  any  Brethren  who  are  in 
our  city  or  vicinity  to  this  sei'vice.  The  morning  worship 
service  of  that  day  will  be  of  special  significance. 

More  and  more  we  are  seeing  the  need  of  our  own 
church  building  and  trust  that  it  may  be  in  construction 
in  the  not  too  distant  future.  Continue  to  remember  us 
in  your  prayers.

THE  DEDICATION  SERVICES  for  our  new  Sunday 
School  Rooms  and  Vestibule  climaxed  our  fourth  year 
here  at  Gretna.  Since  coming  here  in  the  fall  of  1951, 
the  Lord  has  blessed  our  labors  together  with  these  good 
Brethren  and  we  have  witnessed  a  steady  increase  in  at- 
tendance and  interest  in  Spiritual  things.  On  the  first  Sun- 
day in  October,  last,  we  baptised  eight,  bringing  the  in- 
crease in  membership  for  the  four  years  to  a  little  over 
fifty  percent.  This  increased  interest  and  growth  prompted 
us  to  see  the  need  for  more  time  on  the  field.  So,  led  by 
the  Spirit  and  answering  the  need  here,  the  pastor  and 
his  family  moved  onto  the  field  this  past  August.  This  move 
ended  four  years  of  commuting  from  Ashland  to  serve 
the  Lord  in  this  rural  church  and  community.  (The  pas- 
tor now  is  spending  four  days  a  week  in  Ashland  as  a 
Middler  in  the  Seminary.) 

The  good  Brethren  have  provided  us  with  a  parsonage, 
and  continual  improvements  are  being  made  on  it.  At 
present  there  is  under  construction  a  garage  and  a  study, 
which  will  be  completed  in  the  near  future. 

Regular  Sunday  evening  services  were  begun  in  Sep- 
tember and  the  response  has  been  good  with  the  avei'age 
attendance  for  these  services  being  about  fifty.  B.  Y.  C. 
meeting  time  was  changed  from  Sunday  afternoons  to 
7:00  P.  M.  every  other  Sunday  evening.  This  group  has 
been  growing  and  has  become  a  real  active  part  of  our 
church  program.  The  W.  M.  S.  and  various  Sunday  School 
classes  have  active  programs;  all  of  these  organizations 
have  programs  of  a  missionary  nature  for  this  Christmas 
season. 

The  building  program  at  the  Church  has  continued 
moving  steadily  along  through  this  past  year  with  much 
of  the  labor  and  some  material  being  donated.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  and  Sunday  School  responded  splen- 
didly, and  many  friends  in  the  community  also  contrib- 
uted time  and  material  to  this  project.  The  addition  pro- 
vides us  with  four  new  Sunday  School  rooms,  two  lavator- 
ies, and  a  basement  under  the  entire  section.  Modern  fold 
partitions  separate  the  rooms,  and  they  are  lighted  by 
modern  fluorescent  lighting. 

This  building  was  dedicated  free  of  debt  just  as  the 
original  building  was  dedicated  in  October  1891. 

Rev.  Willis  Ronk,  President  of  our  National  Mission- 
ary Board  and  Professor  in  Ashland  Theological  Semi- 
nary, brought  two  inspiring  messages,  one  at  the  regular 
morning  worship  hour  and  one  at  the  Dedicatory  Service. 
Rev.  Clarence  Stogsdill,  National  Brethren  Youth  Director, 
and  former  pastor  of  this  church,  was  present  to  bring 
us  our  devotions  and  a  few  brief  remarks.

Historical 

TN  THE  LATTER  HALF  of  the  nineteenth  century  trou- 
ble began  to  develop  in  the  Dunkard  Church  and  by 
1883  the  Church  was  divided  into  three  branches.  They 
were  the  Old  Order  German,  Baptist  Brethren  and  The 
Progressives,  the  latter  choosing  the  name  "The  Brethren 
Church"  and  taking  for  their  motto,  "THE  BIBLE,  THE 
WHOLE  BIBLE  AND  NOTHING  BUT  THE  BIBLE." 
The  Conservative  Branch  (Baptist  Brethren)  chose  the 
name  "The  Church  of  the  Brethren." 

Brethren  Churches  began  to  organize  in  many  places 
and  Mr.  Jacob  B.  Miller  planned  to  have  preaching  either 
at  Blue  Jacket,  Stony  Creek,  Grange  Hall  or  one  of  the 
two  school  houses  near  Gretna.  In  the  fall  of  1889,  Rev. 
Isaac  Kilhefner  of  Ashland  County,  moved  his  family  into 
the  store  building  at  Gretna.  He  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Miller,  tel- 
egraph operator  at  Gretna,  purchased  the  stock  of  goods 
and  Rev.  Kilhefner  conducted  the  business  and  preached 
for  the  Brethren. 

On  the  21st  day  of  January,  1891,  a  meeting  was  held 
in  the  residence  of  Mr.  P.  J.  Detrick  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  A  BRETHREN  CHURCH,  and  sixteen  persons 
signified  their  desire  to  become  charter  members  of  the 
Church. 

The  following  church  officers  were  elected:  Mr.  A.  L. 
Miller,  Secretaiy;  Samuel  Miller,  Treasurer;  Mr.  John 
March,  Mr.  P.  J.  Detrick  and  Mr.  Samuel  Miller,  Trustees. 
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le  Church  duly  organized,  Eev.  Kilhefner  was  chosen 
tstor.  A  soliciting  committee  was  appointed  and  started 
work  at  once  and  met  with  hearty  response.  Mr.  and 
rs.  Frederick  Mohr  of  Washington  Township,  offered 
donate  an  acre  of  ground  for  a  building  site  which 
as  gladly  accepted.  The  contract  for  the  erection  of  the 
ailding  was  let  to  Mr.  William  Weiser  and  the  day  for 
le  Dedication  \^'as  set  for  October  11,  1891. 

Rev.  Kilhefner  invited  Rev.  J.  Allen  Miller,  then  a  24- 
ear-old  professor  and  later  president  of  Ashland  College, 
3  preach  the  dedication  sermon.  He  used  for  his  text, 
This  is  none  other  than  the  House  of  God  and  the  very 
:ate  of  Heaven."  His  sermon  was  scholarly.  Biblical  and 
onvincing.  One  memorable  statement  which  he  made  was, 
You  might  as  well  try  to  pull  the  Sun  out  of  its  orbit  as 
,0  try  to  destroy  the  Word  of  God  from  the  face  of  the 
arth." 

Two  hundred  dollars  was  needed  to  cancel  the  indebted- 
less  which  was  soon  raised  and  the  church  was  dedicated 
ifree  of  debt.  Rev.  Miller  continued  his  services  in  an  Evan- 
[gelistic  Campaign  which  resulted  in  a  number  of  additions 
to  the  church.  Rev.  Kilhefner  being  in  failing  health,  re- 
signed his  pastorate  the  following  spring  and  moved  his 
family  back  to  Ashland  County,  where  he  died  and  was 
Iburied  on  the  Fourth  of  July.  He  proved  to  be  an  able 
[leader  and  a  worthy  pastor. 

A  number  of  men  have  served  the  church  as  Pastoi's 
during  the  sixty-four  years  that  have  passed.  The  majority 
of  these  men  have  been  students  of  Ashland  College  and 
Seminary  and  their  services  have  proven  the  worth  of  a 
Christian  School. 

We  could  spend  much  time  telling  of  the  many  happen- 
ings during  their  services  here,  but  will  say  briefly  that 
all  of  them  have  preached  senmons  that  rang  true  to  the 
New  Testament  teaching  of  the  Crucified,  Resurrected 
Christ  of  Virgin  Birth.  The  history  of  the  Church  has  been 
like  the  average  church.  There  have  been  disappointments, 
misunderstandings,  heartaches  and  sorrows  mingled  with 
many  victories  and  all  have  been  borne  with  Christian  for- 
titude. For  many  years  the  death  toll  of  this  church  has 
been  large.  The  mantle  that  has  fallen  fx'om  their  shoul- 
ders is  borne  by  others  and  the  work  is  being  continued. 
Many  boys  and  girls,  young  men  and  women  who  have 
received  Spiritual  training  here  are  heads  of  Christian 
homes  in  different  communities  and  the  world  is  better 
because  of  their  citizenship. 

Dr.  Thompson  once  said  when  he  was  President  of  the 
Ohio  State  University,  in  addressing  a  farm  audience, 
"Our  cities  must  have  new  blood  from  the  country  at  least 
every  six  or  seven  year^  to  presei-ve  their  morals."  Coun- 
try schools  are  almost  extinct  and  country  churches  are 
being  closed  by  the  hundreds.  The  country  home,  school 
and  church  are  inseparably  connected  and  when  you  elim- 
inate the  school  and  close  the  church  you  affect  the  coun- 
tz"y  home  and  that  influence  from  which  our  cities  must 
draw  will  be  weakened  also. 

It  is  our  prayer  that  Almighty  God  may  continue  to 
bless  this  church  and  this  community  that  it  may  grow 
Spiritually  while  He  prospers  it  and  may  we  never  forget 
fi'om  whence  cometh  our  strength.

A  BELATED  REPORT 

BECAUSE  of  queries  which  have  come  to  the  writer 
concerning  the  absence  of  a  report  of  the  ordination 
services  for  Rev.  George  W.  Solomon,  which  were  held  at 
General  Conference  last  August,  I  am  coming  to  offer  a 
report  of  those  services.  It  is  regrettable  that  the  report 
was  not  included  with  the  regular  Minutes  of  the  Con- 
ference. 

The  services  were  held  on  Sunday  morning  (immedi- 
ately following  the  close  of  the  morning  worship  service), 
and  were  presided  over  by  the  writer — whom  the  appli- 
cant had  requested  to  conduct  the  ordination.  Having 
served  as  Rev.  Solomon's  pastor  for  seven  years,  and  hav- 
ing had  him  serve  as  Sunday  School  superintendent  for 
the  most  of  that  time,  and  having  come  to  know  him  as 
a  young  man  of  unimpeachable  character  and  reputation, 
it  was  a  real  pleasure  and  honor  to  direct  his  induction 
into  the  Christian  ministry.  Besides  this  it  was  my  pleas- 
ure to  perform  the  ceremony  which  united  him  and  his 
estimable  wife  in  the  bonds  of  matrimony.  At  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  two  years  prior  to  the  one  last  fall  it 
was  my  privilege  to  conduct  the  ordination  services  for 
Rev.  Kenneth  L.  Solomon,  younger  bi'other  of  Rev.  George 
Solomon.  And  during  the  years  as  pastor  at  Uniontown, 
Pennsylvania,  it  was  my  privilege  to  have  the  whole  pa- 
ternal family  as  parishioners,  so  it  was  with  pride  that 
I  officiated  at  the  ordination  services  of  both  these  young 
brothers.  So  with  some  other  of  the  children  of  the  Solo- 
mon family  having  plighted  their  truth  before  me  as 
their  pastor  I  felt — and  still  feel — a  peculiarly  close 
Christian  fellowship  with  this  family. 

The  ordination  services  for  the  two  brothers  were  con- 
ducted after  the  same  order,  with  the  exception  that  at 
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the  services  for  Rev.  Kenneth  Solomon  the  writer  was 
assisted  in  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  Rev.  George  H.  Jones; 
while  for  the  service  of  laying  on  of  hands  for  Rev.  George 
W.  Solomon  assistance  was  given  by  Prof.  Charles  R.  Mun- 
son  (of  the  Ashland  Seminary  Faculty),  and  Rev.  Kenneth 
L.  Solomon. 

The  order  of  the  service  was  somewhat  after  this  man- 
ner: The  wan-ant  for  the  service,  issued  by  the  Ministerial 
Examining  Board  of  the  Ohio  District  Conference,  was 
presented  by  Professor  Munson.  Following  this  the  Scrip- 
ture qualifications  for  one  seeking  the  office  of  an  Elder 
were  read  and  prayer  was  offered  for  God's  blessing  upon 
the  applicant  and  upon  those  who  officiated.  After  the 
prayer  the  brother  was  queried  as  to  his  acceptance  of 
the  Biblical  requirements  for  induction  into  the  Eldership, 
and  satisfactory  reply  having  been  made,  he  knelt  and 
hands  were  laid  upon  him  by  the  three  officiating  clergy- 
men at  once  and  prayer  was  offered  by  each.  Rising  from 
his  knees  the  charge  to  him  was  given  by  the  writer  after 
which  he  was  welcomed  into  the  ranks  of  the  Brethren 
ministry  by  the  three  officiating  ministers — and  at  the 
close  of  the  service  (the  benediction  by  Rev.  L.  V.  King, 
moderator  of  the  Conference)  congratulations  were  ex- 
tended by  his  many  friends  and  college-mates. 

Brother  Solomon's  wife,  Mrs.  Jessie  Solomon,  was  also 
set  apart  by  the  laying  on  of  hands,  in  consecration  to 
Christian  service.  Brother  and  Sister  Solomon  are  now  re- 
siding on  Rural  Route  1,  Bellefontaine,  Ohio,  and  he  is 
serving  as  pastor  of  the  Gretna,  Ohio,  congregation,  where 
he  is  conducting  a  very  successful  ministry.

From  that  day  many  prophets, 
great  and  minor,  caught  the  prophetic  strain  (Mai.  4:5,  6; 
Luke  1:68-70).  Therefore  many  should  have  been  alert 
to  Christ's  coming,  but  only  a  few  faithful  shepherds 
(Luke  2:8,  9),  and  the  diligent  wise  men  were  aware  of 
it  (Matt.  2:1,  2).  But  how  many  of  today  are  alert  as 
to  our  Saviour's  second  coming  (2  Peter  3:14)?  And 
what  can  we  say  as  to  our  Christian  diligence  in  service 
to  this  coming-again  Christ  (2  Peter  1:10;  Heb.  6:11)? 
Yes,  all  should  have  known  in  that  day. 

This  Saviour  was  to  be  virgin-born  (Isaiah  7:14).  This 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  declared  and  graciously  explained 
to  Joseph  (Matt.  1:19-23).  And  of  the  same  did  the  angel 
Gabriel  make  a  kind  and  divine  declaration  to  Mary 
(Luke  1:28-35).  And  to  the  prepared  hearts  and  minds 
of  the  humble  shepherds  was  the  first  Christmas  carol 
sung  (Luke  2:10-14).  Simeon,  Holy  Ghost  led,  was  filled 
with  expectancy  as  he  lingered  in  the  temple  (Luke  2:25- 
32).  The  aged  Anna  was  led  by  the  Spirit  to  see  and  to 
prophesy  of  the  Lord's  Christ  (Luke  2:36-38).  The  shep- 
herds lost  no  time  in  going  to  see  the  new-born  Child 
(Luke  2:15). 

In  Christ's  incarnation,  deity  was  displayed  before 
men   (John  1:14).  This  pre-existent  Christ  was  not  flesh 
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in  creation  days  (John  1:1-3).  He  Who  made  the  world 
(John  1:10)  was  made  the  seed  of  David  (Rom.  1:3).  The 
Creator  (Col.  1:15-17)  was  made  like  unto  the  creature 
man  (Heb.  2:17).  He  came  to  declare  God  unto  us  (John 
1:18)  for  He  was  the  brightness  of  the  Father's  glory 
(Heb.  .1:3),  and  the  image  of  the  invisible  God  (Col. 
1:15).  Therefore  His  condecension  for  our  redemption 
was  unspeakably  great  (Isaiah  53:3-'5;  Phil.  2:5-11)  that 
We  might  be  lifted  up  to  Him  by  His  light  shone  into  our 
hearts  (2  Cor.  4:6).  Thus  was  the  prophecy  of  Isaiah 
9:2,  6  fulfilled  (Matt.  4:16).  Thus  none  need  to  be  in 
deplorable  darkness  (John  8:12;  12:46;  1  John  1:6).  Let 
us  show  forth  at  all  times  the  praise  of  Him  Who  has 
liberated  our  souls  (1  Peter  2:9,  10;  2  Peter  1:19).

And  watched  the  travelers  starting  on

Lesson  for  December  25,  1955 

SONGS  OF  THE  SAVIOUR'S  BIRTH 

Lesson:  Luke  1:32-33,  46-50;  2:29-32 

CONTEMPLATION  of  the  Saviour's  birth  should  bring 
songs  of  praise  from  every  tongue.  It  is  not  always 
so.  When  wicked  King  Herod  heard  from  the  wise  men 
that  Christ  Jesus,  King  of  the  Jews,  was  born,  "he  was 
troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem  with  him"  (Matt.  2:3).  The 
wise  men,  however,  viewed  the  news  with  quite  a  differ- 
ent attitude.  They  eagerly  followed  the  star  which  led 
them  to  Bethlehem.  "When  they  saw  the  star,  they  re- 
joiced with  exceeding  great  joy"  (Matt.  2:10). 

It  will  always  be  so.  The  Christmas  story  brings  a  dif- 
ferent reaction  to  every  person,  depending  upon  the  atti- 
tude of  the  individual's  heart!  This  year  we  will  again 
hear  the  Christmas  story.  Some  will  listen  with  joy;  some 
with  disgust;  and  others  with  indifference! 

We  hear  from  three  different  people  in  today's  lesson. 
In  each  instance  the  news  of  the  Christ  Child  brought 
forth  songs  of  praise  and  adoration. 

The  angel  Gabriel  is  the  first  to  speak:  "He  shall  be 
great,  and  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  the  Highest:  and  the 
Lord  God  shall  give  unto  Him  the  throne  of  His  father 
David:  And  He  shall  reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob  for-

er;  and  of  His  kingdom  there  shall  be  no  end"   (Luke 

;32-33). 

Thus  did  the  angel  deliver  unto  Mary  the  iirst  news 
lat  she  had  been  chosen  as  the  handmaiden  of  the  Lord 
)  bear  the  promised  Messiah.  She  was  told  that  the  birth 
f  the  "Son  of  the  Highest"  would  be  a  miraculous  one. 
lary  was  human,  and  the  same  thought  that  troubles  us, 
roubled  her:  "How  shall  this  be,  seeing  I  know  not  a 
lan?"  The  angel  told  her  God's  plan:  "The  Holy  Ghost 
hall  come  upon  thee,  and  the  power  of  the  Highest  shall 
vershadow  thee:  therefore  also  that  holy  thing  which 
hall  be  bom  of  thee  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  God" 
Luke  1:35). 

It  should  not  be  difficult  for  Christians  to  believe  in  the 
/irgin  Birth  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  believe  in  God — -and  He 
s  supernatural.  We  believe  He  is  omnipotent — having  un- 
imited  power.  Why  then  should  it  be  so  hard  to  believe 
;hat  the  miracle-working  God  could  perform  through  a 
!naiden  that  which  is  humanly  impossible?  For  "with 
Clod  all  things  are  possible"  (Matt.  19:26). 

Mary  accepted  the  words  of  the  angel.  Then  it  was  she 
broke  forth  into  the  words  of  the  Magnificat: 

"My  soul  doth  magnify  the  Lord, 
And  my  spirit  hath  rejoiced  in  God  my  Saviour. 
For  He  hath  looked  upon  the  low  estate  of  His  handmaid: 
For  behold,  from  henceforth  all  generations  shall  call  me 
blessed."  (A.S.V.) 

With  her  own  lips  Mary  declared  she  was  not  sinless, 
as  some  would  have  us  believe.  For  a  sinless  person  would 
have  no  need  of  acknowledging  "God  my  Saviour,"  as  did 
Mary.  Rather,  she  realized  her  unworthiness,  and  that 
what  was  to  happen  was  the  work  of  God: 

"For  He  that  is  mighty  hath  done  to  me  great  things; 
And  holy  is  His  name."' 

The  last  person  to  speak  in  this  lesson  is  aged  Simeon. 
This  account  takes  place  after  the  birth  of  our  Lord. 
Simeon  was  a  just  man  and  devout.  "And  it  was  revealed 
unto  him  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  he  should  not  see  death, 
before  he  had  seen  the  Lord's  Christ"  (Luke  2:26).  So  it 
was  Mary  and  Joseph  brought  the  Babe  to  the  temple. 
Taking  the  Child  in  his  arms,  Simeon  spake  this  beautiful 
song: 

"Now  lettest  Thou  Thy  sei-vant  depart.  Lord, 

According  to  Thy  word,  in  peace; 

For  mine  eyes  have  seen  Thy  salvation, 

Which  Thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of  all  peoples; 

A  light  for  revelation  to  the  Gentiles, 

And  the  glory  of  Thy  people  Israel."   (A.S.V.) 

How  do  we  view  this  Christmas?  A  time  of  festivity? 
Of  family  reunion?  Of  giving  and  receiving  gifts?  Cer- 
tainly there  is  nothing  wrong  in  these  things  for  the 
Christian.  But  let  us  also  join  our  voices  with  Mary  and 
Simeon  in  giving  forth  praise  to  our  God  for  a  Wonderful 
Saviour  who  has  come!

WHAT  MAKES  A  YOUTH  LEADER? 

"OH,  BUT  I  COULDN'T  DO  THAT!  It  takes  someone 
with  'knowhow'  and  ability  to  work  with  youth.  Besides, 
young  people  are  hard  to  work  with." 

But  wait!  There  you  go,  judging  again,  and  assigning 
men's  ideas  as  to  who  God's  workers  should  be,  and  what 
should  be  their  qualities  and  attributes.  Remember  Moses 
who  told  God  that  He  had  made  a  mistake  in  choosing 
him — who  couldn't  "speak."  And  remember  God's  answer 
that  He  who  created  him  and  called  him  into  service  could 
also  use  his  tongue — and  other  qualities  which  Moses  had 
not  thought  of,  nor  realized  he  had.  There  are  require- 
ments to  be  met  in  becoming  a  youth  leader,  just  as 
there  are  requirements  for  becoming  a  minister,  a  mis- 
sionary, a  social  worker.  But  these  requirements  are  sel- 
dom— if  ever — mentioned  by  those  who  unceasingly  talk 
about  "personal  qualifications"  for  such  tasks. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  other  mentioned  special  workers, 
I  believe  the  youth  leader's  "qualifications"  could  be  set 
down  in  three  propositions: 

I— HAS  HE  (SHE)  HEARD  GOD'S  CALL? 

Now  before  you  breathe  that  sigh  of  relief,  thanking 
God  that  you  haven't,  better  take  inventory  of  yourself 
and  ask  yourself  whether  God  has  called  you  not  to  work 
with  youth.  I  realize  that  there  are  many  ideas  as  to  what 
constitutes  the  "call"  into  special  service.  Any  preacher 
worthy  of  the  name  has  experienced  the  ordeal  of  decid- 
ing whether  God  has  called  him.  So  should  every  youth 
leader.  Jesus  simply  asked  His  disciples  to  "Look  about" 
at  the  harvest.  Seeing  the  need  becomes  a  major  part  of 
the  call.  Certainly  you  wouldn't  want  someone  to  guide 
you  through  life  who  himself  hasn't  seen  the  need  for  that 
direction.  We  need  youth  leaders  who  can  fathom  the 
need  of  youth  work.  When  we  get  such  leaders,  then  the 
Church  as  a  whole  will  be  awakened  to  this  need  and 
support  youth  work.  I  do  not  say  that  this  constitutes 
the  whole  of  God's  call.  I  see  the  need  of  safer  roads  and 
traffic  direction  instead  of  safety  belts  for  new  cars,  but 
I'm  afraid  I  can't  very  well  change  the  situation  to  any 
great  degree.  Yet^  it  is  a  part  of  God's  call,  for  it  must 
be  the  first  step  in  answering  Him — SEEING. 

II— HOW  IS  HIS  (HER)  VISION? 

I  hope  it  goes  beyond  that  next  fellowship  meeting, 
the  party  for  the  month,  the  basketball  game  with  Home- 
town. The  youth  leader  must  understand  that  he  is  helping 
td  mould  a  life,  a  character.  What  he  contributes  to  the 
life  of  each  youth  is  a  contribution  for  eternity.  He  is 
in  a  very  real  manner  the  counsellor  of  that  young  per- 
son, his  spiritual  guide  and  leader.  Therefore  he  must 
have  a  desire  to  keep  a  tension  between  that  young  per- 
son and  his  Saviour.  If  he  is  unsaved,  then  for  the  sake 
of  Christ  and  that  person's  eternal  salvation,  bring  him

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THE  BOWMANS  MOVE  TO  FALLS  CITY,  NEBRASKA 

Time  flies  so  rapidly  that  it  seems  hardly  possible  that 
two  months  have  slipped  by  since  we  pulled  up  stakes  and 
headed  for  the  Midwest.  Our  reception  in  this  District  has 
been  beyond  our  expectations.  The  people,  both  at  Falls 
City  and  Morrill,  have  gone  more  than  the  second  mile  to 
welcome  us  and  make  us  feel  at  home.  Even  the  weather- 
man has  cooperated  with  ideal  weather.  The  country  is 
beautiful  and  the  opportunities  in  this  District  are  great. 

We  are  living  at  Falls  City,  Nebraska,  but  minister  also 
to  the  Morrill,  Kansas,  Church,  which  is  just  over  the  line, 
fifteen  miles  from  here.  Morrill  is  the  home  of  the  late 
Dr.  Charles  Yoder  and  the  late  Dr.  L.  S.  Bauman.  This 
general  district  had  three  times  as  many  churches  as  it 
now  has  but  due  to  the  dust  storms  in  the  thirties  many 
people  left  and  the  churches  were  either  sold  or  closed. 
The  district  has  now  recovered  and  there  is  no  reason  why 
we  should  not  build  new  churches  here  in  some  of  the 
fast  growing  cities.  The  Brethren  Church  needs  to  go  West 
for  the  center  of  population  is  moving  Westward.  Florida 
and  the  western  states  are  growing  much  more  rapidly 
than  the  East. 

The  Falls  City  parsonage  is  lovely.  The  men  of  the 
church  did  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  to  make  it  home- 
like. They  put  in  a  modern  kitchen,  modern  bathroom, 
cement  walks,  new  floor  in  the  basement,  all  new  light- 
ing fixtures,  sanded  and  refinished  the  floors,  redecorated 
the  entire  interior  and  now  we  are  planning  a  recreation 
room  for  the  young  people  in  the  basement. 

Many  new  projects  are  in  the  minds  of  the  people  here 
and  truly  "the  people  have  a  mind  to  work."  A  new  tile 
floor  has  just  been  laid  in  the  church,  an  organo  has  been 
purchased  and  they  expect  to  go  forward  with  the  follow- 
ing projects:  redecorate  the  interior  of  the  Church,  build 
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a  new  room  for  the  children's  department,  enlarge  tb 
basement,  of  the  Church  and  put  a  new  roof  on  the  par 
sonage. 

On  Sunday,  November  20,  the  Bowmans  had  open  houst 
at  the  parsonage.  More  than  eighty  people  registered,  ac|j 
cording  to  Mrs.  Harold  Cheever  who  was  in  charge  of  th( 
guest  book.  The  serving  table  was  centered  with  yellov 
chrysanthemums.  On  either  side  were  tall  lighter  taper; 
fitted  with  small  flowers.  Presiding  at  the  silver  coffet 
and  tea  service  were  Mrs.  Ella  Peck,  president  of  the  La- 
dies Aid  Society,  and  Mrs.  Walter  Wissinger,  presiden' 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  Assisting  with  the 
serving  were  Mrs.  John  Lichty,  Mrs.  Jess  Grush,  Marilyr 
Hinz  and  Virginia  Bowman. 

Jess  "Grush  and  John  Lichty  guided  visitors  to  the  va- 
rious rooms  in  the  home.  In  connection  with  the  affair, 
the  Bowmans  were  completely  surprised  with  a  pound 
shower.  Everything  imaginable  in  the  line  of  food  was 
presented  including  all  kinds  of  produce,  fresh  and  canned 
fruits,  ham,  beef,  lard,  shortening,  sugar,  chickens,  and! 
cranberries  and  a  turkey  for  Thanksgiving.  Don't  you 
wish  you  were  in  the  Midwest  district?

I  keep  thinking  about  the  story  which  Dr.  Clayton  told 
to  the  General  Conference  several  years  ago  in  regard 
to  vision:  it  seems  that  a  negro  was  walking  around 
I  carrying  a  short  piece  of  rope  when  someone  asked, 
i|"Mose,  why  are  you  carrying  that  piece  of  rope?"  Mose's 
i-eply  was,  "Ah  seems  to  forget  whether  Ah  done  found 
a  piece  of  rope,  or  lost  a  mule."  The  rope  was  meaning- 
less to  him,  though  he  feltl  the  urge  to  hang  on  to  it.  So 
it  seems  that  many  of  us  are  hanging  on  to  youth  work 
as  a  matter  of  urgency  or  form,  without  the  real  vision 
of  our  work.  Remember  that  you  are  doing  a  greater 
work  than  just  keeping  your  own  youth  in  line  with  their 
Christian  responsibilities — you  are  supplying  a  need,  both 
present  and  future,  for  your  entire  denomination.  Who 
knows  which  of  those  youth  will  be  leaders  and  workers 
for  Him  around  the  world?  Work  as  if  each  one  will  one 
day  equal  Henry  Ward  Beecher,  John  Wesley,  Billy 
Graham.  This  will  give  you  enthusiasm  for  your  pres- 
ent program,  and  inspiration  for  planning  long-range 
programs. 

Touch  that  young  heart;  reach  out  after  that  boy 
(girl)  who  so  desperately  needs  help  to  escape  the  wiles 
of  the  devil. 

Ill— IS  HE  (SHE)  DEVOTED  TO  THE  CAUSE 
OF  YOUTH? 

They  can  "get  you  down."  The  youth  worker  must  be- 
lieve that  God  wants  to  enlist  youth  in  His  service^ 
NOW.  He  must  understand  that  satan  knows  this,  and 
"walketh  up  and  down  .  .  .  seeking  whom  he  may  de- 
vour." These  are  precious  years  of  transition.  They  must 
be  lived  as  gracefully  as  possible  to  keep  the  individual 
from  falling  into  and  becoming  hardened  in  sin.  Sin  is 
real — if  you  hate  it  you  fully  realize  that.  Sin  hurts 
young  lives;  it  tries  to  crystalize  the  sinner.  The  youth 
leader's  biggest  task  is  remaining  faithful  and  persever- 
ing for  and  with  youth  until  his  reward  comes  seeing 
those  youth  matured  Christian  adults.  This,  he  will  find, 
is  the  secret  to  his  own  happiness,  to  say  nothing  about 
those  whom  he  had  led  and  directed  through  the  years. 

One  thing  to  keep  in  mind:  CONDUCT  is  the  key  part 
of  youth  life,  either  their  own  or  the  other  fellow's. 
Your  businss  is  to  control  and  guide  that  conduct  Avhile 
you  are  working  with  youth.  IT  ISN'T  AS  DIFFICULT 
AS  YOU  THINK— or  as  easy!

N  A  FEW  SHORT  DAYS,  another  year  will 
'  have  passed  from  time  into  eternity — its  rec- 
ords sealed  forever. 

Millions  of  Americans  will  then  spend  much 
ime  on  the  evaluation  thereof,  the  figuring  of 
;heir  income  tax,  and  deciding  whether  1955  was 
?ood  or  bad  as  it  relates  to  their  wealth,  their 
lealth,  their  social  standing.  However,  even 
:hough  the  temptation  is  strong  to  evaluate  the 
kear  according  to  one's  welfare  in  life,  it  is  far 
more  important  to  ask  ourselves  the  question, 
'Did  the  year  1955  count  for  God?" 

How  many  souls  found  Christ  as  Saviour  as  a 
result  of  our  praying,  witnessing  and  steward- 
ship? How  many  distressed  people  were  com- 
forted by  the  words  of  hope  or  deeds  of  mercy 
'we  had  in  our  ability  to  give  unto  them?  How 
much  better  is  our  Church  and  its  work  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  labors  and  service  it  was  in  our  power 
to  render  unto  it?  How  many  more  people  are  at- 
tending the  services  of  the  church  because  of  our 
interest  in  "bringing  them  in?" 

The  parable  of  the  talents  is  akin  to  an  ac- 
counting at  the  end  of  the  year.  When  the  lord 
of  the  servants  returned,  he  called  them  to  a 
reckoning  of  their  stewardship.  We  know  the 
story  well.  Those  who  had  invested  their  talents 
— lived  for  their  lord  and  others — received  com- 


mendation and  reward.  Their  lives  counted  for 
their  lord  and  master.  The  one  who  whiled  away 
his  time  and  opportunities,  who  was  probably 
too  busy  to  serve  his  master,  was  the  loser.

Some     PROBLEM^ 

th 


EXALTING  THE  LORD  JESUS  CHRIST  as  the 
"Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of 
the  world,"  and  to  build  His  Church  should  be  the 
chief  concern  of  every  Christian,  Laymen  as  well 
as  ministers  are  church  builders.  A  good  defini- 
tion of  a  working,  serving  Christian  would  be, 
"a  builder  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ." 

Building  the  local  church  is  paramount,  and 
should  have  the  preeminence  in  all  our  Christian 
endeavors.  It  even  transcends  all  district,  nation- 
al and  world-wide  work,  for  if  the  home-base  de- 
teriorates, and  the  doors  of  the  local  churches  are 
closed,  then  the  very  foundation  upon  which  the 
district,  national  and  world-wide  progi-ams  depend 
for  survival  would  crumble,  and  the  whole  struc- 
ture of  brotherhood  efforts  collapse. 

We  have  no  desire  whatsoever  to  minimize  the 
importance  of  the  Lord's  work  at  the  district  and 
national  level,  but  we  know  that  the  local  church 
is  the  battle-front  of  the  Christian  warfare.  It  is 
there  that  Satan  is  defeated,  victories  are  won, 
souls  saved  and  the  church  built  up.  The  success 
of  local  church  gi'owth  cannot  depend  upon  the 
personnel  and  efficiency  of  the  district  and  nation- 
al organizations,  but  must  rely  upon  the  effici- 
ency, consecration,  devotion  and  faithfulness  of 
the  pastor  and  membership  of  the  local  church. 
For  if  they  fail  on  their  part,  no  one  else,  not  even 
the  Lord,  will  do  it  for  them. 

Without  question,  there  has  been  great  failure 
at  the  local  level,  or  so  many  church  doors  would 
not  have  been  closed,  and  are  near  closing,  and 
churches  remaining  weak,  even  in  populous  cen- 
ters where  opportunities  to  build  up  the  church 
seem  good.  Such  failures  have  occurred,  not  in  the 
Brethren  church  only,  but  in  other  denominations 
as  well. 

The  question  arises,  why  ?  In  the  first  place,  the 
tragedy  is,  that  where  such  conditions  prevail, 
the  ministry  and  the  church  are  not  always  aware 
of  any  glaring  failures,  or  evidence  of  church  de- 


cay. Such  is  aptly  illustrated  by  a  true  incident  ai 
follows :  A  prominent  minister  of  a  certain  denon  j 
ination  wrote  an  article  on  the  question,  "Whs 
is  disturbing  our  Church?"  Before  he  wrote  th 
article,  he  importuned  friends,  by  letters,  in  stral 
egic  sections  of  the  brotherhood  to  give  him  thei 
opinion  of  the  subject;  and  the  answers  came  bac 
with  surprising  unanimity,  "Our  church  is  no 
greatly  disturbed  about  anything."  Then  th 
prominent  minister  declared,  "Tliat  is  exactl; 
what  disturbs  us  who  love  the  church." 

"Our  church  is  not  greatly  disturbed  about  any 
thing,"  is  the  problem.  Such  a  statement  indicate: 
a  self-satisfied  church,  unconscious  of  her  needs 
Lack  of  awareness  on  the  part  of  a  church  in  sue! 
a  condition  is  insidious,  and  lulls  the  member: 
into  a  sense  of  false  security  and  prosperity.  Th( 
Bible  implies  that  "Ephesus  had  left  her  firsl 
love,"  and  was  unaware  of  it.  Sardis  "was  dead' 
and  didn't  know  it,  and  Laodicea  "was  lukewarm,' 
but  unconscious  of  it.  None  of  these  churches 
seemed  to  be  aware  of  their  terrible  plight.  Such 
may  be  the  problem  today  in  many  quarters.  Art 
we  Brethren  people  disturbed  about  anything; 
Are  we  dissatisfied  with  the  depth  of  our  spiritua' 
hf e,  and  church  growth  ?  If  not,  there  are  at  leas1 
a  few  situations  that  should  greatly  disturb  us. 

Many  churches  are  weak  today  when  the> 
might  be  strong,  because  the  membership  rolls  are 
clogged  with  the  names  of  people  who  have  nevei 
taken  Christ  seriously,  and  furthermore  they  dc 
not  intend  to  do  so.  They  have  thickened  their  ar- 
mour throughout  the  years  against  the  shafts  oi 
God's  Word.  Consequently,  their  response  is  a1 
low  ebb,  their  consciences  become  seared,  and 
their  loyalties  to  Christ  and  the  Church  have  beer 
placed  elsewhere,  or  have  died  out  entirely.  There- 
fore, such  people  have  become  a  field,  instead  oi 
a  force  for  evangelism;  a  liability,  rather  thar 
an  asset  to  God's  cause,  and  the  building  up  oi 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ. 
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Another  very  disturbing  situation  is  the  lack 
f  regular  church  attendance  on  the  part  of  far 
oo  many  members.  A  church  may  be  tremen- 
!  jlously  weakened  in  her  efforts  for  Christ  because 
[he  membership  does  not  heed  the  admonition  of 
neb.  10:25,  "Not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  our- 
jjelves  together  as  the  manner  of  some  is ;  but  ex- 
porting one  another:  and  so  much  the  more,  as  ye 
'see  the  day  approaching."  Too  often,  the  Lord's 
iiouse  is  deserted  on  the  Lord's  Day  by  the  mem- 
[bership  of  the  church,  because  the  T.  V,  programs, 
jDutings,  visiting,  recreation  and  the  Sunday  eve- 
jning  movie  claim  their  loyalty.  With  many 
churches,  a  good  Sunday  evening  service 
is  a  thing  of  the  past.  Consequently,  their 
houses  of  v^orship  are  as  dark  as  a  dungeon, 
and  as  still  as  death  on  Sunday  nights,  while  the 
theaters,  with  their  glittering  lights  and  gaudy 
advertisements,  are  running  wide  open,  and  thou- 
sands and  thousands  of  church  members  over 
this  nation,  along  with  sinners  who  tremendously 
need  salvation,  await  in  long  lines  to  crowd 
through  their  doorways.  No  wonder  church  doors 
are  closed,  and  souls  not  saved,  and  the  Lord's 
work  lags  behind  about  everything  else. 

We  visualize  Almighty  God  crying  out  from  the 
battlements  of  heaven  to  such  worldly  professors 
of  Christ,  the  strong  admonition  He  gave  to  Is- 
rael centuries  ago,  "If  my  people,  which  are  called 
by  my  name,  shall  humble  themselves,  and  pray, 
and  seek  my  face,  and  turn  from  their  wicked 
ways;  then  will  I  hear  from  heaven,  and  will  for- 
give their  sin,  and  will  heal  their  land."  (II 
Chron.  7:14). 

Shifting  loyalties,  wrong  emphasis,  and  mistak- 
en viewpoints  are  too  often  the  glaring  weakness 
of  many  church  members.  A  prominent  minister 
met  a  very  able,  professional  man  of  most  engag- 
ing personality  who  was  a  member  of  a  certain 
prominent  church  in  one  of  the  large  cities  of  the 
middle  west.  The  minister  said  to  him,  "I  believe 


you  are  a  member,  and  attend  the  church  of  which 
a  very  dear  friend  of  mine  is  the  pastor."  The 
gentleman  replied,  "Yes,  that  is  the  church  I  stay 
away  from."  He  might  have  said  that  as  a  bit  of 
pleasantry,  but  his  remarks,  no  doubt,  were  a 
disappointment  to  the  minister,  for  without  ques- 
tion, it  reflects  the  attitude  of  far  too  many  peo- 
ple to  whom  Christ,  and  church  membership  and 
church  attendance  mean  little. 

Revival  meetings  undertaken  in  many  churches 
now-a-days  is  a  misnomer  because  the  rank  and 
file  of  the  church  membership  will  not  attend 
them,  or  else  the  attempt  has  been  discarded  all 
together.  Let  me  illustrate.  One  evening  we 
passed  a  large  city  church  with  cars  parked  all 
around  it,  up  and  down  the  streets  on  both  sides. 
My  first  thought  was,  there  must  be  a  great  re- 
vival meeting  in  progress  here.  But  upon  closer 
observation,  we  saw  a  sign  which  read  as  follows : 
"Church  Supper."  This  church  represented  a  cer- 
tain denomination,  in  days  gone  by  that  was  noted 
for  her  evangelistic  fervor,  and  great  revival 
meetings.  But  this  church  where  the  banquet  was 
held  with  record  attendance  so  we  were  informed 
by  the  local  pastor  later,  could  no  longer  have 
any  revival  meetings  because  the  membership  of 
the  church  would  not  support  them  with  their 
attendance. 

Such  conditions  found  in  any  local  church  in- 
dicates that  too  much  emphasis  is  being  placed 
on  secondary  matters  with  the  result  that  the 
church  may  be  dissipating  her  devotions  on  too 
many  concerns.  Intense  activity  in  secondary 
matters,  and  having  too  many  irons  in  the  fire, 
with  none  of  them  hot,  are  glaring  weaknesses  of 
the  church  today,  as  to  what  it  really  takes  to 
build  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  This  is  obvious 
when  we  note  the  things  that  attract  the  people 
and  fills  the  basements  and  the  auditoriums  of 
the  churches ;  such  attractions  as  public  weddings, 
funerals,  musicals,  entertainments ;  while  the  soul- 
saving,  soul-feasting,  spiritual  growth  services  of 
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worship,  preaching  the  Word  of  God,  prayer  meet- 
ings, and  evangehstic  campaigns  are  so  terribly 
neglected  and  so  scantily  attended. 

Therefore,  the  ministry  and  the  church  must 
put  first  things  first.  The  social  welfare  of  the 
church,  which  should  not  be  neglected,  ofttimes 
takes  precedence  over  the  soul-saving  soul-growth 
services  of  the  church.  If  such  be  the  case  the 
church  may  degenerate  into  a  sort  of  a  social  cen- 
ter of  mere  good  times,  and  thus  fail  in  her  God- 
given  mission  as  a  great  soul-winning  institution. 
"The  good  must  not  become  the  enemy  of  the 
best." 

.  We  too,  may  succumb  to  the  plausible  tempta- 
tion of  depending  too  much  on  fine  church  edifices, 
good  equipment,  technique,  and  a  complex  organ- 
ization. But  such  things,  even  though  needful,  are 
not  the  most  vital  need  in  order  to  build  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  have  known  congre- 
gations with  such  to  die  spiritually  with  a  sort  of 
worldly,  creeping  paralysis.  It  has  been  truly 
stated  that  the  Apostolic  and  post-Apostolic 
Church  "OUT-THOUGHT,  AND  OUT-LIVED, 
AND  OUT-DIED  THEIR  PAGAN  CONTEMPO- 
RARIES, AND  THEY  ACHIEVED  THIS  DIS- 
TINCTION WITHOUT  A  SINGLE  CATHEDRAL, 
OR  THE  AID  OF  A  PIPE  ORGAN."  And,  may 
I  add,  without  a  complex  organization.  Why  such 
outstanding  success?  The  reason  is  crystal-clear. 
She  was  a  born-again.  Spirit-filled  church,  and 
they  preached  and  lived  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  even  though  it  took  them  to  the 
Martyr's  block.  Those  early  ministers  and  laymen 
made  the  salvation  of  souls  and  the  spiritual 
growth  of  the  members  the  main  mission  of  the 
church. 

We  ministers  must  not  assume  that  all  who 
belong  to  church  are  saved  and  bound  for  glory. 
Many  individuals,  if  not  whole  congregations,  may 
lose  their  first  love,  become  lukewarm,  and  are 
not  right  with  God.  Such  conditions  may  be  due 
to  lack  of  full-gospel  preaching.  We  do  not  wholly 
absolve  the  individual  of  his,  or  her  responsibil- 
ity, but  the  minister  is  the  spirtual  leader  of 
the  flock.  The  pastor  is  preeminently  a  preacher 
of  the  Gospel,  but  if  he  declare  not  the  "whole 
counsel  of  God"  dark  ignorance  about  their  spir- 
itual condition  will  hover  over  his  congregation. 

One  of  the  real  needs  of  a  worldly,  lukewarm, 
deteriorating  church  is  found  in  the  fine  state- 
ment of  Thomas  Carlyle  to  a  new,  young  pastor  of 
the  local  church  who  had  called  on  him  for  a 
chat.  The  young  minister  asked  the  great  philos- 
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sopher,  "What  do  you  think  this  parish  need 
most?"  Carlyle  replied,  without  hesitation,  "Wha 
this  parish  needs  most  is  a  man  who  knows  Go 
otherwise  than  by  hearsay."  Nothing  but  preacl: 
ing  the  full  Gospel  in  the  power  of  the  Hoi 
Spirit  by  one  who  knows  God  can  rescue  a  stumt 
ling,  faltering  church  from  certain  collapse. 

This  is  the  challenge  of  the  hour.  May  God  giv 
us  vision  and  wisdom  as  ministers,  lest  the  peopl 
perish  and  we  be  held  responsible.

HAVE  YOU  EVER  ENVIED  great  folks?  Have  yoi 
ever  wished  that  you  had  the  touch  of  a  great  musi- 
cian, the  skill  of  a  great  artist  so  that  you  could  trans- 
fer the  visions  of  your  brain  onto  canvas  to  entrance 
and  thrill  the  hearts  of  your  fellow  men?  And  have  yoi 
ever  thought  of  the  price  such  great  ones  pay  for  theii 
greatness  ?  You  remember  what  Paul  says  in  the  text  oJ 
our  meditation?  We  do  not  know  what  Paul's  "thorn  ir 
the  flesh"  was,  but  we  know  that  it  was  something  over- 
whelming, depressing,  something  that  Paul  longed  to  be 
delivered  from,  something  that  he  petitioned  his  heavenly 
Father  to  remove. 

But  God  saw  fit  to  leave  the  burden  and  instead  of  re- 
moving it  to  bestow  upon  His  servant  out  of  the  abun- 
dance of  His  grace  a  FULL  supply  of  strength  to  endure. 
The  strength  of  the  father  is  shown  in  his  guiding  of  the 
footsteps  of  his  toddling  child  across  the  line  of  busy  traf- 
fic on  the  crowded  street.  And  the  little  one  goes  smiling 
and  confident  that  daddy  is  able  to  stem  the  entire  line 
of  traffic  for  his  safety.  The  father's  strength  is  a  frame 
for  the  child's  weakness,  and  a  halo  for  the  child's  trust. 

In  his  experience  Paul  discovered  the  power  of  Christ. 
He  learned  the  joy  of  the  amazing  fellowship  of  God  with 
man.  God  is  not  unmindful  of  the  needs  of  His  child,  but 
anxious  that  out  of  all  his  weakness  and  trials  he  shall 
be  drawn  closer  to  the  heavenly  Father,  and  He  "cush- 
ions" the  blows  that  fall  so  that  His  child  shall  be  able 
to  endure  to  the  end.  It  becomes  the  fellowship  of  the 
Almighty  with  the  all-weak.  Patient  endurance  enables 
man's  soul  to  attain  to  true  greatness  as  the  impediment 
becomes  a  stepping-stone.  God  would  have  not  mere 
champions  of  His  power,  but  more  channels  for  His  grace.

Some  of  the  brethren  have  suggested  that  a  resume  of 
ly  visits  to  the  churches  be  placed  in  the  Brethren  Evau- 
elist  occasionally.

Falls  City,  Nebraska  (Conference  messages);  Waterloo, 
[owa  (Conference  messages);  Roann,  Indiana,  North  Van- 
[lergrift,  Pennsylvania;  Jones  Mills,  Pennsylvania;  Oak 
iHill,  West  Virginia;  Mansfield,  Ohio;  Lanark,  Illinois;  and 
Waynesboro,  Pennsylvania. 

In  addition  to  speaking  for  the  regular  planned  services 
lin  these  churches,  I  have  made  several  business  visits  to 
JFremont,  Lost  Creek,  Krypton,  Columbus,  Dayton  and 
Newark. 

During  the  month  of  January  and  early  February  I 
plan  to  visit  the  Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  Church,  the  Cali- 
fornia District  Conference  and  the  Tucson,  Arizona, 
Church. 

The  contacts  made  with  the  churches  mentioned  above 


have  been  very  revealing.  In  general  there  is  much  about 
which  to  be  encouraged.  In  the  area  of  missions  there  is 
a  growing  concern,  and  in  the  Sunday  School  movement 
there  is  a  new  interest  in  many  of  our  churches. 

Here  and  there,  attitudes  of  hope,  of  fear,  of  uncer- 
tainty are  expressed;  but  the  feeling  of  hope  is  predom- 
inant. Many  of  our  pastors  and  some  parishioners  indi- 
cate a  dissatisfaction  with  the  past  accomplishments;  con- 
sequently they  are  putting  forth  greater  effort  to  build 
stronger  programs  in  their  churches.  In  several  places 
the  stewardship  and  finance  aspect  of  the  church  program 
has  undergone  a  thorough  study,  resulting  in  a  more  sys- 
tematic approach  to  this  phase  of  the  work,  with  definite 
stewardship  objectives. 

Everywhere  we  find  problems — some  big  and  some 
small.  The  most  serious  ones  are  generally  found  in  the 
churches  that  are  engrossed  in  themselves  to  the  extent 
that  they  have  no  vision  or  positive  program  of  evan- 
gelism and  world  outreach. 

Perhaps  this  is  the  natural  result  of  selfishness,  mani- 
festing itself  in  jealousy,  bickering,  enmity  and  gross  dis- 
harmony. The  answer  in  part  can  be  found  in  building 
a  well-rounded  program  which  is  based  upon  concern  and 
love  for  people  across  the  world;  however,  a  spiritual  re- 
vival will  be  necessary  before  this  can  be  accomplished.

In  connection  with  National  Sunday  School  Week,  Sep- 
tember 25th  to  October  2nd,  special  emphasis  was  placed 
upon  the  importance  and  work  of  the  Sunday  School.  The 
pastor's  messages  dealt  with  the  Sunday  School,  and 
the  film,  "God's  Acre  of  Diamonds"  was  shown  Sunday 
evening  September  25th.  Dui'ing  the  week,  visitation  work 
was  done  by  the  classes  to  interest  those  of  the  com- 
munity not  attending.  An  evening  social  on  Friday  night 
closed  with  devotions,  and  another  film  on  the  Sunday 
School,  "Dooi-ways  to  Decision."  A  carload  of  our  Sun- 
day School  workers  attended  the  Labor  Day  week  end 
Sunday  School  Conference  at  Taylor  University.  The  Pre- 
school children  now  have  their  own  department,  which 
makes  it  easier  to  gear  the  opening  exercises  to  the  in- 
terest,  language,   and   understanding   of  the   children. 

Our  building  iirogram  has  been  moving  more  rapidly 
the  past  several  weeks,  than  during  the  summer  months 
when  the  farmers  were  all  busy  in  the  fields.  The  men  of 
the  church  are  doing  the  work  on  the  36x42  Sunday 
School  addition.  Waiting  on  the  arrival  of  the  windows 
from  the  factory  in  Minnesota  delayed  progress  for  about 
a  month  when  the  weather  was  milder.  They  arrived  in 
due  time,  the  work  of  siding  is  now  nearly  completed,  and 
the  inside  work  well  under  way.  This  addition  will  add 
greatly  to  our  much  needed  facilities.  The  addition  is 
planned  so  that  we  may  start  a  new  Youth  department 
in  the  Sunday  School  when  we  are  ready  to  move  in.  A 
nursery  room  is  also  planned  which  will  be  a  great  help 
to  the  mothers  during  both  the  Sunday  School  and  chui'ch 
hour.  Space  is  provided  for  shelving  books  for  a  Sunday 
School  library,  and  the  systematic  storing  of  Sunday 
School  supplies.  The  adult  class  rooms  will  make  it  pos- 
sible to  have  Sunday  School  without  the  confusion  of  five 
classes  in  the  main  sanctuary.  We  are  anxiously  looking 
foi-v/ard  to  the  time  when  we  can  put  these  new  facili- 
ties into  use. 

A  Sunday  School  Board  was  recently  organized  to  di- 
rect the  Religious  Education  of  the  Church. 

On  Sunday  October  23rd,  the  services  were  in  charge 
of  our  Missionary  Committee.  Rev.  Clayton  Berkshire 
spoke  at  our  morning  worship  service  and  in  the  evening 
showed  slides  of  his  trip  to  the  Nigerian  Mission  Field. 
These  were  of  special  interest  to  the  Brethren  at  Roann, 
as  they  have  pledged  the  support  of  Bob  Bischof  on  the 
mission  field. 

Tithing  as  the  proper  means  of  church  finance  is  be- 
ing stressed  by  the  newly  organized  finance  committee. 
On  November  13th  with  the  first  attempt,  eighteen  signed 
the  tithing  pledge  cards,  stating  their  willingness  to  tithe 
for  a  period  of  three  months.  Our  weekly  offerings  have 
increased  over  the  previous  months. 

A  baptismal  service  was  conducted  for  one  at  the  eve- 
ning service   on    September   11th.

THE  LEADER  OF  ANY  GROUP  IS  ALWAYS 
THE  HARDEST  WORKER! 

"Him  that  will  be  greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  the 
servant  of  all."  Too  often  we  think  of  a  leader's  position 
as  being  honorary;  but  when  this  one  takes  up  his  posi- 
tion he  soon  learns  that  he  has  a  burden  on  his  hands 
and  some  worries  to  go  with  it.  Some  aren't  going  to  ap- 
preciate his  efforts,  others  will  actually  oppose  him;  but 
he  is  still  the  leader  if  his  best  efforts  are  put  forth  for 
the  entire  group.  Leadership  is  not  a  matter  of  being  at 
the  top  of  the  ladder  so  that  others  will  be  the  servants, 
out  it  is  to  be  concerned  about  the  over-all  program  for 
the  group.  ,•.,.'!  ... 

CHOOSING   LEADERS 

It  is  understood  that  the  youth  have  their  adult  ad- 
visors and  a  director.  From  there  we  are  ready  to  proceed 


with  the  matter  of  selecting  leaders  within  the  organ- 
ization— among  the  youth  themselves.  In  this  manner 
there  will  be  a  sort  of  "staircase"  of  leaders  and  workers 
fi'om  the  pastor  and  church  board  down  to  the  individuals 
in  the  various  organizations.  At  this  point  we  are  think- 
ing about  the  youth  being  selected  and  stepping  out  to 
lead  the  others.  Two  things  need  to  be  emphasized,  that 
the  organization  not  become  a  group  of  passive  spectators. 
The  leadership  needs  recognition  and  responsibility. 

These  two  points  for  emphasis  tell  more  than  it  may 
appear  at  first.  It  is  difficult  for  any  leader  to  undertake 
a  task  without  recognition  of  the  fact  that  he  is  the  lead- 
er. That  means  that  one  can  be  a  leader  even  before  he 
has  learned  the  ropes.  He  best  learns  the  ropes  by  being 
recognized  as  the  leader,  thereby  growing  and  becoming 
an  efficient  organizer.  Everyone  has  to  begin  some  time 
and  some  place.  Don't  expect  perfection  and  an  immedi- 
ate angelic  transformation  at  the  election  of  a  new  leader. 
Also,  don't  expect  the  organization  to  fall  apart  here  and 
now  just  because  the  old  leader(s)  are  not  now  in  charge. 
Give  him  a  chance  to  prove  himself — to  the  others  as  well 
as  to  himself.  This  is  accomplished  by  passing  around  the 
responsibilities  from  time  to  time.  Joey  may  be  the  best 
leader  now  because  he  has  always  been  the  leader.  Give 
others  a  chance  to  develop,  too. 

,        ,  RESPONSIBILITY 

Here  is  where  we  have  failed  miserably!  I  have  seen 
elections  among  youth — in  some  very  important  places 
(even  district  rallies!) — where  the  person  chosen  was  not 
elected  at  all  because  the  youth  wanted  him  (her)  as  a 
responsible  leader,  but  because  certain  persons  within 
the  group  had  ways  of  campaigning  against  their  own 
possible  election.  In  one  instance  I  know  of  a  person  who 
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vas  chosen  because  of  a  personality  quirk;  the  others 
vanted  to  get  some  fun  out  of  seeing  that  person  "on 
he  spot" — to  see  how  he  would  act  under  the  circum- 
itances.  We  ought  to  be  aware  of  such  action  and  take 
neasures  to  prevent  it.  In  this  case  the  best  action  to 
;ake  would  be  to  appoint  a  nominating  committee  to  look 
)ver  the  names  of  prospective  leaders  and  present  their 
hoices  to  the  group. 

The  chosen  leaders  should  be  made  to  realize  the  re- 
sponsibility that  is  theirs  in  leading  any  group.  The  goals 
and  objectives  should  be  instilled  in  their  minds,  the 
value  of  the  program  both  to  themselves  and  to  the  mem- 
bers. We  are  in  this  business  to  serve  the  Lord,  and  to 
profit  by  this  service.  Service  is  good  that  we  do  for 
others,  while  the  profit  comes  to  ourselves  as  better  per- 
sons and  more  capable  leaders  as  a  result  of  that  service. 

DIFFERENT    TYPES    OF    LEADERS       . 

As  I  mentioned  before,  we  ought  to  keep  in  mind  that 
leaders  are  chosen  for  a  purpose.  Now  what  will  that 
I  purpose  be  ?  To  gain  or  to  keep  popularity  ?  To  contribute 
to  the  good  of  the  youth  organization  (a  good  one)  ?  To 
contribute  to  the  advancement  of  the  leader  (another 
good  one) ? 

It  is  understood  that  the  organization  should  grow 
and  advance  continually.  If  the  group  needs  a  type  of 
leadership  that  will  "pick  up"  the  enthusiasm  and  spirit 
of  the  organization,  then  a  capable  "old  timer"  might  be 
chosen  for  the  time  being — change  officers  often  enough 
to  make  this  possible.  If  the  need  is  to  contribute  to  the 
efficiency  of  future  leaders — provided  that  everything  is 
advancing  properly  at  present — then  choose  someone  who 
might  profit  from  the  experience  in  leadership.  That  shy 
boy  or  girl  who  sits  and  meditates  alone  much  of  the 
time  more  than  likely  has  much  in  the  way  of  spirituality 
which  will  go  a  long  way  in  your  organization  if  you  can 
help  him  (her)  snap  out  of  his  (her)  backward  ways. 
In  helping  individuals  you  automatically  help  the  whole 
group. 

There  are  too  many  popularity  contests  instead  of  elec- 
tions. Give  everyone  a  chance  and  you  will  see  your  or- 
ganization grow  in  spirit  and  quality,  for  you  will  be  tak- 
ing out  the  "wrinkles"  as  you  add  to  the  lives  of  your 
youth.  Each  one  excells  in  something;  make  use  of  that 
quality  in  your  BYC. 

THE  YOUTH  COUNSELLOR  AND  LEADERS 

THE  YOUTH  COUNSELLOR  will  find  that  he  has  to 
work  with  the  leaders,  and  therefore  he  should  know 
the  young  people  well  enough  to  have  a  choice  in  the 
leadership.  He  will  have  to  "influence"  the  group  into 
choosing  his  "pets,"  but  he  should  have  the  opportunity 
some  place  in  the  youth  program  to  make  his  own  choices. 
If  he  knows  what  will  be  the  reaction  of  the  group  to 
his  choices,  he  can  safely  choose  the  leader  himself  for 
the  purpose  of  leading  the  group  in  spiritual  meetings, 
business,  etc.  Perhaps  he  even  should  be  allowed  to  ap- 
point the  president  regularly  (quarterly  or  semi-annu- 
ally), with  the  other  members  of  the  cabinet  to  be  elected 
by  the  group.  In  this  manner  the  president  will  be  work- 
ing closely  with  the  counsellor,  and  the  group  can  choose 
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by  popular  vote  the  other  leaders,  thus  giving  the  variety 
needed  to  round  out  a  good  organization. 

Sometimes  those  who  have  been  in  responsible  positions 
for  long  periods  of  time  need  a  good  "rest"  on  the  bench 
for  a  time.  Either  their  ego  could  stand  the  step-down, 
or  by  taking  part  with  the  rank  and  file  he  will  be  better 
prepared  to  meet  the  challenges  in  the  future  when  he 
has  returned  to  leadership.  Also  in  this  way  those  who 
have  been  sitting  back  for  the  same  length  of  time  can 
be  promoted  so  that  they  can  be  brought  into  a  more  ac- 
tive part  in  the  program,  giving  them  a  more  vital  inter- 
est. Prolonged  leadership  by  any  special  group  tends  to 
create  a  gulf  between  the  leaders  and  the  led.  Changing 
leadership  regularly  elevates  the  entire  group  a  little  at 
a  time.  Some  members  need  to  be  stimulated  and  ele- 
vated, others  need  to  learn  to  follow.  The  best  leader  is 
also  the  best  follower. 

PROBLEM  LEADERS 

It  is  not  a  bed  of  roses.  There  will  be  problems  no  mat- 
ter what.  It  might  be  wise  on  the  part  of  the  advisor  to 
give  a  talk  once  in  a  while  on  the  qualities  and  responsi- 
bilities of  good  leadership.  All  will  receive  these  ideas, 
and  since  everyone  is  sharing  in  the  duties  of  leadership, 
the  messages  will  be  directed  to  no  one  in  particular, 
everyone  in  general.  Above  everything  else,  try  to  make 
sure  that  choices  are  not  made  just  because  of  personality 
or  appearance  to  the  disregard  of  spirituality. 

The  natural.  This  kind  is  not  easy  to  work  with  some- 
times because  he  usually  is  well  aware  of  his  abilities 
and  becomes  somewhat  opinionated.  He  more  than  likely 
will  not  be  the  most  spiritual  person  in  the  group,  so 
the  best  way  to  teach  him  spirituality  and  keep  him  hum- 
ble is  to  assign  others  of  approximately  equal  abilities 
who  might  be  more  spiritual,  to  work  with.  In  this  way 
he  will  learn  that  there  are  things  which  he  does  not 
know,  and  that  there  is  much  for  him  to  gain  in  youth 
work.  Introduce  him  to  good  Bible  study — he  will  both 
leam  that  he  knows  very  little,  and  will  add  God's  word 
and  will  to  his  already  full  life. 

Timid  Timothy.  This  fellow  is  very  different  from  the 
one  mentioned  above,  but  they  are  both  very  real  to  most 
organizations.  You  would  not  want  him  to  work  directly 
with  the  natural  leader,  for  the  confidence  which  he  so 
much  needs  would  be  lost  forever  seeing  how  easy  it  is 
for  the  other  fellow  to  lead  an  audience.  Here  the  ad- 
visor comes  in  to  encourage  and  counsel  with  timid  Tim- 
othy to  get  him  before  the  group  to  make  his  first  fal- 
tering attempts  to  lead.  With  apparent  confidence  by  the 
advisor  and  other  members  of  the  group,  he  will  show 
rapid  strides  in  progression,  and  with  his  new-found  con- 
fidence he  will  go  far  with  his  modest  personality  and 
heretofore  hidden  talents  and  ideas  to  add  to  the  blessings 
of  other  people.  The  youth  organization  is  designed  to 
give  such  the  opportunity  the  grow  and  glow  for  the 
Lord. 

By  gaining  confidence  in  themselves,  youth  learn  to 
have  confidence  and  faith  in  God  in  greater  and  smaller 
matters.

He  became  our  all-sufficient  Saviour  (Heb.  2:9,  10).  He 
came  to  restore  a  fallen  race  (1  Cor.  15:22).  He  came  as 
the  gift  of  God's  love  (John  3:16).  Ex-carnate,  God  the 
Son  was  in  the  beginning  with  God  (John  1:1,  2).  He  was 
the  Creator  (John  1:3;  Col.  1:16,  17;  Heb.  1:1,  2).  By 
grace  God  the  Son  became  the  Son  of  God  (Psalm  2:7). 
Through  Him  we  become  the  sons  of  God  (John  1:12;  1 
John  3:2).  He  is  grace  and  truth  personified  (John 
1:14,  17). 

The  Father  gave  the  creation  and  control  of  the  uni- 
verse into  the  hands  of  Christ  (John  1:3;  Heb.  1:2;  Col. 
1:16,  17).  The  Father  has  given  all  judgment  to  the  Son 
(John  5:22).  There  is  surely  to  be  a  judgment  because  the 
Judge  was  raised  from  the  dead  (Acts  17:31).  His  stew- 
ards will  have  to  give  an  accounting  of  their  stewardship 
(2  Cor.  5:10).  All  nations  will  be  judged  by  Him  (Matt. 
25:31,  32).  Because  of  His  perfect  Saviourhood  God  has 
determined  to  I'eward  Him  with  endless  glory  and  power 
(Phil.  2:9-11).  He  is  the  promised  heir  of  David's  throne 
(Luke  1:32,  33).  His  sign  is  now  a  cross,  but  in  God's 
time  it  will  be  a  crown  (Psalm  110:1). 

Because  of  His  absolute  power  over  us  we  cannot  be 
Christian  without  bowing  to  His  Lordship  (Matt.  28:18). 
It  means  the  giving  of  our  bodies  to  Him  (Rom.  12:1). 
Otherwise,  we  cannot  enter  His  kingdom  (Col.  1:13;  John 
3:3,  5).  We  have  no  approach  to  God  except  thi-ough  Him 
(John  14:6).  To  deny  Him  is  to  deny  the  Father  (2  John 
9).  It  is  no  wonder  that  the  rejection  of  Christ  is  serious 
(Psalm  2:12).  It  is  thi-ough  Him  that  we  are  furnished  the 
miracle  of  regeneration  (John  1:11,  12).  As  our  Coun- 
sellor He  is  with  us  always  (Matt.  28:20),  and  has  prom- 
ised never  to  leave  us  nor  forsake  us    (Heb.  13:5,  6).

Lesson  for  January  1,  1956 

THE  PERIL  OF  INSINCERITY 

Lesson:    Luke    11:29-44 

THE  WORD  "HYPOCRITE"  ORIGINALLY  meant  one 
who  played  "a  part  on  the  stage."  Hence,  according 
to  Webster,  it  has  come  to  mean  "one  who  feigns  to  be 
other  and  better  than  he  is;  a  false  pretender  to  virtue 
or  piety."  Jesus  soundly  denounced  the  hypocrites  of  His 
day  because  they  were  guilty  of  Insincerity.  This  is  the 
subject  of  our  lesson  today. 

Although  His  earthly  ministry  was  drawing  to  a  close, 
Jesus  continued  His  healing  and  teaching  ministry.  It 
was  following  His  act  of  casting  out  a  dumb  spirit  that 
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the  people  began  to  criticize  and  to  tempt  Him,  seeking 
"of  Him  a  sign  from  heaven." 

"And  when  the  people  were  gathered  thick  together. 
He  began  to  say.  This  is  an  evil  generation:  they  seek  a 
sign  ..."   (Luke  11:29). 

The  people  had  come  to  Jesus  with  the  wrong  motive 
and  purpose  in  mind.  They  possessed  no  inward  desire 
to  worship  Him  as  the  promised  Messiah  who  was  about 
to  give  His  very  life  for  them!  They  demonstrated  no 
genuine  concern  for  the  sinful  condition  of  their  lives. 
They  had  come  to  have  their  curiosity  satisfied — to  be 
entertained  by  one  who  previously  had  performed  great 
miracles. 

Jesus  called  them  an  "evil  generation."  What  would 
He  say  of  this  generation?  Why  do  men  and  women  come 
to  church  (the  few  in  number  who  do  come)  ?  Why  do 
we  attend  church  ?  To  see  our  friends  and  relatives  ? 
Because  it  is  expected  of  us?  Because  others  are  doing 
so?  At  another  occasion  Jesus  said  to  the  Woman  of 
Samaria:  "God  is  a  Spirit:  and  they  that  worship  Him 
must  worship  Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth"  (John  4:24). 

The  crowds  gathered  around  Jesus  that  day  and  de- 
manded more  signs.  "What  more  could  they  desire  ?  Any 
other  sign  He  could  give  them  would  still  leave  them 
unconvinced.  They  could  not  believe  because  they  would 
not  believe.  Their  unbelief  blinded  them  with  prejudice, 
and  blind  men  cannot  see  no  matter  what  object  is  placed 
before  them."* 

How  did  Jesus  answer  their  demand  for  a  sign  ?  He 
used  two  illustrations  from  the  Old  Testament.  The  ac- 
count of  the  Queen  of  Sheba  who  travelled  far  in  order 
to  talk  with  King  Solomon,  and  the  stoiy  of  Jonah  and 
Nineveh. 

The  Queen  of  Sheba  had  heard  of  Solomon.  She  came 
to  see  him  and  hear  his  wisdom.  She  saw,  she  heard,  and 
she  was  convinced.  "Behold,  a  greater  than  Solomon  is 
here,"  Jesus  said  to  the  people.  "You  have  seen  miracles 
performed  before  your  eyes,  and  you  have  heard  the  word 
preached,  and  still  you  will  not  believe."  And  yet,  "a 
greater  than  Solomon  is  here." 

Judgment  had  been  pronounced  upon  the  people  of 
Nineveh  because  of  their  sin.  Yet  when  God  sent  His 
sei"vant  Jonah  to  them  to  preach  repentance,  they  re- 
pented.  "Behold,   a   greater  than  Jonah  is  here." 

The  lesson  topic  is  "The  Peril  of  Insincerity."  The 
Pharisees  and  people  of  that  day  were  condemned  by 
Jesus  because  they  were  Insincere  in  their  Desires.  They 
said  all  they  needed  was  some  sign  and  they  would  be 
convinced  of  the  true  identity  of  Christ. 

They  were  Insincere  in  their  Actions.  They  were  con- 
cerned about  the  outside  of  the  cup,  about  external  things 
that  matter  little.  Yet  they  showed  no  concern  for  the 
more  vital  internal,  spiritual  things  of  life. 

And  they  were  Insincere  in  their  Motives.  They  craved 
the  applause  of  men,  but  cared  little  for  the  approval 
of  God! 

Our  relationship  to  God  is  vital.  Our  worship  must  be 
sincere.  Let  us  obey  God  in  all  things.  "Take  heed  there- 
fore that  the  light  which  is  in  thee  be  not  darkness" 
(Luke  11:35).

CONFIDENCE  IN  GOD 

Luke   12:22-34 

MAN  IS  WILLING  to  confide  in  everything  and  any- 
thing but  GOD!  How  sad!  Our  Heavenly  Father 
stands  with  outstretched  arms  waiting  to  receive  all  who 
come.  How  few  the  number  who  are  really  willing  to  trust 
Him, 

"Confidence  in  God."  What  does  it  mean?  R.  Clark  says: 
"It  means  more  than  belief  or  faith  in  God;  it  means 
commitment  of  ourselves  to  God." 

Usually  we  think  of  trusting  God  for  that  which  is 
spiritual.  Strangely  enough,  however,  our  lesson  primarily 
concerns  the  material  side  of  life. 

In  the  verses  preceding  our  lesson,  Jesus  tells  the  story 
of  the  rich  man  and  his  barns  of  plenty.  The  moral  of 
the  story  is  that  we  are  to  lay  up  treasure  in  heaven 
rather  than  upon   earth. 

With  this  tinith  in  mind,  Jesus  "said  unto  His  disci- 
ples, Thei'efore  I  say  unto  you,  Be  not  anxious  for  your 
life,  what  ye  shall  eat;  nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye 
shall  put  on."  The  Bible  declares  that  God  will  provide 
our  daily  needs  when  we  cast  our  care  upon  Him.  Listen 
to  what  God  says:  "But  my  God  shall  supply  all  your 
need  according  to  His  riches  in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus" 
(Phil.  4:19);  "Casting  all  your  care  upon  Him;  for  He 
careth  for  you"  (I  Peter  5:7);  "No  good  thing  will  He 
withhold  from  them  that  walk  uprightly"    (Ps.  84:11). 

Dr.  W.  S.  Hottel  adds  this  helpful  comment:  "Of  course, 
this  does  not  encourage  laziness,  idleness,  indolence,  and 
wastefulness.  We  must  be  diligent,  prudent,  and  economi- 
cal, and  also  do  our  honest  duty  and  perform  our  given 
tasks,  while  we  trust  God  for  our  daily  need." 

There  are  a  number  of  reasons  why  Luke,  the  Gospel 
writer,  would  tell  us  not  to  be  anxious,  and  why  we  are 
to  have  "Confidence  in  God."  Have  Confidence  in  God 
knowing  He  cares  for  the  birds  of  the  air,  and  the  grass 
and  flowers  of  the  field.  "Consider  the  ravens" — God 
feeds  them  though  they  have  neither  storehouse  nor  barn. 
"Consider  the  lilies" — God  attires  them  in  beauty  though 
they  cannot  spin  or  weave.  "If  then  God  so  clothe  the 
grass,  which  is  today  in  the  field,  and  tomorrow  is  cast 
into  the  oven;  how  much  more  will  He  clothe  you,  0  ye 
of  little  faith?"  Therefore,  have  "Confidence  in  God!" 

Have  Confidence  in  God  knowing  that  anxiety  avails 
nothing.  "And  which  of  you  by  being  anxious  can  add  a 
cubit  unto  the  measure  of  his  life?  If  then  ye  are  not 
able  to  do  even  that  which  is  least,  why  are  ye  anxious 
concerning  the  rest?" 

Have  Confidence  in  God  because  by  so  doing  He  will 
provide  for  your  every  need,  material  and  spiritual.  "Seek 
ye  the  kingdom  of  God;  and  all  these  things  shall  be 
added  unto  you"  (Luke  12:31);  "Jesus  our  Lord  .  .  . 
hath  given  unto  us  all  things  that  pertain  unto  life  and 
godliness"    (II  Peter  1:2-3). 

The  question  that  looms  in  our  mind  is  this:  If  "Con- 
fidence in  God"  is  so  important  to  my  Christian  expe- 
i-ience,  how  can  I  be  sure  that  I  am  confiding  in  God? 
Remember  what  Mr.  Clark  says:  Confidence  in  God 
"means  commitment  of  ourselves  to  God."  This  is  the 
secret.    In    order   to  exercise    complete   faith,   belief,   and 


confidence  in  God  we  must  first  of  all  surrender  ourselves] 
completely  unto  Him,  permitting  Him  to  have  control  of  j 
our  entire  being.  Then  can  we  say  with  the  Apostle  Paul:| 
"I  live;  yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in  me"  (Gal.  2:20).

TOPIC— "JESUS    TEACHES    CONFIDENCE    IN    GOD" 
Acknowledged  of  God — Luke  12:4-12. 

Much  of  the  teachings  of  Jesus  concerned  the  impor-  || 
tance  of  our  confidence  in  God.  One  of  the  first  principles 
Jesus  taught  was  that  God  acknowledges  us,  not  as  a 
large  mass  of  people,  but  individually.  Jesus  constantly 
emphasized  our  importance  as  an  individual  person  in 
the  sight  of  God.  Sometimes,  when  we  compare  ourselves 
with  others,  we  seem  very  insignificant,  indeed.  Doudan 
wrote,  "Everything  without  tells  the  individual  that  he 
is  nothing;  everything  within  persuades  him  that  he  is 
everything." 

The  Rich  Fool— Luke   12:13-21. 

Through  this  parable  Jesus  shows  the  relative  value  of 
that  which  is  worldly  against  that  which  is  spiritual.  The 
rich  man  showed  faith  in  nothing  but  worldly  gains — 
that  which  he  could  store  in  huge  bams  and  write  down 
on  inventory  sheets.  He  represents  the  type  of  individual 
who  commits  suicide  when  he  has  business  failures  and 
loses  all  his  wealth,  for  he  has  no  faith  to  suppoi-t  him 
in  time  of  trouble  or  need.  All  of  us  enjoy  the  comforts 
of  life  which  money  provides  for  us.  But  acquiring  money 
and  other  wealth  must  never  be  our  ultimate  goal.  Jesus 
concludes  this  parable  by  saying  we  are  just  as  foolish 
as  the  rich  man  if  we  lay  up  treasures  for  ourselves  and 
are  not  rich  toward  God.  In  what  ways  do  you  think  we 
can  and  should  be  rich  toward  God  ? 

Consider  the  Lilies— Luke  12:22-31. 

Out  of  this  exceptionally  beautiful  passage  comes  two 
important  questions  for  us  to  think  about  in  terms  of 
our  own  life.  Is  not  life  more  than  meat?  Is  not  the 
body  more  than  mere  raiment?  We  live  at  such  a  rapid 
tempo  today,  caused  by  the  keen  competition  in  all  phases 
of  life,  that  unless  we  keep  certain  spiritual  goals  in 
sight,  we  are  apt  to  become  too  concerned  with  the  meat 
and  raiment  part  of  living.  We  are  apt  to  forget  to  con- 
sider the  lilies.  The  lilies  represent  God's  constant  care. 
His  everlasting  love.  His  assurance  that  He  will  provide 
for  our  physical  needs  if  we  have  faith  in  Him.  Can  a 
person  have  complete  faith  in  God  and  still  worry  about 
anything?  Do  you  think  worry  is  the  sign  of  lack  of 
faith  ? 

Fearless  and  Ready— Luke  12:32-40. 

It  seems  probable  that  if  we  know  in  advance  the  time 
and  place  of  our  death,  we  would  live  entirely  different 
lives.  But  God,  through  His  infinite  wisdom,  keeps  such 
knowledge  from  us  so  that  we  may  have  the  opportunity 
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)  live  richer  lives,  fuller  lives,  if  we  so  desire.  The  choice 
I  left  to  each  of  us  individually  to  either  live  for  Christ 
y  following  His  principles,  or  for  ourselves  by  rejecting 
lem.  The  important  thing  is  that  we  are  ready  when 
le  Lord  does  return.  Discuss  how  you  and  your  family 
an  make  ready  so  that  you  will  be  prepared  for  the  Lord's 
eturn. 

Faithful  and  Wise— Luke  12:41-48. 

There  are  several  important  points  to  this  parable, 
''irst,  the  servant  did  not  wait  idly  for  his  master's  re- 
urn.  He  went  about  doing  those  tasks  designated  to  him 
»y  his  master.  He  perfonned  his  work  with  faithfulness 
0  that  no  matter  when  the  master  would  appear,  he 
vas  ready  for  his  return.  He  did  not  forget,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  his  master,  that  he  was  the  servant,  ever  de- 
l)endent  upon  the  master.  Finally,  in  the  master's  absence, 
16  was  not  only  concerned  with  his  personal  well-being, 
put  with  that  of  the  entire  household.  Can  you  apply 
these  points  to  your  personal  life,  regarding  yourself  as 
he  servant  of  the  Lord? 
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PATIENCE 

PERHAPS  THE  HARDEST  LESSON  we  as  Christians 
have  to  learn  is  that  of  patience.  We  sometimes  hear 
the  expression,  "She  has  the  patience  of  Job,"  yet  many 
of  us  have  never  learned  the  first  step  in  his  patience. 

We  as  children  ask  gifts  of  our  parents  and  expect 
an  immediate  response.  We  do  not  realize  that  many  times 
it  takes  planning,  saving  and  working  to  fulfill  our  re- 
quest. In  the  same  way  we  as  Christians  ask  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  and  become  impatient  and  even  resent- 
ful if  our  petitions  are  not  answered  immediately.  I  re- 
member as  a  little  girl  hearing  my  Sunday  School  teacher 
say  that  she  had  prayed  for  years  for  her  husband  to 
take  Jesus  as  his  Savior.  I  recall  that  I  was  grown  and 
married  when  her  prayer  was  answered.  God  always  hears 
our  prayers  but  sometimes  He  answers,  "No"  or  "This  is 
not  the  time."  James  1:3  tells  us,  "The  trying  of  your 
faith  worketh  patience." 

Many  years  ago  I  used  to  sing  an  aria  from  Elijah, 
"0  Rest  In  The  Lord."  The  words  go  something  like  this. 
"0  rest  in  the  Lord,  Wait  patiently  for  Him  and  He  will 
give  thee  thy  heart's  desire,  0  rest  in  the  Lord.  Commit 
thy  ways  unto  Him  and  trust  in  Him  and  fret  not  thyself 
because  of  evil  doers,  0  rest  in  the  Lord,  wait  patiently 
for  Him  ..."  As  the  years  pass  I  have  learned  more  fully 
to  Rest  and  Wait  on  the  Lord,  even  though  I  still  some- 
times want  to  push  ahead.  "For  ye  have  need  of  patience 
that,  after  ye  have  done  the  will  of  God,  ye  might  re- 
ceive the  promise   (Hebrews  10:36.)
